say that there is no special arrange¬ 
ment for the students of the Universi¬ 
ties and colleges.

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as it was in the last year. In addi¬ 
tion lo the 85 University Specials, 2 
Greenline Services have been intro¬ 
duced—Nos. 230 and 430—only for the 
students to take them to their campus 
and the colleges. Apart from these 
two Greenline Services, some feeder 
services, Nos. 611, 511, 512, 711, 811 
and shuttle 60 have already been in¬ 
troduced to cover various points and 
to take the students to the university 
campus and the colleges. In addition, 
was are going to introduced some 
more additional feeder services and 
Sugam Services No. 41 and 51, for the 
students. As a result of these mea¬ 
sures and privileges which existed 
and are continuing since last year and 
the additional advantages which have 
been created for the students, it 
would be possible to take care of the 
students and take them to the campus 
and bring them back.

SHR1 PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: The first question is about be¬ 
haviour of conductors, and others. It 
is true that sometimes we receive the 
complaints about the malbehaviour of 
the conductors, drivers, etc. and these 
are being looked into. Attempts are 
being made in the direction of imp- 
proving their training and regarding 
giving incentives etc- so that these 
types of offences are reduced. About 
Malaviyanagar, I have no such infor¬ 
mation. What we do is this? Before 
introducing service for students we 
take them into confidence and discuss 
with them and arrangements have 
already been made for having stu¬ 
dents’ representation in the DTC 
advisory council. It is not true that 
the DTC authorities without consult¬ 
ing them introduce certain services. 
As my senior colleague has pointed 
out. in respect of further suggestions 
to improve the services, if they make 
concrete suggestions in this regard, 
those will be considered.

Statement 

Messrs. Hindustan Lever Limited 
have explained that, as was the case 
with other factories in the vanaspati 
industry, the fall in the production of 
vanaspati in their four units since 
1973 was due to low availability ot 
imported oils for current use and also 
due to the uneconomically high cost 
of indigenous oils. 

The raw material used in manu¬ 
facture of vanaspati are imported oils 
allotted by the Government and indi¬ 
genous oils purchased by the factories 
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in the market. There is no evidence 
of the Company having diverted the 
imported oil allotted to it for manu¬ 
facture of ‘Golden Seal’ margarine. As 
regards use of indigenous oils in the 
production of margarine, there are no 
restrictions.

May I know from the Minister actual¬ 
ly what is the mechanism that has 
been set-up to see whether the im¬ 
ported hard oil is not used for Golden 
Seal Margarine. As far as I have 
got a personal knowledge of a factory 
in Calcutta named ‘Kusum Products’ 
which has stopped production of 
Vanaspati and all these indigenous 
and imported edible oils are being 
used for this Margarine. May I know 
what steps Government are going to 
take to see that no hard oil which is 
imported is used for this margarine 
which has not yet been tested by 
Government? 

SHRI B. P. MAUiRYA: This is 
correct in its place that the produc¬ 
tion of margarine in this factory has 
increased, but it is not being brought 
to our knowledge that the imported 
oil is being misused for its manufac¬ 
ture. ... 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Who 
will bring it to his knowledge? That 
is the question. 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: We shall 
inquire into it. But it does not appear 
to be correct on the face of it. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Why not? 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
He says that it does not appear to be 
correct on the face of it. What are 
we to infer from this reply? 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA; Because 
the import is banned after the 1st

diversion of either imported oil or 
indigenous oil for producing mar¬ 
garine, and if there is a diversion, 
what the extent of the diversion is< 


The total production itself is not 
very much as far as margarine 
is concerned, because it varies from 
1200 tonnes to about 3000 tonnes, and, 
therefore, if at all diversion takes 
place, it would be only marginal. 
But the difficulty, as hon. Members 
have been pointing out is that the 
production of vanaspati has consider¬ 
ably decreased, and there is shortage 
and scarcity with regard to it. I had 
answered this question once before 
here. It is mainly because the price 
of raw oil is at a very high level and 
the processed vanaspati price is at a 
ower le'Cfel that anybody producing 
vanaspati and selling it in the proper 
market is bound to incur loss. That is 
why there is disincentive for the pro¬ 
duction of vanapasti. The only way 
in which we can improve the situa¬ 
tion, as was pointed out by my collea¬ 
gue, is to increase the cotton-seed oil 
production and rice bran oil produc¬ 
tion which are also being processed 
for vanaspati but which are not being 
used for edible purposes just now. 
That is the only way in which we can 
do it, and we are taking all steps to 
do it, but in the meanwhile I do agree 
that there is a shortage.

SHRI DENESH CHANDRA GO- 
-SWAMI: The hon. Minister said a 
few days ago that increase in the 
jarice of vanaspati would lead to in¬ 
crease in the production of vanaspati. 
What is the position so far as the fac¬ 
tories are concerned? After the price 
had been increased, has there been 
increase in the installed capacity? 

SKRI B. P. MAUiRYA: The price 
Tise was given on 15th June. In the 
period 1-7 June production was 2311 
tonnes. In the period 8-16 June, pro¬ 
duction went down to 1716 tonnes. 
After the price rise, production shot 
up to 6026 tonnes. In the period 23-30 
June again, production went up to 
7580 tonnes. No doubt the monthly 
demand is something like 50,000 
tonnes- The total production in June 
was only 17,633 tons. For July I do 
not have the figures, but it will be in 
that neighbourhood. 
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.SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: In view 
of the fact that Government is from 
-time to time allowing vanaspati 
manufacturer to increase the prices, 
in order to compensate them, I pre¬ 
sume, for the high cost of their raw 
materials, what prevents the Govern¬ 
ment from finding out the total pro¬ 
duction every month of all the rigs- 
tered producers including Lever Bro¬ 
thers, paying them the sanctioned 
priced which Government itself has 
fixed as a fair price—I presume it 
leaves them some margin of profit— 
and taking over those stocks from 
them and distributing them through 
the public distribution system, so that 
the black market can be stopped? 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: I wish it 
could be possible. But it is not feasi¬ 
ble because production of the edible 
oil is in such a way that we have no 
control on that. The prices are based 
on a formula which has got a direct 
link with the edible oil. Since the 
price of edible oil fluctuates in the 
market, the price of vanaspati will 
have to be fixed by the Government 
on the basis of that fluctuation. The 
ration card holder will not be ready 
to pay that price. Secondly, produc¬ 
tion will not be steady, it will go up 
and down because of various reasons. 
If the consumers are ready for this. 
Government can consider this pro¬ 
posal. But the difficulty will be that 
the ration card holder will not be able 
to get vanaspati at the same price 
throughout the year- 

SHRI ATAL BIHAtRI VAJPAYEE. 
Even now they are not getting it.

SHRl S. M. BANERJEE: Is the hon. 
Minister aware that eminent musicians 
are honoured bv the Sangeet Natak 
Akademi, that they have been per¬ 
forming this for many years and that 
recently because of want of proper 
funds or adequate funds they are un¬ 
able to do so? I would like to know 
whether the Government will consider 
increasing the funds allotted to them 
to protect those musicians who have 
become aged like Rasoolan Bai who 
are practically facing starvation in the 
country? 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: There is 
a proposal for the Fifth Plan that 
Government may provide assistance to 
various old masters. This recommenda¬ 
tion has already been accepted. But, 
as the hon. Members know, the Fifth 
Plan allocations have not been finalised 
yet. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: My question 
is simple. Amir Khan was one of the 
most famous musicians in the country 


and he died in an accident. What hap¬ 
pens to his family? What about 
Rasoolan Bai? They cannot wait for 
the Five Year Plan. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: How can 
we give any commitment, much as we 
would like to, unless we know what 
the funds available to us are? 

SHRI AMRIT NAHATA: Is it a fact 
that the hon. Minister, Prof. Nurul 
Hasan was himself a member of the 
Khosla Committee and that his signa¬ 
ture is affixed to the report of the 
Khosla Committee?, Is it not a fact 
that the Sangeet Natak Akademi has 
defiantly refused to implement one of 
the recommendations of the Khosla 
Committee for making the National 
School of Drama an autonomous body? 
Does the Minister want the House to 
believe that these Akademies can 
refuse to bow down if the Govern¬ 
ment were firm on implementing this- 
report? 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: On a 
point of personal explanation, I would 
like to submit that although I had the 
honour to be a member of the Khosla 
Committee, before the Committee- 
finalised its recommendations, I resign¬ 
ed from the membership of the Com¬ 
mittee. 

In regard to the second point which 
the hon. Member raised regarding the 
National School of Drama, we have 
already informed the Sangeet Natak 
Akademi that the Government propose 
to set up the National School of Drama 
as an independent body as recom¬ 
mended by the Khosla Committee. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY: There are 
some recommendations of the Khosla 
Committee which concern the Govern¬ 
ment. May I know whether the Gov¬ 
ernment has been able to implement 
such recommendations of the Khosla 
Committee and, if not, why such 
delay? 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: Most of 
the decisions which the Government- 
have to take in regard to the Khosla- 
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Committee involve expenditure. My 
difficulty, at the moment, is that un¬ 
less 3 know what the funds at the 
disposal of the Department of Culture 
are going to be, I am unable to take 
a firm decision and inform the House. 
As soon as the Plan proposals are 
finalised, 1 will take such action as is 
possible within the limitation of funds. 


Damage to imported wheat at Bombay 
Port dne to heavy rains 

*211. SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU: 

SHRI P. K. DEO; 

Will the Minister of AGRICULTURE 
be pleased to state: 

(a) whether thousands of bags of 
imported wheat at the Bombay Port 
were damaged due to heavy rains; 

(b) whether this heavy damage was 
due to the negligence on the part of 
<the Food Corporation of India staff; 

(c) the total quantity of wheat da¬ 
maged and whether Government have 
made any inquiry into the matter; and 

(d) if so, with what results? 

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT AND SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY AND AGRICULTURE 
(SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM): (a) to 
(d). The Food Corporation of India 
has reported that on account of very 
heavy rains in Bombay on 4th/5th 
July, 1974, despite the prompt action 
taken by the staff of the F.C.I. and 
Port Trust about 3500 bags out of 
the total 5 lakh bags of wheat lying 
in the docks vfSre partially affected. 
Steps were taken for salvaging the 
arrectea grain to the extent possible. 
It is reported that there was no negli¬ 
gence on the part of staff of the Food 
Corporation of India. 

SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU: From the 
reply of the hon. Minister, it appears 
'that the FCI authorities had not taken 
any precautionary measures. Though 
the hon. Minister said that prompt 
-action was taken by them, it appears 


that no precautionary measures were 
taken to prevent water from entering 
the shed where the wheat was stored 
and also they did not take elementary 
steps to close the doors of the shed 
even when the monsoon was well ad¬ 
vanced. That is how the damaged 
occurred. So, I want to know from 
the hon. Minister whether any inquiry 
was conducted and, if so, what action 
was taken against the officers con¬ 
cerned. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: As the 
hon. Member ie aware, on the 4/5th 
July, we had unprecedented rains in 
Bombay which had not occurred in the 
last hundred years, about 22 inches of 
rain in 24 hours. Not only in the Port 
area, throughout the city also many 
godowns submerged in water and there 
was a good deal of damage. Taking 
that into consideration, that out of 
5 lakh bags only 3500 bags were affect¬ 
ed. I am sure, it goes to the credit 
of the Food Corporation rather than 
to find fault with them. Ultimately, 
out of 3500 bags, they tried to salvage 
as much as possible. The total damage 
was only to the tune of about 50 
tonnes. Therefore, there is no ques¬ 
tion of any inquiry being conducted. 
In the context of unprecedented rains, 
we cannot say that there was any 
carelessness. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: I 
would like to know from the hon. 
Minister whether it is true that 35,000 
ton American tanker ‘‘NORTH FIELD” 
grounded near the Prongs Light House 
of Bombay Harbour was having 25,000 
tonnes of imported wheat from the USA 
USA and. because of faulty arrange¬ 
ments during the rainy season', there 
was gushing of waters inside the tan¬ 
ker which was to the tune of 30 ft. in¬ 
side the tanker and it is also true 
whether the President of the All-India 
Dock and Fort Workers Federation 
had issued a statement in which he had 
categorically said. 

“The grounding of the American 

tanker and the delay caused in re¬ 
floating her due to lack of a power¬ 
ful ocean salvage tug and other 
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equipments raise some important 
issues concerning salvage of ships 
that may run aground or sink in the 
deep sea off the Indian coasts or at 
the navigational channels of our 
major ports.” 

In view of the fact that these com¬ 
ments have been made by a responsible 
office-bearer of the All India Port and 
Dock Workers’ Federation, has the 
Government taken note of this, and if 
so, what concrete steps are being taken 
to see that such a damage is prevented?, 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: I would 
like to know whether the responsible 
Member has put a relevant question. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: You 
might not be able to answer it rele¬ 
vantly. But the question is very rele¬ 
vant. 

MR. SPEAKER: If you are going to 
pronounce the judgment yourself, then 
I would not come in. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
Please look at the question, Sir. It 
relates to imported wheat and the 
damage caused due to rains. Nothing 
is irrelevant. I have asked the 
Minister. 

MR. SPEAKER: Does the authority 
of the Food Corporation of India 
extend to that tanker? The question 
is about the Food Corporation of 
India. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: In 
relation to your question, all that I 
have to say is this. In the main ques¬ 
tion there are three entities; the Food 
Corporation of India, imported wheat 
and rains. I have picked out the two 
entities, namely, imported wheat and 
rains. Therefore, my question is rele¬ 
vant. 

MR. SPEAKER: You should address 
this question to the God Who sent the 
rains. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: He has 
jumped two-thirds of the well. 


Import of 2 million tons of 
Soviet wheat 

*212. SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Will 
the Minister of AGRICULTURE be 
pleased to state: 

(a) whether the 2 million tons of 
Soviet wheat loaned to India has been 
received; and 

(b) whether despite this, internal 
procurement is proving inadequate to 
maintain the public distribution system, 
at even last year’s level? 


THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT AND SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY AND AGRICULTURE 
(SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM): (a) and 
(b). The new policy aims at improving 
the open market availability of wheat 
in the deficit States. The public dis¬ 
tribution system is being maintained 
with stocks procured locally and pur¬ 
chased from abroad. Two million 
tonnes of wheat loan from the U.S.S.R. 
have alreadv been received. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Last year, 
in spite of the import of two million 
tonnes of wheat from the USSR, Gov¬ 
ernment was able to procure internally 
only about 40 lakh tonnes of wheat, 
although at that time Government had 
taken over the wholesale trade in 
wheat. I want to know, this year, 
after the change in their food policy, 
whether it is not a fact that procure¬ 
ment is running much lower than 
what it was last year; the internal 
procurement is probably not more than 
about 20 lakh tonnes so far or even 
less than that. I would like to know 
how they propose this year, on the 
basis of this lower procurement and 
with some amount of imported wheat 
perhaps which they have not yet dis¬ 
closed to this House and to the coun¬ 
try. to maintain the public distribu¬ 
tion system. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: Last 
year, as the hon. Member mentioned, 
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the procurement was at the level of 
nearly four million tonnes internally.. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: How 
much was the target last year? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: If I re¬ 
member right—because I cannot say 
offhand—it was about eight million 
tonnes. 

This year, as the hon. Member 
mentioned, the procurement of wheat 
is only at the level of 17 or 18 lakh 
tonnes. In spite of that, with the im¬ 
ported wheat and the rice available, 
we are maintaining the public distri¬ 
bution system and we hope to main¬ 
tain this system theroughout this year 
in spite of the difficulties. Evidently, 
the hon. Member wants to know why 
this change was made when it has 
dropped like this, whether this was 
not a failure. We have to take the 
total view of the situation. It is not 
merely the population covered by the 
public distribution system which is 
important but outside the public dis¬ 
tribution system, even when you dis¬ 
tribute 10 million tonnes, another 40 
crores of people are outside the public 
distribution system. They should also 
be enabled to get wheat at a reasonable 
price. Last year, while we were able 
to maintain a certain level of public 
distribution system, outside the public 
distribution system, the prices soared 
very high, particularly, in deficit areas 
like Bombay, Maharashtra, Gujarat 
and other places. That is why an 
analysis was made and we thought 
that if we allowed wheat movement to 
these deficit areas in addition to the 
public distribution system freely, per¬ 
haps the situation might improve. That 
has been substantiated to a certain 
extent that in the open market of 
Bombay and other places, compared 
to last year, the prices are lower. 
But I would not make the judgment 
because the lean period is yet to come. 
How it Is going to behave during that 
period, really I will not be able to 
forecast now. That can be only.. 

MR. SPEAKER: The question-hour 
is almost over now. 


SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: We have 
to see that we have enough stocks for 
the public distribution system at least 
to the level we had last year and if 
there are any emergencies, we are also 
trying to find out how to meet those 
emergencies and I hope I would be 
able to discuss with the Members and 
the Leaders of the Opposition also 
sometime with regard to the present 
situation and what steps will have to 
be taken for the purpose of improv¬ 
ing the situation. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; Please 
allow me to put my second question. 

MR. SPEAKER: I am sorry. Ques¬ 
tion-Hour is already over.

TRANSPORT (SHRI KAMLAPATI 
TRIPATHI): (a) and (b). A statement 
giving the requisite information is 
laid on the table of the Sabha. 

Statement 

(a) (i) The National Highway No. 28 
between Lucknow and Barabanki, 
length 22.45 Kms., is already two-lane 
wide. Between Barabanki and Faiz- 
abad, length 92.972 Kms. the road had 
single lane width in a length 92.722 
Kms. at the beginning of the Fourth 
Five Year Plan and two4ane width 
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in the remaining length of 0.25 Km. 
Out of 92.722 Kms., the work of widen¬ 
ing to two lanes in a length of 67.722 
Kms. has already been technically ap¬ 
proved and financially sanctioned. Of 
this, upto 31-7-74, work of widening 
in a length of 48.922 Kms. has been 
completed and was in progress in a 
length of 10.400 Kms., whereaB 
materials for widening had been col¬ 
lected in another length of 8.200 Kms 

(ii) Nine bridge works falling on 
National Highway No. 28 between 
Lucknow and Faizabad were included 
in the Fourth Five Year Plan. Out of 
these five have since been dropped 
from the Plan as after detailed investi¬ 
gation it was revealed that the re¬ 
construction of three of them vd&s not 
required and two fell within Municipal 
limits and their reconstruction was 
dropped by the State P.W.D. Estimate 
for one bridge has not so far been re 
ceived from the State Government 
The three bridge works at miles 20/4, 
*>1/7 and 57/6 have been technically 
approved and financially sanctioned 

(b) (i) The sanctioned works are 
likely to be completed by December, 
1975, depending upon the extent of 
funds available for N.H. (original) 
Works. The work of widening to two 
lanes in the remaining length of 25 
Kms. between Barabanki and Faizabad 
could not bo considered for sanction 
due to present financial stringency. 

(ii) Out of the three sanctioned 
bridge works, work on bridge at mile 
57/6 has already been completed; work 
on the remaining two has not yet 
started as in the case of bridge at mile 
20/4 the question of sharing of cost 
between the U.P. irrigation Depart¬ 
ment and the road authority is yet to 
be settled and in the case of the other 
the funds are not available during the 
current financial year due to present 
financial stringency. It cannot be 
stated definitely due to present finan¬ 
cial constraints when the construction 
of the three bridges including the one 
yet to be sanctioned, will be taken up. 


Credit from I.D.A. for Intensive Cattle 
and Dairy Development in 
Madhya Pradesh 

*203. SHRI HUKAM CHAND 
KACHWAI: Will the Minister of 
AGRICULTURE be pleased to state: 

(a) whether a scheme for extending 
credit from International Development 
Agency through World Bank for

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN

A proposal for extending credit from 
International Development Agency 
through World Bank for Rs. 46.78 
crores for taking up Intensive Cattle 
and Dairy Project in certain districts 
of Western Madhya Pradesh has been 
approved by the Government of India. 

(b) The project has already been 
presented by the Government of India 
to the IDA and has been appraised. 
Nagotiations with IDA are expected to 
take place before the end of the year. 
The project is expected to commence 
after the loan is sanctioned by the 
IDA. 

Serious food situation in Kerala 

*204. SHRIMAT1 BIBHA GHOSH 
GOSWAMI; Will the Minister of 
AGRICULTURE be pleased to state 
what steps have been taken to meet 
the serious food situation in Kerala? 

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT AND SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY AND AGRICULTURE 
(SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM): Keeping 
in view the overall availability of food- 
grains in the Central pool, relative 
needs of other deficit States, local 
availability and other relevant factors, 
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maximum possible quantities o£ food- 
grains are being supplied to Kerala 
for meeting the reasonable require¬ 
ments of the public distribution in the 
State. The State Government has also 
been permitted to import levy free 

rice and wheat from surplus States. 
The food situation in Kerala is being 
kept under constant review in consul¬ 
tation with the State Government and 
all possible assistance is being extend¬ 
ed to the State Government to meet 
the situation. 

Imported Cargo Packages piled up in 
Bombay Port Trust 

*205. SHRI S. A. MURUGANAN- 
THAM: 

SHRI PILOO MODY: 

Will the Minister of SHIPPING AND 
TRANSPORT be pleased to state; 

(a) whether Government are aware 
that lakhs of imported cargo packages 
valued at crores ol rupees have piled 
up in Bombay Port Trust areas for 
several months; 

(b) if so, the facts and reasons 
therefor; and 

(c) the steps being taken to solve 
the problem? 

THE MINISTER OF SHIPPING 
AND TRANSPORT (SHRI KAMLA- 
PATI TRIPATHI): (a) and (b). It is 
true that about 3.50,000 packages are 
lying under demurrage in the ware¬ 
houses and transit areas of Bombay 
Port, awaiting clearance for periods 
ranging between less than two months 
and over one year. Some of the pack¬ 
ages have been lying for a number of 
years. The value of the uncleared 
packages is not known to Bombay 
Port Trust. The main reasons for the 
accumulation are:— 

(i) Time taken in compliance with 
Customs and Import Control re¬ 
quirements and disposal by Cus¬ 
toms of goods confiscated by 
them. 


(ii) Failure of consignees to clear 
the goods in time. 

(c) (i) Customs have been requested 
to expedite clearance of confiscated 
cargo and procedural formalities for 
clearance of cargo. They have been 
offered a plot of land at nominal rent 
for construction of a warehouse for 
storage of confiscated/seized/detained 
cargo, as well as goods which cannot 
be released for home consumption 
within two months of landing. 

(ii) A warehouse admeasuring 7480 
sq. Mts. is under construction and is 
expected to be ready by December, 

1975. Some more warehouses are under 
planning which would provide an addi¬ 
tional warehouse area of 67,600 sq. 
Mts. for import cargo and 25,000 sq. 
Mts. for export cargo. 

(iii) The Port Trust have been re¬ 
quested to consider the desirability of 
making their penal rates more strin¬ 
gent to minimise delay in clearance by 
consigners/consignees. 

Functioning of Raja Rammohan 
Library Foundation

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Progress of Implementation of Land 
Reform 

•209. SHRI RAMACHANDRAN

States in implementing the land re¬ 
form measures; and 

(b) the reasons for the abnormal

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT AND SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY AND AGRICULTURE 
(SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM): (a> and 
(b). A statement is laid on the Table 
of the Sabha. 

Statement 

1. ABOLITION OF INTERMEDI¬ 
ARIES: The abolition of intermediaries 
is practically complete in all the 
States. Some minor intermediaries 
still remain in some of the States and 
steps are afoot to abolish these as 
peU. 

2. CEILING ON HOLDINGS: Revi¬ 
sion of the ceiling laws to lower the 
ceiling and to bring about broad uni¬ 
formity is complete in the States of 
Andhra Pradesh, Assam, Bihar, 
Gujarat, Haryana, Himachal Pradesh, 
Jammu & Kashmir, Karnataka, 
Kerala, Madhya Pradesh, Punjab, 
Orissa, Rajasthan. Tamil Nadu, TTi- 
pura, Uttar Pradesh and West Bengal. 
Revision of the ceiling laws in Maha¬ 
rashtra and Manipur is in progress. 
Meghalaya and Nagaland do not have 
any ceiling laws as land is by and large 
communally owned in these States. 

Implementation of these laws is a 
time-consuming process; various stages 
have to be gone through before the

.surplus land can be actually mopped 
up for distribution among the eligible 
categories of persons. At different 
stages the objections from the aggriev¬ 
ed parties have to be heard and dis¬ 
posed of. Besides, the implementation 
of the law is impeded in some States 
by injunctions or stay orders issued 
by the law courts. 

In the States of Assam, Kerala 
Tamil Nadu and West Bengal the ceil¬ 
ing law had been revised before the 
national guidelines were issued. Some 
progress has been made in these States 
as is shown by the figures given 
below. In Assam after the amendment 
in 1970, an area of 2,400 hectares has 
been declared surplus. In Kerala up 
to the 1st January, 1974 an area of 
46,595 acres of land has been indicated 
as surplus. As on the 1st May, 1974 
an area of 16,180 acres of land has 
been ordered to be surrendered. The 
State bas taken over an area of 12,691 
acres out of which 1,970 acres has been 
distributed amongst 2,333 persons. 
Since the enforcement of the revised 
ceiling laws in Tamil Nadu, an area of 
15,431 acres has been taken posses¬ 
sion of by the State out of which 6,063 
acres have been distributed. Under 
the revised law 58,000 acres of land 
has been declared surplus in West 
Bengal out of which 15,459 asres was 
taken possession of by the State and 
4,751 acres distributed by the end of 
March. 1974. 

3 . TENANCY; According to the 
policy enunciated in the Five Year 
Plan the rates of rent should not ex¬ 
ceed l/5th to l/4th of the gross pro¬ 
duce. Legislation providing for rent 
within this range exists in the States 
of Assam, Bihar, Gujarat. Kerala, 
Madhya Pradesh, Karnataka, Orissa, 
Rajasthan, Uttar Pradesh and the 
Telengana area of Andhra Pradesh. 
The rates are higher in the States of 
Punjab, Haryana, Tamil Nadu and the 
Andhra area of Andhra Pradesh. 

To ensure security of tenure most 
of the States have provided restric¬ 
tions on eviction and limitations on 
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the Tight of resumption by land-owners 
ior personal cultivation. The right of 
-resumption ha s already expired in 
most of the States. However, in the 
States of Bihar. Tamil Nadu the 
Andhra area of Andhra Pradesh, the 
Saurashtra area of Gujarat, Punjab 
and Haryana the position of tenants, 
particularly sharecroppers, is not ade¬ 
quately secure. 

The tenancy laws of the Telengana 
ar4a of Andhra Pradesh. Gujarat 
(Bombay area), Haryana, Maharashtra 
and Punjab provided to certain cate¬ 
gories of tenants optional right to pur¬ 
chase non-resumable land. Kerala. 
Karnataka and Himachal Pradesh have 
made provisions for transfer of owner¬ 
ship to specified categories of tenants 
in respect of the non-resumable area 
held by them. The Jammu & Kashmir 
law virtually provides for total aboli¬ 
tion of tenancy. 

4 . CON SOLID A HON OF HOLDING: 
14 States namely Andhra Pradesh 
tTe^engana area), Assam, Bihar, 
Jammu & Kashmir, Gujarat, Haryana. 
Himachal Pradesh, Karnataka, Madhya 
Pradesh, Maharashtra, Punjab. Rajas¬ 
than, Uttar Pradesh and West Bengal 
have already made legislation for con¬ 
solidation of holdings. The laws of 
Gujarat, Madhya Pradesh and West 
Bengal provide for voluntary consoli¬ 
dation while the others have provi¬ 
sion for compulsory consolidation. The 
States of Kerala, Tamil Nadu and 
Andhra area of Andhra Pradesh have 
no law for consolidation of holdings. 
According to the information currently 
available an extent of 34 million hec¬ 
tares of land has been consolidated in 
the country. The work Has been com¬ 
pleted in Punjab and Haryana. Uttar 
Pradesh has made good progress and 
some headwav has been made in 
Maharashtra. The Government of 
India has been ureing the State Gov¬ 
ernments from time to time to bring 
In further necessary amendments to 
the tenancv legislations in order to 
put them in step iysth the declared 
national policy. 


Ragging in I.l.T’s. 

*213. SHR1 SAMAR GUHA: Will the 
Minister of EDUCATION, SOCIAL 
WELFARE AND CULTURE be pleased 
to state:

S. NURUL HASAN): (a) Inci¬ 
dents of ragging of newly admitted 
students take place in all the fivi 
Indian Institutes of Technology. Gener¬ 
ally, it is in the form of teasing, but 
occasionally complaints of excesses are 
received. 

(b) A statement is laid on the Tablfe 
of the House. 

(c) The Directors and other authori¬ 
ties of the Institutes with the co¬ 
operation of the students have taken 
measures to see that ragging does not 
take any undesirable form. 

Statement ■ • 

(i) In the academic year 1973-74, at 
the Indian. Institute of Technology, 
Kharagpur. 11 students were punish¬ 
ed by the Director in exercise,; of 
powers under "the ordinances.. put cjf 
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■this, (a) six students (tour 2nd year 
,M.Sc, students and two IVth year B. 
Tech, students) were not given any 
.marks in the teaching assignments in 
-the first term of the Session 1973-74. 
.(b) Two students ol the 2nd year 
'Chemical Engineering course and 
second year Naval Architecture course 
were debarred from appearing in the 
mid-term examination of the first ses¬ 
sion during .1973-74 and were also re- 
-quired to change the hall of residence, 
(c) The remaining three students, all 
belonging to the final year under¬ 
graduate course, were debarred from 
^appearing in the mid-term examina¬ 
tion of the first session and were also 
required to leave the hall of residence 
^during that period. 

(ii) These three students made a 
representation to the Director as well 
«s to the Chairman. The Director, in 
the meantime, made eflorts to evolve 

system whereby students themselves 
could participate in taking preventive 
measures against ragging. When some 
7)00 students made a written appeal to 
the Director to remove the penalty 
awarded to three of their colleagues to 
create necessary environment to find 
solution to improve the situation, the 
penalty was waived on 6-9-73. 

(iii) On 6-9-73. the Chairman im¬ 
mediately before proceeding abroad, 
-sent a message to the Director that the 
three students should not be penalised 
and the Senate must agree that ar¬ 
rangements be made for them to ap¬ 
pear for their mid semester examina¬ 
tion. This message also stated that if 
the Senate did not accept the Chair¬ 
man’s suggestion, then he would be 
forced to over-rule their decision. This 
message was received by the Director 
after he had himself waived the penal¬ 
ty. ■ The Director apprised the Senate 
oh 11-9-1973 about both his actions, 
but he apparently did not consider it 
proper to apprise the Senate of the 
views of the Chairman in* the matter. 
There was thus no question of- the 
Chairman over-ruling the Director. 

(iv) On 18th May. 1974. four mem- 
''bers of the Senate moved a resolu¬ 


tion against the action of the Chairman 
in threatening to over-rule the Sedate. 
Out of 66 members present at the be¬ 
ginning of the meeting, 25 left and t&e 
remaining 41 were said to have passed 
a resolution, but the proceedings of 
the meeting are yet to be,confirmed at 
the next meeting of the Senate.

After discussions with the 
State Government in the Zonal Con¬ 
ference, the requirements were finalis¬ 
ed at 1.65 lakh tonnes of nitrogenous 
fertilisers. The State Government 
hatie now asked for an additional 
allotm'ent of 21,000 tonnes of Nitrogen, 
over the assessed requirement.

(ii) To curb on consumption of- 
foodgrains by enforcement of 
the Guest Control Order and 
restriction on the number of 
courses to be served in hotels 
and other eating fiouses. 
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<iii) Removal of restrictions on inter¬ 
zonal movement of coarse grains 
so as to allow free movement 
of these commodities from sur¬ 
plus States to deficit States. 

<iv) The revised procurement and 
pricing policy of wheat for the 
1974-75 rabi season which en¬ 
visages improved market avail¬ 
ability of wheat in deficit States. 

(v) Strict enforcement of the vari¬ 
ous Food Control Orders to in¬ 
voke the provisions of the De¬ 
fence of India Rules, 1971 for 
regulating various matters re¬ 
lating to essential commodities 
including foodgrains and to use 
the powers under the Mainten¬ 
ance of Internal Security Act, 
1971 against persons indulging 
in hoarding, black-marketing 
and other anti-social activities 
prejudicial to the maintenance 
of essential supplies. 

(vi) To curb speculative hoarding of 
stocks of oilseeds and oils as 
also to issue necessary orders 
requiring traders and millers to 
declare stocks of oilseeds/oils 
and to display their prices.

Consumer Societies in India

(b) A comprehensive programme for 
the development of consumer coopera¬ 
tives during the Fifth Plan has been 
formulated in consultation with the 
State Governments. Apart from State 
Sector Schemes, a Centrally Sponsored 
Scheme has been proposed, which 
envisages the setting up of new Depart¬ 
ment Stores and large-sized retail out¬ 
lets and strengthening of State Con¬ 
sumer Cooperative Federations. The 
State Governments will utilise the 
State Plan resources in the task of 
strengthening and rehabilitation of 
existing consumer cooperatives, 
through their normal programmes of 
development. 

(c) So far as Consumer Coopera¬ 
tives are concerned, they are expected 
to increase their membership and ex¬ 
pand their sales and services, so as to 
provide effective measures for con¬ 
sumer protection. Besides, Consumer 
Cooperatives have also to pursue an 
“active price policy”, i.e. selling at 
prices slightly lower than the market 
rates, adopt fair trading practices, and 
ensure equitable and fair distribution 
of consumer goods of standard quality 
and thus help in checking the trend of 
rising prices. A Conference on Con¬ 
sumer Protection organised by the 
National Cooperative Union of India 
was also recently held in New Delhi, 
to devise measures for consumer pro¬ 
tection through cooperatives. The re¬ 
commendations and advice of this Con¬ 
ference have been communicated to 
cooperative institutions. State Govern¬ 
ments and others concerned, for guid¬ 
ance and necessary action. 

Solution of Vanaspati problem Tangle

After 
the last price increase with effect from 
15th June, 1974 the production of 
vanaspati in the country has started 
showing signs of improvement. It is 
hoped that this trend will be kept up. 
Vanaspati production can be improved 
principally by augmenting the avail¬ 
ability of edible oils. Government’s 
attempts are concentrated at increas¬ 
ing the production of traditional and 
non-traditional oilseeds like soya'jean 
and sunflow seeds, and encouraging 
th$ industry to use more cottonseed 
oiL rice bran oil etc. by continued 
grant of fiscal incentives.

| evolution of efficient strains of rhizobia 
! has been carried out. These bacteria 
fix atmospheric nitrogen through 
| nodules on the roots of leguminous 
; plants. The main leguminous plant 5, 
in the country are pulses (e.g. gram, 
tur or arhar, lentil, peas, guar.) oil¬ 
seeds (e.g. soyabean, groundnut', 
fodder crops ( e.g. berseen, lucerne), 
green manure crops (e.g. dhaincha. 
sani) and leguminous trees and bushes 
Specific rhizobial strains have to be 
evolved for different groups of crops. 
The efficiency of a strain depends 
upon a number of factors, such as. 
the crops, the soil conditions, competi¬ 
tion from the native microbial popula¬ 
tion and the moisture content. Pellet¬ 
ing technique using calcium carbonate 
Took t phosphate, bentonite clay, hu- 
mates and gypsum have been success¬ 
fully employed in the Microbiology 
Division, I.A.R.I. in pot and micro-plot 
, trials. 

Efficient strains of these bacteria 
for Afferent leguminous crops have 


been developed by a number of Agri¬ 
cultural Universities and the Indian- 
Agricultural Research Institute an-i 
are being sold to the farmers. 

Inclusion of legumes in the crop. 
rotations and growing of leguminous 
fodder crops is being recommended. 
I.C.A.R. has identified a number of 
leguminous plants that can be grown 
on bunds around the field and other 
areas where other arable crops are not 
grown.

Decline in Traffic Earnings of the 
Central Road Transport Corporation

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE. 
MINISTRY OF SHIPPING AND 
TRANSPORT (SHRI PRANAB KUMAR 
MUKHERJEE): (a) Traffic earnings of 
this Corporation declined from 
Rs. 68.70 lakhs in 1071-72 to Rs. 50.08 
lakhs in 1972-73. 

(b) The main reasons for decline 
in freight earnings were as under:— 

(i) A large number of the Corpora¬ 
tion’s vehicles stationed in Assam 
region remained idle for a long 
time during the relevant year 
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(ii) The operation ol Gauhati— 
based vehicles of the Corporation 
remained practically suspended 
for about two months from 
October, 1972 following wide¬ 
spread disturbances in the 
Brahmaputra Valley. The activi¬ 
ties of the Silchar Branch were 
also paralysed for about a month 
due to general boycotting of 
Govt/Quasi Govt, offices all over 
Cochar district; 

(iii) Nergundi—Paradip operation 
had to be suspended for about 
ten days in February, 1973, 
following disturbances in that 
area;

a number of factors, including ' the 
uncertainties in the supply of im¬ 
ported cotton, the sprut in.the sup¬ 
ply of imported cotton, the sprut in 
the international prices and the im¬ 
pact of the shortage of ^crude oil 
on the prices of synthetics. The 
order of increase in the prices of most 
Of the varieties has ranged from Rs. 
1,000 to 1,300 per candy except in 
the case of long-staple cotton such 
as Shanker-4, where the rise is 
about Rs. 450—500 per candy during 
the year 1973-74. The Govern¬ 
ment have taken a number of measures 
to arrest the rise in prices; these in¬ 
clude U) imposition of restrictions of 
stocks of cotton held by cotton texti¬ 
le mills, (ii) reducing the period of 
validity of NTSD contracts from 4 
months to 1 month; and (iii) tight¬ 
ening of credit facilities for both 
industry and trade. 

The Government reviews and for¬ 
mulates every year price policy in 
respect of different agricultural com¬ 
modities after taking into account 
the recommendations of Agricultu¬ 
ral Prices, Commission. While 
recommending the price policy and 
the relative price structure for dif¬ 
ferent crops, the Commission is 
expected to keep in view, inter alia 
the need to ensure rational utilisa¬ 
tion of land and other production 
resources. 

For the 1973-74 agricultural sea¬ 
son, procurement prices were raised 
in the case of 1 major foodgrains, and 
minimum support prices were raised 
in the case oi> raw-jute. .

Amdcg the im¬ 
portant considerations which are 
kept in view in making the selection 
are: the existence of certain infras¬ 
tructural facilities; the availability 
of a reliable agency for providing in 
time the necessary inputs and ser¬ 
vices; arrangements for supervision 
of the agricultural operations done 
according to modern methods; and 
arrangements for proper assessment 
of yield. The G.I.C. has also decid¬ 
ed to Introduce pilot schemes in 
selected areas covered by Instentive 
Agricultural Development Projects 
sponsored by Government of India 
or the State Governments. 

Pilot crop insurance schemes are 
already in operation in the States of 
Gujarat, Maharashtra and Tamil 
Nadu foi cotton, and in Gujarat and 
Andhra Pradesh for groundnut. Two 
more schemes for cotton are expect¬ 
ed to be taken up, one in Tamil 
Nadu during the next winter and 
another in Karnataka in Kharif 1975.

Exaggerated claimy on Agricultural 
Research and Unplanned Propagation 

of High Yielding Mexican Wheat 
responsible for Food Crisis

ed to thf exaggerated claims on the

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
(SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE): 
(a) No, Sir. In fact, the high yielding 
Mexican varieties have tremendously 
helped the country in overcoming the 
chronic food shortages and the near 
self-sufficiency obtained in' the early 
seventies is to a large extent due to 
the cultivation of these varieties. Nd. 
doubt, these varieties respond to high* 
er fertilizer and irrigation inputs yet 
there is no other way to increase the 
food production except to increase 
the per acre yield which cannot be 
achieved without the adequate use of 
fertilizers and irrigation. In the State 
of Punjab alone,, for example, the 
wbe*.t pioduction has increased three- 
times compared to the year 1965-66 
when these varieties were not in cul¬ 
tivation and this State alone contri¬ 
butes over two-third of the wheat 
procured in the country.

Exploitation of Sub-soil Water in 
Rajasthan

The National Commission On Agricul¬ 
ture In their Interim Report on Desert 
Development, have recommended that 
after meeting the important require¬ 
ments for domestic use and industries, 
ground water, wherever available, 
should be developed early for growing 
high value crops and orchards. 

(b) The Commission has not made 
or recommended any financial alloca¬ 
tions for this purpose. However, mea¬ 
sures for groundwater investigations 
and exploitation are already being 
taken in all the regions of the coun¬ 
try, wherever feasible including 
Rajasthan, under the normal State/ 
Central Plans. 

Extension of Sugam Seva Bus Service 
in Delhi

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF SHIPPING AND.

MAR MUKHERJEE): (a) and (b) A 
scheme to introduce some more bus 
services in Delhi on the pattern of 
Sugam Seva to cover other localities 
of the capital is being worked out and 
it is proposed to be implemented on 
a phased basis. 

At present, subject to availability of 
space, luggage upto ten kg. per pas¬ 
senger is carried free in Delhi Trans¬ 
port Conioration buses and luggage 
weighing more than ten kg. but not 
more than forty kg. is carried at 50 
per cent of single fare for adults. 
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There is no proposal with the Corpo¬ 
ration to start luggage-carrying ser¬ 
vices. However, provision exists for 
carrying passengers’ luggage in the 87 
private mini-buses plying from various 
outlying localities of the city to the 
Inter-State Bus Terminal and Railway 
Stations, under the D.T.C’s. Opera¬ 
tional Control Scheme.

Since 1971-72, production has fallen 
short of targets mainly because of un¬ 
favourable weather and shortage of 
fertilisers, power etc. Government is 
taking necessary steps to attain the 
rate of growth of agricultural produc¬ 
tion as laid down in the Draft Fifth 
Five Year Plan. Although there is no 
apprehension of large scale continuing 
scarcity in case the production is 
adversely affected in certain years due 
to natural factors and/or shortage of 
inputs etc., some shortage may be 
experience, particularly in the affect¬ 
ed parts of the country.

(i) Roads; —Fourth Five Year Plan 
programme for the State of Kerala had 
a provision of Rs. 1,600 lakhs for 
National Highway development works 
and Rs. 47.62 lakhs for road and bridge 
work of Inter State and Economic 
importance. These provisions were for 
issue of sanctions. Against these, the 
amount of estimates sanctioned is of 
the order of Rs. 1,776 lakhs for 
National Highways works and Rs. 
47.62 lakhs for Roads and Bridge 
works of Inter-State and Economic 
importance. Most of the works 
sanctioned have been taken up for 
execution and are in various stages of 
progress. 

(ii) Ports:--During the Fourth Plan 
period the Government have selected 
Beypore Port for development under 
the centrally sponsored scheme (i.e. for 
100 per cent loan assistance) involv¬ 
ing an outlay of Rs. 112 lakhs. A sum 
of Rs. 10 lakhs has already been re¬ 
leased to the State Government upto 
31st March, 1974 and a sum of Rs. 16 
lakhs is proposed to be released dur¬ 
ing the current year.

(a) The evaluation of the potential’ of 
biological pest control techniques has 
been taken up since' long. Various 
institutions under the Central and 
State Governments have been engaged 
in this work. The Indian Council of 
Agricultural Research has taken up a 
number of research/control pi*ojects 
for biological control of pests, at 
different centres like the Agricultural 
Universities and the Research Institu¬ 
tions under its control. The Common 
Wealth Institute of Biological Control 
established a station in Bangalore in 
1955 which has been rendering assist¬ 
ance in the following field:— 

1. Advice on bio-control problems, 

2 . Training of Indian experts, 

Survey of the country for the 
presence of natural enemies of 
different pests, and 

4. Assistance in' the import of 
natural enemies for trials in 
our country. 

A pilot scheme was taken up by the 
Government of India in the 4th Five 
Year Plan for breeding of natural 
enemies of certain pests and weeds for 
inundative release. Two stations with 
laboratory facilities for biological con¬ 
trol were set up at Faridabad and 
Hyderabad. During the 5th Five Year 
Plan, three more such stations are 
proposed to be set up at Gorakhpur, 
Bangalore and at a suitable place in 
Jammu and Kashmir. It may be 
stated that biological control is limited 
by several factors, since for each pest, 
species, the natural enemy is distinct, 
which limits the application of the 
control measures. It also depends 
upon the environmental factors which 
cannot be easily controlled. 

(b) The following parasites/preda¬ 
tors imported into our country were 
tried f (, r control of pest and this 
proved a success:— 

(i) Rodolia cardinalis opularly 
known as lady bird beetle, 


was imported from South 
Africa and California in 1929 
and was used ter bring pest 
(Cottony Cushion Scale) 

. under control. 

(ii) Aphelimus mala introduced 
from North America in 1929 
became quickly established* 
against wooly aphid on apple 
and afforded good control. 

(iii) Prospaltella pemiciosi This 
parasite imported from Cali¬ 
fornia in 1953 and from 
Switzerland in 1958 did re¬ 
markably well and reduced 
the population of San Jose 
Scale Pest. 

(iv) The Cochineal insect intro¬ 
duced in 1926 from Sri Lanka 
which has jits origin in 
America was* successfully 
applied to the weed prickly 
pear, in South India.

Export Permit for wheat issued to 
M/s. Patel Seeds Private Limited by 
Haryana Government 

1552. SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU:

(a) and (b). The Inter-Zonal Wheat 
and Wheat Products (Movement Con¬ 
trol) Order 1973 provides that seed 
wheat required for bonaflde agricul¬ 
tural purposes could be exported or 
imported under and in accordance 
with a permit granted by the State 


Government having jurisdiction in 
this'behalf. Under this provision the 
State Government of Haryana had 
issued an export permit for 2.000 
tonnes of wheat seed to Messrs. Patel 
Seeds Private Ltd. 

(c) to (e). The Government of 
Maharashtra have reported that the 
seed imported by M/s. Patel Seeds 
Private Ltd. was packed in bags of 40 
kg. and 50 kg. with the label ‘Top 
quality seed wheat, poison treated.’ 
The State Government have also re¬ 
ported that of the total quantity 
imported by M/s Patel Seeds Pvt. 
Ltd., only 166.15 tonnes were sold to 
the Zilla Parishad, Jalgaon at Rs. 300 
per quintal as seed and another 19.73 
tonnes were sold as seed, to the Zilla 
Parishad at Rs. 285 per quintal. The 
State Government have pointed out 
that the firm is being prosecuted for 
having sought to utilise the balance 
wheat seed unauthorisedly for con¬ 
sumption purposes and that the stocks 
with the firm have been frozen.

87 per cent 
of fabrication work for three Caisson 
Gates for the Lock Entrance has been 
completed. 50 per cent of the assembly 
work has been done.

As a measure of economy 
in the context of difficult financial 
situation. Government decided in 
August 1973 that all expenditure on 
the construction of non-functional 
buildings, which had yet to be taken 
up or which had not proceeded beyond 
the plinth level should be stopped and 
their construction deferred during 
1 973 . 74 . it is since been decided to 
continue the ban on non-functional 
buildings during 1974-75. For the pur¬ 
pose of this decision, non-functional 
buildings mean all buildings other 
than factory-sheds, buildings for hous¬ 
ing equipment, etc., which are an 
integral part of a technical project or 
a Scheme and include residential, office 
administrative or educational building 
required for teaching, training or other 
educational or recreational purposes. 

The above decision was brought to 
the notice of the University Grants 
Commission. The Commission was re¬ 
quested to implement the policy of the 
Government for effecting economy. 

Demurrage for Unloading of Wheat 
Vessels 

1574. DR. RANEN SEN: Will the

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

MUKHERJEE): (a) Despite non-avail¬ 
ability of adequate number of covered 
foreign wagon s (i.e. belonging to trunk 
railways) fit for loading foodgrains 
and fertilizers under monsoon condi¬ 
tions, every effort was made by Cal¬ 
cutta Port Commissioners to load 
maximum number of wagons for out¬ 
ward despatch. In addition, the Port 
Commissioners had also offered any 
number of their own wagons for move¬ 
ment of these commodities from transit 
sheds to PCI godowns in the vicinity 
of the docks. FCI have also been 
clearing appreciable quantities by road 
daily. Recent heavy rains retarded 
the rate of unloading from ships as 
also despatch by wagons and clearance 
by road. Position, however, has since 
improved. 

(b) There was no dearth of space 
in the transit sheds for receiving food- 
grain cargo and there was, therefore, 
no hold up in the discharge of food- 
grains for want of wagons. There was 
therefore, no question of payment of 
demurrage on foodgrain vessels due 
to lack of wagons.

Steps to encourage trekking In the

Foundation. New Delhi. The two In¬ 
stitutes run Basic and Advance 
courses for training in mountaineer¬ 
ing. Besides, these Mountaineering 
Institutes run adventure courses every 
year. The Institutes also send instruc¬ 
tors to schools, colleges, mountaineer¬ 
ing clubs, etc,, in different parts of 
the country for imparting training in 
rock climbing. The Government of 
West Bengal. Ministry of Defence, and 
the Ministry of Education, are giving 
financial assistance to HMI, Darjeel¬ 
ing. The Government of Uttar Pra¬ 
desh is running the Nehru Institute 
of Mountaineering. Uttar Kashi, and 
the Ministry of Defence are partially 
assisting them. There is another in¬ 
stitute known as Western Himalayan 
Mou;nta 5 .!n o e r ing Institute. Manali, 
which is voini* run by the Government 
of Himachal Pradesh. 

(ii) The Indian Mountaineering 
Foundation is popularising moun¬ 
taineering in the country. The Founda¬ 
tion is an autonomous body to promote 
mountaineering, rock climbing aff 
well as adventure programmes. The 
Foundation receives grants-in-aid from 
the Ministry of Education and Social 
Welfare, and gives financial assistance 
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and technical advice for approved 
mountaineering 1 expeditions. 

(iii) In order to promote moun¬ 
taineering among students of uni¬ 
versities and colleges, the Government 
operate a scheme of financial assist¬ 
ance so that universities may organise 
mountaineering camps for students.

1. Urban Compost. 

2. Rural Compost. 

3. Sewage/sullage Utilisation. 

4. Green manuring. 

These schemes will be taken up on 
an expanded scale during the 5th 
Five Year Plan for which purpose an 
outlay of Rs. 9.0 crores has been pro¬ 
vided in the State Plans. The target 
is to produce 350 million tonnes of 
rural compost and 7.5 million tonnes 
of urban compost a year, by the end 
of the 5th Plan period. Green manur¬ 
ing programme will also be intensified 
to the extent feasible. It is also pro¬ 
posed to utilise the potential for 
sewage irrigation. 

In addition, the following key 
schemes are proposed to be taken up 
under the Central Agricultural Sector 
in the 5th Plan at an outlay of Rs. 9.0 
crores: 

1. Setting up - of 45 mechanical 

compost plants in cities having 
population of 3 lakhs and 
above to manufacture compost 
manure from City wastes. 

2. 300 sewage/sullage utilisation 

schemes in cities/towns where 
such potentialities exist, which 
will irrigate an area of 24,000 
hectares. 

3. Setting up of 1,00,000 gobar gas 

plants in rural areas for pro¬ 
duction of gas for fuel pur¬ 
poses and good quality 
manure for agricultural pro¬ 
duction. 

4. Award of prizes to local bodies 

and gram panchayats doing 
excellent compost work. 
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5. Organisation of demonstration- 
cum-training camps by the 
Farmers’ Associations regard¬ 
ing production and use of 
organic manures. . 


Requirements of Fertilizers for Agri¬ 
cultural Production and step to check 
Black Marketing 

1580. SHRI SAMAR GUHA: Will 
the Minister of AGRICULTURE be 
pleased to state:

(a) and (t>). The fertiliser require¬ 
ments of the States for the year 1973- 
74 were assessed last year and supplies 
against these have already been made. 
The Government is now holding Zonal 
Conference a to assess the fertiliser re¬ 
quirements and to draw up supply 
plans for the Rabi 1974-75 season. All 
efforts are being made to increase 
domestic production of fertilisers. 
However because of difficult avail¬ 
ability position of fertilisers in the 
world markets, there may be some gap 
between requirement and availability 
iff fertilisers. 


<c) Some cases of unscrupulous 
dealers taking advantage of the short, 
age of fertilisers and indulging in 
black-marketing, have been reported 
by seme of the States. 

(d). A number of steps have been 
taken by the Government to check 
corruption and Black marketing in the 
distribution of fertilisers. Under the 
Fertiliser (Control) Order, 1957 and 
the Essential Commodities Act, 1955. 
the State Governments have been 
given adequate powers to apprehend 
and prosecute the offenders indulging 
in mal-practices. The Fertiliser (Con¬ 
trol) Order has also been declared a 
special order under the Act to enable 
the State Governments to try the 
offenders summarily, whereby making 
conviction easier and quicker. The 
Central Government have been urging 
the State Governments from time to 
time to exercise the powers vested in 
them to prevent and punish mal¬ 
practices like black-marketing and 
adulteration.

(b) The amount granted for deep 
tube wells during 1972-73 included 
Rs. 791 lakhs .for Bihar, Rs. 172 lakhs 
for Haryana. Rs. 125 lakhs for Punjab, 
Rs. 836 lakhs for U.P. and Rs. 300 
lakhs for West Bengal. No special 
assistance for deep tube wells was 
granted during the year 1970-71 or 
1971-72. 

(c) Yus, Sir. According to the in¬ 
formation received from the State 
Governments, the Central assistance 
extended for deep tube wells was fully 
utilised in all the States. Since no 
amount was granted for deep tube- 
wells programme under E.A.P.P. to 
Madhya Pradesh during 1972-73,. the 
question of an enquiry into the utili¬ 
sation of the amount by the State 
Tube well Corporation does not arise.

Those, who 
are granted leave preparatory to re¬ 
tirement or refused leave under F.R. 
86, can retain their general pool ac¬ 
commodation for the full period of 
leave on full average pay subject to a 
maximum of four months inclusive of 
the period permissible after retire¬ 
ment. This concession is admissible 
on payment of licence fee at normal 
rate. In special cases, the Director of 
Estates may allow retention', on pay¬ 
ment of enhanced licence fee for a 
period not exceeding six months be¬ 
yond the concessional period mention¬ 
ed above.

CALLING ATTENTION TO MATTER 
OF URGENT PUBLIC IMPORTANCE 

Reported Suspension of Some Air- 
India pilots 

SHRI NIHAR LASKAR (Karim- 
ganji): I call the attention of the 
Minister of Tourism and Civil Avia¬ 
tion to the following matter of urgent 
public importance and request that 
he may make a statement thereon: — 

‘The reported suspension of some 

Air India pilots due to their refusal 

to work on the slip system.’ 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF TOURISM AND 
CIVIL AVIATION (DR. SAROJNI 
MAHISHI): Sir, following the steep 
increases in the price of aviation 
turbine fuel since October, 1973 the 
management of Air-India has been 
doing its best to reduce operational 
and other costs to the maximum ex¬ 
tent possible. One cf these measures 
relates to the pattern of crew sche¬ 
duling. 

On the India U.K. route and on the 
India-Japan route where the frequ¬ 
ency of operations is high, the slip 
pattern of operation was considered 
to be more efficient than the existing 
base pattern of operations. Apart 
from effecting considerable savings in 
foreign exchange estimated at about 
Rs. 75 lakhs per annum, the introduc¬ 
tion of the slip system on these two 
routes would lead to an improved 
utilisation of crew thereby cutting 
down the number of crew sets requir¬ 
ed to maintain the operations. There 
would be a saving of three sets of 
crew on the India—U.K. route and 
two sets of crew or. the India-Japan 
route.

It is, therefore, not 
a novel pattern of operations at all 
and, in fact, is used by a large num¬ 
ber of leading international airlines 
including Panam, T.W.A., British Air¬ 
ways, Alitalia, Air France, twiss air, 
K.L.M., Lufthansa, Japr • Airlines, 
Qantas and others. In aeciding to 
introduce the slip pattern of opera¬ 
tions the management carefully satis¬ 
fied itself that there was no violation 
of any agreement with the concerned 
associations and guilds, that there was 
no hardship involved to the members 
of the crew, safety of operations was 
not affected in any manner and that 
the system was in conformity with 
the normal pattern adopted by all 
leading international airlines. It was 
also ensured that adequate rest would 
be provided to the crew at various 
stations before and after the flights 
and that there would be no infringe¬ 
ment of the stipulated flight and duty 
time limitations. Despite lengthy 
correspondence and a number of 
meetings spread over several months 
from January 1974, the management 
did not receive any constructive sug¬ 
gestions from the crew associations 
and guilds regarding any possible im¬ 
provements to the slip pattern and 
since the matter could not be kept 
pending indefinitely, a decision was 
taken to introduce it. It was origi¬ 
nally proposed that the system should 
be introduced on the India-Japan and 
India U.K. routes from 1st April 
1974. However, one of the accocia- 
t'ions concerned, namely, the Air- 
India Cabin Crew Association filed a 
petition in the Bombay High Court to 
restrain the management from iatro- 


navigators and flight engineers on the 
India-Japan route, and from 1st 
August' 1974 on the India-U.K. 
route for all flying and cabin crew. 

Although, the Bombay High Court’s 
decision on the Cabin Crew Associa¬ 
tion’s petition was entirely in Its 
favour, the management, after an¬ 
nouncing their proposals on the 12th 
July 1974, invited comments and con¬ 
crete suggestions from the crew 
associations and guilds s o that these 
could be considered and discussed if 
necessary prior to the implementation 
of the revised pattern. The Cabin 
Crew Association accepted the slip 
pattern on the India-Japan route from 
the 15th July and on the India-U.K. 
route from the 1st August. The 
Navigators Guild and the Flight 
Engineers Association have also agreed 
to operate the slip pattern of crew 
scheduling on the India-U.K. route 
from 1st August. 


I might mention that the President 
of the Piolts’ Guild met me on two 
occasions recently. On the second 
occasion he was also accompanied by 
the General Secretary of the Guild. 
Each of these meetings lasted for 
several hours and the slip pattern of 
operation was discussed in broad de¬ 
tails, as also the question of consulta¬ 
tion between the management and the 
guild. On both occasions I informed 
the Guild’s President that it would 
not be proper or appropriate for me to 
intervene in a matter of this sort un¬ 
less it could clearly be ripmnnqt rat rd 
that the introduction of the slip system 
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would in any manner affect the? safety 
of operations or constitute a violation 
of flight duty and time limitations. I 
therefore urged the Guild to give a 
fair trial to it. The Indian Pilots 
Guild, however, has not accepted the 
slip pattern. On the 29th July, the 
Pilots Guild wrote to the management 
that it would resist the introduction 
of the slip pattern. Earlier, on the 
27th July, the Guild had issued a 
directive to all its members not to 
undertake any flights involving a slip 
pattern and further directing all its 
members to refrain from undertaking 
flights on the entire net-work if anv 
action wa s taken against its members. 
On the 31st July the Pilot's Guild 
directed all its members not to under¬ 
take any flight from any point on Alr- 
India’s net-work on the slip pattern 
both on Boeing 707 and 747 aircraft. 

Pursuant to these directives of the 
Pilot#’ Guild all pilots who were 
scheduled to operate or were stand¬ 
bys for flights on the slip pattern have 
refused to operate them. 

For refusal to perform flight duties 
legitimately expected of them 10 pilot:; 
have had to be suspended. On the 2nd 
August the Pilots’ Guild issued 
another directive whereby all mem¬ 
bers of the Guild were required not to 
undertake any flights whatever on 
any of Air-India’s routes whether in¬ 
volving the slip system or not. Pur¬ 
suant to this directive all pilots who 
were scheduled t 0 operate domestic 
and international flights or who were 
stand-toys for such flights have refus¬ 
ed to undertake operations. Tliis 
action amounts to an illegal strike and 
the management has been compelled 
to declare a lock-out of its line pilots 
with effect from 8.00 a.m. on the 3rd 
August'. 

The action of the Pilots’ Guild in 
precipitating a crisis involving as it 
does loss of valuable foreign exchange 
earnings and inconvenience to large 
numbers of passengers is painful and 
regrettable. I would urge the pilots 
to'abandon the path of confrontation 
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and give the slip system of operations 
a fair trial. The management has 
made it clear that if in the course of 
operation of the slip pattern any 
genuine difficulties are encountered, it 
would be glad to discuss them with 
the representatives of the Piolts’ 
Guild. The doors for discussion are 
always open. 

In the situation that has developed, 
Air-India’s services have been serious¬ 
ly dislocated and a number of them 
have had to be suspended. I very 
much regret the harassment and in¬ 
convenience that is being caused to 
the travelling public. Air-lndia will 
do its 'best to operate as many services 
as possible with Executive Pilots and 
such line pilots are prepared to 
operate on the slip pattern. 

I might inform the House that the 
latest position is that as many as 21 
pilots, most of whom are pilots 
operating 747 aircraft, have accepted 
the slip pattern and agreed to operate 
it. In addition, there are 11 execu¬ 
tive pilots and with this complement 
of pilots Air-lndia will be operat¬ 
ing a daily 747 service between India 
and London. In addition they are 
planning to operate service to points 
in the Gulf and also extend some 
services from London to New York 
to avoid inconvenience to several 
thousands of passengers who have al¬ 
ready been booked to travel by Air 
India throughout its network. 

The Management has issued charge 
sheets against three office-bearers of 
the Indian Pilots Guild, namely the 
President, the Vice-President and the 
General Secretary for issuing a 
directive for an illegal strike which 
is a clear violation of the law of the 
land and the Conduct Rules of the 
Corporation. 

SHRI NIHAR LASKAR: Sir, we 
are glad that the management has 
acted and acted firmly at last in 
dealing with the Air India people. 
After going through this report we 
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find t.hey have acted in a most irres¬ 
ponsible way. They are the most 
highly paid people in .the country. 
On earlier occasions we have ob¬ 
served the management had submit¬ 
ted weekly to the demands of these 
very people when they had followed 
similar tactics. On this occasion we 
only hope the management will stick 
and act on its decision firmly. 

As we all know they are the most 
highly paid people in the society and 
the country expects of them that 
they should rise above thetir petty 
self-interest. What they are fighting 
lor? They are fighting for overtime 
allowance and to stay abroad for a 
few months, that is, overseas allow¬ 
ances. When we are going through 
all these difficulties and everybody 
is economising we expected of these 
people that they will also fall in 
line. In the present case their action 
is most irresponsible and it cannot 
but be condemned. In the present 
case th((y cannot justify their action 
as they have no justifiable reason 
and, I think, nobody in this House 
and the people outside will justify 
their action. 

However, I would like clarification 
■on one or two points. Firstly, the 
Guild has made a prestige issue on 
one account that they have not been 
consulted and the issue has been 
forced on them. 


In the statement it has been said 
the) Minister personally had a long 
talk on two sessions. I would like 
to knw what are their main objec¬ 
tions in following that pattern. 
Secondly, the statement says this 
slip system was in operation till 
1966 and it was working nicely. 
Then what are the reasons to change 
it? Thirdly, I find abut 30 pilots 
have joined duty already and the 
Minister made a personel appeal to 
others to join duty. I would like to 
know from him whether he is getting 
any response from them? 
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Lastly* I would like to know what 
other measures the management is 
considering to firmly deal with the 
situation and to run the services, 
whether they are considering ad hoc' 
appointments or fresh appointments 
to run these services, 

THE MINISTER OF TOURISM 
AND CIVIL AVIATION (SHRI RAJ 
BAHADUR): With your permission, 
may I speak sitting? 

MR. SPEAKER: I am so happy 
that he is now slightly better. He 
can keep sitting and reply. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADR: I am grate¬ 
ful to the hon. Member for appreciat¬ 
ing the action that had to be takem. 
May I make it clear that the manage¬ 
ment has not taken that action by 
its choosing, but it has been driven 
to it? I also have to painfully agree 
with him that on this occasion I am 
really unable to find justification for 
the attitude and stand taken by the 
IPG. 

So far as consultations are con¬ 
cerned, from January, onwards, not 
once, not twice but several times, 
this matter came up and this matter 
has been discussed. In fact, a joint 
committee was also set up or proposed 
to be set up and they were invited 
and in one of their letters they 
ultimately said that they would fry 
to be on the Committee. 

At the intervention of one of our 
colleagues, I also met the president as 
well as the other office-bearers of the 
IPG, and I had a full discussion with 
them, and it was quite cordial, and 
I went out of my way to be as 
understanding and sympathetic as I 
could be to their* because of all of 
us in this country, including this 
House, greatly appreciate the merit 
of our pilots. Our pilots are really 
some of the best in the world and 
we can be proud of them and we 
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would not like them to be in any 
trouble or difficulty. I therefore 
took pains to find out and understand 
what exactly their trouble) or diffi¬ 
culty was. They had clearly admitted 
to me that they were not against 
economies. I said on my part that 
we could not in Government service 
or in any other service have a pres¬ 
criptive right to be posted abroad. 
If in the scheme of things it so 
becomes necessary and becomes 
essential that in the interests of 
saving foreign exchange we change 
the system of work, we should do it; 
moreover, this system of working is 
one which we had been working ear¬ 
lier; that system was one which had 
been accepted all over the world; 
that is in vogue in the case of all 
other international airlines. So, we 
are* doing nothing new, and there is 
no new step which is being taken. 
In such circumstances, if certain 
bases or certain postings abroad are 
abolished or reduced to the extent 
desirable and justified, they should 
accept it. I agreed with them that 
if there was any violation in terms 
of safety regulations, flight and duty 
time etc. etc, they could point it out 
to me, and if they had been violated 
by an iota —I underline the word 
‘iota’—I would certainly ask thtj 
management to intervene. However, 

I have not been able to find any such 
thing in terms of the agreement as 
also in the prescriptions laid down 
for flight and duty time, because 
the average monthly performance of 
flight and duty is about 45 hours as 
against 80 hours per month provided. 
The slip pattern would enable us to 
effect economies not in rupees but in 
foreign exchange and that was why 
we had to do it. 

Then, my hon. friend has pointed 
out that 21 have already joined. 
They have joined in the sense that 
they have accepted the slip pattern. 
In fact, the issue is that they should 
please accept the slip pattern, and 
If’ they had got any difficulties, the 
management should be made) to know 
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it. If they think that in any way 
the slip pattern is against safety or 
against the convenience of passengers, 
certainly it could be considered, but 
on both these counts, till now, I have 
certainly not been are made wiser by 
them. 

As far as the response to my appeal' 
is concerned, I repea t m y appeal to 
my friends in the IPG that they 
should please operate the slip pattern 
or system. There is no question of 
prestige or izjat involved. If they 
come back and they point out any 
difficulty, as I have said, the door for 
negotiations is always open. 

AN HON. MEMBER: What is 
their reason? 


SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: I would: 
not like to say what the reason is. 
Perhaps the reason is: I would like 
to be posted abroad. I am saying for 
myself. I have no prescriptive right 
for being posted abroad. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 

I am extremely happy to see Raj 
Bahadur here. I wish him early and 
full recovery. I have heard with rapt 
attention perhaps the most lengthy 
statement of the season regarding the 
strike. I am not going to discuss the 
merits because I do not know whe¬ 
ther the slip system should be intro¬ 
duced or not because I have no idea 
about it. But I am surprised to soe 
the recent trend about lock-out. 
After all the Industrial Disputes Act 
existed in our country and there are 
proper provisions for declaring a 
lockout. I will not be surprised if 
myself or Shyamandan Mishra or 
Jyotirmoy Bosu or Madhu Limaye or 
Vajpayee are individually locked out 
because they speak more; it might 
como to that.... (Interruptions). The 
Indian Airlines people never wanted 
to go abroad; they were locked out. 
Let there be a total lock out. But if 
Mr. Vajpayee is locked out and Mr. 
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Joshi is here? It has become a ridi¬ 
culous matter. People have started 
ridiculing the Government decision. 
Actually JRD Tata who is one of the 
biggest nationalists in the country 
was here and he met the Prime 
Minister; the newspaper says: 

"The Air India Chairman, Mr. 
Tata described the guild’s action in 
calling for a strike by its members 
as unjustified and unpatriotic." 

He is the son of a Knight and calls 
the pilots as unpatriotic; he is sup¬ 
posed to be the biggest monopolist.

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tations were started as far back as 
January 74. They were again held 
in February, March and April 74. If 
I may strike a personal note, at my 
instance I got the matter again re¬ 
ferred back for discussion. Other¬ 
wise, it was being implemented in 
April. Then, again, the discussions 
continued, I also came into the dis¬ 
cussions. I had two discussions with 
them.

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I never 
said that they should always be 
posted abroad. But it is a fact that 
Ministers are quite frequently 
abroad when there is no session. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: Anybody 
connected with tourism and civil 
aviation has to go abroad quite fre¬ 
quently. If the tourism industry and 
the aviation industry is to succeed 
you cannot promote them by sitting 
back at home at our home town. 
But that is a different point. 
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[Shri Raj Bahadur] 

Coining back to the subject of 
negotiations, what for are the nego¬ 
tiations to be reopencid? They must 
accept the principle, they should 
listen to my appeal. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: What 
about the change in their service 
conditions? 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: So far as 
suspensions are concerned, if they 
accept the slip patteirn, if they 
accept the difficulties in the present 
pattern, the question of (their sus¬ 
pension can certainly be taken into 
consideration. We are not out to 
wreak any vengeance and we are not 
acting in a spirit of vendetta. They 
are our colleagues: they are our kith 
and kin. We want to be as fair to 
them as possible. I appeal to Shri 
Banerjee that he should appeal to 
them. 

As for dialogue, when we refuse to 
talk to them you say that -the doors 
have bcien closed. When we say that 
the doors are open, even then you 
are criticising us. Let us know what 
you want us to do? Do you want us 
to talk to them or not to talk to 
them? 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: They 
wanted the intervention of the Prime 
Miniser to resume the talks. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: There are 
two fundamentals. One fundamental 


is that the| management should be 
allowed to decide what it considers 
best in the interest of safe, efficient 
and economic operation of the air¬ 
lines. Secondly, it should also be 
recognised that the trade unions are 
not merely for raising deffnands. I 
have every confidence that they are 
equally and absolutely hundred per 
cent the real builders and promoters 
of that particular industry to which 
they have the honour and privilege 
to belong. These are some funda¬ 
mental questions. Hr the context of 
this, if they have got any suggestions 
to offer, I have no doubt !n my mind 
that any constructive offer will cer¬ 
tainly be considered and accepted, if 
found acceptable. 

He said that he has been surprised 
by the strike. I am surprised by his 
observations. Because even in the 
statement it has been mentioned all 
of a sudder t on the 27th a ukase was 
issued, namely, that no pilot shall 
accept the slip pattern. It virtually 
amounted to a strike. On the 31st 
the Pilots’ Guild directed all its mem¬ 
bers not to undertake any flight on 
the slip pattern in Air India eithqr in 
Boeing 707 or 737. It' was virtually 
the declaration of a strike, not a legal 
strike but an illegal strike. A legal 
st-ike would require a notice, the 
sc‘ting in motion of a chain of acti¬ 
vities. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: After 
independence no strike has been de¬ 
clared legal. 
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SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: The hon. 
Member may kindly bear with me. 
When there is an illegal strike^ when 
the provisions of the Industrial Dis¬ 
putes Act are nojt fully observed, 
there is no alternative except the 
step that we have taken. 

May I just say a word more? He 
safd certain things about Mr. J. R. D. 
Tata. I am dealing with Mr. J. R. D. 
Tata as a man of aviation. He is one 
of the founding fathers of civil avia# 
tion. Not only that. He is the doyen 
of aviation. As such, aviation is his 
first love and, perhaps, the second 
and the last 1 would say, if he has 
called their action unjustified un¬ 
patriotic—I do not want to use those 
words—it so happens that their own 
colleague, Capt. Mahajan, former 
General Secretary of the I.P.G. has 
described the attitude and the stand 
of *the Guild as unpatriotic. But I 
will not use those words. I will call 
these pilots as extremely patriotic. I 
will call them the best sons of the 
soil. Their patriotism is on test. 
Patriotism is not merely a sentiment. 
Patriotism means self-sacrifice. Are 
they not going to sacrifice a little for 
the sake of efficiency and economy in 
the foreign exchange for the 

country?

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STATEMENT re. ALLEGED SHOOT- 
AT-SIGHT ORDERS AT GAYA 

THE MINISTER OP HOME AF¬ 
FAIRS (SHRI UMA SHANKAR 
DIKSHIT): Sir, you would recall 

that in the course of a Statement I 
had made in the House on 17th April 
in regard to developments in Bihar 
I had pointed out that “the State 
Government have intimated that no 
shoot-at-sight order was given at 
Gaya and that all the three firings 
took place under orders of the Magis¬ 
trates on the spot”. A further dis¬ 
cussion took place on this subject on 
the 19th April in the House and in 
the course of the reply I had stated 
inter alia as follows: — 

“The facts are clear. No orders 
were given to shoot-at-sight. 
That is number one. Number two 
is this—no announcement was made 
tcflling people that those who vio¬ 
lated the "curfew would be shot at. 
Curfew on the 12th was not there; 
it came later on. A warning was, 
however, given that those indulg¬ 
ing in loot and arson are likely to 
be shot at” 

In the course of my statement as 
well as reply I had made it clear that 
the information which I had furnished 
had been obtained from the State 
Government. 

Shri Madhu Limaye had referred 
to the report of a Committee appoint¬ 
ed by Shri Jayaprakash Narayan to 
enquire into the incidents at Gaya. 
The Committee in its report had 
referred to what Shri B. K. P. Sinha 
a former Member of the Rajya Sabha 
had informed the Committee. Shri 
Sinha is reported to have informed 
thel Committee that he heard an 
announcement that curfew had been 
extended and that those found on the 
road would be shot at. The Com¬ 
mittee, however, had also stated that 
it was not possible for them to check 
the facts with the administration 
and* therefore, it was difficult for 
th€*n to get the exact wording of the 


written orders if any passed in this 
regard. ■ We have, however, ,ag»in 
checked the position with the State 
Government who have reiterated that 
what I had informed the House was 
correct. Sir, whenever the Central 
Government are required to apprise 
Members of this House of the deve¬ 
lopments relating to public order or 
any other matter wholly within the 
competence of the State Government 
under the Constitution, it has beten 
the practice that we rely on the in¬ 
formation furnished by the concern¬ 
ed State Government. The practice! 
in our view is based on a correct 
appreciation of the constitutional 
position. The information I furnish¬ 
ed to the House is based on what the 
State Government Tiavci conveyed to 
tis and in doing so there cannot be 
any question of misleading the House 
or committing any contempt of its 
privileges. 

A copy of the notice of breach of 
privilege earlier received from Shri 
Madhu Limaye was forwarded to me 
by the Lok Sabha Secretariat and I 
had furnished all fhe relevant facts 
for the consideration of the Speaker. 
It was also made clear that we have 
no objection to the information fur¬ 
nished bv us being conveyed to Shri 
Madhu Limaye. Shri "Madhu Limaye 
again referred to this matter fn the 
House the other dav and as directed 
by the Speaker I have clarified the 
position.

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai): May I make one sub¬ 
mission? 

A very important question arises 
here. Much of the information that 
would filter down to the House would 
be) from the State Governments. If 
such information as is made available 
by the State Government to the 
House through the Home Minister is 
found to be incorrect, what is the 
remedy before the House? Would 
any question of privilege arise against 
the State Government in the State 
Assembly or would a question of 
privilege arise in this House? The 
hbn. Minister is taking a'stand that 
the information supplied to hfm was 
from the State Government, 


MR. SPEAKER: That is the nor¬ 
mal procedure he had followed. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Yes, Sir. That is quite true. But ( if 
-such information is found to be in* 
correct, then, what is the remedy 
open to the Members? 

MR. SPEAKER: So far as this 
privilege is concerned. I think there 
is no privilege involved, because, 
normally, the information is that of 
the State Government and they have 
made it sure that it is checked again. 

Also I saw the whole file and all 
the proceedings and I find this is the 
same statement he made earlier, and 
the Committee appointed by Shri 
Jai Prakash also said in their report 
that they did not check it from the 
administration. The Committcle them¬ 
selves did not check anything from 
the administration. 

Now, the Minister is responsible so 
far as those matters which arci within 
his cognizance and he has relied on 
them. I am sorry, there is no privi¬ 
lege involved here. 

As far for the other matters are 
concerned, I am concerned with thfs 
Housci and for the other House, how 
does it come here—what is to be 
done in that House? I am concerned 
with the privilege of this House. So 
far as the Bihar Assembly is con¬ 
cerned, it is for that Assembly. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 

I am not asking for the Bihar Assem¬ 
bly. I am asking if this House re¬ 
ceives a wrong information from the 
State Government via the Homd 
Minister or any Minister wKat is the 
remedy for" us? 

MR. SPEAKER: Who is to say 
that it is a wrong information? We 
have to rely on the statefheflt made 
by the Minister. 
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SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
If it is found to be incomlct? I am 
asking you. 

MR. SPEAKER: That fs a hypo¬ 
thetical question. I cannot say any¬ 
thing about it.

MATTERS UNDER RULE 377 

(i) Re Laying of Report of Netaji 
Inquiry Commission 

MR, SPEAKER: Professor, you 
have written to me an interesting 
letter. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE 
(Gwalior): Which Professor? 

MR. SPEAKER: There are many 
Professors in this House, including 
myself. Professor, Samar Guha, you 
were so much in a hurry. You have 
written the date with your own hand 
and you have written if as 5th July, 
1971. He has gone back three years. 
If I were to go technically into it 1 
should not allow it to be raised, this 
is three years old, but j th my own 
hand, with your permission, I have 
corrected the date. 

It is 5th August, 1974. Now you say 
that you will certainly be responsible 
for some very unusual performance in 
this House if I do not allow you 
anything on the Khosla Enquiry 
Commission Report to be laid. At 
the same time, you have assured me 
that though it will net be in keeping 
with the good traditions of Parlia¬ 
ment but, still, at the end, you will 
say that whatever be your behaviour, 
you will always be in my hands. 

13 hrs. 

So, all I can say is this. You can, in 
a minute, let me know what you 
want to say: This is not late. But, 
I do not know what he has in his 
mind. Before you do so, let the hon. 
Minister reply. 

THE MINISTER OF HOME AF¬ 
FAIRS (SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIK- 
SHIT): Sir, I have got all the facts 
and I want to make a statement in 
this House. Government have no 
desire or intention to delay present¬ 
ing the Report to Parliament. The 
Commission presented its Report to 
Government on 30th June, 1974 
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Under the law, we are required to 
present the Report along with a 
memorandum on the action taken 
thereon within six months. 

Therefore,' it would be in order if 
Government were to place the Re¬ 
port before the House before 30th 
December, 1974. However, we are 
quite willing to present the Report 
to Parliament even earlier if the pres¬ 
cribed procedural requirements can 
be| fulfilled. 

Copies of tht| Report have to be 
got printed before it is placed on the 
Table of the House. The Report is in 
English. I have tried to find out 
and I am told that it is in 462 typed 
pages of approximately three-quarters 
of foolscap size, and we have to 
arrange! for its translation into Hindi 
and J.or the printing of the Hindi 
version also. Copies of the Report in 
both the languages are to be present¬ 
ed to Parliament simultaneously. 1 
do not know whether it is possible to 
waive this requirement under any 
circumstance. 

The| House will appreciate that the 
printing work has to be entrusted to 
the Government Press with a view 
to ensuring its secrecy till the pre¬ 
sentation of the report to Parliament. 
The press has a top priority dictated 
by the urgency of business in Parlia* 
ment during session. Nevertheless, 
we| have been continuously in touch 
with the printing press and I have 
given directions that every effort 
should be made to expedite both the 
translation and the printing work. I 
shall present the Report to Parlia¬ 
ment as soon as it is practicable keep¬ 
ing in view the procedural aspects 
and requirements outlined by me. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai): 
Sir, why I have been very much 
anxious to have this report placed on 
the Table of the House is this. It is 
not very easy for me to say that 
But, during the course of the| pro- 
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ceedings of the Commission and in 
course of writing of report of the 
Commission as also at the time of 
submission of the Commission’s Re¬ 
port, many unusual extraordinary and 
intriguing things have happened. I 
would just only give one example. 
Not only three Secretaries have been 
changed just earlier—a month before 
the writing of the Report was start¬ 
ed, all the members of the staff were 
completely changed. I have also the 
otheir information that the Khosla 
Commission’s report has been leaked 
out to the Calcutta Press purposely. 
I have also come to know that in 
that report the Commission not only 
totally supported Shahnawaz Khan’s 
Report but, in the course of "the pro¬ 
ceedings of the Commission, Mr Jus¬ 
tice Khosla said firstly, 

“Shahnawaz Khan Ccmrr.illee's 
Report is non-existent to this Com¬ 
mission”, 


Secondly, “Mr. Shahnawaz Khan came 
to plead his own case”; thirdly, “of 
course he told lies”; fourthly, he 
further said “if the plan of Netaji’s 
escape can be established, there car.«i 
not be any truth of his death in the 
plane crash”. Also he told many of 
his friqnds before writing the Report 
—Mr. Justice Khosla himself said— 
that there had been no positive proof 
of the plane crash. 

But the House will be surprised to 
know in the course of the proceed¬ 
ings of the Commission and during 
the w riting of the report and at the 
time of the submission of the! report 
many intriguing things have happen¬ 
ed. The Chairman of the Commis¬ 
sion wrote a biography of the Prime 
Minist»r while conducting the pro- 
ceedin gs of the Commission. Justice 
Khosla also brought a gift for the 
Prime Minister from Formosa, I 
have many things more to say and 
that is the reason why I am very 
much aiLxious for the Commission’s 
Report, f do not know a man with 
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judicial integrity sitting as the 
Chairman of a Commission, should 
write the biography of the Prime 
■Minister. I had written to the Prime 
Minister six-months ago that the 
Chairman had already started writ¬ 
ing the report. Mr. Justice Khosla 
started writing report of the) Com¬ 
mission even before the arguments of 
the Commission started. There are 
many ugly things which I will dis¬ 
close later. This is on record that I 
wrote to the Prime Minister about the 
matter and indicated that I will not 
give it to the Press, As he has sub¬ 
mitted the! report I am disclosing this 
now. 


The explanation given by the hon. 
Ministf r is just a trickery. In the case 
of Selict Committees reports they 
are printed within two-three days 
There! have been many cases where 
the Hindi translation waited. There 
is no question that they should wait 
for getting Hindi translation. They 
can place this Report on the Table 
of the House within a week or ten 
days. I am very much anxious to see 
that it is placed on the Table of the 
House within a wetjk or ten days so 
that we many get an opportunity to 
discuss the same on the Floor of the 
House because I have many things 
more to disclose about the Commis¬ 
sion and some other things also. The 
death report about the Ntitaji sub¬ 
mitted by the Government of Japan 
and collected from Formosa and 
submitted by other sources also on 
a translation was found to be a 
death report of 6 Japanese soldier. 
Even then Justice Khosla supported 
the Shahnawaz Khan Committee’s 
report. I would again abide by you 
and wait for a week or ten days. 
Them I will take some measures even 
if they are beyond my sense of 
parliamentary dignity and propriety 
because I have to act under the com¬ 
pulsion and dictation of my cons¬ 
cience. 
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SHRI UMA SHANKAR DZKSH1T: 

If I can complete this* say three or 
four days before the end of the 
session, then I shall be very happy 
to present it. But if it is not ready 
by that date, thqn it does not make 
any difference whether it is done now 
or a little later. But we shall not 
delay the preparation of it. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
(Begusarai): The report should be 
discussed during this session. If it 
is placed only three or four days be¬ 
fore the end of the session, even then 
it should be discussed in the House. 


SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Thy Pay 
Commission’s report was placed in 
the Library even without page-num¬ 
bering. 


MR. SPEAKER: I have already 
said that priority should be given to 
the action taken report. 

(ii) Reported Kidnapping of a Mem¬ 
ber of Nagaland Legislative Assem¬ 
bly BY B.S.F. PERSONNEL AND RANSACK¬ 
ING OF A VILLAGE IN GARO HlLLS 

MR, SPEAKER: Now, Shri B. K. 
Daschoudhary. His is the first name 
in the notice, and, therefore, I am 
allowing him. 


SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kan¬ 
pur) : I request I may also be 
allowed to say a word. After all, we 
do not belong to the same party but 
to different parties. 

MR. SPEAKER: Normally, I allow 
only one of them. The hon. Mem¬ 
ber’s name is associated with that. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: 50 per 
cent time should be given tq me and

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the time should be divided between 
us. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHODHURY 
(Cooch-Btlhar): I am raising this 
issue under rule 377. Armed border 
security personnel ransacked Majher- 
char village in Garo Hills fn the 
State of Meghalaya and indiscrimina¬ 
tely assaulted the villages including 
the kidnapping of one MLA Mr. 
Shamsul Haque. 

The Meghalaya Government have 
also received a complaint on a simi¬ 
lar allegation from Mahendraganj 
MLA Mr. Shamsul Haque. The MLA 
who was said to have protected the 
atrocities or* the villagers on the 
midnight of July 14, was alleged to 
have been kidnapped by the BSF 
personncil and kept confined in the 
nearby checkpost of the BSF. The 
MLA was rescued by the local police 
only on the next morning. 

The incident started when a BSF 
man broke into the room of a widow 
on the midnight of 14th July at the 
residence of Mr. Mahtab Sheikh. 
Attracted by the hue and cry raised 
by the lady and other inmates of 
the household, the villagers gathered 
round and got hold of the intruder, 
the BSF personnel man. The BSF 
personnel shortly arrived from a 
nearly checkpost in thy village and 
took away the BSF man held by the 
villagers, after rampaging the village 
and assaulting the villagers indiscre- 
minately. 

A public meeting and a number of 
demonstrations were held at Mahen¬ 
draganj protesting against such 
BSF’s heinous atrocities. 

Incidents of a similar nature are 
not very rare in our country. These 
are committed by the BSF personnel. 
Therefore, I would demand of the 
hon. Minister, through you, to make 
a thorough inquiry into this matter 
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why the BSF personnel are committ¬ 
ing such heinous atrocities here and 
there and on some occasion they are 
also aligning themselves with the 
smugglcm in . the border areas. I had 
myself reported one such case to the 
hon. Minister. I want that there 
should bo a proper statement after 
a full inquiry has been made. 


SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: May I 
say a word? 


MR. SPEAKER: He will be say¬ 
ing the same thing. 1 have already 
allowed the first Member. 


SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I would 
like to remind you that such cases of 
atrocities had been brought to the 
notice of this House earlier, when 
Prof. Swell was presiding a Deputy 
Speaker, and he did make certain 
observations. 

At that time some hon. Members on 
the Ruling Party protested against 
those observations. Here is the case 
of an MLA who had been kidnapp¬ 
ed. That MLA had been rescued by 
thei Police. Even after that all those 
people were mercilesssly beaten. It 
has been brought to the notice of 
the hon. Home Minister by several 
Members of the House. Such atroci¬ 
ties were committed by the BSF.

Bill 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Betul): 
I support the Bill, as reported by the 
Joint Committee, which seeks to 
amend the Companies Act, the Se¬ 
curities Contracts (Regulation) Act 
and the Monopolies and Restrictive 
Trade Practices Act. 

At the very outset, I must congra¬ 
tulate the Joint Committee for magni¬ 
ficent wrrk they have put in for 
streamlmmg this Bill. They have 
rationalised various provisions of the 
original B ; ll. They have taken care 
to ensure that th° Bill, as reported by 
tV Joint Committee, does not err 
either on the si^e of over-legislating 
or uniW-legislatm'*. In faet, when¬ 
ever there is legislation in the realm 
of m^r^antiie law or co’nnany law or 
taxation law. a ere^t deal of realism 
is n^e^scarv and that realism will 
come onlv if these two pitfalls are 
avoided. It. has chartered a course 
which T rni't say is a nvddlp course. 
Thenp*or» T think, the Bill will nrove 
an effective instrument in achieving 
the ohie-ls which have been enumera¬ 
ted in the Bill. 

The Bill seeks to meet cases of dis¬ 
tortions ?md abuses of the system 
which have of late assumed compara¬ 
tively serious proportions. When they 
refer to a system, I hope, they are re¬ 
ferring to a system prevalent in the 
organised sector of trade, industry and 
commerce. The corporate sector is 
the most imnortant sector of the or¬ 
ganised sector and the distortions and 
abuses in this sector are sought to be 
removed. When I refer to the parti¬ 
cular obiect of the Bill. I do not think 
anything can be more laudable than 
this obiect because these distortions 
and abuses have come to play havoc 
with our economy and, in turn, the 
entire svstem we have given to our¬ 
selves seems to be threatened. 

One thing that strikes me very 
glaring 1 v is that one of the most im¬ 
portant portions in the Com names Act, 
Section 293 A whi"h prohibits contri¬ 
butions to political parties by compa¬ 


nies has remained utterly untouched. 
I submit in all humility that this is 
one Section in the Companies Act 
which has driven the public life of 
this country into the slive and sludge 
of double standards. I thought that 
Joint Committee would work relent¬ 
lessly for the! repeal of Section 293 A. 
This Section provides that if there is 
any contribution made by a company 
to a political party, it would render 
the company liable for penal action. 
The penal action contemplated under 
this Section is Rs. 5000 penalty on the 
company and three years imprison¬ 
ment to any officer of the company 
who is responsible for such a contri¬ 
bution in violation of the Section. 

May I ask the Law Minister, in the 
preceding few years that this particu¬ 
lar Section has been on the statute 
book, how many officers of the com- 
pinies have been sent to jail? How 
many companies have been fined? If 
the companies have not been fined, 
if the officers of the companies have 
not be«n sent to iail, do I take it that 
no political donation has been made 
by the companies? We have been 
forced to live in public life with 
doubV standards because of this 
particular Section. The distortions 
and abuses in nublic life and unending 
corruption which has come about in 
the management of the corporate sec¬ 
tor shall never he remedied unless 
this particular Section is deleted from 
the Companies Act. 

I have thrown the gauntlet. The 
hon. Minister must accept it. I wish 
the Joint Committee had taken a 
more realistic view of Section 293 A. 
But even now it is not late. I leave 
it to the enlightened people, like Prof 
Madhu Dandavate, Mr. Banerjee and 
others to act and accept my sugges¬ 
tion. In case they support my pro¬ 
posal, I am sure the hon. Minister will 
be in a position to give us some as¬ 
surance. The sooner ”*e get rid of 
this particular Section, the sooner 
shall we be able to take public life 
to a higher standard of honesty. 
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SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: This Sec¬ 
tion 293 A is a sheer hypocrisy.' 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: I hope, th e 
Law Minister will take note of it. 
The CPI member himself says that 
Section 293 A is a sheer hypocrisy. 

I agree it is sheer hypocrisy for every¬ 
one and everyone knows that it is so. 
Are we to be the victims of hypo¬ 
crisy? Is it not a reflection on the 
Parliament? How long are we to 
continue with it? Let us have 
courage and repeal this particular 
Section. Let us say that those who 
are going to give us donations from 
the companies are entitled to do so. 
Some reasonable restrictions may be 
imposed. They must mention in the 
balance-sheet the names of the parties 
that are given donations. 

In many companies where Unit 
Trust# of India, nationalised 
banks and financial institutions 
or where the Government' have 
the controlling interest, special 
protection has to be given 
and it has to be ensured that' they do 
not patronise any one party. For that 
purpose reasonable restrictions can be 
imposed. But, subject to that, there 
is no reason why we should allow this 
hypocritical section, as described by 
Shri S. M. Banerjee, to continue. I 
hope nobody will consider this on 
party lines. If I receive universal 
support in this House. I have no doubt 
in my mind that the Law Minister and 
the Prime Minister will be compelled 
to agree to the wishes of this House in 
this matter. 

There is Clause 26. Jn view of the 
limitation of time, I will try to be 
very brief. Certain provisions have 
been made vesting powers in the 
hands of the Government to refuse 
appointment of Managing Directors, 
and whole-time directors under cer¬ 
tain circumstances. Earlier the sec¬ 
tion had provided untramelled autho¬ 
rity, as it were, in the hands of the 
Government and the Company Law 
Board which functioned like a black 
Board in the matter of these appoint¬ 
ments. I hope now with added 
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powers which the Board has been 
given the whole approach and attitude 
changes and it does not become a 
manifestation of what is described by 
Shri Chatterjee as "bureaucratic capi¬ 
talism” which is much worse than 
capitalism, because in capitalism at 
least' the exploitation is out of the 
profits they earn whereas in bureau¬ 
cratic capitalism they just stride on 
the misfortunes of the people and the 
great powers they amass from the 
legislature. Be that as it may, my 
grievance is that, again in terms of 
the new provision that is being made, 
the managerial power is not vested 
automatically into the hands of pro¬ 
fessional managers. This is our diffi- 
cutly. I wish the section itself which 
was rewritten had provided special 
qualifications enumerating that these 
ar» the people who alone will be the 
wholchtime directors or managing 
cl: ectors. The Clause, as reported 
now by the Joint Committee, is en¬ 
tirely negative. It only provides that 
the Central Government shall not ac¬ 
cord its approval for the appointment 
of any whole-tim e director or manag¬ 
ing director unless it is in the in¬ 
terests of the company, unless the 
proposed managing or whole-time 
director of the company is, in the 
opinion of the Board, a fit and pro¬ 
per person, etc., etc. Th’s section 
presents very highly subjective tests. 
Why don’t they expressly provide? 
What happens is that this sort of pro¬ 
vision works double-edgedly. You 
know how it works in the private 
sector with the tremendous amount of 
arouisitiveness. And it has its own 
deleterious effect on the public sector 
also. Tn the private sector the son 
of a rich man, who knows nothing 
hiit profiteering and racketeering, 
without anv oualifi^ations except that, 
he is horn in a rmh family, becomes 
a managing director—without any 
expertise or managerial skill, without 
anv background, without the eliehtegt 
idea of the social obligations which 
the corporate sorter carry. How do 
we ever evnert «nrh neonl* to deliver 
the goods? Tf today a provision had 
been made that within five years the 
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entire corporate sector would be 
managed only by the professional 
managers, we would have had a com¬ 
pletely different picture of the cor¬ 
porate sector. All the profiteering, 
racketeering and all the evil effects 
that have come about are because of 
our inability to ensure that professio 
nal and professional managers only 
manage the affairs. Wuat happens in 
the public sector? Tl.o bureaucrats, 
every Tom, Dick and Harry, become 
managers to manage large corpora¬ 
tions. The person who was the top¬ 
most man in the soapsclling business 
becomes the topmost man of the Steel 
Authority, and he knows nothing 
about steel. We have somebody in 
the Coal Mining Authority and, 1 
understand, he wanted to carry coal 
to New Castle. These counter-pro¬ 
ductive forces will never come to an 
end. After all, public sector is a 
very important sector. It must' stand 
like the Rock of Gibralter in the tur¬ 
bulent economy of the country, and 
if we fail in the public sector because 
of inefficiency it is just because we 
are not' ensuring the right professio¬ 
nal management in the public sector. 

I do hope that the hon. Minister will 
look into this and would reconsider 
his views on this particular clause. 
The entire concept of entrepreneurial 
skill has changed today; it' is no lon¬ 
ger the prerogative of a person borr 
in a rich family. Any one can go and 
have the requisite expertise, trainin' 
and the managerial skill and coni" 
back as a professional manager. Thn 
is what is happening all over the 
world. Tjarge corporations are mana- 
red all over the wm-v by the profes¬ 
sional managers. TAS, the sow 

of a few bigwig- here and there and 
dishonest people do not go and 
manage the affairs. That is what it 
should have brought about. This is 
one aspect r* the Bill over which T 
make my protest to the Minister. 

About" the rotation and ceiling of 
auditors. I must submit that the re¬ 
vised provision is far more rational 
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than what it was originally proposed. 
This would work very satisfactorily 
so far as the balanced growth of the 
profession is concerned. The account¬ 
ancy profession has a very important 
role to play and its balanced growth 
is very necessary. What surprises me 
again with reference to the duties of 
the auditors is that the real problem 
has been touched only on the fringe. 
The question of rotation and ceiling 
audits has been gone into and it has 
been duly streamlined. But what 
about the duty of the auditors under 
the Companies Act which was enacted 
way back before in 1913? Their duty 
is merely t'o report to the share-hol¬ 
ders. Their fiduciary capacity is con¬ 
fined only to the share-holders. In 
that respect, I approve of the minute* 
of dissent of Prof. Madhu Dandavate. 
'[’here has to be a responsibility to 
the labour, there has to be a responsi¬ 
bility to the Government. There has 
to be a responsibility to the 
. ommunity. That responsibility 

r f the auditor is completely 
; bsont. To the income-tax authority 
there is abs /utely no responsibility. 
T Vhat is their duty? If one were to 
i tudy carefully Section 227, sub-sec- 
i ion 2, the duty of the auditor is con¬ 
fined to reporting that the 
profit and loss account is cor¬ 
rect and the balance-sheet 

.•hows a true and fair view of the 
affairs of the company. Any auditor 
can give such certificate. But this is 
obsolete concept of an auditor’s duty 
in modern times. A specific obliga¬ 
tion had to be cast on any auditor to 
resort vital particulars about any 
years’* affairs and transactions of the 
company. While rationalising the pro¬ 
visions regarding the ceiling of audits. 

I wish the obligation and duties of the 
auditors nbo had been rationalised. 
T t. should have been made really one¬ 
rous r n the accountancy profession so 
+l mt the accountancy profession playst 
its due part in discharging its duty 
and ensuring that a company works 
properly, fairly and cleanly. Now, 
what happens? I have knpwn of 
oommnie* where they have in profit 
and loss account a debit balance pf 
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Rs. 5 lakhs,' and returned looses of 
Rs. 5 lakhs for taxation purposes. Bui 
the company is assessed on an i.icorne 
of Rs. 1 crores despite unqua¬ 
lified audit report. No liability on 
the management devolves whatsoever. 
What happens to the balance o: 
amount? There is a large liability o i 
penalty passed on to the company 
The company merrily pays the 
penalty. No surcharge is recoverable 
from the Directors for the difference 
between returned and assessed in¬ 
come, which is not a national income 
and the auditors are not responsible 
to income-tax authority. Nobody ap¬ 
pears to be responsible to make good 
these monies to the company. Ail 
these are very vital defects leit be¬ 
hind. 

There is one more aspect ol' the 
matfer. We are presently deliberat¬ 
ing in the Select Committee over the 
Taxation Laws Amendment Bill. Tnat 
Bill provides statutory audit for in¬ 
come-tax purposes for assessees other 
than companies. In other words, the 
Taxation Law Amendment Bill will 
take care of those audits which arc 
outside the corporate sector. These 
audits will have to be very strict. And 
the anomaly will be that in corporate 
sector, the audit will be extremely 
lenient. All they are to do is to 
satisfy whether or not the profit and 
loss account is correct and the assets 
and liabilities give a fair view of the 
company’s affairs whereas the small 
assessees outside the corporate sector 
will be required to furnish to their 
auditors the vital particulars of the 
transactions, whether or not all the 
expehses are properly vouched, whe¬ 
ther the allocation between the capi¬ 
tal and revenue is correct or not and 
whether the deposits are properly 
supported, whether personal expenses 
are audited to revenue account so and 
sb forth. Therefore, I submit that 
either the Company Law will have to 
be amended to make the liability and 
the responsibility of the auditors Co- 1 
extensive with those of the auditors 
in the non-corporate sector under the 
Taxation Laws Amendment Bill or 
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the Taxation Laws Amendment Bill 
will have to take care of audits which 
are contemplated in companies Act. 

I hope the Law Minister will give 
due consideration to what I have sta¬ 
ted here. 

The Company Law Board is now to 
be named as The Company Law 
Court. Certain powers Which were 
formerly exercised only by the Courts 
and were contemplated originally in 
ilio Bill to be exercised by the Gov- 
einmem will now be exercised by 
ti -■ Company Law Court. I hope in 
exercise of its quasi-judicial powers 
wuich have now been vested in them, 
the Company Law Court will show a 
nmch greater sense of responsibility 
.uni ixpjdUious disposal and that they 
w hi Id not be another example of 
bu eaueratic capitalism. 

Now, Sir, there is one other sug¬ 
gestion which I would like to make. 
It is on the same pattern as the U.K. 
law and so far as amendments to 
memorandum of association of com¬ 
panies is concerned. Now accdrding to 
the Bill as reported, it is a subject 
matter only before the Company Law 
Court and I do not know what is go¬ 
ing to be the precise procedure to be 
adopted for amendment of any of the 
provisions of the Memorandum. The 
rights of the debenture-holders and 
creditors are at times likely to be 
affected adversely in such amend¬ 
ments if they remain unrepresented. 
In the U.K. law whenever any arti¬ 
cle in the Memorandum of Association 
is amended fifteen per cent of. the 
shareholders/debenture-holders have 
the right to appeal to a proper court. 
Some such provision should be made. 
Creditors' interest should not be put 
into jeopardy. This is my submission. 

My friend Professor Dandavate’s 
amendment' provides that in case of 
oversubscription in case of shares, 
those people who are not allotted the 
shares, must receive some interest for 
the money that is kept in deposit by 
the company. If is a very laudable 
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suggestion because I know lor a fact 
that recenily in one of the companies 
over-suoscnpLon was to tne extent -oi 
i'ti per cent. Tne oanas are working 
in sucn a iunny manner that the 
money could not be returned in six 
monins lor no fault of tne manage¬ 
ment. The magnincent management 
wanted to pay interest because of the 
Banks delay. There was, however, 
no provision in the law and 1, there¬ 
fore, endorse the amendment made by 
Prof. Dandavate and 1 hope the Law 
Minister will accept that. 

SHRI LINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore): Mr. Somnath Chatter- 
jee was to speak on this Bail. Be was 
in the Joint Select Committee also. 
But unfortunately, because of his 
mother’s illness he had to leave for 
Calcutta. So the burden lies with 
me, to express our opinion on this 
amended Bill 

The object of the Bill is to curb 
concentration of economic power in 
the hands ol the private monopoly 
capital. In .spite of their tall claims 
the private monopoly capital operates 
unabated. Even alter passing of this 
Bill it is very evident that it will not 
operate for increasing social produc¬ 
tion but it will only aggravate the 
generation of more black money and 
more concentration of power in a few 
hands. Monopoly capital by various 
ways resorts to restrictions of pro¬ 
duction and creation of scarcity and 
no effective steps are taken by Gov¬ 
ernment to stop this sort of thing by 
compelling them to produce upto 
their full capacity. So far as I have 
studied the Bill, I am unable to see 
any steps taken by Government in 
this regard. 

Take the example of the sugar in¬ 
dustry. Take the example of the 
textile industry. Full capacity is not 
utilised and there is scope for more 
production. Only the other day we 
saw what happened to the price of 
ears. The prices of cars were increas¬ 


ed and this was the case in regard to 
three four cars. The increase was 
of order of Rs. 4,000. If you 
want to purchase an Ambassador car 
you/will have to pay more than Rs. 
33$£)0; so is the case with Fiat, Stan¬ 
dard and other cars. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Another 
is in the offing. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 

I do not know whether Government 
knows it or not that the Hindusthan 
Motor, which is managed by the 
Birias, has sought permission from 
Government to allow the General 
Motors, a multi-national B. Company— 
American Company—to hold thirty- 
six per cent equity shares. That is, I 
hear, still under the consideration 
of Government. In the meantime, 
what the Government is doing is—I 
have in my possession such document 
to show it—that fifty per cent 
of their production is being 
brought down. As regards their 
quota of steel that was given 
to them, these companies are writing 
to the Controller of Steel that they 
ere not in a position to lift their full 
quota because of certain factors which 
are beyond their control. I do not 
know whether Government is going 
to take any steps. In the meantime, 
another company has been given order 
or licence—Maruti Ltd.—about which 
I am not personally against. The fact 
is that the Prime Minister’s son will 
be in charge of Maruti Limited. Of 
course there is no ban at all. But, 
my point is that there is existing 
capacity which is remaining unutilised. 
It is not fully utilised. So, what is 
the need for giving the licence to this 
company. I should not be misunder¬ 
stood if I say something. Why is the 
Government not in a position to takr f 
over this giant company includiiy 
Maruti Limited, if at all it comes in s * 
existence? I am doubtful about th r> 

In the meantime, I have heard th,f 
they are now contemplating t 
produce some other things which 
would fatch them more profits. 
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My point is very clear. I shall give 
you another example. Why is no 
help coming form Qovernxd|pt in that 
way for the small Companies 
who, because of shortage of power " 
and some other things, are not in a 
position to keep their factories^-Tunn- 
ing? What they are doing now'is that 
they sell their licences for some con¬ 
sideration to the big companies and 
there is no restriction on it. I see no 
provision to stop this sort of clandes¬ 
tine operations which are just to help 
giant companies instead of driving 
them out from the market—from the 
economic field. Why is nq, restriction 
placed on these small companies? I 
strongly demand some action. Why 
don’t you Immediately nationalise all 
these monopoly concerns—both indi¬ 
genous as well as foreign ones—when 
the counrty is passing through so 
much crisis? Why is there so much 
hesitation in doing that? I can’t 
understand this. 

I say the Bill as such is a half¬ 
hearted measure. The amended Bill 
will hardly do any good against the 
abuse and misuse of the corporate 
management and holding companies. 
Some provision has been made for 
further participation of those bureau¬ 
crats in all these matters. For ex¬ 
ample, jurisdiction of the courts has 
been curtailed and more powers have 
been conferred on the Company Law 
Board. In this connection, I may refer 
to what has been said by my hon. 
friend, Shri D. K. Panda. How is it 
that one Mr. Ghosh against whom 
there was a stricture and the matter 
is still pending before the C.B.I. has 
been made the Chairman? He has 
been made the Chairman of the Bird 
& Co. Without your approval how is 
it possible for the Bird & Co. to make 
him the Chairman? The CBI case is 
pending against him. If this is the 
attitude of the Government how cor¬ 
ruption in the companies would be 
stopped by this amending Bill? So, 
the Minister may clarify the position. 

The reasons that have been given for 
giving more powers to the Company 
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Law Board are not only un-convinc- 
ing but they are also not bonafide. 
The proceedings of the courts are 
open to public. There are chances of 
fair deal. But there is no scope in 
the Company Law Board where the 
bureaucrats dominate. I think it will 
add to the number of misdeeds by the 
Government'. So, my contention is 
the Company Law Board should not 
be given blanket power. There must 
be some check. There is nothing in 
this amending Bill. There are two 
notes of dissent as regards unpaid 
dividends—one by Mr. Chatterjee and 
another by Mr. Panda and others. 
The present provision regarding un¬ 
paid dividends require the person 
claiming the same to apply to the 
Government. I do not know the 
reason for it. You want thq person 
to substantiate his claim by a secu¬ 
rity. This will add to corruption and 
nothing more. The bureaucratic cont¬ 
rol is also to be discernible from 
this point of view of asking a person 
to put his claim with the Government 
by advancing some security. What 
does it mean? The Minister may also 
clarify on this. 

Till now the law does not provide 
for the participation of the workers 
in the management—this point been 
dealt with by Prof. Dandavate and 
others—although so many times it 
has been discussed in this House and 
outside and inspite of the tall claims 
that workers will be given full scope 
for participation in the management. 
There is no such provision here. I 
do now know whether the Govern¬ 
ment still feels for better production 
and management the persons who are 
directly connected with the produc¬ 
tion, that is, workmen will be given 
proper chance to participate in the 
management of the company. That 
is lacking there. I do not know whe¬ 
ther even at this stage the hon. Minis¬ 
ter could bring forward an amend¬ 
ment' to that effect so that these lacu¬ 
nae can be removed. 

Regarding appointment of auditor, 
no doubt, some improvement is there. 
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But what about the appointment of 
cost accountants as auditors? Who is 
there to go into the cost factor of the 
manufactures? Why should Govern¬ 
ment, therefore, not make it obliga¬ 
tory at least on the big companies to 
appoint cost accountants as auditors? 
There must be a statutory provision 
for this purpose, because otherwise 
the companies will not do so. 

In conclusion, I would like to make 
this categorical charge against the 
Government that in spite of their 
pious wishes, they have allowed the 
companies like the Birlas, Tatas, 
Singhanias and others to amass large 
amounts of black money by defraud¬ 
ing in a clandestine manner, creating 
scarcity, not utilising the full capacity 
and raising the prices at their own 
sweet will, in spite of fixation of 
prices. For instance, 40 Dalda com¬ 
panies or vanaspati companies have 
raised the price of Dalda on their 
own. We cannot get Dalda at the 
price fixed, but if we pay more money 
we can get any quantity in the mar¬ 
ket. Of course, Mr. Gokhale may 
say that it do«is not come within his 
purview. But I suggest that it does 
come within his purview because it 
is a matter which concerns the eco¬ 
nomic policy of Government. Fur¬ 
ther, we see that crores of rupees due 
from them have not been paid. Even 
the earned wages of the workers has 
not been paid. The dues regarding 
provident fund, gratuity and the ESI 
contributions have not been paid by 
them and no step has been taken to 
recover these amounts from them. So, 
although it does not come strictly 
within the purview of the hon. Minis¬ 
ter, yet it is a matter which should be 
looked into by the hon. Minister con¬ 
cerned. When the Companies 
(Amendment) Bill is brought for¬ 
ward, it should concern itself with the 
basic purpose for which a company 
is set up and the way in which the 
company is to be run or managed. 
There are hundreds of cdses where so 
many mills have been taken over, but 


after their being taken over, the 
bureaucrats are managing it and the 
workers have no say at all. So, these 
things must be looked into so that the 
objective for which this Bill is stated 
to have been brought forward may be 
achieved.

SHRI VIRENDRA AGARWAL 
(Moradabad): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, 
Sir, hon. Minister, Shri H. R. Gokhale, 
while introducing the Bill, had as¬ 
sured the House that this Bill would 
promote greater efficiency and social 
justice in the working of the corpo¬ 
rate sector. I personally hold the 
view that too many curbs will clog 
the wheels of progress. The Minister, 
Shri Gokhale, happens to be one of 
our legel minds and he is known for 
his reasonableness. But I am not 
sure whether he has applied his mind 
to the various implications and conse¬ 
quences of this Bill or whether he has 
found wholly helpless. 

This Bill has been amended more 
than half a dozen times after 1956. 
Every time only one aspect" of the 
Company management has been dealt 
with. Of course, in 1956, some sort 
of a comprehensive picture was given 
to the corporate sector. After that, 
only one aspect was looked after. 
This time also, the Government has 
gone only into the structural changes 
while it has refused to go into the 
actual functioning of the corporate 
institutions. Had the Government 
really been a little genuine to improve 
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the functioning of the corporate insti¬ 
tutions, I am sure the Government 
would have gone info the delicate 
issues like the policies of purchase, 
the policies of sale and the personnel 
policy of the corporation institutions. 
They are very vital aspects of the en¬ 
tire corporate institutions. It is 
obvious that the Government has just 
.tinkered with the problem without 
.understanding its implications. 

I do agree that there are loopholes 
in the functioning of the corporate 
institutions which must be plugged. 
There is a vast scope, as it is in any 
other system, for improvement in the 
structural changes as well as in the 
day-tc«*iay functioning of the corpo¬ 
rate institutions. 

The simple question which is asked 
to-day is: whether this Bill which the 
Minister defines has a laudable ob¬ 
jective, will be able to serve the pur¬ 
pose. My definite answer today is: 
no. This Bill will not serve any pur¬ 
pose whatsoever. There are a lot of 
abuses, distortions and imbalances in 
the functioning of the corporate insti¬ 
tutions and, therefore, there is hardly 
any individual in the country who 
might not have got something or the 
other to say about the functioning of 
the corporate institutions. The ques¬ 
tion is: whether the Government has 
really applied its mind to the pro¬ 
blems of the corporate institutions 
and whether it has really gone into 
the problems to understand or is just 
trying to take one aspect leaving the 
second. 

This Bill has been considered by 
a Select Committee which, of course, 
has made several useful improve¬ 
ments. Still, there are very many 
vague and anomalous situations which 
have made the Bill still more com¬ 
plicated. This Bill is wholly nega¬ 
tive in character. The Bill means 
nothing but curbs, restrictions and 
hurdles in the functioning of the 
corporate institutions. I wish the 
Government should have gone into 
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the problems and applied its mind 
and done something about the posi¬ 
tive functioning. 

This Bill has armed the Govern¬ 
ment officers with such sweeping ad¬ 
ministrative powers that' the private 
entrepreneurs will no longer remain 
private in any sense. It amounts to 
back-door nationalisation without 
owning the responsibility of running 
the corporate institutions in the most 
efficient manner. Private initiative 
will be stifled because of continuous 
interference in the management of 
the corporate institutions. No free¬ 
dom can be exercised in the manage¬ 
ment of the institutions. Who would 
suffer? It is production which is 
sure to be hampered. And that is 
why I describe the Bill as anti-pro¬ 
duction and anti-progress. The cor¬ 
porate institutions are as democratic 
in character as any other institution 
in the country can claim itself to be 
democratic. If the Bill hits hard at 
the veiy roof of the corporate insti¬ 
tutions, I will call it anti-democratic 
functioning. 

The only criteria to judge any Bill 
today is to see whether it would arrest 
inflation or not, whether It would step 
up production or not. The Prime 
Minister I know is committed to raise 
production; she is talking everything 
in the country that Government is 
committed t 0 raise production but I 
want to know specifically whether this 
Bill will raise production or not. I 
want to know whether or not this is 
anti-production in character. You are 
talking so loudly in the country that 
the prime need of the hour is to raise 
production. But this Bill is not mov¬ 
ing in that direction. All your anfi- 
prroduction laws must go. All such 
laws must be suspended for the time 
being if you are really serious to 
arrest the price rise. If the Govern¬ 
ment goes on continuing with its anti¬ 
production laws I can assure them 
that the prices will go on rising un¬ 
abated and much faster than what thej 


are doing today. During the first six 
months of the year 1974, what has 
happened? The prices had gone up by 
34 per cent. And with your present 
policy, I am sure, the prices will shoot 
up by more than 50 per cent by the 
year end. This situation has to be 
fpced squarely by the Government. 
This Bill, I predict, will retard growth, 
hamper production and economic 
growth. What is the growth 
'rate today? Is it not zero, 
Mr. Gokhale? If the growth 
rate is zero what are we going t'o 
do to raise the production? The 
Government is just groping in the 
dark without knowing what it should 
do and what It should not do. This 
is the present position. The only 
thing that they do is to bluff the 
nation, misleading the House now 
and then by all sorts of things, saying, 
we have passed this ordinance or 
that ordinance, for mobilising this 
or that, but what is the result? The 
result is, whatever they may say, the 
prices continue to shoot up at ■ a 
much faster rate. In the public sector 
undertakings they have sunk large 
sums of money. They are not pro¬ 
ducing these results which Govern¬ 
ment had expected of them. This is 
the present position. 

In regard to the private sector, 
the private sector is hampered with 
the result that the economy of scar¬ 
city will continue to grow. I do not 
know if Government really applies 
its mind at all to the situation pre- 
vailling in the country. There are 
half-a-dozen clauses here like 
definition of growth, same manage¬ 
ments, acquisition of shares. Clause 
12. Inspection, Appointment, and all 
these things. I do not know whether 
they will allow the creative genius of 
the people to Bind suitable expres¬ 
sion for building the industrial 
society. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: I am 
sorry I did not hear the other two. 

I have heard about growth and same 
management. I want to understand 
so that J can reply. 
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SHR1 VIRENDRA AGARWAL: 
There are half-a-dozen major amend¬ 
ments. I talk of Clause 12, I talk of 
Clause 21, 1 talk of Clause 26, I talk 
of Clause 24; I talk of Clause 15, 
Clause 19, Clause 7. I think these are 
the six major amendments in this 
Bill. My hon. friend Mr. Salve has 
pointed out one thing. This is about 
Section 293-A in relation to dona¬ 
tion to all other political parties. 
The Congress party remains in the 
dock and there is a widespread im¬ 
pression in the country that the 
Congress party, while attempting to 
ban the companies’donations to poli¬ 
tical parties, flourishes on the basis 
of the black money which they gel 
from corporate institutions. 

This sort of hypocrisy and this sort 
of double standard has brought down 
the cuedibilily of the entire leadership 
in the country. The sooner you scrap 
the ban the better it would be because, 
at least, you will be able to say tnal 
there is no legal ban as such. I under¬ 
stand that Government has already 
made up its mind to remove this ban. 
1 do not know why it was not incor¬ 
porated in the Bill itself. There is a 
lot of talk about the profesiosnal ex¬ 
pertise and goodwill. I feel that tc 
have a certain amount of goodwill 
and professional expertise in the field 
is not a crime. If you restrict the 
fuller utilisation of thefle professional 
people, it may lead to another famine 
of industrial expertise. While floating 
a new company this implies necessa¬ 
rily to have such directors whose so end 
judgment can persuade the savers to 
put in their savings in the new enter¬ 
prises. I feel that this Bill will retard 
the fuller utilisation of professional 
expertise and goodwill. This is vital 
for tfte revival of the economy. The 
Government should concentrate on 
raising the investment capacity. But, 
the climate for the same is so poor in 
this country and it is so sluggish that 
nobody is interested in putting bis 
money In the corporate sector. If you 
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are so determined to keep the economy 
stagnant and the poor to continue to 
suiter, then of course, you should con¬ 
tinue in this very direction with such 
measures and I shall be the last person 
to stop you. If you ace so determined 
to move towards your funeral the only 
thing that I can do is to oppose this 
Bill which, I fell sure is self-defeating 
to all the objectives that have been 
defined in this Bill. 

•SURI T. S. LAKSHMANAN (Sri- 
peiu.nbudur): Mr. Deputy Speaker, 

Sir, 1 rise to place my views on The 
Companies (Amendment) Bill on be¬ 
half of Dravida Munnetra Kazhagam. 

Sir, in our country there are 36,115 
private sector companies and 412 Gov¬ 
ernment companies having paid-up 
capital of Rs. 3041 crores and Rs. 238ii 
crores respectively. The Companies 
Amendment Bill is a very important 
Bill having far-reaching implications 
in regulating and controlling the com¬ 
panies. This amending Bill has 41 
ciauses. Though this Bill has been 
prepared by high officials of the Minis¬ 
try of Law yet the Joint Committee 
of both the houses of Parliament has 
amended as many as 35 clauses of the 
Bill The Joint Committee has im¬ 
proved the provisions of this Bill quite 
substantia?ly. Supposing this Bill had 
not been referred to the Joint Com¬ 
mittee and had been brought forward 
befor. this • House straightaway, it 
would have been only a half-baked 
measure. A man in tattered clothes 
ip as good as being naked. This Bill 
also would have looked like the man 
in tattered clothes. By improving the 
provisions of the Bill, the Joint Com¬ 
mittee has brought home to the Gov¬ 
ernment that both the houses of Par¬ 
liament havp got a significant role to 
plav in legislation making. 

1 wish to say that it rhould he en¬ 
deavour of the Central Government to 
aopiy with equal force the provisions

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of this Bill both to the private sector 
companies and to the Government 
companies. As I pointed out at the 
outset, 36,115 privtae sector companies 
having paid-up capital of Rs. 3041 
crores. But 412 Government compa¬ 
nies have paid-up capital of Rs. 2380 
crores. The paid-up capital of public 
sector companies is people’s money. 
The Government is charged with the 
onerous responsibility of managing this 
huge sum in such a way that the peo¬ 
ple derive the maximum benefit. If 
there is loss in a private sector com¬ 
pany, only the private entrepreneur 
losses his investment. But, when there 
is loss in a public sector company the 
tax-payers’ money is lost beyond re¬ 
covery. The Government must bear 
this in its mind that the people pay 
their taxes even foregoing their essen¬ 
tial reauirements and that this money 
should be used to the maximum bene¬ 
fit of the people. 

The Central Government cannot 
deny the fact that some months before 
as many as 10 public sector companies 
had no Managing Director. Last 
month, it came in the newspapers that 
one Mr. Verma has been appointed as 
the Managing Director of three public 
sector companies under the charge of 
the Ministry of Petroleum and Chemi¬ 
cals. Similarly, one gentleman against 
whom charges of malpractice are 
pending inquiry has been appointed 
as the Managing Director of the Indian 
Oil Company. The hon. Member of 
this House, Shri Madhu Limaye refer¬ 
red to this matter on the floor of this 
House only recently. Two hundred 
applications for extension of time for 
holding the annual general meetings 
beyond the statutory period of six 
months had been received by the Com¬ 
pany Law Board from the public sec¬ 
tor companies'. A few of the public 
sector companies have not complied 
with the provisions of the Companies 
Act. 1956. It is not that I am saying 
all this from the Opposition Bench. 
These have been stated in the An- 
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nual Report of the Ministry of Law for 
the year 1973-74. 

If the Government, who finds fault 
with the management of private sec¬ 
tor companies do not take action 
against mismanagement or non-comp¬ 
liance of the provisions of the Com¬ 
panies Act by the public sector com¬ 
panies, then the people are liable to 
lose their faith in the fair-play and 
justice of this Government. Besides 
being accused of partiality towards the 
public sector companies, the Govern¬ 
ment will also be undermining the 
eonomic progress of the country. I 
wish to reiterate that the provisions 
of the Companies Act should be made 
applicable in an impartial manner 
both to the private sector companies 
and to the public sector companies. 

Though there are 36,115 private sec¬ 
tor companies in the country, last year 
only 263 inspections of the books of 
account and other books of the private 
companies had been conducted by the 
Inspection Directorate. You will agree 
with me if I say that the law should 
not be confined only to paper. The 
provisions of the law must be trans¬ 
lated into actiofi and to achieve this 
laudable objective the law must be 
backed by adequate strength of staff. 
When the Government accepts the 
fact that these inspection reports have 
revealed malpractices and acts of mis¬ 
management on the parts of compa¬ 
nies. I am unable to appreciate why 
th® Inspection Directorate has n ot been 
strenethened further. T would request 
tbe hon. Minister that he should 
strengthen the Inspection Directorate 
*0 that the Companies Act can be 
effectively implemented. 

Sir. I am also not in a position to 
support Clause 19 of this Bill under 
which the dividends not claimed be- 
vond six months shall be turned over 
to the central revenues and that the 
riebtfnl claimant will thereafter have 
to approach the Government as and 
when thev ar® in a position to e 3 aim 
the dividend due to them. The money 
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going into tne hands of the Govern¬ 
ment is just nke sugarcane going into 
me mourn oi an elephant, it is not 
dii easy joo xor a snarehoider to get 
sucn a dividend from the Government, 
air, it is not lair that the dividend 
earned by the efforts of the Company 
snould go to tne Government it it re¬ 
mains unclaimed beyond six montns. 
it snould be kept in a separate account 
by the Company itseli and the provi¬ 
sion contained in the Bill must be 
modified suitably. To pay Paul why 
should Peter be robbed? Why should 
a poor shareholder who has not claim¬ 
ed the dividend for one reason or the 
oiner within six months, be deprived 
or lus money and why should he be 
compelled to knock at the doors of 
tne Government for his rightful 
money i Sir, this clause should be 
modified accordingly. 

0 

I am also not in a position to sub¬ 
port Clause 31 ot the Bill under whicn 
the Government has been given wide 
powers to appoint as many directors 
as it wants. 1 wish to brin^ to your 
kind notice that the Directors of Pub¬ 
lic Sector companies are appointed by 
the Government. The public sector 
companies continue to run under josses 
for so many years continuously. This 
creates a doubt in my mind whether 
the Government is capable enough to 
appoint competent men as Directors of 
public sector companies. If this is the 
woeful experience of public sector 
companies. I have really to pity the lot 
of private sector companies on 
whose Board of Directors the 
Government has been empowered 
to appoint as many Directors as it 
wants. The financial institutions 
under the charge of Central Govern¬ 
ment have given substantial loans to 
many private sector companies. Con¬ 
sequently, they have the right to ap¬ 
point a Director on the Board of Direc¬ 
tors of those companies which have re¬ 
ceived loans from them. You will be 
surprised to know that sometimes one 
Officer functions as a Director on 10 
different companies. You can imagine 
how much attention he can pay to the 
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financial management of ten different 
companies. 1 would appeal to the hon. 
Minister that there is need-for modiiy- 
ing this clause also suitably. 

xicioie 1 conciuue i would refer to 
me loic oi v, outers- in me manage¬ 
ment Ui. companies, i. am ngnuuily 
p.oud 10 say mat my party uovern- 
iucii 1 in iuiiu i\adu unuer tne dyna¬ 
mic leadership 01 ever-duigeut Dr. 
ivaiaignar j^arunanmlu, our Chief 
Minister, has done pioneering work in 
ims matter. You know, Sir. that road 
u anspoi t nasi oeen nationalised in 
imnii iNadu. in raiiava Transport 
Corporation tne workers have oeen 
rnaue tne shareholders of th e Corpora¬ 
tion. Consequently, the workers are 
putting their neart and soul in running 
tne Corporation profitably. They have 
been showing remarkable courtesy to 
the travelling pubiic because they 
know that the travelling public alone 
can make their Corporation a profit¬ 
able concern. I would appeal to the 
hon. Minister that the Central Gov¬ 
ernment should emulate his imagina¬ 
tive and bold step of our Chief Minis¬ 
ter, Dr. Kalaignar Karunanidhi. if 
the Central Government undertakings 
are to become profitable undertakings. 
Unless the Central Government create 
a vested interest for the workers in 
the management the public sector 
undertakings will continue to be under 
loss. This Bill should have contained 
a provision for compulsory and statu¬ 
tory representation of workers on the 
Board of Directors of all public sector 
undertakings under the charge of the 
Central Government. Only when this 
is done, the productivity can be stepp¬ 
ed up. This will also lead to avoid¬ 
ance of frequent strikes by the work¬ 
ers. 

Sir, in the end, I would refer to the 
need for a statutory provision for the 
recruitment of personnel for the pri¬ 
vate sector companies. When the Gov¬ 
ernment under Section 31 have taken 
powers to appoint as many Directors 
as it wants, I demand that the Gov¬ 
ernment should have statutory powers 
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lor directing the private sector com¬ 
panies to give adequate representation 
t e the scheduled castes and tribes on 
their staff. Here also, the Tamil Nadu 
Government have become the beacon 
light for the entire country. The 
Tamil Nadu Government have issued 
directives to the companies under their 
charge and control that the scheduled 
castes and scheduled tribes should be 
^iven adequate representation on the 
staff. The Government of Tamil Nadu 
have recently increased their repre¬ 
sentation r Irom 16 per cent to 18 per 
cent. They have also directed the 
companies under their charge that 80 
per cent of the staff should be from 
Tamil Nadu. 

In conclusion, I demand that the 
Central Government should have sta¬ 
tutory powers for issuing directives tq 
the private sector (Companies that 
adequate representation should be 
given to the scheduled castes and 
scheduled tribes while they are 
recruiting their staff. 

I thank you very much for giving me 
an opportunity to speak or > this im¬ 
portant Bill, and I conclude my 
speech. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE (Ra- 
japur): Company law is a field of 
legislation which needs constant re¬ 
view and re-assessment in the light 
of the changing situation in the coun¬ 
try. The Companies Act was brought 
on the statute-book for the first time 
on 1st April 1056. We cannot forget 
that ever since that time. When it 
came on the statute-book, there were 
three important amendment Acts; in 
fact therj were more than that num¬ 
ber; in 1960, 1965 an^ 1969, some major 
changes were introc-ced in the Act. 
That only shows that with the; chang¬ 
ing situation there is need to change 
the provisions of the Act so that the 
financial life of the country and the 
various financial institutions and com¬ 
panies can be regulated in the inter¬ 
ests of the genera] community as a 
whole. 


In this connection, a very significant 
observation of the Jenkins Committee 
in the UK deserves mention; it is ar 
follows; 

“The company law is not a field 
of legislation in which finality is to 
be expected as the law falls to be 
applied to a growing and changing 
subject-matter and the growing uses 
of the company system as an instru¬ 
ment of business and finance and the 
possibilities of abuse inherent in that 
system.”. 

So, iv a number of changes are sought 
to be made in the Companies Act it 
is in the spirit of these observations 
made by the Jenkins Committee that 
wc have to judge them. 

It is in this background that a num¬ 
ber of provisions of the original Act 
are sought to be changed. The hon. 
Minister of Company Affairs, Shri H. 
R'. Gokhale, has shown a lot of acco¬ 
mmodation in the Joint Committee by 
accepting a number of changes in the 
original Bill, and some of the provi¬ 
sions of the amending Bill itself 
underwent basic transformation when 
the entire Bill was processed by the 
Joint Committee. I only hope and trust 
that the hon. Minister will show the 
same flexibility and resilience of mind 
while considering the various amend¬ 
ments that will be moved on the floor 
of the House. 

One of the most important aspects 
of this Bill is the provision regarding 
take-over bids. The corporate sector 
has in recent times given evidence of 
a tot of malpractices arising out of the 
take-over of well-established compa¬ 
nies by certain groups and individuals 
sometimes by backdoor methods and 
sometimes by manipulations an some¬ 
times by trying to circumvent some of 
the important provisions of the Act. 
The provisions of section 372 of the 
Companies Act, 1956 and section 23 of 
the MRTP Act, on the basis of facts 
and experience, were found to be 
completely inadequate to tackle some 
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of the malpractices in the taxe-over 
bids. Therefore such take-overs which 
are often unfair to the non-controlling 
shareholders, particularly financial 
institutions, who are kept completely 
in the dark while secret negotiations, 
are entered into by third parties with 
the controlling shareholders who had 
definite advantage over the others— 
they are able to dictate the particular 
prices—this type of manipulations 
went on and it was very necessary to 
see that such malpractices are comp¬ 
letely curbed. For that purpose cer¬ 
tain provisions have been introduced 
in this Bill, which are welcome. 

Section 408 is intended against as a 
corrective against mismanagement 
under the Companies Act. Very often 
Directors are appointed by the Gov¬ 
ernment in order to see that the inter¬ 
ests -of company and the shareholders 
are safeguarded. In the previous pro¬ 
visions, they did not have adequate 
voice. They were just formally there 
without being able to check the mal¬ 
practices. In this regard £lso, the Bill 
seeks to safeguard the interests of the 
company of the shareholders and of 
the general public. 

A number of problems have been 
tackled in this amending Bill after it 
was processed by the Joint Select 
Committee. I would make a cursory 
reference to some salient features and 
then offer concrete suggestions for 
strengthening the contents of the Bill 
further. Some of the important as¬ 
pects sought to be tackled are: Failure 
to enlist shares with all the stock ex¬ 
changes mentioned in the prospectus. 
Then, malpractices arising out invita¬ 
tion of deposits from the public by 
non-banking companies. Then, there 
is the aspect of benami holdings of 
shares. Then tendency to introduce 
monopoly in the auditing system. 
There is collusion between the com¬ 
pany and the auditing folks as a result 
of which they squeeze the sharehold¬ 
ers and generally the interests of the 
consumers are completely set aside. 
Then, use of reserve funds by way of

dividends to the dteriment of the in¬ 
terests of the company an of the 
shareholders. Then non-availability 
of liquid funds for the payment of 
dividend declared. Then, the concept 
of management has played havoc in 
the past. In this regard the amending 
Bill has made certain changes. In the 
original Bill, two new sections 4A and 
4B were sought to be introduced pro¬ 
viding a wider definition of “same ma¬ 
nagement” as distinct from the origi¬ 
nal concept of management. The new 
definition was found to be extremely 
wide, so wide that it would have res¬ 
tricted the operations of small and 
medium-size companies and retarded 
the formation of capital and to that 
extent impeded the process of invest¬ 
ment and growth. Therefore it was 
found necessary to continue the exist¬ 
ing definition in the case of compa¬ 
nies governed by the Companies Act. 
1956 and it was provided that compa¬ 
nies governed by the MRTP Act would 
be governed by the wider definition 
ot “same management.” I think this 
is a very balanced attitude taken in 
the Joint Committee Select Committee, 
which will probably help in safeguard¬ 
ing ana further strengthening the rate 
of growth, investment pattern and at 
the same time malpractices arising 
out of the former definition could be 
completely curbed in the case of large 
companies governed by the MRTP 
Act. 

(Regarding the restrictions on the 
appointment of former Managing 
Agents. Secretaries and Treasurers in 
office, there are important changes that 
are sought to be made in the Bill. In 
1970 the managing agency system was 
completely abolished and the former 
Managing Agents, the Secretaries and 
Treasurers were robbed of their 
powers to manipulate and control by 
the backdoor the former companies. 
In this particular case it was found 
out that in spite of the abolition of 
the managing agency system in 1970, 
under the garb of service agreements 
the Secretaries and Treasurers and 
erstwhile Managing Agents would 
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enter into service agreements, so-caii- 
ea service agreements, and by bacx- 
door tne same agencies would try to 
conlroi tne erstwhue organisations and 
companies. That is how the manipu¬ 
lations and malpractices were going 
on. To some extent under the new 
provisions that have been suggested it 
has been made obligatory that even 
if such service agreements have 
been entered into by the former 
Managing Agents, Secretaries and 
Treasurers, they must get the approval 
or the Government and after scrutiny 
if the Government finds that probably 
by the backdoor methods, through the 
service agreements control of the com¬ 
panies is sought to be established, in 
those cases those agreements will not 
be approved. So, to some extent this 
particular malpractice will be curbed. 

In spite of some the good provisions 
of the Bill, a number of lacunae have 
been left in this Bill and unless they 
are touched up the objective that is 
stated in the Bill will not be fulfilled 
at all. If the radicai changes that are 
sought to be made in the Companies 
Act are to be implemented, it is very 
necessary that the structure of the 
managing boards and the boards oi 
directors of the companies must be 
basically changed and they must be 
changed in such a manner that they 
will be able to reflect the aspirations 
of the shareholders, the labour and 
consumers. 

Unfortunately, the difficulty in such 
amending Bills is and there I would 
seek your guidance on one particular 
technical point, very often in such 
amending Bills what happens is that 
if that partiular Bili is to be effectively 
implemented, then certain amendments 
are absolutely necessary, but they can¬ 
not be made through the amending 
Bill because sometimes those amend¬ 
ments are required to be made to the 
principal Act and those sections of 
the principal Act are not at all sought 
to be amended by that Amending Bill. 
Therefore, if one wants to amend a 
ce tain portion of the principal Act to 
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which in the Amending Bill there is 
no reference at ail, on grounds of tech¬ 
nicality we are not permitted to move 
those amendments in the Joint Com- 
nically we are not permitted to move 
those amendments in this House and 
that is why I say incidentally that our 
metnord of procedure will have to be 
reoriented- Sir on a nupnber of occa¬ 
sions you were kind enough to say that 
our Rules of Procedure has become 
completely out-dated and that it is 
very necessary that the Rules of Pro¬ 
cedure are to be brought in tune with 
the requirements that are forced by 
the compelling situation over here, and 
this is one such compelling situation. 
We want that the Board of Manage¬ 
ment and the Board of Directors to 
be radically restructured but unfor¬ 
tunately, the amending Bill that was 
sent to the Select Committee did not 
touch those sections of the principal 
Act which referred to the constitution 
of the Board of Director and the Board 
of Management. Therefore, if any 
amendment that would seek to restruc¬ 
ture the Board of Management and 
the Board of Directors were to be mov¬ 
ed. probably according to the existing 
Rules of Procedure that amendment 
would not be admissible at all. It is 
on that ground that at the Joint Com¬ 
mittee level itself I could not get that 
particular amendment accepted, though 
the principle of that particular amend¬ 
ment was acceptable to many and here 
in the debate and discussion also we 
find that though on both sides of this 
House on this particular aspect there 
is the feeling that there is a need for 
restructuring the Board of Directors 
and the Board of Management so that 
they can represent the aspirations of 
the shareholders the labour and the 
consumer, tha'i particular aspiration 
cannot be fulfilled because of this tech- 
nial difficulty 


The concept of financial institutions 
for the purpose of this particular Bill 
also has to be changed, and that is 
again another lacuna that has been 
left in the Bili. If the provisions of 
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this Bill are to be effectively imple¬ 
mented, it is very necessary that the 
concept of financial institutions for the 
purpose of the implementation of this 
Bill must be widened in such a manner 
so that within the ambit of the Bill 
within the ambit of the concept of 
financial institutions we should be able 
to bring into the picture nationalised 
banks and the General Insurance Cor¬ 
poration of India. 

Again, in spirit, probably the Minis¬ 
ter would be prepared to accept this. 
But in terms of the amendment that 
was moved, he was not willing to do 
it. I fe;I that that particular aspect 
should te considered. 

A woid about auditing system. No 
doubt this particular amending Bill 
goes a .step further and the difficulty 
w hi civ exists today namely, the collu¬ 
sion between the companies and the 
auditing firms—certain auditing firms 
monopolise in auditing—is sought to 
be destroyed. But that is not quite 
adequate. About those experts who 
have been opposing this particular pro¬ 
vision, Iheir concept and contention 
has been that in the field of auditing 
which is an expertise science, the ex¬ 
pertise and the knowledge of the audi¬ 
tors must be made available. A man 
like me would like to strike a balance 
between making the full use of <he ex¬ 
pertise and knowledge of the auditors 
and, at the same time preventing collu¬ 
sion between the companies and the 
auditors who have been auditing the 
accounts for a considerable amount of 
time. Therefore, I would prefer a 
double auditing system to be introduc¬ 
ed. That means that there will 
be two auditors for company audit¬ 
ing, one drawn from the penal of 
senior auditors so that expertise and 
knowledge of senior auditors will be 
available and one drawn from the 
panel of junior auditors. The panels 
of senior auditors and junior auditors 
should be drawn by the Institute of 
Chartered Accountants. 

A word more about the ma?-praclice 
that has arisen out of excess subscript 
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tions. At the stage of moving amend¬ 
ments, I will say a word about it. But 
I wish to point out to the House that 
in prominant cities like, Bombay, Cal¬ 
cutta and elsewhere it is the usual ex¬ 
perience that certain companies adver¬ 
tise their shares and there is over¬ 
subscription of shares. They do not re¬ 
veal the position as to what exactly is 
the stage at which the share position 
has reached in the company. They 
lake more subscriptions and over-subs¬ 
cribed amounts are kept with the com¬ 
pany for a long time. Lakhs of rupees 
get accumulated and they do not pay 
interest at all. After some years the 
amount is paid back to those who have 
oversubscribed. As a result of that, 
large amounts are available to these 
companies. 

In order that this mal-practice should 
be stopped, I am moving amendment 
No. 73 in which I am suggesting that 
if such amount of over-subscription is 
accumulated in the hands of the com¬ 
pany, after the fixed date within 8 
days, that amount must be returned 
to those who have over-subscribed and, 
if they do not do that in that case 12 
per cent interest must be paid by the 
companies to those subscribers who 
have subscribed to the shares. This is 
a lacuna that is left in the Bi’d. 

Then, there is a provision for the 
transfer of amount of unpaid divi¬ 
dends. To my mind, certain aspect of 
that seems to be verv unfair In the 
Report of the Joint Committee, on 
p. IS there is Section 205B. There are 
certain provisions that are made that 
as far unpaid dividends are there, 
they should be actually put in the 
form of a separate account and, if the 
amounts are not paid or not claimed, 
in that case the amounts are to be 
given to the Government and the 
shareholders have to take back those 
amounts with certain procedures. If 
you go into the statistical data that is 
available, you wiR find that as far as 
the large share-holders are concerned, 
those who have large shares, they are 
very meticulous about getting those 
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dividends back and therefore, on a 
prescribed date, within a day or two, 
they will apply and they will get back 
their dividends. It is only the small 
share-holders whose dividend amounts 
are always pending. If some addtion- 
al difficulties are created it is only the 
small share-holders who will suffer. 

Here is a new provision that is 
sought to be made: 

“Any person claiming to be entitl¬ 
ed to any money transferred under 
sub-Section v.5) of Section 205A to 
the general revenue account of the 
Central Government may apply to 
the Central Government for an 
order, for payment of the money 
claimed and the Central Government 
may if satisfied, whether on a certi¬ 
ficate by the company or otherwise 
that such person is entitled to the 
whole or an y part of the money 
claimed make an order for the pay¬ 
ment to that person of the sum due 
to him .after taking such security 
from him as it may think fit.” 

This is a cumbersome procedure that 
has been introduced and it is in the 
cases of small shareholders. As far as 
large shareholders are concerned, you 
will find from the statistics that their 
payment is not at. all pending. It is 
only in the case of small shareholders 
that this particular difficulty arises, 
and if they have to come and offer ade¬ 
quate security, that becomes an addi¬ 
tional difficulty. I think, that particu¬ 
lar difficulty must be removed. 

16 hrs. 

In conclusion I would say only one 
things. I have suggested certain 
amendments and I will speak on those 
amendments when there is clause-by- 
clause consideration. I would like to 
say that certain provisions of the Bill 
are quite adequate. As I have said 
in my introductory remarks, company 
law is such a field of legislation that 
by the compelling situation and the 


financial conditions of the various ins¬ 
titutions it is necessary to amend the 
law from time to time. The Joint 
Committee has gone through a num¬ 
ber of amendments. As I have indi¬ 
cated in the brief observations that I 
have made and also in the minute of 
dissent, unless th e structural changes 
that I have suggested are made and 
unless some of the amendments that 
I have suggested are accepted pro¬ 
bably the content of the Bill cannot 
be adequately strengthened. 

I would conclude by saving that the 
hon. Minister should show the same 
flexbilily of mind which he showed 
during the proceedings of the Joint 
Committee and consider some of the 
amendments on the floor of the HoUse. 
Unfortunately, an amendment is 
sought to be defined as that entity 
which is always rejected in the 
House.... 

AN HON. MEMBER: Of the Oppo- 
sion or ruling Party? 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
Moved by Opposition. The question of 
the ruling Party does not arise. As 
far as the ruling Party is concerned, 
an amendment is defined as that mov¬ 
ed and on which speeches are made 
but which at the stage of voting is 
always withdrawn. As far as Oppo¬ 
sition is concerned, very often amend¬ 
ments are not considered on merits. 
Nevertheless I hope and trust that 
the hon. Minister will consider each 
amendment on merits and those am¬ 
endments which will strengthen the 
very aims and objects of the Bill will 
be accepted. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Before I 
call the Minister to reply, I would like 
to deal wilth the procedural matter 
which Mr. Madhu Dandavate raised 
just now. It is not as if all doors are 
closed to any suggestion to amend the 
original Acts even though they may 
not be part of the amending Bill 
brought forward by the Government. 
There are a number of ways open. 
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This is lor your information. Number 
one i«: il there is any amendment 
which has been accepted or any 
amendment which i s consequential to 
the amendment proposed—if you want 
that matter to be brought forward, you 
can bring it that way. Another well 
accepted procedure is for you to sug¬ 
gest by way of amendment the addi¬ 
tion of a new clause to the amending 
Bill. And the third is: especially 
when the Bill has gone to a Select 
Committee, nothing prevents the Select 
Committee after studying the Bill, to 
make a special report to the Speaker 
or to the Government and say that, 
in view of different things that have 
come to light, the whole Bill should be 
recast and these amendments should 
be made. In this connection I would 
draw your attention to rule 276 which 
says :< 

“A Committee may_” 

That is. the Select Committee. 

“A Committee may if it thinks fit, 
make a special report on any matter 
that arises or comes to light in the 
course of its work which it may 
consider necssary to bring to the 
notice of the Speaker or the House, 
notwithstanding that such matter is 
not directly connected with or does 
not fall within or is not incidental 
to, its terms of reference.” 

So if you had been very keen about 
thorough re-casting you could have had 
the matter taken up in the Select Com¬ 
mittee. Even if you yourself might not 
have been a member of the Select 
Committee, nothing prevents that. 

SHRI H. .R. GOKHALE: He was a 
Member. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Nothing 
prevents that. I am just pointing out 
the procedure. 

The hon. Minister. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: I was go¬ 
ing to support you. In fact on this 
point of procedure, even I wanted to 
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move an amendment and 1 wrote to 
the Speaker to give me permission 
which was declined. I was not given 
permission.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; If it is 
important, you can give that amend¬ 
ment. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: Now I 
have not moved. I wrote to the 
Speaker to allow me to move my am- 
enment. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I am say¬ 
ing that this is a very important Bill 
and if you have an amendment no¬ 
thing prevents me to accept to even 
now. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: Now, I do 
not think it is on the order paper.

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SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: I am not 
on the technical ground as such. If 
no notice is given, it does »iot give 
us time to consider the implications 
of the amendment. Certainly, other¬ 
wise, we could have considered them. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: I 
fully remember the provisions to 
which you made a reference. There¬ 
fore, while submitting my amend¬ 
ments to the Joint Select Comittee, 
I said that though two particular 
amendments are outside the purview 
of the amending Bill, they are very 
important regarding the Board of 
Directors. Special permission should 
be sought to get these amendments 
moved. Now, I come to know on the 
floor of the House that the Minister 
already sought the permission of the 
Speaker. Probably, if we were in¬ 
formed about this earlier, then, we 
could have also approached the 
Speaker asking him to give a Special 
permission to move that. When we 
try to take the advantage of that 
provision, unfortunately, the attitude 
seems to be. 

SHRI MADHU LIMA YE: That 
only the Government can move ! 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I, for 
one, will not say that only the Gov¬ 
ernment should have that opportuni¬ 
ty. But, as I said, this is a very 
important Bill. I find that a very 
large number of amendments stand in 


the name of the Minister himself, a 
very large number of amendments 
of which he has given notice, 
which shows, to me, that even after 
the Select Committee has gone into 
this matter thoroughly, the Gov¬ 
ernment also feel concerned about it. 
They must have been doing a lot of 
rethinking and that is why a large 
♦.lumber of amendment are given 
notice by the Government. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: Started 
thinking yesterday. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: No. 

they have given notice of amend¬ 
ments. 

Now, what I am saying is this. 
Please do ».iot make it a prestige 
issue.. If even at this stage the 
Minister in charge of the Bill feels 
that some amendments are still 
necessary, I personally see no objec¬ 
tion to those amendments being 
brought before the House, on my 
accepting them, and giving the House 
an opportunity to discuss them, and 
to reject or to accept them. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: Are 
you referring to the amendments? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I am re¬ 
ferring to what the Minister has said. 
He was saying, he was r ather late, it 
is time-barred and so it is not allowed. 
I am saying, there is v,o bar. I can 
accept it even now. But what I am 
saying is about the amendments given 
by private members, and as you know, 
there is a point of difference there. If 
you stand on prestige a*.:d say, if those 
amendments are accepted, why not 
mine,—of course that is a correct 
stand,—but the fact of the matter is, 
the Government has to consider those 
amendments. They have got to study 
them. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: We can 
adjourn for a day 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: If you 
insist on that, well, I cannot accept 
even the Minister’s amendment. But 
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if you feel that since the Bill is im¬ 
portant, you do not make it a point of 
issue, then I will accept his amend¬ 
ments. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: I would 
.not be bringing those amendments. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: He does 
.not want to bring the amendments. 
(Interruptions). Order please. He is 
not bringing them. Therefore the 
•question does not arise. I am referring 
to them because he mentioned them. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: I am not 
(bringing them. I did not give due 

notice of those* amendments. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: When we 
-deal with important matters, we should 
be more concerned with the Bill and 
its effect on the country... 

PROF: MADHU DANDAVATE: 
Sir, with regard to those two amend¬ 
ments to which I made a reference. 

I could not give notice, because at 
the Select Committee stage we were 
told that permission will not be 
available. What I say is this. Will 
the hon Minister try to cont.ic’ 
honourable Speaker in this matteT 
and get his permission so that these 
are taken up? These are, as you will 
yourself see, simple amendments. 
One is, for example, for re-struc¬ 
turing the Board_ 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Order 
please. If amendments are not before 
me, the question does not arise. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
What I say is this: They are already 
with the Company Law Department. 

I say this because they were already 
tabled before the Joint Select Com¬ 
mittee. We were told, they are ex¬ 
traneous to the amending Bill. So, 
there is no permission to move them 
and they cannot be taken up. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: T will 
suggest some way out. We must be 
more concerned with the effect of the 
Bill o n the country when we are

dealing with such important matters 
and the Minister himself is inclined 
to think that some further amend¬ 
ments are necessary, although for 
technical reascus, he is not able to 
bring them. There are certain mem¬ 
bers of the Opposition who feel that 
certain things should be brought 
before the House and I do not want 
to stand in their way. I do not want 
to rush through this Bill. I am just 
making a suggestion: if you consider 
it necessary we may take one day 
more and discuss the matter; there is 
no harm in adjourning the discussion

morrow; in the meanwhile we may 
take up some other business so that 
in the meantime you can discuss and 
sort things out. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: With 
reference to th e amendments which 
are there, it is a very large list of 
amendment. The hon. Member 
knows about this. There are certain 
amendments which are important. I 
have told him privately and I will 
tell the House later on. 1 am going 
to accept one of them. But about 
the other amendments, I have con¬ 
sidered these very carefully and I am 
sorry, it is rather too late, new I do 
not think we should think of any 
more amendments. I have stated so. 

SHRI MADHU LIMA YE: If you 
adjourn. We can move fresh amend¬ 
ments. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I am 
suggesting a way out. I would like 
the matter to be gone into a little 
more carefully.

THE MINISTER OF LAW, 
JUSTICE AND COMPANY AFFAIRS 
(SHRI H. R. GOKHALE): Sir, I am 
glad everybody has had a chance. 
As I said, a great portion of the 
burde n I was carrying in the matter 
of explaining the important provi¬ 
sions of the Bill has been reduced 
because of the masterly review of 
the existing provisions of the Bill as 
reported by the Joint Committee 
mad e by Prof. Dandavnte. I think 
some of the points mentioned by him 


do bear repetition because they really 
highlight to what extent major 
changes in the provisions of the Act 
are now being made by this Bill as 
reported by the Joint Committee. 
Unfortunately, sufficient stress was 
not laid on these provisions. There¬ 
fore, I would take your permission 
to refer to some of them to indicate 
that really some very important 
changes are made by this’ Bill in the 
existing company law.

While I agree with Professor 
Dandavate that company law is . a 
subject where you are dealing with 
the corporate sector and regulation 
is necessary for the efficient function¬ 
ing of the corporate sector, no last 
word can be said at any one time and 
a review has to take place constantly, 
and amendment of the law from 
time to time, as may be necessitated 
by the exigencies of the situation. 
That is why, as rightly pointed out, 
the Act itself has been amended more 
than once and we have now a suffi¬ 
ciently comprehensive amending Bill 
for the consideration of the House. 

Reference was made to some of 
th e basic features. One of them was 
the concept of “group”. This was 
very exhaustively discussed in the 
Joint Committee and there was a lot 
of difference of opinion on the difim- 
tion of ‘group’ as given in clause 2 
of the amending Bill. Various points 
were made and it was said that the 
difinition is so vague that it will make 
two alien persons as partners in the 
same group, although they are not 
partners in the same group. That is 
not neally true. The definition of 
“group” is so clear that ou an objec¬ 
tive assessment, on a consideration 
of facts and circumstances as they 
have come to light, the Company 
Law’ Board could be in a position to 
determine now whether a person or 
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persons or bodies of persons and 
their constituents belong to a group 
or not. This definition of ‘group’ has 
remained particularly relevant only 
in respect of companies which are 
governed by Chapter III of the Mono¬ 
polies and Restrictive Trade Prac¬ 
tices Act. It is true that this 
amendment was made i n the Joint 
Committee when it was pointed out 
that if the concept of “sam e manage¬ 
ment”, which is now defined in clause 
43 of the Bill before the House were 
made applicable to all the companies, 
then small a».id medium sector com¬ 
panies can be adversely affected, 
their growth will be impeded and, 
therefore, it would be proper that the 
‘same management’ concept should be 
made applicable to the larger houses 
which, as the House knows, are 
governed by Chapter III of the MRTP 
Act. Therefore, the whole definition 
of "same management" was trans¬ 
ferred, as it were, from the Com¬ 
panies Act t:> th“ MPTP Act. so that 
when you are administering that Act, 
the nature of inter-connection or the 
extent of kiter-connection could be 
determined on the basis of this wide 
definition of “same management” 
which is given in clause 43 of the 
Bill which is before the House. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Will it be applicable with retros¬ 
pective effect? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: You can¬ 
not make it applicable with retros¬ 
pective effect. But you will be happy 
to know that there are a large 
number of pending cases tinder the 
MRTP Act and as soo n as this Act 
is passed, it will be applicable to all 
the cases which ar e under examina¬ 
tion before the MRTP Commission 
and they will have to determine 
inter-connection on the basis of the 
amended provisions of what is meant 
by ‘same management’ in clause 43. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
Delay by the MRTP Commission has 
become a virtue. 


SHRI H. R. GOKHALE:. It is, not 
true. The MRTP Commission is now 
deciding cases very - expeditiously. 
While on the one band it is 
said that they ar e going into all the 
matters and making a proper report 
to the Government so that Govern¬ 
ment can take a proper decision, on 
the other hand we cannot complain 
that they ar e giving enough time, 
enough opportunities to all the par¬ 
ties to come before the Monopolies 
Commission so that all facts and 
materials are collected and taking 
into consideration all the relevant 
information the Monopolies Commis¬ 
sion gives the report. Under the 
Act the report is expected to be given 
in 90 days’ time. But there is a pro¬ 
vision that they can ask for more time 
if they think that their enquiry is not 
complete and they have to collect 
further information. But in most of 
the cases, I am glad to say, the 
MRTP Commission has acted with 
expedition and the complaint of delay 
is no longer true. 

Reference was made to section 
408 of the Companies Act with regard 
to th e appointment of Government 
Directors. Now, at the moment, 
under the present law, only two dir¬ 
ectors can be appointed. The ap¬ 
pointment of two directors certainly 
has certain consequences. For ex¬ 
ample when these directors are 
appointed, new directors cannot be 
appointed and so on and so forth. 
But the two directors cannot them¬ 
selves effectively exercise control 
over the management of the company 
where such control is found necessary. 
Therefore, in the amendment which is 
now proposed, the power is taken to 
appoint as many directors as he 
necessary in the public interest for 
controlling the management or mis- 
mamanagement of the company where 
the appointment of the directors is 
considered to be necessary. 

Another very important point to 
which a reference was made by Prof. 
Madu Dandavate is with regard to* 
the failure of ilsting on all the Stock 
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Exchanges which are mentioned in the 
prospectus' by which applications tor 
shares are invited. This has become 
necessary because of the. judgment of 
the Supreme Court where the view 
which the Government was taking 
before was not accepted. The view 
.which the Government was taking 
earlier was that when Companies teU 
the people, the prospective subscribers, 
that their shares are going to be 
enlisted, say, on Bombay, Calcutta or 
Delhi or Madras or such other Stock 
Exchanges—some of them are recog¬ 
nised as big Stock Exchanges—and, 
then when the ailotm?nt of shares is 
made, the poor share-holder who has 
subscribed comes to know that the 
enlistment has not taken place on any 
of these major Stock Exchanges, that 
is. the liquidity of his share does not 
exist so far as Bombay or Calcutta 
or Madras or Delhi Stock Exchange is 
concerned and that it is listed only 
on a small insignificant stock ex¬ 
change, it was not proper compliance 
of the law. 

This is a mechanism which is usee 
by people who invite applications for 
shares to attract applications for 
allotment of shares whereas thtir 
actual intention is never t c , have enlist¬ 
ment done on all of the stock ex¬ 
changes that are mentioned in the pro¬ 
spectus inviting applications for 
shares. Unfortunately, under the exist¬ 
ing law as it is, the courts took the 
view that there is no obligation to 
have enlistment on all the stock ex¬ 
changes which are mentioned in the 
prosspectus and that the Government 
cannot compel such enlistment. 

In order to remove this lacuna, the 
provision is now made that if they 
mention four Stock Exchanges in the 
prospectus, they must enlist the shares 
on those four Stock Exchanges. If 
they cannot mention four, let them 
mention one. But they cannot per¬ 
suade the people to believe that their 
shares are worth so much that they 
would be recognised by Bombay, 
Calcutta, Madras, Delhi stock ex¬ 
changes and so on and so forth; invite 
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applications for shares and then the 
poor share-holders come to know that 
the liquidity of the shares is practi¬ 
cally nil and that they have to go to. 
a very small insignificant stock ex¬ 
change for transactions relating to 
shares. 

Another important aspect which has 
been missed by us at the time of the. 
Joint Committee's consideration of tre 
Bill is this. I have moved an amend¬ 
ment On this. Even then, 1 had 
missed one point which has been men- 
'tioned by Prof.- Madhu Dandavate. 
Therefore, as I said earlier, I sun 
going to accent an amendment when 
the time comes for accepting it. The 
provision was like this that when they 
issue capital, say, of Rs. 1 crore, it 
is over-subscribed. In fact, what they 
receive by way of subscription is Rs. 2 
crores or even Rs. 3 crores. Now, the 
real situation should be that when you 
are not able to allot shares to all those 
who have applied for allotment Of 
shares, the excess over the capital 
which you have issued ought to be re¬ 
funded back to the person who has 
applied for allotment of share and who 
nas not been given allotment of 
shares. 

Here, one of the mal-practices pre¬ 
valent is that the companies retain 
the money with themselves. There 
was som e provision with regard to 
the payment of interest in the exist¬ 
ing Act also if the payment was not 
made within 8 days or whatever it 
is. But that interest of 5 per cent at 
that time has now become obsolete. 
In the present circumstances, the 
obligation to pay 12 per cent interest 
has been proposed which, I believe, 
is a very salutary change. 

It has also been made obligatory to 
make these amounts transferred to a 
special account to which the amounts 
may be credited and they will not be 
used or rather misused by the com¬ 
panies for their other nefarious acti¬ 
vities. They should be available 
for payment back to the share¬ 
holders as soon as the demand is 
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..made by . those to Thorne shares 
£ould not be allotted. 

Similarly, there is an obligation 
eta used on .the refund to be made 
..within a specified time. 

These ..are very salutary amend¬ 
ments which are made on the basis 
of experiences gained so far. 

Then, a reference was made to the 
benami transactions. We know that 
: they play havoc in the transfer of 
sbares. Therefore, there is now an 
. obligation caused on the transferer as 
well as the transferee to make a 
declaration in. the prescribed form, in 
the regulated manner, to declare the 
name of. the real beneficiary and. if 
• the name of the real beneficiary is not 
declared,- then they are liable to the 
penalty and also invalidation of the 
document of title etc. The liability of 
the company to pay the dividend to 
the person in whose name the share 
stands will be discharged when the 
payment is made to him, as at present. 

Regarding the reserve funds for 
dividends, in the original Bill there 
was a provision that the reserves 
accumulates will not be used for 
declaring dividends. So far as this 
Bill is concorned. I came at a late 
stage. But I read the evidence given 
by the Chamber of Commerce and 
others who were criticising this pro¬ 
vision. and their main ground of 
, attack was that, if they were not allow¬ 
ed to use the reserves for declaration 
of dividends, then it would act as a 
disincentive for building up reserves 
whereas basically reserves are a goad 
thing because they are necessary for 
the stability of the company, for fur¬ 
ther expansion of plough-back and 
not only for distribution as bonus 
shares and so on and so forth. They 
asked as to why should anybody have 
the reserves if the reserves are not 
to be utilised for declaration of divi¬ 
dends. My answer to them was that I 
would make It obligatory on them to 
carry a certain percentage of profits 


to die reserves so that they Will 
be in a position to do anything Which 
is a disincentive' for the building up at 
fese'fves. This provision is made and 
eveh tttSre, there it a limit' Dlaceci. It 
is not insisted that the entire profits 
should be transferred to' the reserved— 
it is never done—but oh a reasonable 
basis, on the basis ot the limit pres¬ 
cribed, a certain amount of profit 
should be transferred to the reserve* 
so that the reserves are built up, the 
building u t> ot reserves is guaranteed 
and at the same time the argument of 
disincenutive disappears. When it was 
mentioned, it was, of course, an em¬ 
barrassment to them because 
it was they who gave the idea 
of introducing this in the Joint 
Committee which I thought was a 
very necessary change and which is 
a part of the Bill. 

References have been made to the 
use of funds which are in the form 
of unpaid dividends. I am not very 
exact, but roughly I can mention that 
an amount to the tune of nearly Rs. 
10 crores lies as unpaid dividend with 
the companies. I fully agree, as Prof. 
Madhu Dandavate said, that usually it 
is the small shareholders who are 
affected because the big investor is so 
conscious of his right that, within the 
stipulated period, he claims his divi¬ 
dend and gets it. But the small iso¬ 
lated shareholders may be, a widow 
or a minor or some other ordinary 
man but not an investor in the strict 
sense of the term—do not claim divi¬ 
dends; they do not know how to 
claim, for that reason or some other 
difficulty they do not claim the divi¬ 
dends and the dividends remain un¬ 
paid. The unpaid dividend at the 
present moment is used entirely by 
the company for itself. Really it 
ought to be held in trust for the per¬ 
sons to whom the dividend is pay¬ 
able. Actually when a dividend is 
declared it becomes a debt which is 
recoverable. But in the absence of ® 
provision in law, where for three 
years the dividend is not claimed—I 
am not saying any particular com¬ 
pany has done it—you can always 
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plead the bar of limitation and say 
that the dividend is not payable be¬ 
cause it has not been claimed in three 
years. Therefore, in the first place, 
the provision which was made and 
which is proposed is that the dividend 
which remains unpaid or in rela¬ 
tion to which no dividend 
warrant has been posted within the 
statutory period of'posting, shall be 
transferred to a special account to be 
opened for this purpose for a period 
of three years. The company has still 
the opportunity of paying off these 
dividends during the period of three 
years in which they remain in this 
account. It is only after the period of 
three years is over and if the dividend 
still remains unpaid, then the provis¬ 
ion is that it will be transferred to 
the Government. Now there is the 
fear that the Government may re¬ 
quire security, and it is not justified 
Even'companies, when a claim for 
dividend is made, insist on a probate 
if the original shareholder is dead or 
for a succession certificate or for 
some other method of security to 
satisfy themselves that the claimant 
is a genuine claimant. Now, certainly, 
the Government, when it holds this 
money in trust, cannot pay off this 
dividend without assuring itself that 
the payment is made to the rightful 
claimant. So far as I know from 
experience, so far as the liquidation 
accounts, for, example, are concerned, 
which are transferred to the Govern¬ 
ment and which is not part of the 
present proposal in the Bill, when 
the amounts are small, upto Rs. 500 
for example, only on a proof of iden¬ 
tity that he is the real claimant, the 
amount is paid. That risk is taken 
there because 99 per cent of the claim¬ 
ants are genuine. It is not as if that 
in every case the Government is going 
to say, “You go to the court and 
obtain a succession certificate or 
probate or give other proof to the 
fact tliat you are the Mr. ‘X’ who is 
claiming this.’ Therefore, the fears 
are more imaginary than real. The 
real question is that this money 
ought to be with the Government. 
That is why a provision has been 
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too after a period of three years. 

Then, a reference was made to the 
former Managing Agents. Now, 1 
luiiy agree; again, these are the points 
unfortunately referred to exhaustively 
only by Prof. Madhu Dandavate. He 
referred to the former Managing 
Agents. The Managing Agency sys¬ 
tem is abolished. Even then, under 
one garb or the other, under one pre¬ 
text or the other, you call it either 
selling agent or whatever name you 
want, the same persons continue to 
retain the control of the affairs of the 
company. Now, salutary provisions 
are made that those who had been 
Managing Agents at the time when 
the Managing Agency system was 
abolished will be prevented from 
acting in the company in one form or 
the other without the approval of the 
Government. Unless the Government 
is statisfied that the transaction is a 
genuine transaction, such a permission 
will not be granted to the Managing 
Agents to come back again in a diffe¬ 
rent garb. 

Again certain lacunae were pointed 
out with regard to the restructuring 
of the Board of Directors. The exist¬ 
ing provision and even in the propos¬ 
ed Bill, is that when you nominate 
the Directors, whether it is 2 or more, 
that nomination is to be done in the 
public interest. That is the express 
provision. Now, public interest is in 
fact' wider than merely saying that 
it will be done only to protect 'he 
interests of the share-holders or the 
employees or the consumers. There¬ 
fore, public interest will include the 
necessary consideration of the inter¬ 
ests of the consumers, of the em¬ 
ployees, of the share-holders and 
something more also will be covered 
by the wide provision of public in¬ 
terests which is contained in the Bill. 

Now, financial institutions. Finan¬ 
cial institutions have been defined in 
Clause 8 of the Bill. These are the 
recognised institutions which invest" 
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in various companies. LIC for exam- 
pie. The nationalised banks are in a 
sense public financial institutions. But, 
they are not in the ordinary course 
investing institutions in the sense 
that they do not invest in the shares 
of companies. They grant loans. 
It is only as a matter of Security by 
.way of pledge that when a loan is 
granted, the shares of a particular 
share-holder are pledged with the 
bank as security for the loan which 
is offered. But, even after the pledge 
is made, since it is not a transfer of 
shares—but is only a security, actual 
proxies for voting which are exer¬ 
cised are by the original share-hold¬ 
ers themselves because the Bank Is 
not the real share-holder. Therefore, 
they are not investing institutions as 
such and while it may be that a time 
will come when we have to review 
the situation, today it is thought that 
we may coni’ne ourselves at the 
moment to th'se recognised institu¬ 
tions which are investing institutions 
and which invest. Unit Trust of India 
for example. LIC, so on and so forth 
which invest substantially in the 
various companies. This was inciden¬ 
tally done in consultation with the 
Fiornce Ministry who also thought 
that at the present moment this would 
be an adequate provision. 

Then reference was made to the 
Auditors. Now, I know that when the 
Bill was originally introduced, what 
was proposed was a principle of rela¬ 
tion. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: In 
financial activity, these institutions 
which give loans, in certain aspects 
they do come into the picture. From 
‘that context I have said the General 
Insurance Corporation and national¬ 
ised banks. 

SKRI H. R. GOKHALE,: At the 
-moment this definition has particular 
reference, as my hon. friend, knows, 
-4 0 provisions of 108A and 108H. In 


respect of these institutions, these 
are not investing companies, it is not 
relevant to apply to them. And there 
is no question of asking them that 
since these shares are being trans¬ 
ferred by one shareholder, In the 
public interest, you take them over, 
because the bank does not normally 
take them over. At the present 
moment even then the provision is 
there for Government to notify later 
on. If further financial institutions 
are necessary or required to be added, 
that door is not closed. That door is 
open. 

And the n reference was made to 
the question of Auditors and this 
•subject has become a matter of some 
debate and controversy in the Joint 
Committee. The employees of the 
auditors were very much concerned. 
Particularly all the large auditing 
firms’ employees came and saw me 
and made representations to me and 
I think they gave evidence 
before the Joint Committee, 
and they pointed out. if the 
rotation principle is applied there 
will be largescale unemployment. The 
whole object of the Bill is to see that 
the independence which is expected 
of the auditor is not jeopardised. And 
for thi.. purpose a via media was 
found and this was proposed as 
amendment by the Government in the 
Joint Committee and it was accepted. 
And the whole object of the 
provision was to see that 
there is no concentration of 
auditing work in the hands of a 
few auditing firms, to the detriment 
of large number of other auditing 
firms, and a ceiling was fixed. This 
is the number of audits which one 
Partner of auditing firm can do. It 
is not more than 20 and also not 
more han 10 but that' 20 will be of 
companies with paid up capital of 
more than Rs. 25 lakhs. This was 
generally welcomed by the employees 
and by the Institute of Chartered Ac¬ 
countants who represent the profes¬ 
sion. I believe it has received a 
great measure of support in the Joint 
Committee also. 
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There are some of the points out¬ 
ride the scope of the Bill not in the 
sense in which the technical objection 
was raised by Prof. Dandavate but 
in a different sense and for example, 
the very first speaker today said that 
there is necessity to amend Section 
293 A. In fact' it was suggested that 
it should be done away with. I 
personally had something to do with 
a case in which I appeared for the 
shareholders against a Tata Company, 
in the Bombay High Court several 
years back. What was insisted upon 
was this, that companies should not' 
pay any contributions to political par¬ 
ties. On the law as it stood at that 
time the Bombay High Court said we 
cannot do anything because the law 
■does not prevent any contribution. It 
was suggested to Parliament that 
■something should be done and some 
provision must be made; I believe that 
Section 293A was brought in res¬ 
ponse to the observations of the 
Bombay High Court in that case. 
Now, in view of the prevailing situa¬ 
tion whether 293A should be deleted 
or not is a different matter and 1 
will not be able to make any find¬ 
ings at this stage except to say this, 
that we will give full thought to this 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY i.Gopalganj): 
Experience shows that it has not only 
not served its purpose but it has 
deteriorated the situation further. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: All I can 
say is that we will give thought to it. 
There are certain other point's made 
by other hon. Members also I do not 
want to repeat the arguments because 
I have already dealt with them.

With regard to Cost Accountants, 
hon. Members are to be happy that 
in this Bill, we recognise that the 
Cost Accountants are the peo¬ 
ple who are entitled to do 
the cost audit. Originally, the 
position was that the Charter¬ 
ed Accountants were free to do it 
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and the right of Cost Accountants 
was a sort of dependence on whetue.- 
they are appointed or not—it is a 
brigadier approach. Now, the sub¬ 
stantial provision of the Bill is that 
the Cost Accountants will be entitled 
to do cost accounting. But, we have 
received information and we have 
some data that, for some time to come, 
it may be that an adequate number 
of qualified cost accountants may not 
be available. Therefore, until such 
time as Government feels that they 
arc available in adequate number, the 
Chartered Accountants with prescrib¬ 
ed qualifications can be permitted by 
notification in the Gazette to do that. 
We recognise the basic right of the 
Cost Accountants. And in fact, it is 
there in the Bill which is before the 
House. 

With regard to the taking away of 
the powers of the court, some Mem¬ 
bers referred to it. Some of them 
may know that this was recommended 
by the Administrative Reforms Com¬ 
mission. And quite recently, a com¬ 
mittee, headed by the former Chief 
Justice of India. Mr. J. C. Shah, who 
was the Chairman of the Arrears 
Committee made a recommendation 
that the nature of these functions are 
such that they need not be left at all 
with the courts but they should be 
given to the Company Law Board. 
On the basis of this recommendation 
of this high powered body, particular¬ 
ly, the latter one. it was felt that this 
function need not be left to the 
court at all. We gave thought to 
this matter and we thought that the 
nature of the duties which are cast 
on the court is such that they can be 
performed by the Company Law 
Board itself. But, at the same time, 
a legitimate criticism was also made 
in the Joint Committee that that 
would lead to delays. For example, 
there are writs against the Company 
Law Board pending in various high 
courts in the country with the result 
that +he case will not come to be d° 
cided in good time. You should 
accept this position. An amendment 
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was moved tht the present strength 
of the Company Law Board which 
was at tne maximum of five should 
be raised to nine. I have mentioned 
in the Joint Committee and it is 
proposed in this Bill that there may 
be different benches of the Company 
Law Board which will sit, if 

necessary, at different places to 

dispose of those matters that come be¬ 
fore the Company Law Board. The 
Company Law Board, as is known, 
has to function as a quasi-judicial 
body. That has been held to be so 
by the Supreme Court. Many matters 
are taken to the Court under Art. 136 
of the Constitution. But, I am happy 
to say before the House that so far 
as I know in most of these matters 
which have gone to the Supreme 
Court against the Company Law 
Board’s decision, their decision has 
been upheld by the Supreme Court 
under article 136 of the Constitution. 
It is not the intention of Government 
to retain control over the Company 
Law Board in these matters. There is 
another valid criticism that was made. 
That was that under the existing law, 
the Company Law Board has only de¬ 
legated powers of the Government. 
Therefore, as a body, the powers 
must be vested in the Company Law 
Board and that amendment was made. 
The Government has nothing 
to do with the delegation 
of these powers to the Com¬ 
pany Law Board. The Company 
Law Board is conferred with the 
power by virtue of the provisions of 
the Statute. A reference was made to 
it. I am not able to reply to it. Any¬ 
way I can assure the hon. Member 
tW I shall look into it' and do 
whatever is necessary. 

Shri Aggarwala unfortunately spoke 
about the present economic situation 
rather than on any of the provisions 
in this Bill. I do not think that it is 
appropriate for me to deal with that 
now . h» used the phrase “nationalis¬ 
ation'. He did not explain what he 


meant by that. Probably he was refer¬ 
ring -to the power of the Government, 
to appoint some directors on the Com¬ 
pany Boards. He did say that this 
was an indirect nationalisation. I do, 
not understand how? I thought that- 
he was referring to the provisions 
that more than two directors can be 
appointed. That was probably what 
he meant or what he had in mind but 
he did not elaborate that. 

Lastly, with regard to the points 
made by the last' speaker in to-day’s 
discussion, he referred to clause 38 
regarding the remuneration. He did: 
not object to it. If I have under¬ 
stood him correctly, he did not object 
to the principles underlying this 
section. For the first time, under 
clause 38, certain guidelines are given 
which should determine the basis of 
the decision of the Government' im 
fixing the remuneration. Even now 
such powers as are with the Gov¬ 
ernment are exercised by taking into 
consideration the various factors 
which are expressedly enumerated' 
in clause 38 which the authorities 
concerned are bound to take into con¬ 
sideration before fixing remuneration. 
But we will certainly bear in mind 
the valuable suggestions made by the 
hon. Member and will see to it that 
these provisions are implemented 
in its real spirit and letter. 

Sir, reference was also made to two 
clauses which deal with foreign com¬ 
panies. I believe it is a good change, 
because upto now companies which 
are incorporated outside India are - 
not subjected to disciplines of Indian 
Company law. Companies which are 
foreign in strict sense, namely, which 
are incorported outside India but are 
not in substance foreign companies 
because of the share-holding in them 
held in India have also been subjected 
to certain disciplines which are ap¬ 
plicable to the Indian companies. For 
the first time, by these two clauses 
they are brought within the ambit of 
the provisions which are applicable tb 
Indian companies. 
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The hon. Member did not agree to 
the provision for full time Secretary. 
It* no doubt, exists in U.K. but that 
is not' the reason for doing it here. 
There has been a general feeling that 
the management of the company at 
^professional level should be in com¬ 
petent hands. In the present situation 
the companies have to deal with 
various enactments and to appoint a 
json, son-in-law or nephew as Secre¬ 
tary without having the necessary 
background or the necessary equip¬ 
ment' to deal with the administration 
of the companies would not be proper 
thing to do. Fortunately, we have 
now an institute of company Secre¬ 
taries which conducts examinations 
and grant certificates. Although wc 
have not now extended this provision 
-to all Secretaries the ultimate idea is 
when the adequate number of pro 
.jtessionar Secretaries is available they 
should be full time in all cases. The 
present experience is a person works 
as Secretary not in one company but 
in three to four companies. It is to 
curb this evil that these provisions 
are made. 

As regards sole selling agency 
business the hon. Member said he is 
interested in doing away with the 
same except in exceptional cases. This 
itself caused a considerable debate in 
the Joint Committee. There were 
conflicting opinions. As a matter of 
via media and as a solution we took 
power in the Government to examine 
specific areas. I do not want to 
. identify any particular industry. We 
know them so well where, for exam¬ 
ple, you do not have to build up the 
demand for a particular commodity. 
The demand is so much that the sup¬ 
ply is not' a position to meet the de¬ 
mand. Therefore, the original idea 
of having sole selling agencies to pro¬ 
mote sales does no longer hold valid 
in respect of many commodities where 
there are shortages. The other evil is 
that first of all the shortage and the 
other inspite of greater price sizeable 
portion of amount is taken by sole 
selling agency as commission. I agree 
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to accept what the Joint Committee 
has done and with reference to a 
wide-spread feeling in various sec¬ 
tions of Joint Committee, I agree that 
it is a propei' provision for the time 
being. 

Then, with regard to take-over 
bids, I am sure he was referring to 
sections 108A and 108H. He was 
complaining that Government had not 
been able to control these take-over 
bids. That is partly true, and that is 
why powers are being taken under 
sections 108A and 108H. It is by 
the use of these powers that we are 
seeking to prevent the cornering of 
the shares in companies where un¬ 
desirable elements by transferring 
their shares.... 
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Then the take-over bids would not 
have materialised. 

SHRI H. R GOKHALE: He did 
not express opposition to it. 
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SHRI H. R. GOKHAI.E: I did not 
say that he opposed it. What he 
said was that in the existing situation 
these things should be controlled. I 
think he has agreed to these provi¬ 
sions and said that these are very 
laudable provisions. 

The last thing to which I would 
refer and to which the last speaker 
of today had referred was about 
deposits. I am sure my hon. friend 
Shri Madhu Limayc has studied 
everything well and haa done his 
homework, and I am sure he would 
have seen the original provision in the 
Bill and what an amount of contro¬ 
versy was there over it. For example, 
the provision was that every deposit 
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should or ought to be refunded—I am 
speaking subject to correction because 
I am relying on. my momery—within 
thirty days. Acceptance of deposits 
by itself is not bad, because in most 
cases a substantial part of the work¬ 
ing capital of the company comes 
from deposits. What is bad ' not 
telling the depositor what the position 
of the company is in the financial 
sphere. The unweary depositor merely 
being attracted by the high rate of 
interest which is offered goes on 
•depositing and ultimately comes to 
grief. Therefore, what is now being 
said is that those deposits which are 
in accordance with the Reserve Bank 
:egulation.s and conform to those 
regulations will continue to remain 
with the companies till the period of 
the deposit is over. But, after the 
period it cannot be renewed unless 
they again conform to the new re 
gulations which will be framed under 
the provisions of this Act. It may be 
that a deposit may he payable on 
demand; then it will be payable on 
demand and it will have to be repaid 
back. 

Therefore, in the kind 01 circum¬ 
stances in which we functioned in the 
Joint Committee where various points 
of view were expressed and the man¬ 
ner in which the original Bill had 
been brought forward, while I re¬ 
spect the view of the hon. Member, 
I still insist on submitting that the 
provision which has b«en 1.1 nle is a 
very salutary provision and is ade¬ 
quate in the present ciicumstance? 
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This is a suggestion which we ?hall 
bear in mind. It has nothing to do 
with any clause in the Bill. That wu 
why I did not refer to it. It is a 
suggestion which he has made and 
we shall bear it in mind. 

SHRI MADHU LIMA YE: It is a 

question of implementing the thing. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: As I have 
said already, I shall consider it. It 
ts a good suggestion.

*225. SHRI S. C. SAMANTA; Will 
the Minister of RAILWAYS be 
pleased to state; 

(a) which authority is dealing with 
the large number of appeals filed by 
employees who were dismissed, re¬ 
trenched or removed from service 
during the last All India General 
Strike in the Railways; 

(b) what percentage of cases has 

been decided and how long will it 
take for the rest to be decided finally; 
and " 

(c) whether salaries will be paid 
to such of the employees whose appe¬ 
als are decided favourably for the 
time taken in disposal of appeals in 
the post strike period? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF RAILWAYS (SHRI 
MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI); (a) to 

(c). A statement is laid on the Table 
of the Sabha. 

Statement 

Under the Railway Servants 
(Discipline & Appeal) Rules, 1968, the 
power to decide an appeal against the 
orders of dismissal or removal from 
service has been vested in the autho¬ 
rity next above the authority which 


imposes such punishment. No re¬ 
trenchment has been done in the 
recent railway strike. 

2. About 40 per cent of the staff 
whose services were terminated/dis¬ 
missed have since been re-instated on 
Representation/Appeal. 

3. A decision regarding the payment 
of salaries for the period from the 
of dismissal/removal to the date of 
re-instatement is also taken by the 
Appellate Authority. 

SHRI S. C. SAMANTA: I want 
to know in how many cases the em¬ 
ployees were reported sick or that 
they were actually in the hospital. 
Also I would like to know how their 
cases will be disposed of. 

SlIRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI; 

I do not have the figures at this time 
a s to how many employees were re¬ 
ported sick and how many were in the 
hospital. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: How 
are you going to dispose of them? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI; 
Those people who did not join the 
strike but were reporter sick or were 
reported to be in the hospital—tihat 
can be ascertained and it will be de¬ 
cided on the merits of each case. 

SHRI S. C. SAMANTA: The state¬ 
ment says that about 40 per cent of 
the staff whose services were termi¬ 
nated or dismissed have since been 
re-instated on representation or 
appeal. How many cases were de¬ 
cided without their coming up before 
the Ministry? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
I n the context of the latest strike, the 
total number of dismissals, removals 
from service or termination was about 
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16,750. According to the information 
that was furnished by the railways 
upto 15-7-74, 4,923 railway servants 
have been reinstated. There has been 
a progressive improvement in the last 
few days and upto 20-7-74 the num¬ 
ber has come to 6,497. That is about 
40 per cent of the staff who were dis- 
mised or remove^ or whose services 
were terminated, have been taken 
back on representation or appeal, and 
other cases are pending consideration. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Uptodate, in all the railways, actually 
what is the total number of employees 
whose services have been terminated? 
Pleas e don’t say anything which is 
not a fact. That is No. 1. 

No. 2—How many cases are of 
break-in-service and how many cases 
are of suspension of permanent wor¬ 
kers and in how many cases substi¬ 
tutes and casual labourers have been 
refused to be employed again? .. . 

MR. SPEAKER: Please ask one 
continuous question. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
That is (a). 

Then, (b)—instances arc her^ with 
me that in many cases the courts have 
given injunction as well as declared 
void the rule under which these em¬ 
ployees have been victimised. In 
how many cases the railway adminis¬ 
tration has implemented the judge¬ 
ment that has been give n by the diffe¬ 
rent courts? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESIII: 
The question pertains to the removal 
and dismissal of the railway em¬ 
ployees. With regard t 0 the infor¬ 
mation about the actual number of 
persons dismissed or removed from 
service, I have already stated in re¬ 
ply to a question earlier that 16,750 
employees were removed from ser¬ 
vice by orders of termination or of 
dismissal.. . ( Interruptions ). I have 
given the figures upto 20-7-74. 40 

per cent of these dismissed employees 
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have been taken back on work after 
they filed their appeal before the ap¬ 
pellate authority. These figure s are 
upto 20th July. To-day many- more 
appeals might havfe been accepted and 
many more employees might have 
been taken back. 

With regard to break-in service, if 
tihe employees go on a strike which 
has been declared illegal, the break- 
in service will apply to every em¬ 
ployee who goes on strike. The total 
number of employees in whose cases 
th c break-in service will apply is 5.5 
lakhs. Out of these 5.5 lakhs, in more 
than a lakh of cases the break-in ser¬ 
vice has been condoned. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA; 
You have not given the figures re¬ 
garding lh e substitutes and the casual 
workers. 

MR. SPEAKER: It is purely a 
question relating to dismissal. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN: Sir, I would like to know from 
the hon. Minister, of these reinstated 
cases, ho w many have been demoted 
and also how much of interference is 
taking place from the higher autho¬ 
rities when the appeals have been 
dealt with at lower down? Our in¬ 
formation is that where there is 
something regarding reinstatement in 
the agenda for tlhe lower down, 
orders arc issued from the higher 
authorities—selective orders—that 

they are not to be re-instated. There¬ 
fore. we would like to know whether 
Government is giving a directive that 
victimised workers are all to be re¬ 
instated apart from those against 
whom cases of sabotage may be pend¬ 
ing which may be dealt with later on. 
Otherwise until a policy decision is 
taken, victimisation will continue in 
th e same way. So, we would like 
to know whether Government is tak¬ 
ing any policy decision because mere 
guidelines mean nothing at all. 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
Sir, under the rules, the appeal lies 
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against the punishment to the autho¬ 
rity next to the one which imposed 
that punishment. We are not inter- 
ferring in the due. process of law. 
All appeals are being decided on 
merits. All these people have been 
taken back on the original posts. 
There has been no case of demotion 
so far. But, I would assure t!he hon. 
Member that all appeals will be de¬ 
cided on merits and according to the 
due process of law. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: It is really 
very unfortunate on the parts of 
Union leaders to ask the question 
when they themselves have misguided 
millions of innocent workers. I would 
like to know from the hon. Minuter 
whether the innocent labour and other 
workers who had been retrenched or 
dismissed^ if they express regret, will 
be reinstated ( Interruptions ). 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: Sir, 

I rise on a point of order. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: I do not 
know why they should ask this ques¬ 
tion when the innocent workers were 
misled by these unfortunate leaders of 
the union. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: My 
point of orders is: While asking a 
question can the hon. Member ex¬ 
press an opinion? Sir, he is supposed 
to ask quesetion only. 

MR. SPEAKER: No point of order 
is allowed on the question. 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI We 
have already said in this House and 
the other House that we are not going 
to give a harsh treatment to our own 
employees. We shall try to be very 
liberal. But, if they express their 
regrets, certainly, that would be con¬ 
sidered.

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, I would like to know 
from the hon. Minister whether any 
guidelines have been issued by the 
Railway Minister as to how those who 
have been removed, dismissed or dis¬ 
charged from service should be re¬ 
instated? Whether it is a fact that in 
this country even the worst criminal 
who is arrested under Section 302 is 
given a chance for defence but in tills 
case none of the railway employees , 
was given adequate opportunity 
which is provided in the Constitution j 
and the various service rules. So, 

I would like to know whether 
general orders will be issued on the 
15th August or before the 15th August 
about what type of criminals are 
likely to be released from jail? May 
I know whether there is going to be 
any general orders or not that all 
railway employees should be released, 
should be taken back and reinstated 
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in service so that a new atmosphere is 
created and they are able to run the 
railways smoothly, which will give a 
good name to the country? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
All the arrested employees have 
been released except those who are 
involved in sabotage and in criminal 
acts. Out of a total number of more 
than 19000 who were arrested there 
are hardly 600 people now who are 
under arrest on criminal charges. 
Government’s policy is that the law 
should have its own course in dealing 
with such cases. As regards termina¬ 
tion of services and dismissals these 
have been done according to the rules, 
and all orders have been passed under 
law and under the rules which are 
prevalent today. We have given them 
the right of appeal, and it is as a 
result of their appeal that most of 
the employees to the extent of about 
40 per cent., have been taken back 
on duty. I can assure the House that 
so far as the very hard and difficult 
cases are concerned, Government’s 
attitude is that those who are guilty 
should be punished and those who are 
innocent should be taken back on 
duty. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: On the 
15th August, when the Prime Min¬ 
ister speaks from the house-tops, that 
is, from the Lai Kila, let her an¬ 
nounce that all these poor railway 
employees would be reinstated in 
service.

Recruitment to the Posts of Judges of 
High Court 

*226. SHRI B. V. NAIK: Will the 
Minister of LAW, JUSTICE AND 
COMPANY AFFAIRS b e pleased to 
state; 

(a) what is the percentage of 
direct recruitment to the posts of 
Judges of High Courts and the per¬ 
centage allotted for promotion from 
judicial service; 

(b) whether there have been re¬ 
presentations against the present sys¬ 
tem of recruitment to the posts of 
High Court Judges and if so, the 
nature and source of complaints; and 

(c) what Government propose to 
do in this behalf? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LAW, JUSTICE AND 
COMPANY AFFAIRS (SHRI NIT1- 
RAJ SINGH CHAUDHARY: (a) No 
percentages have been laid down for 
appointment of High Court Judges 
from the Judicial Service and the Bar. 

(b) Recently representation from 
some Judicial Service Associations 
have been received urging that equal 
representation should be given to the 
members of the Service and the Bar 
for appointmnt as High Court Judges 

(c) There are no quotas provided in 
the Constitution for recruitment of 
High Court Judges and merit and 
suitability alone are the criteria for all 
such appointments. 
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SHRI B. V. NAIK: Will the hon. 
Minister be pleased to state the fac¬ 
tual data showing the number of High 
Court Judges in this country who 
have come from the judicial services, 
and those who have come directly 
from the Bar to the Bench, and what 
representations from judicial service 
organisations have been received, the 
contents thereof and the grounds on 
which they have asked for 50 :50 
quota? 

THE MINISTER OF LAW, JUSTICE 
AND COMPANY AFFAIRS (SHRl 
SHRI H. R. GOKHALE): I do not 
now have the actual number of High 
Court Judges taken from the services 
and from the Bar, but I a'm prepared 
to supply the information. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Any estimate? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: There are 
over 350 Judges. I can tell you this 
that although there is no stipulation in 
the law laying down any proportion, 
broadly the principle which has been 
followed is that it should be a propor¬ 
tion of one-third and two-thirds. That 
is on the basis of what the Chief Jus¬ 
tices in their conferences from time 
to time have thought was a proper 
quota for recruitment from the judicial 
services and the Bar. This quota is 
not exactly applicable in all the High 
Courts because selection of Judges 
cannot be done mechanically. It de¬ 
pends on the availability of the proper 
persons for appointment from the 
services as well as from the Bar. Here 
and there this quota might not have 
been strictly adhered to, but by and 
large it is adhered to. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: What about the 
second part of my question about the 
content of the representations? 

SHRI NITIRAJ SINGH CHAU- 
DHARY: Representations were made 
by the Delhi Judicial Officers Asso¬ 
ciation and the West Bengal Judicial 
Services Association asking for 50 per 
cent. 


SHRI B. V. NAIK: I am afraid the 
Karnataka Judicial Officers have also 
made a representation. 

SHRI NITIRAJ SINGH CHAU- 
DHARY: We have not received it. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Since the hon. 
Minister has been kind enough to 
admit that even though not de jure 
but de facto there is a quota existing 
in recruitment on the basis of one- 
third to two-thirds, since there is no 
constitutional bar for recruitment or 
fixing up of a quota and since rec¬ 
ruitment from big cities and so on 
invariably puts on the Benches as 
High Court Judges a large number of 
people with no field experience like 
that of a civil judge at the taluk and 
tehsil level, why not accept the per¬ 
centage of 50:50 de facto in the first 
place before making it de jure? What 
are the objections? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: The hon. 
meipber was referring to the bigger 
High Courts where he thought that 
people having actual field experience 
ar e not there. I respectfully disagree 
with him. Actually, the experience 
has been by and large that when you 
are able to get good and competent 
people from the Bar, they have proved 
to be successful judges. It is also 
equally true that some judges who 
have come from the services have 
been found to be very competent; 
particularly in High Courts the kind of 
work which is required to be done is 
appellate work and also work dealing 
with the provisions of the Constitu¬ 
tion, articles 226, 227 etc. Now the 
judicial officers, by and large, who 
have served in the lower ranks of the 
judiciary have no experience of these 
constitutional matters, but even then 
some of them have done extremely 
well. Therefore, in each individual 
case, the proper person competent to 
come up to the High Court and found 
available was recruited. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
At what stage ■does the process of 
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filling up the vacancies in the High 
Court or the Supreme Court start? 
How long before the retirement takes 
place? We have found in many cases 
vacancies are .existing for many 
months together even in the Supreme 
Court. When is it started? How docs 
it start? Does it start from the end 
of the Chief Justice or from the Law 
Ministry? Is it initiated by the Chiei 
Justice of the respective High Court 
or the Supreme Court or by the Law 
Ministry? In how many cases the 
Chief Justice’s recommendations have 
been rejected by the Law Ministry? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: I am sure 
the hon. member knows that the pro¬ 
posals emanate from the Chief Justice 
of the High Court. Although the 
Constitution provides only for con¬ 
sultation, there is no change in the 
existing practice which is there for 
the last several years that the Gov¬ 
ernment, the Law Ministry in this 
case, should not initiate any proposals 
for appointment of Judges in the 
High Courts. The Chief Justice ini¬ 
tiates proposals. In the case of the 
High Courts, th e Constitution require? 
consultation with the Governor of the 
State and with the Chief Justice of 
India. After all this process has been 
gon e through, the Law Ministry or the 
Government of India come into the 
picture. Invariably the recommenda¬ 
tion of the Chief Justice of India has 
been accepted all over the past except 
that when some difficulty was found 
'tnd the Government did not agree, 
they referred the matter again for 
advice to the Chief Justice of India. 

There is undoubtedly, I agree with 
the hon. member, and this is also a 
matter of concern to us, some delay 
in some High Courts in the filling up 
of vacancies. The reasons are many. 
Unfortunately the members of the bar 
are not attracted; those who ought to 
be available are not attracted. I must 
state the facts. Some time is taken 
in consultation with th e various 
authorities and some time is taken in 
considering the judicial records of the 
District Judges who are considered 


for appointment. * This causes delay. 

I may assure the hon. Members that 
it will be our endeavour to see feet 
the delay is minimised. 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHhU- 
DHURY: Since the appointments are 
made as per policies taken ad hoc 
from tim e to time depending on who 
is the Law Minister or the Horae 
Minister, as the case may be, or who 
is the Chief Justice of the High Court 
or the Supreme Court, as the case 
may be, will the Government thiqk of 
framing some statutpry rules with 
regard to the appointment and promo¬ 
tion of judges in the High Court 3 
taking judges from the High Court to 
the Supreme Court? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: Statutory 
rules are not considered necessary 
because the Constitution itself lays 
down the guidelines. I respectfully 
disagree with the hon. Member that it 
is done according to the views of the 
Law Minister or the Chief Justice. The 
Chief Justice of India as the highest 
autiiority in th e country so far as the 
Judicial field is concerned, is always 
consulted. In fact he considers the 
matter first before that matter comes 
to the Law Minister or the Govern¬ 
ment of India. The present practice 
has been followed not only after 
Independence but also even before 
Independence; it has worked satis¬ 
factorily. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBIAH: 
Arising out of the hon. Minister’s re¬ 
ply that the best people are not at¬ 
tracted to the judiciary, is it a fact 
that better emoluments are not there 
and even elementary amenities are 
not given to the judges? If that is 
so ‘do the Government propose to 
bring comprehensive legislation to see 
that better emoluments are given to 
the best people who sit on the bench 
and that elementary facilities such as 
housing are provided to them? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: I agree 
with the hon. Member. One principal 
reason why the best men in the bar 
are not attracted is that after the 
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Constitution was passed in which the 
salary of the High Court Judges had 
been laid down, there have been no 
changes in the conditions of service 
of the High Court Judges or the 
Supreme Court Judges. I can take 
the House into confidence that the 
Government is very actively consider¬ 
ing the proposal for improving the 
service conditions of the High Court 
judges in various matters and I hope 
we will be able to do it very soon. 

SHRI P. K. DEO: Has the Chief 
Justice of the High Court or the 
Supreme Court got a say in the mat¬ 
ter, as a person who initiates the ap¬ 
pointments of the various judges? 
From experience we have seen that 
Chief Justices are appointed by dubi¬ 
ous methods,, rather in a pursuit of 
the Government policy for a com¬ 
mitted judiciary against which so 
many Judges of the Supreme Court 
as well as some Judges in the Hary¬ 
ana High Court have submitted their 
resignations? .... (Interruptions) Is 
it not possible to create some inde¬ 
pendent machinery for the appoint¬ 
ment of the judges? 

MR. SPEAKER: It is a suggestion 
for action. 

SHRI P. K. DEO: My question has 
not been answered. My question is 
whether there will be an independent 
machinery for the appointment of 
judges to replace the present practice 
of consulting Chief Justices who are 
also committed persons. The entire 
country knows about it and it should 
be put an end to. 

MR. SPEAKER: The rules pro¬ 
vide that you can put a supplemen¬ 
tary question. You are giving a sug¬ 
gestion. 

SHRI P. K. DEO: Government 

may consider it. 

MR. SPEAKER: They may consi¬ 
der it. That is your suggestion. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: Of late 
the appointments of ad hoc judges 
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in the Supreme Court and High 
Court have become very frequent. 
Is it because the concerned Chief 
Justice recommends the appointment 
of retired judges as ad hoc judges 
or is it because Government are fol¬ 
lowing the Law Commission’s recom¬ 
mendations in this regard, which the 
Law Minister said they have accept¬ 
ed? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: Firstly, I 
disagree that many appointments of 
ad hoc judges are made. Secondly, 
never has any appointment of an ad 
hoc judge been made without the re¬ 
commendation of the concerned Chief 
Justice. Usually ad hoc judges are 
appointed for disposing of the arrears 
which pile up. Particularly after the 
elections a large number of election 
petitions arc filed and under the sta¬ 
tute they have to be disposed of 
within one year, I believe. The nor¬ 
mal strength of the High Court is 
not enough to cope with the arrears. 
Only in such cases, which are not 
many, ad hoc judges are appointed. 

SHRI EBRAHIM SULAIMAN 
SAIT: What part is the Home Min¬ 
istry playing in the appointments of 
judges to the High Court? Will the 
minister agrees to the suggestion that 
Government should discontinue the 
appointment of retired judges as Gov¬ 
ernors and Chairman of various com¬ 
missions, to see that they do not look 
for the favour of the Government at 
the time when they are High Court 
judges? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: The Home 
Ministry plays no part new in the 
appointment of High Court judges. 
It is only the Department of Justice 
in the Ministry of Law, Justice and 
Company Affairs which is concerned 
with it. I do not know whether there 
are cases of appointment of retired 
judges as Governors—perhaps there 
was one—but normally we would be 
reluctant to take people who are re¬ 
tired. But various occasions arise 
for commissions of inquiry on public 
demand and people with judicial ex- 
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perience have to be appointed foi 
this purpose. 

Setting up of a Fertilizer Plant at 
Bhatinda 

*227. SHRI B. S. BHAURA; Will 
the Minister of PETROLEUM AND 
CHEMICALS be pleased to state: 

(a) whether Government have fina¬ 
lised their proposals in connection 
with the setting up of a fertilizer 
plant at Bhatinda in Punjab; 

(b) if so, the main features thereof; 
and 

(c) when the construction work is 
likely to start? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY of PETROLEUM AND 
CHEMICALS (SHR SHAHNAWAZ 
KHAN): (a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) and (c). The plant would have 
a capacity of 900 tonnes of ammonia 
and 1550 tonnes of urea per day and 
would be based on fuel oil are the 
feedstock. ' The project, according to 
present indications, is estimated to 
cost about Rs. 138 crores. Some 
preliminary steps have already been 
taken towards the implementation of 
the project.

*229. SHRI JAGANNATH 
MISHRA: 

SHRI P. K. DEO: 

Will the Minister of PETROLEUM 
AND CHEMICALS be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether a concerted drive to 
conserve fuel oil has been launched 
by the Indian Oil Corporation and 
some foreign oil companies; and 

(b) if so, what is the estimated 
quantity of fuel which will be so 
conserved as a result of this concer¬ 
ted drive? 

THE MINISTER OF PETROLEUM 
AND CHEMICALS (SHRI D. K. 
BOROOAH): (a) IOC has prepared 

a scheme of fuel efficiency project 
service for the furnace oil (FO) cus¬ 
tomers, jointly with National Produc¬ 
tivity Council. The servfbe is aimed 
at improving efficiency in the use of 
FO„ thus achieving savings in con¬ 
sumption. Foreign oil companies are 
not involved in this scheme at pre¬ 
sent. 

(b) It is expected that with the 
drive proposed by IOC jointly with 
NPC, a saving of 5 per cent in the 
consumption of FO may be possible 
by the existing industrial consumers, 
over and above the present efficiency 
saving of 10 per cent introduced from 
1st January, 1974. 

SHRI JAGANNATH MISHRA: May 
I know whether as a result of the 
saving in the petrol consumption dur¬ 
ing the past some time the import 
of crude has also been reduced and, 
if so, to what extent and what is the 
saving in foreign exchange? 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: I thought 
this question was about fuel and not 
about petrol. 


SHRI JAGANNATH MISHRA: To 
what extent the import of fuel oil 
has been affected by this drive and 
what has been our saving in foreign 
exchange? 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: We use 
a substantial quantity of fuel oil, 
about two million tonnes. We do not 
produce the entire quantity. It is not 
available and the prices are going 
up. So, we are trying to reduce the 
consumption of fuel oil in this coun¬ 
try. We have already 'imposed a 
cut of ten per cent, which will not 
affect the efficiency of the industries. 
In addition to that, we are trying to 
see if another five per cent can be 
reduced. In terms of quantity of 
furnace oil or fuel oil, we are al¬ 
ready short by two million tonnes. I 
do not have the exact figures of the 
prices prevailing at present. It has 
certainly gone up by about 90 dollars 
per tonne. 

SHRI P. K. DEO: In spite of the 
Minister’s statement that there has 
been an increase in the price of oil, 
my impression is that in the inter¬ 
national market the average price of 
oil has registered a downward trend. 
But I do not want to enter into 
a controversy whether he is right 
or I am right. In view of our 
friendly relations with the Arab 
countries, who are the main produc¬ 
ers of oil, I would like to know if the 
Government are trying to exert their 
good offices with those friendly coun¬ 
tries so that some concession could 
be extracted from them, so far as the 
import of this kind of oil is concern¬ 
ed. 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: There 

has been some talk about reduction 
of international prices. But in the 
last Conference, the O.P.E. countries 
decided to increase their prices by 10 
per cent. There has been no decision 
about the reduction in prices. I also 
do not want to enter into any contro¬ 
versy about it for the simple reason 
that I know myself to be in the right. 
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SHRI P. K. DEO: My question has 
not been answered. 

In view oi our friendly relations 
with Arab countries, what does the 
Government of India propose to do 
to utilise the friendly relations in our 
favour? 

MR. SPEAKER: He should not put 
it so bluntly that because they are 
friendly, we must exploit them. 

SHRI P. K. DEO: There is noth¬ 
ing wrong in calling a spade a spade. 

MR. SPEAKER: Even then,, that 
is too blunt a manner in which he 
has put it. Anyway, I do not come 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: The 
answer is understood. 

SHRI MUHAMMED KHUDA 
BUKHSH: May I know what will 

the fuel savings that are likely to 
be effected? 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: The re¬ 
duction will be about 5 per cent, if 
you can achieve it. It will be around 
200,000 tonnes of furnace oil per 
annum. About the price, I do not 
have the figures with me. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER: I want to know from the hon. 
Minister whether it is a fact that in 
our country, there is shortage of 
furnace oil and, for that reason, the 
steel plants and other plants are 
suffering. May I know what is the 
total amount of foreign exchange in¬ 
volved in the import of furnace oil 
and also when our country will be¬ 
come self-sufficient in furnace oil? 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: So far 
as the total fuel bill is concerned, it 
is of the order of about Rs. 1200 
crores. I do not have the break-up 
for furnace oil. As I said,, we get 
about 2 million tonnes of furnace oil 
from abroad. It is difficult to get. 
The prices have also gone up. There¬ 
fore, we are trying to reduce the con¬ 


sumption of furnace oil, not only in 
terms of reducing allotments but also 
asking many of the industries to use 
coal. A number of industries which 
use furnace oil will now use coal. In 
fact, many of them were using coal 
earlier and then switched on to fur¬ 
nace oil. By these two methods, by 
switching over to coal wherever coal 
is available and also by economising 
the use of furnace oil, we hope to see 
that the wheels of the industry in 
our country do not suffer for want 
of energy. 

Priority foir Licensing and other 
Facilities Sought by Drug

Will the Minister of PETROLEUM

la) whether the drug industry had 
asked for priority for licences for 
the manufacture of drugs; 

(b) if so, action taken by Govern¬ 
ment thereon; 

(c) whether drug industry has 
sought protection from foreign com¬ 
panies invading this sector of the 
economy; and 

(d) if so, the facts thereof? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF PETROLEUM 
AND CHEMICALS (SHRI SHAH- 
NAWAZ KHAN): (a) to (d). A 
statement is laid on the Table of the 
House. 

Statement 

(a) and (b): With the introduction 
from 1-11-73 of the scheme of Sec¬ 
retariat for Industrial Approvals, 
the industrial licensing applications 
including those for manufacture of 
drugs are being disposed of expedi¬ 
tiously. 
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(c) and (d): Foreign majority com¬ 
panies and branches and subsidiaries 
of foreign companies have been ope¬ 
rating in the field of drugs and phar¬ 
maceuticals since long. The majority 
production of drugs is, however, no 
longer by such companies as it has 
been Government’s policy to encour¬ 
age the Indian sector. The steps 
taken by Government to regulate 
share of foreign companies in this 
field and also to build up the Indian 
sector of the industry are: — 

(i) The Indian sector of the in¬ 
dustry is given preference in 
the approval of manufactur¬ 
ing schemes; 

(ii) Manufacture of increasing 
number of bulk drugs 
through public sector under¬ 
takings; 

(iii) Industrial licences are usu¬ 
ally not issued to foreign 
firms for production of for¬ 
mulations unless linked with 
the production of bulk drugs; 

(iv) They are asked to take up 
the production of bulk drugs 
from more basic stages and 
to make available a suitable 
portion of their bulk drugs 
production to non-associated 
formulators in the country 
as a condition for being per¬ 
mitted expansion in capacity 
or for taking up new activity; 

(v) Appropriate export obliga¬ 
tions are imposed as a con¬ 
dition for permitting expan¬ 
sion in capacity or for tak¬ 
ing up new activity. 

(vi) Progressive reduction of 
foreign equity participation 
with corresponding increase 
in the Indian shareholding is 
imposed when they are al¬ 
lowed expansion of their ma¬ 
nufacturing activity. Activi¬ 
ties of foreign companies are 
also covered under the 


Foreign Exchange Regula¬ 
tion Act. 

(vii) Undertakings with an annual 
turnover not exceeding Rs. 
50 lakhs have been exempted 
from the operation of certain 
provisions of paragraphs 9, 
10 and 13 of the Drugs (Price 
Control) Order 1970 regard¬ 
ing prior approval of Gov¬ 
ernment for fixing/revising 
the prices of drug formula¬ 
tions. 

Government have on 8-2-1974 ap¬ 
pointed a Committee on Drugs and 
Pharmaceuticals Industry under th e 
Chairmanship of Shri Jaisukhlal 
Hathi on e of whose terms of refer¬ 
ence is as follows: — 

“f iii) To make recommendations 
for promoting the rapid 
growth of the drugs industry 
and, particularly, of the 

Indian and small scale indus¬ 
tries sector. In making its 
recommendations, the Com¬ 
mittee will keep in view the 
need for a balanced regional 
disposal of the industry.”

SHRI RAGHUNA.NDAN LAL BHA- 
TIA: The Drug industry has pleaded 
for special protection against the 
foreign companies invading this sector 
of the economy. They say that in the 
matter of licences and supply of basic 
raw materials foreign companies are 
preferred over the indigenous com¬ 
panies. Is it not a fact that Indian 
Drug and Pharmaceutical Company 
which is a Government of India un¬ 
dertaking is giving basic raw material 
to the foreign companies working in 
India and preference is not given to 
local drug manufacturers? I would 
like to know the number of foreign 


drug manufacturing companies which 
have been given licences in most of 
the products which is already in the 
field, where already Indian Drug 
manufacturers are working.

SHRI RAGHUNANDAN LAL BHA- 
TIA: He has not replied to one part 
of my question. I asked whether IDPL 
is giving basic raw material to foreign 
companies working in India and not 
giving them to Indian firms. 

SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN: We 
don’t discriminate between them. 
Where foreign firms are the only user s 
of those raw material we give them. 
Where Indian firms can also utilise 
those bulk drugs and make formula¬ 
tions etc. We will also make allotment 
to them. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: He 
has said that undertakings with an 
annual turnover not exceeding Rs. 50 
lakhs have been exempted from ope¬ 
ration of certain provisions of para 
9, 10 and 13 of the Drug Price Control 
order of 1970 regarding prior appro¬ 
val of Government for fixing and re¬ 
vising prices of drug formulations.

In Cambay Offshore area, 
three structures viz. Aliabet West, 
Aliabet East and Tapti have been de¬ 
lineated. The first offshore well drilled 
on Aliabet West yielded a non-com- 
merial oil find. 

The results of the reconnaissance 
seismic survey conducted in the Sau¬ 
rashtra offshore area indicated the 
need to carry out detailed surveys to 
locate drillable structures.

(ii) The work is in progress for 
the conversion of MG to BG from 
Ernakulam to Trivandrum and is 
expected to be completed by 1976. 

(iii) A BG rail link from Trivan¬ 
drum to Tirunelveli via Negercoil 
with a branch line to Kanyakumari 
has been sanctioned at an estimated 
cost of Rs. 14.53 vrores and the 
work is in progress. 

(iv) A traffic survey for a BG 
link from Ernakulam to Kayam- 
kulam via Alleppey had recently 
been carried out. According to this 
report the link will be highly unre- 
munerative- The proposal has, 
however, been included in the list 
of new railway lines propos¬ 
ed to be taken up in the Fifth Five 
Year Plan, for the development of 
the backward areas. Its construc¬ 
tion, would, however, depend upon 
the allotment of additional funds by 
the Planning Commission for the 
purpose.

(b) It is the Delimitation Commis¬ 
sion which has to hold the public 
sittings and they have not been held 
so far. 

(c) The last date for receiving ob¬ 
jections and suggestions from the pub¬ 
lic in respect of the Commission’s 
proposals notified in the Gazette was 
specified as 31st March, 1974. The 
public sittings in Gujarat could not, 
however, be held due to the abnormal 
situation prevailing in the State. The 
Commission then had a programme 
of public sittings and consultations in 
the State of Kerala, Karnataka and 
Andhra Pradesh. Thereafter because 
of the outbreak of the monsoon and 
floods in the Rann of Kutch area and 
the Southern districts of Gujarat, it 
has not been possible to hold public 
sittings in the State, as the public 
would have been seriously inconve¬ 
nienced in appearing before the Com¬ 
mission at sittings to be held in dif¬ 
ferent parts of the State, for present¬ 
ing their case.

of production of 8400 tonnes/day. The 
Oil and Natural Gas Commission is 
expected to achieve by 1st April, 1975, 
an increase in their production poten¬ 
tial by 1400 tonnes|day compared with 
the present production of about 11800 
tonnes/days. 

(b) The Oil and Natural Gas Com¬ 
mission have dril’ed 31 wells for 
development and production in dif¬ 
ferent fields during the period 1-7-1973 
to 1-7-1974. Nineteen of these have 
shown encouraging results, nine are 
yet to be tested, one was found water 
bearing and two wells were aban¬ 
doned due to technical reasons. 

Oil India Limited have drilled six 
wells from 1-7-1974 to 30-7-1974, four 
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of whom shown oil, one is yet to be 
tested and one was found dry. Addi¬ 
tional drilling rigs and other equip¬ 
ments are being procured to increase 
drilling activity of both the Oil and 
Natural Gas Commission and Oil 
India Limited.

SHAFI QURESHI); (a) Pro¬ 
posals for new lines to be taken up 
in the Fifth Five Year Plan as a 
whole have not yet been finalised 
However, in the State of West Ben¬ 
gal, a 69 Kms. long line between Pan- 
kura and Haldia is under construction 
and work has been completed upto 
Durgachak. This line is also being 
electrified. In addition construction 
of (i) a B. G. line in the area served 
by the former Howrah-Amta Light 
Railway including Bargachia-Cham- 
padanga Branch and (ii) B.G. line in 
the area served by former Howrah- 
Sheakhala Light Railway was includ¬ 
ed in the Supplementary Railway 
Budget for 1973-74. Work on the 
construction of Howrah-Amta/Cham- 
padanga has been inaugurated by the 
Prime Minister on 16-7-1974. The 
participation of the West Bengal State 


Government is also envisaged in com¬ 
pleting this line. 

Surveys have been completed for—

Reported illegal transmission of 

FOREIGN EXCHANGE WITH FAKE RESERVE 
Bank permits 

SHRI YAMUNA PRASAD MAN- 
DAL (Samastipur); I call the atten¬ 
tion of the Minister of Finance to the 
following matter of urgent public im¬ 
portance and I request that he may 
make a statement thereon: — 

The reported involvement of an 
American bank and a leading na¬ 
tionalised bank in illegal transmis¬ 
sion of foreign exchange with fake 
Reserve Bank permits. 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN): 
Mr. Speaker, Sir. on 11th July, 1974 
Vijaya Bank Ltd. remitted a sum of 
US $30,000 to Hongkong on the basis 
of a permit purported to have been 
issued by the Reserve Bank of India. 
This permit was presented to "Vijaya 
Bank Ltd. by one Shri Deepak Shan- 
tilal Jain. On the 19th July, 1974, 
Shri Deepak Shantilal Jain approach¬ 
ed Vijaya Bank Ltd. for remitting a 
sum of US $1.30,000 to Hongkong on 
the basis of two similar permits 
amounting to US $ 80,000 and $ 50,000 
respectively. As fairly large amounts 
■were involved, the Manager of Vijaya 
Bank Ltd. approached the Reserve 
Bank of India on 19th July, 1974 for 
purposes of checking the authenticity 
of these permits as also the permit 
on the basil? of which remittance of 
US $30,000 had already been remit¬ 
ted. On finding the permits to be 
spurious, the case was handed over 
to the Enforcement Directorate for 
investigation. Naturally, the remit¬ 
tance to the extent of US $ 1,30,000 
was not permitted. 

Preliminary investigations reveal 
that similar remittance based on 
spurious permits may have been made 
through more than one bank. On the 


basis of investigations undertaken so 
far, permits involving a sum of Rs- 
2.34 crores have been segregated for 
scrutinising their authenticity. Re¬ 
mittances in relation to these permits, 
were made through Vijaya Bank Ltd., 
the Bank of America and the Bank 
of India. As the investigations are 
in the preliminary stage, it is not 
possible to quantify the exact mag¬ 
nitude of the remittances which have 
been effected through spurious per¬ 
mits or indicate the number of banks 
through whom these remittances have 
been made. 

Shri Deepak Shantilal Jain and one 
of his accomplices have been appre¬ 
hended. Furthermore, an amount of 
about Rs. 42 lakhs in the accounts in. 
the name of Deepak Shantilal Jain 
and his accomplices with the Vijaya 
Bank Ltd. has been frozen. 

Two officers of the Reserve Bank 
of India have been placed under sus¬ 
pension and criminal cases are being 
registered against them, as prima fa¬ 
cie, they appear to be involved in this 
fraud. 

SHRI YAMUNA PRASAD MAN- 
DAL; Mr. Speaker, Sir, All India 
Radio today gave this news to the 
country that this sort of shady thing 
has been happening to the great loss 
of the country to the tune of crores of 
rupees. I do no know how many 
crores of rupees it would amount to. 
We have come to know about black 
money and about other black things 
and every day, every month and 
every year, the people like Shri 
Shantilal Jain have been carrying on 
these nefarious activities in this 
country to the loss of, if I maximise 
it or if I exaggerate it, several 
hundred crore s of ruppes. Only 
the Finance Minister can say how 
they do this business. 

Especially there are some traders in 
the country who carry on over-invoic¬ 
ing and under-invoicing only for this 
purpose. It is good that the Ministry 
has apprehended Deepak Shantilal 
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Jain and his other accomplices and 
their accounts have been frozen with¬ 
in a month. But only two junior offi¬ 
cers of the Reserve Bank of India 
have been brought to book whereas 
the really responsible big people have 
been left out. Criminal cases should 
also b e started against Deepak Shanti- 
lal Jain and his accomplices, I am 
glad to know that the Government 
have acted very promptly. The state¬ 
ment of the hon. Minister is very 
carefully worded but the way of the 
Government should be to put all these 
things in such a manner so that the 
truth comes out. I ask the Finance 
Minister, is it the first case or there 
have been several similar cases in the 
past also? Even in the streets of 
Bombay and Calcutta people have 
been talking of shady business of 
some of the officers of the Reserve 
Bank of Iijdia. The Finance Ministry 
should b e equally vigilant and care¬ 
ful to see that these things do not re¬ 
cur. To root out this evil for all 
time to come I would be very glad to 
know if there is any cell in the Fin¬ 
ance Ministry and if the Government 
is thinking on these lines so that 
there is more coordination and the 
Reserve Bank of India may work 
rore efficiently in future. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
ir, I am grateful to the hon. Mem- 
Vr for expressing his sense of ap- 
leciation for what the Enforcement 
Irectorate has done in this matter, 
fere is some deficiency in the proce- 
die: Fortunately this is the first time 
th thing has been revealed. I do 
nqthink any offence of this type was 
reeled before RBI has promptly 
actj and taken many steps to pre- 
vet, this. Particularly, certain pre¬ 
cedes had to be changed and certain 
povrs of delegation which had been 
give to take a final view in such 
matfs have been corrected. I think 
therwill be much more vigilance in 
this .atter.

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SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
The hon. Member is entitled to have 
his own views about the statement 
that I have made and I do not want 
to comment on that. But I can only 
say that I have tried to give as much 
information as possible. Of course, 
he is entitled to know the names of 
the officers who are involved in this. 
The names of the officers are: Y. R. 
Mantri, Staff Officer, Grade II, and 
Shri B. S. Pradhan, Exchange Con¬ 
troller. These are the two officers 
who have been placed under suspen¬ 
sion and the cases are being register¬ 
ed against them. 

As I have said already, the name of 
the main person involved in this has 
been given already. His other ac¬ 
complice is called Pratap Singh. In¬ 
vestigation are going on. They have 
also revealed the name of a third per¬ 
son but who is absconding, and there¬ 
fore, in the interest of the investi¬ 
gation, I do pot propose to reveal his 
name. 

The number of permits which are 
under scrutiny reveal an amount of 
more than Rs. 2 rrorcs. But I can¬ 
not say yet that the entire money can 
be treated as spurious amount; some 
of it might possibly be due to some 
genuine transactions. I do not know 
what more information I can give. 
As for the discussion in the House, I 
do not stand between the hon. Mem¬ 
ber and the Speaker. 

SHRI SAT PAL KAPUR; What 
about the Rs. 28 lakh- and Rs. 14 
lakhs accounts? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 

I have already said in my statement 
that furthermore, an amount of about 
Rs. 42 lakhs has been frozen. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO (Chatra- 
pur): What about his antecedents? 

SHRI SAT PAL KAPUR; What was 
their modus operandi? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
The modus operadi in this matter ap¬ 
pears to be like this, that these 


officers concerned have been alleged 
to have signed blank papers or blank 
forme which are treated as permits 
and handed over to some persons. It 
is on that basis that the whole thing 
has been found out. 

SHRI SAT PAL KAPUR: Such a 
simple thing? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 

It is complicated. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA (Jai- 
nagar): It is a very serious incident 
and we were apprehending this all 
along. The statement of the hon. 
Finance Minister does not go to the 
depth of the matter. We were ap¬ 
prehending this even at the time of 
nationalisation of banks because the 
foreign bank- had been left out. One I 
cannot be sure whether only this par- / 
ticular American bank is involved in 
this. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Most of 

them. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: I do not 
know; most of them may be involv¬ 
ed because it is Watergate democracy 
and Watergate finance and therefore, 
there may be nothing surprising about 
it. 

Two days ago news appeared of the 
arrest of one important US citizen 
who is a Vice-President of the Wes- 
tinghouse Corporation which is a sub¬ 
sidiary of come Swiss firm which is 
a subsidiary of an American firm 
which is multinational. There in 
India itself the payment has been 
made. The Times of India news of 
4th August says: 

“According to official sources, the 
scrutiny of the seized materials re¬ 
vealed that the expenses of the 
company in India were met out of 
the funds of the American company. 
Only a portion of the expenses was 
sent from abroad through legal 
banking channels. The balance was 
met through undisclosed sources 
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and by unauthorised deals in 
foreign exchange’’. 

This is another thing, for the infor¬ 
mation of Shri Piloo Mody. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra): 
What did he say? 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA : I said 
this is another scandal. Here an 
American firm dealing in India which 
is a subsidiary of the Swiss firm. 
Westinghouse, which is again a sub¬ 
sidiary of an American firm, has been 
meeting its expenses in India partly 
through legal channels and partly 
through unknown illegal channels, 
unauthorised channels. This is ano¬ 
ther instance in Delhi itself. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE 
(RajapurJ; How i”- Piloo Mody invol¬ 
ved in it? 

MR- SPEAKER: He is adding 
new dimensions to his question. Con¬ 
fine yourself only to this issue. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: Here 
again foreign exchange is involved. 

MR. SPEAKER: Yes, This deals 
with one issue. You are generalising. 
It is not very fair. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA; I stres¬ 
sing one point. In this case, the offi¬ 
cer in charge, the Vice-Pre&'dent of 
the firm, a US citizen, was trying to 
escape. He was detected and not 
allowed to escape. He was arrested. 
But then he has been bailed out. I 
do not know what are the sureties. 
Here Rs. 10 lakhs are involved by way 
of evasion of income-tax. With a 
bail of Rs. 50,000. naturally he can 
go out. 

MR. SPEAKER: Please come to 
this issue. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: Here is 
Rs. 12 crores are involved in the ex¬ 
change racket. It is now proved that 
fake permits were issued. It is also 
admitted in the statement that this 


is not last thing. Many such fake 
permits have been issued. At least 
200 fake permits are utilised. The 
amount involved can only be conjec¬ 
tured; it cannot be exactly stated. 

In such a situation, I would like to 
know whether for the present at least 
Government propose to take over the 
management of the Bank of America 
because that bank is involved. The 
second thing is that some junior offi¬ 
cers have been penalised. But the 
Reserve Bank officers must be involv¬ 
ed when blank permits were issued 
which have been misused in this way. 

I want to know whether some senior 
officers have been or are going to 
be penalised or not. Thirdly—this is 
a basic thing—in the light of the 
lessons learnt, do Government pro¬ 
pose to nationalise all the remaining 
banks including all the foreign banks 
or not? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAV AN: 
As tar a s the preliminary remarks are 
concerned, I do not think I can go 
into them. In the last part a Gpecific 
question has been put to me: why is 
it that only small officers have been 
penalised? Nobody has been penalis¬ 
ed. Investigations are being made and 
only those against whom some prima 
facie case had been found had been 
suspended. Cases have been register¬ 
ed. If any other officer is also found 
to be involved, action would be taken 
against him also; nobody would be 
spared. As far as the American and 
other banks are concerned, I will have 
to b e fair to the banks as such. It is 
quite possible that some individual 
officers might have been negligent or 
might have involved themselves even 
consciously. Whatever the investiga¬ 
tions reveal, action would be taken 
accordingly. But I cannot say that 
those banks themselves are respon¬ 
sible for these things because they 
seem to have acted on bona fide belief 
(Interruptions) . That is also a 
matter of further investigations. H 
something else is revealed, certainly 
action will be taken against the per¬ 
sons concerned. But I cannot be un- 
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fair to the banks as such; they have 
done nothing deliberately in this mat¬ 
ter. I find it is not only the Bank of 
America but also one of the nationa¬ 
lised banks, which is involved ...' (.In¬ 
terruptions). I do not know. If you 
let loose your imagination many 
things can be said but I have to make 
a statement on the basis of facte as 
they were revealed. There is no 
question of taking over any bank as 
such. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA : Against 
this particular bank. American Bank. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
There is nothing against the bank as 
such.

STATEMENT RE. ALLEGED AS¬ 
SAULT BY BRTF PERSONNEL 

ON SOME PEOPLE OF JOWAI 
IN MEGHALAYA 

THE MINISTER OF DEFENCE 
(SHRI JAGJIVAN RAM); Mr. Spea¬ 
ker, Sir. Hon’ble Shri Jyotirmoy 
Bosu mentioned in the Lok Sabha on 
the 29th July about an incident which 
took place near Jowai village on the 
11th July involving the personnel of 
the Border Roads Organisation and 
local civilians resulting in an unspe¬ 
cified number of deaths and injuries 
to both sides. The Hon’ble Deputy 
Speaker, who was in the Chair, ob¬ 
served that it is in the interest of the 
country that the Defence Minister 
should come forward at the earliest 
opportunity to make a statement as to 
what the facts of the case are. what 
acion has been take n and whas is 
proposed to be done. 

The facts of the cas e a s gathered 
upto now are as follows: 

(i) On 17th July, 1974, a signal 
was received by the Head¬ 
quarters of the Border Roads 
Organisation from the Chief 
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Engineer Project PUSHPAK 
situated i n another State 
about 200 miles away that on 
Hth July the camp of 406 
Road Maintenance Platoon 
was attacked by local civilians- 
between 4 p.m. and 6-15 p.m. 
by throwing stones and in¬ 
trusion through barbed wire 
fencing as a result of which 
a number of Border Roads 
personnel were injured— 
three of them sustained 
serious injuries and were 
hospitalised in the Mission 
Hospital in Jowai. The signal 
further stated that the local 
police were contacted and 
protection for the camp was 
arranged. 

(ii) Subsequent report from the 
Directorate General of Bor¬ 
der Roads indicated that on 
11th July 1974 a local fair 
was held near the Border 
Roads camp on the Jowai- 
Badarpur road near Jowai. 
This fair was organised by 
the local civilians. In the 
afternoon, some of the local 
civilians taking part in the 
fair got drunk and entered the 
Border Roads camp forcibly 
by cutting the wire fence and 
attacking the Border Roads 
personnel and their families 
who were in the camp. As 
a result of this attack, three 
camp members wer e seriously 
injured. All this happened 
while the men of the uni' 
were away at work. On theit 
return, the men found the 
injured persons and removed 
them to the hospital as well 
as made a search for the cul¬ 
prits who could not be found 
A report was lodged with the 
Police who have since pro¬ 
vided a Police Guard as the 
unit does not keep an armed 
guard itself. 

(iii) The Meghalaya State Govern¬ 
ment was contacted over the 
telephone on 30th July 1074 
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and their report has now 
been received. According to 
tlhat report—“as part of 
annual festival in Jaintia hills 
called BEHDENTNKHLAM, a 
bull fight was organised on 
11th July, 1974 at a place 
eight miles from Jowai- 
Badarpur road now looked 
after by BRTF. About 3000 
people witnessed bull fight 
which ended at about 14.30 
hours peacefully and crowd 
dispersed. Suddenly about 100/ 
150 persons of the crowd 
decide^ to hold football 
matches in the same field 
situated adjacent to a small 
BRTF camp. While second 
match was on, some BRTF 
personnel wanted to join the 
game but refused by local 
people and clash ensued. 
BRTF personnel chase^ to the 
camp and crowd pelted stones 
on the camp retaliated by 
BRTF. Meanv’hiie, on inti¬ 
mation sent to the next camp, 
about a furlong away, rein¬ 
forcement ol BRTF personnel 
rushed to the site Clashes 
occurred at different places 
between personnel of the 
camp reinforcement and 
members of dispersing crowd 
Many austained injuries on 
both sides. Incident occurred 
at about 1700/1730 hours. 
Next morning two dead bodies 
of local villagers recovered in 
the area with marks of assult 
with sharp and blunt weapons 
On receipt of information 
Superintendent of Police, 
Jowai rushed to the spot about 
2200 hours ll/12th night. 
Cases registered from both 
sides and under investigation. 
No complaint o* any misbe¬ 
haviour by any one towards 
any girl/women in this 
incident. 

Resolution adopted in a public 
meeting in the area on 24th 
July in this regard also 
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refers to unspecified past in- 
incidents of molestation of 
modesty of local women by 
BRTF personnel and general 
trespass into fields etc. but 
this has no direct link with 
incident reported above.” 

I regret there was a clash between 
the Border Roads personnel and the 
local civilians resulting in casualties 
on both sides The matter is now 
under investigation by the Police. The 
law enforcement machinery will no 
doubt take necessary action, to bring 
the culprits to book. I may assure 
the House that the Border Rca.is 
Organisation will fully cooperate with 
the State Authorities in this regard

MATTERS UNDER RULE 377 

(i) Serious Drought Conditions 
in Orissa 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI 
(Bhubaneswar): Sir, I would like to 
draw the attention of the House and 
of the Government to the serious 
drought conditions in Orissa. Re¬ 
cently there was a PTI report which 
has been published in the Patriot 
dated 5th August and in other papers 
also. I quote: 

“Drought conditions have deve¬ 
loped in varying degrees in all the 
13 districts of Orissa on account of 
scanty, irregular, untimely and 
patchy rains during the last two 
month ... The drought has brought 
in its train suspension of agricul¬ 
tural operations, unemployment and 
distress conditions in different parts 
of all the 13 districts. The prices 
of paddy and rice has also sharply 
risen during the past few weeks. 
The agricultural labourers in the 
rural areas have been worst hit by 
the drought conditions for want of 
employment.” 

The drought in Orissa is most severe. 
Famine conditions are prevailing. 
Recently I went to many parts of my 
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constituency and into the interior 
areas and saw the condition myself. 
The Prime Minister also went to 
Orissa recently to see how agricul¬ 
tural production can be stepped up 
there. At this stage, because of the 
lack of rainfall, there are serious 
drought conditions. I am happy the 
minister concerned is present here. 
Reports of starvation deaths are ap¬ 
pearing. I hope the minister will give 
due attention to the serious drought 
condition there. The Government of 
India should sympathetically consider 
what further assistance can be given 
to Orissa at this stage so that the 
present crisis could be overcome and 
the agricultural production in Orissa 
could be increased. 

(ii) Large scale landslides in Idikki 
district of Kerala 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (Muvattu- 
puzha): Mr. Speaker, Sir, I rise with 
a heart lull of anguish and a voice 
choked with pain, so to say, to report 
to you a case of complete disaster 
which has overtaken certain parts of 
Kerala, especially the distiict from 
where I have been elected to the 
House, namely, Idikki District. What 
has happened there is neither flood 
nor drought. What has happened 
there is landslide on a vast area. Hills 
after hills just exploded and huge 
mass of boulders, sand and dust came 
rushing in. Thousands of homes have 
been razed to the ground and thou¬ 
sands of people have been rendered 
homeless. 

The Idikki District happens to be 
an area where we have got our hydro¬ 
electric project. Some of these areas 
also have been affected. Thousands 
of people have been affected. This 
district has come out of a forest area 
during the last twenty years. What 
has happened is a complete destruc¬ 
tion of the whole district. 

This is a challenge before the State 
Government and the Central Govern¬ 
ment. The challenge is not of ex¬ 
tending relief to the people but of 


reconstructing the whole district 
This is a superhuman task, a stupen¬ 
dous task facing the Government. 
After visiting that area, our Pradesh 
Confess Committee President, Shri 
A. K. Antony, has sent a petition to 
the Prime Minister, a copy of which 
I have with me here. I would like 
to read one or two sentences from 
that. He says: 

“Tens of thousands of acres have 
been laid waste by landslides and 
floods.... Never before has such a 
devastation occurred there. For 
miles on miles crops have been 
completely destroyed and sand and 
rocks covet- the once very fertile 
lands. Thousands of homes have 
been razed to the ground or carried 
away by floods. 34 people are re¬ 
ported to have died in this district 
alone. Thousands of cattle also 
have succumbed to the landslides 
and floods... Hoads have been dis- 
lupted and many parts of the dis¬ 
trict have become inaccessible... 
The farmlands that have been cov¬ 
ered by rock?, and sand cannot be 
made cultivable again very easily. 
In this district where agriculture is 
virtually the sole source of employ¬ 
ment this will leave tens of thou¬ 
sands of able-bodied men and wo¬ 
men unemployed for a long time to 
come.... The total damage in 
Idikki District alone is estimated to 
be in the region of Rs. 6 crores. 
This has got to be tackled on a war 
footing. Food, clothing and other 
materials have got to be rushed, 
setting aside all other priorities.... 
The State Government is doing all 
within their power and resources to 
rush help and provide relief to the 
people affected. But the immensity 
of the problem is far beyond their 
power to tackle. Without larger 
scale and immediate help from the 
Centre they cannot tackle it. Words 
are not enough for me to convey 
the whole picture.” 

The Finance Commission has allotted 
only a meagre amount. It so happens 
that Kerala is given only Rs. 30 lakhs 
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per year the lowest amount for any 
State. This House has got to feel the 
agony of the people. Therefore, Sir, 
I am appealing to you to give us some 
time to discuss this matter so that the 
Finance Minister could also take ac¬ 
count of the whole situation. Money 
will have to be rushed to this place. 
This is an area here we have got cash 
crops which fetch foreign exchange. 
We are producing power for the entire 
area. This is an area where human 
labour, labour power, invested in 
fertile land has built a new district, 
so to say. The whole thing has been 
destroyed. It has to be reconstructed. 
Sir, may I appeal to you to kindly 
allot some time so that the whole 
matter could be discussed, the ques¬ 
tion of relief, the question of assis¬ 
tance under the recommendations of 
the Finance Commission, everything 
could be discussed. So. I again re¬ 
quest that time may be allotted for 
a discussion on this matter. 

SHRl S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
Sir, I want to raise.... 

MR. SPEAKER; He has written to 
me in the matter. Why should he not 
hand it over to the Minister himself? 
He wants me to hand it over to the 
Minister. Do not do it always in the 
way you like. You have to follow the 
procedure.

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai): You have to consider 
whether two entirely different con¬ 
cepts could be joined together as tt is 
sought to be done in this Bill. That ia 
to say, we have to see whether the 
concept of management and the con¬ 
cept of raising tax could be joined to¬ 
gether. In the past such instances 
have met with the disapproval of the 
Chair. Speaker Mavalankar disap¬ 
proved of such joining together of two 
entirely different concepts and Mr. T.T. 
Krishnamachari had once to concede 
that it was not proper to do so. What 
we think is that it is a matter for you 
to consider whether the Minister can 
be allowed to join two different con¬ 
cepts. It is a composite Bill. It is a 
cross of two different things. Whether 
such a Bill could be presented to the 
House is the main question before 
us just now. Also the House Is being 
placed in such a position in which it 
has to deprive the other House of its 
right as Mr. Madhu Limaye said. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: Or the 
other way round. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEB 
(Burdwan): What I wish to submit 
is this. Clause 15(2) of the Bill says: 

“Every duty of excise leviable 
under sub-section ( 1 ) on any item 
shall be payable by the person by 
whom such item is produced.” 

This is the provision for imposition 
of duty. Then, Sir, the entire amount 
goes to the Consolidated Fund of India. 
Please see Clause 16. It says: 

"The proceeds of the duties of ex¬ 
cise levied under section 15 shall 
first be credited to the Consolidated 
Fund of India and the Central Gov¬ 
ernment may, if Parliament by ap¬ 
propriation made by law in this be¬ 
half so provides, pay to the Board 
from time to time, from out of such 
proceeds, after deducting the expen¬ 
ses of collection such sums of money 
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as it may think fit for being utilised 
exclusively for the purpose of this 
Act.” 

Sir, under Article 110(1), a Bill shall 
be deemed to be a money Bill if it 
contain!) only provisions dealing with 
all or any of the following matters, 
namely: — 

4 * (li) ** * * * 

(b) * '• * * 

(c> the custody of the Consolidated 
Fund or the Contingency Fund of 
India, the payment of moneys into 
or the withdrawal of moneys from 
any such Fund.” 

Therefore, any bill dealing with the 
payment that goes into the Consolida¬ 
ted Fund and expenses out of it shall 
be a money' Bill within the meaning of 
Article 110. Kindly see the main object 
of the Bill. That is to impose taxa¬ 
tion. As it appears from the State¬ 
ment of Objects and Reasons of this 
Bill also, the primary objects of the 
Bill is to impose taxation in the 
grab of regulating and controlling 
the oil industry by setting up a 
Development Board. 

The real object is, therefore, to re¬ 
cover money by imposition of duty 
and new taxes. Therefore this is a 
Money Bill. The question arises, if 
the primary purpose of this Bill is to 
recover excise duty or levy taxation, 
can such a Bill can be brought for¬ 
ward in the garb of a regulatory Bill 
for controlling the industry? It is 
being sponsored by the Petroleum 
Minister and not by the Finance 
Minister. Under Art. 110, it has to 
I be a Money Bill. Therefore it is not 
fair to Lok Sabha. As Shri Limaye 
pointed out, Rajya Sabha has got all 
the powers of amendments and to 
bring about changes in the Bill. 

SHRl R. V. BADE (Khargone): In 
[the Statement of Objects and Reasons 
* the Bill, it is said: 

“To begin with, it is proposed to 
recover by way of a cess in the 


form of a duty of excise of Rs. 60 
per tonne on crude oil produced 
in the country and delivered to 
the refineries.” 

That means they want to collect 
Rs. 60 per tonne on crude oil and 
want to put it in the Consolidated 
Fund. If it is so, then, it is* purely 
a money Bill and therefore, I agree 
with what Shri Somnath Chatterjee 
said just now. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE (Calcutta 
--North-East): I submit that the 
technical plea with which this Bill 
is brought has to be taken very 
seriously into consideration, because 
we cannot have miscellaneous and 
anomalous legislation of this sort 
passed almost on the sly in this House. 
I say this because, earlier, the Govern¬ 
ment came forward in this House in a 
surprise manoeuvre, and even though 
they gave notice, after all. that kind 
of manoeuvre could not so easily pass 
muster. They have come forward 
again with this hybrid composition in 
jurisprudence, which is a very peculiar 
thing. I would wish you, in your wis¬ 
dom, to not only give your ruling in 
regard to the utter inadmissibility of 
this particular form of Bill but also 
in regard to the kind of manouvre 
which the Government appears to have 
■been practising, for Heaven knows 
what reasons mgiht lie behind it. 

MR. SPEAKER: It is since this 
morning when I received this inti¬ 
mation from Shri Madhu Limaye that 
I have been trying to apply my mind 
to it. The basic trouble has started— 

I am not to blame for it—because I 
thought that that was a very very 
confidential thing, and if that goes out 
it deprives the State of a lot of funds; 
budget and all that, and so I accepted 
that it was all right let that Bill re¬ 
mains secret. But, I must say with a 
lot of hesitation that again 1 have been 
thinking over it and. indirectly, I re¬ 
ferred my views to the bon. Minister 
also I think a very extraordinary pro¬ 
cedure was adopted in this. 
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Now, if the Minister says that this 
Bill is a secret one and if the Speaker 
says something and if something goes 
out, the heavens may rock. If we have 
it, then the Speaker is to 'be blamed. 
As the whole story unfolds, I find that 
in this Bill, under clauses 15 and 16 
you are levying taxes. The Chair is 
there afteraU, to see that we observe 
the rules, we follow the Constitution 
and not completely tilt everything in 
your favour. This is my view. Now 
you have put me in a very difficult 
situation, M*\ Minister. If I now say 
it will not be a money Bill. I will be 
unjust to myself. If I say it is a 
money Bill, I will be depriving 
Hajya Sabha. Now, let me know 
what I should do. What is there in 
the code of secrecy that you plan¬ 
ned for these unforeseen objections. 
So, I would ask you to please explain 
it. 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: Sir, I am 
grateful to the hon. Members as well 
as to you for the views expressed. 
This Bill, when it was introduced, was 
introduced as a secret Bill, because our 
Constitution permitted a secret Bill to 
be introduced. 

MR. SPEAKER: That is during the 
war. 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH; I placed it 
before you that it should be permitted 
to be introduced as a secret Bill. The 
decision is not mine. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
He is letting down the Chair. 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: What am I 
here? Who am I here? I am an ordi¬ 
nary member. I have the same rights 
as any other Member. 

(Interruptions). 

MR. SPEAKER: May I request you, 
after all we have to reach certain con¬ 
clusions. He can have his say. 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: Therefore, 
it was brought because it was under¬ 
stood that this Bill, the day it is in¬ 


troduced, will enable the Government 
to collect the levy which is envisaged 
by the Government. You will remem¬ 
ber, an hon. Member, Shri Jyotirmoy 
Bosu asked the specific question 
whether on the introduction of this 
Bill you will levy anything on the oil 
companies as well as O.N.G.C. I re¬ 
plied that we will collect from 
O.N.G.C., Assam Oil Company and also 
Oil India—50 per cent of which is 
owned by Government and 50 per cent 
by the BOC. The purpose is very 
simple. It will enable us to collect 
dues as soon as it is introduced in 
this House. Therefore, it was intro¬ 
duced and you permitted its introduc¬ 
tion and the House accepted it I am 
the servant of the House as well as 
under your control. I will abide by 
whatever you decide. When I intro¬ 
duced this Bill there was objection 
from some of the Members, but in¬ 
spite of this 1 was allowed to introduce 
this Bill and the House permitted its 
introduction. Now, what is the point 
in raising it at this stage now. (Inter¬ 
ruptions) . 

I will entirely abide by your deci¬ 
sion. I suggest that this Bill is a Bill 
which certainly charges a levy on 
crude oil but it has one motivation 
only, that charges/levies is a cess on 
the crude oil and the point is that this 
money will be used by a Board subject 
to the control of the Comptroller and 
Auditor General of India. 

That is the purpose. There is no 
dual purpose in this. The purpose i» 
that this money will be collected and 
it will be spent for the development 
of the oil industry in accordance with 
the decision of this House, subject to 
the control of the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General. That is the purpose. 

13 hrs. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE; May I 
say a word?.... 

MR. SPEAKER.. Let him please sit 
down. I know it. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: I wajj 
to read out from the proceedings 01 
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the 22nd July, just to refresh your 
memory. 

MR. SPEAKER; Why is he so im¬ 
patient? 

I may tell Mr. Borooah that when 
this Bill was just brought on the spot, 
since no Member has seen it, I had 
said that after it was introduced, hon. 
Members could raise their objections 
at the time it was taken up because 
they said that the Bill had just been 
laid on the Table and they did not 
have the time to go through it. That 
is why they have a right to raise 
their objections now. 


Now, according to the hon. Minister, 
if I were to accept what he has said, 
his levy may come, but he expects 
me to go out of the rules and the 
constitution for the sake of his levy; 
he expects the Speaker to ignore the 
Tules and ignore the constitutional 
provisions. It means also the setting 
of a very very bad precedent. If it 
were only for myself, I might oblige 
him, but this has to go down to my 
successors also. That is the reason. 
The hon. Minister himself has been 
•Speaker of the Assam Assembly, and 
1 do not think that he would have 
accepted this position. For the sake of 
his levy, he is advising me that I 
should ignore the rules and the Cons¬ 
titution. 

SOME HON. MEMBERS: You can¬ 
not. 


MR. SPEAKER: Of course, I can¬ 
not. He is giving me the bait in the 
form of the money that will c ome 
to the country; he had justified it in 
his own way; that may be all right 
for him, but he thinks that I must also 
swallow everything. 


Now, let him proceed on. But it is 
for me to further consider in the light 
of this as to what I shall do. 


I shall have to evolve a procedure. 
I But in future, let all the Ministers 
take it for granted that I shall never 
allow a secret Bill tinless they assure 


me in writing that there are no taxa¬ 
tion proposals in it. I thought that 
this must be something very innocent 
and in the interests of the country 
and it might be something very big 
and, therefore, I had allowed it. 

SHRI MADHU LIMA YE; It is a 

fraud. 

MR. SPEAKER: Let him not call 
it so. The hon. Minister is very genuine 
and he is desiring to have the money; 
he is not having this levy for l.imstut. 
but it is for all of us, and for the 
Government. But here is the poor 
Speaker who is also asked to safeguard 
it. I am going to keep this and I am 
going to study that. We shall have 
to evolve a procedure. 

SHRI MADHU LIMA YE: We can¬ 
not proceed with the Bill now. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
There is one other thing also to which 
you have to address yourself. Probab¬ 
ly, tlie hon. Minister would have done 
some justice to the House if he could 
have made this also a part of the 
second Finance Bill. 

MR. SPEAKER: That wa s the pro¬ 
per thing, 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
The second Finance Bill was already 
in the offing and he should have done 
It. 


MR. SPEAKER; That was the pro¬ 
per thing which should have been 
done, but he has not done it. So, 
what can we do? Both the cats have 
already come’ out of the bag. Hi s cat 
is out of the bag, and the Finance 
Minister’s cat is also out. We cannot 
put them in the bag again. That is 
also out of the secrecy bag. We cannot 
he’p it. Everything is now in the 
interests of the enunt-y. We shall 
have to evolve certain procedures. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
If all ihp Ministries were to have 
their own levies, then there would be 
no need for a Finance Minister or 
a Finance Bill or a budget. 
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SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
The point is that this levy will be 
on Government undertakings or gemi- 
Govemment undertakings. What was 
the difficulty in realising the, tax 
from them? It is not going to be 
realised from the common people at 
least directly but perhaps only in¬ 
directly. So, what was the secrecy 
about it? Why should the Government 
undertakings not pay the cess? 

MR. SPEAKER; In the broader 
interests, now it is all right. We 
cannot put them in the bag again. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
My submission is that the cess aspect, 
the levy aspect, of it could be put in 
the Finance Bill and separated from 
the management aspect. That is the 
simple thing which can be done. Let 
them amend the Finance Bill. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: Let 
there be a short adjournment. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: Let us 
adjourn it.

STATEMENT ON FLOODING OF 
POWER HOUSE AT BHAKRA 

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION 
AND POWER (SHRI K. C. PANTi : 
Flooding of the galleries at EL 1180 
of the Left Bank Power. House at 
Bhakra, apparently through draft 
tube dewatering valve, was noticed, 
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at 11.50 hrs. on 5-8-74. All the Units 
of the Left Power House were stopped 
and dewatering operations were star¬ 
ted immediately. Since the inflow 
exceeded the pumping capacity, the 
water level in the galleries kept ris¬ 
ing and reached an elevation of 1150 
at 19.00 hours. The water started 
receding at that time and the dewater¬ 
ing operations were completed at 
7 A M. today (6-8-74). Drying opera¬ 
tions of air compressors, motors, cool¬ 
ing water motors etc. of Unit I were 
started and it was brought back into 
operation at 10.45 A.M. today (6-8-74). 
The power supply position is now 
normal. With the shutting of Left 
Power House (generating 180 MW at 
that time) at 11.50 hrs. load shedding 
was resorted to from 12.00 hrs. on 
5-8-74 when the system load was 588 
MW. The load was transferred to 
the right bank of the Power House and 
the Nang.aj Power Houses (Ganguwal 
and Kotla). The load wa s progres¬ 
sively reduced to 235 MW at 14.00 hrs. 
to facilitate dewatering operations and 
thereafter it was again raised which 
reached 394 MW at 16.00 hrs. which 
was almost the normal demand of that 
time. However, the Nangal Fertiliser 
load (72 MW) which is directly con¬ 
nected to the Left Power House could 
not be met because of limitations of 
transfer capacity from the right 
side Power House. The factory was 
being supplied 48 MW since 16.00 hrs. 
yesterday but has since been raised 
to 72 MW with effect from 10.45 hrs. 
this morning. The total generation 
during 24 hrs. ending 18.00 hrs. on 
5-8-74 was 11.53 M. Units against the 
normal schedule of 11.80 M. Units.

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan): This Bill purports to 
give effect to some recommendations 
of the Commission on Major Ports 
which gave its report in 1970. I find 
from this report that altogether 160 
recommendations were made by this 
Commission and after about four 
years of supposed deliberations, the 
Government has thought fit now to 
bring forward a Bill dealing with one 
or two of the recommendations. To 
the major recommendations of this 
Commission for the better and improv¬ 
ed functioning of the different porta 
in India no attention has been given, 
as is apparent from the Bill that has 
been {nought. The only proposal is 
to constitute or reconstitute the Port 


Trusts or the Boards of Management 
without looking into the various im¬ 
portant recommendations of the Com¬ 
mission. Therefore, it seems that the 
Government thought that since an 
important Commission has made some 
recommendations about 4 or 5 years 
ago, something has to be done and 
‘let us do with the minimal of if, 
namely, the constitution of the Board 
And the Major things remain un¬ 
attended. 


So far as tHe reconstitution which 
has been contemplated, kindly see 
that the whole of the Bombay Port 
Trust Act and the Calcutta Port Trust 
Act have been stated here to be no 
longer operative except in respect of 
one very important thing—see clause 
38 relating, to the municipal assess¬ 
ment of the property. Now, one of 
the m^or recommendations was that 
these provisions in the old Act would 
not be retained. Now, this is an 
attempt still to continue those pro¬ 
visions whereby the Government avoid 
payment of the municipal rates and 
taxes in respect of the Port Trust 
property. Although the Commission 
has recommended otherwise, the Gov¬ 
ernment has not accepted it. Now, an 
attempt is sought to be made to create 
an impression as if the Board is not 
functioning properly and that if there 
is a change in the Board, all the ill* 
and difficulties faced by the different 
ports will be solved. That is not the 
position. I want to make this submis¬ 
sion that this is a sort of an attempt 
to create an impression ft»r the people 
that these different Boards whiA 
have been constituted under the old 
Act are not functioning properly and 
the only cure is to reconstitute or 
change them. I do welcome vf 
change for the better. But why i* 
this piecemeal legislation like thi* 
tinkering with the problem end not 
facing and trying to solve the 

problem? . ■ 


I do not with to sound parochial. 
But what is the position of the Calcut¬ 
ta Port to-day, which is the-a* 
important port in the whole of the 
country? What is bring done wim 
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regard to the Calcutta port? Even In 
the last two years, the volume of 
traffic has fallen from 6.6 ™winn 
tonnes jn 1972-73 to 6.23 million tonne* 
in 1973-74. It appears now that in 
view of the present navigable posi¬ 
tion o£ the river Hooghly, no ship 
with a draft of 18’ B nd above will be 
able to reach Calcutta port or leave 
it after 4 years if in the meantime 
no water is released from Farakka. 
This is the position with regard to 
the Hooghly river. The Calcutta port 
depends upon the navigability of the 
Hooghly river. Now, what is being 
done? We have been promised by this 
Government that this water will come 
from Farakka, but this, like their 
usual promise, has not been kept. The 
position is—I will Just read a report 
from the Statesman which says: 

“At present navigation on the 
Hooghly was carried out by day- 
to-day manoeuvres..." 

This is the stage to which it has 
brought the Calcutta port. 

“They said it was easier for ships 
to reach Calcutta by taking the 
help of the tide but they had to 
face many obstacles during their 
way back.” 

Sir, many suggestions have been 
made but they have not been imple¬ 
mented. The usual speeches are there. 
And I find once or twice, our popular 
Deputy Minister here had gone there. 
He gave us hopes, but I am sure he is 
very much a prisoner in the whole 
set up and cannot do anything even 
If he tries. I wish to place before the 
honourable House one or two other 
important aspects with regard to the 
Calcutta Port. Here it is said*. 

“The vessels during their outward 
movement now have to follow » 
hop, stop and Jump method. Ships 
must cross the lint bar 30 miles 
from Calcutta popularly known as 
low water crossing so that they are 
able to cross more formidable once 
like the Eastern Ghat 'during the 
highest stage of tidal rise.

The hydraulic experts said that 
the navigational channels on the 
Hooghly was becoming narrower, 
every day. Safe anchorage* for 
ship* during the crossing of bars 
were also becoming fewer than 
before. This situation had inevitably 
restricted the number of vessels 
that could move in and out of Cal¬ 
cutta.” 

But, Sir, the position is that as 
early as in 1928 one million tonnes 
of cargo could be carried from Cal- 
ships were required for removal of the 
silting and other hazards in 1971,177 
ship* were required for removal of 
the same quantity. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; This is 
an important point you are making, 
but does it come within the scope of 
this Bill? 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Very much so. This is regarding the 
implementation of the reports of the 
Major Ports Commission. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Farakka 
is a complicated question. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE; 
It is very important. This is a major 
port. We are having a legislation 
which will only be.. 

MR DEPUTY-SPEAKER; It is re¬ 
lated also to our relation with Bang¬ 
ladesh. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE; 
My point is that the c-mendment does 
not take into consideration the major 
recommendation and there is no pro¬ 
vision made with regard to the better 
working of the major ports. This is 
my submission. And there is no point.' 
in saying that once you put two 
labour representative* everything 
will be all right. We welcome the 
proposal. We want it to be four 
as Mr. Shastri has proposed. But' 
what I want to say Is this. Don’t try 
to give an impression to the country 
that you bad net been given soAdeafe 
powers, in order to bring about law 
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provement in the functioning of. the 
major ports in the country. Merely 
changing the number of trustees from 
20 to 17 or 30 to 17 do not think that 
you will make wonders. This is not 
going to be the position. You have to 
approach the problem with a proper 
perspective. You should try to solve 
the problem instead of tinkering with 
it. Don’t think that our country will 
march towards progress if the Calcut¬ 
ta port is killed; please do not have 
such illusion. I am not speaking for 
my State only. I am not parochial* 
Let that impression be not there. 
Don’t think this country can progress 
further if the Calcutta port is ruined. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I do not 
think anybody has that impression. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
My point is this, Sir. I wish to point 
out that while this report is there 
on all these matters, no worth-while 
attempt has been made to remedy the 
defects to improve the working, the 
functioning, of the Calcutta Port. This 
is my submission. A large amount of 
expenditure i g being incurred on ac¬ 
count of dredging. Dredging can never 
solve the problem permanently. There 
are various suggestions made by ex¬ 
perts. I want to know as to what 
steps are taken for improvement of 
the Calcutta Port. One suggestion was 
regarding construction of barrage with 
locks and regulating, gates on Hoo ^hJy 
near Pakuri. near Fatta. Then ships 
of 35' draught win tome to the port 
of Calcutta. 
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time from which this water from 
Farakka will be available to the river 
Hooghly. W e have been promised and 
and promised that 40,000 causes of, 
water would be available. Nothing is 
going to happen before Calcutta port 
is made a desert. Can you give us 
all assurance? 


Then, there is need for another 
barrage below Haldia with locks and 
regulating gates to be constructed. 
There should be two dykes on both 
sides of Hooghly near sand bead which 
will narrow the fifteen mile breadth 
5 Highly to two to three mUes. 
The silt will not accumulate at the 
sand head. Rather it will remain 
deep. These are very important pro¬ 
posals which have to be implement 
seriously considered by 
meat.

Nbw, Sir, why should there be such 
. a discrepancy in the powers of the 
'Chairman and the Board as a whole. 
The Board of Trustees will have re¬ 
presentations of different interests. 
Why should not the Board of Trustees 
have powers? Why should the Chair¬ 
man have greater powers than the 
Board itself? So far as employee’s re¬ 
presentatives are concerned, there 
should be an adequate representation. 

I would like to point out that these 
matters should not be left merely to 
the discretion of the Government. The 
amendment which is being proposed 
only fixes the minimum number with 
regard to the labour representatives. 
It does not fix the basis on which dif¬ 
ferent numerical strength of different 
interests will be projected in the 
Board. There ought to be some guide¬ 
lines which should not be left merely 
to the Central Government to decide 
without any principles being indica¬ 
ted. 

So far as apopintments of officers 
are concerned, it is a matter which 
should certainly be dealt with at the 
higher level. I would, however, like 
to point out that so far as different 
ports are concerned, serious charges of 
corruption and misuse of power are 
being made. We would like to know 
what the Government is doing with 
regard to them. In so far as the func¬ 
tioning of some of the officers, whom 
I do not want to name, are concerned, 
in Calcutta Pott, they have become a 
matter of scandal. This should be im¬ 
mediately looked into. I welcome the 
limited amendment proposed. Though 
some changes are made, yet I feel that 
some sort of uniformity has to be 
brought about in regard to all major 
ports in India. What is brought about 
bv the Major Port T v ust Amendment 
Bill should not be the last word in 
the matter of bringing about improve¬ 
ments in all major oorts in India. The 
hon. Minis 4 eT should at least assure 
the House that Government is serious¬ 
ly thinking on the acceptability or 
otherwise of the recommendations

made by Ibis Commission and ?the 
steps they propose to take to imple¬ 
ment those proposals, when they pro¬ 
pose to bring forward a further legis- 
lation-a more comprehensive legisla¬ 
tion—they should not bring forward 
legislation piecemeal in order to give 
an injustified impression to this coun¬ 
try. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (KANARA): Sir, 

I welcome the Bill that has been 
presented by the hon. Minister for 
Shipping and Transport. The reasons 
for <iis Bill have been stated in the 
Statement of Objects and Reasons, 
namely, to give effect to certain recom¬ 
mendations of the Major Ports Com¬ 
mission accepted by Government This 
was in 1968. There has been a consi¬ 
derable period of time which have 
accepted since 1968 and 1974. About 
the same time this Commission was 
going into the question of major ports 
there was another study team which 
at the instance and invitation of the 
then Minister, Dr. V.K.R.V. Rao, had 
visited this country and made a re¬ 
port. This was by the International 
Association of Ports and Harbours 
where is a fund of information which 
has been given by this Commission as 
well which I am quite sure has also 
got the attention of the hon. Minister. 
I shall refer to the general recom¬ 
mendations of that study team later 
but as for the specific case I would like 
to submit while this Bill takes care of 
the entire coastline of 3,500 miles in 
this country spreading from Calcutta 
to Kandla we may see almost every 
State in this country which is a mari¬ 
time State in this country has been 
taken care of and serviced by a major 
poTt. Maharashtra is serviced by Bom¬ 
bay; West Bengal by Calcutta; Tamil 
Nadu by Madras; Andhra Pradesh by 
Vishakhapatnam; Orissa by Paradip;

SHRI KAMLAPATI TRIPATHI:

what he would like to know is whe¬ 
ther Manglore will come under the 
Major Port Trusts Act after it has 
been amended. 

SHRI KAMALAPATI TRJPATHI: 
Of course, it will come. 

MR DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I think 
he should be satisfied with that. 

SHRI A. K. M. ISHAQUE BASIR- 
HAT: Would there be any provision 
in this Bill? 

MR DEPUTY-SPEAKER: That 
does not matter. That can be bro¬ 
ught in later on. I think there is 
some provision in the Bill under which 
'hey can include any other port. 


now, as a major port, I would re¬ 
quest the hon. Minister to go through 
the statement made by the Karnat¬ 
aka State Minister for Ports and Har¬ 
bours, Mr Syed Ahmed Mohammad 
Umar Yahya, in the month of July. 
1974 in front of the Karnataka Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce and Industry. It 
seems that he has been trying to draw 
the attention of the Centre to the 
need for further development of the 
Mangalore port. The details will be 
available in his statement. His re¬ 
marks might be a little critical and 
unpalatable as far as the original de¬ 
cision in regard to the selection of the 
aite, etc. is concerned. However, let 
bygones be bygones, and we would 
not like to deal with this specific case. 
But the selection of the future ports 
at least will have to be done, bearing 
in mind the fact that in regard to the 
question of ports, harbours and such 
other technological developments, 
political considerations of local pres¬ 
sure groups or political lobbies should 
bear the least amount of relevance 
when ultimately the decision is made 
by the Ministry in regard to the lo¬ 
cation of the sites of major national 
development 

The only point in regard to the port 
trusts which I have reason to comp¬ 
lain about to that there major port 
trusts in this country have always 
grown and all continue to grow be¬ 
cause of the undivided attention paid 
by the Government of India at the 
cost of the minor ports and the inter¬ 
mediate ports. Therefore, while we 
do appreciate the fact tbat t*>e t^ree 
pioneer ports, namely Bombay, 
Calcutta and Madras have now been 
equated with the rest of the major 
ports in this country. I would like to 
know whether it w*ll not be possible 
for the Government, in the Ministry 
of Shipping »nd Transport to bring 
forward a uniform Act in regard to 
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ell the ports that are there in these 
3500 miles of the Indian coastline, so 
that we have a common law Why 
should these be treated as something 
special and something at a higher le¬ 
vel which needs the undivided at¬ 
tention of the Government of India? 
What wrong, for example, have the 
undeveloped but potentially tremen¬ 
dous ports like Karwar have done? 
What harm has it done? 

What has Bhatkal done? What has 
Malpe done? There are hundreds of 
such ports which are languishing for 
want of consideration and attention, 
financial assistance and so on. If 
these are identified and prompted, the 
congestion and other problems of the 
major ports and port trusts can be 
solved not through administrative 
measures but by providing the mer¬ 
chant navy an alternative option. 

One of the handicaps in this behalf 
Is this. ^ Again take Karwar. The 
shipyard cannot come there because 
it is not a major port. A major port 
cannot come because there is no rail¬ 
way line. A railway line cannot come 
unless there is a major port. 

SHRIMATI PARVATI KRISHNAN: 
The railways have no money—at 
least that is what they say. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Money can be 
found provided it gets priority. I 
would say this is a vicious circle. 
Therefore, I would suggest that until 
and unless you bring in uniform leg¬ 
islation, things in regard to the rest 
of the ports in the country will not 
brighten. That would be a major 
national loss. 

Coming back to the recommenda¬ 
tions made by thi s International As¬ 
soc' ation of Ports and Harbours, some 
of them are sort of eye-openers. One 
is that the Central Government should 
closely not control port purchase of 
costly capital equipment. This is 
not very flattering for our port trust 
administrations. What do they mean 
by that? I am not critdsing the 


study team. I am asking what is 
wrong with our port trust administ¬ 
rations. In other words are the top 
managements of the ports not cap¬ 
able of making proper purchases? 
That means purchases decisions have 
to be taken out of their hands. In 
plain terms, they allude to corrup¬ 
tion in purchases. This is not very 
flattering. 

Then they should there should be 
clearance facilities avoidance of de¬ 
murrage charges, the waiting that 
goes at the ports should be brought 
dowti to 24 hours. This is something 
like asking for the moon. We get 
well-loaded fertiliser and food ships 
which come there and wait upstream 
for a period of 15 days. The whole 
country pays in foreign exchange the 
demurrage charges worth hundreds 
of thousands of rupees. I do not 
know whether this legislation alone 
will bo able to prevent this wastage 
of our foreign exchange. 

The last point Is this. Are we in 
a position at least to utilise the full 
capacity of theso major port trusts? 
At present what is the handling capa¬ 
city and what are the plans and pro¬ 
grammes to fully utilise the built-in 
capacity of the major ports of this 
country? 

With these few remarks, I support 
the Bill. 

SHRIMATI PARAVATI KRISHNAN 
(Coimbatore): I welcome the thought 
that it is there behind this Bill of 
bringing about uniformity amongst the 
major port trusts. But I have got my 
qualms and these are what I would 
like to give experession to now, speak¬ 
ing on this Bill- 

Firstly, what is disturbing Ls that 
clauses 9, 10 and 11 of the Bill seek 
to give the Chairman extraordinary 
powers and will militate more and 
more againt the democratic function¬ 
ing the port truts. At the moment, 
the port trustees do have certain 
powers but these clauses seek to take 
away those powers and give further 
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powers to the Chairman who already 
has so many powers. We have ex¬ 
perience of the functioning of these 
port trust boards. We know that, 
saddled as they are with a large 
number of representatives of various 
government departments, when the 
Chairman happens to be fin IAS or ICS 
officer, these poor Johnnies are most 
nervous to open their mouths to pro¬ 
test against what the Chairman may 
be doing which they consider may not 
be correct. 

Again, the functions of the various 
members of the board have not been 
defined specifically in order to create 
the basis for demorcatic functioning 
of these Boards. The Chairman has 
the power to reject any point that a 
member of the board may send to be 
included in the agenda; he does not 
have to assign any reason. He may 
say: “I do not like your face or I ao 
not like your voice and therefore, T 
had not included it in the agenda." 
Therefore, it i s necessary that *hcse 
functions should be clearly defined so 
that we safeguard against autocratic 
antt bureaucratic functioning. It will 
he in the interest of the efficient 
working of the ports if the boards are 
run properly; otherwise why have 
these boards a t all? I s it to show 
that there i s democratic functioning 
in the ports i n democratic India, 
where incidentally most things are 
done by Ordinances? Why have 
these boards? You can as well func¬ 
tion through Ordinances. Therefore, 
I would have been happier if the Bill 
did not contain these clauses which 
seek to restrict the powers of the 
boards and enlarge the powers of the 
chairman a s these will only lead to 
distortion in the working of the 
boardn. 

For instance, till recently the chair¬ 
man has had the power to sanction 
work upto a sum of Rs. 25.000 with¬ 
out the prior sanction of the board; 
he could go to the board for ex post 
.facto sanction. That amount has re¬ 
cently been increased by the Govern¬ 
ment. He has been given more and 
more powers and the powers of the 
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board as such are being restricted.. I 
would therefore appeal to the Minis¬ 
ter, broadminded as he is and having 1 
been brought up in a^yctem of demo¬ 
cracy till now, that he should with¬ 
draw these clauses from the Bill. 

I should next ike to refer to axu 
other provision that affects the func¬ 
tioning of these boards. Today there 
is no uniform policy regarding recog¬ 
nition of trade unions among the 
various ports; it var'es from port to 
port. As a result of verification 
having been gone through, certain 
unions had got representation on the 
boards. But that trade union still re¬ 
mains unrecognised. The leader of 
our party. Shri Inderjit Gupta is the 
president of the Calcutta Port and 
Dock Workers’ union and was a mem¬ 
ber of the Port trust from April 70 to 
March 1974. But the union was not 
recognised, in terms of industrial re¬ 
lations. It was so inspite of verifica¬ 
tion. The result was that a vast num¬ 
ber of problems and disputes which 
would come up and which could be 
settled at the grass root level across 
the table would have to be processed 
by the Labour Ministry and then the 
Ministry of Transport and Communi¬ 
cations according to the usual proce¬ 
dures ana delays. Files had to be 
chased from one Ministry to another. 
We would have to wait when the 
Minister in dharge was changed be¬ 
cause of Cabinet reshuffle. With the 
result the sores were festering mare 
and more leading to disharmony. 
When the workers reach the end of 
their patience and a strike takes place 
then there is a hulla-baloo about how 
they are holding the country to ran¬ 
som, as was done about the railway 
workers. There is the same k ; nd of 
bankruptcy in respect of industrial 
relations in other departments and 
ministries also, I would therefore, 
appeal to the hon.. Minister that at 
least he should have t^e foresight 
and make some provisions for the 
recognition of unions and have the 
atmosphere cleared in the boa r d *ob 
proper industrial relations so that 
labour and industrial problems could 
be settled in the shortest possible 
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time by the creation of facilities for 
across the table settlements. Take 
for instance the recognition of the 
Madras Port United Labour Union. 
ASK is the President of that union. 
Today by virtue of vertification, he is 
a member of the Port Trust; he is a 
trustee. At the same time, the union 
is not still recognised, although last 
year it had a membership of 6400. 
There have been more than one strike 
during the last two years in that par¬ 
ticular port and they could be settled 
only when $»s union’s representatives 
were called to Delhi by the Transport 
Ministry or the Labour Ministry. Why 
get to that stage? Why not have a 
proper policy of recognition of unions 
for settling industrial disputes and 
maintaining industrial harmony? 

I am glad we have heard a voice 
•speaking for Mangalore. I think I 
should also speak what I am com¬ 
mitted to speak for my State of 
Tamilnadu. Why is it that Tuticorin 
has been left out? 

SERI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: It has already been declared a 
major port. Notification has been 
issued. But some work is still to be 
completed, 

SERI B. V. NAIK: The Deputy 
Minister is contradicting his senior 
colleague. While we have been given 
a clean assurance in regard to 
Mangalore.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I raised 
that question and he said, nothing 
stands in the way of Mangalore and 
other ports being brought within the 
purview of tnis Act through an ad¬ 
ministrative measure. 


SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN: We have experience of Gov¬ 
ernment’s functioning. First it is 
under consideration, then active con¬ 
sideration, then urgent consideration 
and months and years pass by. 


SERI B. V. NAIK: It should be 
done by a legislative measure. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: If you 
are so keen, you should have sent in 
an amendment that these ports 
should be included here. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN: The State Government, in the 
midst of all its preoccupations, has 
also recommended that Tuticorin be 
included as a major port. It is not 
only a question of this legislation 
covering Tuticorin Port. The pro¬ 
blem will be, whether the workers of 
the harbour project in Tuticorin are 
to be absorbed in the Port Trust or 
not. That demand is still outstand¬ 
ing. That is why we would like the 
minister to include Tuticorin in this 
Bill itself so that the various pro¬ 
blems that exist there with regard to 
labour can also be settled without 
any delay. 

SHRI CHINTAMONI PANIGRAHI 
(BHUBANESWAR): Sir, I welcome 
this Bill. I welcome also the way in 
which the hon. Minister presented 
this Bill. This is a major develop¬ 
ment, so far as bringing about uni¬ 
formity in all the major ports is con¬ 
cerned, and this is something for 
which wo have bee n trying all these 
years, because there were different 
legislation for different ports. There¬ 
fore, I appreciate the step the Gov¬ 
ernment have taken. 

So far as representation of labour 
is concerned, it is provided here that 
before appointing any person to re¬ 
present labour employed in the port, 
the Central Government shall obtain 
the opinion of the trade union, if any, 
composed of persons employed in the 
port and registered under the Trade 
Unions Act, 1926, and that the num¬ 
ber of persons so appointed shall not 
be less than two. The number can 
be increased to four also. So, there 
is not much of controversy on this 
point. 

Will it not be more useful and 
helpful if the local MIA and MP are 
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nominated by the Government to the 
port trust of that area? That will 
help in democratising the port trust 
when the elected representatives are 
included there. 1 hope the hon. 
Minister will take this point into 
consideration. 

Then I come to the present position 
of Paradeep port, which is a major 
port. I am very happy that it is re¬ 
ceiving the attention of the hon. 
Minister. Recently I had been to 
that port. I was happy to find that 
the Railway Convention Committee 
and the hon. Deputy Minister visited 
that port. Paradeep port was a gift 
by the State Government to the Cen¬ 
tral Government. The State Govern¬ 
ment built that port by their own 
effort and they spent Rs. 16 crores. 
Though the Central Government pro¬ 
mised to reimburse that amount, they 
have not done it so far. It is a big 
burden on the Orissa Government 
because they have to pay interest on 
these Rs. 16 crores. Yet, the Central 
Government have not kept their pro¬ 
mise. 


Though this is one of the deepest 
ports, yet for the last many years it 
is languishing, because three agencies 
are now working in that port, name¬ 
ly, the Port Trust, the railways and 
the MMTC. The Cuttak-Paradeep 
railway link was constructed by 
spending Rs. 16 crores to 17 crores. 
That has been opened only to goods 
traffic to carry iron ore to be export¬ 
ed to Japan. After the completion of 
the track, it was thought that annual¬ 
ly three to four million tonnes of iron 
ore would be exported. Today not 
even 60,000 tonnes of iron ore in a 
month goes to that port because the 
railways do not provide the wagons. 
When we met all the three agencies 
separately, the railways laid the blame 
on the MMTC, the MMTC on the Rail¬ 
ways and the Port Trust on the rail¬ 
ways. Though these agencies have 
been entrusted with the responsibility 
of exporting 4 million tonnes of iron 
ore and even though so much money 


has been spent, here is no coordina¬ 
tion between these three agencies. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: This is 
what the Americans call, passing the 
buck. 

SHRI CHINTAMONI PANIGRAHI: 

I am very happy to know that the, 
hon. Deputy Minister has been ap¬ 
prised of the whole matter and that: 
he has set up a committee after his 
return from that place. I do not know 
whether the committee will be able 
to coordinate the work of the differ¬ 
ent agencies Anyhow the present 
position is that the vast patential of 
that port is languishing. 

Now, the proposal for providing 
wagon tippler system and for com¬ 
pleting the port railway system is 
lying with the Transport Ministry for 
the last three years. The design has 
been completed in Vishakhapatnam. 
In one hour, 25 wagons of iron ore is 
being fed into the ship at Visakha- 
patnam. For the last three years, 
the proposal is still lying with the 
Transport Ministry. They are work¬ 
ing out whether it should be 25 wa¬ 
gons per hour or 45 wagons per hour. 
This argument is going on. They do 
not agree as to whether it should be 
25 wagons per hour or 45 wagons per 
hour. 

Let them agree to figure of 30 or 35 
wagons per hour, strike a mean, and 
introduce this system so that the 
Paradeep port handles more traffic. 
The proposal has not yet been cleared. 
It is still lying with the Transport - 
Ministry. I would request the hon. 
Minister to kindly look into this 
matter. When the design has been 
completed in Vizag, why should it not 
be introduced in the coming 2-3' 
months, in any modified form, in the 
Paradeep port so that you could ex¬ 
port Iron ore. 

About the general cargo berth, the 
Government of India has already 
sanctioned it. Not even one cargo 
berth has been completed though in- 
the Fifth Plan, the target is to have 
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17 general cargo berths. The capa-, 
city of the Paradeep port will cover 
the entire hinterland, right from 
Madhya Pradesh, all this area, and it 
can export 7 million tonnes of goods. 
According to a recent survey conduct¬ 
ed, it can go even upto 9 million 
tonnes. With such potentialities, if 
the Transport Ministry does not take 
a little more interest, the Paradeep 
port is not going to develop. 

Another problem in the Paradeep 
port is the serious erosion that is 
taking place there. Three years ago. 

I went to the place where Nehru laid 
the foundation stone and, at that 
time, sea was 3 miles away from the 
Nehru Bungalow. Today, it is only 
200 ft. away. Such a rapid erosion is 
taking place. They have spent Rs. 34 
crores on such a major port. If the 
erosion is not checked, we are going 
to lose such a big achievement in our 
State. ,It is a national achievement. 

I hope, the Government will do some¬ 
thing about it. I urge upon the 
Minister to look into this problem 
also. 

Lastly, I must congratulate the 
Minister for giving a little hope to 
the people of Orisea about the ship 
building yard. Though it is not with¬ 
in the purview of the discussion of 
this Bill, I am digressing a little. 
When the question came up about 
locating the ship building yard in the 
country, I am very happy to say that 
his reply gave hopes to the people of 
Orissa that the Government of India 
is taking into consideration the ques¬ 
tion of having a ship building yard 
at Paradeep. I welcome this measure.

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY 
(Kendrapara): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, 
Sir, it is common knowledge that to¬ 
day most of our major ports are limp¬ 
ing and are in the red. Their effec¬ 
tiveness leaves much to be desired. 
I n that context, I do expect that this 
Bill should not merely think of the 
problems but should have covered the 
entire aspect of the reorganisation of 
the major ports so as to make their 
functioning more effective? 

The House would recall that a Study 
Team on the Major Ports which had 
been appointed in the year 1968 made 
a recommendation which I quote: 

“We therefore urge that the Indian 
Government authorise a study in 


depth into the entire matter of Ports 
Trust organisation.” 

“We suggest, therefore, that when 
the reorganisation study of the Port 
Trusts is initiated, the services of a 
foreign management consulting firm 
having expertise in the field of orga¬ 
nization be engaged despite the fact 
that the services of such firms are 
generally expensive.” 

In pursuance of this recommendation, 
a Major Ports Commission had been 
appointed which had made many re¬ 
commendations out of which, if I 
remember correctly, the only recom¬ 
mendation which this Bill is going to 
implement is t 0 bring the three major 
ports, Calcutta, Bombay and Madras, 
on par with the other ports like Vizag, 
Tuticorin, Paradip, Kandla and Mar- 
mugao in pursuance of the Port Trust 
Act, 1968. Beyond that, I do not find 
any significant recommendation which 
is sought to be implemented by this 
Bill. I hope the hon. Minister will 
explain to us while replying to this 
debate as to why he has chosen not 
to implement th e other major recom¬ 
mendations which the Major Port 
Trusts Commission had recommended. 

In that context, I shall invite the 
attention of the House to one signifi¬ 
cant fact. As regards the organisation 
of the Port Trust, the Chairman 
occupies a pivotal position in it. But, 
unfortunately, the position of the 
Chairman of the Port Trust is not 
very complimentary. I quote from 
the Report of the Study Team on 
Major Ports of India. On page 47, 
this is what is stated therein:— 

“We have previously presented 
our general impressions of the re¬ 
lationships which exist between 
first, second and third level officials 
at major ports. We add here that 
while there are many obvious weak¬ 
nesses in the relationships between 
these officials, the majority of Chair¬ 
men at the individual ports who are 
members of the Indian Administra¬ 
tive Service (IAS) or, in a few 
case* the Indian Civil Service

(ICS), have had extensive adminis- 
vtratiye experience. As we have said, 
the basic fault we find is th e very 
fact that these individuals are ad¬ 
ministrators rather than managers. 
This appears to b e more a fault of 
the ‘system’ tha n of the individuals.” 

-The Study Team has categorically 
stated that the Chairmen should be 
, more of managers than of administra¬ 
tors. But, what do we find? Some 
administrators function as bureaucrats 
and net as Chairmen. What is the 
-result of all this? I would invite the 
attention of the Minister to page 147 
• of this Report. I quote; 

“The current Chairman of the 
Port Trust has served since May 
1967. He had no experience in port 
operation or management prior to 
becoming Chairman.” 

So, a man without any experience and 
without knowing the B or C of a 
- port, is appointed as Chairman merely 
because of the fact that he belongs to 
the I.A.S. What has been the net 
result? Only yesterday, the hon. 
Minister, in reply to a question, i n this 
House has said that Paradip Port has 
been incurring a loss a t the rate of 
Rs. 3 crores a year. 

Thi 9 is the result when you put an 
administrator as the head of a port 
trust who has got no experience of 
the port whatsoever. But what do 
we find in this Bill? We find the Gov- 
‘ermnent has not educated itself from 
the past experience but on the other 
hand it has given a position of further 
premium to these Chairmen who have 
no experience of port trusts. 

Further, the study team had rightly 
recommended that the Chairmen 
should be divested of their adminis¬ 
trative duties and they should be more 
entrusted with the operational acti¬ 
vities. Towards that end the team had 
rightly urged the creation of a new 
position designated as the General 
'Manager for each of the major ports 
•who would manage the day-to-day 
-^activities of the "port trusts. I hope 


the hon. Minister owes an answer to 
this House as to why this recommen¬ 
dation has not been implemented, why 
non-technical men who have no ex¬ 
perience of the port trusts work are 
entrusted with the management of the 
port. I hold on this account our major 
ports are decaying and their effective¬ 
ness is dwindling. 

Coming to Paradip port I would 
invite the attention of the hon. Minis¬ 
ter to Chapter 10 of the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Major Ports Commission 
in which they have made certain spe¬ 
cific recommendations regarding the 
ports of Kandla, Paradip, Tuticorin 
and Mangalore. As the earlier speaker 
pointed cut the Government of India 
has so far paid Rs. 16.20 crores as loan 
to the Pa -adip port whose interest has 
a crippling effect on its development. 
The House will be amused to learn 
that some time back the treasures of 
the Paradip port had been hypothecat¬ 
ed to a nationalised bank to pay the 
salaries of its employees. In that con¬ 
text the Major Ports Commission, has 
recommended in Chapter 10: 

(i) provide an outright grant to 
the extent of 20 per cent of 
the capital cost of civil works 
including berths, breakwaters, 
reclamation, capital dredging 
etc., but exclusive of the ex¬ 
penditure on mechanical 
handling plants and equip¬ 
ment; 

(ii) limit the obligation of these 
ports to the payment of in¬ 
terest and repayment of the 
principal to only 50 per cent 
of tee caiptal outlay after de¬ 
ducting the cast grant. These 
ports would b e reuqired to 
pay the appropriate rate of 
interest as applicable to all 
long term loans advanced by 
Government during that year: 

(iii) permit the interest to be 
capitalised during the cons¬ 
truction stage of the project; 

(iv) apply a repayment schedule 
for the loan during a period 
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of 30 years, the first instal¬ 
ment of repayment to com¬ 
mence from the eleventh an¬ 
niversary of the commission¬ 
ing of the project; 

Now, what is happening? As regards 
Faradip, after its sixth anniversary the 
Government has been realising not only 
the capital but also the interest which 
has a crippling effect and which has 
forced th e Port Trust to hypothecate 
its treasures to get money to make 
payment to its employees. 

I would only and by saying that only 
a more cursory and casual attention 
has been paid to the development of 
our major ports. It is common know¬ 
ledge that our major ports are today 
dwindling and declining. Not only 
Calcutta but all the ports including 
Kandla, Bombay, Madras etc. are hav¬ 
ing a declining profitability rate. 
Therefore, we would have expected 
that the hon. Minister should have 
come forward with a Bill which would 
have covered the entire ground of re¬ 
organising the port trusts to make 
them more profitable so that they can 
effectively function and they can con¬ 
tribute effectively to the growth of 
our economy. I hope that the hon. 
Minister will bring forward in the near 
future a more comprehensive Bill to 
serve this end.

UNIVERSITY OF HYDERABAD BILL 

THE MINISTER OF EDUCATION, 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND CULTURE 
(PROF. S. NURUL HASAN): I beg 
to move:

University 
in the State of Andhra Pradesh and 
to provide for matters connected 
therewith dr incidental thereto, be 
taken into consideration.”

371E, empowering Parliament to 
make law to establish a university 
in Andhra Pradesh. After ratifica¬ 
tion by the required number of State 
legislatures, it was given assent by 
the President and the Act has been 
brought into force with effect from 
July 1, 1974. I n exercise of the 
powers conferred by the Act the 
President has also issued the Andhra 
Pradesh Educational Institutions 
Regulation of appointments order, 
1974 on July 4, 1974 defining “local 
area”, “local candidates”, etc. provid¬ 
ing for reservation in State and non- 
State universities and educational in¬ 
stitutions. This notification has been 
communicated to the Government of 
Andhra Pradesh and consequently it 
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is necessary that we should now go 
ahead with the establishment of a 
University in Hyderabad. Hence, 
this Bill. 

Since this decision was taken. I 
had appointed a working group under 
the chairmanship of Dr. George 
Jacob, Chairman of the University 
Grants Commission to make recom¬ 
mendations regarding the main fea¬ 
tures of the Bill. The Committee 
visited Hyderabad and held discus¬ 
sions with various experts and made 
some recommendations. The more 
important of these recommendations 
are that the University- should be a 
unitary one and that its jurisdiction 
should extend to its own campus. 
Although in all the other respects, the 
Government had accepted the recom¬ 
mendations of the Committee, I ven¬ 
ture to submit that we have made a 
slight modification: we have em¬ 
powered the University to establish 
other campuses if it so desires, in 
other parts of Andhra Pradesh. It

does not mean that today we would 
be in a position to establish other 
campuses, but we thought it might 
be desirable to giv e this power 
to the university. Simultaneously, it 
would have the power to establish 
and maintain special centres and 
specialised laboratories for research 
in places outside the jurisdiction. This 
recommendation has been accepted. 
The other powers and objectives are 
more or less the Game as in the case 
of the North Eastern Hill University. 
The university should offer three 
years honours courses and 2 years 
master courses 1 year Ms. Phil, and 
other research courses. We have 
accepted this in principle but it 
would be for the university to work 
out the details. The basic structure 
of the university of having schools 
providing for intra-disciplinary stud¬ 
ies is being provided for in the Bill. 
In addition, we are visualising that 
this university should be able to 
collaborate with other research insti¬ 
tutions which have been established 
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in Hyderabad, particularly the re¬ 
search institutions which are being 
financed from various Central Gov¬ 
ernment sources. I am glad my col¬ 
league, the Minister of Science and 
Technology is here. The laboratories 
for which he is responsible to this 
House have offered to give their full 
cooperation to this university for 
organising its academic and research 
activities. 

The Jacob Committee also visua¬ 
lises that the semester system and 
new techniques of evaluation should 
be accepted by this university. I 
hope that all this will be accepted, 
although we cannot poscibly provide 
for these details in tlhe Bill itself. But 
we have accepted the basic principle 
which the committee has recommend¬ 
ed that admissions to the university 
should be on an all-India basis and 
admission tests may be prescribed for 
admission to different courses if the 
university considers so fit. There can 
be no reservation for candidates be¬ 
longing to a particular region or 
State, but we have ensured that it 
would be legal for the university— 
I hope the university will exercise 
that power—to provide reservation 
for scheduled castes and scheduled 
tribes. We think it is essential that 
all universities and institutions of 
higher learning, particularly those 
supported by the Central Government 
should not only provide reservations 
but also take suitable measures to see 
that the seats reserved for scheduled 
castes and scheduled tribes are 
actually filled. For that purpose, we 
will be giving full support to the uni¬ 
versity to take such steps as they 
may deem necessary. 

We also requested the working 
group under Dr. Jacob to provide the 
outline of the Bill. The job of the 
Government has been greatly facili¬ 
tated and the outline they gave has 
been more or less accepted by us and 
is now for the consideration of the 
House. 

In the objects and powers, the 
House may notice that integrated 


courses in Humanities and Sciences 
can be provided and educational pro¬ 
grammes will necessarily have inter¬ 
disciplinary facilities, I have men¬ 
tioned the cooperation with other in¬ 
stitutions and the power of the uni¬ 
versity to establish specialised centres 
and research laboratories. 

The President of India shall be the 
Visitor of this university, as he is the 
Visitor of all Central Universities. In 
the case of two Central Universities 
in Uttar Pradesh, namely, the Aligarh 
Muslim University and the Banaras 
Hindu University, the Governor of 
Uttar Pradesh is the Chief Rector. 
In the same way, we have provided 
that the Governor of the State of 
Andhra Pradesh shall be the Chief 
Rector of this University. 

The usual offices have been pro¬ 
vided for, namely, the Chancellor, 
the Vice-Chancellor, the Pro-Vice 
Chancellor, Deans of. the Schools, Re¬ 
gistrar,. Finance Officer etc. 

Here I would offer an apology to 
this hon. House about the Hindi ver¬ 
sion. It was pointed out to me by 
an hon. Member that in the Hindi 
version we have given the equival¬ 
ent ot Vice-Chancellor as Upa Kula- 
pati, which was the traditional form 
of translating the term Vice-Chancel¬ 
lor. But, recently, the Commission 
for which I am responsible to this 
House, has taken a decision that the 
Vice-Chancellor should not be ad¬ 
dressed as Upa Kulapati, but should 
be addressed as Kulapati. That deci¬ 
sion has been taken and now w e are 
thinking of designating Vice-Chan¬ 
cellors as Kulapatis.

The new terminology which is 
now being accepted in Hindi in 
most academic circles is that 
the Chancellor should be Kula - 
dhipati and the Vice-Chancellor 
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should be Kulapati, end not Upa Kttla- 
pzti , as was formerly the case. There¬ 
fore, Sir,, I would crave your indul¬ 
gence and, through you, that of the 
hon. House, that the necessary cor¬ 
rection be made in the Hindi version 
of this Bill. 

The initial appointments of the 
officers will be made by the Visitor, 
as was the case in the North-Eastern 
Hill University. Again, for the ini¬ 
tial period of the first three years 
when the University is being estab¬ 
lished the main bodies will be nomi¬ 
nated by the Visitor. As we have 
done in the case of the North-Eastern 
Hill University, there will be a Plan¬ 
ning Board. 

In regard to statutes,, some statutes 
are already here, wnich have been 
annexed to the Bill, which are for 
the consideration of the hon. House. 
As in the case of the North-Eastern 
Hill' University, we have provided 
that during the first three years the 
Visitor can make amendments to this 
'as and when necessary and, when, 
the University is established, before 
the end of three years the detailed 
statutes framed will be placed on the 
table of the two Houses of Parlia¬ 
ment and they will be before the 
hon. Members. 

All the other mai n features which 
are being provided in the North East¬ 
ern Hill University Act are also be¬ 
ing provided in thi s Bill. 

So far as expenditure is concerned. 
We hope that the non-recurring ex¬ 
penditure for the establishment of the 
University, the foundation grant, will 
be about Rs. 11.60 crores. We have 
been told that not only the land will 
be given by the Government of 
Andhra Pradesh but even the deve¬ 
lopment cost of the land will be met 
by the Government of Andhra Pra¬ 
desh. The recurring expenditure dur¬ 
ing the Fifth Plan period will roughly 
be just over Rs. 3 crores. 

We are extremely keen that the 
University should start functionong as 


quickly as possible in order that the 
difficulties which are being felt by 
the people of Andhra Pradesh in .gene¬ 
ral, and of Hyderabad in particular, 
can be removed. 

For this purpose, the Government 
have taken a decision to appoint a 
very distinguished scientist from the 
Banaras Hindu University, Prof. Gur- 
buksh Singh, as the Officer on Special 
Duty so that he may straightway start 
organising—now that I have made the 
announcement here—and I hope, he 
will be taking over his responsibilities 
very soon. We are also appointing 
straightway a Planning Committee so 
that the Officer on Special Duty may 
be assisted in making plans for the 
functioning of the University. I hope, 
as soon as the Bill is passed by both 
the Houses, there will not be much of 
a delay in issuing the notification and 
the University starting its work. 

With these words, I commend the 
Bill for the consideration of the House.

CHARYYA (Ghatal): Mr. Deputy- 
Speaker, Sir, a new Central Univer¬ 
sity is going to be set up in Andhra 
Pradesh and I must congratulate my 
friends in the Congress benches that 
they have finally succeeded in com¬ 
pelling the Central Government in 
initiating measures for the setting up 
of this University. I would have been 
really glad if this University had been 
created in the normal circumstances 
rather than the agitations which had 
preceded it for its formation. What¬ 
ever it may be, I welcome the new 
Bill and I welcome the new Univer¬ 
sity which goes to the people of 
Andhra Pradesh. 

In this connection I must say a few 
words to the hon. Minister for his 
serious consideration. New Central 
Universities ar e being created and 
there can perhaps be no grievance 
from any corner in this regard. Why 
we feel sad about the whole episode 
is that while the Centre shows ade¬ 
quate and enough consideration for 
these Universities they do not seem to 
attach the same sense of seriousness 
for the Universities which are not the 
Central Universities and which have 
been serving the cause of education 
in the different parts of the country 
since long. There are many Univer¬ 
sities with great heritage of the past 
contributions. These Universities to¬ 
day are almost dying because of the 
lack of financial resources. The eon- 
seauenCe has be°n that thfrv have been 
compelled to resort to many methods 


to raise funds to avert their decay 
and death, It is a well known, fact' 
air, and the hon. Members are aware 
that the rate of admission to the Uni¬ 
versities hae fallen steeply over the 
past few years which has effected the 
financial position of the Universities 
very adversely. When such is tlje situa¬ 
tion with the other Universities we 
should naturally hope and expect that 
the Central Government should adopt 
a similar attitude of sympathy and 
give suitable assistance to them as 
they are doing in the cane of the Cen¬ 
tral Universities. I can say about the 
Calcutta University in particular in 
thi s connection. I am sure the hon. 
Minister must have received a memo¬ 
randum, the copies of which have 
already reached the members of this 
House, urging upon the Central Gov¬ 
ernment to take over the Calcutta 
University because that University is 
in a financial chaos and is hardly able 
to maintain itn own existence. A few 
days ago the Vice-Chancellor of the 
Himachal Pradesh University while 
addressing the newsmen had stated 
that due to the paucity of funds the 
University functioning has almost 
come to a stand still.. Let there be 
Central Universities and as I have 
already said, we have no objection to 
have them but is it not equally im¬ 
portant and necessary that on the one 
hand we should be set up new Uni¬ 
versities and on the other hand we 
should do nothing to help other 
Universities which are dying and 
decaying. If you are really interested 
in the democratic functioning our 
country the time ha s come when we 
must eliminate the distinction that is 
being -maintained between the Central 
and tho non-Central Universities. This 
distinction must end. and it must end 
sooner than later. 

The hon. Minister in his opening 
speech hart said many things about the 
newt proposed University but there is 
nothing new about it. It is just as 
usual. Tt is just the f?ame as it is in 
other Central Universities. We can¬ 
not expect much out of this Bill.

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Therefore, 1 would once again urge 
that the Central Government must 
stop t aking step-motheriy attitude to¬ 
wards other Universities and they 
should try to help them as they are 
trying to help other Central Univer¬ 
sities. 

Now, coming to the provisions of 
the Bill, I find Sir, that the present 
Bill is a carbon copy of the Bills that 
were introduced for the setting up of 
Shillong University and other Central 
Universities recently. The present Bill 
han the same deficiences as the earlier 
Bills and no attempt has been to 
improve this present legislation and to 
remove th e shortcoming that were 
there in the earlier Bills. While parti¬ 
cipating in the discussion on the earlier 
Bills I had stated that the Bill needed 
much improvement and the Govern¬ 
ment themselves would Jie compelled 
to come before this House before long 
to make amendments thereto them. 
Already 'murmurs are being heard 
about the shortcomings of the earlier 
Bill and I do not know when the 
Government will come forward with 
their amendments to make them effec¬ 
tive which it is not at present. 

I would now like to point out some 
shortcomings of the present Bill. While 
venturing to do so I would take up 
the question of appointment of the 
Dean of Faculty in the University. I 
had stated on the floor of the House 
earlier Sir that lot of difficulties in^the 
University administration arise s out of 
the manner of appointment of these 
poots. It would be relevant and perti¬ 
nent to quote the recommendations of 
Gajendragadkar Report which had 
gone into the matter. The Committee 
ta its report had stated and I quote: 

‘The Dean of the Faculty should be 
appointed from amongst the University 
apoointed professors by rotation 
according to seniority fpr a period of 
two voars.” The present Bill has 
stated that the Dean of Faculty will 
hold a post for a period of three years 
but the wholesome principles of rota¬ 


tion and seniority as suggested fag the 
uajendragsdkax Committee has Wt 
been touowed. Tne advantage of tne 
Committee's recommendation is tbat 
senior professors will get opportunity 
to act ag the Dean and would be able 
to lend their experience to improve 
the working of the University. I feel 
that this principle of rotation and 
seniority should have been accepted 
by the Government and should have 
been incorporated in the Bill. 

With regard to the appointment of 
the Pro-Vice Chancellor the Bill pro¬ 
vides that the pro-Vice Chancellor 
will he nominated by the Vice 
Chancellor and h e will be appointed 
by the Executive Council. In case the 
Executive Council fails to appoint the 
nominated person the matter will be 
refered to the Visitor who will either 
appoint the same person or suggest 
another name. In short the pro-Vice 
Chancellor will be the Vice-Chancel¬ 
lor’s own man. In favour of this 
method two arguments are usually put 
forward. Firstly it is said that the 
pro-Vice Chancellor has to carry out 
the functions which is entrusted to 
him by the Vice-Chancellor and_ hence 
a close rapport is necessary and 
seondly if a new person it appointed 
who is not a nominee of the Vice 
Chancellor it is quite likely that the 
cooperation between the two which is 
necessary may not be forthcoming. But 
it cannot be forgotten that every issue 
has two sides and while the first two 
arguments represent one side of the 
matter it is equally necessary to con¬ 
sider the other side also. It is a 
common experience that there are 
more than one pro-Vice Chancellor in 
a University. It has been found that 
because of being Vice-Chancellor’s 
own men thev have no ontion but to 
ditto directions of the Vice Chancellor 
and gradually a coterv rule develoos 
which mn-o often than not creates 
nrronv difficulties in the day todav 
administration. Tt is also not or logi¬ 
cal tn think that *> r>er«on "wh* in not a 
nominee of the Vice Chancellor when 
annotated as a nro-Vice Chancellor 
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will always create obstructions oud be 
at loggers head with the Vice Chancel¬ 
lor. C oming to the composition of the 
University Court, as far os 1 remem¬ 
ber, the Statute doe 8 not mention any¬ 
thing about it. May be at a subse¬ 
quent date this Statute will be framed. 
It is very interesting and surprising 
to note Sir, that the Executive Coun¬ 
cil has been given the authority to 
make amend or create new Statutes. 
In fact, the Executive Council has 
been given th e powers of Parliament 
and this is not fair. The University 
Court is a very important organ of a 
University and the details of its for¬ 
mation should not be allowed to be 
determined by an Executive Council. 
The Bill should have incorporated this 
specific provision ad specific sanction 
of the Parliament should have been 
obtained. I hope the hon. Minister 
will look into the matter and try to do 
something even at this stage. I feel 
Sir, that the students and employees 
should find representation in the Court. 
The students’ representatives should 
not be taken on the basis of their 
affiliation to the different students’ 
unions. They should on the contrary 
be chosen from the different depart¬ 
ments of the University. Sir, I would 
now like to draw the Minister’s atten¬ 
tion to Clause 30 of the Bill. Section 
2 of clause 30 provides that; “Any 
dispute arising out of a contract bet¬ 
ween the university and any employee 
shall, at the request of the employee, 
be referred to a Tribunal for arbitra¬ 
tion consisting of one Member appoint¬ 
ed by the Executive Council, one 
nominated by th e employees concerned 
and an umpire appointed by the 
Visitor. The decision of the Tribunal 
shall be final and no suit shall lie in 
any Civil Court in respect of the 
matters decided by the Tribunal.” 
Under this Section a tribunal has been 
created whose decision shall be final 
and an employee cannot go to any 
Court. This is really unjust because 
we cannot visualise a situation where a 
tribunal decision shall be impartial 
and correct and to deny a person his 
right to seek justice in a Court of law 


would therefore be highly illogical. 
After all every citizen has been given 
some rights which are fundamental 
and this cannot be abridged and the 
right to seek justice is one of them. I 
would now like to quote from the 
Gajendragadkar report which says: 

“W e appreciate the spirit under¬ 
lying this complaint, but we must 
emphasize the fact that in our 
country, the doctrine of the rule of 
law is paramount. Every citizen in 
a democratic country—teachers and 
students are obviously included 
amongst the citizens of the country— 
is entitled to seek justice in courts 
in regard to the disputes which 
under the law of the land are justi¬ 
ciable. We must also recognise that 
the power of the High Courts under 
Articles 226 and 227, and the power 
of the Supreme Court under Article 
32 of the Constitution, to issue 
appropriate writs, constitute the 
cornerstone of the democratic way 
of life, which we have adopted. 
These power s are intended to safe¬ 
guard the fundamental rights of the 
citizens and to prevent capricious, 
unfair, improper or irregular exer¬ 
cise a* power. The university system 
would not, therefore, be justified in 
having a grievance, if any citizen 
such as a teacher or student or a 
member of th« administrative staff, 
apnroaches appropriate courts for 
relief in resoect of an alleged injus¬ 
tice due to him.” 

I therefore feel Sir, that it is highly 
improper to hav e provision like the in 
clause 30. If the employee feela un¬ 
happy about the decision of the tri¬ 
bunal he has as a normal citizen of 
this country, a right to go to the court 
to seek redressal of his grievances but 
here we find that this right which he 
hac a« n citizen is being curtailed 
through the provision of a tribunal 
whose d»ctsion in the matter shall be 
final. (Interruptions') 

THE MINISTER OF EDUCATION. 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND CULTURE 
(PROF. S. NURUL HASAN): I may 
just clarify for the information of the 
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hon. Member. The writ jurisdiction 
ot either the High Court or the Supre¬ 
me Court is not at all affected. That 
is a constitutional right and we cannot 
in this Parliament abridge or abrogate 
their right in any form unless we 
chobae to change tn e Constitution. So, 
Uajendragadkar Committee is making 
a reference to Kothari Commission’s 
recommendation which had said that 
because there is too much litigation 
Supreme Court may be requested to 
find out how it can abridge its own 
powers. That view could not be 
accepted by the Government and, 
therefore, in any of the legislations 
that have been brought before this 
hon. House, there i s no question of 
abridging, reducing or taking a way 
from the powers of the Supreme Court 
Or the High Court to issue writs or 
take such other suitable steps as are 
necessary. All that has been done is 
barring th e jurisdiction of the local 
courts visualised in the Indian Arbi¬ 
tration Act ha g been provided. 

*fc>HRI JAGADISH BHATTA- 
CHARYYA; Sir, my submission in this 
connection is that it xs not always 
poaubie for th e employees t 0 go to a 
High Court or the Supreme Court to 
seek justice because it is very expen¬ 
sive and it takes a very long time. I 
am associated with many teachers’ 
organisations in the country and from 
my experience I can tell the hon. 
Minister that whenever there is a 
dispute between the employees and 
the management, the employees have 
the opportunity 0 f getting quick justice 
by approaching the local courts and 
this is also less expensive. Therefore 
it ip mv demand that n ot only high 
Court and Supreme Court should be 
available to an aggrieved employee 
but he should also have an easy access 
to the local courts also. Hhe present 
provision shou’d be amended accord¬ 
ing. 

fSHRI K. SURYANARAYANA 
(Eluru): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, I would 
like to congratulate the Central Gov¬ 
ernment fo r having fulfilled the 
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aspirations of the people of Andhra 
Pradesh bj^ introducing this BilL The 
people of Andhra Pradesh, have 
always cooperated with the Central 
Government in every sphere. It is a. 
fact that there had been two violent 
agitations in Andhra Pradesh. First 
in Telengana and later on in Andhra. 
These agitations have only reflected 
the feelings of the people of both the 
regions. We the Members of Parlia¬ 
ment from Andhra Pradesh and 
Ministers have been elected through 
this popular will of the people. We 
have expressed the views of the people 
of Andhra Pradesh. It is indeed a 
good thing that two agitations in 
Andhra Pradesh have united the 
people of Andhra Pradesh into one 
State and one language. We are 
very happy that in the end Andhra 
Pradesh has been emotionally and 
physically integrated as one compact 
Slate. This will go a long accelerat¬ 
ing the progress of this State. I 
would like to congratulate the Central 
Government for bringing about the 
unity of Andhra Pradesh on behalf of 
the people of that State. It is a well 
known fact that Andhra Pradesh as a 
whole is a educationally backward 
State. Except for Hyderabad all the 
region* of Andhra Pradesh, both 
Andhra and Telengana are educa¬ 
tionally backward. 

You all know that even during the 
tim e of Lord Buddha the Nagajuna- 
sagar University was an international¬ 
ly place. It i 9 only in Nagarjunasagar 
that Government of Andhra Pradesh 
have constructed a grand project, the 
Nagarjunasagar project. Thi s Nagar¬ 
junasagar project is now a very useful 
project and the foodgrains accrued as 
a result of this project is distributed 
not only in Andhra Pradesh but to 
th e whole of India. In the same way 
I feel that the new University that is 
proposed to be set up at this place 
should be useful not only to the 
people of Andhra Pradesh but also to 
all the people of India irrespective of 
the State to which they belong. Who-

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ever comes to Hyderabad University 
whether he is Indian or foreign shall 
be given a fair treatment. I am 
confident that this new Central Uni¬ 
versity at Hyderabad will make a 
great name for itself by giving fair 
treatment and full opportunity to all 
the people who care to come to" 
Hyderabad for study at this Univer¬ 
sity. We are very glad to note this 
important criterion in this Bill. 

Some members have expressed that 
Acharya Narendra Dev had suggested 
at the time of the establishment of 
Benaras Hindu University that a 
Central University should be estab¬ 
lished at Hyderabad. It was also 
said that Mr. Jawaharlal Nehru had 
supported this point. We are indeed 
very happy that during the region of 
his daughter a Central University has 
been established at Hyderabad. I 
would like to suggest to the Central 
Goyernment to rename the Central 
University as Nagarjuna University. 
Nagarjunaeagar and Nagarjuna are 
very famous names like Nalanda etc. 
If you give this new name to this 
then it will also enhance the reputa¬ 
tion of this new University. I am 
confident that Members of Parliament 
from all regions will support this pro¬ 
posal to rename this University as 
Nagarjuna University. 

This will revive the good ancient 
memories of the Nalanda University 
and great scholar Nagarjuna. It is well 
known that great writers and scholars 
existed during the time of King Nagar¬ 
juna. I am confident that this new 
University at Hyderabad will grow as 
famous as the old Nagarjuna Univer¬ 
sity. I request Dr. Nuru] Hassan to 
take into consideration the views 
expressed by u s and if necessary refer 
the matter t 0 the State Government 
I request that ou r suggestions should 
b e implemented by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment. 

There have been many doubts ex¬ 
pressed by every body whether any 
University will be established at 
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Hyderabad. Sven our Chief Minister 
had been trying for expeditious intro¬ 
duction of this Bill I «a now very 
happy that 1 although it is now v*$y 
late in the and this Bill ha* been 
introduced for the setting up of a 
Central University at Hyderabad. I 
am happy that this reflects the feel¬ 
ings of Andhra Pradesh. I would like 
to state that one snag in this Bill iw 
the time limit. The people of Andhra 
Pradesh should dearly know the date 
by which the Central University will 
be established. In the absence of the 
clear date an impression will 'be 
created among the people that even 
though the Bill has been passed noth¬ 
ing has been done. I therefore, sug¬ 
gest that you fix up some date whether 
it is August 15, or January 26, 1975. I 
strongly suggest January 26, as the 
target date and I request the Central 
Government to accept it. We have 
already been experiencing difficulties 
in the matter of finance for the imple¬ 
mentation of Nagarjunasagar project. 
If a target date is not fixed we would 
be subject to questioning by the 
people of Andhra Pradesl} and they 
will get agitated. I only want that 
these difficulties should not come up 
and the Central Government should do 
the needful in this matter. I do not 
want to go into the details of work¬ 
ing of the various bodies in this Bill. 
We had already given an amendment 
in this connection, 

Ther e are at present three Univer¬ 
sities in Andhra Pradesh, namely 
Osmania University, at Hyderabad, 
Venketeswara University at Tirupatty 
and Andhra University at Waltair. In 
one University there is the condition 
of residence along with marks obtain¬ 
ed by the student for admission to the 
University. But these two conditions 
are not in the other two Universities. 
Therefore, if a student wants to go 
from one University to another Uni¬ 
versity it become* very difficult for 
him. I want that this new Central 
University at Hyderabad should not 
impose such conditions of residence so 
that it can really become nations# add

international University. I want that 
we should he prescribe only the essen¬ 
tial qualifications necessary lor admis¬ 
sion to this University. Whoever ful¬ 
fills the essential qualifications whe¬ 
ther he is an Andhra or not should be 
admitted to thia University. No 
special preferential treatment should 
' be ‘given to anybody. The question of 
residential qualifications should not 
arise. I request the Government of 
India to look into the matter and 
instil confidence not only in Andhra 
Pradesh but also to all tile regions of 
India. Full opportunities should be 
given to everybody. 

1 have already mentioned about the 
agitations in Andhra Pradesh. On 
April 7, the Prime Minister paid a 
visit to Vijaywada. She was? parti¬ 
cularly very happy about the recep¬ 
tion she received from the people. It 
was really surprising whether the 
reception is by the same people who 
indulged in violent agitation only a 
few months before. I would like to 
state that the people of Andhra Pra¬ 
desh bore no enmity or animosity 
against anybody. They are only angry 
when they are emotional. The people 
of Andhra Pradesh are perfectly dis¬ 
ciplined people and they always co¬ 
operate with the Government and they 
bore no grudge against any person 
whether it is Brahmanand Reddy, 
Narsimhan Rao or Vangal Rao. I 
would like to assure that the people 
of Andhra Pradesh have no hatred for 
anybody and they wish well for every¬ 
body. They ar e prepared to work 
, hard for the progress of the country. 
Therefore, the agitations in Andhra 
Pradesh should not be misunderstood 
by anybody. 

We are happy that the issue has 
been resolved by introduction of the 
6 -point .formula and this Bill has been 
introduced. I would like to state that 
the Central Government should not 
depend on the Andhra Pradesh Gov¬ 
ernment In matter of finance. You 
can ask the Andhra State Government 
in the matter of allotment of land, 
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buildings etc. but don’t depend upon 
the State Government for finance. It 
is the duty of the Central Government 
to allocate finance for implementation 
of the various proposals laid down in 
this Bill. 

To conclude I would once again 
strongly plead for the renaming of this 
University as Nagarjuna University. 
Both the people of Andhra and Telen- 
gana are united on this point Just as the 
Nandi Konda project was renamed as 
Nagarjunasagar project I also request 
that this new University to be estab¬ 
lished at Hyderabad should be renam¬ 
ed as Nagarjuna University. Tibis will 
fulfil the aspirations of the people of 
Andhra Pradesh. I am thankful for 
the opportunity given to me to express 
my views.

Although we have 
of late a proliferation of universities 
in this country and there is the danger 
of a number of sub-standard institu¬ 
tions coming up, nonetheless in view 
of the largeness of th& country and its 
variety, you will agree, as a Professor, 
that we do need many more univer¬ 
sities and colleges. I do hope, how¬ 
ever, that this new university will not 
be just one more university, but that 
it will establish new traditions and 
new patterns both in terms of research 
and teaching as years go by.

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: - These 
are 1 with reference to actual 1 aplicR a 
tions for industrial licences.

Non-Registration of Complain^ by 
Delhi Police 

•242. SHRI R. S + PANDEY:

(a) whether Government’s attention 
has been drawn to the reports that 
complaints lodged by public in majo¬ 
rity of criminal cases are not regia* 
fared by Police in Delhi; and 

(b) if so, the remedial measures 
taken? 

THE MINISTER OF HOME 
AFFAIRS (SHRI UMA SHANKAR 
DIKSHIT): (a) and (b). A statement 
is laid on the Table of the House. 

Statement 

_No such report that in a majority of 

Wtoin al cases complaints lodged by 
tee public are not registered by the 


Police in Delhi has been brought to> 
the notice of the Government Indi¬ 
vidual complaints of non-registration 
are sometimes received and these are 
looked into. Sections 154 and 155 of 
the Code of Criminal Procedure make- 
it obligatory for the police to register 
such complaints. Necessary administ¬ 
rative measures have been adopted by 
the Delhi Police to ensure that these 
provisions are complied with. Police 
officials have also been proceeded 
against departmental^ when found 
guilty of non-registration of cases. A 
notice is also prominently: displayed 
in the reporting room of the police 
station ton the benefit of complainants 
giving the telephone numbers of the 
S.D.P.O. and the S.P. concerned with 
instructions that either of them may 
be conacted if the complainant feels 
any difficulty or is not treated courte¬ 
ously and correctly. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: When I for¬ 
mulated the question, the basis was 
the newspaper report. I read in the 
newspaper that the complaints lodged 
by public in majority of criminal cases 
were not registered by the police in 
Delhi. Here in the statement it is 
said: 

“No such report that in a majority 
of criminal cases complaints lodged 
by the public are not registered by 
the police in Delhi has been brought 
to the notice of the Government” 
That is one part The second part 
is this: 

“Police officials have also been 
proceeded against departmentally 
when found guilty of non-registra¬ 
tion of caseB.” 

It means a there were certain case* 
which were brought to the attention 
of the hon. Minister and the Ministry. 
If it is so, may x know what action 
Government are taking to see that the 
complaints lodged in criminal cases 
are registered immediately? 

I would also like to know whether 
there is any scheme under contempts- 
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tion by which mobile magistrates 
would be appointed so that the minor 
cases which are taking place in the 
streets are taken up immediately, the 
judgment delivered and the persons 
concerned are suitably punished. 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
We have said with a certain amount 
el confidence and precision that the 
number of cases in which registrar 
tion does not take place is not large. 
It came to our notice in 1969, towards 
the end, that there were complaints 
that the cases that were presented to 
the police stations were not being 
registered and at that time the Gov¬ 
ernment of India issued instructions 
to all the police stations and officers 
saying that, if as a result of any 
sudden spurt or rise in the number of 
cases registered takes place, then no 
adverse inference would be drawn 
against such an officer. Also their 
attention was drawn to the relevant 
sections of the Criminal Procedure 
Code that, if they do not take action 
or avoid registration of cases or mini¬ 
mise the cases, action would be taken 
according to those provisions. There¬ 
after a very substantial increase took 
place from 17,605 cases registered in 
1969 to 31,000 in the next year; then 
it was 29,000; then 32,000; last year it 
was 34,000 and in the last six monthB 
of this year it is 16,800 So, 
it is the same as last year. Thus, the 
position has been more or less main¬ 
tained. Secondly, action has been 
taken: in 1972 action was taken 
against two sub-inspectors, one assis¬ 
tant sub-inspector, one head constable 
and one constable in 1973 seven sub¬ 
inspectors, two assistant sub-inspec¬ 
tors and so on. So, action is being 
taken. 

As regards the mobile arrangement 
of magistrates moving into the city 
and giving judgment or orders on the 
spot, if it were a case of traffic offence 
or such minor matters involving 
breach of the provision of municipal 
Acts, such action could be taken; but 
otherwise normally it is not possible 
to register • case and also pass order 


on the spot. In any case, this pro¬ 
posal is not under consideration. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: Taking into 
consideration the present law and 
order situation in Delhi, may I know 
whether the cases are increasing or 
decreasing? Every day in the news¬ 
papers was read about incidents 
happening here and there. I want to 
know whether the cases are increasing 
or decreasing. 

SHRI UHA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: I 
have just stated that the position has 
been more or less maintained. The 
economic crimes have increased in 
proportion roughly speaking, but on 
the whole the general proportion has 
been maintained; there has not been 
any significant increase over last year.

Pension to Ex-Servicemen

; Statement 

In the Freedom Fighters Pension 
Scheme, 1972, it has been provided 
that a person who lost his job. Civil 
or Military or means of livelihood for 
participation in National Movements, 
would be eligible for grant of pension. 


Accordingly, a number of officers and 
men belonging to the three Service^ 
that is Army, Navy and Air Forces 
have applied for pension. Pensions 
have been sanctioned to a number pi 
persons who were found eligible in¬ 
cluding those who were involved in 
Royal Indian Navy Mutiny of 1946, ed- 
Members of Royal Garhwal Rifles in¬ 
volved in the 'Peshawar Kand*. 
Pending cases are being considered in 
consultation with the Ministry fit 
Defence, particularly relating to those 
who suffered in the Central India 
Horse Mutiny of 1940, Mutiny of MT 
Drivers in Egypt in 1940, and 20th 
Battery Mutiny in Hongkong in 1941. 

2 . Each case is examined on merit 
and if the suffering as presecribed in 
the Scheme is established, pension Is 
granted. It is not possible to indi¬ 
cate the number of ex-Servicemen 
who have applied for pension and 
whose cases have been refused, as all 
these cases were considered along 
with the freedom fighters who tooi 
part in various movements during the 
Freedom struggle.

Well, Sir, I have been in touch with 
Brahmachari ji and when I conveyed 
to him the government's decision that 
we hope to start a temporary home in 
Delhi from 2-10-74, he was good 
enough to give up his fast. We have 
formulated rules for this. I have also 
written letters to all the Chief Min¬ 
isters to suggest two names each of 
such persons who feel who couM be 
accommodated in this home.

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DAR: Sir, I would like to know from 
the hon. Minister what percentages 
of the citizens have been already sanc¬ 
tioned. I want to know the break-up 
figures of the number of Army, Navy 
and Air Force personnel separately. 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA: The 
total number of applications received 
upto 31-3-74 is 1,95,042 out of which 
we have sanctioned 84,724 36,148 have 
been rejected because of lack of evi¬ 
dence and other things. 20,033 have 
been filed—either they have been 
referred to the State Governments for 
further scrutiny or proofs are not 
available. In this way the total'dis¬ 
posal of applications is 1,40,905 while 
incomplete pending applications ore 
62,801. 

As regards the break-up of military 
personnel, I have figuers regarding 
ex- I.N.A. personnel, 13,917 military 
personnel have applied out of which 
9,611 have been sanctioned; 478 have 
been rejected,; 2,959 have been filed 
and thus, the total disposal is 13.048. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: May we 
know the figure of I.NA. civilian 
personnel? 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA: We 
hav e received 12,237 applications from 
the I.N.A, civilians out of which we 
have sanctioned 661, we have rejected 
1,332: we have filed 2,645. Thus, the 
total disposal is 4,638—7,601 incomplete 
applications are pending. 
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SHRI PRABODH CHANDRA: May 
1 know from Government if it has 
come to the notice of the Government 
that quite a large number of appli¬ 
cants are bogus and many of them 
who have been granted pensions never 
> took part in any national movement? 
,lf so, what action is Government 
taking against those people who are 
drawing pensions by giving wrong 
information? 


SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA: The 
complaints alleging irregularities in 
the grant of pensions to ineligble 
freedom fighters hav e been received 
from time to time. So far, 379 such 
complaint have been received. All 
complaints are being enquired into and 
in 148 cases pensions have been sus¬ 
pended pending enquiry by the State 
Government. Sixteen cases have been 
disposed of. Such complaints are 
examined on merits in consultation 
with the State Government and suita¬ 
ble orders are issued in eacn case. Wc 
are very careful that no bugur and 
ineligible persons get pensions. 

' PROF. MADHU DAND-WATE: Sir 
in this House the Prime Minister had 
once announced in reply to a quese- 
tion that freedom fighters from the 
Royal Indian Navy would be put at 
par with other freedom fighters for 
awarding of pensions and Taamar- 
•patras. I would like to know from the 
hon. Minister in view of the fact that 
since Royal Indian Nav/ freedom 
fighters were not kept in civilian jails 
and, as such, they are not able to pro¬ 
duce necesseary certificates from jail 
certificates from jail authorities and 
grant pensions to them? 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA: It 
was decided that Royal Iudiaa Navy 
mutiny or uprising.... 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: It 
iB not 'mutiny*. It is 'uprising*. 


SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA: Tea, 
it is uprising. I stand corrected. They 
have been brought under the ambit of 
the scheme but so far as the standard 
of proof is required, the Government 
has to be satisfied that the sufferings 
alleged by the persons have really 
taken place and the sort of proof 
necessary hae been spelt put. If we 
do not do it the complaint that the 
hon. Member made regarding bogus 
pensions would arise.

SHRI K. MALLANNA: The state¬ 
ment shows there is absolutely no 
thermal plant in Karnataka. In view 
of the recent failure of the hydro¬ 
electric plant in Karnataka, has the 
Karnataka Government made any 
request to start a thermal plant in that 
State? 

SHRI K. C. PANT: Karnataka 
Government has given a scheme on 
the Kalinadi project, which is again 
a hydro-electric project. That is a 
project of importance not only to 
Karnataka but to the whole of the 
southern region. At the moment, the 
starting of a thermal plant in addition 


to that would, involve »im»ghig the 
power plant of the State, which in the 
present situation of resources does not 
seem possible. 


SHRI KARTIK ORAON: There is 
about 20 per cent transmission loss of 
power in our country. In other 
countries, this loss has been reduced 
to 5 per cent by suitable devices. That 
means by taking similar steps in our 
country also, the loss could be re¬ 
duced by 15 per cent. At the rate of 
Rs. 5 crores for 1 per cent of this loss, 
a sum of Rs. 75 crores could have 
been saved and utilised for power 
development. Are Government alive 
to this loss of power and if so, has 
any concrete step been taken or likely 
to be taken to cut down this loss? 

SHRI K. C. PANT: Government is 
very much alive to this loss. The loss 
is not uniform in all the States; it is 
more in some Staates and less in 
others. The problem is, with increas- ' 
ed rural electrification taken up 
rapidly in an effort to reach as many 
villages as possible in as short a time 
as possible, various problems have 
arisen which have increased the line 
loss. It is possible to reduce this line 
loss and in fact technological methods 
to do this have been identified and 
hav e been taken up in the recent 
meeting of the Ministers of Irrigation 
and Power to which I referred. Some 
States have put into effect some 
methods like installation of capacitors, 
more of substations, changing the size 
of the conductor, etc. But all this in¬ 
volves investment. While there will 
be saving, to get to this saving, there 
has to be an initial investment and 
the problem is whether to invest on 
increasing the area of coverage or 
whether to invest on technological 
methods to reduce the fine loss. All 
these are questions which each State 
has to consider in its own. circum¬ 
stances. The Rural Electrification 
Corporation has taken up 30 to 40 
specific schemes to improve the sys¬ 
tem so that the line losses can be cut

SHR1 VIKRAM MAHAJAN: Mere 
fixation of targets is not enough. It. 
has to be backed up by two things, 
namely, incentive and penalty for non- 
fulfilment. You have fixed certain 
targets. But the people in. charge 
have no incentives to improve the 
thermal plant and they have no fear 
of any penalties. Could you not en¬ 
sure that those persons in charge of 
thermal plants have to pay for not 
achieving the targets? 

SHRI K. C. PANT: The incentive 
scheme has been introduced by UP. 
This is one of the subjects that was 
considered at the recent Irrigation and 
Power Ministers’ Conference. Because 
the question of incentives is a compli¬ 
cated one, it was decided to refer it 
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V# Committee ol expert* to go into 
this matter. That is where the matter 
**st>. I can see that the generation is 
different in different plants. But there 
are other facts also responsible for 
this, some 0 f which I have mentioned 
earlier.

SHRI P. K. DEO: It is an 'accepted 
fact that thermal power is costlier 
fban hydel power. So, Government 
mould decide to tap the hydel power 
potentialities rather than setting up 
more -thermal plants. So far as Orissa 
i« concerned, there is one thermal 
plant at Talcher, which ia working 
only 24 per cent of its capacity, ana 
the cost of power generation is 25 
paise per unit. Instead of providing 
Rs. 40 crores for the expansion of the 
Talcher thermal plant, will th e Gov¬ 
ernment consider tapping the various 
hydro-electric projects in Orissa State, 
like the Indravathi project, where the 
east of generation i s the lowest in ,he 
Country and which is capable of gene¬ 
rating 600 megawatts of power in the 
next Plan? 


SHRI K. C. PANT: My hon. friend 
has discussed this matter with me 
outside the House also. There is no 
fuestion of thermal versus hydro in 
Jthi* matter. There are some advan- 
, Images in having hydro stations, but 
there are also some advantages in hav¬ 
ing thermal stations, particularly in 
freas where coal deposit can be easily 
located. The advantage above all is 
that we can have a proper mix of 
thermal and hydro to take care of the 
peak capacity and run the thermal 
iinit as the base load station. 


So far as the particular project 
Which has been referred to by my 
hon. friend and about which he is very 
keen and is concerned, there is a pro¬ 
cedure to examine these projects and 
approve them.

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION 
AND POWER (SHRI K. C. PANT): 
(a) and (b). A statement is laid on the 
Table of the House. 


Statement 

Distribution of power to the con¬ 
sumers and stipulation of relative pri¬ 
orities therefor is a matter with in 
the purview of the State Governments. 
Steps to limit or minimise the use of 
power for non-essential purposes such 
as illuminations etc., to conserve the 
available power for priority uses such 
as essential services, defence needs, 
industrial and agricultural proposals 
were discussed in the Conference of 
Chairmen of State Electricity Boards 
and of State Ministers of Irrigation 
and Power i n July, 1974. The Govern¬ 
ment of India had earlier last year 
carried out detailed studies State-by- 
State of power requirements and avail¬ 
ability and given guidelines to each 
State for rational utilisation of the 
available power to meet the priority 
needs as fully as possible. These 
guidelines were further reviewed an d 
revised this year and a special cate¬ 
gory of priority introduced for indus¬ 
tries serving' a s inputs to the power 
and energy sector itself. Another 
category identifying the non-essential 
consumers has also been incorporated 
m the guidelines so that power con¬ 
sumption for such non-essential pur¬ 
poses could be curbed. 
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The power supply in a few States 
is relatively better. Even these States 
have been urged to minimise consutnp. 
lion of power for non-essential uses 
id as to be able to make more relief 
avai :>U1* to the needy neighbouring 
Stains. 

SIHII K. MALLANNA: May I know 
from the hon. Minister whether the 
Government has drawn up any proce¬ 
dure or principles to identify the use 
«f power for non-essential purposes 
and for essential purposes and if so, 
what are those principles? 

SHRI K. C. PANT: I have said in 
•my main reply that Government has 
identified the priority areas and also 
the category of non-essential consu¬ 
mers. The list is rather long. We 
have got a list of consumers in order 
■Of priority beginning with hospitals, 
water wflfks, drainage, different indus¬ 
tries and so on. All these have been 
circulated to the States in May 1973, 
and again i n May 1974. We have 
•written to the States i n this connec¬ 
tion. 

SHRI K. MALLANNA: My second 
question is whether Government have 
thought of any guidelines to curb the 
.use of power for non-essential pur¬ 
poses and if so what are those guide¬ 
lines. 

SHRI K. G. PANT: I have said ear¬ 
lier that we have drawn up a cate¬ 
gory. of non-essential uses and these 
are commercial advertisements, deco¬ 
rative and display illumination, deco¬ 
rative illumination for marriages and 
other functions, etc., etc. Many of the 
States have adopted certain restric¬ 
tions on the use Of energy for these 
non-essential purposes.

STATEMENT 

According to information received 
from the Government of Gujarat, on 
May 28, 1974, members of the Kanbi 
Patel Community of the village Ran* 
malprur in Surendranagar district pre¬ 
vented the Harijans from drawing 
water from the common well and 
caused damage to the earthern pots 
of the Harijans. On a complaint 
lodged at Halvad Police Station, a case 
U/S 426/504/506 I.P.C. and Sections 7 
and 10 of the Untouchability (Offen¬ 
ces) Act was registered by the Police. 
Proceedings U/S 107 Cr.P.C. were 
initiated and interim bonds were taken 
by the Executive Magistrate from 
seven persons belonging to the Kanbi 
Patel community. Two armed cons¬ 
tables were posted in the village and 
the beat, duty Head Constable was also 
instructed to maintain vigilance. 

It is alleged that on the evening of 
June 22, 1974, the women folk belong¬ 
ing to the two communities'quarrelled 
over the drawing of water from the 
common well. The two constables 
posted on duty intervened and manag¬ 
ed to separate the quarrelling parties. 
Later on, however, men of the Kanbi 
Patel community armed with Dharias, 
Lathis, spades and other agricultural 
implements came to the spot, over¬ 
powered the two policemen and for¬ 
cibly entered the houses of Harijans 
and assaulted them. Two Harijans 
died in the incident and six others 
sustained injuries. One hundred and 
twenty-three persons hav e been arres¬ 
ted' and charge-sheets against all of 
them have been filed on July 29. The 
case is eub-judice. 

A special police party and a platoon 
of the State Reserve Police have been 
posted in the village to maintain peace 


and to give protection to the Harijans. 
The State Government have aim taken 
a decision to recover from the Kanbi 
Patel community of the village, the 
cost of the special reserve police for a 
period of three months from July 11. 

SHRI S. P. BHATTACHARYYA: 
Considering the fact that oppression 
against Harijans is spreading in differ¬ 
ent States and it is found that the 
Policemen are siding with the oppres¬ 
sors and thereby increasing the op¬ 
pression, have you taken any steps 
against these Policemen who are 
helping the oppressors? 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA: I do 
not think a general observation of the 
type the hon. Member has made, that 
the police is siding with the oppressors 
in all cases is not correct. Even in 
this case of Ranmalpur, the first inci¬ 
dent took place on May 28 , 1974 and 
a very quick action was taken. Neces¬ 
sary preventive action was taken and 
the case was registered. People were 
bound down under Section 107 Cr.P.C. 
Constables were specially deputed in 
the village. The Police and the Magis¬ 
tracy acted with commendable speed 
in this case and if there are any stray 
cases where the Police and the ad¬ 
ministration have not been active, 
action is taken by the local adminis¬ 
tration as and when necessary. 

SHRI S. P. BHATTACHARYYA: 
Have you got any information of any 
case in which the Police have been 
said to be siding with the oppressors 
and have you taken action against 
any Policemen? 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA: This 
is a question regarding a specific inci¬ 
dent. If the hon. Member gives notice 
of any such case, I can certainly get 
the information.

SHRI BUTA SINGH: Such incidents 
of atrocities on harijans are increasing 
every day. The Government of India 
and the Prime Minister have so many 
times called the .meeting of the Chief 
Ministers but nothing has so far hap¬ 
pened and I am very sorry to report 
to this House about all these matters. 
We made a detailed report to the 
Hdine Minister but no action has been 
taken so far. I want that there should 
be a separate discussion on this sub¬ 
ject so that the House may know how 
the atrocities are being committed on 
these harijans. My second question is 
this. All these Patels who have 
beaten to death all these harijans 
are members of the Parishad district 
panchayat board. Have they been re¬ 
moved from their public offices? If 
not, why not? Will the Government 
consider urgent steps to remedy the 
present state of affairs so that Hari- 
jans may not suffer and they may be 


able to get preference in the matter 
of drawing water from the wells in 
the villages? 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MOtDHA: It is 
not cbrrect to say that the State Gov¬ 
ernments are not taking adequate 
eteps in this regard. The Prime 
Minister herself has taken keen in¬ 
terest in the matter and the Chief 
Ministers have been requested from 
time to time in a number of cases. 
And even in this case,-the Gujarat 
case,- this is what happened. This- 
incident took place on 22nd of June 
and the charge-sheet was filed in the 
court on July, 29th. 123 persons have 
been implicated and collective fine has 
been imposed on the whole village. 
The Governor himself visited that 
place. One special platoon of the re¬ 
serve police has been put there. The 
Governor himself has taken interest 
in the matter.

Power programme of the Ministry 
of Irrigation and Power. In the Context 
of the prevailing power shortages there 
is urgent need to maximise utilisation 
of the existing power generation re¬ 
sources and expeditious build up of 
additional generation and transmission 
facilities during the Fifth Plan. The 
Research and Development programme 
would be oriented towards achieving 
these twin objectives, so that adequate 
power is available for meeting the 
growing industrial and agricultural 
demands in the country. Research 
and Development efforts will also to 
be directed towards development of 
■non-conventional sources of energy 
such as geothermal, tidal solar and 
wind. 


Power Cut in Tamil Nadu 

*255. SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU: 
Will the Minister of IRRIGATION 
AND POWER be pleased to state: 

(a) whether in the months of May- 
June and 1st week of July 1974, 
Tamil Nadu had to face power cut of 
60 per cent from scheduled supply; 

(b) if so, the reasons therefor; and

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION 
AND POWER (SHRI K. C. PANT): 
(a) to (c). In Tamil Nadu, there was 
a power cut upto 30 per cent on certain 
categories of loads in the first week of 
May and this has been raised to 80 
pe r cent since 8-5-1974. The details 
of ihe cuts now in force are given in 
the attached statement. The energy 
shortage in Tamil Nadu, was about 
23 per cent of the requirements in 
May. It was estimated that this 
shortage would increase to nearly 27 
per cent in July. This necessitated ft 
substantial increase in power cuts on, 
certain categories of loadp as it was 
decided to continue the exemptions in 
favour of the priority categories of 
loads. The reasons for the increasing 
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shortage have been the increased sea- 
synal demand and the reduced gene¬ 
ration from the hydro projects conse¬ 
quent on the depletions in the levels 
of the hydel reservoirs due to delayed 
monsoons. These power cuts have 
no doubt affected industrial production 
but information in regard to the ex¬ 
tent of loss in industrial production as 
a result of the power cuts is not avail¬ 
able. However, a scheme of alloca¬ 
tions of power within the availabi¬ 
lity providing for a graded system of 
priorities for different users calculated 
to minimise the adverse affect of the 
power shortage on the economy has 
been in operation. 

POWER CUTS IN FORCE IN TAMIL 
NADU 

(i) 60 per cent cut on HT indus¬ 
tries, LT industries consuming 
more than 200 units/month, 
continuous process industries, 
seasonal industries, com¬ 
mercial establishments receiv¬ 
ing power supply at high ten¬ 
sion, commercial establish¬ 
ments receiving power supply 
at low tension beyond 150 
units per month and cinemas. 

(ii) 15 per cent cut on essential 
services and publishers of 
newspapers, fortnightlies, 
weeklies etc. 

(iii) The following categories have 
been exempted from power 
cuts:- 

(a) Domestic. 

(b) Agriculture. 

(c) Modern rice mills of Food 

1 Corporation of India. 

(d) Seeds processing units. 

(e) Food driers in public sec¬ 
tor. 

(f) Cooperative and State 
Government Fertiliser 
plants. 

(g) Public lighting. 


However, domestic consumption be¬ 
yond 150 units are charged at double 
the normal tariff. Agricultural servi¬ 
ces are subjected to staggering and 
grouping restrictions. Rural LT loads 
are subjected to peak load restrictions. 
With effect from 25th March, 1974,, a 
demand cut of 15 per cent on the al¬ 
ready frozen maximum demand of 
HT industries and also shift timings 
on non-continuous HT industries from 
9.00 A.M. to 6.00 P.M. and from 9.00 
P.M. to 6.00 A.M. have been imposed. 


Loss Incurred on Maintenance of 
Irrigation System 


*256. SHRI SARJGO PANDEY:

(a) and (b). Irrigation projects are 
designed to increase agricultural pro¬ 
duction, and the economics of such 
projects are assessed on the benfit- 
cost ratio approach. Generally, all 
irrigation projects taken up have a 
favourable ratio of benefits to costs. 
However, the revenues to the State 
Governments have been falling short 
of the annual financial burden of the 
irrigation projects, main reasons 
being— 

(1) Low water rates being charged 
by the State Governments. 

(2) Non-recovery of betterment 
levy by several States where Better¬ 
ment Levy Act has been enacted. 

(3) Longer gestation period taken 
by irrigation projects for completion 
due to several reasons. 

(4) Lag in the utilisation of irri¬ 
gation potential created. 
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(5) Substantial increase in the 
cost of construction and maintenance 
mainly as a result of general Increase 
in the prices. 

The extent of the loss to the States 
in 1971-72 was approximately Rs. 140 
crores. 


Surface qnfl Air Parcel Rates for For-

Generation of Power from Damodar 
Valley Corporation 

*259. SHRI PURUSHOTTAM 
KAKODKAR: 

SHRI MANORANJAN 
HAZRA: 

Will the Minister of IRRIGATION

the Damodar Valley Corporation con¬ 
tinues to be erratic;

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION 
A^D PpWER (SHRI K. C. PANT): 
(a) to (d). The installed capacity in 
the DVC system is 1061 MW including 
MM MW of hydfil generating capacity. 
In addition, a MW MW thermal unit 
at Chandrapura hag been installed, 
but it has not stabilised its genera- 
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tion. The hydro-electric capacity is 
capable of full utilisation, but can 
generate power only to the extent of 
water rvailabili'y. The thermal 
capacity of 957 MW has been derated 
to about 880 MW. The generation has 
not been as stable as would be de¬ 
sirable. The generation from the 
thermal units is below the ins¬ 
talled capacity because of the 
poor a'hd variable quality of coal 
and the inadequacy of the mainte¬ 
nance over a period of time, as a 
result of which serveral of the coal 
mills. I.D. labs, and ash handling sys¬ 
tems etc. have become unreliable. 
Outages in these auxiliary equipments 
lead to variations in the generation. 
A programme of rehabilitating and 
renovating the worn out plant and 
machinery has been taken up since 
last year, and is expected to be subs¬ 
tantially completed by the end of this 
year. Efforts are being made to pro¬ 
vide coal of the quality for which the 
boilers have been designed and to 
improve the standards of maintenance 
and operation. 

Coal mines and steel plants, along 
with railway traction, have been 
given the Highest priority in the 
scheme devised fo r allocation of DVC 
power. Due to low generation in the 
Eastern Region and in the DVC, it has 
not been possible to meet the unres¬ 
tricted demands of these sectors, but 
generally the allocated quantities of 
power are being supplied to the coal 
mines and the steel plants. Occa¬ 
sionally, when the DVC generation is 
low .these two users are also subject 
to cuts.

Shortage

Effect of Power cut oh IndusttfCs fit 
Karnataka 

*261. SHRI Y. ESWARA I&DDY:

(a) and (b). Karnataka, which is 
dependent solely on hydro-electric 
power, has been experiencing a short¬ 
age of energy after the South West 
Monsoon Season in 1973 on account of 
inadequacy of water in the reser¬ 
voirs. High Tension Industries in¬ 
cluding a number of high priority in¬ 
dustries such as aluminium, steel, 
machine tools, heavy earth moving 
equipment, air-craft, automobile ancil- 
laries, telephones, electronic equipment. 
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knd components etc. which account for 
72 per cent of the power consump¬ 
tion in the State were subjected to a 
cut of 20 per cent from October last. 
Following the depletion of water in 
the reservoirs, the cut had to be in¬ 
creased to 60 per cent from 24th 
June, 1974. With the onset of the 
current south West monsoon and the 
improvement in power generation 
from hydro stations, the cut has been 
reduced to 40 per cent since 15th 
July. The energy cuts have adver¬ 
sely affected the production of the in¬ 
dustries in Karnataka especially the 
power intensive basic industries like 
aluminium. As the neighbouring 
States of Tamil Nadu and Andhra 
Pradesh in the Southern Region have 
also been suffering from power short¬ 
ages, it has not been possible to 
arrange any relief for industries in 
Karnataka during this period by in¬ 
ter-state transfer of power within the 
region. If the current monsoon proves 
to be a good one, it will be possible 
to reduce further or eliminate the 
cuts and restore better supply to the 
industries and other consumers.

Some are attracted by the 
greater opportunities in the highly 
advanced countries. No special study* 
of the reason for their working abroad 
has been made.

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(c) It has been the constant en¬ 
deavour of Government of India to 
bring about measures to facilitate the 
return of Indian Scientists and tech¬ 
nologists from abroad. Some of the 
measures already taken in this con¬ 
nection are given in the Statement 
attached. 


Statement 

The following steps have been taken 
to facilitate return of scientific and 
technical personnel to India: 

(i) Creation of Scientists’ Pool 
to provide for temporary 
placement of well-qualified 
Indian scientists and techno¬ 
logists returning from abroad. 

(ii) Creation of supernumerary 
posts in approved scientific 
institutions to which tempo¬ 
rary appointments can be 
made quickly from among 
the scientists working and 
studying abroad. 

<iii) The Union Public Service 
Commission and most of the 
State Public Service Commis¬ 
sions have agreed to treat 
Indian scientists and techno¬ 
logists whose particulars ap¬ 
pear in National Register as 
‘Personal Contact’ candidates 
for all posts advertised by 
them. The Union Public Ser¬ 
vice Commission have also 
made arrangements for inter¬ 
viewing Indian scientists and 
technologists abroad for posts 
in India. 

<iv) Maintenance of a Special 
Section of the National Re¬ 
gister of Scientific and Tech¬ 
nical Personnel for enrolment 
of Indian scientists and tech¬ 
nologists abroad and for the 
circulation of their names to 
all Ministries, Departments of 
the Government of India, 
State Governments, Union 
and State Public Ser¬ 


vice Commissions, Univer¬ 
sities, Public Sector Indus¬ 
tries and large private sector 
establishments. The names 
of such personnel are pub¬ 
lished in the monthly Tech¬ 
nical Manpower Bulletin 
(CSIR) which is distributed 
free to about 3000 organisa¬ 
tions all over India. 

(v) Provision for payment of 
travel grant to scientists and 
their families who, on their 
selection for appointment in 
research institutions in India 
may give undertakings to 
serve those institutions for a 
minimum period of three 
years.

Grant of Financial Assistance to 
Unemployed Engineers

(b). The Government’s objective has 
all along been to provide gainful em¬ 
ployment to engineers and highly 
qualified technologists. The guiding 
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principle behind this objective has 
been to make proper use of the Ser¬ 
vices of these technically qualified 
persons. 


Financial assistance in the form of 
loans ig provided to the engineers by 
the public sector banks upto a limit 
of 2-3 lakhs without charging any 
margin, provided they have viable 
schemes for setting up sell-employ¬ 
ment venture. These schemes are 
operated by the banks under the Cre¬ 
dit Guarantee Scheme of the Reserve 
Bank o' India. Information regarding 
the number of engineers who have 
been sanctioned loans by the public 
sector banks and the total amounts so 
far given is, however, not available. 


The Ministry of Industrial Develop¬ 
ment is also implementing a scheme, 
viz- ‘Training of Engineers and Inter¬ 
est Subsidy’. This scheme was intro¬ 
duced in the Fourth Five Year Plan 
and is being continued in the Fifth 
Plan period with a tentative alloca¬ 
tion of Rs. 2 crores. Under this 
.scheme, training is provided to the 
engineering degree and diploma hol¬ 
ders at the Small Industries Service 
Institutes and certain other institu¬ 
tions in order to improve their em¬ 
ployability as well as to help them 
to set up their own small-scale indus¬ 
trial units. It is also envisaged, under 
this scheme, to give subsidy on inter¬ 
est on loans which the young entre¬ 
preneurs may obtain from financial 
institutions for setting up their self- 
employment ventures. Information 
relating to the number of engineers 
who benefited under this scheme dur¬ 
ing the current year is not yet avail¬ 
able. However, during the Fourth 
Five Year Plan, about 4,000 engineers 
and diploma holders are reported to 
have received training. About 400 
engineers have set up their own in¬ 
dustries. The expenditure incurred 
on this scheme during the Fourth 
Plan was Rs. 66.16 lakhs. 


Under the Employment Promotion 
Programme which has been introduc¬ 
ed in 1974-75 with an outlay of Rs. 40 
crores, seed capital/margin money 
will be made available to the unem¬ 
ployed engineers and their coopera¬ 
tives, among others, in order to enable 
them to secure loans from the public 
sector banks for setting up self-em¬ 
ployment ventures. The StatejUnion 
Territories are currently formulating 
proposals under this programme. The 
States/Union Territories have been 
advised by the Planning Commission 
to give first priority to the schemes 
for absorption of engineers and highly 
qualified technologists whose names 
stood registered with the employment 
exchanges on 31st December, 1972 
and who are yet unemployed. 

During the Fourth Five Year Plan, 
besides the development programmes 
in different sectors of economy which 
provided bulk of employment oppor¬ 
tunities. several special measures 
were taken from time to time to pro¬ 
vide additional employment to the 
educated persons including engineers. 
These were (i) Programme for Edu¬ 
cated Unemployed started in 1971-72,. 
(ii) Special Employment Programme 
for States and Union Territories 
started in 1972-73 and (iii) the Haif¬ 
a-Million Jobs Programme for Edu¬ 
cated Unemployed taken up in 
1973-74. The actual number of engi¬ 
neers who benefited from these 
schemes and the amounts of financial 
assistance given to them under these 
schemes are not available. However,

Formation of All India Service of 
Engineers 

1740. SHRI MOHINDER SINGH 
GILL: Will the PRIME MINISTER 
be pleased to state: 

(a) whether the Centre has consult¬ 
ed the States regarding the formation 
of an All-India Service of Engineers 
to tackle the acute problem of defi¬ 
ciency of power everywhere; and 

(b) if so, the reaction of the State 
Governments thereto? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFIARS IN 
THE DEPARTMENT OF PERSONNEL 
(SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA): 

(a) and (b). The Central Govern¬ 
ment have not consulted the State 
Governments recently regarding the 
formation of an All India Service in 
the field of engineering in the context 
of the problem of deficiency of power 
in the country. However, in pursuance 
of the provisions of the All India 
Services, Act, 1951, the proposal to 
constitute the Indian Service of En¬ 
gineers has been under the considera¬ 
tion of the Central Government and 
th e present position in this regard is 
as follows. 

2. The Chief Ministers’ Conference 
held in August 1961, had agreed in 
principle to the creation of three new 
All India Services in the fields of 
Forestry, Medicine and Health, and 
Engineering. After the Rajya Sabha 
had passed a resolution, under Article 
312(1) of the Constitution, in Decem¬ 
ber, 1961, the All India Sevices Act, 
1951 was amended in September, 
1963, to provide for the creation of 
the above mentioned three Services. 
The advantages of having more AH 
India Services and the reasons for the 
delay in the constitution of the Indiflb 
Service of Engineers are given in the 
succeeding paragraphs. 

3. The idea behind the proposal to 
constitute hew All India Services is 
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based primarily on the concept of 
national integration. The members 
of these Services being recruited on an 
all-India basis and enjoying uniform 
conditions of service and to a large 
extexTt allocated to States other than 
those of their domicile can easily 
transcend narrow attachments. These 
Services being common to the Centre 
and the States there would be rotation 
of officers between the Centre and 
the State Administrations. The crea¬ 
tion of the All India Services also 
ensures a high standard of recruit¬ 
ment and training which make'-- for a 
uniform standard of administration 
and development throughout the 
country. 

4. Formal orders constituting the 
Indian Service of Engineers have not 
so far been issued because six State 
Governments, namely Assam, Hima¬ 
chal Pradesh, Jammu and Kashmir, 
Kerala, Tamil Nadu and West Bengal, 
which had earlier agreed to participate 
in the Service, subsequently revised 
their stand and declined to partici¬ 
pate in the scheme of the Service. 
The reaction of these State Govern¬ 
ments so far available are summaris¬ 
ed below: — 

(i) ASSAM 

Tht State Government intimated in 
January, 1970, that they found that 
the conditions and circumstances pre¬ 
vailing in the State were not suitable 
for the implementation of the scheme 
of the Indian Service of Engineers. 

<ii) HIMACHAL PRADESH 

The Government of Himachal Pra¬ 
desh, without giving any reasons, con¬ 
veyed in February, 1971 their decision 
not to participate in the Indian Ser¬ 
vice of Engineers. 

(iii) JAMMU AND KASHMIR 

The Government of Jammu and 
Kashmir without giving any reasons, 
indicated in Febraury, 1970, that the 
State Government had decided not to 
participate in the Indian Service of 
Engineers, for the present.

(iv) KERALA 

The State Government, without giy- 
ing any reasons, indicated in May, 
1970 their decision not to participate 
in the Service. 

(v) TAMIL NADU 

The Government of Tamil Nadu in¬ 
timated in March, 1968, that it was 
neither necessary nor desirable to 
have all India Services to adminis¬ 
ter -subjects which fall strictly with* 11 
the jurisdiction of the States. 

(vi) WEST BENGAL 

The State Government indicated in 
May, J969, their decision not to parti¬ 
cipate in the Indian Service of En¬ 
gineers as the proposals made by them 
regarding the enhancement of the 
promotion quota and the method of 
appointment to the Central Cadres of 
the Central Public Works Department 
and the Central Water and Power 
Commission were most acceptable to 
the Government of India. 

5. The Government of India, how¬ 
ever. have been continuing in their 
efforts to persuade the dissenting State 
Governments to participate in the pro¬ 
posed Service. The Chief Ministers 
of these six State Governments were 
addressed in November, 1972, with 
the request that they might reconai' 
dor the matter with a view to agree¬ 
ing to participate in the scheme of the 
Service. The reaction of the State 
Governments from whom replies 
were received was not, however, fav¬ 
ourable. In March, 1974 the Chief 
Ministers of the six dissenting State 
Governments were again addresed. It 
was inter a'-ia urged that' the creation 
of the Service will not only attract the 
best talents in the field of engineering 
but would also ensure implementation 
of the various development program¬ 
mes with speed and efficiency. 

6. The Government of Assam and 
Kerala even after reconsideration of 
the matter have reiterated their ear¬ 
lier stand not to participate in the 
Service. Final replies from the Gov- 
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ernments of Jammu and 'K'ag'hiwir 
Himachal Pradesh, Tamil Nadu and 
West Bengal are still awaited.

76 so far. 

(b) The Corporation have decided 
in principle to finance small power 
generation projects for power supply 
in remote and isolated rural areas. 
However no specific proposals in 
this regard have so far been received 
from any State Electricity Boards. 

Working of Power Generating Unit 
in West Bengal 

1752. SHRI BISHWANATH JHUN- 
JHUNWALA: Will the Minister of 
IRRIGATION AND POWER be plea¬ 
sed to state: 

(a) whether almost all power ge¬ 
nerating units in West Bengal are 
operating below 50 per cent of their 
rated capacity;

(a) There are 8760 hours in a year 
and a kw of installed capacity could 
theoretically generate 8760 kwh of 
energy in a year. However, time is 
required for routine overhaul and 
maintenance, and some forced outages 
also occur,, all of which reduce the 
capacity to generate energy. Re¬ 
cently, the Conference of State Mini¬ 
sters of Irrigation and Power has 
decided that a generation of 600 kwh/ 
kw is attainable. On this basis, only 
the Durgapur Projects Ltd. is gene¬ 
rating just below 50 per cent of capa¬ 
city. Further, generation at Santaldih 
has yet to stabilize. 

(b) to (d). Except for the MAN 
units in Durgapur (Damodar Valley 
Corporation) no complaints regard¬ 
ing low generation due to the quality 
of machinery have been received. A 
concerted effort is, however, being 
made to improve the maintenance of 
all units, and to rehabilitate worn 
out and defective parts, so as to in¬ 
crease the reliability and availability 
of the stations. The Durgapur Pro¬ 
jects Ltd. had suffered a fire accident 
and necessary parts etc. have been 
imported or are being imported to 
rectify the damage. The proper 
functioning of the existing stations 
would help to reduce the shortage of 
power in the State. The stablization 
of generation at Santaldih and the 
commissioning of new unils would 
further help to meet the power needs 
■of West Bengal. During the Fifth 
Plan, it is not expected that there 
would be any energy shortage in 
West Bengal after completion of the 
programmes. 

Telecasting of T.V. programmes by 
the Satellite to be launched by U.5.

In Eamil Nadu, except 
the Ennore. Thermal Station Exten¬ 
sion (1x110 MW), Kundah Hydro 
State IV (1x50+1x00 MW) and 
Kalpakkam atomic power station 
(1X235 MW), all the Schemes have 
been commissioned during the 
Fourth Plan. In the case of 
the Ennore thermal Station, 
besides late receipt of steel, 
there were also some initial delays 
due to modification in designs.

A serious siltation problem has been 
reported only in the Kosi eastern 
canal.

watershed management. As such, 
siltation rates in various parts of this 
country cannot be compared with 
those in other countries.

On 13-6-74 some relatives ol' Satnam 
Singh approached thp local police for 
release. The police refused to do so 
and as a consequence a demonstration 
was arranged on 23-6-1974 by the 
relatives of Satnam Singh alleging 
misbehaviour b\ the police on 13-6- 
1974. 

On the basis of medical opinion that 
tlie injury of Ram Saran was grievous 
and caused by a blunt object, a case 
vnder section 325 IPC was registered 
on 25-6-1974, Satnam Singh is 
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absconding and non-bailable warrant 
for his arrest has been issued. All 
efforts are being made to execute the 
warrant of arrest.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: We will 
resume the discussion on the Univer¬ 
sity of Hyderabad Bill. 

SHRI S. M. BENERJEE (Kanpur): 
Sir, I want to raise a matter of very 
urgent importance. We have been 
saying in this House that two instal¬ 
ments of dearness allowance have 
fallen due to the Central Government 
employees, due from 1st April and 1st 
June 1974. When the Ordinance 
about compulsory deposit was bro¬ 
ught in the month of July we thought 
that the payment due for 1st April 
and 1 st June will not come within the 
mischief of the Ordinance. I have be¬ 
fore me a letter issued by the Finance 
Ministry, giving dearness allowance 
only to the extent of 50 per cent, the 
other 50 per cent being deposit, from 
1st April, 1974. This is gross betrayal 
the Ordinance. This has been done 
secretly and by this order 22 lakhs 
of Central Government employees 
have been strayed under the guise 
of this Ordinance, even though this 
does not come under this Ordinance.. 
(Interruptions). 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: He has 
made his point. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Six, this 
amounts to- Interruptions ). Kind¬ 

ly hear me for a minute. Sir, do you 
think in your wisdom that this Ordi¬ 
nance could be applied retrospec¬ 
tively. 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You have 
made your point. You have made 
your remarks. This is not on the 
agenda. Even so, because you are so 
full of it, I have allowed you to make 
your point. It has gone on record. 
Beyond that I cannot do any thing. 
Please do not abuse this privilege. 
This cannot be done off hand in this 
way. 

University of Hyderabad Bill— ccntd. 

14.10 hrs. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN (Tel- 
licherry); Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, 
this Bill, the University of Hydera¬ 
bad Bill, 1974, has been introduced 
in this House in peculiar circumstan¬ 
ces. At the time of Constitutional 
Amendment in regard to Andhra Pra¬ 
desh, it was promised that a Univer¬ 
sity for Andhra Pradesh, a Central 
University for that region, would be 
established, and now the Government 
has come forward with such a Bill. 
Normally I would have liked to wel¬ 
come this Bill—even now I welcome 
the introduction of this Bill—but 
there are certain things which I 
would like to point out and which I 
hope the Minister will consider at <ap- 
nropriate stages. 

First of all, the name of this Bill 
itself should have indicated that it 
is a Central University meant lor the 
people of Andhra Pradesh. Actually 
when you call this the University of 
Hyderabad Bill, it reminds one of 
those unpleasant incidents which took 
place between the people of two re¬ 
gions in that State. At least we 
should be able to tell the people that 
they in Andhra Pradesh should live 
together as one entity under one 
State. Therefore, my suggestion is 
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that this Bill should have been named 
the Central University (Andhra 
.Pradesh) Bill. 

Secondly, considering the back¬ 
wardness in that State in respect oi 
higher education, certain other modi¬ 
fications would have been necessary 
in this Bill. But before coming to that 
point, I would like to point out cer¬ 
tain important defects, in my opinion, 
in this Bill, that is, about the auto¬ 
nomy of the University and the 
democratic structure which you may 
provide for a university. These are 
considered very assential in these 
modem times when we set up new 
universities. I strongly feel when I 
say that there should be a guarantee 
about the autonomy of the Universi¬ 
ty; by this I mean relative freedom 
for the students, th e teachers and the 
administration of the University to 
act on matters relating to administra¬ 
tion and finance and also on acade¬ 
mic matters. In the Bill as it is draft¬ 
ed now I find that there are a lot of 
things which will stand in the way of 
proper autonomy for this University. 
If we want to ensure autonomy for a 
university, first of all there is this 
pre-condition that it should have a 
democratic structure; otherwise #1] 
the tall claims and all the declara¬ 
tions that we may make about the 
autonomous character of the univer¬ 
sity will have no meaning. 

If you go to the last part of the 
Bill, you will see the powers vested 
in various institutions. First of all, 
let us take the Court. It has been 
made absolutely a deliberative body: 
I may be excused for using the ex¬ 
pression that it has been made a rub¬ 
ber-stamp, it has to put its stamp on 
everything.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You 

might have got the inspiration from 
the cartoon in todays Times of India. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan); Actual and intended. 

SHRI C, K. CHANDRAPPAN: This 
'Court has been asked to put its stamp 


on everything which has been passed 
on to it by the executive and the 
executive, I am afraid, is a highly 
authoritarian body it will be terribly 
bureaucratic. That is the kind of 
executive which is visualised. 

Since it is a question of setting up 
a new University, I can understand 
that somewhere we have to begin. So, 
there is nomination and these bodies 
will be constituted by nomination. I 
understand that, the Visitor nomi¬ 
nates. But, we, as Parliament, a body 
which is enacting a legislation, should 
ha'’e given the broad guidelines 
how the Visitor will nominate to 
various bodies. That is totally mis¬ 
sing in this Bill. For example, you 
take the case of the Court. Who are 
the people the Visitor will nominate? 
The Visitor can nominate anybody. I 
do not say that he will nominate 
anybody. But there should be 'speci¬ 
fic formulations made by the Minister 
in his speech or in the Bill saying 
that this will be the composition of 
the Court. There certain essential 
features should be mentioned. First 
of all, representation to students in 
the University bodies. We feel that 
the students should get their due 
and adequate representation in 
all the administrative and aca¬ 
demic bodies of the University. 
That is our very considered opi¬ 
nion and this Bill does not speak 
about it. I know it speaks of stu¬ 
dents’ representation. That can He 
ultimately made into anything. One 
student or one and a half students will 
be nominated and you will say there 
is student’s representation. That is 
not what we want. Meaningful re¬ 
presentation should be given to the 
students in the Court.... 

THE MINISTER OF EDUCATION, 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND CULTURE 
(PROF. S. NURUL HASAN): One 
point of clarification. What is this 
one and a half students? 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: I 
am just expressing by unsatisfaction 
on your proposal. I think all of you 
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understood what I meant. I am sure 
they will also share with me in my 
opinion. 

Then, in the Executive, my feeling 
is that the students should be there. 
I know, that is a point where the 
Minister may differ with me because 
I remember on the question of the 
Aligarh University Bill you did not 
do that. But the time is passing and 
we are seeing that more things are 
happening in our country. So, to 
create a democratic atmosphere in the 
University, my feeling is that the 
students should be given representa¬ 
tion in the Executive. 

Then, comes the question of tea¬ 
chers. There is a vague reference 
that the teachers may be there. But, 
as I mentioned in the case of stu¬ 
dents, there should be guidelines 
which, I hope, you will make in your 
speech at the end, or if you. bring 
amendments to that effect, I will be 
more happy, to give a broad compo¬ 
sition of these bodies in which the 
teachers, students and the Karma- 
charis—Karmacharis are not loss 
important than the teachers and stu¬ 
dents—all find their representation in 
these bodies and, if these bodies are 
constituted like that, th e court and 
the Executive, then that will provide 
a kind of guarantee that a democra¬ 
tic decision may be taken in regard to 
matters of administration and acade¬ 
mic matters. 

I have on e word to speak about the 
Academic Councils. The Executive has 
become an all powerful body accord¬ 
ing to the provisions of the Bill. They 
can reject anything. But what I say 
is that there must be a provision by 
which you should provide th e Aca¬ 
demic Councils the authority to take 
a final decision in regard to academic 
matters where it is not necessary al¬ 
ways that the Executive should poke 
its nose. That kind of authority may 
be provided to the Academic Coun¬ 
cils. 

Then, in the Court also, you may 
say or you may bring an amendment 


to suggest that there should be re¬ 
presentatives of the people, represen¬ 
tative^ from Parliament, representa¬ 
tives of the State Assembly, represen¬ 
tatives of the local administration, 
representatives of Trade Unions and 
representatives of Kisans. AH these 
categories are to be invariably repre- 
sentened in these bodies. 

I know that the Minister will say 
that when ordinances or statutes are 
passed then all these things will be 
taken into consideration, but my 
point is not that. What I say is that 
when we are giving shape to this 
kind of legislation the broad outlines 
should be there. That is to say with¬ 
in that framework it should be given. 
If that legislation is made it will be 
very useful. That is my submission 
It will ensure democratic character 
of the universities. 

Then with regard to the examina¬ 
tion the Minister said about semester 
system. He said that will be adopted 
by the university. A word of caution 
has to be uttered here. 1 am not 
against assessment. But we have 
got certain experience whereby we 
have come across this criticism that 
there hag been lot of favourism, nepo¬ 
tism, etc. there in the name of internal 
assessment and all that kind of thing. 
Some kind of check should be brought 
about to put an end to all these 
things. I wish to submit that the 
Court and the Academic Council 
should be made more democratic. 
They should be given more autonomy. 

With regard to the purpose or 
object of the university, the Minister 
said two things. One thing more 
should be added. Admission of stu¬ 
dents should not be restricted irres 
pective of only class, caste and creed. 
It is better to say, nobody will be dis¬ 
criminated against language, on the 
basis of the language he speaks. 

Regarding the object of the univer¬ 
sity in Clause 41 you say, academic 
pursuit and all that. This University 
should also stand for promoting na¬ 
tional cause and national goals as per 
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our Constitution as pronounced by 
Parliament. Secularism, national uni¬ 
ty and democracy should be the 
goals which should be put as objec¬ 
tives in Clause 4. These are my sug¬ 
gestions. 

SHRI K. NARAYANA RAO: (Bobbi- 
lli): I welcome this Bill with some ob¬ 
servations. 

On 1-3-73 Andhra agitation was at 
its height. We had occasion to discuss 
the Andhra situation. I said then: 

‘Lastly I come to education. In 
our own capital Hyderabad we can¬ 
not find educational facilities for 
our children unless we produce a 
Mulki certificate. This is something 
unusual for which honestly enough 
we are not in a position to give a 
valid explanation. Here I have a 
suggestion to make. In India there 
are about 6 Central Universities and 
all of them are situated in the North. 
Not even a single one is in the 
South. In the light of the polito- 
legal complexities that are existing 
so far as Andhra Pradesh is con¬ 
cerned, may I request the Govern¬ 
ment of India to give a serious 
thought to establish a Central Uni¬ 
versity at Hyderabad so that the 
present problem can be solved and 
also the facilities for higher learn¬ 
ing may be available to the people 
in the South?’ 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: That has 
been done now. 

SHRI K. NARAYANA RAO: The 
Committee which went into the mat¬ 
ter recently has expressed the same 
objectives. 

The objectives in establishing a 
Central University at Hyderabad are 
twofold—one is to solve the imirkedi- 
ate problems faced by the people re¬ 
siding in the twin city of Hyderabad, 
the second is the longterm objective, 
namely, for establishing a higher cen¬ 
tre of learning so that there would be 
greater opportunity for the people for 
higher education. The objective is to 
diversify and diffuse the centre of 
higher learning; there would be much 


greater 'mobility which will ultimately 
lead to the national integration. Let 
me analyse these two objectives. First 
objective is to solve the immediate 
problems as I have stated earlier in the- 
twin city of Hyderabad. The longterm 
objective is to have a centre of higher 
learning for the people. 

I com e to the particular difficulties 
faced by the people residing in the 
twin city. In the entire Andhra re¬ 
gion. of course they have provided 
university educational facilities. But, 
here, in the twin city of Hyderabad, 
the people are facing certain difficul¬ 
ties because of the Mulki Rules. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Why rake 
up all that now? 

SHRI K. NARAYANA RAO: Sir. 
there is a lot of confusion about the 
scope of the university that is being 
set up here. For instance, it has been 
advocated that 80 per cent of the re¬ 
servations should be made for the peo¬ 
ple of Andhra. I am not for this. 
This is Central University where 
everybody should have the opportunity 
for admission. That is the reason why 
I want to draw a distinction here. 
The boys who have been staying there, 
bv virtue of the Mulki Rules, get ad¬ 
mission into this University. They 
are required to be given the basic 
minimum facilities in this regard. 
For instance, in the twin city of 
Hyderabad, there is Osmania Univer¬ 
sity; also there are Engineering, Medi¬ 
cal and Law Colleges. Still, the dis¬ 
tinction is there. A central university 
has to cater to the needs of everybody. 
So far as the same is concerned, the 
concept should be that it should admit 
everybody coming from all over India. 
That has been the case with regard to 
education in medicine, law, engineer¬ 
ing and other things. So, my humble 
submission is that we should not p^t 
it i n writing that thee should be 
reservation for certain people. Of 
course the Six Point Formula has 
been evolved keeping this thing in 
view. We have also to see the diff- 
culties faced by th e people because 
of the Mulki Rules. They have used 
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a phrase which creates a lot of con¬ 
fusion. That is about resident and 
non-resident. If place of domicile is 
.accepted, there would be no difficulty 
at all for the boys and' girls. They 
are mixing up this concept of resident 
and non-resident thereby they confuse 
the people. That would mean the peo¬ 
ple who are staying here will nave no 
intention to go to their native placet 
That is a very difficult concept. Be¬ 
cause of this concept, you cannot 
. satisfy the people studying in Gsmania 
University. That creates confusion 
only. So, my submission is this. So 
far as the first objective is concerned- 
it is a limited objective-according to 
Six Points Formula, first preference 
should be given to the boys of Andhra, 
that is, boys coming from Andhra and 
settling down in Hyderabad. So far 
as second objective is concerned, it is 
much bigger. Once a Central Univer¬ 
sity is set up, there should be no dis¬ 
crimination between the people. Before 
I conclude, let me tell you one instance. 
Suppose a son or a girl of a Secretary 
wants to join the University. Can 
she not go to Srikakulam or Guntur 
or any other place after her studies 
are over when her father leaves that 
place? This concept, I am afraid, 
works to the disadvantage of such 
people. 

With these remarks, I hope that the 
Central University will achieve success 
in achieving the short-term objective 
and it will grow much bigger in size. 


SHRI K. RAMAKRISHNA REDDY 
(Nalgonda): Deputy Speaker, Sir. I 
rise to support the Bill introduced by 
the hon. Minister of Education for 
establishing a new Central University 
at Hyderabad. It is a longstanding 
demand of the people of Andhra 
Pradesh. There' was the six point 
formula after two agitations, one in 
Telangana and one in Andhra. This 
commitment has been made by the 
Central Government and this is being 
now fulfilled. It should b e a model 
university for the study of various 
faculties, research work, various pro¬ 


jects connected with advance studies, 
etc. A s Visitor, the President of India 
should nominate efficient and eminent 
educationalists to this University so 
that the University works well. At 
present there are three universities in 
Andhra Pradesh: Osmania University 
at Hyderabad, Andhra University at 
Waltair and Venkateswara University 
at Tirupathi, and also an Agricultural 
University at Rajendranagar. None 
of them have been named Hyderabad 
University. My friends suggested yes¬ 
terday that it should be Nagarjuna 
University. Already there is a Nagar¬ 
juna college at Nalgonda; Nagarjuna 
engineering college is at Hyderabad 
only. Recently on the 2nd of this 
month, I had an oportunity to go to 
Nagarjunasagar Mr. D. P. Dhar, hon’ 
ble Planning Minister and our 
Chief Minister also were there. There 
was a representation by' the people of 
that area that this was their university 
and it should be located at Nagarjuna¬ 
sagar. In Aligarh it is Aligarh Uni¬ 
versity; in Benaras it is Benaras Hindu 
University; if you go to Kerala, it is 
Keral University. I do not understand 
why my friend Shri Suryanarayana 
and others say that it should not be 
named Hyderabad University. I think 
the name should remain as Hyderabad 
University and it should not be 
changed. 

The hon. Minister while introducing 
the Bill mentioned that he had ap¬ 
pointed a committee under the chair¬ 
manship of Mr. Jacob. (He should 
advise the Committee to expedite its 
work so that this University is started 
on 2nd October, 1974 which is the 
birthday of Bapuji, Mahatma Gandhi. 
It should not g 0 beyond that. Several 
students are not getting admissions in 
colleges in Andhra Pradesh. Profes¬ 
sional colleges should be opened. I 
am glad the hon. Minister stated yes¬ 
terday that new campuses could be 
opened within the State, wherever the 
University wants. Such campuses 
should be opened for professional 
courses. I hope the hon Minister will 
take necessary action in this regard 
and advise the working group to go 
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in that direction. I express ray 
hearty thanks to the hon Minister lor 
implementing the six point formula in 
respect of the university. There are 
other items which are not his concern. 
There is the question of the develop¬ 
ment of the backward areas. The con¬ 
cerning Ministers should initiate their 
projects. I think some areas will be 
developed if this university comes into 
existence. With these few words, I 
suport the Bill. 

SHRI P. NARASIMHA REDDY 
(Chittoor): Sir, this Bill has come not 
a day too soon. I would like to make 
a few observations about it. Mr. Mav- 
alankar said that the Andhra agita¬ 
tion was mounted and carried on with 
mass upsurge for the sak e of achiev¬ 
ing this university. It is not so and 
you rightly said in that context that 
it was too big a cost for such a small 
thing. Sir, the Andhra people are not 
at all apolegetic for the mass upsurge 
which was there on account of certain 
difficulties they had encountered due 
to the fettering restrictions in opera¬ 
tion in their own State capital. That 
mass upsurge and movement were 
finally resolved by the statemanlike 
announcement of the six point formula 
by the Prime Minister. It is curious 
indeed that while seeking to implement 
that formula, and integral part of 
which is to redress the educational 
disabilities experienced by the Andhra 
people in their own State capital, this 
Bill fails to make a specific provision 
to relieve those disabilities. I support 
the contention of Mr. Narayana Rao 
that while clause7 rightly says that it 
is an all-India university open to one 
and all without distinction of creed, 
caste etc., a proviso is made saying 
that it does not prevent the university 
from making a special provision for 
admission of scheduled castes and 
weaker sections of society. Instead 
of putting it in a negative way, it 
should have been made mandatory. 
In fact, I have given an amendment 
to that affect. Similarly, an enhabling 
provision should have been made to 
take care of the interests of the people 
from Andhra who by necessity have 
to go to the State capital and seek 


admission into the educational insti¬ 
tutions there. Why should not a spe¬ 
cial provision be made for this cate¬ 
gory of persons to one of these dis¬ 
abilities for which such a lonk and 
painful agitaton was 'mounted in the- 
Andhra area? I request the Minister 
to give thought to the amendment I 
have given in this connection. It does 
not militate against the spirit of the- 
Bi.l or against the general spirit 
which has been actuating all Central 
Unive' -ities. We only plead for an 
enabling provision which does not 
prevent the university from making a. 
special provision fo r admitting people- 
oi that type if such difficulties are 
encountered. It is our hope that with- 
establishment of this university and 
in the manner of its development and 
expension, enough opportunities may 
Le provided for one and all, in which 
case no difficulty will arise. But in 
view of the economic stringency and 
the limited financial provision—it is 
a paltry 5 crores for 5 years—we are 
af-aid the quantum of educational 
facility provided in this university 
might not be that much large to admit 
one and all. Under the circumstances, 
I would plead with the Education Mi¬ 
nister to incorporate this also in clause 
7 of the Bill. 

I support whole-heartedly the move- 
of the Central Government, in confor¬ 
mity with the six-point formula, to 
proceed with the establishment of 
this University. I would draw the 
attention of the Education Minister tO- 
the great anxiety and desire express¬ 
ed by the people and the State Gov¬ 
ernment of Andhra for the early func¬ 
tioning of this University in Hydera¬ 
bad. I heartily congratulate him for 
already proceeding about in this 
direction by appointing an eminent 
scientist, Shri Singh, of the Banaras 
Hindu University, as special officer. I 
hope he will soon enter upon his 
duties and see to it that this Univer¬ 
sity function in this academic year 
itself. 

In this connection, in order to en¬ 
able this University to start straight- 
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way, I would say that there are en¬ 
ough buildings of the Central Gov¬ 
ernment which are vacant and avail¬ 
able. For instance, I am told that for 
the Police Academy a lot of buildings 
have been constructed in Hyderabad. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: He can 
pass on all this information to the 
.Minister. 

SHRI P. NARASIMHA REDDY: It 
is very pertinent information that I 
am giving. 

Coming to the Bill proper, I would 
say that the Minister has not chosen 
to reveal to us the representations 
made by the State Government with 
regard to the provisions they want to 
be made in the University Bill and 
with regard to the representation in 
the governing bodies of the Univer¬ 
sity. I would like the Minister to 
take us into confidence and let us 
know the views expressed by the 
State Government and to what ex¬ 
tent these views have been accommo¬ 
dated in this Bill and how he propo¬ 
ses to accommodate the rest of the 
views while implementing this Bill- 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: These aTe 
matters of detail. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: These 
are matters of detail. 

SHRI P. NARASIMHA REDDY: 

' These are not matters of detail. For 
instance, a reference was made to the 
report of the Working Group headed 
by Dr. Jacob. In fact, the entire 
Bill is based on the report of the 
Working Group. In that connection, 
the Minister was pleased to say that 
certain recommendations of the 
Working Group have been accepted 
and that he is not able to accept some 
of the recommendations of the Work¬ 
ing Group. We would like to know 
what are those recommendations 
which he is not able to agree with 
and whether he would reconsider 
them. Because, the State Govern¬ 
ment have brought to the notice o 
the Working Group several valuable

suggestions which would enable this 
University to grow in public stature. 
With respect to those suggestions of 
the State Government which have 
been communicated to the Working 
Group, we would like to know what 
assessment has been made by the 
Working Group and what is the re¬ 
action which it has evoked in the 
Central Government and to what ex¬ 
tent in future functioning they will'be 
implemented. We would like to hear 
the hon. Minister on these points 
when he replies to the debate. 

•SHRI T. S. LAKSHMANAN (Sri- 
perumbudur): Mr. Deputy Speaker, 
Sir, on behalf of my party, the 
Dravida Munnetra Kazhagam, I rise 
to say a few words on The University 
of Hyderabad Bill, 1974. 

While welcoming the Bill, I have 
to say that this Bill proves beyond 
doubt one particular thing. Toe Cen¬ 
tral Government do nor care to meet 
the legitimate aspirations and genuine 
demands o f the people if they are 
expressed in a peaceful manner. If 
they start expressing their demands in 
a violent manner, the Government 
wake up and do something to appease 
them. Sir, you know that this de¬ 
mand for a University at Hyderabad 
was a long-standing demand of the 
people of Andhra Pradesh. There was 
violent agitation in Telengana area 
some years ago. Hast year there was 
mass upsurge in Andhra region and 
there was widespread violence. Then, 
the Central Government formulated 
the six point formula, under which 
this Bill for establishing a Central 
University at Hyderabad has been 
presented before this House. I have 
referred to this because the Central 
Govrnment, if they want to curb 
violence in the country, should not 
procrastinate taking decisions on the 
legitimate demands of the people. 
Much of the blood-shed and destruc¬ 
tion of public property could have 
been avoided if the Government of 
India had taken decisions at the pro- 

Tabil. 
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per time to meet the genuine aspira¬ 
tions of the people of Andhra Pradesh. 
Eve n now there is some sort of agi¬ 
tation for naming this University as 
Nagarjunasagar University. Perhaps 
the Government may come forward 
with an amendment to that effect, if 
the agitation takes a violent turn. 

I will refer to Clause 7 0 f the Bill 
which says that the University shall 
be open to persons of either sex and 
of whatever race, creed or class. 
There is also a proviso which speaks 
of special provisions for admissions of 
students of weaker sections of the 
people and in particular of tie Sche¬ 
duled Castes and th e Scheduled 
Tribes. I welcome the mention of 
special provisions for SC and ST 
students in the matter of admission. 
.In this Clause it should have been 
mentioned that residential stipulation 
will not be made applicable to the SC 
and ST students. The SC and ST 
students, from whichever part of 
Andhra Pradesh they may come, will 
be admitted in this University. This 
Clause 7 should incorporate such a 
provision. Then only the SC and ST 
students will be able to get a fair 
deal. Otherwise, I am afraid that they 
may be denied admission on the 
ground of residential stipulation. 

In our country, the crabs have get 
a place to cuddle together; the birds 
have a berth on the branch of a tree; 
the snakes too have a shelter in their 
sand-dumes. But the people belong¬ 
ing to Scheduled Castes and Schedul¬ 
ed Tribes have no place to hide their 
shame. This is the pitiable situation 
obtaining in a country which has given 
birth to Mahatma Gandhi. Even to¬ 
day in this House there was a heated 
discussion on the atrocities committed 
on Harijans in one part of the coun¬ 
try. The people belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes will continue to he oppressed 
So long as they do not get their educa¬ 
tional facilities. That is why I appeal 
to the hon. Minister of Education that 
there should be a specific provision in 
the Bill establishing a Central Uni¬ 
versity at Hyderabad which should 
state in clear and unequivocal terms 
that all the Scheduled Caste and Sche¬ 


duled Tribe s students from whichever 
part of Andhra Pradesh they may 
come will get admission in the Uni¬ 
versity, without the residential stipu¬ 
lation being made applicable to them. 
This Clause 7 should be amended 
suitably for this purpose. Clause 6 
states that the jurisdiction of 'he 
University shall extend to the whole 
of the State of Andhra Pradesh and 
this provision should be reflected in 
Clause 7 also. 

There are three other Universities in 
Andhra Pradesh—Venkateswara Uni¬ 
versity, Andhra University and Osma- 
ma University. The minimum marks 
prescribed ‘‘or admission varies from 
one University to the other. The SC 
end ST students seeking admisison to 
these Universities are facing this 
handicap. I would like to point out 
that minimum marks for admission in 
the Universities located in a State 
must be uniform. This will go a long 
way to help the SC and ST candi¬ 
dates. 

Before 1 conclude, I would also refer 
to the need for ensuring participation 
of students in the administration of 
the Central University. This is all the 
more important in view of widespread 
student unrest in the country. 

With these words, I thank you for 
giving me an opportunity speak on 
this Bill and I conclude. 

SHRI Y. S. MAHAJAN (BuldanaV. 
I warmly welcome the Hyderabad 
University Bill presented by the hon. 
Minister of Education. _ 

This University will be the sixth 
University in the State of Andhra 
Pradesh and the first Central Univer¬ 
sity in the South of India. It is being 
established as a result of the six- 
point formula for Andhra Pradesh 
or in pursuance of Article 371E newly 
inserted in the Constitution. 

The Bill has been drafted very 
carefully and shows the latest trends 
in our thinking on University educa¬ 
tion. The Bill provides, as any 
University Act should, for the struc¬ 
ture and organization in broad terms 
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leaving the relevant details to be pro¬ 
vided by statutes and Ordinances. The 
rapid expansion of knowledge in 
modem times specially in science and 
technology makes necessary frequent 
changes and adaptations in the courses 
of study, regrouping of subjects, tech¬ 
niques of teaching and examination. 
This' means that the constitution of a 
university should be flexible enough 
to allow for these adaptions, innova¬ 
tions and experimentations. The Bill 
has provided a flexible constitution 
which will enable the academics to 
change their methods and procedures 
to suit the changing requirements of 
society and knowledge. 

The University is not an affiliating 
type of university. Though located 
at Hyderabad, it will not be a City 
University. Its jurisdiction will ex¬ 
tend to the whole of Andhra Pradesh. 

The reason why such a University 
is being established at Hyderabad is 
to cater to the needs of Andhra peo¬ 
ple in Hyderabad or Telangana. Many 
parts of Andhra Pradesh are also l:? 
need of some special impetus for the 
development of higher education. This 
motive could have found expression 
in the objects of the University as 
enumerated in clause 5 of the 3»11. 
One of the objects should have been 
to make a special provision for higher 
education in the rural areas and f 'cr 
classes and communities which are 
socially and economically backward. 
If such special efforts are not made, 
the gap between the advanced and 
backward sections of the community 
tends to widen. 

There are some sensitive points of 
the proposed University structure, 
about which I would like to say a few 
words. 

Firstly, there is the question of the 
appointment and powers of the Vice- 
Chancellor. The transitional provi¬ 
sions empower the Visitor to appoint 
the first Vice-Chancellor for a period 
of five years. Afterwards he shall be 
appointed by the Visitor in such a 
manner as shall be laid down by 


statutes. The office of the Vice-Chan¬ 
cellor is the most primary of the- 
offices in the University complex of 
authority, officials, staff and students. 
The decisions on University policy 
depend largely on the strength of his 
personality. If he lacks confidence or 
if he is unsteady or thwarted in action,, 
hen disorder is real. The University 
is uncertain within and bereft of a 
steady guide. 

In my view, the independence, im¬ 
partiality and authority of the Vice- 
Chancellor can best be safeguarded by 
providing that his appointment shall 
be made by the Visitor, as far as pos¬ 
sible, without any restrictions being 
placed on his discretion by the statutes. 
Experience shows that no procedure 
such as that known as the Delhi pro¬ 
cedure o r any variant of it is proof 
against manipulation. And manipula¬ 
tion does take place. I am, therefore, 
all for giving the maximum discre¬ 
tionary power to the Visitor who re¬ 
presents the ultimate political autho¬ 
rity in the country. 

One of the duties of the Vice- 
Chancellor is to see that the Univer¬ 
sity Act. the statutes, Ordinances -md 
Regulations are duly observed. The 
Bill says that he shall have all the 
powers necessary to ensure such ob¬ 
servance. It is good that this has been 
explicitly stated. Otherwise, the 
Vice-Chancellor ma v feel paralysed by 
the idea that he is merely a constitu¬ 
tion a 1 head. Another provision which 
is important from this point of view' 
is Statute No. 31 which says, “All 
powers relating to discipline and dis¬ 
ciplinary action in relation to students 
of the University, shall vest in the 
Vice-Chancellor.’’ I need not dilate 
on the necessity of this provision in 
the conditions of the disorder nnd 
turmoil that obtain in the student 
world today. 

The most important body in the 
university is the executive council. 
This is the Chief {Executive Authority. 
According to Statute 13 it shall have 
the management and administration 
of the revenue and porperty of the 
verSity and the conduct of all admi- 
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nistrative affairs of the university not 
otherwise provided for. Then follows 
in the statute an impressive list of 
its powers. Besides it can pass ordi¬ 
nances as well as statutes. 

I think We have erred on the side 
•of executive’ centralisation. The Se¬ 
nate which represents a cross sec: ion 
•of society should have been given ihe 
decisive voice in the matter o' pas¬ 
sing statutes. 

The teacher is the backbone of the 
•education system. On him depend the 
standards of our universities, stand¬ 
ards of teaching, examination and 
scholarship. There is not the sligh¬ 
test doubt that standards in our uni¬ 
versities are not what they should be. 
The statutes provide that the Regist¬ 
rar of the proposed Hyderabad uni¬ 
versity shall prepare and keep a list 
of teachers in each category ..used 
strictly on seniority for nurpo.?es of 
representation on different bodies. I 
hope this principle will not be allow¬ 
ed to affect decisions regarding pro¬ 
motions. Such a procedure, I am af¬ 
raid, will not be calculated to pi o- 
mole standards of scholarship and 
efficiency in teaching, in univei:ir;cs. 

The Bill reflects ‘the insight. the 
imagination and idealism of tile Hon. 
Minister of Education. May I con¬ 
clude by expressing m y best wishes 
lor the future o' this new university? 
I hope and pray that this university 
which fulfils the aspirations of the 
Andhra people will become a pace¬ 
setter for the whole of India, that it 
wPl become famous as a great centre 
of learning not only in India but also 
the whole of Asia and that it will 
achieve standards of research and 
scholarship comparable 1o those in the 
most advanced nations of the world. 
Such a university alone will, in the 
context of our problems, be a power¬ 
ful 'actor towards integration of the 
•country and its material and spiritual 
■progress. With these words I support 
the Bill.

SERI N. TOMBI SINGH (Inner 
Mampr): Sir, I rise to sppport this 
Bill which is the outcome of the long 
deteimination and long-standing 

grievances of a particular region of 
our country. Through this univer¬ 

sity, the credibility of the Govern¬ 
ment of India and of the leadership 
of the country, which was already, 
high, is being further raised. The 
Government of India is trying to re¬ 
move certain genuine grievances in 
respect of the academic and economic 
facilities. I belong to a region which 
suffered from serious disability in 
respect of academic and economic 
problems. Naturally, therefore, in- 
as much as we feel we should be pro¬ 
tected in respect of our academic and 
economic problems, we can well ap¬ 
preciate the genuine grievances of a 
particular region of Andhra Pradesh 
which has been agitating for quite a 
long time. During the last few 
months when the agitation has been 
going on the natural leadership dec¬ 
lared the six-point formula and this 
university is one of the various mea¬ 
sures which seeks to remove the 
grievances of the people. 

I do not like to speak on all the de¬ 
tails. My learned friends from both 
sides of the House have referred to 
most of the salient features of the 
Bill. One thing that I would like to 
emphasize is the question of opening 
of campuses of the University in 
different areas of the State. I know 


the difficulties and merits of opening 
campuses and centres of a Univer¬ 
sity. I am speaking from personal 
experience. The Jawaharlal Nehru 
University has opened a Centre for 
Post-Graduate studies in our area. 
This has given quite a lot of benefit 
to our people and also, along with 
that, raised a number of problems 
which can be solved only by estab¬ 
lishing a separate university. This 
may or may not happen in this case 
also. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: There 
it is a question of two thousand miles 
in between. Here it is within the 
same area. 

SHRI N. TOMBI SINGH: Even so 
there may be grounds of differences 
between two regions when the Hy¬ 
derabad University would be open¬ 
ing centres in different parts of the 
State. So, I would suggest that in 
the opening of centres it should be 
kept in mind that the standard of 
leaching in the campus should be 
maintained. Otherwise, the campuses 
become different worlds or different 
Universities altogether, which leads 
to the deterioration of the University 
itself. Therefore, by main emphasis 
would be on strengthening the head¬ 
quarters campus. 

In my own student days there were 
colleges which were residential which 
accommodated students of all regions 
of a particular State. There the stuj- 
dents were divided and the teachers 
were divided. Naturally, from time to 
time there were riots among the stu¬ 
dents and teachers instigated by one 
side or the other. This kind of at¬ 
mosphere of tension in the university 
or college campus leads to regional 
differences and ultimately to all kinds 
of political uprising. Therefore, in 
this University, which seeks to re¬ 
move the regional grievances of this 
important region of the south, name¬ 
ly, Andhra Pradesh, this should be 
maintained and also promoted so that 
this will be not only an ideal camp-^i 
but will be one of the best Univei • 
sities in Asia or even in the whole- 
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world. This University should be the 
fountain source of unity and consoli¬ 
dation in a State which has been 
suffering from regional disparity. 

The question of student indiscipline 
and how it has to be tackled has been 
mentioned. In fact, student indisci¬ 
pline cannot be tackled in isolation 
in this University. (It varies from 
State to State and from city to city. 
It is more or less a national problem. 
Regarding the measures against stu¬ 
dent indiscipline I would like to sug¬ 
gest that whatever may be the Uni¬ 
versity or college tackling it, it should 
have a mechanism by which it should 
be able to make the student commu¬ 
nity a self-respecting and self-disci¬ 
plined body. 

The main malady today is that our 
nation and particularly our young 
people led by the educated people in 
universities and colleges are losing' 
their sense of self-respect and indi¬ 
vidual dependability and it is there 
that we should strike—in the univer¬ 
sities through disciplinary and correc¬ 
tive measures. . . 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: It is 

too big a question to be tackled by 
the Hyderabad University. 

SHRI N. TOMBI SINGH: This 

new University which is coming just 
after the University which has been 
started in Shillong is under the spon¬ 
sorship of Central Government and 
has the advantage of starting afresh 
without any tradition whatsoever. 
This will draw the best talents all 
over the country and will have the 
advantage of starting a new tradition 
from which the other universities 
will be able to be benefited. 

With these few words, I wish the 
University a very bright future and 
I hope that this will benefit the long- 
neglected people of Andhra Pradesh, 
particulary of the Telengana region. 
I support the Bill.

THE MINISTER OF EDUCATION, 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND CULTURE 
(PROF. S. NURUL HASAN): Sir, I 
am extremely grateful to my hon. 
friends for the support they have 
given to this measure. These days 
there are not many issues on which 
there is a national consensus. I think 
it augurs well for the proposed uni¬ 
versity of Hyderabad that all sections 
of the House have welcomed its es¬ 
tablishment and have supported and 
have expressed their good wishes for 
the progress of this university. 

I wish to add my own voice to the 
powerful voice already raised in this 
House in offering good wishes to this 
university. I hope that it would ful¬ 
fil the expectations which have been 
expressed in this House, that it would 
make a real conti’ibution to knowledge 
and would bring glory to the nation 
as a whole. 

A few points have been made. My 
job is extremely easy because there 
is general support. I would explain 
a few of the points which have been 
raised. How can a unitary univer¬ 
sity have campuses? It is a very 
valid point. I think one of the lion- 
Members did answ*er that. The point 
is that a unitary university is virtu¬ 
ally an antonym of university which 
is of an affiliating type. Whatever 
be the campuses, whatever be the 
schools established by the university, 
these will be established by the Uni¬ 
versity itself and would be directly 
under the control of the university 
Therefore, it is not a federation oi 
different entities which are collabo- 
ratingfi together in order to impart in¬ 
structions in the university. There 
can be many units; but, all the units 
will be the units of the University 
itself. The entire staff will be appoint¬ 
ed by the university itself. They will 
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be directly responsible to the univer- 
• sity. 

The next point that has been made 
by a number of hon. Members is with 
regard to medium of instruction. 
This I woud like to take up in con¬ 
nection with another point that has 
been made by one of my hon. friends. 
It is this. What were the recommen¬ 
dations of the State Government 
which were not accepted by the Work¬ 
ing Group headed by Dr. George 
■ Jacob? There were two major re¬ 
commendations which the Working 
Group was unable to accept. First 
was that the State Government should 
. be adequately represented in the vari¬ 
ous authorities of the university 

As hon. Members have pointed out, 
there are other Central universities 
too, and in none of the Central uni¬ 
versities is there a direct representa¬ 
tion of the State Government on any 
of the bodies of the university. There¬ 
fore, it would be creating a difficult 
precedent if Parliament were to take 
the view that the university would 
be an institution created by Parlia¬ 
ment but it would also at the same 
‘time be responsible even partly to 
another legislature. 

Here, I wish to explain the point 
which my hon. friend Shri Madhu 
Limaye raised namely why there is a 
Chief Rector. The Chief Rector, be¬ 
ing the Governor, would be entitled 
to get all the information and all the 
material regarding the university. 
So, although there is no direct repre¬ 
sentation, nevertheless, all the infor¬ 
mation regarding the university would 
be available to the State Government 
through the Governor and he would 
provide the link for close collabora¬ 
tion between the State Government 
and the university. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: He will 
interfere, and will be a nuisance! 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: The 
second point which the State Gov¬ 
ernment had suggested but which the 
working group was unable to accept 


was that not less than 80 per cent of 
the admissions should be reserved 
for students from the State of Andhra 
Pradesh. The reason for not accept¬ 
ing this is that again, geographically, 
the location of the university would 
itself guarantee that an overwhelm¬ 
ing majority of the students would 
be belonging to the area concerned. 

If has always been our experience. 
For example, in the new university 
established' in a part of the country 
with which you, Sir. are more inti¬ 
mately acquainted than I am, the 
bulk of the students belong to the 
area. In the Central university which 
I had the honour to serve for over 20 
years, the bulk of the students be¬ 
long to the area. This is only natural. 
Therefore, it would not be necessary 
to provide for any reservation, and 
in fact, the reservation tends to create 
more misgivings. But it would cer¬ 
tainly solve the problem for which 
the university was created. After all, 
in the Bill that has been circulated 
to you, apart from what I had ven¬ 
tured to state in my introductory 
speech, if you will see the Statement 
of Objects and Reasons, you will ee 
that it starts with the six-point for¬ 
mula. So, that intention is there. 
But I would urge that the reservation 
would not be in keeping with what 
my hon. friend said, namely the long¬ 
term objectives which the university 
must provide for, namely to add to 
the facilities for higher study and 
research to the people of the whole 
region and the whole country but 
more particularly to the State of 
Andhra Pradesh. 

SHRI MALLIKARJUN (Medak): 
On a point of order. The hon. Min¬ 
ister has said that the Central univer¬ 
sity is being established according to 
the six-point formula. The main ob¬ 
ject behind it, as the Andhra brethren 
were pointing out, is to provide ade¬ 
quate educational facilities to the 
people in the twin cities of Hyderabad 
and Secunderabad. Hyderabad is 
also the capital city of Andhra Pra¬ 
desh. So, in tbe light of the recom- 
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mendations made by the State Gov¬ 
ernment to the working group, 80 
per cent seats should be provided to 
the students from that State. If noot 80 
per cent, at least a considerable pro¬ 
portion of it should have been reserv¬ 
ed for them. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: The hon. 
Member has raised a point of order, 
and a point of order calls for my 
ruling. What is the point of order 
that calls for my ruling now? He 
.just wanted to intervene and put his 
point of view across. There is no 
point of order. 

SHRI MALLIKARJUN: It cannot 
be like this. That is our objection- 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: He has 
just interjected, and it has gone on 
record. He should not go on making 
a running commentary. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: That 
is. a different matter, but the work¬ 
ing group gave this matter its very 
careful consideration and it came to 
this conclusion. I would venture to 
read out from the recommendations 
made by the working group, which 
were as follows: 

“Admissions to the University 
should be on an All India basis, 
and admission tests may be pres¬ 
cribed for admission to different 
■courses. Apart from the reserva¬ 
tions suggested for (g)”—(g) is 
for scheduled castes, scheduled 
tribes and such weaker sections— 
“no reservations be made for can¬ 
didates belonging to a particular 
region or State.” 

This matter was carefully considered 
"by the working group and it made 
'this explicit recommendation. Ex¬ 
perience has shown everywhere that 
most of the students tend to belong 
to the place where the university is 
located, for a whole variety of rea¬ 
sons. 

My hon. friend Sudhakar Pandey 
stated that at least one examination 
should be held during the current 


academic session. I do not know 
whether it is possible but I join him 
in hoping that at least admissions for 
some courses will start as soon as 
possible. He also said that the Plan¬ 
ning Board should comprise persons 
who are young as well as eminent. 
Voices had been raised in favour of 
youth and unfortunately youth has 
been defined as late forties or early 
fifties for the post of the Vice Chan¬ 
cellor. We shall keep this suggestion 
very much in view and try to see that 
people who are at least intellectually 
young are in the various bodies. 

There is no difference of opinion 
betvveen the voices expressed on this 
side and on that side also about the 
security of service of teachers; it has 
to be fully protected and safeguarded. 
We have made this provision by (a) 
providing for the right of appeal to 
the Executive Council and (b) the 
right to demand a tribunal in which 
there will be three persons, one of 
whom will be the nominee of the 
teacher concerned. The initiative also 
is left with the employee or the tea¬ 
cher or the student concerned and 
not with the university. 

Our experience has been that this 
fully met the needs of the teaching 
community. In the Central Universi¬ 
ties we gave this right to karmacharis 
and students and. this has fully safe¬ 
guarded their interests. The poor 
teacher does not have to invest a lot 
of money in going through various 
legal processes; he can argue the case 
himself or through a colleague of his 
who may understand the rules or 
through a professional lawyer if he 
so desires. The whole procedure is 
flexible and it has provided guarantee 
to the teachers about their security 
of tenure. If at any time it is felt 
that this system is creating difficulties 
Government will 'have no hesitation in 
coming before the House in order to 
ensure security of tenure to the tea¬ 
chers. 

A point has been raised about re¬ 
presentation to the student community. 
Quite rightly my friend Shri Limaye 
had spotted the point. Statutes have 
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visualised the involvement of students 
in the various processes of the uni¬ 
versity. We feel that it is an essential 
part of the learning process. If a 
student is not actively participating 
and he does not train 'himself to ac¬ 
cept responsibility, h e would be lack¬ 
ing in his training. Therefore, we have 
visualised this involvement but dif¬ 
ferent academic communities havu 
attempted to provide this involve¬ 
ment in different ways. The Jawahar- 
3al Nehr u University ha s attempted 
to do it in one way. Delhi University 
is seeking to do it in a slightly different 
way. In other universities other for¬ 
mulae have been evolved. Therefore, 
the principle is accepted. But let the 
community come into being. That is 
the justification for providing only the 
basic framework here, that i s to say, 
the powers of three bodies—the court, 
the academic council and the execu¬ 
tive council—but leaving the whole 
thing to be defined after three years. 
At the moment the academic commu¬ 
nity has not come into being. We do 
not even know what are going to be 
the various schools. I have the Plan¬ 
ning Board will be a very high-power¬ 
ed body which will do the planning 
of the various schools. 

This brings me to the point raised 
by Professor Mavalankar about inter¬ 
disciplinary studies. There are several 
pioblems for which training ha? to 
be given to young people, right from 
the undergraduate stage and in a few 
cases from the Master’s degree stage 
and in some other cases at the Doc¬ 
torate level, where it is essential that 
a student should be exposed t.o dif¬ 
ferent disciplines if he is to get the 
training for solving the problems fac¬ 
ing the country and humanity in gene¬ 
ral. I would just give two examples. 
First is the problem of environment, 
about which everyone is worried. At 
the same time, we in this country 
feel that while it is essential to see 
that the environment is not polluted, 
in the name of environment, the deve¬ 
lopment schemes wrich will change 
the quality of life of the people are 
not set aside. This means the working 
together of those who have studied 
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the value system of this country ever 
the centuries, those who have studied 
the processes of the society and those 
who have studied Nature in all its 
various forms—all these working to¬ 
gether trying to understand what the 
nature of the problem is and bow it 
can be solved. The other is the ques¬ 
tion of Barth Sciences. Hyderabad is 
already emerging as one of the im¬ 
portant centre s of Earth Sciences in 
the world. I hope it does become one 
of the major centres seen. We can 
see the beginnings are being made. 
Earth Sciences involve the study of 
not only the physical schemes and 
natural sciences but also the study 
of social sciences, because it in the 
interaction of man and nature which 
is vital, without which a proper study 
of the Earth Sciences is not possible. 

I just ventured to put forward two 
examples. How the Planning Board 
visualises this whole process, how it 
will divide the centres and schools, 
etc. are matters we would like to 
leave to the Planning Board. That is 
why we are not coming .before this 
House with details of the functioning 
of the various bodies, but in any 
case, as has been visualised here, the 
detailed statutes will be placed on the 
Table of the House and I have no 
doubt if there is a desire that these 
should be discussed, Government will 
certainly be willing to held a full 
discussion and to benefit from what¬ 
ever views have been expressed by 
hon. members. 

My hon. friend, Shri Chandrappan, 
has referred to Student teacher parti¬ 
cipation. I have already referred to 
the students. So far as the teachers 
are concerned, it is an overwhelming¬ 
ly teacher-controlled and teacher- 
dominated body. The main body will 
be the Academic Council. It will be 
the principal academic body. In the 
matter of the Ordinances, which con¬ 
trol the framework of courses, I would 
like to refer to pag,e 30 where it would 
be seen that except for one category 
of Ordinances, all the other Ordinanc¬ 
es can be passed only if the draft has 
been prepared by the Academic Coun¬ 
cil. The Executive Council has no 
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right even to modify that Ordinance; 
it can only refer it back. Therefore’, 
the authority and control of the Aca¬ 
demic Council in academic matters has 
been fully safeguarded. 

One word about the semester sys¬ 
tem. I have had occasion to submit 
in this House once before, on the basis 
of m y long experience a s a teacher— 
and I see many of my friends here, 
hon. Members, who have been tea¬ 
chers—that the existing examination 
system has virtually collapsed. It is 
no use our trying to resurrect it, even 
if we so desire. The tension that it 
create s o n the nerves of the students, 
that in itself is good enough justifica¬ 
tion for bringing about changes in 
this examination system. But, so far 
as the safeguards are concerned. I 
have no doubt that the University 
Grants Commission, which is seized 
of the problem, will nee that safe¬ 
guards are introduced to see that it 
is not abused and that it gets a fair 
chance. 

I do want to assure that there is no 
concept visualized here that academic 
promotions will be granted on the 
basis of seniority. I would also like 
to state that the Central Universities 
have always been the first to introduce 
the grades recommended by the Uni¬ 
versity Grants Commission, and my 
friend, Shri Madhu Limaye, can 
always go and tell his friends outside 
that those universities for which he 
is responsible, they are not lagging 
behind the others. Again, when the 
statutes are framed, for the manner 
o* appointment of Vice-Chancellor. I 
hope they will be more or less on the 
lines of the Delhi University, where 
the academic community is involved, 
even though indirectly, in the ap¬ 
pointment of the Vice-Chancellor. 

About the medium of instruction, 
the Working Group recommended 
that the medium of instruction in the 
University may be English, as recom¬ 
mended by the State Government. 
"But as my friend, Shri Sudhakar 
Pandey has said, this mater should 
Teally be left to the University con¬ 


cerned, In many other Central Uni¬ 
versities we have not specified in the 
Act or in the statute as to what the 
medium of instruction should be. We 
have left it to the Academic Council. 

SHRI MALLIKARJUN: In the 
establishment of the Central Univer¬ 
sity it has been seen that the em¬ 
phasis has been only on Humanities 
and not on medical sciences or engi¬ 
neering. In fact, the difficulty all along 
has been more about admissions to the 
medical and engineering colleges than 
to the colleges teaching humanities. 
The Working Group itself has recom¬ 
mended that medical and engineering 
colleges should be brought within the 
purview of the new University. Kind¬ 
ly comment upon this. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: So far 
a.s medical education i p concerned, as 
the hon. House knows, I am not res¬ 
ponsible for medical education. My 
colleague, the Health Minister, deals 
wilii med cr.l education and I do not 
know what his budget position is. 

SHRI K. NARAYANA RAO: Sir, he 
cannot divide subjects like that. 

MR DEPUTY-SPEAKER; He rea¬ 
lises the importance of it Nobody 
disputes that.

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PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: If Shri 
Madhu Limaye would forgive me, 
may I first reply to the point that has 
already been raised? 
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I was looking into the recommen¬ 
dations of the Working Group. The 
recommendation says that the Uni¬ 
versity, in the first phase, should 
provide for integrated courses in 
humanities, social science, commerce 
and natural sciences. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: On p. 
733, it is written: 

“While Parliament lays down 
broad principles in a legislative 
measure, it leaves to the executive 
to frame in conformity with these 
principles formal and procedural 
details about the measure in the 
for m of rules, etc-”

“The matters for which Statutes, 
Ordinances or Regulations may be 
made pertain to matters of proce¬ 
dure or detail and it is hardly possi¬ 
ble to provide for them in the Bill. 
The delegation of legislative powers 
is of a normal character.” 
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SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ahme- 
dabad: If the points are of minor 
significance or of a very little im¬ 
portance, one can understand. But 
if they involve certain major items 
and they are of major import, don’t 
you think, Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir 
that they must come before the House? 
Otherwise, how will the Parliament 
have any chance of scruting, control 
and review? 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN; My sub¬ 
mission is that this House, from the 
very beginning, in the case of a ll Cen¬ 
tral Universities, has left the com¬ 
position and constitution ofl various 
University bodies to the Statutes. 
Whether you take th e Delhi Univer¬ 
sity Act, the Jawaharlal Nehru Uni¬ 
versity Act, the Aligarh Muslim 
University Act, the Banaras Hindu 
University Act, the North Eastern 
Hill University Act, throughout in all 
these Aets, the constitution of these 
bodies has been left to be defined by 
the Statutes. This has been done de¬ 
liberately because, as was pointed out 
rightly by Shri Maihajan, that that 
makes a flexibility possible, that as 
the needs and requirements of the 
academic situation undergo a change, 
it is possible to bring about changes 
in the constitution of these bodies. 
This is not for the first that this 
principle is being introduced. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; I do not 
think that it need s any ruling from 
me. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan): A very important point 
has been raised about Clauses 19, 2d 
and 21, Rule 70 says: 

“A Bill involving proposals for 
the delegation of legislative power 
shall further be accompanied by a 
memorandum explaining such pro¬ 
posals and drawing attention to 
their scope and stating also whether 
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they are of normal or exceptional 
character.” 

Please see the Memorandum re¬ 
garding Delegated Legislation. It deals 
only with three clauses j namely, 
Clauses 25, 26 and 27. No memoran¬ 
dum has been given with regard to 
Clauses 19, 20 and 21 which confer 
or purport to confer very wide powers 
Of delegated legislation with regard 
to the constitution of the Court which 
will be the most important body in 
the entire scheme and also the Exe¬ 
cutive Council whose importance can¬ 
not also be minimised. Therefore, for 
the framing of statutes and other 
things, no provision has been made 
in the memorandum. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: The 
Minister has stated that there are 
precedents, that the Aligarh Univer¬ 
sity Bill and the Jawaharlai Nehru 
University Bill were adopted by the 
House like th-s. If I remember cor¬ 
rect, when the House adopted the Bill 
on Aligarh University, the composi¬ 
tion of the Court and the Executive 
Council was clearly defined; it was 
not left a s a minor matter for the 
University to Proclaim an ordinance, 
for the University to proclaim an 
Ordinance. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Do you 
mean the structure? 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN; Yes; 
the structure was defined. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: There is 
one valid point which has been raised 
by Shri Somnath Chatterjee. Under 
rule 70 the ‘Memorandum Regarding 
Delegated Legislation’ should explain 
the scope of delegation of legislation, 
and a hurried glance of the Memoran¬ 
dum shows that you have made a 
reference to Clauses 25, 26 and 27. 
But he has made the point that Claus¬ 
es 19, 20 and 21 have not been men¬ 
tioned; these Clauses talk of the cons¬ 
titution of the Court, constitution of 
the Executive Council, constitution of 
the Planning Board according to sta¬ 
tutes, about which there is no men¬ 
tion in the Memorandum Regarding 


Delegated Legislation and, therefore, 
the full scope of delegation of legis¬ 
lation has not been explained. I 
think, that is your case; Mr. Somnath 
Chatterjee. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Yes, Sir. 

SHRI K. NARAYANA RAO: I 
would like to know where is the 
delegation in Clauses 19 and 20. Let 
him explain that. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Who 
will make the statute? Have you read 
the Bill? 

SHRI K. NARAYANA RAO: Yes, 
Sir. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: These 
Clauses prescribe that thene things 
have to be constituted by statutes. 
This House is not going to make these 
statutes. It will 'be the Executive 
Council of the University that will 
make the statutes and; therefore, to 
that extent thi s House has delegated 
its legislative power to the Executive 
Council. What are you talking, about? 
Now let u s hear the Minister. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: The 
reason why I quoted the precedent 
was that this Parliament, as a matter 
of principle— (Interruptions). It is 
not like any other piece of legisla¬ 
tion where it is covered by delega¬ 
ted legislation. Here, the whole idea 
is that these changes in the constitu¬ 
tion of these bodies should take place 
from time to time and, therefore if 
you would be pleased to see Clause 
24(a), you will see that it says: 

“the constitution, powers and 
functions of the authorities and 
other bodies of the University, as 
may be constituted from time to 
time." 

That is the whole idea. In the 
State Universities all sorts of diffi¬ 
culties have begun to arise because 
in the State Universities they have 
not been left to the initiative of the 
academic community to decide as to- 
how the main bodies should function. 
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In the Central Universities, as I have 
submitted earlier, throughout this has 
been the practice that these have 
been prescribed from time to time. 

In regard to what is going to hap¬ 
pen after three years when the de¬ 
tailed statutes will be framed when 
the academic community has come 
into existence, I have already stated 
that these would be laid on the Table 
of the House and the House will have 
a full opportunity, if they so desire, 
to discuss it ( Interruptions ). 

SHRI K. NARAYANA RAO: Is not 
a Schedule part of the Act? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Order, 
please. You come here and sit in 
the Chair and I will go and sit there. 
Whe n I am regulating the House, and 
you do not want even listen to me, 
what is all this? Kindly sit down. I 
shall hear you. Even the Minister 
has not made that case. I 'have given 
my ruling, have given my ruling that 
whenever any other body except this 
House makes rules or laws or bye¬ 
laws, it is delegation of legislation. 
Please do not go into it any more. I 
think th e question is limited to this 
as far as I am concerned. T am con¬ 
cerned with the procedure and no¬ 
thing qlse. There is absolutely no ques 
lion about the competence of this 
Hous e to delegate its power of legis¬ 
lation to anybody. It is the pleasure 
of the House. There is no question 
about that. 

My point here is—Mr. Chatterjee 
raised that—the short-coming, the in¬ 
adequacy of th e Memorandum of De¬ 
legation of Legislation wherein it has 
drawn attention to certain clauses 
which delegate legislation and has 
omitted certai n other clause s which 
also delegate legislation, thereby not 
giving the full picture of the scope 
of delegated legislation. That is the 
main point. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN; What¬ 
ever be your ruling I accept it. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I want 
you to enlighten me on that. 


SHRI JAGANNATHRAO JOSHI 
(Shajapur): Ho w will th e Vice-Chan¬ 
cellor be appointed later when it will 
be changed? 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN; If you 
have give n a ruling.... / 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER; I have 
not given a ruling. I am seeking your 
clarification. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN; That is 
a point. I have stated that three 
limes earlier we do not consider it 
to be delegation because it is a prac¬ 
tice which has been accepted by this 
House. In the cases I have enumera¬ 
ted in all the Central University Acts 
which have bec n passed by this House, 
it is a part of the deliberate policy and 
decision of thin hon. House that in 
order to ensure a flexibility in the 
constitution and composition.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: In that 
case, I will have to hear the House 
on this question whether this is de¬ 
legated legislation or not. The n you 
arc raising a very important procedu¬ 
ral and may be constitutional ques¬ 
tion as well—whether the various bo¬ 
dies of the University have the power 
to make statutes. 

I think he said a little while ago 
that when these statutes are made 
they will be brought before the House, 
they will be laid on the Table of the 
House, and this House would be at 
liberty to discuss those statutes and 
consider whether they are adequate 
or not. Now, your case is, if does 
not involve delegation of legislation, 
the discussion, therefore, takes a dif¬ 
ferent shape. That is the point here. 
We have to be satisfied whether it is 
delegation or not. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN; There 
are some clauses which involve dele¬ 
gation; there are others which do not 
involve delegation. Those are the 
clauses which I have submitted in the 
memorandum. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; We have 
Clauses 19, 20, 21, 22 and 23 to which 
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Mr. Somnath Chatterjee mad e 8 re¬ 
ference. 

SHRI K. NAEAYANA RAO; Now, 
25 (1) also. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; 25(1) re¬ 
lates to statutes which are part of 
this present Bill. They are before 
us for discussion. We may criticise, 
amend, reject or accept. I don't see 
any connection an <* if you ca n en¬ 
lighten me, I shall be thankful. 

SHRI K. NARAYANA RAO; Surely, 
Sir. In the first schedule, in 0he brac¬ 
ket, you have Section 25(1).—This is 
page 13, Sir. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
They do not provide any statute with 
regard to 19. 

SHRI K. NARAYANA RAO; Please 
see Sec. 31(1) of page 19. There are 
certain statutes which are set out spe¬ 
cifically in the Act itself. There is 
no question of delegation at all. They 
are specifically provided. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You are 
going from the wrong end. Let us 
hear Mr. Mahajan. 

SHRI Y. S. MAHAJAN (Buldana): 
In University Acts, it is usually pro- 
„ vided that so many things shall be 
provided hy statutes. The authori¬ 
ty for making the same belongs either 
to the senate or th e executive and 
this Act has provided that the Execu¬ 
tive Council shall make them. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Nobody 
disputes it. 
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MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You have 
made that point. Let us not come 
to that. 

SHRI MADHU LIMA YE; You have 
to give a ruling on that. 

MR, DEUTY-SPEAKER: I I will 
give a ruling. Mr. Mukerjee. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE; (Calcutta 
—North-East): I am grateful and the 
House has reasons to be grateful to 
you for upholding the contention of 
Mr. Chatterjee in regard to this me¬ 
morandum regarding delegated legis¬ 
lation. 

From what I have heard so far, it 
seems clear that this memorandum 
requires modification. You have poin¬ 
ted out that in so far as clauses 25, 
26 and 27 are concerned, there are 
certain statements in the Memoran¬ 
dum. But, in regard to clauses 19, 
20 and 21, where some sort of an elu¬ 
cidation was called for, there is noth¬ 
ing mentioned in the memorandum 
regarding the delegated legislation. 
That being so, it does appear rattier 
paradoxical for parliament to pass 
legislation without sufficient briefing 
in regard to what exactly is intended. 
My friend, the Minister, says that in 
regard to certain other Central Uni¬ 
versity Acts, more or less, this hind 
of provisio n has been • followed.^ I 
cannot recollect straightway. I sup¬ 
pose, even if certain Central Univer¬ 
sity Acts have been passed in a cer¬ 
tain fashion, it does not mean that 
in future all specific provisions in 
our rules should be circumvented. If 
something, not particularly proper, 
ha s been done earlier, it should not 
be repeated. Therefore, what I feel 
after what you have pointed out is 
that the Minister should offer to modi¬ 
fy the memorandum regarding dele¬ 
gated legislation because this is a 
matter of principle where the autho¬ 
rity of Parliament requires to be up¬ 
held, and so. 1 request my friend, 
the Minister, to submit to the ruling 
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«fld to come forward with an amend¬ 
ed Statement to the Memorandum. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Before 
we proceed further, let me say that 
precedents are important. We should 
take full note of precedents. But, I 
think, it will not be helpful if we 
are to run the House on the principle 
of res judicata. I am not a lawyer. 
But, if something is wrong or if a 
mistake has 'been committed or if 
there is some inadequacy in the past, 
there is nothing to bar us to take note 
of it and to correct it. There I won’t 
accept that because this ha s bee n done 
in some other Bill, it should go on. 
I do not accept that. If, in the 
course of Hie discussion, it is found 
that there is something wrong in the 
other Bill, it means that that Bill or 
that Act should be amended. I am 
not going into all those details now- 
I am grateful to Mr. Rao fbr having 
drawn my attention to clause 25. You 
have read 25(1). I have taken note 
of it. Statutes are there. It is for 
us to accept or to reject or to pass 
them. But 25(2) is very clear. I 
would hhe to know what is the mean¬ 
ing of this. Don’t be too much in a 
hurry. What does clause 25(2) say? 
It says: 

“The Executive Council may, from 
time to time, make new or addition¬ 
al statutes or may amend or re¬ 
peal the statutes referred to in sub¬ 
section (1).’’ 

Here, according to me, it is not only 
a question of delegation of legisla¬ 
tion but we are also giving the Execu¬ 
tive Council the power of repealing 
the statutes made by this House. I 
think this goes even a little beyond 
the delegation of power. Now, I 
would like to understand how dele¬ 
gation of power is not involved here. 

SHRI K NARAYANA RAO: As you 
know, you have raised a new point. So 
far as 25(1) is concerned, I shall read 
it out. There is a schedule. It is a 
positive assumption that there are cer¬ 
tain statutes which have been specifi¬ 
cally provided. There are certain sta¬ 
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tute& which are likely to be provided. 
Therefore, w e have to enumerate and 
examine each and every provision in 
the first schedule to see whether the 
statute has been specifically provided 
under this category. Under item 10, 
all those things of that category-all 
those statutes—have 'been specifically 
provided. Therefore, I say there is 
no delegation of power. I hope I have 
made myself clear. I shall read clause 
19 on page 23—this speaks about the 
finance committee. It has been spe¬ 
cifically provided that the first sta¬ 
tutes are those set out in the Sche¬ 
dule. .. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: And the 
Executive Council can amend these 
and can repeal these. 

SHRI K. NARAYANA RAO: That 
is a new point which has not been 
covered.... 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Can the executive council fbrm a 
statute for its own formation? What is 
he seaying? I do not understand it. Can 
the executive council make a statute 
under which it will came into exis¬ 
tence before it come into existence? 
How can is do so? 

SHRI K. NARAYANA RAO: I have 
made myself clear. There are certain 
statutes. Statutes per se have noth* 
ing peculiar to them. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: The hon. 
Member practices in the Supreme 
Court. I have never been a student 
of law. But I find it really difficult 
to follow his argument. 

SHRI K. NARAYANA RAO: What 
is the difficulty? Shall I tell you what 
the position is? Yon agree with me 
that according to clause 25(1) there 
are certain statutes which have been 
specifically provided for in the Act 
itself. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I would 
like him to give as the interpreta¬ 
tion of clause 25(2). 

SHRI K. NARAYANA RAO: I shall 
come to that. That is an independent 
one. 
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The second question is what we 
generally call excessive delegation. 
That is totally different. 

. MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Excessive 
delegation? 

SHRI K NARAYANA RAO: I shall 
come to that also. That has to be read 
with clause 22. Your question is 
whether the executive council can 
repeal' the provisions which have al- 
ready been made in the statutes. 
There is nothing wrong in it, and the 
Bill specifically provides for it.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Now, let 
him please cut short. 

SHRI K.. NARAYANA RAO: My 
submission is that clause 19 has 
nothing to do with delegation. 

SHRI Y .S. MAHAJAN: I would 
like to bring to your notice clause 24 
which sains: 

' “Subject to the provisions of this 
Act, the Statutes may provide for 
all or any of the following 
matters...” 

and then those matters have been 
specified. The power to make sta¬ 
tutes belongs to the executive council 
according to clause 25(2), and the Bill 
has included a schedule as a transi¬ 
tory measure before the executive 
council can be set up. It is for that 
purpose that this schedule has been 
included. So. there is no question 
of real delegation. This power be¬ 
longs to the executive council, but to 
see that the executive council comes 
into existence, these temporary sta¬ 
tutes have been provided for in the 
Bill. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Tempo¬ 
rary statutes? 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: I think 
that the point which my hon. friend 
has submitted for your consideration 
is an important point. It is not a 
question of delegation of legislative 
authority. It is a basic principle that 
an academic institution should have 
autonomy. Parliament in its wisdom, 


on the basis ol the advice rendered to 
it by several expert commissions had 
taken the view that in the university, 
the university authorities should be 
the proper agencies for determining 
the constitution of the various uni¬ 
versity bodies. It would lead to a 
great deal of difficulty in the func¬ 
tioning of the universities if all the 
detailed powers.... 

SHRI MADHU LIMA YE: Not de¬ 
tailed powers, but only the broad 
framework and broad principles. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: But the 
broad principles have already been 
stated here. 

SHRI MADHU LIMA YE; What is 
the basis for it? What are the broad 
principles on which the court will be 
constituted? 

MR DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Let US 
not argue and enlarge it, 1 am not 
questioning the power of the exe¬ 
cutive council to make statutes or the 
power of this House to delegate this 
power to the executive council. That 
is not the point at issue. 

SHRI MADHU LIMA YE: Any 
power? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: It is the 
pleasure of the House. I am not dis¬ 
cussing that. My main point is this. 
The quesetion is whether clause 25 
(2)—let us take one case—involves 
delegation of legislation or not. This 
is the question that has to be settled. 
If it cannot be settled, than I think 
we have a Committee on Subordinate 
Legislation and that will have to go 
into this.... 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
It cannot be uncanalised power or un¬ 
challenged power. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I am 
not able to lay my hands on the exact 
rule, but I think that it is specifically 
for matters like this that this House 
has a Committee on Subordinate Legis¬ 
lation which has to pronounce 
whether any provision of any Bill in¬ 
volves delegation of legislation or not, 
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and whether the subordinate legisla¬ 
tion made in certain provisions is in 
accordance with the provisions of the 
law or it is in excess and all that. 

This is the question which is to be 
satisfied. We have to see if it in¬ 
volves delegation of legislation. 1 
think the Minister himself tacitly 
agreed that it involves delegation of 
legislation. Otherwise what is the 
need of this memorandum on dele¬ 
gated legislation attached to the Bill? 
If you say that the Bill does not in¬ 
volve delegation of legislation, I see 
no necessity for the memorandum on 
delegated legislation. Let us confine 
the discussion to tigs. If this involves 
delegation of legislation, as you your¬ 
self have admitted by attaching a 
memorandum to the Bill itself, you 
have pointed out the extent or scope 
of certain clauses; you have not 
referred to certain other clauses of the 
Bill which appear to be delegation of 
legislation. Therefore, you have not 
given the House a full picture of the 
scope of the delegated legislation. 

SHRI SEZHJYAN (Kumtukaka- 
nam): On page 141, the rule says: 

“There shall be a Committee on 
Subordinate Legislation to scruti¬ 
nize and report to the House 
whether the powers to make regula¬ 
tions, rules, sub-rules, bye-laws, etc. 
conferred by the Constitution or 
delegated by Parliament are being 
properly exercised within such 
delegation.” 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: That 
has already been pointed out; after 
they had been done the Committee 
can always look into this. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
It is not a question of ex post facto 
sanction. It does not comply with the 
rules. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: So far 
as clause 25 is concerned, we have 
already made a submission and have 
put it in thq memorandum. I am not 
saying that clause 25 does not visualise 
delegation. 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: 1 see the 
whole thing in a different light. This 
may help the Minister. Under this 
Bill which is the authority which 
can make statutes? Obviously it is 
the Executive Council onlyffl no other 
authority_(Interruptions).

policy. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I was 
reading the memorandum on dele- 
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gated legislation. I am grateful to 
Mr. Limaye for drawing attention to 
another aspect. 

Under the Bill, the Executive 
Council alone has the power to make 
statutes and no other body has. The 
Visitor, of course, has the power to 
make additional statutes etc., but that 
is for three years only from now. 
Therefore, the question of delegation 
is only to the Executive Council 
and the Visitor for a period of three 
years only. In that light, I am afraid 
Mr. Sozftnath Chatterjee’s contention 
here cannot be upheld. Clause 19 
only says that the Court shall be 
constituted according to the statutes. 
Clause 20 says the Executive Council 
also shall be constituted according to 
the statutes. The Academic Council, 
the Planning Board—all will be 
constituted according to the statutes. 
Whose statutes? The statutes made by 
the Executive Council and at present 
irfade by the Visitor who can repeal 
or amend them for a period of three 
years and after that by the Execu¬ 
tive Council. Therefore, the delega¬ 
tion is not to the Academic Council 
or to the Court or to the Plan¬ 
ning Board; it is the Executive Council 
only. This delegation to the Exe¬ 
cutive Council is mentioned in clause 
25, which the minister has clearly 
dealt with in the memorandum re¬ 
garding delegated legislation. 

The question of principle is a 
question of opinion. The Minister 
says, the principle here should be one 
of laxity; it should not be prescribed 
in a hard and fast manner here; we 
would rather leave it to the wisdom of 
the members of the Executive Council. 
That is also a principle. The objec¬ 
tions of Mr. Somnath Chatterjee 
cannot be upheld. I have given my 
ruling on that. Members are clever 
and they succeed in confusing the 
Chair in the beginning. I do not mind 
to be confused by an eminent lawyer 
like Mr. Somnath Chatterjee. Even in 
this, I am in good company because I 
am supported by such a famous pro¬ 
fessor and a very.,. .sector member of 


this House like Prof. Mukerjee, who 
also took the same line as I had in 
the beginning. Therefore, I am not 
ashamed of that. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Kindly see para 4 of the purported 
memorandum: 

“The matters for which Statutes, 
Ordinance or Regulations may be 
made pertain to matters of pro¬ 
cedure or detail and it is hardly 
possible to provide for them in the 
Bill. The delegation of legislative 
powers are of a normal character.’’ 

The Court is the most important body 
and clause 19 says that the constitu¬ 
tion of the Court and the term of 
office of its members shall be pres¬ 
cribed by the Statute. So, it cannot 
be a matter of procedure or deail. It 
is a matter of substance. It is well 
settled that we cannot delegate our 
substantive power of legislation. We 
can delegate only the manner of 
carrying out the legislative policy that 
is to be laid down. In the garb of 
procedural matters, they cannot lay 
down the constitution of the court, 
whether it will consist of students, 
academicians or lawyers or traders. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: How the 
court should b e constituted, how the 
executive Council should be consti¬ 
tuted, etc. who should or should not 
be there—I think these are matters of 
detail. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: "Sir, 
you have been telling us that the 
composition of the court, the conipo- 
sition of the executive and all that are 
matters of detail. We would have 
agreed to that position provided there 
was no precedent. But we have dis¬ 
cussed in this House the Aligarh 
University Bill where the| composition 
of the court, the executive etc. were 
discussed here in detail and adopted, 
after accepting some amendments 
from some members. So, why should 
we follow two different standards? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: That is 
something different. I am concerned 
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with the Buies of Procedure and the 
portions of the Constitution relating 
to the procedure. The maximum free¬ 
dom to constitute these boards and 
these bodies in any way they think 
fit, I think that itself is a principle, 
and I think it is a principle that is in 
consonance with the principle of 
autonomy of the University. 

SHRI MADHU LIMA YE: It is exe¬ 
cutive dictatorship, not autonomy! 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; We have 
accepted the principle of autonomy 
to the universities. It is a principle 
that in accordance with that autonomy 
we do not become very hard and fast 
in prescribing rules. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: Can 
we not prescribed the broad outlines? 

MR DEPUTY-SPEAKER: There¬ 
fore, on those grounds, I cannot 
accept this I think we hav e had 
enough of discussion on this. I will 
now put the motion to the vote of 
the House 

The question is: 

"That the Bill to establish and in¬ 
corporate a teaching University in 
the State of Andhra Pradesh and to 
provide for matters connected there¬ 
with or incidental thereto, be taken 
into consideration.”

My friends from Tetegana have strong¬ 
ly expressed their sentiments against 
my amendment, which seeks to give 
this University the name of a great 
scholar, namely, Nagarjuna.

PHOF. S. NUEUL HASAN: Much 
as I appreciate the sentiments express¬ 
ed by my hon. friend, I am unable 
to accept the amendments. 

SHR1 H. N. MUKERJEE: Is it a 
reply? He has said things of sub¬ 
stance and they have to be replied to 
properly. The House cannot be treat¬ 
ed in this fashion. We are not going 
to tolerate this. There has to be an 
answer, and a substantial answer. 

PROF. S. NUEUL HASAN: I am 
prepared to give the answer. I have 
already submitted—and the point was 
discussed in connection with the point 
which had been raised as a point of 
order—that we cannot go into the de¬ 
tails of how a university is going to 
function in the Act itsdlf. Now is 
it the intention of this hon. House to 
decide that this particular facility 
shall be provided to the students, that 
particular facility shall be provided 
to the students, and are all these de¬ 
tails going to be given? Is it going 
to be said now that the quantity of 
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ration should be so much that the 
exercise books should be of such and 
such a variety, that the slide rule 
should be of such and such a variety? 
I was deliberately avoiding going into 
all these details, but since my very 
revered, friend, hon. Prof. Mukerjee, 
asked me that I should speak and be¬ 
cause 1 want to make it quite clear 
that I do not want to be disrespect¬ 
ful either to any hon. Member or to 
the House, I want to take these argu¬ 
ments very seriously. What I am try¬ 
ing to submit is that I am explaining 
the reasons why I am unable to ac¬ 
cept these details. So far as the broad 
principle is concerned, I have already 
stated that I am in sympathy with him. 
( Interruptions ) So far as communal 
problems are concerned, the decision 
of this Government is very well 
k'.iown; we do not wish to encourage 
communalism in any form. But is this 
the proper authority to implement the 
polity of the struggle against com¬ 
munalism?

SHRI B. V. NAIK: It is self-con¬ 
tradictory. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: But if 
it is different, it depends on what type 
of people are available and what type 
of people we want to have. These 
days, if I may make a submission, it 
is not easy to persuade really suitable 
and competent scholars to take up the 
post of vice-chancellor, and, there¬ 
fore,it is essential that there should 
be the maximum latitude. I would 
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like only one basic condition namely 
that there should be a person of emi¬ 
nence. I think we should not com¬ 
promise on that. 

So far as the question of salary is 
concerned, the House will recall that 
I had made a statement here that the 
salary of a professor would go up to 
Rs. 2500, and it was in accordance with 
the recommendations of the UGC as 
well as the earlier recommendation of 
the Gajendragadkar Committee that 
we have now come forward that the 
salary be Rs. 3000. 

In regard to the question of mis¬ 
conduct, I think that at the university 
stage, you will bear me out, Sir, it 
will be very difficult to say, unlike 
in a school, whether you can lay down 
definite guidelines; at the university 
level it is not always easy to say 
what does constitute a misconduct by 
way of teaching and preaching and 
what does not. Therefore, w e should 
leave it to the academic community 
to define it in the best manner that 
they can. For these reasons, I am 
unable to accept the amendments. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I shall 
now put the amendments to the 
Schedule to the vote of the House. 

Amendments Nos. 14, 15 and 25 to 
29 were put and negatived. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: The ques¬ 
tion is:

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SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: I do not 
wish to give the impression that 1 
am holding up the proceedings, be¬ 
cause the next item is one of very 
special importance. But having begun 
my teaching career in the Andhra 
University, I thought perhaps I should 
at some stage or the other.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: That is 
news to the House. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: ....say 
a few v ords in regard to this univer¬ 
sity at Hyderabad. My grouse, how¬ 
ever, is that this Bill appears to be 
prepared in a routine manner; in so 
far as it is presented to us it does 
include many things which are not 
particularly helpful, and there are 
omissions which are rather pernici¬ 
ous. \ 

If it was only in order to satisfy 
the demands made in Andhra during 
certain agitation and the six point 
formula and that sort of thing, it is a 
different matter. But when we are 
having a Central University being 
established at a place like Hyderabad 
when is a very welcome thing, Par¬ 
liament and the country surely ex¬ 
pected a better job of it having been 
done by the Government. I say this 
inspite of the fact that experience of 
the country in regard to the Central 
Universities so far has not been parti¬ 
cularly happy. We have Banares, 
Aligarh. Visvabarati and Delhi; almost 
everywhere all the time from year’s 
and to year’s end there is something 
or the other which is happening which 
tarnishes the image of our con* dry. 
At least when we had the Jawaharla] 
Nehru University Bill on the anvil of 
Parliament, we discovered that there 
was an effort to try and set up a unL 
versity of the type which would be 
commensurate with certain of the 
national requirements of today. I 
know that Jawaharlal Nehru Univer¬ 
sity has turned out to be a white 
elephant of an institution with high- 
faultin pretensions but with a porfor. 
mance which did not square up any¬ 
thing like the expectations which had 


been roused. But at any rate it is a 
good exercise which we had in Par¬ 
liament when we thought what kind 
of a thing a university of a proper 
order should try and do. In this 1 
find nothing is done. Purely routine 
set of things are stated. The Minister 
says that certain things have not been 
said because they are matters of de¬ 
tail. But many detailed matters are 
brought in here. 

The Minister tells the House in 
answer to Shri Shastri there that he 
could not include anything in relation 
to this university’s objective, say, 
consolidating the principle of national 
integration, because he thought that 
wan beyond the ambit of this kind of 
legislation. This is a little too much. 
W'- do want our Government, when 
it starts a Central University with 
some central objectives to give an 
idea as to what specalities are going 
to accrue from the work of this uni¬ 
versal v. I could have understood of 
Mlie Andhra region and its require¬ 
ments were given some special 
•mention and certain studies appertain¬ 
ing to certain departments of thought 
and action which would be very 
opposite to the needs of the country 
today came under the aegies of this 
University. Nothing of the sort. We 
are told in this House that there was 
a report by Dr. George Jacob, Chair¬ 
man of the University Grants Com¬ 
mission and that the recommendations 
in that report were accepted by the 
Government and have been followed 
in these formulations. None of us, as 
far as I know, have been able to lay 
nur hands on a copy of this report of 
Dr. Jacob. What Dr. Jacob and his 
collogues thought in regard to what 
needed to be done about the Univer¬ 
sity in Hyderabad, wo do not know; 
in Hyderabad we did have Osmania 
University which, whatever one might 
think of it, had at one time a history 
which one could be proud of. I 
remember, for example, long time 
hack much before Independence even 
though if was under the Nizam of 
Hyderabad, the Osmania University

brought out publications in Urdu 
which would be used as .text books 
right up to the highest postgraduate 
stage. That was somethin** of an 
effort on a national scale of a national 
character. On this occasion the Minis¬ 
ter is even chary of giving an assur¬ 
ance to the House that the medium 
of instruction would, be—an Indian 
language. He knows very well about 
the Education Commission having 
recommended, I forget how many 
years ago, that there should be a 
library language which is the English 
language and the medium of instruc¬ 
tion should be one of the Indian lan¬ 
guages. Now in the year of Grace 1974 
we have a Central University set up 
in Hyderabad and not a word is said 
about the Government's intention 
about, the Education Commission’s 
recommendation about the medium of 
instruction. This kind of thing goes 
on. In the meantime we have com¬ 
missions, committees, reports and 
reviews and discussions and recom¬ 
mendations and all that sort of tiling. 
Then we get the Planning Commis¬ 
sion which comes into the picture; the 
economy of the country collapses in 
such a gi'egious fashion that even the 
Central Advisory Board of Education 
cannot meet. Therefore, in this 
context of things, to be confronted 
with this sort of legislation which 
might have been a pleasure in other 
circumstances but situated as w e are 
today, I find this a dismal proposition, 
a melancholy formulation, a comple¬ 
tely inadequate statute, and some¬ 
thing which is utterly unimaginative. 
But that is perphas all in line with the 
ways of the Government of the day. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN; I only 
wish my hon. friend bad listened to 
what I had to say. Then may bo the 
adjective be used would, not have 
been as strong a s they were. 

MR. DPEUTY-SPEAKER: The

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN): 
That you can do when it is moved. 

MR. SPEAKER; He can say some¬ 
thing or oppose only when there is 
something before the House. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 

I beg to move*: 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Income-tax Act, 1961 and the 
Central Excises an d Salt Act, 1944, 
be taken into consideration.” 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: Before the 
motion is moved I can object to the 
motion. After it is moved I can deal 
only with the principle of the Bill. 
Further, I cannot speak twice.

Th e other item is to 
be taken up at 5.30 p.'m. Further, 
unless a motion is moved, how can he 
raise any point. I do not think there 
is any validity in that point. Once the 
motion is moved he can raise any 
objection based on the Rules of Pro¬ 
cedure or the Constitution.

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai): After having known 
about the nature of the Bill, we could 
submit that it should not be presented 
to this House. 


SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
(Bur aw an;: Sir, you will remember 
mat tms jnnance (No. 2) Bill was 
preceded by a statement oy tne hon. 
Finance Minister about certain taxa¬ 
tion proposals of the Government of 
India, in so tar ao this speech, or 
the statement that we have got in the 
form of the Finance Minister s speech, 
is concerned, it stated that the budge¬ 
tary estimates that have been prepar¬ 
ed, which we got in the form of 
Finance Bill No. 1, the expenditure 
that was contemplated there would 
not be sufficient, that the budgetary 
deficit will increase and that it is 
essential to contain the size of the 
budgetray deficit. He further says 
“the total resources in sight in the 
current year will be very much 
larger than th e deficit of Rs. 126 
crores which was estimated when 
presenting this year’s budget”. 
Therefore, the Government have 
thought of bringing proposals for 
mobilising additional resources by 
way of taxation. To meet the addi¬ 
tional expenses the Government have 
come with proposals for larger 
receipts. That means they want to 
impose taxation. So far as estimated 
receipts are concerned, we have not 
been given any estimate. So far as 
the expenditure is concerned, and 
this is very very important, on the 
basis of which these proposals of 
Finance (No. 2 ) Bill have been 
brought forward, they do not give us 
any idea as to the estimated expen¬ 
diture. If you see rule 219, it says: 

“In thi s rule ‘Finance Bill’ means 
the Bill ordinarily introduced in 
each year to give effect to the 
financial proposals of the Govern¬ 
ment of India for the next follow¬ 
ing financial year and includes a 
Bill to give effect to supplemen¬ 
tary financial proposals for any 
period.” 

Now, what the Finance Minister has 
brought forward is a supplementary 


•Moved with the recommendation of the President. 
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financial proposal for this fcarticiiiar 
period, which is being discussed as 
Finance (No. 2) -Bill. The Procedure 
very clear. The Government comes 
forward before the House with an 
annual financial statement of receip 
and expenditure. Until and unless 
the expenditure which the Govern¬ 
ment is thinking of incurring is 

known, there is no question pf 

sanction of expenditure and, far less, 
sanction of income that is required 
to be given. It is very clear. Parlia¬ 
ment’s control is not only over the 
income but also over the expenditure. 

I would like to quote from May’s 
Parliamentary Practice, p. 676: 

“The Crown, therefore, acting 
with the advice of its responsible 
Ministers makes known to the 
Commons the pecuniary necessities 
of the Government; the Commons 
in return grant such aids or sup¬ 
plies as are required to satisfy 
these demands; and they provide 
by taxes, and by the appropriation 
of other -sources of the public 
income, the ways and means to 
meet the supplies which they have 
granted.” 

It is very clear. Therefore, the Gov¬ 
ernment must first make it known to 
the House what is the amount 
required, what will be the expenses 
and, on the basis of the expenses the 
estimated receipts will be formulated 
and taxation proposals will 
brought forward which this House, 
no doubt, will consider and grant 
npt grant. 

It further says: 

“Thus, the Crown demands 
money, th e Commons grant it, and 
%ie Lords assent to the grant, but 
the Commons do not votfe money 
unless it is required by the Crown; 
We do not know what is -the amount 
that is required by the Government. 
There is no estimated expenditure. 

Again, if I may quote from Kaul 
and Shakdher, it says: 

“The Finance Bill containing the 
annual taxation proposals is consi-

No w, this money, when coHected 
will go to the Consolidated Fund o 
India. Once it goes into the Consol 
dated Fund of India, nothing; can 

come out of the Consolidated Fund of 
India without getting an approba¬ 
tion Bill or a vote on account or a 
supplementary grant appro 
the House. That is very very clear. 

If you kindly refer to the Consti¬ 
tution of India, it makes it absolu¬ 
tely clear. Article 114 says. 

“As soon as may be after the 
grants under article 113 have been 
made by the House of the People 
there .shall be introduced a Bill to 
provide for the appropriation out 
of the Consolidated Fund of Indi ^ 
of all moneys required to meet... 




_the expenses indicated here. 

Then, you kindly see sub-article (»>" 
of article 114. It says: 

“Subject to the provisions of 
an d 116, no money 

shall 6 be withdrawn from the Con¬ 
solidated Fund of India exceP^ 
under appropriation made 
passed in accordance with the p 
visions of this article. 

Article 114 will apply to all appro- 

priat ion Bills for all paymenl^ out of 

the Consolidaed Fund of India. Even 
if one Pie has to be taken out of the 

Consolidated Fund of Indm, th«. h» 
to be an appropriation Ml within the 
meaning of article 114 for which the 
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procedure is laid down in article 114. 
That has to be followed. 

Article 114 says that there has to be 
approval of grants preceding an 
appropriation Bill. Therefore, once 
the new additional taxes are imposed 
and are realised, they will go to the 
Consolidated Fund Jof India. Even 
if the Government takes one pie out 
of it, there has to be an appropria¬ 
tion Bill and, before an appropriation 
Bill can be passed, there have to be 
demands for grants which have to be 
approved by the House. 

There are two exceptions in sub¬ 
article (3) of article 114, that is, 
articles 115 and 116. Article 115 
deals with supplementary, additional 
or excess grants. It says: 

“if the amount authorised by any 
law made in accordance with the 
provisions of article 114 to be 
expended for a particular service 
for the current financial year is 
found to be insufficient for 1 the 
purposes of that year or when a 
need has arisen during the current 
financial year for supplementary or 
additional expenditure...” 

Then, supplementary grants have to 
be brought in under article 116 tc 
which there is no question of appro¬ 
priation Bill being applicable. 

Another exception is article 116 
which deals with votes on account. 
This is not a vote on account. There 
is no question of a vote on account. 
This is not a supplementary grant for 
which they have come. They* hav 
com e here with additional proposals 
for raising finance by taxation for 
unexplained, unestimated and undis¬ 
closed expenditure. This is against 
the principle of the Constitution, 
against the requirements of the Con¬ 
stitution and against the provisions 
of the rule, and I submit that it is 
not' permissible. 

If 1 summarise, no expenditure 
can be incurred by the Government 
vuiless authorised by Parliament. 


Parliament must authorise the ex¬ 
penditure, each and every pie, in this 
country so long as the Constitution 
is there, and Parliament cannot 
authorise a n expenditure unless it 
knows the items of expenditure. I 
cannot authorise taxation unless it is 
required to meet euch and such 
expenses. Undisclosed expenses 
cannot justify a taxation proposal. 
Parliament cannot sanction a taxation 
proposal without knowing the items 
of expenditure, and no money can be 
withdrawn except under authorisa¬ 
tion made by law. I Therefore, a 
Finance Bill in my submission can 
only be considered and passed after 
the Demands for Grants have been 
•made and those have been voted and 
we know the expenses. We cannot 
allow the Government to take money 
for unauthorised expenses. It has not 
been indicated in respect of what 
account the amount that is to be 
recovered will be expended. In the 
absence of an Appropriation Bill, no 
money can be withdrawn. This is not 
permissible without the Demands for 
Grants being made and without their 
being voted by Parliament. 

MR. SPEAKER: We shall resume 
the discussion on this tomorrow 
Now we take up the half-an-hour 
discussion to be raised by Shri 
Damani. 

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMEN¬ 
TARY AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU

Setting up of Paper and Newsprint 
Units in Joint Sector 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI (Sholapur): 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, this half-an-hour 
discussion has arisen out of the ans¬ 
wer given on 24th July, 1974, to my 
Unstarred Question No. 471. My 
question was: 

“whether the joint sector idea in 
setting up paper and newsprint 
units has run into difficulties and 
if so, the basic differences that 
have arisen between Government 
and the parties who were ready 
to cooperate in the begining..” 

In reply to my question, the hon. 
Minister has said: 

“Discussions on the pattern of 
management and mode of financing 
of such projects have been held 
between the Government and the 
private sector parties, and various 
alternatives are under examination. 

My aim in asking the question was 
with what urgency Government was 
setting up units to increase produc¬ 
tion in the Joint Sector scheme, or 
otherwise. 

My second aim was to know how 
far the ideas projected by the hon. 
Minister himself of the joint sector 
have crystallised whether there is

QWRI S R- DAMANI: Now, the 

Hindustan Pa®* Corporation was 
set up in 1970. What was its aim . 
The aim was to set up 3 pulp and 
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paper projects and one newsprint 
project, to increase the production of 
pulp and newsprint. Four years have 
passed and I want to know from the 
hon. Minister what progress they 
have made in this regard. The idea 
was to put up one Pulp and Paper 
project of 36,000 tonnes capacity in 
Nagaland. I think it is only on paper. 
Then one project at Nowgong for 
pulp and paper with 80,000 tonnes 
capacity and another at Cachar with 
80,000 tonnes capacity and the fourth 
one is the Kerala Newsprint project 
with a capacity of 70,000 tonnes. 
These are the four projects under¬ 
taken by this Hindustan Paper Cor¬ 
poration. Since 1970, four years have 
passed but nothing has happened. 
This is a very serious matter. We 
know it very well. There is acute 
shortage of exercise books and note 
books due to which the students are 
suffering very much. These could not 
be supplied to the students and they 
are facing great difficulties on this 
account. This is the situation which 
we face. No note-books are available. 
So, what is required is that we should 
bestow our attention to increase pro¬ 
duction. And, about the joint sector, 
I would respectfully submit, this is a 
good scheme of properly worked out. 
Private sector can give know-how. 
Managerial talent can be given by 
them. Managerial efficiency can be 
provided by them. So far as financial 
aspect is concerned, finance can be 
provided by both, and its control may 
be in the hands of the State. This 
is a good idea but this remains as idea 
only because no definite rules are 
framed. We do not know what the 
functions of the participants would 
be who will .be in charge of production 
who will be in charge of finance, etc. 
what is the function of the Chairman? 
All these are put in vague fashion. 
Whenever we see shortage like these, 
something definite should be done. 
You have to say, this will be the area 
where the private sector will come in; 
this will be the area where the State 
control will come in, etc. This will 
have to be spelt out properly as that 
parties can come intc this field. 


MR. CHAIRMAN: Please conclude 
Only two more minutes. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI: We are think¬ 
ing up of putting many small steel 
plants. The Minister of Steel Mr. 
Malaviya said the other day, about 
1000 mini steel plants. Why gov¬ 
ernment does not think of small 
plants of 25 tonnes spread all over 
the country 4or paper and newsprint? 
We have got talent. That will not 
cost more than Rs. 3 to Rs. 4 crores. 
If hundred plants are there, there will 
be machinery available in the country 
and it can be used. Why should we 
go in for big plants then? Medium¬ 
sized plants can be set up in the joint 
sector by small entrepreneurs. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Please resume 
your seat. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI: Small plants 
must be encouraged. We can achieve 
greater production by this way, ins¬ 
tead of depending only one larger 
plants. Sir, I shall conclude by re 
questing the hon. Minister to answer 
specifically on three or four points. 

What are the reasons for the pro¬ 
jects of Hindustan paper corporation 
not coming up even after four years? 

How and by when the country’s 
production will be increased to match 
the demand? 

When will be finalise the broad out¬ 
lines of the scheme of Joint Sector, 
so that the private entrepreneur may 
know what is expected of him and 
what is his role under this scheme? 

Lastly I want to know this: Will be 
example the suggestion of putting up 
small units in small towns to help 
the economy of such small towns? 

These are my questions and I request 
the hon. Minister to reply to these 
points which I have raised. 

SHRI B. C. NAIK (Kanara): Sir, 
the Minister of Industrial Develop¬ 
ment has given me a reply regarding 
some of the paper mills in this 
country which are supplied raw 
materials in the form of bamboo. 
The rates per ton of bamboo, 
vary in Madhya Pradesh from Rs. 55 
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per ton to Rs. 3 per ton in Maharash¬ 
tra, Rs. 17 per ton in Karnataka .at 
present and in Orissa, of course, this 
is got at Rs. 8.40 per ton. 

The paper industry has been sub. 
sidised by way of industrial conces¬ 
sions and subsidised rates on the 
royalty of bamboo. 

SHRI C. SUBR AM ANI AM: The 
discussion is relating to the setting 
up of a newsprint unit in the joint 
sector. Certainly we are not discus¬ 
sing the entire gamut of the indusry. 
Therefore, I do not know whether the 
discussion now covers the entire 
scope of the paper industry since he 
has gone into the raw materials, the 
cost etc., etc. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE 
(Rajapur): Can you follow how the 
discusion has come up? 

MR. CHAIRMAN: You are entitled 
to put questions only—that too in 
two minutes. If you are going to 
cover the entire field of the joint sec¬ 
tor concept. I do not know where 
you will etnd. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Since only 
thirty minutes have been allotted, I 
hope at least you will give me five 
minutes. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: In thirty minutes 
the hon. Members will have to put 
their questions. Then only the Minis¬ 
ter will reply. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: I am trying to 
bring in the raw materials because 
the principal core sector has been 
subsidised. Therefore, the qustion of 
joint sector has to be seen in relevance 
and in relation not only to the holding 
of the equity participation in the 
capital structure of these units pro¬ 
posed to come but, in the form of ca¬ 
pital participation, state forests also go 
into the paper mills in this country, 
which have been subsidised in the 
paper industry to the tune of crores 
of rupees and which run into an as¬ 
tronomical figure. Therfore, I would 
like to know from the hon. Minister 
whether these various alternatives 
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that have been told to us since Octo¬ 
ber 1973 when the Industries Minis¬ 
ter himself made a statement re¬ 
garding the joint sector concept are 
related to the appointment of Chair¬ 
man and Managing Director of the 
Board of Directors of the joint sector 
company. As far as I remember— 
the hon. Minister will also bear me 
out—he has categorically stated that 
the main incharge of the management 
will be a Government man. Under 
the circumstances, I fail to under¬ 
stand what is there to be discussed 
with anybody including the represen¬ 
tatives 0 ” the private sector. He may 
also kindly tell us whether there is 
going tv be a deviation as far as the 
key management personnel of these 
joint sectors are concerned. Why 
should he be the nominee of the 
government? In such a case, why 
should there not be any scope for 
other alternatives. 

In the last one minute, I would like 
to say that since the concept of the 
Joint Sector means that the joint sec¬ 
tor will have equity participation by 
the private sector, I wonder whether 
the joint sector idea of the Govern¬ 
ment in the management field in the 
private sector has its capital or whe¬ 
ther it has worked anywhere else in 
the industrial field not only in this, 
country but elsewhere also. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ahme- 
dabad); I welcome this half-an-hour 
discusion because I find from the ans¬ 
wer given by the hon. Minister that 
he ha s not given any satisfactory ans¬ 
wer at all on a very important sub¬ 
ject like this. From that point of 
view. I wish to ask him briefly the 
following questions:— 

Does he not realise that the shortage 
of paper and newsprint in our coun¬ 
try is acute and is getting more acute 
as months pass by, and if so, is he 
going to depend f° r supply of paper 
and newsprint on the indigenous pro¬ 
duction as available and through im¬ 
ports from abroad ,or is he also going 
to do something to augment the sup¬ 
ply by having more production in the 
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country? If that is th e approach, my 
next question is whether he wants 
it to be in the private sector or the 
public sector? If tthe private sector is 
able to do it, what is Government’s 
objection to allowing the private sec¬ 
tor to have more production i n these 
two plant? 

My next question is in regard to 
the joint sector. I am myself quite 
in favour of the joint sector idea. 
Therefore, I am asking him whether 
Government are really i n favour of 
the joint sector idea, and if so, whe¬ 
ther he will take advantage of this 
discussio n and tell this House in some 
broad details what exactly is his and 
Government’s idea of tlhe joint sec¬ 
tor. What are the broad points in¬ 
volved? From the answer given when 
the original question was put, we 
find that the hon. Minister has only 
said that discussions were held on 
patterns of management and mode of 
financing. Various alternatives were 
examined, but then h e says that the 
main points of dispute or disagree¬ 
ment related to appointments of chair¬ 
man, managing director and board of 
directors. So. may I take it that the 
question of management in general 
and tlhe mode of financing are points 
on which there is a n agreement and 
the disagreement is only on the per- 
sonel? Or. is it also on some of the 
basic points in regard to formulation 
of principles of joint sector idea? I 
would like the hon. Minister to kind¬ 
ly give some details on this. 


Lastly, will he not agree with me 
that paper and newsprint ar e very 
valuable in our country, because they 
involve basic ideas and needs of free¬ 
dom of press, freedom of information 
and freedom of expression in our 
democracy, and that if we have this 
continued shortage and continued 
more and more shortage of newsprint 
and paper, then not only our educa¬ 
tional institutions, but our newspaper 
world and our citizenry i n general 
will be in great difficulty? There¬ 
fore, my question is: What is he going 
to do with regard to all these matters? 


SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayin- 
kil): I shall begin where my hon. 
frietnd Shri Mavalankar has just left. 
\It is true that there is so much of scar¬ 
city of newsprint and writing paper, 
and this has affected the supply of 
writing paper to the student commu¬ 
nity as a whole. 


In this connection, I would like to 
know from the hon. Minister whether 
this joint sector concept has eroded 
the activities of the Hindustan Paper 
Corporation in the public sector. I 
am asking this question specifically for 
this reason. I have nothing personal, 
but the reports appearing in our 
newspapers, especially in Kerala, do 
give the impressio n that the present 
chairman and managing director of 
the Hindustan Paper Corporation is 
somehow or the other delaying the 
Kerala newsprint and paper project. 
I would like to kno w whether he has 
himself put it a condition to join it 
that no order should be given for any 
machinery or no global tender should 
be invited if he is to assume powers 
there. In spite of the Government’s 
request, still things have been very 
much delayed. Since the joint sector 
idea has come up, there are rumours 
now that the project may go to UP 
or some other State; therefore, this 
fear has been growing in Kerala that 
the newsprint project may be shif¬ 
ted from Kerala to in favour of the 
joint sector project.

[ would like to kno w specifically 
>m the hon. Minister whether he 
d written a letter on July 15, to 
e Chief Minister of Kerala which 
ys that he may be forced to review 
3 stand, and the newsprint project 
Vellur may not materialise due to 
[•tain reasons. I would like to know 
aether it is a fact. Wlhat were the 
asons for sending such a letter which 
ay harm the interests of the State 
Kerala and the newspaper indus- 
y as a whole as well? I would like 
know whether in the HPC some 
icials are not serious about the. 
iblic sector project and they are 
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•more in favour of the joint sector 
project. 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHN AN 
(Badagara): I should like to say that 
the tycoons of the paper industry 
Birlas or Thapars, have a very clear 
design; they not only want that the 
HPC project in Kerala should not 
materialise but also that the joint sec¬ 
tor may be delayed, unless they are 
patronised. They have a captive mar¬ 
ket and in the situation generated by 
acute shortages, the normal laws of 
monopoly operate and they want to 
corner the profits for themselves. Is 
the Government aware of this danger? 
I have a specific case in point. I 
should like to know from the hon. 
Minister whether the house of Birlas 
was an applicant for the joint sector 
project in U.P.? If so is he also aware 
that the House of Birla’s through an¬ 
other company Gwalior Rayons are 
trying to pressurise the Central and 
the State Governments in the guise of 
getting raw materials for their rayon 
pulp plant in Calicut and to prevent 
the implementation of the public sec¬ 
tor project in Kerala? Will the Gov¬ 
ernment of India take measures to see 
that the public sector project comes 
up in time? Despite its highly capi¬ 
tal intensive nature, will preference 
be shown to new parties and not to 
those who have already become 
tycoons in the paper field? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: The 
scope of the discussion has been en¬ 
larged but certainly I do not want to 
avoid answering the questions. As for 
newsprint, there is no joint sector 
project at all under consideration. 
Either they are in the private sector 
or in the public sector. Hon. Members 
know that NEPA is under production 
and it is in the process of expansion; 
by the end of the year expansion will 
be complete. In addition they have 
taken up the Kerala newsprint for 
80,000 tonnes. Hon. Members raised 
some doubts whether it would go 
according to schedule or there would 
be delay. As far as the processing 
Of the project is concerned, it is going 
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on as per schedule. But certain 
doubts were raised with regard to the 
availability of raw materials because 
the raw materials .originally pledged 
to HPC were under consideration for 
being diverted to Birlas for produc¬ 
tion of rayon yarn pulp. This was 
because under the agreement entered 
into by the Namboodiripad Ministry 
Birlas had been given certain right.® 
with regard to raw materials and 
these raw materials are not available 
according to the contract and there¬ 
fore I am told that Birlas had gone 
to Court asking for damages of Rs. 5 
crores against the Kerala Government. 
We received information that for the 
purpose of settling that dispute some 
of the raw materials allocated to 
HPC newsprint project was under 
consideration for being diverted to 
Birlas. It is about this that I wrote to 
the Chief Minister. If we invest 
about Rs. 125 crores and ultimately 
we find that there is no adequate raw 
material, then not only Kerala would 
be a lower but the nation also would 
be a loser. I wanted clarification about 
this and I asked whether there 
was any basis for these doubts with 
regard to the availability of raw mate¬ 
rial. 

I am glad to inform the House that 
whatever might have been the posi¬ 
tion in the past, today it has been 
resolved and the Chief Minister saw 
me today and assured me that there 
is no question of diversion of any ot 
the raw materials which would be 
required by the HPC. Therefore, 
there need not be any misapprehen¬ 
sion in regard to that. He has pro¬ 
mised to put it in writing and send it 
to me by day after tomorrow because 
day after tomorrow the investment 
board and the Finance Ministry have 
to take a final decision with regard 
to the allocation of foreign exchange 
and acceptance of the revised esti¬ 
mate from Rs. 80 to 125 crorea. So, 
hon. members may be assured that 
the Kerala project will go according 
to schedule. 

Some doubts were raised about 
HPC. I made a statement this morn- 
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ing in the other House and I will 
repeat it here. The Chairman, Mr. 
Zut&hi, is one of the dedicated and 
committed officers. He has given up a 
very remunerative 5®t> under Thapara 
and taken over as Chairman and 
Managing Director of HPC for a 
considerably lower emolument mainly 
because he has earned .enough and he 
wants to serve the nation. Having 
known his functioning during the last 
few months, I can say without any 
hesitation that there can be no ques¬ 
tion of his playing the game for any¬ 
body else except for the interest of 
the public sector and the nation as a 
whole. I request hon. members not 
to cast any aspersions on his inte¬ 
grity. 

The mover asked, what is happen¬ 
ing to HPC? Nodoubt HPC was a lit¬ 
tle bit of a sleeping organisation till 
Mr. Zutshi came. That was why he 
was brought in. Since then it has 
picked up and going forward. As far 
as the Nagaland project is concerned, 
it i* for 30,000 tons of printing paper 
and is expected to be completed by 
1976-77. Orders for the main equip¬ 
ment have already been placed. 
Kerala newsprint project is expected 
to be completed by 1977-78 and we 
will stick to that. Foreign exchange 
and finance is likely to be cleared 
within a few days. We have taken up 
Nowgong and Cachar projects also for 
80,000 tons each. The project report 
is ready and they are under examina¬ 
tion by the Finance Ministry. The 
Mandya project was about to be hand¬ 
ed over to a private capitalist, but we 
took it over. Its capacity is 10.000 tons. 
After we have taken it over, the pro¬ 
duction is a little above the capacity. 
It is to be expanded to 20,000 tons 
per annum. This expansion is likely 
to be completed by 1977. So, there is 
no question of HPC sleeping over the 
projects. They are taking expediti¬ 
ous steps to implement the projects. 

The central point was about the) 
joint sector projects. We have two 
joint sector projects under considera¬ 
tion, o»*t with the Birlas in UP and 
another tvith Bangurs in M.P. The 


financial participation has been settl¬ 
ed. 25 per cent will- be the private 
party’s participation, 26 per cent 
Government participation and the rest 
thrown open either for financial 
institutions or public contribution. 

Now the question is what should be 
the management set up. The private 
sector seem to think that they alone 
can efficiently run major industries. 
Therefore, they say that the entire 
management should be handed over 
to them, even though we may be 
a partner in that. My concept of 
joint sector is completely different 
from what the big houses seem to 
think. After all, if you look into 
the big houses, it is not Bangur who 
is managing it, it is not Birla who is 
managing it but it is the professional 
manager who is managing it even in 
the private sector. If it is a question 
of hereditary management, you can 
write it off, as you can write off bur¬ 
eaucratic management of a public 
sector project. We can write off 
hereditary management; may be by 
chance some person may be compe¬ 
tent; I do not rule it out. But one 
should not become a manager simply 
because he is the son, son-in-law or 
nephew of a particular person. There¬ 
fore, the real management is profes¬ 
sional management. They alone can 
deliver the goods. Then the question 
is to whom in the joint sector the 
professional management should be 
responsible. 'Should it be responsible 
to the private house which is colla¬ 
borating in the joint sector, or should 
it be responsible to the Government, 
o r is there any other concept of it? 

As far as management is concern¬ 
ed, as already pointed out by some 
hon. Members, the key posts are the 
Chairman and the Managing Director. 

As far as the Board of Directors is 
concerned, it goes on the basis of the 
equity holding. Therefore, there is 
no difficulty with regard to that. The 
point of view of these two houses is 
that we may nominate the Chair¬ 
man but, as far as the Managing 
Director is concerned, they should 
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be given the option to nominate the 
Managing Director. They not only 
want to nominate the Managing 
Director, but whether he should con¬ 
tinue or not also should be at the 
sweet will of the private house. That 
would mean that the Managing Direc¬ 
tor would b e looking to this house for 
directions rather than to the Govern¬ 
ment. 

My idea is let us professionalise the 
management. I am not going to ap¬ 
point anybody as Chairman. I will 
appoint a person who is competent in 
professional management as Chair¬ 
man. Then, let u s have the Board of 
Directors. Then, let the Board of 
Management appoint the Managing 
Director, who will be responsible to 
this Board of Directors rather than 
to the private house. If he has got 
to be removed, he cannot be removed 
simply because the private house does 
not like him. He can be removed 
only on the basis of any charge 
of incompetence by the Board of 
Directors and not by anybody else. 
This is my concept of joint manage¬ 
ment. In my view, this should be 
the concept of management even in 
the private sector. Simply because 
it is owned by a particular house, the 
management should not be responsi¬ 
ble to that House and take the inte¬ 
rests of that house as paramount, ra¬ 
ther than the interests of the indus¬ 
try. Today the main difficulty Is 
that even though it is professional 
management, its loyalty is to the house 
and not to the industry as such. This 
H is what I call de-linking the manage¬ 
ment from ownership. I do not mind 
who owns it, but it should be run by 
professionallly competent people with 
integrity, who would take the inte¬ 
rests of the industry and that enter¬ 
prise, and not th e interest of the 
house, even though they may have 
a dominant interest in that. How to 
bring about it is a different thing al¬ 
together. I can tell the hon. House 
that the question of de-linking of 
management from the ownership of 
the bigger houses, not nationalisation, 
is under examination. 


Apart from that, in the joint sector 
there can be no question of handing 
ove the management to the private 
sector. Then they can have the pri¬ 
vate sector; why go in for the joint 
sector? They want not only contri¬ 
bution. but creation of confidence in 
the public that the Government are 
also participating in this and, there¬ 
fore, you can subscribe to this with 
some confidence, and still they want 
to retain their hold cm the manage¬ 
ment. 

Certainly, I am not going to be a 
party to that. That is not my concept 
of the joint sector. This is the real 
difficulty as could be anticipated. 

Both the Birlas and Bangurs are 
■not willing to consider this sort of 
management. When we say, Birlas, 
you know there are so many Birlas 
now, not just one. There are so many 
houses of Birlas. This is one branch 
of Birlas. They are not willing to 
consider this sort of management. 
Bangur also met me. He also thinks 
that he cannot agree to this. He says, 
“As far as the Managing Director is 
concerned, he should be my man. If 
I do not like him, he should be re¬ 
moved.” He put it bluntly. This is 
where it has got into a deadlock. 

This is not a newsprint project. The 
hon. Member wanted to link it up with 
the shortages of newsprint and, there¬ 
fore, to yield to the compulsions of 
the circumstances to the larger houses. 
These <are only printing paper and 
pulp projects. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI: There is 
the shortage of all type of paper. I 
have no intention to bring any such 
thing here. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: I win 

deal with that aspect also. 

Therefore, it is a question of whal 
do we do about it If they are not 
willing to do it, we can as well give 
it as a private project saying, “You 
float the thing; you get the money 
and go on with it. You cannot ask 
the Government to participate in it.” 
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There is also a question of H.P.C. 
taking over these two projects also 
in U.P. and Madhya Pradesh. This is 
under consideration. But, unfortuna¬ 
tely,there are constraints of resources. 
We have some proposals with regard 
to resources also. This is a matter 
wihch is still under discussion with 
the Planning Commission as far as 
these two projects are concerned. 

Apart from that, we have already 
licensed sufficient capacity in the 
private sector and they are all com¬ 
ing forward with regard to expan¬ 
sion. Therefore, there is no question 
of, for the purpose of just getting 
more production, ourselves to contri¬ 
bute to the equity and grant the 
management to the private sector. It 
is not going to happen. If it is neces¬ 
sary, I would like to take up in the 
public sector. I think, we can 
manage the resources also. This is 
my judgment. But it is ultimately 
the Planning Commission and the 
Finance Ministry also to agree. 

Then, the hon. Member mentioned 
about small plants. Here also, small 
plants are coming up, say, of 20 ton¬ 
nes, 25 tonnes, etc. There is no 
question of big houses coming in. 
There are quite a few small projects 
which are already under operation 
and new projects are also under im¬ 
plementation. Therefore, we should 
not confuse the issues by saying that 
because there is the shortage of paper, 
let us yield to the compulsions of the 
circumstances and let us accept all the 
terms put forward by the larger 
houses. That is not going to happen. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Where ha s the 
joint sector succeeded then? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: We have 
a large number of joint sector pro¬ 
jects. Take, for example, the Gujarat 
Fertiliser Factory. It is a joint 
sector project with complete Govern¬ 
ment management. It has succeeded. 
Then, there is th e Scooters Ltd. 
which is being put up as a joint sec¬ 
tor project. It is a joint sector pro¬ 
ject, Governing owning 5J per cent 


and even a foreign party owing 10 
per cent along with a private party. 
A large number of projects are being 
implemented by the State Govern¬ 
ments and private people participat¬ 
ing together. Already, there are quite 
a large number of projects under im¬ 
plementation and also under produc¬ 
tion. Therefore, this is not new con¬ 
cept. But here, because they think 
that they are bigger houses and they 
can dictate terms, and they think we 
should yield to them with regard to 
the question of having Managing 
Derectors, they are under an illusion.

DISCUSSION RE: RECENT ROCK- 

BURSTS AND LANDSLIDES IN 
KERALA 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Now we take up 
the discusion under Rule 1973. Mr. 
C. M. Stephen to raise a discussion on 
the recent rock-bursts and landslides 
in Kerala. 

SHRI C. M. Stephen (Muvattu- 
pu/ha): Mr. Chairman, I am really 
sorry that I have to take the time of 
the House at this late hour. But there 
is ample justification for it. If my 
memory is correct, this is the first 
time that on an issue like this concer¬ 
ning Kerala we are seeking the indul¬ 
gence of the House for a hearing. I 
have heart discussion about drought 
and floods being raised umpteen 
times, but we have never come here 
to place before the conscience of India 
the agony which Kerala is now going 
through. I use the word ‘agony’ with 
the full implications of it, realising 
the situation there. 

What has been happening i n Kerala 
today is a total disaster, if I may say 
so. The disaster is three-dimensional, 
coming simultaneously. There is on 
the one side the sea erosion on a 
large scale rendering a large number 
of fishermen in a situation of comple¬ 
te starvation and water encroaching 
into the land of Kerala. Then as fat 
the middle low-lying area of Kerala, 
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floods have come in a torrential way 
consuming large areas of paddy fields 
and completely putting in desolation 
the grainary of Kerala; Kotanad and 
other places. To this we are accusto¬ 
med. But what is new now is that 
the entire western ghats, a substan¬ 
tial portion of them, has been practi¬ 
cally shaken up and huge landslides 
have taken place. Boulders have come 
rushing down. Vast masses of sand 
have gushed out and different areas 
on the Western Ghats have had the 
devastating, fatal impact of this na¬ 
ture’s perversity.... 

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION 
AND POWER (SHRI K. C. PANT)- 
Fury. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: Yes; 
nature’s fury. 

From the north t 0 the south Kerala 
has felt the impact of it. Cananore 
has been affected, Calicut has been 
affected. I would leave it to Mr. 
Unnikrishnan who may follow me, 
and also to Shri Ramachandran 
Kadannappalli who represents Cana¬ 
nore to tell you what has happened 
in these districts. But the cruelest 
blow has fallen on the well known 
district of Idiklci v. hich i s the cradle 
of hydro-electric projects of this 
country. I have had occasion to see 
Idikki area about 20 years back; it 
was only a forest area at that time. 
Now a new district of Idikki, with 
agricultural prosperity, has grown 
from out of that area in the course 
of the last 20 years. Persons, com¬ 
mon men, with no massive invest¬ 
ment have migrated to that area, and 
Idikki is presenting a picture, a 
model, of what miracle human la¬ 
bour ca n perform by investing its 
sweat on a receptive soil. Schools 
have come up, houses have come up, 
and there we have got the cash crops, 
coconut, paddy; every type of crop 
ranging from cardamum down to 
paddy. 

One fine morning, rather one black 
morning—it has been described by 
the National Herald and many other 
papers as a black Friday—suddenly 


landslide occurred and hillock aftfcr 
hillock, if I may use the Word —1 do 
not know whfethei' it is permissible— 
have just exploded; boulders have 
come down and have just crushed the 
houses one after another under its 
mighty fold; people have been crushepl 
under it, about 34 people died; roads 
have given way;, culverts have 
succumbed. Houses have just vanish¬ 
ed. School buildings have been finish¬ 
ed up. People have been crushed 
down. Large numbers, thousands of 
people have just been thrown on the 
streets. Peasants who were flourishing 
til) yesterday have been reduced to 
the position of penury. They have 
been left with nothing except the cloth 
they have on. And the Worst of it is 
that the area has become inaccessible. 
Communications have become distri¬ 
buted and it is impossible to get to 
that area. That is the position to 
which Idikki has been reduced. A 
complete fury, unprecedented, unheard 
of and untasted in that area. There 
we don’t have the problem of floods. 
We do not have the problem of 
drought. We have got a new problem, 
the problem of the shaking up of and 
the collapsing of the Western Ghats 
in substantial portions thereof. That 
is the problem we are now having 
there. 


Various estimates have been given. 
The hon Minister, Pantji, made a 
statement on the floor of the House 
and said that the estimated loss is 
Rs. 6 crores and said that in Idikki 
alone the estimated loss is Rs. 2 
crores. As I submitted yesterday here, 
the Pradesh Congress Committee Pre¬ 
sident with his team visited that area 
and his estimate on the basis of the 
information collected from various 
quarters was that in Idikki alone the 
loss is to the extent of Rs. 6 crores. I 
do not know. Yesterday night, the 
PWD Minister, Shri Divakaran and the 
Agriculture Minister, Shri Puruahot- 
taman, after visiting that area, rang 
me up and said that the damages the 
area has sustained are far in excess 
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of their wildest imagination and the 
loss is terrible. That is what he told 
me. The Governor also visited that 
s>rea yesterday. 

Now, the question is: whether or 
not the nation, the country and the 
Government have a responsibility to 
the people who have been thrown into 
penury for no fault of their—an in¬ 
dustrious people who built up the 
wealth of this country, who gave you 
foreign exchange, who contributed to 
the granary of this country, who gave 
you cash crops and who sold their 
everything and migrated to that area 
and built up a new district and who 
are now reduced to the position of 
beggars. It is enough that we simply 
look on doing nothing? That is the 
concept that I want to place before 
you. 

Now I am stating these facts, as I 
submitted, in a mood of complete 
agony and pain and not in a mood of 
anger, but rather in a mood of anguish. 

I am trying to give vent to heart which 
is bleeding in Kerala and I do it in 
the realisation that this being the 
temple of democracy of India, the 
Government and the people of this 
country will hear that. I make this 
appeal on behalf of the the people who 
have never come before you, who 
have never stretched their hand to 
give up some relief either for floods 
or for drought. We do it now because 
the challenges before Us are beyond 
us, beyond our capacity. 

Now, the obligation of the State to 
extend a helping hand in this position 
is absolutely beyond doubt. The Sixth 
Finance Commission in their report on 
relief expenditure say: 

“The State has to step in when¬ 
ever natural calamities such as 
floods, cyclones and earthquakes 
cause extensive damage to crops 
and property. Even prior to Inde¬ 
pendence, it was one of the main 
task of the administrative machi¬ 
nery to tackle emergencies of this 
nature and consequently, rules and 
Instructions for the guidance of field 


staff in administering programmes 

of relief came to be codified.” 

They go on to say that. The question 
is that the State has got a responsi¬ 
bility, a moral responsibility and an 
administrative responsibility to come 
to the aid of the people whom they 
are governing is certainly beyond 
a shadow of doubt. Article 282 con¬ 
fers on the Government the power to 
give grants for public causes when¬ 
ever it is necessary and I would sub¬ 
mit that this is on e of the reasons un¬ 
der which the Government are bound 
statutorily to act. 

Now, having said that, the difficulty 
now is that it appears as to who 
should bear the burden. That seems 
to be the difficulty. Now I may say 
incidentally that there is another im¬ 
portant aspect about the whole thing. 
Fortunately for us and unfortunately 
for the nation the Idikki project has 
not been affected but I was told by 
the PWD Minister yesterday that it 
would not be possible to take the 
materials to the Idikki project in the 
near future. The entire communica¬ 
tions are disrupted. Heavy materials 
have to be taken to the Idikki pro¬ 
ject. It is not possible to take the 
material to the Idikki project. That 
means, it will be inordinately and 
considerably delayed. That is a na¬ 
tional problem if I may say so. That 
is the position before us. Formerly 
there was a system and this system 
was like this. Every Finance Com¬ 
mission would project their estimate 
of the need of the quantum of finan¬ 
cial accommodation necessary in the 
interest of national production. That 
point was taken care of. But when 
there is a natural calamity there was 
a procedure whereby a team would 
go to the place, assess the damage, 
fix up ceiling and within the ceiling 
whatever may be spent, over and 
above what is postulated by the Fi¬ 
nance Commission, seventy-five per 
cent will be shared by Central Gov¬ 
ernment, 25 per cent by grant, 50 per 
cent by loan and this has been the 
system. The Sixth Finance Commis¬ 
sion deviated in the whole procedure. 
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They have said when accommodation 
is being done nothing more need be 
done. That is what they have stated. 
What I submit is this. It is a miscon¬ 
ception. I would like to state what 
the Sixth Finance Commission said. 
They have stated two procedures. A 
new scheme has been put forth by 
them. First they said, rather than 
rushing up with the aid to the flood 
hit and drought-hit areas and rather 
than putting up ad hoc schemes you 
evolve your scheme in the five-year 
plan period and treat those flood- 
prone and drought-prone areas in a 
scientific basis so that there is no 
waste. This is what they have 
stated .... 

“Alternative schemes for tackling 
effectively the problems of relief of 
distress and development of drought/ 
flood prone areas should be design¬ 
ed to overcome these two basic de¬ 
fects. We suggest that detailed pro¬ 
grammes of both medium and long 
term significance for permanent 
improvement of the areas liable to 
drought and flood should be drawn 
up with the utmost urgency and 
these programmes fully integrated 
with the plan.” 

My problem in respect of the district 
about ' which I am speaking is not 
one of flood or drought. Other hon. 
friends will be speaking about the 
other districts. Money has no doubt 
been provided but not a pie of that 
will be spent in that area because it 
is not a drought-prone area or flood- 
prone area. This money is not for that 
purpose. The Finance Commission 
said: 

‘Whatever assistance is provided 
to a State for drought relief or flood 
xontrol should be adjusted against 
the ceilings of Central assistance for 
the Plan. This should not cause 
great hardship to any State or im¬ 
pair its capacity to meet it s genuine 
requirements of relief expenditure 
because we visualise very large in¬ 
creases in the outlays in Central 
and State Plans on programmes of 


development of drought-prone areas. 
We are also providing for a sub¬ 
stantial increase in the present 
margins under 64-Famine Relief 
within the framework of our 
Award.’ 

These are two basis of justification. 
They have said these things: One, 
we are providing money or the 
Finance Commission is providing the 
money to drought prone or flood-prone 
areas. And therefore, this limited 
amount, the ceiling of which is to be 
fixed, will not cause any hardship 
because under the other general allo¬ 
cation this drought-prone and flood- 
prone area will be treated. My sub¬ 
mission is this. This thing does not 
apply in this case. One will be shocked 
to hear what allotments were made. 
This is Rs. 30 lakhs per year. Did not 
the Finance Commission say this also? 
They said, the States have come up 
with bloated estimates of expenditure 
for fixing the new allocation. That is 
how it has happened. 

As far as Kerala is concerned, what 
is it that we have drawn in the course 
of a year and what is it that we have 
expended. It is as folows:-

was that in the First and Second 
Finance Commissions, they only took 
the previous expenditure and took the 
average of the five years and then 
fixed this by adding to it 25 per cent 
of the figure arrived at. So, continu¬ 
ously, Rs. 10 lakhs were allotted to 
Kerala. Even Rs. 10 lakhs were not 
spent. Still, we did not come to Gov¬ 
ernment of India for any additional 
amount. The first time that we came 
to the Government of India for the 
additional amount was in the course 
of past three or four years only. Be¬ 
fore that we neve r came before them. 
I am emphasising the point for two 
purposes—firstly ours is not a State 
which would rather make a commer¬ 
cial deal which is mainly rejected. 
We are satisfied with our own humble 
lot. We did not want to work as 
group in orde r to get money for deve¬ 
lopmental or non-developmental ex¬ 
penditure. That would be seen by the 
statistics that I have given. Secondly, 
as a result of the honesty of our peo¬ 
ple, of our government over a period 
of years, the amount allotted to us 
became only Rs. 30 lakhs per year. 
This Rs. 30 lakhs per year is nothing 
at all. 

Therefore I am submitting let not 
the Sixth Finance Commission’s Re¬ 
port be taken as a seal to refuse to 
discharge your obligations to the peo¬ 
ple. It is not the question of Kerala 
Government: it is not the question of 
Kerala Government versus the Cen¬ 
tral Government. It is the question 
of our people and the Government of 
Kerala but, who should bear the bur¬ 
den, is a matter to be settled between 
the Central Government and the 
Kerala Government. Sir, remember 


the shivering and frozen men and wo¬ 
men on the streets of Idikki District. 
Their houses have been destroyed; 
bridges wer e collapsed. Think of the 
starvation of the people and think of 
the men who have died. Think that 
you are here to discharge your res¬ 
ponsibility to the people. These peo¬ 
ple are not idling. These people have 
laboured hard to make this country 
rich and prosperous. They are now 
the victims 01 colossal attack by the 
cruel nature. Unless you go to their 
aid, they will just be wiped out. 
The question there is: not one of relief 
but it is one of restructuring the dis¬ 
tricts that has been finished up. That 
task cannot be fulfilled by the State 
Government because the State Govern¬ 
ment is near to bankruptcy. That is 
a matter which everybody knows. 
The State Government is undergoing 
financial strain; it is undergoing diffi¬ 
culties in regard to food. We are 
labouring still. Over and above that, 
please do not put on us this task. If 
you put it, then it would be the last 
straw on camel’s back. Do not that. 
Rush up aid to the people. I have to 
make an appeal to this House, through 
you, to Government of India and 
through Government of India, to the 
people of India to give the people food 
etc. I am making this appeal because 
here are the people who can never 
come here with a begging bowl. 
Please help us sF this juncture. That 
is all what I want to submit. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN (Tel- 
licherry): My hon. Friend Shri 
Stephen has presented the case with 
great emotion. He has presented 
before this House a graphic picture 
of the tragedy which has befallen 
Kerala. So, I do not want to further 
dwell on that aspect art the matter. 

At the outset, I would like to thank 
the Central Government for the 
friendly gesture that they have shown 
to Kerala at this moment of great 
crisis. They have come forward with 
the gesture of allotting of Rs. 1 crore 
to meet the situation. My submission 
is that the situation is still more ae- 
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rious and graver than was depicted 
before the Centre. A preliminary as¬ 
sessment, as was pointed out, has 
shown that the loss is to the tune of 
Rs. 6 crores, but it is now unofficially 
estimated, and it may be that it would 
be near correctness or nearer to facts, 
that the loss may be somewhere 
between Rs. 20 to 25 crores. When the 
Central Government were told that a 
loss of Rs. 6 crores had resulted 
because of this natural calamity they 
came forward with the gesture of 
providing Rs. 1 crores. My point is 
that if today the loss is much more 
than that, the Centre should come 
forward in a much bigger way than 
they have done at the moment. 

This is not to be looked at as a 
tragedy which occurred in Kerala 
only. It should be understood as a 
national calamity. I know that there 
are floods and other calamities that 
occur in other parts of the country 
also. 

But as Mr. Stephen has described, 
the seriousness of the matter and the 
gravity of the situation should be 
realised and it should be treated as a 
national problem. If the Centre would 
come forward to deal with it as a 
national problem, I think that nothing 
will stand in the way of the Centre's 
helping Kerala, because even though 
the Finance Commission might have 
granted only Rs. 30 lakhs, the Centre 
has already waived it and they have 
allotted Rs. 1 crore. I submit that 
in the same spirit they will have to 
come forward in a much bigger way 
to allot several crores of rupees to 
Kerala so that there can be reconstruc¬ 
tion activities carried on in an effec¬ 
tive manner. I have a suggestion to 
make in this regard, namely that the 
Centre should deal with this matter 
in a more serious manner on a war 
footing. They have to send imme¬ 
diately a team from the Centre to 
investigate what has happened there 
in Kerala. Let this team go imme¬ 
diately, and on the basis of their 
report, the Centre should take a fresh 
look at this matter and should take 


a more sympathetic view and help 
the State so that the State will find 
itself in a situation where it can tide 
over the difficulties in which it is 
today. 

There are two aspects which the 
Centre hag to decide in regard to what 
they are going to do in future. One 
is short-term measures and the other 
is long-term measures. As a short¬ 
term measure, I suggested that a team 
might be sent to Kerala; they will 
come back and present a report and 
on the basis of that, the Centre will 
take a decision. 

The minimum requirement is a big 
relief measure. Tens of thousands of 
people are today dispossessed; they 
are to be evacuated and they are 
starving and hungry. The Centre 
should immediately provide money 
so that they will be given some 
relief. Secondly, immediately food 
materials should be rushed to Kerala 
so that the people who are starving 
today would not die of starvation 
and hunger. I should say here that 
all the political parties, including 
my own in Kerala, are responsible 
for creating a serious ecological im¬ 
balance there. That is why the entire 
high ranges today have exploded due 
t 0 soil erosion. It is not to be looked 
upon as merely a natural phenomenon 
that has come on like a thunder bolt. 
It is the result of indiscriminate 
deforestation which was carried on in 
that State. There should be perspec¬ 
tive planning to stop this menace. 

When such a situation has occurred 
in other countries they have adopted 
certain measures to help the people 
who were suffering. I remember 
some years ago there was a big earth¬ 
quake in Tashkent. It was considered 
one of the biggest tragedies. The 
Soviet Government looked on it as a 
national problem. They called upon 
the entire country to rally behind 
Tashkent and every nationality, every 
state in the country sent voluntary 
help and within a short period 
Tashkent was rebuilt in a much 
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bigger way. The Centre should not 
only depend upon its budgetary 
resources which are dwindling 
because of the inflation as will 
be pointed out by Mr. Ganesh when 
he speaks but they should also call 
upon thq people of the country to 
come forwafd and help Kerala in a 
big way so that in this period of 
struggle that State will be helped in 
a meaningful way. 

DR. HENRY AUSTIN (Ernakulam): 
Sages have said it is wise to dedicate 
a day or two to the memory of those 
who passed away but the situation in 
Kerala is such that an hour or two 
should be set apart not only for those 
who have joined the majority but also 
for the land and homesteads that our 
compatriots there occupied. If one is 
to rely on reports in Kerala papers, 
areas occupied by thousands of people 
in my friend Mr. Stephen’s consti¬ 
tuency, people who have devoted their 
entire life for the development of that 
region, had been submerged not by 
ordinary floods but by big, unprece¬ 
dented and unheard of cloud bursts 
and rock bursts and huge landslides. 
Here is a situation where not only 
human lives and their homesteads 
but whole regions are affected. These 
are some of the richest spice bowls 
of our land. Vast region have been 
submerged and if after a thousand or 
two thousand years somebody drills 
for exploration purposes, they may 
unearth in that place a big civiliza¬ 
tion. That is the magniture of the 
situation that has developed. 

In our State there are three clear 
topographical divisions. First is the 
coastal belt consisting of low lands 
where the density of population is 
highest, second only perhaps to Bali 
island in Indonesia. My own consti¬ 
tuency is situated there. I know the 
havoc wrought as a result of floods 
consequent on the landslides in the 
hilly regions. Lakhs of fishermen live 
on the sea coast and they earn foreign 
exchange for the country. They 
sacrifice their lives to bring pro- 
teinous food. But their homesteads 
have been wiped away by sea erosion 


and this has created a very difficult 
situation for them. They are manag¬ 
ed in seasonal jobs and they have to 
sustain themselves for the whole 
year what they earn in 4 or 5 months, 
So, lakhs and lakhs of people have to 
be rehabilitated there. 

Then we have the midlands where 
we raise vegetables, tapioca, which is 
almost our staple food, paddy, etc. 
Several of these beautiful hillocks 
have been washed away. I have a 
letter from one of my colleague^ 
saying that Cochin city has been com¬ 
pletely cut off from Alwaye town, 12 
miles away in the midland region. 
People cannot travel by buses. 

Then we have the highlands where 
we grew timber, rosewood, tea 
gardens, rubber plantations, carda¬ 
mom, other spices and cash crops. In 
the fifth plan provision has been made 
for the development of Malnad in the 
Western Ghats. Now the sight there 
is awful. I just cannot picture the 
situation, which is so grave. All these 
three clear topographical divisions— 
highlands, midlands and low lands— 
have been gravely affected. The siuta- 
tion has been graphically described 
by Mr. Stephen whose constituency 
includes Idikki district which has 
been affected most severely. 

I do not want to localise this issue. 

I am equally grieved over the dis¬ 
aster that has befallen Arunachal, 
Assam, Bihar, South Kanara and other 
parts of the country. We have to 
consider it as an integrated situation 
and think in terms of long range pers¬ 
pective. 

I just want to narrate one incident. 

I come from the coastal region. 
There was a terrible sea erosion in 
our area during my college days—that 
was the Maharaja’s time—we went on 
a deputation to the Chief Secretary 
and to the Dewan saying, “The sea 
erosion is aggravating; something has 
to be done about it. Some anti-sea 
erosion works must be undertaken. 
You do something about it.” We high¬ 
lighted certain facts that mineral de¬ 
posits like monozite, ilmenite, etc. 
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which ax e all important element s in 
the production of frtomic energy, were 
being washed away. We emphasized 
that other national wealth, amounting 
to crores of rupees was being washed 
every year. When we highlighted 
these facts of destruction of national 
wealth and natural resources, do you 
know what the Chief Secretary said, 
“What d.oes it matter? We have enough 
land. India is such a big country.” 
That was the callous attitude of the 
bureaucrats and the rulers of the 
country then. 

After the Independence, the situa¬ 
tion has changed. The Central Gov¬ 
ernment has so far inveseted crores 
of rupees for anti-sea erosion works in 
Kerala alone. They are planning to 
have a provision of Rs. 40 crores. That 
is the situation now. So, we have to 
look at problem like this from a na¬ 
tional angle. It should not be con¬ 
sidered as a local matter. The 
national consciousness on problems 
like this has to be aroused; the feeling 
that it is a national calamity has to 
be aroused. 

Just as we did it during th e Bihar 
earthquake, trainloads of volunteers 
from various political parties, from 
various regions, should have reached 
Kerala. They should have considered 
it as a national destruction. It is this 
awareness that is important. If this 
awareness has to be created at the 
national level, at people’s level, the 
Parliament has to focus the attention 
of the people to this national calamity. 

It is in this context that I suggest 
that a massive people’s effort has to 
be organised to meet the challenge 
and to alleviate the agony of the peo- 
ple there. Therefore, I would urge up-^. 
on the hon. Minister to take some’" 
positive measures and accept some of 
the suggestions already put forward by 
my colleagues. 

I must gratefully say that already 
Central Government has responded in 
a very sympathetic manner. Some 
M.P.s. from Kerala met the Prime 
Minister. She has been good enough, 
so make a positive response by grant- 
1453 I*S—13 


ing help to the tune of Rs. 1 crore as 
an initial step. But that will not be 
enough. There has been severe des¬ 
truction and new structures have, 
to be built up. That will require at 
least Rs. 25 crores. 

Not only that can be met by the 
Central Government; yet, it should 
come out with more grants and other 
ways of helping us at this critical 
juncture. An appeal should be made 
by national leaders of various political 
parties and other voluntary organisa¬ 
tions to collect money for relief and 
rehabilitation operations. Whatever 
may be the findings of the finance 
Commission with respect to Kerala, 
provision has to be made for 
undertaking relief work. Consider¬ 
ing the importance of Kerala State, 
and particularly the effected areas as 
spice and other cash crop producing 
areas, help must reach there in' ade¬ 
quate measure. I suggest that a 
high-power commission or something 
like that should be appointed and 
the necessary measures to alleviate 
the sufferings of the people of the 
affected areas should be taken on the 
basis of its assessment, social workers 
and others should send their teams to 
help in the relief and rehabilitation 
work that is now being undertaken 
both at official and non-official level 
in Kerala. 

It is very kind of the Speaker and 
the Minister of Parliamentary Affairs 
to have arranged a special debate on 
this matter and, I am sure, the gravity 
of the situation has been fully realiz¬ 
ed by them and this discussion, 
though brief, will create a national 
conciousness on this national cala¬ 
mity that has befallen on the people 
of Kerala and, as a matter of fact, on 
our country.

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN 
(IBedagara): Mr. Chairman, Mr. 

Stephen, who moved this motion and 
the Speakers who preceded me, 
Mr. Chandrappan and Dr. Henry 
Austin, have drawn the attention of 
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this House to the borrowing tale of 
misery and distress that has suddenly 
descended upon our rather unfortu¬ 
nate State. Eight out of the eleven 
districts in Kerala have been affected. 
Nearly three million people have been 
directly effected by the great deluge 
that has taken place as a result of 
rock bursts and landslides. What¬ 
ever may be the reasons or the back¬ 
ground of this phenomenon, after July 
21 and particularly on 24, 25 and 26 
July, nearly three million people have 
become orphans, orphans in the literal 
sense because in the eastern portions 
of my constituency one village called, 
Tiruvambadi, has completely disap¬ 
peared and has been wiped out. This 
is the situation. Mr. Stephen has 
drawn uttention to the tragic situa¬ 
tion of Idikki district. In Cananore, 
Calicut and Malappuram districts—I 
know, it has happened in my consti¬ 
tuency; ,a whole village has been 
wiped out—25 years of the hard work 
of settlers has been undone in a 
matter of 48 hours. The total esti¬ 
mated loss varies from Rs. 6 to 20 
crores. Rs. 6 crores were on earlier 
estimate, a classical under-estimate 
by the State Government officials who 
have reached only points where there 
is accessibility. Roads have dis¬ 
appeared, culverts have disappeared, 
and all the 41 rivers of our State are 
swollen today and consequently the 
flood ha» affected every part of every 
district except perhaps Trivandrum 
and Palghat. 


I entirely agree with my friend, 
Mr. Chaudrappan, in what h e has said, 
that the ecological balance of Kerala 
has beeu upset. I very strongly 
support the suggestion made by him 
that, as a long term measure, we 
have to look into this because whether 
it is sea erosion or whether it is as a 
result or up set in ecological balance 
or whether rock-bursts and landslides 
take place, the whole State and con¬ 
sequently the entire nation suffers. I 
wish to point out the need for evolu¬ 
tion, as a long term measure, of a na¬ 
tional forest policy. Deforestation, 
the term used by my friend, Shri 


Chandrappan, 1 would say, is an 
under-statement. Marauders have been 
allowed to destroy the entire high 
ranges; in the name of giving lands 
to the landless, people deputed by the 
big timber merchants and the big 
smugglers of sandal wood and rose 
wood which takes 100 to 120 years to 
mature have marauded the State of 
its entire forest wealth. 1 do not 
exempt any Ministry, whether it was 
that of Mr. Namboodiripad or that of 
Congress Chief Ministers Or that of 
Mr. Achutha Menon. All those Gov¬ 
ernments in that State and the Central 
Government have been silent specta¬ 
tors to this tragic situation that has 
developed over the years in that State. 
Consequenly a very wrong agricul¬ 
tural practice has been encouraged 
because of the pressure on land and 
the land-use pattern in that State, 
that is, a wrong type of cultivation in 
th e hilly slopes of Kerala, particularly 
tapioca. The Centre is to be blamed 
for this because they have not given 
us enough rice. We earn foreign ex¬ 
change for the country, we have the 
precious wealth which is a national 
wealth, and it is the duty of the 
Centre to provide this so that such 
practices can be stopped. Tapioca, 
according to an FAO expert—fortu¬ 
nately, my friend, Shri Maurya is not 
here—its cultivation in these hilly 
slopes loosens the ground and leads to 
soil erosion. This has been an expert’s 
study an<j I do not know how far it is 
true. That is what I found from a 
newspaper report a few months ago. 
This is what is going on and if this 
is to be put an end to then the 
Central Government has to take im¬ 
mediate steps for evolving a national 
forest policy and also for the right 
type of agricultural practices and see 
that the States implement them. 


Now, we are deeply indebted to 
our Prime Minister for her sympa¬ 
thetic reaction to the situation in the 
State. Immediately she was good 
enough to make, though a small, con¬ 
tribution from her own Relief Fund. 
But I want to impress upon this

House and the Government that what 
has happened there is an extraordi¬ 
nary phenomenon. This is not even 
something of a natural calamity as is 
normally understood. Mr. Stephen 
referred to the Sixth Finance Commis¬ 
sion's report and its recommendations 
that have been accepted by the Gov¬ 
ernment which gave us a relief of 
Rs. 30 lakhs. He also referred to 
various figures. But one figure 1 
would probably remind the House 
and which he left out. is that 1973-74, 
out of Rs. 320 crores on drought 
relief, Kerala was allotted only 
Rs. 1.25 crores. If we are going to 
be bound by these technicalities and 
if we are going to be bound by such 
recommendations, then, that is not the 
way to meet the situation created by 
an extra-ordinary natural pheno¬ 
menon in Kerala. Are you going to 
deal with this picture of misery which 
has resulted in loss of life anddes- 
truction of cash crops and gardens 
built over a period of 20-25 years by 
a measly crore of ways and means 
advance? Is it possible for any State 
Government, particularly, Kerala 

Government? I would like to under¬ 
line this aspect for the financial 
position of the State last year was an 
overdraft of Rs. 30 crores and this 
year, ignoring the need to meet 
the present situation, it is ex¬ 

pected to mount up to Rs. 55 crores. I 
do not want to defend anybody—Gov¬ 
ernment or anybody, but what I would 
like to emphasize is that the Central 
Government itself has to be concerned 
about the situation not only because 
Kerala is an integral part of India 
which fact has. unfortunately, to be 
reminded and repeated time and again 
because many people think that this 
is some far-off corner of some place 
but cash crops which have been des¬ 
troyed take about 5-6 years to come 
up. It will take a minimum of 5 
years, whether it is ginger or pepper 
or arecanut and all the desetroyed 
places In these hill slopes are full of 
pepper gardens and consequently, it 
will amount to a huge colossal loss in 
our export earnings. What about 
rubber which earns or saves foreign 
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exchange in another way? Are you 
going to help these people in distress 
because in the next 5-6 years they 
have to develop these and they are left 
with nothing? Are you going to help 
the 3 millionpeople? That is the ba¬ 
sic question before the Government 
today. It is not a question of adjust¬ 
ment of a crore or two here and there 
because it is impossible to conceive a 
situation where the people of Kerala 
or the State Government of Kerala can 
meet the situation and meet the 
challenge themselves. 

I would say the much-maligned 
Catholic Church and the Church orga¬ 
nisation with which I do not agree 
on many questions are the only 
agency which has started doing some 
relief work. It is rather regrettable 
that the Opposition Parties, parti¬ 
cularly, the CPM and the Kerala 
Congress are trying to fish in these 
troubled waters though I find they 
are absent have when the House in 
discussing this vital question. I im¬ 
press this upon the hon. Ministers. 
Three of them are here. One hon. 
Minister is from my own State. He 
should be concerned because hisMin- 
’ istry, if not today, for another 5 
years will suffer if the Central Gov¬ 
ernment does not come with aid to 
meet the challenging situation. 

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMEN¬ 
TARY AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU- 
RAMAIAH): He is very much con¬ 
cerned, he is feeling miserable as he 
is not able to take part in the debate, 
being a Minister! 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN: Sir, 
I would urge upon the Government 
to send a team immediately. They 
should not wait for the final report of 
the team which necessarily involve 
bureaucratic delays. They should go 
all out on a frontal warlike effort to 
meet the challenges posed by the 
situation in Kerala. 

SHRI RAMACHANDRAN KADAN- 
NAPPALLI (Kasergod): I am 
extremely thankful to you for giving 
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us an opportunity to discuss and seek 
redress about the havoc and the ca¬ 
lamity unprecedented in the history of 
Kerala. Never in the living memory 
Kerala had been subjected to the 
wrath of the nature of such a severitly. 
What happened in Kerala last week 
was a three pronged attach of nature 
against that small strip of land. There 
was cloud burst and landslide am¬ 
ounting to deluge in the hill districts. 
There was unprecedented flood in the 
middle land and there was cruel sea 
erosion on the coastal districts. Except 
for the two districts all the other nine 
districts of Kerala were the victims of 
the nature’s onslaught. 

It was not only the floods, in fact, 
flood was only incidental. It was 
not even a pincer attack from the 
mountain and the sea. It was a three 
pronged move against the small state 
of 14,000 sq. miles with 22 million 
people, the highest density of popula¬ 
tion in the world, three times the 
Indian national average. You know 
very well that the land strip of 
Kerala is one of the smallest in our 
country. Out of these small land 
strip itself one-third is of mountains. 
The people Oak out a merge 
living out of the land subjected to the 
highest density of the population. It 
is this land which has been left 
devastated by an unheard of phe¬ 
nomenon of the cloud-burst and the 
landslide, floods of uncommon magni¬ 
tude in living memory and sea erosion 
which is by this time well known for 
its merciness vengeance. 

25 years back,. because of the great 
pressure on land the hard-working, 
industrious and soil-loving people 
from Central Travancore migrated in 
an exodus to the forest lands east of 
Travanco re-Cochin in the northern 
tracts of Malabar. These people now 
familiarly known as Chettanan and 
those tracts of the hills and mountains 
of Malabr, Calicut, Mallapuram, Pal- 
ghat, Cannanore and Idikki districts 
are the major contributors to foreign 
exchange earnings of our country. 
More thun 20 per cent of total coffee 


crop of India is grown here. More 
than 70 per cent of the total rubber 
production of the country is grown 
here. More than 70 per cent of the 
cardamom is produced here. More 
than 80 per cent of India’s pepper go 
out of their hands. More than 20 per 
cent of India’s total tea crop is grown 
here. 

Sir, the total foreign exchange 
earning from these five to six moun¬ 
tain districts alone will come to more 
than Rs. 125 erores of foreign exchange 
in hard currency—all earned by the 
adventurous and hardworking people 
of the area. During the past 25—30 
years the entire face of the earth has 
been changed into a prosperous gar¬ 
den. Sir, it is said that the earth was 
created by God, but Dutch created 
Holland. With a similar analogy, 1 
can say Kerala was created by Parasu- 
rama, but Malabar was created by the 
Settlers. All over the place, moun¬ 
tains denuded, rivers swollen, villages 
disappeared and tens of thousands of 
orphans moved to public buildings, if 
they managed to survive. Sir, in my 
constituency, i.c., Kasargode, the 
entire eastern tract has for all practi¬ 
cal purposes disappeared. In vast 
and eastern areas of Calicut district 
much is not left behind. Iddiki dis¬ 
trict is a picture of devastation. In 
fact, I ma y say that three of our 
Members of Parliament from Kerala, 
Shri C. M. Stephen, Shri K. P. Unni- 
krishnan and myself are left without 
constituencies. I am prepared to 
concede that floods are natural cala¬ 
mities. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; W e do not require 
you to resign. 

SHRI RAMACHANDRAN KADAN- 
NAPALLI; Sir, the two weeks of this 
unprecedented nature’s wrath has 
eaten up our constituencies. In fact, 
Sir, it may be even a privilege issue— 
‘Members of Parliament robbed of 
their Constituencies’. 

Sir, I am prepared to concede that 
floods are natural calamities and are 
a perennial phenomenon in our eoun- 
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try—in the North, the West or the 
South, But, here, Sir, it is not floods, 
it is an inexplicable phenomenon. 
Some experts say it has relevance to 
some earth tremor far away in the 
North. Sir, in the case of paddy or 
wheat, if a crop is wiped out, we can 
have a small consolation that the 
next crop may be good—within six 
months. In the case of Kerala, the 
land of cash crops which contribute 
mightly to the foreign exchange earn¬ 
ing of our country, all these crops 
have long gestation periods. Rubber 
sappling will take seven years to 
yield, cardamom will take at least five 
to six years to yield, pepper vine will 
not give fruits before six years; 
coffee will take six years and tea will 
take five to six years. In the light 
of this fact, the Government of India 
is not only t 0 rush relief, but plan 
for reconstruction and rehabilitation. 

I Jiave asked for immediate help to 
see that the starving millions are help¬ 
ed out of this situation and more im¬ 
portant is the planned programme for 
replanting, contouring and soil con¬ 
servation. In the present situation in 
Kerala it is not enough if we rush a 
crore or two to solve the present 
problem. Originally we thought that 
the damage was to the extent of Rs. 6 
crores. But as the picture emerges 
clearer, we may have to reckon with 
the devastation to th e tune of 12 or 15 
crores. Sir, if the Government of India 
and the concerned authorities do not 
move in immediately on war footing, 
we may have to regret about the loss 
of the vital commodities which were 
the monopolies of our country. The 
Tea Board, Coffee Board, Cardamom 
Board, Spices Council and the Com¬ 
modity Boards will have to move with 
their full machinery. 

The entire Government of Indi« 
must give the support to boost these 
efforts. The great forest wealth and 
the rich spice districts of Kerala, 
namely, Iddiki, Cannanore, Calicut, 
Malapuram and Palghat will Have to 
be preserved and reconstructed. 

SHRI K. K. SHETTY {Mangalore): 
My constituency has also bee n affect¬ 


ed by flood very much just like Mala¬ 
bar. While entirely sympathising with 
my hon. friends from Kerala, I also 
feel, after visiting my constituency and 
my district, from where I returned 
only yesterday, that a great calamity 
has overtaken us. This is an extra¬ 
ordinary situation. We need not speak 
now of the allotments. Finance 
Commission or this or that grant from 
the Government. It is a calamity 
brought by nature. It happens once 
in 50 years or once in 30 or 40 years, 
and it has to be tackled in an extra¬ 
ordinary way. Generally, such floods 
never occur in our district or in 
Kerala. Some floods will be there 
every year during the rainy season; 
when torrential rains come and when 
wind blows, but not of such magni¬ 
tude. I am told that in the ghat sec¬ 
tion, at Gundia, where the Hasan- 
Mangalore railway work is being car¬ 
ried out, on the 25th of last month, 
18 inches rain fell. You can under¬ 
stand the torrents and the current 
flowing down. The same thing must 
have happened throughout the West¬ 
ern Ghats on the Kerala side also. It 
is unusual that 18 inches of rain could 
be there on one day during 24 hours. 
So, the whole of our district has 
suffered. Two constituencies, Bantwal 
and Mangalore have suffered the worst 
havoc in this flood. 

On the 25th July, there were such 
torrential rains, and as a result on the 
26th, like a tidal wave, water suddenly 
rushed dow n the Ghats. Fortunately, 
the floods came during the daytime. 
Otherwise, hundreds of people would 
have lost their lives. The current was 
such that even boats could not carry 
the people. It was extraordinary and 
unprecedented in our district. Peo¬ 
ple had to rush out of their houses 
leaving everything else with only the 
clothes they were wearing and no¬ 
thing else. The houses fell like a pack 
of cards. Hundreds of houses have 
fallen. The people helplessly saw the 
houses fall before their own eyes, and 
they had to rush out leaving every¬ 
thing that belonged to them. They 
had to lose everything that belonged 
to them. I do not want to exaggerate 
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things or be sentimental about it. I 
have toured my district lor four days 
and seen the suffering of the people 
.myself which was most tragic. 

Mr. Shenoy had also come with me. 
We had left this place on the 30th of 
last month. On the 29th we wrote to 
the Prime Minister that a calamity 
had overtaken our district. We had 
pointed out that such flood havoc had 
not taken place i n our district for the 
last fifty years, and most of the poor 
workers, the biri workers, the factory 
workers and agricultural workers who 
had built some houses with their sav¬ 
ings of 50 years, some of them had 
built tiled houses have suddenly lost 
everything within a few hours, and 
became homeless; as a token of sym¬ 
pathy with them we had requested 
the Prime Minister to give us some 
relief from the National Relief Fund. 
At once she sanctioned a sum of Rs. 1 
lakh. Our people are thankful for 
this gesture of the Prime Minister. 
By the time we went, I am proud to 
say, our people had made total efforts 
to organise relief work, opened camps 
and gruel centres and distributed 
clothes. 

After the hon. Minister for Heavy 
Industries, Shri T. A. Pai had toured 
the district much more relief was made 
available. He got help not only for 
South Kanara but for Kerala also. He 
got thousands of saris and dhoties 
from Bombay. In Bombay, they have 
started collecting funds for the relief 
of the Kerala and South Kanara peo¬ 
ple. I am very thankful to the Bom¬ 
bay people who have begun collecting 
funds for relief. They have already 
sent about Rs. 50,000 to Kerala and 
Rs. 50,000 to us. More funds are also 
being collected. When Mr. Pai had 
gone there, voluntary collections in 
our district had come to about Rs. 4 
lakhs. All the people, irrespective of 
caste, community or party have joined 
in organising relief and give saris, 
dhoties and other clothes to the flood 
stricken people. I am very glad to 
say that we do not want any help 
from the Central Government for 
emergency relief, because that is well 


organised, and the State Government 
has also given us Rs. 10 lakhs for tem¬ 
porary relief; State Governments have 
distributed Rs. 100 to every family. It 
is no use blaming anybody for the 
situation. Everybody should sympa¬ 
thise and work and help the poor 
people. That is the only attitude that 
our people have taken. All the social 
welfare organisations like the Lion’s 
Club, the Junior Chamber, the Rotary 
organisation and others have co-ope¬ 
rated in giving relief to the people. 
The District Relief Committee was con¬ 
stituted in the district under the chair¬ 
manship 0 f Mr. K. Suryanarayana 
Adiga, chairman of the Karnataka 
Bank, and emergency relief has been 
given to everybody. I do not think 
that there is any complaint obout the 
matter, because I have gone round 
and seen the people, and they are 
satisfied. 

Now, we are very much concerned 
with rehabilitation. About 7000 houses 
have fallen throughout the district. 
About 40,000 people have been ren¬ 
dered homeless. They have lost 
everything. I had discussed this 
matter with Mr. Pai also who has 
returned to Delhi yesterday. The 
earlier estimate of the los s was about 
Rs. li crores, but after the reports 
came from all the villages, the loss is 
estimated to be about Rs. 3$ crores. 
Now, it is the question of rehabilita¬ 
ting those people and building some 
houses for them. Permanent sheds 
are being built for them with zinc 
sheets. But the question is one of 
permanent rehabilitation of these 
40,000 people who have lost everything 
when these 7000 houses fell within a 
few hours during the flood. My 
request to the Central Government is 
to help us i n rehabilitating these peo¬ 
ple. We do not want any grant or 
any such thing. We only want loans 
for these people; we only demand 
interest-free loans, so that they could 
build their ow n houses with the help, 
of the State and Central Governments, 
and the charitable organisations and 
the money collected by the Flood 
Relief Committee. My request to the 
Central Government is that they 
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should help us by giving some loans, 
interest-free, payable over a period of 
ten or fifteen years or loans at the 
lowest interest possible. If the loans 
could be given, they could be rehabi¬ 
litated. 


In the present circumstances, the 
State Government cannot cop e with 
this magnitude of relief or rehabilita¬ 
tion.? So, I request that the Central 
Government should give u s some help. 
As for the estimate of the havoc, they 
may send their own team and exa¬ 
mine the matter and prepare an esti¬ 
mate of the loss and the money re¬ 
quired for rehabilitation. But after 
that, the Central Government should 
give us some help by way of loans to 
these people to rehabilitate themselves 
because the State Government by itslf 
is not in a position to meet the ex¬ 
penses in connection with this kind of 
rehabilitation work. 


SHRI P. R. SHENOY (Udipi): 
Floods in the West Coast are very 
common. So, the people of that region 
have learnt to live with these floods 
and the fast-flowing rivers which 
cause these floods, and also the sea 
which sometimes threaten to swallow 
the whole coast during the rainy sea¬ 
son. But this time the floods were 
unusual as has been described already 
by the previous speakers. 

So far as the South Kanara district 
i s concerned, this is the worst flood 
havoc which we have had during the 
last fifty years. Mr. K. K. Shetty and 
I had gon e to the district during the 
last week and we have collected some 
facts and figures regarding the 
damage caused by the floods in our 
district. 11 people had lost their lives. 
About 7,000 houses collapsed. Innu¬ 
merable houses, though appear to be 
in tact, have become unsafe for human 
habitation. Then there was at least 
one major landslide in Bajpe, near 
the airport. It ha s caused damage to 
the road. In addition to houses, peo¬ 
ple lost rice, clothes, and other house¬ 
hold articles. Due to s e a erosion lands 
have been eroded here and there. 


There is also loss to standing crop in 
some places. The total loss has been 
estimated at Rs. 5 crores. 


I must congratulate the people of 
the district who did an excellent work 
in organising immediate relief to the 
suffering people. Many persons risked 
their life to rescue the suffering people 
who were caught i n flood waters. I 
also thank our Prime Minister for 
giving a lakh of rupees from the 
national relief fund as a token of her 
sympathy towards the people of the 
district. This has been appreciated 
very much by the people. I must also 
join Mr. K. K. Shetty in thanking 
Mr. T. A. Pai, the Minister of Heavy 
Industries in personally organising and 
supervising the relief work. We do not 
want, as Mr. Shetty said any grant 
from the Central Government People 
have collected funds there and the 
State Government has given Rs. 10 
lakhs for immediate relief to people 
who have lost their houses and who 
are in the streets or in the school 
buildings. Now they have to be reha¬ 
bilitated. For them we want loans. 
The State Government has made some 
arrangement to give them interest- 
free loan but they will not be able to 
give loans to the full extent and to all 
the people. So I request the Central 
Government to give some loan to the 
State Government so that they may 
give it to the suffering people for 
rebuilding their houses. The Central 
Government has never stood On tech¬ 
nicalities while meeting calamities of 
this kind i n the past and therefore I 
request them not to stand on techni¬ 
calities now. Where there is a will 
there is a way. I am sure the Cen¬ 
tral Government will be able to find 
funds to give loans to the Karnataka 
Government so that the people who 
have lost their houses in my district 
may rebuild their houses. If it is not 
possible to give direct loans, they can 
give green signal to the nationalised 
banks to give such loans without in¬ 
terest. Our district has given birth 
to five scheduled banks; out of this 
five, two are nationalised banks. LlC 
may also consider giving loans to these 
people. Loans may be long term, in- 
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terest free and on liberal terms. You 
must also enable the people to face 
floods in future. As I have already 
said floods are common in my district 
and therefore you must enable the 
people to face floods with more cour¬ 
age and leas difficulty. 

We have a number of rivers and 
drainage channels in the district for 
which foot bridges are necessary. 
There are hundreds of islets within the 
rivers to which there is no access dur¬ 
ing the rainy season and most of them 
get submerged during the rainy season. 
In order to enable the children to go to 
the school and enable the people to 
move about and for crossing drain¬ 
age channels we require hundreds of 
foot bridges. When we approach the 
State PWD they say: we construct only 
bridges and not foot bridges. There¬ 
fore, for constructing footbridges and 
foot paths in islets, we require a loan 
of about a crore of rupees from the 
Centra] Government. 

[f the Central Government gives a 
loan of Rs. 1 crore for our district, I 
think about 500 small and big foot¬ 
bridges can be built. I request the 
Government to give a similar loan to 
Kerala also because Kerala and 
South Kanara together from th e west 
coast of Parasurama Srishti. If that 
is done, the Centre will be making a 
beginning towards meeting the chal¬ 
lenges caused by the floods.

SHRI F. G. MAVALANKAR 
(AHMEDABAD): Sir, although I 
had intended only to attend this de¬ 
bate and not participate in it, after 
hearing the moving speeches of Mr. 
Stephen and others, I think it my 
duty to joint you, Sir, and other 
honourable members, to say that the 
entire country is with the people of 
Kerala and Karnataka, who have 
suffered most in this crisis. This has 
been a truly national calamity, as 
you said. I visited Kerala many years 
ago along with my father and stay¬ 
ed there for nearly a month. I 
vividly remember the beautiful lands¬ 
cape there. My heart weeps when I 
hear the pathetic tale of these breth¬ 
ren of ours who have lost their lives, 
Many have lost their shelter and 
other belongings. I do sincerely hope 
that the entire machinery of the 
Government of India will move for¬ 
ward not only with massive and 
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urgent assistance in terms of financial 
anfi other resources but will also get 
rid of the bureaucratic and other 
obstacles in the way. 

I want to support my hon. friend, 

Shri Chandrappan, and also my hon. 
friend, Shri Unnikrishnan, when they 
pleaded with the Government for the 
formation of a truly national forest 
policy. That is also a very important 
point whcih must be looked into. 

Kerala also has many rivers. Why 
not the rivers be harnessed? In this 
country, many States have got rivers, 
big and small. Some have been har¬ 
nessed. hope, other rivers also will 
ibe harnessed. This will benefit not 
only Kerala but also the entire 
country. 

I want to conclude by saying that 
the entire country, as indeed this 
House Jias shown during the debate 
today, is with the people who have 
suffered due to floods, whether they 
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am standing before the House on the 
nature of the debate. 

It is a great tragedy through which 
Kerala is passing. The agony of the 
people of Kerala has been very apt¬ 
ly symbolised by the hon. Member, 
Shri Stephen and others. It seems 
that Kerala is in a state of desolaten- 
ness and it will require a national 
effort to come to the aid and succour 
and relief of the people of Kerala. I 
join with other hon. Members of the 
House in expressing sympathy and 
solidarity with the people of Kerala. 

I am sure, the ways and means 
will be found—I am not using the 
expression “ways and means” in the 
narrow budgetary terminoloty. I am 
speaking of the ways and means as 
a national effort. This nation has its 
own achievements as far as the 
national tragedies are concerned. It 
will require a real national effort in¬ 
deed to help the people of Kerala in 
the kind of destruction as has been

Since I am standing before this 
House, it is necessary xne to in¬ 
dicate that in a large country like 
ours with its recurring floods and 
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droughts and natural calamities of 
this type, I cannot but men ion that 
the textbook idea of deficit financing, 
which of course has always been 
attacked in this House, cannot always 
be adhered to. I may also draw the 
attention of the House to what the 
Finance Minister has said time and 
again when he was attacked for not 
controlling deficit financing; he has 
said what could the Finance Minister 
or the Government do when a situa¬ 
tion comes like drought or floods. 
When a situation comes like the one 
in Kerala today in which he whole 
constituency has disappeared, a very 
rich district like Mr. Stephen’s has 
been completely desolated, what 
could we do? This Government 
cannot leave the people in heir 
sufferings just because there are text¬ 
book concepts on deficit financing. It 
is very unfortunate that, this tragedy 
should have come in this particular 
situation in which the nation and its 
economy finds itself oday. However, 
there is enough strength in the Gov¬ 
ernment of India under the leader¬ 
ship of the Prime Minister to spend 
all our efforts to. come to the succor 
of the people of Kerala. 

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION 
AND POWER (SHRI K. C. PANT): 
Sir, my task has been made very 
much easier by the intervention of 
my colleague. He has not only under¬ 
stood, if I may say so, with full sym¬ 
pathy the anguish of the members 
who spoke here but he has also ex¬ 
plained the ambit within which the 
Government of India would like to be 
of practical assistance in helping he 
State of Kerala. And I took note of 
the fact that the members from 
Karnataka share this particular tra¬ 
gedy, coming from an area which 
adjoins Kerala, which is no less beau¬ 
tiful and which resembles Kerala in 
many ways; if I call it an extension of 
Kerala, they will not like it; but it 
is very similiar. 

Shri Stephen set the tone of the 
debate by making, as my friend Shri 
Mavalankar said, a moving speech. 


He always makes strong and power-, 
ful speeches, but today he spoke from 
his heart and he spoke of the hard* 
ship and misery in his own constitu¬ 
ency; he spoke abou„ the difficulties 
of the people amongst whom he 
lives and who have sent him here, 
and as one who went to that area 
only recently, in the last couple of 
months, I can fully understand the 
anguish and the agony with which 
he spoke. 


The monsoon has behaved some¬ 
what erratically this year in Kerala. 
Firstly, it was a little ahead of time— 
four days ahead of ,ime, in the month 
oi May. Then, for a period it was de¬ 
layed to such an extent that we be¬ 
gan to be worried about agricultural 
production and power generation. 
Then, in he last week of July it 
rained so heavily that the monsoon 
affected a number of districts through 
floods, through landslides, etc., the 
details of which have been given by 
my friends earlier. A1 hough they 
referred to it, I know this has affected 
the districts of Cannanore, Kozhi¬ 
kode, Malappuram, Ernakulam, Kot- 
tayam, Trichur and Alleppey. Now, 
in a small State like Kerala, this is 
a very large area. 

So, the monsoon came with fury 
and the fury was very widespread. 
Certain areas in Kerala, as was ex¬ 
plained by my hon. friends, are low- 
lying and there, the flood creates an 
immediate situation. The flood cer¬ 
tainly creates problems in those areas 
almost every year and this year, the 
particular problem to which a special 
reference has 'been made is the 
problem landslides, rockbursts, as 
some friends said. Now, 
coming from a hill area myself, 
I fully understand the havoc that 
can be wrought by landslides and X 
fully sympathise with the difficulties 
and he hardships of the people who 
have been subjected to these land¬ 
slides. I think Mr. Unnikrishnan re¬ 
ferred to the fact that one of the 
villages has been swept away by the 
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landslide. I have plenty of experience 
of such cases and in my area several 
times I have seen this happen. He 
knows from the geological point of 
view the Himalayan ranges are very 
recent than the Western Ghats and 
are more prone to landslides and to 
this sudden t and severe erosion by 
monsoon and rainfall which causes 
the landslides to happen and some¬ 
times the whole village goes down 
with it. I can understand this prob¬ 
lem. 

I have 'been trying to understand 
in terms of money—what the losses 
have been. I know certain lives have 
been lost I think someone referred 
to 32 but the figure with me is 27. 
That is neither here nor there but some 
valuable lives have been lost. We 
know the communications have been 
disrupted and Mr. M. M. Govindan 
Nair vyhom I met a few days ago told 
me abou. the disruption of communi¬ 
cations in the area of Idikki which 
has created a problem of conveying 
equipment to Idikki at this point of 
time when we are so anxious that 
Idikki should start generating power 
by June next.... 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN: 
Then there is the Neriamangalam 
power station. 

SHR K. C. PANT: Yes, one power 
station has been damaged and also 
an irrigation project. These in fact 
are the two specific damages of deve¬ 
lopmental works which have come to 
our notice. 

So far as tire losses go, the State 
Government have told us that it has 
not been possible to get a very clear 
picture of the havoc caused by the 
rains, floods and landslides and it 
will take sometime to make a reason¬ 
ably accurate assessment. In general 
terms ihey have reported the dama¬ 
ge. They have referred to the various 
kinds of losses which are mentioned 
here in this House during the debate. 
They have said about loss of crops 
which also was there, public utili¬ 
ties, roads, bridges, and so on. Some¬ 
one «aid, I had said a few days ago. 


that loss was of the figure of 6 crores 
of which 2 crores would be attribu¬ 
table to Idikki project alone. Now 
these were figures we have got from 
State Government. I have before me 
another figure. It says that the total 
may exceed Rs. 10 crores but at 
this state I do not think I need go 
into these details. These matters will 
have to be gone into further. 

Some Members said that these 
problems are not confined to lands¬ 
lides but that sea erosin is one of 
the great problems of Kerala. I visit¬ 
ed Kerala several times. I have seen 
some areas where this is a problem. 
About Rs. 17.7 crores are spent so 
far till the end of Fourth Plan on 
protective measure against sea ero¬ 
sion. Fishermen are affected. Hon. 
Members referred to this point. They 
certainly need protection from sea 
erosion which in certain areas, as I 
said, poses a problem. But this is 
ordinarily within the State Govern¬ 
ment, but here , the Centre has during 
the last two years of the Fourth Plan 
been giving assisance for protection 
measures against sea erosion. 

Fifth Plan pattern of assistance in 
respect of protection measures 
against sea erosion is a matter which 
is being discussed by Planning Com¬ 
mission with the Stale Government 
Floods pose the second problem. 
Rs. 3.16 crores were spent till end 
of ihe Fourth Plan. Flood protection 
measures again is in the State sector. 
A master Plant was prepared by State 
Government; that was sent to the 
Centre; by Centre, I mean, the Cen¬ 
tral Water and Power Commission; 
and certain changes were suggested 
to the State Government and they 
are now working on it. 

With regard to immediate relief I 
know that the State Government 
have taken measures for rescue and 
relief and they hav e given us infor¬ 
mation about this. I do not want to 
go into details. Relief measures in¬ 
clude providing shelter for people eva¬ 
cuated, free food and in some cases. 
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cash assistance. The family of per¬ 
sons who lost their lives was sanc¬ 
tioned Es. 1,000 each. As instance of 
Rs. 500 was given for fully damaged 
house and Hs. 250 for partially da¬ 
maged house. So, this assistance is 
being provided for the reconstruction 
and repair. These are the steps which 
the State Government has already 
taken in this regard.

Now the question of assistance from 
the Centre has been dealt with by my 
colleague. I do not want to go into 
that further. The difference bet¬ 
ween the past practice of release of 
central assistance for relief to the 
States in the case of natural calami¬ 
ties and the difference which has now 
been brought about by the acceptance 
of the recommendations of tlhe Finance 
Commission has certainly been brew¬ 
ing in the minds of the Members who 
have spoken. It is not really for me 
to unilaterally give a decision in the 
matter. But, I think, I hav e to ex¬ 
plain to Shri Stephen that the Fi¬ 
nance Commission’s recommendations 
have covered all natural calamities. 
Now that an extraordinary situation 
ha s arisen as to what can b e done is 
a matter to which my colleague has 
referred. So far as the document 
from which he read goes, it has 
covered natural calamities as a whole. 

A suggestion was mad e that a team 
should be sent from the Centre to 
Kerala. I can assure m y hon. friends 
that I have been thinking of sending 
some experts who might be abl e to 
advise On whether we would speed 
this up or whether we could help in 
overcoming the difficulties that have 
come up in the Iddiki project on ac¬ 
count of landslides and the breaking 
of bridges and disruption of commu¬ 
nications. Both, now it is also neces¬ 
sary to know what exactly has hap¬ 
pened there. Th e question of rock 
bursts has been raised. And, as the 
House just heard many hon. Members 
have said that this is the worst kind 
of calamity that has taken place in 


the western ghat area. I think Mr. 
Shetty said that it is the worst kind 
of calamity that has happened in the' 
last fifty years. So, we have decided 
to send the Team. That team will 
include a geological expert also. 
There will be an agricultural expert 
—one or irrigation and one on power. 
We have decided that this team should 
be sent to Kerala immediately to look 
into all the technical aspects of the 
situation. 

Apart frc-m the question of techni¬ 
cal assistance this tea m would look¬ 
ing into the supply of inputs required 
for agricultural operations, fertilisers, 
seeds and so on. It is again some¬ 
thing which will require looking into 
immediately from the point of view 
of the farmers. One suggestion was 
also made to which I attach a great 
deal of importance. That is the ques¬ 
tion of afforestatio n or prevention of 
deforestation. This is a debate on the 
situation in Kerala. But I entirely 
share the sentiments expressed by 
thre e of my colleagues o n thi s matter 
and I feel very strongly not only about 
the whole of western ghat but the 
whole country also; certainly of the 
catchment areas and it is, if I may say 
so, one of the basic reasons for land 
slides in the Himalayan region. That, 

I ca n say from personal experience. I 
have seen the ill effects of wreckless 
deforestation. It always causes soil 
erosion; not only does it lead to land¬ 
slides; but also later on it brings down 
silt in the rivers which creates all 
manner of problems. You can see 
that at all points where the river 
comes down from the hills to the 
plains. I a m happy that this problem 
has received the attention which it 
ought to in the course of thi s debate. 

I think from the long term point of 
vie w this is one aspect of the matter 
which requires attention all over the 
country. 

Shri Chandrappan referred to the 
Taskant earthquake and wfiat the 
Soviet Government did. I would re¬ 
quest him to consider this also; in the 
last few years our Government here 
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with' all our limitations and paucity 
of rasource s has been doing as much 
as anyone could expect i n trying to 
help the States in improving the situ- 
atiojx in times of scarcity, drought and 
floods. They would recall the drought 
situation that afflicted large areas of 
the country just a couple of years 
back and how much this Government 
did by way of not merely direct assis¬ 
tance such as rushing food and so on 
but also providing employment and 
spending something lixe Rs. 90 crores 
on this. I think that we can sa;, that 
we have not ignored the human as¬ 
pect of the problem. In fact central 
assistance to States towards natural 
calamities relief expenditure, to -.vhich 
reference was made by Mr. Stephen 
rose from Rs. 8.15 crores in 1965-GO 
to 216.67 crores in 1972-73. 

Shri Unnikrishnan referred to an 
important problem. We have to take 
into account the ecological factors, the 
effect of crops we grow in hillsides if 
we are to tackle the problem at its 
root. We are going to have a debate 
soon I think on the flood situation '»> 
the country. In most States people 
come to me and tell mc| individually 
their problems; you will Rear that al¬ 
most every State is today facing a 
tremendous problem because of floods. 
Strangely enough in the midst of 
floods there is drought in some parts. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: W e remember 
the magnitude and seriousness of the 
problem when floods are there. After 
that the tendency is: we forget and 
get involved in some other problems. 
That has been the story till now. 


SHRI K. C. PANT: I am so happy 
that pointed attention ha s been drawn 
to this aspect of the problem during 
this debate. If your wise words are 
heeded, in future we will not forget 
it after the floods are over; we will 
remember it and we hope that you 
will remind us in case we tend to for¬ 
get it. 


Finally, there was the question of 
organised relief. Shri Slhetty gave us 
a very heartening account of efforts 
made in Mangalore. These are na¬ 
tional problems and we all share the 
anxiety of our friends. Their cons¬ 
tituencies may be different but we 
share their anxiety. We want to re¬ 
lieve the situation not merely as mi¬ 
nisters but as citizens of this country. 
The organisation of relief on a people 
to people basis would certainly help 
and it has helped. The people of India 
always come out and hcl in such situ¬ 
ations. Bombay has set an example. 
This kind of operation has to be orga¬ 
nised on a wider scale I am sure if 
the organisations which usually orga¬ 
nise s uch relief work and other friends 
take up this work in their respective 
areas, it will certainly relieve the 
situation and also encourage a feel” 
ing of participation in helping out 
people in a difficult situation. And 
this, Sir, is what keeps this country 
together In the ultimate analysis.

ORAL ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS 
Integrated Wages-Incomes-Priccs Policy 

*263. SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Will 
the Minister of LABOUR be pleased 
to state: 

(a) whether there has been any new 
thinking on the pairt of Government 
regarding an integrated wages-in- 
comes-prices policy; 

(b) if so, its main features; and 

(c) whether it is Government’s in¬ 
tention to freeze wages of industrial 
labour and Government employees at 
the existing level? 

THE MINISTER OP LABOUR (SHRI 
RAGHUNATHA REDDY): (a) and 
(b). The need for a rational integ¬ 
rated wages incomes and prices policy 
has been well recognised; the evolu¬ 
tion of such a policy has continually 
been engaging Government’s attention. 

(c) No. Sir. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Sir, with 
your permission, may I remind the 
hon. Minister that on the 26th of last 
month, when he was questioned on 
this subject in the other House, h e is 
1539 LS—1. 
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reported to have said that the Interim 
Report of the Committee on Wage 
Policy, known as the Chakravartty 
Committee, is a secret document and, 
therefore, he cannot disclose its con¬ 
tents. Ill at is the subject matter of 
this question. Then, on the 30th Shri 
Jyotirmoy Bosu in this House pro¬ 
duced a document, purporting to be 
that so-called secret document. and 
wanted to lay it on the Table of the 
House. The Chairman, who was in 
the Chair at that time, did not allow 
him to lay it on the Table but said 
that he can hand it over to him and 
that he will see what can be done about 
it. The next day, on the 31st, the 
whole text of that document has been 
published in extenso in so many news¬ 
papers, journals and so on So, what 
I would like to know from the hon. 
Minister is whether that document, 
which has been published so exten¬ 
sively, is in fact an authentic text of 
the interim report of the Chakravartty 
Committee on Wage Policy and, if it 
is so, what prevents the Government 
from now laying it on the Table of 
the House. If it is not authentic, then 
he should say so. 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: The 
report referred to is an interim report 
submitted by a committee of experts 
presided over by Shri Chakravartty, 
and this report is meant mostly for 
the internal purpose of the Govern¬ 
ment. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: What in¬ 
ternal purpose? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: It is 
for the purpose of understanding cer¬ 
tain problems connected with wages, 
in terms of profits also, and in pur¬ 
suance of that report probably certain 
further investigations has to be under¬ 
taken. That is the reason why the 
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Government felt that it was not neces¬ 
sary to place that report on the Table 
of the House at this stage and that an 
appropriate decision can be taken at 
the appropriate time. With regard to 
the second part of the question of Shri 
Gupta that it had been reported by 
several newspapers in extension, I am 
not in a position to say anything. I 
can only vouchsafe for the documents 
which I place on the Table of the 
House under my authority. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Why 
should he not be in a position to say 
whether that published document is 
authentic or not? In any case, it has 
become public knowledge and the whole 
country has read it. Why follow this 
ostrich in the sand policy? Why can’t 
it be laid on the Table of the House? 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
Sir, you should direct the Minister to 
give a straight reply to the question. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Parlia¬ 
ment cannot be treated in this man¬ 
ner. What is internal about this? It 
is published in all newspapers. If it 
is all that secret, they should not have 
allowed it to leak out. Now when it 
i s printed in all the papers, why 
should it not be laid on the Table of 
the House? 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
Is it the contention of the Minister 
that the publication of the report will 
not be in the public interest? 

MR. SPEAKER; In that case, if 
some information from some Govern¬ 
ment file leaks out, you will ask for 
that file to be laid on the Table. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
Here it is not a file. A committee was 
appointed by Government and it has 
submitted an interim report. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: That in¬ 
terim report has been submitted to the 
Government and it has been published 
in all the papers. Why are they treat¬ 
ing it as a secret from Parliament? 


SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
Why Parliament alone should be kept 
in the dark? Everybody knows about 
it except Members of Parliament. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD; While 
I am not in favour of asking the 
Minister to lay it on the Table, I think 
it will be to the advantage of the 
Government if the Minister says whe¬ 
ther what has appeared in the press is 
true or not. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: A copy of 
the report was given to the Chairman. 
So, it is a public document. Sir. you 
should direct the Minister to lay it on 
the Table. 

MR. SPEAKER: There is no ques¬ 
tion of any ruling. It is for the 
Minister to say whether he is willing 
to lay it on the Table or not. I cannot 
compel him. You have asked him a 
question. He can reply to it.

The Minister should be cautious 
about his file so that nothing comes 
out of it. Has he read the report in 
the press? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: I 
may most respectfully submit that this 
report was meant for an internal pur¬ 
pose of the Government_( Interrup¬ 
tions ). j 
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MR. SPEAKER; Why don’t you 
allow him to answer? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
The Government was considering the 
report at various stages and certain 
decisions were being taken. One of 
the decisions based on the report was 
the appointment of a wages cell. 
Still, there are so many other matters 
which are to be considered by the 
Government before the Government 
can think of publishing this docu¬ 
ment at an appropriate time. As far 
as the present position is concerned. 
I may request you, Sir, to pardon me 
if I am not in a position to say any¬ 
thing about this matter. 

SHRI S. M. BANNJL'RJEE: : On a 
point' of order, Sir. ( Interruptions) 

MR. SPEAKER; No point of order. 
I am not allowing any point c>f order. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: There is 
a point of order. You cannot deny me 
to raise a point of order. 

MR, SPEAKER: I am not going to 
allow any point of order. We have 
been following this practice that no 
point of order will be raised during 
the Question Hour. (Interruptions) 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: : Any¬ 
way, we are in your hands. But the 
Government’s attitude is most re¬ 
prehensible. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Shame on 
Mrs. Indira Gandhi. It is after the 
Railway strike that they have taken 
this attitude.... ( Interruptions) 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: We 

know he has not got the permission 
from higher quarters to lay it on the 
Table of the House... (Interruptions.) 

MR. SPEAKER:: Order, please. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: We are 
proceeding on the assumption that 
that printed text is a correct one. If 
not, he is free to deny it. 


MR. SPEAKER: I think, his 
hesitation should be understood. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: We have 
understood his hesitation. I am not 
blaming him. 

MR. SPEAKER: When he does not 
say, it is incorrect, you should have 
drawn your inference. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: We hatre 
drawn the inference_ (Interrup¬ 

tions) 

MR. SPEAKER: Mr. Baoerjee, do 
you think by shouting and making so 
much noise, you can produce any¬ 
thing? (Interruptions) 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Proceed¬ 
ing on the basis of the published 
document, I would like to know from 
the hon. Minister, because I presume 
he has read the report which. I be¬ 
lieve, is the same as the published 
one, whether it is not a fact that this 
report taken as a whole suppHes the 
entire ideological basis for a policy of 
wage freeze in so far as it states (a> 
that the concept which was accepted 
all these years of a need-based wage 
policy is being replaced here by a 
policy of a minimum wage at the 
poverty level and (b) that the com¬ 
pensation for the increase in the cost 
of living by way of dearness allowance 
should be hundred per cent only at 
the lowest level and should be pro¬ 
gressively reduced at the higher levels 
which means that the real wages of 
all workers except those at the lowest i 
level will go on decreasing. Thirdly— 
this is my last point—this report has 
said that, in order to avoid wages 
being pushed up, the wage settlement 
should not be left to collective bar¬ 
gaining between employers and labour 
but the Government, the State, should 
intervene and see to it that wages are 
not pushed up to an undesirably high 
level. 

In view of these factors—and there 
are many others, but I have no time 
to go into them I want to know whe- 
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tber these three major postulates do 
not amount to an ideological basis tor 
a wage freeze policy all along the 
line. 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: As 
for the evolution of wage policy which 
my hon. friend has described as an 
ideological approach to the problem, 
though I do not agree with him in his 
description of this as a problem of 
ideology, I may say with great respect 
and with your permission that this 
question of wage policy has been 
engaging the attention of the Govern¬ 
ment for a considerable time. In pur¬ 
suance of this anxiety to find out some 
methods, first the Reserve Bank s 
Steering Group considered this pro¬ 
blem and made their own recommen¬ 
dations. This publication is available 
for sale. Then the Congress Party 
manifesto itself 'refers to this anxiety 
about wage policy. An exclusive re¬ 
cognition of what might to called a 
price-and-income policy was given for 
the first time in the Approach to the 
Fifth Five-Year Plan document also. 
Then the , Fifth Five-Year Plan also 
deals with this problem. The interim 
report of the Chakravarty Committee 
is one of the offshoots of this approach 
to the Fifth Five-Year Plan and in that 
context this report had been prepared 
and submitted. As I have said, in pur¬ 
suance of this report, one of the deci¬ 
sions taken was to set up a wage cell 
in the Ministry of labour to collect 
information under several branches 
and to deal with the various differentia 
that exist in various public sector 
undertakings and in the private sector 
to see whether any meaningful wage 
policy to correct the distortions that 
are existing at the present time could 
be evolved. This was the purpose with 
which it was done. With respect to 
some of the questions raised in regard 
to this particular document, I may say 
that all these matters will be taken 
into account; there is nothing very 
sanctimonious about anything. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; What hap¬ 
pened to my question? 


& 

MR. SPEAKER: He has been at 
pains to cover your question. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
Without success. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: I wanted 
to know whether some of the main 
principles enunciated in this new 
interim report, even to the extent of 
saying that the minimum wage should 
be Rs. 40 at 1972 price level, do not 
amount to supplying an ideological 
basis for carrying out a wage freeze 
policy. 

MR. SPEAKER; This, he denies. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: On the basis of 
the ruling given by the hon. Speaker, 
we can draw our inference and having 
drawn the inference, may I know from 
the hon. Minister if the entire purport 
of this confidential report is to freeze 
the wages at the higher income group 
and to keep the wages flexible or link¬ 
ed up with the price index at the lower 
income group? Why don't you accept 
it and admit that it is a good sugges¬ 
tion? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: As I 
have said, the entire question is re- 
lated to prices, wages, incomes and 
profits policy. To start with, a wage- 
cell has been set up for the purpose cf 
studying the various wage structures 
existing in various sectors of industry, 
both organized and other places. 
Therefore, the point he has made that 
with regard to wages, incomes, prices 
and profits there must be a co-ordinat¬ 
ed policy is well recognised. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK; The higher in¬ 
come groups being freezed and the 
lower income groups being kept flexi¬ 
ble. 

MR. SPEAKER: Everybody is grop¬ 
ing in the dark because the document 
is not there and still everybody is 
raising the question. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: You cannot 
say that. The document is already 
there with the Chair. 
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SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; What did 
the Chairman do with the document? 
It must be handed over to you. What 
happened! to that? Where has it gone? 

MR. SPEAKER: I do not know. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Has that 
also disappeared? 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI; The utopia of 
.a national policy of wages, incomes, 
prices and profits being far away, 3 
want to know whether at least the 
(Government is considering of any for¬ 
mula for determining the dearness al¬ 
lowances of the Central Government 
employees as also employees of banks 
and industries and whether they have 
any integrated approach to go into 
the root of the issues so that this par¬ 
ticular matter is settled without go¬ 
ing to the Labour Court or without 
resort to strike etc. Have you got any 
integrated policy for deciding this 
..matter? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: It is 
all part of the integrated policy which 
the Government may consider. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: In the 
document, the first point mentioned is 
“to ensure minimum wages need-based 
on the povertyline in the interests of 
health and efficiency of the workers.” 
So, the minimum wages should not go 
■down below the poverty line, whereas 
the Third Pay Commission has put the 
need-based minimum wage at Rs. ”14 
at the 1972 level of prices. But, here, 
this interim report of the Chakravarty 
Committee is that the minimum wage 
should be the poverty line. Poverty 
line means per-head consumption of 
Rs. 40, multiplied by three. 

•SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Is it a re¬ 
port? 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: Yes. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Sir. he has 
•quoted from a report. The report 
•should be laid on the Table of the 
House. 


SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: So, the 
recommendation of this committee is 
that the minimum wage should be 
Rs. 120 whereas the Third Pay Com¬ 
mission’s recommendation is that it 
should be Rs. 196. So, this is not oniy 
wage-freeze but it is a recommenda¬ 
tion for further wage cut. This is the 
policy of the Government. So, will the 
Minister accept that this is the policy 
of further wage-cut? 

AN HON. MEMBER; It was Mr. 
Bosu's report, not the Government's. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Now that 
the document has been read out a 
second time—once it was shown ar.d 
now it has been read out by Shri 
Samar Mukherjee, may I have your 
guidance? Under the Rules if any 
document is read in the House, any 
hon. Member can ask the document to 
be laid on the Table of the House. 

MR. SPEAKER: So far as official 
documents are concerned, if they are 
in (he name of any Minister or if they 
are Government documents, they 
should be laid by them. Why should 
somehodyelse be allowed to lay thc-m? 
You are laying an official document on 
the Table which is within the autho¬ 
rity of the Government to lay. I can- 
nut allow you to lay it on the Table. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA. 
The Minister has admitted that it is 
an interim report. Whatever report 
it may be, it should be allowed to be 
laid on the Table. 

MR. SPEAKER; I would advise the 
Ministers that whenever they appoint 
Commissions or committees the reports 
of which, they are not prepared to lay 
on the Table, they should have some 
code so that the Minister or the Com¬ 
mission may understind. 

SHRI INDR A JIT GUPTA: This is a 
very dangerous precedent. 

MR. SPEAKER: Yes, this is a very 
dangerous precedent. Any document 
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cn their side you, on their behalf, lay 
it? I cannot accept it. It is upto 
them. I have already told them that 
they must be very careful about their 
documents. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Mr. K. D. 
Malaviya is here. ONGC report was 
allowed to be laid on the Table. 

MR. SPEAKER: If he says that it is 
correct, I will certainly allow you to 
quote from it. You can lay your own 
document, but not on their behalf. Be¬ 
cause the Minister does not allow, so 
you are going to oblige him? 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I am not 
asking the Government.. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA. Does that 
mean that he is justified in withhold¬ 
ing from the House? 

MR. SPEAKER: It is a matter of 
opinion. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: He was 
prepared to reply. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: What is 
your ruling Sir? 

MR. SPEAKER: My ruling is, you 
cannot lay on the Table on behalf of 
the Government their document... 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: What about 
the Audit Report? What about the 
CBI Enquiry Report? What about the 
report on Biju Patnaik? What about 
Wanchoo Commission report? You 
allow all these. 

MR. SPEAKER; Order please, don’t 
talk like that.... 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: You may 
allow Mr. Mukherjee to lay it on the 
Table of the House. I do not want 
Government to lay it. Such documents 
can be laid on the Table of the House 
There are several instances like tha . 
I was allowed; Mr. Homi Daji was al¬ 
lowed by your predecessor. 


MR. SPEAKER: You can lay your 
own document, but not on behalf of 
the Government. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Let him 
hand it over to you and you may 
kindly study it and then allow it to 
be laid. 

\ 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY- He 
has referred to the recommendations 
ot the Pay Commission and also the 
recommendations of the interirm report. 

MR. SPEAKER: I do not think it is 
a confidential document when every¬ 
thing is out, why not lay it on the 
Table? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: With 
very great respect to Mr. Samar 
Mukherjee, unless Government takes 
a view, it is not possible. 

MR. SPEAKER: You must keep them 
in lockers. If they are on your table 
they are bound to go out. If they 
have gone out there is no use circum¬ 
venting. 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
With great respect, I would say, Sir, 
unless Government takes all aspects 
of the recommendation, it is very 
difficult to say anything on the sub¬ 
ject.. . 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
His question was not answered. He 
asked whether the poverty-line 
was recommended. That was also 
asked by Mr. Indrajit Gupta. He has 
not answered. 

MR. SPEAKER: I am sorry, already 
half-an-hour is over.. 

SHRI SAMAr MUKHERJEE: Let him 
explain. 

MR SPEAKER: Explain on what is 
poverty line—from where it ends and 
from where it starts? 
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SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: The 
Pay Commission report has been, dis¬ 
cussed and it is a public document. 
They could make any reference. The 
question is whether we are going to 
fallow the demarcation of poverty-line, 
that is Rs. 40 according to him... 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Not ac¬ 
cording to me, according to them. 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: They 
are experienced trade union leaders 
and they know the procedure how 
negotiations take place, bipartite and 
tripartite negotiations, and an objective 
assessment can be made on the basis 
of negotiations. And so far as this 
question of poverty-line is concerned 
I am not able to start the negotiations 
and trade union leaders know about 
it. 

Fall in Ploductlon of Steel Plants 

*263. SHRI VAYALAR RAVI : Will 
the Minister of STEEL AND MINES 
be pleased to state: 

(a) whether production in all the 
steel plants had fallen during the lest 
year as compared to the previous year; 
and 

(b) if so, the reasons therefor and 
the steps taken by Government to re¬ 
move the bottlenecks? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY GF STEEL AND MINES 
(SHRI SUKHDEV PRASAD(a) and 
(b). A statement is laid on the Table 
of the House. 

Statement 

(a) Yes, Sir. The aggregate produc¬ 
tion of saleable steel from the five 
major steel plants in 1973-74 was 4.353 
million tonnes as against the produc¬ 
tion of 4.793 million tonnes in 1972-73. 

(b) The production in 1973-74 was 
affected adversely mainly on account 
of:— 

(i) Severe power cuts and power 
interruptions, especially in the 


Id 

period, April to mid-Novem¬ 
ber, 1973. directly affecting 
production in all the plants 
except Bhilai. 

(ii) Inadequate availability of coal, 
again largely due to power 
cuts and power interruptions 
during this period, affecting 
the entire Jharia Coal fields, 
leading to curtailment in the 
operation of coal washeries 
and of coal mines which, iu 
turn, affected steel production 
in all the plants. 

(iii) Intermittent slow down and in¬ 
dustrial unrest in Railway, es¬ 
pecially in the South Eastern 
and Eastern Railways, in 
August, 1973 and thereafter 
from late November, 1973 on¬ 
wards, affecting movement of 
coal and other raw materials 
and of finished products and 
necessitating the imposition of 
drastic cuts on production in 
keeping with the minimal flow 
of raw materials. 

The targets of production for 1974- 
75 which envisage higher production 
then that achieved in 1973-74 have 
been drawn up in consultation 
with all the appropriate agencies after 
making an assessment of the require¬ 
ments and possible supply and avail- 
bility of power, other essential inputs, 
rail transport etc. Close and constant 
liaison is being maintained with these 
agencies to ensure that production 
ioes not suffer on account of shortage 
in the supply or availability of these 
requirements. 

SHRI VAYALAr RAVI: There is a 
fall in production of steel due to power 
failure, non-availability of coal etc. 
according to the hon. Minister’s reply. 

I am glad to note that you have not 
blamed the workers of the steel plants. 
That is a good sign. 

I would like to know from him what 
is the target that has been fixed for 
the year 1974-75 and what are the 
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steps .proposed to be taken to over¬ 
come these difficulties relating to non¬ 
availability of coal and railway 
wagons? 

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI K. D. MALAV1YA): 
The target for 1974-75 is 5.04 million 
tonnes of saleable steel. We have 
been holding conferences amongst our¬ 
selves for the past few months. The 
representatives of the ministries con¬ 
cerned with the task of formulating 
plans were here in Delhi for three to 
four days and we went into details of 
all the problems that we had faced 
with a view to obtaining this target. 
After that several incidents took place 
in the country about which the hon. 
Member is well aware such as railway 
strike and so on and so forth. We 
hope to stick to this target this time 
although there are constraints which, 
we see, have not disappeared so far. 
It will, however, be the effort of the 
Government and our ministry also to 
see that we pull together. We meet 
more often and try to resolve our 
difficulties. We shall Iry to stick to 
this target of 5.04 million tonnes. It 
is my personal ambition about the 
target. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: 5 04 million 
tonnes of steel is not sufficient for the 
needs of this country to-day. So, I 
would like to know the proposals of 
the Government and steps! taken to 
reduce the consumption of steel, es¬ 
pecially, in the non-prod uctve sector 
and whether Government has also any 
proposal to import steel to meet the 
needs of the industries in this country. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: It is a 
• uct that 5.04 million tonnes of steel is 
not adequate to cater to the needs of 
the country. The needs, as the hon. 
Member is aware, are urgent So, the 
Government is taking steps to reduce 
the consumption of steel in non-pro¬ 
ductive regions. Besides that, certain 
technological modifications have been 
^ken to have for steel which will 
reduce the consumption of steel to the 


extent of 33 per cent. It is likely that 
for the construction of houses, less 
steel will now be consumed. Besides 
that, according to our new policy, we 
propose to take administrative steps 
which will ultimately result in much 
less steel consumption. Our aim is to 
export more and more steel with a 
view to earning foreign exchange and 
to consume it locally. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
Many economic journals have report¬ 
ed that as a result of un-manageable 
use of steel plants, the production of 
steel has suffered to some extent. It is 
further repored that Government is 
likely to introduce a shift in the steel 
plants. Is a shift likely to be intro¬ 
duced in mini plants? If so, what are 
the essential features of such a shift? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: I do not 
know what is meant by ‘unmanageble 
use’ the term used by the hon. Mem¬ 
ber. I have used the word ‘const- 
rants’. Constraints are there. Taking 
the entire situation in the country and 
circumstances into consideration as 
also our needs—due to difficulties 
faced on account of non-availability 
of transport, power generation and so 
on our own inability to improve the 
batteries—cokeoven and blast fur¬ 
naces—to that extent, it is desirable 
for us to overcome the difficulties. 
All these constraints to-day are very 
much identifiable and we have identi¬ 
fied them. We are verv well set to 
improve them and we are effecting im¬ 
provements on them. So far as the 
second part of the question regarding 
introduction of mini-steel plants is 
concerned it is a long-term concept. 
We are already having some mini-steel 
plants which consume less capital and 
less time and produce a part of the 
products which are required for cons¬ 
tructional purposes and some other 
purposes. It is my personal view that 
we can increase steel production to a 
very large extent and in. less lime and 
by spending less by modifying our 
present policy of not only relying on 
integrated steel plants but also adding 
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4o it in a very large way the mini¬ 
steel plants which ere now under con¬ 
templation. 

SHRI HARI KISHORE SINGH; One 
of the reasons given by the Minister 
lor reduction in the production of steel 
in Bihar is interruption of electricity 
supply. I understand in Bihar there 
is no possibility of increase in power 
supply in the Jharia Coal Mining area. 
In view of this will the Minister consi¬ 
der the increasing of electricity supply 
by installing a thermal plant of the 
Ministry or by giving a special grant 
to the Bihar Government for construc¬ 
tion of thermal plant in this area so 
that the power supply to the steel plant 
is available 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: No doubt, 
we are short of power in the Jaria 
Coal Mining area. It is our joint effort 
in the Ministries concerned to see that 
enough coal reaches and power gene¬ 
ration is adequate. If it is not—which 
perhaps it is likely to be for some more 
time—then I have no hesitation to say 
it will be our serious endeavour to 
have more captive power plants. But 
even power-plants of 50 MW or 30 
MW take at least two years to come up 
because it has to be manufactured, 
obtained, imported, money arranged, 
etc. 
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SOME HON. MEMERS rose 

MR. SPEAKER: In 15 minutes we 
have done only two questions. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD: I 
have been standing so many times; 
still you do not see straight and you 
do not call us. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARI; Normally I do 
not ask or stand up to ask ques¬ 
tions. 

MR. SPEAKER: 1 am going to call 
for the file and show you. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: You look 
around all the time. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD; If 
you insist on the rule, you are violating 
the rule; yesterday in toe Committee 
it was 1 decided to allow only three sup¬ 
plementary. How are you today al¬ 
lowing so many, in contravention of 
the rule which was decided upon yes¬ 
terday? 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBIAH: He 
should not cast aspersion's on the 
Chair like this; we also stand and 
sometimes are not called ...( Interrup¬ 
tions ) 

MR. SPEAKER: In 45 minutes we 
have done only two questions; we 
should do more. 
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THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES 
(SHRI SUBODH HANSDA): (a) Yes, 

Sir. 

(b) and (c). It is proposed to deve¬ 
lop with Russian assistance an open 
cast mine of 3.5 million tonne annual 
capacity in the Ramgarh area and to 
set up f i washery for this output. A 
contract providing for Russian techni¬ 
cal assutance in the preparation of 
Feasibility Report, collection of initial 
data for detailed Project Report and 
preparat on of first preliminary ((row¬ 
ings, all at the Central Mine Planning 
and Design Institute, Ranchi, has been 
signed cn 2-8-1974 between the Coal 
Mines Authority Ltd. and Tsvetmetpro- 
mexport. the concerned Soviet Orga¬ 
nisation. It is envisaged that for pre¬ 
paring draft outline of the Detailed 
Project Report a few Indian experts 
may be sent to USSR on short visits. 

SHRI PRABODH CHANDRA: In 
part *c’ of the question, 1 have asked 
the names of the Indian experts. The 
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hon. Minister has not given the names. 
Is it not a fact that Indian experts 
have made it clear that all the machi¬ 
nery that is proposed to be manufac¬ 
tured in Russia can be manufactured 
in India? 

SHRI SUBODH HANSDA; The agree¬ 
ment has already been signed and it 
has been proposed that some officers 
should be sent, but the names of the 
officers are not yet decided. 

SHRI PRABODH CHANDRA: 1 
want to know whether it is a fact that 
the Government decided to have a part 
of the machinery manufactured in 
India and that the Indian experts pro¬ 
tested that we can indigenously make 
all these machinery and that there is 
no use of having them imported from 
Russia and wasting foreign exchange. 

SHRI SUBODH HANSDA: I do not 
know whether the Indian experts have 
protested against this. But since the 
agreement has been signed only very 
recently, on the 2nd August 1974, it 
has not been clearly stated whether 
these machinery will be manufactured 
here or will come from the Soviet 
side. 

SHRI PRABODH CHANDRA: That 
is my grouse. Sir, the Minister has 
only stated that the agreement has 
been entered into. I want to know 
why such an agreement has been en¬ 
tered into which is not in the interest 
of our country. 

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA); It 
is not true, it is totally untrue, to say 
that the agreement which has been 
signed is not in the interest of our 
country. Anyone having that feeling 
must remove that feeling... (Interrup¬ 
tions) I cannot be disturbed by all 
this shouting. I know what I have 
done. Let me state by case. I must 
be allowed to state my case and not 
face angry faces like this... (Interrup¬ 
tions) I am not particular of answer¬ 
ing this question if you do not want 
to. 
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SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 

If you have no answer please keep 
quiet. 

SHRI K. D. MALVIYA; There are 
certain types of machines which India 
cannot produce. We are very anxious 
to increase the production of coal. It 
will perhaps take more time if we 
have to produce those machines here. 
So, whatever machines are not produ¬ 
ced in this country, they alone will 
be imported from outside. If there 
are certain machines which cannot be 
produed here, and if they are badly 
needed to keep up production, we shall 
certainly import them from wherever 
we can get. Just now the Soviet peo¬ 
ple have promise to give supply of 
this machine. Therefore, we are get¬ 
ting them from Russia. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
A little while ago the hon. Minister 
said that the agreement which India 
has entered into with Soviet Russia 
does not lay down clearly whether the 
machinery will be imported from Rus¬ 
sia or Indian machinery will be used. 
Now the senior Minister comes out 
with a statement that the machinery 
is going to be imported. How can we 
reconcile these two contradictory state¬ 
ments? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: There is 
absolutely no contradiction. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
Sir, have you not heard the Deputy 
Minister? 

MR. SPEAKER 1 : Yes, I hear him 
very well. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
He did say that the agreement did not 
provide only for imports. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: The fact of 
the matter is that the machines are 
coming from West Germany. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: If the 
hon. Member sitting opposite the 
leader of the Jan Sangh Party, is not 


able to understand the problems that 
are involved in this.... 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 

I do not want sermons. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: He has 
utterly failed to understand what my 
colleague, the Deputy Minister, has 
said... (Interruptions) Do not get 
angry. I am not angry. Please do 
not get angry. 

vft VZW : Rlfr 
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SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: I am not 
going to be cowed down by the angry 
faces of hon. members. I have got 
to be listened to. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
We are not here to accept your ser¬ 
mons. Sir will you allow two minis¬ 
ters to make contradictory statements 
in reply to the same question? Kind¬ 
ly go through the record. 

MR. SPEAKER: It is no use get- . 
ting angry with each other. That spoils 
the whole show. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Show? 

MR. SPEAKER: You have made it 
a show now. The procedure is, hon. 
members can bring it to the notice of 
the Speaker instead of quarrelling in 
the House. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: Shall I 
answer it now?

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States asked to Co-operate In Deve¬ 
lopment of Coal 

*265. SHRI RAGHUNANDANLAL 
BHATIA: 

SHRI ANADi CHARAN 
DAS: 

Will the Minister of STEEL AND 
MINES be pleased to state: 

(a) whether the Union Government 
oad asked the States for their co¬ 
operation to_ the Central agencies 
engaged in production and develop¬ 
ment of coal; and 

(b) the response of the State Gov¬ 
ernments thereto? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES 
(SHRI SUBODH HANSDAj: ta) The 
State Governments help has been 
sought in the implementation of the 
policy for the nationalisaion of coal 
mines, for he maintenance of law and 
order in the coal mining areas for the 
supply of adequate and uninterrupted 
power for mines and washeries and for 
the supply of essential commodities to 
the coal miners. The Government of 
Bihar have also been specifically con¬ 
sulted on the question of setting up of 
a unified development authority in the 
Jharia coalfield area to look afte’r 
infra-structural facilities like roads, 
water supply etc. 

(b) The State Governments have 
assured us of co-operation in this re¬ 
gard. 

SHRI RAGHUNANDAN LAL BHA¬ 
TIA: Shri K. T>. Malaviya, the Union 
Minister of Mines and Steel, while 
addressing the Mineral Corporation on 
4th July sought the help of the State 
Governments so that he may be in a 
position to produce 95 million tonnes 
of coal. According to the statement, 
he has asked for help from the States 
in the matter of law and order in the 
mines areas and in the matter of in¬ 
fra-structure facilities, such as road, 
etc. Ag we know, the States have very 
limited resources and they have their 
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own priorities. May I know from the 
hon. Minister whether it is not possi¬ 
ble to nave our own infra-structure 
activities in those areas so that we • 
may not depend on them? 

SHRI SUBODH HANSDA: For the 
first time there was deterioration in 
the law and order situation in the 
eastern division and that is why the 
State Government’s cooperation has 
been sought. In West Bengal particu¬ 
larly, the Chief Minister has taken 
som e steps to see that the law and 
order is maintained and he has asked 
the DIG to take strong action against 
those miscreants who create trouble in 
that area. Regarding he construction 
of roads and other things it is true 
that before taking over of the coal 
mines, those areas have not been fully 
developed. Now that, the mine s have 
been taken over by the Government, 
certainly it is the duty of the Coal 
Mines Authority to see that those 
areas are developed and the infra¬ 
structure there is also developed. In 
the case of Jharia coal-fields, there was 
the Jharia Development Board which 
wa s collecting the cess from the coal 
mines. This was done under certain 
Act which is a very old At. But the 
Jharia Development Board has not 
functioned for long. Now the State 
Government has been asked to revita¬ 
lise that Development Board for cons¬ 
truction of roads, etc. 

SHRI RAGHUNANDAN LAL BHA- 
TIA: Is it a fact that some of the 
State Governments have suggested to 
the Government for releasing a num¬ 
ber of small deposits in this area to 
the private sector and, if so, is it the 
policy of the Government to release 
certain small deposits to the private 
sector? 

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA): 
Certainly not. It is not the policy of 
the Government to give it to private 
sector. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: 
May I know from the hon. Minister 
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whether the Government of Andhra 
Pradesh has sought any assistance to 
develop the Singareni collieries be¬ 
cause the production schedule there is 
quite satisfactory as compared with the 
production of coal in other mines. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: The Sing¬ 
areni coal mines are doing very welL 
In order to increase their production,, 
if they ask for any assistance we shall 
certainly do everything possible to help 
them. 
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THE MINISTER OF LABOUR- 
(SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY): The 
views expressed in the course of Sup- 
plementaries to Starred Question No. 
831 answered on 25th April 1974, have 
been noted by the Government. Deci¬ 
sions are, however, yet to be taken in 
regard to the appointment of work¬ 
ers* representatives and other mem¬ 
bers and Chairman of the Wage Board. 

SHRI MADHAVRAO SCINDIA: In 
reply to a similar question in April 
this year the hon. Minister stated that 
the representation of the Working Jour¬ 
nalists on the proposed Third Wage 
Board would be decided on the merits 
of each case. I would like the Minis¬ 
ter to throw some light on this and 
give us definite criteria on which the 
merits of each case are going to be 
decided. Secondly, the D.A. and 
wages of the Working Journalists have 
not been revised for over five years 
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and you will be surprised to know that 
the minimum pay to a Working Jour¬ 
nalist is below the national minimum 
which has been fixed by the Third 
Pay Commission. This alone demands 
implementation of the proposal to set 
up the Third Wage Board because the 
Working Journalists are suffering. I 
would like to know the definite date 
by which the proposed Wage Board 
will be set up. 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: I 
have already stated in my reply that 
that decisions are yet to be taken in 
regard to the appointment of workers’ 
representatives and other members 
and Chairman of the Wage Board. 
Therefore, the decision with regard to 
ihe Working Jouranilsts is also yet to 
be taken. 

SHRI MADHAVRAO SCINDIA: I 
seek your protection, Sir. The Minis¬ 
ter has not given a definite answer. 
The Government had two years to 
consider this proposal. 

MR'. SPEAKER: The Question 
Hour is over. 

SHRI MADHAVRAO SCINDIA: The 
Minister is constantly indulging in 
woffle. He must introduce some clarity 
in his answer. I want to Icnow the 
definite criteria and also the definite 
date by which the proposed Wage 
Board will be set up. 

MR. SPEAKER: The Question 

Hour is already over. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE:

3. SHRI SAMAR GO HA: Will the 
Minister of HEALTH AND FAMILY 
PLANNING be pleased to state; 

(a) whether Government have made 
an assessment of progress of the pro¬ 
jects and programme of the family 
planning; 

(b) if so, the facts thereabout; 

(c) whether any intensified pro¬ 
gramme has been adopted; and 

(d ) if so, the facts thereabout? 

THE MINISTER OF HEALTH AND 
FAMILY PLANNING (DR. KARAN 
SINGH): (a) and (b). Yes, Sir. Stu¬ 
dies carried out reveal that awareness 
of Family Planning is of the order of 
60—70 per cent in the rural areas and 
70—80 per cent in the urban areas. 
Since the inception of the programme 
14.9 million couples whose wives are 
in the reproductive group have been 
protected by one or the other family 
planning methods. It is estimated that 
17.2 million births have been averted 
till May, 1974. and the birth-rate is 
estimated to have come down to about 
35.6 per thousand population by the 
end of 1973-74. 

(c) and (d). Yes, Sir. A statement 
showing measures adopted to intensify 
thie family planning programme is 
placed on the Table of the House. 

STATEMENT 

The following measures have been 
adopted to intensify the Family Plan¬ 
ning Programme. 

(i) It has been decided progressively 
to integrate family planning in a lar¬ 
ger development package especially of

Health, Nutrition and Maternity and 
Child Welfare. Bouth the services and 
communication efforts will be directed 
•towards such integrated development. 

(ii) It has been sought to give better 
■health and other services to the people 
through the Minimum Needs Pro¬ 
gramme and it will provide a more 
effective framework for the success of 
the family planning programme. 

(iii) At present XJni-purpose work- 
res with the designations of Basic 
Health Workers Malaria Surveillance 
Workers, Vaccinators, Health Educa¬ 
tion Assistants (Trachoma) Family 
Planning Assistants etc., are working 
in vertical manner for their respective 
programmes. All these workers will 
now be converted into Multi-purpose 
workers in a phased manner and thus 
a larger number of person s on the 
strength of Health, M.C.H. and Family 
Planning will be available. Family 
Planning Programme will be given 
high priority. 

<iv) At present a uniform pattern 
'of implementation of programme has 
been followed in respect of urban and 
rural areas. As the socio-economic 
characteristics of population residing in 
rural and urban areas differ widely, 
the programme strategy should be dif¬ 
ferent in rural and urban areas. It 
has acordingly been decided that the 
new strategy for intensive efforts 
should be based upon the factors of 
urbanisation, female literacy and den¬ 
sity of population so far as urban areas 
are concerned and the factors of 
growth rate and density of population 
in the rural areas. 

(v) It is proposed to adopt a new 
motivational strategy involving indivi¬ 
dual and greater personalised appro¬ 
aches; fuller use of various mass- 
media and expanding T.V. and radio 
net-work. The new communication 
policy will be part of a package which 
will have to tackle simultaneously re¬ 
lated programmes like Family Plan¬ 
ning, Chiia Health. Nutrition and 
•status and rights of women, economic 
•opportunities and productivity of 


fewer and healthier children as against 
a larger number of sickly children 
etc. The thrust of the new family 
planning communication will be inter¬ 
disciplinary, inter-ministerial and 
progressional. 

(Jvi) Statp Governments have been 
requested to make the family planning 
programme a mass movement by en¬ 
listing the support of elected represen¬ 
tatives of people like M.Ps. M.L.As, 
members of Zila Parishads/Pancha- 
yats/Panchayat Unions, organisations 
like Trade Unions, Teachers/Students 
Unions and professional Associations 
etc. 

(vii) The State Governments have 
been told that in order to achieve the 
national objective of bringing down the 
birth rate to 30 per thousand popula¬ 
tion by the end of the Fifth Plan, they 
should make all efforts to achieve the 
following targets during 1974-75: 


St'rilisations . . . 20 lakhs 

IUD insertions . . .6 lakhs 

Conventional Contraceptive 

Users ... .35 lakhs 

Immunisation Schemes 

(i) Preschool Children . 50 lakhs

tviii) State Governments have been 
requested to run small Vasectomy 
Camps at the Primary Health Centre 
level for a duration of a week cr 10 
days at which 150—200 sterilisations 
can be done by the staff of Primary 
Health Centres without much distur¬ 
bance to their normal work. Great 
care will be taken in proper selection 
of cases and adequate follow up.

MR. SPEAKER: It appears that 
there is some understanding between 
Prof. Samar Guha and the Minister.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: So 
many of my Short Notice Questions 
have been declined. 

MR. SPEAKER: You must know 
how to get it done by Government. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: The growth 
cf population is a very serious pro¬ 
blem. We should not take it lightly. 

MR. SPEAKER: Prof. Samar

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: If 
point of order....

DR. KARAN SINGH: In the Fifth 
Plan period aw have accepted a target 
of bringing down the birth rate from 
35 just now per thousand to 30 per 
thousand; of course it is going to be 
a very difficult target to achieve but if 
we have the full cooperation from 
every side I am sure that we will be 
able to reach the target and I would 
appeal to my hon. friend Mr. Jyotir- 
moy Bosu not to treat this as a matter 
of little importance. This is certainly 
a matter of crucial importance and 
we are trying to mobilise all our finan¬ 
cial organisational and motivational 
resources so that we may be able to 
achieve the target we have laid down 
for the Fifth Plan. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: My second 
supplementary is this. Is it a fact 
that in our slum areas and in the rural 
backward areas and also in the areas 
of polygamous familes the rate of 
growth of population is much higher 
than the rate of growth of average 
population? If it is so, may I know 
whether any intensified programme for 
family planning is adopted for these 
areas where you have identified great¬ 
er population growth? In our country 
93 per cent of the population of the 
areas I have identified are illiterate. 
Is there any justification of giving 
advertisements in 200 newspapers for 
family planning? May I know whe¬ 
ther our audio-visual publicity, the 
radio and films and field unit pro¬ 
grammes are being made use of and 
whether the field units could make use 
of such films which can be introduced 
to make these programmes more effec¬ 
tive? 

DR'. KARAN SINGH: It is true that 
in economically depressed areas and 
slum areas and rural areas the popu¬ 
lation growth rate is higher than the 
other areas. This is a worldwide phe¬ 
nomenon. It is so in our country too. 
One of the weaknesses of our pro¬ 
gramme is this. We are able to reach 
only a small percentage of the popu¬ 
lation. In the Fifth Plan we are do¬ 
ing our utmost to see that we can 
cover the areas which he mentioned. 
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Not only advertisements in newspapers 
are done. I agree that advertisement 
particularly in English newspapers 
seems to me to be. in fact a 
waste of scarce resources. In con¬ 
sultation with I & B Ministry we have 
set up Family Planning Communica¬ 
tion Board and we are utilising all this 
media, radio an<j television films post¬ 
ers etc.

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SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: Sir. 

I realise and appreciate that Govern¬ 
ment of India have been one oi the' 
first in the world to go ahead in terms 
<4 family planning projects. Under 
the Government of India in collabora-; 
tion with W.H.O., there are, I believe, 
a number of projects for family plan¬ 
ning. What efforts precisely have been 
made by Government of India to lower 
the birth-rate and how much of efforts' 
and finances have been directed to¬ 
wards the educative programmes ra¬ 
ther than mere advertisements and 
propaganda. My second point is: is it 
a fact that in the name of family plan¬ 
ning programmes and projects a num¬ 
ber of illiterate and ignorant people 
and poo* people are being exploited 
and given wrong informations? A lot of 
difficulty is being experienced by these 
families because of this. That is why 
the programme is not succeeding. 
What is the Government doing with 
regard to these matters? 

DR. KARAN SINGH: A s mention¬ 
ed in my reply, our target is to avert 
the births. 17-2 million births have 
been averted as a result of the family 
planning programme. As regards his 
second point—I require the cooperation 
of Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu also in family 
planning programme® { n all serious¬ 
ness. The family planning program¬ 
me as such cannot succeed if it is 
purely a governmental programme. 
Family planning has ultimately got to 
be accepted by the vast masses in this 
country. That is where rfiy hob- 
friend’s point comes. The population 
limitation ideas must be injected tilth 
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the mainstream of our population by 
.the educational System. "We have tried 
.to do that. We are in touch with the 
Education Ministry and NCEKT—and 
•are trying to have certain other educa¬ 
tional programmes. Family planning, 
ultimately is also a part of our total 
.projections for economic development. 
It is one of the weapons in our arse¬ 
nal against poverty and against back¬ 
wardness. Unless we attack the prob¬ 
lems on all fronts including education, 
medical facilities, nutritional inputs 
etc., family planning will not succeed. 
Therefore we have looked upon in the 
[Fifth Plan, the family planning as part 
of our total efforts. The question of 
•people being misled or exploited does 
■not arise. We have been making sure 
that the limited resources that we have 
are used in such a way that exploita¬ 
tion i s minimised and results are maxi¬ 
mised.

SHRI VASANT SATHE: In view of 
this fact that in the rural areas, par¬ 
ticularly, on account of acute poverty, 
th e poor peole do not have sufficient 
-privacy as well as knowledge and in¬ 
centive to use the family planning 
-methods would you consider the ques¬ 
tion of connecting the family plann¬ 
ing as a part of economic planning of 
-a family; and would you include this 
-as an incentive and disincentive 
scheme so that people would taken 
more readily the family planning pro- 
-gramme? 

DR. KARAN SINGH: What we are 
■trying to do in the Fifth Plan is to 
integrate family planning into the 
minimum needs programme and it is 
Jthereby we will trying to meet all the 


basic economic requirements of . the 
people. We are . also adopting a stra? 
tegy of integrating family planning, 
health services and nutritional input 
in the rural areas.- 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Sir, the 
hon. Minister \as replied to all the 
question and practically given his own 
plan about the family planning as he 
did get a change to speak during the 
Grants. I would like to know from 
him whether any steps have hepat 
taken to see that Members from bottt 
Houses of Parliament undergo opera¬ 
tion before they can explain to the 
entire country? Also bow many of 
them who are capable of producing 
have undergone the operation. 

DR. KARAN SINGH: I must ad¬ 
mit I do not have details with regards 
to the reproductive behaviour of the 
Members of Parliament but I would 
like them to help me openly and witt¬ 
ingly in this matter irrespective of 
party considerations and irrespective 
of the fact how many children they 
may have—we are prepared to regu¬ 
larise what may have happened in the 
past. Parliament is afterall the tri¬ 
bune of the people and it is here that 
the problems are discussed. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: Mr. Spea¬ 
ker Sir, the hon’ble Minister has 
rightly said that population explosion 
is one of the great dangers to our 
society. But unfortunately what has 
happened is the entire programme of 
family planning has only reached the 
affluent section of the society and the 
rural folk have been completely neg¬ 
lected. Even the expertise that has 
reached the rural areas is sub-stand¬ 
ard. I would like to Know what the 
hon. Minister is going to do in order 
to see that the poorer section of our 
society—those who are residing in the 
villages—are relieved of this misery 
and the family planning programme 
reaches most effectively to them? 

DR. KARAN SINGH: The point, if 
I may say so. made by, the hon. Mem¬ 
ber is extremely well-takeir and true. 
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We have in the plan so far reached 
only a limited section of the society 
an<| those sections which need family 
planning most have not been covered. 
In the Fifth Plan there is going to be 
a special effort through the primary 
health centres in the first place and 
through various other sections in the 
rural areas to get this message to the 
rural areas. We are trying to involve 
the panchayats because they are in a 
way the smallest unit of the local self- 
government. We try to get them all 
involved. I have got representatives 
of All India Panchayat Parishad and 
various other* organisations. At the 
industrial level, I have a sub-com¬ 
mittee where representatives of la>- 
bour and' management are there so 
that we can try and cover the indus¬ 
trial workers. We are making special 
: programmes to cover people; we are 
trying particularly to motivate the 
women because I feel that it is really 
.the woman of India who have got a 
responsibility in this. Then only the 
programme will get the momentum it 
deserves.

Alleged Violation of Import Rules by 
Escorts Tractors Limited

THE MINISTER OF HEAVY IN¬

(b). M/s. Escort Tractors Ltd., bad 
imported 1,800 packs of Ford tractors 
in PKD (partially knocked down) con¬ 
dition instead of CKD (completely 
knocked down) condition, in contra¬ 
vention of the import licence granted 
to them in November 1974, for import 
of 3,000 CKD packs of Ford tractors. 

(c) As the selling price of Ford 
tractors had not been fixed under the 
Tractors (Price Control) Order at that 
time, it was considered that the effect 
or the penalty levied if any, for the 
infringement of the conditions of the 
import licence would be more on the 
purchasers of the tractors than an the 
manufacturers, who were likely to re¬ 
cover the amount of penalty by raising 
the selling price of the tractors. Gov¬ 
ernment, therefore, decided that the 
above packs should be treated on the 
same footing as other similar packs 
imported earlier by State Trading Cor¬ 
poration and got assembled by M/s. 
Escorts Tractors Ltd. for distribution 
through the State Agro-Industries Cor¬ 
porations. The Company was thus de¬ 
prived of any benefit that would have 
accrued to them by importing the 
above-mentioned packs, in violation of 
the terms and conditions of the im¬ 
port licence granted to them.

< Leave) Rules, 1972 excepting some 
categories mentioned at (a) to (k) of 
Rule 2 of those rules. As such, work¬ 
men employed in industrial establish¬ 
ments do not come within the purview’ 
of these rules including Rules 39(7) and 
40(7).

Ac¬ 
cording to the information made avail¬ 
able by the Government of Bihar, 
following the strike in these units in 
1969, the managements had dismissed./ 
discharged 15 workers in the Indian 


Tubfe Company and 57 workers in the 
Telco. In terms of the conciliation 
settlement relating to this case, the 
punishments awarded in these cases 
were subject to review by Shri K. 
Abraham, Member, Board of Revenue, 
Government of Bihar whose decision 
was binding on the parties. After the 
stipulated review, Shri Abraham con¬ 
firmed the dismissal/discharge in the 
case of 13 workers of the Indian Tube 
Company and 12 workers of Telco, and 
the remaining employees were eventu¬ 
ally taken back. As the workers con¬ 
tinued to agitate in the matter, the 
Government of Bihar referred the dis¬ 
pute over this issue for adjudication 
in May 1971. The management filed 
a writ petition in the Patna High Court 
contesting the above reference on the 
ground that the punishments awarded 
to the workmen were fully covered by 
the conciliation settlement.

(ii) To detect as large a number 
of cases as possible and to 
treat them effectively with 
anti-TB drugs. 

284 District T. B. Centres for car¬ 
rying out case finding, treatment and 
BCG vaccination programme have 
already been established in the coun¬ 
try by the end of the 4th Plan period. 
During the 5th Plan it is proposed 
to set up such Centres in the re¬ 
maining 75 districts. 39,500 T. B 
beds have already been provided up- 
to the end of 4th Plan period. It is 
proposed to add another 3,500 T.B. 
beds during the 5th Plan period. 
The above Schemes have been in¬ 
cluded under the State Plan sector 
at an estimated outlay of Rs. 931.60 
lakhs. The Government of India 
would provide anti-T.B. drugs and 
B.C.G. Vaccine at a total estimated 
outlay of Rs. 825 lakhs. Steps are 
also being taken to increase the 
production of Freeze Dried B.C.G. 
Vaccine to 60 million doses a year. 

(c) No financial assistance is being 
received directly from the W. H. O. 
for the National T. B. Control Pro¬ 
gramme. W. H. O. has, however, 
been assisting the programme by 
providing technical experts since 
1950-51 and award of fellowships.

The target of production of 58.57 
million tonnes for the Coal Mines 
Authority during 1973-74 was tentative 
which wa s subsequently revised to 
55.50 million tonnes. Against this re¬ 
vised target, the production achieved 
by the Coal Mines Authority was 53.46 
million tonnes. 

(b) The shortfall was due to the 
teething troubles the company has to 
face in the first year of its existence 
and various operational difficulties like 
shortage of power supply, non-avail¬ 
ability of adequate rail transport, 
shortage of explosives, plant and 
machinery etc. Measures taken to 
solve these difficulties and to increase 
the production, include segregation of 
transmission lines supplying power to 
collieries, rationalisation of transport 
arrangements, specially in Bengal- 
Bihar and better coordination with the 
Railways to improve the availability 
of wagons, expansion of the capacity 
of the existing explosives factories, 
setting up of new explosives plants in 
the Fifth Plan, ensuring adequate sup¬ 
ply of various inputs including plant 
and equipment, reorganisation and re¬ 
construction of the existing mines 
opening of closed and new mines etc. 

Under-utilisation of Capacity in 
Textile Machinery Industry

The uti¬ 
lisation of the capacity has been low 
primarily as a result of this. 

(c) A co-ordinated programme of 
machinery production in conformity 
with the Textile Plan is being drawn 
up. It is envisaged that with the pre¬ 
sent encouraging trend of demand and 
proper input-planning it would be 
possible to raise the current level of 
production to approximately Rs. 90 
crores per annum. If necessary, the 
present installed capacity would be 
further augmented by selective expan¬ 
sion and creation of fresh capacity.

desh in regard to the Enemy Property 
Act, the position would seem to be as 
follows: 

(i) In effect, the Ordinance pcovides 
that Indian Properties previously 
taken over as Enemy Property 
are now vested in the Govern¬ 
ment of Bangladesh. Further¬ 
more, since the Enemy Property 
(Continuance of Emergency 
Provisions) Ordinance 1969 is 
repealed, no further properties 
can be taken over as enemv pro¬ 
perty. Thus the present Ordin¬ 
ance is an improvement on the 
erstwhile laws, in that it is now 
clear Ithat no new properties 
can be taken over as Enemy 
Property. 

<ii) The Vested and Non-Resident 
Property (Administration) Ordi¬ 
nance 1974 inter alia confers on 
non-residents, including Indian 
citizens, the right to dispose of 
their property by sale, exchange 
or gift with the permission of 
the Vested and Non-Resident 
Property Management Commit¬ 
tee. They have also been given 
the right to receive income from 
their property. Property of the 
non-residents cannot be trans¬ 
ferred without the written con¬ 
sent of the owner. 

(d) and (e). Government is pro¬ 
gressively taking up with the Govern¬ 
ment of Bangladesh a number of bila¬ 
teral issues with a view to their 
mutual and friendly resolution: discus¬ 
sions on this issue may also have to 
be held at an appropriate time. 

Expenditure incurred on conversion of 
boilers at Neyveli from lignite coal

Against 
this estimate an amount of Rs. 104.40 
lakhs including Rs. 27.60 lakhs in 
foreign exchange has already been 
spent. 

(b) The annual requirement of oil 
for two converted boilers is 1,80,000 
kilo litres. This requirement is being 
met by M/s. Indian Oil Corporation 
out of their total stock of indigenous 
as well as imported furnace oil. How¬ 
ever, the cost of imported of this 
quantity of furnace oil required for 
converted boilers in terms of foreign 
exchange works out to about Rs. 8.74 
crores per annum. 

(c) The Neyveli Power Plant has a 
generation capacity of 600 MW but due 
to restricted availability of lignite 
about 50 per cent of the capacity has 
remained idle. In the context of lack 
of adequate availability of lignite and 
acute shortage of power in Southern 
region, a Technical Committee was set 
up which went into all the techno- 
economic aspects of the problem. On 
the basis of the recommendations of 
the Technical Committee, the Govern¬ 
ment decided in January, 1973 to con¬ 
vert two boilers of 50 MW each of the 
Neyveli Power Plant to oil firing till 
such time as adequate quantity of 
lignite was available from the Neyveli 
lignite mine, necesary steps for which 
were being taken.

SHRI H. N. MUKHERJEE: You 
occupy the Chair which has to exer¬ 
cise quasi-judicial powers. What 
happens inside a party in regard to 
the enforcement of discipline is a 
different matter.

One is that inside a party, discipli¬ 
nary steps can certain ly and rightly 
be taken against any member for 
any reason with which we have noth¬ 
ing to do.

THE MINISTER OF LAW, JUS¬ 
TICE AND COMPANY AFFAIRS 
(SHRI H. R. GOKHALE): In his 
Notice dated the 8 th May 1974, Shri 
Madhu Limaye, M.P. has alleged that 
I in my statement made in the House 
cu the 2nd May 1974, in pursuance 
of his earlier notice under rule 377, 
dated the 7th March, 1974, made the 
following mis-statement: 

“That the Maharashtra Govern¬ 
ment’s Backbay Reclamation Pro¬ 
ject is confined only to the area 
between high water-mark and the 
low water-mark when as a matter 
of fact the reclamation encroaches 
on the under-sea land beyond the 
low water mark also.” 

In the notice dated the 7th March, 
1974, the Member had raised the 
question of the constitutional autho¬ 
rity of the Government of Maha¬ 
rashtra to reclaim land under the 
Backbay Reclamation Scheme in the 
context of the provisions of article 
297 of the Constitution without 
drawing any distinction between the 
foreshore and the land underlying 
the territorial waters. In my earlier 
statement, the legal position as to the 
reclamation of the foreshore land by 
the Maharashtra Government under 
the scheme of reclamation formulated 
by them was explained and it was in¬ 
dicated that such reclamation of the 
foreshore did not contravene article 
297 of the Constitution. No statement 
as alleged by the Member that the 
Maharashtra Government's Backbay 
Reclamation Scheme was confined 
only to the area between the high 
water mark and the low water mark 
was made by me. Accordingly, the 
allegation of the Member that I had 
made the aforesaid mis-statement is 
without any substance. 

Shri Madhu Limaye has also alleged 
that I had sought to confuse the 
House on the constitutional points 
raised by him and he has contended 
that in view of the provisions of the 
Indian Ports Act and the Bombay 
Port Trust Act, the provisions of the 
Maharashtra Land Revenue. Code 
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referred to in my earlier statement 
and other State Laws appertaining to 
the ports of Cochin, Madras and Cal¬ 
cutta are void. 

There was no attempt or intention 
to confuse the House as alleged by 
the Member and the Constitutional 
position as understood by me was in¬ 
dicated in the House. However, a 
writ petition has since beeu filed in 
the Bombay High Court by Shri Piloo 
Modi and others wherein the Maha¬ 
rashtra Government’s Reclamation 
Scheme has been challenged on 
several grounds. Among these are the 
ground that sections 294 and 295 of 
the Maharashtra Land Revenue Code 
are ultra vires and contrary to the 
provisions of the Bombay Port Trust 
Act, 1879. It has further been averred 
by the petitioners that large part of 
the area covered by the reclamation 
scheme is submerged in the water 
even a^, the low water-mark and 
vests in the Union, State of Maha¬ 
rashtra having no right to deal with 
the same. As the factual ad well as 
the constitutional and legal aspects 
of the Backbay Reclamation Scheme 
have since become sub judice, it 
would not be proper to have a dis- 
scussion with respect thereto in the 
House. 

Shri Madhu Limaye has also stated 
that apart from reclamation project 
in Bombay, there must have been 
encroachments on lands within the 
other major ports, viz., Calcutta, 
Cochin and Madras. This matter 
-concerns the Ministry of Shipping 
and Transport, which have adminis¬ 
trative control over all the major 
ports.

In the notice dated the 7th March, 
1974, the Member had raised the 
question of the constitutional autho¬ 
rity of the Government of Maha¬ 
rashtra to reclaim land under the 
Backbay Reclamation Scheme in the 
context of the provisions of article 
297 of the Constitution without 
drawing any distinction between the 
foreshore and the land underlying 
the territorial waters. In my earlier 
statement, the legal position as to the 
reclamation of the foreshore land by 
the Maharashtra Government under 
the scheme of reclamation formulated 
by them was explained and it was in¬ 
dicated that such reclamation of the 
foreshore did not contravene article 
297 of the Constitution. No statement 
as alleged by the Member that the 
Maharashtra Government's 1 Backbay 
Reclamation Scheme was confined 
only to the area between the high 
water mark and the low water mark 
was made by me. Accordingly, the 
allegation of the Member that I had 
made the aforesaid mis-statement is 
without any substance. 

Shri Madhu Limaye has also alleged 
that I had sought to confuse the 
House on the constitutional points 
raised by him and he has contended 
that in view of the provisions of the 
Indian Ports Act and the Bombay 
Port Trust Act, the provisions of the 
Maharashtra Land Revenue. Code-

referred to in my earlier statement 
and other State Laws appertaining to 
the ports of Cochin, Madras and Cal¬ 
cutta are void. 

There was no attempt or intention 
to confuse the House as alleged by 
the Member and the Constitutional 
position as understood by me was in¬ 
dicated in the House. However, a 
writ petition has since been filed in 
the Bombay High Court by Shri Piloo 
Modi and others wherein the Maha¬ 
rashtra Government’s Reclamation 
Scheme has been challenged on 
several grounds. Among these are the 
ground that sections 294 and 295 of 
the Maharashtra Land Revenue Code 
are ultra vires and contrary to the 
provisions of the Bombay Port Trust 
Act, 1879. It has further been averred 
by the petitioners that large part of 
the area covered by the reclamation 
scheme is submerged in the water 
even at the low water-mark and 
vests in the Union, State of Maha¬ 
rashtra having no right to deal with 
the same. As the factual as well as 
the constitutional and legal aspects 
of the Backbay Reclamation Scheme 
have since become sub judice, it 
would not be proper to have a dis- 
scussion with respect thereto in the 
House. 

Shri Madhu Limaye has also stated 
that apart from reclamation project 
in Bombay, there must have been 
encroachments on lands within the 
other major ports, viz., Calcutta, 
Cochin and Madras. This matter 
•concerns the Ministry of Shipping 
and Transport, which have adminis¬ 
trative control over all the major 
ports.

“In approaching the subject of 
financial control exercised by the 
House of Commons, we have re¬ 
ached the borders of a realm where 
law, Parliamentary privilege and 
Parliamentary customs are almost 
inc(xtricably inter wind.’’ 

I would, therefore, like you to take 
all the aspects, the precedents and the 
traditions that have been built in the 
observance of a Finance Bill by a 
Parliament worth its name.

| MR. SPEAKER: Shri Sezhiyan. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, 1 am very thankful to you for 
the time given to me. 

I rise on a point of order that the 
motion for consideration of the 
Finance (No. 2) Bill, at this stage, is 
improper and is against the well- 
established parliamentary practice 
and constitutional propriety. 


There have been certain traditions 
and practices built for consideration 
of the business in the House and, 
whenever they are flouted, I feel, the 
functioning of parliamentary demo¬ 
cracy is being done a great harm by 
this very House. The present move 
on the part of the Government to 
get this Bill passed without fulfilling 
certain other requirements which 
should have been gone through before 
■the Finance Bill is taken up for con¬ 
sideration, I feel, is a very grave 
Assault, if not an affront, on the 
Authority of financial control vested 
A) Parliament. 


The other day when the Finance 
(No. 2) Bill was to be introduced, the 
Finance Minister was to make a 
statement before that. At that time 
some points of order were raised 
from this side of the House and in 
reply to the queries, the Minister of 
Law, Justice and Company Affairs. 
Shri H. R. Gokhale, said that to call 
it a Budget or a Supplementary 
Budget was a misnomer and that we 
could not find the word ‘Budget’ any¬ 
where in_ the Constitution. The 
Finance Minister had a prepared 
statement and the very opening sen¬ 
tence of the speech of the Finance 
Minister read as follows: 

“The presentation of a second 
Finance Bill only five months after 
I presented the regular annual 
budget for 1974-75 has not been an 
easy decision.” 

The Law Minister was saying that 
the word ‘Budget’ could not be found 
anywhere in the Constitution. But 
the hon. Finance Minister, when he 
read out a prepared statement, re¬ 
ferred to “the regular annual budget 
for 1974-75.” Our rules of procedure, 
rules 204 and 205, talk about Budget. 
The ‘list o:' business’ refers to Budget. 
When you prepare sets of papers, 
you put it as ‘General Budget’. 
Therefore, this is a term, even 
though it is not found in the Con¬ 
stitution, should be taken cognizance 
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[Shri Sezhiyan] 

of by the Law Minister who is trying 
to be very meticulous and legal with¬ 
out being judicious. My point is 
this. Why is Government fighting shy 
of the word ‘Budget’ here? The 
newspapers are calling it a Supple¬ 
mentary. Budget. The statement that, 
has been made by the Finance Minis¬ 
ter contains all the ingredients, all 
the forms and all the substances of 
a Budget. Then why are they fight¬ 
ing shy of the word ‘Budget’? Are 
they afraid of the consequences that 
will follow if they call it a ‘Budget’? 
Do they want to escape certain ful¬ 
filments if they call it a ‘Budget’? The 
definition given to ‘Budget’ in the 
Rules of Procedure is that it is an 
Annual Financial Statement or the 
Statement of the Estimated Receipts 
and Expenditure. Though you have 
been very specific about tha addi ¬ 
tional taxation measures, as far as 
expenditures are concerned you have 
bean vague. You have indicated four 
or five items of expenditures. It has 
been said c/i page 3 of the Statement 
in para 9: 

“In the present inflationary 
environment, it is essential to con¬ 
tain the size of the budgetary 
deficit.’’ 

On the same page, in the next para 
you have said: 

“As imported wheat costs much 
mor e than indigenous wheat bnt 
has to be sold at the same price, 
the burden of the food subsidy will 
be much higher than the original 
provision of Rs. 100 erores.’’ 

Then referring to th e weak financial 
position of the railways it is said: 

“Because of the higher burden of 
pay and allowances of the staff and 
the disruption of traffic caused by 
th'e' recent railway strike, the deficit 
in the railway budget will increase 
substantially beyond the original 
provision of Rs. 52 erores.” 


Then it is said: 

“Additionally we must reckon 
with the fact that by reason of the 
continuing increase in prices, tne 
budgetary provision for additional 
dearness allowance will have to be 
substantially increased.” 

Though an item of expenditure has 
been indicated, no precise estimate 
has been given. 

Then it is said: 

“There is also likely to be some 
increase in expenditure on defence 
because of rising costs and further 
improvements in the emoluments 
of defence personnel.” 

Additional expenses are indicated, 
but no precise figure has been given. 

Then o n the Plan side they have 
said: 

“On the Plan side, the continued 
increase in prices has led to an 
escalation of project costs accom¬ 
panied by a further erosion in the 
internal resources... ” etc. 

Therefore, you have got st> many 
additional expenditures but you want 
to keep the deficit at the original 
level of Rs. 126 erores. It is clear 
that you want additional taxation 
measures to cover the increased ex¬ 
penses. Therefore, in centents it has 
been prepared as a Budget. From the 
opening sentence that I [quoted, I 
think Mr. Chavan had an idea of 
presenting a Budget, a Supplemen¬ 
tary Budget, whatever it be, because 
he says that five months ago he 
presented a regular annual budget, 
That means that he wants to pre¬ 
sent another Budget. If it is only 
one annual budget for the year, he 
need not have referred to it as 
‘regular annual budget’. That means, 
‘I am now going to present another 
Budget.’_ 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO (Chatra- 
pur): He does not mean that. 
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SHBI SEZHIYAN: I n this one 3 
am not quarrelling with the words, 
whether you call it a Budget or not 
because in the earlier years—later on 
I will quote—in the same year, two 
Budgets were presented. He did not 
call it a Supplementary Budget or an 
Interim Budget. In the year 1967-68 
two budgets were presented, Central 
Budget 1967-68, March, 1967 and the 
second one, the Central Budget 
1967-68, May, 1967. Therefore, I am 
not worried about the name. Whether 
you call it a Supplementary Budget 
or an Interim Budget, it does not 
matter much. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA UumKur): 
What is the difficulty? You tell us. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: Mr. Lakkapa, 

I am talking something serious. 

The most important aspect in a 
parliamentary democracy is the con¬ 
trol over the public purse which is 
determined by the authority of the 
Parliament—the sole authority—to 
vote grants to meet the expenses and 
to sanction taxation for provision of 
revenue to match these expenses. 
These ar e the very important aspects 
of the control over the purse possessed 
by the Parliament. Parliamentary 
history will show how this tradition 
has been built up. I want to quote 
it because this is very much inter¬ 
twined with the tradition of parlia¬ 
mentary democracy not only here but 
the world over. 

At one stage the kings were allow¬ 
ed by the pressure of the peoples and 
the Parliament that they should get 
the sanction from the elected repre¬ 
sentatives before they levied any tax. 
No taxation without representation 
was the earliest maxim. Then at the 
time taxes were allowed to the king 
but it was not distinct from the ex¬ 
penses. The kings were allowed 
certain taxes to be collected but the 
Parliament did not have the control 
over their expenses. They were 
allowed to collect the taxes and spend 
them in any way they liked. LateT 
on, they found that the kings and 
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monarchs collected the tax but did 
not spend for the purpose the Parlia¬ 
ment thought that they should spend 
it. Then, they began to specify the 
taxes. Suppose it is a shipping cess, 
they said that the tax should go only 
for building ships or to strengthen 
the Navy. Some such thing was 
done. That means that the taxes were 
linked with thte expenditure. Later 
on, this one also, they found not. 
satisfactory. So, the Consolidated 
Fund idea came. All receipts were 
pooled and all the expenditure from 
the Consolidated Fund was voted by 
the Parliament. Therefore, what 
•vere originally two differentiated 
items—expenses along with taxation 
proposals later on became two dis¬ 
tinct propositions—one to sanction 
the taxation measures and another 
one became the grants to meet the 
expenses. These two became un¬ 
related in course of time. 

Afterwards when you go through 
the history, a connection was created 
at a certain stage. I do not want to 
go through the entir e history of this. 
I will just quote only one relevant 
remark of Sir Ivor Jennings, that is 
“that the connection is that there has 
to be provided out of taxation a 
sufficient balance to meet such 
supplies as are not otherwise and 
specifically provided for”. There¬ 
fore, the taxation could not be indis¬ 
criminate. Taxation could not be 
unlimited. It should be limited only 
to the extent of covering the addi¬ 
tional expenses that ace likely to 
arise. That is the basic idea of this 
one. 

This has been very well brought 
out by May's Parliamentary Practice 
where it has been stated at page 651 
(16th Edition): 

“In the case of resolutions im¬ 
posing taxes submitted to the Com¬ 
mittee of Ways and Means, the ex¬ 
ercise of the royal initiative, other¬ 
wise unexpressed, is taken to be 
implied in the demand for supply, 
through the established principle 
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that uo more money should be 
raised by taxation than is necessary 
to cover the supply already voted or 
at any rate demanded from, the 
House of Commons.” 

The old principle is this: No more 
money should be raised by taxation 
then is necessary to cover the supply 
already voted upon, or demanded from 
the House of Commons by the Crown. 
And then it says: 

“This view subordinated Ways 
and Means to Supply and found 
expression to the maxim that the 
tmony proposed to be raised by 
taxes should not exceed the money 
already granted by the Committee 
of Supply.” 

There should not be more than 
sufficient taxation to provide for the 
expenditure of the year, as voted by 
the Committee of the House, which 
sits as the Committee of Supply. 
That Committee of Ways and Means 
should know beforehand about your 
expenditure so that they may vote 
your taxation measures. That is the 
underlying principle of the Ways and 
Means Committee. 

Mr. Chavan and Mr. Gokhale have 
been trying to argue, while saying that 
they are increasing additional taxa¬ 
tion, by making reference to vague 
additional expenses likely to be in¬ 
curred without being precise. 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN): 
They are specific; they are not vague 
they are very specific references. 

SIIRI SEZHIYAN: What I say is, 
Taxation measures are precisely ex¬ 
pressed but amounts of expenditure 
are not precisely expresesed. 

Even if you see the procedure in the 
House of Commons which was built up 
through centuries, this is what you 
find. 


Then it points out how financial 
procedure and control of financial 
policy is carried out! There are the 
following stages namely, “presentation 
of estimates, Budget, to the Committee 
of Supply, the Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee, Consolidated Fund, Appropria¬ 
tion and the Finance Bill.” Finance 
Bill always comes at the end after the 
Committee of Supply has given its 
approval. Such estimated expenditure 
of the whole year is given before the 
Finance Bill is taken up for considera¬ 
tion. This is what May’s Parliamen¬ 
tary Practice says: 

“Before estimating what revenue 
he requires for the service of the 
year the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
first reviews the out-turn of the 
previous financial year i.e., the sums 
received into and paid out of the Ex¬ 
chequer during the year and then 
discloses the expenditure on the 
Consolidated Fund services for the 
current year.” 

He reviews and gives estimated ex¬ 
penditure out of the Consolidated Fund 
for services of the current year. Then 
only he can say what revenue he re¬ 
quires. This presupposes that the 
Finance Bill not be finalised before we 
know how the additional resources are 
going to be spent. So, what I submit 
is that this Finance Bill cannot be 
taken into consideration and moved. 

Next I go to Kaul and Shakdher 
who have been more explicit on this 
point. They have said in their book 
(Second edition) on page 620 as 
follows:— 

“The Finance Bill containing the 
annual taxation proposals is consi¬ 
dered and passed by the Lok Sabha 
only after the demands for grants 
have been voted and the total ex¬ 
penditure is known.” 

That means the Finance Bill is in¬ 
troduced with the budget. It is taken 
up for consideration and then passed 
only after all the grants are passed, 
and only after the total expenditure 
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is known we come to the stage ot » 
Finance Bill. The very idea is that I 
the House should sanction only that I 
amount of taxation resources to meet | 
the expenditure already voted by it • 
But, if you take the present position, ? 
it only means putting the clock back 
to the age of Stuarts and Bourbous 
and to the age of Charles I and James 
I where you tax without disclosing 
how it is going to be spent. 

Mr. Chavan and Mr. Gokhale want 
to follow this practice. If they do so 
they are welcome to do so but they 
should not drag the Indian Parliament 
to follow them. In this respect I would 
like to make one or two more observa¬ 
tions. In his reply to the point of 
order raised in this House the other 
day, the Law Minister had relied on 
the point that this was not the first 
time that a Second Finance Bill was 
introduced; that had been done in the 
year 1956 in which, if you remember 
aright, not only a Second Finance Bill 
but a Third Finance Bill also was in¬ 
troduced. I have gone through it. In 
fact this was the first occasion when 
more than one Finance Bill was intro¬ 
duced. There was another Finance Bill 
also introduced, in the year 1957. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
That was the election year. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: Even now I am 
not questioning your right to introduce 
the Finance Bill for resources. I am 
not questioning any principle. My 
point is that before you pass the 
Finance Bill, you should adopt certain 
measures which are the tradition- 
bound procedure in Parliament. In 
1957-58, of course, there were two 
Finance Bills. But, there were also 
two budgets presented in 1962-63; two 
Finance Bills preceded by two budgets 
were presented for the same annual 
year. In 1967-68, two budgets were 
presented. 

My point is this. In 1957-58, the 
First Lok Sabha voted the first Vote 
on Account. Second Lok Sabha took 
up the second budget. In 1962-63, the 
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Second Lok Sabha voted the first 
budget; the second budget was voted 
by the Third Lok Sabha. But. in 
1967-68, Fourth Lok Sabha itself took 
both the budgets and voted the Finance 
Bill. So, it is not uncommon to in¬ 
troduce two budgets for the same year. 
If you are doing so I can only say 
that there is a precedent. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra): 
Don’t encourage him to do so. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: But, he has in¬ 
troduced the budget in a guise. I want 
you to call the spade ‘spade’. In the 
year 1956, of course, there had been 
three Finance Bills—regular Finance 
Bill was introduced in April by Shri 
Chintaman Deshmukh. In December, 
by the time Shri T. T. Krishnamachari 
came, two Finance Bills emanated. 
Then additional taxation proposals 
were made on the same date because 
they had different effective dates and 
taxations and they put them in two 
Finance Bills. Therefore, both the 
Bills were introduced on the same day 
and discussed together. There was an 
interesting debate that took place in 
the House. I concede that at that time 
no point, of order was raised that the 
Finance Bill should not be passed 
before the exact amount of expendi¬ 
ture had been clearly given to the 
House and the demands for grants, 
had been duly approved by the House 
and the Appropriation Bill had been 
passed and then only the Finance Bill 
could be taken up for consideration. 
That point of order was not raised at 
that time. But on that score I do not 
want you not to consider the point 
raised now. 

When I went through the debates it 
gave me a peep into the mind of the 
Speaker even then. At that time 
one hon. Member, Shri Tulsi Das rais¬ 
ed certain points. I may quote: 

“There are amendments which 
have a far-reaching effect on the In¬ 
come-tax Act. In view of the far- 
reaching effects of these amend¬ 
ments, I had written to the hon. 
Finance Minister to call a meeting 
of the Members who have put in 
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their amendments in order to under¬ 
stand their points of view. It is very 
difficult at this stage, on the floor 
of the House, to discuss these 
matters. There is no Select Com¬ 
mittee on this Finance Hill. 

"I cannot understand how all these 
factors are going to be explained. 
There are factors which are very 
important. They have n ot given 
any opportunity even to meet them. 
I think that, in this respect, you, 
Sir, as the custodian of this House, 
should assist us. I would like to 
get guidance from you. What are 
you going to do in this respect. 
They are going on in this way with¬ 
out even giving us an opportunity 
to discuss these matters with them.’’ 

The Speaker said: 

“A Finance Bill is intended to 
raise taxes which would subsist only 
for that year. The main object is to 
provide funds for the expenditure 
which had been voted by the House. 
That is the simple object of the 
Bill. Therefore, it is reasonable to 
say that other provisions relating to 
statutes, which are of a more per- 
manent character, ought not to be 
clubbed with it but discussed on the 
door of the House in a more leisurly 
manner.” 

Therefore, the Finance Bill should 
endeavour to provide funds only for 
the grants that have been voted by 
the House. 

I will now refer to Finance Bills No. 
2 and 3 that came in December. At 
that time the same gentleman. Mr. 
Tulsidas, raised three points of order, 
They were: 

1. That the Finance Bill (No. 3) 

should be referred to a Select 
Committee; and 

2. It is better to adopt the provi* 

sions which seek some per¬ 
manent changes in the Fin 
ance Bill; and 


3. Is the House competent to lay 
down taxes to be collected 
from April next financial 
year? 

At that stage also the Speaker said: 

‘‘Last year, it is true that I said— 
and I still stick to that view—that in 
a Finance Bill, only provisions relat¬ 
ing to the taxation measures to meet 
the expenditure that has been voted 
upon by the House ought to be there. 
Otherwise, there is no meaning in a 
Finance Bill.” 

He reiterated the view that the Fin¬ 
ance Bill should contain measures to 
meet the expenditure that has been 
voted upon by the House. If tomorrow 
you bring supplementary grants, with 
the majority you command, they could 
be passed. It should always be pro- 
ceded. The voting of grants should 
always precede. What will happen if 
a Finance Bill is allowed to pass with¬ 
out the corresponding expenditure not 
being voted? It means we are putting 
into the hands of the Government 
certain funds which they had actually 
appropriated. As I told you every¬ 
where, even in the House of Commons, 
the voting of the grants should always 
precede the passing of the Finance 
Bill. In 1962 I came to the House for 
the first time and after much delibera¬ 
tion I bought a copy of May’s Parlia¬ 
mentary Practice for Rs. 84 out of my 
savings; there was better value for 
money. Each edition is dedicated to 
somebody or the other and the 16th 
edition was dedicated to the Rt. Hon. 
Speaker of the House of Commons and 
to the Speakers of the Commonwealth 
who uphold in common the high tradi¬ 
tion of Parliaments. That means, the 
Indian Speaker was also included and 
he was expected to uphold the high 
traditions. 

15 hrs. 

MR. SPEAKER: Does it mean that 
I must give a ruling in your favour? 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: Whatever ruling 
you give. I am sure it will be to up¬ 
hold the tradition of parliamentary' 
democracy. I appeal to the Gov*.^ 
ment not to have this unseeml- ^te 
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«ad have the Finance Bill pushed 
through, because it smacks of dis¬ 
respect to the parliamentary way of 
functioning and of disregard of well- 
established practices built through 
ages. It will be a negation of the 
supremacy of Parliament and a slide- 
back in its authority and control over 
financial matters. So I appeal to him 
to postpone consideration of the Bill. 
Let him bring the demands for grants 
which will correspond to additional 
resources that you are going to get 
through this Bill. I hope Mr. Chavan 
will concede the point. It will be a 
grave constitutional impropriety if you 
go against the traditions of parlia¬ 
mentary democracy and if you push 
forward this Bill with your majority. 
The majority may win, but parliamen¬ 
tary democracy will go down in this 
country. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai): I have absolutely no 
doubt that it is-a highly irregular pro¬ 
cedure in that a Finance Bill is being 
introduced without giving us a dear 
idea of the state of finances of the coun¬ 
try or indicating the services for which 
resources are required to be mobilis¬ 
ed. It is unfair not only to us as 
representatives of the people but also 
to the people who have ultimately to 
bear the burden. 

One point that might be made, and 
which I can very well anticipate, is 
that such Finance Bills had been pass¬ 
ed in the past. But, as had been poin¬ 
ted out by my hon. friend Mr. Sezhi- 
yan there had been admonitions and 
strictures from the Speakers in the 
past in this matter. So it reminds 
me of the position with regard to the 
issue of Ordinances. The Ordinance- 
rule continues in spiie of strictures 
and admonitions from the Chair. 
Now it is for the Chair to 
consider whether such a thing 
should continue to prevail in the 
future. Besides, if in the past the 
House did not show such alertness 
about it and an irregular thing had 
been allowed to prevail, can an irre¬ 
gular thing be sought to be regularis- 
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ed by some instances in the past. 
That is for you to consider. Can any¬ 
body point out a single instance in the 
United Kingdom, which is the coun¬ 
try we are expected to follow where 
such formidable bills of taxes had 
been presented to the House without 
the services having been voted earlier? 

Let us not budge an inch from logic. 
My argument is, even if it has been 
done in the past, an irregular thing, 
cannot be regularised. Secondly, does 
the Mother of Parliaments whose 
practices and procedures we are ex¬ 
pected to follow, gives a single instance 
Where the second Finance Bill or any¬ 
thing of that kind had not been pre¬ 
ceded by the services having been vot¬ 
ed earlier? 

There is another irregular thing 
which seems to be prevailing in this 
House. Not only is there presentation 
of a Finance Bill of this kind but we 
are also passing taxation measures 
which take effect next year, which has 
never been done in the U.K. since the 
opportunity has been given to me. T 
can point out that such measures also 
have been passed by Parliament which 
is a highly irregular thing to do. 

Another point you have to consider 
is whether according to the rules of 
procedure it is permissible. The rule 
only mentions supplementary financial 
proposals; it does not mention a se¬ 
cond or third Finance Bill. I am not 
trying to do hair-splitting in this mat¬ 
ter. “Second” is completely different 
from “supplementary”. Rules of pro¬ 
cedure of our House permit supple¬ 
mentary financial proposals; they do 
not permit a second or third Finance 
Bill. That is strictly according to the 
rules. While a second Finance Bill 
might be a completely independent 
thing, a supplementary Finance Bill 
must be auxiliary to the first Finance 
Bill. Earlier, some of the Finance Bills 
were really christened as supplemen¬ 
tary financial proposals. But this time 
the hon. Finance Minister has desig¬ 
nated it as the second Finance Bill. 
So, one cannot take the stand that it 
is permissible under the rules. 
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This would also be readily conceded 
that there can be ordinarily only one 
Finance Bill during the course of a 
year. That is what the book by Mr. 
Kaul and Mr. Shakdher says and that 
is what has been stated by Erskine 
May also. It is only in unusual circum¬ 
stances that a second Finance Bill or 
supplementary financial proposals can 
be brought. The Finance Minister says 
he is abundantly clear about the objec¬ 
tives of the Bill. What does the state¬ 
ment of objects and reasons of this 
Bill say? It says the Bill seeks to 
amend the Income-tax Act and the 
Central Excises and Salt Act, as if 
amendments to certain taxes are the 
objects of the Bill 1 . This really beats 
me how it can be put in the statement 
of objects and reasons. Taxes are the 
means; they are not the ends or aims. 
What are the aims of your taxes? You 
say you want certain taxation measu¬ 
res. That is in fact the whole objects 
of this Bill that is contained in the 
statement of objects and reasons. This 
is completely baffling to me. I really 
do not know what kind of draftsmen 
they have in the Finance Ministry. The 
hon’ble Finance Minister has spoken 
of a few objects. That there has been 
a persistent imbalance between the 
aggregate demand and aggregate sup¬ 
ply and so, he wants to rectify the 
imbalance. He also wants to contain 
the size of the budgetary deficit. That 
according to him is a very clear objec¬ 
tive, and a sufficient objective, for us 
to consider. 

Now I ask him this question. Did 
not the Finance Minister surprise all of 
us at the time of the last Finance Bill 
when he announced to this House that 
the deficit had been almost halved? 
He, indeed, surprised us by that an¬ 
nouncement at the time of the last 
Finance Bill; although in his original 
speech he had said that the deficit was 
of a particular order at the time of 
his reply to the Finance Bill he almost 
halved the size of the deficit. If that 
is so. then, can we go by the estimate 
of the Finance Minister if he states it 
in a general way? Would he expect us 


to go by the kind of estimate with 
which he confronted the House a few 
weeks back when he presented the 
present Finance Bill? 

So, I would say these are not suffi¬ 
cient objectives, these are not clear 
enough objectives, and for the taxation 
measures one will have to know pre¬ 
cisely the purpose and one should have 
the estimates. Otherwise Parliament 
cannot be expected to vote the taxes. 

We have to bear in mind that thia 
time the Bill is going to be more formi¬ 
dable than the taxation bill contained 
in the first Finance Bill. To repeat, 
this is going to be of a much higher 
order. Is it, then, not really a second 
budget that we are confronted with? 
Has the Finance Minister been fair 
to the House and to the country? 
Since he has not given us the esti¬ 
mated receipts and (expenditures, I 
would say that the Finance Minister 
has not done his duty, he has not been 
fair to the House or to the country. 

How absurd and preposterous it is for 
the hon. Law Minister to say that 
since it was not prefaced by the state¬ 
ment of the estimated receipts and ex¬ 
penditure, so it should not be called 
a budget! That was precisely the 
point which we were trying to make. 
He says that it is a simple measure 
to impose taxes—taxes of a much 
higher order than the taxes imposed 
by the first Finance Bill. And so this 
i s not on that account, a budget. 

My submission is that the services 
have to be demanded, the services 
have to be voted and the services have 
to be passed before the second 
Finance Bill, or in whatever you might 
designate it, can be taken up by thia 
Hnise. This House gannot take a leap 
in the dark, 

I have only one or two small points 
to make before I take my seat; some 
of the points have already been made 
by my hon. friend, Shri Sezhiyan. One 
point which requires to be made is 
with regard to the unusual significance

which the hon’ble Finance Minister 
tried to attach to a measure of this 
kind. The Finance Minister says that 
the .main justification for this Finance 
Bill is derived from an unusual, very 
difficult situatiod; that was the justifi¬ 
cation advanced by the Finance Minis¬ 
ter. Apart from the fact that there 
might have been some extraneous fac¬ 
tors, our position has always been 
that it has been mainly 
because of the mismanagement 
of the economy. And if that mismana¬ 
gement continues, can you expect this 
House or the country to vote for that 
kind of mismanagement, for making 
a mess of this kind? The Finance 
Minister has also said that it would 
be an act of fiscal irresponsibility on 
his part if he did not adopt these mea¬ 
sures. Now, if it would be an act of 
fiscal irresponsibility on his part, would 
it not be a more serious act of fiscal 
irresponsibility on our part to accept 
his proposals without knowing the pur¬ 
pose for which these proposals are 
made? 

SHKI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
Sir, you know I wanted to oppose it 
even at the introduction stage. I was 
not present yesterday. I would like 
to make a few observations today. 

MR. SPEAKER: I have got a list 
of Members before me who want to 
raise some points here. I will call them 
first. I do not know if it is going 
to be fe regular debate. The main 
points are already before us.

DISCUSSION ON THE RECENT ATO¬ 
MIC EXPLOSION CONDUCTED BY 
THE ATOMIC ENERGY COMMIS¬ 
SION 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai): 18th 
May, 1974 should be regarded as a red- 
letter day in the history of our scienti¬ 
fic and technological development. 
This Pokaran test is the greatest 
scientific and technological achieve¬ 
ment of this country since the ahieve- 
ment of our independence. I am sure 
that this House will join me in offer¬ 
ing our heartiest congratulations, warm 
congratulations to our scientists and 
technologists, on the basis of whose co¬ 
operation and endeavour, this atomic 
test has been made possible. 
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15.34 hrs. 

[Mr. Deputy-Speaker in the Chair ] 

The Atomic Energy Commission has 
published a brochure. I wish that bro¬ 
chure is more simple, more popular 
prepared in such a way that it can be 
inderstood by the student community 
in our Science and Technological insti¬ 
tutions. Not only that. I want to 
draw the attention of the Prime Mi¬ 
nister who is in charge of Aomic 
Energy Department that a national 
day, a nuclear day should be observed 
particularly in educational institutions 
to create a sense of effluent confidence 
and pride in the community of science 
so that they can feel more inspired to 
devote themselves to make better con¬ 
tribution in the realm of science. 

Our participation in Bangladesh 
struggle brought respectability for this 
country in the international world. 
Although this is of different dimension, 
I must say, this atomic test has also 
created some sense of respectability for 
us in the world community. 

I shall be failing in my duty if I 
do not congratulate the Prime Minister 
who is in charge of the Atomic Energy 
Department because she had to take a 
courageous decision by giving a green 
signal for this atomic test. 

I have no doubt that the time cho¬ 
sen for this nuclear blast was in expec¬ 
tation of a loud political echo for home 
consumption. Even then I would say 
that the Prime Minister deserves cong¬ 
ratulation. It was not unexpected that 
there would be barrage of criticism 
from different countries in the world. 
Many of the countries in the world 
firstly do not want us to get into the 
world of scientific and technological 
development after having affrmed self 
confidence and mastering nuclear engi¬ 
neering technology. 

The first thing that is agitating my 
mind is that after this nuclear test we 
have created a kind of dissatisfaction 
in some countries around us. It will 
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be the task ol the Government to tigh¬ 
ten vigilance and security measures in 
regard to the protection of our nuclear 
establishment, particularly, the Trom- 
bay Tarapore Atomic Power Stations 
and also the Heavy Water Plant in 
Punjab which are situated in vulner¬ 
able areas where some pre-emptive 
strike from any potential enemies can¬ 
not be ruled out. That is the reason, I 
think, we should have round the clock 
vigil and take adequate security mea¬ 
sures for the protection of our country. 
Secondly, it is time that we should 
have thinking particularly, for stock¬ 
piling our plutenium and enriched 
uranium and thorium. At least we 
should take steps to see that these 
stations are shifted either to Hydera¬ 
bad or to Bangalore from the vulner¬ 
able areas of the western coast of 
Bombay. At least in future, nuclear 
power plants should be concentrated 
more in the Southern and South-eas¬ 
tern coastal regions far away from the 
vulnerable areas. The question may 
be whether the nuclear power plant 
should be in the sourthern region or 
south-eastern region. In that case the 
problem may arise for transmission of 
power. But if you have the system of 
national grid all over the country, as 
I said earlier also, wherever you put 
up our nuclear power stations be it 
in the Southern region or in the South- 
Eastern region, there may not be any 
difficulty for transmission of power 
from that region. 

I now come to another point. There 
was a question of perfecting of techno¬ 
logy of the nuclear blast—either you 
call it nuclear blast or nuclear explo¬ 
sion—and so, it is not enough to have 
explosion only but we should master 
the science in all aspects of technology 
and the blast. However, it is neces¬ 
sary that more nuclear tests should be 
made. Fortunately the Prime Minis¬ 
ter said in public that there was no 
question of not having further nuclear 
tests but it appeared from the press 
conference and other reports that in our 
Atomic Energy Department parti cu- 
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larly Dr. Sethna and Dr. Ramanna were 
saying that they would at least require 
six months to study in depth the re¬ 
sults of the experiment that was done 
a Pokaran. May be, this is for the 
consumption of the unsophisticated, 
people. 

But, I have to say that what is im¬ 
portant is the kind of problem that we 
have to study namely generation of 
heat, generation of pressure and the 
radioactive product of the fission of ex¬ 
plosion. It is well known that—it is ex¬ 
pected of us also—when the automa¬ 
tic recorders are set up, at the time 
of experiment. It should not take 
much time to record what degree of 
heat is generated, what pressure isr 
generated or what type of radioactive 
byproducts of the fission are produced. 
It should not take six months time. 
It may convince the unsophisticated 
mind but it will not convince the 
others. It should not take so much 
time to make a study of the results of 
the Pokaran. 

What is our objective of atomic test? 
What do we want? We have said the 
whole object is peaceful utilisation of 
the nuclear engineering technology. 
What does it mean? Our atomic de¬ 
vice is at least 20,000 TNT worth 
thrust but for our peaceful purposes 
what are the areas which we can iden¬ 
tity for utilisation of this blast tech¬ 
nology. It may be removal of a hil¬ 
lock; diversion of a river; creation of 
a lake in a desert; diverting the chan¬ 
nel of a river; finding underground 
minerals; for oil and mineral explora¬ 
tion even in the sea-bed etc. That 
means we want energy or higher po¬ 
wer of energy as much as it is avail¬ 
able. There is nothing ethically wrong 
in any way. atomic blast or test is 
nothing compared to thermo-nuclear 
explosion. A hydrogen-mass explosion 
is million times more powerful than 
the most powerful atomic device. We 
should find a better technology and 
a better power by which we can achieve 
the above enumerated objectives. For 
that purpose atomic energy is a must 
and they should try to develop for- 
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thermo-nuclear test because we must 
get bold of the higher capacity of blast 
technology. 

What are the ingredients needed for 
a thermo-nuclear test. They are mass- 
2 hydrogen and mass-3 hydrogen, that 
is, deutrlum find tritrium. You can 
have deutrlum from natural resources 
and also from heavy water. Tritrium 
is an artificial one. That can be made 
and prepared in our country easily. 
Now, we want a match-stick to ignite 
mass of hydrogen of higher atomic 
weight and this match stick is atomic 
blast. We have enough heavy hydro¬ 
gen. We can prepare tritrium also. 
Therefore there is no reason why we 
should not have thermo-nuclear experi¬ 
ments for development of high nuclear 
technology for' higher blast power. The 
Chairman of the Atomic Energy Com¬ 
mission has made a peculiar observa¬ 
tion; I think it is also for unsophistica¬ 
ted reader. He said that because of 
the possibility of tritrium contamina¬ 
tion thermo-nuclear explosion may not 
be desirable or possible in our country 
and also that thermo-nuclear explosion 
may not be quite adoptable for explo¬ 
ration of oil. Why? Because of the 
tritrium contamination, radio-active 
contamination. What is the fusion pro¬ 
cess? After the hydrogen mass is fused, 
helium is produced and helium isotopes 
are much less radio-active than the 
radio-active fission products after ato¬ 
mic test. I think the reasons for not 
having thermo-nuclear test cannot 
stand scrutiny of scientific calculation. 
Thermo-nuclear exlosion is many 
times more powerful than an ordinary 
atomic teat. Maybe you can do it 
underground with greater precautions, 
with a cavity that has to be prepared 
to contain greater thrust and pressure 
and withstand greater heat that might 
be generated. We have enough sea: the 
Bay of Bengal and the Arabian sea; it 
could done evfen in the bed of subterra¬ 
nean mountains as the case of second 
American thermo-nuclear test was. In 
the Bay of Bengal there ar e many 
subterranean mountains and on 
the top of Ohe such mountain 
thermo-nticlear test can be done. 


Therefore I say there need not be 
any ethical inhibition in regard to 
mastering the technology of thermo¬ 
nuclear explosion. It is a question of 
the possibility and the feasibility and 
getting deutrium and tritrium and 
making the necessary arrangements. 
Whether and when and where it will 
be done and what would be the project 
and what will be the programme—I do 
not want to go into that. Nobody 
should ask the Atomic Energy Com¬ 
mission to disclose in advance whether 
they will be doing it and where they 
will be doing it; no patriot should ask 
them. 

THE PRIME MINISTER, MINISTER 
OF ATOMIC ENERGY, MINISTER 
OF ELECTRONICS AND MINISTER 
OF SPACE (SHRIMATI INDRA GAN¬ 
DHI): What else are you asking? 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: I am just 
arguing that there should not be any 
ethical inhibition which should stand 
in the way of mastering the technology 
of thermo-nuclear explosion. 

There has been some criticism in the 
outside world that India was trying to 
develop nuclear weapons. There is no 
reason whatsoever to be apologetic be¬ 
fore the world and say again and again 
that our objective is not to develop nu¬ 
clear weapons. It is known to the 
world that our economy does not per¬ 
mit us to have a large arsenal of the 
nuclear or the thermo-nuclear type 
weapons. We are parading that what 
we have done is nothing but a peace¬ 
ful explosion. All the scientists know 
done on 18th May is what 

what we have done. What we have 
done on lffth May is what 

America did over Hiroshima. It 
Is exactly the same as the Hiroshima 
type of atomic device; call it a bomb 
or device or anything you like. It is 
known to the whole world, every 
scientist having A, B, C knowledge of 
nuclear science knows that what we 
have exploded is nothing but a proto¬ 
type of Hiroshima device, call it Hiro¬ 
shima bomb or Hiroshima device, call 
it anything as you like/ We are al¬ 
ready- in'possession of an atomic botnb 
and we have already exploded ah ato_ 
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■mic bomo. The question is, for what 
purpose—to destroy a city or for cons- 
xructive purposes. Let us not parade 
too much that we have not develop¬ 
ed an atomic bomb. The international 
world understands what is the meaning 
of a nuclear device. The only question 
in our case is the delivery system 
whether it will be craft-based or mis¬ 
sile-based. 


I am not in favour of having stra¬ 
tegic nuclear weapons, which are cal¬ 
led hydrogen bomb or thermo-nuclear 
strategic weapons. But one thing must 
be clear. The portion for developing 
tactical nuclear weapons should not be 
blocked. We should not too much 
commit ourselves that we should not 
have the option for developing tacti¬ 
cal nuclear weapons. It is known that 
•atomic mortar, atomic guns and simi¬ 
lar types of atomic weapons are be¬ 
ing included in the conventional army 
■of the NATO powers, Soviet Union and 
perhaps China also. It is not a nu¬ 
clear army; it is a conventional army 
which is equipped with this type of 
atomic guns and atomic mortar, having 
a small range, not of the Hydrogen 
type, but of atomic type which is limi¬ 
ted. If the other international powers 
including NATO, Soviet Union and 
China agree that they will not include 
the atomic weapons known as the tac¬ 
tical weapons in the conventional army 
certainly we should also forgo our 
option. But if not, our Defence Mi¬ 
nistry and our Atomic Energy Depart¬ 
ment should think many times whe¬ 
ther our army should have that new 
concept of conventional arms, having 
tactical weapons like atomic guns, ato¬ 
mic mortar etc. I know if there is 
a thermo-nuclear war, there will be a 
helocaust. But in the case of use of 
actical weapon it may be a limited 
war in a limited area and a potential 
enemy may take advantage of it. I 
do not want to terrorise the country. 
But it is a fact that within a few mi¬ 
nutes—within 4 or 5 minutes if it is 
missile-based and within 15 or 20 
minutes if it is craft-based—the whole 
defence complex of Northern India 
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will oe completely finished by »«ing 
atomic mortar or atomic gun, techni¬ 
cally called tactical weapons. So we 
have to think many times whether we 
should develop these tactical nuclear 
weapons or not. 

Everybody in the world understands 
where we are today. We know a nu¬ 
clear weapon is not a weapon of des¬ 
truction nor is it a weapon of protec¬ 
tion. It is a weapon of total annihila¬ 
tion. It is known to everybody that 
one megatopic hydrogen bombs are 
is enough to finish France, U.K. or 
Germany. Two or three dozen even 
one megatonic hydrogen bomb s are 
enough to finish the whole of Europe, 
including European Russia, because of 
the push-button system of use of ICBM 
and IBM. It will take only a few 
minutes to push the buttons and the 
whole of Europe may be converted into 
complete dust. Even after that holo¬ 
caust there will be different kinds of 
radio-active rays and ashes that will 
be carried by the air currents, which 
will go all over the world and comple¬ 
tely destroy wherever they will spread. 

At the moment America has 5,000 
nuclear arms in its arsenal. Russia 
has also an almost equal number. We 
do not know the number of China, 
what is in the possession of France or 
UK. Can you imagine that three dozen 
even one megatonic hydrogen bombs 
are enough to finish entire Europe, 
including European Russia?. Now the 
missile-based submarines carrying 
nuclear war-heads can cause devasta¬ 
tion anywhere in the world. America 
is not also free from that. Nuclear 
arms can act as deterrant. But it can¬ 
not protect any country, if there is any 
thermo-nuclear war. I do not know 
whether there is any potential Hitler 
in an y part of the world now; I do not 
know. If any Hitler comes in the fu¬ 
ture in any country and if there is a 
push-button war all the advanced 
countries of the world may be comp¬ 
letely annihilated. If there is a nu 
clear war, a full-fledged nuclear war, 
only Africa and South America will be 
the survivors of our civilisation. 
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I understand that, everybody under* . 
stands that because we have a little 
knowledge of what are called nuclear 
weapons, I say so because we have 
got a chance now. So long we were 
talking about the dis-armament with 
certain postulates for peace, a philo> 
sophic approach. But now we have 
an opportunity for some kind of nu- 
clear diplomacy. It is time for India 
to go into the world with a certain 
pride, with a certain confidence and 
also with a faith in humanity. It is 
time that India should go and develop 
a kind of nuclear diplomacy to effect 
real total nucAjear disarmament and 
not mere banning of underground test 
or banning atmospheric tests. We 
want to save humanity and India can 
•do it. Now India has the strength 
and India has the confidence. We can 
now talk because the international 
•community has developed a certain 
respectability for India now. So, we 
have to develop nuclear diplomacy to 
•effect total nuclear disarmament. That 
should be the objective of our nuclear 
diplomacy. 

I conclude by saying that nuclear 
science has created a new perspective 
for humanity. After one century the 
sources of oil and coal will be exhaust¬ 
ed. Either we go back to the bullock- 
cart age or we utilize the nuclear 
science and power as a motivation for 
new propulsion for building a new so¬ 
ciety, a new co-operative world society 
or the prospect of lurking total anni¬ 
hilation of society.

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH (Phulpur): Mr. Deputy- 

Speaker, Sir, if anything has been ex¬ 
ploded by the Fokharan explosion, then 
it has been the myth that vital techno- 
nology can be the exclusive possession 
of a few countries. It has' been un¬ 
settling to some who had envisaged a 
world order on these premises. They 
throw their hands in horror and accuse 
us of opening the Nuclear Pandora’s 
Box, and turn pale at the thought of 
puny little countries,—the little elves 

with no sense of responsibility—will 
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follow the lead of the tramp called 
India and start the dirty job of pro¬ 
ducing the nuclear bomb—a job which 
was the sole monopoly of the nuclear 
weapon countries. 

What a pious thought? Wish it had 
occurred before the push-button was 
released to drop the nuclear bombs on 
Hirosima and Nagasaki. The high- 
priests who had installed the nuclear 
diety on the high pedestal of their 
global relations are now scared that 
some of their worshippers may build 
their own temples. Let it be known 
then if any country does build the nu¬ 
clear bombs it will be following the ex¬ 
ample of Hiroshima and not that of 
Pokharan. 

With all due respect to Mr. Samar 
Guha, I would say, there is a vital 
difference between the explosions over 
Hiroshima and that at Pokharan and 
the difference is as wide as the amelio¬ 
ration and annihilation of mankind- 
We are not apologetic. We are catego¬ 
rical that the philosophy of Hiroshima 
must end'and the philosophy of Fokha¬ 
ran must spread. And immediately 
comes a rejoinder that the applicabi¬ 
lity of nuclear explosive technology is 
not yet established. I would agree 
that the applicability of nuclear ex¬ 
plosive technology may not be estab¬ 
lished but it is certainly a promising 
one. The frontiers of science lie far 
beyond the narrow bounds of estab¬ 
lished technology and it is to these 
thresholds that our political leadership 
and our scientists are taking us to. 
Or, alternatively, does it mean that the 
smaller countries should not venture 
into a technology though it may be 
vital for their development till some 
of the bigger powers have mastered 
it and then kneel and beg to have 
access to it. If Plowshare is valid, if. 
Gasbuggy is valid, if blocking of gas 
wells is valid in USSR, then Pokharan 
too is valid. Why • should India be 
asked to produce results earlier than 
U.S.A. and USSR can do? 

In the third world, we have had the 
bitter experience of superior techno- 
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logy being used to subjugate us politi¬ 
cally, militarily and economically. It 
was for this very reason that Gandhi 
symbolised the fight for freedom as 
the fight of thc| Charkha against the 
Lancashire mills. It has been aptly 
said that we.have missed the first re¬ 
volution and we cannot afford to miss 
the second one. And, if we are to 
partake in the second scientific revolu¬ 
tion, we should not be found gaping 
when the break-through comes. We 
have to start now. And that is what 
Pokharan has done. 

As soon as we say this, comes a con¬ 
temptuous remark, “You are too poor. 

It is too costly for you. It will ruin 
your economy.” Sir. because we are 
poor, we need Pokharan. May I ask 
what was the condition of economy 
when U.S.S.R., China and Britain start¬ 
ed their nuclear programmes? Their 
nuclear programmes were not for deve¬ 
lopment but for mutual destruction. 
The economy of Russia and Britain 
was in shambles after the Second 
World War. China had not recovered 
from the great fall of its Great Leap. 

So far as the cost is concerned, 
the fantastic cost that was quot¬ 
ed as Rs. 165 erores is just iike com¬ 
puting the expenses on one’s daughter’s 
marriage by taking into account all 
the costs one had incurred on her 
education, feeding and so on. 

The explosion is a by-product of our 
peaceful programme. It is now very 
well known that space technology and 
nuclear technology has a multiplier 
effect on economy. Far from being a 
burden, the nuclear technology is 
going to be a boon to our economy. 

To those who have raised their eye¬ 
brows when we had exploded our nu¬ 
clear device in Pokharan, I would 
ask: why were they dumb when other 
nuclear weapon powers exploded their 
devices, weapon devices, after the 
Pokaran test? Their silence is elo¬ 
quent of their hypocrisy. Sir, if 9,000 
nuclear weapons of USA, USSR and 
China are the best guarantee for the 
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security of the present world order; 
our ten-kilo ton explosion can be no< 
danger to it. Much ftiore than that our 
Pokhran test has immediate peaceful 
applications in the global contexts 
Having proved our nuclear capability, 
our call for disarmament has acquired 
special credence, force and meaning. 
The nuclear weapon powers will be 
quick to realise that, unless a less dis¬ 
criminatory world order is not evolv¬ 
ed. their nuclear monopoly can be 
smashed any day; it will not be us. It 
will be some other power. It will not 
do to call a treaty a Non-Proliferation 
Treaty when it is just a cover for some 
countries to amass as much of nuclear 
weapons as they like while denying, 
smaller countries nuclear technology 
even for their development. It will 
not do to call the programme for 
higher sophistication of nuclear wea¬ 
ponry a Strategic Arms Limitation. 
Treaty. The game that the nuclear 
weapon powers has been playing be¬ 
hind the closed doors, is over. The 
latch has been opened. But we have 
no intention to enter that room. Sir, 
Indian political leadership by proving 
nuclear capability and yet refraining 
from nuclear weapons showed the 
vision and sagacity to pursue a new 
trail of peace. It is from this nuclear 
capable non-weapon threshold that 
possibilities of a new world order may 
emerge, which may be more reassuring 
than the premise of Mutually Assured 
Destruction—most aptly called MAD 

Coming to a few aspects of our nu¬ 
clear programme, I would like to point 
out—as has been already said and 1 
would also emphasize—that the secu¬ 
rity aspects of our nuclear installations 
must be attended to. It may not be 
possible to shift all our nuclear instal¬ 
lations, even then security aspect must 
be considered. Take for instance the 
new plutonium plant. It may be consi¬ 
dered to build it underground where it 
may be safe from a conventional wea¬ 
pons. In our programme of nuclear 
energy, we must consider very 
thoughtfully what in future would be 
the shortages of plutonium and other 
fissile material. Definitely, by the 
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next decade, by 1984, our demand for 
fissle material will outstrip our supply 
and for this, we will have to make a 
concerted effort now. We need two 
grades of ’ plutonium—one for our 
power reactors and one for our explo¬ 
sive devices. It is not very efficient 
to get' plutonium from a power reactor. 
We will have to have apart from power 
reactors some smaller reactors for 
obtaining explosive grade of plutonium, 
because to get explosive grade 'of plu¬ 
tonium a reactor has to be run in a 
certain way. It has been assessed by 
our Tarapur unit that we will need 
annually 20 tonnes of enriched urani¬ 
um and the first fast Breeder Test re¬ 
actors will need half a tonne of enrich¬ 
ed uranium and that will be then when 
we will be really short of fissile mate¬ 
rial. I am sure under the leadership 
of our Prime Minister all these aspects 
will be duly considered and the tempo 
of our progress maintained. 

SHRI S. P. BH ATTACH ARY Y A 
(Uluberia): We congratulate our ato¬ 
mic technoligists for making this ato¬ 
mic blast successful mainly because 
they have done it completely by them¬ 
selves without any foreign country’s 
help. Another thing. They made this 
explosion in such a way that no fall 
out has fallen in the atmosphere. That 
is also a good achievement, a great 
achievement for our scientists. There¬ 
fore, this is something to be congra¬ 
tulated and something to be pioud of- 

Maybe the American imperialists 
are very angry over it because their 
monoply of atomic power is getting 
eroded.... 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Do they 
have the monoply? 

SHRI S. P. BHATTACHARYYA: Al¬ 
most the atomic club powers have got 
their monopoly and they do not want 
the proliferation of the atomic power 
because that will be going beyond their 
clutches and they do not like it. They 
want to kill people with their atomic 
power but our purpose is to utilise this 
power, aS declared by our country, for 


peaceful purposes. 1 think that is the 
way we should try to proceed -so that 
We can with this power in hand and in 
our control, utilise it log the bene¬ 
fit of our country. For example, 
the scientists are already discus-, 
sing in their journals that we 
can create big reservoirs by this ato-. 
mic blast so that surplus river waters 
can be stored and Aood destruction 
may be avoided by that and the water 
reserves may be utilised in the dry 
season. That is that we can very 
scientifically utilise the water reserves 
of the country with the help of this 
power. Also if we can make atomic 
powered dradgers we can clear the 
siltation of the rivers as in Calcutta 
and Haldia? We can improve our 
ports and harbour facilities and we can 
show to the world that we are utilis¬ 
ing this power not for the destruction 
of humanity but for the good of huma¬ 
nity. That possibility is there. 

Our scientists will be generating 
power from hydrogen in the near 
future and by that power throughout 
our coastline we can get sweet water; 
sea-water can be turned into drinking 
water which will benefit our country 
in various ways it will help our irri¬ 
gation and cultivation activities and 
the country can be developed. The 
power development can make progress 
and this will in turn inerase our eco¬ 
nomic prosparity. 

But what has happened is, in spite 
of such developments we have been 
tied down to feudal economy and we 
have been accustomed to old system 
of oppression and so our country has 
been backward and this is almost an¬ 
choring our progress from behind. 
This feudal system must go and land¬ 
lordism must end. The tillers of the 
soil must get their share. Even now 
we have got sufficient food but that 
cannot be distributed to the poor. That 
is the position. This situation must 
be overcome. We should end our 
poverty and unemployment and for 
this landlordism must go and monopo¬ 
list erploitation, foreign imperialist ex¬ 
ploitation and profiteering must end. 
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This power should be used lor the 
good of the people and the people 
should participate in that endeavour 
more than what those countries have, 
-achievement. 

But I doubt whether this Govern¬ 
ment will be able to go against the 
interest of the monopolists anrl land¬ 
lords. But unless we do it, the country 
cannot make progress. This is very 
important. If we utilise these experi¬ 
ments for the good of our people we 
can become a much more powerful 
country than Russia or China because 
we have got sufficient resources— 
more than what those countries 
have. 

With these words I great the scien¬ 
tist® and the technologists who have 
made this experiment a great success.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore): 
Sir, I share the sense c*f solemnity on 
this occasion because this month otr 
August marks the 29th anniversary of 
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•the destruction of Hiroshima and 
. Nagasaki. The explosion of two bombs 
.resulted in over one lakh people being 
.killed; 60,000 or more demonstrably 
■injured and many thousands more in* 
fected by radio active poison—some of 
whom are dying or their children are 
•dying even to this day. 

So, it is appropriate that on a occa- 
: sion like this we are debating this new 
milestone which we have reached in 
■our own development of nuclear tech¬ 
nology making it clear before the world 
that our purposes are entirely peaceful 
and not militeristic or belligerent in 
any way. 

Sir, we should be quite clear on the 
essence of the achievements that our 
scientists have recorded. I am not a 
scientist but as far as I have under¬ 
stood the first aspect of this achieve¬ 
ment is that we have mastered the 
technique of separating plutonium 
from the burent up uranium fuel rods. 
This was only possible because we had 
one laboratory scale breeder reactor 
based on uranium. 235 in this country. 
Thanks to the foresight of Dr. Homi 
Bhabha. This reactor enabled our 
scientists to separate the plutonium. 

The second achievement which has 
already been mentioned is the techni¬ 
que of being able to bring about an 
underground nuclear explosion with¬ 
out soy hazards or radio active fall 
out. These are the two things that 
have been done on May 18 at Pokhran. 
These are things for which all of us 
as Indians should congratulate our 
team of atomic energy scientists who 
have really demonstrated that based 
entirely on their own skills and know¬ 
ledge and resources they have been 
able to bring our country to this posi¬ 
tion. 

I do not want to strike a discordant 
note but it seems to me that we still 
have got a long way to go before the 
under ground explosion can be success¬ 
fully used and practically applied for 
things like loosening up or trapping 


of deposits of oil or gas or breaking 
up lowgrade non-ferrous metal ore 
deposits. The question, arises in a lay¬ 
man’s mind: why is ii that countries 
which are technologically far ahead of 
us and which have carried out nuclear 
explosions running into hundreds havp 
not been able till today to utilise—to 
m y knowledge it is so; hon. Minister 
can give us information—'this particu¬ 
lar technology. We are not talking of 
nuclear technology in general; we are 
talking of the technology of blast or 
explosion for such purposes as divert¬ 
ing the course of a river or finding 
out underground mineral deposits and 
so on. 

Of course one argument can be 
given; perhaps they wire not interested 
this possible use and they were interest¬ 
ed only in making weapons and there¬ 
fore they did not do that. I am not 
convinced by this argument because if 
that is something which could be effec¬ 
tively done, I do not understand why 
the countries which are today facing 
such acute energy crisis, for example 
the United States, would not go in for 
this experiment. Once they were talk¬ 
ing about building a second Panama 
canal with the use of nuclear explosions 
across their land. They have not been 
able to do it. I came across this argu¬ 
ment; may be they are not interested 
or they are interested only in making 
bombs. I think the answer is not as 
simple as that. I should prefer to in¬ 
fer from this that the transition from 
a mere experimental underground nu¬ 
clear blast to the actual, practical, 
effective use of this for peaceful 
development purposes is perhaps a 
very big leap forward and if our scien¬ 
tists are abe to show the way in this 
field—it is not something which can 
be done easily, overnight—I think that 
we can clam that we have become the 
real pace-setters of human h’story- 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Trail bla¬ 
zers. Shri Indrajit Gupta_trail bla¬ 

zers as you, Sir, correctly say. I think 
the Government of India should take 
up this challenge and should give all 
possible help and encouragement to 
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our scientists to male attempt in this 
held. 

1 share the views expressed by Mr. 
Samar Guha that the security arrange¬ 
ments in this country do not inspire 
confidence, generally speakig. We 
come across so many things which are 
raised in this House from time to time. 
There was a big furore over the al¬ 
leged theft of uranium fromJudugada 
plant in Bihar. Now that we have 
reached this stage, we should see to 
it that security arrangements in our 
atomic energy establishments are 
lightened up considerably so that there 
is no possibility of any theft or sabo¬ 
tage. 

There is a political aspect, with 
which I want to deal briefly. The 
hullabaloo which has been created in 
.all countries of the world following 
the May 18 explosion is obviously net 
.because India has got some nuclear 
resources or has set up some power 
stations. That we have been doing 
for a long time. The commotion has 
been provoked by the fact that for the 
first time we have joined that group 
of nations who have got the capability 
of setting off an explosion or blast. 
That is the new point of departure. 
Everybody knows that essentially this 
■technology is no different from the 
technology of making a bomb. It is 
quite obvious. The same technology 
which produces an underground blast 
can be used for making a bomb 
Therefore, we find all sorts of reac¬ 
tions abroad, some of them hypoariti- 
cal coming from quarters who have 
no business to say those things about 
India, when they themselves have been 
indulging all these years in all types 
of nuclear tests not only undergroud 
but in the atmosphere till the other 
dgy, as we have seen. I was studying 
some of the world press reactions and 
some of them were very peculiar and 
amusing. For example, in Japan one 
view was put forward whether a nu¬ 
clear country can be considered any 
further as a developing country, mean¬ 
ing that the question of giving eco¬ 
nomic aid and assistance to India as a 
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developing country should be reconsi¬ 
dered because after all can a country 
which is nuclear be considered as a 
developing country any more? In 
Australia 1 came across this view: 
"The Indian explosion has changed 
the entire status quo in the Indian 
Occe&n region”, as though we have 
already decided to go in for some surt 
of nuclear weapons! One heading in 
an Australian newsepaper was, "Indian 
blast has reactivated the Canberra atom 
bomb lobby”. I do not think we bar¬ 
gained for all these things either. 
Curiously, in China one paper said, 
"Indian test was encouraged by the 
Soviet Union” a s if <he Soviet Union 
from behind was prodding the Gov¬ 
ernment of India to carry out this 
test. This view was immediately con¬ 
tradicts* by the Indonesians who have 
commented that India’s nuclear capa¬ 
bility will help it to reduce its depen¬ 
dence on the Soviet Union. Both of 
them cannot be true. A very influen¬ 
tial newspaper, The Observer of Lon¬ 
don said, "India’s stock of plutonium 
is adequate to make 40 medium-sized 
bombs’. I do not know whether the 
estimate was made by the British in¬ 
telligence service. How can they cal¬ 
culate this? However, this is what 
they have written. All of us know 
the reactions of Pakistan. Mr. Aziz 
Ahmed Khan said—he says this has 
been confirmed by Canada—India has 
enough plutonium to make 17 bombs. 
This is rather less than the British 
estimate. In any case, many countries 
seem to be seeptical because the 
technology of this underground explo¬ 
sion is basically the same as that re¬ 
quired for making bombs. 

I am only worried about end thing. 
Despite the repeated assurances given 
by the Government of India since the 
18th May, which we consider to bo 
welcome assurances, they are being 
assailed from either side On the one 
side they are being assailed by some 
imperialistic powers who are angry 
and annoyed why i so-called develop¬ 
ing country should at all attain 
this status. On the other side, 
they are being assailed by some 
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[Mr. Deputy Speaker] ' 

critics in our country. They say: why 
are you apologetic, why are you so 
defensive all the time, why do you 
want to say all the time that we are 
going to use it only for peaceful pur¬ 
poses? Professor Guna said it just 
now and I am sure my hon. friend, 
Shri Atal Bihari Vajpayee, will make 
out a much stronger case, saying that 
we should immediately use this cap¬ 
ability to develop weapons and a nu* 
clear arsenal. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: He whis¬ 
pered to you? 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: No, it is 
clear from his face. All 1 wish to say 
is that the Government of India, while 
considering the technological aspect 
of this achievement, should not loss 
sight of the political aspect. We have 
been told that we have the capability 
for a long time, we could have set off 
this blast much earlier, if we wanted 
to. Well, if we could have set it off 
much earlier, we could have set it oft 
much later also. My question is about 
the timing of it. There must be some 
reason behind the timing of this, this 
particular timing of 18th May. I am 
not clear about it. 

I would simply like to know whether 
the Government of India has taken 
all these considerations into account, 
that there are people in this world 
who do not view us in a kindly light, 
who are our enemies, who make no 
pretence of their hostility to us, no 
secret of it, people who are at all times 
trying to point out that India has got 
aggressive designs, expansionist de¬ 
signs, and who would seize upon an 
occasion like this to pro ject their own 
ideas in the world and to try to spoil, 
if I may say so. the atmosphere which 
we have been trying to create since the 
Simla Agreement of 1972, of trying to 
bring about step by step som e kind of 
normalisation of relations between 
ourselves, Bangladesh and Pakstan and 
some sort of detente, if I may use that 
expression, on this sub-continent so 
that we do not have to live in this 
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atmosphere of repeated outbreaks of 
war every four or five years. We have 
advanced quite a bit ocr-that path and 
we were advancing despite all difficul¬ 
ties and obstacles. I hope we would 
also take into consieration this fact 
that people like Prime Minister Bhutto,, 
or some other people in Pakistan who 
may be perhaps more anti-Indian than 
Bhutto himself, and their patrons— 
they have foreign patronse and they 
are members of foreign military pacts 
—they would seize upon an opportuni¬ 
ty like this to say that India is now 
preparing to have some sort of aggres¬ 
sive or militaristic designs in this 
region and, therefore, on that plea, 
Pakistan and their allies should be 
given some protection in the form of 
a nuclear umbrella. Already I find 
from the writings in the Pakistani 
press that they have approached China 
and the United States to protect thefh 
against the new threat from India- 
They are utilising this for this kind 
of motivated propaganda, the result 
being that some nuclear bases may 
appear on our sub-continent, just near 
our borders, across our borders, where 
they did not exist at present. 

Our Prime Minister has done very 
well, as also other Ministers, and 
Sardar Swaran Singh has repeatedly 
made detailed statements, assuring 
everybody, particularly the Govern¬ 
ment and the people of Pakistan, that 
we do not have any aggressive designs 
whatso ever and that we are not going 
to use this technology for anything 
except purposes of peaceful levelop- 
ment. Nevertheless, I would just re¬ 
mind the Government that a nuclear 
arms race of any kind, even in the 
sphere of what Professor Samar Guha 
called tactical nuclear weapons, would 
in my view be a disaster for us. Al¬ 
ready we are in a terrible condition, 
economically and financially, and I do 
not wish to go into that. We do not 
know where the resources are going to 
come from for this. Our people ore- 
starving and it would mean diversion 
of resources from much-pressing needs 
of our people. Nobody can suggest 
that if we adopt some nuclear tactical 
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weapons, w* can reduce the expendi¬ 
ture on our conventional arms and 
armies. That can never be done. It 
will mean something over and above, 
in addition to, our conventional de¬ 
fence set up. The recent experience 
shows that in local wars—I* am not 
talking of world wars; 1 hope that 
world wars will not break out again; 
that might lead to nuclear holocaust 
and devastation on a global scale—in 
local wars, of which we have had ex¬ 
perience in the last few years twice or 
thrice, we have to depend on conven¬ 
tional weapons. A small country like 
Vietnam all these years was locked 
in a mortal combat with one of the 
biggest nuclear powers in the world. 
We have seen the wars in the Middle 
East, between Israel and Arab count¬ 
ries; we have seen the hostilities now 
in Cyprus. It is not 'possible to wage 
modem wars even on a local scale with 
the use of nuclear weapons. It is not 
so .easy today. The conventional arms 
are used. We hav also relied on 
conventional arms for our defence in 
the past. Therefore, I would say that 
self-reliant defence system, the well- 
trained army, is all we can afford. 
Even that is more than what we 
can afford at the moment. We 
are spending Rs. 2000 crores a year 
on it. We cannot visualise this huge 
amount being increased by the advo¬ 
cacy of going in our nuclear arma¬ 
ments, Ultimately, of course, it is 
only nuclear disarmament on a world 
scale, a ban on all nuclear weapons, 
which can guarantee the survival of 
this world and peace and security for 
everybody. 

Some method can be found by which 
we can have a mutual security or col¬ 
lective security arrangement with our 
friends and neighbours in this region. 

I share the views of the hon. Mem* 
bers that we have now acquired this 
capability and we can speak from the 
postion of relative strength in favour 
of peace, not in favour of war. We 
can use our new position and our voice 
will be respected much more in the 
councils of the world to advocate much 
more strongly that the world should 
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go in for nuclear disarmament and a 
total ban on production and stockpiling 
and use of all nuclear arms by all nu¬ 
clear powers. That should be the goal 
for which we should utilise our new 
strength and capability. 

All I say in conclusion is that no 
matter what pressure is put on the 
Government, from, outside or from 
within our own country, from certain 
quarters, to pressurise and push the 
Government on to the path of nuclear 
armaments, I would appeal to the 
Government to stand firm, to adhere 
to its principled position which it has 
taken up in the past and not to allow 
itself to be pressurised or stampeded 
in any way. If we go on that path, it 
will mean economic ruin for this 
country altogether. It will also mean, 
I fear, a loss of the traditional repu¬ 
tation and image which our country 
has built up in the world and which 
has stood us in good stead all these 
years. - 

SHRI P. V. G. RAJU (Visakhapat- 
nam>* Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I 
would like to start by mentioning 
something personal. In 1964, I met 
Prof. Bhabha at Vizag. He was a 
great friend of Swami Gyannanda who 
was the Professor of Nuclear Physics 
in the Andhra University. Swami 
Gyannanda and he had mentioned one 
thing to me which I feel 1 must men¬ 
tion Dow. 

In 1962 or in 1963, we were at war 
with China. The Chinese had attack¬ 
ed India in the north-east frontier 
region, north of Assam. At that time, 
Swami Gyannanda said to me, ‘'It is 
very important that we hold the area 
because it is very important for us to 
develop nuclear energy, electric ener¬ 
gy, in the area. As to how it could 
be done, I feel, 1 should repeat it now. 
According to him, the Brahamaputra 
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to 7,000 ft. high—and the Brahmapu¬ 
tra flows in between. Swamiji told 
me that it is possible to produce elec¬ 
tricity by blasting tunnels in those 
mountains and allowing water to flow 
into those tunnels. We can have the 
first class hydro-electric machinery 
there. He went to the extent of saying 
that we could produce electricity in 
that area as much as what the whole 
of Europe is producing today. I am 
quoting these things because I find in 
the 'report, given to all Members ol 
Parliament, on page 10, it has been 
said that underground nuclear explo¬ 
sions can be used to break up rock 
formations and that this would help 
gas and oil supplies to flow more free¬ 
ly. I would not go into the question 
of gas and oil, but I would go to the 
question of breaking up rock forma 
tions—for blasting tunneis in those 
mountains As I said, after DIM AG 
GORGE, Brahmaputra falls in the 
north-eastern area of India. I am not 
a hydro-electric engineer or a nuclear 
engineer. 1 am only mentioning this 
because Swamiji had spoken to me 
and Dr. Bhabha was friend oT mine. 
In 1942 when I was a student in 
Bangalore, he was in the Tata Institute 
in Bangalore. We were friends for 
many years. Therefore. 1 am mention¬ 
ing it. 1 find that in the booklet sup¬ 
plied to all of us on page 10 it has been 
said that underground nuclear explo¬ 
sions can be used to break up rock 
formations. Therefore, if we can pro¬ 
duce as much electricity as the whole 
of Europe is producing by using the 
Brahmaputra water, I think we should 
think about it. 

There is another point that 1 would 
like to make. Prof. Samar Guha has 
mentioned the question of not having 
nuclear energy units not only in 
Bombay'—where he feels some inscu- 
rity—also in Ranapratap Sagar in 
Rajasthan and also in some olher 
places where in the event of a war 
there would not be any danger to the 
installations. We are also talking of 
national integration and coordination 
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01 all the States of India,. I would 
therefore, suggest that a Joint nuclear 
power station be developed as between 
Andhra Pradesh, Orissa and Madhya 
Pradesh at a point between Belamela 
and Upper and Lower Sileru. Some 
time back 1 had mentioned this to 
the Prime Minister also. I am men¬ 
tioning this because, as far as 1 know, 
atomic energy equipment is such that 
it would require a great deal of water 
to cool the equipment of the heating 
process for generation of electricity. 
Orissa has developed the Belamela pro¬ 
ject and Andhra Pradesh has two pro¬ 
jects, Upper Sileru and Lower Sileru. 
And the water flows from this area 
into the canal at Balimela where it 
gees into the Godavari river. There¬ 
fore, a joint project can be built bet¬ 
ween Madhya Pradesh, Andhra and 
Orissa Governments in that very small 
area. The distance between Balimela 
and the Upper Sileru is 15 miles, the 
distance between Lower Sileru and 
Madhya Pradesh is 22 miles and the 
distance between Lower Sileru and the 
Upper Sileru is 20 miles. So, in that 
belt of 50 8q miles where three states 
of India join, an atomic station ran be 
set up. I mentioned Madhya Pradesh 
because hon. Members may know that 
Madhya Pradesh is the biggest State in 
India in geographical area. Andhra 
Pradesh claims to be a southern State 
and, therefore, if an atomic station 
could be established there linking up 
with Madhya Pradesh which is really 
a northern State in the sense that it is 
a Hindi-speaking State, Hindi and 
Telugu will meet together and we will 
have a joint nuclear project. ... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: There 
should be a nuclear explosion in that 
area? 

> SHRI P. V. G. RAJU: I am sorry, 1 
am not a nuclear engineer. So. I can¬ 
not help in that matter. But I will 
certainly try to unify them for peace¬ 
ful purposes.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; We aqe 
talking about the nuclear explosion. 1 
hope you do not want an explosion 
there. 

SHRI P. V. G. RAJU: I will close 
toy suggesting one thing where I have 
som e personal interest. About two 
years ago, the Members of the Atomic 
Energy Consultative Committee were 
taken to Tarapur at Bombay where we 
saw the Bombay duck which is like 
pomfret. In Tarapur what they do is 
that they take this Bombay duck and 
by the use of radio-isotopes preserve 
it. The scientists there sent me and 
■other members of the committee some 
of that Bombay duck and we could 
very well eat that fish. There is no 
problem because the atomic energy 
isotopes have been used for preserving 
the fish. I said to them: ‘Why do you 
not send a little of the fish to Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament so that we can 
buy it in Parliament and use it before 
it ©an be released for the public?’ Of 
course, I do not say that vegetarians 
should eat fish. I do not mind taking 
this Bombay duck. So I will request 
our Prime Minister to see that the fish 
which has been preserved by radio¬ 
isotopes at Tarapur are sold to the 
'Members of Parliament. 
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MR. CHAIRMAN: Don't distract 
from the seriousness of the debate. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE (Raj- 
pur): We thought in a nuclear explo¬ 
sion only neutrons will emerge; even 
Jayaprakash is emerging out of it; 
that is the trouble. 
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SHRI HARI KISHORE SINGH

An objection 
has been raised by some of the 
powers and individuals and the objec¬ 
tion has befen on three grounds— 
moral, economic and on the ground of 
nuclear proliferation. I understand 
the objection of those who sincerely 
believe that any kind of nuclear wea¬ 
pon or the possibility of any nation 
having nuclear weapon is a danger to 
world peace. Their objection is not 
only to nuclear weapons but to all 
weapons. It is genuine and sincere. 
But the objection of those who object 
to our having nuclear energy prog¬ 
ramme on the economic basis is not 
understandable to me and I fail to 
appreciate it. Why should there bq 
any objection for India exploiting this 
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technology on a large scale. 1 fail to 
appreciate maxim what is good lor 
some of the countries is not good for 
India. I can have but you cannot 
have it because! your economy does 
not permit. If nuclear technology is 
a viable technology for the develop¬ 
ment of national resources of the 
country, for productive purposes, for 
the betterment of the conditions of 
the people then why a country like 
India should not be permitted to use 
that technology. The second argu¬ 
ment is the proliferation part of 
it. There are countries which 
have acquired nuclear technology 
on a big scale ,and their 

arsenal is full to the brim. They 
fear that India may also go in for 
nuclear weapons. Now it is not 
possible for the) Government in any 
country to bind the nation in perpe* 
tuity on any matter. They may feel 
that the assurance given by Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi may not re¬ 
main valid for all times to come. 
Some individuals or groups in the 
long run may come to power and 
decide that India should go nuclear 
in weapons. But because of this 
apprehension which is in their minds 
that in the distant future some such 
thing might happen, should there 
be objection to India acquiring 
nuclear energy on any appreciable 
scale, inspite of the clear policy en¬ 
unciated by the Government that it 
is not going to be used for any war¬ 
like purposes. 

This is not the first time that our 
country has been assailed by those 
who were not friend to us. Mr. 
Indr a jit Gupta said that we should 
take the precaution and not en¬ 
courage other powers towards estab¬ 
lishing nuclear bases in neighbouring 
countries... ( Interruptions ). He has 
expressed his apprehension that 
Pakistan might try to secure! nuclear 
protection. If he has not mentioned 
that, I have nothing to say. But how 
can you prevent any country giving 
facilities for a military base to any 
foreign power which is not friendly 


to us? The American bases were 
there; U-2 operated from Pakistan 
even when we! gave no opportunity 
to Pakistan. Similarly, by exploding, 
a nuclear device We are not giving, 
any excuse to Pakistan to invite 
powers who are not very friendly to 
place nuclear weapons on the soil of 
Pakistan. Pakistan nourished hostility 
and grievance towards us; it was 
suffering under some fear complex 
We cannot help Pakistan. 

Finally, I agree with Mr. Gupta- 
when he says that we are now in a 
position to promote the cause! ot 
nuclear and even general disarma¬ 
ment in a more effective way. Now 
we will not be told that India is 
lacking all these facilities and capa¬ 
bilities and therefore India is trying 
to preach to the world to behave. 
There is a possibility now that oUr 
voice may be heard with respect in 
the Comity of nations particularly by- 
those who have acquired nuclear 
technology for warlike purposes. 
Nuclear disarmament like general 
disarmament is a wish; it a good 
thing to have but no nation has so 
far followed it and no nation is pre¬ 
pared to follow it in all sincerity. 
Therefore, while every effort should 
bet made towards lessening tensions, 
particularly the race for acquiring 
nuclear armaments, efforts should 
also be made for developing our own: 
programme. No amount of criticism, 
national or international, should 
deter us from pursuing this pro¬ 
gramme with vigour. 

SHRI MOHANRAJ KALINGAVA- 
YAR (Pollachi): Sir, this discussion 
on our country’s nuclear explosion is 
not only useful but very timely. This 
gives a very good opportunity to this 
House, to place on record its appre¬ 
ciation of thc| great .service rendered 
by the atomic scientists of our coun¬ 
try and all those who helped in this 
underground explosion. This is not 
complete; it i! the fiiit step which 
our country has taken. There are 
many more steps still to reach the 
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stage of completion. Unlike the 
nucldar explosion of other big powers, 
our explosion was mainly created not 
for any aggressive purpose but for 
peaceful purposes. Though our coun¬ 
try is faced with a difficult economic 
situation and other international 
problems,, I really appreciate the 
hard work done by our scientists, 
which has shocked the other countries 
in the nuclear field. They are really 
surprised how we could do it all of 
a sudden with our own efforts. Many 
neighbouring and other countries like 
Canada, Japan, Italy, West Germany 
and others have expressed their 
concern over this explosion of 16th 
May. 

In the case of Japan, I would not 
blame them because they had a very 
bitter experience, as mentioned by 
two or three hon. Members. So, 
whepever any new country enters 
the nuclear club, they are naturally 
agitated. The radio-activity of the 
first bombs have affected the normal 
growth of the population and they 
are suffering even now. 

Our neighbour Pakistan has made 
much noisce of our entering the nu¬ 
clear club. They are afraid that we 
may use the nuclear energy to harass 
them. This shows clearly that their 
intention is not good. This also shows 
that they are preparing for some un¬ 
wanted and undesirable plan against 
our country. 

We should give all kinds of facili¬ 
ties and encouragement for our 
youngestejrs who are working in the 
various research institutions so that 
they will attend to their work with 
added vigour. Here I would be fail¬ 
ing in my duty if I do not congratu¬ 
late whole-heartedly our top scientists 
Dr. Sethna and Dr. Ramana for their 
magnificent achievement. 

The hon. Prime Minister in her 
statements both inside and outside 
Parliament has assured the interna¬ 
tional communities that the Indian 
nuclear explosion was merely for 


peaceful purposes. It is good th&t we 
have spelt pur nuclear policy. .All 
the same, if necessity arises, if we 
are forced to build up nuclear wee- 
pons, we should not feel shy in doing 
that. 

Recently there was a news item 
that uranium is being smuggled out 
of this country. Crores of rupees are 
involved in this. There is also the 
security aspect. I hope the Prime 
Minister will look into this. 

So far as our scientific research 
institutions are concerned, the bureau¬ 
cracy should not be allowed to inter¬ 
fere with it. They should be given 
a free hand, free from interference 
by either politicians or bureaucrats. 

I would conclude by saying that we 
have to use nucleiar energy for power 
generation. We cannot depend on 
coal and oil for long which are in 
short supply. When they are ex¬ 
hausted there is no other alternative 
except nuclear power. To start with, 
we should see that at lcjast, 25 per 
cent of our power needs are met by 
atomic energy.

AND POWER (SHRI K. C. PANT):

SOME HON. MEMBERS: Yes. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Even then the 
list so long that if everybody has to 
get a chance, then we will have to 
limit the time to five minutes. Would 
you co-opc(rate? 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
You may use your discretion. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: In this I do not 
want to unnecessarily use my dis¬ 
cretion and hurt somebody. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: If 
the point is repeated, you may. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Now, kindly 

co-operate in five minutes. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: In 
this entire session of the Lok Sabha 
this is the only one occasion when a 
scientific subject is being discussed. 
All along political subjects were dis¬ 
cussed. Please give a little latitude. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I do not mind 
provided you are prepared to sit till 
9 O’clock. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
This is not a no-confidence! motion 
for u s to sit till 9 p.m. 
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MR. CHAIRMAN: Mr. P. M. 
Mehta. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA (Bhava- 
nagar): The first underground 

peaceful nuclear experiment on May 
18, 1974 has created doubts about 
India’s intention It should be made 
very clear that tfiis underground 
nuclear test is not the sixth-hand 
knowledge but the Indian scientists 
have added something very valuable 
to the( knowledge stock of nuclear 
technology. As you know, our 
scientists invented a device due to 
which the experiment on 18th May, 
has not resulted in any way in radio¬ 
active contamination of the atmos¬ 
phere and this is the contribution of 
our scientists to the world. The 
Atomic Energy Commission, our 
scientists and the engineers deserve 
our complimejnts and we are proud 
of them. 

This experiment also has given an 
occasion to this House and the nation 
to reaffirm the faith in the well- 
accepted nuclear policy of this coun¬ 
try. What is this policy? On Janu¬ 
ary 20, 1957, at the inauguration of 
India’s first nuclear reactor, Apsara, 
at Trombay, Pandit Nehru declared 
in clear terms: 

“I like to say on behalf of my 
Government and myself, and I 
think that I can say that of any 
future Government of India, that 
whatever might happen, whatever 
the circumstances, we shall never 
use this atomic energy for evil 
purposes.” 

This is the nuclear policy of India 
and it was reiterated bv the late 
Prime Minister Shri Lai Bahadur 
Shastri in October, 1964 at the Second 
Conference of the Noh-tfligned Na¬ 
tions in Cairo where he declared: 

“We in India stand committed to 
the! use of atomic energy only for 
peaceful purposes and even though, 
in a purely technical and scientific 
sense, we have the capability of 
developing nuclear weapons, our 
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scientists and technicians are under 
firm orders hot to make a single 
experiment, not to perfect a single 
device which is not neieded for 
peaceful uses.” 

India is the first developing country 
with a very low income per capita 
which has carried out this under¬ 
ground experiment. India has made 
her intentions known to the world 
that India will develop nuclear energy 
only for the peaceful purpose. 

It is in accordance with the rich 
heritage of Indian culture and the 
Gandhian concept. The present desti¬ 
nation for the nuclear energy is des¬ 
truction and India alone will change 
this direction of destination and 
India alone will give alternative to 
this destination by declaring that we 
will never use this energy for desa 
tructive purpose but India will use 
this oijly for peaceful purpose and for 
the development of humanity. 

I come to the practical aspect of 
the nuclear energy. I do not know the 
technology. I will deal with the 
subject in general terms. Planning is 
more or less a failure and the people 
of India have practically lost faith in 
planning. Some countries have re¬ 
acted to this experiment in a very 
strange way. They say that Indian 
Science! and Technology have failed 
to solve the country’s fundamental 
problems of food and population. 
The fundamental problems of the 
country like food and population have 
yet to be solved. But it is not the 
failure of science and technology; it 
is the failure of this Government to 
take the research work of our scien¬ 
tists and engineers from laboratories 
to the fields and factories. This is 
the position. So, this is the challenge 
to the Government. If you lose time 
in harnessing this energy for better¬ 
ment of our people, the people will 
lose faith in Government and its 
policies. 

The cost of the experiment is 
reported to be of the order of Rs. .32 
lakhs. This is not a big sum. The 
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nation and the people win bear this 
burden willingly for their future 
development. Government should 
implement this nuclear programme 
in a speedy way to rcimove the hard¬ 
ships Of the country and to regene¬ 
rate and revitalise the economy of 
this country and this is cortainly a 
big challenge to the Government. 
Therefore I appeal to the! Govern¬ 
ment that without losing time the 
Government should implement all 
the programmes of nuclear energy in 
regard to irrigation, in regard to 
power projects and other essential 
things. We should reaffirm our faith,, 
in the nuclear policy of India and I 
think India should act as a pioneer 
to change the destination of destruc¬ 
tion of nuclear power into a destina¬ 
tion of construction, as a constructive 
power, for the peace and prosperity 
and the happiness of humanity. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH 
(Nandyal): Mr. Chairman, Sir, the 
country has got the satisfaction and 
pride that our scientists, for the first 
timcf, exploded nuclear device for 
peaceful purposes. 

The nation is grateful to those two 
scientists and also to those scientists 
who paved the way for the consum¬ 
mation of this historic process. For 
this the Prime Minister who heads 
the ministry and Shri Pant deserve 
our congratulations and gratitude in 
achieving this historic objective. It 
has become an eye-sore to many 
countries, especially, to the neo¬ 
colonial powers who do not coun¬ 
tenance the fact that a developing 
country like India could have the 
audacity of having this nuclear ex¬ 
periment conducted successfully. 
Our scientists by their historic act 
have. proved and demonstrated once 
that the underground explosion could 
be done successful when the so-called 
civilised countries could do. the ex¬ 
plosion in the atmosphere after hav¬ 
ing made rapid strides in scientific 
and technological developments. But, 
one fact has been demonstrated by 
our people that the nuclear explosion 
can be done underground and could: 
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sbti used peacefully and constructively 
lor the development of this country. 

We are faced with several difficul¬ 
ties with regard to supply of power 
• or exploration of vital mineral re¬ 
sources in our country. This explo¬ 
sion will go a long way in harnessing 
the hidden resources of our country 
to the economic betterment. Almost 
all developing countries, except 
Pakistan and China who were tradi* 
tionally and deliberately antagonistic 
■ against our country, are happy. 
Countries like Sri Lanka and other 
countries have acclaimed, the experi¬ 
ment so successfully conducted by 
our country. One factor however 
should not be lost sight of. That is 
•'this that the developed countries are 
suffering from the phobia of nuclear 
supremacy; they do not want any 
. other country, much less a country 
of the magnitude of India which is 
having the biggest Parliamentary 
democracy, to enter the nuclear club. 
That is the kind of phobia and ob¬ 
session with which they suffer. 

Time and again our Prime Minister 
^and our External Affairs Minister 
have taken great pains to explain to 
the world that this explosion will not 
be one more weapon in our arsenal 
lor aggression but it is only intended 
for the peaceful purposes. I want to 
make one point and that is that this 
experiment which has been so success¬ 
fully conducted should be proceeded 
with and should be diverted for 
peaceful purposes. 

Sir, one fact is that we have attained 
a status in the comity of nations. 
Our counsel will be heard with res¬ 
pect and not with contempt. We 
have acquired that status under the 
unique leadership of our Prime 
Minister. So, I feel that we have to 
stabilise the gains that we have 
achieved in the progress of nuclear 
technology and we. must use it for 
peaceful purposes. 

SHRI ERASMO DE SEQUEIRA 
-<Marmagna): Mr. Chairman, one of 
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the bright spots on a landscape that 
has lately become rather bleak is the 
implosion of the atomic device in 
Rajasthan. Besides making many sit 
up who had persuaded themselves 
to write India off, I think, the great 
benefit that this event has given us, 
is the fact that it has restored our 
self-confidence. Our scientists have 
shown us that we are still capable 
of setting a goal, a goal involving 
highest technology, of following it 
with dedication, and of seeing it to a 
successful conclusion. I think they 
deserve our congratulations and our 
thanks for having given us back this 
self-confidence. And for d oing this 
without bragging about it before 
achieving it or even after this great 
achievement, they have our congra¬ 
tulations. I would like to express 
the hope that the example they have 
set for us, will be followed in the 
rest of our national life, and per¬ 
haps I say this rather forlornly it 
will be followed in the governance of 
our country. We all know that the 
implosion and the energy we have 
unleashed, will only become worth¬ 
while, when we learn to use it, and 
in this respect I would like to say 
a word of caution. I believe that 
many of the problems that we are 
facing today with reference to un¬ 
employment, are because of decision 
we made over the years which re¬ 
placed man with machine indiscrimi¬ 
nately. Many of the peaceful appli¬ 
cations of atomic energy are such 
that decisions will be taken which 
will involve precisely this matter. I 
would request the Government to 
be extra careful to see, as they deve¬ 
lop nuclear technology, that they 
ensure that it is applied to those 
areas where nuclear technology is 
required, and where we do not, as 
a result of it’s use replace manpower 
which we have with this split atom. 

I know that there has been a lot 
of criticism in many quarters about 
what we have done with our nuclear 
implosion. I think we should un¬ 
derstand it as chagrin at the fact 
that we have managed to make our 
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first explosion underground, and the 
•nly fall out from it was political. 

1 congratulate our scientists and 
wish them luck and God-speed in 
utilising this new energy which they 
have successfully created.

SHRI P. K. DEO (Kalahandi): I 
take this opportunity to congratulate 
the team of scientists for their pio¬ 
neering effort in exploding a nuclear 
device underground without any nu¬ 
clear fall out and radiation hazard. 

I take my hat off to those scientists 
because in the United States, USSR 
and UK they never perfected this 
science in their first attempt. This 
is a technological breakthrough 
achieved by our yound scientists and 
we are proud'of them. 

1 deliberately did not congratulate 
the Government because the Prime 
Minister in her Press statement had 
stated that India had developed nu¬ 
clear capability by 1964. Till now 
why had the Government been 
sleeping over this matter, even 
though Dr. Sarabhai indicated that 
India was even then capable, of a 
nuclear blast. Taking into considera¬ 
tion a’.l these facts I feel that these 
are diversionary tactics by the Gov¬ 
ernment to divert the attention of 
the people from various internal 
maladies and economic crisis and 
show some spectacular achievement. 
If the Government thinks like that, 

I feel that it is in for a big disillusion¬ 
ment, because they cannot fool the 
people for all times to come. 

My second point is that this 
achievement instead of getting ap¬ 
preciation from all quarters has 
brought criticism and doubts. It has 
clearly exposed the bankruptcy of 
our foreign policy. Even Common¬ 
wealth countries like Canada have 
started criticising us. Even though 
we talk of Afro-Asian solidarity and 
had been their spokesman, countres 
like Kenya, Ghana and Nigeria have 
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expressed their concern over this ex¬ 
plosion. Canada has contributed 
right in. the beginning towards nu¬ 
clear technology. The Canadian reac¬ 
tor is functioning in Trombay. The 
fact that after the refusal of the 
Chairman of the Canadian Atomic 
Energy Commission to come to India 
at the invitation of Dr. Sethna the 
Government has been compelled to 
send a high power delegation to 
Canada is positive proof of the an¬ 
noyance of the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment which was the largest aid giver 
in the nuclear field. Even the USSR 
has not praised the underground test. 
In this connection I should like to 
point out that there is a very thin 
dividing line between utilising this 
technology for peaceful purposes and 
for non-peaceful purposes. The same 
technology would be used for making 
atomic bombs or hydrogen bombs. 
We find that taking advantage of our 
failure to explain to the world our 
intentions that it will be exclusively 
used for peaceful purposes, Pakistan 
has already started its diplomatic 
offensive and has created doubts re¬ 
garding India’s bona fides. So far 
as nuclear blast for peaceful pur¬ 
poses is concerned I think it has not 
yet been perfected. Despite all at¬ 
tempts to convince them that this 
technology would be used for mining 
operations or exploring our oil re¬ 
sources or diverting rivers or making 
harbours, doubts have been expressed 
about India’s credibility. I respect¬ 
fully request the Government to 
make an. allout effort to clear this 
misunderstanding. 

I quite agree with Vajpayeeji that 
this knowhow will provide a suffi¬ 
cient deterrent against atomic attack 
on this country. But that does not 
mean that we will rush and try to 
manufacture bombs and give priority 
to it because there are so many other 
things to be done on the economic 
front. Priority should be given to 
provide a sound economic base and 
pull our country out of the morass of 
the economic mess. We should be 
careful not to spend much more on- 
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the manufacture of atom bombs at 
the cost of our econmic reconstruction. 

Sometime back there was a hulla- 
fcalee that India was the sixth mem¬ 
ber of the nuclear club. But it has 
been corrected by Col. Rama Rao of 
the Institute of Defence Studies and 
Analysis that Israel is actually the 
sixth nuclear power and has a stock¬ 
pile of 20 to 30 bombs of 15 to 20 
kilo tons. Taking into consideration 
nil these facts, pledger! a. we are to 
peace, we should speak with firmness 
in the comity of nation- and try to 
convince them through a diplomatic 
offensive in this regard and clear the 
misunderstanding prevailing among 
our friends and others pointing out 
that we ar<; pledged to the use of 
this know for peaceful purposes. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Please conclude 
now. You have exhausted your time 

SHU I P. K. DEO: But this is an 
important subject. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: There are many 
more members to speak and the 
minister has to reply. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara) . Sir, 
though it has been said so often, it 
would be an omission in case we do 
not compliment our team of scientists 
headed by Dr. Sethna and Dr. 
Ramanna and hundreds of others 
who have contributed to make this 
peaceful explosion a success. Simul¬ 
taneously. I take this opportunity to 
compliment them in our free society 
on something which is a rare pheno¬ 
menon. Sir, you are aware that we 
had the interim report of a Commis¬ 
sion on Wages which was laid on the 
Table of the House by our friend. 
Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu. Sometime 
back the Wanchoo Commission Re¬ 
port was laid on the Table by an hon 
Member. In the context of that. I 
must really compliment the scientists 
for the recreev they maintained in 
regard to the explosion of the bomb. 
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Even the hon. Members in the Con¬ 
sultative Committee did not know 
anything about it. Otherwise, I am 
sune, Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu would 
have laid a bomb on the table. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE. 
Where is the bomb? 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: I am using the 
term from the point of view of the 
common man. 1 do not know what 
to call it. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
Nuclear device. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: The next is 
the question of relevance and timing. 
There have been some complaints 
that the timing of the explosion was 
politically motivated. The railway 
strike was on the &th May. The ex¬ 
plosion took place on the 18th May 
It does not require much of exper 
tise to know that an explosion of 
the bomb will need preparation for 
about six months. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
He is again and again saying ‘‘bomb”. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK; The explosion 
of the device took place ten days 
after the commencement of the rail¬ 
way strike. So, from the point of 
view of the timing of the explosion, 
it cannot be said that it was connec¬ 
ted with the railway strike or any of 
the local considerations. 

One point which is very relevant 
for our present context is this. Sup¬ 
pose the subject of this explosion 
was discussed in this Parliament on 
the l?th of May. I am sure that all 
the Members sitting here, except cer¬ 
tain members who are absolute paci¬ 
fists. would have approved of the ex¬ 
plosion. I think in this country, in 
this Parliament, as well as every¬ 
where else, in all forums of demo¬ 
cracy. the explosion of the atomic 
device would have been accepted, 
though it might not have been men¬ 
tioned in those words. 
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Here I would like to reinforce 
what has already been stated by Shri 
Shankar Dayal Singh. There are 
now six or seven powers who are 
members of the Security Council. 
Except two or three the rest are not 
major powers. This Parliament 
should strongly urge the world body 
to the effect that on the basis of 
population as well as on the basis of 
accomplishments India should find a 
place in the Security Council as a 
permanent member. 

I would conclude by saying that 
there is an equation which is being 
brought forward in the world today. 
There are countries like Japan and 
West Germany, which have the capa¬ 
bility in order to explode a nuclear 
device, which are not doing it, while 
a developing country like India is 
doing it. In 1971 many of us ex¬ 
pressed here this equation which is 
developing. So, the development of 
this capability cannot be carried too 
far because most of these countries 
have been active members of collec¬ 
tive security pacts while this country 
has not signed any of these security 
pacts like the SEATO, CENTO or 
NATO. Under these circumstances, 
there is full justification for going in 
for this technological advance. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE 
(Rajapur): Mr. Chairman, Sir, as 
one who has been connected as a 
teacher with the subject of nuclear 
Physics in the last 25 years, I consi¬ 
der it a proud privilege to join all 
my colleagues in this House in ap¬ 
preciating the work of the atomic 
scientists in India who have success¬ 
fully led to a nuclear device test^n 
our country. 

In this great moment of nuclear 
Rlory of our country, m y mind goes 
hack to two towering scientists, one 
ln our country and one abroad. I 
<im reminded of the pioneering work 
°f late Dr. Bhabha who really did the 
Pioneering work in the field of at¬ 
omic physics in theoretical as well 
a s experimental work. I cannot for- 
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get the name of the great scientist 
Albert Einstein who, as early as in 
1900, theoretically postulated for the 
first time the conversion of matter 
into energy. It is the fulfilment of 
the dream and the research work 
done by Albert Einstein followed by 
lienn and Strassman of Germany and 
later on by Indian scientists which 
has ultimately culminated into a 
successful nuclear device In our 
country. 


The greatest tribute to the atomic 
scientists in our country lies in the 
fact' that the technology for the 
nuclear device that has been evolved 
is a sophisticated technology. It is 
not just an ordinary type of explo¬ 
sion. It is not just an ordinary bom¬ 
bardment of plutonium particles. 
But it is a sophisticated type of 
technology and in that all plutonium 
particles have been compressed and 
they have been bombarded. It is a 
sort of new sophisticated technique 
about which the politicians might be 
critical but the scientists, particularly 
atomic scientist's, all over the world 
have really appreciated the splendid 
work that has been performed by the 
Indian scientisis. 

There have been various political 
reactions from different parts of the 
world. For some years, it is only 
a few countries at the top, the so- 
called great powers, who have mono¬ 
polised the nuclear power, the 
nuclear weapons and the nuclear 
technology. We have some sort of 
a caste system in international com¬ 
munity. There are a few Brahmin 
nations who treat others as Scheduled 
Caste nations. It they have the 
monopoly of nuclear power, then 
possessing nuclear power is not sup¬ 
posed to be a sin; it is not supposed 
to be a nuisance to the world; it is not 
supposed to be a threat to the world. 
Bu if the developing countries deve¬ 
lop a nuclear technology and develop 
also deterrent, and think in terms of 
nuclear option, then they are suppos¬ 
ed to be a threat' to the world. 
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W e are always told by the inter- 
national community that we believe 
in the quality of nations. What type 
ol equality we believe in? I am re¬ 
minded about the splendid work, the 
famous work, “Animal Farm” where 
he has brought out a fine satire on 
equality. He has said that all are 
equals but some are more equals 
than others. This is the concept of 
equality that the great powers of the 
world are attributing to the world. 
We do not believe in this unequal 
equality. Therefore, we feel that if 
the Americans, the Russians, the 
Chinese and the Frenchmen can 
possess the nuclear technology, there 
is no harm if Asian countries, like 
India also possess nuclear technology. 

It is only in this context that we must 
look at world reactions. 

Some people feel that we must not 
go in for nuclear technology. There 
are two types of reactions. Firstly, 
there are some people who feel that 
we must not convert the nuclear 
experiment ultimately into the 
generation of nuclear bomb or hy¬ 
drogen bomb. They ane opposed to 
that on two grounds. Some people 
feel that because of our economy, we 
cannot withstand the pressure 
and the burden and the strain of 
generating the weapons and, there¬ 
fore, we must not go into generation 
of nuclear weapons. There is ano¬ 
ther set' of people who say that we 
might not have nuclear weapons but 
we can borrow the nuclear umbrella 
from other countries. ‘ These people 
must realise that, firstly, nuclear 
umbrellas are not easily available 
and. even if they are available, there 
is no guarantee that the nuclear um¬ 
brella will open up at the right time. 
All that' we must do is that we must 
develop nuclear technology but, at 
the same time, we must not be apo¬ 
logetic. We can keep the nuclear 
option open. I am happy that the 
Defence Minister of our country had 
declared during the Defence Demands 
that we believe in keeping the nu¬ 
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clear option open. I am satisfied 
with that much of statement be¬ 
cause as far as expenditure is con¬ 
cerned, if our economy cannot with¬ 
stand the expenditure on nuclear 
weapons, we need not take the stand 
of giving priority to nuclear weapons. 
But at the same time, the options 
must be kept open. In this respect 1 
would request the Prime Minister cf 
our country not to go on declaring in 
season and out of season that we are 
not going into the nuclear weapons 
at all. We need not go into the 
generation of nuclear weapons at ail. 
But every time we need not declare 
that we are not going to generate 
nuclear weapons, we are not going to 
manufacture nuclear weapons. If re¬ 
peatedly the Prime Minister says to 
the world that we are not going to 
manufacture nuclear weapons, pro¬ 
bably the world may feel that the 
lady is protesting too much. You know, 
in our society the lady protesting toe- 
much is coiisidered as half-consent. 
Therefore, I feel that' this type of re¬ 
peated protestations is not required 
We can keep the nuclear options 
open. 

There are two aspects to which 1 
would like to draw the attention cf 
this House within a minute. We can 
use the nuclear technology for peace¬ 
ful purposes. But some of us feci 
that, if we go in for peaceful uses of 
nuclear technology, probably there is 
not much of expenditure and that if 
we go in for nuclear weapons, then 
only there is expenditure. My col¬ 
league. Mr. Madhu Limaye, in one of 
his brilliant articles has brought out 
this point very sharply and has point¬ 
ed out that even the advanced coun¬ 
tries like Russia and USA have found 
it difficult to develop technology for 
peaceful uses of atomic energy and. 
therefore, merely declaring every 
time that we are going to utilise the 
atomic energy for peaceful purpose? 
is not going to be accepted by the 
world because they know it well—at 
least the experts know—that a large 
expenditure is involved in harnessing 
the atomic energy even for peaceful 
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purposes like dredging of docks or 
diverting thfe rivers or using in the 
field of medicines—even where oil 
and wafer are not available from cer¬ 
tain places, if explosion is created we 
will be able to have sources of oil 
and water. Therefore, let it be rea¬ 
lised by those in the House who feel 
that if the atomic energy is to be 
used for peaceful purposes it is a very 
cheap job, that for using it for peace¬ 
ful purposes also the burden will lie 
enormously large and therefore we 
have kept it at' the experimental 
stage. Whenever it is possible econo¬ 
mically, the technology can be deve¬ 
loped for peaceful purposes, and if it 
is necessary for defence purposes, we 
might utilise it even for defence pur¬ 
poses. 

I would conclude by making a re¬ 
quest to the leader of the House. On 
behalf of all the members of this 
House let her communicate to the 
great atomic scientists of our country 
our sense of appreciation, and in that 
the entire House will remain united. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I would re¬ 

quest the hon. members who are 
participating in this debate to take 
only five minutes each. The hon. 
Minister will reply at 6.45 p.m.

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR 
(Ahmedabad): 1 am participating in 
this important debate in all humility. 
1 am not a scientist much less a tech¬ 
nical expert. 1 am only an ordinary 
citizen. But perhaps on behalf of 
millions of such ordinary citizens of 
this country I would like to ven¬ 
ture to speak and add my own 
voice to the many speeches already 
made so ably. 

I want first to congratulate very 
warmly all the scientists who have 
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been responsible for this significant 
and substantial achievement. At this 
stage not only one should congratu¬ 
late Dr. Sethna and his colleagues 
and the team of a number of scien¬ 
tists of the day but this is also a 
moment when one should pay one’s 
tribute to India’s first Prime Minis¬ 
ter, Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru and 
also to the first two Chairmen of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, the late 
Dr. Homi Bhabha and the late- Dr. 
Vikram Sarabhai. This House will 
pardon me if I inject a personal 
note for a moment or two and refer 
to Dr. Vikram Sarabhai. He is one 
of the great citizens of Ahmedabad 
and Gujarat who by his hard work 
and devotion and with his catholicity 
of outlook wa s truly an Indian and 
truly an internationalist. Only a few 
days hence, on August 12, his birthday 
is going to be celebrated in Ahmeda¬ 
bad at a public function and a few 
publications by him are being releas¬ 
ed formally on that day and I am sure 
the House would like me to convey 
the good wishes of all sections of the 
House to those present at the function 
to say that Dr. Sarabhai’s work has 
been well appreciated. I have 
no hesitation whatsoever in con¬ 
gratulating Prime Minister Shrimati 
Indira Gandhi who is knowing for 
her courage and for her determi¬ 
nation and she is known through¬ 
out the world for her shrewd sense of 
timing, in important decisions that she 
takes. I also want to congratulate the 
scientists as well as the Government 
for keeping this Atomic explosion as 
a well-guarded and close secret till 
the last moment. 


It is not merely an underground 
experiment of nuclear power for 
peaceful purposes. With this under¬ 
ground experiment carried out so suc¬ 
cessfully the faith and confidence of 
the people has been regenerated. Now, 
this faith and confidence had been 
shaken for a variety of reasons in the 
recent past. But this shows that in 
the midst of all round frustrations, 
hope still persist in our country, and 
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that free Indians will be and are able a scientific, socialist, secular, just and 
and ready to explore the universe at freer society than we have had so 
large. far in this country. 


It is a fact that India has joined the 
nuclear club by this experiment. We 
are the sixth power in the world in 
this regards, besides the five major 
powers, permanent members of the 
UN. Now that we have got this 
power, it shows, although we are at 
present poor, we are potentially al¬ 
ways a powerful nation. And we 
need not go on telling the world, 
“Look, we are only for peaceful pur¬ 
poses.” Of course we are for peaceful 
purpose. But I want to tell Mrs. 
Indira Gandhi and Shri K. C. Pant 
that we must go logically all the way, 
the full way, in this direction. We 
need not be apologetic or hesitant and 
entertain any complexes, inferior or 
superior about it. The world at large 
understands the language of power. 
Of course moral power will always be 
superior but physical strength should 
also go together with moral force. 
Then things will go well. For moral 
force to become effective, material 
power and physical power are equally 
necessary. 

I cannot, due to lack of time, go 
into the political, diplomatic, econo¬ 
mic. social and psychological aspects 
of this phenomenon. Major powers 
are trying to tell us as to how and 
why you can or should get economic 
aid because of such devices. How can 
you afford this nuclear device, and all 
that. But I would like to tell the 
House that more than developed 
countries it is the developing countries 
that need most these nuclear devices 
and nuclear power. What must now 
happen is that this self confidence 
must' lead to self reliance. Self 
reliance will be something which will 
help us sustain and strengthen the 
will of the people of India to march 
forward in building up a modern na¬ 
tion with a measure of moral force 
beyond any doubt. If we do that T 
am sure we will be inarching towards 


SHRI MALLIKARJUN (Medak): I 
desire to refresh the memory of the 
House to what happened in 1948. 
Pandit Nehru piloted the Atomic 
Energy Bill which was passed into 
law. He had the broad vision then 
that coal and other resources will not 
be there in future and that nuclear 
energy alone will meet the future 
need of the nation. The former 
Chairman the late Bhabha gave out 
three stages of advancement of nu¬ 
clear power in this country. The first 
stage is the natural uranium reactor 
producing power and plutonium. The 
second stage of the reactor will be 
producing uranium 233, with help of 
thorium and with the help of plutonium 
produced in the first reactor. And the 
third stage consists of uranium 233 
and thorium breathers. India has lar¬ 
gest source of thorium in the world. 
In 1961 in Vienna Mr. Bhabha signed 
an agreement on behylf of Indian 
Government with the USSR. The first 
article of the agreement says like this 
Sir, the first article of the agreement 
is that there should be cooperation 1 
between the two countries for the 
research and development of the 
atomic reactor containing the urani¬ 
um and developing the plutonium 
breeders 

In this connection, the late Pandit 
Nehru had told on 1st October, 1961 
that India would never use the 
nuclear power for the destructive 
purposes. But, it will use it for 
peaceful purposes. That will be the 
future Government’s policy also. 
Next, in 1963, an agreement was 
signed with U.S.A. At that time also. 
Pandit Nehru had told that we would 
use it not for evil purposes. 

Let me come to the explosion stage 
of 18th May, 1974. Before that, I want 
to add one more thing. When nuclear 
test ban treaty v/as signed, Pandit 
Nehru told all the peacelovin'g 
countries in the world that though 
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the test ban treaty was a partial 
treaty which did not take us towards 
disarmament, still, this was an ex¬ 
tremely significant treaty in the cold 
war that had been created. 

I shall now come to the explosion 
stage. The nuclear explosion has 
been welcomed by the people of this 
country which has created confidence 
in the minds of the people, our Prime 
Minister and the scientists in this 
country. They have exploded it 
successfully. What is meant by 
peaceful purposes? The whole pur¬ 
pose of the nuclear energy is to use 
it for peaceful purposes. Let us take 
for example the isotopes, that are 
being used in the agricultural fields 
in industries and in health. In agri¬ 
cultural field, if the isotope is used, 
the crop posts can be sterilised. And 
there cannot be any further pests 
which damage the crops. The crops 
will grow. Like that Isotopes are used 
for health. I may tell you 
that in the industrial field the temper¬ 
ing of a particular piston or a bearing 
can be easily found through isotope. 
When we take health, this is u.-> , ii 
for detecting the cancer cells. Madam 
Curie discovered radioactive sub¬ 
stance. It has further been sophisti¬ 
cated. As Prof. Dandavate said that 
late Einstein was the discoverer of 
the theory of relativity. I do not 
want to touch on that. Lastly, oi 
behalf of an ordinary citizen of this 
country -not as a Member of Parlia¬ 
ment from Congress—I heartily con¬ 
gratulate the Prime Minister and the 
scientists ns also Dr. Sethna for the 
successful explosion of nuclear device 
which will go in a short period if not 
in a later period a long way to the 
economic development of this country. 
But. since the time at my disposal is 
short. I am not speaking on various 
comments marie by other countries. 
The particular radioactive explosion 
that took place on I8lh. there was no 
radioactivity at all. That is the 

greatest achievement. But' I heard that 
the Prime Minister of Pakistan and 
others condemned that radioactivity 
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had been produced and that con¬ 
taminated their region. Sir, on that 
particular day, wind was blowing in 
the south-eastern region. So, there 
cannot be any contamination.

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: How 
is it contradictory) 

PROF. NARAIN CHAND PARAS HA R: It is 
contradictory in the sense that if it is an 

achievement of the scientists, then it 
is not politically motivated. There¬ 
fore one should not blow hot and cold 
in the same breath. The type of argu¬ 
ments that he advanced 1 could not find 
even in Japan. 

While India exploded the nuclear 
device, uy a sheer coincidence 1 went 
to Tokyo and I went to Hiroshima. 1 
should say that the people of that 
area remember with gratitude and 
ullection both Shri Jawaharlal Nehru 
and his daughter, Shrimati Indira Gan¬ 
dhi because they were the first states¬ 
men of the world, of international sta¬ 
ture who visited Hiroshima. As was 
stated by one ol the Japanese, their 
Emperor had no time to visit Hiro¬ 
shima but Nehru visited them. They 
appreciated that Jawaharlal Nehru was 
the first world leader of a sovereign 
nation that visited Hiroshima to ex¬ 
press his anxiety for the people of 
Japan. 

Coming to peaceful use of nuclear 
energy, there is nothing good or bad. 
It is the use that would make it. 1 
congratulate the scientists of India that 
they have brought to fruition one of 
the greatest and eternal dreams of 
mankind to harness all the natural re¬ 
sources for the prosperity and progress 
of mankind. It is now believed that 
nuclear fission releases a tremendous 
amount of energy, and that energy can 
used for peaceful purposes. I met 
the Members of Parliament and e\ on 
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leaders of Government in Japan and 
lound that they were sincerely appre¬ 
ciative of the peaceful role that India 
nad piayed. 

The only thing that needed to be ex¬ 
plained to them was that it was not a 
sudden step, that it was not a hasty de¬ 
cision on tne part of tne Government, 
we were able to explain to them step 
by step that it was long back in April 
1 948 mat the Atomic Energy Act was 
passed, it was long back on lOtn 
August 194& that the Atomic Energy 
Commission was set up, these things 
were done about 25 years back, it was 
a graded scheme and that it came to 
a successful fruition on the 18th May 
1974. 

Then, another question that was put 
to me there as well as here was this. 
When tne Indian people are facing 
drought and famine and there are not 
c'nough resources to give them relief 
how is it that the Indian Government 
is trying to have a nuclear explosion 
which will cost quite a good sum of 
money. I answered it by saying that 
India wants to remove drought, India 
wants to wipe away the difficulties 
created by drought by nature, by ex¬ 
ploiting the energies of nature for the 
progress and a bright future of man¬ 
kind. That argument convinced them. 
Then I asked them another question. 

1 ask them why they did not criticise 
the United States' imperialism which 
destroyed the innocent millions of 
Hiroshima, which destroyed the 'mo¬ 
thers. daughters and sons of Hiro¬ 
shima and why they are protesting only 
against India, which is the first coun¬ 
try in the world to declare unreserved¬ 
ly its opinion that it will use this 
energy for peaceful purposes. 

When we have invited international 
nuclear scientists to come and examine 
our atomic reactors to convince them¬ 
selves. it is a strange sight that our 
own persons are becoming bitter critics 
of the Government just for the sake 
of criticism. The atomic scientists 
from far off lands say that India is 
using nuclear energy for peaceful pur- 
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poses. But it is unfortunate that some 
of our friends at home should find 
some sinister move in it. 

19 hrs. 

The Atomic Energy Act, when it was 
revised and passed by Indian Parlia¬ 
ment clearly outlined and stipulated 
that the control, development an use 
of nuclear energy will be only for 
peaceful purposes. It was this under¬ 
current that was able to remove all 
misgivings of foreigners. 

Even in Japan, the people there 
understood it. It was a time when 
the Japanese people were going to 
have elections. The Japanese Parlia¬ 
ment had not ratified} the non-prolife¬ 
ration Treaty which had been signed 
by them. So, the Opposition parties 
had launched a campaign that they 
would move a motion in Parliament 
that it should not be ratified. It was 
in order to counteract, that propaganda 
that slogans were given. The ordi¬ 
nary people in Japan were clear in 
their mind that India is a peace-lov¬ 
ing country. When I asked “Why did 
the Parliament of Japan pass a resolu¬ 
tion against India?” the answer was. 
“That was not against India. That 
was against every atomic explosion.” 
When China did it, thev passed r> 
resolution; when Canada did it. they 
passed a resolution: when America did 
it thev passed a resolution. It was 
a matter of ritual and routine. It was 
not a matter of great concern for India. 

I found sincere admiration for India’s 
policy. 

I happened to visit Hiroshima on 
the sacred day of Nehru's death anni¬ 
versary on the 27th May. I saw that 
a doctor brought a beautiful photo¬ 
graph of our late Prime Minister Nehru 
and distributed some sweets and some 
other things to the patients. They 
sincerely felt that India will always 
be the country that will stand for 
peace, that India will he the country 
in the world to give a clarion call for 
atomic energy for peace and that India 
will bring an era of hope and peace 
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for mankind, and not destruction. 
Everybody is chary of destruction, 
everybody is afraid of destruction. 
Therefore, we hail the first successful 
underground nuclear test of India * as 
a symool of man’s determination to 
harness all the energies for peace pro¬ 
gress and prosperity of mankind. 

With these words, I congratulate the 
hon. Prime Minister, Shrimati Indira 
Gandhi and Shri Krishna Chandra 
Pant. It is the guidance of Shakti of 
Indra that symbolises it and the wis¬ 
dom of Lord Krishna that symbolises 
it and the great work of scientists of 
India who are the great sons of India 
deserve this congratulation. We hope, 
India will March forward. I can visu¬ 
alise the moment when I saw the 
Indians in Japan dancing and saying 
that India has brought hope and peace 
of mankind. 

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION 
AND POWER' (SHRI K. C. PANT): 
Mr. Chairman Sir. it is a privilege 
for me to reply to this debate on a 
subject which has been very close to 
my heart for many years. 

There are certain national achieve¬ 
ments which bring the parties in this 
House together and the debate in this 
Hous l . reflects the joy and pride of the 
people throughout the length and 
breadth of this land in that national 
achievement. I regard this debate as 
one such debate. The way in which 
it has been conducted has transcended 
the normal divisions between parties 
and the polemics that go with those 
divisions. There was cne incorrigible 
exception in the course of the debate. 
But I do not think I need take notice 
of that. Even he congratulated the 
scientists. 

Every single Member who spoke ex¬ 
pressed hi s appreciation for the whole 
team of scientists and for the wonder¬ 
ful achievement in exploding this 
peaceful underground nuclear device. 
I would like to join them if I may in 
conveying the congratulations and 
thanks of the House to the scientists 
of our country. 
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Sir, behind this achievement lies 
many years of dedicated effort. Above 
all, this has been made possible be¬ 
cause of the foundational work in the 
policy-making sphere done by Shr. 
Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru. He had a 
very wide perception and the histo¬ 
rian’s sweep and he was conscious of 
the dangers posed by science and tech¬ 
nology in general and nuclear energy 
in particular, but at the same time he 
was a man who had basic faith in the 
future of man, the basic faith in the 
possibility of using science and tech¬ 
nology as a tool to remove want and 
fear from the face of this earth. It 
was ihist vision and foresight which 
shaped our policy both in thp field of 
science and technology generally and 
in the field of atomic energy in parti¬ 
cular. Shri I.al Bahadur Sha 'tri who 
followed him continued with the same 
policy, and more recently it has been 
the guidance, inspiration and the deci¬ 
sive impetus which our Prime Minister 
has Riven to science and technology 
In general and to nuclear energy in 
particular which ha>- led to thi- 
achievement. 

Many hon. friends, Shri Pantley, 
Shri Samar Cluha and others referred 
to the fact that the decision to go 
ahead with this explosion did require 
a certain amount o; courage. Sir. we 
have seen that, in decisive moments 
like this the Prime Minister hai al¬ 
ways shown the courage and btmlness 
to lead the nation in the right direc¬ 
tion. Therefore, 1 have no hesitation 
in saying that it is to the Prime Mini 
ter above oil that we owe this mo¬ 
mentous achievement. I cannot fail to 
record the pioneering work that was 
done by Dr. Bhnb'ia. In him India was 
fortunate to find not only n great 
scientist but a great administrator and 
a man of great vision, and it was n 
combination on the political and scien¬ 
tific sides of Panditji and Dr. Bhabha 
which laid the foundation for the de¬ 
velopment of nuclear science in this 
country. The work of Dr. Sarabhai 
has been mentioned by my friend 
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Shri Mavalankar. And today we have 
Dr. Sethna, Dr. Ramanna and his col¬ 
leagues; it i s only who have actually 
directed this experiment and the great 
success with which this has been made 
is attributable directly to their guid¬ 
ance and their efforts. So, Sir, I am 
sure that the House would like me to 
convey to them in particular the cong¬ 
ratulations of the House. 

I am sure you will be very glad to 
know that this was an entirely Indian 
effort; our scientists and engineers 
worked very hard and perfected the 
experiment which to all of us is a 
source of very great satisfaction and 
joy as has been seen in the course of 
the debate today. 

This experiment is an important 
land-mark in the development of nu- 
c.'ear technology for peaceful and eco¬ 
nomic uses and here I would not like 
to repeat what my hon. friend, Prof. 
Parashar very ably said in the course 
of his speech in setting this particular 
nuclear explosion in the wider context 
of harnessing the forces of nature for 
the service of mankind. But this is 
an important land-mark and it is an 
event which ha s undoubtedly had an 
electrifying effect on the morale of the 
nooe'e of this country. It has been 
said ralher prosaically by me and it has 
been said very ooetieally hv some hon 
Members like hon. Shri Shankar Dayal 
Singh, hon. Shri Daga and others but 
behind it all hrs been a realisa¬ 
tion that this explosion has add¬ 
ed \ r ■ the self-confidence and self- 
re’inner of this country. Behind it all 
one can discern a sense of pride and 
achievement. The great significance of 
be e.\De r imcnt is that it represents a 
urthor major step in our resolve to 
Im-clop our indigenous resources of 
nergy for the benefit of our people. 

Some hon. Members made a particu¬ 
lar reference to a very important 
scientific aspect of this explosion and 
that is that it was totally contained. 

In fact, our scientists who have been 
working there ever since 19th May 
that is one dav. after the explosion in 
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the actual crater created by the ex¬ 
periment have not seen so far any tra¬ 
ces of fission product radioactivity. 
The drilling has commenced and at 
the moment, we have just completed 
a bore-hole to a depth of 100 metres 
approximately 200 metres from the 
point of experiment. We have not 
been able to pick up any radio-activity 
of fission products. I must congratu¬ 
late the scientists, the engineers and 
technicians again who participated in 
this experiment for the remarkable 
degree of containment they have 
achieved. There was no venting of 
any radio-activity. Our scientists went 
as near as 300 metres immediately af¬ 
ter the explosion and a helicopter flew 
30 metres above the side. This was a 
remarkable achievement considering 
the fact that some underground nu¬ 
clear weapon tests conducted by the 
great power s have vented. It is 
against this background that I have 
drawn particular attention of the 
House to this aspect of the experi¬ 
ment. 

I would also like to underline the 
fact that we have been the first coun¬ 
try which has carried out its first nu¬ 
clear explosion underground. There 
have been other explosions the world 
has seen, many explosions in the at¬ 
mosphere in utter disregard of the out¬ 
cry that has been raised about the 
hazard of radio-activity and the fall- 
out and explosions which have been 
meant to develop weapons and here 
our explosion was underground and the 
radio-activity was fully contained and 
its object and purpose was entirely 
peaceful. 

Many hon. friends have referred to 
our policy of using nuclear energy for 
peaceful purposes and I would like to 
emphasize that our policy has been a 
consistent one over the years. It was 
a well-thought out policy and we ad¬ 
here to it. As Prime Minister stated 
in Parliament in 1968: 

“India has repeatedly announced 
that she is not making an atom bomb 
and that she is developing her ato¬ 
mic energy programme exclusively 
for peaceful purposes. Our pro- 
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gramme of atomic energy develop¬ 
ment for peaceful purposes is related 
to the real needs of our economy 
and would be effectively geared to 
the same." 

1 uc c.vperuneat oi ltttn May was part 
ox me msearen and development work 
earned out uy tne department of Ato¬ 
mic iiiticrgy xur me peaceful uses ol 
nuclear energy. As 1 nave said earlier 
unliiny 01 tne sue of tnis experiment 
lias commenced. According to present 
estimates me compilation and ana¬ 
lysts ol data may take up to six months 
or so. ifor the sophisticated intelli¬ 
gence ol Trot. Guha this seems to be 
a very long lime. What has to be 
iound out is the extent of rock-crack¬ 
ing and the extent of radio-active con¬ 
tamination underground and there is 
no way to measure these unless we 
drill and drilling in a radio-active area 
is hazardous operation. Therefore one 
cannot lightly go about sending people 
and sending equipment into an area 
knowing that there is radio activity 
underneath. It has to be done care¬ 
fully and I doubt if he would like any 
unnecessary haste to push our scien¬ 
tists into this faster that they would 
like to go in this matter. Our scien¬ 
tists will carefully study and assess 
these results. And subsequent prog¬ 
ramme of further utilisation of this 
technology for developmental applica¬ 
tions wilt be determined by us when 
the findings ol' the recommendations of 
the scientists are in hand. We have 
already said that the result of this 
experiment, when ready will be pub¬ 
lished and will be freely made avail¬ 
able to the international community 
including particularity the developing 
countries. 

I would like to tel! Shri Shanker 
Deo that it is to this aspect that Prime 
Minister referred to in her statement 
earlier. The experiment conducted by 
India cannot by any means be regard¬ 
ed as an example or a source of en¬ 
couragement to others to go in for nu¬ 
clear weapons. There is no change in 
our consistent policy of striving as al¬ 
ways and together with other peace 
loving countries for nuclear disarma¬ 
ment and non-proliferation of nuclear 
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weapons in the real sense namely, both 
vertical and horizontal so that the 
growth in nuclear arsenals can be ar¬ 
rested and reversed. 1 am sure the 
House appreciates the full significance 
of the success of this experiment. It 
is not merely an isolated feat of excel¬ 
lence in a particular field. It signifies 
an important technological break¬ 
through and will undoubtedly serve us 
an important stimulus to our rapid 
technological progress in various relat¬ 
ed Helds. The problems of develop¬ 
ment facing us are indeed immense. 
After ail India is not a small country; 
there arc more than 5(1(1 mil.'ion of us. 
As time goes on we should need a far 
.’urger and ever increasingly supply of 
food and fuel, of clothing and o. ener¬ 
gy. And all these tilings in the years 
to come wi.'l tax our resources and so 
we have to grasp all the tools that 
modern science and technology can 
provide to grapple with these prob¬ 
lems. It i.s our determination to de¬ 
monstrate that this new technology of 
explosion is not used for destruction 
but is made to subserve the cause of 
peace as an instrument of develop¬ 
ment. 

And. as some friends pointed out. 
we perhaps needs this technology oven 
more than developed countries who 
have already a large infrastructure 
on which to build. 

Sir. the interest that the experiment 
has evoked abroad is also indicative 
of the importance of the event. The 
reaction among the developing coun¬ 
tries. by and large, has been one of 
satisfaction and even pride that a de¬ 
veloping country like India has achiev¬ 
ed such a significant breakthrough in 
a sophisticated technology. The affir¬ 
mation of our determination to use this 
technology for peaceful purposes has 
also been welcomed. Some of the ad¬ 
vanced countries of the West have not. 
however shown equal understanding. 
There has been criticism that our ex- 
o n riment will lead to further prolifera¬ 
tion of nuclear weaoons. I have par¬ 
tially dealt with all the points. But. 
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here, I would just like to make a re¬ 
ference to a statement that one hears 
often nowadays, namely that there is 
no difference between nuclear weapon 
test explosion and peaceful nuclear ex¬ 
plosion. This sort of an argument has 
been advanced and I would like to re¬ 
fer here to Article I, sub-paragraph 2 
of the Partial Test Ban Treaty, that 
is the Treaty banning nuclear weapons 
tests in the atmosphere, outer space 
and under water. It reads and l 
quote: 

"Each of the parties to this Treaty 
undertakes furthermore to refrain 
liom causing, encouraging or in any 
wa y participating in the carrying out 
of any nuclear weapon test explo¬ 
sion, or any other nuclear explosions 
anywhere which would take place..” 

The point that I am making is that 
even the Partial Test Ban Treaty does 
not merely say ‘nuclear explosions’ but 
it says nuclear weapon’ test explosions 
or any other nuclear explosions’ What 
is the meaning of ‘any other nuclear 
explosions'? It can only mean ‘peace- 
lu: explosions’ either it is a weapon 
test explosion or a peaceful explosion. 
There cannot be any other third type 
of explosion. Since only outer space 
atmosphere and water—these are the 
media are excluded, this can only be 
underground explosion and. therefore, 
even in the Partial Test Ban Treaty 
a distinction has been made between 
these two types of explosions. And I 
think this distinction is worthnoting. 

My hon friends said that we should 
remove the misunderstanding. ( In¬ 
terruptions t. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
Even in the weapon test, if it is to be 
undertaken, preceding that, at some 
stage ordinary device test has already 
been operated. So, one is related to 
the other. Either one might be fol¬ 
lowed by the other or one might not 
l>e followed by the other. Those who 
have undertaken the tests at some 
earlier stage much have also under¬ 
taken an ordinary test like ours. So, 
the link is there. 
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SHRI K. C. PANT: I am afraid all 
those who have undertaken explosions 
in atmosphere, this Partial Test Ban 
ncaty excludes. And whoever is a 
signatory to this test is excluded. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
These are ordinary tests. 

SHRI K. C. PANT: I think on fur¬ 
ther thought you would come round 
to my point. 

It has been suggested that we 
should remove the misunderstanding. 

1 think that there is little scope for 
inisunderlauding alter all explana¬ 
tions and clarifications that have 
ueen given. We would certainly like 
our significant achievement to be 
understood in the proper perspective. 

The Chairman of our Atomic 
Energy Commission has explained in 
unequivocal terms the purposes and 
objectives of our experiment. Only 
a few days ago, the Prime MinisU r 
reiterated in her statement in the 
House on this subject that there was 
no change in our consistent policy of 
utilising nuclear energy for peaceful 
purposes. She has also addressed 
letters to several Heads of Govern¬ 
ments including Prime Minister 
Bhutto of Pakistan. The Govern¬ 
ment has done extensive briefings 
both in Delhi and other capitals 
abroad at the diplomatic level. I am 
sure, the House is aware of the 
statement of the External Affairs 
Minister on the subject. 

Our representatives in various in¬ 
ternational forums where this subject 
has been raised by Pakistan or other 
suen as the Disarmament Committee 
at Geneva—have clarified the policy 
of the Government and put on record 
our official declarations. Sir, I must 
say with confidence that there is now 
a growing understanding abroad of 
our principled position in regard to 
this matter. In conducting this ex¬ 
periment India has not violated any 
international agreement. We have 
not violated any obligation assumed 
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under our bilateral agreement with 
Canada or with IAEA. The materials 
and technical know-how used for 
conducting the experiment were 
entirely indigenous. These are im¬ 
portant facts to be noted. 

Before I go on to the peaceful uses 
of nuclear energy to which many 
Members made a reference I would 
like to say briefly I have taken note 
of the anxiety of the several mem¬ 
bers about security arrangements in 
uur plant and some suggestions which 
they nave put forward relating to the 
location of the plants. I can assure 
them that the Government will con¬ 
sider this aspect in particular and, 
in fact, if I am not revealing a secret 
this aspect has been engaging the 
attention of the Government. 

Before this explosion we were often 
told by countries which are continu¬ 
ing with these underground explo¬ 
sions that they have lot of poten¬ 
tiality for practical application in 
the field of technology and if this is 
so then one fails to understand why 
if others can take advantage of this 
technology India should be denied of 
the same under its own conditions. 

The International Atomic Agency 
organised panel discussions in 1970, 
1.971 and 1972 on peaceful nuclear 
explosions. In the panel discussions 
in 1970 in which many countries in¬ 
cluding Japan, Sweden, U.K. ana the 
USA participated the first conclusions 
in the summary of the discussions 
reads as follows: 

“There is genera] agreement that 
the results obtained in experimen¬ 
tal projects on the application of 
nuclear explosions to industrial 
projects justify continuation, even 
an intensification of the pro¬ 
gramme”. 

Even more pointed is a reference in 
the foreword PNE. 1970. I quote: 

“In addition, the use of cavities 
created by such explosions (nuclear 
explosions)! appeared to have an 
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economically attractive future for 
projects such as underground gas 
and oil storage, and the storage of 
radio-active wastes from nuclear 
power stations and chemical plant, 
for in situ leaching of low-grade 
ores broken up by the explosion. 
The latter application is of parti¬ 
cular interest to one Member State, 
India, who could by this means 
use her very low-grade non-ferrous 
metal ore deposits, thus making her 
more independent of imports of 
these metals and furthering the 
national economy.” 

The Third Non-aligned Summit at 
Lusaka, in its Declaration on Dis¬ 
armament, underlined its awareness 
of the tremendous contribution which 
the technology of the peaceful uses 
of nuclear energy, including peaceful 
nuclear explosions can make to the 
economy of the developing world. 

Prof. Guha, Shri Bhattachary.\a and 
later in a far more pointed way Shri 
Indrajit Gupta and Prof. Damlawde 
wanted to know what practical icw 
could be made of the peaceful nuclear 
explosion technology. In fact, Shri 
Indrajit Gupta raised tiu> qui stiun 
why have advanced countries not 
used this technology so far'.’ I should 
like to assure him that many ad¬ 
vances have been made since we 
last had a debate on the uihject in 
the House; ! think the debate wa 
an half an hour discussion raised by 
Prof. Samar Guha. 

I should like to give seme concrete- 
examples of the peaceful uses of 
nuclear explosion. Two com.tries 
which have done a lot of work on 
peaceful uses of nuclear explosion are 
the United States and the USSR. The 
experience of the USA is more limit¬ 
ed m the types of applications and the 
geological materials which they have 
investigated. The Soviet programme, 
however, is very broad based and is 
used to assist in the development of 
their national resources with a num¬ 
ber of trchnical areas being develop- 
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ed simultaneously. The technical 
results that the USSR has reported 
are very encouraging and in general 
more favourable than the United 
States' experience. One of the high¬ 
lights of the USSR experience which 
1 should like to bring to the atten¬ 
tion of the House is the control of a 
runaway gas well at Urtabulak. 

When a well was being drilled in 
Southern Uzbekistan, control of the 
well was lost at a depth of 2450 
metres, resulting in uncontrolled 
release of over 12 million cubic 
metres of gas per day. The problem 
was further complicated by the pre¬ 
sence of hydrogen sulphide, almost 
ii per cent weight in the gas. Con¬ 
ventional methods using high explo¬ 
sives proved to be ineffective and 
therefore a thirty kiloton nuclear 
device was set off in an appropriate 
manner near this well whereby the 
gas flow was completely stopped. 
Now this is a direct application which 
the USSR has proved and which it 
again carried out in a nearby gas 
Held when another well had a similar 
pioblcm. This time the original 
leakage was around a million cub. 
met. of gas per day. 

The USSR has also carried out ex- 
p laments on oil stimulation. In one 
experiment where they used two 2.3 
kiloton and one eight kiloton device 
in an oil tie.’.:, they were able to in¬ 
crease the oil yields considerably. 
Many hon. friends know about it; it 
was discussed earlier. 

The experience of the United 
States however has been in the field 
of gas stimulation. Project ‘Gas 
Bucgy" was one of the projects where 
the yield of gas by the use of a 
nuclear explosion increased supply of 
gas considerably. The USSR has also 
created underground storage for oil 
or gas and tested it with oil and gas 
with a pressure of 60 atmospheres. 
They are in the process of looking at 
methods of developing water resou¬ 
rces by creating shocks, i.c., explo¬ 
sions which produce large sized

craters and they produced an artifi¬ 
cial lake with a storage, of approxi¬ 
mately 13,000 acre feet. They are 
now proposing to form a 24,000 acre 
feet reservoir by using two 150 
kiloton devices. Another interesting 
experiment which the USSR is work¬ 
ing on is the proposed Pechora-Kama 
canal. Here the proposal is to use 
approximately 200 or so explosions 
lo divert the Pechora river into the 
Kama river and then into the Caspian 
s ea where the entry of this water 
will help to stabilise the level of 
the water in the inland Caspian sea. 

In the field of mining they are work¬ 
ing on a project ■which would remove 
something like 900 million ' cubic 
metre of overburden to reach the ore 
which .they wish to exploit. Thitf 
shows that there are definite uses for 
peaceful nuclear explosion and both 
the USA arid the USSR arc deeply 
interested just as we are in develop¬ 
ing thi& new technology. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
Have you got the estimate of ex¬ 
penditure for these techniques'.’ 

SHRI K. C. PANT: I thought 1 
had given you enough for tudav. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE. 
You can give us at a later stage; th v 
are interesting; the figures are anile 
high. 

SHRI K. C. PANT: The point 1 
was making was that the use of this 
tcchMology has gone beyond theoreti¬ 
cal stage and the stage of conjecture 
into practical field; practical work 
has been done. Those were some of 
the examples that were cited in that 
context. 

I do not want to take more time. 
Reference was made by Dr. Kailash 
to the reaction of Canada. We have 
always valued our cooperation and 
collaboration with Canada in the 
nuclear and other fields. Therefore, 
our Foreign Secretary went to Canada 
and held high level talks. I should 
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like to inform the House that the 
talks have resulted in clearing some 
of the misunderstanding and a better 
appreciation of each other’s point of 
view. We expect to hold further 
consultations with them when their 
representatives come to Delhi in the 
near future. The Canadians have 
agreed that we have not violated ary 
agreement that we have entered into 
with them. This also is a point to 
b? noted. There are certain points to 
b e sorted out with them, but notwith¬ 
standing these differences, we respect 
each other's point of view. Because 
we ha\ p had good relations with 
Canada for a number of years 
now ever since independence, we 
do not take our friendship with them 
lightly and wo hope to arrive at some 
understanding of our mutual position 
"which will prove satisfactory to both 
of our countries. 

Reference was made to some ex¬ 
aggerated reactions which have taken 
ace in the world. We have rover 
concealed our intention to explore the 
possibility of underground nuclear 
explosion. There have been questions 
iji Parliament and answers given by 
the Prime Minister, which have been 
published in newspapers and which 
have been taken note of. It has been 
said quite clearly and plainly that 
we art' cvnloiino the possil'Tilics of 
an underground explosion. There 
was no secrecy about it. ft was not 
a c’oak and dagger affair. It w: s a 
scientific and technological experi¬ 
ment which has potentialities for 
peaceful anolication .and which we 
thought would be helpful lo our 
country. We never made a secret of 
it. I have here a list, of questions and 
answers given cm various dates and I 
do not want to take the time of the 
House by reading them. I would 
only say that, as far back as 15th 
November 1972 in answer to a ques¬ 
tion. Government had stated: 

“The Atomic Energy Commission 
is constantly reviewing the pro¬ 
gress in the technology of under¬ 
ground nuchar explosion both 
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from the theoretical and experi¬ 
mental angle”— 

I would like to emphasise the word 
“experimental”— 

“and also taking into account 

their potential economic benefits and 
possible environmental haza-ds." 

Therefore, quite clearly i n 1972 we 
had talked of an experimental angle 
of the underground explosion. Against 
this background, it is difficult to ap¬ 
preciate Pakistan’s somewhat hysteri¬ 
cal reaction to this explosion, We 
know thut Pakistan has its ovoi in¬ 
ternal difficulties, but if it want; to 
divert the attention of its people, we 
would be grateful if Mr. P.luittj 
would find something more credible 
The way he has ever-reacted to our 
explosion almost suggest that Mr. 
Rhutto feels that India made all the 
efforts of exploding a nuclear device 
underground with the sole object of 
impressing him ! He seems to be 
looking round for assurances against 
threat. Rut the basic question is, 
threat from whom? We have already 
declared categorically that our ex¬ 
periment was for peaceful purposes 
and our Prime Minister has conveved 
this assurance to Mr. Rhutto. Thor - 
fore, there is in fact no danger m 
threat from India to Pakistan. The 
need to . cek assurance or simp r-‘ 
against a non-existing threat i- not 
there. 

SHRI MALI.IKARJUN: Prune 

Minister Rhutto has suid that due to 
the radioactive fall-out contamina¬ 
tion has occurred on his land, though 
actually there was no radioactive 
fall-out. Will you kindly my on 18th 
Mv»y what was the direction of the 
wind? 

SHRI K C. PANT: This ooint has 
been clarified. The direction of the 
wind was away from Pakistan. But 
apart from that, I have mentioned 
today how the scientists themselves 
were near the crater, how the he) i- 
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copter flew n ear th e crater cud how 
they went next day to the crater and 
so on. So, I need not explain it 
further. 

Like other developing countries 
which were under colonial rule, wo 
could not help the fact that the first 
industrial revolution passed us by 
in an earlier era. But, I think, this 
country has resolved that we have 
no intention of letting the same thing 
happen in the technological revolu¬ 
tion in this century. W e shall not 
be deterred by criticism or pressure 
from any quarter from our purpose. 
In the 1 past, we could not prevent a 
time gap developing in many fields of 
science and technology and industry 
Rut there is no reason why we should 
b'day allow a time gap to develop in 
such fields of seienee and technology 
where we can keep abreast of the 
latest developments. This applies as 
much to electronics and space science 
as to nuclear energy. We have some 
of the best scientists in the world. 
We have the organisation and we 
have the motivation. It is, there¬ 
fore. only natural that we do not 
allow ourselves to be bypassed by the 
new indu-frial revolution and take 
up new technologies where w c have 
the necessary capabilities. 

This explosion is a symbol of our 
d'tei minotion that in spite of all our 
rldticid: ic s, we ’shall forgo ahead in 
I' 11 ' task of national construction, 

7 be nuclear explosion is necessarily 
event which attracts a great deal 
of public notice. But behind it lie 
countless hours of effort of a very 
huge number of scientists, technolo¬ 
gists and others. There are so many 
other fields of national endeavou: 
which do not get the same notice but 
in which likewise countless number 
of people are working day in and day 
out in the task of national construc¬ 
tion. Therefore, in spite of our 
current economic and other difficul¬ 
ties. this explosion, if I have under¬ 
stood the mood of the House correct¬ 
ly, has been a symbol of faith and 
hope for the country. It is also a 
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symbol of our determination to use- 
all our natural resources for the 
development of our country, for 
raising the standard of living of our 
people and for developing our science 
and technology. On this question, 
the independence of our judgment is 
final. This is a basic point of prin¬ 
ciple, an attribute of our sovereignty 
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on which there can be no yielding to 
pressure and on which there can be 
no compromise.

* 282 .' SHRI P. VENKATASUB- 
BALAH: Will the Minister of 

FINANCE is pleased to state: 

(a) whether Central Government 
hav e bee n urged upon to honour its 
commitment to pay dearness allow¬ 
ance to Government employees which 
is over due; and 

(b) the steps taken or proposed to 
be taken 'by Government in the mat¬ 
ter? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 1 HE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K- 
R. GANESH): (a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) Orders have already been issued 
granting another instalment of addi¬ 
tional dearness allowance to the Cent¬ 
ral Government employees with eitect 
from 1 - 4 - 1974 . The payment of this 
additional dearness allowance will be 
regulated in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of the Additional Emoluments 
(Compulsory Deposit) Ordinance, 1974 . 
The question of granting a further 
instalment of additional dearness 
allowance to the employees from 1-8. 
nance.

SHRI P. VENKATASUBPAIAH: 
This revision was due in Aprn. The 
second revision, as has been stated by 
the bon. Minister, fell due ai June the 
average price index having reached 
256 points, and another revisions is 
necessary in July. These three revi¬ 
sions are du? for the Central Govern¬ 
ment employees. I would like to 
know from the hon. Minister why to 
this revision which wa* due in Anril 
the Additional Emoluments (Compul¬ 
sory Deposit) Ordinance should be 
applied retrospectively and why the 
Central Government employees should 
not have been given this dearness al¬ 
lowance straightaway without its at¬ 
tracting the provisions of the Ordi¬ 
nance. 

Secondly, compared with the price 
rise, our wage Hse is the lowest in the 
world. Having this in mind and be¬ 
cause of the unprecedented price rise, 
may I know from the Government 
whether they propose to have another 
Pay Commission constituted to go 
into this matter de novo and see that 
the wage rise is compatible with the 
price rise? 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: The average 
price index is available after about 
two months from the Labour Bureau. 
It has taken some time for the various 
processing to be done. 

SHRI MADHU L 1 MAYL: What are 
the processes? 

SHRI K. R. GANESH; The Finance 
Ministry has to apply its mind, the 
Government has to apply its mind. 
You know the processes. 

SHRI & M. BANERJEE: They were 
simplv waiting for the ordinance. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: Therefore 
there is always a tithe Hg of about 
2 months before the average figures 
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are available and then the Govern 
ment takes a decision. 

The ordinance, as the hon. Members 
are aware, has itself indicated in it 
that all instalments of dearness al¬ 
lowance or Increase in salaries and 
wages which will become payable 
after 6th July will attract the provi¬ 
sions of the ordinance... 

SHRI 1NDRAJIT GUPTA: What is 
payable? 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
What is payable? Kindly explain. 

SHRI INDR A JIT GUPTA: It 
became payable in April, You have 
postponed the payment. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: The other 
point the hon. Member has raised is 
that the dearness allowance ia relation 
to the cost ol living iu our country is 
the lowest in the world and, therefore, 
he asked, whether there is any propo¬ 
sal for having a Pay Commission. 

The DA formula is a formul.i recom¬ 
mended by the Pay Commission. I am 
not aware of the formula available in 
other countries. The only thing 1 may 
point out to the hon. Member is that 
probably we are one of the few count¬ 
ries in the world—I am not saying that 
such a DA is fully compensated for the 
increase in the cost of living, that is 
not my contention—but we are one of 
the few countries in the world where 
there is an automatic linkage of dear¬ 
ness allowance with the cost of living. 

With regard to the other point he 
has raised, it ia a fact that inflation 
is there. That is why these Ordinances 
have come. 

With regard to his query whether 
another Pay Commission will be ap¬ 
pointed. the Third Pay Commission 
has very recently reported in 1973 and 
its recommendations were given effect 
to from 1 - 1 - 1973 .... 


SHRI S. M BANERJEE: The Cent¬ 
ral , Government employees do not 
want another Pay Commission. Now, 
it is for the Finance Ministry to take 
iecisions. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: The DA ins¬ 
talment which is applicable now from 
1 - 4-1974 for which orders have been 
issued, there the rate of DA is now 
34 per cent which is the cumulative 
rate. It varies from 8 oer cent to 
34 per cent. It comes to 24 per cent 
as far as the lower bracket of Rs. 300 
concerned. 

The hon. Members are awaie of the 
amount of expenditure that the Gov¬ 
ernment had to incur in giving these 
UA increases. For instance U'nm 
1-5-1973 to 1-4-1974 for which the 
orders have been issued, now under 
the new formula of the Pay Commis¬ 
sion ... 

SHRI S. 1*1. BANERJEE: You are 
responsible for the price rise. 

SHRI K. R GANESH: I am not go¬ 
ing into that I am just indicating the 
factual position. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Don't 
defend the Government. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH; The figure is 
about Rs. 306 crores and with the 
other instalments as and when they 
fall due, it will go up. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBB AIAH: 
May 1 know whether it is a fact that 
each revision of the DA will cost the 
Government an additional financial 
commitment to the tune of Rs. 52 
crores. If that is so, in view of the 
inflationary trends which are prevail¬ 
ing in the country and also the Gov¬ 
ernment's efforts to contain inflatio¬ 
nary and as this will add to further 
inflationary trends, I want to know 
whether the Government propose to 
at least evolve a scheme by which you 
will subsidies the supply of essential 
commodities to these employees to 
offset those difficulties. 
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SHRI K. R. GANESH: It is true that 
each instalment of dearness allowance 
in a full year will cost (h« Govern¬ 
ment from Rs. 50 to 52 crores. It is 
also a fact that not only the Govern¬ 
ment but this House also will have to 
take its own view on that. Even on 
the basis of the present increase of 
average price index perhaps a num¬ 
ber of instalments of DA by 1975 
January may become due. He asked 
about subsidised food articles. The 
House is aware that discussion has al¬ 
ready taken place and Dharia Com¬ 
mittee has submitted its report. It is 
quite obvious that in the present in¬ 
flationary period if it is possible to 
supply commodities if not at subsidis¬ 
ed, but even at constant prices a bulk 
of the problem could be solved. This 
matter is constantly engaging the 
attention of the Government.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; Sir, the 
hon. Minister said just now that the 
Ordinance of 6th July is applicable to 
all instalments of Dearness Allowance 
which are payable after that date. 

I would like to know from him whe¬ 
ther it is not a fact that this instal¬ 
ment of D.A. which is being announce- 
ed was payable actually from 1 st April. 
It is payable from 1 st April but just 
because the Simla Bureau takes two 
months to calculate that does not mean 
that the instalment of D.A. that has 
become payable is now being paid. It 
is payable from 1 st April which is 
long before the Ordinance was pro¬ 
mulgated. Therefore I would like to 
know from him whether the Ordinance 
contains any provision which has re ~ 
trospective effect. It does not contain 
provisions lor retrospective effect 
Therefore, why should not this instal¬ 
ment, which Is payable from April, be 
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paid and. why should it be subjected 
to any compulsory deposit at aU? This 
is something which is payable in a 
period long before the Ordinance was 
perhaps even thought of. Why should 
the employees be made to suffer for 
something which Is due to the Govern¬ 
ment’s fault in paying the D.A.? It 
was payable two months ago. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH. For all instal¬ 
ments of D.A., as I have tried to indi¬ 
cate earlier, flgures are available—the 
date is available—about one and a half 
months after that. Therefore, all the 
instalments of D A. whatever be the 
date as I submitted earlier, are paid 
about two months after the figures arc 
available. 1 can say that is the view 
of Shri Gupta. And the trade union 
too has been putting this view. But 
the Government's view, which I have 
tried to explain, is that as per the 
Ordinance which has come into force 
from 6th of July, all future Dearness 
Allowances come within the ambit of 
this Ordinance. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: That :s 
your interpretation. 

SHRI ATAL, BIHAR 1 VAJPAYEE: 
How the Ordinance can be applied 
here? 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; When it is 
a Question of payment to employees, 
the Ordinance is being applied retros¬ 
pectively. 

MR. SPEAKER: Why are you mak¬ 
ing a regular speech? 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Sir. there 
are agreements ’signed In So many 
companies according to which the 
money will be paid after the Ordi¬ 
nance has come into force. But. it :s 
payable from an earlier date That 
has not been brought within the pur¬ 
view of this Ordinance. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: When the hon. 
Minister said that the Central Gov¬ 
ernment was paying D.A, 1 hope it is 
relevant if I ask a question. Have we 


received any complaints from any ct 
the State Governments in general and 
State Government of Kamatak in 
particular to the effect that such uni¬ 
lateral sanctions of D.A. or increase 
in emoluments of the employees oy 
the Centre invariably result in similar 
demands on the part of State Govern¬ 
ment employees for the Increase? If 
there are such complaints received, 
what steps has the hon. Minister taken, 
or he proposes to take in regard to 
redressal of the grievances of various 
States Governments in this country 
regarding their own difficulties or 
handicaps to pay their own employees? 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: It is a fact 
that State Governments have been re¬ 
presenting to the Central Government 
about the DA. that is being paid. Also 
it is a fact that there is a similar 
demand from employees of various 
State Governments. 

One of the reason for this delay in 
the last instalment being sanctioned 
was because the State Governments 
were informed of the position. But 
the position of the Central Govern¬ 
ment. as the bon. Member is aware, as 
has been stated, vers - many times m 
this House, is that this is a commit¬ 
ment which the Government has made 
to its employees on the basis of a 
certain convention and on the basis 
of the recommendations of the Pay 
Commission. Therefore, there is no 
question of getting out of this commit¬ 
ment which ha» been made. As far 
as State Governments are concerned, 
they have to And their own resources 
to meet this demand for their 
employees.

I am a mem¬ 
ber of the J. C. M.; it was not consult- 
ed. The Central Government emplo¬ 
yees were never consulted. 

SHRI SOMCHAND SOLANKI: 
What is the answer to m y question; 
let the Minister answer my question. 

MR. SPEAKER: I say there is noth¬ 
ing in your question .. ( Interruptions ) 
One minute; you ask your questions. 


SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Mr. Venkatasubbiah has already put 
it; this is the third occasion that an 
increase in the dearness allowance is 
due to the Central Government em¬ 
ployees. It has been stated here that 
the first instalment was payable 
from April 1 , and there was no Ordi¬ 
nance at that time. The Govern¬ 
ment has decided to pay only fifty per 
cent out of the increased dearness 
allowance. On the other hand, only 
two months back a committee was set 
up regarding the faulty method of 
calculation of dearness allowance by 
the Simla Bureau and that committee 
has given a clear verdict. That is 
about this Rs. 54 only. The jute wor¬ 
kers are being cheated every month. 
Do the Government know about the 
faulty calculations? Do they consider 
it not only as a wage freeze but u 
wage cut when they have no guts to 
anno uncle a price rise freeze. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: The hon. 
Member has expressed his views; he 
has not asked any question. He has 
referred to the faulty method of 
working out the cost of living index. 
The trade unions have been saying 
that it is a faulty method and Govern¬ 
ment has been trying to improve this 
method. Even according to this me¬ 
thod, the burden has been very very 
heavy. There is no question of get¬ 
ting out from this particular position.. 
The other point is, he says it is a 
wage freeze. I do not agree with it. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Let me 

put a question, Sir. 

MR. SPEAKER: Are you advising 
one question for one hour? 

SHRI S M. BANERJEE; Even an 
unimportant question on family plan¬ 
ning took about 25 minutes. This 
affects millions and millions of 
workers.

1 am asking about 
the cooperative ginning and pressing 
factory. 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 

I have already said that the ruling 
price is very high. The Cotton Cor¬ 
poration in Gujarat is not operating 
in a very big scale because there are 
some cooperatives who are purchas¬ 
ing it. If there are some specific 
problems in particular areas, we may 
look into them.

cotton have been purchased by CCI 
from Andhra Pradesh, where as more 
should have been purchased. Is it a 
fact that some agriculturists from 
Guntur have asked for a licence for a 
cotton mill in the cooperative sectore?

About the applications, we will take 
a decision soon.

The emoluments and perquisites of 
top executives such as Managing 
Directors, whaie-tim** Directors and 
Managers of public limited companies 
and their subsidiaries are at present 
regulated through the provisions of 
the Companies Act, 1956. Further 
the Income Tax Act 1961 provides for 
ceiling limits over the amount of ex¬ 
penditure incurred on payment of re¬ 
muneration and provision of perquisi¬ 
tes to employees, which can be 
allowed as deductions in computing 
the taxable Income of the employer. 

Agreement with T.8.A. regarding 
Export of Textiles

The broad outlines of the new 
Agreement concerning cotton textiles 
are as follows:— 

(a) The Agreement is valid for a 
period of 4 years commencing 
from October 1, 1973. 

(b) The quota of textiles for the 
first year (i.e., October 1973- 
September 1974) would be 152 
million Syds. 

(c) For the subsequent years of 
the Agreement the quota level 
would be increased by 7 per 
cent of the previous year's 
level. 

(d) “India Items” (i.e.. those 
items that are unequally and 
historically traditional Indian 
products made by the cottage 
industry) would not be 
subject to any quantitative 
restrictions. 

(e) Handloom fabrics of the cot¬ 
tage industry, or hand-made 
cottage industry products 
made of such handloom fab¬ 
rics will be exempted from the 
above quota restrictions.

of tyr e burst to Air India Jumbo air¬ 
craft one at Beirut and another at Ku¬ 
wait have occured in July 1974, as de¬ 
tailed below:— 

After take-off from Beirut on 14th 
July 1974 the cabin crew of an Air 
India Boeing 747 aircraft reported hear¬ 
ing loud thuds from the tail section 
of the aircraft during the take-off roll. 
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Th e Beirut control tower was imme¬ 
diately contacted for runway check for 
evidence of tyre burst. The airport 
authorities confirmed that there was 
evidence of multiple tyre burst judg¬ 
ing from the amount of tyre fragments 
on the runway. The aircraft proceed¬ 
ed stnlight to Bombay (instead of 
Delhi) and made a normal landing. 
On investigation, it was found that the 
aircraft, had suffered minor damage to 
the fibreglass panel just behind the 
right hand body gear. 

In the second instance, after the 
aircraft took-off from Kuwait on 15th 
July 1(174 tyre ' pieces were found on 
the runway and the pilot was inform¬ 
ed. The aircraft landed at Bombay 
normally. On investigation, the right 
tyre uf the left hand body gear was 
found damaged due to tread pesaling off 
with very minor damage to the air¬ 
craft. Safety was not imperilled in 
either case. 

(c) ;iir India have set up a commit¬ 
tee to look into various problems relat¬ 
ing to tyre failures and make recom¬ 
mendations to minimise such occur¬ 
rences. 

Cash Reserve Ratio of Commercial 
Banks

Decline in Export of certain items

THE MINISTER OF COMMERCE

(a) During 1972-73 the exports of tea, 
jute manufactures, sugar and spices 
were lower as compared to 1971-72. 
During the first 11 months of 1973-74, 
the latest period for which the data 
is available, exports of tea, jute manu¬ 
factures, East India Hides and skins, 
cotton yarn and mica were smaller as 
compared with the corresponding 
period of 1972-73. 

(b) and (c). The main reason for 
the decline in the exports of jute 
manufactures were re-emergence of 
Bangla Desh as a supplier in the world 
market and increased competitions 
from synthetic products. Exports of tea 
were smaller on account of stiffer 
competition mainly from East Africa. 
While hides and skins exports were 
smaller as a result of the Government 
policy to export larger finished leather 
and leather goods from the country, 
the decline in cotton yarn exports was 
due to the steps taken for maintaining 
adequate supply for the domestic 
markets. 

It is the Government’s constant end- 
deavour to enlarge the export of all 
items which have the necessary export 
potential. For this purpose, a number 
of steps have been taken which in¬ 
clude stopping up of export produc¬ 
tion and enlarging the production base 
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of export oriented units, generation of 
export surpluses, exploration of 
foreign markets, adjustment of ex¬ 
port duties, adaptation of products to 
new consumer demands, grant of cash 
compensatory support, and import 
replenishment licences, etc. 

Construction of Airport at Kanpur

(a) The Reserve Bank has reported 
that, according to information availa¬ 
ble with it, chit fund companies tran¬ 
sacting customary chit business which 
stood at 185 as on 31st March 1971, 
increased to 197, 292 and 313 as on 
31st March 1972. 1973 and 1974 

respectively. The deposits (other than 
subscriptions to chit fund scheme) 
in the case of 189 chit fund companies 
which submitted returns to the 
Reserve Bank as on 31st March 1972 
amounted to Rs. 287 lakhs. 

So far as '‘private lotteries" are 
concerned, it is presumed that the 
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Honourable Member bay in wifari 
companies which conduct savings 
schemes/prize chit/lucky draws. The 
Reserve Bank has reported that it 
does not have any reliable information 
about their growth during the last 
three years, but has added that till the 
end of March 1974, the functioning of 
such 140 companies had come to its 
notice and, according to the balance- 
sheets submitted by 71 of them 
(though relating to diifferent dates), 
the subscriptions collected under 
their .schemes amounted to Rs. 1647 
lakhs. 

(b) The Banking Commission have, 
while illustrating example of malprac¬ 
tices of chit funds, observed that some 
foremen of chit funds are reported to 
use them to enable certain persons to 
convert tax-evaded income into acco¬ 
unted money. The Commission has 
further observed that there is no firm 
data to show the end-use of prize 
amounts of chit funds, but from avai¬ 
lable indications there appeared to be 
little likelihood of the prize money 
being put to productive use. 

(c) Government have accepted the 
recommendations of the Banking Com¬ 
mission that a model law to regulate 
chit fund business should be formula¬ 
ted for adoption by all the States and, 
pending that, the States which do not 
have chit fund legislation may adopt 
laws of other State Govts., wherever 
possible. The Reserve Bank is 
accordingly taking steps to pre¬ 
pare a model chit fund law. 
The ReseTve Bank has also 
written to the State Governments. 
Suggesting that if they do not have a 
legislation to regulate chit funds, they 
may examine the desirability of ex¬ 
tending to their States the laws of 
other States which have such legis¬ 
lation. 

So far as the deposit accepting acti¬ 
vities of chit fund companies are con¬ 
cerned, companies conducting genuine 
of customary chit funds as also those 
conducting prize chits/savings sche¬ 
mes | lucky draws are governed by the 


directions issued by the Reserve Bank 
of India in terms of the relevant 
provisions of Chapter IHB of the Re¬ 
serve Bank of India Act, 1934. In 
terms of these directions, such com¬ 
panies cannot accept deposits in 
excess of 25 per cent of their paid- 
up capital and free reserves as re¬ 
duced by the balance of loss, if any. 

Government have decided in prin¬ 
ciple that statutory powers may be 
taken to prohibit acceptance oi de¬ 
posits by all unincorporated non-bank¬ 
ing institutions and that the existing 
statutes and directions thereunder 
may be tightened.

Apart from providing direct 
investment in accommodation and 
other tourist facilties, wherever re¬ 
quired, it also acts as a co-ordinator 
in bringing about an integrated ap¬ 
proach to the development of tourist 
centres. 

In the Fifth Flan, a provision of 
Rs. 3 crores has been made under 
the Cultural Tourism Programme of 
the Department of Tourism for deve¬ 
loping 10 archaeological complexes. 
Because of the importance of Buddhist 
centres for attracting tourists from 
South Asia, South-East Asia and the 
Far East, priority has been given to 
the development of selected Buddhist 
centres. In the curent year’s budget 
Rs. 2,lakhs have been provided for 
the preparation of master plans of 
major Buddhist centres with a view 
to ensuring their controlled growth.

As 
a result of this policy, the number of 
bank branches at rural centres has 
increased from 1860 as on the eve of 
nationalisation to 6175 as at the end 
of June, 1974. Of the additional 4315 
offices opened at rural centres by all 
commercial banks, 3587 were by the 
public sector banks. Data on State- 
wise distribution of branches of com¬ 
mercial banks and their average popu¬ 
lation coverage as on the eve of bank 
nationalisation and as at the end of 
June, 1974 set out in the statement 
laid on the Table of the House. 
[Placed in Library. See No. LT-8155/ 
74], show the extent of progress 
made towards enlarging the branch 
network of banks in the relatively 
underbanked States of Assam, Bihar, 
Jammu & Kashmir, Madhya Pradesh, 
Orissa and Uttar Pradesh.

Therefore, 
the question of any dispute between 
the Management and the employees of 
any bank in respect of nomination on 
the Board does not arise. On the eve 
of the end of the tenure of one year 
period of the nominated directors in 
all the nationalised bank% Govern¬ 
ment, in December 1973, took a policy 
decision that the tenure of all nomi¬ 
nated directors, including directors re¬ 
presenting employees of the bank s who 
are not workmen, should he extended 
by a further period of 2 year3. In 
view of this policy decision applicable 
to all the nationalised banks, includ¬ 
ing Union Bank of India, Government 
did not consider the suggestion of the

It has been the accepted 
policy of the Government to curb 
conspicuous consumption and the pro¬ 
duction of luxury goods through its 
various administrative, fiscal and 
monetary policies. Successive Budgets, 
bear testimony to the fact that luxury 
items have come in for additional im¬ 
posts both in the nature of excise and 
import duties. Besides, the Govern¬ 
ment’s regulatory mechanisms such as 
the industrial licensing policy, import 
and foreign exchange allocation policy 
and investment policies of term- 
lending institutions have also been 
geared to the achievement of this 
objective. This is in consonance with 
the recommendations contained in the 
draft Fifth Plan document. The 
industrial licehsing policy, import 
policy and the operation of selective 
credit controls are all directed to¬ 
wards restraining the production of 
luxury goods so as to conserve scares 
resources for the production of essen¬ 
tial goods.

5. Deferring the filling up of posts 
lying vacant for more than six 
months. 

6. Postponement of sanction of 
house building .loans. 

7. Strict austerity in Conference, 
Seminars, Meetings, etc. 

8. Strict economy on renovation and 
repairs. 

9. Curbs on foreign visits; 

10. Reduction of inventories; and 

11. Control over demurrage 
charges. 


Grant of Import entitlement on 
Stainless Steel 

2123. SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU:

Baba 
Industries and M|s. Seashore Traders 
during the period 1971—73. The 
values fixed were: — 

(i) M|s. Baba Industries—Rs. 
7,72,479)and (ii) Seashore Tra¬ 
ders—Rs. 6.03,598)-. In regard to 
M[s. Metro Industries and Mis. 
Mysore Steel Industries, no vaiue 
fixed. But, instructions were issued 
to the licensing authorities as to the 
manner in which their entitlements 
should be fixed. The licensing 
authorities fixed the entitlement as 
indicated below:— 

(i) M|s. Metro Industries—Rs. 
4,30,084|~ and (ii) Mjs. Mysore 
Steel Industries—Rs. 1,81,806) ?. No 
reference has been received from 
the licensing authorities for an 
upward revision of the value of the 
licences. However, for subsequent 
periods not covered by the above- 
mentioned licences, the firms could 
apply for licences on the basis of 
consumption supported b/ a 
Chartered Accountant’s certificate 
according to the policy. The value 
of the licences issued subsequently 
are being collected and will be laid 
on the Table of the House.

MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI 
K. R. GANESH): (a) and (b). 

The Government has not received any 
report from any of the Customs for¬ 
mations regarding the Basmati rice 
being smuggled out to Gulf 

Sheikhdoms. 

(c) Increased co-operation of the 
Navy along the Gujferat and Maha¬ 
rashtra coasts is being sought for pre¬ 
venting illegal export of goods 

including food grains and for checking 

the smuggling of goods into the 
country. 

In addition to the help of tne Navy, 
following other steps are being taken 
by the concerned authorities to pre¬ 
vent illegal export of food grains, etc. 

The State Governments who are 
concerned with the movement of food 
grains out-aide the States have alerted 
the Police authorities and Directors of 
Ports to check smuggling of food 
grains and pulses, etc. Some check 
posts have also been opened by the 
State Police near the coast line of 
South Gujarat. Customs officers have 
also been alterted about such 
smuggling. In addition to directions 
to intercept any vessels engaged in 
illegal export of food grains and 
pulses the officers have specifically 
been directed to collect intelligence 
about storage of pulses anc * 
food grains in places near 
the coast for purposes of illegal 
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export. Instructions have also been 
issued to the officers incharge of 
minor ports to keep a strict watch 
over the coastal movement of these 
commodities to ensure that the articles 
are not taken out surreptitiously to 
places outside India. 

(d) and (c). No. Sir. The Naval 
Headquarters did not submit any 
schem e for Coast Guard Service to 
apprehend smugglers. However, in 
1969 the Naval Headquarters had, at 
the request of the Customs Depart¬ 
ment, submitted a report regarding 
th e use of Hovercraft in anti-smuggl¬ 
ing work on the West Coast of India. 
This report was considered by a high- 
powered Study Group which was set 
up to examine and advise Govern¬ 
ment on acquisition of various types 
of crafts including Hovercraft for 
anti-smuggling operations. The Study 
Group did not favour deployment of 
Hovercraft on various technical con¬ 
siderations such as complicated main¬ 
tenance, extensive training proramme 
required for operational and mainte 
nance crew, limited manoeuvrability 
in high wind conditions, low endur¬ 
ance, limited speed under certain 
conditions, etc. and recommended the 
use of conventional high speed sur¬ 
face crafts for the present. Necesseary 
follow up action on the recommenda¬ 
tions of th e Study Group is in 
progress. 


Cases regarding import of Second 
Hang Machinery detected by Cochin 
Customs

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE SHRI 
K. R. GANESH): (a) There was one 
case each in the years 1972-73 and 
1973-74 where second hand machinery 
was alleged to have been imported 
against licences valid for import of 
new machinery. 

(b) In the year 1972-73, a redemp¬ 
tion fine of rupees four lakhs and per¬ 
sonal penalty of rupees one lakh was 
imposed on the imporers Mjs. Toshiba 
Anand Lamps Ltd. Cochin; and, in 
the year 1973-74 a redemption fine of 
Rs. 3,700-00 was imposed on the im¬ 
porter? M!s. Auto Curpet, Alleppey. 

(c) The appeal filed by M|s. Toshiba 
Anand Lamps Ltd., Cochin was allow¬ 
ed by th e Central Board of Excise and 
Customs on the basis of an examination 
report by a technical team, and the 
fine and penalty were accordingly 
remitted in full. 

Reckless Flying by Pilot of Boeing- 
737 Aircraft while landing at Be- 
gumpet Airport 

2126. SHRI BISWANATH JHUN- 
JHUNWALA: Will the Minister of 
TOURISM AND CIVIL AVIATION 
be pleased to state: 

(a) whether a Boeing-737 of Indian 
Airlines merely missed an accident 
while landing at Begumpet Airport 
on 12th April, 1974: 

(b) whether it was due to reckless 
flying by the pilot who ignored even 
the co-pilot’s advice and the matter 
was ignored by the Begumpet autho¬ 
rities; and 

(c) whether a high level enquiry 
into the matter has been made and 
if so, the findings thereof?

The Captain 
finding that he would not be able to 
stop the aircraft in view of insuffi¬ 
cient length of runway, got the 
aircraft airborne again and subse¬ 
quently landed safely.

The Govern¬ 
ment of Canada has indicated that all 
proposed projects tor which Canadian 
finance is' intended under the existing 
Loan Agreements be sent to CEDA for 
review. No other country has indi¬ 
cated any intention to stop or cut aid. 

(b) Decelopment Projects already 
undertaken in the country will not.be 
affected.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI 
K. R. GANESH): (a) and (b). Yes Sir. 
A representative of the Directorate of 
Revenue Intelligence had expressed the 
apprehension at the North-West Zone. 
Narcotics Conference at Bombay that 
narcotics were being smuggled from 
across the border with Pakistan with 
a. view to create drug addiction 
amongst the people in the border 
areas. No corroboration of this appre¬ 
hension can, however, be found by 
way of either of any noticeable increas 
in the seizure of narcotics at the 
border points or of a large addiction 
to drugs in the districts -on the borders 
than in those in the interior. 

(c) The following measures have 
•been taken by the Government to pre¬ 
vent smuggling of narcotics into 
India— 

(i) Frequent meetings are held at 
high levels between officers qf Cus¬ 
toms, Narcotic Department,. State 
Police, State Excise aos|„ Border Se¬ 
curity Force for mutual exchange of 
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information and'devising of affective 
measures. of prevation of smug¬ 
gling; and 

(ii) Crash programme has been 
chalked out for training of officers 
engaged in anti-smuggling work. In 
addition, the Customs authorities 
frequently undertake traffic check¬ 
ing, ‘Nakabandi’ and Hoad block at 
strategic points. With the deploy¬ 
ment of Army and J3order Security 
Force on the border, the smuggling 
is kept under check.

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Betul): 
On a point of order. If we do not 
want to reduce the proceedings in 
this House to absolute mockery, then 
everything which is submitted to you 
has to be treated seriously. If I have 
understood your ruling correctly, 
the ruling by which you did not ad¬ 
mit the motion of Shri Vajpayee— 
wa s for the reason that he failed to 
make any prima facie case that the 
Central Government had given any 
direction to the State; for the failure 
to make such a prima facie case, you 
did not permit the motion to be 
moved. 

That having been your ruling, I see 
a clear inconsistency in your putting 
the second motion to vote. When 
there is no prime facie case made 
out that there has been such a di¬ 
rection, a motion seeking to have a 
parliamentary committee appointed 
to go into it, in my respectful sub¬ 
mission, does not survive. 

MR, SPEAKER; I made it clear 
that he put it in between the discus¬ 
sion. Now after Shri Vajpayee’s mo¬ 
tion wag made and he gave his mo¬ 
tion, 1 wanted to take the consensus 
of the House after Shri Vajpayee’s 
motion was disposed of. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: No, no; 
it does not survive. 
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MR. SPEAKER: In view of that;, 
this is not necessary. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Do not change your ruling every 
time. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD: It 
is not necessary; drop it. 

SHRI DINESH SINGH (Pratap- 
garh): It seems to me that the 
hon. member, Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu, 
sent you his motion during the pe¬ 
riod when we were discussing Shri 
Vajpayee's motion. You having de¬ 
cided that Shri Vajpayee’s motion 
is not admissible obviously this mo¬ 
tion also is not admissible. What con¬ 
sensus that you may have wished to- 
ascertain has also been now ascertain¬ 
ed. I would now humbly suggest that 
we drop this matter because there is- 
no issue before the House with which- 
we are dealing. This motion by itself 
for a committee to go into some mat¬ 
ter which does not exist any more is 
purposeless.

MR. SPEAKER: May 1 make it 
clear?

RE: ARREST OF MEMBER 

MR. SPEAKER: On the 7th May, 
1974, I read out in the House a tele¬ 
gram dated the 3rd May, 1974, re¬ 
ceived from the Officer-In-charge, 
Ranaghat Police Station, West Ben¬ 
gal, regarding the arrest of Shrimatl 
Bibha Gohsh Goswami. 

2. Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu then point¬ 
ed out that the intimation about the 
arrest of Shrimati Bibha Ghosh Gos¬ 
wami was incomplete inasmuch a 8 the 
reasons for the arrest of the member 
had not been indicated. 

I had then said that I would look 
into the matter. 

3. The Ministry of Home Affairs 
hav e now forwarded a copy of the 
explanation of the District Magistrate, 
Nadia, sent to them by the State Gov¬ 
ernment of West Bengal, which reads 
inter alia a s follows:— 

“Regarding the non-submission 
of a detailed report under Rule 229 
of the Rules of Procedure and Con¬ 
duct of Business in Lok Sabha, I 
am to state that in this instant case 
Shrimati Bibha Gho4h Goswami, 
M.P., was arrested by the Police, 
the fact of which was immediately 
notified by the SDPO, Ranaghat, 
to the Hon’ble Speaker, Lok Sabha. 
There was an inadvertent omission 
on my part regarding sending of 
this immediate intimation to the 
Hon’ble Speaker byRadiogram as is 
normally done in such cases. This 
omission was due to a misunder¬ 
standing as to whether in this ins¬ 
tant case Shrimati Bibha Ghosh 
Goswami, M.P., who was arrested by 
the Police and was presented imme¬ 
diately thereafter before the learned 
SDJM and was released within 2 
hours, an immediate intimation 
needs to be sent over and above the 
intimation which was already sent 
by the 9Ub-Divisiohal Police Offi¬ 
cer. This omission is deeply regret¬ 
ted ....

It has, however, now been noted 
for further guidance that whenever 
any such incident occurs such re¬ 
ports as p\ the Third Schedule will 
be 8exit by the District Magistrate 
irrespective of the fact whether this 
order was passed by the Judicial 
Authorities or by some other Autho¬ 
rities. I also express my deep re¬ 
gret over this omission which was 
only due to this interpretation of 
Rule 229 as mentioned abov e where 
in this instant case. 1 thought that 
the report as per the Third Sche¬ 
dule should be sent by the Judicial 
Authorities”. 

4. The State Government of West 
Bengal have also expressed their deep 
regret for th e lapse that ha s taken 
place and also stated that they are 
reiterating the instructions already 
issued in this regard to all concerned 
for their future guidance. 

5. In view of the explanation and 
regrets expressed by the District Ma¬ 
gistrate, Nadia, and the State Govern¬ 
ment of West Bengal, I feel that, if the 
House agrees, the matter may be 
treated as closed. 

I take it that tihe House agrees. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Dia¬ 
mond Harbour): No, Sir. In how 
many instances during the last 3-l|2 
years the CPI(M) M.P.s from West 
Bengal have been maltreated at the 
hands of the policemen and how many 
privilege motions have come before 
the House! Thi s should act as a n eye- 
opener for this House how the peo¬ 
ple’s elected representatives from 
West Bengal are being harassed, hu¬ 
miliated and insulted in a planned 
manner by the Government I oppose 
your suggestion that the matter be 
dropped. I suggest that the person 
who has committed this lapse be 
severely reprimanded and brought be¬ 
fore the bar of this House. If this 
House treats police officers who take 
the liberty of insulting and humiliat¬ 
ing M.P.s with this sort of leniency, 
the country would be judged not as 
a democratic country but as a fascist 
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country. I beg of you, Sir, not to 
drop the matter, but bring the culprits 
to book. Let them he brought before 
the bar of this House. This is my 
submission. It is for you to judge 
whether the Members of Parliament 
should enjoy the protection and pri¬ 
vilege as far as parliamentary and 
constitutional activities are concerned 
or they should continue to be humi¬ 
liated in the hands of tlhe policemen 
and th e executive authorities in this 
country because of their particular 
political affiliation, which is opposed 
to the ruling party. 


SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore): The same police officer 
on 14th November, 1973 detained the 
same member i n the same place Rana- 
ghat and no intimation was sent to 
the Speaker. 

SHRIMATI BIBHA GHOSH GOS¬ 
WAMI (Nabadwip): On 14th Novem¬ 
ber 1973 during the food movement I 
was detained for four hours in the 
same place Ranaghat and no intima¬ 
tion whatsoever was sent to the Lok 
Sabha. When I wa s arrested this 
time, I warned him that “At that 
time you sent no intimation to ' the 
Lok Sabha. Please ensure this time 
that intimation is sent to the Speaker." 
He said, “Yes; we will do it”. After 
that, this thing has happened.

been repeating the same offence? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: My 
humble submission is, let the matter 
be sent to the Privileges Committee. 

MR. SPEAKER: After this regret 
has come, should we pursue it? 

SHRI SEZHIYAN (Kumbakonam): 
The same police officer has done this. 
We can understand it the first time.

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MR. SPEAKER: I was not very sure 
of the details.

CALLING ATTENTION TO THE 
MATTER OF URGENT PUBLIC IM¬ 
PORTANCE 

Acute shortage of paper and non¬ 
availability OF TEXT-BOOKS AND ExER- 
CISE BOOKS IN THE COUNTRY. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore): 
Sir, I call the attention of the Minis¬ 
ter of Industrial Development to the 
following matter of urgent public im¬ 
portance and I request that he may 
make a statement thereon:— 

“The acute shortage of paper, its 
soaring prices and consequent non¬ 
availability of text-books and 
exercise books to the students of 
schools and colleges in the coun¬ 
try.” 

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT AND SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY AND AGRICULTURE 
(SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM); Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir. The produc¬ 
tion of white printing paper, which is 
used for the manufacture of exercise 
books and for the publication of text 
books, declined from 1,22,036 ton¬ 
nes in 1972 to 97,501 tonnes in 1973. 
While this was partly due to under¬ 
utilisation of the installed capacity on 
account of a number of factors such 
as power cut and transport bottle¬ 
necks, there wa s also a shift in pro¬ 
duction from white printing paper to 
other more expensive (and profitable) 
varieties of paper. Although the de¬ 
mand for white printing paper has 
bee n increasing at a steady rate, the 
production over the last five years has 
not correspondingly increased. On 
the contrary, it has shown a down¬ 
ward trend. The resulting shortage 
of white printing paper got further 
aggravated on account of sizeable 
purchases of this paper by the news¬ 
papers whose quota of newsprint was 
reduced following tile imposition of a 
30 per cent cut i n newsprint alloca¬ 
tion, owing to non-availability of ade¬ 
quate quantities of newsprint in in¬ 
ternational markets. 
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Apart from the steps taken to in¬ 
crease the capacity in paper industry, 
both in th e Public and the private 
sectors, Government have also taken 
a number of steps to augment the 
production of white printing paper 
within the existing capacity. On Gov¬ 
ernment’s intervention, the industry 
has agreed to manufacture 2 lakh ton¬ 
nes of white printing paper for dis¬ 
tribution to the educational sector and 
the Government. For the distribu¬ 
tion of this paper, a National Co-ordi¬ 
nation Committee at the Centre con¬ 
sisting of the representatives of the 
Ministries of Industrial Development 
and Education and of the various 
associations of exercise book manu¬ 
facturers, book publishers and the 
industry was constituted. This Com¬ 
mittee decides the State-wise alloca¬ 
tions of paper for the educational 
sector. In the States, State Level 
Committees have been constituted. 
These Committees consist of the re¬ 
presentatives of th e State Government 
and the consumers. Allocations of 
paper are being made to the State 
Level Committees, which in their 
turn distribute it to th e various con¬ 
sumers within the State. This scheme 
has now been in operation for about 
2 months and about 30,000 tonnes of 
paper have already been allotted to 
the various States. 

In order to ensure achievement of 
the desired pattern of production. 
Government have recently issued the 
Paper (Control of Production) Order 
1974 under the Essential Commodi¬ 
ties Act, laying down the minimum 
percentages of the different varieties 
of cultural paper required to be pro¬ 
duced by the mills. This Order is 
aimed at ensuring the availability of 
adequate white printing paper tor the 
student community, as also other cri¬ 
tical varieties of paper required for 
essential purposes. 

With a view to curbing non essen¬ 
tial uses of paper, Government have 
issued the Paper (Conservation and 
Regulation of Use) Order 1974, under 
the "SSilhUal Commodities Act. ' This 


Order places certain restrictions on 
the us e of paper for the manufacture 
of calendars, diaries, posters and 
greeting | invitation cards. 

I n regard to paper required for 
educational purposes and for Govern¬ 
ment use, industry has agreed to 
charge a price of Rs. 2750 j- per tonne. 
As for other varieties of paper, prices 
are not regulated. A study of the 
cost of production in the paper in¬ 
dustry is currently being made. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Sir, I 
think it can be claimed that after food 
and clothing, paper is next only in 
importance as an essential commo¬ 
dity and the shortages and high prices 
of text boows and exercise books are 
adding fuel to the fires of students’ 
unrest in t!hi s country. 

The hon. Minister, I am sure, knows 
that the impact of these high prices 
and shortages has already affected 
educatio n in this country to a disas¬ 
trous extent. I can only mention 
briefly a few examples which are 
known—ho w in U.P., the reopening of 
schools had to be delayed for two 
months because there was no supply 
of text books and exercise books. In 
Andhra Pradesh, the price of exercise 
books has gone up by one hundred 
per cent. That is what the State 
Government says. In Kerala, schools 
had to be kept closed for a week for 
the same reason. There also the 
prices have gone up by three hund¬ 
red per cent. In Tamil Nadu, again, 
the prices have gone up by three 
hundred per cent. In my State of 
West Bengal, university, college and 
school authorities and students’ orga¬ 
nisations have all complained re¬ 
peatedly that a disastrous situation is 
being created because of this famine 
of exercise books, text books and 
black-market prices which are ruling. 

So, I would like to know from the 
h en . Minister whether Government is 
so impotent in the matter of planning 
and in the matter of price control 
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that to-day the people who dominate 
thig paper industry—the big business 
houses—the Birlaa, Thapars, Bangoors, 
Somainis, Bird and Company etc. are 
going to be allowed to hold even our 
school-going children to ransom? This 
is what the state of affairs has come to.

than manufacture the standard cloth 
which was not. profitable to them. 
Likewise these paper producers will 
prefer to produce art paper and other 
kinds of paper which are used for 
commercial purpose and get higher 
profit rather than manufacture white 
printing paper. I should like to know, 
what is the value of this agreement?

In his statement he ha s said that 
there was a drastic decline in produc¬ 
tion of white printing paper beginning 
from 1972. He told us that there was 
a shift in production, partly, du e to 
the fact that other varieties of paper 
were much more expensive and profit¬ 
able for the manufacturers. So, I 
want to know what is our Ministry of 
Planning and the Planning Commis¬ 
sion doing? Were they not be able to 
detect it? Do they not keep watch 
on the change s in production pattern? 
What is the meaning of planning? 
Warning was being give n repeatedly 
by people connected with the text 
book 'business from the printers to 
publishers that this kind of crisis was 
going to develop but it seems nothing 
wa s done in time.

The Minister tells us the industry 
has agreed to manufacture 2 lakh tons 
of white printing paper for educa¬ 
tional purposes and for the Govern¬ 
ment. I think out of this 2 lakh ton¬ 
nes Government will take about 80,000 
tonnes which leaves only 1.2 lakh 
tonnes for the educational sector. 
Apart from that I would like to know 
how is he going to ensure that these 
producers comply with this promise 
which they have made? Is there any 
machinery for ensuring that they 
comply with it? Perhaps, this will 
meet the same fate as standard cloth 
met at the hand s of tike magnates 
there. There the Gover nme n t had 
gone to the extent of laying down 
minimum quantity which they must 
produce on the pain of penalty and 
it was found those textile owners 
preferred to pay tile penalty rather 


About the productive capacity of the 
industry he has not said anything here 
whether the Government has in hand 
any new projects which are likely 
to fructify in the near future. I read 
somewhere they have some project 
for setting up new mills for produc¬ 
tion of white printing paper but the 
same will not yield results before two 
to three years. What happens in the 
meantime? I would like to know the 
position regarding this. Are those 
projects to be i n the public or private 
sector or—as I read somewhere—it is 
proposed to have these mills in the 
joint sector. Joint sector i n this case 
will mean that Government will pro¬ 
vide the finance 'but the actual effec¬ 
tive day-to-day management will re¬ 
main in the hands of Birlas and 
Bangoors. I am told they have said 
they are prepared to set up paper 
mills in the joint sector provided Gov¬ 
ernment’s role is limited to supply 
of finance and the management is left 
in their hands so that they can con¬ 
tinue to do what they are doing at 
present. 


I would like to know is it Gov¬ 


ernment’s contention not only in the 
case of paper but also so many other 
things like Vanaspati that whenever 
demand exceeds supply prices are 
bound to rise and a flourishing black- 
market is bound to come in operation? 
That is what the. Ministers tell us. 
Then are these statements, not a di¬ 
rect incentive for people to artifi¬ 
cially restrict production? Thereby 
they create a scarcity in the market 
and push up the prices and poepstu- 
ate the black-marisetL Wiafc fa the 
meaning of price cMtsfi except in 
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supply? II is only then that price 
controls are necessary. If there is 
plenty tilt supply there i s no need of 
price control. The whole mechanism 
of price control is required precisely 
because the supply is lesB than the 
demand; therefore there is a tendency 
for priees to £0 up and for black¬ 
marketing. 

I read that at present only 35 per 
cent or so of the present capacity of 
the industry is being utilised. They 
explain away part of that by saying 
that there is power shortage, there 
are transport bottlenecks andT so on. 
But even then, by any standard, 35 
per cent utilisation of installed capa¬ 
city, I think, is a scandalous state of 
affairs. At least part of it is due 
to th e fact that these producers do 
not want ^to increase production. It 
is paying them much more to have 
these high black-market prices at an 
artifiically restricted level of produc¬ 
tion. 

Kindly see what has happened in 
regard to the prices. Three years ago, 
the price of white printing paper was 
Rs. 1600 per tonne. About a year and 
a half ago, it came to Rs. 2500 per 
tonne. Now, it is somewhere in the 
neighbourhood of Rs. 5850 per tonne. 
But this is not available at this price 
in the market. I n the market it is 
available only at Rs. 7000 per tonne. 
Of course, the hon. Minister has said 
tlhat they have made some agreement 
that th e paper which will be supplied 
no w for the educational sector would 
he at a figure of Rs. 2750 per tonne. 
To this extent they are trying to bring 
in some price control. I do not know 
how it will be actually enforced. The 
hon. Minister may teU us that, be¬ 
cause price fixation is fee all-impor¬ 
tant question. Either fee Government 
come in and handle H and enforce 
it or I am afraid fee whole educational 
system at least m fee schools is on 
3* verge of facing collapse. 

feaMo* that, 1 am afraid that about 
'*** thauau^ publishers of 


text books including college books, 
children’s books, paperback books 
and so on, both big and small, have 
slowly gone out of business, leading 
to unemployment also of a large num¬ 
ber of people. This is an extraordi¬ 
nary state of affairs. On the one 
hand, Government have practically 
banned the imports of foreign books 
because of our difficulties of foreign 
exchange. At the same time, the do¬ 
mestic publishers of cheap books, 
paper backs and so o n ar e prevented 
fiom doing their work because of this 
paper crisis. 

Then, Government have brought 
forward an ordinance impounding a 
part of the dearness allowance and 
freezing the wages of so many wage- 
earners, salary-earner s and so on in 
this country. But what about their 
children? Take the case of the Gov¬ 
ernment employees whose children 
are going to school. Those parents 
will have to go on paying higher and 
higher prices on exercise books and 
textbooks while their incomes have 
been frozen. What kind of affair 
is this? Strangely of all things, 
which h e has admitted here, there is 
no control even to say how much of 
this white printing paper is diverted 
to tlhe newspapers. Actually, from 
the tone of his statement we find a 
kind of apology for them that be¬ 
cause these poor people cannot get 
newsprint, therefore they have been 
and are using white printing paper. 
Somewhere I read that Mr. Gujral at 
some meeting of newspaper editors or 
something like that had assured them 
that he would try to see that Obey got 
some white printing paper over and 
above their newsprint so that they 
could carry on; and o n this side, our 
educational sector ia b ein g absolutely 
driven to fee wall. What is the policy 
of Government? I would like to 
know this. I see this white printing 
paper being used by many news¬ 
papers in this country for printing 
only their supplements which carry 
advertisements. Three or 
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four pages of classified advertise¬ 
ments are being printed o n white 
printing paper. 

SHRI DlNEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore): For instance, the 

Statesman. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: But 

here our children cannot get their 
exercise books and text books. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Dia¬ 
mond Harbour): He says ‘our child¬ 
ren’. Where are his children? 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: If any¬ 
body does not have a child of his own, 
all the children of India are his own 
children. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: I would 
like to know firstly how they wislh to 
enforce this price control, and secondly 
how they propose to enforce the pro¬ 
duction pattern to which the produ¬ 
cers have agreed. Is it true or not that 
at present out of the total production 
of paper only about 8 per cent is that 
of white printing paper? I should like 
to know what are the actual figures. 

Lastly, what about this wasteful 
use of paper by Government and 
Government agencies? I know some 
general hope has been expressed that 
they will economise and so on. But 
there is criminal extravagance going 
on. You must have seen these 
annual reports of so many big public 
sector undertakings which are sent 
to all Members printed on beautiful, 
glossy art paper with colour print¬ 
ing and all that. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: Only 
copies to members are printed like 
that. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; We did 
not ask-for them. We will .be quite 
satisfied with reports printed in a‘ 
utility way on ordinary paper., Do 


you say that the shareholders do not 
get those copies and other people do 
not get it? 1 do not understand. 

I conclude by saying that here is a 
clear confrontation between the inte¬ 
rests of the community at large 
where children are involved and 
these hnadful of big business houses 
which are controlling the entire 
paper industry. Government, should 
tell us clearly on which side they 
want to stand and whether they are 
prepared to take firm steps or not at 
this moment. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: Very 
many points have been made parti¬ 
cularly with regard to v the use ot 
paper which is an essential commo¬ 
dity in the educational sector. Gov¬ 
ernment realise this and that why- 
various steps have been taken for the 
purpose of seeing not only that it fc 
available for the educational sector 
but is also available at reasonable 
prices. 

We are also very much concerned 
at the increase in the price of text 
books and other books also which 
are being used in the educational 
sector. But I am sure the hon. 
member is aware that th e cost of 
paper as such in any text book publi¬ 
cation is only 30-35 per cent, if I 
remember aright. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: What 
about exercise books? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: I am 
talking of text books. Of course, a? 
far as exercise books are concerned, 
perhaps 90 per cent would be the 
cost of paper. That was. why we 
were very much concerned in the 
beginning of this year. We found 
not only that the production of white 
paper had gone down but newspapers 
had started raiding the white papei* 
for their own purposes. That was why 
w e reviewed the situation early this 
year arid on the basls of that, came 
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to an agreement with the paper 
manufacturers in the Development 
Council that they would go back to 
the pattern of production in 1968-69 
when they were producing at the 
capacity available at the level of 
1,66,000 tonnes. From that it had 
gone down to less than 1 , 00,000 
tonnes, sometimes it was even at 
70,000 tonnes. So the first step we 
took was to see that during this year 
at least 2 , 00,000 tonnes of white paper 
were manufactured i n the various 
factories. 

We are also concerned about the 
price. That was why the price was 
agreed to be only Rs. 2,750 per tonne 
whereas, as the hon. member him¬ 
self mentioned, it w a s ruling at a 
very very high level. These are the 
two -steps taken. 

Then we also wanted to ensure 
that this would reach the educational 
sector properly. That is why a 
national level committee and State 
level committees were formed for 
the purpose of allocating this paper, 
to the various State Governments 
first and from th e State level for the 
purpose of being distributed to the 
various procedures. As I have already 
stated in the main statement, for 
June and July, 30,000 tonnes of white 
printing paper have already been 
allotted to the various States. As a 
matter of fact that saved the situa¬ 
tion to a certain extent. Further 
allotments will be made every month 
for th e purpose of meeting the situa¬ 
tion. 

In this, we 'gave preference first of 
all to the nationalised textbook pub¬ 
lications. That second priority was 
for the publication of textbooks; the 
third priority was for the purpose of 
exercise books. Then we ware con¬ 
sidering other publishers. Today we 
bt& faying to take rare of the educa¬ 
tional sector, pamely the colleges and 
the schools. On that, basis allotments 
are being made. The pertinent 


question how are you going to en¬ 
force this agreement, I do not know 
how the bon. Member slipped that. 
In the statement we have mentioned 
that we have already issued an order 
under the Essential Commodities Act 
to regulate the pattern of production 
and that will be the statutory back¬ 
ing for this pattern of production. 
Even though there is an agreement 
on a price of Rs. 2750/- the question 
is whether it would reach the consu¬ 
mers at that price. That is the real 
problem. Whenever we control the 
price of something, on-money or 
black money is there for the purpose 
of taking it behind the back. That 
will have to be looked into. That is 
how allotments are being made by 
the committee directly to the pub¬ 
lishers and they are entitled to get 
it. If there is any complaint the 
committee will look into it and the 
industry will be called upon to 
answer those points. I do agree that 
the production pattern cannot indefi¬ 
nitely depend upon mere agreements. 
There should be a more rational dis¬ 
tribution system for thi s purpose to 
serve the educational sector. I want 
to assure the hon. Member that we 
are working on that and as soon as 
the scheme is ready, I shall certainly 
take the House into confidence. 

The hon. Member mentioned about 
capacity utilisation. The installed 
capacity is 9,60,000 tonnes. Produc¬ 
tion in 1969 was 7,60,000 tonnes; in 

1970 it was 7,58,000 tonnes and in 

1971 it was 7,80,000 tonnes. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Are 
you sure that the figures are all right? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM; They 
have paid excise on this and if any¬ 
thing one may tend to under-staite 
production for avoiding excise duty. 
In 1972, it was 8,03,000 tonnes and in 
1973, it wag 7,96,000 tonnes. It is not 
the total production which led to ibis 
distortion but diversion of produc¬ 
tion in favour of more expensive and 
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more profitable varieties. This was 
the real difficulty... (Interruptions) 
It is not lor charity that they produce; 
when they diverted it for more pro¬ 
fitable varieties naturally they seem 
to have kept it at a fairly high level 
of utilisation and capacity in spite of 
various constraints. 

He asked: ar e there any new capa¬ 
cities in future? If this is going to 
be frozen at this level we will get 
into further difficulties when there 
would be more demand. During 
1973-74 we expect another lakh of 
tonnes, a little more than that in fact. 
This is gll in the private sector. In 
1975-76 there will be °ne public 
sector, Nagaland Project, coming into 
production at the rate of 30,000 ton¬ 
nes. There are others also which will 
come into production making a total 
of 1,12,000 tonnes. During this and 
the next year, there will be an addi¬ 
tion of 2,15,000 tonnes. We have 
taken up a few projects in the public 
•sector, particularly in the Assam 
region that would be going into pro¬ 
duction by 1977-78 and some other 
projects by 1978-79. In the private 
sector also we have licensed to the 
extent of another 20 lakh tonnes, if I 
remember aright. Therefore, future 
capacity to a certain extent has been 
taken care of. We are now produc¬ 
ing paper machinery within the 
country. We have banned the import 
of that machinery from outside so 
that the manufacturing capacity in 
the country could be fully utilised. 
The hon. member mentioned about 
the large number of publishers who 
have gone out of business for lack of 
paper^ I have* also received a good 
deal of representations with- regard to 
that. I. want- to assure the House 
that after looking into the immediate 
requirements' of the educational- insti¬ 
tutions^ particularly'-during, the- open¬ 
ing of various schools r and colleges, 
we* shall allocate the paper available 
to- the'- various publishers so- that 
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sufficient paper may be available to 
them. We have stopped the export 
of printing paper, Which was being 
done to a certain extent. 

Regarding the curtailment of use of 
white paper by the newspapers, it is a 
matter Which is under consideration. 
But once the rational distribution 
comes into operation, which I hope I 
will put into operation quickly, then 
without permission newspapers will 
not be able to get at this because the 
entire white printing paper will be 
distributed through this distribution 
system. This is how I look at the 
problem. I do agree it has led to a 
good deal of difficulties, particularly 
for the student community. But I 
think we have taken all the possible 
measures in order to mitigate the 
suffering, if not completely remove it. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai): Sir, it is quite clear that 
this situation has been created by a 
Government which has no perspec¬ 
tive or plan in this matter, and by 
the producers who have no conscience 
or scruples. It is the result of this 
combination. 

I have no manner of doubt that a 
bookless community exists only in 
name. This morning we witnessed a 
spectacle in which the House was 
treated to a kind of sermon from the 
Minister of Information and Broad¬ 
casting that the youth of the country 
had to be educated about how to fight 
inflation, hoarding and so on and 
therefore, he had undertaken to 
publish about 200,000 pamphlets to 
educate the youth of the country. 
While such pamphlets gye being pro¬ 
duced in such largo numbers, our 
children core' going without text 
books, exercise books etc. Mr. Rene 
Dumont has said irtone^f his articles; 

“The space reserved for advertis¬ 
ing In a sing^e issrtxe of the Sunday 
Neii) York Times—Oil pelf cent of 
the' Whole neWt$fcpet<— uses up as 
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much paper as all the textbooks, 
notebooks, and manuals on -all k,vels 
of education in Cameroon require 
in a whole year. And the school 
children are left to do without.’* 

One issue of the Sunday New York 
Times uses so much paper for adver¬ 
tising as the children in a particular 
country, Cameroon, cannot have tor 
their textbooks and notebooks be¬ 
cause of lack of.paper to that extent. 
That is what is happening in this 
country. also because of the non- 
essential use of papers, a matter in 
which the Government itself seems 
to be one of the worst offenders. If 
the Government agreed that this is a 
problem which affects about 100 
million of more students now on rolls, 
what exactly has the Government 
done to treat it as a matter of highest 
national priority? The Government 
has' indeed given some indication of 
what it is doing and the hon. Minister 
has also claimed that he can expect 
to mitigate the problem to some 
extent, but about that no evidence 
seems to be in sight so far. So, we 
would like to know specifically whe¬ 
ther this problem is going to be 
treated at the highest level and as 
highest national priority. 

Secondly, have Government con¬ 
ducted any survey of the percentage 
of children going without books? May 
I know whether their percentage is 
increasing day by day or not? Here 
ihe Minister of Industrial Develop¬ 
ment is answering this question, and 
not the Minister of Education. Since 
our Calling Attention related to all 
these Ministries, we expect him 
to be properly equipped on this sub¬ 
ject. 

Thirdly, broadly speaking if the 
Government agrees that although 
there is shortage, it is not because of 
the shortage entirely that the prices 
are rising, then, what i» the agency 
which the Government is setting up 
to regulate the prices in this particular 


field? Thai Gaamamisnt seems to 
have no agency at the moment The 
Government says that it has come to 
some kind of an agreement with the 
producers, some kind of a compact, 
some kind of a gentleman’s agree¬ 
ment This kind of reply cannot be 
expected to satisfy the country and 
the vast number of children. The 
country would lik e to know whether 
you have in mind any particular 
agency, which will seriously go 
about this matter, and take steps to 
see that the prices fixed are in fact 
implemented or inforced. 

What has the Government done, so 
far as the non-essential use of the 
paper i s concerned i n the Govern¬ 
ment departments themselves? We 
would like to know whethre the Gov¬ 
ernment has imposd any cut in the 
stationery. If the Government has 
not don e this, then a clear impression 
that is created in our minds that it is 
a callous government which does not 
have the needs of the children in its 
minds as one of highest importance. 
We would like to know about statio¬ 
nery because we know about the pro¬ 
digal consumption of stationery by 
the government departmenta 

Then, we would like to know 
whether any legal steps have been 
taken to see that there is no shift in 
production. The Government says 
that it has issued a norder. Now, 
what is the machinery to enforce that 
order? In fact, frankly speaking, I 
have not seen that order myself. I» 
that an adequate order? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: It has 
been placed on the Table of the 
House. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Then, I have been lax. Is it adequate 
for the purpose? We would like to 
know whether the Ministry of Indus¬ 
trial Development has got any -agencr 
to ensure that there is no .shift jn 
production. Why in the past wa» 
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such a shift in production taking place 
all the time? When the Government 
knew that it was going to adversely 
affect the interests of the boys, why 
did it not prevent the shift in produc¬ 
tion? I know that the hon. Minister 
is going to slur over this question and 
that he will never squarely face it. 

Then, what are the legal difficulties 
in preventing the newspapers from 
using white paper? If there are any 
legal difficulties could, they not be 
overcome? The newspapers seem to 
be appropriating to themselves a large 
proportion of the white paper. If 
they have any legal difficulties, how 
are they going to overcome them? 

‘How many times have they permit¬ 
ted a rise in prices of the various 
kinds of papers? Are the producers 
at liberty to raise the prices as many 
times as they like? 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; The 
value of free enterprise. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA; 
But you think that the Government 
is committed to socialism. Now you 
have changed your mind. 

Then, I want to know whether any 
inquiry has been instituted by the 
Monopolies Commission in this matter, 
as to how the producers have been 
exploiting the shortage and so on, 
and, if so, whether the Government 
can tell us about the findings of the 
Monopolies Commission in this 
•matter. 

Finally, we would like to know 
what is the Statewide distribution of 
30.000 tonnes; whether the hon. 
"Minister can give us an idea about the 
Statewise distribution and whether It 
is strictly on the basis of the needs of 
the students in particular. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: I do not 
think either you, Sir, or the House 


expects me to answer the general 
charge. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Which general charge? Lack of 
planning is obvious. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: . . . 
made by the hon. Member who has 
chronically got accustomed to doing 
it. Therefore, I do not propose to 
answer it. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
You have no answer. ( Interruptions ) 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: Why 
should the hon. Member go on fumbl¬ 
ing all along? Let him listen. After 
that, if he has anything to say, he can 
say. (Interruptions) I sympathise with 
the hon. Member, the state in whioh 
he has got into, frustration, frustra¬ 
tion, nothing else but frustration. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
You have no answer. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: This is 
the answer. It is your frustration 
that makes you see all these things 
like this. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
You are the servant of Mrs. Indira 
Gandhi, not a Minister. I never con¬ 
sidered you a Minister. You have 
mortgaged your conscience. You are 
a bond slave of Mrs. Gandhi. You 
will be a slave of any person. 
You can’t collect even 20 persons in 
Tamil Nadu ( Interruptions ) Have you 
got any status? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: Much 
better than yours. ( Interruptions) 
Sir, the hon. Member wanted to know 
how we are going to monitor this pat¬ 
tern of production. Each mill has got 
to report to the D.G.T.D. with regard 
to the production and it is checked. 
Not only that. As I have already said, 
this white printing paper has got to 
be produced according to the order 
already issued under the , Essential 
Commodities Act. The wtfftd printing 
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paper will have- to be at the disposal 
of the National Committee and the 
State Committees. Therefore, to the 
extent the white printing paper is 
available, it is being allotted to various 
States. The Government also is a 
user. They have also got to purchase 
it. To that extent, it is possible to 
monitor it I do not think they can 
escape from it. Apart from that, 
there are State agencies also. For 
that purpose also, they will have to 
give their reports. Therefore, I think 
it would be possible to monitor and 
ensure that this pattern of production 
j s maintained. 

The hon. Member naturally raised 
the question whether we have placed 
on ourselves any restrictions 
with regard to the use of paper or 
overuse of paper. Certainly we have 
taken various measures, and every 
Ministry" has been called upon to see 
that wastage of paper is avoided. The 
money allotted for the purpose of 
stationery has been frozen.... 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
What is the target.’ 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: There 
are targets.. I cannot give them 
offhand. 

Therefore, they cannot go on using 
the paper as they used to do before. 
Government is quite conscious of it 
and w e have taken various steps for 
this purpose. 

With regard to legal difficulties, 
when I said legal difficulties, it does 
not mean that they are insurmount¬ 
able. There are legal difficulties, but 
certainly we would take steps to see 
that we got over them. Once the dis¬ 
tribution system comes into existence, 
I assure the House that it shuold be 
possible to see that this is not diver¬ 
ted. It fa not a dog-in-the-manger’s 
policy that we want to adopt. If the 
Production is over and above the re¬ 
quirement in the essential sector, cer¬ 
tainly it could be diverted for other 


uses. Therefore, it is a. question of 
priority. The first priority will be 
given for the use of paper in the edu¬ 
cational sector. ~ 

Then th e hon. Member wanted to 
know who allowed this increase in 
prices. Unfortunately there is no con¬ 
trol on the prices of paper. It was 
removed in 1968 or 1969 and then it 
has been going on in this way. This 
situation arose particularly because, 
after the shortage in newsprint, news¬ 
papers came into the field for mopp¬ 
ing away large quantities of white 
paper. That is why the situation be¬ 
came a little more difficult. But imme¬ 
diately we stepped in and we have 
taken various steps which I have al¬ 
ready mentioned. 

Another question was whether this 
has been referred to the Monopolies 
Commission. No. This has not been 
referred to the Monopolies Commis¬ 
sion. 

Then the hon. Member wanted to 
know the allocations Statewise . . . 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
What are the legal difficulties in pre¬ 
venting the newspapers from encroa¬ 
ching upon white paper? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: The 0 nly 
way is prohibition of use of white 
paper by the newspaper^. That was 
what we considered but we were ad¬ 
vised by the legal department that 
we could n°f P as s such an order. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Are you trying to overcome them? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: Yes. 

The hon. Member wanted to know 
the allocation Statewise. I have got 
the figures. 1 do not think I should 
read them out. I can pass this on to 
th e hon. Member. He can have a 
look at them. On the whole, 30,629 
tonnes have been distributed in June 
and July. For August further alloca¬ 
tions will be made.

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: I am 
glad the hon Member has made the 
last point that Bihar perhaps this year 
may not require any paper at all if 
people follow the request or the ap¬ 
peal made by Jayaprakash ji which 
i« also backed by the party to which 
my hon friend Mishra ji belongs. So 
far as students are concerned perhaps 
he is quite unconcerned with it be¬ 
cause they might not require any 
books or note-books. With regard to 
the matter which he mentioned 
about sick paper mills, these are 
small mills, junks, and instead of using 
our resources in that direction, I 
think it would be better to utilise for 
expediting and implementing various 
projects which are taken up in public 
sector. And we are expecting them 
He asked: what i 3 the quantity allot¬ 
ted by this committee at national/ 
State levels? Well, already this figure 
is of the order of 30,000 tonnes for the 
last two months and we are going to 
make allocation for August also. Then 
he wanted to know the capacity for 
each mill; I am sorry I do not have it 
at the moment because this is not rele¬ 
vant in the context of the subject we 
are discussing. About the various 
varieties of paper there are duplicat¬ 
ing papers, litho and offset papers, 
machine-glazed posters white print¬ 
ing paper etc. We have large number 
of packaging varieties from cardboard 
onwards and various other lace papers 
and they manufacture these also. 
But from the printing point of view 
these are th e main varieties. 

He asked whether any raids were 
conducted. X am sorry, if the Member 
is interested he should put the ques¬ 
tion to a completely different Ministry. 
Altogether these are the main points 
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[Shri C. Subramaniam] this sheer waste, and the teachers of 


which he raised to which I have re¬ 
plied. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE (Akola): 
Sir, the question which is puzzling so 
many persons in the country including 
the student population is not a result 
of overnight shortage. As he said, the 
decline ih the white paper production 
as a ratio of total paper production 
has started over a period of about five 
year past. If some steps or measures 
were taken in right time We would 
not have been required to face this 
situation today. Nevertheless I cong¬ 
ratulate the Government and the 
Ministry for the steps taken although 
a little late. It is better late than 
neverl 

I do hope that these measures will 
be implemented in the spirit in which 
those measures have been introduced 
that is to say, such as bringing them 
under the Essential Commodities Act 
and also issuing further orders under 
the Essential Commodities Act. I re¬ 
quest the Government to consider fix¬ 
ing prices all along the line under 
Essential Commodities Act itself, ex¬ 
factory prices, prices of wholesale 
traders and prices als 0 at the retail 
end. 

Then only there will b e some real¬ 
istic price structure and control, par¬ 
ticularly, of the exercise books. Sir, 
you know fully well that even to-day 
that is the experience of every hon. 
Member here too-if we see the child¬ 
ren, the primary-school going children 
you will find that they require more 
than a dozen exercise books. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: (Kanpur): 
The weight of the books is more than 
the childl 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; Now, it is 
becoming a fashion. You may consi¬ 
der that in the context of our educa¬ 
tional system. You have the coordina¬ 
tion committee which should consider 


schools—I do not know whether they 
are hand in glove with some exercise 
books Sealers. They require the pri¬ 
mary school boys and girls to have a 
bound book of hundred pages for a 
small subject. There may be one 
exercise book for a subject. I have 
seen a book with four lines. That is 
the reason why the exercise books are 
in great demand in educational insti¬ 
tutions. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: That is 
the responsibility of the Ministry of 

Education ana not that of the Indus¬ 
trial Development. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: I have re¬ 
referred to this because he has refer¬ 
red l 0 that coordination committee. 
That was why I thought that I should 
also make a mention to it. The facts 
are facts. So, let us take things as 
they are. I would like to submit one 
thing for your consideration. What is 
troubling to-day is not only shortage 
of books but there is an artificial 
shortage of the books also. As he said, 
because of the diversion and because 
of the price rise, there may be a 
shortage. Apart from ex-factory cost, 
there is price rise on the exercise 
book. If, for example, it is Ra. 25 per 
ream of a certain variety—seven gram¬ 
me variety etc.—then there is an in¬ 
crease in the cost of the exercise 
books. That is due to the middleman 
charging a higher rate, that is. by 100 
per cent more. It becomes Rs. 50/- 
a ream. That is why I say that if we 
can arrange to have some other system 
that will be better. You have now 
got this Committee. But, do not leave 
this to the committee. One of the pit- 
falls in administration is that once we 
form a committee they think that 
their job is over. There are State 
Committees, Central Committees etc. 
You will have to lay down certain 
guideline for them. So, I suggest for 
taking immediate action. You can 
feel the impact at least on the exer¬ 
cise books immediately. You ask the 
manufacturers to....

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Are you 
lecturing to the Minister or asking a 
question?

SHRI VASANT SATHE: I am ask¬ 
ing him a question. I do not know 
whether he will accept my suggestion. 
But, that will solve the problem. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Then you 
ask a question. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; If I do not 
explain how will you know whether 
he will accept it or not. Three crores 
worth of exercise books axe in stock 
with this particular manufacturer— 
one of the sixteen big manufacturers— 
Thapar of Ballarpur Paper Mills in our 
region— Chanda. You know that they 
ca n get an indent from the universities 
and from schools. You have now got 
the Directors of Public Instruction or 
whatever be their names in various 
States. You get the indents from 
them directly and supply these exer¬ 
cise books to them without having to 
go through these State Committees etc. 
They are likely to misuse their quotas. 
They go to the black market You 
know that it is through these very 
traders that quota is being given ulti¬ 
mately. So, fop heaven’s sake do not 
do that. You will please consider 
m y suggestion of asking the Paper 
Mills which produce 80 per cent of 
white paper in the country to supply 
directly to the student community. 
Wby don’t you ask these sixteen big 
concerns to supply whatever white 
Paper for exercise books they are pro- 
during direct to the Universities. If 


this is done, then the cost of exercise 
books will go down by fifty per cast 

My second question is you had a 
crash programme introduced in 197L 
What has happened to that? The 
programme was that there will be a 
ratio of production to be maintained 
and also price structure. That prog¬ 
ramme could not come through right 
till now. Will you still have that 
crash programme and see that it is 
implemented or is it to be given up? 

My third question is will you bring 
about certain restriction at least on 
public sector undertakings that they 
should not give whole-page advertise¬ 
ments. The same material could be 
put in smaller space. Will you con¬ 
sider this? After all the idea is to 
bring about saving in the use of white- 
paper even by the newspaper industry. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: With 
regards to the fixing up the prices all 
through, as I have already stated, we 
have fixed the price for the printing 
paper at Rs. 2750/-. With regard to 
the c °sf °f various other commodities 
I have already said it is under investi¬ 
gation by the Bureau of Industrial 
Costing and Prices. After that we 
consider whether we should 
have control throughout. But the 
only difficulty is it is easy to have 
paper control but once you have this 
control and there js demand more than 
supply on-money business comes in. 
How to avoid is the main difficulty. 

As per as this is concerned, this has 
been controlled at Rs. 2750 per tonne. 
A s far as that is concerned, there is 
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no argument about it; it will be admi¬ 
nistered also.

Then, the hon. Member naturally 
was concerned about the e xercise- 
bookg which children are asked to pur¬ 
chase. It is a very unsatisfactory state 
of affairs. As a matter of fact, I am 
told, and as a matter of fact, I learnt 
that way, till the fourth of fifth class, 
we had only saltes to write upon, and 
that also improves the handwriting if 
you use slates in the early stages, but 
that is a matter which will have to be 
considered at a different level alto¬ 
gether. 

Then, the hon. Member mentioned 
about the price rise and the role of 
the middlemen. That i s why wher¬ 
ever we find that the dealer is not 
behaving properly, we are entitled to 
allot the paper directly to the consu¬ 
mer with the middleman and without 
the dealer etc. So that is being taken 
care of. 

Then, the hon. Member mentioned 
about the crash programme. The crash 
programme as far the purpose of . . . 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: I had made 
a specific suggestion about supplying 
it to the universities and to the Direc¬ 
tor of Public Instruction for the 
schools. Would he kindly say whether 
that will be accepted? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: The 
university should have a n organisa¬ 
tion to receive it and distribute it. 
certainly, if there are co-operative 
institutions or any other institution 
there for the purpose of receiving 
and distributing this supply, we shall 
be only too glad to do it. But I do 
not think every institution has this 
facility. This is the real difficulty. 


As far as the crash programme is 
concerned, this is for the purpose of 
increasing the capacity by marginal 
addition of machinery. This was taken 
up in 1971 and on that basis we had 
an additional capacity of 80,000 tonnes 
installed in the various plants, and 
that has contributed to the increase in 
production. 

Regarding advertisements, as far as 
the public sector projects are con. 
ceroed, we are issuing directives that 
they should not go in for the whole- 
page advertisements. You, Sir, were 
pleased to mention about the photo¬ 
graphs etc. As a matter of fact, the 
annual statement made by the chair¬ 
man or the managing director at the 
shareholders’ meeting used to be pub¬ 
lished, and when I made enquiries 
about it, I wag told that they had to 
pay a higher rate for this when they 
published it; not only did they occupy 
space but they had to pay a higher rate 
for it. 

Now, in regard to all the public 
sector projects we have stopped the 
publication of these statements. We 
shall also try to find out whether any 
other publications also could be stop¬ 
ped, and if it is possible, certainly we 
shall take steps for this purpose.. 

Therefore, along with production 
and greater production, I think we 
should observe economies in the use 
of paper and also avoid wastage as 
much as possible. They should be¬ 
come a part of the movement in the 
community as a whole in which I am 
sure hon. Members can *contribute a 
great deal.

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai): I find that other things 
are being taken up. Should not 
matters directly related to the business 
lor the next week be taken up? After 
t^e hon. Minister made a statement 
regarding Government business for 
the next week, Members who wanted 
to make submissions in respect of that 
should be called next before 377 is 
taken, up. 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: This is 
not 377. I see from the Order Paper 
that Mr. Vajpayee was permitted by 
the Speaker to raise a matter under 
377 but because 377 was not taken up, 
he says that the Speaker conveyed to 
him that he migh ttake this opportu¬ 
nity. 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA: I gave 
notice of an adjournment motion on 
terrible floods in Gorakhpur Division 
which was disallowed. Now I want 
that the grave situation caused by 
floods in Gorakhpur Division be in¬ 
cluded in the next week’s business for 
a full discussion. There the flood 
level in river Rapti has risen to 252.55 
it. i.e. one feet and five inches higher 
than the highest level of 251.15 ft. 
reached 50 years back, that is in 1925. 
About 3,000 villages have been maroo¬ 
ned and flooded and two million 
people are very severely affected in 
Gorakhpur Division. Some of them 
are starving. The loss is estimated at 
Rs. 15 crores. I have come yesterday 
from a tour of those areas. No relief 
had yet been given. Many of them 
will die if relief is not rushed to them 
immediately. These floods could have 
been avoided if the Jalkundi reser¬ 
voir scheme which was planned ten 
years ago for containing river Rapti 
had been implemented. Besides re¬ 
pairs to the existing bunds had also 
not been completed. A recent survey 
has estimated that the cost of repairs 
to existing bunds would be Rs. 2 
crores. The result is that eight bunds 
had broken and the districts of Basti, 
Gorakhpur and Deoria are flooded and 
Gorakhpur city is in imminent danger 
of being engulfed by floods. The State 
Government cannot find Ihig two 
crores of rupees for the thorough 
repairs of these bunds, nor can it 
undertake the Jalkundi reservoir 
scheme. The Central Government 
must help the U.P. Government with 
sufficient funds for the purpose and 
must undertake the completion of Jal¬ 
kundi reservoir scheme immediately. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour): The agenda says; "Shrl K.

regarding Government business for the 
week commencing the 12th August, 
1974.” You will agree with me that 
there is a big departure from the usual 
practice. We held a Business Advi¬ 
sory meeting yesterday very unsuc¬ 
cessfully because the Government had 
taken an attitude like that. They 
wanted to reverse the earlier decision 
that every week there would be two 
discussions either under rule 184 or 
rule 193 or both. Efforts are there on 
the Government side to scuttle the 
whole thing. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: What a re 
the items you want to be included? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; I have 
given two motions. One is on Maruti 
X.td. ( Interruptions ). 

SHRI A. K. M. 1SHAQUE (Basir- 
hat): This has been discussed a thous- 
sand times. This is not a market place. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: My 
motion has been found in order by 
the hon. Speaker. In December 1972 
there was a discussion and after that 
a lot of things have happened. So, I 
want that to be included. 

My second motion is on the basis 
of a ruling given by Shri Sanjiva 
Reddy on the basis of the removal 
from this House of Shri Mudgal, 
which was initiated by the late Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru, for committing mis¬ 
conduct. In that motion, I have shoul¬ 
dered the responsibility that if I can¬ 
not substantiate what I have given 
in writing, I shall face a privilege 
motion. That is a substantive motion 
against Shri L. N. Mishra for his 
role in the Bharat Sewak SamaJ affair. 
( Interruptions ): I have given a sub¬ 
stantive motion. 

SHRI A. K. M. ISHAQUE: Do you 
know that the matter is sub judice 
now? (Interruptions). 

. SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: My 
motion brings serious charges of cor- 
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ruption and misconduct against a 
sitting member of thi s House add it is 
incumbent on this House to discuss it 
As I said, I have taken the responsi¬ 
bility that if I am unable to substan¬ 
tiate what I have given in writing, I 
shall face a privilege motion. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
We have to consider a situation which 
has unfortunately arisen, namely, 
there has been no agreement in the 
Business Advisory Committee. Earlier 
the decisions that used to be announc¬ 
ed in the House were based on a con¬ 
sensus arrived at i n the Business Advi¬ 
sory Committee. The BAC consisted 
not only of the representatives of the 
various political parties but also of 
those hon. Members who had given 
notices of their motions. So, the con¬ 
sensus was arrived at in a very repre¬ 
sentative body. Now, unfortunately, 
the situation that has arisen is that this 
statement made by the hon. Minister 
about the business for next week does 
not reflect the consensus in the BAC. 
So, it is a matter for you to consider 
how the BAC would function in 
future. If the BAC does not function 
properly in future, then on every such 
occasion there would be a great furore 
in the House, there would be a great 
deal of disturbance and discontent in 
the House. So, the very machinery 
which you i n your wisdom have set 
up is not being used, and that is be¬ 
cause of the attitude that the Govern¬ 
ment has taken in the BAC. 

The second question is who will 
determine or fix the No-Day-Yet- 
Named Motions. Is it in the discretion 
of the Government to fix the No- 
Day-Yet-Named Motion or would it 
be fixed by consensus in the BAC? 
The Government seem to be taking 
the attitude that it is left to their 
discretion. If the Government take 
that attitude, and if the House also 
agrees with it—I will ask the hon. 
Members to consider this seriously— 
if the Government take the attitude 
that they alone will select these things 
then oiily those things which are con¬ 
venient to the Government can be 
taken and discussion in this Nouse 
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will have no meaning at all. There¬ 
fore, I must say, this is & highly 
objectionable attitude for the Govern¬ 
ment to take and the hon. Speaker 
will have to take this situation into 

account. 

The short submission that I want to 
make is that this is an incomplete 
statement that has been made by the 
hon. Minister because there is no 
mention of the second No-Day-Yet- 
Named Motion. One motion has been 
circulated which relates to the func¬ 
tioning of the nationalised banks. But 
we had decided earlier that two No- 
Day-Yet-Named Motions (should be 
taken up during the course of a week, 
either under 193 or 184. Therefore, 
this is an incomplete statement and 
it is not in conformity with the deci¬ 
sion taken by the BAC that there 
would be*two such motions during the 
course of a week. Now, there may be 
limitation on time but hon. Members 
have to consider whether we should 
not try to stick to the decisions taken 
earlier, which is in the interest of the 
smooth functioning of the House . . . 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN 
(Badagara): The only point is what 
is to be discussed and what is rele¬ 
vant. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHKA: 
Am I not placing before the House a 
relevant question? So, the second No- 
Day-Yet-Named Motion is yet to be 
fixed, and that has not been fixed only 
because of the attitude taken by the 
Government. Just as my hon. friend, 
Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu, has set his heart 
on some motions which he has always 
been raising in the BAC, I have also 
given notice of two motions. One 
motion has already been admitted by 
the Chair, and that relates to the func¬ 
tioning of the Election Commission and 
; bow it should be enlarged. I do not 
find any mention of that here. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJRE: Sir, with 
your permission, I would like to raise 
two issues with the hope that the hon. 
^mister of Finance and the Minister 


of Civil Aviation will make a state¬ 
ment. You will remember, in this 
House there was a Calling Attention 
Notice regarding the strike by the Air 
India Pilots. Although it was not dis¬ 
cussed, a statement was made by the 
Minister. Since then the situation has 
deteriorated further. This morning I 
met some of the representatives of 
the Guild of the Pilots and it seems 
to me that the statement made by the 
hon. Minister was based on a wrong 
information supplied by the manage¬ 
ment, by the Chairman of the Per¬ 
sonnel Director, who is a civil engi¬ 
neer who had nothing to do with civil 
aviation. Let there be a probe by the 
Public Accounts Committee or the 
Public Undertakings Committee into 
the working of that Corporation. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: The 
probe should be the business for the 
next week? 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: The Min¬ 
ister should make a statement about 
that. They are declaring lock-outs 
again and again. They will declare 
more individual lock-outs. I want the 
Minister to make a statement and 
agree to a parliamentary probe on the 
working of this particular Corporation. 

( Interruptions ) 

Then, Sir, in the newspapers, there 
is a news-item— “Tax Census” in West 
Bengal on 16th August. It says: 

“The Income-tax authorities in 
West Bengal are launching a house- 
to-house “tax census” in the State 
on 16th August in their bid to un¬ 
earth black money.” 

This is what has appeared that they 
will go and collect black money as if 
the people are just waiting to give 
them black money. This has been 
announced in the newspapers. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: So, you 
want a discussion on that. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I want 
that the Minister should make a state¬ 
ment on that 
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Last but not the least, I want to 
have a discussion on he spurious glu¬ 
cose case.** 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; This will 
not go on record. 

We have to maintain the federal 
set up of the Parliament and the 
Assemblies. We should not discuss 
these things here. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai): 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I would 
draw the attention of the Minister of 
Parliamentary Affairs to a very dis¬ 
turbing news about NCERT. Most of 
the top officials have taken mass leave. 
This is nothing but in protest against 
favouritism and nepotism being in¬ 
dulged in there. Pressure is being 
brought upon the writers and profes¬ 
sors who are writing model text-books. 
You know, Sir, model text-books are 
being used all over the country. It is 
an unsual things. The complaint is 
that favouritism and nepotism is 
practised in respect of various appoint¬ 
ments. The worst thing is that, in 
writing history, social sciences, etc., 
certain political objectives of the 
ruling party are being exerted upon. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Do you 
want this to be discussed? 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA; I do not 
want this to be discussed. If there is 
any fact in that, the Minister of Edu¬ 
cation should come out with a state¬ 
ment 

My second point in this. There is 
a report from Tamil Nadu that the 
Government of Tamil Nadu have 
issued instructions to all private com¬ 
panies to employ only local people to 
the extent of 80 per cent. We have 
already seen Shiv Sena in Bombay. 
What I am afraid is: if this trend is 
encouraged, what will happen to the 
76 per cent of our Biharl friends. 


U.P. friends and Oriya friends who 
are working in West Bengal. The 
Minister of Parliamentary Affairs 
may recall that far the last three 
Sessions I have been giving No-Day- 
Yet-Named Motions to discuss the 
sons of the soil theory. I want that 
a statement should be made and a 
discussion should take place on this. 
If this trend is allowed to continue, 
there will be riots and clashes and the 
country will disintegrate Into a few 
regional pockets.

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore): I would rais e two points 
for discussion in the next week. One 
is regarding the question of power 
shortage in West Bengal. It has been 
announced that the factories will 
henceforth run for five days only. 
Therefore, the workers will be losing 
one day’s wages every week and the 
production also will suffer. So this is 
a very important thing and I require 
not only a statement but also a dis¬ 
cussion on the issue of power short¬ 
age in West Bengal as well as in other 
States. 

The second point is regarding in¬ 
security in railways. It has come in 
the newspaper, Sir. (Interruptions). In 
Eastern Railway, specially in Sealdah 
and Howrah sections, nobody can 
. travel safely after 6 o’ dock. There is 


••Not recorded. 
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no security. I shall narrate to you 
what has come in the newspapers. 
This is about a young engineer. You 
may have read it, Sir, but not 
seriously.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I a m con¬ 
cerned with the business for the next 
week. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
This is also a business. It is a very 
serious situation. One young engi¬ 
neer was traveling in a train. Some 
gangsters entered the compartment 
and tried to snatch away the orna¬ 
ments and other articles from the 
women as well as other passengers. 
This young man put up resistance and 
he tried to catch the miscreants but 
he was stabbed and thrown out of 
the train. For six days no informa¬ 
tion was given by the railway 
authorities as to the identity of this 
person and the dead body was handed 
over to his relatives only after six 
days. I have got so many material... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: The hon.

I am also concerned. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: This is 
nothing. You are making a speech. 
You can pass on this information and 
make your suggestions. What else 
do you want to be discussed? 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
My point is very simple. 

MR DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Simple 
to you. To me it is so complicated. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
The Minister should make a statement 
and give us an opportunity to discuss 
the security measures in the Railways 


specially in the eastern part of the 
country. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE 
(Rajapur): I would request the hon. 
Parliamentary Affairs Minister to 
find some time to place on the agenda 
a very important item on which we 
expect a statement from the Railway 
Minister. 

Fortunately, on the floor of the 
House the Railway Minister has dec¬ 
lared that the recognition of the All 
India Railwaymen’s Federation con¬ 
tinues. If that recognition continues 
I want to bring to your notice a small 
event which is of great importance 
and which is in complete violation 
of the assurance given by the 
Railway Minister on the floor of 
the House. At Ludhiana the Divi¬ 
sional Superintendent of Ferozepur 
has issued instructions to the Station 
Master who, in turn, has issued a 
notice which says: 

"A meeting is being held in the 
Railway premises near Northern 
Railway Mazdoor Union office in the 
afternoon on date (1-8-74). The 
meeting will be addressed and pre¬ 
sided over by J. Fernandes. The 
Divisional Superintendent has de¬ 
sired that no railway staff should 
join the above meeting. Please 
ensure and warn the staff working 
under you not to attend the above 
meeting, failing which the advance 
increment (hard duty allowance al¬ 
ready sanctioned or going to be 
sanctioned will be cancelled. 

Please ensur e and inform the staff 
accordingly.” 

When the Railway Minister dec¬ 
lared that the All India Railwayraen'S 
Federation continues to be a recog¬ 
nized federation, then the railway staff 
must be permitted to join the official 
rally of the federation at 
addressed by the Preseident of the 
Federation and if such a wrong notice 
is given— I have got an attested copy 
of it— then it la a violation of the 
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assurance given by the Railway Min¬ 
ister. Therefore, I would request the 
Minister for Parliamentary Affars to 
find some time so that the Railway 
Minister can make a statement on 
the floor of the House. 

Only one more point. It is reported 
in the Press that the despatch of rice 
from Nepal to Kerala is being obs¬ 
tructed because of inadequate railway 
transport arrangements particularly 
through Bihar which is a very serious 
affair and a statement which has 
appeared in Kathmandu papers indi¬ 
cates that but for the difficulties 
■created by the authorities in the trans¬ 
port arrangements in Bihar, large 
supplies of rice from Nepal to Kerala 
would have reached Kerala in time. 
Therefore, on this issue also some 
statement is called for. 

Lastly, in the last meeting of the 
Business Advisory Committee, it was 
decided that there should be a discus¬ 
sion under Rule 193 on the Agricul¬ 
ture Commission’s report. That 
discussion as also a discussion on the 
Sugar Industry Inquiry Commission’s 
report which we expect will be placed 
on the Table of the House very soon 
should be there. I request the Min¬ 
ister for Parliamentary Affairs to find 
sometime for these. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN (Tel- 
licharry): For some time past this 
House is denied the opportunity to 
discuss the international affairs and 
recently there have been so many 
important developments taking place 
in the international world. Today we 
have read about President Nixon’s 
resignation. It will have tremendous 
impact on world politics. During this 
period the big dictatorship of Portu¬ 
gal had fallen, Cyprus events have 
come to the forefront and the events 
in Greece. It is rather 6trange that 
the External Affairs Minister of bur 
country has chosen to visit South 
Korea, a country ruled by one of 
the most hated dictatorships of our 
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times. 15 students have been senten¬ 
ced to death in South Korea only 
for the crime that they have demand¬ 
ed peaceful reunification of Korea and 
their national poet has also been sen¬ 
tenced to long term imprisonment. I 
request that the House should have 
a discussion on the International 
situation. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ahme- 
dabad): My State continues to be 
under the President’s rule. It is 
exactly six months today that scuch 
a rule was promulgated. And, a large 
number of things are happening in 
the recent past and very many num¬ 
ber of them concern the Central Gov¬ 
ernment. But there is no opportu¬ 
nity or us to raise these questions and 
the issues here. And, the people of 
my State are feeling more and more 
agitated and suffocated in many Res¬ 
pects; for to whom else can they 
represent their grievances and before 
whom can they voice their feelings? 
This is my respectful submission. In 
other States they have Legislative 
Assemblies and they are meeting for 
4 weeks, 6 week's, for monsoon ses¬ 
sion, etc. Assembly Members can 
take up the issues there. In regard 
to my State what happens is, we don’t 
get such opportunities to raise the 
matters here, as they are not admit¬ 
ted, discussion under Rule 377 is not 
admitted, we don’t get ballot for prio¬ 
rity, etc. Where are we to go, Sir? 
The Passport Office in Ahmedabad is 
in a mess; students and others could 
not get passport to go abroad, for 
months together. Provident Fund 
Commisioner’s office is in complete 
disarray. Nothing is happening with 
regard to Provident Fund Commissio¬ 
ner’s office. Day before yesterday we 
heard what my colleagues said that 
the report of the Commissioner of 
Scheduled Cast e and Scheduled Tri¬ 
bes should be discussed. We have 
known about the various types of at¬ 
rocities committed on Harjans in 
Ranmalpur and Mithagoda in the 
Surendranagar district, and of similar 
incidents in the district of Ahmed-, 
bad and in many other places in Guja- 1 
rat. Harijans are being b^y^ggg^^ 
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and we have no opportunity to reflect 
in this House the anger of the people. 
Therefore, the Minister of Parliamen¬ 
tary Affairs may kindly bear in mind 
that whenever any State is under 
President’s rule, it is the bounden 
duty of the Government to see to it 
that one hour or at least half-an-hour 
or some time is allotted for discussion 
of certain matters pertaining to that 
State. There is no opportunity for 
discussing any problems of that State. 
Then again, there are grave comp¬ 
laints against the functioning of tele¬ 
phone i n Ahmedabad. There are 
complaints of a very serious nature, I 
do not want to refer to all of them 
because it is not in good taste to speak 
about some of the most unfortunate 
types of incidents here on the floor 
of the House. Things happen in the 
capital city of Ahmedabad, misbeha¬ 
viour in respect of telephone employ¬ 
ees, etc. and how can you tolerate all 
these things? Where is the time to 
discuss them? I request the Minister 
of Parliamentary Affairs that there 
should be some mechanism, there 
could be a Committee to look into the 
matter. Whenever States are under 
President’s rule, enough time should 
be allotted for discussing such State’s 
problems. My friend Mr. Jagannath 
Rao Joshi has said about the incidents 
in which 25 journalists were involv¬ 
ed. Let me give the information on 
this subject. This is not a matter of 
one individual. It is alleged that one 
correspondent of the Times of India 
was wrongly implicated by the Police 
because of certain articles that the 
wrote. This is an assault on the free¬ 
dom of the Press. Twenty-five news¬ 
men. were beaten up by the Police 
outside the House of Mr. H. C. Sarin, 
Advisor to the Gujarat Governor at 
Ahmedabad yesterday. What all 
they wanted was only to see the Ad¬ 
viser Mr. Sarin and to protest against 
one of their colleagues having been 
wrongly arrested. This man who was 
wrongly arrested wanted to lodge a 
complaint but the Police refused to 
lodge his complaint. He was arres¬ 
ted. wrongly and he was not promtly 
released, but instead, a whole lot of 
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journalists were beatent up. On Mr. 
Ravindra Bhatt, Correspondent of 
Janmabhoomi is bed-ridden with inj¬ 
uries. So, these are all matters which 
the Minister of Parliamentary Aff¬ 
airs should allow us to raise here. I 
want the Minister of Home Affairs to 
make a statement on this whole inci¬ 
dent. 

It is my respectful submission that 
we should have such discussion at 
least once a fortnight for an hour or 
so, so thatt we call discuss all these 
matters. My point and auxiety are 
that our people may not fed that they 
were suffocated and may not express 
their feelings of anger in any uncons¬ 
titutional or violent way.

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN 
(Tellicherry): Sir, I am very happy 10 
extend support to the Bill introduced 
by Shri Pandeya. This right to vote 
at the age of 18 being granted to the 
young people has been discussed in 
this House several times before. Fur¬ 
ther, it is not as if the young people 
of only our country are demanding it. 
This is a demand raised by the young 
people all over the world. 

This demand has been conceded in 
the recent past by several Govern¬ 
ments of the world. The only argu¬ 
ment in favour of this is not that some 
Governments have accepted it. But 
it is a strong argument that the Gov¬ 
ernment of United States, that the 
Government of United Kingdom and, 
last month, the Government of France 
had accepted it. I am referring to 
these three countries because these are 
the countries which belong to the 
capitalist world. 

This is a right given to the young 
people by the socialist countries from 
the very inception of those countries. 
Maybe, the Government might say 
that it is a different system altogether 
which is existing in those countries. 
That is why I pointed out that the 
highly advanced capitalist countries 
have given Ibis right to vote at the 
pf»e of 18 to their young people. 

Another argument might b e advanc¬ 
ed that these highly advanced couu- 
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tries could afford to experiment by 
giving a right of vote to young people 
but we may not be abl e to do it. X 
do not think that this will stand as a 
reasonable argument. If you look 
around our country, Ceylon which is 
a country, more or less, similar to 
that of ours had granted the right 
only two years back. Bangladesh, a 
country which was liberated only two 
years back, and th§ conditions in that 
country in so many ways are not as 
good as that we have our country, has 
also given that right to vote at the 
age 18 to their young people. Nothing 
has happened in those countries that 
should strike a note of alarm to the 
Government of India. So, my request 
is that since there is nothing dange¬ 
rous, since there is nothing bad invol¬ 
ved in it, there is no reason for the 
Government of India to deny this 
right to our young people. 

Today, the Indian Youth Congress 
has brought lakhs of people to the 
capital of our country. I welcome 
them that they have come to this part 
of the country, to the capital of our 
country, to voice certain demands of 
the people. Maybe, the hon. Minister 
will also agree that many of those 
who came to demonstrate against 
fascisim, reaction, black-marketing, 
hoarding, profiteering and all that, 
were all below the age of 18. If these 
young people ca n tak e a position in 
relation to the policies of our Gov¬ 
ernment, while demonstrating their 
opinion, while voicing their protest, 
why can’t they vote at the time they 
are called upon to vote? 

Another thing is that not a single 
party in this country, including the 
ruling party, had opposed this de¬ 
mand in public. More than that, last 
time, in 1971,. when Mrs. Indira 
Gandhi had caught the imagination 
of a large number of young people in 
our country by adopting certain radi¬ 
cal policies, at that time, an impres¬ 
sion was created in our country that 
the young people will be allowed to 


vote at the age of 18. If I might say, 
this is a breach of confidence. This is 
another example of breaking of pro¬ 
mise. It will not be denied by the 
Minister. 

Last time, while replying to a Half, 
an-hour discussion, the Minister him¬ 
self said that they have no intention 
to deny the young people the right 
to vote at the age of 18. But now 1 
have all my doubts that they have 
no intention to grant this right to the 
young people in the coming General 
Elections. The elections are not very 
far off. At that time, when I raised 
the question of delimitation of consti¬ 
tuencies, the Minister said that not 
to worry about it, that the deliipita- 
tion of constituencies will go on and 
that even if the process of delimitation 
will go on, the right can be permitted 
to be granted to the young people 
and they can be brought into the 
electorate. 

Let me ask a pointed question. 
There are almost 1$ years to go 
for the next General Elections. If 
they do not take a final decision on 
this matter, does it not mean that this 
Government is going to deny the 
right of the young people to vote at 
the age of 18 in the next General 
Elections? My fear is that, by gain¬ 
ing time, by postponing the decision, 
they are virtually going to deny the 
right of the young people to have a 
say in the affairs of this country. 
This is something which is not fully 
in tune with what has been happen¬ 
ing around the world. In this coun¬ 
try, as everywhere else in the world, 
the young people today are not like 
the young people who were living a 
decade or a few decades ago; they 
are more literate more educated. We 
are living, as people say, in an age of 
technological revolution and scienti¬ 
fic innovations. The young minds are 
receptive and they are looking for¬ 
ward for new values; they are trying 
to discard the old ones. In this situa¬ 
tion, the young people have every right 
to demand the right to vote at the age 
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of 18 which no Government having 
any sense of democracy should deny 
in today’s situation. But, unfortuna¬ 
tely, this Government are not learn¬ 
ing lessons from experience. That is 
my complaint LaBt time when this 
discussion was going on, some friends 
pointed out that, if they are given the 
l ight to vote at the age of 18, our 
universities and schools would be¬ 
come the hot bed of politics. But 
what happened in Gujarat? Was it an 
accident? I may have my own reser¬ 
vations about what happened there. 
That is a different matter. What is 
happening in Bihar? I am deadly 
against the policies of Shri Jayapra- 
kash Narayanan. That is not the point. 
But the fact remains that today in the 
universities and colleges there is a 
crisis. The young people in our coun¬ 
try are disgusted with the present 
system. They want a change. They 
want to change the basic policies 
that you are pursuing, the policies 
which are breeding only unemploy¬ 
ment and price rise and are helping 
the black marketeers and are shelter¬ 
ing the hoarders and profiteers. Where 
will they have their say? They do not 
like corruption. Where will they 
have their say about all these things? 
These people who are wearing the 
garb of rulers of the country say that 
these young people can go and revolt 
in the street but they will not be 
given the right to vote. There is a 
fallacy in this kind of thinking. Those 
young people who are coming to the 
streets are not the people who would 
hke to come to the streets. But there 
is no other opening for the ventilation 
of their feelings. They would like to 
contribute positively for the develop- 
m °nt or the country, they would like 
to contribute positively for the demo¬ 
cratic process in our country to ad¬ 
vance. These young people today are 
Itl(,re educated, they have better un¬ 
derstanding; they are the people who 
can contribute greatly to see that we 
l J e in a democracy. But this policy 
that is being adopted by the Govern¬ 
ment will not help. These people who 
We sitting in the Treasury Benches 


speak very nice of the young people; 
they say, ‘Come on; you take up the 
responsibility ’for rebuilding the 
country*. But what is there to rebuild 
when they have no say in the future? 
When there are merciless exploita¬ 
tions taking place in the country, 
when people are exploited to the mar¬ 
row, the young people who are creat¬ 
ing wealth in the country have no 
say. This is not good. This will not 
serve the Purpose of democracy. This 
will not serve the purpose for which 
the country stands dedicated and com¬ 
mitted. That is why, Sir, we demand 
that the Government should not take 
a position. They should not stand 
on prestige. They should come out 
and positively respond to it. This 
is a Bill moved by a Jana Sangh 
Member. I know that. But that 
should not stand as a taboo. This 
is a noble cause, a cause of the 
young people to have their say on the 
future of the country. So, the 
Government should positively res¬ 
pond to this, If they do not accept 
it, I can understand. The Govern¬ 
ment will have its limitations—I ac¬ 
cept it. But they may agree that this 
Bill will be sent to a Select Com¬ 
mittee or they say or give an assu¬ 
rance that they will bring another 
Bill to give this right. Or, at least let 
them say that they will circulate this 
Bill and get the opinion from the 
people and within the life of this 
Lok Sabha they will bring a Bill and 

amend the Constitution so that the 
young people who are 18, the new 
generation, the post-Independence 
generation will have a say about our 
future. 
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With these words I fully support 
the Bill moved by my friend Shn 
Dr. Laxminarayan Pandeya.

HALF-AN-HOUR DISCUSSION 

Package scheme to attract Indian 
Scientists, Technologists and Engi¬ 
neers WORKING ABROAD 

I 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH (Phulpur): This phenomenon 
of “brain-drain” is a function of the 
“wealth-poverty” gap between the 
countries of the world. And so long as 
we continue to treat human talent as 
a commodity, it will seek the market; 
Jegitimat- 'y or illegitimately and the 
forces ox supply and demand will 
ruthlessly siphon it wherever their 
equilibrium may be. Brain will 
continue to be sold, smuggled and 
blackmarketed just like gold or ura. 
nium. And so long as the under¬ 
developed countries continue to seek 
answers within the ambit of the eco¬ 
nomics of Adam Smith, the answer 
that they will get is that there is no 
answer. 

We must assess the odds we are 
pitted against. We are pitted against 
the mighty wealth of the affluent 
countries. We cannot hope to match 
the emoluments of our scientists or 
the facilities in our laboratories with 
those of the developed countries. If 
we are seeking answers in this direc¬ 
tion, we are seeking answers which 
we cannot afford. We have to seek 
our answers elsewhere. We will have 
to address ourselves to the human ele¬ 
ment to the human intellect itself, and 
understand its sensitivities and sus¬ 
ceptibilities and match them to the 
needs and the demands of the coun¬ 
try. Before I come to the solution of 
this problem I would like to lay be¬ 
fore you the dimension of the prob* 
lem of which we have had a glimpse 
in the UN Secretary General’s report 
followed by a detailed study by 
UNCTAD. The UN Secretary General’s 
report says: 

“Relatively few advanced nations, 
are now obtaining a valuable re " I 
source for which they pay virtually j 
nothing.” 
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The report further says: 

"The UK, US and Canada are 
receiving as a gift from developing 
nations a large number of trained 
persons whose education was ex¬ 
pensive to the developing countries 
and who contribute critically im¬ 
portant medical services to the po¬ 
pulations of the developed coun¬ 
tries.” 


What is true of medical services is 
also true of senior scientists, techno¬ 
logists and other scientific personnel. 
It has been assessed that some 1,236 
scientists and doctors from all deve¬ 
loping countries emigrated to the U.S. 
in 1970. In that year alone the net 
income to the U.S. from this brain 
drain is Rs. 27.750 million, which is 
more than 0.3 per cent of its gross 
national product and 39 per cent 
of what it spends on higher 
education. Th e irony is that the 
biggest contributions are made by 
countries that are the poorest in 
the developing world itself. Giving 
a specific example, it is said 
that when a medical doctor leaves 
India to settle in the U.S., it amounts 
to a loss of Rs. 3 lakhs for India and 
a gain of Rs. 50 lakhs to the U.S. 
Similarly every scientist leaving 
India makes the country poorer by 
Rs 1.7 lakh while adding Rs. 18 
lakhs to the wealth of America. 
There is also the further interesting 
detail that in 1970 a total of 3141 Indian 
doctors and scientists emigrated to 
the US thus contributing a staggering 
Rs. 6563 million to that country in a 
single year by way of brain drain. 
Thus, we too give foreign aid. I wish 
we also could attach some strings to 
it. 

This problem has two aspects. One 
is, how are we going to utilise the ser¬ 
vices of our scientists who are staying 
abroad and the second is how to 
check the unusual drain of technical 
and scientific personnel from the 
country? Though I do not want to 
strictly separate these two, still, f*r 


purposes of discussion, let us keep this 
distinction. We have had certain 
answers given in Parliament with re¬ 
gard to this subject. The main fea¬ 
tures of the “package scheme” under 
discussion would be to offer a package 
deal to the scientists [technologists 
who are experienced in production 
technology consisting of a licence 
where required, facilities for import 
of capital goods and infrastructure 
facilities such as power, water and 
industrial site/building. They will be 
allowed to retain their earnings in 
foreign banks for a given period and 
use them for import of esssential, 
equipments, spare parts, etc. for 
starting industry. They will also be 
provided financial support by the 
nationalised banks in this regard. 

Looking at the solution compared to 
the dimensions of the problem. I was 
really disheartened. Sir, our scientists 
may be needy but not greedy. Yet this 
answer addresses itself to only those 
who would think of manufacturing 
and making a profit. Luckily just 
after reading this answer I met Prof. 
Y. Nadyamma, I was happy to meet 
him and I could assess other schemes 
that had been undertaken by the 
C.S.I.R. like the supernumerary ap¬ 
pointments, the scientists’ pool scheme 
and a scheme of bringing the 
scientists here for a temporary period. 
This is really encouraging. 

Apart from these, I would like to 
suggest a few things. We must re¬ 
gulate the inflow and outflow of ta¬ 
lents to match with our national de¬ 
mands. For instance, if we have to 
send someone for welding we would 
rather send him to Russia where 
welding is a specialised subject rather 
than to Poland where mining is the 
specialisation. If we send a scientist 
tc U.S.A. instead of sending him for 
exploring lunar rocks we should rather 
send him to learn the technique of 
sea-bed drilling. When we seek foreign 
collaboration, we should see whether 
Indians settled down abroad could be 
usefully inducted as technicians and 
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who can collaborate here with our 
industry. At the same time we should 
also think of making bilateral 
arrangements with the other countries 
so that it would be difficult for any- 
body going abroad to stay there for 
a very long time. Or, at least, there 
should be some compulsion to return 
back after a certain period of time to 
the country. If such bilateral ar¬ 
rangements could be made, genuine 
efforts should be made to move in that 
direction. About information, most 
of the data that we get are only in¬ 
complete. When a person leaves the 
tountry why cannot we, from the 
very start when he asks for a pass¬ 
port, ask him as to-where he wants 
to go and for what period he wants 
to go abroad. You must keep in 
touch with him. That may not be 
very difficult. If you have a Scienti¬ 
fic Attache abroad, he can keep in 
touch with all the information and 
pass on the same to us. Our basic 
approach is economic wicket on which 
the developed countries will always 
score against us. No word has been 
said about the scientific environment 
of our country, wherein the spirit of 
enquiry will not be stamped out 
under the heels of hierarehial 
authority, wherein the infinite chall¬ 
enges of our development will be 
married to the scientific mind, where¬ 
in status will accrue not from the 
chair but from brains. Let it be 
remembered that a scientist may be 
needy but he is not greedy. This has 
been proved that in our Atomic Energy 
Establishment and in Space Establish¬ 
ments where there is a team-work, 
i am sure a Sethna or a Rammana 
will not be lured away by the mighty 
wealth of the affluent countries. In 
this country we have seen that 
scientists given the environment will 
bring the richest rewards of their 
intellect to the service of this 
country. It is this environment we 
should seek to create. 

We should increase the base of 
R & D cess. I will compliment the 
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Minister as he said the other day tha t 
a cess is going to be imposed for 
R. & D. We should make salaries to 
correspond with our national prior¬ 
ities. The regards in a society follow 
a certain power structure which need 
not necessarily cater to the real con¬ 
tributors of national wealth. We 
have to see that the social order is 
so re-structured that the real contri¬ 
butors to national wealth get their 
due regard. 

There is a basic dysfunction between 
our educational goals and our 
national needs. It is no wonder that 
our graduates emerging from univer¬ 
sity organised in the grand wfbdel of 
bigger nations find better use of 
themselves in Paris and London 
rather than Gurgaon or Panipat. 

In a social structure where the 
staius and recognition is based on 
bank balance and not brains there the 
problem of brai* drain is symbolised 
by the educated people fleeing the 
villages. The problem will have to 
be tackled at that level. 

SHRI ARJUN SETHI (Bhadrak): 
Mr. Chairman it is a matter of gra¬ 
tification that our Government has 
come forward with new incentive to 
our technologists and our scientists 
who are serving abroad to attract 
them to our country for building of 
our nation and to raise our status in 
the whole world. 

My friend, Mr. Singh, has already 
narrated the dimension of the prob¬ 
lem. At present the whole' country is 
trying to tackle tbe problems we are 
facing today. Within the short time 
at my disposal I would like to ask 
some clarifications from the hon. 
Minister. My first clarification is: i n 
his answer which is provided here 
this does not reveal any concrete pro¬ 
posals rather only they have men - 
tioned that an advisory committee m 
being set up to look into the whole 
question of the schemes which 
enunciated to be implemented. I wou** 
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like to know how much time will they 
take to finalise these schemes so that 
these schemes may be implemented 
speedily and the scientists who are 
serving abroad may come back and 
their services are utilised for the 
betterment of our country. 

Secondly, it is mentioned in the 
case of scientists and technologists to 
attract them mainly to establish some 
industries for development of infra¬ 
structure in our country. I would like 
to know whether they have any 
schemes at present for those scientists 
who want to come back but they do 
not want to set-up industries but only 
want to serve the country for earning 
their livelihood. It is a general 
complaint that since the general en¬ 
vironment or the general condition in 
our country is not favourable to 
them, therefore, they are going 
abroad, and this brain-drain is taking 
place. 

So, I would like to know from the 
hon. Minister what kind of incentives 
Government are contemplating to 
give to those who want to live in 
this country so that the emoluments 
and the other necessities may be pro¬ 
vided to them and thus this brain- 
drain may not take place in the 
future. 

In conclusion, I have a request to 
make to the hon. Minister. So much 
delay has taken place in evolving suit¬ 
able schemes or a suitable policy to 
implement in this particular case. So, 
1 would request the hon. Minister that 
he should come forward immediately 
with a suitable scheme and a suitable 
policy so that our nation may not 
lose further time and we may not be 
again in this sorry state of affairs.

SHRI K. GOPAL (Karur): Un¬ 
fortunately, my name did not come 
in the ballot. But Shri Samar Guha 
was absent. I will just take one 
minute. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I cannot start 
this practice. If I make this excep¬ 
tion, I hope you will not repeat it. 
One minute. 

SHRI K. GOPAL: Mr. Chairman, 
thank you very much for accommo¬ 
dating me. I would like to ask the 
Minister only one question. In spite 
of all the incentives that were offer¬ 
ed to our scientists, engineers and 
technologists, the main difficulty they 
ar e faced with is t)he procedural de¬ 
lay as far as our Udyog Bhavan is 
concerned. When these scientists 
and engineers ask for details f rom 
our embassies, they do not have the 
information; they just act as post 
offices and sa y they would forward 
their application or whatever it is. 
This takes a lot of time for being 
processed.• 

Another thing is that when tibese 
scientists and engineers want to 
start an industry here,, the amount 
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of red-tape they have got to go 
through if such that they are fed up 
and they do not want to invest their 
hard-earned foreign exchange in our 
country for the simple reason that 
the applications are not processed in 
proper time. 

So I would like the Minister to tell 
us whether the procedure will be 
simplified to see that they are not 
put to any hardship and do not have 
to face red-tape in our country.

TECHNOLOGY AND AGRICULTURE 
(SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM): Mr. 
Chairman, at the outset, I would like 
to thank the hon. member, Shri Vish- 
w an a to Pratap Singh—'not only thank 
but also congratulate him—for hav¬ 
ing brought up this subject for dis¬ 
cussion. I wish there are many 'more 
discussions like this not only for half 
an hour but for a longer period. I 
should also thank the other young 
friend who participated. But much 
more than that, I was pleasantly sur¬ 
prised when my hon. friend opposite 
lent great support for all our scien¬ 
tists and technologists abroad. This 
in itself shows the big change that 
is taking place in our country. 

Th e point raised by the member who 
initialed the discussion laid stress on 
the brain drain and what it costs par¬ 
ticularly to the developing countries. 
In the recent past, this has been 
studied in depth and it has been dis¬ 
cussed in various world forums and it 
has been clearly brought out that 
whatever might have been the aid 
frovn the developed countries, it is 
much more than compensated and re¬ 
paid by the service which our scien¬ 
tists, technologists, engineers etc. have 
rendered to those countries. Natu- 
ra % the question arises: should we 
n °t utilise the services' of those scien¬ 
tists who are abroad, particularly 
when they are talented and experienc- 
E d and they have got knowledge and 
skill to strike new paths in the field 
of science and technology. This is of 
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great concern to the Government to¬ 
day and we are trying to formulate 
various proposals for this purpose so 
that our scientists abroad might be 
attracted to our country.

As far as medical personnel are 
concerned, I think they stand on a 
slightly different footing because I am 
quite positive that they have all the 
opportunities they require within the 
country and when they go abroad for 
higher studies I think we were a 
little but indiscriminate in allowing 
those persons to go abroad. My own 
son-in-law ha? gone abroad for 
studies. We should be a little more 
discriminating; for what purpose they 
are going, whether they are going to 
learn something which is not avail¬ 
able here and will it be useful when 
they come back here. The types of 
diseases in America and United King¬ 
dom are different from the tropical 
diseases here. Therefore except in 
certain narrow areas, I think we can 
provide better opportunities for study 
and specialisation. When they go 
abroad, they are offered opportunities 
of jobs with fat salaries and they get 
accustomed to a certain standard of 
life; particularly if he has a doctor 
wife, both of them get employment 
and it is difficult to get them back. 
Therefore, I agree that this will have 
to be considered on a completely dif¬ 
ferent basis altogether. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Many of them 
marry there. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM. I do not 
know. This becomes a separate prob¬ 
lem. I have also some views about 
it; it is not as if I have an empty 
min<j about it. We are trying to 
evolve some formula so that people 
who go abroad for training would be 
compelled to come back after a cer¬ 
tain period of study in other coun¬ 
tries. 

But as far as scientists are concern¬ 
ed. particularly in the area of scien¬ 
tific research and development, the 
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■cope so far in our country has been 
limited and therefore whe n people 
went abroad for further studies in 
science and for doing research, cer¬ 
tainly opportunities and facilities 
available in developed countries like 
the United States were not available 
here. We talk about Dr. Khurana; 
he got the Nobel Prize. If he had 
continued here perhaps he might have 
had a job but certainly he could not 
have done that type of research work 
which got him Nobel Prize because 
those facilities are just not available 
here, in the field in wlhich he specia¬ 
lised. Therefore, we have to be a 
little bit discriminatory when w e talk 
about people going abroad. Fortu¬ 
nately now, the atmosphere and the 
opportunities are changing. Let alone 
people who are functioning abroad 
with perhaps emoluments at a much 
higher level. But we have even in 
our country today hundreds and thou¬ 
sands of scientists and technologists 
and engineers functioning at various 
levels with comparatively lo w sala¬ 
ries. Their contribution is not less 
credit worthy than the contributions 
made by some other scientists. If 
only some of our scientists are willing 
to go to other countries, instead of 
Rs. or Rs. 3500 which they get 
here, they would be offered 30,000 or 
40,000 or eve n 50,000 dollars. I can 
reel off quite a few names who are 
still being offered but they are 
stoutly resisting that and say: no, our 
job is in the country and w e have to 
serve this country. So, we have to 
pay our tributes to those who have 
stuck to this country and serving 
here. We should not forget them in 
our anxiety to bring others from 
abroad. 

Unfortunately, this question came 
when we had just finalised a package 
scheme for scientists to come back 
for establishing certain industries uti¬ 
lising their experience and know¬ 
ledge. We thought the reference in 
the question was to this package and 
the answer «a s given. It is not as if 
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this ^ the only scheme we have for 
attracting our scientists who are 
abroad to come back. We have the 
scientists’ pool. A large number of 
scientists have been given place in 
that pool and within 2 or 3 years they 
get fixed in various jobs. I gave the 
figures i n thi s regard a few days ago 
in reply to a question. Then we have 
got the National Register. Then there 
is the employment exchange bureau 
where they get registered. Through 
these, we give various facilities for 
these scientists to get opportunities to 
get employed within the country. 
These facilities are improving and 
many more people are returning to¬ 
day than in the past. For thos e who 
have attained eminence in any parti¬ 
cular field, we have evolved super 
numerary posts. If a person is quite 
competent and we want him in the 
particular area in which he has spe¬ 
cialised, even though there is no post 
vacant, we create a post for him and 
invite him on a contract basis. Un¬ 
der this scheme also, quit e a good 
number have come back and are 
working in our various laboratories.

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: I am 
sorry immediately I cannot give the 
number, but it is significant and they 
are still coming. 

Under this package deal, if they 
have earned money, generally they 
have to bring it back within a month. 
Now they are allowed to keep it for 
three years and during that period, 
use it for obtaining machinery for 
establishing any industry here. Apart 
from giving them licence for the in¬ 
dustry, we also give them bank 
finance, technical advice, etc. This is 
the package to which reference has 
been made in the answer. I think 
Mr. Gopal mentioned that Udyog 
Bhavan procedures are full of delay. 
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We have regularised the procedures 
and speeded up the disposals. Still, 
some people' may feel that Udyog 
Bhavan may hot be competent to deaf 
with the persons comirtg ; from abroad. 
For this purpose, we have appointed 
a special team consisting Of Dr. Nayu- 
damnt' as Ghaisifian. The other mem¬ 
bers ’We* Shri > If. ‘ G: Kaul; Secretary, 
Department of Economic Affairs, Shri 
R. V. Raman, Secretary, Ministry of 
industrial Development, Brig. B. J. 
Sah Sh'ahney, Secretary, Technical De¬ 
velopment, Dr. A. Ramachandran, 
Secretary; Department of Science and 
Technology and Shri T. N. Chatur- 
vedi, Executive Director, Indian In¬ 
vestment Centre. Shri Baldev Singh, 
Chief, Technology Utilisation, CSIR 
is the Convenor. This committee will 
process these things and see that 
everything is done properly. In addi¬ 
tion to tliat, we have also alerted our 
Embassies and the Scientific Attaches 
that if any Scientists contact them, 
they should be given all the necessary 
information in this connection and 
also assistance so that they ca n make 
proper applications or contact people 
here for the purpose of getting infor¬ 
mation. This is another thing we 
have done. This was sanctioned only 
a month back. Already ten proposals 
have come from scientists for the 
purpose of establishing industries. 
Once this is publicised. I have ro'doubt 
i n my mind that many more would be 
willing to 'come hack and establish 
industiSftS here. 

We have got other schemes. Even 
though they may not be able to come 
over here n permanently, we offer them 
fellowship er< -visiting professorship 
so that they may come here- an<| give 
lectures or do research work for a 
limited period and then go back. This 
's another scheme. 

1 do agree that we have not still 
created the machinery or scheme to 
re gulate the outflow of the younger 
generation. I think this is a matter 
which has to be looked into. We are 
conscious of it. It was mentioned 
, even by Shri Kachwai.

MR. CHAIRMAN: (Considering the 
amount that you are spending on their 
education, why do you not take a 
heavy surety from these people so 
that it may act as a check against 
their going out? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: We will 
have to consider various schemgS,, 
Certain#; this' suggestion can also 
be considered. I hope it would be 
possible to evolve some scheme. Un¬ 
less we can create the proper condi¬ 
tions here, they are bound to go back 
o n some condition or other. Till now 
perhaps we did not attach much 
importance to this. But now it is 
becoming more and more evident that 
we are losing valuable talent in this 
process. 

More than anything else, it is only 
by creating academic freedom and the 
scientific atmosphere for the scientists 
to function, here that we will be 
able to attract more and more people 
not only to come away from other 
places but also not to leave our coun¬ 
try- In this connection, we are try¬ 
ing to change the management sys- . 
terns in our scientific organisations. 
For the purpose of making an inte¬ 
grated approach to the science 
management, we hav e appointed a 
small committee and we are expect¬ 
ing a report any time. I think the 
meeting of that committee was held 
yesterday or today. We hope we 
would be getting their report very 
soon whe n we will take action on that. 

More than all that, the opportu¬ 
nity to use their talent is most impor¬ 
tant. Till now we were' depending 
upon import of technical know-how 
and package programmes. o n that 
basis so much so there was not suffi¬ 
cient scope for our talents. Now we 
are shifting our emphasis on research 
and development within the country. 
Even in the case of imported .techno¬ 
logy, immediately research an<j de¬ 
velopment activity should .be linked 
to that for the purpose of adapting 
that technology to our condition,' 
making further Improvements,, and 
perhaps getting neW 4 technology, out 
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of that also. That is one aspect. 
Secondly, we want research and de¬ 
velopment within our own country to 
develop new technology. Thirdly, we 
want to do basic research work. This 
is how the plan on science and tech¬ 
nology has been conceived and I can 
inform this House that this has creat¬ 
ed job opportunities for a large num¬ 
ber of scientists and technologists. 

It is not as if everybody is lured 
by money. As a matter of fact, I 
would put only 5 per cent on that 
score. 95 per cent of them are P 1 ^" 
pared to come and work provided 
there are opportunities to use their 
talent. Instead of getting Rs. 30,000 
they are prepared to come and work 
for Rs. 3,000 or Rs. 2,500 per month. 
They are patriotic enough. Some 
people have come back on that basis. 
Therefore, with our science and tech¬ 
nology plan, the new scientific temper 
which we are trying to create and 
which ou r revered Prime Minister 
Nehru always emphasized, and the 
new academic freedom which we want 
to create in the laboratories and » 
various other research organisations, 

I have no doubt in my mind that a 
new atmosphere is being created for 
the scientists to deliver their goods 
and to function in India and not to 

go away. 

It is not as if our scientists should 
not go abroad. In my v »ew, they 
should be going abroa d periochcal y 
to get themselves exposed to various 
development that are taking Place but 
should come back. We want to give 
this sort of an opportunity to our 
scientists. We have started giving 
these opportunities to our scientists. 
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Today, we are passing througn H a 
very gloomy period. We are passing 
through a crisis. I have always em¬ 
phasized this thing. The on ty hope 
we have ig the reservoir of scienttoc 
and technological talent that we have 
here. We should give them opportu¬ 
nities to solve the problems, and toey 
will find the solutions for us and put 
us on to progress and prosperity. This 
is the greatest asset we have. 

I am glad that my younger friends 
are taking interest in this and, I hope, 
they will continue to have interest in 
this, not only by merely raising dis¬ 
cussions but also by coming i n con¬ 
tact with research worker s and re¬ 
search organisations so that they may 
also feel that there are quite a num¬ 
ber of Members of Parliament wbo 
are interested in scientific develop¬ 
ment. I will provide all the oppor¬ 
tunities for my friends, including Mr. 
Kachwai, to visit these institutions 
and se e for themselves what is hap¬ 
pening. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: You may answer 
one question put by Mr. Kachwai, 
whether you will give concessions in 
terms of customs to those persons who 
bring i n machinery or other goods 
here. That is the question raised by 
Mr. Kachwai. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: That is 
also one of the package schemes which 
we will consider and see how 
customs regulations could be loc«sec$ 
for that purpose.

So far as the ‘State of 
Haryana’ is concerned, we have to 
replace by a new ship ‘Harahavar- 
dhana’ and this new vessel has to be 
delivered by the end of the year. Of 
course it is hot possible to extend the 
services tb every place in every year 
but we try to augment the export 
trade as much as possible, in order to 
help Indian exports to different areas 
of the world. 

SHRI R. V. SWAMINATHAN: Sir, 
may I know whether, in order to 
meet these losses, any proposal was 
giv*en to Government to extend the 
India-East Africa Service to Mauritius 
island aM to Latin American countries 
also Which will not only matte up the 
losses but also boost up the export 
promotions? May I know from Gov¬ 
ernment whether any proposal has 
been received by thCm with regard to 
this? Has Government any idea about 
this? 

SHRlPRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE; Various proposals are made to 
extend the sekWces in Order to incur 
mere lofctes only but hot to reduce the 
losseS because, hi that cate, our opera¬ 
tional costs would be more. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: Sir, the 
answer given by the hon. Minister 
does not reveal the specific reasons 
for the losses incurred due to the ope¬ 
ration of tlusse services. I would, 
therefore, like to know from him 
whether it is a fact that we are running 
heavy iosseo because of lack of pru¬ 
dence and also not exercising care 
properly by, this organisation—the 
Shiping Corporation of India—in 
the matter qf construction of ships 
where even the officials are not exer¬ 
cising their responsibilities deligently. 


SHEU PRANAB KUMAR MUKIffiR- 
JEE: I do not agree, with tine bon. 
Member because the Shipping Corpo¬ 
ration of India is one of the finest 
public sector undertakings in this 
country. And taking the overall view, 
each year, th$y . are earning a huge 
profit. Last year, the profit was of the 
order of Rs. 8 crores. 

SHRI H, M. PATEL; Has the Min¬ 
istry satisfied itself that the delay 
thit took place tn coming to the con¬ 
clusion lor ordering the new ships 
WaS justified? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: I have already said that there 
was some delay unfortunately in 
placing the order. That was only in 
1964 that we found it necessary to 
place the order. But, when the order 
was placed on the Mazagaon Dock, 
it was expected that the ships would 
be delivered by 31st October, 1873. 
But, unfortunately, they could not 
complete their work and so, they ex¬ 
tended this time. So far as purchase 
of a second-hand ship from any¬ 
where is concerned, the hon. Member 
is well aware that no second-hand 
ship is easily available. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL; There is 
delay in construction and delivering 
tiie ship for two two years from 1872 
to 1974. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKIIER- 
JEE: That waa because they were not 
getting the spare parts required.

.< Gujarat asked for a .total quantity 
. of 2.9 lakh tonnes of N. P and K 
nutrients for the year 1973-74 (Feb. 
1973 to Jan. 1974). After discussions 
with the State Government, the re¬ 
quirements were finalised at 2.5 lakh 
tonnes of N, P and K nutrients. 

(b) A quantity of 2.1 lakh tonnes 
of N, P and K nutrients was sup¬ 
plied to the State during the period. 

(c) The shortfall in supplies to 
the State was only to the extent of 
16 per cent of the assessed require¬ 
ments. 

(d) The shortfal in supplies to 
the State was due to the reduced 
availability of fertilisers from im¬ 
ports.

The hon. Member may kindly put this 
question to the Ministry of Petroleum 
and Chemicals. 


SHRI K. MALLANNA: Shortage of 
fertilisers has led to the farmers 
taking to the production of more and 
more of cash crops like sugar, ground¬ 
nuts etc. As a result the production 
of foodgrains has been reduced. In 
view of this, may I know from the 
hon. Minister what step is he taking, 
to regularise these things? 

MR. SPEAKER: This is a very 
specific question and it is not a 
general question. 

SHRI K. MALLANNA: In Gujarat 
also there is no proper distribution of 
fertilisers. 

MR. SPEAKER: So, you have 
thought of regularising your question. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA: I would like 
to know from the hon. Minister is he 
aware of the fact that the fanners of 
Gujarat are experiencing acute 
shortage of the fertilisers to the tune 
of 70 per cent which will affect pro¬ 
duction very adversely? 'What 
measures Government proposes to 
supply adequate quantum of fertilisers 
to Gujarat? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: As 
far as Gujarat is concerned Govern¬ 
ment of India have made special 
efforts to help Gujarat. The reason 
for shortage of fertiliser in Gujarat is 
the mechanical trouble with the 
Gujarat Fertiliser Plant. Government 
of India went out of the way and 50 
per cent supply was made from the 
pool. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL: The Minister 
said because the Gujarat Fertiliser 
Plant was not able to produce as much 
as expected of it, therefore, there was 
difficulty in Gujarat, That does not 
seem to be quite correct because 
Gujarat fertiliser plant is only ex¬ 
pected to supply a definite percentage 
of its production to Gujarat and the 
rest goes elsewhere. That is deter¬ 
mined by the Government of India- 
Therefore, the question is whether 
total allotment to Gujarat—both 
coming from Gujarat Fertiliser Plant 
and the rest from Pool—did fali short. 
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SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
The hon. Member is not correct. First 
of all, 1 would concede as between 
demand and supply there is gap in 
this country. But as far ase the com¬ 
mitted supplies to Gujarat were con¬ 
cerned there were specific quantities— 
how much from pool and how much 
from domestic manufacturers. The 
Gujarat Government did not heed to 
our advice to allow some supplies 
come from other plants. They in¬ 
sisted since Gujarat Fertiliser Plant 
is located in Gujarat so most of our 
local supplies should come from that 
plant. When that plant went out' of 
order due to mechanical trouble, only 
that portion which was allotted from 
that plant was 'shortage* whereas 
from Pool there was 100 per cent sup¬ 
ply.

It is 
our general experience that the 
country is so vast that the modes of 
procurement in the different regions 
will naturally differ, depending upon 
the assessment of the State Gov¬ 
ernment; the Central Government and 
also th e hon. Members of this House 
will have to come to some conclu¬ 
sions about it from time to time. 
This was a general question namely 
whether any easy method of linking 
the procurement was likely to be 
worked out, and we have said that 
all these suggestions are under con¬ 
sideration.

(a) whether Government are aware 
of a new concept explored by fores¬ 
try scientists in Georgia (U.S.A.) of 
harvesting trees for pulp-wood every 
two to three years compared to the 
present 20 to 40 years termed as 
“silage sycamore”; and 

(b) if so, whether Indian forestry 
scientists are equipped with the 
knowledge to adopt this cheap me¬ 
thod? 


THE MINISTER OF STATE I N TH E 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
(SHRI B. P. MAURYA): (a) Yes, Sir. 

(b). Indian Forestry Scientists are 
equipped with the knowledge to adopt 
this method if a tree species compa¬ 
rable to Sycamore of Georgia (USA) 
can be found out to suit Indian condi¬ 
tions. 

SHRI RAJDEO SINGH: May I know 
whether the forest departments of the 
State and Central Governments have 
combed all the forests in this country 
and can assert confidently that there 
is no trace of such trees in our 
forests? 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: We have got 
eucaly plus and popular and they can 
be utilised after a period of 9-19 years. 
So far as this type of tree is concern¬ 
ed, we do not have it. But we have 
tried sesbania grandiflora which can 
be used after a period of three years 
but that is still at an experimental 
stage. 

SHRI RAJDEO SINGH: Is the Gov¬ 
ernment in favour of getting seed or 
sapling of this type from the United 
States? 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: I submitted 
earlier that because of climatic and 
soil conditions it may_ not be a prac¬ 
tical proposition; but the proposal of 
the hon. Member may be tried again. 

SHRIMATI SHEILA HAUL: Is the 
hon. Minister aware that in the South 
of India they are growing casurina in 
abundance both for fuel and ior pulp 
and could we not do that here in the 
North also? 

MR. SPEAKER: This question is 
specific about growing a specific kind 
of three. You are referring to some 
other tree. I have no objection if the 
hon. Minister obliges the lady Mem¬ 
ber. 

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT AND SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY AND AGRICULTURE 
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(SBBZ C. SUBRAMANIAM): For the 
information of the lady Member I may 
say that casimno is used as fuel and 
also as a building material in certain 
places. But, as fa r as I could remem¬ 
ber, it has not been used as pulp. 


SHRI PJLOO MODY: The Minister 
has mentioned eucalyptus as possible 
use tor the pulp industry. Is the 
Minister aware that the eucalyptus 
tree upsets the ecological balance in 
the areas in which it is planted and 
so the policy of the Government has 
been to modify the planting of eucaly¬ 
ptus for the purpose of pulp by swit¬ 
ching over to some other variety? The 
Minister also replied that the syca¬ 
more variety mentioned in the ques¬ 
tion is not climatically suitable for 
India. As far as I know, India has 
such a variety of climates right from 
the Himalayas down to the Cape 
Comorin that I cannot understand why 
experimentation was not done on it in 
different areas. Why can’t we find 
areas where sycamore could grow 
more profitably, because this premises 
to provide pulp every three years in¬ 
stead of every 20 years? This is some¬ 
thing that Government should inves¬ 
tigate with all its might. 


SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: Scien¬ 
tists are really aware of this problem. 
It is a question of adapting even this 
tree to our own conditions. We do 
have the knowledge now to make 
these adaptations. Therefore, I can 
assure the hon. Member that our sci¬ 
entists are quite wide awake and they 
would try to see whether our existing 
Poplar tree could be modified and 
adapted so that it could yield within 
three or four years. As far as eucal- 
popular tree could be modified and 
certain types are causing great con¬ 
cern because they suck away the 
water and dry the whole land. That 
is why we are evolving new varieties 
to get this damage reduced to the 
minimum. They are also confined to 
certain areas where they may not 
cause damage ecologically.

The Federation of All India,. Food- 
grain Dealers Association submitted a 
Memorandum to the Government of 
India indicating reasons why it had 
not been possible to procure five to 
six million tonnes of wheat as origi¬ 
nally envisaged, and they had also 
given certain suggestions for improv¬ 
ing the pace of procurement. Accord¬ 
ing to the Federation, the shortfall in 
procurement was mainly due to (i) 
lesser production than what was anti¬ 
cipated earlier, (ii) late harvesting of 
wheat crop, (iii) delay in issue of 
licences and permits in Punjab and 
Haryana, (iv) railway strike and (v) 
the general rise in the prices of essen¬ 
tial commodities resulting in holding 
bade of wheat stocks by the producers 
in the expectation of getting higher 
prices. 

2. For improving the paca of pro¬ 
curement, the Federation suggested 
free internal movement of wheat with- 
in the States of Uttar Pradesh, Rajas¬

You are wrong. The figures I am 
giving are correct. The wheat produc¬ 
tion in 1971-72 was 26 million tonnes 
and in 1972-73 it was 25 million ton¬ 
nes.

With your permission, I would like

A press report dated 
17th July, 1974 has come to the notice 
of Government where the Union 
Minister of State for Planning is re¬ 
ported to have expressed the view 
that hoarding, profiteering and mal¬ 
distribution are some of the important 
reasons for the present difficulties in 
the food front. Due to short-fall in 
production, the food situation conti¬ 
nues id be very difficult. Holding up 
of foodgrains at various levels by pro¬ 
ducers, traders etc. has added to the 
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«urr^at shortages. The Government 
are sWate of the heed to strengthen 
and improve the procurement and dis¬ 
tribution system. The food policy 
aims at equitable distrib^tip B of food- 
drains to the. different States through 
procurement by public agencies. 

BhRI D. D. DESAl: Sn, the Minister 
bf StatO for t^larming has stated that 
the maldistribution is responsible for 
the present food shortage. If that is 
so, What is the reason for Government 
in agreeing to import's of food grains? 
Bid hot the government had enough 
opportunity to organise the distribu¬ 
tion pj roperly on it s own in first ins¬ 
tance and subsequently through a 
composite arrangement between itself 
and the traders? In spite of that fact 
there has been a failure of the food 
policy. There is shortage persisting 
-and there is high price of food and 
why government is not taking steps 
in regard to shortage and for arresting 
the high price? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHlNDE: 
About the maldistribution, I would, 
by and large say, that in this country 
Whatever is produced is obviously not 
getting distributed equitably. That is 
a very valid point. This needs to be 
taken note of by all of us. The point 
is that the per capita consumption pat¬ 
tern in this country is very different. 
For instance, in the Punjab, Haryana 
and Himachal PTacfesh, the per capita 
cdnSfiihptioh comes tb 236 —200 Kg. 
per head per arthtim while in some 
States, it is somewhere between 120 
and 130 Kg. NOW, to reduce the per 
capita consumption in certain areas 
and to take that ove r from that area 
is 0 very difficult proposition.

tries. If we actually held the £ a;r 
estimated that our expenditure 
run to more than Rs. 10 crores. ^ 
not only the cost factor but the u*®

puts. Taking all these into account, we 
felt that it. would not be a correct or 
wise decision and it would not be 
appreciated by the country. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Now that 
we are going to lose about a crore 
of rupees, has the Government any 
plans to make good that loss by eale 
of goods that might have been brought 
here? 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
The goods or exhibits which are al¬ 
ready here or which might be brought 
from foreign countries for the exhi¬ 
bition might be sold under the laws, 
deemed-to-be already-exhibited. That 
way we can minimise some difficulties 
experienced by the foreign Govern¬ 
ments. Our trade fair ground could 
be used by some other bodies for hold¬ 
ing international dairy congress etc. 
In this wary the loss could be obviated 
or lessened. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: In view 
of the damage to India's commercial 
image on account of this nearly ele¬ 
venth hour cancellation of an impor¬ 
tant fair and in view of the fact that 
during the last few years India has 
accumulated a considerable volume 
of fair experience and placed herself 
on the map of world fair sponsoring 
countries, may I know how is it that 
the economics of these fairs were not 
worked out properly so that anticipa¬ 
tion of profit rather than loss should 
be made when these fairs are orga¬ 
nised and how is it that inspite of 
certain suggestion having come out a 
during this morning’s deliberations of 
th e Finance Ministry having warned 
a considerable time ago in regard to 
♦he dangers of the situation this mat¬ 
ter was proceeded with till the el®* 
venth hour when the cancellation was 
made to the deteriment of our image? 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
In such major decisions different 
a ngles have to be brought into har¬ 
mony and there was a view that it 


would be very expensive. There was 
also a view that the projections of 
the achievements of this country in 
the field of industry and technology 
and agriculture In the last 27 yearn 
would bring about some benefit and 
compensate the loss likely to be in¬ 
curred. A sort of a cost-benefit 
factor has been gone into. The deci¬ 
sion is the cumulative effect of a lot 
of deliberation at different stages. It 
is not that we did not anticipate; we 
did anticipate; the net result of the 
cost benefit factor is that it should 
not be held. So we thought it wise 
not to hold it at this time.

Producers levy on wheat was impos¬ 
ed on 17th June r «il974. Procurement 
of wheat was linked with the distri¬ 
bution of fertilizers, kerosene, cloth 
and cement subject to availability of 
these commodities.

Pesticide poisoning

(b) The poisoning or fell disease of 
animals was not due to externally or 
internally applied pesticides but due 
to natural contant of hydrocyanic 
acid (HCN) in the fodder plants like 
jowar during summer months when 
they are in the tender leafy stage. 

(c) The matter was thoroughly in¬ 
vestigated by the experts of the 
Indian Veterinary Research Institute 
and the cause of death confirmed as 
being due to poisoning by hydrocyanic 
acid from fodder plants. The Delhi 
Administration took adequate action 
to prevent avoidable losses by making 
necessary veterinary aid available to 
the villagers and by cautioning them 
by the beat of drum and by notifica¬ 
tion in the newspapers by radio and 
television. 

New Crop method in Bihar and 
Orissa

pilot basis in the three canal com¬ 
mand areas of Bihar viz., Sone, Kosi 
and Gandak during the current Kharif 
Season. On the basis of the success 
of this programme during the first 
year it will be extended to other areas 
in subsequent years.

for Irrigation purposes in Madhya

Out of this total of about 
49,050 sq. kms., about 23,150 sq. kms. 
are hard-rock areas and about 25,900 
sq. kms. are alluvial areas. In hard 
rock areas of about 23,150 sq. kms. 
nearly 3,200 sq. kms. of area has prov¬ 
ed groundwater worthy for email scale 
irrigation dug weUs and dug-cum- 
bore Wells. In alluvial areas of about 
25,900 sq. kms. nearly 44R0 sq. kms 
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have proved groundwater worthy for 
tubewells. 

Information is being collected from

Enquiry Into Death of Cattle doe to 
Mysterious Disease In Delhi

(b). 56 head of cattle are reported to 
have died in the Union Territory of 
Delhi during the period 17th June to 
22nd July, 1974. Experts from the 
disease investigation laboratory of the 
Haryana Agricultural University at 
Gurgaon and of the Indian Veterinary 
Research Institute, Izatnagar were 
sent to the area affected by the dis¬ 
ease immediately on receipt of the in¬ 
formation. Investigation on the spot 
and subsequent detailed laboratory 
examination of the material collected 
revealed that the deaths were a result 
of chemical poisoning from green 
fodder as revealed by laboratory tests 
‘Jowar’, if consumed in large quantity 
duiing the tender leafy stage can 
cause death by hydroayanic acid 
poisoning. 


The Delhi Administration had made 
the required assistance available at 
the door of th e livestock owners, round 
the clock, to prevent avoidable losses. 
Villagers were advised by the Delhi 
Administration to observe necessary 
precautions. This was done by per¬ 
sonal contacts, announcement by the 
beat of the drum, notifications in lead¬ 
ing Delhi newspapers, talks on the 
A.I.R. by Television and by issue of 
hand bills on the subject.

STATEMENT BY MEMBER RE. 
ALLEGED INACCURACY IN CER¬ 
TAIN INFORMATION GIVEN BY 
THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Dia¬ 
mond Harbour): On the 24th July, 
1974, while intervening in the ‘No- 
confidence' Debate Shri L. N. Mishra, 
Minister of Railways stated— 

“Number of staff who will have 
break in service will come to 2.5 
lakhs.” 

He repeated soon after that 

“I have already pointed out their 
number is 2.5 lakhs.” 

(Cyclostyled Debate dated 24-7- 
74 pages 1401 and 1402). 

The Minister of Railways replying 
to Starred Question No. 38 on the 
previous day i.e., the 23rd July, 1974 
in a statement giving zone-wise break¬ 
up stated that the number of em¬ 
ployees who got a break in their ser¬ 
vice as a result of the Railway strike 
in May, 1974 is ”5,91,159”. 
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From the above it will be noticed 
that the Minister has misled the House 
on the 24th July, 1974 by giving a 
figure which is much less than hall of 
the figure he had given only a day 
earlier. 

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(SHRI L. N. MISHRA): The Par¬ 
liament Question No. 38 on 23th July, 
1974 was in respect of the number of 
Railway employees who got a break- 
in-service as a result of the May, 
1974 Railway strike. In the May 
strike, in the initial stages, 5.91 lakhs 
of railway employees participated, 
but about 3.5 lakhs employees came 
back to work while the strike was 
still on. Therefore, the number of 
staff who continued to remain on 
strike till the end was about 2.5 
lakhs. 

According to the Establishment 
Code, all Railway employees who 
participate in an illegal railway strike 
get a break-in-service. Break-in¬ 
service does not mean either reduc¬ 
tion in pay or loss in seniority. What 
they lose is, certain travel privileges, 
earned leave and gratuity which is 
sanctioned for efficient, good and 
faithful service. Their increment 
will also be postponed for a period 
equal to the! period that they parti¬ 
cipated in the strike. 

I had in reply to Starred Question 
No. 38 given the figures of those who 
participated in the strike and as a 
result got a break-in-service. I had 
also made it clear in my reply that 
based on scrutiny of individual cases, 
60,000 cases of break-in-service had 
been condoned by 23rd July, 1974. 
This is a continuing process. 

While intervening in the no-confi¬ 
dence motion in Lok Sabha on 24th 
July, 1974, I had again reiterated 
(wide page 1401 of the proceedings) 
that all those who participated in the 
strike will not get their salary have 
a break-in-service. However, and 
ihe point that T made subsequently 
waa that the cases of those who par¬ 
ticipated in the strike will be re¬ 
viewed by the Railway Administra¬ 


tion on the merits of each individual 
case. 

This is in conformity with the 
reply which I had given to the House 
in reply to Starred Question No, 38. 
What I conveyed to the House while 
intervening in the no confidence 
motion was that the number of rail¬ 
way staff who will have a break-in- 
stfrvice will be about 2.5 lakhs. I 
had clearly used the word “will 
have” which meant the number that 
eventually will have a break-in¬ 
service after the process of condona¬ 
tion is completed. This process is a 
continuing one, and while the num¬ 
ber of staff whose break-in-service 
was condoned by 23rd July, 1974 was 
about 60,000 but by now the num- 
bfr has gone up to 1,40,000. 

Therefore, there is no inaccuracy 
in the figures and what I had rtated 
in my speech on 24th July 1974 is in 
line with what was replied in answer 
to Lok Sabha Starred Question No. 38.

MR. SPEAKER: Mr. Hiren Muker- 
jee. 

nSHRI H. N. MUKERJEE (Calcutta- 
North-East): I am grateful for this 
opportunity and I take advantage of 
it because 1 anticipate from you a 
truly meaningful and momentous 
ruling about the manner of exercise 
of Lok Sabha control over Govern¬ 
ment financial business. 

1 recall the very recent obiter by 
the Deputy Speaker, a very felicitous 
one, that precedents are not rigidly 
and entirely and invariably obliga¬ 
tory on this House which is sovereign 
within the ambit of the Constitution 
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'Whether ha& bet<a decided earlier 
is not obligatory*, if on some oceca- 
sions in the past some lacunae have 
been allowed to pass muster, then 
to-day something should be done to 
rectify the position. 

Incidentally, for example, we have 
relaxed our rules and ignored the 
unconstitutionality of taxation under 
the ordinance-making power of the 
executive and I hope before long the 
position in that regard would be rec¬ 
tified and the principle) regarding no 
taxation without representation would 
be fully respected. But that apart, 
the issue before us is very important. 

The Finance Minister's package 
nets in an additional sum of Rs. 232 
crores which,—if 1 am not wrong,— 
is a bigger dose of taxation than was 
included, in his normal annual Bud¬ 
get. All that partakes, of course, of 
politics and there is always a great 
deal of politics in whatever happens 
here—but politics apart it just cannot 
be tolerated from a purely constitu¬ 
tional point of view that Government 
is allowed to circumvent the entire 
mothedalogy of presentation and 
passage of financial proposals. In 
the U.K., as well as here, it is a 
time tested and constitutionally in¬ 
cumbent practice which has been 
ignored by Government on this par¬ 
ticular occasion. My friends here 
have pointcld out in their arguments 
the main outlines of the case. We 
have no estimates before us of re¬ 
ceipts as well as of expenditure. We 
are asked to impose financial burdens 
on our people on the plea that Gov¬ 
ernment would have to incur expen¬ 
diture but that expenditure is un¬ 
explained, unestimated and undis¬ 
closed. The very fact of the notifica¬ 
tion very generously made by 
Government that they would have to 
incur additional (expenditure is not 
good enough for this House to 
Provide additional supply. Sir, if by 
Presenting a series of Finance Bills 
Government cap do away with the 
Constitutional requirements which 
must be satisfied, first of all, in Lok 


Sabha as the people’s election House 
and they dispense with the entire 
apparatus of the Budget, then it is a 
dreadful challenge to the Parliamen¬ 
tary system. We may not like it— 
but so long as we have it, we have got 
to respect its provisions and prin¬ 
ciples. 

Sir, in Britain, there have been 
centuries of struggle and their people 
had to undergo a lot of sacrifice be¬ 
fore th6 supremacy of th e House of 
Commons in matters of Finance could 
be set up and there are four main 
principles which emerged. 

Firstly, no tax without the autho¬ 
rity of the legislature. 

Secondly, no expenditure without 
the sanction of the legislature. 

Thirdly, no tax to be imposed or 
expenditure to be sanctioned unless 
arkerl '.or by the Executive Gov¬ 
ernment. 

And fourthly all expenditure 
except that specifically charged is 
to be sanctioned on an annual 

basis. 

I stress that this principle of an- 
nuality’ is extremely important. If t 
am not wrong, if my memory is not 
playing me false, it was the year 1689 
when the Mutiny Act was passed 
that annual meetings of the House rtf 
Commons wore guaranteed. The King 
would not have an army to prop up 
his sovereignty unless the Parlia¬ 
ment met at least once a year to 
provide funds for maintaining the 
army and for, civil expenditure. 
Since 1689, the annuality of the pro¬ 
vision of expenditure has been exer¬ 
cised. 

I am grateful to my friend Mr. 
Shyamnandan Mishra for having al¬ 
ready referred to this matter regard¬ 
ing the defects in tax legislation 
which have cropt in surreptitiously 
or deliberately, I do not know. On 
the last occasion Mr. Mishra referred 
to what happened even before in¬ 
dependence, in regard to taxation 
being imposed, to be operative for a 
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period of time after the lapse of the 
year under review. Now this was 
against the principle of annuality 
which was won by IHe British people 
fighting for their Parliamentary free¬ 
dom and that seat of'Parliamentary 
freedom has been' inherited by us. 
And, if we let go of it, that would 
be a batrayal of the principle which 
We would not like to do. I am grate¬ 
ful to Mr. Mishra for having drawn 
15fty attention to the fact that in the 
Finance Bill that we are now consi¬ 
dering, there is a provision in Clause 
2 that in the Income-tax Act of fact 
would be given to certain cases from 
the 1st of April, 1975. And in the 
Explanation of the provisions relating 
to Direct Taxes, in regard to Clause 
2, there fs Paragraph 4. 

The elucidation is that:—" 

“The change set forth will come 
into force from 1st April, 1975 and 
will, accordingly apply to the 
assessment year 1975-76 and i.ubse_ 
quent years." 

'This is the kind of provision which 
we might have adopted earlier, but, 
having adopted earlier, we need not 
make a rule of it. There is a provi¬ 
sion of law—constitutional principle 
behind this kind of financial legisla¬ 
tion—which we should not violate. 
Sir, I am referring to May’s Parlia - 
mentary Practice, 18th edition, page 
772 where the scope of the Finance 
Bill is discussed. I am quoting May’s 
words:— ’ 

“The scope of a Finance Bill is 
not limited to the imposition and 
alteration of taxes for the purpose 
of adjusting the revenue of the year. 

It is not intended to be an annual 
act in the same sense as the Appro¬ 
priation Act.... 

It goes on to say: 

“But, although the taxation it 
imposes may extend beyond the 
current financial year, a Finance 
Bill is regarded as exceeding itr 
proper scope if it imposes a tax, 


payment of which is not to be 
demanded until after the close of 
the current financial year." 

This is very clear. This is a had 
practice: this is a mischievous ins¬ 
tance of the potentiality of bureau¬ 
cracy to put forward its arm a little 
too far which should not be permitted 
Government should take great care 
when the Finance Bill is making 
this kind of prospective financial 
legislation. Government must make 
it very clear to the Bouse that for 
some emergency reasons, this proce¬ 
dure is called for I am not going 
into the merits of the matter. From 
that angle, something may be said, 
but quite apart from the merits of 
the matter that, the procedural the 
constitutional issue from the point of 
view of principle, requires that the 
Finance Bill should not, generally 
speaking, extend beyond the ambit of 
the year under discussion. 

But, I am sure that, judged by this, 
the Government has to give, an ex¬ 
planation by coming before the 
House as to what the) provision is. 
There are about four principles that 
should be respected. Articles 112 
of the Constitution refer to the Finan_ 
cial business and how that should be 
proceeded with. Under Article 118(2) 
it specifies the form in which the 
demands for grants have to be pre¬ 
sented to the House of the People 
Art. 115(1) (a) and (b) refers to the 
Government’s duty to inform the Uok 
Sabha of “some new service not con¬ 
templated in the annual financial 
statement for that year" before sup¬ 
plementary or additional expendi¬ 
ture can be sanctioned. 

So, before an additional taxation 
can be imposed to cover that "ex¬ 
penditure, intimation of the New 
Services which the Government has 
in mind has got to be given. 

The Finance Minister'has said, o f 
course, that he has already presented 
one regular annual budget. But, it 
does not give him the right to cir¬ 
cumvent the financial procedure or 
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parliamentary procedure placed by 
the Lok Sabha in the Rules of Pre- 
cgdure under Rules 204 and 205. 
There is a reference to not one hut 
to more than one budget. We had 
the railway but set which is said to 
represent the demands for grants 
also separately presented. 

Rule 213 provides for the presenta¬ 
tion of budget in part and each part 
has to be dealt with in accordance 
with the rules as if it were the 
Budget. As already stated by Shri 
Sezhiyan, in the House of Commons, 
the Finance Bill is presented after 
the whole House in Committee gives 
the line clear. Here the substitute 
is that we have demands for grants 
and then the Finance) Bill and, later, 
the Appropriation Bill which, of 
course, goes to the other House. 
They are all presented. 

Therefore, to sum up, the Lok 
Sabha has just got to know Govern- 
metnt’s estimates of what additional 
money is now required to be taken 
out of the Consolidated Fund and 
what should be pumped in by way of 
fresh taxation till we give the line 
dear after adequate discussion of the 
requirements of Government. W 4 
have to satisfy ourselves as to what 
Government required and how much. 
Till we have got that information 
Rajya Sabha cannot come into the 
picture. We have respect for the 
other House but wc| cannot just pass 
this legislation and push it there 
The Rajya Sabha does not come into 
the picture till we have got the de¬ 
mands for grants and sanctioned addi¬ 
tional revenues. After that you can 
So to the Rajya Sabha with he Fin- 
nance Bill No. 2. I say, therefore, 
this Finance Bill No. 2 is just not an 
ordinary legislation which we push 
1,1 the other House in a desultory 
fashion. It is the right of Lok Sabha 
to go to the root of the matter and 
that right must be respected. 

I am sorry to have "to say that the 
baw Ministry does not seem to be 
hese days as caTeful about its job as 
11 is expected to "be. Only the other 


day wc| discovered how the Petro¬ 
leum end Chemicals Minister, Shri 
D. K. Boroaah had to mind its con- 
wanted baby not knowing what to 
do with the Secret Bill. I do not 
know whether on this occasion things 
moved in an authoritarian fashion in 
the counsels of the Cabinet Room 
and the Law Ministry was circumven¬ 
ted and the Finance Minister comes 
before the House with Finance Bill 
No. 2 without even getting the consi¬ 
dered views of the Law Minister. If, 
of course, the Law Minister is a party 
to what the Finance Minister has 
done then, of course it shows the 
character of Government functioning 
at the present time. I feel after the 
discussion which we have had and 
after the ruling which, I hope, would 
be of a momentous, qualitative 
character, Government would sit up 
and do something to rectify the defi¬ 
ciencies. 

SHRI K. NARAYANA RAO 
(Bollilli): Mr. Speaker, Sir, with 
your permission I would submit that 
the points of order raised by my 
friends do not have much substance. 
The crux of the entire points of 
order is that no tax can be levied by 
this Parliament unless tfj'ti prior 
demands and grants "have been voted. 

First of all, I have to make the 
submission that the various authori¬ 
ties quoted, namely, British Constitu¬ 
tion and May’s Parliamentary Prac¬ 
tice have to be sec)n in their historical 
perspective. In U.K. the problem is 
a constant struggle between the 
House of Commons and the Crown. 
So, the procedure laid down therein 
are not of much guidance to us. We 
haw to look to our Constitution and 
the rules of procedures to arrive at 
the conclusion. 

Further, Sir, the first power of a 
sovereign State is to levy taxes 
subject only to the limitations that 
are provided .in the) Constitution. So 
far as India is concerned—this is 
accepted all over the world—this 
power to tax is only subject to limi¬ 
tations of Article 265. No tax shall 
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be levied of collected without the 
authority of law. The authority of 
law is now being sought from Parlia¬ 
ment. The Bill has come only for 
the purpose of getting that authority. 
So far as that limitation is concerned, 
therefore, it has been satisfied. 

Then, ours being a federal policy, 
we have the Seventh Schedule to the 
Constitution which deals with the 
taxation powers of the State and 
those of the Centre. So far as that, 
aspect is concerned also, this Finance 
Bill satisfies the requircpnent. 

So, so far as the constitutional 
constraints in substance are concerned, 
this Bill satisfies those things. 

So, far as the constitutianal 
concerned, article) 117 in the Const j- 
tion provides for the procedure so 
far as Finance Bills are concerned. 
There are two clahses in that article 
One says that no Finance Bill can be 
introduced in Parliament without the 
recommendation of the President. 
So far as the present Finance Bill is 
concerned, it satisfies that particular 
condition. The second clause says 
that no Finance Bill shall be intro¬ 
duced in the Rajya Sabha. Inasmuch 
as this Bill has been introduced in 
this House, that condition is also 
satisfied thetreby. So, far as the 
constitutional procedure are concern¬ 
ed also, this Bill has amply satisfied 
the requirements of the constitutional 
process. 

Now, I come to the procedural side 
so far as our Rules of Procedure are 
concerned. My hon. friends have 
quoted rule 219. Rule 219 does not 
specifically say that no taxation pro¬ 
posal or nd Finance) Bill can be 
introduced without prior voting of 
the Demands for Grants by the 
House. It is nowhere stated like that 
m that rule, except that there is a 
reference to that in the book by Mr. 
Kaul and Mr. Shakdher, from which 
hon. Members have profusely quoted 
in this House, where ihciy have stated 
that the. Finance Bill will have to be 


passed only after the Demands for 
Grants and the Appropriation Bills 
have been passed. That is only bn 
inferential deduction and not backed 
or covered by any legal compulsions. 

So, so far as our Rules of- Procedure 
are concverned, this Bill is not 
prohibited by any of the rules. No 
rule in the Rules of Procedure war¬ 
rants the conclusion that the savereign 
power of taxation should be pre¬ 
conditioned by prior voting of the 
Demands for Grants and the Appro¬ 
priation Bill. 

Coming to the sequence of the 
constitutional provisions etc. the 
Constitution clearly says what we 
generally call as budge is. Actually, 
these fiscal provisions have been 
there in the Constitution right from 
Article 110, which defines a Money 
Bill, up to Article 117. Article 117 
prescribed the procedure for intro¬ 
duction and passing etc. In between, 
there are a number of other provi¬ 
sions. 

So far as the budget is concerned, 
thqre is only one provision in the 
Constitution which provides a defini¬ 
tion of what we call a budget, and 
that is article 112 which says that an 
annual statement of anticipated or 
estimated receipts—I am emphasising 
the words ‘receipts’— and estimated 
expenditure is the budget. Receipts 
include not only proceeds from taxes 
but also loans and so many other 
sources. Some of the loans repaid 
will also be included therein. So, 
the expression ‘receipt’ is a much 
bigger expression. 

My submission is that in the finan¬ 
cial statement or budget which had 
already been presented, the picture 
has already been given of the anti¬ 
cipated receipts and expenditure. 
Suppose after the presentation of the 
budget, there is nothing, for the 
Finance Minister to come forward 
with by way of presentation of De¬ 
mands for Grants before the House 
and also the Appropriation Bills; then 
there is nothing in the Constitution 
which prohibits that. We have been 
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following this practice for this sim¬ 
ple reason that the Appropriation 
Bills and Demands for Grants should 
be completed before the fiscal year. 
For the sake of convenience, we have 
been following this procedure but 
then there is no legal compulsion. 

The most important point is this. 

Is there anything In the Constitution 
which says that the Demands for 
Grants or the expenditure in conncic* 
tion theretFIth should be drawn only 
from taxation, or that the Demands 
for Grants can be met only from the 
proceeds of taxation? It could as 
well be met from other sources of 
receipts contemplated in article 112. 

I may as well put it the other way. 

It is not necessary that - there shall 
always be Demands for Grants pre¬ 
sented before the House to withdraw 
money from tK? Consolidated Fund 
of India, because according to article 
112 there are certain items charged 
on the Consolidated Fund of India, 
and certain items have to be drawn 
from the Consolidated Fund of India. 
Now, there are seven items enume¬ 
rated in article 112. 

MR. SPEAKER: TWs has nQ rele¬ 
vance to the points of order raised. 
Let the hon. Member conclude. 

SHRI K. NARAYANA RAO: You 
have allowed so many Members to 
speak from the other side. I am just 
completing my submission 

MR. SPEAKER: I had allowed 

them because what they were saying 
had somet relevance to the point. 

SHRI K. NARAYANA RAO: I am 
speaking nothing but relevance. 

So far as charged items are con¬ 
cerned, they can be drawn from the 
Consolidated Fund of India without 
being voted by the Housei There¬ 
fore, It is not necessary that before 
any expenditure is incurred from the 
Consolidated Fun<£“ it should be 
Passed ftt 'this House by way of 
Grants, because in tills case it is 
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automatically charged, like the) sala¬ 
ries of the Speaker, Judges etc. 

Therefore,' the sum and substance 
of my submission is that there is no 
warrant for the conclusion that there 
shall have to be a clear demand be¬ 
fore we pass a taxation law. Taxa¬ 
tion is an important sovereign func¬ 
tion. There cannot be a precondi¬ 
tion to it, unless it is specifically 
mentioned in the Constitution or the 
Rules. My submission is that there 
is no provision in the C8hstitution 
which prohibite the introduction of 
this Bill or its consideration, nor is 
there any provision in the Rules 
which says that prior grants are 
required to be passed before this is 
taken up. Therefore, my submission 
is that the points of order do not 
have any" substancei. 

MR. SPEAKER: The Law Minister.

But to the extern 
to which the Constitution provides 
for things specifically, we follow the 
Constitution. So far as India is con¬ 
cerned, wet talk of precedents, i have 
carefully looked into the precedents 
to the best of my ability. Except for 
election years, where the position is 
different for obvious reasons, or in 
the case of the annual financial 
statement to which I have already 
referred, there has been no prece¬ 
dent in this House where simulta¬ 
neously with the proposal for taxa¬ 
tion it has been necessary, it has 
been regarded as obligatory, to lay 
also an estimate of expenditure on 
the Table. In fact, the only prece¬ 
dents which are available! and to 
Which 1 made a brief efrerence, are 
of 1956 and 1965, when fresh taxa¬ 
tion proposals were brought but the 
statement of expenditure was not laid 
on the Table of the) House. There¬ 
fore, if you take the precedents only, 
the precedents so far established, 
what the Finance Minister has done 
is according to precedents. In my 
submission any other precedent 
would be of no value! unless of 
course a new precedent is going to 
be set up. That is a different matter 
altogether. I have personally no 
doubt in my mind that the constitu¬ 
tional and legal position does not 
require that a statement of expendi¬ 
ture be placed on the Table simulta¬ 
neously with the proposal for fresh 
taxation. 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN): 
The procedural and legal aspects 
have) been explained by my colleague, 
the Law Minister. I think I would 
try to refer only to one aspect of 
the prtfplem which the hon. Mem¬ 
bers have raised, nameiy a the pros¬ 
pective application of Income-tax 
Act, as far as clause 2 of the Bill is 
concerned. There) X will have to go 
to the considerations that prompted 
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the composition and the structure of 
the Finance Bill, as it is. I have 
explained the economic objectives of 
the taxation proposals in my state 
mtfnt. That is to say, this Finance 
Bill proceeds to raise resources, both 
direct and indirect. Naturally, we 
have to make an effort in the case 
of direct taxation. As far as direct 
taxation is concerned, I propose to 
move another Bill which is a taxa¬ 
tion on interests. Then, capital gains 
tax will have to be raised. 

The Convention the Government 
is following, with the approval of 
this House, for the last seven or eight 
years, from 1967 onwards, is that as 
far as taxation proposals are con* 
ce,rned, as far as possible they will 
be prospective, with reference to the 
income earned on that year. It is i.\ 
consonance with this convention that 
provisions have been made in this 
way. Though the taxation law will 
be effective from the) 1st of April v it 
will relate to the capital gains of this 
year. This is the explanation I can 
give. 

I will add oriST more tiling. When 
specific points are raised I have to 
refeir to those aspects. If I am not 
mistaken, the hon. Member, Shri 
Shyamnandan Mishra, conceded one 
point, namely, that such a practice 
can be resorted to in unusual con¬ 
ditions. I think I am right in saying 
that 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
You have said in your speech that in 
unushual circumstances it hag to be 
agreed to. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
Thtt impression I gained from your 
speech was that this can be done in 
unusual conditions. Then the only 
thing that 1 have to prove is that the 
present day conditions are rather 
unusual, the present economic situa- 
tion~is an one.--Ibis is abso¬ 

lutely an exceptional, extra-ordinary 
and emergent situation. Xf this is an 
emergent situation and if we do not 
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make an effort to raise) resources to 
meet the national economic crisis, 
when are we to do that? 

What are we doing? We are com¬ 
ing for the vote of this House. Are 
we to shut out the House on a tech¬ 
nical ground from considering mea¬ 
sures which are necessary for meeting 
an extraordinary situation? It is 
none of our intentions to spend 
money without the) consent of the 
House. We cannot draw a single pie 
from the Consolidated Fund of India 
without the sanction of the House. 

I have given the reasons for coming 
forward with this Bill. There is a 
distinction between the first Finance 
Bill and the second Finance Bill 
When the first Finance Bill 
is brought before the House, 
there is no picture before the 
House. Therefore, the practice 
of having the expenditure sanc¬ 
tioned before the Finance Bill is 
takun into consideration is a valid 
one. But when we are considering 
the Finance Bill (No. 2), at the pre¬ 
sent moment, we are not in a vacuum. 
We have given a clear picture as to 
what an exceptional, extra-ordinary 
and emergent situation there is. The 
major effort to be taken to meet the 
present inflation is to reduce the de¬ 
ficit financing. This is one thing on 
which everybody who understands the 
Indian problems has emphasized, in¬ 
cluding the leaders opposite. If you 
see paragraphs 9, -10, 11 and 13 of 
we expect that there to going to be 
definitely indicated the areas in which 
we expect that there is going to be 
an additional expenditure. I have 
not given thei precise estimates.... 

SHRI MADHU LIMA YE: Why 
not? That is the point. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
When we think it is absolutely essen¬ 
tial, then, certainly, we are going to 
come with the supplementary de¬ 
mands. Without the sonction of this 
House), it fit not our intention to do 
anything. If, therefore, hope, it will 


meet the points raised by the hon. 
Members opposite. 

SHRI SE2HIYAN: Sir, I want to 
raise one or two points before you 
give a ruling. 

MR. SPEAKER: May I suggest 
you now leave it to me? 

SHRI SEZH1YAN: This is a very 
important question. I want to raise 
one or two points. 

The hon. Minister of Law conceded 
that there is no intention to spem 
any money at present. The Finan. 
Minister said that' it is an unusua. 
exceptional, extra-ordinary, situation 
today, and that these taxations mea¬ 
sures are to metet the emergent 
situation. He also said that the Oppo¬ 
sition would agree with him that it is 
an imperative need of the hour to 
control, if not reduce, the deficit 
financing. Nobody is doubting these 
things. 

My simple point is, whenever the 
Finance Bill is brought, certain things 
precede that. I quoted Kaul and 
Shakdher, May's Parliamentary Prac¬ 
tice and also the rulings given by the 
previous Speaker in 1956. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: He allow¬ 
ed the Bill to be passed in 1956. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: That point was 
not raised then. 

The previous Speaker categorically 
said: 

“A Finance Bill is intended to 
raise taxes which would subsist only 
for that year. The main object is 
to provide funds for the expendi¬ 
ture which had been voted by the 
House. That is the simple object 
of the Bill.” 

Again, in December, during the 
same year, when the Finance Bill No. 

2 was brought, he said: 

“It is true that I said and I still 
stick to that view that in a Finance 
Hill, only provisions relating to tbr 
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taxation measures to meet the ex¬ 
penditure that has bdeh voted' upon 
by the House Ought to be there. 
Otherwise, there is nd Haeaning* ia 
a Finance Bill.’’

As per Article 105(3) which has been 
specific and categorical—this is 4 vt!fy 
important issue that Ijaj^e—while we 
were saying that the precedents came 
there, it says: 

“!n' other respects, tpe powers, 
privileges and * immunities of each 
House of Parliament, and of the 
memoers and the committees of each 
House, shall be such as may from 
time to time be defined by Parlia¬ 
ment by law, and, until so defined, 
shall be those of the House of Com¬ 
mons of the Parliament of the United 
Kingdom, and of its members and 
committees, at the commencement 
of this Constitution.” 

That was about the powers of the Par¬ 
liament. The powers and privileges 
of the Parliament will be those of the 
House of Commons until they have 
been defined by law. Because we have 
not defined by law, .therefore, I have 
been recounting what has happened 
there. 

With this one remark- l will con¬ 
clude; I am saying this* because the 
other day I-did,-not bging. it. Ifr has 
been specifically stated by May:

Annual Estimates have been given. 
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Secondly, it is sardthdt we go by the 
precedents in this House. We have 
submitted earlier that if the House 
did not fexfertiise -the-necessary vigil¬ 
ance and alertness in this matter- in 
the' phst, should that be considered to 
be a plea to regularise an irregular 
thing? That has not been met by the 
hon. Lahv Minister. Then, he has also 
said that' it has 'been permitted. But, 
as has been very ably pointed out by 
my colleague, Shrr Sezhlyan, in the 
past there had been admonitions and 
strictures that - it should not be done 
in the manner in which it is being 
done. In spite of that, it has been 
done. That is in relation to what has 
been done in respect of the ordinances. 

Then, the hon. Finance Minister said 
—his sole argument seems to be that 
—it was mainly based on bridging the 
deficit gap in the Budget. Mainly that 
seems to tie the intention. Here, the 
prospective measure which would take 
effect in the financial year, 1975-76, 
would then by his argument, be ac¬ 
cepted to bridge the gap next year. 
The taxes are going to be operative 
m the. next year. Now, if the taxes 
are going to be operative next year, 
then ft means that these resources will 
be available for bridging the gap next 
year, according to his Own argument. 
We have pointed out that no prospec¬ 
tive taxation can he levied. Here the 
Finance Minister says that it is so 
done according to.p scheme which tries 
to ,meet the- dbfici,t ip the resources.

public, :who ultixpatqly have to bear the 
burden. 

MR* SPEAKER: Honourable Mem¬ 
bers, this debate has, been really very 
very useful. 

Very useful contribution has been 
made by distinguished Members of the 
Opposition. I had also in the mean¬ 
time, the opportunity to g • through 
the Rules, the Constitution, May’s 
Parliamentary Practice etc. 

The interpretation with reference to 
Budget and the Finance Bill given by 
the Law Minister may have been 
strictly correct according to the Con¬ 
stitution, but it is in contradiction 
with the practice which we have been 
following. 

We have always mentioned it as a 
Budget in our proceedings, in our, rules 
and everywhere. And, I think, this 
term, which is so much understood 
by the Members and the people out¬ 
side should continue, and we refer to 
this as budget, whatever be the strict 
Constitutional provision or understand¬ 
ing, and I propose that this will con¬ 
tinue. 

Points of order were raised by Mr. 
Chatterjee, Mr. Sezhiyan, Mr. Mishra, 
Mr. Madhu Liroaye, Prof. Hiren 
Mukerjee and Mr. Rao. 1 I think the 
interpretation given by them starting 
from Mr. Chatterjee is very much rele¬ 
vant Now. the only difficulty that 
-comes iS-!the!aequen<3e> i>If believe that 
according to- the Constitution, accord¬ 
ing to the rules, this Finance Bill is 
in .the form-of a ; Budgeted },<? 
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[Mr. Speaker] 

It should come in the normal form 
as a budget and sequence is very 
clearly laid in Art. 112, 113, 114 and 
115 and other rules—204, 205 and 209. 
There is no doubt about it. The se¬ 
quence should be the same as mention¬ 
ed in them. We have been mentioning 
it in the form of supplementary de¬ 
mands, supplementary budget or what¬ 
ever you call it. After all, we can¬ 
not deny that this is a sort of a sup¬ 
plementary budget or an additional 
budget. When we laid down certain 
rules, it is very much correct that we 
must know, as the House, as to in 
what form it has been given. That 
form and those rules and provisions 
are already laid down. I must appre¬ 
ciate the point which Prof. Mukerjee 
so effectively made, namely that the 
annual statement should be up to the 
end of the year. That should really 
be up to the end of the year. This is 
an additional point that he has made. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 1 
have made it earlier. 

MR. SPEAKER: Of course, you made 
it earlier., Two days have passed 
since then. I have been trying now 
that at least, as the Speaker of the 
House, it is my duty to see that the 
proper financial procedures are follow¬ 
ed. Government has relied on the past 
practices, 1956, 1957 and 1967 and many 
years when such a thing has happened 
and this practice was followed. It is 
indeed a very interesting contradiction 
that Shri Sezhiyan referred to Ihe 
provision and the procedure set by 
the Chair that should be followed. I 
have been looking for the procedures 
that are set by the Chair. Only obser¬ 
vations were made, and nothing else 
followed. 

I thought that something will pull 
me out. When my predecessors laid 
down something, it is not a question 
that it did not occur to them. It did 
occur to them as to what we should 
do. Mr. Chavan gave some reasons 
for this procedure followed by him 
and I agree with him that an extra¬ 
ordinary situation and an emergent 
situation has arisen. Everybody agrees 


with this. He has quoted Mr. Mishra 
also, i am not abdicating my ngnts. I 
have oeen following the procedures 
laid down by my predecessors. They 
have relied on the past practice, and I 
accept that. They may rely on it 
But, I am not going to allow this for 
the future. As for the other matters, 
Mr. Chavan must come before this 
House with details of all the expendi¬ 
ture and demands for grants. He must 
also come forward with the Appropria¬ 
tion Bill in this very session—not 
some time later, thinking that it will 
start from 1975. But, for the future,, 
if the House agrees with me, we must 
be allowed to lay down certain proce¬ 
dures. In that procedure, 1 may have 
to make a little departure from the 
precedents established by my predeces¬ 
sors. I am very much, out and out, 
a person to follow the old conventions, 
practices and precedents. When I have 
to depart from the practices and pro¬ 
cedures, I never take upon myself this 
responsibility unless I consult the 
Secretary-General or unless I consult 
even the prominent Members. I pro¬ 
pose to consult the Rules Committee 
also. I do not want to lay it down off 
hand. In such matters it is very risky. 
I should not lay it down off hand 
without consulting on the broad 
principle. They are mentioned 
in Art. 112 and 113, 114 and 

115 along with the rules 204, 
205 and 219. This is not a ques¬ 
tion that' expediency requires, emer¬ 
gency requires or conditions require 
it and hence we should ignore the 
specific rule or articles in the Consti¬ 
tution. 

I fail to understand this. I am the 
last person to agree with this inter¬ 
pretation. 

Only because of certain precedents 
which have been relied upon, on the 
spur of the moment I am not going to 
change it, except that I have told the 
House that I am not going to follow 
this sequence for the future. 1 am 
allowing you to proceed through the 
Bill but with the specific direction to 
come with the Demands and the Ap*- 
propriation Bill before the House.

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The time allotted for the general 
discussion is seven hours, two hours 
for clause-by-clause consideration and 
one h'our for the third reading.

*SHRI BIREN DUTTA (Tripura 
West): Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, the 
hon. Finance Minister had to face 
many a difficulty for introducing this 
Finance Bill (No. 2). From the ruling 
given, by the Speaker, it is amply 
clear that this Bill had been introduc¬ 
ed in the Lok Sabha in an illegal and 
illegitimate way. While giving his 
consent to the introduction of this Bill, 
the hon. Speaker has stated in un¬ 
ambiguous terms that in future per¬ 
mission will not be given for the intro¬ 
duction of such Bill in this illegal way. 
I do not know whether the Finance 
Minister will draw any lesson from 
this episode. Because it is no sudden 
development and it only reflects the 
thinking and policy of the Congress 
Government. Although the Govern¬ 
ment always advocate the cause of 
the poor masses in their talks and cry 
hoarse that they want to usher in 
peace, prosperity, social justice and 
progress for the common people, but 
in reality they only try their utmost 
to uphold the interests of the mono¬ 
polists, the capitalists and big land¬ 
lords in their policies and actions, 
even by violating the Constitution of 
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India and other laws of the land. As 
staled by the hon. Speaker today, the 
Government came forward with simi¬ 
lar illegal Bills on several occasions 
earlier also thereby hoodwinking the 
people and using such Finance Bills 
as a technique of deceiving the masses. 
They trampled under foot all legal and 
constitutional provisions and norms in 
introducing this Finance Bill. Sir, 
while asking for permission again and 
again to introduce this BiU, the Fin¬ 
ance Minister said in justification of 
his action that the country was faced 
with a terrible economic crisis and if 
no steps are taken and this BiU is 
not introduced immediately, the coun¬ 
try will go to the dogs.

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SHRI Y. S. MAHAJAN (Buldana): 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, I welcome the 
Finance Bill presented by the hon. 
.Minister of Finance. It shows the 
determination of the Government to 
reduce the yawning gap between 
Public expenditure and the total re¬ 
sources in sight during the current 
year. 

Though the main thrust of the 
Budget for 1974-75 was to restrict 
the growth of public expenditure, 
mobilise additional resources on a 
Substantial scale and to reduce re¬ 
lance on deficit financing as part' of 
the overall strategy to contain infla¬ 
tion, these objectives have not so far 
been realised. In fact, the strength 
of the inflationary forces has con¬ 
tinually increased and prices have 
been pushed up more steeply than 
before, the average monthly increase 
since January 1974 being about 2.6 
per cent. 

As the inflation in our country is 
due to factors working on both sides 
of the equation, that is inflationary 
demand on the one side and insuffici¬ 
ency of supply on the other. Govern¬ 
ment ha*s to take determined steps 
not only to augment agricultural and 
industrial production but also to re¬ 
duce the monetary demand in the 
economy. 

As a result of some factors which 
are largely beyond our control such 
as uncertainty of rainfall, shortage of 
fertilisers in the world market, the 
lack of adequate power supply and 
transport difficulties, the prospects of 
growth in agricultural and industrial 
production are minimal. In the mean¬ 
while, if soaring prices continue, they 
will debauch our currency, play havoc 
with the lives of our people and mar 
all prospects of progress in the near 
future. 

It is to prevent such a catastrophe 
that the Finance Bills seeks to raise 
more resources and reduce the gap 
between the income and expenditure 
.of Government for the current year. 


.The Finance Bill, it should be noted, 
is also part of a package of measure 
-designed to check inflationary pres- 
. sure > and to stabilise prices at a rea¬ 
sonable level or at least prevent up¬ 
ward rise m the near' future. But 
•the •question that we-have to answer 
is whether this Finance Bill, or 
call it Budget, will remove the pot¬ 
ential gap between revenue and ex¬ 
penditure. The hon. Finance Minister 
has had no illusions ori this point. 
The gap will be reduced, though not 
eliminated. The deficit is still in¬ 
creasing and it is not possible to say 
at the moment what that deficit will 
be. 

The hon. Finance Minister has reit¬ 
erated his intention to ensure that 
deficit financing does not exceed the 
limit of Rs. 126 crores as projected 
in the budget for 1974-75. Some 
people contend that though the ob¬ 
ject is to fight inflation, it will in 
fact have the reverse effect. Here 
again the Finance Minister has been 
frank enough to admit that 
all the measures taken so far 
under the three Ordinances and 
the changes in the monetary 
policy would not be adequate 
to deal with the inflationary 
situation. Hence he had to come 
forward with the Finance Bill for 
increasing the income of the Govern¬ 
ment and reducing the inflationary 
pressures in the economy. The tax 
on Interest earnings of the com¬ 
mercial banks will lead to an increase 
in the lending rates. By making 
credit dearer the traders and manu¬ 
facturers will have to spend more. 
This will it is hoped dampen' their 
enthusiasm for speculation or specu¬ 
lative building up of inventories. 
Since there will be a tax on the in¬ 
terest earned by banks and there is 
a tax on the profits banks, I want 
to ask whether this does not amount 
to double taxation. Increasing the 
bank rate by two per cent is not a 
sufficiently strong measure. The 
bank rate could have been increased 
by two or three per cent . more. As 
far as the increases in excise duties 
are concerned most -of them are on 
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industrial intermediates and, there¬ 
fore, it is. difficult to estimate the 
probable increase in prices except to 
say that the increases will be negli¬ 
gible. Thfe-hon. Minister has only 
attempted to see that scarce com¬ 
modities are used more effectively. 
Ht ifras also attempted to discourage 
conspicuous consumption and to in¬ 
tercept the windfall or blackmarket 
gains being made by the traders and 
manufacturers. It may not be 
wrong to expect that most of the 
burden of such taxes will be cushioned 
at various stages. 

The most significant feature of the 
Finance Bill is that the Finance 
Minister has avoided fresh levies on 
articles of mass consumption. The 
common man who already bears the 
heaviest burden under inflationary 
conchlitms has been spared. None of 
the items that figure in the consumer 
price index have been taxed. The 
Finance Minister has not taxed bards. 
yar n or yarn of lower count groups, 
tyres and tubes of scooters, mope*Is 
or anomal driven vehicles, cheaper 
varieties of cigarettes, standard vari¬ 
eties of cloth and common varieties 
of writing and printing paper and 
newsprint. Certainly he reserves to 
be congratulated on this aspect of 
the Finance Bill. 

Ke has promised a number of 
supplementary steps to follow the 
Finance Bill to counter the inflation¬ 
ary situation. We are anxiouslv 
awaiting for them. Hope he will 
seen be ready with economy measur¬ 
es ;nd drastic steps against black 
money which has made the Govern¬ 
ment’s control and management of 
the economy largely ineffective. Theje 
could be no doubt that a sizeable 
increase in agricultural production 
will have the greatest effect iri dam¬ 
pening damn inflationary pressures. 

5 am glad that the Prime Minister 
has herself undertaken a compaign 
to go round the different States to 
ensure that steps are taken to boost 
agricultural produc tion. In addition

to these essential steps, we should 
tighten up the fiscal system and re¬ 
cover revenue arrears. This will 
immediately reduce • the spendable 
amount in the hands of people* most 
of whom are likely to be tax dodg¬ 
ers or speculators. 

Lastly I should like to suggest a 
rule of the thumb for regulating our 
monetary policy, namely, that the 
money available in the economy in¬ 
cluding currency notes and bank 
credit should not increase in a year 
by more than' the increase in real 
output. Many eminent economists 
have said that the increase in the 
amount of money supply should not 
be more than five per cent. The Fin- 
nance Bill, the three Ordinances and 
the changes in the monetary policy 
are clear evidence that the Govern¬ 
ment is dead set against inflation. I 
hope the Government will not 
slacken its effort to pursue them 
vigorously upto the point when it 
enn break the inflation psychosis 
which turns everybody who has 
money into a speculator The manu¬ 
facturer builds up a big inventory: 
the trader becomes a hoarder; and 
he who has black money buys up 
anything he can lay his hands upon 
for speculative purposes and even 
consumers who can afford keep un¬ 
necessarily large stocks. 

Under such conditions, even an 
appreciable increase in production 
will not have any desired effect. 
The Government has now moved in 
the right direction and taken the* 
nece^saiy steps. No right-minded 
person can withhold his assent or 
approval to such a policy. With 
these words, I support the Finance 
Bill

I rise to place my views on the Fin¬ 
ance Bill No. 2 on behalf of Dravida 
Munnetra Kazhagam. 

Tamil 
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At the very outset, I would like 
to say with all the force at my com¬ 
mand that the basic cause for the 
present unprecedented economic cri¬ 
sis being faced by the country is the 
ruling party’s misplaced economic 
priorities, defective fiscal policies 
and extravagant expenditure. I am 
sure that this contention will be 
countered by the Government with 
the argument of fall in agricultural 
production during the current year 
on account of insufficient rains. But, 
Sir. it cannot be denied that the 
country had bumper crops in the ear¬ 
lier years and insplte of that such an 
economic crisis has overtaken the 
country. It is inexplicable to me 
how tlie Government, with a sprawl¬ 
ing bureaucracy at their back, could 
not foresee this economic crisis and 
take precautionary steps to evert it 
or to reduce its impact. 


Here, I would like to point out that 
the Opposition Parties in this House 
htd frcauently stressed the need for 
cutting down all the unproductive 
expenditure and for curbing the 
atlitudo of spending spree on the 
part of the Government. I am sorry to 
say that the Government did not 
pay heed to the earnest pleas of the 
Opposition Parties in this august 
House. Sir, today morning there was 
a Short Notice Question about the 
cancellation of International Trade 
Fair. Before the Government took 
a decision to cancel the International 
Trade Fair, more than a crore of 
rupees had already been spent on the 
International Trade Fair. Could the 
Government have not taken this 
decision to cancel this International 
Trade Fair six months before which 
would have effected a saving of more 
than a crore of rupees to the Gov¬ 
ernment? I would like to know 
why the Government did not take 
this decision six months before. Do¬ 
es it mean that the Government were 
not aware of the impending financial 
crisis? If the Government could 
not take decisions at appropriate 
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tune, if the Government could hot 
administer the country properly, it 
would be better for them to resign 
and get out. I am compelled to 
say this because the Government 
could not foresee .the coming events, 
which resulted in the unnecessary ex¬ 
penditure of more than a crore of 
rupees. This is not a solitary in¬ 
stance. 

When the coking coal mines were 
nationalised, I pleaded with the 
Government in this House that they 
should not give any compensation to 
the erstwhile mine-owners. Many 
hon. Members referred to this in this 
House. But the Government were 
munificent to compensate the former 
mine-owners with Rs. 30.35 crores as 
if the public exchequer was over¬ 
flowing with money. If anyone 
came to the conclusion that the 
ruling parly stood to benefit from 
the payment of compensation to the 
mine-ownerf, he would not be very 
far from truth. Similarly, for more 
than two decades there was demand 
for the abolition of privy purses to 
the former rulers. But, when the 
Government took the decision to abo¬ 
lish the privy purses, after having 
paid a sum of about Rs. 110 crores to 
the former rulers, unashamedly the 
Government came with a proposal to 
pay them a lump sum as compensa¬ 
tion which meant draining the pub¬ 
lic exchequer by several crores of 
rupees. Likewise, for many years 
the people of the country were de¬ 
manding the nationalisation of big 
commercial banks which served only 
the interests of big monopoly indus¬ 
trialists. When at last this Govern¬ 
ment nationalised 14 big commercial 
banks, though there was no need to 
give any compensation, there was a 
proposal from the Government to 
give a compensation of about R s< 
105 crores to the erstwhile manage¬ 
ments. The Government, unmind¬ 
ful of the economic implications, have 
also agreed to pay Rs. 15 crores in 
foreign exchange as compensation 
to the ESSO Oi! Company which has 
been taken • over by them- 
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At every B tep, the members belong¬ 
ing to the Opposition Parties were 
pointing out to the Government that 
.such huge payments of compensation 
were detrimental to the econ .mu inte¬ 
rests of the country. But the Govern¬ 
ment were generous, as if money 
would flow perennially from tne pul l.'c 
exchequer. When this was proved 
otherwise, when the exchequer is dried 
up, the Government are shedtf.rg no- 
cndile tears about the worsening < co- 
i.omic situation. Are they net asham¬ 
ed of having brought the country to 
the brink oi economic destruction? 
E:thei they should • huv? had a score 
perspective and manag the fiscal 
etources prudently or I hey ihovud 
have given their ears to the e.rncst 
pleadings of the Opposition Parties in 
:h;s House. I am con: trained to ask

I h»v_> already writ¬ 
ten a letter in this connection to the 
finance Minister request'n«» him that 
ihe Plantation Labour shouid be exem¬ 
pted from the Provisions of the Ordi¬ 
nance regarding 50 oer cent compul¬ 
sory deposit. Who is responsible fur 
th is state of affairs? It is only the 


economic mismanagement of the coun¬ 
try by the Government. It would have 
been all right if the Government had 
extended this Ordinance only to the 
highly-paid bureaucrats and heavily 
drawing management personnel in the 
private sector. It would have been 
proper if tbe Government had tried to 
replenish their depleted exchequer by 
taxing the monopoly industrialists, i 
wonder what the foreign Government 
will think about the Government of 
India trying to raise resources from 
the people living bolow the poverty 
due. It. is time that this Government 
give serious thought to this question. 

1 would also refer to the paradox of 
food scarcity especially in the Cong, 
ress-ruled States. Sir. in our country, 
m only on e State Iheie is an Opposi¬ 
tion Party in power, i.e. the D.M.K. in 
la mil Nadu. Till recently there was 
no food scarcity in Tamil Nadu. Tbe 
D.M.K. Government of Tamil Nadu, 
by implementing an effective agricuf 
tore oriented policy, n-rie toe tt.de 
-t if-u ff cienl in foods .'Bias, and also 
a surplus State in foodgrains but 
the Central Government would not 
tolerate the efficient administration of 
a State by on Opposition Party. If it 
is allowed to function in the interests 
of the people of the State, naturally 
the Opposition Party will continue to 
be m power for some more yenrs. 
The uongress Party at the Centre 
should somehow end the happy 
state of affairs in any part of 
the country. The Central Govern¬ 
ment, even without consulting the 
State Government, removed the Con¬ 
trol on the movement of coarse food- 
grains and in consequence there is 
acute shortage of foodgrains in the 
State today. The entire blame for this 
unfortunate situation in Tamil Nadu 
rests squarely on the shoulders of the 
State today. The entire blame for this 
unfortunate situation in Tamil Nadu 
rest as it took in discrediting the 
D.M.K. Government jin augmenting 
foodgra ns production in the Congress- 
ruled States, there would have been 
no scarcity of foodgrains in any part 
of the country.

pulling. The Congress Party did not 
allaw the Opposition Party to be in 
power in the Punjab even for a few 
months.

Ins¬ 
tead of spending the precious time in 
devising ways and means for discredit¬ 
ing an Opposition Party Government 
or for dislodging it from the seat of 
power, it the ruling Congress Party 
starts thinking and acting constructi¬ 
vely in the interests of the people of 
the country, then it is worth the while 
fcr the country to be administered by 
such a party. If the Government 
charged with the responsibility of 
feeding the people of the country fail 
to do that, they have, no right to rule 
the State. It would be better for the 
people of the country if the Govern¬ 
ment resign forthwith and entrust the 
responsibility to somebody else. 


Sir. I think in 1956 the first Supple¬ 
mentary Budget was presented by'the 
Central Government and >n 1965 the 
second Supplementary Budget. Now 
this is the third Supplementary Budget. 
The very fact that for a third lime 
the ruling party has come forward with 
a Supplementary Budget shows that 
the day of reckoning is fast approach¬ 
ing for the ruling party. I would only 
say that the Government may dig their 
own grave, but they should make 
every endeavour to save the people 
from certain destruction. If the rul¬ 
ing party, after 25 years of uninter¬ 
rupted stay in the seat of power, can¬ 
not deliver the goods to the country, 
if the Congress Party Government at 
the Centre have got any compunction 
left in them, they should quit honour- 
ally before they are completely over¬ 
taken by the events. I should say that 
they by feat act would onlv do good 
to the country and Its people. Again. 
I would say feat that would be better 
than extracting money from the poor 
people to fill fee coffers of the Gov¬ 
ernment. 


Sir, it is common knowledge that the 
Government have many thousands of 
cr<ires of rupees ac aid and loans from 
foreign governments during the past, 
two end half decades. Our country 
perhaps tops the list of heavily taxed 
countries. With all this, we are facing 
the economic crisis today. This is 
mainly because economic prudence is 
an alien phrase for this Government. 
Even today lakhs and lakhs rupees in 
foreign exchange are being spent in 
the foreign tours of the Central Minis¬ 
ters. The splendour and extravagance 
of the living of monopoly industrial 
its bears no comparison. It is widely 
believed that black money in thousands 
of crores of rupees is in circulation. 
The blackmarketeers and speculators 
are holding the country to ransom.

It is not 
enough if the Government capture 
Rs. 50 lakhs or Rs. 60 lakhs in a cor¬ 
ner of Bombay City as reported in the 
newspapers. The Government have 
not got a time-bound plan to rid the 
country from the evil effects of black 
money. I should say that the Govern¬ 
ment are also not interested in such a 
time-bound plan. For the ruling Cong¬ 
ress Party, black money is the peren¬ 
nial source for fighting and winninr 
the elections. Without the support ft 
black money the ruling party would 
not be able to survive even for a cln\ 
The ruling party can perpetuate if- 
hold on the country for another two 
decades only with the help of black 
money. I have no hesitation in saying 
that the Government are solt-pedal- 
ling the issue of black money, and the 
country has gesn mortgaged to blacl- 
marketeers and speculators. The only 
unalterable aim of the ruling party ^ 
that it should perpetuate its powers 
and that no opposition party shouk 
be given any opportunity to rule the 
country. The financial crisis be in.2 
faced by the country today is t he 
consequence of the ruling Congress 
Party’s mismanagertiet of the icoootny 
and subserving the economy to its P° 1 
tical ends. 
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It is time that the Central Govern¬ 
ment mend their primary objective of 
Keeping the Opposition Parties at bay 
by taking constructive interest in the 
economic well being of the nation. Be¬ 
fore If conclude, I would urge upon the 
non. Finance Minister that he should 
repeal the Ordinance affecting the 
meagre resources of the poor people 
of the country. 

SHR1 NIMBALKAR (Kolhapur); 
Through the taxes he has proposed 
the hon. Finance Minister expects to 
raise about Rs. 123 crores in the pre. 
sent financial year of which less than 
Rs. 30 crores will be in the form of 
u. rect taxes. 

The purpose of raising these taxes is 
to meet the deficit in the Railway 
Budget and then the rise in the De- 
t mce Budget as also to curtail the defi¬ 
l'd financing and keep it within Rs. 126 
ci ores and to meet the increased ex¬ 
penditure on the impoit of foodgruins 
oi which Rs. 100 was first thought of 
and for which we now have to pay 
anywhere around Rs. 400 crores. 

As far as direct taxes- are concerned, 
particularly, the tax on bank interest, 

1 think, the same effect ran be achiev¬ 
ed by raising the bank rate by 3 per 
cent instead of 2 per cent as was done 
in recent times. But since then an 
Aiticle has appeared in the Economic 
times in which hope is expressed that' 
seme of these taxes will he absorbed 
today by the banks and if that is the 
ca.-e I welcome this measure. This is 
a better and a welcome way of rais¬ 
ing resources. I have also heard the 
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he wanted to mop up Surplus gains. 
If they are not passed on to the poor 
and common man that only this sort 
of mopping up will do good. But I 
am quite sure, knowing the psychology 
of the traders and the industrialist, 
that this will be passed on to the poor 
man, to the common man. The state 
of the common man as far as indirect 
taxes are concerned, is worse than 
that of a dog. A professor once asked 
a student to delineate what he thought 
was indirect taxes and to give example 
and the student said, for instance, 
Sir, the indirect tax. The Professor 
asked, how comes? He said well. 
Sir, the dog does not have to 
pay the taxes. In the case of in¬ 
direct taxes it is the common man, 
the poor man. who has to pay it. So 
he is worse than a dog and we call 
him usually an under-dog. 

The fact of the matter is this. We 
have to ask ourselves why these taxes 
were made necessary, it is easy 
say, we are in the grip of rising prices, 
gallopping prices, etc. and economic 
crisis. But we should ask ourselves 
whether we have not in a way helped 
this crisis to come about by the kind 
ot spending that we resorted to. Only 
today in the Indian Express you will 
find that there is an article under cap¬ 
tion: States messed up crash food plan. 
In the crash food plan W72-73 it was 
expected to have 15 million tonnes of 
foodgrains. Layout of Rs. 250 crores 
was made. Not even one grain more 
was produced than what was expected, 
and Rs. 250 crores wir spent in a 
wasteful manner.

In the case of 
indirect taxes, experience in respect 
of any nation is this. No Finance 
Minister likes to . raise money by in¬ 
direct taxation.

This opti¬ 
mism is dear in the statement made 
by Finance Minister when he said that 


Regarding conspicuous consumption, 
us talk of what happens in Civil 
ration.

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.1 call this also a kind of conspicuous 
.spending. In the public sector under¬ 
takings, particularly, if you think of 
them in a commercial sense and if you 
invest hundreds of crores of rupees. 
Lien you should be earning by at least 
,;ens of crores of rupees. If you invest 
by thousands of crores of rupees,, you 
snould be earmng hundreds of cm res 
of rupees. Actually, we are investing 
on public sector undertakings 
thousands and thousands of crores of 
rupees. But, what is the return that 
we are getting in return? We talk 
about socialist countries. In a socia¬ 
list economy, a public sector under¬ 
taking must, run on a profit and that 
profit must work as a cushion with 
which the Finance Minister can really 
operate in such a manner that our 
country can come forward. I cannot 
blame our Finance Minister. He has, 
of course, made enough money avail¬ 
able to these public sector undertak¬ 
ings and we are looking after these 
public sector undertakings. Consider¬ 
ing the fact that we are looking after 
these public undertakings, you do not 
run them with a commercial conside¬ 
ration. Take for example the Civil 
Aviation, Tourisem or even Heavy 
Industry and so on and so forth. You 
have to run them with a commercial 
consideration. In fact, we are run¬ 
ning them like post offices. It will 
ruin the economy if we were 1° run 
them as if they are post offices. I 
would urge upon our Finance Minis¬ 
ter that after all he is financing these 
undertakings and he should prevail 
upon his colleagues to see that take 
a commercial altitude towards them 
and not run as post offices. If he is 
going to do like this, then he is in for 
a trouble. If he were to run them 
on a profit, surely, he would have at 
"this disposal between Rs. 700 and 800 
crores. The point is that the amount 
has been spent wastefully. If there 
has been no wasteful expenditure, he 
would not have to resort to tax at all 
and he would have got Rs. 250 crores. 

1 feel that after all our public sector 
’undertakings should be run in an effl- 
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cient manner and they should realise 
that the time is now over and we 
cannot think, all the time, this post 
office economy on the ground that it 
would be the poor who get everything 
from the public sector undertakings. 
They get nothing at all from the pub¬ 
lic undertakings. Public utility is 
quite different from the public sector 
undertakings. I am rather surprised 
about what he said in this House and 
outside about black money. Tnat 
means we have got into the clutches 
of the black money. Same people 
want a frontal attack while some 
ethers want a complete eradication of 
black money. Ultimately, I am sure 
that cure is going to be worse thar 
the disease. I want the Finance Minis¬ 
ter to see that the black money is 
completely eradicated. Much of our 
industry may even use the black 
money to the extent of 45 per cent. 
You have, therefore, to ask yoursiHes 
whether our economy H not also run 
on black money. The question is; how 
to get rid of this black money? We 
have to take a little responsibility m 
c;ur own fiscal policy and against the 
people who create the black money. 
That is the point on which we have 
to ponder on. I say you will have to 
take a pragmatic view of all these 
things. If you really want to get rid 
of the black money, that will have to 
be done in a manner which would 
ultimately be helpful to both the in¬ 
dustries as well as to the economy of 
our country. At the same time, I think 
that at least 80 per cent ot the controls 
that we have today will also have to 
be removed. One of the biggest 
reasons for the creation of black 
money 's mostly the controls. 

Sir, now it might sound odd but I 
want to propose one more tax which 
the Finance Minister should consider. 
He will remember we had those 
refugees on our hands 1 proposed the 
tax and I am happy to say he made 
use of that at that time. It is called 
needbased tax. The need of the hour 
is to eradicate floods. The Finance 
Minister himself is a cricketer. 
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.knows in the field every run that is 
saved is worth t,wo runs that are 
scored. Why I want to impress this 
point is tell me in the last 27 years 
one thing that we nave completely 
cured. Even malaria is coming back. 
Let us have a levy of that and money 
should be completely used for the 
eradication of floods. I am an opti¬ 
mist and I am quite sure the Finance 
Minister is also an optimist. He will 
look this difficult time which we are 
lacing not something to cow us down 
but as a new challenge and a new 
opportunity. 

SHRI VIRENDRA AGARWAL 
(Moradabad): Mr. Chairman, at the 
outset I would like to congratulate the 
Finance Minister for having acquired 
the proficiency not only to bluft him¬ 
self but to mislead the entire nation 
on the economic front. The diagnosis 
if the disease and the remedy are so 
contradictory that on? gets the im¬ 
pression that either the Finance Minis¬ 
ter docs not appreciate the fundamen¬ 
tals of economic principles cr he 
j'lows himself to remain in dark. 

During the budget debate last year 
1 had the honour of asking the fin¬ 
ance Minister whether the country 
was moving forward or going back 
I nit he had compared my question 
with that of Hamlet’s ‘To be or not 
to be’ and thus evaded the answer. 
But today every Indian is convinced 
that we as a nation arc passing through 
iiie worst crisis of hyper-inflation and 
the Government is still groping »n 
dark. Even the senior Congress 
leaders suspect whether Mr. Y. B. 
Chavan would ever succeed as 
Finance Minister. The fact that 
calculations made barely four 
months ago have been proved 
wrong shows the Government 
has completely lost control over econo¬ 
mics. Shrl Chavan's mini-budget is 
an open admission that the Govern¬ 
ment of India is a flat broke and is 
living from hand to mouth. The price 
index has shot up to 803.24 at 1961-62 
level Why? During the first six 
months of 1974 the prices have shot 
U P by 34 per cent 
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The official value of the rupee has 
dwindled to 29 paise while the non- 
official value happens to be no more 
than 25 paise. In this situation and in 
these circumstances, ths Finance 
Minister has presented the second 
Finance Bill which is primarily a re¬ 
source-raising exercise. The Finance 
Minister claims it as anti-mflationaiy, 
because he feels that the resources so 
raided would be able to keep the 
budgetary deficit at Rs. 126 crores. 1 
vouid have certainly supported the 
itnance Minister if his statement 
would have been correct. Here. 1 
would like to argu e with the Finance 
Minister. During the current year, is 
it not a fact that Government will he 
required to add at least Rs. noo acres 
to the budgetary deficit on the follow¬ 
ing basis? Ther e are seven major 
items under which he will have addi- 
lional expenditure added to th e bubget- 
ar\ deficit. They are: Railway budget¬ 
ary deterioration: Rs. 2(10 crores; ex¬ 
penditure on fertiliser subsidy; Rs. :00 
crores: Expenditure U> save the cue 
sector projects: Rs. j>00 crores, a ruiT 
ticr.al dearness allowance: Rs. 2 . 1 O 
ci o: es, additional food subsidy. 
Rs. 1C5 crores; additional cxper.th- 
tuie on defence outlay: because 
of Pakistan’s military build-up: Rs. 
130 crores. In this way, the Finance 
Minister still has qot the respansibii ly 
to finance the counliy's resources bj. 
Rs. 100 crores. On the credit side, 
the Finance Minister has got only two 
items. There also, according to the 
Pande and Kaul Committee, they have 
proposed a cut on the expenditure on 
account of both plan and non-plan 
outlay for 1974-75, and that figure has 
been kept at Rs. 200 crores. If we 
add this Rs. 136 crores raised during 
the supplementary budget, the total 
amount comes to about Rs. 336 crores. 
Thus, there is a sum of Rs. 1100 
crores on the debit side and a sum 
of Rs. 336 crores on the credit side. 
It means that during the current year, 
the Finance Minister will leave the 
budget with a clear-cut budgetary gar 
of Rs. 800 crores. With this Rs. 800 
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crores I really d 0 not know how the 
Finance Minister claims that -this 
budget is anti-infiationary. This is 
what I want to argue with the Finance 
Minister and understand. 

Secondly, I hold the view, and this 
view is an economist’s view, that this 
budget has nothing to do with our sole 
objective of fighting inflation. When¬ 
ever he raises excise duties, will they 
not add to th e cost of production? 
Will they not be passed on to the con¬ 
sumer? If they are, how can he des¬ 
cribe this as anti-inflationary? Either 
*he feels that the entire world is a fool 
or he allows himself 1o live in a fool’s 
paradise. 

In fact, what has happened is that 
these excise duties which he has im¬ 
posed on very crucial in lust rial items 
have already raised the prices and this 
cost-push-inflation will not rtterely be 
inflationary this time but it will also 
add the signs of recession. Therefore, 
this supplementary budget is not 
wholly inflationary but will also pro¬ 
duce the signs of recession. When in¬ 
flation and recession join a situation, 
Mr. Finance Minister, you can very 
well understand that you will create 
a situation which you as Finance 
Minister will not oe able to meet- 
The present Government of which you 
happen to be the Finance Minister be¬ 
lieve that the best way to reduce Ihe 
price level is to mop up the purchas¬ 
ing power of the masses.... 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAV AN: 

Let him better address the Chair. 

SHRI VIRENDRA AGARWAL: I am 
addressing the Finance Minister 
through you, Sir, because he is the 
main object of criticism- here. I want 
to convince him and througb him the 
country. The facts - prove that the 
higher th« taxes; still higher are the 
places., I would request him t® under* 
stood and-: appreciate- that during the 
last 25- years tbar excise- ditties have 
increased by S3 times. 
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In 1950-51. excise duties were only 
Rs. 357.06 crores while they hate 
risen to Rs. 3,472 crores In 1973-74. 

SHRI Bi V. NAIK (Hanaro); Calcu¬ 
lations are wrong. 

SHRI VIRENDRA AGARWAL: No. 
these are all foolproof. Every sen¬ 
tence of mine is foolproof. I would 
like Government to verify, these 
figures and let me know if they are 
wrong. This is one major factor res¬ 
ponsible for galloping prices. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
Figures are correct, but inferences are 
wrong. 

SHRI VIRENDRA AGARWAL: You 
cannot say the inferences are wrong 
because whenever you add up the ex¬ 
cise duty, they are surely inflationary 
in character. 

It has been suggested Jiat the bet¬ 
ter course would have been to raise 
not excise duties but the ex-factory 
prices of these commodities. This is 
because an increase in excise duty 
will push up black market prices and 
widen the gap between manufacture 
and retention price; and black market 
price. If Government raises the ex- 
factory prices of these commodities, it 
will reverse the current trend and 
tempt manufacturers into selling 
more or their actual output 
through legitimate channels of dis¬ 
tribution. It will actually reduce 
the flow of goods and- cash into the 
parallel’ economy. It Government 
can come forward with a proposal oi 
a wage freeze and dividend freeze, 1 
do not have any objection, but I will 
demand a tax freex 1 * Wage freeze 
and: dividend freeze should always E° 
with tax: freeze.

Next I would like to say this. Gov¬ 
ernment has been pleading tor the 
last 2$ years that resources are being 
raised for the. twin objectives o£ 
defence and development. Of course, 
resources must be raised lor develop¬ 
ment. Hut 1 want to know, where is 
development. 1 will just give you one 
figure. During 1989-70, the Central 
and State Governments collected near¬ 
ly 14 per cent of the national income 
by way of taxes; and savings out of 
tax revenues which could be used for 
investment amounted to barely 0.8 per 
cent of the national income. If the 
resources so raised either through 
taxation or budgetary deficit are utilis¬ 
ed for development, one can very well 
understand the situation. But the real 
situation is entirely different. The re¬ 
sources raised are squandered on un¬ 
productive purposes. That is the real 
situation.* All the -©sources you are 
raising today from the pockets of the 
poor, the common man or anybody 
else are being squandered. And so 
iong as they are allowed to be squan¬ 
dered, you can very well appreciate 
that the economy can never giow- 
The blunt truth today is that C-o\ em¬ 
inent now prefers to cut the plan and 
starve industry and cripple investment 
rather than take drastic steps t 0 cut 
down its non-productive spending.

-heps during the last one or two years. 

I do appreciate Government has shown

1,000 
crores, on the other hand, on the sup¬ 
ply side, zero growth rate. You can 
very well visualise the situation for 
tomorrow. I can predict that 1975 
will witness a new standard so far as 
the gail-jpping prices are concerned. 
Prices will shoot at the rate of fifty 
per cent a year and 1975 will witness 
the rupee value at ten paise. That is 
what 1 predict to Lie Finance Minis¬ 
ter, if ne does not reduce the budget¬ 
ary ceficit and cut down the banking 
credit.

The Opposition has been charged 
that they do not have a plan to fight 
inflation. I should like to present my 
ten point anti-inflation plan lor the 
consideration of the lion. House. First: 
recasting of ihe Fifth Plan with a 
elearcut infrastructure laying a ereat 
deal o: emphasis on transport, power 
and f-r-taliser. The uresent Fifth Flan 
is out of date and therefore it needs 
to be discarded. The Planning Com¬ 
mission as a body needs to be liquidat¬ 
ed and I propose there should be a 
planning cell in the Finance Ministry 
to prepare a plan on the lines I sug¬ 
gested earlier. Secondly, money sup¬ 
ply must be kept in relation to growth 
rate. If the growth rale is zero, money 
supply in no case should exceed two 
or three per cent; if the growth rate 
is 5 per cent, money supply should 
not exceed 8 per cent During the 
last five years the grovvih rale h<-* £ 
been 3.7 per cent but nvmey supple 
has been 13 per cent during the last 
two years. This gap between aggre¬ 
gate demand and aggregate supply ii 
further widened by the money supply 
which has gone up to 16 per cent 
while the growth rate has come to 
zero. The widening demand and sup¬ 
ply situation has further created a cri¬ 
tical situation on the prices front- 
Thirdly, I propose that’ the Govern¬ 
ment must define its policy so far as 
■production is concerned. Government 
leaders talk rather lightly and loudly 
about raising production while the 
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Government has done very 
little to raise production. 1 
suggest five points: utilisation 

of the installed capacity; price 
controls must go in respect of raw 
materiuls In strategic industries; power 
shortages must end, central supply of 
inputs to farmers and auti production 
laws must go; streamlining of proce¬ 
dural delays. Fourthly, the public 
distribution system needs to be stream¬ 
lined. Vulnerable sections of the com¬ 
munity must get essential items at 
reasonable prices. Next, there should 
be effective enforcement of the Essen¬ 
tial Commodities Act. It is not neces¬ 
sary to amend the Act; if you enforce 
the provisions of the Act, I do not see 
the reason why hoarders, profiteers 
and blackmarketeers cannot be 
brought to book. It is argued: who 
symbolises these traders and why are 
they not brought to book? The Cong¬ 
ress Party is maligned. If you want 
the Congress Party to be kept above 
board, you have to see that the Essen¬ 
tial Commodities Act is enforced effec¬ 
tively. 

There is so much talk of black 
money. If the Government tightens 
its tax machinery—it has got ample 
powers in respect of raids, seizures 
and searches—I do not see why the 
Government cannot unearth a sizable 
portion of the black money. 

The net bank credit rate, which is 
often talked here in this House, has 
already crossed the limit of Rs. 460 
crores now and it should be kept under 
control. If you do not have a proper 
check on that, if you allow that to 
grow up at the present rate, I can 
assure you that inflation will remain 
beyond your reach. 

The bank rate, which has already 
been raised from 7 to 9 per cent, I 
propose, should be raised to 13 or 14 
per cent. 

I expect the 'Government to present 
a white paper on unproductive ex¬ 
penditure. I would say that it should 
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be cut by Rs. 1,000 crores. So far as 
this item is concerned, here I would 
suggest seven points: (1) There should 
be a 50 per cent cut in the strength 
of the employees at the Rashtrapati 
Bhavan. (2) The Research and Eva¬ 
luation Section at the Prime Minister’s 
Secretariat be abolished. (3) The 
Planning Commission should be radi¬ 
cally changed in composition. (4) 
There should be 10 per cent cut in 
civilian expenditure. (5) The staff 
cars should be maintained and used to 
the very minimum in which case n 
great saving can be made. (6) Over¬ 
time allowances, which amount to 
Rs. 51 crores, should be abolished. (7) 
Travel of Ministers and Government 
employees should be restricted, so far 
as foreign travel is concerned and, in 
the case of domestic travel also, it 
should be kept to the minimum. 

Then, the rate of savings, which is 
the crux of the entire productive ap¬ 
paratus, should be looked into. Here 
the role of small savings can hardly 
be over-emphasized. I would also sug¬ 
gest that the limit for income-tax 
exemption for dividends should be 
raised from Rs. 3,000 to Rs. 5,000 and 
all deposits in post oifices should be 
exempted. The income-tax rate ex¬ 
emption limit should also be raised. 
In this way, the Government should 
draw up a programme by which the 
rate of savings is increased. 

If this plan is worked out, if this 
ten-point plan is really brought into 
action, I really do not see why the 
prices cannot be kept under control. 
If the Finance Minister does not act 
in this direction, I can assure the 
Finance Minister that either he would 
not be required to present the next 
budget or he will have to present a 
supplementary budget again towards 
the winter session to manage the situa¬ 
tion. That is to Say, if he has to 
manage with a deficit of Rs. 800 crores, 
he may have to present a third budget. 

We as a nation ar e moving rapidly 
towards a major disaster. There are 
visible signs of disintegration and 2 
sense of enveloping chaos. If the 
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country is adrift and the Government 
rudderless, it is because there has 
been a failure of leadership. The 
Prime Minister has no programme, no 
world view, no grand design. Thus, 
bereft of a frame, she has merely re¬ 
acted to events and failed to shape 
them. This has been her tragedy. 
She lacks economic wisdom and ad¬ 
ministrative expertise. She has a 
mandate but no mission. The two 
unique achievements to her credit are 
growing poverty and widespread cot- 
i option at the top. There is a moral 
crisis and the collapse of moral autho¬ 
rity. She may dub the opposition as 
immoral, narrow, and sectarian vested 
interest but she and her policies axe 
entirely responsible for economic, 
political and moral crisis. If the 
Prime Minister has been unable by 
herself to evolve a grand strategy for 
India and give the country the natio¬ 
nal goal, it is all because she has not 
allowed a body of advisers to develop 
such a frame for her. The immediate 
r 'iitical backlash, the absence of a 
well-ordered follow up programme and 
the neutralisation of some of the anti¬ 
cipated benefits' by the ensuing 
drought and floods created a sense of 
insecurity in her mind and left her 
with a psychological complex which 
has produced a split personality in her. 
She may claim to have an historical 
personality. But the history may 
reveal things differently. Tb e Prime 
Minister has always been good to react 
but she has still to act for the good 
of the country. The crucial auestion 
which is being asked today is whether 
tbe leadership has actually betrayed 
the nation. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO (Chat- 
rapur); Mr. Chairman, Sir. I was lis¬ 
tening to my hon. friend, Mr. Virendra 
Agarwal, who proclaims himself to be 
an economist. He gave a 10 -point 
programme for economic development 
and to fight inflation. If you were to 
accept his 10-point programme for 
economic development and to fight in¬ 
flation. J do not know where the count¬ 
ry will go to. 
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His first point was to abolish the- 
Planning Commirs'<o-». Planning is 
necessary at a time when the resources 
are limited. Planned development is 
necessary in a country like ours. It is 
due to planning that economic develop¬ 
ed has taken place. There may be. 
some areas which are yet to be deve¬ 
loped. There may be certain imba¬ 
lances created. We have to set them 
right. But to say that the Planning 
Commission should be abolished. 

SHRI VIRENDRA AGARWAL: I did 
not say that. I said that Planning 
should be a part of the Finance 
Ministry. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: First he 
said that the Planning Commission 
should be abolished. 

SHRI VIRENDRA AGARWAL: I 
said that planning should be a part of 
the Finance Ministry. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: W e have 
got enough economists in the country. 
The party in power has a certain plan 
for economic development. We will 
stick to the plan and see how the 
country develops. If there are certain 
imbalances and distortions in the eco¬ 
nomic development, certainly they will 
be set right. 

It is true that our country Is pas¬ 
sing through an economic crisis. It is 
not that the Government is not alive 
to this; not that the Finance Minister 
does not know his job. That is why 
he is forced to come forwiard with the 
second Finance Bill. I welcome it. 
Not only that. If he wer e to come 
forward with the third Finance Bill, 

I fwill welcome it. Even my hen. 
friend Mr. Agarwal. agreed that there 
is a deficit of Rs. 800 crores. The 
Finance Minister has to cover the defi¬ 
cit. He cannot resort, to deficit financ¬ 
ing. We should be prepared to make 
the sacrifices to see that we are not run 
down and that we are not chased by in¬ 
flation. 

It is the duty of Finance Minis'er 
to see that inflation is ar-ested. In¬ 
flation cannot be arrested only by one 
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Budget. A series of steps have to be 
taken. As a matter of fact, I will not 
call this Finance Bill as anti-inflation 
because its impact on inflation is not 
to such an extent as he would like 
it to be. This is one of the steps 
which he has taken. The effect of 
this Bill will be seen in the next year. 
He has to take steos now so that im¬ 
pact is produced in a few months, 

Ther e is'a thiee-pronged attack on 
inflation through the three Ordinances 
which were issued last month. These 
Ordinances have been attacked by 
certain sections of the House saying 
that they are against workers, that 
they have the effect of wage-freeze. 1 
respectfully disagree with them. These 
Ordinances have put a curb on the 
white liquidity of cash in the hands of 
persons. Wages also include salaries. 
Ibe idea, as is evident from the 
Finance Minister’s speech is to reduce 
dit demand because the demand is 
going up and the reduction is less. 1 
would respectfully submit that a mere 
reduction in demand will not reduce 
"the prices. The demand rnay be re¬ 
duced but the prices may still go up. 
The price*, are gob. 1 ? up. They w’ll 
so up unless there is a price control. 

I would suggest that in respect of all 
manufactured goods, the Government 
should go into the cost structure and 
fix o>-factory prices of ail the goods. 
Thf-n only, with less demand and in- 
creased production hi cou :s3 of time, 
we can brine down the prices. The 
Government should have control over 
th« private sector. Fhp private sector 
is given certain fields of operation. 
They are operating. But there is no 
control, no check, over them. They 
produce more but they show less in 
■their inventories. If 100 is the capa¬ 
city, they produce 12o. But 25 is not 
shown in their accounts. Therefore, 
I would suggest that the prices of all 
manufactured goods should be control¬ 
led. 

* I Was happy to hear the other day 
«n the radio Mr. K. R. Ganesh saying 


that they were going to post excise 
staff in all the production units so 
that they know how much is produced. 
Unless you have a check and . control 
on the private sector at the site of 
production, the prices cannot be con¬ 
trolled ad unless the prices are control¬ 
led, mere reduction in demand cannot 
have the desired effect. 

It is then said that the ordinances 
will have the effect of a wage-freeze. 
I say, ‘No’. The payment accrues 
only when orders are passed and Gov¬ 
ernment orders are passed in July 
after the ordinances are promulgated. 
Unless the orders are issued by the 
Government, th e wage-earner will not 
be entitled t 0 get the allowance. Even 
then, only 50 per cent will be deposit¬ 
ed into an account in the bank for 
two years. I would submit: what is 
the value of the rupee to-day? 29 
paise. Now. th e value of the rupee 
is bound to appreciate, thereby it will 
be to the advantage of the emplyee 
who is forced to save in the bank as 
the rupee will have a better value 
and a better price two years hence. It 
is said that it is an anti-worker mea¬ 
sure I „do not ag^ee there. The idea 
is that we have to undergo sacrifices 
for a better tomorrow. We should be 
prepared for years to come, if not, at 
least for one year more to see tnat 
our economy develops and the prices 
are controlled. 

I would point out another defert. 
When the capacity in the country s 
estimated at 109, we have in the pa^t 
not teen allowing more capacity to be 
installed in'the country. The result js 
that while 100 is the capacity, 100 is 
not being produced for various reasons. 
You see the performance of the public 
sector and the private sector where 
the capacity is 100," production is o"'y 
60 or 70 or 80. Therefore, when the 
demand is 100 as the capacity ts lieerr- 
ed according to the demand, then, pro¬ 
duction not being upto the optium. 
there is less prouction and the demand 
is more. Therefore, if the demand if* 
100, the capacity should be 200 so that 
even if it has not reached 

200, it may be 150 and there 
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may be it competition end the 
prices ako will be competitive. 
That is the sue la other countries.

5HRI B. V. NAIK: Liberalisation of 
industrial licensing is what you sug¬ 
gest. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: I do not 
say that. As I said, there should be 
control over the production and every¬ 
thing produced should be strictly 
brought to the Government account so 
that there is no evasion of excise duty 
and the production does not go under¬ 
ground. I am not for encouraging 
private sector, but to the extent the 
private sector has a right to operate 
under the Industrial Policy Resolution 
which is operating to-day, they should 
be under the discipline of the Govern¬ 
ment. Now, there is no discipline and 
1 want the Government should exer¬ 
cise more discipline. While speaking 
■m the Industrial Development Minis¬ 
try's Demands, I have said, ‘You have 
no control over the private sector’. 
The Minister said that he is consider¬ 
ing. How and in what manner they 
are going to have control is yet to be 
spelt out by the Government. 

We are In the whirlpool of black 
money. Black money has to be check¬ 
ed from its very inception. If you 
post excise staff in the factories, you 
c an check production and nothing pro¬ 
duced will be underground and the 
prices are controlled So that black 
money is not allowed to be developed. 

A word about foodgrains. The Gov- 
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higher rate. Instead allow the Stale 
Government to procure whatever food- 
grains are available in the country 
and let them stockpile the stocks and 
from their stocks they can give food- 
grains to the Central pool whatever 
you require and they can also sen ft 
to the other State Governments if any 
State Government requires any quan¬ 
tity of foodgrains. Yesterday, the 
Food Minister of Orissa was here. He 
went to Punjab and he wanted food- 
grains and struck a deal with. Punjab 
Government to purchase 2O,00 q tonnes 
of wheat at R». 150 per quintal. There 
should be a Government to Govern¬ 
ment account and the middleman is 
eliminated and States which need 
foodgrains can get them from the sur¬ 
plus States. 

That is one way of controlling the 
prices, and also having an equitable 
distribution of whatever foodgrains 
are there. Foodgrains could be equit¬ 
ably distributed through public dis¬ 
tribution system. Not only vulnerable 
sections but all other sections can have 
foodgrains at reasonable prices. I will 
not call it a Budget, it is the Second 
Finance Bill which we have now, which 
is intended to raise resources. But 
nevertheless the impact produced on 
inflation is not very much. Perhaps 
the Finance Minister will have to think 
of more measures to check inflation, 
tie cannot allow himself to be ‘changed* 
by inflation, but he should ‘change 
inflation. 1 am sure he knows his job 
and he is at it and I am sure he will 
take whatever measures are needed to 
check inflation so that prices do not 
rise from day to day. Thank you.

We discussed the Budget 5 months 
ago and from these benches we point¬ 
ed out regarding the new imports on 
various' consumer goods, on indirect 
taxation, on lack of incentive for pro¬ 
duction and for growth, anticipated 
deficit of Bs. 126 crores, saying all 
these will have adverse effect on 
India’s economy. As the future events 
have unforlded themselves, this has 
corroborated our prediction. The 
Finance Minister said ‘Measures adop¬ 
ted by Government to curb inflation 
have had limited impact and upward 
pressures on prices has persisted’. Who 
is responsible for these things? It is 
the same pursuit of wrong policies 
which has led this country to this eco¬ 
nomic crisis. We are told that this is 
a phenomenon which is worldwide and 
India being a part of the world has 
been subjected to this also. I quote 
from the Article in Yojana magazine 
Volume XIII of 15th of June, where 
it says that the prices in India are 
stated to have increased between 125 
to 150 per cent in the last 5 years, and 
for the same period prices have risen 
by 45 per cent in UK, 25 per cent in 
USA, 40 per cent in Japan. 37.5 per 
cent in W. Germany, 32.5 per cent in 
France, 10 per cent in Belgium, 47.5 
per cent in Italy, 35 per cenfl in Canada 
and 36 per cent in Australia. Wages in 
India during the last 5 years have In¬ 
creased only by 20 to 30 per cent 
whereas in UK it hag risen by 67.5 per 
cent, 37.5 per cent in USA, 87.5 per 
cent in Japan, 40 per cent in West 
Germany, 65 per cent in France, 75 
per cent in Belgium, 62.5 per cent in 
Italy, 45 per cent in Canada and 52 
per cent in Australia. These figures 
indicate that, whereas the real income 
of the people of India has'eroded due 
to inflation this has. not happened in 
other .countries.. Let there be no alibi 
that something, unusual has taken 
place in this country and the. Govern- 
ment. has, beep taken completely un¬ 
awares. 

We want an honest and stable rupee. 
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The purchasing poweir of «ur rupee, 
has been constantly eroding. It stands 
at 29.6 paise a rupee to-day.' This de¬ 
valuation had already an adverse effect 
in our foreign exchange. Sven the 
State Bank of U.S.SJI.' has been an¬ 
nouncing that the rouble rupee ex¬ 
change rate is to our detriment. So, 
even for a friendly country where the 
transaction is in rupee, this is the 
state of affairs. 

Much has been spoken about sav¬ 
ings. I would like to point out that the 
people would be able to save volunt¬ 
arily and substantially if they are con¬ 
vinced of the government’s ability to 
prevent erosion in value of rupee. Sir, 
if they know that the purchasing 
power will remain as the same, the 
people will voluntarily come forward 
to increase their sr.vings. 

The inflationary pressure is due to 
the result of the wrong economic poli¬ 
cies pursued by the Government for all 
these years. The Finance Minister 
blames this due to sluggishness of our 
agricultural production, shortfall in 
procurement of foodgrains despite in¬ 
crease in procurement price and stag¬ 
nation of industrial growth. India still 
depends to-day on the vagaries of the 
monsoon erratic behaviour of monsoon 
has been responsible for the crop 
failure; and the impending famine and 
acute distress in the surplus State of 
Orissa is a warning that I give to this 
Government to immediately take steps 
on war, footing. Otherwise there would 
be starvation in millions. 

So far as agricultural surplus is con 
cerned, I would say that irrigation and 
power projects are decided and arc 
being sanctioned, being guided by 
narrow political partisan considera¬ 
tions. So far as famine is concerned, 
my constituency witnessed the worst 
famine of the century In 1965 when 
our Prime Minister had been there and 
she promised to take up the Indravati 
project which could irrigate three lakhs 
of acres of chronically drought, affect¬ 
ed area' and, at the game thin®, tha*. ; 
would generate 600 m.w. ,qf electric* 4 ;

the power Aortue of this country. 
Nothing hat been done so far. Much 
bag been fold about ceiling, i feel that 
*8 if there it a competition between 
the-various States to lower the land 
•ceiling; because the lower the ceiling, 
the more progressive the image of the 
State. So ar as Orissa is concerned 
it has got the lowest land ceiling in 
the country, with an uneconomic hold¬ 
ing of ten acres. This ceiling . will 
hardly be sufficient for mechanised 
farming and improved technique if 
.agriculture is not possible. And hardly 
a family can sustain, what to speak ot 
surplus for the community. Whatever 
.measures we may take in this regard, 
•the prices will be determined by the 
natural law of demand and supply 
and as stated by the previous speaker, 
higher production and more production 
is the only answer to stop inflatioi,. 

1 would, like to know what incentive 
ha s been given by the Finance Minister 
towards more production? We have 
seen that there has been more pro¬ 
duction in the luxury goods whereas, 
the consumer goods are absolutely 
scarce in the market. You cannot buy 
a cake of soan; you cannot have 
vanaspati; you cannot have baby food 
and even kerosene oil. Impetus for 
more production should be given in the 
agricultural field. More fertilisers, 
assured water supply and power fot 
energised pumps should be readily 
available to the agriculturists . 

Regarding the impost of indirect 
taxes, I would like to suggest that 
there should be no further imposts on 
cigarettes, tyres, rubber products, 
cement, asbestos sheets, iron, copper 
tubes, zinc, rayons as they will be the 
last straw on the camel's back. They 
will lead to further inflation and add 
to the misery of the common man. 
The provision for a small house or 
shelter under a roof for the common 
man will he. costlier. “Further rise on 
iron and steel means agricultural im¬ 
plements will be more expensive and 
the higher cost of tyres will completely 
immobilise our transport system. 
Costlier jmme and hodks win only 
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add td bur ignorance, Sir, since the 
last seventeen years or 90 I am in this 
House. I have always seen that only 
on those items levies are being im¬ 
posed. They are being repeated again 
and again. This Bill is the same old 
wine in a new bottle. The repeated 
levies on iron, copper and all those 
things have reached a saturation point 
and so I would like to know if the 
Finance Minister is uot able to find 
out other avenues of taxation in this 
regard. 

Sir, the crux of the problem is 
parallel circulation of black-money. 
Unless it is effectively tackled we can 
hardly touch the fringe of the problem. 
The Rajas and Maharajas have gone 
to the dust bin of history but new 
Rajas and Maharajas are adorning 
the chairs of the Treasury Benches. 
The creation of black-money is their 
own baby. Mr. Jayaprakash Narayan 
said in a statement when somebody 
suggested that he should meet the 
Prime Minister that the moment he 
told her that she should not accept 
unaccounted money for election pur¬ 
pose the meeting would come to an 
abrupt end. Taking into consideration 
all these facts I request the Finance 
Minister to completely do away with 
the licence-permit quota system and 
stop patronising black-marketeers. 
The other day Jayaprakash Narayan- 
said that Smt. Nandini Satpathy had 
spent Rs. 30 lakhs in her Cuttack 
Assembly seat by-election. It has not 
been contradicted so far. You cannot 
tackle the mosquito menace by killing 
one or two mosquitos here and there. 
To tackle the mosquito menace it has 
to be tackled at its breeding place 
and the breeding place of bteckmar- 
keteers is in your own house and that 
has to be tackled first before anything 
could be done in this regard. 

Another phenomenon to which I 
want to draw the attention of the 
Finance Minister is the circulation of 
counterfeit currency. According to the 
Government source in 1972 it was 
1.33 lakh; in 1973 it was 6.83 lakh 
whereas in 1974 it is 7.40 lakhs. This 
is the official version and we do not 
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1igsowthe actual magnitude of this 
counerf&t currency which must be 
alueh maze than the official version. 
That is else adding to the further 
pressure of inflation.

< Regarding hesitancy of the Govern¬ 
ment to demonetise . hundred-rupee 
notes I again stress from benches that 
it should be taken up immediately. 
The leakage of the Government policy 
has created a scare in the bullion 
market for which the Finance Minister 
had to make a statement in the House 
and because of this hesitancy the price 
of gold rose from Rs. 475 to Rs. 530 
slid it benefited only speculators and 
black-marketeers. 

Regarding the financial discipline, I 
would like to suggest so much has 
been said against the private sector—I 
do not hold any brief for the private 
sector—they may be treated as scape¬ 
goats for your failure but I would 
request the Finance that they should 
improve the working of the public 
sector undertakings where Govern¬ 
ment has invested Rs. 5,426 crores and 
a working capital of Rs. 1,015 crore* 
and the overall profit was oruy 
Rs. 19.85 crores, which works at 0.31 
per cent. If it would have been in a 
cooperate sector, the management 
would have been thrown out of office. 

Before I conclude, I would request 
the Finance Minister to take a leaf 
from West Germany or from Japan 
where the economy was in shambles 
after the war. In post-war Germany 
they took bold steps for currency 
reforms. They introduced the new 
Deutschmark instead of the Reich- 
mark. In 1949 they devalued it by 
20.6 per cent. After that, the economy 
gathered momentum, and today I think 
Germany is the largest exporter in 
international trade. We shall have 
to export-more'.if we. have tQ survive. 
Ac- a result of economic stability,. the 
Deutschmark .has again been revalued, 

1961 .by -4.7S per. cent* in 1969 ;;y 
S;5 per eent, in 1971 by 4.6 oer cent 
and in 1073 by 3 per cent, Thus, the 
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value of tee Deutschmark has. bean 
rising and is a strong currency. Similar 
is the economic phenomenon in Japan. 
It is something fantastic. I request 
' the Finance Minister to go and make 
a thorough study and try to stream¬ 
line our economic policies in this 
country if he wants to save us from, 
this mess. 

SHRI SYED AHMED AGA (Bara- 
mula): I support the taxation pro¬ 
posals. I say that they are a step in 
the right direction. But I am afraid* 
that the tax proposals by themselves 
are not enough. The problem is that 
black money enables hoarding, and 
hoarding leads to profiteering, and 
profiteering leads again to black 
money, and thus it is a vicious circle. 
It is really the black money which, 
therefore, must be checked 

The hon. Finance Minister in his 
speech as well as his statement on the 
ordinances has said that a many-sided 
attack will have to be made. So, a 
many-sided attack will have to be 
contemplated for dealing with the 
problem. 

When there is inflation, high pricet, 
are bound to be there. So* first we 
must attack black rr©ney. We can 
deal with black money and attack it 
only if we understand one simple or 
basic fact namely that the private 
sector stands for profits, it deals for 
profit and it must earn profit and 
therefore it is that we see that the 
prices go up. If we have to deal with 
black money, we must see that we 
organise a proper distribution system 
and all the people must get the essen¬ 
tial necessities of life at reasonable 
prices. If they could get the things 
which are essential for the life of the 
community, perhaps, the prices will 
not go up. But the problem. is that 
they are not. getting them. So, the 
whole thing depends -ition. 

But distribution again depends upon 
procurement. If we do a de * 

quate procurement* the ;|litHhbtta n 
system will collapse. ffrocuirement 
again depends on production. If w® 1 
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do not have enough production, pro. money will not be generated. As 1 
euramant cannot' be done property. have said, black money .is generated 
Therefore, 2 came to production first. because people do not get what they 

want. 


When we come to production, we 
must first start with food. Today we 
find that the prices of wheat, rice, 
bajra etc. are rising; the prices of 
mustard and' othfcr food articles are 
all going up. When we come to pro¬ 
duction of foodgrains, I say that it ia 
.because of the uneconomic holdings of 
the farmers that we have low produc¬ 
tion because of the fact that they are 
not using new methods of cultivation, 
they just cannot; they are not using 
proper seeds, they are not using pro¬ 
per inputs and so on; therefore, they 
do not produce more. It is only the 
big zamindars or the big landlords 
who are supplied with fertilisers, who 
are following modem methods of cul¬ 
tivation gtc. who are able to produce 
more. But we must remember that a 
large amount, of land is under those 
people who have uneconomic holdings 
Therefore, what we need most is land 
reforms. Land reform is an unavoid¬ 
able must. It distresses me to say 
that it has taken 27 years for us just 
to go on discussing about land reforms 
and we have not effected any land 
reforms actually. To some extent, 
there may have been land reforms, 
but except in the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir, land reforms have not been 
implemented in any other State pro¬ 
perly in the country. I am proud to 
say that in Jammu and Kashmir alone 
in the Whole country, we have effected 
land reforms. 

But in the rest of the country, 
land reforms have not been imple¬ 
mented. So the first requirement Is 
*hat land reforms must be there and 
the chota or small kisan has to be 
®nablefi to have a bigger size of hold¬ 
ing so that he can produce by putting 
the inputs. 

Then the production of sugar, drugs, 
c °al etc. should be in the public sector. 
80 also ygnalpati ’ and textiles. 1 1 
these are pfr&tffjoed in adequate quan- 
«ties and ptojperiy distributed, black 


What is important is that all these 
commodities which are essential t° 
the life of the community which in¬ 
clude, besides todd, sugar, vanaspati, 
kerosene oil, edible oil and cloth must 
be distributed through a proper 
distribution system. 

Talking of cloth, what do we see? 
What is produced is the finer varieties 
of cloth. We want to export. All 
right, who says ‘no’. But produce also 
enough coarse cloth, the cheaper 
varieties, to cloth the people. If you 
go to the shops, you do not see the 
cheaper varieties. Go to Bombay. 
See them almost naked. See where 
the people live. In drains. They live 
on pavements. They live in huts 
made of tin sheets and rags and 
things like that. Side by side you see 
the Oberoi-Sheraton. We ought to be 
ashamed of ourselves that this state 
of affairs exists. 22 crores live below 
subsistance level 

The point is that there must also 
be sufficient production of the cloth 
required by the poor, the common 
man. If there are 106 sick mills. Why 
cannot we utilise them for the pro¬ 
duction of coarse cloth also. 

Then I do not understand why we 
cannot tax the finer varieties of cloth, 
cosmetics and so on. Why cannot we 
overtax these items? People who buy 
these things have enough money and 
can pay. They will go in for cos¬ 
metics at any cost. Rather than tax 
the poor man, tax the rich. Also we 
must discourage the production of 
luxury goods. 

Banks have been nationalised. But 
what d c . we see? Even after nation¬ 
alisation, banks are providing money 
to the monopoly bouses; Only a few 
days ago, the Finance Minister said 
in the Rajya Sabha that Ra. 186 croreS 
had been advanced by the banks to 
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five business houses owning 39S firms 
whereas to 10.82 lakh small units in 
the small sector only Rs. 349.92 crores 
' have been advanced. All these things 
are happening. So we cannot rely 
only on tax proposals. Something 
more has to be done to control the 
Situation and that must be done. 

Coming to income tax, I do not 
think every practising doctor pays 
income tax; certainly not. Similarly 
we cannot say that every lawyer 
practising and minting money is pay¬ 
ing tax. The tax net should be 
widened- Architects are there. 
Chartered accountants are there. All 
of them are perhaps not in the tax 
net 

Then 1 do not see why Government 
is not discouraging the building of 
luxury buildings. On the other hand, 
the houseless must be housed. Small 
housing schemes must be encouraged. 
Big luxury houses must not come up. 
This must be stopped. 

Then again there are urban lands 
which absorb black money. Why 
cannot these be taken over? It will at 
least stop the operation of black 
money. At present black money is 
turned into white money by purchas¬ 
ing these urban lands at any cost. 

1 see there is shortage of newsprint 
and white printing paper. In Kashmir 
we have plenty of raw materials but 
unutilised. There are forests which 
are not exploited. Why cannot the 
Government set up a very big factory 
in the public sector in Kashmir and 
■ utilise the raw materials for produc¬ 
ing white printing paper and news¬ 
print. Finally it is necessary for the 
Government to deal ruthlessly with 
evasion of taxes. Taxes are being 
evaded by very big people. Hoarding, 
blackmarketing and smuggling should 
be put down With a firm hand. Unless 
do that It would-be difficult to 
r -dole* the problem- I conclude by 
' tiuring ■ that it is not enough to have 
c * notation proposals only; a many tided

Having said this may I say 
that biack money is the most impor¬ 
tant aspect, the real monster in our 
country in view of the present econo¬ 
mic situation? It is that sector due 
to which the arrangements, the plans, 
the policies of the Government, are 
all getting collapsed. My first sug¬ 
gestion to the Minister is this. If the 
Government is determined enough to 
fight inflation apart from the ordin¬ 
ances and general provisions in the 
Finance Bill, they should proceed 
towards preparing for effective control 
over essential commodities and also 
effective public distribution system 
immediately. That is one of the most 
important steps to fight inflation and 
to save the poor people. 

My second suggestion is that since 
we talk of black money we must' know 
where the black money goes. Black 
money goes to gold and ornaments 
jewellery and then it goes to proper¬ 
ties and to various schemes and you- 
have got various benami properties. 1 
suggest that for 10 years let there be 
no sale and purchase of gold and other 
jewellery for domestic consumption in 
our country. The poor people cannot 
afford to purchase gold and other 
jewellery. If you take the main jewel¬ 
lery market in Jaipur, Bombay, Delhi, 
Ahmedahad etc, gold and jewellery to 
the time of Rs: 10,000 to Rs. 15,000 are 
sold to those sections of people who 
can afford it jmd 'Oils comes from black 
money. So far as the benami properties 


are concerned, let me say this. As per. 
con g. ess policy decision, as per con¬ 
gress manifesto, if the Finance:Minis¬ 
ter is determined-to fight inflation, the 
second important, measure should be 
to have urban property ceiling and this 
would help us to know how the invest¬ 
ment was made and the role of black 
money and we will know what is the- 
value of property to date and how. 
much we can immediately confiscate. 
So, with this second suggestion my 
additional suggestion or supplementary 
suggestion is this. For 10 years any 
citizen in India whether rich or poor 
who wants to buy land or construct 
a house, should obtain from the Gov¬ 
ernment authorities an eligibility certi¬ 
ficate for that purpose. Let that be- 
Government authorities or any cor¬ 
poration. Even then the question of 
corruption will come in and no doubt 
we have to fight it wherever it occurs. 
But then, we should ensure that with¬ 
out getting this eligibility certificate 
no citizen in the country will be al¬ 
lowed to purchase a piece of land or 
construct house. Of course it is full 
right and democratic right for any 
citizen to purchase land or construct 
house. You know about the landgrab 
cases in Delhi and many other places. 
Let Government make an investiga¬ 
tion immediately. Take the case 
of retired personnel of the 
Government of India various 
State Governments, various pri¬ 
vate sector managements etc. You 
will find houses have been constructed 
all over the country in various parts 
in the names of daughters or wives or 
other relations. How the money comes 
from? Take the registration deeds. 
You will find, if you want to start* 
prosecution, it will take such a long 
time when this country will have to 
face another inflation and another 
deficit budget. This is the position. 
So. this eligibility certificate must be 
obtained and there should be com¬ 
plete investigation in respect of those 
who have already constructed houses 
all over the country. In the* case of' 
sky scrappers how the steel, cement 
and other things came? How they 
managed to construct such huge build¬ 
ings? 
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It comes through black money. I 
hope that if the Government is very 
keen to fight inflation, they should 
first put a stop to the inefficiency or 
lecunae in administrative set up. Gov- 
-eminent Is not keen enough in'taking 
that drastic measure at the moment 
which it should have. 

Sir, I can read out to you certain 
names. I am sorry I have to do it. 
Somebody may ask when they are not 
.present to defend themselves, no name 
should be mentioned. But, I feel that 
it is better to mention only a few of 
the names. It is better not to compel 
assembly members or Parliament 
Members to resign. It is high time 
that we take these people into custody 
and put them behind the bar—let it be 
done either by the people or by Gov- 
ernment. 1 am citing only a few 
names. They are: Shn Kapadia, Amin 
Chand Pyarelal, Karam Chand Thapar, 
Chiranjee Lai Bajoria (jute magnate), 
.Sahu Jain, Goenka and Birla. If you 
take only last three years’ transac¬ 
tions of these people i.e., from 1971— 
74—I have made a complete survey 
for these three years—you will find 
that in various black names and 
fraudulent documents, they have gene¬ 
rated black money. Government has 
no knowledge about this. Or, if Gov¬ 
ernment has knowledge about it, it 
.does not even know how to control 
them and how to put them behind the 
bar. Take the character of this in¬ 
dustrialist. Take either Goenka or 
Birla or Chiranji Lai Bajoria. Their 
main target' is to export items but, 
they would not like Government to 
,-export much and try to blackmail the 
„ country. They have done it in jute 
-goods items, textile, steel and en¬ 
gineering products. 

If Government really Is serious to 
■control inflation, the Minister must 
-come out Immediately with a sort of 
measure, without, of course, the help 
-of-Income-tax authority or the CB.I. 
.who are not considered as efficient and 
•who are free from corruption, against 
tiiis as it leads to our economy being 
' collapsed. 


Take tU* example of jute. Jute 
Corporation of’India Is a Government 
undertaking- Either the Corporation 
or Government has to protect toe jute 
growers and peasants. If Government 
feels that they are going to export 
more, they should go in' for export of 
more and more jute. While the gov¬ 
ernment goes, they go with white 
money in the form of cheques but in 
the case of Shri Chiranji Lai Bajoria 
and Goenka, they go only with black 
money. As a result, they have the 
purchasing power and they can even 
lead the Government's policy to col¬ 
lapse. Unless the Government takes 
steps to see that they are controlled 
by them this cannot be checked. There 
should not be any role given to pri¬ 
vate sector. Mixing the private sector 
and public sector finance in one cor¬ 
porate sector will entail the whole 
policy of Government into a collapse. 
Deficits will be much more. There arc 
two or three suggestions that I want 
to make. 1 am not an economist. 1 
am making my suggestions on my own. 
Take the case of textile. 80 per cent 
of the population of our country re¬ 
quires coarse cloth, medium and fine 
cloth. You know that these textile 
magnates produce more than the re¬ 
quired quantity. They have got the 
capacity to produce the needs of this 
country. In spite of the penal pro¬ 
vision by Government, they make use 
of the penal provision to make a profit. 
So, my question is: Will the Govern¬ 
ment come out with a revolutionary 
spirit to take over complete manage¬ 
ment of all productive goods which 
are important items of export? You 
can leave aside the essential items for 
the general consumption of the vulner¬ 
able sections of the society. Without 
taking effective measures 1 do not 
think Government will be able to 
fight the inflation. 

About black money there is a slogan 
that politics! parties ato taking black 
money. It may be true or may not 
be. I do not like to' curse the Con¬ 
gress Party or for that matter any 
political party. My feeling - is that 
before day election takes jftsdt in the 
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country—whether in Assembly elec¬ 
tion in Gujarat or the next Parlia¬ 
ment election—Government must come 
out with a proposal under which elec¬ 
tion expenses of the recognised politi¬ 
cal parties, whatever provisions they 
may make, must be met by the ex¬ 
chequer. The provision for printing 
posters should be made and also for 
designs. Arrangement for everything 
should be settled by the Commission. 
Same is. the case with election expenses 
also. If this is done, I feel that we 
can put an end to the corruption. 

Sir, lastly, I would like to submit, 
without going into any other argu¬ 
ment, one thing to what Shri Janesh- 
war Mishra has said. 

My other submission is that now in 
our country, if you consider the role 
of the private sector and the public 
;-ector. it will be unwise to say that 
llack-money is only applied in private 
sector and not public sector. Take the 
example of coal mines. The whole of 
coal mines authority, I think, is going 
1o be collapsed and also the steel 
authority due to the inflow of black- 
money from the private sector to the 
officials of the coal mines management, 
i throw it a challenge and suggest a 
Committee may be immediately ap¬ 
pointed by the Government to go into 
ihe assets of those who were, earlier 
<>n the pay-role of the private manage¬ 
ment before take over in the Asansoi- 
Raniganj area and now on the pay- 
mle of the coal mines authority. You 
will find their assets have increased 
len times. They are looting the money 
like anything. Without paving bribe 
and without paying money you cannot 
get the things done. I do want the 
Minister should protect the interest of 
the honest officers but there is no 
reason why the corrupt officers -be 
protected. 

There Is no provision in law where¬ 
by Birlas and Tatas are required to 
go into jail. Such persons should be 
hanged immediately. They have looted 
the country and are still collapsing 
the nation and the Government is just 
telling them to be good citizens. Apart 
from this Bill and apart from other 
measures we want the Government 


(HAH). 

to take drastic measures -otherwise the 
whole people of this country without 
having any political affiliation—shdultt 
once again generate their force to. 
launch a serious mass upsurge from 
which even the police and the miliary 
would not be able to protect their lives, 
and they should be lynched. 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE. 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI- 
MATI SUSHILA ROHATGI); The* 
hon. Member has thrown a challenge 
to the Government. I would like to- 
assure him if i s not our intention to- 
protect and shelter any officer who is 1 
corrupt. If the hon. Member has any 
material i would be happy if he sends 
the same over to us. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI: I am saying you immediately 
appoint a Committee by the Govern¬ 
ment. If I cannot prove these officers 
have more than doubled their proper¬ 
ties I will resign from the House. They, 
are thieves. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): Mr. 
Chairman. Sir, since there is hardlv 
half-a-minute... 

MR. CHAIRMAN; Now, we take up- 
Half-an-IIour discussion. You may 
continue your speech tomorrow.

HALF-AN-HOUR DISCUSSION 

Delhi School Teachers Cooperative 
House Building Society 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Now, we shall 
take up the half-an-hour discussion, 
regarding Delhi School Teachers Co¬ 
operating House Building Society 
Limited, Delhi. 

SHRI JAGANNATH MISHRA 
(Madhubani): Mr. Chairman. Sir. be¬ 
fore I begin my speech, I would re¬ 
quest you to give me a patient hearing 
for a i'ew minutes because it is a very 
important subject, which affects the- 
teachers who are examples of poverty. 

The co-operative societies, as their- 
name itself implies, stand for dolhg 
and undertaking such acts as may- 
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-result in non-discriminatory and equal - 
benefits to all associated with them 
through a lew persons chosen out ol 
the general mass, but here la a society 
. called by the name ol Delhi School 
Teachers Co-operative House Building 
Society Ltd., which has been brought 
nigh its doom by the mala fide acts 
-el tiie very persons to whom the task 
* of piloting its affairs was entrusted. 

I hope that the House would have 
-by now come to know sufflcientiy about 
.the affairs ol this Society through a 
nufnber ol questions asked and an¬ 
swered on the floor Of the House. Sir, 

. at the outset, I may plainly make it 
■ clear that my sole motive lor tabling 
. this discussion is not to vilify anybody 
but it is the sincere intention to earn 
justice for the many innocent mem¬ 
bers who came into the fold of this 
. society by investing their hard earned 
money, and especially when they got 
- exasperated due to the absence of any 
concrete outcome. 

f ■ 

This society was initially registered 
•with tbe Registrar of Co-operative 
Societies, Delhi, in 1961. I understand 
that Government, as a token of regard 
for the community of the teachers as 
a whole, and in consideration of the 
services rendered by them to the so¬ 
ciety, had helped them in securing a 
-notified land measuring 150 acres, 
which was, however, later on, reduced 
"to 90 acres as it stands now. 

The remaining 60 acres of land 
which was originally purchased by the 
society could not be placed at the 
-disposal of the society because of the 
non-depositing of the reo.uired amount 
which was mainly due to the lapse on 
the part ol the then persons controlling 
the affairs ol the society. This land 
has still not been earmarked for any 
purpose, and as such it can be made 
available to the society for ensuring 
a plot to each and every member who 
has so long patiently pinned his destiny 
■with the spciety, 
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As I have already pointed ou%><the 
reason for the doom pf the society is 
the misdoings of the so-called office¬ 
bearers of the society. Forgetting all 
canons of morality and the trustee¬ 
ship reposed in them by the general 
body ol the society, these, office-bearers 
fell out among themselves with the 
result that the sacred records of the 
society did not remain centred in the 
proper hands. 

Sir. according to the ’ rules, the 
accounts ol every society should be 
audited annually - consequent to which 
fresh elections of office-bearer should 
take place so that if during the course 
of the auditing of the accounts, some 
lapses come to light, the concerned 
persons may be held responsible for 
them and mav get drubbing for their 
misdeeds. 

This irregularity not only continued 
but was further deepened as since 
1966 no auditing of accounts was done 
and the regular annual feature of 
electing the office-!>earer was not gone 
through. 

Round about 1967. the society was 
required to deposit the balance amount 
of money with the Government as cost 
of the land. The society finding itself 
in a tight corner, having been left 
with no fluid money, and also finding 
no chance of realising any instalment 
from the then members, as the repeat¬ 
ed calls on them to make such de¬ 
posits did not bear any result, enrolled 
some new members, both teachers and 
non-teachers. The non-teachers were 
enrolled by the society as per the 
general practice of enrolling members 
from groups other than those stipulated 
in the bye-laws such 8s professionals 
and. other service classes. In fact, the 
necessary amendment to the bye-laws 
was also understood to be made and 
the Registrar of Co-operative Societies 
informed in 1962 itself. 

The non-teachers ''were' assured in 
unequivocal terms titat the-society- had 
obtained due authorisation from the 
Government for -their enrolment and 
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that then was also sufficient land iot 
their accommodation in the society. 

•mW 

The affairs of the society continued 
to be in doldrums. and the members 
smacking some foul play as they were 
not kept apprised of the regular course 
of developments and the financial posi¬ 
tion of the society as per practice 
followed in all societies, started rais¬ 
ing their voice with all the concerned 
authorities for securing justice to 
them. Realising the gravity of the 
situation, the registrar instituted an 
inquiry in March, 1972. But it is very 
tragic and unfortunate that the inquiry 
which should normally not have taken 
more than three months has not been 
completed so far. The main reason 
for the dragging on of the inquiry is 
the non-production of the records of 
the society by its so-called office¬ 
bearers to the inquiry officer. 

But here 1 do not blame only the 
office bearers for concealing the re¬ 
cords as they were tempted to make 
this concealment so as to cover up 
their misdeeds. But even the Govern¬ 
ment have not remained unscathed to 
perform their part of the duties to 
procure the records by going through 
due procedure of law. I am pained to 
know that the search warrants for 
securing the records of the society 
issued by the Registrar against some 
office-bearers were brought to their 
knowledge much in advance of the 
actual issue, giving chance to them to 
manipulate the affairs. 

When inquiry could not produce any 
concrete result till March 1974 and the 
anxiety ofthe innocent members has 
been voiced both in and outside this 
House,, the Government at long last 
issued a public notice on 2nd March 
1974 through press' and other agencies 
requesting the members to file affi¬ 
davits in support of their membership 
to the Enquiry Officer till 30 , April 
1974 . |a<sapK>nae to this, 1405 affidavits 
have been filed. Since then, more than 
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three months havettready elapsed and 
the list of members is yet to be final¬ 
ised whereas the completion of the 
enquiry should not have taken more 
than three months. 

As per the lay-out of the colony, 
there are only 1031 plots and as against 
this, the membership of the Society as 
per the affidavits received in the Re¬ 
gistrar’s Office come s to 1405. Now a . 
very serious and honest responsibility 
lies on Government to ensure that 
justice is done to the innocent mem¬ 
bers who have invested their hard- 
earned money for periods ranging from 
7 to 13 years in the sincere hope of 
getting a plot of land. 

Non-production of records for over 
two years goes to prove sufficiently 
that the affairs of the Society have 
been in doldrums and the fate of the 
1405 members cannot be kept in dark¬ 
ness and uncertainty any longer. The 
Government being the guardian of the 
people's welfare is required foremost 
to ensure justice to the affected per¬ 
sons and here is a chance keeping in 
view the fact that the membership of 
the Society is confined mostly to the 
persons of limited and narrow means 
when the Government can help them 
to realise their due share of plot of 
land. 

In fact. Government should have 
quite sometime back taken the affairs’ 
of the Society into its own hands in 
order to straighten the affairs and the 
same which has not been done, should 
now be done and the affairs so ar¬ 
ranged that each and every member 
is so assured a piece of land in the 
shortest possible time. It should not 
be difficult for the Government to aS- 
sure a plot to each and every member 
by taking recourse to all possible 
means at their command. These means 
can be like revising the layout of the 
colony with a view to carve out more 
plots and by releasing the additional 
land which was originally earmarked 
for the society. Towards this direc¬ 
tion, it is very important that the 
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enquiry should be completed forthwith 
add the affairs taken over by Govern- 
mfeht, including the development, of 
land, to do remedies suggested above. 

In view of all that 1 have narrated, 
the following questions arise and I 
would request the hon. Minister to 
give specific and categoric replies to 
them. 

.What are the main reasons responsi 
Me for delaying the report of the En¬ 
quiry Officer? What steps have been 
*u far taken by the Enquiry Officer to 
extort the records of the Society from 
tlx* recalcitrant members by taking 
recourse to the provision of law? 
Whether the non-production of records 
by the office-bearers for such a long 
time does not empower the Govern¬ 
ment to take over the affairs of the 
Society into their own hands to safe¬ 
guard the interests of the members. If 
so, do the Government now propose to 
take over the affairs themselves forth¬ 
with? Is it a fact that a handsome 
amount of money was paid to the con¬ 
tractor engaged for development work 
in advance? If so, the total amount 
paid in relation to the development 
work so far done by him? Since the 
number of plots to be carved out qf 
the allotted land to the Society as per 
toe approved plan falls much short of 
the total membership of the Society, 
how do the Government propose to 
accommodate all the members? How 
many persons on the basis of the affi- 
devits have called for refund of the 
deposits made by them with the Society 
and for cancellation of their member¬ 
ship? As the development cost of 
ljind is increasing day by day, do the 
Government propose to safeguard the 
interest of the members by entrusting 
the remaining development work to 
some Government agency like the 
BEXA? Have the Government reconciled 
the deposits claimed 'to hove been 
made by the members in .-their affida¬ 
vits with the records of the society? 

SHRI ARJUN SETHI (Bhadrak): 
After hearing the statement of my hon. 
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friend Mishraji, everybody should be 
astonished to know how things are 
going on in this particular society. In 
a nutshell, I should like to ask the 
hon. Minister one or two questions. 
According to the bylaws of the society 
elections to the managing committee 
should be held annually and its ac¬ 
counts should be audited every year' 
by an auditor appointed by the Regis¬ 
trar of the Delhi Administration. Why 
has this audit not been done? If it was 
done what are the findings of the- 
auditor? It is known that corruption 
and bungling were going on in thi* 
society. Why did not the Government 
take all necesary steps to ensure obser¬ 
vance of the elections and auditing ol 
the accounts of the society? 
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SHRl B. V. NAIK (Kanara): 
Question No. 2(d) ask “if not, the 
rcpsoDi; for the delay” to which the 
answer is “as there has been no 
undue delay in the matter, the ques¬ 
tion does not arise”. This case has 
been going oil since 1967 till 1074 
arid the Minister comes and tells 
there has been no delay in the 
last eight years. Is this the 
way to get things done? There 
has certainly- beeii delay. I do not 
know of the extent of the fraud in¬ 
volved, though obviously this is a 
case of fraud. What is the amount 
involved in the fraud? Is it Rs. 9 
lakhs, as' has been stated by an hon. 
Member? Secondly, why has it taken 
such a long period of time for re¬ 
trieving the members’ register? Shall 
I presume that all the other relevant 
documents and books of accounts in 
this institution are also extinguished? 
1569 LS—13 
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Who is responsible for that? Thirdly, 
why is it necessary to have recourse 
to an affidavit . as in the case of 
freedom fighters or others who had 
been to jail and who cannot produce 
a certificate? A number of people 
will be having receipts in regard to 
whatever they have paid. This is 
apparently a case where the Delhi 
Administration, as well as the Minis¬ 
try of Cooperation have not been 
able to look into it in depth and they 
have been trying to exonerate the 
delay involved! Why cann’t you sus¬ 
pend the management? If you find 
any official who is hand in glove 
with these people who are black- 
marketeers, who are defrauding the 
public and also the poor school tea¬ 
chers, you should give them the same 
treatment which you give to traitor*, 
counterfeiters and blackmarketeers. 


SHRI R. S. PANDRY (Rajnand- 
gaon); I have got the greatest sym¬ 
pathy for the teachers because they 
belong to a group which has got a 
small earning capacity. In 1961 
about 9d acres of land were allotted' 
by the Government and 1,300 medi- 
bers who were teachers were enrolled 
Firstly, is it not a fact that there 
were two sections among the mem¬ 
bers, both belonging to the Jifd 
San’gh, who werit on quarrtjUing, edt 
that is why nothing has been dope 
substantially in order to construct 
buildings and fulfill the purpose for 
which the land was allotted? 


As I said at the very outset, they 
are the small people, the poor people, 
not small in the" sense that they are 
small but small in the sanse that they 
are getting very small salary. Some¬ 
how or other, they contributed their 
money, in order to have some roof 
■over their head. Their life-savings 
are involved. Taking into considera¬ 
tion that their life-savings are in¬ 
volved, I want to know what arrange¬ 
ment the Government is going to 
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contemplate to see that these kind 
of squables and disputes which are 
going on and which have created 
obstruction and hindrance are moved 
and their purpose is fulfilled so that 
thiiy get their plots and the construc¬ 
tion is started. Whatever wrong has 
been done by the Registrar or by the 
Accountant s by this or that person, 
has got to be properly investigated. 

. May I suggest why not the entire 
thing be investigated by the D.D.A. 
or jby the Delhi Administration ’so 
that a proper inquiry is conducted 
and all those persons who are involv¬ 
ed are brought to book? Something 
must be done in this respect. As 
Mr. Daga said, a secret inquiry must 
be conducted. Those persons who 
have grabbed the money must be 
brought to book and proper punish¬ 
ment should be given to them so that 
in the name of cooperative society, 
such cases where all these interested 
people who are involved in politics 
there do not occur. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
(SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE1: 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, I am thankful to 
my colleague, Shri Mishraji, who has 
raised this Half-An-iHour discussion 
on the floor of 'thci august House. I 
also consider it to be a very important 
cause. 

I entirely share the views of my 
hon. friend, Shri Pandey ji, when he 
said that these are the middle-class 
people with, limited means and that 
many of them must have invested 
their life-savings with the) Society. 

What seems to have happened is 
this. There seems to be a lot of 
misunderstanding as my hon. friend, 
Shri Naik, said that there has been a 
lot of delay and why we are not 
taking any steps. Thq main difficulty 
in this case is that there seems to be, 
obviously, in-fighting iunongst the 
members of the Society, It is true 
that the Society was registered in 
1961. I n the beginning normally 


when the Cooperative Societies came 
into being, there was no occasion 
Government to intervene. Naturally, 
it is the responsibility of the Delhi 
Administration. We come in only for 
explaining to the hon. Members here. 
Thtf Delhi Administration is respon¬ 
sible for looking after the interests of 
the cooperatives. 

In this case, there was no occasion 
for the Delhi Administration to in¬ 
tervene so long as there ~ was no 
complaint. The Society was formed 
and some land was allotted to them. 
These people being middle-class 
people have only limited means. N&a 
turally, the Delhi Administration was 
sympathetic and they found some 
good land near Shahdara for the 
Society. Whaf happened thereafter 
was that when some complaints came 
to the Delhi Administration, naturally, 
their accounts were audited. I have 
got the Audit Report with me. I do 
not want to t^ke much time of the 
House in going info the details of it. 
The Audit Report is actually dated 
17th October, 1966. It showed that a 
lot of mal-practices Were involved in 
this case. First of all, the registered 
membership of the Society wa s not 
very clear. The proper records were 
not maintained. Many persons who 
were not eligible for being registered 
as members were listed as members. 

There were even some cases of de¬ 
falcation or misappropriation. Even 
the accounts were not properly main¬ 
tained. Actually, thc» Auditor him¬ 
self suggested that cine Mr. Ram 
Prakash Gupta wag advanced Rs. 5,000 
in 1961 on different dates for the 
purchase of stamps and other ex¬ 
penses and he kept this amo un t upto 
11th May, 1965. A case of misappro¬ 
priation has been sent to* the S.P.. 
Crime against him. This report 
showed that for the fifgi time the 
Society’s affairs were not in order. 

Then, later on, between 1966— 
1969, obviously there seems to be 
some delay involved because while 
some malpractices came to the notice 
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of the Delhi Administration, no action 
was taken and I really do not know 
the cause because from the records 
it is not clear. There seems to be 
some polititcs involved in it as Mr. 
Fandey said. I do not want to name 
any political party because it is not 
right on my part. But it seems to 
be—it is not a very authentic infor¬ 
mation. .. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: We can guess 
which Party it is. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Two factions, it seems to met were 
fighting in the society for leadership 
of the society and the party in power 
at that time failed to take any action 
and there was some delay. Later on, 
when thet Delhi Administration took 
action and they issued a notice for 
supersession, the Society immediately 
filed a writ against the supersession 
and the ultimate result was that the 
supersession order had to be with¬ 
drawn for one reason or the other. 
Later on, it happened that- 

SHRI M. C. DAGAr Was there a 
stay order? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
A stay order was issued by the Court. 

SHRI M. C. DAGA: What was the 
judgment of the Court? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Actually, the writ was withdrawn. 
T here seem to be some other reasons 
for this. Later on, an inquiry was 
instituted, and the High Court gave 
same time limit. It has been men¬ 
tioned here that fhe 'High Court ac¬ 
tually said that some time should be 
given to the society. This is the 
jfder: 

After hearing the Counsel, on 
11th November, 1972 the High Court 
gave the following, orders: 

‘After hearing the Counsel for the 
direct that the Sociey should fur- 
direct that the Society should fur-

nish*to the Ehquiry Officer all the 
records available with it so that 
the proceedings before him could 
be expedited.’ 

The Court wanted thet inquiry to 
be completed before 30th April, 1973. 
That appears reasonable. Later on, 
it was also decided that the Society 
should produce before the Inquiry 
Officer all the relevant information on 
a day to be fixed by the Inquiry Offi¬ 
cer. The Court said: 

< 

‘The Enquiry Officer will then 
complete the Enquiry, if possible, 
by 30th March, 1973.” 

Then, the whole history started. 
When this inquiry was started, no 
record was available. Now, how do 
we enquire as to who are the mem¬ 
bers and how the amounts have been 
spent? From whatever limited re¬ 
cords that were available, proper 
links could not be established. 

Now, there are important issues 
involved. Who are the Members of 
the' Society? The difficulty is that 
there are no proper records main¬ 
tained. Then, there is not a parti¬ 
cular bank where the amount has 
been deposited. The information is 
that different groups have deposited 
amounts in different banks. So, it 
becomes very difficulty for any gov¬ 
ernment authority when proper re¬ 
cords are not there and proper ac¬ 
counts are not maintained and proper 
membership register is not maintain¬ 
ed. How can blame the adminis¬ 
tration? 

SHRI M. C. DAGA: It is the duty 
of the Registrar of Co-operative So¬ 
ciety to see that efvery year there is 
auditing done and the society has 
been performing its duty. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P SHINDE: 
Now what happened is: searches 
were taken for securing the records. 
Now, unfortunately, the Secretary of 
the Society, whose house was sear¬ 
ched, no records were found.... (In- 
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[^hri Annasaheb P. Shinde] 
terruptions). I' do not know. The 
difficulty now is: how to proceed. 
Actually, I had written some letters 
to the Delhi Administration to see 
that the inquiry is expedited. They 
writ sympathetic and the tt. Governor 
himself was good enough to go into 
these matters and order that the in- 
quiry should be expedited as early 
as possible.

Now # it appears—though my figures 
may pot be taken as final as the final 
accounts are not there—that about 
Rs. 30—34 lakhs and not Rs. 9 lakhs 
secpa to have been collected from the 
Members. Membership list is under 
dispute; the Audit Report is available 
of the year 1966-67; out of 1,300 so. 
about 6Q0 are found to be common 
and the rest are under dispute. We 
should ask tKem to produce receipts, 
Whether they have share' certificates 
etc. AU thefie things should be veri¬ 
fied. General notice was issued. All 
these materials which are required 
are being collected. Rs. 12 lakhs had 
been paid to the Delhi authorities for 
th,e land. The contractor has admitt¬ 
ed that he has received Rs. 22 lakhs 
and about Rs. 18 to Rs. 19 lakhs he 
has Spent for development. These 
are, matters, requiring closer scrutiny 
and verification and th -■ report should 
be available for us. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: About R s . 20 
to Rs. 35 lakhs were spent and may I 
know whether they were! properly 
spent or not? Are you satisfied? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Rs. 12 to Rs. 13 lakhs were paid for 
the land to DDA, This has gone to 
the authorities concerned. This is 
quite large chunk of land. Develop¬ 
ment amount is paid to the contrac¬ 
tor. It is the contractor’s admission 
that he has received Rs. 22 lakhs. 
But the unfortunate) part of the story 
is this, namely, that the members are 
nowhere. No allotment - of land has 
taken place. Nobody knows what is 
happening to their money. Hie whole 


thing is in a *t*te of cCattfusion. .As 
Mr., Naik knows cooper a tion ig 
double-edged weapon. It can serve 
the purpose of the middle class and 
the poor if used properly. It can be 
an element of self-destruction if 
used badly, because of in-fighting and 
group-fighting etc. We have suggest¬ 
ed to Delhi Administration that they 
must take immediate action in the 
matter and it will be seen that what¬ 
ever “has to be ~done to protect thet 
interests'of members is done. 

As Mr. Naik knows, it would be 
difficult to take any decision unless 
proper records are there; we must 
know how much money was paid, to 
whom this has been paid etc. So, 
these accounts are being collected. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Excuse me for 
interrupting you. Don’t tell us about 
the records etc. We know that they 
are not available and you are trying 
to get them. But may I know whe 
ther this Rs. 21 lakhs, which tha 
contractor has admitted he has rc* 
ceived, has been properly spent or 
not. Have some engineers certified 
about the utilisation? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE 
We will ask the Enquiry Officer. We 
must have information. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: That mesuw 
you have not yet asked 

SHRI M. C. DAG A: Have you 

visited the site? Have you seen it? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 

I have not seen. I can understand 
the anxiety of hon. Members and 
I would respectfully say that every¬ 
body who has participated has made 
very good suggestions and they have 
very good intentions and the inte¬ 
rests of middleclass person—I can 
tell thei !T<5n. Members that, as I have 
already stated, we have asked the

I do not think much would be lost.

Altcir the Committee comes 
into being as a result of erections, I 
think it should be possible to protect 
by and large, the interests of the 
members of the society. 

SHRI JAGANNATH MISHRA: 
What do you propose to do with 
regard -to the society itself? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
There is no committee of manage¬ 
ment. This is the only thing I can 
say. As far as Union Department of 
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Cooperation is concerned, I can assure 
you hat everything will be done to

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try. According to him, the volume of 
fake currency in circulation could be 
assumed to be of the same order as 
the genuine ones. One cannot say 
that a person of the standing of 
Acharya Kripalani was making this 
allegation light-heartedly. 

So it is clear that such a disturb¬ 
ing piece of information has been 
reaching us from time to time for the 
last B o many years and that it cannot 
be lightly brushed aside. Earlier, 
printing presses or mini mints were 
unearthed and seized by police in 
various places—Coimbatore, Salem, 
Thana and so on. 

As far back as in December, 1961 
a report in the Statesman had stated 
that an international gang forging 
Indian currency in Lahore had been 
unearthed. 

There had also been reports that 
fake notes from China had been in 
circulation. 

The question of old and soiled notes 
had also been raised and it was stated 
that some elements had been using 
them. In November, 1972, allegations 
had been made that Rs. 16 crores old 
notes had been rotting in the State 
Bank of India, U.P. Branch. The 
Minister had, however, stated that 
destruction of soiled notes was fool¬ 
proof. 

As such disturbing reports have been 
frequently confronting us and causing 
us grave concern, it is necessary that 
the Government makes a full and com¬ 
prehensive statement on various facets 
of the problem of counterfeit cur¬ 
rency. 

THE MINISTER OP STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI 
K. R. GANESH) rose—

These include (!) intensifying activity 
for maximising im§igpnpqa produc¬ 
tion; (2) placing increasing retthnce 
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on alternative sources of energy; (3) 
curbing non-essential consumption of 
■oil products; <4) import of crude oil 
under bilateral arrangements; and (5) 
maximising exports to meet the cost 
,of oil imports. 

ie) The provisional figures of con¬ 
sumption of petroleum products in 
the first five months of the current 
.year show a reduction of 3.6 per cent 
as compared to the corresponding 
period of last year. 

SHRI K. MALLANNA: Have the 
•OPEC countries made any distinction 
between developing and the develop¬ 
ed countries either in price or sup¬ 
plying oil? Are they supplying India 
oil at a cheaper rate compared to the 
rates of developed countries? 

SHIU # D. K. BOROOAH: The OPEC 
countries have made no distinction 
betwen developing and deyelopcd 
countries either in the matter of sup¬ 
ply of oil or price. But OPAC coun¬ 
tries. i.e.. Arab countries and Iran 
have .made it convenient for us to 
make a crude available to us more 
eonliaentlv than others. Bilaterally 
too both Iraq and Iran have given us 
certain concessions in respect of de¬ 
ferred payment. 

SHRI K. MALLANNA: In reply to 
■part (c) he said there is a 3.6 per cent 
reduction in five months. What are 
the steps taken to curb the use of 
oil in non-essential consumption? 
What is the percentage reduction in 
non-essential csonsumption compared 
to essential consumption? 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: In this 
country, we use oil mostly for essen¬ 
tial purposes. A major part of it is 
used for industrial development, agri¬ 
cultural development for pumping 
water and driving tractors and trans¬ 
portation by trucks, buses and rail¬ 
ways, About personal consumption, 
there are '500,000 cars using petrol in 
this ■ country. Also, kerosene is used 
as cooking fuel and for lighting pur¬ 
poses. Most '<& the consumption is In 
the developmental sector. We have 


tried to reduce the .consumption in the 
personal consumption sector in petrol, 
because if we save petrol, we can pro¬ 
duce more naphtha. 80 per cent pf 
our kerosene consumption is as cook¬ 
ing fuel and 20 per cent for lighting 
purpose. There also, much against our 
desire, we are obliged to impose' a cut 
of 30 per cent. There has been no 
cut in diesel In furnace oil we nave , 
reduced it by 10 per cent, but they 
can make it up by efficient manage¬ 
ment. We are introducing a little 
more cut in fuel oil. We have not 
reduced the LDO used for agricultural 
and traction 'purposes. 

SHRI BIRENDER SINGH RAO: 
Does the minister know that fre¬ 
quently very large rallies are held 
in this country by various polin- 
cal parties and organisations 
which thousands of buses and trucks 
are used for bringing people? Does 
the minister propose to put a ban 
on tne misuse of transport for such 
unproductive purposes to save fuel? 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: We are not 
con:eincd about reduction in trans¬ 
port but about stoppage of misuse of 
diesel oil. which is necessary for de¬ 
velopmental purposes both in indus¬ 
try and agriculture. We have passed 
certain orders that diesel oil must 
not bo used for generating power far 
non-essential purposes like marriage. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: His 
question was whether oil can be used 
for political power. 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: A large 
number of tractors were used for poli¬ 
tical purposes or elections, t 

Then, we thought that diesel should 
be used only for tractors, for agricul¬ 
tural purposes, not for purposes of 
traction of voters or persons. We are 
taking it up with the State Govern¬ 
ments because they control it. What 
I say is that the question of non- 
essential use of traction is being Con¬ 
sidered, 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA .005- 
WAMI: The hon. Minister has stated 
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that the Government is thinking in 
tend* of utilising alternative sources 
Of energy. In view of that, may 3 
know what steps, have been taken to 
explore the potentialities of coal in 
this country, particularly in the back¬ 
ward regions and the north-eastern 
region? 

SHRI D, K. BOROOAH: We have 
already in collaboration with the 
Ministry of Steel and Mines drawn up 
priorities for various industries. The 
industries which can switch on to coal 
immediately will be provided with 
coal. About the industries which can 
switch on to coal later, till such time 
they switch on to coal, they will be 
provided with oil. Under the Chair- 
tffenship of the D.G.T.D., we have 
^rawij up the programme for identi¬ 
fication of those industries which can 
switch on to coal and we will supply 
coal to them and release oil from them 

SHRi N. K. SANGHI: Since our 
consumption of petroleum products 
has been only 3.5 per cent less than 
that of in the previous year, may I 
know from the hon. Minister whether 
he is thinking of introducing any 
ration for the use of oil for cars in the 
country so that the consumption of 
petroleum products may go down? 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: The main 
purpose of our increasing the price of 
petrol was to reduce the consumption 
by 25 per cent so that that will give 
us naphtha necessary for running the 
fertiliser plants. It works out to about 
23,5 per kent. So, more or less, we 
have been successful in reducing the 
consumption of petrol so that we can 
get naphtha out of it. The number of 
cars m this country is only about half 
a million. It is not a very large 
number. 

SHRI J. MATHA GOWDER: What 
is the saving in the consumption of 
petroleum products in the use of Gov¬ 
ernment of India staff cam during 
the first five months of the currant 
year? 


MR. SPEAKER: This hr aboiit' the- 
oil strategy. He is asking about the- 
exact saving, 1 think, he should give 
a separate notice fbx that, 

SHRI D. K; BOROOAH: I would!

Take-over of Caltex 

*328. SHRI D. D: BESAI: 

SHRI P. A. SAMlNATttAN: 

Will the Minister or PETROLEUM 
AND CHEMICALS be pleased to state: 

(a) whether Government. ere. con¬ 
sidering to take o^er the Caltex 
earlier than expected and! 
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<b) so, the reasons therefor and 
when it is likely to be taken over? 

THE MINISTER OF PETROLEUM 
AND CHEMICALS (jSHRl D. K. 
BOEOOAH): (a) and (b). It is pro¬ 
posed to initiate negotiations with 
Caltex shortly. It is premature to in¬ 
dicate any details in this regard. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI: Is the hon. 
Minister aware that under the present 
acute shortage of crude oil in the world 
market, releasing the obligation on 
this foreign oil company, the Caltex 
will involve a certain amount of shor¬ 
tage in India? There is already a 
shortage of crude products, as it is. 
Has the Minister also thought about 
bringing in crude oil from alternative 
sources of his own and, if so, can he 
give the details as to from where he is 
bringing the crude oil? Then, the re¬ 
sources position in foreign exchange 
and in local currency is said to be 
acute. Has the Minister thought 
that with the money so required to pay 
off these people, he will be in a posi¬ 
tion to implement his large number of 
plants which he is today delaying, 
deferring or even putting them off? * 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH So far as 
the taking over of foreign oil com¬ 
panies is concerned, we have already 
taken over the ESSO. We have alrea¬ 
dy started negotiations with Bujrmah 
Shall and we are going to start nego¬ 
tiations with Caltex also. This stems 
out of policy of this Government gene¬ 
rally approved by the Parliament that 
the foreign oil companies should be 
taken over as early as possible. 

Regarding the difficulty mentioned 
by the hon. Member that if we take 
over this foreign Company, the cer¬ 
tainty of getting Crude oil would be 
thwarted and it will be made uncer¬ 
tain, I would say, in the present con¬ 
text, the availability of crude a&d get¬ 
ting crude either by them or by us is 
uncertain because of uncertain and 
fluctuating situation in tire oil produc¬ 
ing countries. But nonetheless, it is 
ofcf- toJritetiOn, tested bn Otir

Middle Bast, %e can site get the z ;»ae 
oil. There Will be tie ditiicuity about 
that. So far as the pride ifc tioateftred, 
we have to.pay in foreign exchange, 
whether they bring it or we bring it; 
whether they buy . it. or we buy it. 
There is no particular benefit in allow¬ 
ing these companies to bring oil for 
us because the sources are the same 
and the prices, more or less, are the 
same. So from all points of view, 
there is no particular beneflt in allow¬ 
ing this Company to continue to f unc¬ 
tion in this country. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI: What about the 
other part, regarding resources posi¬ 
tion? 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: The re¬ 
sources position has been taken into 
account. If they continue to run 
those industries, tue profits of these 
industries also would be repatriated 
to them. Taking into consideration 
all the factors, from all points of view, 
I do not think Government or the 
country will lose if we take over these 
companies. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI; Has the hon. 
Minister issued instructions stopping 
Shell Caltex from diversification or 
expansion and if so, what sort of pro¬ 
gramme the Ministry has got for utilis¬ 
ing the capacity for increased produc¬ 
tion or for manufacturing new pro¬ 
ducts through expansion or diversifi¬ 
cation? 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH; Our plans 
and programmes are there. Naturally 
whatever plans and programmes we 
may have for new refineries must be 
in conformity with the total plan. But 
we can implement them much better if 
we take them over. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: Re¬ 
present! ves of some gulf countries were 
here recently and also agreements were 
entered into with Iraq and Iran. 
When we contemplated entering into 
a sort of agreement for import of 
crude oil from these countries, may.. I 
know whether take-over of this com- 
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pany ani| other companies was kept 
in salpd for the oyerall uninterrupted 
supply of crude? 

SHRI 3>. K. BOROOAH: Naturally 
when we want to take them over, we 
also take into account the availability 
oi crude. But the agreements we have 
arrived at do not relate to these com¬ 
panies; they are for the Madras re¬ 
finery, for the additional crude they 
are buying, and also for the Mathura 
refinery. I feel that it will not be 
difficult for us to get crude for this 
even if they do not bring crude them¬ 
selves. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: My 
question was whether their contem¬ 
plating to take over Caltex was also 
taken into account when we entered 
into agreements with those countries. 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: Yes. We 
have taken that fact into considera¬ 
tion.

SHRI RAJA KULKARNI: I have a 
very important question, Sir. 

MR. SPEAKER: If you have no 
question, you would not be standing 
then.

these oil companies. The Minister 
said that agreements are being nego¬ 
tiated. That means that we may go 
on discussing with them and we may 
not come to any agreement. Now, I 
want to know if these companies do 
not com6 to a definite agreement, what 
alternative course does the Govern¬ 
ment think of adopting? Will the 
Minister kindly tell us?' 

MR. SPEAKER; We has many 
secret things up his sleeve. 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: Confidence 
is a matter of experience. The hon. 
Member has seen that we have taken 
over ESSO and there is no earthly 
reason why we should not rake over 
Burmah Shell and the Caltex and 
there is no earthly reason why they 
should oppose it. If they do it, cer¬ 
tainly we will cross the bridge when 
we come to that. 

SHRI M. S. SANJEEVI RAO: We 
are happy that the Government has 
taken a firm decision to nationalise the 
Caltex. But I am sufe the hon. Minister 
is aware that the Vizag refinery is the 
poorest in the country, refining only 
one lakh tonnes of crude. What steps 
is the Minister taking to step up its 
production sad in view of the fact that 
we are building such a huge refinery 
in the hinterland at Mathura, does he 
think of exp ending the Visag refinery 
by at least half a million tonnes? May 
I have a specific answer to this? 
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SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: Although it 
is a small refinery, certainly when we 
get more oil from our own production, 
we will have to increase the capacity 
of our refineries, particularly, the 
coastal refineries because It is more 
likely that the oil will come from the 
off-shore.

that seven new lines bave been sanc¬ 
tioned but a great injustice has been 
done to Punjab and Himachal Pradesh 
because this regton teat not been given 
any new railway line. Even PAC 
recommended that hilly and backward 
areas should be given preference. 
Also the hon. Minister during his 
budget speech mentioned about the 
Nangal Dam and Talwara railway 
line for which survey has been comp¬ 
leted. The Punjab Govt, H.P., Govt, 
and also the Central Ministry for 
Irrigation and Power have recom¬ 
mended this line. It will link two 
major power projects of N.W. India, 
Bhakra and Pong Dams. May I ask 
the hon. Minister if, in view of the 
importance of this line and in view 
of the vast potential for development 
of this region, he will give an assu¬ 
rance that justice will be done to hilly 
and backward areas by sanctioning and. 
taking up this line this year? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: I stand by the' 
assurance given in my budget speech. 
There are about thirteen to fourteen 
proposals out of which we have taken 
up six or seven. We are taking up 
by phases. Everybody has sympathy 
for Himachal Pradesh because it has 
no railway line. The question is we are 
having difficulty on account of inade¬ 
quate finance. We had asked for 
Rs. 255 crores and we have been given 
only Rs. 100 crores. I am trying to 
get more money. I assure Parashar ji 
I might be able to give a better picture 
when I present my next budget. 

PROF. NARAIN CHAND PARA¬ 
SHAR: Sir, I wanted a specific assu¬ 
rance. In view of the fact that two 
State Governments and one Central 
Ministry have supported tM* proposal 
will the hon.

(c) the extent to which this scheme 
will be an improvement on the Central 
Provident fund system? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF RAILWAYS (SHRI 
MOHD. SHAFI QURE3HL: (a) to (c). 
The Pension Scheme in vogue on 
Indian Railways covers all categories 
of Railway employees including Loco 
Staff. 

Railway servants appointed on or 
after 16.11.1937 are pensionable. Those 
appointed earlier were governed by 
Provident Fund rules but have been 
given repeated options to be governed 
by Pension Rules. The current eighth 
option is open for six months from 
23rd July, 1974. 

The salient features of the pension¬ 
ary benefits admissible to permanent 
Railway servants who Quit service 
on retirement or invalidmeni are 
briefly summarised below:— 

A Railway servant who quits service 
before completion of 10 years qualify¬ 
ing service is granted a lump sum 
Service gratuity at the rate of } 
month’s emoluments for every comple¬ 
ted six monthly period of service tor 
the first four years and 3/8th month’s 
emoluments for every six monthly 


period thereafter upto a qualifying, 
service of 9} years. 

A Railway servant who quits service 
after he has completed 10 years ot 
qualifying service ig entitled to a 
monthly pension. The pension is cal¬ 
culated at the rate of l/160th of the. 
average emoluments, drawn during the. 
last three years of service, subject to. 
a ceiling of Rs. 2,500 per month, for. 
each completed half yearly period of 
service not exceeding 60. The Maxi¬ 
mum amount of pension is limited to 
Rs. 100o per month- In reBpect of. 
Railway servants who retire on inva¬ 
lid pension, however, the amount of 
invalid pension shall not be less than, 
the amount of the family pension at 
ordinary rates mentioned hereunder. 

Every Railway servant, irrespective 
of the length of Qualifying service 
rendered by him, is entitled to a lump 
sum death-cum-retirement-gratuity. 
This is earned at the rate of l/4tb of 
the emoluments drawn immediately 
before retirement for each completed 
six monthly period Cf? his service sub¬ 
ject to a maximum of 16J months 
emoluments limited to Rs. 30,000. 
However, if he dies while in service, 
the death-cum-retirement-gratuity is 
granted at an enhanced rats, as shown- 
below:—

The Railways also have a family

he had completed a minimum of one 
year’s service. The amount of family

In case an employee dies after hav¬ 
ing rendered a minimum of 7 years 
service, the family pension is paid at 
an enhanced rate so as to be equal 
to 50 per cent of the last pay drawn 
or twice the family pension, which¬ 
ever is less, for a maximum period 
of 7 years or the age of 65 years, had 
he survived, whichever is earlier. 
Thereafter the family pension is pay¬ 
able at the ordinary rate only. The 
scheme is contributabfe and every 
employee governed by it is required 
to surrender a portion of his gratuity, 
if admissible, representing two months’ 
emoluments subject to a maximum of 
Rs. 5000/-. 

The Pension Scheme was. introduced 
on the Railways as a result of repre¬ 
sentations from, and on behalf of. Rail¬ 
way labour which were also voiced 
the Parliament, and in consideration 
of its social security aspect 

It is, however, not possible to make 
a strict comparison of tite benefits 
under the Pension Scheme on the °* e 
hand- and’ ttiw Coairihutory Bsovttftpnt

Gas Commission, A.G.I.P. of Italy, 
the Phillips Petroleum Company of 
USA, on the one part and the Nation¬ 
al Iranian Oil Company on the other 
part. The interests of the Oil and 
Natural Gas Commission were assig¬ 
ned to the Hydrocarbons India Pri¬ 
vate Limited which thus hold l/6th 
share of the joint venture.

Increase in Crimes on Railways

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

MOHD SHAFI QURESHI): (a) Yes, 
there has been a slight increase in 
the incidence of assaults and murders 
on railway passengers. 

fb) 99 cases of assault and 23 cases 
of murder of railway passengers were 
reported during the period JanQary- 
June, 1974 as against 91 cases of 
assault and 20 cases of murder dur¬ 
ing the period January—June, 1973. 
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(c) Security of the person and pro¬ 
perty of the passengers is the respon¬ 
sibility of the State Governments, 
which they discharge through the 
Agency of the Government Railway 
Police. Government Railway Police 
discharges this duty by escorting im¬ 
portant passenger trains at night 
particularly in vulnerable sections, 
regular beat patrolling at station' plat- 
forms/warting halls, keeping surveil¬ 
lance over criminals and known bad 
characters, and taking legal action 
against criminals. 

Conversion of Msnmad - Secunderabad 
line into bread gauge

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF RAILWAYS (SHRI 
MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI): (a) and 
tb) Some anti-social elements do re¬ 
serve accommodation In fictitious 
names to resell it later at a premium. 
No case of threats and intimidation of 
passengers has, however, come to 
notice. 

A statement showing steps taken to 
check resale of the tickets by un¬ 
authorised persona and various other 
malpractices in reservation is attach¬ 
ed. 

STATEMENT 

With a view to checking the various 
malpractices in reservations, the fol¬ 
lowing steps have been taken: 

1. The Indian Railways Act was 
amended in' the year 1864 to 
deal with cases of transfer of 
tickets on which reservations 
have been made. Such trans- 
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fere are bow illegal and per¬ 
sona travelling on such re¬ 
servations can be prosecuted 
under the Act. 

2. The number of berths that 

could be reserved by one 
party is limited to four and 
for a family to six. Only in 
genuine cases of bonafide 
parties like scouts, etc., can 
a relaxation be given to the 
existing limit by the local 
Railway authorities. 

3. Public co-operation is sought 

through the press, notice 
boards at stations and an¬ 
nouncement through the 
public address system to the 
effect that the passengers 
should purchase the tickets 

„ only through booking coun¬ 
ters and not through un¬ 
authorised sources. Additional 
counters are being opened to 
render quick service. 

4. Supervision has been tightened 

up at booking and reservation 
offices and at certain impor¬ 
tant stations and a task force 
consisting of R.P.F., G.R.P. 
and Railway Officials exer¬ 
cises checks jfust before the 
opening of reservation offices 
to prevent the activities of 
anti-social elements who cor¬ 
ner reservations and selfr at a 
premium. 

5. Raids are organised to ensure 

that no unauthorised passen¬ 
gers are carried. Surprise 
vigilance checks are also made 
to detect irregularities com¬ 
mitted by TTEs in the allot¬ 
ment of berths in trains. 

6 . Since the problem is basically 

due to the available accom¬ 
modation being less than the 
demand, special trains are run 
during the rush season end 
trains augmented wherever 
necessary. 

7. A committee of Members of 

Parliament has been appoint¬ 
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ed to look into the problems- 
arising out of the existing 
rules and procedures pertain¬ 
ing to the sale of ticket's and 
reservation of train accom¬ 
modation. One of ,fhe terms 
of reference of the Committee 
is to identify the nature of 
malpractices and irregulari¬ 
ties committed by outsiders 
including unrecognised Travel: 
Agencies Ih securing un¬ 
authorised reservations and to 
suggest measures to stop the 
same. The final report of the 
Committee is awaited.

Complaints are 
received at times, particularly, during 
*the period of Shortages, about delays 


in supply of refills and other malprac¬ 
tices in delivery of gas cylinders 
through dealers. Such complaints are 
looked into by the IOC and action is 
taken to streamline the system for 
proper delivery of gas cylinders as far 
as possible. 

(c) After careful consideration, IOC 
has formulated the policy of selling 
Indane Gas. filled in cylinders, through 
distributorship organisation, white 
bulk LPG sales for industrial appli¬ 
cations are handled directly by the 
Corporation. No change is contem¬ 
plated in this policy. 


Bangladesh Officials Training in Rail¬ 
way Training Centres in India 

2355. SHRI NAWAL K1SHORE

way officials had been imparted train¬ 
ing at Railway Training Centres in 
India;

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

(b) The number of trainees from 
Bangladesh so far is 58 and training 
was imparted to them in the Railway 
Satff College, Baroda, Indian Railways- 
Institute of Advanced Track Techno¬ 
logy, Poona and the Indian Railways 
Institute of Mechanical and Electrical 
Engineering, Jamalpur, within the 
available training capacity of these 
institutes. As no exclusive courses 
were organised for this purpose, ex- 
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cept in one case, figures of detailed ex¬ 
penditure are not available. However, 
each trainee was paid a maintenance 
allowance of Rs. 600 per month during 
the training period except in the case 
of 3 trainees to whom the mainte¬ 
nance allowance was paid by the Cana¬ 
dian Government at whose request 
their training was arranged. 

(c) Yes. 

(d) The Indian Railways have been 
providing institutional and ‘on the 
field’ training in rail operation to rail¬ 
way officials of foreign countries. The 
institutional training is imparted in the 
Railway Staff College, Baroda, the In¬ 
dian Railways Institute of Advanced 
Track Technology, Poona, the Indian 
Railways Institute of Signal Engineer¬ 
ing and Telecommunications, Secun¬ 
derabad, the Indian Railways Institute 
of Mechanical and Electrical Engineer¬ 
ing, Jdmalpur and in the zonal train¬ 
ing schools. ‘On the field’ training is 
given on the Railway establishments 
according to training requirements. 

The training is generally arranged 
under the Special Commonwealth Afri¬ 
can Assistance Plan and the Colombo 
Plan. Under these plans the cost of 
international travel and maintenance 
of the trainees is borne by the Minis¬ 
try of Finance while the Indian Rail¬ 
ways provide training free of cost. 
Foreign nationals not covered under 
these plans are also accepted for train¬ 
ing. free of cost, provided their spon¬ 
soring countries bear the cost of travel 
and maintenance.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
.MINISTRY OF RAILWAYS (SHRI 
MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI): (a) Esti¬ 
mates of the loss of revenue on account 
of ticketless travel on the Indian Rail¬ 
ways are not made from year to year 
and, as such, separate figure tor the 
year 1973-74 is not available. On the 
basis of sample checks conducted on 
all Indian Railways during 1967-Gft. 
the loss was estimated to be of the 
order of Rs. 20 to 25 croree per annum. 
Subsequent checks have revealed that 
incidence of ticketless travel has come 
down noticeably. Another sample sur¬ 
vey to assess the extent of ticketless 
travel on the Indian Railways is on 
hand. 

(b) Scheme to involve the public in 
measures to check ticketless t:avei 
are already in vogue. For example, 
volunteers from Voluntary Social Ser¬ 
vice Organisations of repute are often 
associated in the surprsie checks con¬ 
ducted by the Railways and such 
volunteers are given free Second Class 


(old Third Class} passes between the 
stations Serving their place of resi¬ 
dence and the station near the proposed 
site of surprise check. Boy Scouts, 
students and village elders in the area 
are also occasionally associated in 
local checks on ticketless travel con¬ 
ducted by the Railways. Members of 
the Railway Users’ Consultative Com¬ 
mittees have also powers to call upon 
railway checking staff to conduct ipect- 
flc checks. 

Effect of Price Control on Drag Units 

2361. SHRI VASANT SATHE: Will 
the Minister of PETROLEUM AND 
CHEMICALS be pleased to state:

However, the latest study made 
in respect of 18 foreign companies and 
5 other companies revealed that the 
pre-tax profitability on turn-over of 
formulations declined from 14.72 per 
cent in 1969/69-70 to 7.54 per cent in 
1972/72-73 for foreign companies and 
from 14.72 per cent to 7.00 per cent 
fother companies. 

(b) No Sir. The prices of formula¬ 
tions produced by the small scale sec¬ 
tor were fixed in 1970 under the Drugs 
(Prices Control) Order, 1970 after 
taking into account the prices of com¬ 
parative products produced by the 
firms in the organised sector and other 
firms in the small scale sector. 
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(c) me following concessions are 
available to small scale drug manu¬ 
facturing units: 

(i) All drug manufacturing units 
with an annual turn-over not 
exceeding Rg. SO lakhs have 
been exempted from para¬ 
graphs 9, 10 and 13 of the 
Drugs (Prices Control) Order, 
1970 relating to obtaining ap¬ 
proval of Government for the 
revision/fixation of prices of 
formulations. 

<ii) Units having turn-over not ex¬ 
ceeding Rs. one crore are alio 
cated canalised raw materials 
on the basis of best of past 
two years’ consumption plus 
30 per cent towards growth. 

(lii) Units having turn-over of Rs. 
#one crore or above are allocat¬ 
ed canalised raw material on 
the basis of best of past two 
years’ consumption nlus 15 
per cent towards growth.

QUESTION OF PRIVILEGE 

Incomplete information sent to the 
Speaker re arrest of Shrimati 
Bib ha Ghosh Goswami 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour): I move: 

“That the question ol privilege 
arising from the incomplete intima¬ 
tion sent by the Officer-in-charge, 
Ranaghat Police Station, West

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: This is 
not the only case.

This privilege motion should also 
include the District Magistrate, the 
District Supdt. of Police and other con- * 
cemed police officers because, accord¬ 
ing to rule 229 the intimation must 
come to you from no less a person than 
a committing judge, magistrate or ex¬ 
ecutive authority. Now in this case 
you will see from the telegram that 
this intimation came from a puny sub¬ 
inspector, offlcer-in-charge of the police 
station, which is highly objectionable. 
If you say they did not know, I would 
only draw your attention to the inti¬ 
mation that you had received in 
November 1973 in the case of the 
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arrest of Sbrixnati Bibjha Ghosh 
Goswami once before from the District 
Magistrate.

SHR 1 JYOTIRMOY BOSU: In the 
explanation submitted before you by 
the magistrate, they have said some¬ 
thing which i s grossly untrue and in¬ 
accurate. They must have don e it 
deliberately to cover up serious lapses. 


Union you have seen in many countries 
MPs enjoying immunity from court and 
police action. Here the police are con¬ 
stantly harassing our MPs. You can 
see this in West Bengal from the 
number of cases that have been raised 
on the floor of the House. 

MR. SPEAKER: We had taken a 
decision the other day. The other day, 
when it came, softie of the hon. 
Members desired and 1 also said: you 
tetter bring a motion and it will go to 
the Privileges Committee; they will 
examine the points mentioned the 
other day and today. There is no 
controversy about it. 


MR. SPEAKER': Let it go to the 
Committee. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; The 
District Magistrate has informed that 
the news of the arrest of Shrimati 
Goswami was immediately notified by 
the SDPO, Sub-divisional police officer 
Ranaghat, to the hon. Speaker, Lok 
Sabha. You will see the telegram came 
only from the sub-inspector or inspec¬ 
tor in charge of Ranaghat police 
Station. Then he says that rule 229 is 
not quite clear. But this is not the 
first time this has happened. This is 
also another untruth. Rule 229 quite 
clearly specifies that the intimation ha s 
to come as per requirement of the rule 
and the third schedule to be read to¬ 
gether. 

This is not one case. They have said 
so many untrue things to no less a 
person than the Speaker of the highest 
national forum, the Lok Sabha. There¬ 
fore. 1 request you to take cognisance 
of this and include these people also 
within the scope of investigation by the 
Committee and exemplary punishment 
should be given, because in West 
Bengal alone in two years’ time, so 
many MPs belonging to my party have 
been harassed humiliated and intimi¬ 
dated by the police. There are three 
cases of privilege now pending before 
the Privileges Committee. You have 
been to many countries and as our 
spokesmen in the Inter-Parliamentary 


THE MINISTER OP HOME AFFAIRS 
(SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT): 
On intimation received from the Lok 
Sabha Secretariat, the Home Ministry 
contacted the officers concerned and 
finally the District Magistrate sent a 
detailed report and expressed his re¬ 
gret. Not only the District Magistrate 
but also the Government of West 
Bengal have expressed their regret for 
the omission that occurred. More than 
that we have no information. We are 
in your hands and in the hands of the 
House. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: While 
expressing regret also he gave a wrong 
statement; I have given the example 
where he made the wrong statement. 

MR. SPEAKER: You have said it. 

SHRT MUHAMMED KHUDA 
BUKHSH (Murshidabad): After the 
Hon. Minister in charge of the Home 
Department has told the House that 
deep regret has been expressed I want¬ 
ed to draw your attention to this point 
only. Sir, that the law requires that the 
executive authority should inform the 
hon. Speaker of this House in case of the 
arrest of an hon. Member of this House. 
Sir, does the hon. Meinber opposite 
want to exclude a police inspectqr or a 
police sub-inspector who has got the 
powers of arresting anybody with or 
without aTrest warrant... ( Interrup¬ 
tions). Is he or is he not an executive 
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authority under the meaning of this 
rule? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: No, we 
are not excluding anybody. 

SHRI VIKRAM MAHAJAN 
(Kangra): It is a settled principle that 
has been established in this House that 
this House does not believe in witch- 
hunting; once there is an expression 
of regret by the Government and the 
District Magistrate, the matter should 
end there. It should not be referred 
to the Privileges Committee.

He wanted to send it back to the.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Firstly, 
the intimation should have come from 
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the District Maglfctsats, as? it did oome 
in November 1973. At that jtinfje, 
Shrimati Biba Ghosh Goswami was 
arrested and an intimation as required 
under rule 229 and third schedule read 
together came tp your goodself under 
the signature of the District Magistrate. 
This' tithe, the intimation came from a 
Sub-Inspector or Inspector of Police, 
who is the Officer in charge of the 
Ranaghat police station. That is one 
lapse: He is not competent to com¬ 
municate to the hon. Speaker. It 
should come from the District authori¬ 
ties, the sitting judge or the Principal 
Executive. Secondly while expressing 
regret, they have made certain mis¬ 
statements. In the explanation that 
the District Magistrate has submitted 
to you, they have said something which 
is grossly untrue and inaccurate and 
this must have been done deliberately 
to cover up their serious lapse. The 
District Magistrate Informed that the 
news of arrest of Shrimati Goswarhi 
wap immediately notified by theSDPO 
(Sub-divisional Police Officer) Ranaghat 
to the hon. Speaker. The SDPO is a 
gazetted officer, holding charge of a 
sub-division. He is also an executive 
author-' ty. But you will see that the 
telegram was actually sent by a mere 
sub-inspector or inspector of the 
police station. The District Magistrate 
also tried to take shelter under a plea 
of misunderstanding which is also not 
tenable rule 229 is quite clear on the 
subject and this' is not the first time 
that they have done it in the case of 
ah M.P. He has also gone to the extent 
of trying to misleading us in that he 
has stated “I thought that the re¬ 
port as per the third schedule should 
be sent by tije judicial authorities”. 
So, even while expfessfing regret, he i3 
trying to mislead the House and 
deliberately trying to give wrong in¬ 
formation to cover up the lapse. Since 
it has been constantly repeated as far 
as MPs belonging to my party from 
West Bengal are concerned, you being 
our protector in this House, I would 
beg of ytiu tq refer the matter to the 
privileges committee. If they find them 
t©'be guilty let them give them, ex¬ 
emplary punishment, so that the 
people's representatives are not haras¬ 


sed by the police. Yon know in mahy

this matter to the privileges committee.

SHRI VASANT SATHE (Akola): 

Sir, if you will recall, last time when 
this matter came up, Shri Jyotirraoy 
Bosu had submitted, as he had sub¬ 
mitted just now, about the error com¬ 
mitted by the sub-inspector and the 
authorities is not sending oroper 
intimation. But we felt that the 
matter was aggrevated when Shrimati 
Goswami came up and said that this 
is ‘‘not for ttie first time”. The impres¬ 
sion we then got was that the same 
officer in the same place had pre¬ 
viously also committed the same bre¬ 
ach. But it is seen that that was not 
the case. If that' was he case, we on 
this side would have joined to say 
“yes, this is an aggravating factor, 
therefore, the matters should be refer¬ 
red to the Privileges Committee. But 
now the position is that the West 
Bengal Government and also ihe 
magisterial authorities have cate¬ 
gorically and unconditionally express 
their regrets over this incident. If 
ther e was any aggravating s factors 
we would have joined hands with 
Shri Bosu in demanding a reference 
of the case to the Privileges Com¬ 
mittee. As has been explained by 
Shri Bosu, in the earlier 'ease intima¬ 
tion was sent by the proper authori¬ 
ties under rule 229 to you. So, there 
is only a technical lapse axgj no dis¬ 
regard of the 'House. No purpose will 
be served by referring it to the Pri¬ 
vileges Committee which will cpme 
to the same conclusion. This is not a 
fit case for reference.

I do not 
think that in the explanation given the 
District Magistrate has the right to 
plead ignorance of the law. No citizen 
is permitted to plead ignorance of the 
law. Ignorance of the law is no excuse 
where the citizen is concerned. Where 
the District Magistrate is concerned, it 
is criminal neglect. That is all I have 
to add. 


MR*. SPEAKER: Rule 229 reads: 

“When a member is arrested on a 
criminal charge or for a criminal 
offence or is sentenced to imprison¬ 
ment by a court or is detained un¬ 
der an executive order, the commit¬ 
ting judge, magistrate or executive 
authority a§ till# css# may be.

Suppose the stage for 
conviction or trial has not come, is the 
magistrate or judge still bound to send 
it, or the man who has arrested alone 
is responsible for sending it? 

SHRI PILOO MODY; The magis¬ 
trate will have to send it. 

MR. SPEAKER: I will have to ex¬ 
amine this. I will get opinion on it, 
because it is complicated. Suppose a 
person is arrested and then let off. 
Should it not be done by the arresting 
authority? But if he is committed, 
then it has to be done by the comitting 
authority whether it be the judge or 
magistrate. The term “as the case may 
be” gives scope for thinking on other 
lines also. What would you advise 
me? Should we accept his apology? 

SHRI PILOO MODY: My advice is 
that is should be sent to the‘Privileges 
Committee, which can consider whether 
it is the first offenee, second offence or 
no offence at all. It i 3 very difficult 
to have the whole House decide some¬ 
thing like that. When a Committee is 
appointed for the purpose, it should 

go into the merits of the case and de¬ 
cide on it.

fective hepatitis 32 in the year 1973, 
This shows the %4ter-botne Incidents 
are increasing. Regarding water-borne 
incidents certain care should bo taken'. 
The most important thing at Delhi is 
inadequate subtly of water. The Delhi 
people get less water than they *ieed. 
At least 40 gallons are required where¬ 
as they get only 25 gallons per head. 

There are only five water units 
working at Delhi. In this connection 
I would like to know whether these 
five units are sufficient to supply 
minimum required water. If not, 
what steps have been taken. 

My second point is regarding water 
distribution and pollution,. In a big 
city like Delhi pipelines are running 
into hundred kilometres. There are 
so many leakages, bursts of pipes, re¬ 
pairs which involve a lot of dust and 
other contaminated substances which 
make water get polluted. 

The Delhi Corporation had set up 
so many hand pumps which are an¬ 
other source of pollution. These 
pumps are not only in authorised 
colonies but also in unauthorised colo¬ 
nies- The water coming out from the 
pumps is unsafe and contains ail sorts 
of contamination including the germs 
of infective hepatitis. There is no 
control over these pumps. 


SHRI K. MALLANNA (Madhugiri): 
In a big city like Delhi there are so 
many causes which lead to all kinds of 
diseases. They are water pollution, 
air pollution and adulteration of food. 
So, we should be very careful regard¬ 
ing the health and sanitatipn system. 

Now, we are concerned with water 
pollution in Delhi. It is because of 
mis-management and negligence of 
water supply and sewarage authority. 
All sorts of diseases like cholera, 
malaria, gastro-enfteritis, infective 
hepatitis, etc. now-a-days are increas¬ 
ing,. The Times of India published in 
a news-item that, deaths from gastro¬ 
enteritis were 739' Whereas fihrtl in- 


In this connection, I would like to 
know from the hon. Minister what 
steps have been taken by Government 
to prevent contamination and the 
spread of water-borne diseases, .and 
whether Government are thinking of 
setting up mobile water testing labo¬ 
ratories in the city. 


Chlorination and filtration are gene¬ 
rally used to purify flia waf<§r. Some- 
lines we find that there is excessive 
chlorination of. water, and some¬ 
times there is ho chlorination bt all- 
In one of the Rainy wells chlorine 
is mixed with the which con¬ 

tains iron. So, as soon as chldrine i s 
miifed wfiSh' fcrdh; ‘' <ttwf '-’ilftJii- ’ ooriisBits 
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•re .turned into ferric chloride which 
is bed for the stomach. So, no proper 
method is feeing adopted for purifica¬ 
tion of water. 

The Okhla water plant contains 
highly contaminated raw water. May 
I know from the hon. Minister what 
Steps have been taken to rectify the 
position? May I know also whether 
the Okhla water plant which posses¬ 
ses highly contaminated raw water 
was recommended for closure? May 
I know whether it is fact that the 
ner.atitis virus cannot be eliminated 
by mere purification techniques, and 
if so, whether Government have been 
thinking of some other techniques to 
eliminate this virus? 

MR. *SPEAKER: According to the 
rules, the hon. Member can ask only a 
question; somehow, he should connect 
his other questions with that one 
question. Let him try to finish all 
his questions as pa-l of or.e question, 
so that I may also justify it when 1 
ask somebody to stop. 

SHRI K. MALLANNA: I shall con¬ 
clude in a minute. It is often com¬ 
plained that there are no adequate or 
proper measures like vaccination and 
inoculation adopted to arrest the 
spread of diseases. 

MR. SPEAKER: I think the hon. 
Member has not followed what I said. 
This is not an occasion for making a 
speach. This is just an occasion for 
seeking clarifications. 

SHRI K. MALLANNA: I shall con¬ 
clude by putting a question. I would 
like to know from the hon. Minister 
what steps have been taken to prevent 
the spread of water-borne diseases. 

DR. KARAN SINGH: The hon. 
Member has asked about ten questions 
and I shall try to reply to each one of 
them. 

,MR. .SPEAKERS He may treat it as 
one question. 
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DR. KARAN SflNGH: first of all, 
as regards the causes of diseases, there 
are multiple causes for diseases, and 
water-borne diseases ere one of our 
greatest health hazards in this 
country. As Health Minister, I am 
keenly aware of the fact that water 
supply is one of the basic tequire- 
ments for good health. 

At the outset, I would iike to maite 
one thing clear. Delhi is very much 
better ofl then most States in India. 
I am not saying that it could not be 
better. I am simply saying that the 
water supply for Delhi per day is 48 
gallons per head, while in Bombay it 
is 29 gallons, in Calcutta 31.5 gallons 
and in Madras it is only 17 gallons. 
So. the first thing that I would like to 
say is that although ther e is scope for 
improvement in Delhi which is the 
capital city, the situation is not quite 
as bad as the hon. Member has tried 
fo make out. 


Secondly, as regards th e pipe-bursts, 

I think evidently the hon. Member has 
been relying very heavily on the press 
report. Pipe-bursts were there, but 
the information that I have received 
from the WHS Ministry tells me that 
these pipe-bursts were looked into 
urgently. They took place between 
March and October, 1973 and they 
were plugged. 

The hand-pumps ate not installed 
by the Delhi Municipal Corporation, 
They are installed by the private 
people who live there. The DMC in 
fact installs hydrants for drinking 
water, and we have gone round and 
see that they have been giving warn¬ 
ings to people that drinking wate. 
should only be used from these 
hydrants and not from the hand- 
pumps. 

Therefore, it is not true that the 
hand-pumps are provided- Hand- 
pumps do provide .polluted- water, -as 
I said in reply to Sh»l MadhaWpiaye. 
Sub-soil water is heavily polluted. 
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Therefore, it should not be drunk months when there is scarcity of 
without being boiled. water and also during the monsoon 

months because of increased chances 
(Interruptions ) of water pollution”. 


1 do not want to cause a panic. The 
Delhi Municipal Corporation does 
chlorinate and treat the water supply 
to Delhi. It is not as if the water is 
all polluted; that will create an un¬ 
necessary scare. As I said, I and my 
colleagues in the WHS are certainly 
keen to improve the situation. 

With regard to Okhla, it is true that 
several committees have suggested that 
the Okhla Plant should be closed 
down. Unfortunately, until such time 
as the Ramganga Canal or the Hyder- 
pur project is completed, if we close 
down the Okhla plant the water 
supply will drop sharply. In order to 
make up for that, super chlormstion 
of the Okhla water is being under¬ 
taken. That may be responsible for 
the taste that the hon. member 
mentioned. So in order to make up 
for the unsatisfactory situation at 
Okhla, we are going in for special 
chlorination. But we hope that when 
the Hyderpur project is completed, 
which should be within the course of 
the next two or three years, it should 
be possible to close down the Okhla 
plant. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN (Kumbakonam): 
In the first Part of the statement of 
the hon. Minister, there is this 
sentence: 

“There has been no abnormal 
increase in the incidence of this 
disease in the Union Territory of 
Delhi as compared t 0 previous 
years”. 

DR. KARAN SINGH: In fact, there 
is a decrease. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: But the last 
sentence says: 

“It has been our observation that 
these diseases tend to show an in¬ 
creased Incidence during the summer 


DR. KARAN SINGH; That is every 
year-general. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN; That means, 
during this period when there is 
scarcity of water or when there is 
more water, you get this. There is a 
normal increase. What he is plead¬ 
ing is that there is no abnormal in¬ 
crease in the incidence of this. 

11 is a well-known fact that these 
water borne diseases manifest them¬ 
selves not immediately but in 30-40 
days. While I do not want to create 
a panic, if there is the slightest 
doubt of contamination, is it not 
better for them to take immediate 
steps for survaillanee in respect of 
this disease? It is said that the 
period of May to September is consi¬ 
dered to be the crucial period for the 
three types of diseases, dysentery, 
typhoid and infective hepatitis. Is it 
not better lor him to lake advance 
and preventive steps if there i 3 even 
the slightest doubt about contamina¬ 
tion, even if there is a recorded normal 
increase, as he says? 

Comparison of the quality of water 
here with that in western countries 
is not helpful because what is con¬ 
sidered to be safe in western countries 
will not be safe here. The consump¬ 
tion of water here is more where as 
in western countries consumption of 
drinking water is very low, they take 
to liquor whereas we take to drinking 
water and we take more of it. What 
is safe there cannot be safe here. 
Therefore, will he arrange for a rede¬ 
finition and to set up our own norms 
and parameters as to what is safe f° r 
human consumption in this country 
with the expertise available here in¬ 
stead of relying on the standards set 
in western countries? 

He made a comparison of the avail¬ 
ability of water here in Delhi with 
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other cities and said Delhi is better off 
than many other cities. I will put if the 
other way. Madras and other cities 
are worse off than Delhi in regard to 
the supply of water. 

1 will make one more suggestion. 
Instead of using iron pipes for taking 
drinking water will be consider using 
plastic pipes which are free from cor¬ 
rosion, which are easy and do not get 
broken up? In western countries, this 
has become very popular as a substi¬ 
tute for iron pipes. In Holland, West 
Germany and other countries, now a 
,iays 80 per cent of the pipes is plastic. 
Will he make a move in this matter 
which will go a long way to reduce 
the consumption of iron and also re¬ 
duce pollution and other things which 
emanate from the use of iron pipes? 

DR. KARAN SINGH: First about the 
question ot increase. I think I have 
not been able to make myself clear. 
I was trying to say that in the summer 
and monsoon months generally there 
was an increase in this sort of disea- 
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has gone up on account of water borne., 
diseases. Is it due to the hand pumps 
installed in unauthorised colonies? Will 
they dismantle them and instead have 
deep wells so that people may get good 
water from these areas. Poor people 
are not getting fuel even to cook their 
food, boilng water for drinking purpo¬ 
ses is in their case next to impossible. 
The population of Delhi has increased 
enormously. Are the civil amenities 
increasing in the same proportion or 
not? The hon. Minister knows that 
when the summer months or the mon- 
seen months are coming, why should 
he wait for these two seasons to come 
for taking action? Why not these 
steps be planned in advance so that 
there is no recurrence of these disea¬ 
ses? 

DR. KARAN SINGH: I am not sure 
where the hon. Member got his figure 
of 25 per cent death rate, according to 
the figures I have for infective hepati¬ 
tis in 1972 the death rate was about 
1.2 per cent and in 1973 it was less 
than one per cent.

STATEMENT RE: STRIKE BY 

ENGINEERS IN NEYVELI LIG¬ 
NITE CORPORATION, LTD. 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES 
(SHE! SUBODH HANSDA): Sir, 
about 1,200 Junior Engineers and 
intermediary technical stall work¬ 
ing in the Neyveli Lignite complex of 
Neyveli Lignite Corporation in the 
South Arcot District, Tamil Nadu 
went on strike from the morning of 
11th August, 1974 in connection with 
their demand for higher emoluments, 
automatic promotion and upgradation 
of certain categories. Following the 
strike and sympathetic work-to-rule 
action by the Assistant Engineers, the 
Corporation has been compelled to 
close down their briquetting, fertilizer 
and- power plants. According to in¬ 
formation received this morning, the 
mines are, however, being worked. 

The Junior Engineers and interme¬ 
diary technical staff have already been 
offered higher emolument? but in re¬ 
gard to other demands, like automatic 
promotion, etc., these could not be 
conceded. The Chairman, Neyveli Lig¬ 
nite Corporation had offered to place 
the matter before the Central Govern¬ 
ment but this was not accepted by the 
Engineers and these officers, .decided to 
go on strike. Earlier, there were 
conciliation talks with the Manage¬ 
ment St Madras, which :had also failed. 

In IMS context it Is relevant to note 
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t^at .stfijs.es in.the’ Neyveli,compile 
have beep prohibited, by the Union 
Govermnent. under the Defence' of India 
Rules. Forty seven persons have been 
arrested so far in connection with this 
illegal strike under the Defence of 
India Rules. 

This stoppage of work in a core¬ 
sector industry like Neyveli Lignite 
Corporation which produces badly 
need power and fertilizers at this 
juncture whea the country is facing 
serious economic difficulties arid all-out 
efforts are being made by the Govern¬ 
ment to raise production and combat 
inflation is most unfortunate. I, there¬ 
fore, appeal to the striking Engineers 
of Neyveli to appreciate the serious 
consequences of their unjustified and 
illegal strike and come back to work. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BQSU (Diamond 
Harbour); As the statement, has re¬ 
vealed, it is a very serious matter. 

MR. SPEAKER: Please confine your - 
self to the procedural matter. Don’t go 
into the merits of the statement. 

SHRI JYTIRMOY BOSU; I am seek¬ 
ing your guidance in the matter. 16 
people have been arrested. The bri¬ 
quetting plant, the fertiliser plant etc., 
have been shut down. We have ear¬ 
lier given calling attention notices.

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai): Sir, I haye sought your 
permission ’ to draw the attention of 
the House and of - the Government to 
an intriguing and disturbing report 
that appeared in the newspapers day 
before yesterday. A news item date- 
lined Rajkot August IP, stated that 20 
consecutive 5-Rupee notes bearing the 
same number had been received by 
the pnjayejt State Transport Corpor¬ 
ation from the State Bank of Saura-

shirk. .The notes No. T/77 218978 

were collected from the Bank for pay¬ 
ment Of -salaries to the staff. It is 
remarkable that these notes were 
not ! found m the market place 
or in private hands; they were 
issued by and obtained from the State 
Bank of India. The receiving agency 
also happened to be a government 
agency, 

The House will recall that as far 
back as 26th July, 1971 a news agency 
had' reported from the same place that 
is. Rajkot that four apparently 
genuine 10-Rupee notes bearing 
identical numbers G/77 876344 had 
come in the possession of Shri Balu- 
bhai Jadeja, a social worker of Morvi. 
According to Shri Jadeja, the local 
bankers were unable to find any dif- 
ferenc 0 between these notes and 
others. Shri Jadeja had come across 
such currency notes—all of ten-rupee 
denomination—during the campaign 
in the mid-term elections to the Lok 
Sabha in 1971 from Surendranagar 
constituency. Shri Jadeja had sent 
photostat copies of the notes to 
A chary? Kripalani. During the dis¬ 
cussion on the subject later in' the 
Lok Sabha, Shri K. R. Ganesh. Minis¬ 
ter of State for Finance, had stated 
that in all cases where the notes were 
available for examination it was 
found that the numbers had been 
forged on genuine notes. But Shri 
Jadeja had maintained that he had 
contacted some bankers in Morvi who 
scrutinised the four notes with the aid 
of the ultra violet device used by the 
banks and found nothing wrong with 
any of those notes. 

The fact that these notes were found 
in the same place must have some 
mysterious significance on which Gov¬ 
ernment should throw some light. 

Acharya Kripalani had also made 
an' allegation, as far back as July 
197:, in a reputed journal that fake 
currency notes of various denomin¬ 
ations “worth several hundred crores 
of rupees, bearing duplicate numbers 
of official notes” have been clandes¬ 
tinely put into circulation in the coun-

FINANCE (NO. 2) BILL, 1974— contd. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker Sir, I rise to support 
the Finance (No. 2) Bill that has been 
presented by the Minister for Finance. 

Contrary to the alarming statements 
made by the Members of the Opposi¬ 
tion in this House including Prof. 
Virendra Aggarwal yesterday who 
predicted an inflation rate of 50 per 
cent in the course of the next financial 
year, I feel that we have been ex- 
aggreating the economic situation in 
this country. We have been ex¬ 
aggerating the economic situation in 
the country because it serves oar 
-political purpose and those who say 
that the economy of the country is go¬ 
ing to crash are only indulging in 
wishful thinking. I shall briefly state 
the reasons why I come to this conclu¬ 
sion. Firstly, there have been count¬ 
ries in the world which have gone 
through the situations which are worse 
than ours. For example, the U.S.A. 
during the period of depression in 
1930s. We have seen what happened 
to Germany after the second world 
war and also the first world war. We 
have seen what happened to Japan at 
the end of the second world war. 
Their economics were completely shat¬ 
tered. Still they have been to recoup 
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and build their countries into some ol 
the most viable national economies in 
the world. Today they have got a 
very high per capita income and a 
very high growth in their national 
economies. 

Time and again hon. Members in¬ 
cluding Shri Sarjoo Pandey yesterday, 
have cited the parallel of a country like 
China. It would be very unfair for us 
to compare the two systems. Is it 
fair to compare a totalitarian system 
to a free society? It is not. I have no 
information that the hon. Member has 
been to China. So, whatever infor¬ 
mation one get is either by reading 
about China from the foreign press or 
you get the propaganda meteral. Let 
us, therefore not try to pass comments 
upon Chinese economy. 

.MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: What is 
the difference between Chinese chicken 
and Indian chicken. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: There are very 
few visitors who have gone to China 
except this committee of Dr. Kotnis 
and their finding is that chicken is 
selling at Rs. 4.25 per kg. for the last 
15 years. Does the hon. Member know 
what was the rate of chicken in India 
15 years back and what is the present 
rate? It is Rs. 7 per kg. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; I have 
been buying chicken at Rs. 14 per kg. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra): In 
bis case it is half a chicken. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: I am quoting the 
figures from my constituency—North 
Kanara. From that point of view, to 
compare the two systems and take 
some indicators which will not carry us 
very far would be a malicious thing. 
Let me repeat that a free society, even 
a poor free society is any day and any 
time much better because he would 
not be able to say what he is saying 
and I would not be able to say what I 
am saying if we were living in the 
China of Mao. So, I submit that some 
of these absolutely gtupid arguments 
which we can see through in every 


text-book or every propaganda mate¬ 
rial which we have read through the 
Redbook of Mao etc. are not for a 
serious debate on a Finance BilL 

I would like to point out that no 
country in the world at an y time in the 
history of the world ha s ever crashed 
only because of economic crisis. 
Whether it be Germany or Japan or 
the USA, during the time of depres¬ 
sion, most of the banks crashed but no 
country has been destroyed and no 
nation has gone to dogs only because 
people were not able to buy chicken in 
the market at the fair price; that 
depends upon the taste of the buyer. 
But if we lose national character, if 
we lose confidence in ourselves, if there 
is a crisis of character or if there is 
a crisis of authority in a country then 
at that time, the country may go 
to pieces. The entire Opposition has 
been doing everything to see that a 
crisis of character as well as a crisis 
of confidence and authority develops 
history will not forgive them for this. 
So, let them, therefore instead of in¬ 
dulging in continuous blackmail 
and calumny against thel policies of the 
Government co-operate in a construc¬ 
tive programme for rebuilding our 
national economy. 


Coming from the general to the 
specific, I would now like to say a few 
words of advice to the Ministry of 
Finance. Many of us suggested first 
and foremost that we must have a 
perfect public distribution system, 
where the common men in this country 
will be taken care of. The essential 
things, not even the luxuries or com¬ 
forts but the essential things like food, 
a limited amount of clothing etc. Were 
the things which were pressed upon in 
October 1972 at the Gandhinagar 
session of thei AICC.. 

AN HON. MEMBER: But what has 
been done? 

SHRI B. V. NAIK; Everything has 
been done, and we have tried.. 
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SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA 

HAJLDER (Ausgram) : To generate 
black money. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: This i s ahother 
instance of the Opposition indulging in 
witch-hunting. I may tell then that 
there is no witch to be found in all this; 
by doing so, they are only taking this 
country more and more towards chaos. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: No. Let him 
put his hand on his heart and say ‘No’. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: With due apolo¬ 
gies to the October revolutionaries, as 
Jar as the October resolution was con¬ 
cerned we urged first for taking up the 
question of organising a public distri¬ 
bution system. When the wheat trade 
take-over did not yield the results that 
were expected of it, we suggested 
something ih the form of monetary 
reform, and that was what we called 
demonetisation. We made no bones 
about it. We did not come to that 
conclusion regarding demonetisation— 
many of us or at least some of us have 
our recorded views, and those views 
have been written down in black and 
white—on the basis of any alarmist 
attitude as some of the Opposition 
Members have done. If the money 
supply and the supply of goods in a 
market at a give point of time yields a 
certain resultant price then if the 
situation is to be controlled, either the 
supply of goods has to be controlled 
or the supply of money has to be con¬ 
trolled. 

When we found that the control of 
the supply of essential goods in the 
market for the consumption of the 
common people was not effectively 
handled or could not be handled with 
the ' given constraints, that was the 
time we said that as an alemative, 
if you cannot manipulate goods, you 
should manipulate the money. It was 
in these circumstances that we had 
urged tliat the matter of demonetisa¬ 
tion be given its due consideration. 

Under the circumstances. I am going 
to suggest that there are a few avenues 
wherennder we have first and foremost 
to create an adequacy of supplies in 
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the market. We have to take only a 
few steps which, I think, will be able 
to see to it that the primary objective 
for which this Budget has sought 1 to be 
brought, namely ‘It is self-evident that 
controlling inflation is today the single 
most important task facing this coun¬ 
try', is achieved. How to do it? 

SHRI PILOO MODY; Management. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Management has 
been there. There must also be cer¬ 
tain specific goals before the manage¬ 
ment. I would, first and foremost, sug¬ 
gest’ a revision of the industrial con¬ 
cessions that are ruling in this coun¬ 
try. I take a specific instance in re>- 
pect of which a reply has been given 
to me by the Minister of Industrial De¬ 
velopment. In the State of Madhya 
Pradesh, for the paper mills in our 
country, we are selling bamboo at 
Rs. 55 a tonne but in the same coun¬ 
try in the State of Maharashtra, we 
are selling bamboo to the paper mills 
at Rs. 3 a tonne. Here is an area 
where a not languishing paper indus¬ 
try can be made to foot the bill and 
see to it that the State coffers are 
bulging with money. 

Secondly, I would suggest an in¬ 
crease in the productivity of the public 
sector. ( Interruptions ). I shall come 
to the private sector of Shri Mody also. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; I have 
been requested by your Whip to allow 
ten minutes to each member of the 
Congress Party because there is a very 
big list. So please conclude. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: Let him speak. 
Eliminate one more speaker from the 
other side. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: As regards in¬ 
crease in the productivity of the public 
sector, today we have steel sellinjg at 
the highest rate in the world. We haye 
our Durgapur, Bhilai, Rourkela. All of 
them are functioning below the limit. 
One of the reasons for this is thbi we 
sitting in this august House have not 
made the public sector of this country 
accountable to this Rouse. Albiik With 
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the normal budget which has been 
there for the last 100 years, there 
should be a budget for every public 
sector undertaking. 1 do not know 
which would be the proper forum. We 
must know how much we are going to 
produce. What are the constraints? 
What are the restrictive factors and 
how shall we overcome them? We 
should make the entire public sector 
net only vicariously accountable to 
Parliament, the representatives of the 
people, but they should be made 
accountable in a certain direct way. 

Then my last point; it would be a 
severe omission if I do not mention it. 
As regards the private sector, I have 
cited only one case of industrial con¬ 
cessions. There could be an investiga¬ 
tion of the industrial concessions en¬ 
joyed by way of concessional rates of 
electricity, water, lands acquired and 
given to them and for the infra-struc¬ 
ture facilities. Today the private sec¬ 
tor, earning profits as never before, is 
in a position to pay and keep the costs 
even. 

Under the circumstances, I would 
conclued by making a plea for adopt¬ 
ing the Brazilian experiment which 
was stated last time by Shri N. K. P. 
Salve on the floor of the House and 
was given up without being given due 
consideration, though the SEMIBO- 
MBLA is a variation of it. I am quoting 
only the current discount rates of the 
Central banks of the world. Brazil in 
1969-70 had 22 tp 20 per cent. In a 
country like Norway or even India, it 
is 5 to 4.75 per cent. They have been 
able to regenerate their economy by 
linking up or giving a stimulus to their 
saving by making the return on savings 
linked to the price index at least be¬ 
fore we reject it off the cuff, I suggest 
that a study should be made and if 
necessary a report should be called for 
so that we may take a meaningful de¬ 
cision. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY 
(Kendrapara): Finance Bill No. 2 has 
been considered by the Finance Minis¬ 
ter as of unusual significance. I 
maintain that this Bill Is not only un¬ 


precedented in constitutional history 
but also that its unprecedentedness can 
be matched only by the unprecedented 
paralysis of Government's economic 
policy. This Bill is unusual in another 
way in as much as what was intended 
to be supplementary taxation effort has 
turned to be of far larger magnitude 
than the original budget which was 
presented in February. While the 
total collection to the Central revenues 
out of the present proposals will be 
Rs. 232 crores, the levies in February 
had amounted to Rs. 212 crores. 
According to the Finance Minister this 
unusual measure derives its justifica¬ 
tion from the fact that we are faced 
with a very difficult economic situatior 
and Finance Bill No. 2 is aimed at 
controlling inflation and also the un¬ 
precedented price rise. While I am 
not disputing the conclusions that the 
country is faced with unprece¬ 
dented economic and financial situa¬ 
tion, certainly 1 have my quarrel as to 
who is responsible for all this mess. 
The Finance Minister in his speech has 
pointed out to the fall in agricultural 
and industrial output and according to 
him this situation i s basically due to 
the sluggishness in industrial produc¬ 
tion and fall in agricultural output 
But the present rise in prices and the 
inflation are also due to the actions of 
the Government, as had been pointed 
out by the Reserve Bank of India 
Bulletin in its issue of April 1974. 
While discussing the price rise on 
page 627 it mentions the main factors 
influencing inflationary upsurge in¬ 
cluded: u) successive decline in out¬ 
put of foodgrains in 1971-72 and 1972-7? 
and the consequent lower market arri¬ 
vals in 1973-74 (2) widespread hoard¬ 
ing of stocks in anticipation of higher 
price, (3) uncertainties regarding sup¬ 
plies of imported crude oil and the 
sharp hike in the prices of petroleum 
products announced by the Govern¬ 
ment, (4) upward revision in procure¬ 
ment prices of foodgrains and the con¬ 
sequent increase in issue prices in 
November 1973 and (5) upward revi¬ 
sion in the price of several critical 
commodities such as steal, cement, etc 
Out of these five reasons which have 
been mentioned by Hie- Bank, items 3 
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to 5 are of Government’s own creation 
and the Government cannot escape 
responsibility for these last three rea¬ 
sons, Apart from these facts, other 
operative factors in the creation of in¬ 
flationary pressure are: enlargement of 
deficit financing in 1973-74 from the 
budgetary estimate of Rs. 85 crores to 
650 crores. Here is an unparallelled, 
unprecedented fiscal irresponsibility on 
the part of the Government and I am 
sure if this had been truly free and 
democratic society, this Government 
would have been kicked out of office 
much before it had time to present this 
Finance (Nos. 2) Bill. From the 
budgeted figure of Rs. 85 crores, your 
deficit financing reached Rs. 650 crores 
and still you have the cheek to say 
that fall in agricultural production and 
sluggishness of industrial output is res¬ 
ponsible for this unprecedented situa¬ 
tion. The regret is in India in the name 
of garibi hatao, you have made the 
people mentally poor and therefore, by 
distributing doles of black money, you 
can continue in office in spite of all 
these muddlings. Therefore, in this 
country public opinion cannot assert it¬ 
self unless and until there is a revolu¬ 
tion. Whether it is violent or nonviolent 
is immaterial for my purpose. The other 
reasons are increase in the price of 
controlled variety of cloth with effect 
from 30th March, 1974. Who is res¬ 
ponsible for this? Increase in the 
price of some 24 basic drugs ranging 
in some cases up to 70 per cent who is 
responsible for this? 

AN HON. MEMBER: Traders. 


SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY: But 
who approved of it?. Increase in the 
price of coal after nationalisation 
from Rs. 72 to Rs. 100 per ton. Will 
the treasury benches answer, who is 
responsible for this? and that too in 
the name of nationalisation and social¬ 
ism? Besides the above, the prices of 
other commodities of essential use 
have also been raised by the Govern¬ 
ment In recent months. The Govern¬ 
ment, to divert the attention • of the 
people frttm its acts of commission and 
omission, lays the blame at the doors 
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of the hoarders. I ask the Govern¬ 
ment which is gloating over its mem¬ 
bership of the unclear club today 
what stopped this powerful Govern¬ 
ment from curbing the hoarders? 
When it came to unhoarding, the 
Prime Minister and the Defence Minis¬ 
ter prescribed the panacea of social 
boycott. I maintain if anyone has to 
be boycotted socially and politically, 
it is the Congress Party which is at the 
back of the hoarders. While the growth 
rate has touched almost zero point, the 
money supply has gone on increasing. 
The irresponsible spending spree ol 
the Government can only be imagin¬ 
ed from a single fact that the Prime 
Minister’s travelling allowance in one 
year has cost the exchequer Rs. 25 
lakhs and the Prime Minister’s securi¬ 
ty costs the exchequer Rs. 6 lakhs! "Who 
is going to believe that the Govern¬ 
ment, which is pledged to put down 
governmental expenditure can spend 
such fantastic amounts for the travel¬ 
ling allowance of its Prime Minister? 
At the end of December 1973, the total 
amount of currency in circulation stood 
at Rs. 5639 crores, but on 14th June, 
1974 it was Rs. 6609 crores. In other 
words, while the rate of growth has 
touched almost zero point, the mone¬ 
tary expansion has been taking place 
at an irresponsible pace, which is at 
the root of the present crisis today, 
which is of the Government’s own cre¬ 
ation. Therefore, I say, under these 
circumstances, this Finance Bill is^ a 
penalty which the masses of India will 
have to pay for the fiscal irresponsi¬ 
bility of the Government and its habi¬ 
tual failure on the economic front.

Yet. in spite of this, the Finance 
Minister cannot assure the House that 
hei would be able to contain the Infla¬ 
tion or the rising prices. At page 4 
of his speech he says: 

“An exercise to cut expenditure 
drastically is now under way. Until 
this has been completed and the 
results of other measures taken by 
us are known, it would be difficult 
to Indicate precisely what the final 
position would be.” 
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Mark the words "it would be diffi¬ 
cult to indicate precisely”. Therefore, 
when the Finance Minister says (hat 
the Finance (No. 2) Bill is aimed at 
controlling inflation, his speech itself 
admits that he cannot give the House 
any assurance, nor can he give the 
country any undertaking, that the in¬ 
flation is going to be checked and “the 
price rise is going to be held. Then he 
proceeds to say: 

“In view of the acute inflationary 
situation prevailing we fully intend 
to contain the Central Government’s 
budget deficit to the leval indicated 
in this year’s Budget and Govern¬ 
ment will take all necessary steps 
to this end.” 

In view of Government’s performance of 
raising deficit financing from Rs. 85 
crores to the extent of R's. 650 crores, 
this kind of assurance of the Finance 
Minister is only meant for the gulli- 
bles whom the Congress Benches can 
enliven with such kind of easy slo¬ 
gans. The promise to keep the figure 
down to Rs. 125 crores is just as un- 
realisable as some promises made in 
the past in the previous year. 

Coming to the taxation proposal, 
the basic question which I ask is 
this. Will this Finance Bill, will 
these indirect taxation measures, 
bring down the prices? That is the 
crucial test; that is the criterion on 
which this Bill has to be tested. 

The increase in the bank rate and 
the tax on banks will obviously make 
capital dearer. However well-inten¬ 
tion it may be, the manufacturers 
will pass on the burden to the con¬ 
sumer. In other words, the com¬ 
mon man will ultimately come to 
bear the incidence of this taxation 
measure, and this will further 
strengthen the inflationary forces. 

The indirect taxes on tyres, paper, 
cement, iron and steel, copper mid 
zinc will boost up the other prices 
said consumers wiH ultimately bear . 


this impact. In this context, the 
taxation proposal on paper is utter¬ 
ly irresponsible. The Bill indicates 
that only papers upto 65 grammes 
per square metre will be exempt 
from the proposed levy. But how 
many paper manufacturing units 
are today manufacturing paper of 65 
grammes? Whe.i the price of paper 
goes up, naturally book production 
will be in disarray. While the stu¬ 
dents, millions of them, are going 
without their exercise books and 
text books, one would nave thought 
that the Government would propose 
some remission in indirect tax on 
paper instead of proposing further 
enhancement of it. 

The consumers of cigarettes, plas¬ 
tic goods and cotton fabrics will 
bear the full brunt of these new 
duties. 

SHRl B. V. NAIK: Are you 
opposed to that also? 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY: 
Yes, I do not want new taxes to be 
imposed for your spending spree. I 
do not want them to be taxed so that 
your Prime Minister can spend 
Rs. 25 lakhs for her foreign visits. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK; How much 
does the American President spend 
for his travels? 

SHRI PILOO MODY: I would 
like to inform the hon. Member that 
the people fci America eat also. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY: 
On balance, it can be said that the 
indirect taxes that have now been 
levied will certainly raise the prices 
all around instead of bringing the 
prices down. 

In conclusion, I must say, the only 
silver lining around Hie dark cloud 
of the Finance BUI is a pronounced 
concern for sound fiscal ahd econo¬ 
mic management. But Whether that 
will succeed is anybody's fnesi.

This is a little 
irregular but I do not want infor¬ 
mation about the arrest of Members 
of Parliament sho.uld be withheld to 
the House unnecessarily. I have to 
inform the House that the Speaker 
has received the following telegram, 
dated the 12th August, 1974, from 
the Superintendent of Police, Bho¬ 
pal:—

FINANCE (NO. 2) BILL, 1974— 
Contd. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE (Akola): 
Sir, I would like to congratulate 
the Finance Minister for bringing 
forward this measure which under 
the circumstances was the least of 
the fiscal measures that could be 
taken. While stating that controlling 
inflation is today the single-most 
important task facing the country, 
while spelling out the measures, he 
has said, “the measures we have re¬ 
cently adopted are steps in the right 
direction. Let me be clear, by them¬ 
selves they cannot stabilise prices”. 
Then he goes on to say that the 
object of these measures is to con¬ 
tain the budgetary deficit which is 
threatening to push up. There are 
various factors spelt out as to why it 
is necessary to impose these taxa¬ 
tions to meeft additional ex¬ 
penditure—increase in food subsidy, 
plan expenditure, defence expendi¬ 
ture, etc. Of course, Mr. Limaye 
cited some valid examples of how 
black money loot is going on in this 
country. In fact, he took credit that 
some of his suggestions were accept¬ 
ed by the Government. I don’t 
grudge him the credit, but he should 
at least partially to that extent give 
credit to the Finance Minister for 
doing so. But unfortunately, with 
all his good points, ultimately he 
spoils his whole case by imputing a 
political motive to the Government. 

The most important thing to re¬ 
member is, in his efforts to raise 
additional resources, the Finance 
Minister has tried to tax only the 
luxury sector and not the essential 
goods sector. My friend would not 
say that cigarettes are a necessity 
and so are rubber products like latex 
foam. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: That is a 
necessity for you. 
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SHRI VASANT SATHBs I do not 
need it. But I- am sure Mr. Piloo 
Mody will grudge it because he him- 
Belf is the symbol of latex foam. You 
cannot say that objects like electric 
bulbs, fluorescent tubes etc. are com¬ 
mon man’s necessity. But my main 
objecion is this: By this taxation 
are you going to withdraw any 
money from the circulation or im¬ 
mobilise some part of the money? 
If, that were so, it would have had 
some anti-inflationary effect. But 
my fear is, this amount is going to 
be spent again to cover up the gap 
caused by rising prices. If that hap¬ 
pens how is it going to achieve the 
object of withdrawing some money 
from circulation or immobilising any 
part of th e money by these taxation 
proposals? As the Finance Minister 
said, the real object of this and other 
measures is to contain inflation, 
which means to control the prices, 
either to contain them or to bring 
them down. Another test is whether 
it gives any impetus to production. 
Because, ultimately, unless you in¬ 
crease production, particularly of the 
essential commodities, you cannot 
contain inflation or the prices. 
Therefore, these are the two tests. 
Let us apply these two tests and find 
out whether these measures, along 
with the earlier measures for freez¬ 
ing part of the dearness allowance 
and so on will serve the purpose. 

As far as deficit financing is con¬ 
cerned, I have a book of the Na¬ 
tional Productivity Council where 
one of the writers, Thavaraj says at 
page 16 that deficit financing grew 
from Rs. 532 crores in the First Plan 
to the tentative estimate of the 
Fourth Plan of Rs. 3,750 crores. For 
instance, the author says: 

“For instance, between 1960-61 
to 1968-69 the net national product 
increased by 26.6 per cent while 
the money supply doubled. Simi¬ 
larly, while the NNP increased 
hardly by 15 per cent in the period 
March 1969 to March 1573 the 
money supply increased to 60 per 
cent. Since then the money sup¬ 


ply has increased, by another 30 
per cent, while agriculture has 
suffered a set back and the indus¬ 
trial production has been virtually 
stagnant”. 

This is the result of our fiscal mea¬ 
sures. It is an admitted fact that 
fiscal measures by themselves cannot 
contain the prices. Therefore, what 
are the measures which the Govern¬ 
ment are taking for containning 
prices? 

This can be done only if you have 
distributive, administrative and physi¬ 
cal control of the price structure. It is 
no use saying that the answer in 
nationalisation. In any sector where- 
ever there is price rise or exploita¬ 
tion, immediately comes the demand 
to nationalise that sector. We have 
seen that even that has failed because 
nationalisation in the context of India 
has come to mean bureaucratic capi¬ 
talism. You hand it over to some 
bureaucrats who are guilty of ineffici¬ 
ency in addition to lacking in experi¬ 
ence. Therefore, this does not solve 
the problem. Why can’t we discipline 
the existing productive and distribu¬ 
tive sectors? 

SHRI PILOO MODY: By competi¬ 
tion? 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: By compe¬ 
tition or otherwise. In the case of 
goods where there is shortage you 
cannot introduce competition to bal¬ 
ance the demand. Therefore, some 
restriction in terms of discipline on 
the distributive mechanism and insti¬ 
tution will have to be adopted. 

As far as production is concerned, 
one big measure that could be adopted 
is to give the working class in the 
country a feeling of belonging. 
Wherever this has been done, it has 
shown tremendous results. Why can 
you in the public sector and also in 
private sector give the working class 
a share, a real participation, in manage¬ 
ment right from tKfe Shop level to the 
management level through their elected 
representatives? You can cut across 
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trade unionism with one stroke. You 
ask the employees to elect directly 
their representatives' Both at the shdp 
level add the management level. You 
will find an electrifying effect. If this 
is done, you will find a tremendous 
change overnight, as it were. We talk 
of socialism. - Why cawt we have 
faith at least in our working class 
which is the bulwark all production 
in the country. This is as far as in¬ 
dustry is concerned. 

Ji 

In agriculture, a major step to in¬ 
crease production is to hasten land 
reforms.' We have been faltering with 
our land reforms all these years. It 
is accepted all over the world and in 
this country also that small farms, if 
there is intensive cultivation, are more 
productive. Why can’t you give to 
small farmers the necessary inputs? 
We can have an arrangement of giv¬ 
ing inputs in terms of fertilisers, seeds, 
water and other things. Therefore, 
expeditious steps in the matter of land 
reforms should be taken. The system 
of linking of giving inputs and taking 
the product could be used. 

These major steps will have to be 
adopted to help growth of both agri¬ 
culture and industry. You yourself 
say, it is a package deal. You your¬ 
self accept that fiscal measure is not 
going to solve the problem. When 
you say it is a critical juncture, if that 
is so, why can’t you take measures on 
all fronts to contain inflation and to 
increase production both in the field 
of agriculture and industry? You have 
to take steps simultaneously on all the 
fronts. Unless that is done, you cannot 
contain inflation. The fiscal measure 
alone will not be enough. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAr (Ahme- 
dabad) i Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir. I must 
say that the Finance Minister’s state¬ 
ment, when he introduced the Second 
Finance Bill and gaye out his taxation 
proposals, is a good exercise in the 
statement of the serious economic 
problems faced by the country. But 
when he came later on to the question 
of grappling with these problems, 


which incidentally were so beautifully 
expressed in his speech, I am afraid, 
he proved the continued bankrUptcy of 
the Government in terms of finding 
concrete solutions to the financial pro¬ 
blems of the country. 1 

The whole difficulty is that though 
it is called a crisis Budget, it never- 
really touches the fundamentals of the 
crisis. It goes on to the periphery of 
the problem. But it does not attack 
the main problem. It touches the 
fringe of the problem. But it does 
not attack the main ills and the disease, 
namely, inflation and the rising prices. 
The Government through their taxa¬ 
tion proposals have hardly done any¬ 
thing to meet that great challenge. 

16 hrs. 

[Shri Nawal Kishore Sinha in the 
Chair] 

When the Ordinances were issued, 
many of us on this side of the House 
at least thought that this kind of con¬ 
tinuous issuing of Ordinances was 
both uncalled for and anti-democratic 
and that the Government could have 
jolly well waited until the Parliament 
session was to begin. They did not 
wait. But out of that bad action, they 
at least created a kind of climate, a 
certain amount of suspense in the 
whole community. Everybody was 
eager and anxious to find out what 
was coming next from the Government 
through the Finance Minister. A cer¬ 
tain terror was also created specially 
In th6se circles which are notorious 
for their guilt in regard to tax evasion, 
black money and unaccounted money. 
But when the taxation proposals came, 
nothing happened! It seems to me 
that all the terror, all the horror, and 
in a way a good part of the remedies 
that the Finance Minister was going 
to suggest evaporated when he came 
with- his taxation proposals. In other 
Avoids, my grievance is that the Fin¬ 
ance Minister lost a very fine- oppor¬ 
tunity of : hitting hard when he had 
created, through various Ordinance^, 
a kind of expectancy bn the part of 
thA people 1 that something radical; 
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something strong, something big, was 
coining. Alter all that, what we got 
ultimately was a mere and sheer 
exercise in getting an additional Re. 
232 crores in a full year to meet his 
undoubtedly great and still greater 
deficit in the current year’s Annul 
Financial Statement presented to the 
House about five months back. There¬ 
fore, from that angle, I feel that Mr. 
Chavan’s move has been clever and 
calculated. By this fie is only trying 
to reduce the deficit, but he is not 
trying to grapple with the problems 
concerned. 

1 want to ask the Finance Minister 
why be has been so soft with the rich 
and the affluent in our community. 
Alter all, it is said and my friends on 
the Congress Benches repeated it again 
and again with a certain amount of 
anguish, that the common man was 
not going to be hit by these taxation 
proposals, that all the taxes would be 
more or less borne by the community 
which is not poor. But 1 want to ask 
him this question. Is it not true that 
even when it is not a direct tax on the 
poor people themselves, ultimately all 
these burdens would be passed on to 
the poor people? It is no use saying 
that the taxes are not for the poor 
people. These taxes on the industria¬ 
lists and other sectors will definitely 
be passed on to the poor people. The 
proof of this is that, since the presenta¬ 
tion of the taxation proposals, the. 
price of nothing has come down, the 
price of everything has gone up; the 
upward process is continuing unabated* 
Then how is he going to justify his 
statement that he is only taxing the 
rich and the affluent and it not taxing 
the poor? I suggest the tax burden is 
going to be shifted to the poor people. 

The Finance Minister and his Gov¬ 
ernment talk in terms of Gandhian 
principles, but when' it comes to actual 
practice, what is happening? I want 
to ask him two pointed questions. How 
la it and why is it that, in his taxation 
proposals, there is no mention of taxa¬ 
tion on several luxury items? Why is 


he not taxing the people who use the 
luxury items? They are of 

conspicuous consumption, la he not 
satisfied that there is a lot of conspicu¬ 
ous consumption cm the part of the 
very small minority the rich and the 
affluent and is he not aware of the 
immoral way in which they live in 
this country in the context of the pov¬ 
erty which is increasing? Mr. Dharia 
himself pointed out the other day that 
more and more people are coming 
below the poverty line. Yet, these few 
people who are enjoying all the 
luxuries and the affluence are not 
taxed. 

1 thought Mr. Chavan would tax r 
for instance, alcohol and spirits. But 
he has left them out. Every time he 
taxes only cigarettes. I do not know 
why this time he did not tax alcohol and 
spirits. He could have jolly well tax¬ 
ed them a littie more. They are talk¬ 
ing of Gandhian principles and pro- 
habition. I personally have different 
views on prohibition. I do not believe 
that you can make people good and 
moral merely by law. Any way I am 
not entering into that argument at 
the moment All that I am asking 
is: why did you leave those items un¬ 
touched by the taxation proposals? 

Talking of Ghandhian principles and 
simplicity, is it not a fact that increas¬ 
ingly over a period of years since in¬ 
dependence, the ministerial behaviour 
and more than the ministerial behavi¬ 
our the ministerial living—, the 
ministerial living is full of luxuries, ex¬ 
travagance and things which they do 
not need in order to work and function 
effectively as ministers? If Ministers 
and the higher-ups in Government 
want additional comforts in order to 
add to their efficiency. I would say, 
‘Yes; go ahead with those comforts’- 
But can you honestly tell the nation 
that the money that is being spent on 
the higher-ups in Government the 
Ministers, the Governors. President 
and Vice President—I am not speak¬ 
ing in. terms of individuals; I have the 
highest respect for these people who 
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hold high offices—is justifiable? Now, 
jover a period of year* have they mown 
to the countrymen that they mean 
business that hey are earnest about 
It, that they are really Gandhian, at 
least beginning with themselves, and 
■that they will go on spending less and 
less on their needs and personal com¬ 
forts? That is why 1 feel that all these 
speeches... 

SHRI PILOO MODY: They are all 
Gandhian—Indira Gandhian. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR': and 
what all the Government is talking 
about do not touch the people at large. 
In fact people are feeling more and 
more cynical in their attitudes, in their 
reactions because people know that the 
Ministers talk exactly what they do 
not want to do, what they dare not do, 
what they cannot do and what they 
cannot practise they talk about and 
when they talk about it, they do not 


daily allowance and travelling allow¬ 
ance. At the end of it all, what do 
they produce? Almost a zero! What 
have you done to reduce this expendi¬ 
ture and this extravagance? But it is 
just not done! 

Therefore I feel that if you really 
want to tackle the problem, if you 
want the common man, the ordinary 
man to have faith in what you are do¬ 
ing, then you must set an example 
but that example, I am afraid, is not 
being set by the Government of the 
day. 

Shri Ganesh the other day talked 
something about black money and 
other things and his speech was re¬ 
ported in the press. The Finance 
Minister Shri Chavan, talks about 
black money. The Prime Minister talks 
about it. In fact, the Ministers wher¬ 
ever they go, they talk about black 
money, etc. Then I want to ask: 


practise! 

Therefore, I feel that these new tax 
proposals are bound to hit the poor, the 
middle-class, the fixed wage-earners 
and the salaried people. 


1 want to ask this question of the 
Finance Minister once again. In terms 
of the Government expenditure and 
extravagance, will you please tell us 
whether beginning from the current 
year in the last 5 or 6 months have 


you really been able to make any 
appreciable difference in governmental 
expenditure? Can you really say that 
you have cut down drastically a 
mumber of projects where such kind 
of a cut Is necessary? The other day I 
wag hearing, I am receiving reports 
from people who are knowledgeable 
that the number of Government con¬ 
ferences, seminars, workshops and all 
kinds of such things has not at all 


decreased, or if at all these conferences 
etc. have decreased the decrease is 
very insignificant. Even to-day a large 
number of people are going from one 
place to another place and most of 
them are coming from various places 
-to Dei* spending a lot of money on 


how many raids have you conducted 
on people and places which are in 
governmental political and ministerial 
circles? They are raiding only the 
permises of businessmen. Very good. 

If you raid the house of a business¬ 
man, if you raid the house of a capi¬ 
talist or an industrialist who is illegal, 
immoral and extravagant in terms of 
his earnings and spending, I am with 
you. I am with the Government. Go 
ahead with these raids. But. why only 
single out a certain community? Why 
leave out another sizeable and signi¬ 
ficant section of the community, name¬ 
ly, the high-ups in the Government 
ministerial and political sections and 
the politicians? What tre you doing 
with them? Then the answer will be: 
it would be trying to attack ‘Mamakas’. 
*My own people should be left untouch¬ 
ed’. That perhaps is the reason why 
they are not doing it. Therefore, 1 
feel that if you want to tackle this 
problem of unaccounted money or 
rather black money, then you must 
have the daring to locate where these 
culprits are. The Finance Minister 
the other day, perhaps rightly said 
that he has come out with a Bill and 
It has bean seat to the Select Com- 
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mittee also. Perhaps . he has rightly 
said that the Select Committee 
is taking too long a time. But, 
may 1 , in all humility ask —1 do not 
want to go into the detail—does that 
. Bill really tackle, the problem of black 
money or, again in the name of tack¬ 
ling that problem does the Bill really 
seek to do other things which the Go¬ 
vernment has found it, convenient to do 
in the name of tackling the problem 
of black money? This is the problem. 
So, under the excuse of eradicating 
black money they are not doing any¬ 
thing for the eradication of black 
money but they are doing something 
which only helps them in their tem « 
porary economic difficulties. In this 
particular case, what is being done is 
to reduce the deficit, which is growing 
very large, by collecting a certain 
crores of rupees by having these addi¬ 
tional taxes. 

I want to suggest further whether 
the taxation proposals that he ha$ out¬ 
lined and the economic picture that he 
has presented have really helped pro¬ 
duction. 

Take, for example, the credit squeeze 
policy. I would like to know whether 
that policy has done any good with 
regard to the problem which was 
sought to be solved or whether this 
particular policy had only forced .to 
make more and more industries to close 
down, thereby resulting into more un¬ 
employment, lesser production, and, 
these things, we can hardly afford at 
this particular time of national econo¬ 
mic crisis. 

It ig from thin angle that I feel the 
Finance Minister’s exercise is futile and 
to an extent, this is also a frivolous 
endeavour to tackle some of the serious 
problems facing the country. In con¬ 
clusion, I want to say that if you want 
to take the matter seriously, then you 
must do it with a multi-prongqd 
attack. You must attack it from the 
point of view of reducing the Govem- 
«ent expenditure; you must attack it 
firom-ithe point of view of taxing the 
ridb and their luxurious living: you 
mutt attack it from the point of view 
of simple living on the part of the 


higher-ups. You. ace not gi-ving at 
spur, to .honest, .hard,, sincere and effi¬ 
cient work- The .trouble- in this 
country is.,that no encouragement is 
given to efficiency. Those, who have 
faijed inefficiency are.given all kinds 
of encouragement to-day! I do not 
want to give political examples of . what 
I mean. But, I can certainly argue 
that in this country, if you .want to go- 
politically forward, you must prove to 
be more inefficient politically, adminis¬ 
tratively or otherwise! Then only 
.you can go upwards. Really honest, 
hardworking, sincere and patriotic 
persons, have no place. This Govern¬ 
ment has no policy, no climate, no 
atmosphere in which a man gets a 
certain enthusiasm a certain en¬ 
couragement to go ahead in the right 
direction. 

So, I feel that the Finance Minister, 
if at all he comes again before the 
House—God forbid, but he will have 
to come again because God may not 
forbid it—let him come at least with, 
what he has not done this time all 
the courage that he lacks this time, 
the determination that he lacks this 
time and certain correct convictions 
that he lacks this time and I am sure 
-he will then have the capacity and 
the clear cut road" to show to the na¬ 
tion that he meant business. 

Last one word and I have done. 
That is, we are thinking in terms of 
numerous economic problems and na¬ 
tional problems. The Prime Minister 
. and her colleagues, rightly so, talk in 
terms of national endeavour and na¬ 
tional cooperation. But, 1 want to 
ask: is this (government really sincere 
,to receive cooperation of the people 
and is this Government sincere 
about eradicating not .only the black 
money but also corruption? Here 
comes Shri Jayaprajjjtash k Narain’s 
heroic, battle. Qne may, ( of course, 
not agree with him hundred p^r cent 
and I myself may npt agree wjth him 
on §11 points, but ,the fact remain* 
that the man is honest/at leaft in his 
endeavour to tackle ofte 'of the great 
. evils facing the country. To-day cor¬ 
ruption has corrodCd all’ our values, 
all our standards, all our lives and 
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if this Government cannot lilt itself 
and the people from this tremendous 
erosion of standards, 1 do not know 
where this country will lead us "to? 
My only hope is this that we have 
survived many crises and many gov¬ 
ernmental failures. Therefore this 
country will also survive the weak¬ 
ness and failures of Shri Chavan, 
of Madam Prime Minister and the 
Government. But, this is only a con¬ 
solation in terms of historic perspec¬ 
tive. Regarding our immediate concern. 
I hope and pray that Government will 
show enough boldness and courage to 
tackle me problems of financial and 
economic nature not only in the reali¬ 
stic physical sense but also in political 
sense and show an attitude of 
pragmatic and practical understand¬ 
ing so'that the country comes out of 
thci chaos and we shall again be able 
to march better and speeder in terms 
of economic growth and progress.

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra): kr. 
Chairman, till that time the Finance 
Minister and the Finance Ministry’tell 
me what they are going to do with all 
this money, how their are going to 
spctnd it, I do not think I can support 
this Bill at all. From what 1 under¬ 
stand, they have just armed them¬ 
selves with a lot of money. Nobody 
knows what they are going to do with 
it, but if the past is any indication they 
will probably squander it like all the 
monies they have squandered on a 
multitude of fronts all these years. 

The whole purpose, according to 
the speech delivered by the Minister, 
was that they want to curb inflation. 
The whole problem is that they do not 
know how to curb inflation . Now, as 
long as they do not know how to do 
something, I cannot understand how 
succeeding budgets or succeeding ordi¬ 
nances are going to be able to ao the 
simple thing of bringing down prices. 
That is why, unless they are prepar¬ 
ed to be educated —and I use the 
word with no hasitation or humility— 
there is no point in our havirig debate 
after debate as to how to bring place 
down. Because they have tried it ail- 
Tell me what they have not tried w 
trying to bring prices down. They 
have gone on increasing taxes. That 
failed. They have gone on trying to 
And and mop up every bit of loose 
money, cash, any thing that is lying 
around, whether it is honestly done 
or dishonestly done. That failed 
They have tried to get their htrids on 
everything that they can possibly s ee 
or even smell. But they have not 
succeeded. Prices go on marrily 
marching upward. So we have come 
to the conclusion that unices they a re 
prepared to be educated, there is no 
point their coming before the House 
bringing more and mure hardships on 
tbe people month ‘after* month. 
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7fhey .,t«^k about black markets, they 
talk about black money. I do not 
think they know what black money 

is. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: You can give 
us your expertise, 

SHRI PILOO MOBY: I am giving 

it. All the money that is in your pot* 
kets at the moment is black, for the 
simple reason that you have nevqr 
seen white money. They have no ac¬ 
quaintance with white money because 
they have never earned anything. If 
you do not earn and you still spend, 
whatever you are doing is in the 
black area. What they earn over 
here does not even pay for their 
water and electricity. What are they 
eating? Black money! Let me ttAl 
you that we will have at least 370 
hungry Members of Parliamet if all 
black money was squeezed out of this 
country. When they talk about black 
money they must know. They think 
that black money is put inside a cup¬ 
board and kept and preserved. You 
would -ave to be a blithering fool if 
you do so. Because if you put money 
like that' in the cupboard at the end 
of the month one lakh of rupees would 
be worth only Rs. 90,000. Therefore, 
it would have to be converted. Where 
will you find black money? It has 
already been converted into black 
wealth, that is, gold, diamonds, jewel¬ 
lery, property, any commodity but not 
money. 


We talk about black money. There 
is tremendous fluidity in the market. 
But' for that fhidity in the market this 
country would have collapsed. If you 
say tbat this fluidity should be eli¬ 
minated, this country would come to 
a grinding, ha.lt because nothing works 
in. this.country. After they have na¬ 
tionalised the banks, do you think it 
is pos^le to, depend upon the bank¬ 
ing system?. Nobody 'accepts your 
cheque, ,If I .want to change a dynamo 
, in my car, uple$ t s I 'withdraw money 
from the bank and pay the man in 
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cash I will not have a new dynamo. 
If I want to J go to Bombay tomorrow,, 
will the Indian Airline accept a. 
cheque?.... 

AN HON. MEMBER: Yes. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: Not from & 
privileged Member of Parliament; l 
am talking about the sixty crores of 
people whom you never think about! 
If you want to buy a railway ticket, 
will they accept a cheque? Will any¬ 
body accept a cheque if you want to 
buy anything? Because if you pay by 
cheques it takes months to get it 
cashed. If I want to send money from 
my office in Bombay to my office in 
Delhi or vice versa, 1 can no longer 
send it by cheques; I would have to 
draw the money and' send it by tele¬ 
graphic transfer; otherwise for four or 
even five weeks you will not lay your 
hands on the money; neither the office - 
in Bombay will be able to spend it nor 
the office in Delhi will be able to 
spend that money. On«e I received a 
cheque from Calcutta; if took me 
three and half months to cash that 
cheque. When you have this sort of 
fluidity introduced into the market, 
you find that temptations invariably 
increase. I believe that the Tata Iron 
and Steel Company’s monthly pay roll 
is Rs. 85 lakhs or something like that 
I may be wrong but this is the story I 
heard. In order to collect Rs. 85 
lakhs a month, a manhunt is started 
in three States to get that much 
through the banking system to pay 
their monthly salaries. I know 
in my own constituency their 
are contractors and they have 
to pay their workmen in coins. If 
thev nay Rs. 10,000 in notes they get 
only Rs. 9,000 worth of coins. There 
is a ten per cent premium on coins ! 1 
Thev are talking about black money. 
Do they know what they are talking 
about? Now they have passed these 
absurd ordinances: a new Ordinance 
of fifty per cent DA freeze, which .will 
freeze about Rs- 450 crores in the.first 
year and Rs. 650 crores in the second 
year' arid repay the same to 19 million 
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.people alter two years, with Rs. 300 
crores worth of interest added to it 
which comes to Rs. 1,400 crores. Mr. 
Chavan or his successor will he be able 
to pay after two years, Rs. 1,400 crores 
back to these poor workers? It is all 
very well to get hold of somebody end 
deprive him like this usher or a peon 
.of Rs. 50 in salary a month but how 
have you helped yourself? You have 
damaged him and you have created a 
.bureaucratic headache lor yourself. 
The goods are there in the market and 
somebody is going to buy them, 
because goods are in short supply. 
Whom have you helped?, You have 
•only deprived A so that B can buy 
them. Can prices come down this 
way? Mr. Chavan think the compul¬ 
sory Deposit Scheme will freeze 
Rs. 150 crores. He has to pay interest 
on it. Then the dividend freeze is 
estimated at Rs. 150 in two years. They 
think that is the amount of money they 
will get out of hands of the spending 
public in 2 years. In reality it is not a 
^dividend freeze but it is in fact a 
dividend forfeiture. People who own 
shares have forfeited their dividends 
to somebody else. The people who 
are buying shares today are buying 
'.because the markets are down. The big 
sharks are coming in and buying up 
"the shares. The genuine investors—the 
widow, the poor, the retired man who 
cannot work but who has to live from 
this income—these are the people who 
will suffer. The day the ordinance 
came, the shares crashed to 50 per cent 
of their value. Even after dosing down 
the share market for 5 or 6 days, the 
value was so much down that the big 
sharks came in a big way to buy the 
shares. II this is the way you want to 
run the country, you are welcome to 
do it. Where do you get an oppor¬ 
tunity where overnight the Finance 
Minister creates investment apportunv- 
ties for you? The wealthy people who 
have resources and extra funds will 
have a golden opportunity. That Is 
precisely what heppened. Who gets It 
In the neck? The poor widows, the re- 
* tired people and some honest people 
who Bve on the investment they have 
made In the form of shares. Suppose 
-an Investor has been getting on In¬ 


come of Rs. 1000 per month from, the 
snares on which he has been living.- 
as a result of the ordinance, he may 
now get only somewhere between 
Rs. 400 to 500 instead of RS. 1,000 
which he needs to live. So, he wui 
have to sell his shares at knock down 
prices. The big sharks will again come 
in and purchase the shares. Whom 
have you helped? You have helped 
-the companies which will benefit tre¬ 
mendously because of this rich re¬ 
serve. There was a time when Gov¬ 
ernment passed a law saying you must 
give a minimum dividend of so much. 
Now they are passing a law saying you 
must give a maximum dividend of so 
much. Which is correct? If the first 
law is right, the second is wrong. If 
the second law is right, the first one 
was wrong. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK; Will it not help 
production? 

SHRI PILOO MODY: I suggest you 
say it in your prayers tonight because 
that is the only thing left to you. As 
a result, the income-tax department 
will have some large surprises in store 
for you. 

If I may sum up, these three ordi¬ 
nances will not . increase food or 
industrial production, the prices of 
essential commodities will not come 
down nor will they unearth black 
money. Why then have they passed 
these ordinances and brought forward 
this budget? If you had not done any 
of these things, how much worse off 
or better off would have been your 
position? I think this Is an exercise 
that you in your spare moments should 
go through. If you had not done all 
these things, what would the position 
have been? Now people will be afraid 
to invest in the shares of new com¬ 
panies, capital supply will be reduced 
and there will be added unemployment 
in the coming months. These three 
Ordinances will Increase inflation to 
the tune of Rs. 1,800 crores after two 
years as fellows: D.A. Rs. 1,100 crores, 
interest on DA Rs. 300 crores, CDS 
Rs. 150 crores and administrative ex¬ 
penses, the bottomless Dit and the 
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ruination of the Indian economy, 
Rs. 250 crores, making a total of 
Rs. 1,800 crores. Where are you going 
to get this money from? 

Since education is in the process of 
beginning,—because what they will not 
learn voluntarily, historical compulsion 
will make them learn over period of 
time—1 may say what we have been 
saying for 15 years—that your priori¬ 
ties have been lopsided, you have mis¬ 
used your resources, you have put more 
money into industry whereas you 
should have put it into agriculture. 
This budget is the proof of it. 

After the First Plan in 1955-56 some¬ 
thing went wrong in the mentality of 
the Congress Party. Whether it was 
Nehru’s ^fault, or somebody else’s fault 
is not material, but we embarked on 
a wrong policy since 1956. Compare 
the condition of India in 1956 with the 
condition of India in 1974. In 1956 1 
could have told you what the condi¬ 
tion of India would have been in 1974 
if you pursue this policy. This is the 
inevitable result. Today you are 
reaping the fruits of your socialism. 

For 20 years Indian industry has had 
an uninterrupted growth in this coun¬ 
try. It was more spectacular than 
that of any other country, better than 
that of France, Norway, Canada, Italy, 
Belgium, UK Or USA. It was 12 per 
cent compound and above for an un¬ 
interrupted period of 20 years, except 
for the last two years, when there has 
been a certain amount of stagnation 
because of shortages df raw material 
and power. In spite or this spectacu¬ 
lar growth in industry, what is the 
condition of our country? 

When you have spectacular progress 
on this side, is it any wonder that you 
have been able to explode the bomb in 
Rajasthan? But look at the condition 
of our agriculture. Apart from a little 
lip service, the green revolution and a 
few improved, varieties of seeds, what 
are the inputs that Indian agricul¬ 
turists have been given, particularly 
the small farmer? Has it occurred to 


you that your Five-Year Plans have 
denuded the Indian countryside of all 
economic viability? Has it occurred 
to you that when you talk in terms of- 
irrigation and roads, the infra-struc¬ 
ture, that is the only thing that wif 
ultimately help the small farmer, the- 
little man in the village? Unless you 
bring that economic viability into the 
rural areas, all your plans will be a 
hoax and your sanctimonious senti¬ 
ment of garibi hatao a grand crime- 
that you commit on the rural people of 
this country and that all your talk of 
feeling for the people is meant only 
for the galleries. 

Therefore, a reversal of priorities is 
demanded. I see now here any indi¬ 
cation, either in this budget or in 
the plans, of any precise thinking 
about basic reversal of policy. Unless 
you are prepared to reverse your policy 
of priority from industry to agriculture 
and give agriculture the necessary in¬ 
puts you will aggravate the situation 
further. 

1 have said many occasions in the 
past—I do not know whether 1 should 
repeat it; I will iust rattle them of 
to Shri Chavan, to remind him—that 
there are five things that he has to do' 
if he wants the problems of this coun¬ 
try to come to an end and this country 
should start looking up to a greater 
future of prosperity and happiness. He 
has to do these five things. 

I will just say, one, two, three, four 
and five—I have given the details in 
the past. First, you have to make 
the public sector perform. Second, 
you have to reduce taxes, not increas'* 
them, drastically both direct and in¬ 
direct—every conceivable sort of. tax. 
Also, you have to take the exemptior 
limit of income upto Rs. 15,009. Third, 
you have got to stop all the fiscal ir¬ 
responsibility that has been talked 
about. Fourth, you have to cut ad¬ 
ministrative expenditure. As I told 
Mrs. Indira Gandhi, the other day. and 
r told her again privately in her room, 
to call each one of the Ministers one 
by one and say, “20 per cent cut in 
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your Ministry’s budget or out you 
gb.” I am sure, both Mrs. Gandhi 
and I will be happy to see the backs 
-of many of them. Also, you will re¬ 
joice at least in this part of the House 
which does not share the Treasury 
■Benches! 

Finally, you have to de-license the 
economy. You cannot afford to keep 
20 lakhs of people who from morning 
to night say, no to everything. You 
want a bottle of milk—no; you want 
a ration card—no; you want to build 
a house—no; you want to build 
factory—no; you want to export—no: 
you want to import—no. They know 
nothing but W. We are actually 
keeping them and supporting them, 20 
lakhs of them. You have to de-license 
them, too, and get rid of them. 

While you are getting rid of them, 
start with you r Foreign Exchange De¬ 
partment. Abolish foreign exchange 
control, merely keeping what is known 
as the statistical part of it intact. 
Float the rupee. Even Mr. Bootha- 
lingam, a socialist of steel fame, has 
come out with an article, if you read 
the newspapers, suggesting that the 
rupee should be floated. Perhaps, you 
will listen to him. You did not listen 
to me last year when I gave the same 
advice. 

Ultimately, whatever resources you 
have, you conserve and put them into 
agriculture—roads. railways, affores¬ 
tation, minor irrigation, contour bund¬ 
ing, terracing, water conservation, 
drainage, etc. And if you change 
your priority from industry to agri¬ 
culture, this country can be saved. 

PROF. NARAIN CHAND PARA- 
SHER (Hamirpur): Mr. Chairman, 
Sir, I rise to support the Finance Bill. 

It has been described as an anti- 
inflationary measures and we have to 
look at it from that angle. According 
to the very figures which have been 
brought to our notice by the Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund, India is one 


of those countries where the inflation 
is the highest. At the end of Decem¬ 
ber, 1973, the figure is 24 per cent. 
Chile is a country at the top and some 
other countries are also there. But 
India has also not lagged behind. 
This has added tp the Government’s 
economic burden'. 

Now. various measures have been 
outlined and the Finance Minister has 
give us a dose of fresh faxes in order 
to contain inflation. I have my own 
doubts whether it will be possible to 
contain inflation because I do not find 
any radical departure in the system 
of thinking. It has been agreed on all 
scores, and even the top six econo¬ 
mists have also agreed, that inflation 
has been caused by the multiplicity 
of factors, the chief among them being 
the sluggishness in agricultural pro¬ 
duction and industrial stagnation. 
When we talk of sluggishness in agri¬ 
cultural production, we do not look 
to the monstoons only, we do not look 
to the harvests only but we have to 
see what we have done iff the field of 
agriculture. Mr. Piloo Mody has talk¬ 
ed of 20 years of industrial boom In 
this country. May I remind him that 
the foundations ftfr a parallel econo¬ 
my, the foundations for tax evasion, 
the foundations for black-marketing, 
were laid in this very period of 20 
years by these very industrialists who 
were fond of keeping double registers, 
who were fond of keeping double 
accounts, who were fond of paying 
inspectors and who were fond of in¬ 
dulging in what is commonly known 
as tax evasion. A more blatant rape 
of Indian econdmy cannot be thought 
of. Yet, it has been there. Anyhow, 
that is not the primary concern of ours 
at the moment. Now even the top 
economists agreed that one of the steps 
suggested, namely, immobilishing some 
money in the bank, is a step in the 
right direction. Another step in the 
right direction is examination of the 
ton fifty accounts. My worry and 
anxiety is this. What is the sanctity 
about this figure of 50? Why not 
1.000 or 2,000? We must examine all 
those accounts which run into lakhs 
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of rupees; their number may be 50 or 
1,000 or Mew hundreds, but we must 
examine every, acount that runs above 
a lakh of rupees. Then alone we will 
be able to do justice to this, money 
which is being locked up by certain 
persons, and. which is being rotated 
here and there. 


I have also realised the various Im¬ 
pacts of the taxation proposals. One 
that is the least palatable to me is the 
tax on paper which has been outlined 
by the Finance Minister in his speech. 
He has given various shades of differ¬ 
ences in the paper. The n ext day 
after the introduction of the Finance 
Bill in the Lok Sabha, I happened to 
ring up the government office and I 
wanted to know what were the variet¬ 
ies of paper which had been taxed 
and what were the varieties of paper 
which in actual practice had been 
left out' But they were unable to 
tell me anything. They said that it 
was very difficult to distinguish the 
various kinds of paper which were 
being used for exercise books; there 
were exercise books which required 
art paper, specially for the subject of 
drawing, and there were exercise 
books which required paper of other 
varieties I could not get a Clear dis¬ 
tinction as to what had been' taxed 
and what had not bSen taxed. 


As you are aware, the cost of ex¬ 
ercise books in this country which is 
having the highest rate of illiteracy 
is very high. Even children in schools 
find it difficult to get exercise books. 
There i* also shortage of text books. 
Now on top of that, there is tax on 
Paper. 


I also do not find any justification 
for taxing cement. The jffgument that 
there is shortage of cement and that 
profiteering is going on and raising a 
tax or imposing a fresh duty on it 
would bring down this shortage—I do 
not agree with it at all. What is re¬ 
quired is increase in production of 
cement 


I would plead with the Finance 
Minister even at this, late stage that 
there Is some scope left for what is 
called integrated planning. The tfl" 
economists of this country have agreed 
that long term measures for fighting 
inflation include encouragement to 
medium scale industries and small 
scale industries. These big projects 
would not lead us anywhere: once 
there is a power failure, once there Is 
a crisis, in Bhakra, for example, the 
entire economy would come to a 
grinding halt. You have to come 
down to medium scale industries and 
medium scale projects. You have to 
have a survey of the natural re¬ 
sources. 

Here J. want to give one example 
The Geological Survey of India has 
given the report that the Bllaspur re¬ 
gion of Himachal Pradesh contains 105 
million tonnes of rock stone which is 
very conducive for production of ‘A’ 
grade quality of cement and yet, no* 
body has ever thought of having a 
cement factory there. The other day 
I had asked a question in the Lok 
Sabha and the reply was that Govern¬ 
ment was not thinking of having any 
plant there. Nobody has thought of 
using the natural resources there. We 
have failed to generate employment 
for the people there; we have failed 
to exploit the natural resources there; 
and the result is that we have landed 
up with shortage of cement. And on 
top of that, tax is levied on cement. 

I want to ask the Finance Minister 
why he has left out pink wine. If 
people want to make merry and live 
in fanciful imagination with intoxica¬ 
tion, let. them pay more for it. Even 
in countries like Japan, where the bill 
for menu is 1200 yen, one has to pay 
20 per cent as corporate tax. If peo¬ 
ple want to drink, if they do not want 
to go in all out for prohibition, let 
there be three times the tax on wine 
and let the people who want to make 
merry, who want to indulge in luxur¬ 
ies pay more for it. Taxing paper and 
taxing cement because the poor peo¬ 
ple want to build houses, because the 
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poor 1160916*8 children are going to 
schools and leaving wine outside the 
taxation net is hardly lair to the peo¬ 
ple of India. 

Talking of the integrated planning 
I want to request the hon. finance 
Minister that there should be some 
machinery to ensure that the indus¬ 
trial production goes up. But how 
will the industrial production 
go up? There is no AUad’.n 
lamp. Nobody comes forward 
with a new scheme. There are criti¬ 
cal conditions like political instability 
in West Bengal. So money flows 
from West Bengal to this side. There 
are some other disturbances which 
are beyond our control. But, there is 
certainly one thing in our control. 
That is what is called the creation of 
the necessary infra-structure. We are 
willing to give infra-structure to those 
areas where the natural resources are 
located and industries are coming up. 
If you are giving railways and roads 
near the forest areas, you can set up 
forest-based industries. If you are 
going to create these infra-structure 
facilities along the areas where the 
mineral belt is located, then, only this 
morning there was a reference of 
connecting the mine-fields with the 
railway lines and I welcome such a 
step. But why totally ban all new 
railway lines? I do not appreciate the 
suggestion of the Planning Commis¬ 
sion cutting down all new railway 
lines and cutting down the Central 
Road Fund, simply because you want 
to combat inflation. Money spent in 
developmental expenditure is the sur¬ 
est way to generate more and more 
employment, it is the surest way to 
exploit the natural resources of the 
country and is the surest way to give 
a boost to agriculture and is the surest 
way to augment production. 

We talk about agriculture. 70-80 
per cent of our people live on agricul¬ 
ture and 45 per cent of the total In¬ 
come of India comes from Agriculture. 
But how do we augment the produc¬ 
tion in agriculture? There are pro¬ 
jects which are held up because of 
inter-State quarrels. Why not ask 
these States to come to a quick settle- 
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ment? Or why not take up all these 
areas directly under the central sector 
and give a green signal to all these 
projects, for the country is starving, 
the States are quarrelling while the 
waters are going to the sea and the 
crops are falling. Why not we rise to 
the occasion and to meet the failure 
of the big projects, start some small 
projects like tapping of small rivers 
and streams which will give a boost 
to agriculture so that you can have 
assured irrigation. I have no figures 
with me, but I think, more than 60 
per cent of the Indian farmers depend 
on' rains and the monsoon and they 
will be benefited if small irrigation 
projects can be managed. 


Then you talk of shortage of power. 
You say in your speech that various 
projects have failed because of short¬ 
age of power. But we hear and read 
in papers so many cases where electri¬ 
city is stolen and meters are interfer¬ 
ed with but no power to the fertiliser 
factory. The fertiliser factory at 
Nangal has to be closed due to power 
shortage. Orders go from here to 
close it down for two days. Have you 
got the expert opinion' in the matter? 
Sometimes it takes 4 days to restart 
the closed factory. How do you ex¬ 
pect them to close it down for two 
days. It is simply a language the 
engineers there do not understand and 
the authorities here do not realise the 
implications. 


I would request that we should give 
subsidy in respet of fertilisers. The 
poor farmer cannot afford the high 
cost of the fertiliser. In Jammu and 
Kashmir rice is supplied at 44 paise 
per kg. for those whose income is be¬ 
low Rs. 500 asd over Rs. 500 they get 
is at 88 paise per kg. I think it 
would be better that even if you do 
not give subsidy for the foodgrains in 
the rest of India, at least you should 
give subsidy for fertilisers so that we 
may produce more rice to feed the 
people in the other States. 
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All that 1 want to lay stress on is that 
the system of priority and various 
subsidies has to be worked out. There 
is nothing sacrosanct in this. Unless 
you augment the smaller gpd minor 
irrigation projects, unless you ensure 
creation oi adequate infrastructure in 
the form of railways and railwayliqes, 
roads, etc., in tine backward areas and 
unless you are also able to create 
developments in the areas which have 
been left undeveloped or underdeve¬ 
loped, we shslJl not able to contain 
the inflation. 


reducing the consumption. I think 
that the finance Minister's proposals 
are correct * n selecting rightly those 
items which are not going to affect 
very much 'the commonman. I think 
my hon. friends from the Opposition 
said that the remedy was worse than 
the disease. Having said that, they 
have pot suggested anything as to how 
tp stop the inflation. I am sure that 
in a few months’ time, it will be con¬ 
tained. Apart from this, the hon. 
Minister has also taken many meas¬ 
ure? about which J shall speak later 
on.

SHRI S. R. DAMANI ($hojapur): 
Mr. Chairman, 8ir, 1 rise to support 
the Finance Bill. It is a fact that the 
prices, in the last four or five months, 
have increased with a greater speed. 
The reason for this increase is due not 
only to the shortage or lower produc¬ 
tion but algo dqe to certain other rea¬ 
sons about which 1 shall speak later 
on.

In the last two years, the nature 
was pot kind enough- Agricultural 
production has not increased on 
account of persistent failure of mon¬ 
soon. Also, due to this, our hydel 
plants could not be worked for gener¬ 
ation of necessary power. As a result 
of this, our industrial production too 
has suffered. We have suffered in 
our industrial production due to les¬ 
ser power supply. If you take up 
even the developed countries, you will 
find that inflation and deficit financing 
have taken place there too. I shall 
read out only a few .words from the 
Report pf the Federal Reserve Bunk 
of Hew York- In its Annual Report 
1973, they have observed us follows. 
I quote:— 


“Inflation re-emergd as the para¬ 
mount economic problem in the 
United States in 1973 exploding 
with a force not seen since the 
early days of the Roreao war. The 
stage in inflation is not confined to 
the United States, tor prices ?«>se 
even more rapidly in Western 
Europe and Japan....” 

Sir, in USA the prices rose by 8 per 
cent; in U. K. by 6.10 per cent; in 
Japan by 17 per cent in Brazil by 34 
per cent and in Thailand by 16' per 
cent. So, it is a world-wide phenome¬ 
non and it has affected our country 
also. But we cannot remain compla¬ 
cent. Government have taken many 
measures in this direction. 
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The first measure is the credit 
squeeze. Advances have been curtail¬ 
ed to a great extent and all big acco¬ 
unts are going to be scrutinised so 
that no one can accumulate more in¬ 
ventories. He cannot keep the slocks 
with public finance. This is a very 
strong action which the Finance Minis¬ 
ter has taken and it has started show¬ 
ing results. 

I 

The second measure is regarding 
compulsory deposits. Though it is 
going to affect poor people I can say 
with personal knowledge that the 
workers are not unhappy with it. 
They say they will have some savings 
and get more money after two or 
three years. 

The third measure is freezing of divi¬ 
dends and also increase in the bank rate 
and the rate of interest. This is a severe 
action. The intention is to mop up the 
surplus money by offering more inte¬ 
rest. The rate of interest offered by 
banks is now 10 per cent. Now, here 
I have to make one suggestion. Along 
with this increase in the rate of inte¬ 
rest the exemption limit of Rs. 3000/- 
be increased. Why I say sr> is previ¬ 
ously any person depositing Rs. 40,000/- 
at the rate of 7£ per cent got Rs* 3000/- 
interest but now when the rate of 
interest has been increased to 10£ per 
cent any person with a deposit of 
Rs. 28,000/- could get an interest of 
Rs. 3,000/-. Therefore, it will be a 
disincentive to keep more money and 
he will divert the money to other 
agencies. Therefore, I suggest this 
exemption limit should be increased. 
I hope the hon. Minister will consider 
this suggestion. 

Now, I come to the reasons which 
have resulted in rise in prices. There 
are two reasons. Our semibomla eco- 
nomits have submitted a memorandum 
to the government that the deposit 
in the banks be frozen by 30 per cent 
and the hundred rupee currency 
notes also‘by 30 per cent. They only got 
publicity in the press for their sugges¬ 


tions. They did not think about how 
it was going to affect the money sup¬ 
ply and how it was going to affect the 
public. They were only worried about 
how to get publicity. Otherwise they 
would have crane to the Finance Minis¬ 
ter and talked to him privately and 
made the suggestions to him and con¬ 
vinced him; if he would have agreed, 
that would have been all right; other¬ 
wise, they should have dropped it. 
But instead of doing that, they went 
to the press, gave publicity to their 
scheme, arranged public meetings and 
lectures. The net result is that this 
has affected the public confidence. 
Their confidence in bank deposits and 
in the currency notes has been affect¬ 
ed or reduced. The result is that 
everybody wants to keep back some 
commodity with him instead of depo¬ 
siting money in the bank. When there 
is acute shortage of commodities and 
there are rising prices this kind of 
statement from their side has only 
aggravated the situation. They were 
only publicity-minded without think¬ 
ing of the consequences of their action. 

The Wanchoo Committee had made 
several recommendations. One of 
them was regarding demonetisation of 
currency. Government had examined 
it properly and come to the proper 
conclusion. They knew from past 
experience in Burma what exactly had 
happened and therefore, they have not 
accepted the Wanchoo Committee’s 
recommendation in this regard. 


Therefore, I would suggest that 
before anybody makes any statement, 
he should bear in mind the interests 
of the public, scrutinise it from that 
angle and see how it is going to affect 
the economy of the country and then 
only make it. Otherwise, vhen the 
country is facing so much of difficulty 
on account of shortages, this kind of 
statement which confuses the mind of 
the public is not advisable. 


Lastly, I would suggest that Gov¬ 
ernment should take the reponsibibty 
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for strengthening the public distribu¬ 
tion system. They should take the 
responsibility of supplying at least to 
the Government employees at the 
Centre and in the States and the in¬ 
dustrial employees the necessities of 
life which are required, at a fixed 
price for about six months. Procure¬ 
ment of these things should be made 
at a fair market pnee and these should 
be supplied to the employees at a fixed 
price so that dearness allowance can be 
checked. If we could strengthen our 
distribution system, then most of our 
problems would be solved. 


With these words, I support the Bill. 

SHRI BIRENDEr SINGH RAO 
(Mahendragarh): The Finance Minis¬ 
ter has come forward with a second 
Finance' Bill wanting to raise a sum 
of Rs. 232 crores additionally during 
the year. Last time also, through the 
first Finance Bill he raised a similar 
amount of Rs. 232 crores. He seems 
to have put some astrological value on 
this figure of Rs. 232 crores. Normally, 
taxes should be levied and the people 
should be prepared to pay if they 
want to see the country develop fast. 
But I oppose this measure because I 
am not convinced that this money 
will be spent for the development of 
the nation. 

There has been so much wastage in 
the past that one cannot help thinking 
that this is another large sum being 
taken out from the pockets of the 
people to support a very corrupt and 
inefficient administration. The 
Finance Minister has said that the gap 
in railway difficit is increasing. He 
wants more money to meet the re¬ 
quirement of food subsidy, for which 
only Rs. 100 crores was provided in 
the original budget. Even a child 
could know that this Rs. 100 crores 
was not sufficient to meet the require¬ 
ment of food subsidy. I wonder how 
the Finance Minister then thought that 
this was sufficient amount. Be also 
wants money to raise the emoluments 
of the defence services personnel. After 


the last war with Pakistan, we were 
hoping that Government would pay due 
attention towards the well being of 
soldiers. But nothing was done for 
them. There was no proposal to raise 
their pay and pensions in the original 
budget. Now suddenly love seems to 
have appearred in Government’s mind 
for servicemen. I cannot say whether 
it is because their utility has now 
been realised on account of the repres¬ 
sive use for which the defence ser¬ 
vices have been employed recently in 
putting down the railway strike, in 
meeting the agitations in Gujarat and 
Bihar. But even now if Government 
is really wanting money to pay the 
soldiers better, I will support it pro¬ 
vided there is an assurance that a large 
portion of this additional revenue will 
be spent towards making the condi¬ 
tions in our defence services better. 

The railway budgetary gap should 
not increase. If only they stop the 
leakage and pilferage in the revenues 
of the railways and in the parcel goods 
section, I think the railways could 
make some profit. It is the biggest 
state undertaking. If they cannot stop 
corruption in the railways, let them 
accept my suggestion. It will also 
solve the problem of the unemploy¬ 
ment of educated people. Millions in 
our country are without employment. 
The biggest corruption is found in the 
railways. Nothing done without money. 
You cannot get reservations, you can¬ 
not book your goods, you cannot get 
wagons, you cannot do anything. Now 
if all these educated unemployed peo¬ 
ple are placed in service in place of 
the present employees without pay, 
they will certainly be happy to serve. 

I undertake to supply as many of peo¬ 
ple as they want and I also guarantee 
that these new people working with¬ 
out pay will not be more corrupt than 
what the present cadre. That way 
they can easily make a profit of 
Rs. 500 out of the deficit. 

There has been talk about austerity 
and simplicity in living. I think this 
should start from the top. At pre¬ 
sent, what do we see? The new Con* 
gress i» a party of the new rich. New 
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fashions are being set. You find peo¬ 
ple in 1 responsible plates itt polities 
close to the ruling party having import¬ 
ed cars, smoking imported cigars, being 
fond of foreign wines and also foreign 
wives. You find hotels ami motels, 
restaurants and bars coming up, new 
buildings popping up all alone the 
road. You see the States, several of 
them, having more thah one Raj 
Bhavan. Mr. Ghavah's State of Maha¬ 
rashtra has three Jlaj Rhavans; it can¬ 
not do with one. West Bengal has 
three Raj Rhavans. M6st of the 
States in Ihdia have got at least two: 
U.F.. Bifear. Orissi, Assam, Rajasthan, 
Tamilnandu and M.P, (Interruptions) 
The expenditure On the maintenance 
of Raj Bhavans comes to about t crore 
of rupees annually. I suggest that 
all non-development expenditure must 
be drastically cut and that is the way 
they sfeould show to the nation. Thpy 
have been talking about the increasing 
bill of oil import but I do not think 
the Finance Ministry is really bothered 
about foreign exchange position. A 
few days pack we saw a rally in Delhi. 
About h/)00 trucks and buses were 
brought from Punjab, Haryana, U.P., 
M.P. and other distant places; they 
must have consumed at least a million 
litres pf petrol. This was a total 
waste. Punjab alone sent about 2,000 
trucks and bases, as if Punjab was an 
Arab sheikdom and petrol was flowing 
free.... 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (ChirOyin- 
krl): What did you do about Bihar 
where J. P. in doing it?

Hydro-Electric Projects for Karnataka 
in Fifth Plan 

*346. SHRI B. V. NA1K: Will the 
Minister of IRRIGATION AND 
POWER be pleased to state: 

(a) the • hydro-electric projects 
which are proposed to be taken up in 
North Kanaxa district of Karnataka 
State in the Fifth Five Year Plan; and 


(b) the time by which they are ex¬ 
pected to be finalised? 

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION 
AND POWER (SHRI K. C. PANT): 
(a) and (b). A statement is laid on 
the Table of the House. 

STATEMENT 

(a) and (b). The Kalinadi Hydro 
Electric Scheme Stage I (Phases I & 
II) is at present under construction 
and is expected to yield benefits of 
775 MW in the Fifth Plan and 135 MW 
in the Sixth Plan. The Karnataka 
Government have further submitted 
project reports on the following pro¬ 
jects in the North Kanara District:— 


(i) Kalinadi—Stage TI . 22t MW 

‘2j UdJti .... 210 MW 

(j) Gcsoppa Tuilracc . 240 MW 

These projects arc under examina¬ 
tion. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: The statement 
does not give a clear answer as to the 
time by which the decision is expected 
to be finalised. I hope this informa¬ 
tion will be furnished. May I know 
from the hon. Minister whether he is 
aware of a specific complaint made 
by the hon. Minister for Public Works 
Department in the Government of 
Karnataka on the 15th July, 1974, at 
an Informal Consultative Committee 
Meeting of the MPs from Karnataka 
belonging to all parties that it seems 
as though the Karnataka hydro-elec¬ 
tric projects are over-looked in favour 
of projects in some other States, 
particularly in States like UP? May I 
know whether it has been brought to 
his rotice officially 01 unofficially and, 
if so, what he proposes to do about it? 

SHRI K. C. PANT: It has not been 
brought to my notice. As It was an 
informal meeting, presumably the 
Minister did not want t 0 bring It to 
my notice either. 
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SHRI B. V. NAIK,: The Informal 
Consult stive Committee has been con- 
stitute<l under a valid order of the 
State Government of Karnataka and 
the proceedings of its meetings are 
invariably circulated. I would request 
the hon. Minister to go through the 
proceedings for verification of the facts 
stated. 

MR. SPEAKER: His first question 
was whether it was conveyed to the 
Minister. Now he asks the Minister 
to go through it. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: May I know 
from the hon. Minister whether the 
Karnataka State Government has pro¬ 
claimed its competence to execute not 
only Kalinadi, Badti and Gersoppa 
but also Agnasini and. if so, what are 
the reasons for Agnasini hydro-elec¬ 
tric project not being taken up? 

SHRI K. C. PANT: Since he has 
repeated the first part of the question, 
I would like to inform him that the 
Fifth Plan has been finalised before I 
took charge of the Ministry of Irriga¬ 
tion and Power and all the projects 
have also been finalised. Whether It 
is a project in UP or Karnataka, all 
of them have been finalised. In any 
case, I do not think such. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Insinuation. 

SHRI K. C. PANT: Well, I would 
not use the word “insinuation” for 
Shri Naik. But such suggestions are 
not very helpful or useful. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: They are not my 
suggestions. This was mentioned in 
the Informal Consultative Committee. 
I have simply brought it to his notice. 

SHRI K. C. PANT: That is an 
improvement. 

I have given the names of the pro¬ 
jects the reports of which are under 
consideration. I will be frank with 
Shri Naik and tell him that just now 
our efforts are to get a little more 
assistance for Kalinadi projects so that 
whatever has been taken up for power 
generation in the Fifth Han for Kar¬ 
nataka is achieved in the present 


situation of scarcity of resources. I 
have had discussions with the Minister 
for Power of Karnataka and also the 
Finance Minister and they had also 
some discussion among themselves so 
as to find out ways and means of 
assuring at least the Implementation 
of the Fifth Plan targets. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: The major 
problem confronting the country is 
power shortage. Karnataka has got 
gifts of nature which can be exploited 
and utilized for the betterment of the 
country’s developmental activities. 

In this background, I would like to 
pose a question. Kalinadi Projecf is 
one of the major projects that have 
been contemplated by the State Gov¬ 
ernment. The financial position of the 
State is really bad. I would like to 
know whether it has been brought to 
the notice of the Government time 
and again by the Members of Parlia¬ 
ment and also by the Stdte Govern¬ 
ment that to meet the situation, to 
execute the projecf, the Centre should 
give financial assistance for it. I 
want a categorical assurance from the 
hon. Minister whether he would treat 
this project as a national project and 
see that all financial help is given to 
meet the situation and execute the 
project at an early date. 

SHRI K. C. PANT: If he would not 
commit me to extra resources, I would 
treat all the State projects as national 
projects. They are national projects 
in the sense that they are serving the 
interests of not only the States but 
various regions. This is a very 
important projects. As I told him 
earlier I have had discussions on this 
recently with the Power Minister from 
Karnataka and with the Finance 
Minister at the Centre also. They 
have had discussions among them¬ 
selves. He would not expect me to 
reveal what has transpired in these 
discussions. But it is our effort to see if 
some additional resources can be 
found for the Kalinadi Project, at any 
rate, what is requited. This is a big 
project. I will have an impact not 
only on Karnataka blit on the Whole 
of the south. 
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SHRI P. SHJENQY; I would like 
to know Jfrom 4fre hon. Minister the 
estimated cost of Kalinadi Project 
which would generate about 1,000 MW 
of electricity and the amount that 
will be given to the State Government 
by the Centre as assistance for imple¬ 
menting this project. 

SHRI K. C. PANT: The estimated 
cost of Kalinadi Project Stage 1 is Rs. 
147 erores. During the Fourth Plan 
an expenditure of Rs. 30.65 erores has 
been incurred. Rs. 116.65 erores will 
be the spill-over in the Fifth Plan. As 
far as the Central assistance goes, 
whereas in the Fourth Plan, in the 
last two years, some Central assis¬ 
tance was given outside the Plan, 
from the Fifth Plan onwards, 
during the first year of the 
Fifth Plan, the assistance has been 
given to Karnataka as a part of the 
block grant given to the State. So far 
as earmarking goes, there is no ear¬ 
marking for this project. There is 
only a block grant. For power as a 
whole, Rs. 25 erores has been agreed 
!o during the Annual Plan discussions 
with the Chief Minister of Karnataka 
held in February, 1974 by the Plan¬ 
ning Commission. This is in respect 
of 1974-75. I have already indicated 
in an earlier answer the uptodate 
position , in the matter. 

SHRI J. MATHA GOWDER: I want 
to know whether the new power pro¬ 
jects to be sanctioned, will be affected 
by the new policy of re-structuring 
power production in the country. 

SHRI K. C. PANT: If * have under¬ 
stood him rightly he wants to know 
whether the restructing of the' electri¬ 
city supply industry Will affect the 
rower projects. The restructuring is 
intended only to help the projects. If 
at all they will be affected, they will 
be affected h) a positive direction. 

SHRI VENKATASUBBAIAH: 

The Kalinadi Project is a continuing 
project and,, even according to the 
estimates qf the Planning Commission, 
there will he a huge (ftP with regard 
to the target and the achievement of 
power production the ceuntry. 
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Keeping this in view and also the 
urgent necessity of having power pro¬ 
duction in order to accelerate our 
agricultural production as well as 
industrial development, may I ask the 
hon. Minister whether he can 
approach the world agency, like, the 
World Bank to complete these projects 
whose estimates are jumping up. For 
instance, the estimates of the power 
project of Srisailem have gone up 
from Rs. 36 erores to Rs. 126 erores. 
So it has become unproductive and is 
adding to inflation. Considering all 
these factors, may I know whether 
projects like Kalinadi. Srisailam and 
other continuing projects will be 
taken out from the purview of the 
State sector and will be completed so 
that power production can be accele¬ 
rated? 

SHRI K. C. PANT: So far as addi-~ 
tional resources for power sector are 
concerned, this is a matter under dis¬ 
cussion within the Government, and 
the Ministry of Finance and the Plan¬ 
ning Commission have to see to what 
extent anything is possible. It is very 
difficult for me to say anything cate¬ 
gorical in that regard. 

But so far as World Bank or any 
foreign assistance is concerned, I 
would only point out that it may add 
to the foreign exchange resources of 
the country but may not add to the 
rupee resources, and rupee resources 
are needed in any case. So, this is 
not an answer to the problem. 

Expansion of Activities of K.VJ.C. 

*347 SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: 

' SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN: 

VTill the Minister of INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT AND SCIENCE 
AND TECHNOLOGY be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether the Khadi and Village 
Industries Commission propose to ex¬ 
pand As activities considerably during 
the year 1974-75; 

(b) if so, the outlines thereof; 
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(c) whether the Commission also 
propose to improve the working con¬ 
ditions of its employees; and 

(d) if so, the facts thereof? 

THL DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INDUSTRIAL DEVE¬ 
LOPMENT (SHRI ZIAUR RAHMAN 
ANSARI): (a) and (b). Although it 
was envisaged that sizeable expansion 
of all activities would be undertaken 
by the Khadi and Village Industries 
Commission during the year 1974-75 
it may not be possible to do so now 
due to the stringent financial position. 

(c) and (d). The Khadi and Village 
Industries Commission proposes to 
revise the pay and other allowances of 
its employees on the pattern of the 
Central Government employees con¬ 
sistent with the recommendations of 
the Third Pay Commission. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVT: I would 
like to deal with the second part of 
the question, namely,, the working 
conditions of the employees. It is a 
pity that there is no regulation or law 
for safeguarding the working condi¬ 
tions of the employees. About the 
Chairman of the Khadi and Village 
Industries Commission, a lot of stories 
are current among the workers and if 
what we hear is true, then it is a dis¬ 
grace and shame that such a man is 
continuing as the Chairman. And he 
is a person belonging to Gandhigram! 
There are no valid reasons for trans¬ 
ferring the employees; it is all left to 
the sweetwill and pleasure of the 
Chairman. One gentleman who has 
his wife and three'children has been 
transferred in 1961, 1963, 1964, 1965, 
1966, 1967, 1968, 1969, 1970; almost 
every year he has been transferred to 
Gauhati, Madras, etfc. This shows that 
the management of Khadi and Village 
Industries Commission are troubling 
and teasing the workers to the maxi¬ 
mum. I would like to know from the 
hon. Minister what he proposes to do 
to give job security and a little pro¬ 
tection to the workers; 

SHRI ZIAUR RAHMAN ANSARI: 
As far as the working conditions of 
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the employees of the Khadi and Vil¬ 
lage Industries Commission are con¬ 
cerned, KVIC is implementing the 
recommendations of the Third Pay 
Commission and the non-g&zetted 
employees of KVIC would be brought 
on par with the Central Government 
employees. 

As far as this particular instance is 
concerned—of one employee of the 
Khadi and Village Industries Com¬ 
mission having been transferred al¬ 
most every year—, I do not have the 
facts at this time. But if the lion. 
Member has got any information of 
any genuine difficulty and is aware 
of the circumstances under which he 
was transferred, he can write to us 
and we will look into it. 

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT AND SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY AND AGRICULTURE 
(SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM): In any 
event, this could not have happened 
under the present Chairman of the 
Commission who came in only later. 1 
do not understand the insinuation 
which the hon. Member was making 
against the present Chairman who is 
known to everybody, who is a very 
well known figure. Unless it is sub¬ 
stantiated, I would respectfully sub¬ 
mit, it is not good to make such an 
insinuation. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: This is 
what the employees of the Khadi and 
Village Industries Commission told me. 
I wanted to know whether this was 
correct 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: A res¬ 
ponsible Member cannot say anything 
without verifying.. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: The Chair¬ 
man has not even cared to reply - to 
my letter. If you think that I am a 
responsible Member of Parliament, 
then you should ask the Chairhian to 
reply to my letters. When we write 
letters to the Chairman', if he did not 
care to reply to. otir letters, then What 
should' be done, Sir? 
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MR, SPEAKER: The hon. Member 
is not listening to me. The Minister 
lias replied to you and he says that if 
there is any particular case in respect 
of my particclar official, it is much 
better if the Member takes it up with 
the Minister rather than raising it 
here. 

SIIRI VAYALAR RAVI: This is a 
vast organization. I am talking 
seriously. I agree with the Minister 
th it a responsible Member should not 
ciake such charges in the House. But 
Sir, he would also agree that when 
a responsible Member of Parliament 
writes to the Chairman, it is the duty 
r.f the Chairman to reply to his letters. 
His PA shows now respect and when 
we send letters, there is no reply. I 
have pointed out a specific case and 
you imagine the plight of the family. 

MU.'SPEAKER: No question of a 
debate here. You please ask your 
question. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: Anyhow, 
uv the Minister said that he would look 
ii,U» the case, I will give it to him. 

My second question is: many of the 
projects in Kerala, especially in Paya- 
noor and Emakulam districts have not 
been taken up due to lack of funds. 
These projects, if executed, would 
provide a lot of employment to the 
rural population. Though the financial 
position is somewhat not so easy, I 
would like to know from the Minister 
whether in view of the unemployment 
situation he will give special con¬ 
sideration to Khadi and village pro¬ 
jects in Kerala. 

SHRI ZIAUR RAHMAN ANSAR1: 
This is a. suggestion and we will look 
into it. 

SHRI MOHAN RAJ KALINGA- 
RAYARr. I would like to know from 
the hon. Minister whether and how lar 
the Khadi and Village Industries Com¬ 
mission has expanded in Tamil Nadu 
and if so, how many industries have 
been set upland where? 

SHRI ZIAUR RAHMAN AN SARI: 
I am afraid I do not have tha State- 
wise figures with me now. 
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MR. SPEAKER: It is a general 
question. Yours is a particular one. 
about Tamil Nadu. 

SHRI MOHANRAJ KALINGA- 
RAYAIi: It is very easy for me to got 
it. If ihe Minister does not have the 
information, what is he for? 

MR. SPEAKER: Instead of realising 
the scope of the question, you are just 
coming right On the Minister. Some¬ 
thing very unusual. It is outside the 
■opt. of the question.

But the difficulty is that, we 
do not have enough funds to ex¬ 
pand the programme of Khadl and 
Village ' Industries Commission.

3HRI MADHURYYA HALDAR: 
The Khadi industry workers borrow 
mon.iy from the private money lend¬ 
ers and they are to pay high rate 
of interest; they are forced to sell 
their produce at a very low price. 
By this way the. workers are being 
cheated. Therefore I want to know 
whether the Government will advise 
the Khadi and Village Industries 
Board to lend money to the khadi 
woikers and the small weavers of 
villages at the time of their need 
with a view to expand the khadi 
progractme. 


SHKI C. SUBRAMANIAM: The 
Khadi and Village Industries Com¬ 
mission does not take up projects 
directly. It offers aid to State Gov¬ 
ernments/ institutions concerned to 
take up these projects and if there is 
any suggestion with regard to that 
point, the hon. Member may make 
it to the State Government. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD: I 
want to know whether the work of 
the Commission is hampered due to 
lack of finance or mismangement? Is 
it a fact that the recommendations of 
the Ashoka Mehta Committee, where 
the present Chairman and many 
members were the members, have 
not so far been implemented either 
by the Government or by the mem¬ 
bers themselves? Is it not a fact 
that the Public Accounts Committee 
had gone into it in a very detailed 
way at out the Commission’s func¬ 
tioning? They have recommended 
certain things which have never 
been implemented by the Members of 
the .Commission. May be, because 
they have built up an empire in 
Khadi Board, these may not be con¬ 
ductive for the functioning of the 
Khadi Board. I want to know 
from the hon. Minister as to what 
has been done with regard to this. 

SPRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: There 
is always scope for improvement in 
the functioning of an Institution. As 
far as Ashoka Mehta Committee’s re¬ 
commendations are concerned, they 
are quite different from the question 
put down here. That was with re¬ 
ference to various other Village 
Industries. They are being linked 
with the khadi and they have also 
a programme which would have 
to be taken up by various State 
Governments and the Village Indus- 
ries Commission is assisting the vari¬ 
ous State Government for this 
purpose. The question here is 
whether there is amy expansion of 
the activities of the Village In¬ 
dustries »Commission. .1 am ooiry 
the hon, Members has put it in a 
way which may reflect against the 
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fune Honing of the Village Industries 
Commission. That is because of the 

non -availability of funds. That is 
a general constraint. Resources 
come in the way of their functioning.

SilRI K. GOPAL: Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, one of the activities of the Khadi 
ami Village Industries Commission is 
to put up gobar gas plants in view 
of the fuel shortage. I would like 
to know from the Minister whether 
they will allot some funds for the 
go bar gas plants. 

SHRI ZIAUR RAHMAN AN SARI: 
With regard to gobar gas plants, in 
1974-75, the Commission proposed to 
set up 5,585 gobar gas plants, 
out of its own programme of assis¬ 
tance. In addition, under the special 
programme of the Ministry of Agri¬ 
culture, in the context of fuel and fer¬ 
tiliser shortage, it is proposed to set 
up 20,900 gobar gas plants through¬ 
out the country during the current 
year. 

SHRI P. t». MAVALANKAR: We 
know that fcj our country there are 
some centres and areas where quality 
khadi is produced. We also know 
that some village industries are so 
rare and scarce that there are only 
a few localised centres for this in¬ 
dustry.

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: I am 
afraid, the latter part of his ques¬ 
tion requires notice because, I do not 
have the figures with me. But as 
far as I could recollect, there is no 
great disparity between the emolu¬ 
ments which the Chairman receives 
and other officials receive. That 5s 
all kept in mind, particularly, taking 
into account that this is a reference 
to the khadi which is representative 
of the poor people of India. With re¬ 
gard to the other aspect, namely han¬ 
dicrafts, which are disappearing now 
we took up some projects, but it ulti¬ 
mately depends upon how far there 
are markets for the products. Tak¬ 
ing that into account, there is a 
programme to help these artisans with 
new and modern techniques and 
modern tools so that they may im¬ 
prove the technology and improve the 
quality of the products also. This 
is one of the programmes of the 
Khadi and Village Industries Com¬ 
mission.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING (SHRI DHARAM 
BIR SINHA): (a) Out of 2,400 vil¬ 
lages to be selected for re¬ 
ception, 1,400 have already been 
selected. The selection of re¬ 
maining villages is in progress. 

(b) The Base Production Centres in 
Hyderabad. Cuttak and Delhi have 
been essablished and he production of 
programmes has already started. 

Persons who would be appointed 
to look after the TV receivers will be 
given necessary training by ISRO at 
the time of installation of the TV 
Community Viewing sets. 

SHRI VISWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: The hon. Minister has stated 
that the training of the personnel will 
be done when the sets are actually in¬ 
stalled. The hon. Minister will bo 
aware that TV programmes include 
programmes on science for students. 
So, such summary training will not do 
justice to the objectives of the pro¬ 
gramme. The maintenance of a TV 
is a complex matter and such improptu 
on-site training. I think it will not 
serve the purpose. I would like to 
know whether such personnel are 
available in the 1,400 villages that 
have already been selected. 

THE MINISTER OF INFORMATION 
AND BROADCASTING (SHRI I. K. 
GUJRAL): My hon. friend is mixing 
up two or three things. The persons 
who will be appointed in these villages 
will be the care-takers who will be 
there to start the programme and 
close it and switch off the set when 
the programme is over, and also take 
care of the set. 

So far as maintenance is con¬ 
cerned the ISRO has organised sepa¬ 
rate teams in look after the 
sets that would be functioning. 


So far as science programmes and 
other programmes are concerned which 
are going to be telecast to 
the villages, we are trying 
to link them up with the 
extension services available..in those 
areas so that while, for instance', an 
agricultural programme is on, its in¬ 
terpretation is possible and discussion 
may follow thereafter and similarly 
for educational programmes for 
schools etc. So, I do not think that 
there would be any difficulty. The 
people who are to be trained for these 
sets will be trained by the ISRO a 
month or so earlier, because to train 
them Idt- looking after the set is not 
a very complicated thing. 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: I shall satisfy myself with 
this answer. And yet I have a second 
question to ask. In view of the fact 
that TV is a powerful mass 
medium and testing and evaluation of 
the programmes are necessary becase 
otherwise, they may have unsettling 
effects on the rural society. I would 
like to know whether pre-testing of 
programmes in Andhra Pradesh, Kar¬ 
nataka, Madhya Pradesh and Orissa 
has been done, and whether the exact 
criteria of evaluation have been final¬ 
ised In a booklet issued by the Indian 
Space Research Organisation, I find 
at page 17 that the exact criteria to 
evaluate the impact of the projects is 
yet to be determined. 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: The pre-test¬ 
ing has been undertaken again by the 
Space Department. They are doing the 
pre-testing and they have already 
done it in the States of Rajasthan, and 
Bihar, In other States, they will be 
doing it before the experiment starts. 
There is also the inbuilt factor of the 
post-mortem of the programme itself 
and the impact studies. The sociolo¬ 
gists and others will be studying this 
simultaneously, The idea basically is 
that since for the first time we are 
exposing the rural society to a me¬ 
dium like this, we are keen to under¬ 
stand the impact so that when we 
undertake the followup programmes, 
we know what to look for. . 
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SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: t asked whether the criteria 
have been finalised or not. That has 
not been answered. 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: They have 
been finalised. When I said that 3,400 
villages, have the sets and 1,400 vil¬ 
lages have already been selected, the 
criterion is the same. It cannot ba 
different.

The Nangal Fertilizer 
Factory was closed from 22-7-1974 to 
1-8-1974 and the energy thus saved 
due to reduction of Nangal Fertilizer 
Factory load, was diverted to Punjab 
and Haryana to meet the urgent agri¬ 
cultural pumping loads for paddy 


sowing. The energy saved during the 
period of closure was 13.9 lakh units 
per day. Out of this, Punjab was 
given 8.66 lakh units and Haryana 
5 84 lakh units. Power supply to the 
Nangal Fertilizer Factory ha s since 
been resumed.

(i) Treating the medium of film as 
a vehicle of aesthetic and 
social communication, due re¬ 
cognition has been given to 
creative talent in different 
fields. 

(ii) The amount, of prize money has 
been enhanced and Directors 
have also been given cash 
prizes as have been the Pro¬ 
ducers. The prize money for 
various categories of Awards 
has been increased from 

1.51 lakhs to H»- 4.86 lakhs. 
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(iii) A new Award; “National 
Award tor the best story" has 
been added. 

(iv) The Awards have been given 
on the recommendations of a 
National Jury, each for feature 
dims and short films, which has 
resulted in achieving uniformi¬ 
ty in assessment.

(a) to (c). The Union Minister of Irri¬ 
gation and Power visited the flood 
affected areas including the areas 
affected by the Subernarekha river in 
Orissa in October, 1973. Central 
teams for on-the-spot assessment of 
damage caused by floods in Orissa 


during 1973 and recommending Cen¬ 
tral assistance for relief and restora¬ 
tion measures visited the flood affected 
areas in September and November. 
1973. 

The Central Teams in their report 
have made general observations re¬ 
lating to flood control measures in the 
coastal areas of Orissa. They have 
suggested that the State Government 
of Orissa should draw up a Master 
Plan of drainage in the affected areas. 
The State Government of Orissa have 
reported that a Master Plan for flood 
control in the State is under prepara¬ 
tion. 

Earlier, in August, 1973 a Technical 
Committee constituted by the Minis¬ 
try of Irrigation and Power had pre¬ 
pared a scheme of flood control in the 
Subernarekha basin.

operate in India as a branch of IBM 
World Trade Corporation, New York. 
The company is not registered in 
India and has 100% foreign equity. 
In various discussions held with the 
Company in the past, they have not 
agreed to any foreign equity reduc¬ 
tion. Government have therefore 
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taken the stand that with 100% 
foreign equity, manufacture of sophis¬ 
ticated equipment by the company

currently under examination and will 
be governed by the Foreign Exchange 
Regulation Act, 1973.

Earlier the Corporation had sanc¬ 
tioned on 31st May, 1973 one scheme 
for rural electrification in Bilaspur 
and Ghumervin tehsSls in Bilaspur 
District involving a loan assistance of 
Rs. 59.998 lakhs envisaging electrifica¬ 
tion of 172 villages. 

Another composite scheme had been 
sanctioned on 22nd September, 1971 
for rural electrification in Mandi, 
Kangra and Bilaspur districts involv¬ 
ing loan assistance of Rs. 28.660 lakhs 
and envisaging electrification of 60 
villages. 3 of these villages fall in 
Bilaspur district. 

Both these schemes are phased for 
completion over a period of 4 to 5 
years.

The Krishna Water Disputes Tri¬ 
bunal has given its Report and is now 
examining the points referred to it for 
clariflcations/guidance by the States 
and the Government of India. 

Adjudication proceedings of the 
Tribunals for Narmada and Godavari 
Disputes are in progress. 

The other disputes are under discus¬ 
sions. 

(d) While the development of irri¬ 
gation and power potential has 
suffered in river basins where there 
are disputes, the country as a whole 
has not suffered any significant loss 
since the funds available for irriga¬ 
tion and power development have 
bee n utilised on developing this poten¬ 
tial in other river basins.

SHER SINGH); (a) 
There has been no general increase in 
the incidence of wrong telephone con¬ 
nections, cross connections, billing out 
of proportion to the actual number cf 
calls, dead lines and other defects in 
the country. Some telephone systems 
have shown improvement and some 
others marginal deterioration. The 
number of complaints received regard¬ 
ing disputed meter readings and dis¬ 
crepancies in the bills have decreased 
e.g. for the quarter ending 30-3-1972, 
there were on the average 22 com¬ 
plaints per 1000 telephones whereas 
for the quarter ending 30-9-1973 such 
complaints were only 15 per 1000 tele¬ 
phones. Complaints of unsatisfactory 
maintenance of local telephone system 
have also slightly decreased from 16.5 
per thousand telephones to 15 per 
thousand telephones. 

(b) The following steps are being 
taken to improve the efficiency of the 
various Telephone systems on a con¬ 
tinuing basis:— 

<!> A testing team from the Direc¬ 
torate is sent ter the various im¬ 
portant stations periodically and 
fhf'performanee of the telephone 
- nytfteflf is observed. Advice is 
givUa to deal with the speeffttf 


aspects noticed during these 
observations which require 
special attention. 

(ii) To deal with the problem of 
power failures and power shed¬ 
ding constant liaison is being 
maintained with the various 
Electricity undertakings. Wher¬ 
ever possible, direct feeders 
from sub-stations to the tele- 

. phone exchanges are arranged 
so as to exempt them from 
power shut down. The provi¬ 
sion of standby power plants 
such as engine alternators has 
been standardized and all field 
units have been empowered to 
procure them as per standards. 

(iii) To increase the mobility of the 
maintenance staff the standards 
for sanction of vehicles have 
been rationalised. 

(iv) A Group maintenance scheme 
for the upkeep of small ex¬ 
changes in rural areas has been 
introduced. Under this arrange¬ 
ment the maintenance of groups 
of exchanges has been entrusted 
to technical teams which are 
equipped with motor cycles 
for prompt attention to faults. 

(v) The management set-up in the 
major telephone systems is be¬ 
ing reorganised. 

(vi) A scheme of cable presurisation 
and ducting to protect the cables 
from the hazards of damage due 
to road digging, operation* etc.. 
is being gradually implemented.

Electricity Boards

This has 
been proposed for increasing the ra¬ 
tionalisation of management and ensur¬ 
ing undivided attention to each of the 
functions. Discussions were held with 
almost all the State Governments and 
their views on the proposal have been 
ascertained. The Planning Commis¬ 
sion while emphasising the need for 
improving the managerial capabilities 
in the State Electricity Boards have 
expressed that these functions should 
not be separated. A final decision on 
the separation of functions would be 
taken by each State Government.

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT AND SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY AND AGRICULTURE 
(SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM): (a) No 
report has been received to show whe¬ 
ther generally production suffered due 
to coal and power shortage during the 
last six months in the Madhya Pra¬ 
desh region in particular. The power 
supply position in Madhya Pradesh is 
generally satisfactory and there have 
been no reports of toy major short¬ 
fall in supplies to industrial units. 

There has been no short-fall in the 
production of coal in the country. The 
position of supply to users is, however, 
not satisfactory on account of the fact 
that, owing to considerable increase in 
the demand for coal, particularly by 
the power houses and the steel plants, 


which enjoy a higher priority for al¬ 
lotment of wagons, the relatively low 
priority consumers have had to face 
shortage of coal in the recent months 
all over the country. Ac a result, the 
demands of all Industries were not 
met in full but pro rata distribution of 
available coal was made to them to 
ensure that the minimum requirements 
of coal were reached to keep the in¬ 
dustries going. 

(b) The following are some of the 
steps taken to improve the loading 
and the equitable distribution of coal: 

(i) The field organisation of the 
Railways at Calcutta has been 
strengthened with the posting 
of a senior officer as Direc 
tor, Rail Movement. A Joint 
Cell with the representatives 
of Coal Mines Authority Limi¬ 
ted, and Bharat Coking Coal 
Ltd. has been created under 
the Chairmanship of Director, 
Rail Movement. The Cell is 
having regular meetings to 
discuss movement of coal, 
sort^-aUt (problems and keep 
overall watch over movement 
of coking coal and hard coke, 
allotments of which are con¬ 
trolled by Coal Controller. 

(ii) A high level Committee has 
been constituted by the Minis¬ 
try of Steel and Mines under 
the Chairmanship of Deputy 
Minister of Steel and Mines 
to look into the problems of 
distribution and transport of 
coal. The Committee has 
decided to step up movement 
of coal for supply to various 
sectors, especially to small 
scale industries brick kil ns 
and domestic consumers. 
Schemes for opening dumps 
at' important consuming 
centres for supply of coal 
small Scale industries, brick 
burners and domestic consu¬ 
mers are being pursued vigo¬ 
rously. 
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As regards power, efforts are being 
made continuously by the Planning 
Commission, Ministry of Irrigation and 
Power, the Ministry of Heavy Indus¬ 
try and this Ministry to overcome 
this problem and take remedial mea¬ 
sures for making available adequate 
power to industries. The short-term 
and the long-term measures taken/ 
proposed to be taken are:— 

Short-term measures: 

■(i) Available surplus power in 
certain States is being fully 
utilised to meet the shortage 
in the deficit States. 

-(ii) Repair to the thermal gene¬ 
rating units has been expedit¬ 
ed. 

<iii) Arrangement for better quality 
of coal to the thermal powei 
stations in the Eastern Region 
where units are getting 
damaged due to use of infe¬ 
rior quality of coal have 
been made. 

<iv) Power generation projects 
under construction and im¬ 
portant transmission lines 
have been expedited. 

<fv) Small generating sets lying 
idle with Electricity Boards 
have been pressed into ser¬ 
vice. 

•<vi) Process industries using steam 
are being permitted to instal 
captive pfcwen generating 
plants. 

<vii) Diesel sets have been installed 
by some of the State Electri¬ 
city Boards. 

Industries have been permit¬ 
ted to instal standby emer¬ 
gency diesel sets to be run in 
time of power shortage/fai¬ 
lure. 

long-Term Measures. 

A''decafle r 1 *lim for power develop¬ 
ment has been prepared. During the 


Fifth Five Year Plan, it is proposed 
to add 9.4 million KW of thermal, 6.4 
million of KW of hydro and 0.7 mil¬ 
lion KW of nuclear power. If the 
above programme is fulfilled, there 
will be no power shortage at the end 
of the Fifth Plan.

With the acquiring of this atomic 
clock the accuracy of the present 
system which is 2 parts in 10 s 
and is based on quartz crystal has 
been improved to 7 parts in 
10 1 -. _The higher order of accuracy 
available from this atomic clock will 
meet the sophisticated time and fre¬ 
quency requirements of Defence, 
Space Research, Radio Science, Com¬ 
munication. Satellite tracking and 
other research activities in the 
country. 

(c) Yes, Sir. The development of 
a series of cesium-beam, hydrogen 
maser and' rubidium vapour atomic 
clocks with indigenous know-how 
has been initiated at National Phy¬ 
sical Laboratory (NPL). It is hop¬ 
ed that indigenous atomic clocks will 
be ready in about five years’ time 
depending upon the availability of 
resources which involve considera¬ 
ble inputs.

•evening, of June II, one Dhondu Singh 
‘Tomar of village Barwai, P. S. Ambah 
•district Morena was waylaid by some 
persons while escorting his newly 
married sister. A complaint about the 
robbery was made at P.S Ambah and 
police registered a case TJ/S 394/392 
IP.C. Three Harijan suspects of Bha- 
dolikapur a village were detained by 
the police for interrogation. On June 
13, a crowd of 4000—5000 Thakurs 
armed with lethal weapons had col¬ 
lected in Bhadokikapnra village. The 
Dy. S.P, Ambah, one Head Constable 
and four Constables had reached the 
spot by then. The Dy- S-P. tried 
to persuade the crowd not to take the 
law into their hands. Simultaneously, 
he sent word to the S.P. at 
P.S., Ambah tar additional reinforce¬ 
ment. By this time, a section of the 
crowd went into an adjacent village 
Kumherpura and attempted to loot 
and commit arson. There seems to

have been a minor exchange of Arcs 
between three or four Harijans and 
the Thakurs. By the time the Dy. S.P. 
and his party controlled the situation 
in village Kumherpura, the crowd has 
re-assembled at village Bhadolikapura 
and started looting and burning Ha¬ 
rijan houses. The Dy. S.P. ahd his 
party had to rush back from Kum¬ 
herpura to Bhadolikapura and fire 
rounds to disperse the crowd. Desppite 
their best efforts, 45 houses of Hari¬ 
jans were burnt and an old disabled 
woman died. 

Two cases were registered—one 
in respect of the incident at village 
Bhadoiycapura and another in respect 
of the incident at Kumherpura. Fifty 
accused persons have' been arrested 
and challenged. 

A sum of Rs. 66,000/- (Rupees Sixty 
six thousand) has been granted to 
the Harijans in addition to wheat, ce¬ 
ment, G. C. sheets and cloth. The 
Forest Department has been asked to 
provide timber for re-construction of 
their houses. 

The Government of Madhya Pra¬ 
desh have set up a special cell at the 
police headquarters. Bhopal in the 
charge of a Deputy Inspector General 
of Police to deal with all complaints 
of ill-treatment, harassment, etc. of 
the members of Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes. For field inquiry/ 
investigation, the cell has under its 
control seven special police stations 
each having jurisdiction over the 
whole of a Division.

Further, 
Government have re-defined its deci¬ 
sions on industrial policy in the Press 
Note dated 2-2-1973 so that there may 
be greater certainty in the investment 
climate and that all segments of the 
economy may play their due role in 
the promotion of growth with self- 
reliance. 

There have been some problems of 
production both in the Public and Pri¬ 
vate Sectors which are largely due to 
shortage of essential inputs like raw 
materials, power etc. Government have 
from time to time taken steps to meet 
the situation.

The Project 
Authority, Pagli Cement Project, (a) 
Royal Government of Bhutan Under¬ 
taking) is setting up a cement plant 
at Pagli in Bhutan with a capacity of 
one lakh tonnes per annum and have 
engaged the Cement Corporation of 
India as consultants on payment, for 
the setting up of this project. 

Registration of scientists with CSIR

unemployed scientific and technical 
personnel were registered in the ‘‘Live 
Register of the CSIR” as on 1-3-1974. 
The State-wise figure is not available. 
The registration is voluntary. 

(b) During the last two years, parti¬ 
culars of 4,919 persons were referred 
against 808 vacancies. It is however 
not known how many of them were 
absorbed in regular jobs. 

During the last two years, 635 per¬ 
sons joined the Scientists’ Pool, of 
which 337 joined during the year 
-ending 30-6-1973 and 298 during the 
year ending 30-6-1974. 518 Pool 

Officers secured regular jobs during the 


period. Their year-wise break-up is 
as under:—

(c) The Government of India are 
concerned about the problem of un¬ 
employment of educated persons and. 
have taken a number of measures from 
time to time to improve their employ¬ 
ment oppoitunities. A statement con¬ 
taining a list of the measures taken 
is attached. 

Statement 

(1) A monthly “Technical Man¬ 
power Bulletin ' is published giving 
particulars of persons who are avail¬ 
able for employment. About 3,000 
copies of the Bulletin are distributed 
free to the various employing orga¬ 
nisations to facilitate utilisation of such 
persons. 

(2 1 Suitable candidates are recom¬ 
mended in response to requirements 
notified to the CSIR by employers and 
recruiting bodies. 

(3) The CSIR also scrutinises adver¬ 
tisements appearing in important 
newspapers and makes recommenda¬ 
tion of registrants with appropriate 
qualifications for consideration against 
these advertisements. 

(4) Research Fellowships are offered 
by the CSIR, U.G.C.I.C.M.R. etc. 

(5) Research Schemes in Universi¬ 
ties and other institutions are financed 
by different agencies and thus generate 
employment. 

(6) The Scientists’ Pool Scheme 
operated by the C.S.I.R. provide tem¬ 
porary placement to scientists, tech¬ 
nologists etc. with high academic re¬ 
cords. 

(7) The scheme of supernumerary 
appointments is in operation for quick 
absorption of highly qualified scientists 
and technologists. 
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(8) The Planning Commission made 
an allocation of Rs. 45.85 crores for 
employment of educated unemployed 
during the year 1973-74. Besides ' a 
programme of ‘Half-a-Million Jobs’ for 
educated unemployed was started in 
1973-74 with a central budget of 
Rs. 100 crores. This programme has 
generated employment to about 2.85 
lakhs persons. 

(9) An amount of Rs. 23 crores was 
earmarked by the Planning Commis¬ 
sion for allocation to State Govern¬ 
ments and Union Territories in 1973-74 
for formulating special employment 
programmes for which the States will 
have to contribute another Rs. 23 
crores. This programme has generat¬ 
ed employment for over two lakhs 
persons plus 133.56 lakhs mandays. 

(10) In 1974-75 the Planning Com¬ 
mission has made an allocation of 
Rs. 40 crores for employment promo¬ 
tion programmes. 

(11) Financial assistance is render¬ 
ed by nationalised Banks to enterpris¬ 
ing unemployed persons. 

(12) Scientists, engineers and tech¬ 
nologists are encouraged to set up their 
own enterprises. The Public Sector 
banks provide the total capital needed 
far such ventures. 

(13) Industrial Co-operatives formed 
by scientists, engineers, technologists, 
etc. with specific projects in view 
would be entitled to a Government con¬ 
tribution to the equity capital to the 
extent of three times the capital sub¬ 
scribed to by the partners. In addi¬ 
tion, State Governments would also 
provide facilities like Infra-structure, 
Rent subsidy in deserving cases, incen¬ 
tives like exemption for a period from 
Sales-Tax, Octroi, electricity duty, etc. 

(14) Incentives are beirig offered to 
employers in the private and co-opera¬ 
tive sectors to employ scientists, en¬ 
gineers, etc. The Government would 
provide incentives to the extent of 50 
per cent of the salary subject to a

According to information received 
from the Governments of Gujarat and 
Karnataka and the Union Territory 
Administration of Delhi, the estimated 
loss of Central Government property 
due to violent agitations during the 
period from 1st February to 31st July, 
1974, is of value Rs. 21,60,440, Rs. 500 
and Rs. 2,100 respectively. The Gov¬ 
ernments of Andhra Pradesh, Haryana, 
Himachal Pradesh, Manipur, Tripura 
and Nagaland and the Union Territory 
Administrations of Andaman and 
Nicobar, Chandigarh, Dadra & Nagar 
Haveli, Goa, Daman and Diu, Laksha¬ 
dweep Pondicherry, Mizoram and 
Arunachal Pradesh have reported that 
there was no loss of Central Govern¬ 
ment property due to such causes dur¬ 
ing the same period. The reports from 
the other State Governments are 
awaited.

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Samiti was formed by some students 
of the Delhi University in July, 1974 
with the avowed objectives of fighting 
unemployment, price rise, and corrup¬ 
tion. The Samiti gave a call for the 
observance of “Bihar Day” and 
“Campus Bandh” on August 9, 1974 
in support of the agitation in Bihar. 


The problems arising from rising 
prices, unemployment and corruption 
have to be met by coordinated 
measures at several fronts.

The Industrial Development Cor¬ 
poration of Orissa have been granted 
a letter of intent for setting up an 
industrial undertaking for the manu¬ 
facture of 4,00,000 Nos. each of auto¬ 
mobile tyres and tubes (including 
truck and bus tyres). The capacity 
has not yet been installed. There is 
no other tyre unit located in the State 
of Orissa. As such there is no produc¬ 
tion of automobile tyres and tubes in 
Orissa. 

On the basis of vehicles registered 
in the State of Orissa, the Tyre Indus¬ 
try has estimated the requirements of 
bus/truck tyres at 63,500 Nos. for 
Orissa State for the period April 1974

Imports 
remittances are permitted on merit, as 
and when they become due on the basis 
of approvals granted. 

(r) Consistent with the overall—ob¬ 
jective of maximising use of indigen¬ 
ous resources including machinery, 
equipment and technology and con¬ 
serving the scarce foreign exchange, 
Government’s policy in respect of im¬ 
port of capital equipment and tech¬ 
nology is highly selective. Imports are 
allowed only where indigenous capa¬ 
bility has not fully developed or 
where there are special circumstances 
warranting import of sophisticated 
equipment, or for primarily export 
production.

Reported firing by police on Youth 
Conghfss Workers at Bulsar Station 
in Gujarat 

MR. SPEAKER: Shri Madhu Dan- 
davate. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayin- 
kilt On a point of order. 

MR. SPEAKER: It is not the prac¬ 
tice to raise a point of order during 
discussion of Call-Attention motion. 

SHRI VAYALAR' RAVI: In this 
House there is a precedent when call¬ 
ing attention notice was even with¬ 
drawn. My submission is that this i* 
a very serious matter.

"The reported firing by police on 
Youth Congress workers at Bulsar 
station in Gujarat resulting in the 
death of one and injury to eight 
workers.” 

THE MINISTER OF HOME AF¬ 
FAIRS (SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIK- 
SHlTj: Sir, according to preliminary 
reports received by the Government 
a party returning to Bombay by train 
after participating in the youth rally 
at Delhi arrived at Bulsar railway sta¬ 
tion in Gujarat at 11.20 A.M. on August 
12, 1974. Soon after the train halted, 
there was! a clash between a section 
of the passengers seeking refreshments 
and some hawkers and their associates 
on the railway platform in the course 
of which some stalls were reported to 
have been looted. Stones and soda 
water bottles were freely exchanged. 
The Sub-Inspector of Railway Police 
rushed to the platform with the police 
party to control the situation. When 
persuasive efforts and a lathi charge to 
disperse the riotous mob proved in¬ 
effective, the police resorted to firing 9 
rounds were fired. One person by name 
Gajaman Saratre, aged about 30 years, 
died of bullet injuries and another per¬ 
son by name, Ram Chander Gallu Ja- 
day, aged 35 years received a bullet in¬ 
jury on his chin. He is reported to be 
making satisfactory progress. 119 other 
persons including 14 policemen, re¬ 
ceived injuries and the passengers 
were allowed to resume their journey 
after 1 necessary medical aid. Mean¬ 
while, other local officers also 
came to the station with police re¬ 
inforcement and controlled situation. 

The train was detained under the 
orders of the District Magistrate for 
rendering medical aid to the injured 
and. conducting, inquiries. The train 
left Bulsar rel-way station at 8.10 P.M. 
escorted by contingent of State police 


and reached Bombay without any fur¬ 
ther incident. Bulsar railway police 
have registered a case under sections 
147/148/149/395/332/337 and 427 IPC 
for rioting, mischief and looting and 
investigation i s in progress. A magis¬ 
terial inquiry into the firing has been 
ordered by the District Magistrate 
Bulsar. 

It has been brought to Govern¬ 
ment's notice that there had been 
other incidents involving commission 
of offences at a lew other railway sta¬ 
tions. Government intend to consult 
the concerned State Governments, 
whether they would agree to entrust 
the investigation of these criminal 
cases to a common agency which, in 
the circumstances of these cases, can 
only be the C.B.I.

It is for you to consider whether, 
when a Member puts some questions 
and they had been permitted by the 
Chair, those questions could be 
shrugged off contemptuously or, may 
I say, arrogantly by the Minister? 
The point is that when we put any 
question the hon. Minister who comes 
to reply here should equip himself 
with all She facts.... (Interruptions)- 

MR. SPEAKER: He can give in¬ 
formation so far as firing at Bulsar 
station was concerned. I am not 
allowing any further interruptions or 
any more points of order on this, from 
this side or that side. Shri Ldmaye 
may now ask his question. So far 
as the questions relating to his de¬ 
partment are conc e aled, information 
can be asktid from the Home Minis¬ 
ter; in respect of other Ministers, you 
can give notice and get' information 
from them. You can address a ques- 
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tion to the Ministry concerned if you 
-want any other information. 

SHRX UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
The him. Member, Mr. Bosu, did not 
put this question. After I had re¬ 
plied and sat down, he stood up 
again and ashed somei questions. Our 
friends forget this. If you want to 
know from whiA parts of the coun¬ 
try people came by trains, how many 
trains were run, etc. I have no in¬ 
formation. You can put a separate 
question to the Railway Minister or 
to me; I can give that information. 

MR. SPEAKER: So much infor¬ 
mation which was asked for in this 
motion about firing in Bulsar he has 
given. For anything beyond that, 
you cpn address a separata question. 
I cannot ask him to give information 
of which to had no notice and about 
which he is not prepared. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; Kindly 
ask him to collect the information 
and send it to the members later. 

MR. SPEAKER: I have already 
said that if anything, beyond that is 
required, hon. Members should send 
specific questions. Shri Limaye.

STATEMENT RE: AGREEMENT ON 
THE DELIMITATION OF CONTI¬ 
NENTAL SHELF BOUNDARY BET¬ 
WEEN INDIA AND INDONESIA. 

THE MINISTER OF EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS (SHRI SWARAN SINGH): 
An Agreement on the delimitation of 
the continental shelf boundary bet¬ 
ween India and Indonesia was signed 
at Jakarta on the 8th August, 1974, 
in course of my visit there in connec¬ 
tion with the fifth annual meeting of 
the Foreign Ministers of the two coun¬ 
tries. 

A draft of the Agreement had been 
initialled in Delhi on the 7th February, 
1974, at the end of the talks between 
tlie Delegations of experts and offi¬ 
cials of the two countries. 


The Agreement will come intp force 
upon the exchange of Instruments of 
Ratification which will take place in 
Delhi shortly. 

• - • » , 

The Agreement constitutes an im¬ 
portant landmark in relations between 
India and Indonesia who have an un¬ 
broken history of peace and friend¬ 
ship from time immemorial. It 
characterises furthermore the earnest 
desire and resolve of the two countries 
not merely to avoid any possible dis¬ 
putes in the future at sea but to 
extend the area of cooperation bet¬ 
ween them. 

The boundary so far delineated ex¬ 
tends for 48 nautical miles, joining 
four points which are equidistant from 
the outermost island belonging to 
either country, and constitutes the 
true median line. The distance bet¬ 
ween Great Nicobar (India) end 
Sumatra (Indonesia) is approximately 
90 nautical miles. 

With the signing of the Agreement 
with Indonesia each side can now 
proceed with its plans for developing 
the seabed resources on its side of the 
boundary line. It has also been agreed 
that where any geological struc¬ 
ture or field of natural gas, petro¬ 
leum or other mineral stretches across 
the boundary line, the two sides shall 
exchange information and reach 
agreement on exploitation and equit¬ 
able sharing of benefits accruing from 
it. 

This Agreement will contribute to¬ 
wards bringing India and Indonesia 
still closer together and towards the 
maintenance and promotion of the 
traditional ties of amity, friendship 
and cooperation between the two 
countries. 

With your permission, Sir, l lay a 
copy of the Agreement on the Table 
of the House, a copy of the map 
which forms an annexure to the 
Agreement has also been placed in the 
Library.

SHEW JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Since 
many of us criticise the police and 
the administration, they have a special 
wrath for us. Therefore, whenever 
they get an opportunity, they try and 
show their vindictiveness. Here is a 
clear instance where a sitting Member 
of Parliament representing 15 lakhs 
of people in the country was hand¬ 
cuffed, detained in jail for two months 
and beaten up, and a rope was tied 
round his waist. What more can the 
police do on a people’s representative? 
We want protection from the Chair 
and we want suitable action taken. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
(Begusarai): I would make only one 
point. This issue had been referred 
to the Committee of Privileges in the 
past and the Committee had come to 
certain conclusions about this. One of 
the conclusions was that MPs would 
be treated as better class prisoners— 
and there are other persons included 
in this category of better class pri¬ 
soners. There had also been a com¬ 
munication from the Ministry of 
Home Affairs that ordinarily, the 
prisoners in general—I am not speak¬ 
ing of MPs alone, but ordinarily the 
prisoners—would not be handcuffed. 
Then they have also got this category 
of better class prisoners. 

So we would like to know if the 
Committee of Privileges had already 
given its conclusions and recommen¬ 
dations that MPs should be included 
amongst the better class prisoners 
who would not be handcuffed. If so, 
in this case how was it resorted to? 

then may 1 also refer you to Hals- 
bury’s Laws of England where it it 
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said thet a prisoner who Is handcuffed 
without reasonable need has a right 
of action for damages? That is the 
rule in England. How do we stand 
in this matter? When according to 
your Committee of Privileges we are 
to be treated in the category of better 
class prisoners—and we are not alone 
in that category—then this Of course 
becomes a matter of privilege in that 
sense.

MR. SPEAKER: I am very sorry 
thjs has happened. As I see from the 
previous practice. Government had 
issued instructions not to handcuff 
MPs, and specially satyagrahis who go 
there voluntarily. They would not 
run away. The man is not a thief to 
run away. I am really surprised at 
this. Besides this handcuff, what 
matters is the humiliation it causes. 
In political life, many people have 
their own views. They may not agree 
with the party which is ruling. Even 
partymen sometimes do not ngree 
amongst themselves and they offer 
satyagraha. 

Personally I feel so much resent¬ 
ment at this. I remember in 1945, 
when I was a prisoner, they would 
handcuff me and always take me right 
from the jail. through the length of 
the road and back. I have not for¬ 
gotten my resentment even up to this 
day.

(ii) Drought in Gujarat 

MR. SPEAKER: There are many 
Members; Sarvashri Mavalankar, 
Jadeja, Arvind Patel, Vekaria and 
Shri Chavda. I have followed strictly 
this procedure in the case of Mr. 
Madhu Limaye or in the case of the 
hon. Member here on this side. I have- 
mentioned their names and I will call 
only the first Member in the order of 
receipt. 

SHRI K. S CHAVDA (Patan): I 
was the first man to put it into the 
box. 

MR-. SPEAKER : IJe -qame first, out' 
of the bpx and the fjrst man will 
speak on behalf of all of you. 1 have 
mentioned the names. 

SHRI P. 'G. MAVALANKAR 
(Ahmedabad): I am grateful to you 
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(Shri P. 6. Mavalankar) 
lor permitting me to raise the ques¬ 
tion °l ...the serious drought .which is 
facilig Gujarat today. I am express¬ 
ing these views on behalf of all my 
colleagues from Gujarat to whichever 
party they belong. The situation in 
Gujarat. is so desperate that it 
becomes almost impossible to imagine 
what would happen if the rains did 
not come-within two days from now 
on. The situation is so serous that 
the Governor Mr. K. K. Viswanathan 
has had to issue a statement that the 
“At Home”, in,connection with Inde¬ 
pendence Day celebrations, which the 
Governor normally gave every year, 
had been cancelled. The Governor 
says: “In view of the scarcity condi¬ 
tions obtaining in the State of Guja¬ 
rat .... ” he said he had to cancel the 
“At Home”. I am not saying that in 
other parts of the country Indepen¬ 
dence Day celebrations should not 
take place. I want the House to 
remember that tomorrow in Delhi and 
in other parts of the country the 
Indpendence day “At Home” another 
celebrations would be taking place, 
but the people of Gujarat will have to 
face this spectacle of drought. About 
a week ago the Adviser to the Gover¬ 
nor,, Mr. H. C. Sarin, had said that if 
rains did not come withi n a week or 
so, there would be scarcity conditions 
in many parts of the State. More 
than ten days have passed by; I came 
back after spending three days in 
Ahmedabad and other areas; T came 
only yesterday: it was pathetic to see 
that there was no rainfall in Saurash- 
tra or Gujarat or Kutcb. Kutch is a 
chronically drought affected area. 
Every alternate year there is drought. 
This year Kutch has had so far a 
rainless season. There is no water in 
Saurashtra. Then, South Gujarat is 
ajso facing some difficulty. Every 
day 15 wagons of grass are being sent 
to the eattle sanctuary of Banni in 
South. Gujarat The water supply 
problem is acute in Saurashtra. 
iRajkot, Jamnagar; Bhavanagar and 
many other places in Saurashtra , are 
not having adequate supply, of water. 
In Ahmedabad itself too, water short- 
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age has become very acute. The 
water levels in GaUrtshankar lake 
and Khodiar late, the- sources of 
supply to Bhavnagar, have fallen pre¬ 
cariously low and may* dry up. If the 
Shetrunjay reservoir goes dry; Bhav¬ 
nagar . may go completely without 
water. Rajkot is facing a similar 
problem. For many months Jam¬ 
nagar is also facing an identical prob¬ 
lem. Therefore. the Minister of 
Home Affairs and the Minister of 
Agriculture should kindly give full 
facts and details to this House, 
especially because Gujarat is under 
President's rule. We have no other 
forum at present except this Parlia¬ 
ment where we can have this problem 
focussed. Then, again, I will not be 
satisfied merely by statements from 
the Minister of Food and Agriculture 
and the Home Minister. I would like 
the ministers concerned to hold an 
urgent meeting with all the MPs be¬ 
longing t 0 Gujarat. Not only that. 
There should be an emergency meet¬ 
ing of the Consultative Committee for 
Gujarat which you have already ap¬ 
pointed. The next meeting js . on 
Monday, the 26th August, but I do not 
think we can wait till then. Let 
there be an emergency meeting, of the 
consultative committee next week so 
that these problems can be discussed 
) there. There is no possibility of sow¬ 
ing and getting anything. Hopes of 
saying what has been sown have also 
disappeared. There is no fodder and 
cattle are dying. Gujarat needs the 
attention of the entire country. I am 
saying this with great anguish: on the 
eve of our independence day. After t 
27 years of independence, and when- 
we are entering into the 28th year, 
let it not be said that Gujarat is enter¬ 
ing into another bad year of drought 
and difficulties. I hope this Parlia¬ 
ment will do something quick. I re¬ 
quest you Sir, to direct Hie Ministers 
concerned to hold an emergency 
meeting, as I have already suggested.

SHRI P. M. MEHTA (Bhavnagar): 
Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, I have 
raised this discussion on wor king of 
the nationalised banks so that peo¬ 
ple can judge the performance and 
the working of the commercial banks 
after nationalisation. Nationalisation 
of fourteen commercial banks in 
the year 1969 was a major event. 
We were committed to It and it has 
political context also. I do not want' 
to deal with this vital economic mat¬ 
ter in that political context but I 
will deal with its performance, its 
economic aspects and its impact on 
the economy and its results and the 
service rendered after the nationali¬ 
sation, in a dispassionate manner. 

Sir, the House will recall that 
State ownership and control over the 
commanding heights of economy was 
found necessary in the year 1969 and, 
therefore, the fourteen banks were 
nationalised. The major objective of 
nationalisation was to reduce the dis¬ 
parity and inequality between the 
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different categories of borrowers as 
well as different categories of 
regions. It was also in order to en¬ 
courage the development of the un¬ 
der-privileged sections of society and 
the different under—developed areas 
of the country. 

This bank nationalisation was 
thought to be a powerful weapon to 
gear the economy towards an all¬ 
round balanced economy. Various 
Government pronouncements and the 
annual reports of the Ministry of Fin¬ 
ance indicate the objectives in this 
regard. They are as follows: 

( 1 ) to mobilise deposits on a 
massive scale throughout the 
country and not in cities and 
large towns only; 

( 2 ) accelerate lending to pro¬ 
ductive endeavour of diverse 
kinds, irrespective of size 
and social status of borro¬ 
wers, particularly in hither¬ 
to neglected sectors such as 
agriculture, small industry 
and exports and promote 
rapid growth thereof; 

(3i) sustain and generate gainful 
employment in the direct and 
indirect manner on a much 
larger scale than before; 

( 4 ) secure a more equitable 
distribution of credit 
throughout the country by 

✓ having a balanced prog¬ 
ramme of branch expansion 
particularly in States and 
areas which have lagged be¬ 
hind or were unbanked/ 
underbanked; 

(5) encourage new entrepre- 
neures and contribute to the 
development and growth of 
all backward areas; 

( 6 ) serve as active catalysts in 
viable development in as 
many sectors of the economy 
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as possible and provide im¬ 
proved and extended services 
to the general public. 

Now, let us examine whether the ob¬ 
jectives have been achieved, and if 
so, to what extent and whether the 
working has improved or deteriorat¬ 
ed and what its total impact has been 
on the general economy, on the 
under-privileged sections of society 
and the under-developed regions. 

So far as the deposits, the expan¬ 
sion programme and extending the 
banking facilities to the non-banking 
areas are concerned, the position is 
this. The amount of deposits in 1969 
was Rs. 620 crores, and at present it 
has increased to about Rs. 2000 
crores. The number of bran¬ 
ches has increased from 8000 in 1969 
to about 17,000 at present'. The num¬ 
ber of mofussil centres has increased 
from 1860 to 6000 now. This is a 
good progress so far as deposits and 
expansion are concerned. But at the 
same time, the lending rate of inte¬ 
rest has also increased. It was 9.5 
per cent in 1969 but at present it is 
between 13.5 to 15 per cent. This 
factor has added very much to the 
cost of production. 

So far as the financial picture 
is concerned, out of fourteen banks, 
six of them are running on losses and 
two are on the borderline. Govern¬ 
ment have preferred to hold the bank 
employees responsible for this situa¬ 
tion. They say that the agitation of 
the staff is responsible for this dete¬ 
rioration in service. But I would ask 
the hon. Finance Minlser whether he 
is not responsible and whether Gov¬ 
ernment are not responsible for the 
deterioration of the industrial relations 
in this very important sector. Are 
you not responsible for maintaining 
the harmony, the lack of which has bo 
badly affected the working of the 
banks? I would like to warn Govern¬ 
ment that industrial relations in this 
sector are at their lowest ebb and 
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Government should take precautionary 
measures to smoothen them. 

I will give a comparison of the 
progress or development of the back¬ 
ward areas and developed areas be¬ 
fore and after nationtlisation. The 
average annual growth rate in back¬ 
ward areas before nationalisation 
was 21.7 per cent and the annual 
growth rate after nationalisation is 
21.5 per cent. That is, it has declined. 
In the same way, the growth rate in 
developed areas before nationalisa¬ 
tion was 16.6 per cent and after na¬ 
tionalisation it is 16.2 per cent. Here 
also it has declined. This is the pro¬ 
gress. 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN): 
What is the source of the figures he 
is quoting? 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA: Economic 
Times. Nationalisation has not' been 
able to make any dent in the existing 
favourable balance of trade position 
in developed area vis-a-vis back¬ 
ward areas, as regards deposit mo¬ 
bilisation and banking assistance. 
Throughout the period 1966-72, the 
developed areas have contributed a 
relatively lower proportion to the 
total deposits mobilised by the bank¬ 
ing sector as compared with its re¬ 
latively larger share, in the total 
advances made by the banking sector. 
In other words, the backward areas 
have contributed towards the finan¬ 
cing of economic activities in deve¬ 
loped areas, instead of it being the 
other way round. The aim was that 
deposits would be raised and advan¬ 
ces would be made to develop the 
economy of the backward areas and 
it would help the local people in 
their economic betterment. But the 
results show that deposits from the 
backward areas have flown to the 
developed areas. This is the net re¬ 
sult. It has adversely affected the 
rural economy after nationalisation. 
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The Economic Times has observed : 

“The continuing poor assistance 
deposit ratio in the backward areas 
and the pace of the economy in 
fact indicates in a sense the nega¬ 
tive role of the nationalised bank¬ 
ing sector. By diverting the back¬ 
ward area deposits to developed 
areas, it prevents the operation of 
the consumption multiplier to the 
full extent in the backward areas. 
Had the mobilisation of deposits 
not taken place in these areas’’— 

this is very important— 

“the same volume of income 
would have either been invested 
in fixed assets or consumed. In 
either case, a large part of the 
money would have circulated 
within the region, giving to some 
extent a boost to the economy”. 

Now, what has happened? The na¬ 
tionalised banks have exploited the 
rural population. This is the net re¬ 
sult of the functioning of the banks. 
I should like to refer to the speech 
made by Shri Mohan Dharia, the 
hon. Minister of State for Planning in 
Poona on 14-7-1974. It is reported 
in Deccan Herald dated 15th July 
1974: 

“Poona, July 15: The Union 
Minister of State for Planning, 
Mohan Dharia today lashed out at 
the custodians of some nationalised 
banks of India ‘who were obstruct¬ 
ing the success of the nationalisa¬ 
tion’. Inaugurating a seminar on 
the occasion of the 5th anniver¬ 
sary of the nationalisation he said 
that the custodians had opposed 
imposing social control of banks 
and even today they haye been 
ridiculing the decision of nationa¬ 
lisation. They should better be 
relieved of their responsibilities 
He said that some directors and 
chairman have been working in the 
same way as in the past. Govern¬ 
ment was also not prepared to

delegate responsibility to the hani™ 
completely and this had retarded 
their stipulated progress, he said. 
Mr. Dharia said: Corruption mal¬ 
practices and in effective adminis¬ 
tration seriously affected the per¬ 
formance of national vision. Mr. 
Dharia said; that he himself had 
a bitter experience of the banks in 
connection with the Planning 
Commission’s scheme to provide 
jobs to the educated unemployed. 
What is the use of nationalisation 
if the banks are obstructing the 
process of development instead of 
resolving them, he asked. The 
Seminar was organised by the 
bank users’ association and the 
Bank of Maharashtra Chairman 
presided." 

The Minister of Planning had 
commented this way on the working 
of the nationalised banks in this 
country. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): He 
told this in his individual • capacity. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA: I do not 
accept if. He has no individual 
capacity. He says his proposals 
were negatived and Government is 
not behaving properly. Who nomi¬ 
nates the chairman and directors? 
In the same way who prevents from 
stopping them or removing them? 
You do not do because it politically 
suits you. You always make appoint¬ 
ments according to your political 
convenience. This result in the de¬ 
terioration of the working of the 
banks. 

1 shall give some instances and I 
hope the hon. Minister will take note 
of them. A TT was sent from Bom¬ 
bay to Calcutta transferring a big 
amount of a client'. Maybe a lakh 
or so. It took 17 days to get pay¬ 
ment. Common men, small farmers, 
artisans and retailers and Harijans 
do not get advances from nationalised 
banks according to their require¬ 
ments. Over and above they ex¬ 
perience harassment in getting ad- 
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vances, when they do get them some¬ 
times. Recently I had a talk with 
the Deputy Manager of the State 
Bank of Saurashlra, a subsidiary of 
the State Bank of India at Bhav- 
nagar. I referred one case of a Hari- 
jan who had asked for a credit of 
Rs. 2000 only for some small indus¬ 
try. The Deputy Manager said, “It 
is not possible for us to give him any 
credit at present, because we have no 
money.” In the same way, I referred 
two or three cases of agriculturists 
of village Nonghanbadar and another 
village, which is a part of my consti¬ 
tuency. He politely said, “We have 
no money. Even if they come in a 
number of ten and if we adopt that 
village, even then we have no money 
to lend”. This is the position of the 
nationalised banks. They have no 
money to lend to the small farmers, 
small artisans and Harijans. 

The procedure followed by the. 
banks in granting loans and advances 
to farmers and small industrial units 
jn the country should be properly 
checked up. The proper procedure 
prescribed by the Reserve Bank of 
India has not been followed by the 
Bank of Baroda, Jamnagar and Juna- 
gadh branches in granting advances. It 
is a fact that agents of these banks in. 
connivance with the staff have sanc¬ 
tioned loans of Rs. 80 lakhs to on 
partnership firm without' prior sanc¬ 
tion of the Reserve Bank and with¬ 
out consulting the Central Banl 
during the period July 1972 to De¬ 
cember, 1972. 

Now I will refer to some unfair 
practices adopted by the Bank of 
Baroda, Junagadh branch. In almost 
all cases, advances were given to the 
borrower through third party (not 
the farmer). There were selected 
touts who came to the Bank ot 
Baroda for getting finance to the 
farmers. They were charging broke¬ 
rage of 10 per cent for the sum ad¬ 
vanced. No personal verification of 
the lands were being undertaken by 
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the responsible officer. At times, one 
watchman used to visit some places 
and on his recommendation, the next 
day advance was being given. Pro¬ 
posals were scrutinised by one clerk 
and sub-staff along with the agent. 
No priority list was being maintain¬ 
ed by the bank. No authority was 
obtained from the higher authority 
and payment was also not made by 
the bank, for letter of undertakings 
which were got printed in the local 
press. One watcham got the pres¬ 
cribed forms of the bank printed in 
some private press and he was selling 
those forms. On those forms, the 
whole procedure was going on. There 
are a number of cases where there is 
impersonation is done. Loans are 
sanctioned but the payment is not 
taken by a third person. 

A person who was involved in a 
conspiracy case and who was in jail 
has been sanctioned a loan. When he 
was in jail how could he execute the 
documents? So, there are a number 
of cases where corruption and unfair 
practices are going on in almost all 
the branches.

My hon. friend, Shri Madhu 
Limaye, has referred to the issue of 
overtime. The amount of overtime 
paid from January 1973 to June 1974 
comes to Rs. 415 lakhs, which is a 
big amount. Why do they not make 
appointments according to the work¬ 
load and thus do away with over¬ 
time? Why do they not streamline 
the procedure in such a maimer that 
the banks are not required to make 
their employees do work overtime? 

I would say that it is not the fault 
of the employees but of the manage¬ 
ment that they require their emplo¬ 
yees to work overtime. I would say 
that there should be a survey of the 
workload and that they should 
streamline the work in such a man¬ 
ner that the employees are not re- 
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quired to work overtime. The 
amount which is being paid as over¬ 
time is a huge one and it is adverse¬ 
ly affecting the financial position of 
the banking industry. 

Lastly, 1 would refer to a very 
small point. I had occasion to tele¬ 
phone to the Manager, Nalbazar 
Branch of the Union Bank of India. 
I had received one communication 
from the hon. Finance Minister and 
on that reference I wanted to know 
the latest position regarding one 
case. So, I telephoned to the Mana¬ 
ger of the Union Bank of India, 
Nalbazar Branch, Bombay. His Ex¬ 
cellency said “I will not talk on 
telephone”. Then I told him that I 
am not pleading that he should give 
a loan to the party concerned, there 
he may do whatever he likes, I have 
nothing to do with it but he should 
reply to me in connection with the 
communication I have received from 
the hon. Finance Minister. He re¬ 
fused to hear the contents of the 
letter of the hon. Finance Minister. 
This is the behaviour of the Bank 
Manager... 

AN HON. MEMBER: Now, he 

will be promoted. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA: Certainly. 

The Bank Managers are duty- 
bound to speak in a courteous lan¬ 
guage and to hear the people. He 
should have noted the reference and 
then verified it. He had no business 
to say, “I will not hear you or I will 
not listen to the reference that you 
are making.” 

After the nationalisation of Banks, 
1 would say, the overall impact on 
the general economy is practically 
nil. We have seen the prices going 
up; we have seen the costs going up. 
It has not benefited the small farmer, 
the small artisan, the people in the 
backward areas, the Harijans and 
others. Oh the contrary, the deposits 
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s of the backward areas are diverted 
to the developed areas. The other 
day, in the Rajya Sabha, the answer 
given to one question indicates that 
75 big houses are given a major por¬ 
tion of the borrowings. This is the 
way in which the nationalised Banks 
are functioning today. It requires 
immediate attention of the Govern¬ 
ment. I do not know -whether this 
Government is capable of controlling 
the nationalised Banks. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI (Kaira): Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir, two of our Op¬ 
position Members have said many 
things regarding our nationalised 
Banks. We had nationalised the 
Banks with certain objectives. Na¬ 
tionalisation was a means to an end. 
To that extent, we can examine in 
terms of the final achievements we 
have made, related to expectations 
we had of the banks. 

( I do not want to go into details 
because of limited time at my dispo¬ 
sal. I can say this much that we 
have a long way to go and I would 
make a few constructive suggestions. 

The Banks have two primary 
objectives. One is, of course, pro¬ 
duction. Finance is the basic neces¬ 
sity for increasing production. In 
the tight of that, we can examine 
our agricultural and industrial pro- 
> duction, a certain amount of stagna¬ 
tion and inflation. For that matter, 
we have to go into some of our 

, methods. I do not want to talk of 

Banks as a third party. After all, 
the Banks form part of the Indian 
economy. To that extent, we have 
to organise our house in relation to 
our own objectives and to meet our 
own obligation. Therefore, in rela¬ 
tion to our approach to the finance, 
we may say that in the matter of 
* deposits that have been collected 

from certain areas deposits that 

have been advanced to certain other 
areas and the productivity per capita 
of investment, return in terms of 
production, in absolute terms or in 
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terms of G.N.P., we have not kept 
track of watching it. Analysis might 
help us in reaching a certain advan¬ 
tages lending system which might 
mean some more production itself. 

Now, an important point which our 
friends made was with regard to 
agricultural finance or financing agri¬ 
cultural sector. Here again, I might 
say that we have to do a lot because 
the fact' is that deposits have been 
collected from agricultural sector 
which has been deprived of its earn¬ 
ings, because monies are invested 
elsewhere. It is well known that all 
the money that' lies in American 
banks today had its origin in the 
farms. The American economists 
have recognised this; economists like 
Barbara Ward have made it very, 
clear that had it not been for initial 
generation on the farm front, the 
American economy would never have 
been what it is now. This by itself 
is an example for us to regenerate 
our economy which we are today 
finding difficult to make good. 

Another area is the industrial sec¬ 
tor. Here I would say that a lot of 
lending is going into stagnant in¬ 
vestments. This must be curtailed 
and a certain amount of rotation or 
fast turn-round should be done so 
that the funds generate more wealth 
than we are presently having! and 
our per capita income is so 
increased. 

There has been some talk about 
our banking delays. Just now hon. 
Member, Shri P. M. Mehta, talked 
about the approach of one of the 
Bank Managers. Here I would like 
to narrate one of my recent experi¬ 
ences. 15 days back in England I 
talked to the Industrial and Com¬ 
mercial Finance Corporation ana 
casually asked them how they 
financed their industry. I did not 
tell them the fact that I was a Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament; I just talked to 
them as a commoner. They put me 
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to one Dr. Cross. He talked to me. 
The next day morning I received a 
bunch of papers from them giving 
the various details about how they 
lend in the United Kingdom. In the 
whole of western world, in fact even 
in developing countries in South 
America and North African coun¬ 
tries, the feeling of urgency does exist 
and there is a certain amount of 
quick disposal of matters. The per¬ 
sons in our banks must be advised 
or briefed that time is a costlier 
commodity and that' we have to see 
that the time is not lost in wasteful 
ways. 

Then there is the question of re¬ 
conciliation of accounts. Mr. Madhu 
Limaye made a reference to that. 
Here I would say this much that our 
Government must insist on quarterly 
balance sheets. There are many 
banks and many companies in the 
world which give quarterly dividends. 

In other words, they close tfyeir 
accounts every quarter. In fact, some 
of the foreign banks in India recon¬ 
cile their accounts weekly and the 
head offices prepare their balance 
sheets quarterly, and some distribute 
the dividends after approval by the 
Direction, body. Therefore, for our 
banks not to have balance sheets for 
three or four or five years is some¬ 
thing which we should not tolerate. 
(Interruption). I am saying quarter¬ 
ly because if you give them a higher 
target* then they might fry to do 
something. This is one of the areas 
in which, I think, we should insist on 
some performance, because, after all, 
it is from the balance sheet that we 
can operate business or industry. If 
there is no balance sheet, then we 
would not know which direction we 
are going in. It is more or less a 
radar or a compass by which we 
know the working of an organisation. 
One of the biggest financiers told me 
that we should never invest in a 
company which does not issue balance 
sheet in six months from its closing 
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the accounts because that is a sure 
sing of its founding on something. 

Now we have talked about deposits 
and disbursements. There again the 
centralised system should not mean 
manipulation. This is what worries 
some of us. We have seen that for¬ 
merly the accent was on the Directors 
and the Chairman in the Banks. They 
used to use money for their own or 
friends benefits. Now, after the na¬ 
tionalisation of banks we have seen 
that this privilage has gone to the 
officials. We find that regional alle¬ 
giance, linguistic offinities, religious 
affinities and casteism-all these things 
are distorting the central operating 
mechanism. Therefore, the Govern¬ 
ment should see that there is justice 
in distribution. Recently I was read¬ 
ing in the paper that the UP Govern¬ 
ment was sore about the big deposits 
that are being received in the State 
but less of them being disbursed in 
that State. Same is the case with 
regard to Gujarat. In Gujarat, the 
deposits receive^ by 4 nationalised 
banks are about Rs. 700 crores and the 
advances given are only Rs. 400 crores 
a nr there is a gap of Rs. 300 crores. 
There are certain States which deposit 
Rs. 400 or 500 crores but get loans 
to the extent of a couple of hundred 
crores of rupees more. Some people 
say that these States can use the 
money better. But you can rest as¬ 
sured that a State or person who 
generates money has a better capa¬ 
bility to utilise the money and has 
also a better means to make it more 
productive and profitable. There¬ 
fore, any question of intelligence, 
knowledge or education is no guar¬ 
antee for an effective execution of 
any scheme, because, in my personal 
experience. I have found that know¬ 
ledge and intelligence and education 
have nothing to do with the ability 
to perform. Therefore, the mere 
argument of qualification does not 
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work in practice. Therefore I would 
urge upon the Ministry to see and 
issue strict instructions, as, after all 
injustice would result in tendency 
on the part of the States to make 
firstly claims, then demands and 
ultimately agitations for more auto¬ 
nomy, because once the people see 
that the central apparatus operates in 
favour of only a few States, the confi¬ 
dence will be lost and present posi¬ 
tion or advantage of having a federa¬ 
ted India or a united India and a big 
unit will be lost and it would lead to 
unnecessary fragmentation. This is 
what we should prevent at all costs. 
That is “why I am just putting this be¬ 
fore the Ministry. Do justice to all. 


There has been a suggestion by the 
Banking Commission to have rural 
subsidiary banks. I do not know what 
the Ministry or the Banking Com¬ 
mission has in its mind about the man¬ 
ner of execution. The value of les¬ 
sons could be learnt from the large 
amounts of monies that have been 
advancer in a very good number of 
countries where in effective actions 
have been taken on the rural sector. 
Somebody would say: why make such 
a general statement? Recently I was 
visiting a large number of countries 
in Europe, South America and North 
Africa early this month as also last 
month. I saw actual situations exist¬ 
ing there. Unfortunately for us, we 
are looking small because we are lag¬ 
ging behind. I also observed that the 
respect for us has gone down. As a 
person who had seen how respect for 
Indians had changed abroad in the 
forties, fifties and the sixties I can 
safely say that the respect for India 
and Indians was the highest in 1949-50 
and the respect for India and Indians. 
tOrday, in 1974 is at the lowest. This 
particular things I am not saying for 
the purpose of any criticism but I 
want that we must have some intro¬ 
spection and we should try to see how 


we can get over the present deficien¬ 
cies we have. 

There has been deterioration in the 
banking services. This again I would 
tell you from my experiences in the 
United States and elsewhere, it takes 
hardly a minutes to cash your cheque 
and most of the documents you can do 
in matter of a few minutes. In India 
we have found that when we want 
to cash a cheque it takes a lot of 
time. It takes 6 months to get a 
paper pushed through. I am not 
talking about grant of loans. If one 
deposits money and completes for¬ 
malities of the documents, etc. it takes 
about 8 months and even one year 
to forward. 

I now come to the subject of in¬ 
flation. Fiscal policies are under¬ 
standable but they alone will not solve 
the problem. 

When we heard that in Indonesia 
they were paying 15 to 17 per cent 
of interest we thought that it was 
something unusual but now in our 
own country we are facing a similar 
situation and we are paying now 
about 15 per cent interest in order to 
hedge inflation. 

So, what I suggest is that not only 
fiscal measures are necessary but we 
should have production and more pro¬ 
duction and that appears to me to be 
the only way out of the present 
difficult situation which is facing us 
(ends). 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan): Today we are discussing 
the Banking Commission's recommen¬ 
dations. The report was submitted in 
January, 1972. It is fit and proper 
that after 5 years, of the nationalisa¬ 
tion of banks the House should consi¬ 
der how banks have been working and 
what benefits the common man iff the 
country has got. We supported na¬ 
tionalisation. The common people of 
the country supported it with file great 
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expectation of getting the real benefits 
out of the nationalisation of banks. In 
1969, when the banks were nationalist! 
the Government came to control 83 
per cent of the deposits and advances 
in the country and 80 per cent of the 
working of the commercial banks in 
this! country, and these came under 
the direct control of the Government. 

When the Nationalistion Bill was 
introduced and discussed in the House 
the then Finance Minister, namely the 
Prime Minister of the country, said 
as follows: 

“Financial institutions are amongst 
the most important levers that a 
society has at its command for the 
achievement of its social and eco¬ 
nomic objectives_ ” 

These high-sounding objetives are 
very good. Let me quote her further. 
She said; 

“..It is in recognition of this fact 
that we nationalised the Imperial 
Bank of India over a decade ago. It 
shall be out endeavour to ensure that 
needs of production sectors of the 
economy and in particular those of 
farmers smal-scale industrialists and 
self-employed professional groups are 
met in an increasing manner. It 
will be one of the positive? objec¬ 
tives of nationalised banks to active¬ 
ly foster the growth of new and 
progressive entrepreneurs and to 
create fresh opportunities for the 
hitherto neglected and backward 
areas. By severing link between 
the major banks and big industrial 
groups steps will have been taken 
to bring about development of pro¬ 
fessional management in the bank¬ 
ing field.** 

And then she said: 

“Our sole consideration has been 
to accelerate development and thus 
make a significant impact on the 
problems of poverty and employment 
and bring about progressive reduc¬ 


tion of disparities between rich and 
poor sections of our people .rod bet¬ 
ween relatively advanced and back¬ 
ward areas of the country.” 


A very laudable objective. But the 
question is how far the Department of 
Banking of the Government of India 
has been able to achieve any part of 
these objectives. The question is whe¬ 
ther any reasonable amount of success 
has been made in achieving this. 


Let us take the disparity position 
between the different States in this 
country and different regions. So far 
as relative backwardness of the eastern 
and north-eastern regions of the coun- 
ry is concerned, it is so wellknown and 
pronounced—I am very sorry to say 
so—that whenever I raise a question 
from time to time, a stock answer 
comes, namely, that we are looking 
into the matter and we are. giving 
a direction. But nothing has been 
done. After five years there nas been 
statistically a lot of improvement in 
the banking facilities. We have nu¬ 
merous branches, some required and 
some not required, and when I raised 
it in the Consultative Committee meet¬ 
ing, I was told that in a residential 
area within one furlong there are five 
branches of different banks what for 
I do not know. The statistics show 
that there are numerous branches and 
there have been a large deposit mobi¬ 
lisation and comparatively a large am¬ 
ount of advances is being given. Who 
are the real beneficiaries? Are they 
being distributed in accordance with 
the needs of different areas and of 
different sections of the people? Are 
the backward areas getting the real 
benefits so that they can develop? Has 
that been achieved or not? From that 
point of view, you. can consider whe¬ 
ther nationalisation which wo all sup¬ 
port and want it to be successful ftjlly 
has achieved its objective? 
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So far as population figure per office, 
that is, branch in west and South 
India is concerned it is 30,000 per 
office while, in Assam it is 90,000 per 
office. In Bihar and in Orissa it is 
100,000 per office. But so far as rural 
areas are concerned, the disparity is 
still greater. Against the national 
average population of 92,000 per office 
in the rural sector it has been more 
than 2 lakhs in a majority of the States 
in the Eastern and North-eastern re¬ 
gions. 

Surprisingly, even in the intra-State 
distribution of banking facilities, there 
has been a marked disparity. If you 
will kindly see the Bulletin of the 
Reserve Bank of India on banking sta¬ 
tistics, in northern region which com¬ 
prises of Haryana, Delhi, Himachal 
Pradesh etc., you will find that Delhi 
takes a lion’s share of the advances. 
In northern region, the total amount of 
advance has been of the order of Rs. 
443 crores out of which Rs. 267 crores 
is for Delhi alone while, in the whole 
of Himachal Pradesh it is Rs. 
2.49 crores and for the entirety of 
Jammu and Kashmir, it is Rs. 2.03 
crores. So far as North-eastern region 
is concerned, I am sure you will also 
be interested to know that, that is, 
Assam, Meghalaya, Manipur and Naga¬ 
land, Tripura, Arunachal Pradesh and 
Mizoram which constitute north east¬ 
ern zone for the purpose of banking 
facilities, it is Rs. 17.78 crores as 
against Rs. 443 crores in the northern- 
region. The Eastern region gets Rs. 
435 crores, that is Bihar, West Bengal 
and Andaman. In the western re¬ 
gion, it is Rs. 1,285 crores, that is, 
Gujarat, Maharashtra, Goa, Daman, 
Diu, Dadra and Nagar Haveli. In 

the southern region, it is Rs. 581 cro¬ 
res. This is the disparity which I 
am reading from the Reserve Bank of 
India’s Bulletin, April, 1973. 

I was saying how in a particular re¬ 
gion, the disparity is there. It will be 
seen therefrom that in Maharashtra 
less than 25 per cent of the district has 
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got 60 per cent of the facility of bank¬ 
ing One-fourth of the district has only 
10 per cent of the banking faci¬ 
lity. Therefore there is concen¬ 
tration of 60 per cent of the bank 
offices in the developed areas in Maha¬ 
rashtra. One fourth of the area of 
the Stale is enjoying sixty per cent 
of the banking facilities. The test of 
75 per cent of the district has got only 
40 per cent of the banking facilities. 
Unfortunately, although one of the 
major objectives has been to help in 
the development of the backward areas 
the tendency has been to go for an easy 
profiteering in the matter of lending. 
That has happened. I believe the hon. 
Finance Minister ha s said in the other 
House that five major business houses 
are enjoying about 75 to 80 per cent 
bank advances.

[Shri Dinesh Chandra Goswami in 
the Chair ] 

Is that a desirable thing? Was that 
the purpose for which the banks were 
nationalised? 1 would like the hon. 
Finance Minister to tell us how you 
have helped the backward areas to 
progress; what facilities you have given 
for agricultural production; how has 
this huge amount lying with the banks 
been utilised to increase fertiliser pro¬ 
duction? If I may read from the hon. 
Finance Minister’s last speech while 
introducing Finance Bill No. 2, he said: 

“Fundamentally, the imbalance 
that now exists in our economy can 
be removed only through sustained 
increase in agricultural production 
though this is not going to be an 
easy task because of inadequate in¬ 
digenous production of fertilisers 
and steep increase in their import 
price.” 

What role have the nationalised banks 
played in increasing the agricultural 
production in this country? X would 
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like again to quote from the Reserve 
Bank of India bulletine: 

“Out of the public sector funds 
advanced to priority sector the posi¬ 
tion as on June 1972 was that 8.4 
per cent was advanced for agricul¬ 
tural purposes out of the total am¬ 
ount of credits granted.” 

This is the position. This disparity has 
not been removed. The stress on agri¬ 
cultural production and on fanning 
loans has not been given. Though 
there is increase in the advances to 
priority sector I find that from the 
report that there has been almost sig¬ 
nificant increase in the share of the 
priority sector in the total bank credit 
in June, 1974. Although amount-wise 
it has increased, proportionate-wise it 
has decreased. 

The whole of the eastern and north¬ 
eastern region shared only 11 per cent 
of the total credit loan to priority sec¬ 
tors. It is a very sorry state of affairs. 
You cannot have proper and adequate 
development of the country by keeping 
areas and areas perpectually backward. 
You do not think western India alone 
will bring all-round development of 
the country. 

No doubt, there has been an enor¬ 
mous increase in the number of bran¬ 
ches but, Sir, we have to see that these 
branches become a commercial propo¬ 
sition and that it is not just for the 
purpose of record that this bank has 
so many branches. We have to see 
their commercial feasibility. We have 
to see how far it has commercially 
helped. I am not saying you open 
branches only with profit motive. You 
have to open branches in the rural 
areas which have remained backward, 
but the stress should not be only on 
the number of branches opened in a 
year. Our people know that a mere 
Increase in the number of branches 
does not help in their difficulties. 
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So far as the functioning of the 
nationalised banks is concerned, I 
think the greatest defect has been that 
they have failed to create one of the 
most urgent necessities, namely em¬ 
ployment potentialities or employment 
opportunities. A scheme had been 
recently indicated to the people, I 
believe in the last year’s budget, in 
regard to self-employment. We would 
like to know how it has worked, and 
how much employment opportunities 
has been created with the help of the 
banks. We would like to know the 
statistics in this (regard. It is ro use 
merely trying to give ideas to the 
people without telling them what the 
actual result is. We would like to 
know categorically how far the 
nationalised banks have helped in the 
creation of greater employment op¬ 
portunities. What is the extent of 
employment given so far? 

Their second failure is that they 
have not been able to broaden ade¬ 
quately the interpreneurial base in 
this country. That means, so far, 
their stress has been on or their love 
continue to be with these monopoly 
houses. They do not make loans 
available to the small and honest en¬ 
trepreneurs. Those who have larger 
amounts are able to run away with 
large amounts for so many purposes 
from out of public money, and. Gov¬ 
ernment are allowing them to do so 
in order to keep them in good humour. 

The third failure that I would like 
to mention is that they have failed to 
increase the agricultural productivity 
in this country. There has been a 
system called the differential interest 
rate system. 

So far, it appears that the scheme 
has not been a success at all. I would 
like the Finance Minister to tell us 
whether the scheme has been a suc¬ 
cess and whether it tuts helped the 
common people or the poorer sections 
of the people. / 
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So far as farming and agricultural 
production are concerned. I demand 
that adequate finances should be 
made available to the persons who 
really need them, not the big jotdars 
or zamindars. Hie burghadars or 
the share-croppers or the persons who 
actually till the soil are not getting 
the benefit. We would like to know 
how much money has been spent on 
making irrigation facilities available 
to them, on making fertilisers avail¬ 
able to them and so on. Let the bon. 
Minister please have a look at some 
of these aspects also which are most 
important aspects. Merely coming 
to Parliament for getting more and 
more taxes levied on the basis of their 
admitted failure to increase agricultu¬ 
ral productivity will not justify the 
continuance of this attitude. They 
must justify nationalisation and ful¬ 
fil the people’s hopes and aspirations. 
They want these banks to flourish and 
flourish for the benefit of the people, 
not for the benefit of their monopolist 
friends. Therefore, it is essential 
that these things should be made avail¬ 
able with the help of the banks’ re¬ 
sources which are public men, and 
Government should immediately ad¬ 
dress themselves to this aspect. 

In conclusion, I would make a brief 
reference to foreign banks. These 
foreign banks have developed an in- 
strumentiality for repatriating foreign 
exchange; as regards the methods of 
dealing in foreign exchange, how they 
are doing it etc. It is very difficult 
for this 'Government to keep pace with 
it, and I am sure they have not got 
the mechanism for that purpose. 
Large amounts of money are being 
repatriated a s earnings and profits by 
these foreign banks. Why should they 
be treated separately? If we can gene¬ 
rate resources on our own, why 
should certain foreign banks get cer¬ 
tain privileges to take money out of 
this country? There has been quite a 
considerable eipansion of the business 
of these banks. They may not be 
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opening new offices or branches at 
the rate at which the other nationa¬ 
lised banks are doing. But they are 
still attracting larger amounts of de¬ 
posits. If we compare we find that 
the increase in the deposits and ad¬ 
vances in their case is no less than 
that in the case of the nationalised 
banks. Why should we allow these 
foreign banks with some dubious re¬ 
cord in the past and also the present, 
and which will no doubt continue to be 
so in the future? Why should we 
allow them? Why should they 
not be treated in the same fashion? 
Why should they not be nationalised, 
and why should the resources at their 
disposal also not be treated as public 
resources? 

I would request the hen. Minister 
to explain it. I believe he has ex¬ 
pressed his disappointment very re¬ 
cently about the slow progress in achi¬ 
eving the objects of nationalisation. 
Then what is being done for the poorer 
section of the people, for increasing 
agricultural production, for the self- 
employed professional and for the 
small entrepreneur. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB (Angul): As 
we all know, the banking system in 
this country is an important financial 
intra-structure. Ownership, control 
and the credit policies in respect of 
commercial banks very much influ¬ 
ence the volume and pattern of invest¬ 
ment. Sir, the criteria of evolution, 
therefore, must be based on norms of 
social cost-benefit analyses in a wider 
perspective. The achievements of the 
public sector banks in the recent pe¬ 
riod of course, in that sense; have 
been quite significant. 

In a short period of five years, the 
deposit mobilisation and branch expan¬ 
sion have been as much as, what 
could have been possible in nearly 
two decades during pre-nationalisation 
period. It is also evident from the 
phenomenal rise in the number of 
borrowers’ accounts that lending op¬ 
erations cover a much larger variety 
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of people. For instance, from a small 
figure of 2.6 lakhs in 1969, the num¬ 
ber of such accounts now is as high 
as 20 lakhs. This shows an increase, 
a good increase, by a few hundred 
per cent. 

The priority sectors such as agri¬ 
culture, small scale industries, retail 
trade, small business, etc. have receiv¬ 
ed much greater attention than it 
was possible during the pre-1969 pe¬ 
riod when big business controlled the 
destiny and operations of the com¬ 
mercial banks. From the reports we 
find that between June 1969 and June 
1973, the share of these priority sec¬ 
tors has increased from Rs. 441 crores 
to Rs. 1297 crores. This is the cor¬ 
rect picture as we see the reports. 

I will further add that public sector 
banks have made rapid strides. They 
are moving in the right direction. 
But we should look at Rs dispassion¬ 
ately. In certain fields, however the 
progress has not come up to public 
expectation in so far as the role of 
the public sector banks in our egalita¬ 
rian society is concerned. This is true 
specially in the sense of regional im¬ 
balances. There I have a grouse. 

Then a study of credit-deposit ratio 
for different States and Union Terri¬ 
tories reveals that less industrialised 
States do not get their full and legiti¬ 
mate share of bank deposits for in¬ 
vestment purposes. For example, ac¬ 
cording to the 62nd Report of the Esti¬ 
mates Committee, the credit-deposit 
ratio varies between 10.51 per cent in 
Tripura ana 107.95 per cent in Tamil 
Nadu. 

Therefore low percapita-income 
States or for the matter less develop¬ 
ed States like Bengal, Bihar, Orissa, 
it is invariably less than fifty per cent. 
So, Sir it appears that either because 
of the control exercised by industrial 
magnates, or because of inadequate 
preparation of viable schemes of in¬ 
vestment, that the deposits, are not 
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made available to flow for investments 
in poor States and backward areas.... 
(Interruptions). Therefore, it is ex¬ 
tremely important that planning in the 
matter of credit operations is started 
at the grass roots. This is .a matter 
of national importance and in fact this 
will help establish in my opinion in¬ 
dustrial democracy at the grass root 
level in the country. I am declined to 
the view that many unimaginative 
bureaucrats work with outmoded tra¬ 
ditional norms of capitalist society. 
Therefore the setbacks to progress 
have been taking place. Therefore, it 
is important that the traditionalism of 
the bureaucrats is changed into social 
dynamics and geared to the objectives 
and goals of socialism. I suggest there¬ 
fore in broad outline the following to 
be considered by the hon. Finance Mi¬ 
nister. Firstly a series of orientation 
programmes for the bank employees 
will be of great help. Secondly, the 
procedure regarding hypothecation and 
guarantee documents for making ad¬ 
vances should be more simplified; it 
is simplified to a certain extent but it 
should be simplified more. Thirdly, 
the fear of decreasing profitability 
from a larger degree of risk in the 
matter of repayment, must not stand 
in the way .of making advances to 
weaker sections of the society. Fourth¬ 
ly the capitalist norms for socialist 
role of public sector banks is a con¬ 
tradiction in terms. This aspect should 
be looked into and the needful should 
be done at an early date. In conclu¬ 
sion, I say that there is every reason 
for the right thinking members of'the 
House to congratulate the Govern¬ 
ment for their thought to achieve the 
desired goal through nationalisation of 
banks. I am confident. Sir, that what¬ 
ever the leeway it shall be made up 
very soon. 

SHRI VIRENDRA AGARWAL (Mo- 
radabad); The earlier, speakers who 
have participated In the debate have 
covered quite a good area. I feel that 
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the Banking Commission was consti¬ 
tuted much earlier titan the banks 
were nationalised and their terms of 
reference became irrelevant the mo¬ 
ment the banks were nationalised. I 
really do not know what purpose would 
be served by a debate on their report. 
Of course the hon. House must discuss 
the functioning of nationalised banks 
during the last five years and that is 
what 1 should like to do now. 

The banking system has played a 
vital role as an effective instrument 
of economic growth and social wel¬ 
fare all over the world. I have had 
occasions to go through their function¬ 
ing in certain developed countries. I 
was really amazed how a country like 
West Germany which was almost de¬ 
vastated pould succeed in such a short 
time in building up its economy with 
the help of hundred billion dollars 
given under the Marshall Plan by the 
United States. The credit for build¬ 
ing West Germany. I feel, goes to 
none else but the banking system. 
What have we done in our country in 
the last 27 years? Banks were placed 
under social control and then this 
Banking Commission was appointed. 
In 1969, 14 commercial banks were 
nationalised. Of course, it is a debat¬ 
able point whether the banks were 
nationalised for political reasons or 
economic considerations. My personal 
view is that the banks were nationalis¬ 
ed entirely for politically considera¬ 
tions. Bank nationalisation was un¬ 
doubtedly a major event in the history 
of free India. It had or used the as¬ 
pirations of the people. There was a 
feeling at that time that nationalisation 
of banks would prove a panacea to all 
our economic problems. . The common 
man got an assurance that he would 
get the required credit to keep his busi¬ 
ness going. The nationalised banks have 
functioned for last five years. Today 
let those who were responsible for na- , 
tionilsation ask whether the objectives 
for which banks were nationalised had 
been served. Your own Finance Mi¬ 
nister concedes now and then in 
various parts of the country the banks 
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have failed to serve the national ob¬ 
jective. The other day a junior mi¬ 
nister for Planning talking in Poona 
had said that bank nationalisation was 
the greatest failure because it did not 
serve the national objective. These 
are hard facts. It is no use being a 
part of the band wagon without seeing 
the repercussions and the consequen¬ 
ces. Bank nationalisation, unfortuna¬ 
tely, had not improved matters. If 
you make a very objective study of it 
in respect of profitability, efficiency 
productivity or any aspect of the bank¬ 
ing system, you will find it has deterio¬ 
rated and the depositer has suffered 
greatly. Let me put a question not 
to the Finance Minister but to the 
Congress members who hail nationali¬ 
sation whether the banks in this coun¬ 
try have proved to be an instrument 
of economic growth and as social 
change and whether they have helped 
in any way to arrest the spiral of gal¬ 
loping prices. Make an objective 
study, go deep into the problem and 
answer yourself. Then speak what 
your conscience expects you to say. 
There is no doubt that the nationalis¬ 
ed banks have done wonderfully well 
so far as branch expansion is concern¬ 
ed. During the first year between 
June 1969 and December 1972, the 
number of branches opened had gone 
up from 8,000 to 14,000. It was a very 
happy development though of course, 
it is a question of doubt whether they 
were opened In the right areas in the 
backward areas, or In rural areas 
where they were expected to be open¬ 
ed. There is another aspect to the 
same problem and that is whether It 
has not increased the administrative 
costs to such an extent that the depo¬ 
sitor who had nut his monev into the 
bank cannot get a fair return. I per¬ 
sonally feel that the branch expansion 
was a good move in the right direction 
but, because of the enthusiasm, we 
have gone at such a rapid pace that 
the administrative cost has gone up 
verv high. Further the deposit col¬ 
lection from the new branches'was not 
very encouraging; it was quite Door. 
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There is another aspect to judge the 
situation, and that is the aggregate 
deposits as percentage ot national in¬ 
come, and that is low. While We feel 
happy that the deposit mobilisation has 
«en very very high. We have also to 
see the rate of money supply in the 
country, because bank deposit has got 
a direct relation to the money supply 
in the country. Therefore, we cannot 
afford to forget one aspect of the prob¬ 
lem when we judge the total situation 
objectively. I do not feel very happy 
there. 

The previous speakers have laid a 
great deal of emphasis on the fact that 
the commercial banks, or the nation¬ 
alised banks, have not served the prio¬ 
rity sectors adequately and effectively. 
It has been conceded by the Finance 
Minister that the nationalised banks 
have failed in this respect. I need not 
go into it at all because it is an accept¬ 
ed situation in the country today that 
the banks were nationalised to serve 
the priority sectors that is, the agricul¬ 
tural sector the small-scale sector and 
schemes for the self-employed. Shri 
Mohan. Dharia has said in Poona that 
the scheme for the employment of five 
million has failed, and failed largely 
because of the inefficient functioning 
of the nationalised banks. Therefore, 

I need not comment on that point. 

On the agricultural fnont the na¬ 
tionalised banks have failed us. The 
agricultural production is going down 
rapidly every year. I think we have 
to blame the nationalised banks to 
some extent, if not fully. Between 
June 1972 and March 1973 the propor¬ 
tion of lending to priority sectors to 
total lending rose only by less than 
one per cent. I think the banks need 
to gear up their administrative com¬ 
petence and effort in this direction. 

Then while these nationalised banks 
have raised their bank credit to the 
government sector by 14.5 per cent 
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from Rs. 7,491 crores to Rs. 8,591 crores 
between January 1973 to September 
1973, the commercial sector has been 
denied a fair share of the credit The 
whole of the resources have been 
directed to the Government sector. 
So the credit to the commercial sec¬ 
tor has declined by 2 per cent from Rs. 
1,954 crores to Rs. 1,915 crores. I be¬ 
lieve this is one factor which has been 
largely responsible for the galloping 
prices because the bank credit to the 
Government sector mostly goes to un¬ 
productive spending while any loan or 
credit to the commercial sector cannot 
afford to go to the unprodutive sector. 

Even the total bank credit as percen¬ 
tage of the total deposits has declined 
sharply from 78.98 per cent in 1969-70 
to 69.85 per cent in June 1973. 

This is the situation about profitabi¬ 
lity. It has been greatly emphasied 
that the profitability has gone down. 
I need not lay any more emphasis on 
that. 

17 hrs. 

I want to say that the depositors in 
this country have suffered a great deal 
because of bank nationalisation. Why? 
It is because depositors have been de¬ 
nied a fair rate of interest on their 
deposits. Whereas lending rates have 
been raised, interest rates on deposits 
have not been raised. I feel, there 
should be a difference in the rates of 
interest between lending and deposits 
by 4 per cent. 

About the Board of Directors, it has 
not been constituted accorling to na¬ 
tional objectives. I feel depositors. 
Workers^ economists, small agricultu¬ 
rists small entrepreneurs etc., should 
be represented on the Board of Direc¬ 
tors. Are we doing it? No. At the 
moment I feel, the Finance Ministry 
has been distributing patronage to 
their own favourites. 

The bank efficiency is one of the ma¬ 
jor casualties today. We all know that 
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out-station clearance which used to 
take three days now takes more than 
a month. We take about an hour to 
get a cheque cleared. 

At the moment, indiscipline in banks 
is so rampant that it is very difficult 
for any Bank Manager to get the job 
done. The Bank Managers feel help¬ 
less. I suggest that banking should be 
declared as an essential service. 

There is a lot to say on this sub¬ 
ject. But I would just mention two 
points more. One is that the farmer 
for whom the banks were nationalised 
is required to fill up such a series of 
forms that it has been calculated— 
let the Finance Ministry calculate for 
itself—if he wants to have one rupee of 
credit from any nationalised bank, he 
requires'to spend 35 p. on filling up 
the forms and, actually he gets 65 p. 

Finally, I would say, from the 
speeches I have heard that we have 
reached a point when the Govern¬ 
ment must constitute a high-powered 
judicial commission to go into the func¬ 
tioning of the Reserve Bank and also 
the nationalised banks. This is abso¬ 
lutely essential if we really want to 
understand whether bank nationalisa¬ 
tion has succeeded or not. If it has not 
succeeded as it is admitted at all 
hands, then, why should we not do 
something constructively and positi¬ 
vely to improve the functioning of the 
Reserve Bank and nationalised banks? 
I feel that the Reserve Bank should 
be an independent monetary authority 
in this country and its advice should 
prevail at the Government level. If 
it does not, then the Reserve Bank 
should have a right to come before 
Parliament and tell that its advice has 
not been followed. 

These are some of my points. I 
feel that if we fail to re-organise the 
banking system on modem lines which 
should serve our national objectives 
in respect of giving necessary adequate 
credit to agricultural sector, small far¬ 
mer, small entrepreneur, we will not

be able to build an economy at a time 
when our economy is wholly stagnant. 

1 personally feel that bank nationali¬ 
sation was one factor responsible for 
economic stagnation and galloping pri¬ 
ces.

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN 
(Tellicherry); It is now 5 years 
since banks were nationalised in the 
country. This is an appropriate 
occasion for us to review and assess 
the functioning of these nationalised 
banks. When the fourteen major 
Banks were nationalised the Prime 
Minister spelt out the aims of natio¬ 
nalisation. She suggested a reorien¬ 
tation of credit to fulfil social 
objectives, carrying banking to com¬ 
mon man, providing institutional 
credit to small and hitherto neglected 
sectors both in agriculture alid in¬ 
dustry and helping priority sector, to 
grow. ' ,J 

17,18 hrs. 

[Shri Vasant Sathe in the Chair ] 

These were the objectives which were 
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outlined at the time of nationalisa¬ 
tion of banks. Five years have 
passed. During this period the natio¬ 
nalised banks have no doubt done 
something which is creditable. For 
* example in the matter of expansion 
of branches there have been branch 
expansion in the rural side! in the 
country as a whole. From 8321 in 
the year 1959, now it has come to 
60,503 branches. Deposit mobilisation 
has come from Rs. 4,669 crores then 
to Rs. 8962 crortes now. Banking 
operation in rural side has increased 
by 50 per cent. Commendable per¬ 
formance -was there in certain other 
sectors too. This is one side of the 
picture the bright side of the picture 
regarding the work o e the nationaliz¬ 
ed banks. When we take all these 
aspects into consideration we have to 
take vital aspects of the functioning 
of nationalised banks. We| were told 
in 1969 that banks were nationalised 
to de-link economic institutions from 
he grip of monopoly houses. 

To-day it is with all justification 
that we can ask you a question as to 
how far we have succeeded? On 6 th 
August, this year, our hon. Finance 
Minister, Shri Chavan, said while 
answering, a question, that five busi¬ 
ness houses in the) country, namely, 
Tatas, Birals, Martin Burn, Mafatlal 
and Bangur—these five big business 
houses—have amassed an amount of 
money by way of credits. Rs. 18,610 
is the total amount of money in lakhs 
they have amassed. 'But, the same) 
companies, in 1969, had only Rs. 15,725 
lakhs. It has now gone up, and to¬ 
day these "big business houses in our 
country are getting a little more than 
75 per cent of the credits which had 
been given to the organised industrial 
sector. This is not a very commend¬ 
able situation. This shows that one 
of the major objectives of delinking 
of the industry and of the monopoly 
houses from the financial institutions 
could not be achieved successfully by 
the nationalised banks. 
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Another interesting thing is this. 
You may look into that. On 10th 
May, 1974, the accumulated amount 
of credits given to the private indus¬ 
tries in our country comes to 
Rs. 9,379 crores whereas the interest¬ 
ing aspect of credits that Govern¬ 
ment have taken from the banks 
comes only to Rs. 9,013 crores— 
nearly 300 crores of rupees worth of 
credit have been given to the private 
industry. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Mr. Chandrap- 
pan, earlier y 6 u gave some! figure. 
Will you kindly check up whether it 
is Rs. 15,000 crores, 18,000 crores or 
Rs. 1,500 crores? 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: This 
was an answer given in reply to a 
question on 6 th August, 1974 by Shri 
Chavan. It may not be taken as an 
argument. The answer has been 
given by him in the House. The 
point here; is that we did~hot succeed 
in delinking the bank from the 
monopoly houses. That Is the point 
I want to make. Another objective 
which was stated at that time' 
was to help the weaker sections and 
the undeveloped areas. I do not 
want to go into the problems of the 
undeveloped areas as my friend, Shri 
Chatterjee, has already dealt with 
it. I would, however, Hke to bring 
to your notice as to what is happen¬ 
ing to the weaker sections. They 
are badly neglected. They are as 
badly neglected as betfore. Though 
I cannot use the word ‘worse* I use 
the words ‘as badly as it was before*. 
Shri Naik is not here. Otherwise he 
would have fought with me when I 
say all these things. A statement 
made by the Directorate of Land 
Development said that in the matter 
of returning loans promptly the 
share-croppers and much better than 
even the jotdars. They set an ex¬ 
ample. For example, 75 per cent of 
the sharq-croppers in West Bengal 
returned the loan in time. They did 
not use the loans for any other 
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purpose. They used the money for 
increasing their production of paddy 
by 77 per cent. This loan was given 
for agricultural purposes. The State 
says that it is extremely difficult for 
the share-cropper to get loans because 
his credit-worthiness is always in 
question. This is the age-old concept 
which we are having regarding 
credit-worthiness, that is you must 
have either immovable property or a 
third-party guarantee. You require! 
so many things when you are giving 
to a poor share-cropper because he 
cannot produce land-record. 


Now, you take the case of land* 
owning cultivators. They took loans 
and returned only 40 per cent. The 
poor share-cropper whose credit 
worthiness is challenged, returned in 
time and used the money for produc¬ 
tive operations. Another figure may 
be interesting in this regard. During 
the last five years the fourteen natio¬ 
nalised banks gave short-term and 
long-Ufrm loans to farmers holding 
below 2-1)2 acres of land only 24 per 
cent, and farmers having above 2-1^2 
acres 66 per cent, whereas farmers 
having more than 10 acres got 34 per 
cent of the loans. This is about short¬ 
term loans. When you ccme to long' 
term loans, the situation is still 
worse. Those having 2J acres got 
only 5.1 per cent; above 24 acres got 
94.9 pt|r cent and those above 10 
acres got the maximum share, that 
is, 62.3 per cent. 

The greatest indictment on the 
bankruptcy of the policy comes from 
the Public Accounts Committee. I 
may quote: 

‘‘The Committee! are not convinc¬ 
ed that the nationalised banks hav* 
been able to meet the genuine re¬ 
quirements of the credit for the 
weaker sections of the society in 
^phope name , the Rationalisation 
scheme w as implemented.” 


Now, this is happening. There is 
big number of bureaucrats for run¬ 
ning the whole institution. It will be 
correct to say that instead of natio¬ 
nalising the banks the Government 
has bureaucratised thq whole aet-up. 
If you want to touch the problem, 
first of all, the Reserve Bank of India 
should be re-structured. The persons 
on the Board of Directors of the 
Reserve B&nk of India—I will not 
say they are agents—arc» serving 
their own cause. Mr. Chavan said 
the other day that he will not touch 
them because of the hoary situation. 
This Board of Directors is analogous 
to the Railway" Board set-up, name¬ 
ly, the same concentration of mediei- 
val type of bureaucracy in the 
highest-policy-making body. When 
they give loans, they should take 
into account the needs of the 
poorer sections. They should not 
give loans to the blackmarketeers, 
harders and profiteers. Last year 
there was a case when we were faced 
with tremendous hunger and starva¬ 
tion in the country but food materials 
were hoarded by certain people and 
ye(t money was advanced to them by 
the Reserve Bank. There have also 
been cases Where big business houses 
were favoured on the instruction or 
at. the instigation of the Reserve 
Bank. When Goenka approached the 
bank for a huge loan whe n there 
was a CBI inquiry against him, the 
employees’ representatives in the 
Reserve Bank opposed it and said 
that it should not bq given, but the 
Reserve Bank said ‘No, it can be 
given’. Again, when Government 
were about to announce their credit 
squeeze policy, Rs. 3 crores was given 
as loan to a big millower. The 
employees' representatives opposed it 
but the Government representatives 
did not say anything in the regard at 
the meeting of the board of directors 


There is.no point in accusing the 
. employees ,in; the nsatiedf discipline 
and in the netaae of o w rt l fili ^ for the{ 
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failure in functioning the nationalised 
banks. They have done good work as 
employees and as directors of the 
nationalised banks. Here, l would 
like to draw the attention of the 
hon. Minister to what has appeared 
in the Capital dated the 20th June, 
where the employees of the banks 
in Calcutta have offered and said that 
they are ready to reduce the over¬ 
time which they are taking at pre¬ 
sent. They said that they were ready 
to come to an agreement with the 
bank so that the overtime! could be 
reduced. But the answer that has 
been given is that it should for part 
of a package deal and so it was 
rejected with the result that overtime 
is going on as before and more and 
morel employees are again being 
accused of that. 

Lastly, I would point out that Gov¬ 
ernment are favouring their own 
trade union in the nationalised bank¬ 
ing industry. There are many ins¬ 
tances broughi to the notice of the 
Government where they were asked 
to intervene effectively but they have 
failed to do so. What is It that is 
preventing the Government from 
bringing these nationalised banks 
under the control and purview of the 
Public Undertaking Committee so 
that there will be some accountability 
on their part to Parliament? 

I hope that Government will 
favourably consider all the sugges¬ 
tions which I have made. 

SHRI RAGHUNANDAN LAL BHA- 
TIA (Amritsar): Shri Mehta had 
said that the banks had exploited 
the* rural areas or the rural people 
If investing Rs. 501 crores in the 
agricultural sector and Rs. 275 crores 
in the plantations could be called 
exploitation, I do not know what he 
means. Is this exploitation or giving 
help to the rural sector? Similarly, 
Shri Somnath Chatterjee had said 
that the banks had failed to bring 
about removal of regional disparities. 


In some areas like thq northern 
region, the people have come for¬ 
ward to take advantage of the faci¬ 
lities offered by the banks, but in 
some areas like Manipur, Assam etc. 
the people have not come forward in 
sulfU icitf numbers to lake advantage 
of those facilities. But still this thing 
cannot be done overnight. It is 
taking time. More and more people 
are taking advantage of it because of 
the awareness, and they are having 
the advantage. 


Shri Agarwa] said that by natio¬ 
nalisation we have achieved a politi¬ 
cal aim and we had never wanted to 
have any economic aim. If small 
people are being helped or branches 
are opened in unbanketf areas or in 
backward areas, if this is politics, 
then certainly we want to helD the 
poor people. We want to help the 
small man. W e want to help those 
areas which have been neglected so 
far. 

+>• 

I feed that any assessment of the 
progress in the public sector banks 
has to be viewed with a full under¬ 
standing and appreciation of the 
fundamental objectives that we have. 
Changes were extended to the pre¬ 
cepts, concepts and outlook in the- 
process, in fact to all the dimensions 
of the operations. Our main objec¬ 
tives in nationalising banks were- 
extension of the banking facilities to 
the backward and unbanked areas, 
expansions of credit to the neglected 
sectors of our society, to the priority 
sectors and thirdly, bringing about a 
development-oriented system of 
banking. We have to see whether we 
have been able| to achieve these 
objectives or not. When we see the 
figures, we feel very much satisfied 
that, nationalisation of banks has 
made a tremendous amount of prog¬ 
ress. in regard to opening of bran¬ 
ches, we find that 6,224 new bran¬ 
ches have been opened mostly in*

unbanked areas. The majority of 
these have been opened in areas 
where there were no banking facili¬ 
ties available. We also find that the 
majority of the branches have been 
opened in the rural areas to provide 
facilities to our rural people who had 
hitherto been denied these facilities. 

It has been said that m some areas 
banking facilities have not been ade¬ 
quate. But as we seie the figures, we 
find that in 1969, in an unbanked 
area like Himachal Pradesh* there 
were only 41 branches, but in 1973, 
there were 173 branches; in Assam 
there were only 74 branches and now 
the number is 174; in Manipur, there 
were 2 Ih 1969 and now there are 
9. So more and more branches have 
been opened in areas which deserve 
this kind of service. 

In rural areas also we have been 
able to open 3,832 branches. Fifty 
per cent of the improvement in the 
improvement in the banking faeililui' 
is in the rural areas alone. We have 
also been able to open 134 agricul¬ 
tural branches in the rural areas to 
provide service to our rural people. 

The nationalised banks also started 
thei lead bank scheme under which 
the demand of a particular area is 
assessed; the commercial banns and 
other financial institutions and the 
State Governments all co-operate to 
see that investment is made in the 
private sector. This is a kind of 
facilities which the banks have offer¬ 
ed which was nqver done before. 

While we see the deployment of 
funds, we find that the large scale 
sector is still getting the major part 
of the investment. 

When we nationalised our banks, 
we found that most of the money had 
been invested in the large-scale 
sector. It was feftt that more money 
should be made available to the small 
scale and agricultural sector, artisans, 
transporters and the educated unem¬ 
ployed. Sufficient money has been 
placed in the hands of the banks at 
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the time of nationalisation. They 
had then Rs. 2500 crores; now it is 
more than Rs. 8500 crorets. This 
increase of money that was made 
available to the banks should have 
been deployed in various sectors 
which really deserved it. 

Banks have been told to invest 
much in small scale sector; they 
deserve it because 45 per cent of 
production in the private sector is in 
the small scale sector. With one 
lakh of investment, they coaid pro¬ 
vide jobs for seven persons whereas 
with similar amount the large scale 
industry can provide only on? man 
with a job. Since the small scale is 
job oriented it should be strengthen¬ 
ed. Banks have also invested in 
transport. 16,000 trucks and 14,000 
taxies have been given loans; there 
is room to help small people more. 

A large amount of money is lying 
with thu banks. It should be invested 
in the rural sector. Wo want that the 
rural sector should be strengthened 
but we find that nationalised banks 
have riot taken care of this 
sector. This is a neglected sec¬ 
tor. There is room for further 
investment and I am sure if 
more is invested in this sector, there 
will be more production to the over¬ 
all good of the country. But service 
in the banks had gone down. People 
who go to the banks are not satisfied 
with the behaviour o e the staff and 
the functioning of the bank. I sug¬ 
gest that there should be some kind 
of an enquiry into this problem to 
see that people who are dealing with 
the banks are serviced better. There 
are numerous example. If we give 
cheques they are not cleared for 
days together. A man applying for 
loan has to wait days together. The 
Finance Minister must see to this 
side of the picture. Maybe it is due 
to there not being inter-relationship 
between staff and management. 
Whether the staff should also be 
given a share in the management so 
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that an improvement may be 
seen in this sphere —is a 
matter for him to consider. I also 
suggest that thefre must be regular 
conference of senior officials with the 
Ministry so that proper guidelines 
could be given for the proper func¬ 
tioning of the banks. These fourteen 
banks have their respective managers 
and agents and they are) working 
according to their own ways. There 
is need for co-ordination in this 
matter. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayin- 
kil): In 1969 when Banks were 
nationalised, great hopes were raised 
in the country. The banking commis¬ 
sion in its report says: 

‘It was expected that the natio¬ 
nalised banks would endeavour to 
ensure that the needs of production 
efforts of diverse kinds irrespective 
of their size and the social status 
of the borrowers and in particular 
those of the farmers and small scale 
industrialists and self employed pro¬ 
fessional groups are met in an 
increasing measure and to create 
fresh opportunities in backward 
areas in different' parts of the 
country.” 

This in a nut-shell is the purpose. It 
is time that we examined what ac¬ 
tually happened later. Can the Fin¬ 
ance Minister say with honesty that’ 
even 10 per cent of the objectives 
have been achieved? It is a pity we 
could not fulfil the hopes of the peo¬ 
ple due to various reasons. The main 
reason is, after the nationalisation, 
we allowed the same structure, same 
mangement to continue. Earlier 
the banks were connected with and 
controlled by the monopoly houses and 
the same pattern was allowed to be 
continued even after nationalisation. 
That is why the banks could not ful¬ 
fil the expectations of the people., 

,r There is no doubt brandies 'have 
expanded greatly. About 11313 
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branches have been established. But 
it is a pity that in villages the expan¬ 
sion of branches is meagre. For 
91,000 villages with population be¬ 
low 5000, the number of brances is 
only 596. For villages with popula¬ 
tion between 5000 and 10000 the 
number of branches is only 1000. 
More than 10000 brances are situated 
in urban areas. Our national econo¬ 
my is predominantly dependent. on 
agriculture, but unfortunately in this 
sector, the banking operation has 
been completely neglected. We have 
set huge targets for rice, wheat, pul¬ 
ses, etc. in the fifth plan. Rice is 
54 million tonnes and wheat is 38 
million tonnes. I do not know how 
we are going to achieve these targets 
without the help of agricultural cre¬ 
dit. Only Rs. 711 crores have been 
given as loan through cooperative so¬ 
cieties. The condition of the co¬ 
operative societies in this sector is 
pitiable. At page 21 of its report, the 
Banking Commission says: 


“Though agriculture has been 
the most important sector in the 
country, it received very little 
credit from the commercial and 
cooperative banks.” 

In the name of reorganisation, the 
number of cooperative societies was 
reduced from 2 lakhs to 1.65 lakhs 
and no proper attention is given to 
them. They are more eager to help 
the industrial sector. This is a matter 
to be examined. I fully agree with 
Mr. Chandrappan that the bank 
managements are more connected 
with monopoly houses. I do not 
want to repeat the figures quoted by 
him. The Finance Minister told the 
Rajya Sabha that 1 million and odd 
small sector people have been givefi 
only Rs. 364 crores whereas a hand¬ 
ful of big business houses get a bulk 
of the amount.. The fact that one 
million small scale, industrialists have 
been given a meagre amount only 
shows your tendency. 
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Mr. Desai spoke about' the share 
of the cities. Five big cities— 
Ahmedabad, Bombay, Calcutta, 
Madras and Delhi made a total in¬ 
vestment of about 44 per cent but 
got' a credit of 59 per cent. They are 
taking more than what they have put 
into the banks. The figures have 
been given at page 51 of the report. 

It is not correct' to complain that 
cities have be not got their due 
share. The major cities have taken 
more than their deposits. The mono¬ 
poly houses situated in the cities are 
taking more share. They are ignor¬ 
ing the backward areas, backward 
States, like, Kerala. They are com¬ 
pletely ignoring the rural sector. 
The people in the rural sector can¬ 
not get money and they cannot im¬ 
prove their agriculture and other 
small enterprises which they want to 
■develop. This is the position. 

The other point is about' the pat¬ 
tern of loans. The Government 
adopted the policy of foodgrains 
trade take-over where it needed a 
major effort. I admit that' the Gov¬ 
ernment retreated from that pro¬ 
gramme. The money has been ad¬ 
vanced by the banks to private tra¬ 
ders, it' seems, to the tune of about 
Rs. 131 crores, who indulge in hoard¬ 
ing, black-marketing aud profiteering. 
The banks are not expected to help 
them' in the name of their regular 
business. It is the duty of the banks 
t'o cooperate with the Government to 
see that the black marketeers, the 
profiteers and the hoarders do no use 
the facility of bank credit for the ex¬ 
ploitation of the poor people. Even 
the Report says that. 

Then, I come to another point the 
Reserve Bank. I believe, the Reserve 
Bank needs to be re-st'ructured. Un¬ 
fortunately, I disagree wife fee 
Finance Minister’s contention that fee 
Directors are 1 appointed on fee basis 
their knowledge. My contention ts 
they do not represent the 


Government views. They represent 
the views of the monopoly houses. 
They are the people who consistently 
oppose every policy of fee Govern¬ 
ment. You are putting them in the 
Reserve Bank to run as a parallel 
Finance Ministry itself. 

There is another contrast. The 
Finance Minister has introduced a 
Bill—I will not deal wife it now—and. 

I believe, there is an attempt to find 
a post for somebody in the name of 
separting the long-term credit' policy 
from the Reserve Bank. If you think 
that the Reserve Bank is so sacro¬ 
sanct, that it cannot be touched, why 
such an attempt is being made. I 
say, the whole structure of the Re¬ 
serve Bank has to be re-organised. 

Then, about' labour, I have got ex¬ 
perience about labour. I disagree 
with my hon. friend, Shri Chandrap- 
pan. There was aji agitation in 
Kerala. There demand was that the 
employees’ sons and relatives must 
get appointments in the banks. Is it 
going to be the monopoly of the em- ' 
ployees of the banks? My complaint 
is that the management is so coward 
t'o kneel before these people. I am 
not against organised labour. I am 
for fee collective bargaining. But the 
collective bargaining of the organised 
labour which is a minority should not 
encroach upon the rights of the unor¬ 
ganised majority, the poor people. This 
is my contention. The agitation in 
Kerala was for this purpose. I told 
the Manager, “What i s this? There 
are millions of unemployed people in 
the country. You should not sign an 
agreement with them.” But' he is 
helpless. Many of the nationalised 
baiks have signed such an agreement 
with the employees’ unions. Should 
this be the policy? No. There are 
millions of unemployed young people 
in the country. I appeal to the hon. 
Minister to scrao these agreement. We 
do not want this. . , . 

. There is -a . problem of cieairjig 
houses. I wrote ft letter to the L Iw* 
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ance Minister that cheques worth 
about Rs. 40 crores have not been 
cashed in Kerala because there is a 
dispute between two unions. There 
may be a dispute. But that should not 
make the public suffer. Even the 
Government employees could not get 
their salary. .1 appeal to the Govern¬ 
ment that while thi s kind of Union 
dispute affects the public it is the 
duty of the Government to act.

to know from the hon. Finance 
Minister. 

I would like to give certain statis¬ 
tics to show that even after nationa¬ 
listic*.! only these big monopoly in¬ 
dustrial houses have continued to 
derive major financial benefits from 
these nationalised banks. I will be 
happy to hear what th^ hon. Finance 
Minister has to say in this matter, 
especially in the background of his 
statement at the time of nationalisa¬

VAN): If you permit me, I will 
make one point clear. 

The hon. Member is trying to 
-compare the absolute amounts of 
1969 and 1973. The better way of 
comparison is not comparing the 
actual total amounts but the per¬ 
centages of the total credit that is 
given. If you think in terms of per¬ 
centage, because, as the quantum of 
credit grows, the rate of growth 
grows every year and naturally the 
economic activities sometimes grow. 
It would be wrong to compare the 
figure of 1969 with the absolute 
figure of 1973. What you have to 
■ compare is: what is its size as part 
of the total available credit. 

I . hope I have made my point 
clear. 

SHRI.rJ. MATHA GOWDER: Be¬ 
sides the nationalised banks, the 
State Bapk of India also has been 
giving more and more advances to 75 
large industrial houses during the 
feast three yearla The outstanding 
advances to the 75 large industrial 
houses by State Bank of India as c*n 
31-12-71 were Rs. 268.31 crores and 
on 31-12-71 this has gone to Rs. 304.97 
crpres. My contention is that the 
-large industrial houses continue to 
enjSy ll%e credit facilities, as these 
statistics of outstanding advances 
reveal. The total outstanding ad¬ 
vances from them, both from nationa¬ 
lised banks and from the State Bank 
of*4ndia. come to Rs. 816.91 crores. 

* If the Government had taken ener¬ 
getic steps to recover these outstand¬ 
ings from them and spent substantial 
sums on agricultural sector, the coun¬ 
try would not be facing today the 
crisis on the food front. Similarly, 
the intensity of the financial crisis 
. would also be comparatively less. 
If we had given substantial credit 
facilities to small industries, we ifrould 
have had widespread industrial 
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growth throughout the country I 
am not objecting to the policy of 
nationalisation and in fact I advocate 
the policy of nationalisation for social 
good. Though many branches have 
been opened after nationalisation, 
these branches do not seem to have 
enough money for giving credit to 
small farmers, small industrialists 
and others. Under one pretext or 
the other, the monopoly industrial 
houses continue to appropriate large 
credit facilities from the nationalised 
banks, which were nationalised on 
the plea of their being the instrument 
of exploitation for the large indus¬ 
trial houses. Now, after nationalisa¬ 
tion, it seems that the Government 
have also become a slave to these 
large monopoly houses. That is why 
they are giving greater credit facili¬ 
ties to these monopoly houses, and no 
constructive steps have been taken by 
the Government for reducing their 
.outstandings. I have to make this 
charge on the basis of statistics given 
by the Government. Probably, with¬ 
out their support, the ruling party 
will n ot be able to survive in power. 
The ruling party is running the Gov¬ 
ernment with the support of these 
industrial houses. The ruling party 
does not want to help the poor and 
small men as they do not seem to 
need their support in administering 
the country. Only with the support 
of the rich people, the Government 
want to run the administration of 
this country. 

The Estimates Committee of this 
House has pointed out that the profit 
of these nationalised banks has been 
declining year after year. Inspite of the 
fact that more branches have been 
opened and more credits have been 
given to th e monopoly houses, what 
are the reasons for the declining 
profit? I can only say that these 
banks, even after nationalisation, are 
being run by the same top personnel 
Who had served the private manage¬ 
ment The very same people are in 
and commerce. 
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the new garb of Chairmen of these 
Banks. These old crocodiles are 
gobbling up everything that is avail¬ 
able. That is the reason for the 
declining profit. These crocodiles 
are gobbling up everything that is 
available. That is the reason for the 
declining profit. Thesce crocodiles 
must be removed at once. So long 
as the employees are not represented 
on the Board of Management of these 
Banks, these Banks are not going to 
make profits. Uuless the employees 
are enthused with participation in 
the management, you cannot expect 
the Banks to make profits. The Gov¬ 
ernment proclaim that they are for 
the people. In order to bridge the 
gap between profession and practice, 
why should not the employees be 
given ^representation on the Board 
of Management of these banks? Why 
should the Government carry on with 
the old people? I would like to 
appeal to the Finance Minister that 
greater check should be exercised on 
the programme of credit facilities 
of these banks. 

In the enci, I would refer to the 
fact that the Banking Commission has 
referred to the Foreign Banks n the 
country and its remarks are confined 
to three lines. Sir, these foreign 
hanks have become the instruments 
for smuggling the valuable foreign 
exchange out of the country. I can¬ 
not understand the hesitation on the 
part of the Government to nationalise 
these foreign Banks. Do the Govern¬ 
ment any foreign aid on this score? 
Sir, I will conclude by saying that 
these foreign banks must also be 
nationalised if the Government are 
keen to stop the smuggling of foreign 
exchange out of the country. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Before Shri 
Mahajan speaks, I would like to ask 
the hon. Minister for Parliamentary 
Affairs as to how much more time he 
wants to have for this because, origi¬ 
nally, five hours were allotted. Now, 
we will need some more time. 

THE MINISTER OF PARLIMEN-

DISCUSSION RE REPORT OF THE 
BANKING COMMISSION AND 
WORKING OF NATIONALISED 
BANKS—contd. 

SHRI Y. S. MAHAJAN (Buldana): 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, the nationalisa¬ 
tion of the fourteen major banks on 
19th July, 1969 marks the end of an 
epoch and the beginning of a new 
Thythm in the economic life of this 
nation. 

As a result of thesejmportant 
policy measures, the tirovernlhent 
came to occupy a commanding posi¬ 
tion in the banking field. It obtained 
control over 83 per cent of deposits 
and advances and 80 per cent of 
branch net-work of all commercial 
banks in the country. Besides, Jthe 
widespread cooperative credit struc¬ 
ture was already under the guidance, 
supervision and control of the Reserve 
Bank of India. 

Commercial Banks in India grew 
up under the British regime a*id 
served fairly large-scale and medi¬ 
umsized industry and wholesale trade- 
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38.13 hrs.

Though India is predominantly an 
agricultural country, the credit leuuire- 
xnents of millions of farmers and small 
self-employed people were neglected. 
Besides, these banks were concentrated 
in urban areas. Their policies and 
programmes lacked development 
orientation; they made no efforts to 
broaden the entrepreneurial base or 
increase productivity in the vital 
sector of agriculture. The objectives 
of nationalisation were spelt ouc by 
the Prime Minister in these words: 

“It shall be our endeavour to 
ensure that needs of productive 
sectors of the economy, and in 
particular, thdse of farmers, small- 
scale industrialists, and self- 
employed professional groups are 
met in an increasing manner. It 
will be one of the positive objec¬ 
tives of nationalised banks to 
actively foster the growth of new 
and progressive entrepreneurs and to 
create fresh opportunities for the 
hitherto neglected and backward 
areas.” 

She, however, mad e it clear that all 
this emphasis on priority sectors and 
the rectification of the existing regi¬ 
onal and sectoral imbalances in the 
country’s credit structure will not be 
at the expense of considerations of 
-econbmiCwiability. 

Now that five years have passed 
Since this historic change, we can 
tak e of the position and assess how 
far the banks have succeeded fci 
achieving these objectives. 

By far the most impressive achieve, 
ment of the nationalised banks has 
been the extension of banking to un¬ 
banked or underbanked areas which 
are mostly rural areas. Since nationa¬ 
lisation the number of branches has 
rmore than doubled, almost half of the 
new branches being in the rural areas. 
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The branches in the rural areas have 
increased from 1860 in 1969 to 6023 in 
December 1973. The average popula¬ 
tion per branch has come down from 
65,000 persons in 1969 to 33,000 persons 
by the end of 1973. 

s' 

But there has been a slackening in 
the pace of branch expansion during 
the last two years, due to scarcity of 
trained and experienced personnel, the 
increasing cost and the fact that it 
takes about three to four years for a 
new branch to break even. Equally 
impressive is the nationalised banks* 
record in securing deposits. They 
have succeeded in doubling .their 
deposits from Rs. 3885 crores to 
Rs. 8450 crores by February, 1974. 
Another important objective of bank 
nationalisation was to meet increa¬ 
singly the needs of agriculture and 
other priority sectors. The advances 
of public sector banks to priority 
sectors have increased from Rs. 440 
crores in June, 1969 to Rs. 1326 crores 
in December, 1973. Their share in 
public sector bank credit has thus 
increased from 14.9 per cent in June, 
1969, to about 24 per cent in December, 
1973. Out of this amount Rs. 485 
crores went to agriculture for both 
direct and indirect finance and Rs. 645 
crores to small scale industrialists. 

In quantitative terms, the perfor¬ 
mance is creditable, and marks a con¬ 
siderable shift in the sectoral alloca¬ 
tion of credit towards the priority 
sectors. 

Having said this, it is necessary to 
point out the qualifications to this im¬ 
pressive performance and the direc¬ 
tions in which bank nationalisation has 
not fulfilled our expectations. 

The disparities between different 
States and regions continue and have 
not been reduced to any considerable 
extent. The relative backwardness of 
eastern and north-eastern regions per¬ 
sists even after 4 years of hectic 
branch expansion. The population per 
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office in Assam, the only major state 
in the north-eastern region, was as 
.high as 90,000 in June 1973 and in 
Bihar and Orissa in the eastern region 
.it was 1,00,000. The disparities in 
banking facilities particularly between 
rural and urban or metropolitan areas 
equally great. As against the national 
-.average population of 92,000 per office 
In the rural sector, it was more than 
.2,00,000 in a majority of States in the 
north and north-eastern regions. Dis¬ 
parities of banking facilities between 
.different districts in he same State are 
also very great. A few districts 
account for substantial proportion of 
bank offices. In West Bengal, for in¬ 
stance, 25 per cent of the districts 
account for 67 per cent of bank offices 
in the State as on June, 1973. 

# 

The ratio of bank credit to bank 
deposits is 48 per cent in the rural 
■ areas, 42 per cent in the semi-urban 
areas and 77 per cent in the towns and 
'cities. The imbalance means, in effect, 
that money deposited by villagers is 
being used to finance investment in 
the towns. Is this not exactly the 
.reverse of what we had expected? 

As regards credit to priority sectors 
we find that its proportion increased 
from 14.9 per cent in 1969 to about 
24 per cent in December, 1973. But 
here also the same story is repeated. 
Six states of Maharashtra. Tamil 
Nadu, Gujarat. Mysore, West Bengal 
and Andhra Pradesh account for 63 
per cent of the total credit to priority 
sectors by the nationalised banks, 
-whereas the whole of eastern and 
north-eastern region receives only 
11 per cent of the credit. As for 
intra-state distribution between 
various priority sectors, it has been 
-observed that adequate care has not 
been taken of rural needs. In Maha¬ 
rashtra. there are complaints that 
<jrily 3.6 per cent of the total advances 
has been made available to the agri¬ 
cultural sector. On closer observa¬ 
tion it will be found that much of this 
lias been taken away by the relatively

further prosperous farmers and the 
small fry has been left in the cold. 
This situation calls for a fundamental 
change in the orientation of the 
banks’ lending policies. 

Lastly, there is one point on which 
all bank customers are universally 
agreed, namely that the customer 
service in the nationalised banks has 
deteriorated considerably. Some 
customers have even complained of 
rude behaviour and discourtesy on 
the part, of the bank staff. Trade 
unions which clamoured for bank 
nationalisation now do not care for 
the quality of the services rendered 
by their members to the customers. 
The matter needs urgent attention 
on the part of the Reserve Bank and 
the Finance Ministry. 

The Banking Commission made 
some important recommendations re¬ 
garding ( 1 ) the coordination of the 
working of nationalised banks with 
the cooperative sector. ( 2 ) the getting 
up of merchant banking and (3) the 
■regulation of nan-banking financial 
institutions. These have not received 
due consideration at the hands of the 
Government. These referms are 
necessary to transform banking into 
an efficient instrument for mobilising 
resources and diverting them into 
priority sectors and giving the Gov¬ 
ernment greater control over the 
monetary and banking habits of the 
people. 

SHRI ERASMO DE SEQUE1RA 
(Marmagoa): Recommendation No. 

32 0 f the report of the Banking Com¬ 
mission is that the rural banks should 
set up and maintain godowns and 
supply inputs to agriculture. This is 
representative, I think, of the malaise 
that plagues most of our policies. 
For, on the one side were expect our 
nstitutions to do things which should 
logically be completely outside their 
purview, and on the other, we do not 
pay any attention at all to the 
policies that would lead them to per¬ 
form the functions that they are 
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[Shri Erasmo De Sequeira] 

really supposed to perforin. We all 
know that banking begins with the 
mobilisation of savings. I would like 
to ask the Finance Minister what he 
is doing to encourage savings. Today, 
the interest rate for a 51-month or 
61-month deposit is 10 per cent. I 
am talking of (fixed deposits. The 
rate of inflation is between 27 and 30 
per cent why should anybody deposit 
money in the bank if at the end of 
five years the value of his principal 
is going to be so thoroughly eroded 
by inflation? How do you expect an 
interest rate which is one-third of the 
rate of inflation to give him any in¬ 
centive for saving? 

' In this situation, I would like to 
ask the Finance Minister how long it 
is going to take the Government to 
arrive at the conclusion that they 
must now go in for the system of 
indexing, where at regular intervals, 
the value of th e principal in deposit 
is increased to neutralise the eroding 
effect of inflation, and where the 
man is assured that once he puts his 
money in the bank, he will get 
uneroded principal at the end of the 
period, and a reasonable rate of 
return, which could be lowered frcm 
the present ten per cent. 

As things stand now, the obvious 
choice is to put the money in goods 
rather than m savings. 

On the side of utilisation, I would 
like to ask Government what they 
are doing in the way of innovation 
to create and nurture widespread 
growth, because I find every Minister 
preaching from th e house-tops that 
‘We are encouraging new entre¬ 
preneurs and we are encouraging 
widespread ownership’, and yet the 
first question that is asked of any¬ 
body who goes to the bank for a loan 
is ‘what security can you offer?’. 

And what is the definition cf secu¬ 
rity? Assets. A qualification is no 
security. A good project is no 
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security. A ready market is no secu¬ 
rity. The likely capacity to repay is 
no security. And yet if you have an. 
old house that will fetch you in the 
real market much less than the 
market value you have taken into- 
account, or if you have a large 
balance of accounts receivable most 
of which you could not collect, that 
is security. How do you expect any 
diversification in growth, if 1 this is 
the policy you follow in landing?- 

We all know thajt resources are 
few, and that maximum use must be 
made of them. And yet the most 
prevalent system of lending to 
business is the outmoded and com¬ 
pletely unrelated system of cash 
credits, where the money is allocated 
and often remains unutilised. Where 
it is unrelated to need and again 
related to the great concept of 
security, this great conservative con¬ 
cept' that is still ruling our country. 

We all know that all goods are |n 
short supply, and that hoarding must 
stop, whether of food or of raw 
materials. And yet again the most 
current system of lending for raw 
materials is hypothecation. No re¬ 
lationship to monthly requirements* 
just the capacity to own and to hoard. 
Security again. 

And yet the bill market scheme, 
which is far more related to a quick 
turnover, which is far more related 
to the needs of production, and which 
would result in a much quicker uti¬ 
lisation of the little money that ( we 
have lies on the book, but languish¬ 
ing. 

There is reason, I think, for 
Government to really start thinking, 
and to ensure that on the one side 
if makes it worth while for people to 
save, and oh the other it is possible 
for them to utilise the money that is- 
available, very much faster than they 
are utilising now. 
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Where does the money come from, 
and where does it go? I will give 
you the example of Goa. A. tremen¬ 
dous amount of deposits has been 
collected. And yet the advanced are 
a minimal percentage of the deposits 
that have been collected. You know 
why? Goa is rural. So the money 
is collected there. Where does it go? 
To the urban centres. It goes from 
agriculture into Industry. 

It is a repetition of Goa all over 
this country that' has produced the 
imbalance, that has produced the in¬ 
discriminate substitution of available 
men with machines, the Unemploy¬ 
ment, and the completely lopsided 
economy that we have in this coun¬ 
try today. This is another policy 
that G 6 vernment will have to change. 
Money will have to go' primarily to 
agriculture and only then into indus¬ 
try- 

Now how is this, going to work, 
unless there is in banking decentra¬ 
lisation? Until the day when the 
agent at the bank is given a directive 
on tbe amount of money he can lend, 
perhaps a sectoral division of that 
money? But it is lfeft to him to de¬ 
cide the credit; who he is going to 
give credit to and how much. Be¬ 
cause banking can no more be run 
from a group of offices in North 
Block,.than can this entire country 
be successfully run from, one single 
office in South Block.

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY 
(Kendra|>ara): Mr. Chairman, Sir, 
in a flamboyant message, 1 should 
say, to the “New Trends in Banking*', 
the Finance Minister has said; 

“The bold step for nationalisation 
of banks in I960 evoked a positive 
response from the common people. 
The public sector banks have been 
endeavouring to fulfil the objec¬ 
tives °f bank nationalisation.” 

This debate provides us an opportu¬ 
nity for evaluating as to how far the 
operation of the nationalised banks 
has been able to fulfil the aspirations 
of the people mentioned by the Bln-: 
ance Minister. 

In that context, I should say, one 
major achievement of the nationalis¬ 
ed banks has been corruption. Ilot 
much complaint was being heard fa* 
garding corruption in the besflt&Rj 
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sector before the nationalisation of 
banks had taken place. But during 
1972-73, the Central Vigilance Com¬ 
mission received as many as 161 vigi¬ 
lance oases and 455 complaints con¬ 
cerning bank employees. Another 
batch of 63 vigilance cases and 351 
complaints were brought forward 
from the previous year. From. this, 
one can very well assess the volume, 
the extent of corruption that is pre¬ 
valent today in the nationalised 
banks. 

During the year, one Manager of 
the Punjab National Bank, one 
Manager of the Central Bank of India 
and one Staff Officer of the Bank of 
Baroda have been removed from 
office. A large number of vigilance 
cases-have, however, not been dispos¬ 
ed of as yet. In that context, I 
would like-to bring to the notioe of 
the House that ell the 14 nationalised 
banks and seven subsidiary banks of 
the State Bank of India have accept¬ 
ed the jurisdiction of the Central 
Vigilance Commission. But the State 
Bank of India and the Reserve of 
India are still reluctant to accept the 
Central Vigilance Commission’s juris¬ 
diction. This has been mentioned in 
the report of the Central Vigilance 
Commission. I would request the 
hon. Finance Minister that he should 
overrule this kind of objections, so 
that' tile Reserve Bank of India and 
the State Bank of India are brought 
under the jurisdiction of the Vigil¬ 
ance Commission. Otherwise, the 
number of people growing every day 
who can do favour to parties, cases 
of corruption are bound to increase 
and that will completely frustrate 
and negative the objectives of the 
nationalisation of banks. 

While corruption is on the increase, 
the overall profits of the State Bank 
and its subsidiaries and the 14 na¬ 
tionalised banks are on the decline— 

It has declined by about 20 per cent. 
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The total net profits of the 14' na¬ 
tionalised banks -declined to Rs. 3.53 

crores from Rs. 4.18 crores in 1972.

To make available banking facili¬ 
ties to the rural people was one of 
the basic objectives of nationalisation 
of banks. But the branch expansion 
of the scheduled commercial banks, 
including the nationalised banks is 
passing through a slump at present. 
Leading commercial banks have not 
been able to keep up even 10 per cent 
of their commitment. I come from 
an underbanked State, Orissa. I 
know that even the projects which 
have been cleared do not materialise. 
A major difficulty experienced by 
the bank administration in this res¬ 
pect is stated tp be the unwillingness 
of a large number of parsons to shift 
to rural areas- I believe, the Gov¬ 
ernment can provide a corrective to 
this situation by drafting the person¬ 
nel who have no difficulty or who 
have no inhibition to function in the 
rural areas. With the amount of un¬ 
employment We have today, it can¬ 
not be said that,'because people are 
not wilting to go to the rural areas, 
branches of the State Bank or of the 
nationalised banks cannot be opened 
in rural areas. The existing banking 
system being urban-oriented, it be¬ 
comes all the more necessary for the 
Government to provide this correc¬ 
tive so that the rural sector also re¬ 
ceives the benefits of bank nationali¬ 
sation. 

Though banking has been recognis¬ 
ed as an important tool to help in the 
development of the economy as a 
whole, experience has shown .that 
there has been diversion of fiinds 
from the backward regions to more 
advanced regions and from. • rural 
areas tb cities. If you take into'’ ac¬ 
count the. deposits which have been 
received in any year, say, in a State 
like. Orissa and compare it with the 
advances that have been granted 'to 
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parties in that State, you will find 
the difference. 

The banking credit system in India 
continues to favour the industrialised 
States and is greatly contributing to 
regional imb4lance. According to 
published statistics, 77.5 per cent of 
the total credit of the commercial 
banks was invested in only five 
States and the Centrally administered 
areas. The favoured States were 
Maharashtra, from which the hon. 
Finance Minister hails-whether it is 
overdraft or bank advance, Maha¬ 
rashtra always takes the lead—next 
to Maharashtra comes Mysore, 
Andhra Pradesh, Tamil Nadu and 
West Bengal. Maharashtra was the 
biggest beneficiary with the credit 
accounting for 28.6 per cent against 
its deposits of 23.7 per cent. With all 
humility I am capable of, I would 
beg of the hon. Finance Minister to 
compare this figure with that of 
Orissa, and then he will come to his 
own conclusion; I do not have to 
impose this on him. The least- 
banked States are Orissa, Bihar, 
Assam and Nagaland. Whereas there 
is a bank for every 30,000 persons in 
India, in Orissa there is only one 
bank for every 93,000 of the popula¬ 
tion. In that context, I will request 
the hon. Minister to kindly see that 
underbanked States like Orissa are 
not denied the opportunity of having 
branches under the specious plea that 
personnel are not available to move 
to the rural areas. 


One point more and 1 have finish¬ 
ed. In spite of the unprecedented 
increase in the number of bank 
branches, the .share of .rural branches, 
in the total of branches rose only 
from 22.1 per cent at the end of June 
1969 to 36.1 per cent by December 
1972. It is not much of an achieve¬ 
ment and I would like to emphasize 
this point to see that more branches 
are opened in the rural areas. 


My last point % that large borro¬ 
wers are deriving greater advantages 
from the nationalisation of Banks* In 
other words, bank nationalisation b— 
helped the big houses in becoming 
bigger, while the smaller units and 
the rural sector have been ignored. 
The nationalised banks' aggregate 
advances to large industrial hfnuro 
as on the last Friday of June 1973 
was Rs. 568.79 crores. As against 
Rs. 568.79 crores to a few big busi¬ 
ness houses, in the sector of agricul¬ 
tural lending, the amount involved 
during the same period was Rs- 469 
crores. Therefore, on an objectives 
analysis of the implementation and 
operation of the nationalised banks 
one comes to the painful conclusion 
that it has not been able to achieve 
the objectives for which the banks 
had been nationalised. It was, of 
course, more political than economic. 
However, now that the banks have 
been nationalised, if is the moral 
responsibility and also the adminis¬ 
trative responsibility of the Finance 
Minister to see that' these nationalised 
banks are .re-organized in order to 
fulfil the aspirations of the people 
and achieving the objectives for 
which the banks had been nationa¬ 
lised. 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA 
(Eluru): I want to emphasize only 
the co-operative sector. My other 
friends have said that nationalisation 
of the banks has benefited only the 
existing big business-houses or big 
industrialists. Of course, there is a 
set back in the opening , of branches 
in rural-sector and other defects ore 
also there. But the manner of' ap¬ 
proach is also there. 

I had tried my best in my consti¬ 
tuency and 1 can say that we have 
been benefited on account of bonk 
nationalisation. I started a co¬ 
operative sugar factory and I waftrfl 
after collecting nearly Rs. 25 lakhs. 
I stoat went to the Industrial JSn- 
onoo Corporation and «frer«inril*? 
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bodies but they were willing to ad¬ 
vance only Hs. 60 lakhs whereas 
we needed Rs. 100 to 160 lakhs. But 
finally 1 succeeded soon after bank 
nationalisation when the Finance 
Minister wrote to the Reserve Bank 
when the IFC and other bodies are 
advancing loans, to the people why 
the nationalised banks are not giv¬ 
ing., So, thereupon I got the requir¬ 
ed amount from the Union Bank and 
with Rs. 25 lakhs I collected from 
the share-holders we completed the 
project. 

One more thing about the rural 
sector. There is no money in the 
rural sector to purchase even pump 
sets. Here, we got advances from 
the nationalised bankg and even from 
co-operative banks and all that we 
have to pay is 25 per cent and the 
balance the nationalised banks give 
us and in this way, nearly 4,000 wells 
have been energised in my constitu¬ 
ency. The approach is also there; 
there are defects in every sector but 
let us not start controversy about 
defects; the benefits are also there. 
The nationalisation motive or pur¬ 
pose is to increase production in 
rural areas as well as start other in¬ 
dustries. This approach must be 
there. Several friends Have said 
that they have not been given inter¬ 
views by the bank officers etc. I 
have gone there and without any 
difficulty I got what I wanted. The 
rickshawala and taxiwala and fisher¬ 
men are there in my constituency 
and they have started cooperative 
-after borrowing money from com¬ 
mercial banks. But one thing 1 have 
got to say and it is this. The rural 
farming societies are not working 
properly. The Commission has re¬ 
commended Cooperative societies. 
There axe three sectors, that is, the 
village society, the district Central 
Banks and the State Banks. They 
are having their own separate M et- 
titjr end independence and there is 
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no coordination with the profits and 
losses etc. We have got fourteen 
nationalised banks; let' us have 14 co¬ 
operative banks for the whole of 
India. Let all the cooperative orga¬ 
nised banks open their own branches 
in the rural areas in place of central 
banks and the rural credit societies 
which are not beneficial at the pre¬ 
sent stage. This is my submission. 

The Andhra Bank is a very great 
financial institution which has ex¬ 
ceeded over Rs. 100 or Rs. 200 crores 
of deposit' which hag been set as the 
limit. Why should you hesitate to 
nationalise the Andhra Bank and 
other banks like that which have ex¬ 
ceeded the amount' stipulated by 
Government as deposits including 
foreign banks? I hope that the Gov¬ 
ernment will do the needful in this 
regard. 

Now I wish to prefer to the Re¬ 
port of the Banking Commission Re¬ 
port. In Page 223 it says: 

“The Commission feels there¬ 
fore that from the point of view 
, of ensuring a unified monetary and 
credit policy, uniformity of laws 
relating to credit supplying agencies 
and ensuring a high quality of en¬ 
couragement of these agencies 
through programmes of training 
and exchange of information, Co¬ 
operative credit .should be trans¬ 
ferred to the Union or the Concur¬ 
rent List.” 

To support this policy Government 
has to come forward with an Act. 
which can be enforced from the 
Centre. This is my submission. At 
present cooperative laws are control¬ 
led by the State Governments. But 
what we see is that politics alio 
comes in there.

So, the Cooperative Act should be 
applied throughout India. Otherwise 
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there is no meaning tor having a 
cooperative act in each State. Why 
is it that even though you are ad¬ 
vancing to State Governments, they 
have not been able to utilise the 
funds properly? We have not reach¬ 
ed our objective. That is the dis¬ 
content in the country. So, I request 
the Government of India to think 
over the matter while considering 
the recommendations of the Banking 
Commission Report whether they can 
modify the Cooperative Act also and 
apply it universally for the entire 
country. 

Thank you. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: We have decided 
to adjourn at 7 O’clock. But, I have 
before me a list of three more 
speakers. I hope the House will have 
no objection to sit for another twenty 
minutes. Please cooperate with me. 

SHRI P. !M. MEHTA: Sir, origi¬ 
nally we were to adjourn at 7 P.M. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: That is right. 
Therefore, I am requesting the House 
to sit for another twenty minutes. 
There are three more speakers. Let 
each of them confine to seven minutes 
only. Let us give them the chance to 
express their views. 

Mr. Mavalankar. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR 
(Ahmedabad): Mr. Chairman, Sir, it 
is good that this debate on a vital 
subject has taken place to-day. The 
report 'of the Banking -Commission 
was laid on the table of the House as 
far back as 17th March, 1972. More 
than two years have passed. We have 
not been able to discuss that Report at 
all. Tb-day’s debate is meant for a 
discussion on the report of the Bank¬ 
ing Commission as well as a discus¬ 
sion on the working of the nationalis¬ 
ed banks—both these have been com¬ 
bined. • I should have thought that 
Parliament had some definite and 
detailed opportunities to discuss these 
matters. 
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Therefore, I want to start with my 
brief comments, where my hon. 
friend, Shri Chandrappan left almost 
as his last point. I would like to 
know one thing. Why is it and how 
is it that we are not able to Have a 
sort of Parliamentary scrutiny or con¬ 
trol over the working of the 
nationalised banks? As I understand 
it, the working of the nationalised 
banks is not within the purview of 
the Parliamentary scrutiny or con¬ 
trol. But my point is that all these 
banks should have their working 
examined by a Parliamentary Com¬ 
mittee. I would suggest that we bring 
the working of the nationalised banks 
within the purview of the parliamen¬ 
tary scrutiny and control; and I also 
feel that the Reserve Bank’s role 
needs to be looked into or examined 
in this regard. 

I find increasingly that the Reserve 
Bank is becoming an extended arm of 
the Government. I quite see the fact 
that the Reserve Bank which is the 
bankers’ Bank—Central Bank—has to 
function in tune with the govern¬ 
ment’s clearly laid down policy in 
financial and economic matters. But, 
surely, it cannot become a mere de¬ 
partment of the Government. 

So, having said that, I want to say 
that the role of banking is crucial and 
vipotal in any economy, particularly, 
a developing economy. The Banking 
Commission Report has' rightly 
stressed this role as “achieving the 
desired level and rate of economic 
growth.” The nationalisation of banka 
took place—although it was a politi¬ 
cal decision, I think a large number 
of people in the country and, I think 
ir. this House, all have welcomed the 
decision of nationalisation of banks— 
because of this fact that commercial 
banks were not delivering the goods, 
so to speak, to the community and the 
community’s interests and the social 
obligations of the commercial banks 
were not looked into by them and 
therefore, we nationalised them. I 
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Shri F. G. Mavalankar— cantd. 

want to ask the Finance Minister— 
would he really not look into the 
question of having some kind of a 
systematic assessment of the working 
erf fhe nationalised hanks over a period 
erf five years? Would he not consider 
the desirability or feasibility of hav¬ 
ing some kind of a report—an objec¬ 
tive assessment of the failures and 
achievements? I do not think, there 
are all failures and no achievements! 
There are certain achievements also. 
W not Government go into it by 
some sort of a Committee t&, look into 
all matters; and com? out with a report 
so that wherever there is an area for 
improvement, we can go ahead in that 
respect an<j wherever there are diffi¬ 
culties or failures, we shall admit 
them candidly. and then try to 
improve. I say this because I feel 
even after nationalisation we have not 
achieved certain things. For example, 
has social control been achieved 
through nationalisation; has there been 
rapid economic growth; has there 
been sound financial house-keeping; 
have we been able to push up econo¬ 
mically backward and financially 
handicapped sections and, also, have 
we been able to achieve a balanced 
regional - development? If you 
examine these questions the answer 
would be largely in the negative and, 
therefore, I feel some objective ana¬ 
lysis should be made followed by a 
studied report which would be helpful 

and constructive. 

> * « * 

About nationalisation in general 
there js an all-round deterioration. In 
reply to my question on March 22 , 
this year, Shri Chavan gave a very 
shrewd account. I compliment, of 
course, the person who has ’ drafted 
the reply. My question' was: 

“(a) whether since nationalisation, 
the banks have deteriorated in their 
all round services; and 

(b) if so, the urgent remedial 
steps being taTcenby Government to 
improve the situation?” 


In his reply Shri Chavan admitted 
that there was deterioration'. Then 
he says: 

“It has, however, been their con¬ 
stant endeavour to take appropriate 
measures to improve the quality of 
service to their customers, such as, 
changing suitably the scope and 
content qf the training programmes, 
recruitment of technically qualified 
staff, simplification of forms and 
-procedures, decentralisation' of the 
administrative structure, delegation 
of pow?rs at regional and branch 
level and promotion of better rela¬ 
tions between the employees and the 
management with a view to improv¬ 
ing customer service.” 

Tt is a good answer by an examinee, 
but I wanted a practical answer to 
improving the situation. These are 
the points on which the hon. Minister 
has admitted that there were areas 
where a lot of improvement was neetj- 
ed. Therefore, I would like the Gov¬ 
ernment to look into the matter and 
maybe in his reply he can elaborate 
what kind of improvement he is 
suggesting because I find almost 
everything is getting loosened and 
almo: t everybody becoming lethargic 
at all levels! Even after nationalisa¬ 
tion the service to the customers has 
become very poor. Customers keep 
on waiting helplessly to get certain 
services which they were getting 
slightly better previously. • 

Sir, just a word about overtime and 
then I have done. I think overtime 
has reached scandalous proportions 
and we must be very strict with re¬ 
gard to this business of overtime. 
Further. Sir, there is a lot of political 
interference. Trade unionism and 
trade-unionism warfare have pro¬ 
jected themselves into the working 
of the nationalised banks. I feel this 
aspect may also be looked intQ. 

Finally, the hon. Finance Minister 
would see that there are numbers of. 
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citizens bahka opening up at mShy 
places to serve the community. It is 
also a kind of reflection on the said 
state of affairs In the nationalised 
banks, because in the name of public 
sector expansion, what is happening is 
that the public sector is becoming 
rapidly a pampered sector, and a kind 
of a parasite sector! 

I want to conclude by saying, let us 
not look at this problem from a politi¬ 
cal or a purely ideological angle. 
Nationalisation is good, but wherever 
it has not achieved the purpose, I 
hope, Government will do something 
with a view to setting the matter 
right.

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SHRI SHYAM SUNDER . MOHA- 
PATRA (Balasore): Mr. Chairman, 
bank nationalisation should, in my 
opinion, be called the Magna Carta of 
the Indian people. It came at a mo¬ 
mentous time when the entire country 
was passing through an economic and 
political peril and Shrimati Indira 
Gandhi took a bold lead to usher in 
prabably the first step to socialism in 
this country. 


I want to impress on the hon. Minis¬ 
ter one aspect of bank nationalisation. 
That is to change the attitude of the 
bank executives. This change in the 
attitude of bank executives is of para¬ 
mount importance now at least to 
satisfy the psychological aspect of bank 
nationalisation. A writer has written 
only a few months this about the bank 
executives: 


“They should be people who ere 
convinced that the future prosperity 
of the economy is highly dependent 
on the hitherto underdeveloped 
regions, particularly having bankers 
committed to the objectives of 
nationalisation”. 

This commitment should not only be 
found in the bureaucrats IAS, ICS 
and so on; this commitment to the 
welfare of the people—I do not say 
commitment to the party ideology— 
should be of paramount importance in 
regard to bank nationalisation. Un¬ 
fortunately, it is not seen in the bank 
executives. May I suggest that these 
executives should undergo a refresher 
or training course wherein they should 
be told how to participate in the 
planning of new India, how to help the 
people, how to feel oneness with the 
rural people? 

I have seen when people go to the 
bank managers ip what uncouth man¬ 
ner the latter treat these poor people. 
There is probably & letter still lying 
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with the Deputy Minister. Shrimati 
Rohatgi, on specific allegations against 
some bank managers. 

Then the bank managers must know 
the local language. Unlortunately, in 
Orissa I have seen that they do not 
know the local language. If you say 
that the IAS officers before being 
posted to an area have first to learn 
the local language, this should apply 
equally to the bank executives. When 
they go to Orissa, they should know 
Oriya; some may go to Gujarat, Ben¬ 
gal, Maharashtra, Andhra Pradesh and 
so on. They should know the local 
language. People come to them and 
talk in their mother tongue. If these 
executives do not know the local langu¬ 
age, that rapport will not b e there. So 
I would impress on the hon. Minister 
to see that before they are posted to 
a particular State, they first learn the 
local language. 

Then there should not be disparity 
in advances as between the urban areas 
and the backward areas. There has 
been gross disparity as far as the ad¬ 
vances are concerned. This being so, 
naturally there will be a psychological 
warfare between the two sectors. 

As far as banking assistance is con¬ 
cerned, the average annual growth 
rate of banking assistance has deter¬ 
iorated in both the developed sector 
and in the backward areas. In the 
backward areas, before nationalisation 
it was 21.7 per cent, but after nationa¬ 
lisation it is 21.5 per cent. In the deve¬ 
loped areas, before nationalisation it 
was 16.6 per cent and after nationalisa¬ 
tion it is 16.2 per cent. Betw^gn 1966 
and 1972 the developed areas have 
contributed less as far as the deposit 
is concerned. It is really the backward 
people tribals. Harijans and illiterate 
people who have contributed to the da* 
posits of the banks but you do not find 
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the growth of industrialisation in the 
bakward areas. There is a feeling that 
the urban areas are developing more 
and the backward areas are laggin g 
behind. The State of Maharashtra has 
progressed a good deal compared to 
other States in the matter of indus¬ 
trialisation. Why cannot be ask th® 
banks to give technical know-how to 
the people to start small industries 
or develop colleges or build hospitals. 
I saw a report that in Orissa a bank, 
gave a loan for a cinema picture 
taking the risk that the picture might 
be a flop also. If that risk could be 
taken, it means they have imagination, 
new ideas and perspective. Let us not 
go back to the old British days when 
there were fixed definite ideas inherent 
in the banking system. The country 
is trying to have a resurgence. If we 
go to the Gandhian economy, the vil¬ 
lage should be the economic unit; the 
district should be the economic unit 
Why not ask the bank managers to 
develop village areas or districts and 
make them industrially advanced. By 
that we can develop the country. This 
is new awakening, resurgence and that 
could be done by the bank executive. 
I hope a lead will be taken by our hon. 
Minister i n whose hands the finances 
are safe. 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAV AN): I 
am grateful to the hon. Members who 
have participated in this debate.

*365' SHRI RAJDEO SINGH; 

Will the Minister of FINANCE 
be pleased to state: 

(a) whether Government are aware 
that according to a sample survey of 
a cross section of the Banking public 
in both the rural and urban areas, 
Public Sector Banks after being natio¬ 
nalised are functioning most ineffi¬ 
ciently; 

(b) whether a large number of for¬ 
ward looking business concerns, bolh 
big and small, had shifted their ac¬ 
counts to the non-nationalised banks, 
and 

(c) if so, the steps Government pro¬ 
pose to take to make the nationalised 
banka work efficiently? 


service deteriorates due to rude, in¬ 
efficient staff’. 

Reserve Bank has reported that no 
large-scale shifting of accounts to 
non-nationalised banks has come to 
its notice. 

It has been the constant endeavour 
of public sector banks to take appro¬ 
priate measures to improve their effi¬ 
ciency and the quality of service to 
their customers, such as, changing 
suitably the scope and content of the 
training programmes, recruitment of 
technically qualified staff, simplification 
of forms and procedures, decentrali¬ 
sation of administrative structure, 
delegation of powers at regional and 
branch levels and promotion of better 
relations between the employees and 
the management with a view to im¬ 
proving customer service. 

Recently Government have accepted 
several of the recommendations con¬ 
tained in Chapter 11 o£ the Banking 
Commission’s Report entitled “Bank 
Operating Methods and Procedures”, 
covering various areas in the func¬ 
tioning of banks, including customer 
service. The banks have been advised 
that expeditious steps should be taken 
to give effect to those recommenda¬ 
tions which are primarily designed for 
improving the functional and opera¬ 
tional efficiency of banks. 


THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN): 
(a) to (c). A Statement is being laid 
on the Table of the House. 


Statement 

Presumably the Honble Member is 
referring to an article published m the 
daily Hindustan Times *•**““* 
July, 1974, captioned Customer 

1723 LS—2 


SHRI RAJDEO SINGH: The state¬ 
ment before me accepts that shifting 
of accounts hag taken place but not on 
a large scale and also that there was 
some article in the Hindustan Tityes 
captioned “Customer service deterio¬ 
rates due to rude, inefficient staff. 
The second para of the statement says: 

“Reserve Bank hag reported that 
no large-scale shifting of accounts 
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to non-natianalised banka has come 

to ita notice.” 

So, shifting of accounts baa been done 
but' not on a large-scale, according to 
the statement. 1 want to know whe¬ 
ther in the absence of the exact num¬ 
ber of accounts shifted or the amount 
involved, we can presume that shifting 
has been done by a large number of 
clients. 

SHR1 YESHW ANTRAO CHAV AN: 
The inference of the hon. Member is 
not correct. When I said that the 
Reserve Bank of India has reported no 
large-scale shifting of accounts to 
non-nationalised banks, he presumes 
that some accounts must have gone to 
them. It is true. But this is a sort 
of normal activity or normal position. 
Because, ultimately, we have to see 
what is the trend, whether all kinds of 
deposits etc. are being shifted deli¬ 
berately to the non-nationalised banks. 
I have tried to find out the position in 
order to assure myself whether it is 
so. I have tried to find out what was 
the trend in 1969 and what is the trend 
now. If the total deposits of the sche¬ 
duled commercial banks is 100, the 
share of the nationalised banks in 
1969 was 83.7 and in 1973 it was 83.9. 
So, there is absolutely no change or 
reduction in the deposits of the 
nationalised banks. In the case of 
foreign banks I find the percentage is 
going down. It i s true that in the case 
of non-nationalised banks there is a 
slight change in the percentage and it 
Js somewhat more. But that is very 
natural because the small banks serve 
their own regional areas and some¬ 
times they make rather concentrated 
effort for deposit mobilisation etc. 
Further, they have no obligation of 
going to new areas, non-banking areas 
or rural areas to open branches, as is 
the case with the nationalised banks. 

T suppose this explanation jsyjll con¬ 
vince th e member that there is no 
trend as such. 

SHRI RAJDEO SINGH; What is the 
quantum of overtime allowance paid 


by the nationalised banks since nation¬ 
alisation? Has it increased since 
nationalisation as compared to the 
period prior to nationalisation? 

SHRI YESHW ANTRAO CHAVAN: 
I have not got that information. If the 
hon. Member asks a specific question, 
I will get all the information.

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
'Well, I do not accept this assessment. 
On the question whether anybody 
related to the Chairman or Managing 
Director of the Bank has become a 
•director of a non-nationalised bank, 1 
•cannot either accept it or deny it be¬ 
cause } have no personal information 
and no such case has been brought to 
•my notice. If the hon. Member has 
-any information, I am prepared to look 
•into it. Regarding the second part of 
.the question the answer is “No, Sir.” 

PROF. NARAIN CHAND PARA- 
SHAR; May I know whether the 
various branches of the nationalised 
banks keep a register where they will 
•enter th e applications for loans which 
are entertained, the applications which 
are sanctioned or rejected, and the 
•reasons therefor, so that a monthly 
statement could be given to the Gov¬ 
ernment? In this way the people 
could know whether their applications 
have been rejected or kept pending 
and the village people or rural people 
will not he harassed by the behaviour 
of the bank employees. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 

• 1 appreciate the point made by the 
hon. Member. Now this information 
do not come to the Government from 
the individual banks. Now when Gov¬ 
ernment want the information they 
feet it from the individual banfc directly 
or through the Reserve Bank. I think 
it is a good suggestion. At least in the 
case of small borrowers some such 
Information should be available with 
the banks.

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI." The 
facilities for money exchange have 
been made at many places.

As a 
result, to some extent the leakage of 
foreign exchange has been plugged 
As the hon. Member knows, not only 
in hotels but in many other places 
facilities for money exchange have 
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been given' and this hag improved the 
* situation and this has given -more 
foreign exchange earnings from 1 st 
November 1973 onwards. 


International Flights via Calcutta 

*367. SHHI PRIYA BANJAN DAS 
MUNSI: Will the Minister of 

TOURISM AND CIVIL AVIATION be 
pleased to state: 

(a) whether any international flight 
has bee n increased recently at Cal¬ 
cutta airport; 

(b) whether his Ministry has taken 
any initiative to have dialogue with 
foreign airlines to operate flights via 
Calcutta; and 

(c) if so, the result thereof? 


THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF TOURISM AND 
CIVIL AVIATION (DR. SAROJINI 
MAHISHI): (a) British Airways have 
stepped up their operations through 
Calcutta from 4 to 5 services per week. 

(b) and (c). The Government of 
India will certainly welcome and 
encourage operation of scheduled air 
services by foreign carriers to/through 
Calcutta in accordance with their 
entitlements. However, it i s for ' the 
airlines concerned to take the initia¬ 
tive in this regard in their be3t com¬ 
mercial judgment. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI: The Calcutta international 
airport have recently built a new 
terminal building which I consider to 
be one of the best well-equipped 
buildings in India so far as inter¬ 
national airports are concerned. I 
would l&e to know from the hon. 
Minister how many international 
flights used to operate from Calcutta 
airport till 1968 and what are the basic 
reasons that almost all the inter¬ 
national airlines, including Lufthansa, 
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K.L.M., Burma Airways, have with¬ 
drawn their fljghtafrom Calcutta air¬ 
port. What effective steps the Gov¬ 
ernment have taken in this regard to 
create an atmosphere to bring back, 
the operation of these international 
flights from Calcutta airport?. 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: Thcte 
are six international flights operating, 
through Calcutta excluding Air India. 
Including Air India and Indian Air¬ 
lines, it comes to eight. Earlier, in- 
1969, there used to be nine plus six,, 
that is, fifteen international flights. 
One after another, they withdrew the 
flights on account of certain ^situation 
that was existing in that part of the' 
country. The hon. Member knows 
how unsteady the political situation 
was during that time and how it did 
not give any convenience to the inter¬ 
national flights also. Therefore, manjr 
of the Airlines withdrew their flights. 

I may tell the hon. Member that gra¬ 
dually, the traffic is picking up and 
the international traffic in Cal- 
cuta has risen from 164,813 in 1972" 
to 206,764 in 1973. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS’ 
MUNSI; I would like to know from 
the hon. Minister, since she is aware 
of the fact that international flights 
are not operating in a big way from 
Calcutta airport, what was the basic 
reason behind the Ministry’s thinking 
to construct a five-star hotel under 
the I.T.D.C. behind the terminal build¬ 
ing and to make arrangements for 
Jumbo fliehts when the Air India 
Jumbo is not operating from that air¬ 
port. 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: Air India 
Jumbo is not operating from there. 
There are six flights operating through 
Calcutta airport-three east-bound 
and three west-bound. That requires 
accommodation also. Therefore, the 
I.T.D.C. thought that accommodation- 
near the airport was essential. 

In the first part of the question of 
the hon. Member, be ,asked why *» 
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much money has bean invested in 
Calcutta airport lor building a termi¬ 
nal building..... 

SHRI PEIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI: I did not say that. I said, it 
.is one of the best well-equipped 
terminal buildings. But it is not being 
used. 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: The 
terminal building with an investment 
of over Es. 2 crores was built there in 
order to increase the traffic potential 
in the eastern part of the country, to 
increase the number of flights and to 
facilitate the operation of international 
fligh ts. Due to obvious reasons which 
1 stated earlier, some of the inter¬ 
national flights were withdrawn. 

It is tftrto the discretion and the 
commercial judgment of the inter¬ 
national flights to operate or not to 
operate through Calcutta airport. It is 
fo r them to decide. For example, the 
Swiss Air is operating only through 
Bombay airport. It has got two points, 
Bombay and Calcutta also. But they 
withdrew from Calcutta. Now, it is 
operating only through Bombay air- 
-port. So also Air France which was 
operating through Calcutta and Delhi 
is now operating from Bombay and 
Delhi. It is upto them to choose what¬ 
ever Points they think are commer¬ 
cially profitable for them. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
The hon. Minister gave a reason that 
the conditions in Calcutta, in West 
Bengal, were such that it discouraged 
‘the international airlines from conti¬ 
nuing their air services. May I know 
whether it is a fact that one of the 
dissuading reasons for the inter¬ 
national airlines to continue their 
services Is the high rate of sales tax 
that is imposed on aviation fuel in 
West Bengal as compared to Bombay 
and Delhi? Is this one of the main 
reasons? The hem. Minister also said 
that the Government of India is try¬ 
ing io encourage the foreign alrljuta 
rio increase the services to Calcutta 


according to their entitlements. What 
is meant by entitlements? 

Da SAROJINI MAHISHI; There 
are certain bilateral agreements bet¬ 
ween the countries. Usually, two 
points are given to them. From 
amongst the points of Bombay, Cal¬ 
cutta, Madras and Delhi, they cut 
select any two points. They have got 
a right of operating from both the 
points. But they do not operate from 
both the points. Sometimes they 
select only one point. They cannot go 
beyond two points. Sometimes they 
do not want to operate through Cal¬ 
cutta, they ask for Bombay, but 
Bombay is not given sometimes. It 
depends on the agreement entered 
into. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
What about the first part of my ques¬ 
tion, about sales tax? 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: The 
sales tax on aviation fuel has in¬ 
creased to a great extent. But sales 
tax depends on the State Government 
also. But as far as international 
flights are concerned, they are not 
affected by this. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: Is 
it not the highest in West Bengal so 
far as aviation fuel is concerned? 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: Yes. First 
is West Bengal and then comes 
Bombay. But international flights 
have dome agreements—between Air 
India and other international flights. 
They are not affected by this increase 
in the tax. I leam that recently the 
sales-tax has been temporarily with¬ 
drawn on international flights. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: I 
am sure she does not know. 

SHRIMATI MAYA RAY; Would the 
hon. Minister kindy inform us as to 
what steps Government is taking in 
order to encourage even the Jumbo 
flights of Air India to .pass through ttef 
Calcutta'Airport. 
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PR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: It 
depends on the traffic potential avail¬ 
able in that part. Air India is aerat¬ 
ing 707 three east bound and three 
westbound. Air India thinks thqt the 
capacity of 707 is enough for the 
traffic available there. But other 
international . airlines are operating 
mostly DC-10. 


SHRI PILOO MODY; One of the 
reasons why I rose was I did not want 
to make an international airport into 
a Bengali affair. Apparently only 
Bengalis seem to be interested in the 
. international airport and I thought I 
should get up to a3k this question. 
When you have so much traffic in 
your domestic airport and when this 
beautiful international airport is lying 
vacant with hardly any use at all, why 
don’t you reverse the functioning of 
the two airports and allow the 
domestic traffic to go to the new air- 
port and take th e international traffic 
to the old airport, so that you utilise 
fully the facilities that you have? As 
you know, the domestic airport is 
most inadequate. 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: Some of 
the domestic flights have been shifted 
to the international wing. Now the 
number of flights taking off and land¬ 
ing, 'including the Bangladesh Biman, 
Burma Airways, British Airways, 
Scandinavian Airlines, Royal Nepal 
Airlines, Thai Airlines, Air Inida and 
Indian Airlines, goes upto 314, The 
international airport is used to that 
extent. I agree with the hon. Member 
when he says that a very huge and 
fine building has teen built up but the 
maximum utilisation of the building 
has not been there. There are reasons 
for that. Regarding the advice given 
by the hon. Member in this regard, if 
it is worth considering, if we think 
that it is good, we will certainly con¬ 
sider it. 


SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: 
According to the admission of the 


hon. Minister, the Calcutta Airport* 
particularly the international airport* 
has started picking up traffic. This 
shows that the potentialities are there. 
Secondly, the survey conducted by the 
Department of Civil Aviation clearly 
showed that there were great poten¬ 
tialities, particularly in the Calcutta* 
international airport. Suddenly, I do 
not know what has made this Govern¬ 
ment of India, particularly the Minis¬ 
try of Civil Aviation and Tourism to* 
come to this conclusion that potentia¬ 
lities are not there and allow the- 
foreign airlines to operate from some 
other place. I would like to know' 
from the hon. Minister whether it is 
possible even at this stage to dictate' 
terms to some of the foreign airlines 
that if they like to operate from two 
points, they may select either Calcutta 
and Delhi or Calcutta and Bombay. 
Calcutta should not be overlooked in 
this way. 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: With the 
magnificent terminal building and with 
the navigational aids available there 
and also with the very effective radar 
operating in the air traffic control, 
there is no dearth or shortcoming of 
any facilities in the airport. But, as 
far as the hon. Member knows, the 
whole thing with regard to the choice 
of the airport is left to the airlines 
themselves. We cannot bring any 
pressure upon them. It is left to their 
commercial judgment. Sometimes, 
when they were given two points— 
Calcutta and Delhi, they chose to 
operate Delhi only. In one case 
where we said that we were not going 
to allow them Delhi and Bombay, they 
have chosen to operate only Delhi and 
not Calcutta. Therefore, it is upto- 
their judgment and it is entirely in 
their discretion. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: His question 
was not answered. Why don’t you 
force the foreign airlines to land only 
at Calcutta whether they want to go 
‘to Calcutta or not? Force the'foreign 
tourist to go to Calcutta. That 
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was the question. Why do you not 
answer them? 

MR. SPEAKER; You are there to 
explain every gentleman's question. 
The hon. Member himself is satisfied. 

SHRI A. K. M. ISHAQUE; He takes 
upon himself all the responsibility. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA; For the last 
five years we are hearing Ifre same 
replies given by the hon. Minister 
either himself.... 

SHRI PILOO MODY: ... or himself. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: Why the 
international air traffic is not picking 
up at Calcutta—the reason given is 
about certain troubles. I want to 
know from the hon. Minister whether 
it is a fact that more troubles are 
there in Bombay due to frequent ram¬ 
page by Shiv Sena and other elements 
but all the time they are giving the 
blame to Calcutta that there were 
troubles and for that reason they have 
diverted the international flights from 
Calcutta. 

I want to know from the hon. 
Minister whether it is not a fact that 
international tourism is directly linked 
with international flights and whether 
it is also a fact that in the last three 
or four Plans, the allocation for deve¬ 
loping tourism in the eastern region 
i s much less than the allocation made 
for the western, northern and the 
southern regions of the country. Is it 
not a fact that these are the basic 
reasons why international flights are 
not coming forward to stop over at 
Calcutta. 

Secondly, is it a fact that inter¬ 
national flights that are using Dacca 
airport are not even coming to Cal¬ 
cutta airport and they just skip over 
Calcutta and go to Dacca? Why should 
not the hon. Minister take some inte¬ 
rest to see that these International 
flights that go to Dacca at least have 
a stop-over at Calcutta also? 


DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: We are 
trying our best to persuade the inter¬ 
national airlines to pass and transit 
through Calcutta. For this purpose, 
all the facilities that are necessary for 
landing and take-off and other facili¬ 
ties that are needed for an inter¬ 
national airport are there. Added to 
this, we are also building a hotel with 
150 room s just near the airport to give 
better facilities for the transiting 
passangers. Under these circumstances, 
regarding what more efforts need to be 
made, if the hon. Member is kind 
enough to give his suggestions, we 
shall be only too glad to consider them. 

With regard to his complaint that 
tourism is not being promoted in the 
eastern region, the hon. Member may 
know that once he accompanied me 
to the Deega Beach where adequate 
facilities are being created by the 
State Government. All efforts are 
being made to boost up tourism in the 
Eastern Region. In Gauhati, a tourist 
bungalow is under construction. In 
the Khazirange sanctuary the accomo- 
modation part is being strengthened 
and the internal roads and other things 
are also being created. In West 
Bengal itself, as the hon. Member 
knows with great difficulty we got a 
piece of land in Darjeeling to build a 
Youth Hostel. Also a piece of 
land has been acquired in 
Jaldapara for increasing the accommo¬ 
dation there. In the Sunderbans and 
the Deega beach, the tourist facilities 
are being augmented and strengthened. 
Sunderbans is said to be a bird sanc¬ 
tuary but when I last went there, 
ther e was not a single bird. 

SHRI A. K. M. ISHAQUE: Have you 
kept your eyes shut? 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: The 
tigers are not to be seen, only their 
pugmarks are seen. As 1 said, there 
is a lot of potential for boosting up 
tourism in the eastern region and all 
efforts are being made both by the 
States as well as the Central Gov¬ 
ernments.

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: This loan 
which the hem. Member is referring, 
IDBI or something, does not come 
under the purview of the commercial 
agreement arrived at between Bangla 
Desh Government and the Govern¬ 
ment of India. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: It is a matter 
of great happiness that we are export¬ 
ing certain commodities to Bangladesh. 
In respect of these commodities which 
we have been exporting may I know 
whether any complaints have been 
received that the things exported 
have not been up to the mark parti¬ 
cularly textiles? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: Stray com¬ 
plaints were not but not to the extent 
the hon. Member points out. We have 
evolved a procedure by which goods 
exported are inspected by the Textile 
Promotion Council etc. Where they 
go outside the purview of the Promo¬ 
tion Council there may be some com¬ 
plaints. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: 
Sir, among the list of commodities for 
export, tobacco (unmanufactured) is 
one of them. May I know from the 
hon. Minister whether the export of 
unmanufactured tobacco has been 
channelised through the S.T.C. or 
through private traders? If that is so, 
from which State this tobacco—most 
of it—has been sent to Bangladesh? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: The hon. 
Member, Shri Venkatasubbaiah, ob¬ 
viously knows that 99 per cent of the 
tobacco (unmanufactured) exported 
to Bangladesh or, for that matter, 
to any country, is from Andhra Pra¬ 
desh. As per the agreement between 
Bangladesh and Government of India, 
this item is to be channelised through 
the State Trading Corporation and 
our performance, compared to the 
previous year, as a result of the trade 
agreement, is quite satisfactory. 


SHRI SAMAR GUHA: May I know 
from the Hon. Minister whether, it is 
a fact that the prices of which the 
items that are mentioned here or, at' 
least, most of them, tike tobacco, 
coal, raw cotton, textiles etc. for ex¬ 
port to Bangladesh are sold there at 
a much higher price and that is why 
the traders and tine people of Bangla¬ 
desh are against the trade with us and 
there is growing criticism against 
India by them? If so, whether Gov¬ 
ernment will take up the matter with 
Bangladesh Government to see that 
prices that we fix here are not more 
than what they fix while selling them 
in Bangladesh? 

SHRI PILOO MODY: Let us have a 
price control in Bangladesh also! 

SHRI A- C. GEORGE: The hon. 
Member and this House will appre¬ 
ciate that in an agreement between 
the two countries we can only stipu¬ 
late the price at which we are selling 
and at which we can buy. At what 
price they sell them is their look 
out especially when the transac¬ 
tions are through the S.T.C. 

SHRI A. K. M. ISHAQUE: Will the 
hon. Minister kindly tell us whether it 
is a fact that fish is being exported to 
Bangladesh via Dinajpur? Also is it a 
fact that fish is being get from Bngla- 
desh side to West Bengal side? Also 
is it a fact that from Coochbehar and 
other areas fresh tobacco is being ex¬ 
ported to Bangladesh? And the people 
of Bangladesh has got a liking for 
this tobacco. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: Regarding 
fish export, I am sure, the hon. Mem¬ 
ber and the House will appreciate 
one thing that with such a long 
border, there may be a few stray 
cases of smuggling from this side to 
that side. But, we are progressively 
t akin g measures to se e that all these 
loopholes are plugged and the fish 
import is handled by the 
Fishing Corporation. The perfor¬ 
mance is quite encouraging because 
we have provided for the import to the 
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tune of over He. 3 crores. So far, 
Rs. 2.74 crores worth of import is con¬ 
tracted for. If there is some sugges¬ 
tion for improvement we will be too 
happy to entertain it Regarding 
tobacco, the preference is that of the 
buyer. We do not stipulate that you 
do not take from such and such a 
place. Whatever be the commodity 
or destination they can obviously'Sug¬ 
gest we will be too glad to cater to 
their needs 

MR. SPEAKER: I think on each and 
every question—whether important or 
not—so many hon. Members get up 
everytime. 

Taking over of the National Council 
of Applied Economic Research 

*371. SHRI R. P. YADAV: Yill 
the Minister of FINANCE be 
pleased to state whether Government 
propose to take over the National 
Council of Applied Economic 
Research, New Delhi in view or the 
useful work being done by it? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN): 
No, Sir. 

SHRI R. P. YADAV; In view of the 
economic crisis in the country whether 
Government has entrusted or is think¬ 
ing of entrusting the work of research 
with the Applied Economic Research 
with a view to tiding over the crisis, 
especially, with a view to arresting 
the rise in prices and stablising the 
same. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
Not at the moment. That is a good 
suggestion. 

Ban on Export of Taro 

*372. SHRI A. K. M. ISHAQUE: 
Will the Minister of COMMERCE be 
pleased to state: 

(a) whether representations have 
been made to Government by ihe de¬ 
centralised sector of the textile indus¬ 
try to Pit a total ban on the export of 
yarn*, and 


(b) if so, whether Government have 
come to a decision? 


THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF COMMERCE (SHRI 
A. C. GEORGE): (a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) Government do not favour the 
idea of completely stopping export of 
yarn Some exports have to be allow¬ 
ed to service bilateral trade commit¬ 
ments and cater to the market for 
high unit value industrial yams 
However, export of cotton yarn is be¬ 
ing regulated through the Cotton Tex¬ 
tiles Export Promotion Council and 
Government are keeping a close watch 
on the domestic yarn availability 
situation. 

SHRI A. K. M. ISHAQUE: Will the 
hon. Minister kindly inform us whe¬ 
ther it is a fact that large amount of 
money is spent by way of subsidy for 
maintaining export. If so, what is 
the amount of subsidy given? 
Secondly, whether there was yarn 
famine in the country some time hack 
and how the necessity of the country 
was set in view of this export policy 
of the Government? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: As was 
pointed out we are selective about 
allowing exports of yarn because it is 
a commodity which caters to an 
important raw material of the 
decentralised sector of handloom 
industry. In March 1973 when we 
had difficulty about the availability 
of yarn because of power shortage we 
banned the export but subsequently 
when the availability was better we 
progressively increase. Yarn export 
is being regulated and we are not 
giving any subsidy for yam export. 

SHRI A. K M. ISHAQUE; The 
Minister has agreed some export is 
even now being made. Whether the 
domestic nedes of the country are 
fully met so that something is left 
for export and secondly, whether 
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price of yarn has gone up through¬ 
out the country and affected the price 
of finished cloth? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: There were 
scene difficulty in 1973 when there 
was severe power shortage especially 
in Tamil Nadu. The position has 
improved and of late the price of 
yarn hag stabilised. When we decide 
about export of yarn we take into 
consideration the internal availability, 
requirements of the decentralised 
sector and what best could be export¬ 
ed. We are blending all these fac¬ 
tors and the n only allowing the bare 
minimum to be exported.

SHRI A. c. GEORGE: As I pointed 
out earlier it will not be wise in the 
larger interest to ban export of yarn 
because quite a bit of contracts have 
been concluded and much of com¬ 
mercial interest created. Secondly, 
even whe n we allow exports we take 
care of the needs of the decentralised 
sector and then only certain counts 
are allowed for export. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA 
HALDER: May I know the total 
amount of yarn exported to foreign 
countries, the names of the countries 
to which it was exported and whe¬ 
ther the weavers of our country have 
suffered as a result of these exports? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE; In 1910, we 
exported 80.4 million k g- worth 


Rs. 28.87 crores, in 1972, we exported! 
22.2 million k.g. worth Rs. 22.77 
crores, and in 1973, we exported 
11.9 million k.g. worth Rs. 13.07 cro¬ 
res. This year, we have earmarked 
only 8 million k.g. for export. This 
has to be reviewed as per the re¬ 
quirement, th e availability and the. 
overall textile policy. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA 
HALDER; To which countries were 
they exported? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: The destina¬ 
tion are not readily available with 
me. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD; As¬ 
suming that mor e production is re¬ 
quired and export is also allowed to 
go on, why is it that the allotments 
which are made for the weavers are 
being handed over to the big millow- 
ners? For example, out of 8,560 
bales or so allotted during a period 
of six months to 2 $ lakhs weavers 
having 25,000 looms i n one city of 
Bhagalpur alone, only 1600 bales or 
so have been given. Taking into 
account the export that has to be met 
and the production, why is it that out 
of an allotment of about 8560 bales 
only about 1500 bales have been deli¬ 
vered to 25,000 looms employing 
about 2J lakhs workers. What do 
Government propos e to do in this 
case? Is it due to efficiency cm the 
part of Government or inefficiency- 
on the part of Government? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: Sir, you will 
kindly recollect that this particular 
problem was discussed in detail in 
this House during the session before 
last. Our policy was to allot these 
bales in different counts to the con¬ 
cerned State Governments and pre¬ 
ferably through the State textile 
corporations, the Civil Supplies De¬ 
partments or through the coopera¬ 
tives. W e tried our level best to 
persuade all the State Governments 
to operate it through them. In quite 
a few cases, we feel that it would 
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etill be desirable lor the Civil Sup*' 
plies Departments or the cooperatives 
-or the concerned State Governments 
to come forward to take up this 
^responsibility. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD: 
BISCOMAN which is registered 
agency has already paid the price 
and still the bundles are not avail¬ 
able, whereas the millowners had 
been given the bundles. 

SHBI A. C. GEORGE; 1 am not 
aware of this particular matter.

Raids by Income Tax Authorities in 
Bombay 

•373. PROF. MADHU DANDA- 
VATE: Will the Minister of 
FINANCE be pleased to state; 

(a) whether there were raids in 
Bombay by the Income Tax Departs, 
ment on the premises of the Fellow¬ 
ship Society, Fellowship Society Trust, 
Fellowship School and also at the re¬ 
sidence of the Superintendent of the 
School, Secretary of the Fellowship 
Society and the Constituted Attorney 
of the Fellowship Society Trust on the 
30th January, 1974; 

(b) if so, whether during these raids 
unaccounted money to the tune of 
several lakhs of rupees and also gold 
and jewellery worth several lakhs 
of rupees were seised; and 

(c) if so, what action has been taken 
.against nersons concerned? 
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THE MINISTER OF STATr IN 
THE MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI 
K R. GANESH): (a) A search was 
carried out by the Income-tax De¬ 
partment on 30th January, 1974 at 
the residential and office premises of 
the Superintendent of the Fellowship 
School who is also Secretary of the 
Fellowship Trust and at the residen¬ 
tial premises of his son. 

(b) In the above search the follow¬ 
ing were seized:— 

Rs. 

(i) Cash .... 85,950 

(ii) Fixed deposit receipts . 3 , 89,780 

(iii) Jewellery . . . 55-730 

Besides above, certain books of ac¬ 
count were also seized. 

(c) An order under section 132(5) 
of the Income-tax Act, 1961 estimat¬ 
ing the undisclosed income in a sum¬ 
mary manner has been passed deter¬ 
mining the tax on tihe undisclosed in¬ 
come at Rs. 1,24,844/-. Seized assets 
to this extent were retained and the 
balance was released. 

Further investigations for comple¬ 
tion of the assessments are being 
made. Action may be called for 
under the law from the penalty and 
prosecution angles will be taken. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: I 
would like to know whether it is true 
that the Fellowship Society in'Bom¬ 
bay, whose premises were raided by 
the income-tax authorities, as admit¬ 
ted i n the answer, received substan¬ 
tial grant from the Maharashtra Gov¬ 
ernment and in particular whether 
the grant received by them for the 
year ending the 31st March, 1974 was 
Rs. 1,83,215, and whether the Minister 
of Prohibition in the Maharashtra 
Government, Shri Mohan Lai Popat 
had resigned as a sequel to the raids 
that were organised by the Income- 
tax Department authorities. 
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SHRl K. H. GANESH; This infor¬ 
mation whether this Society received 
some grants from the Maharashtra 
Government is not available with me. 
Also at the moment, I am not aware 
whether the Minister has resigned. 

{ 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
Have you enquired afterwards? 

• SHRI K. R. GANESH: Hie Trust is 
an educational trust. The Founders 
were Shri Dharamsey Khatau, Shri 
M. R. Jayakar and Shri Jamnadas 
Dwarkadas. The complaint was not 
so much against the Trust; it was 
against the Superintendent of the 
Trust for having an income dispro¬ 
portionate to his means and living in 
a luxurious manner beyond his 
means, and also for some malpracti¬ 
ces in admission of students as well 
as their promotion to the next class 
etc. The residential premises of the 
Superintendent as well as of his son 
and also the office of the Superinten¬ 
dent of the Trust were raided. I have 
already indicated the assets seized, 
and the summary assessment of his 
tax has already been determined. The 
rest of the assets have been released. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: Is 
it true that due to some intervention 
from the Union Finance Ministry the 
investigations undertaken were cold- 
shouldered? Is it also true that after 
recovery of unaccounted amounts to 
the tune mentioned in the reply, 
amounts worth lakhs of rupees were 
returned to the Trust without che¬ 
cking up these amounts from the 
accounts that were submitted to the 
Registrar of Public Trust? 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: It is not a 
fact—I do not know where from the 
hon. member got this information— 
that due to some intervention from 
the Finance Ministry the whole thing 
was cold-shouldered. It is not a 
correct statement, to put it mildly. I 
have already indicated the assets 
seized. Hie details given in my reply 
do indicate that the Takhs of rupees 
worth assets which he had Indicated 


were not there.” I may also mention 
that the fixed deposits of Rs. 3,54,006 
which were seized had to be returned 
because the deposits belonged to the 
Trust and not to the individual. 

The point is that the raid was con¬ 
ducted on intelligence received as 
far as the individual is concerned; 
there have been no complaints as far- 
as the Trust was concerned. I have 
already indicated that the raid was 
conducted in January. According to- 
the law, within 90 days summary 
assessment has got to be done. In 
this case, it has been done and tax 
amounting to Rs. 1,24,000 has been de¬ 
termined and assets to that extent 
have bee n kept and the rest released. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE; I 
asked a specific question whether with¬ 
out checking up the certified accounts 
filed with the Registrar of Public ■ 
Trusts the same amount was retur¬ 
ned. If so, what was the reason for 
doing so? 

SHRI K. R. GANESH; I have al¬ 
ready indicated in the body of my 
reply that further investigation for 
completion of the assessment will be 
made. Then as the assessments are 
completed, concealment will be detec¬ 
ted. Then from the prosecution angle, 
things will go on. The fact remains 
that after summary assessment, the 
whole procedure provided in the in¬ 
come tax law will be gone through. 

The hon. member has raised an 
important point and a reply is neces¬ 
sary to clear some doubts. If a raid 
is conducted into the house of an as- 
sessee and assets are seized—the as¬ 
sets may be cash, fixed deposits, se¬ 
curities, jewellery and in various 
other forms—unless it is proved be¬ 
yond doubt by reopening th e assess¬ 
ment and detecting concealment, it 
will not be possible to say that the- 
assets which are seized are assets 
which are concealed. "That is why a 
summary assessment is made. In* 
Winkin g summary assessment, as a Re¬ 
sult of information they had, they 
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.found after getting the explanation 
of the assessee that so much tax was 
due; 1 had earlier indicated this 
amount. 

Further proceedings will go on; his 
4ncome-tax assessment will have to 
be reopened and it would be seen 
whether there was concealment of 
income; whatever other things are 
there will have to be done. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSHI: In the present context we 
appreciate the efforts of the Finance 
Ministry to unearth unaccounted 
money. The hon. Member Danda- 
vate put a question about Bombay 
which has become almost a city of 
black money. I should like to know 
from him whether they are deter¬ 
mined to mak e an investigation 
through his Ministry or any other 
department to assess the resources 
of those who purchased land benami 
or in their own name in the Back- 
bay Reclamation Scheme of Bombay 
for th e construction of houses? , Se¬ 
condly there is the film industry; 
there are film producers who in the 
name of distributors or producers in 
the last few years, especially the 
Hindi film industry, are making mo¬ 
ney. Would the Ministry make a 
.specific enquiry into this matter? 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: The hon. 
Member has made some useful sug¬ 
gestions. The House is aware that 
in tlhe recent past and earlier also 
.many raids had been conducted in 
Bombay and many rackets includ¬ 
ing the Hundi racket, Hawal a rac¬ 
ket which were found in the Bombay 
city were revealed and to an ex¬ 
tent these rackets have been broken. 
■The hon. Member refers to property 
tranactions and th e happenings in 
the film industry. These are good 
suggetions and investigations will 
made into them. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GOS- 
WAMI: The hon. Minister says that 
investigations are being carried on 
into certain alleged malpractices. 
Apart from taking action under the 


Income-Tax Act, will they think of 
proceeding against them for other 
criminal offences? 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: I have al¬ 
ready indicated that further investi¬ 
gations from the penalty and prose¬ 
cution angle will be conducted. Under 
the Income-Tax Act a person can 
be prosecuted; concealment or fraud 
has to be established first. Then the 
other questions <will naturally arise 
under the I.P.C. or the Income-Tax 
Act.

2. To increase the foreign ex¬ 
change earnings through tourism, 
the Government hav e made it ob¬ 
ligatory on hotels to receive pay¬ 
ments from foreign tourists in fore¬ 
ign currency. 

8 . A vigorous market-oriented 
-drive has been launched in th e po¬ 
tential markets abroad. Under the 
U.S.A. launched in collaboration 
U.S.A.' launched i n collaboration 
with Air India, efforts are being 
made to attract more tourists from 
Continental Europe and Americas. 

4. A Govt, of India Tourist Office 

is being opened in West Asia to 

attract tourists from the oil rich 

■countries.

5. Intensive publicity programme 
in India and abroad with improved 
quality of literature has been un¬ 
dertaken. 

6 . The policy regarding charter 
flights has been liberalised. 

7. Visa fees with a number of 
countries on a reciprocal basis has 
been abolished. 

8 . Bilateral agreements have been 
made with West Germany, Yugos¬ 
lavia Nordic Countries and Bulgaria 
for the abolition of visas for stay 
npto 90 days. 

9. The period of validity of the 
2 i day landing permit, which per¬ 
mits a visa-free entry, has been 
raised to 28 days, permitting multi¬ 
ple entries from neighbouring coun¬ 
tries. 

10. Facilitation procedures at air- 
jports have -been improved. 

11 . Liquor permit are given to 
foreign tourists free of charge on 
all India basis by Indian Missions 
and Government of India Tourist 
Offices. 

12. Efforts are being made to eli- 
minate the nuisance of beggars and 
touts.

14. Incentives have been given 
to the travel trade by way of re¬ 
lease of foreign exchange to enable 
them to undertake extensive over¬ 
seas promotional tours and also to 
advertise in the leading internatio¬ 
nal travel magazines abroad. 

15. As a part of publicity drive, 
the Tourism Department incited 
every year about three hundred 
travel agents and about one hund¬ 
red travel writters/journalists/TV/ 
Film producers from abroad for 
familiarisation visits to India. 


16. Holiday resorts at Gulmarg, 
Kovalam, and Goa are being crea¬ 
ted for destination traffic. 

17. Major improvements are being 
made to our four international air¬ 
ports. 

18. Wild-Life tourism is being de¬ 
veloped to attract wild life enthu¬ 
siasts from abroad. 


19. Financial assistance is given 
to voluntary organisations/institu¬ 
tions and other private parties in 
the tourists trade by way of grants 
and loans for improving and aug¬ 
menting tourist facilities.

The 
scheme was however, withdrawn with 
effect from 1-10-73 when, as a result 
of improvement in market conditions, 
it was felt that the commodity could 
stand in the export market on its own 
without any cash assistance. 

(b) The export realisation figures 
for the period September, 1972 to Jan¬ 
uary, 1973, published by “the Directo¬ 
rate General of Commercial Intelli¬ 
gence and Statistics, Calcutta, were 
not available to the Government at 
the time when the decision regarding 
the grant of cash assistance was taken. 
The F.O.B. realisation figures for 
1971-72 available at that time indicated 
that the trade suffered an estimated 
average loss of over 5 per cent on ex¬ 
ports. Other reasons which had pro¬ 
mpted the Government in allowing 
cash'assistance were as follows:— 

(i) A Market Orientation Tour 
conducted under the aegis of 
Indian Institute of Foreign 
Trade in 1971 had recommen¬ 
ded the grant of 10 per cent 
cash assistance to boost up the 
export of Walnuts. 

(ii) Since w e had potential for 
attaining once again the ex¬ 
port level of over 5000 tonnes 
which had been tounched in 
the past, it was felt that the 
grant of cash assistance would 
provide the necessary compe- 
tive edge to our exports. 

(iii) Internal prices were ruling 
high and the grant of cash 
assistance was expected to 
tempt the exporters to export 
more rather than cash in on 
the high internal prices by di¬ 
verting their stocks for local 
consumption.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF COMMERCE (SHRI

Under 
this scheme, the prices of yarn have 
been pegged at the levels prevailing 
on the 28th March, 1974, and State 
Government nominees, State Corpo¬ 
rations and apex bodies of weavers 
are allowed to lift yarn directly from 
mills. The Scheme is presently in 

force until the end of August, 1974, 
and has had a stabilising effect on 
prices of cotton yam. As regards dyes 
and chemicals, a provision already 
exists in the policy for registered ex¬ 
porters for the import of scarce dyes 
and chemicals against exports of 
textile items. Steps are also being 
taken to step up the indigenous pro¬ 
duction of dyes and chemicals.

The guidelines were placed cm the 
Table of the House in reply to Un¬ 
starred Question No. 3765 answered 
on 2nd July, 1971. 

As per the guidelines the institutions 
have starting incorpora ting converti¬ 
bility clauses in their loan agreements. 
The actual option to convert the loans 
in whole or in part into equity is to 
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be exercised by the financial institu¬ 
tions" at' the appropriate time, in ac¬ 
cordance with the terms of the con¬ 
vertibility clause written in, in the 
loan agreements. The actual exercise 
of option to convert a portion of the 
loan into equity depends on various 
iactors viz., the nature of the project, 
the expected yield on equity etc. In 
the case of a new project generally the 
option to convert the loan into equity 
will normally be available after about 
5 years while in the case of substan¬ 
tial expansion, it may be somewhat 
earlier. So far the institutions have 
converted a portion of the loans into 
equity in respect of assistance to four 
industrial concerns. 

In respect of loans given in the past, 
before the issue of guidelines, it is not 
proposed to oonvert all such loans into 
equity but the financial institutions 
concerned would have discretion to 
negotiate conversion if there is a de¬ 
fault, each case being settled on its 
own merits by negotiations with the 
industrial concerns.

(iv) Manufacturers of semi-finish- 
leather can instal capacity to 
manufacture finished leather 
to the full extent of their 
semi-processed capacity, with¬ 
out having to obtain licenses 
for the purpose. They can go 
ahead with the purchase of 
machinery which may be in¬ 
digenously available and apply 
for permission to import 
capital, goods machinery that 
is not indigenously available. 
After they have installed 
capacity to produce finished 
leather, they can get their 
licenses endorsed for the pro¬ 
duction of finished leather. 
This will help in the progres¬ 
sive conversion capacity for 
manufacture of semi-finished 
leather to that of production

. 2645. SHRI SHANKER RAO 
SAVANT: Will the Minister of 

TOURISM AND CIVIL AVIATION 
be pleased to state:

SAROJINI MAHI- 
SHI); (a) Tourism is essentially a co¬ 
operative undertaking in which be¬ 
sides the Central Government, the 
States and several other agencies have 
an important part to play. Firstly, 
several tourism schemes are taken up- 
by the Centre at places of actual or 
potential attraction for tourists in the 
States. Secondly, the Central Gov¬ 
ernment assists the Stat e Govern¬ 
ments in the various measures ad¬ 
opted for the promotion and develop¬ 
ment of tourism in the country. 
Thirdly, the Centre undertakes pub¬ 
licity within India and abroad for the 
promotion of various tourist centres 
and facilities in the States. Fourthly, 
the Centre- assists in several aspects 
such training of guides and other 
tourism personnel, allotment of cars, 
construction of hotels etc. etc. 

(b) An expenditure of Rs. 9.38 lakhs 
was incurred on tourism schemes in 
the Central Sector in Maharashtra- 
during the period. 

(c) The coordination of tourism 
schemes in the Central and State Sec¬ 
tors is achieved through periodic meet¬ 
ings with the officials of the State 
Governments, discussions at the plan¬ 
ning stage in the Working Group of 
the Planning Commission at the time 
of formulating the Five Year Plans 
and subsequent Annual Plans.

(c) The increase in interest rate on 
lending by Banks has been adopted 
as a means of credit restriction and 
restraint on bank credit to commer¬ 
cial sector which has been an import¬ 
ant factor in the expansion of money 
supply since 1073-74. The effect of 
incease in lending rates on industrial 
costs is likely to he negligible as pay¬ 
ment of interest forms a very small 
part (2-3 per cent) of cost of pro¬ 
duction in organised industry.

Taking these factors into ac¬ 
count, the mills have been allowed to 
make good the shortfall in production 
during April-June, 1974, by the e nd of 
September, 1974. The question of 
levy of penalty does not, therefore, 
arise at this stage.

Member 
is referring to the UP Agricultural 
Credit Project, agreement for which 
was signed with the International 
Development Association on 8th 
June, 1973. This agreement provides 
for a Credit of about Rs. 28.5. crores 
<$ 38 million) to finance a three- 
year programme of fanners’ invest¬ 
ments in minor irrigation in 14 dis¬ 
tricts i n the eastern part of Uttar 
Pradesh including Faizabad Distt. 
No separate loan/credit has been 
sanctioned by the World Bank Group 
for utilisation in the district of Faiza¬ 
bad as such. 

(b) Investments to be financed 
under the Project will be for cons¬ 
truction of 10,000 masonary or dug- 
wells equipped with Persian wheels, 
20,000 shallow tubewells and 20,000 
medium-depth tubewells energized by 
electric or diesel pumpsets. This 
Credit has been utilised to the extent 
of Rs. 3.3 crores ($4.4 million) as on 
June 30, 1974. 

(c) The proceeds of the Credit are 
relent by the Government of India 
to the Agricultural Refinance Corpo¬ 
ration (ARC). ARC supervises and 
refinances the loans advanced by 
selected commercial banks and the 
Uttar Pradesh State Cooperative 
Land Development Bank. These 
institutions follow their normal bank¬ 
ing practices to ensure proper utili- 
yation of the credit.

Seniority of Staff Officers Grade U in 
the Department of Banking Operation 
and Development 

2670. SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: 
Will the Minister of FINANCE 
be pleased to state: 

(a) whether the seniority of Staff 
Officers Grade II in the Department 
■of Banking Operation and Develop¬ 
ment in the Reserve Bank of India 
was independent; 

(b) whether the seniorities have 
been combined recently giving it 
retrospective effect; 

(c) whethe r any representation has 
been made against the scheme of 
combined seniority and if so, the action 
taken by the Bank; 

(d) whether th e Bank took into 
account the seniority claim of Staff 
Officers Grade II of Department of 
Banking Operation and Development 
constituted on the basis of higher 
qualifications before introducing the 
Combined Seniority list; and 

(e) if go, whether the Bank has any 
proposal to safeguard the seniority of 
Staff Officers Grade II of Department 
of Banking Operation and Develop¬ 
ment who had been promoted even 
temporarily before the date of the 
issue Of the order? 


THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN): 
(a) to (e). Reserve Bank of India 
has reported that previously for the 
purpose of promotion, seniority, etc. 
officers Grade II (promotees) attached 
to the various Departments of the 
Bank have been divided into 5 groups 
of which the Department of Banking 
Operations and Development, Indus¬ 
trial Finance Department, Department 
of non-banking Companies, Deposit 
Insurance Corporation and Credit 
Guarantee Corporation of India, to¬ 
gether constituted one single group. 
As the wide variations obtaining in 
the promotional opportunities of the 
officers Grade II attached to the 
various groups, had been a constant 
cause of complaints, the question of 
devising a suitable scheme for 
equalisation of such opportunities for 
the officer staff in the various groups 
was remitted by th e Bank to the 
Officers Cadre Review Committee. 
The Cadre Review Committee in its 
report submitted in 1972 had recom¬ 
mended the drawing up of a common 
seniority list of all groups in each 
grade with a view to bring about 
mobility of staff and equalisation of 
promotional oportunities for officers 
belonging to different groups. The 
Committee ha<j also recommended 
regularisation of all provisional ap¬ 
pointments in staff officer grade II 
made from 1st January 1970 onwards 
o n the basis of common seniority list. 
Accordingly the Reserve Bank is 
drawing a common seniority list of 
all staff officers Grade II (promotees) 
in all groups with effect from 1st 
January 1970 for the purpose of 
regularising provisional appointments. 
The Bank in implementing the above 
recommendation of the Cadre Review 
Committee has considered several 
individual and joint representations 
received by it for and against the 
scheme of combined seniority. The 
bank has reported that all normal 
promotions from staff officer Grade 
II to Grade I with effect from 1st 
January 1970 were specifically made 
on purely provisioned basis, subject 
to review in the light of Cadre Review 
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Committee's recommendation; but it 
has taken care to see that regualari- 
sation of provisional appointments is 
undertaken in a phased manner so 
that reversions of junior employees 
are minimised. 


Loss in Government owned Companies 

2671. SHRI C. H. MOHAMAD 
KOYA: Will the Minister of FIN¬ 
ANCE be pleased to state the steps 
taken by him to wipe out the loss in 
Government owned companies? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI 
K. R. GANESH): Government cons¬ 
tantly appraise th e performance of 
Central Government Enterprises with 
a v;e\v to taking remedial action to 
improve operations. Some of the 
important measures taken in the 
regard are: 

(i) improvement in production 
planning and control, personnel 
•management, materials manage¬ 
ment, industrial engineering; 

(ii) better maintenance organisa¬ 
tion and practices to reduce equip¬ 
ment down-time; 

(iii) introduction of incentive 
schemes for improving motivation; 

(iv) training at all levels for bet¬ 
ter managerial performance and 
increased productivity; 

(v) wherever demand has been 
inadequate, diversification and 
greater export efforts; and 

(vi) import of raw materials and 
components wherever necessary. 

Tire effect of these steps is already 
reflected in the working results for 
1972-73 which show that after a lapse 
of many years the Public Enterprises 
as a group earned a net profit. The 
results for 1973-74, for which the 
audited accounts are yet to be com¬ 
pleted, are expected to be better.

In order to overcome these obstacles 
policies and programmes are being 
implemented to identify areas and 
items with export potential, streng¬ 
thening of production base especially 
of export oriented units, arrange 
supply of ra w materials both im¬ 
ported and indigenous at international 
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prices, simplify the present arrange¬ 
ments regarding issue of import 
licences and grant of cash compen¬ 
satory support, establish zonal coun¬ 
cils at major Indian ports to resolve 
the shopping difficulties and introduce 
a scheme in consultation woth the Re¬ 
serve Bank of India to over-come 
difficulties in foreign exchange fluc¬ 
tuations.

Freezing of Payment of Bonos by 
Industrial Establishments 

2679. SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: Will 
the Minister of FINANCE be pleased 
to state:

(b) Any measure to freeze tihe 
payment of bonus by all industrial 
establishments may lead to a cut in 
the incomes of large sections of the 
working class. However, as an anti- 
inflationary measure, the Additional 
Emoluments (Compulsory Deposit) 
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Ordinance, 1974, would immobilise 
incremental spending power on ac¬ 
count of additional wages ang dear¬ 
ness allowances for a temporary 
period without interfering with the 
future flow of such income. Addi¬ 
tional wages for the purpose of this 
Ordinance include additional bonus. 

Survey Regarding Coat of Production 
of Raw lute

Jute Corporation of India set up in 
1971 is to conduct price support 
operations with a view to ensure that 
the prices of raw jute do not fall 
below the statutory minimum price 
As a result of the purchase operations 
of the Jute Corporation, the prices 
of raw jute have generally remained 
above the statutory minimum prices 
at all places except in some remote 
isolated pockets. Besides, as a price 
Stabilisation, measure Government 
have agreed to the creation of buffer 
stock and issued directions to the 
jute mills to buy raw jute of specified 
quantities. The J.Cjl. will apply a 
crucial role in maintaining a balance 
between supply and demand so that 
open market price do not sag. 

(d) and (e). As a part of a com¬ 
prehensive scheme for study of cost 
of cultivation of principal crops a 
survey of cost of production of lute 
in Assam, Orrisa, Bihar and West 
Bengal was initiated in 1973-74 and 
the field data collected are under scru¬ 
tiny of the Ministry of Agriculture.

reducing administrative expenditure.

(iii) Restrictions on purchase of 
imported cars; 

(iv) Curtailment of travelling 
allowance; and 

(v) Intensification of staff inspec¬ 
tion studies.

Apart from the above, the following 
economy measures were initiated dur¬ 
ing 1971-72 in the context of the finan¬ 
cial strain as a result of the influx of 
refugees from Bangladesh and the 
unsettled conditions on our borders 
and were continued in 1872-73: 

(1) a ban on creation of posts on 
non-Plan side. 

(2) reduction ip the budget pro¬ 
vision made for contingencies, 
Travelling Allowances. Enter¬ 
tainment, etc. 

(3) non-filling of vacant posts in 
certain circumstances; 

(4) restrictions on the purchase 
of furniture, decorative arti¬ 
cles etc; apd 

(5) stater control on foreign 
deputations. 

Adoption of the foregoing measures 
helped, in a significant -measure, in 
containing the growth of'administra¬ 
tive expenditure. However, economy 
achieved thereby was, to some extent, 
offset by increases in expenditure due 
to normal expansion in governmental 
activities, payment of actional jn _ 
terim relief \o ptaff apd impact of in¬ 
crease fa railway fares, postal rates 


etc. In the circumstances, it is not 
possible tq isplftO and identify in pre¬ 
cise terms the sayings during 1971*7? 
and 1972-73 arising out of the various 
economy measures mentioned above. 

In 1973-74 a series of further eco¬ 
nomy measures were introduced in 
the non-Plan expenditure of Govern¬ 
ment with a view to restricting the 
extent oi deficit financing. Them 
were: 

Economy in contingencies and 
travelling allowances; deferment of 
construction of npn-functional build¬ 
ings which have not proceeded be¬ 
yond the pimth level; deferment of 
annual repairs and maintenance of 
Government buildings except a few 
prestigious buildings; ban on crea¬ 
tion of new posts which have re¬ 
mained vacant for more than six 
months deferment of rotational tra¬ 
nsfer of officers in various branches 
of Government to save on transfer 
allowances; savings in petrol con¬ 
sumption by departmental vehicles 
and on telephone calls; economies 
in expenditure on entertainment and 
foreign travel; economy in expenses 
involved in holding of conferences, 
seminars and meetings; keeping to 
a minimum invitations for holding 
international gatherings; directing 
the public sector undertakings to 
minimise their cash fosses by gene¬ 
rating more infernal resources 
through efficient functioning, etc. 

In addition, it was found necessary 
to effect economies in Plan expendi¬ 
ture as well. It was decided to effect 
a 10 per cent reduction in the bud¬ 
getary suppqrt fpr the Central Minia- 
trles/Departments. Administrative 
^tinistries/DepartmentS were given 
discretion to distribute tills quantum 
of saving qve r the various schemes, 
keeping in mind Plan and inter §§ 
priorities and gnspring that the pro¬ 
gress pf key project* apd programmes 
of high priority which yrerf in SO ad¬ 
vanced stage of completion we# not 
adversely affected while projects end 
schemes tfhich wore less essential and 
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Wr *$$$£ rsjatiygly lpng peripd 
to mature, $ 0 re Slpwn. A sav¬ 

ing of Rs. 100 crores was also propos¬ 
ed in Central assistance to State 
Plans. 

It was expected that there would be 
an aggregate saving of about Rs. 400 
crores as a result of these measures. 
These economy measures have been 
implemented, by and large, by the 
different Ministries/Departments. The 
assessment of sayings made in 1973-74 
in the different Ministries/Depart¬ 
ments is given in the attached state¬ 
ment. These savings do not, nor 
were they intended to take into ac¬ 
count the additional liabilities devolv¬ 
ing on Government on account of re¬ 
vision of pay and allowances of Gov¬ 
ernment servants, food subsidy, addi¬ 
tional assistance to States on account 
of natural -calamities, etc. and certain 
additional funds allowed to several 
Ministries /Departments on account of 
key projects' and schemes. 

As stated above, actual adjustment 
of expenditure among different 
schemes and programmes was effected 
by the administrative Ministries in 
the light of tiie principles mentioned 
above and Plan priorities. The actuals 
figures will be available when the 
final accounts for the year become 
available. 

(c) Many of the economy measures, 
mentioned above, are fo be continued 
during 1874-75 also. Instructions 
have already been issued for strict 
implementation of the measures re¬ 
lating to deferment of construction of 
non-functional buildings, annual re¬ 
pairs and maintenance of Government 
buildings, ban on creation of new 
posts which have remained vacant 
for more than si* months, saving in 
patrol consumption in departmental 
vehicles, telephone calls and use of 
paper and 20 per cent reduction in the 
number of telephones in Government. 
Many of these economy measures have 
been taken into account while framing 
tbfi budget provisions for 1874-75. 
Tpr tj^er economy measures for this 


year are also under consideration. It 
is not possible to 8 * v * any estimate 
of savings in 1974-75 on this account 
at this stage. 

(d) and (e). It is intended to effect 
maximum possible ecoriCmy in. Gov¬ 
ernmental expenditure in 1974-75. So 
far as Police expenditure is concern¬ 
ed, during 1974-75 there is no force 
expansion in any of the police or other 
armed forces under the control of the 
Home Ministry as compared to the 
level existing in 1973-74. Additional 
provision made in 1974-75 as compar¬ 
ed to the budget provision of last year 
is mainly for implementation of Pay 
Commission’s recommendations and 
for increase in dearness allowance.

(iv) Non-deduction of tax at 
source from interest etc. paid 
to non-residents. 

(v) Improper claims of certain 
expenses.

(d) The allegations, some of whieh 
are specific and some others are gene¬ 
ral, state large scale tax evasion by 
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both the bank and its top offici als it 
is not possible to quantify the sum 
total of taxes involved in all these 
•allegations at this stage. 

(e) Suitable additions have been 
jmade in the assessments of National 
and Grindlays Bank Ltd. on the basis 
-of information received as well as 
detailed investigation by the depart¬ 
ment. For the assessment year 1970- 
71, the Income-tax Officer disallowed 
-•expenditure of Bs. 17.6 lacs paid as 
technical fees to the First National 
City Bank, Rs. 75 lacs out of bad debts 
and over Rs. 6 lacs under section 40 

(a)(v) of the Income-tax Act, 1961. 
Most of these disallowances have been 
allowed by the Appellate Assistant 
Commissioner. The matter has been 
taken in appeal to the Appellate Tri¬ 
bunal. For 1971-72, th e following are

(Begtfsfltai): Although the offence 

loses its sting after the expression of 
regret, there are certaip issues which 
remain to be sorted out in this parti¬ 
cular matter. Hon. Member, Mr. Bosu 
had complained that this thing had 
been repeatedly happening in the case 
of members dt His party.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Sir, on 
a point of order, arising out of what 
the hon. Members have just now said. 
Firstly, the district authority was 
fully in the know of the procedure 
as to what should b e adopted, because 
In Nbvember last when Shrimati Bibha 
Ghosh Goswami was arrested the 
District Magistrate had given the inti¬ 
mation. Therefore, this time that in¬ 
timation coming from a sub-inspector 
or inspector is highly improper, and 
that has been done with the full know¬ 
ledge that he should not have done it. 

Secondly, on 16th November, 1973 
you read out the telegram dated 15th 
November, 1973, which' was sent by 
the District Magistrate, Nadia, and not 
by a sub-inspector. Here -we found 
the police had no real charge against 
her, because she was discharged with¬ 
in 3| hours from the time of the arrest. 
This will amply prove that the arrest 
was made in order to harass her and 
there was no bona fide reason. If 
there are any reasons for the arrest 
then she should have been put before 
a trying magistrate or judge and it 
was up to the judge, to imprison her 
or acquit her or to cofiflnue to keep 
her in custody. Since’There was no 
case against her, this was done simply 
to harass her. 

MR. SPEAKER; You are repeating 
the points you mentioned the other 
day. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I am 
only making points arising out of what 
you have said and what Mr. Limaye 
has said. 

Now, the District Magistrate says 
in his explanation that the S.D.P.0 
who is a Gazetted Officer has sent the 
telegram. It is wholly unture. The 
telegram was received from the Police 
Officer in-charge of the Police Station, 
a Sub-Inspector or an inspector, both 
of whom are non-gazetted persons. 
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Then, what the District Magistrate 
has said—he fried to take shelter un¬ 
der the Plea of misunderstanding_is 

untenable. Rule 229 is quite dear on 
the subject. This is not the first time 
of the District Magistrate handling the 
case. 


He further said that he thought a 
report as per Third Schedule should 
be sent by the judicial authority. This 
is also ridiculous. It lias been stated 
that Shrimati Bibha Ghosh ~Goswami 
has been committed before a Magis¬ 
trate. Now, this man is asking for 
your pardon. 

This is a fit case where the Privi¬ 
leges Committee o'f the House which 
enjoys our confidence should be allow¬ 
ed to examine witnesses, give a judg¬ 
ment and submit a report to the 
House.

THE MINISTER OF COMMERCE 
(PROF D. P. CHATTOPADHYYA): 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, MMTC had signed 
a long-term contract with the Japa¬ 
nese steel mills in April, 1970, for Ex¬ 
port of Bailadila iron ore. It provid¬ 
ed for export of 61.25 million tonnes 
of iron ore for supply over a period 
of 9 years valued at Rs. 467 crores. 
The prices that b^TC had nega¬ 
ted compared favourably with 
the then ruKrig international prices, 
and the prices at which other suppl¬ 
iers like Australia and Brazil were 
supplying iron op to Japan. T^e 
general pattern of this long-term 
contract was also similar to the long¬ 
term contracts that Australia and 
Brazil had made with Japan. Ibe 
contract included a provision for a 
parity clause in the event inter¬ 
national currency fluctuations, and 
under this clause, MMTC has secured 
increases in the price following two 
dollar devaluations in December, 1971 
and February, 1973. 

Ip Febrqafy year, m^TC- re¬ 
quested the Japanese buyer for an 
upward revision of the iron ore 
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prices in respect of all contracts, in¬ 
cluding the Bailadila long-term con¬ 
tract. The Japanese steel mills have 
responded favourably to this request, 
and MMTC is hopeful of securing an 
increase in the price. 

It is correct that during the last 
three years, MMTC as an export 
house' has incurrecf a loss on the ex¬ 
port of Bailaidila iron ore to Japan 
Under this' long-term contract. How¬ 
ever profitability of iron ore export 
operations depends upon a veriety of 
factors, such' as the cost of mining 
operations, cost of transporation by 
rldl from pit-head to port, loading 
in vessels, etc. Taking all factors in¬ 
to account, total exchange earnings 
and other realisations that have ac¬ 
crued to the Government of India, it 
can be said the country has not in¬ 
curred a net loss on export of Bai¬ 
ladila iron ore to Japan. Over 
the years, MMTC has done a com¬ 
mendable job in increasing iron ore 
exports substantially and securing 
prices which compare favourably with 
those obtained by other major iron 
ore exporting countries.

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
Sir, the Kon. Member referred to the 
absence of an escalation clause in the 
original agreement, but, it is true that 
we included a parity clause in the 
agreement. As a result of that, 
during the devaluations of dol¬ 
lar that have taken place in 1971 and 
1973, we had got the benefits. 


But about the absence of escalation 
clause in the Agreement, I might 
submit, that at that period when this 
contract was concluded between India 
and Jappn the iron-ore market in 
the world was sluggish. So, it is not 
only India that could not- secure in¬ 
clusion of an escalation clause in her 
Agreement with Japan but even Aus¬ 
tralia and Brazil also did not have 
this escalation clause in their agree¬ 
ments with Japan. About cancel¬ 
lation I would - say the question does 
not arise .because the iron-ore price is 
picking up all over the world and al¬ 
ready ouf people had discussions with 
the Japanese and the response was 
favourable. They have been invited 
by the Japanese for further negotia¬ 
tions and the indications are there 
that we would be able to secure 
higher price. In this context the 
question of cancellation and compen¬ 
sation does not arise. Further. the 
whole thing was cleared by a high- 
powqred committee of secretaries. 
Our export price compares-favourably 
with the other .countries' export .price 
to Japan. For example, Australia in 
the year 1971-72 exported lumps with 
64 per cent foreign exchange content 
at dollars 9.37 per tonne Whereas we 
got dollars 9.73. In 1972-73 while 
Austraia got dollars 8-27 we got dol¬ 
lars 10.60. This year Australia got 
dollars 19.96 whereas we got 11.29 
dollars per tonne. So. from the above 
figures is dew our TfedUaatien 
from SXJWts compare favourably 
with the other countries.

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPODHYAYA: 

I have already submitted that so far 
as this particular Bailadilla project 
is concerned, we have suffered some 
loss, but from the total operation of 
the MMTC we have not suffered loss; 
rather, on the contrary, we have 
that is. the MMTC has, made a profit 
of Rs. 16 crores during the last year. 

Our negotiation is in progress with, 
the Japanese. At this time, it will not 
be in the national interest to disclose 
the actual figures regarding loss and 
other things. So, I am sure the hon. 
Member will appreciate the point. 

He has expressed fear that since 
there is no escalation clause, Japan 
might not agreeto our suggestion to 
revise our price upwardly. This fear 
is unfounded, because the Japanese, 
at we all know, are a commercial 
nation, very much enlightened about 
their own interest In the present con¬ 
ditions of the world, iron ore is a 
very precious commodity, and in rela¬ 
tion to demand, the supply is rela¬ 
tively scarce, and our market position, 
or barganing position is very good, 
and we can diversify the market; with 
the opening of the Suez, We can 
further diversify it, So, it is not 
correct to say that there is reasonable 
prospect of the cancellation of oar 
contract by the Japanese. The present 
negotiations of Japan with Austria 
and Brazil show that Japan can not 
only pay a higher price for the iron 
ore exports hut has also agreed to 
pay. In view of that, we have every 
reason to believe that in the case of 
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India, from which country they need 
very much of their iron ore resources, 
they cannot afford to just forgo this 
source. 

The next point he has raised is 
about the availability of iron ores in 
the country. The estimated deposit 
in Bailadilla alone is 300 million 
tonnes. Our rate of exploitation is 
not more than 19 million per year. 
Moreover, we should bear in mind 
that in our country, the total deposit 
is of the order of 20,000 million tonnes. 
So, the apprehension that we may just 
exploit or allow our precious iron 
ore resources to be exploited at 
throw-away price and very quickly 
is not based on fact. 

About the last point, I entirely 
agree with the hon. Member that we 
should concentrate more on producing 
the finished products rather than ex¬ 
port these natural resources, but that 
is tire policy and that pohey has been 
already announced by the hon. Min¬ 
ister of Steel and Mines on more than 
one occasion. We are setting up 
different mini-steel plants and recent¬ 
ly we are also working on the Kuder- 
mukhi project. So, this suggestion has 
been accepted and agreed upon by 
Government and ther e are no two 
opinions on it.

PROP. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
I had already submitted that when 
these contracts were being entered in 
1070, the iron ore market was slug* 
gish. India was not the only country 
to enter into this sort of contract. 
What sort of contract we enter into 
does not depend entirely on us, the 
buyers; much depends upon world 
market conditions. I have already 
submitted that Brazilicms and Austra¬ 
lians and other major iron ore pro¬ 
ducers entered into similar agreements. 
There is nothing peculair about it. 


To start with the quantity we ex¬ 
ported was 4.2 million tonnes. Now it 


has risen to 12.6 million tonnes and 
our realisation also had signiflcantely 
gone up. In the contracts that the 
MMTC had entered into with the 
Cast European countries and alsa West 
European countries in the recent past, 
when bullish trends set in from 
October 1973 we had secured signifi¬ 
cant upward price revision. So we 
have taken advantage of the present 
conditions. We hope to realise further 
through our negotiations with Japan 
which are in the penaltimate stage. 
The question of loss does not arise.

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
I do not remember to have seen any 
other contract, other than this one, 
where we do not have an escalation 
clause. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY 
(Nizamabad): The hon. Minister has 
given an exhaustive reply; yet a few 
questions arise. In 1970 why should 
we enter into a long term agreement 
for nine years? Why should we not 
miter into agreement for three years? 
The hon. Minister says that we have 
over 20,000 million tonnes of iron 
ore. He is a scholar of Tagore lite¬ 
rature; Tagore said: satha varusha; for 
a hundred years, for a thousand years 
we should preserve our natural re¬ 
sources. India is not gping to live 
only for 100 years it is going to live 
for ever. Why not we use our resources 
in our own country, if not today, after 
sometime. He says that the MMTC 
suffered some loss. What is the nature 
of that loss? Have we suffered losses in 
the collection of iron ore or in trans¬ 
port to Japan? Have we to deliver the 
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■ores at our own porta or in Japan? 
What ia the actual cost we get for the 
iron ore? Is Japan accepting our low 
grade ore also? What are we going to 
do with our low grade ore? H e says 
that we realise some more money 
compared to Australia and Brazil, is 
our iron ore inferior or superior to the 
ore of those countries? He says that 
Australia and Brazil have also entered 
into Japan similar agreements without 
escalation clauses? Are they ideal 
agreements? Are we following those 
countries or those countries following 
us? When these agreements were con¬ 
cluded, were they shown to the Law 
Ministry and approved by it? 


PROP. D. P. CHATTOPADHAYYA: 

1 have already said that this decision 
was okayed by a very high level 
Secretaries Committee. The hon. 
member asked why we entered into 
this long term contract instead of short 
term contracts. When a lot of invest¬ 
ment is called for, we also need a 
long term contract. Otherwise, the 
market was sluggish at that time and 
in that context, it would not have 
been prudent to think of investing a 
lot of money without being sure 
whether the ore will be lifted. It was 
in that context; that this long term 
contract was entered into. The nature 
of the contract does not exclusively 
depend upon us but on other condi- 
-tions. I entirely share his concern * or 
preserving our precious natural io- 
sources. I have already said that our 
resources are not only rich but size¬ 
able in quantity. It is nearly 20,000 
million tons and at the current rate 
of exploitation, it can serve for nearly 
800 years. I think we need not be 
unduly alarmed about our reeeourc- 

exploitation r ate. Fo r 
are several factors.

This is a 
very sad thing which is happening, 
and that is why I have given no ti ng 
for a discussion as well as Calling 
Attention but you, sir, in your wis¬ 
dom could not accede to it. 

Even a common medicine like Couo- 
pyrin is not available m most of the 
shops. So also is the case of Alda- 
mine, a vital drug for blood pressuie 
and heart disease. Should we allow 
this situation to continue? Therefore, 
before the House adjourns after this 
session, there should be a discussion. 
This i s a vital question and I want 
you. Sir, to intervene effectively and 
give us an opportunity to discuss this 
issue. I cannot agree with some o f the 
•suggestions that have appeared in 
some of the language papers that 
people have died because of the 
absence of drugs. Yet, the fact re¬ 
mains that the hospitals are being 
starved of the drugs and the drugs 
have disappeared from the market. 
So, I would request you, as well as 
th e Minister of Parliamentary Affairs, 
to have a discussion on this vital 
question and also a statement from the 
Government. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Dia¬ 
mond Harbour): Sir, you are aware 
of the fact that based on the ruling 
that was given by Shri Sanjiva Reddy, 
who had again drawn facts from the 
famous Mudgal case, I had given a 
substantive motion, quoting from the 
Kapur Commission Report on the mal¬ 
practices detected in the Bharat Sevak 
Simaj, and asking for the removal of 
Shri L. N. Mishra, a member of this 
House. I hav e taken responsibility for 
what I have stated in the motion. If 
these are not genuine_ 

MR. SPEAKER: Do not take ad¬ 
vantage of this. 
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SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; i do no I 
take advantage of th e corrupt Min¬ 
isters. The motion was given notice 
of on the 2nd of August and the Lok 
Sabha very promptly sent it to the 
Prime Minister for processing, as re¬ 
quired by the rules. From the 2nd to 
16th they took 15 days and still they 
have not yet listed this motion because 
they want to shield the corrupt 
Ministers. 

It is a matter of deep regret that 
the Prime Minister is shielding a 
corrupt Minister. I have given a 
specific case. If I am unable to subs¬ 
tantiate what I have given in the 
motion, I will face a privilege motion. 
Therefore, I would request you to 
direct the Prime Minister, the Gov¬ 
ernment, to list the motion for discus¬ 
sion as soon ^as possible. 

As I have said, if what I have 
stated in the motion I am unable to 
substantiate, I will face a privilege 
motion. In spite of that, the Gov¬ 
ernment has not got the courage to 
come forward and agree to fix a time 
for the discussion of the motion. The 
House has been reduced to a 
mockery.... 

MR. SPEAKER: Don’t try to ridicule 
everything; don’t try to go to that 
extent. After all, there is a limit to 
lhat. There is a procedure for it. 
There is also a limit to making these 
allegations. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: You 
have cast an aspersion on me. 

MR. SPEAKER: I am not casting 
any aspersion on you. I am only 
asking you to have some limit. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: They 
should fix a date for th e discussion of 
th e motion. 

MR. SPEAKER: If you can make 
your observations in this case -here, 
what is the sense ip .sending that to 
me and to the Prime Minister? If you 


want to do it like. this, what is the 
sense in sending that to me? I need 
not follow that procedure. You want 
to take every opportunity and, at the 
same time, sending it to m e also. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: 15 days 
have passed. 

MR. SPEAKER: If you are not 
satisfied, if you do not want anybody 
to have any probe into it, and you 
bring it directly to the House, what is 
the use of following that procedure? 
I hav e followed the procedure. You 
take every opportunity. You lake 
advantage of coming to the House 
and, at the same time, taking advan¬ 
tage of that procedure also. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; What 
advantage have I taken? 

MR. SPEAKER: When it is before 
me, you cannot have the patience to 
wait 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; I have 
waited for 15 days. 

MR. SPEAKER: I cannot fix any 
time-limit for it. They have to 
enquire into it. If you want to bring 
it before the House, then it is for the 
House to discuss it. 1 will call it back. 
If you do not want that procedure to 
be followed, I will cease to take cog¬ 
nizance of it. Let the House discuss 
it. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSE: 15 days 
have passed. 

MR. SPEAKER: You exploit every 
opportunity. You exploit me also. 
You send it to me and you make your 
observations here also. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: 15 days 
have passed. 

MR. SPEAKER: 15 days or 15 
months, whatever it may be. You sent 
it on the 2nd. After two holdiays, it 
was sent to P.M. They have, to make 
an enquiry.

SHRI SEZHIYAN (Kumbakonam): 
On a point of order.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I find 
that his name is already there for 
opposing the introduction. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: I have made two 
requests, one to raise points of order 
and the other to oppose the Bill on 
grounds of constitutionality. 

The point of ordep that I want to 
raise is regarding a basic procedural 
aspect. Regarding the present Bill, 
namely the Companies (Temporary 
Restrictions on Dividends) BUI* the 
ordinances have been issued ® tbe 
6 th July, 1974 and the 15th July, 1974, 
and the Bill has been dated 9th 
August, 1974. We have been present¬ 
ed with a corrigendum on the 14th 

Extraordinary* Part Hi, Section 2, dated 
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August, 1974. I want to invite your 
attention and that of the House to the 
fact that there are three items given 
in the corrigendum. A corrigendum 
can be to correct a graall mistake. But 
under the guise of a corrigendum, they 
cannot try to introduce a substantial 
amendment. 

Item No. 2 in the corrigendum says: 

“Page 4, line 31, after ‘Committee’ 
insert ‘ by a Company and it is 
proved that the offence ha 3 been 
committed’.” 

The third item is: 

“•Page 4, line 38, after ‘Act’ insert 
‘other than the power conferred by 
section 12 '.” 

If you see the original ordinance, you 
will find that the words sought to be 
introduced now or inserted now by 
the corrigendum dated the 14th 
August, 1974 have not been contem¬ 
plated either in the ordinance or in 
the Bill that has been dated the 9th 
August. Therefore, my first plea is 
that in the name of corrigendum, 
Government are not entitled to bring 
forward amendments of a substantial 
nature. 

They can bring in an amendment in 
a regular way. By way. of corrigenda, 
small mistakes can be corrected. For 
example in No. 1, they say in page 4, 
line 7 for ‘or a Mutual’ say ‘or Mutual’. 
I can accept this one. But they can¬ 
not try to push in regular amendments 
by way of corrigenda. This is a very 
obnoxiou s and surreptitious way of 
introducing amendments of a substan¬ 
tial nature in the guise of corrigenda. 
When the next Bill is taken up, I will 
quote more number of instances. 
Therefore, I seek your firm ruling on 
this one, how an amendment of a 
substantial nature could be moved in 
the guise of corrigenda. They have 
tried to do this. Therefore, when the 
Bill is sought to be introduced, it 
should be introduced without the 


corrigenda, items 2 and 3, The 
House will not accept them, should 
not accept them, as corrigenda. The 
hon. Minister has tried to introduce 
them as amendments. The House can 
consider them when the Bill is taken 
into consideration: but they should 
not be introduced through a corri¬ 
genda at this stage. 

Then I come to my second point. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: It relates 
to the same? 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: The same Bill 
but of a different nature. It has bben 
stated in the Financial Memorandum: 

“But in the administration of the 
provisions of the Act, which will be 
done by the Department of Company 
Affairs, some additional staff will be 
needed and such additional staff is 
likely to entail a recurring expendi¬ 
ture of Rs. 1,27,400 per annum, 
provision for which will be made 
in the budget of the Department of 
Company Affairs”. 

I find that the Bill is deemed to have 
been implemented on the appointed 
day, that is, 6 th July, 1974. That 
means, the scheme has been imple¬ 
mented from 6 th July, 1974. More 
than a month and half has elapsed. 
If they have implemented the scheme, 
some expenditure should have been 
incurred by Government. Under 
what head has it been incurred, be¬ 
cause as per the Constitution, art. 
115(1) (a), they cannot incur expendi¬ 
ture on. a new scheme- without sanc¬ 
tion of Parliament. The article says: 

“The President shall if the amount 
authorised by any law made , in 
accordance with the provisions of 
art. 114 to be expended for a parti¬ 
cular service fo r the current finan¬ 
cial year is found to be insufficient 
for the purposes of that year or 
when a need has arisen during the 
current financial year for supple¬ 
mentary or additional expenditure 
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upon some new service contem¬ 
plated in the annual financial state¬ 
ment lor that year_ 

This scheme was not contemplated in 
the annual financial statement. There¬ 
fore. it is a new scheme for imple¬ 
menting which no expenditure can be 
incurred unless you take the grant of 
Parliament. Without that, money 
spent on a new scheme will not be 
accounted for. 

Here I would also invite attention 
to tlic PAC’s 39th Report of 1964 
(Third Lok Sabha) wherein their 
opinion waS sought. They made a 
reference to the Attorney General 
who expressed the opinion that no¬ 
where under the Constitution can 
amount spent on a new scheme be 
sanctioned ex post facto. This is a 
new scheme and some expenditure 
should have been incurred from 6 
July till date. I want to know under 
what head or sanction it has been 
incurred. If they contend that no 
amount has been spent till date, that 
means, the scheme has not been 
implemented. That means the Ordi¬ 
nance need not have been promulgat¬ 
ed on 6 th July. 

Therefore, my point is very cate¬ 
gorical. If the scheme has been 
implemented from 6 July as a result 
of the Ordinance, for the urgency of 
which they have been pleading, then 
under what head has the expenditure 
on the new scheme ha» been incurred 
without the pre-sanction of Parlia¬ 
ment? 

Any amount spent on a new scheme 
without parliamentary sanction is 
illegal. I want a ruling from the 
Chair On these two points before we 
take up the regular motion and oppose 
the introduction of the Bill by the 
Finance Minister. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan): We do not 1 find any 
endorsement with regard to compli¬ 
ance with article 117. 
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MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I a'm 
hearing his point of order; if you have 
comments on that point of order, you 
may place them before the House. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Under the guise of introducing a 
correction by way of a corrigenda, 
considerable changes are being made 
in the body of the Bill. It cannot be 
done. Provisions with regard to 
amendments have to be followed. 
Presidential sanction has not been 
taken under article 117(1). The 
financial memorandum says: provisions 
for meeting recurring expenditure will 
b e made in th e budget. Ls it to be 
made in the future when it is already 
me* out of the sanctioned amount of 
the Department of Company Affairs? 
Wc must know under which head of 
the Company Affairs Department this 
money had been spent. They will 
have to bring demands for supplemen¬ 
tary grants or additional grants for 
meeting this expenditure. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MTSHRA 
(Begusarai); On the first point raised 
by the hon. Member Mr. Sezhiyan, I 
agree with the hon. Membelr Shri 
Somnath Chatterjee that if an amend¬ 
ment had to be introduced in the Bill, 
it could be done only by the promul¬ 
gation of an Ordinance by the Presi¬ 
dent. The original Bill was an Ordi¬ 
nance; any amendment to that Ordi¬ 
nance could be introduced only by 
the promulgation of another Ordina¬ 
nce by the President. It could not 
be done in the way the Government 
seeks to do.

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAV AN: 
Two issues have been raised. One i* 
procedural, about the corrigendum 
and the other is about the financial 
statement. Rule 71(1) says: 

“Whenever a Bill seeking to 
replace an Ordinance with or 
without modification is introduced." 

So, we can certainly introduce a Bill 
with or without modification. Now 
the question is whether we can intro¬ 
duce corrigenda. 1 think this is the 
practice of this House that before a 
Bill i S introduced, certainly corrigenda 
have been made and they have been 
accepted by the House. Only after 
the introduction of the Bill nothing 
can be introduced by way of corri¬ 
genda and only amendments can be 
introduced. So, what we have done 
is completely consistent with" the 
practice of the House. There is 
nothing procedurally wr o n g.

Secondly, it has been said that addi¬ 
tional expenditure will be incurred if 
additional staff is to be appointed. 
Naturally when we will have to spend 
on additional staff, we will have to 
come to the House. So far my infor¬ 
mation is, we have not met any expen¬ 
diture, and even if expenditure has to 
be met, it can certainly be met by 
withdrawals from the contingency 
fund. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: Has it been met 
by withdrawals from contingency 
fund? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
So far we have not done it. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: They must have 
spent something, may be Rs. 100 or 
200 or whatever it is, for the last li 
months, and this is a new service. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE (Calcutta- 
North-East): Corrigenda and addenda 
are not synonymous terms. This is 
what the -Finance Minister should 
know. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: With 

regard to the corrigenda, I have as¬ 
certained from the Secretariat that 
the mistake occurred at the stage of 
printing and all these corrections 
which have been incorporated are 
there in the Bill sent by the ministry. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
Is the Secretariat so inefficient? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: These 
things have come too suddenly and I 
was totally unprepared, before I came 
to the Chair. But here in my hand is 
the Ministry’s copy of the Bill, the 
Bill as sent by the Ministry to our 
Secretariat for printing, where these 
corrections are there. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Are they in manuscript? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: They 
in the body of the Bill. ... (Interrup¬ 
tions) Let me ascertain it from the 
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office. I have told you that I was 
totally unprepared for this until I 
came to the Chair. I have not been 
able to satisfy even myself as to what 
the position is and from what hur- 
riedly an officer was telling me, I was 
under that impression. I would like 
to know the position. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: I am quoting 
from page 474, Haul and Shakdher: 

“Two authenticated proof copies 
of a Bill, except in the case of a 
secret Bill, are received from the 
Ministry of Law about a week be¬ 
fore the day on which the Bill is 
proposed to be introduced in Lok 
iSabha.” 

It is being proposed to be introduced 
on the 16th. That means, before the 
9th August two authenticated proof 
copies should have been received by 
the Lok Sabha. This corrigenda re¬ 
lates to the 14th August. Therefore, 
on the 9th August these proof copies 
could not have contained the cor¬ 
rigenda. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
How could it be done without an 
amendment? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Now the 
position, as I could ascertain from our 
officers, is this. The Law Ministry 
sent a printed copy of the Bill. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
How many d a ys before? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I do not 
know. Soon after we got it from the 
Law Ministry, we distributed it to the 
members. That was done well in 
time, according to the rules. I was 
told that it was done immediately, on 
the same day. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
Which day? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I do not 
remember the date. It does not matter. 
We can find It out. The day after the 
printed Bills have been circulated to 
the members—the day we can tod 
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out—immediately they sent another 
copy of the sam e Bill, which they 
have sent to us, which has been dis¬ 
tributed, and they wanted certain cor¬ 
rections to be added, to be made, -and 
those corrections are those which Shri 
Sezhiyan has pointed out. 

'SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
These are amendments; these are not 
corrections. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Well, 
they say they are corrections. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
It is for you to decide. Can they move 
amendments at that stage? 

14.00 hrs. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: There is 
no question of amendment at that 
stage. 

Now, the position is that, the whole 
Bill together with the corrections is 
before the House. Here is a point on 
which, of course. I would like to have 
some elucidation from the Minister. 
A correction is to make the meaning 
clearer without changing the mean¬ 
ing. That will be a correction. The 
meaning being the same, in order to 
make the position clearer than what it 
is, you make a correction. But if by 
this (correction, something more is 
added, then I do not know what the 
position is. I have not gone into these 
corrections with the idea of finding 
out whether anything is added or it is 
only to make the position clearer that 
the corrections are made. I think, that 
is where the Minister can help me.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: As far 
as the rules are concerned, they are 
very clear that the Bill need not be 
just an exact reproduction of the Ordi¬ 
nance, The Bill can' make modifica¬ 
tions; the Bill can wake Changes. 


Now, the main point is that after 
the copies of-the Bill have been cir¬ 
culated to the Members, certain cor¬ 
rections have been made and these 
are also properly circulated to the 
Members in time, quite well in time, 
two days before the matter is taken 
up. That has been done. As far as 
1 am concerned, the only question is 
whether the circulation of the Bill, 
Including the corrections, has been 
made in time according to our rules. 
The Bill along with the corrections is 
before the House. That is the posi¬ 
tion. 

Now, what the Members worry 
about is, whether these corrections 
have made any fundamental change in 
the meaning. To me, this appears to 
be academic. Even if they want to 
make some changes, they have come 
before the House with all these 
changes in time. I do not see how it 
will stand in the way of the Bill being 
Introduced. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
This cannot be taken as a correction. 
If they want to move an amendment, 
they are free to do so. But in the 
name of correction, they cannot be 
allowed to make amendments to the 
Bill. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: These 

are not amendments. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
They seek to make substantial changes 
in the Bill. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: Sir, you 
yourself have made a distinction bet¬ 
ween corrigenda and addenda, that 
is to say, purely grammatical correo? 
tions—verbalt corrections, and sub¬ 
stantial additions which will be ruled 
out according to your earlier formula¬ 
tion. ... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I’did not 
go that far, I made a distinction 
between ■ corrigenda and addenda. 
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SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: My ear¬ 
lier understanding was that you did 
suaceed in making a differentiation 
between the two concepts. Now, if 
you are agreeable to permitting ad¬ 
denda in addition to corrigenda, you 
can tell us. But addenda, additions 
of any substantial nature cannot be 
permitted since it is not permitted to 
private Members who are put to all 
kinds of trouble, balloting, this and 
that. If private Members are preclu¬ 
ded from adding to their Bills, why 
allow it to Government to add what¬ 
ever they want to their Bills? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I think, 
the position is very clear. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
The first thing that you have to con¬ 
sider is this. ,Whether as the hon’ble 
members had contended earlier, 
under the guise of a corrigenda, an 
amendment could be introduced? 


per cent? Would the Government be 
competent to introduce that modifica¬ 
tion? There must be a limit to the 
modification. It requires a clear rul¬ 
ing from the Chair whether the modi¬ 
fication can be of any magnitude or 
it had to be limited only to certain 
peripheral things.

I am quite clear in my mind as to 
what constitutes an amendment So, 
my point is whether any deception 
could be perpetrated on the House 
under the guise of corrigendum 
when the house knows that it is a cor¬ 
rigendum but an amendment. It is a 
kind of deception which is perpetrated 
on the House; maybe,, not wilfully, un¬ 
wittingly, but that is something else. 


My second point is with regard to

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER. I am not 
taking it ligntly. 


SHRI SOMNATH CEATTERJEE 
(Burdwan): It is very clear It seems 
L be a subsequent thought by the 
Government because the . ordinance 
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has been copied in the Original Bill. 
The first Bill that was first submitted 
and circulated is almost a verbatim 
copy of the ordinance and this is 
obviously a subsequent thought on the 
part of the Government and they 
wanted to introduce changes in the 
ordinance. 

Now, after having submitted the 
Bill, is it the duty or is it not the 
duty of the Secretariat to circulate the 
Bill as was submitted? As a private 
Member, if I submit a Bill, can I have 
the right in the garb of corrigenda to 
send in new provisions in the Bill 
even before its introduction? If, as a 
private Member, I have not 'got that 
power, I would like to know from you 
as a ruling whether the Government 
can in the name of corrigenda add to 
provisions which they could have done 
by way of amendments after the Bill 
is introduced, with the Presidential 
sanction. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN; I want to make a 
submission because in the next Bill 
also I have noted 13 corrigenda and I 
do not want to take the time of the 
House then... 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: We will 
have sufficient time. I also want to 
raise some more points. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN; I have quoted 
Kaul and Shakdher that two authenti¬ 
cated true copies should be given to 
the Lok Sabha Secretariat a week 
earlier. Today is 16th. That means 
on the 9th they should have given. 
The Bill is dated the 9th and signed 
by the Finance Minister. Therefore, 
I presume that the Bill was prepared 
on the 9th and he hao signed it and 
sent it on the same day. But the 
corrigenda is dated the 14th. That 
means that it has not been received 
by the Lok Sabha Secretariat within 
the one week that has been mentioned 
there. They have said very clearly 
that seven days should have been there 
for introduction of a Bill and two 


authenticated proof copies should 
have been sent to the Lok Sabha 
Secretariat. On the 9th August, I 
understand, it could have come to the 
Lok Sabha Secretariat. That is within 
the time proscribed. On the 14th 
August how could it have come? That 
means that it ha s not come within the 
time. As you yourself will see, the 
period has not been observed. That 
itself shows that it has not come 
under our purview. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
The Government should not be per¬ 
mitted to adopt ad hoc procedures. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: Therefore, this 
is a procedural one. Now, if under 
the guise of corrigenda they push in 
amendments, will it not violate the 
regular procerure laid down for an 
amendment? One week’s notice ha 9 
not been there. Two authenticated 
copies giving one week’s notice could 
not have been there because the Bill 
is dated the 9 th August and the corri¬ 
genda is dated 14th August. We are 
now on the 16th. I concede that the 
Bill could have come one week earlier, 
that is, on the 9 th. I do not think 
without the signature it could have 
come. But the corrigenda could not 
have come to the Lok Sabha Secre¬ 
tariat within the one weeks, time 
Therefore, I strongly urge on you to 
give a clear ruling. If you want to 
take time, you can have the time. But 
if we go on with this, it will be setting 
a bad precedent because under the 
guise of corrigenda they can entirely 
change the shape of a Bill. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: There 

is no need of further argument. First 
of all, let me give you the fact s as T 
now have from the Secretariat. 

The printed copies of the Bill were 
received by our Secretariat at 2 a.m. 
on the 13 th. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATERJEE: 
2 ,a.m.? 
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MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Yes, 2 have been received by the Lok Sabha 
a.m. in the morning. You see how Secretariat a week earlier, 

much our Secretariat works. 


SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
Why not the Finance Ministry? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; They also 
work very hard. 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
{SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN): 
We also work till late in the night. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: What about one 
week’s notice? . If it was received on 
the 13th, it could not be introduced 
before the 20th. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; I am 
giving the facts. 

The printed copies were received 
from the Daw Ministry on the 13th 
at 2 a.m. The same night they were 
circulated and 'members got the copies 
In the morning. 

Now, on the 13th again at 8 p.m., 
that is, on the evening of the 13th 
we got the corrections from the... 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
Additions. 

MR. DEPUUTY-SPEAKER ...What¬ 
ever it is, from the Ministry at about 
8 p.m. and these corrections were 
circulated to the members on the next 
morning, that is, on the 14th, which 
you all got. 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; I do not 
know when the proof copies fame. 
These are the printed Bills. These 
corrections were also endorsed by the 
Ministry on these printed Bills. En¬ 
dorsements of the corrections are 
there. Those are the facts as they are. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Now, in their corrigendum... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; They 
are checking the facts. 

Now, it was on the 14th that our 
Secretariat got the copies of the 
printed Bills, at 2 am. Then, they 
were circulated that very same morn¬ 
ing, on the 14th, to the Members. Now, 
on 14th evening, at 8 p.m. they got 
the copies of this Bill with corrections. 
On that very night the papers were 
circulated to the Members, and they 
got them on the 15th morning.

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
By whom? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; By peo¬ 
ple and work. We work under high 
pressure; I work under high pressure; 
they all work under high pressure, 
yet perhaps things could have been 
done more efficiently, more quickly 
and all this confusion could have been 
avoided if we had done it in time; 
certain shortcomings could have been 
avoided. But with regard to Bill itself 
I would like to refer Members to the 
rules. I will read them again for you. 
Rule 71 says this very clearly. I will 
base everything on this. This is what 
it says: 

“Whenever a Bill seeking to re¬ 
place an Ordinance with or 
without modification...” 

That means, the Bill can modify the 
Ordinance... 


SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
But, to what extent? 

MR. DEPUYT-SPEAKER:: That is a 
big question. The rule only says that 
the Bill can 'modify the Ordinance. 
To what extent—that is another ques¬ 
tion, which I cannot go into now. 

“...with or without modification 
is introduced in the House, there shall 
be placed before the House along 


with the Bill' a statement explain¬ 
ing the circumstances which had 

necessitated immediate legislation: 

by Ordinance.” 

The Bill was circulated well in tim e; 
that is, two days before this was in¬ 
troduced. I am talking about the Bill 
itself. It was circulated on the 14th 
morning. Now, you have pointed out 
to me certain observations made by 
Kaul and Shakdher. I cannot go in¬ 
to them now, but whatever they are, 
Whatever is said there, cannot over¬ 
ride what is said in the Rules and in 
the Directions of the Speaker. The Di¬ 
rections of the Speaker are very clear. 
He gave notice on the 7th about this. 
The rule says, the Bill should be cir¬ 
culated two days in advance before 
it is introduced. Her© the only snag 
i s this. The concept of amendment 
in this House is very well-known and 
well-established. When a Bill is taken 
up for consideration, you give due 
notice of an amendment; that is con¬ 
sidered by the House and if the House 
accepts it then it is amended, and 
therefore there is no question of 
amendment here. 

The only thing here i s that the 
Government has chosen to correct it¬ 
self and sent that correction to us and 
the Bill, as corrected by the Govern¬ 
ment, is now before all of us. We 
should take it that way. 

The point that Shri Sezhiyan has 
raised is a very technical point, that 
these corrigenda also should be cir¬ 
culated to us two days in advance, 
which we have not been able to do 
because, from the facts, they were 
circulated on the 15th, and so, we 
have not been able to do that. That 
is a different question whether cor¬ 
rigenda should also be circulated two 
days in advance or they can be at 
a shorter notice. I do not know whe¬ 
ther we are very clear about, it. The 
House has not made it clear; the Spea¬ 
ker has not given any direction; there 
are no rules on that. Now, in view of 
all this, and this being a very techni- 
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cal point, we should not go very much 
Iby technicality. There should not be 
any objection to the Bill being intro¬ 
duced. This P<?h)t of order I cannot 
uphold. 

Now, with regard io the second 
point of order about expenditure, I 
think the Finance Minister has made 
St clear- He said that there has not 
been any expenditure on this. That 
is what he has said and, even if there 
has been an expediture, there i s pro¬ 
vision for withdrawing some amount 
from the Contingency Fund. That is 
what he said. I think that the Spea¬ 
ker has already given a ruling the 
.other day in connection with Finance 
(No. 2) Bill that during the session 
itself the Government should come 
forward with supplementary demands 
and all that sort of thing. I hope 
they will incorporate all these things 
there if necessary. That should be 
.enough. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: There are two 
points. On the basic issue I am fight¬ 
ing out in a court. In this case, when 
there is a new scheme no amount can 
be withdrawn from another item 
which has been voted. Even though 
- the amount is available under som 
other head, it cannot be taken to b 
spent under the new scheme. The se¬ 
cond thing is this. I have got th 
opinion of the Attorney General him¬ 
self in the yfear 1964, with the helP 
of the Public Accounts Committe , 
wherein he s a y s ‘ 

•A post sanction for a new sche¬ 
me is not admissible under the Con¬ 
stitution. No amount of

ruling. Let him furnish you with par¬ 
ticulars of the amount spent for the 
new scheme or the amounts that they 
have withdrawn from the Consolidated 
Fund. Let him give full particulars 
about the withdrawals from the con-, 
solidated fund. Otherwise it may 
become illegal and unconstitutional. 

No amount of post sanction will help. 

In the case of a new scheme, I do not 
want to take the time of the House, 
you can go into the 39th Report of the 
P.A.C. as also the opinion given by 
the Attorney General, Shri Daphtary 
on 17-2-1964. On that point, I would 
implore you to postpone the ruling. 
Let him give the full particulars of the 
amounts that have been withdrawn 
from the contingency fund. If the 
amounts have been withdrawn and 
spent, that means there is another 
situation. So, you should give a clear 
ruling for the future of Parliament. 

MB. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Well, the 
limited Question now is whether the 
Bill can be introduced or not. That 
is the only question. As I said, just 
now the Minister has said that no 
additional expenditure on this has 
been incurred. Also, he has put a 
hypothetical situation that even, if 
necessary, there is a contingency fund 
of India from which it can be drawn. 

I think that this contingency fund 
is just for these particular purposes. 
Otherwise, what is the contingency 
fund for? 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: I want to know 
whether he has done that.

SHRI SEZHIYAN; I a-m opposing 
the introduction of this Bill on tine 
basis of its unconstitutional nature. 

It has been .said that in the interests 
of national economic development, 
some temporary restrictions on the 
power of certain companies to dec¬ 
lare dividends hav e to be imposed, 
and this has been sought to be im¬ 
plemented by the ordinance and now 
by this Bill. 


Clause 3 defines the categories of 
companies to which this measure 
will apply. There, significantly—I 
do not want to go through the entire 
thing—if you take the definition of 
companies given in the Companies 
Act and the Income-tax Act and the 
definition given in this Bill, you will 
find that they seek to omit the fol¬ 
lowing categories, namely companies 
in which public are not substantially 
interested. If you take all the limi¬ 
ted companies, they have bee n divi¬ 
ded into public and private compa¬ 
nies. The public companies have 
again been divided into two 
categories, those in which the pub- 
lice are substantially interested and 
those in which public are nt>t subs¬ 
tantially interested. Clause 3 (a) 
says: 

“a company in which the public 
are substantially interested, as de¬ 
fined in clause (18) of section 2 of 
the Income-tax Act, 1961;’. 


This measure will apply to such 
companies. This means that com¬ 
panies in which th e public are not 
substantially interested are excluded; 
private companies are excluded and! 
foreig n companies which do not dis¬ 
tribute dividends in India are also 
excluded. 


But, if you take the other provi¬ 
sions of the Bill you will see that it 
is not as if only temporary restiic- 
tions arc sought to be made o n divi¬ 
dends. Clause 7 says; 


“For a period of two years from 
the appointed day, no company to 
which this Act applies shall, ex¬ 
cept with the previous approval 
of the Central Government, by 
general or special order,- 

(a) make any distribution out 
of its assets; 

(b) assume, whether condition¬ 
ally or otherwise, any obli¬ 
gation to make distribution 
out of its assets; 

(c) grant any loan to any share¬ 
holder of the company;”.

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
■Certain elements of discrimination 
Jhave been pointed out by my hon. 
friend, Shri Sezhiyan. I have 

also my misgivings whether this 

legislation would not be considered 
to be a discriminatory legislation 
and on that account whether it would 
stand Judicial scrutiny. 

I would like to bring to your notice 
one concrete instance . The total 
number of companies in the 

country is 34,878. Out of these, 6,846 
are public companies and 28,032 

private limited companies. This 
legislation is restricted to 6.846, 
Amongst them also, this applies only 
to those public companies in which 
the public are substantially interested. 
Their number therefore, might be still 
less, hat is of the order of 3,000 or so. 
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So out of 34,000 companies, only 3,000 
companies are going to come within 
the ambit of this legislation. Hence the 
gross discrimination that has been 
brought in his highlighted. This is 
a point I would like you to consider 
in the context of the issue of constitu¬ 
tionality of this measure. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
Two or three point have been raised 
and I will try to deal with them very 
briefly. One is about the constitu¬ 
tional aspect of the Bill. I do not 
accept the contention that it is dis¬ 
criminatory. According to my advice, 
constitutional advice, and also my 
understanding of the Constitution, I 
am confident in making the state¬ 
ment that there is no disclrimina.ion 
in this matter. The point raised by 
Shri Madhu Limaye in this context 
is: how is it that we are allowing 
foreig n companies to get completely 
out of the operation of this particular 
Bill? I can understand the political 
content of his argument, Constitu¬ 
tionally we cannot operate; it 
means outside the country to be con¬ 
trolled here. It stands to common- 
sense that it cannot be done. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: Profits 
originate in this country; you can con¬ 
trol them here. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
That declaration is not made in India; 
that is the basic point. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: Foreign 
companies incorporated in India. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
Those who are declaring thei r divi¬ 
dends in this country have been 
brought under this operation. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: What about the 
notes? 

SHRI YESHANTRAO CHAVAN: 
That is a separate matter. We have 
defined what companies are involved. 
The second point raised was whether 
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the House can go into the constitu¬ 
tionality of this matter. I personally 
feel that we can take a view. The 
hon. Member is fond of that; he is 
free to do that. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHEA: 
So far as the domestic companies 
are concerned, out of 34,000 
companies you are taking care 
of only 6 , 000 . Even among the 6,000 
you are probably going to take only 
3,000 and odd. You are thus discri¬ 
minating. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
It is not the number of companies 
that matters; it is the type of compa¬ 
nies that matters. You are talking 
about it from the point of vieyv of the 
Constitution. W e have mentioned 
specific categories of companies and 
I do not think there is any ground for 
discrimination. The other point is 
about delegated powers. Whatever 
delegations have been made have been 
clearly indicated in the statement; 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: What 
about clause 6 ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
According to me it is not delegation 
and so we have not mentioned it. He 
asks whether I could give an assurance 
On whether we will make any funda¬ 
mental change in the Bill. When he 
asks an assurance from me, he pre¬ 
sumes lack of bona fides in this mat¬ 
ter. Even then I should like to tell 
the House that it is not the intention 
of the Government. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; The 
question is: 

•“That leave be granted to intro¬ 
duce a Bill Jo provide in the inter¬ 
ests of national economic develop¬ 
ment. for temporary restrictions on 
the power of certain companies to 
declare dividends out of profits and 
for matters connected therewith or 
incidental thereto.”

(COMPULSORY DEPOSIT) BILL 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN): 
I beg to move for leave to introduce a 
Bill to provide, in the interests of 
national economic development, for 
the compulsory deposit of additional 
emoluments and for the framing of a 
scheme in relation thereto, and for 
matters connected therewith or inci¬ 
dental thereto. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Motion 
moved: 

“That leave be granted to intro¬ 
duce a Bill to provide, in the in¬ 
terests of national economic deve¬ 
lopment, for th e compulsory deposit 
of additional emoluments and for 
the framing of a scheme in relation 
thereto, and for matters connected 
therewith or incidental thereto”. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN (Kumbakonam): 
Sir, I rise on a point of order. Here 
also the Ordinance has been issued 
on the 6th July. The Bill has been 
signed on the 9th August. The cor¬ 
rigenda has come on the 14th August 
1974. Here as many as 13 items 
come, if you refer to if leisurely, 
probably the corrigenda may contain 
more number of items than the Bill 
itself. As many as 13 items have 
been given.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Are 

there corrigenda to this also? 

SHRI SAZHIYAN: Yes, Sir, it has 
become the order of the day. They 
issue an Ordinance; they issue an 
amending Ordinance; they issue a 
Bill and they issue corrigenda. There 
are as many as 13 items. They are not 
simple corrections. 

If you take item No. 1, it says: 

“Page 3, line 9, after “over” insert 
“Page 3, 9 after “over insert 
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MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Are you 
opposing or raising a point of order? 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: 1 want it to 80 
on record that this Habit of putting 
'in corrigenda taking the place of 
amendments is not proper. 

Again, if you take item No. 9, it 
says: 

Page 11, line 21,— 

after “committed” insert— 

“by a company and it is proved 
that the offence has been commit¬ 
ted” 

All these they want to take as cor¬ 
rections. 

There is also the Financial Memo¬ 
randum. In this respect, I want to 
ask the Finance Minister. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: What is 
your point of order? 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: It is the same 
which we raised earlier. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: We dis¬ 
posed it of. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: You consider it

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
Sometimes, a mistake is made in the 
printing press. Do you want to com¬ 
pletely rule out the corrigenda? 

SHRI SEZHIYAN : In this one, I 
.am not doubting the bona fides of the 
Minister. In this case, it is all right. 
But if this is taken as a precedent, 
the corrigenda replaces amendments, 
by some other Minister, then there 
will be no end to it. I want you to 
pull up the Ministry or the Depart¬ 
ment not to allow this fyp e of corri¬ 
genda. 


I want to stress another paint 
There is the Financial Memorandum. 

It says: 

“The additional cost of streng¬ 
thening the existing administrative 
machinery of the Central Govern¬ 
ment for this purpose is estimated 
at Rs. 100 lakhs per annum recur¬ 
ring and Rs. 25 lakhs non-recurr¬ 
ing.... The cost of strengthening 
the Employees’ Provident Fund 
Organisation is estimated at 
Rs. 125 lakhs recurring and Rs. 25

It will come to about Rs. 275 lakhs or 
so per annum. 

Just now, he said that he has not 
moved for any additional appoint¬ 
ment or for incurring any additional 
expenditure Thai is not the point. 
That means this scheme is being fi¬ 
nanced and implemented with the 
existing personnel, with the existing 
grant.

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE 
(Gwalior): Now it is past Three 
O'clock. It is time for us to take up 
private members’ business. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: When¬ 
ever there is a point of order, we have 
to dispose it of and after that we 
will decide what to do with the 
business. Now, I am hearing the points 
of order. We must dispose them of. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan): The point is whether we 
can even discuss this Bill and consi¬ 
der that the House should take into 
consideration this Bill. 

If you kindly see clause 3 of the 
Bill—page 5, it says: 

“This Act shall apply to an 
employee of— 

(a) the Central or State Govern¬ 
ment; 

(b) a local authority....” 

Now, ‘local authority’ has been defin¬ 
ed. Therefore, apart from the emp¬ 
loyees of different companies to which 
I am not coming, it very clearly says 
that all employees of the State Gov¬ 
ernment and of the local authorities 
will be covered. ‘Local authority* has 
been defined or is proposed to be de¬ 
fined by clause 2(i)—page 4 which 
says: 

‘“local authority’ means any 
municipal committee, district board, 
body of port commissioners, pancha- 
yat or other authority legally enti¬ 
tled to, or entrusted by the Central 
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or any State Government with the 

control or management of any 

municipal or local fund;” 

Therefore, even employees of such 
local authorities are covered. 

Now, you will come to clause 6 of 
the Bill on page 6 which provides for 
making of deductions and if you kind¬ 
ly go to clause 6(2) (a), it says: 

“On the commencement of this 
Act— 

(a) every employer, who draw.-, 
from the Consolidated Fund of India 
or of any State or of any Union terri¬ 
tory having a Legislative Assembly..” 

Therefore, we are here purporting 
to legislate’with regard to the Conso¬ 
lidated Fund of a State and regarding 
its services as also their conditions 
of service and emoluments etc. 

Sub-clause (2)(b) of clause G refers 
to all other employees who are not 
employees of the Central or Stale 
Governments receiving their salaries 
from the Consolidated Fund but 
includes employees of the local 
authority. Now, under the Constitu¬ 
tion it is exclusively within the State 
List. You will kindly take List II of 
the Seventh Schedule, item 5 under 
which it is the exclusive jurisdiction 
of the State legislature to make laws 
relating to local government, that is 
to say, the constitution and powers of 
municipal corporations, improvement 
trusts, district boards, mining settle¬ 
ment authorities and other local 
authorities for the purpose of local 
self-government or village adminis¬ 
tration. Therefore, with regard to the 
constitution and powers of these 
bodies which are included ... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Which 
item in list II? 

SHRl SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Item 5. 

Therefore, matters relating to 
constitution and. powers of a local

authority have been expressly reser¬ 
ved for the State Legislature under 
entry 5 of List II. 

Similarly, entry 41 of List II refers 
to State public services. In my sub¬ 
mission, State public services include 
matters of conditions of service, em¬ 
oluments and salaries so on and so 
forth. 3o far as local authorities are 
concerned, I have get a decision of 
the Bombay High Court, 1967 Bom¬ 
bay 482 to which one of the present 
Judges of the Supreme Court, Mr. 
Justice Chandrachud was a' party 
where it has been said: 

“Entry 41 in List II in the Seventh 
Schedule to the Constitution enable 
Stale Legislatures to enact laws re¬ 
garding State Public Services. En¬ 
try 5 in the same List enables the 
Government t 0 make laws regard¬ 
ing the constitution and powers of 
local authorities for the purpose of 
Loeai Self-Government or "Village 
Administration.... The State 
legislature had therefore power 
to enact the ZilJu Parishads 
and Panchayat Samitis Act to pro¬ 
vide for the establishment in 
rural areas of Zilla Parishads and 
Panchayat Samitis for the purposes 
mentioned in the Preamble. In that 
connection, th e Legislature had the 
right, inter alia, to enact Chapter 
XIV relating to provisions as to 
services.” 

Under Entry 5 also provisions as to 
service under local authority can be 
done by the State Legislature. This 
is the judgement of tire Division 
Bench of the Bombay High Court. 

There is another decision AIR 1966 
Bombay, page 15. This is the judge¬ 
ment delivered by Chief Justice 
Chinani. It held: 

“E 11 ry 5 in List II Sch. VII of 
the Constitution is very wide in its 
terms and Art. 246(3) of the Cbns- 
titution read with this entry em¬ 
powers a State Legislature to make 
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laws in regard to any subject ol 
local government including the cons¬ 
titution and powers of municipali¬ 
ties” 

Sir, Chief Justice Chinani was in good 
company because the concurring judge 
was the present Law Minister when 
he was judge of the Bombay High 
Court. Then I have got a decision of 
the Full Bench of the Madhya Padesh 
High Court which held: 

“The word ‘powers’ used in Sch. 
VII List 2, Entry 5 of the Constitu¬ 
tion which is unqualified includes 
the powers of making laws and im¬ 
posing taxes. When the Constitu¬ 
tion enabled the Legislature of a 
State to make laws about the Cons¬ 
titution and ‘powers’ o-f local 
authorities for the purpose of local 
self-government, it authorised the 
legislature to confer on the local 
authorities by s uch laws made for 
that purpose, limited powers of 
making laws and imposing taxes.” 

Powers to impose taxes can be 
conferred on the local authority be¬ 
cause that has been construed to be 
so as per the findings of the Madhya 
Pradesh and the Bombay High Courts 
to which the present Law Minister 
was a party. So this cannot be cur¬ 
tailed. So far as the present Bill is 
concerned it purports to impose new 
conditions of service with regard to 
employees of local bodies which only 
a State Legislature can do- Salary 
or portion of salary is one thing 
which relates to conditions of service 
or terms and conditions of 
service and that is not disputed. Even 
with regard to State Government 
servants also, it is under Entry 41. 
See the item Public Debt of the State 
under Entry 43. It is exclusively 
under the power of the State Legis¬ 
lature. Payment of interest in the 
different account which Is to be open¬ 
ed under the Act has to be made out 
of the Consolidated Fund of India 
pr the State, as the case may be. So 


this matter is within the jurisdiction 
of the State Legislature, Parliament 
cannot impinge on that jurisdiction. 

I know that an answer may be 
given that in the extraordinary con¬ 
dition or emergency that is prevailing 
in this country Parliament will have 
overriding power under certain provi¬ 
sions of the Constitution. May I draw 
the attention to certain provision of 
the Articles of the Constitution? 
Article 352 relates to Proclamation of 
Emergency. Kindly see th e scheme of 
the Constitution. It says: 

“If the President is satisfied 
that a grave emergency exists 
whereby the security of India or 
of any part of the territory 
«hereof is threatened whether by 
war or external aggression or 
internal disturbance he may by 
Proclamation make a declara- 
ration to that effect.” 

It relates to external aggression Oi 
internal disturbance or war etc. that 
is to say, if the nation is threatened 
by any of these matters which are 
contemplated by Article 352. 

Our Constitution contemplates a 
second type of emergency which you 
will find in Article 360. It says:— 

“If the Pres’dent is satisfied that 
a situation has arisen whereby the 
financial stability or credit of 
India or of any part of the terri¬ 
tory thereof is threatened, he may 
by a Proclamation make a decla¬ 
ration to that effect.” 

Under Sub-Art. 3, regarding finan¬ 
cial matters, directions can be jiven 
by the Centre or President. It says:— 

“Notwithstanding anything in 
this Constitution— 

(a) any such direction may in¬ 
clude— 

(i) a provision requiring the 
reduction of salaries and 
allowances of all or any 
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class of persons serving 
i n connection with the 
affairs of a State; 

(ii) a provision requiring all 
Money Bills or other Bills 
to which the provisions 
of article 207 apply to be 
reserved for the conside¬ 
ration of the President 
after they are passed by 
the Legislature of * the 
State; 

(b) it shall be competent for 
the President during the 
period any Proclamation 
issued under this article is 
in operation to issue direc¬ 
tions for the reduction of 
salaries and allowances of 
all or any class of persons 
serving in connection with 
the affairs of the Union in¬ 
cluding the Judges of the 
Supreme Court and the 
High Courts.” 

As far as we are aware, a Procla¬ 
mation has been issued only under 
Art. 352. That is with regard to war 
or external aggression or internal 
disturbance which creates a situation 
concerning the security of the State. 
But, our Constitution contemplates a 
different type of emergency, that is, a 
financial emergency which authorises 
the Government to issue directions 
with regard to reduction in the 
amount of salaries and wages of pub¬ 
lic servants in this country. 


Now without a Proclamation of 
Emergency under Article 360, by a 
colourable exercise of power, they are 
now seeking to impinge upon the 
exclusive powers of the State Leg*- 
lature in List 2 of Seventh Schedule 
which they cannot do. So far a* Dec¬ 
laration of Emergency under 352 is 
concerned, that is on a different fco - 
ing altogether. Declaration of Emer¬ 
gency under Article 360 gives them a 
different power. Let the Governmen 
say that a situation hag been created 
by itself whereby an emergency na. 


arisen in the financial stability or the 
credit of India or of any part of the 
territory thereof. • They can do so 
only on the basis of such a declara¬ 
tion, which is the result of their bank¬ 
rupt policy and their object surrender 
to the \ ested interests. They have 
created the situation by which they 
are forced to take to recourse to what 
is contemplated by Article 360 of the 
Constitution. 


Sir, I submit that on this basis, the 
Bill is totally unconstitutional and it 
cannot be moved in this House. This 
House has no authority or jurisdiction 
to consider this. If they have to do it, 
they can do under Art. 360 followed 
by the consequential provisions. 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; I a m not 
going to give my ruling. I am only 
guiding the proceedings. Now a new 
and very big dimension has been in- 
trndi'^ed. That is with regard to the 
legislative competence of this House 
to enact this Bill. Shri Somnatb 
Chatterjee has referred to various 
Articles of the Constitution and also 
certain Clauses in the Bill which im¬ 
pose certain duties and financial bur¬ 
dens on the States an£ l Local Autho¬ 
rities. To me it appears to be a very 
cogent argument and therefore, I feel 
that fhig necessitates a full discussion 
under Rul e 72 which says:— 

“Provided that where a motion 
is opposed on the ground that the 
Bill initiates legislation outside 
the legislative competence of the 
House, the Speaker may permit a 
full discussion thereon.” 


SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
lere is another point of order. As 
u are allowing a full discussion, I 
w indicate the other points. That 
the pcint with regard to Article 
(2) o f * the Constitution of India, 
hen the matter of Compulsory De¬ 
sk Scheme came up before the 
>use in 1963, the Attorney-General, 
iri Daphtary was called and he g» v ® 
opinion that such a compulsory de¬ 
alt scheme would be violative of 
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Article 3-1 if the concept ‘money’ 
would be included within the concept 
of ‘property’ which i s mentioned in 
Article 31. 

Sir, Mr. Daphtary said money 
cannot be treated a S property within 
the meaning of Article 31. Since then 
Supreme Court-had occasion to deal 
with this question. That was the 
opinion of the Attorney Genera 1 in 
1963. In 1968 the Supreme Court 
by a unanimous judgement held that 
the right to a sum of money is u pro¬ 
perty under Article 31. In this case, 
therefore, this is a deprivation with 
regard to the exercise of the rights 
over money for a certain period of 
time. This was conceded by Mr. 
Daphtary on the floor of the House 
also and he said money was different 
from property—either moveable or 
immovable property—excluding mo¬ 
ney in specie or currency. Subse¬ 
quently, the Supreme Court has dealt 
with this question and held therein 
deprivation of right over money. This 
is another point which goes to the 
roof of the matter apart from the 
legislative competence. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Now, I 
had said, the point raised necessitated 
a full discussion about the legislative 
competence of this House with regard 
to this Bill. We have already ex¬ 
ceeded the time-limit for Private 
Members’ Business. I think we can 
leave the matter here and then take 
up the discussion later. Government 
will also have to meet all the legal 
points and constitutional objections. 

Now, we take up Private Members 
Business.

RESOLUTION RE. AGRICULTURAL 
LABOUR—contd. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: The 
House will n«w. proceed with further 
discussion on Shri Gadadhar Saha’s 
Resolution on agricultural labour. He 
will continue his speech. 

*SHRI GADADHAR SAHA (Bir- 
bhum): Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, the 
unprecedented price rise has made 
the life of the rural population parti¬ 
cularly the agricultural labourers, 
poor peasants, unbearable. 70 per cent 
of the .population of. the country livb 
in the rural area and out of this 40 
per cent constitute adivasis, scheduled 
castes, scheduled tribes and backward 
people. As a result of irtfl&tlon, their 
life has not only become very very 


*The original speech wa a delivered in Bengali: 
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difficult but unemployment among 
these weaker sections of the people 
is mounting high and fast aggravat¬ 
ing their miseries manifold.' The run¬ 
way inflation o n th e one hand has 
given a good opportunity to the stoc¬ 
kists and the hoarders to reap huge 
profits and it is this class which is 
rolling in wealth today whi! e the 
agricultural workers are becoming 
poor and poorer day by day. This 
class of the society is the most dis¬ 
tressed, oppressed and neglected and 
they are suffering most because of the 
prevailing financial crisis in the coun¬ 
try. It is not unnatural therefore that 
the number of starvation doa.h is in¬ 
creasing every day and tinnp who < ;e 
obviously belong to this class. Hut 
why should such a thing happen? 
Why should the number of the semi- 
starved be more in !he country? It 
has been claimed that the production 
of foodgrain s is quite satisfactory and 
even better than the last year’s pro¬ 
duction. If it be so, then why should 
We face t!i\ food shortages in the 
country immediately after the har¬ 
vesting is over. Why should the food 
situation deteriorate so badly a s to 
lead to starvation deaths in various 
parts of the country? The Government 
often comes forward with explanations 
like droughts, floods etc. but all these 
arguments have become too stale and 
they seek to create a smoke screen of 
the confusion. The reality of the 
situation is that even when the pro¬ 
duction is more, as is being claimed 
by the Government prices of food- 
grains and food articles are rising 
Th e Government have acknowledged 
that 67 per cent of the population in 
India is now living under the poverty 
line but I feel that this estimate is 
not correct and in my opinion net less 
than 70 per cent of the population is 
now living under the poverty line 
All past theories about the ooverty 
line have become obsolete. The agri¬ 
cultural workers are becoming more 
and more Unemployed. They have no 
stability i n so far as their employ¬ 
ment opportunities are concerned. On 
an • average an agricultural worker 
would be too fortunate 1 to have work 
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not exceeding a period of 120 days 
and for the rest of the eight months 
he is completely idle and unemploy¬ 
ed.

I Shiu Jacannathrao Josiij iv the 
Chair] 

On the 00 c hand the Jotdars are 
getting better price for the foodgrains 
because of the rising prices on the 
oilier hand the real wages of the agri¬ 
cultural labourers are falling steadily. 
Not only real wages but in many 
ca i -cs they are getting actual wages 
which is nothing but exploitation 
wages. No doubt some State Govern¬ 
ments have introduced laws fixing the 
minimum wage for the agricultural 
workers. But you will be surprised to 
knew Sir, that these statutory wages 
are in many cases less than the pre¬ 
vailing wages in those very States. 
Thus the present laws are in no way 
lit Jpful to the agricultural workers. As 
I have already stated Sir, the price rise 
is often attributed to droughts, floods, 
population increase and world infla¬ 
tionary trends etc. but verification of 
facts will reveal that these are not the 
real causes and the Government refus¬ 
es to acknowledge and locate the ele¬ 
ments which are responsible for this. 
During 1951—61 the population of the 
country increased by 21.5 per cent 
while the production of foodgrains in¬ 
creased by 38.3 per cent. Between 
1961—71 while the population per year 
increased by 2.47 per cent, the pro¬ 
duction of foodgrains per year increas¬ 
ed by 2.95 per Cent. 

Sin, it is not true to say that prices 
are increasing because population is in¬ 
creasing because we have seen that 
during the last 20 years the rate of 
production of foodgrains has all along 
been more than the population growth 
rate. Why has. then an alarming food 
situation developed in the country? - 
The truth of the matter is, which the 
Government refuses to acknowledge, 
that Jotdars and profiteers have deve¬ 
loped, an absolute control over the 
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agricultural commodities, the consum¬ 
ers articles, industrial raw material 
and over the industrial output. They 
have immense financial capacities to 
hoard things and to create artificial 
scarcity in the market This artificial 
scarcity added with the prevailing in¬ 
flationary trend in the country help' 
in boosting up the prices of the com¬ 
modity and this gives black marketeers 
hoarders, stockists the grand oppor¬ 
tunity to multiply their profits while 
the common nfan and the poor agri¬ 
cultural labourer feel lost and bewild¬ 
ered to cope up with the situation and 
to make a bare living out of their 
limited and uncertain financial re¬ 
sources. For this sorry state of affairs 
prevailing in the country I will hold 
the Government’s agricultural policy 
responsible. I would also hold the 
Government responsible for the large 
number of starvation deaths which 
are taking place in the different parts 
of the country. The Government 
have refused and have developed cold 
feet to introduce adequate and gen¬ 
uine land reforms all over the coun¬ 
try which is so very essential for the 
proper development of the agriculture. 
Far from taking these essential steps, 
the Government have introduced capi¬ 
talism in the sphere of agriculture. 
More and more agricultural machiner¬ 
ies are being produced and imported 
and they are being put into applica¬ 
tion. The introduction of the machine 
has widened the gulf between the rich 
and the poor cultivators for the rich 
fanners are benefited more by {he in¬ 
troduction of machinery while the 
lioor cultivators have become poorer 
oecause of their poor financial re¬ 
sources to withstand the competition 
from their more affluent co-workers. 
Vet another difficulty that has been 
created is that the machines are creat¬ 
ing more unemployment. The situa¬ 
tion in States of Punjab, Haryana, 
Gujarat, Tamil Nadu and sOme other 
stray places in the country which 
haVe witnessed the advent of green 
devolution will prove the fact that 
even in these areas where agricul¬ 


ture is a prosperous proposition, the 
gulf between the poor agriculturists 
and the rich agriculturists has be¬ 
come quite considerable. The poor 
cultivators are becoming poorer. They 
are being evicted from their lands. 
The lack of financial resources drive 
them to the doors of rich farmers for 
loans which in many cases they are 
not able to repay and as a conse¬ 
quence they are forced to mortgage 
their lands or dispose it off to the 
more affluent cultivators. A poor cul¬ 
tivator becomes poorer first, he loses 
his land next, he .then becomes a 
share cropper and finally a landless 
agricultural worker. This is the sad 
saga of the majority of agricultural 
labourers of our country while on the 
other hand Jotdars are thriving mer¬ 
rily at the expense of the poor farmers. 
It is a well known fact Sir, that the 
number of landless agricultural worker 
is rising year after year. During the 
last ten years the percentage of land¬ 
less agricultural workers which was 
then 15 per cent had risen to 25.7 per 
cent by an increase of 10 per cent. 

Sir, this»is not only a sad hut an 
alarming situation in our agricultural 
economy because It Is encouraging 
concentration of land in a few hands 
and the bona fide agriculturists are 
being uprooted from their land to take 
their places among the landless wor¬ 
kers. It would not be quite improper 
to quote in this connection the ob¬ 
servations made by a World Bank re¬ 
presentative who had praised a lot 
about the country’s achievement which 
goes by the name of green revolu¬ 
tion and I quote ''the old squeeze 
whereby tenants are reduced to share¬ 
croppers and eventually to landless 
labourers is being accelerated as more 
of the bigger owners ^become involv¬ 
ed with new technology”. 

In this way we find that not only 
the landless workers and the share 
croppers are losing their land but 
many poor tenant cultivators are fore* 
ed to lease out their land to rich cul¬ 
tivators because they are unable to 
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meet the rising cost of production. 
The poorer among this category are 
losing their land and the big cultiva¬ 
tors are adding up'to their land assets 
increasingly. In this way the number 
of landless agricultural workers is in¬ 
creasing and this is'how the Govern¬ 
ment’s land reforms policy are prov¬ 
ing futile to give any succour to the 
poor cultivators. The introduction of 
machinery is making unemployment 
more acute among this class. 

The poor cultivators because of their 
lack of resources are compelled to sell 
the foodgrains that they produce to¬ 
wards the beginning of the harvest¬ 
ing season. They have no resources 
to stock these foodgrains. It is a well 
known fact Sir, at the time of har¬ 
vesting the Government’s procurement 
price is kept very low and as result 
of this the poor cultivators lose. On 
the other hand the big Jotdars with 
their vast financial resources are able 
to buy and hoard large quantities of 
foodgrains when they ar e cheap and 
make fabulous profits by selling them 
at high prices in black market. There 
is another aspect of the matter which 
I would like to stress upon. The 
landless agricultural workers have 
nothing to fall back upon and taking 
advantage of this situation the big 
landlords give them advance loans on 
the specific conditions that the money 
will be paid back by rendering ser¬ 
vice to them. Under this system Sir, 
the landless workers has to render 
service and he gets much less than 
even the prevailing wages. Thus they 
are being exploited twice, first 
through the sale of crops at a cheaper 
rate and secondly by rendering 
manual work and getting much less 
remuneration for the same. It is in¬ 
deed a pity Sir, that even after 27 
years of independence the poor agri¬ 
culturists are not even given land but 
they are also not getting the minimum 
wages necessary to keep the wolf 
away. On the other hand, the pro¬ 
fiteers and big Jotdars are becoming 
richer, and richer through the ex¬ 
ploitation of these poor cultivators. 
The Congress is the Government of 


these Jotdars and big Zamindars and 
they are quite safe under their care. 
The Government have failed to un¬ 
earth the hoarded foodgrains from 
these unscrupulous people. It is neces¬ 
sary that these cornered foodgrains 
should be unearthed and sold at rea¬ 
sonable price to the people. It is 
also necessary Sir, that the big Jotdars 
and Zamindars are subjected to com¬ 
pulsory levy as otherwise they would 
never come forward of their own to 
contribute to the national food stocks 
as much as they are required to. It 
is also necessary that more fair price 
shops should be set up and foodgrains 
distributed to all not only in the 
urban areas but in the rural areas too. 
Unfortunately, the present policy of 
the Government does not own any of 
these responsibilities. They have re- 
iuscd to accept the responsibility of 
supplying foodgrains to the rural peo¬ 
ple at a reasonable rate. Sir, pro¬ 
curement price of foodgrains has been 
raised and it is Rs. 105 in the case of 
wheat. As 1 have already stated, this 
increase in th e procurement price 
goes to the benefit of rich and big 
farmers because the poor and needy 
fanners cannot wait and they have to 
sell their produce much earlier than 
the announcement of the procurement 
price is made or even otherwise. 
Moreover, the procurement has never 
been keeping to the target fixed. Dur¬ 
ing 1971-72 the total procurement 
was to the tune of 8.4 million tons, 
during 1972-73 it was 8 million tons 
during 1973-74 against the target of 
6 million tons Government could made 
an effective procurement of ,4.9 mil¬ 
lion tons which was much less than 
the figures for 1971-72. You will be 
surprised to know Sir,' that not only 
actual procurement is falling the con¬ 
tribution of the rich farmers in this 
is becoming less and less. It is only 
the poor farmers who have no other 
go than to sell their produce are 
mostly fulfilling these targets. Thus 
by keeping the procurement targets 
low and by not achieving it fully the 
Government is giving a positive ad¬ 
vantage to big Jotdars and Zemindars 
who are under the present system can 
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make fortune through the sale of 
foodgrains in the blackmarket and 
there is none to bring them to book. 
On the other hand Sir, the Govern¬ 
ment have not taken upon themselves 
the responsibility of introducing food 
ration shops in the villages. Not only 
this the shops that are there are not 
getting their adequate supply. The 
quantum of rationed foodgrains is 
being reduced and on the other hanu 
the prices of the foodgrains througn 
these shops are being raised. The in¬ 
crease in the price of ration foodgrains 
brings about an acceleration of prices 
of other commodities. 

In order to save the millions of 
rural population who are overwhelm¬ 
ingly the poor cultivators from star¬ 
vation and immediate change ol the 
Government’s present food policy is 
called for. I would give a few sug¬ 
gestions in this connection for the 
consideration of the Government. 
Wholesale trade in foodgrains should 
be nationalised. Secondly, the enure 
marketable surplus which is now 
being hoarded by Jotdars and Zarnm- 
dars should be procured compulsorily 
and they should be paid at the 
rales prevailing in 1972. The Gov¬ 
ernment must supply foodgrains at the 
subsidised rates and a minimum of 450 
grams per head should be supplied to 
the peop e. Not only foodgrains but 
all other essential commodities includ¬ 
ing edible oil, sugar, etc. should be 
supplied to the people at a subsidised 
rates. Sir, previously the Government 
used to bear a subsidy on foodgrains 
but now this has been passed to the 
consumers. This is not fair and 1 
would suggest to the Government that 
they- should once again introduce the 
element of subsidy to keep the prices 
low to help the poorer sections of the 
society. 

Sir, the incidence of indirect taxes 
4s another factor which keeps up the 
prices high. In our country the quan¬ 
tum of indirect taxes is so high that 
it is bound to affect even all those 


commodities which are not taxed.. As 
a result of this we have- found that 
with every doze of indirect tax the 
prices have gone high. It is therefore, 
necessary to reduce this burden of 
indirect taxes. We have also to amend 
the existing laws to provide for de¬ 
terrent punishment for the hoarders 
and blackmarketeers. We have to 
evolve a machinery which will keep a 
constant vigile and make hoarding 
impossible. The commodity prices 
have also to be reduced. 


Sir,'while in other sphere of eco¬ 
nomy a reasonable link is being main¬ 
tained between wages and price rise 
but unfortunately in the case of agri¬ 
cultural workers the wages have no 
relation to the price rise. It is neces¬ 
sary that even the wages of the agri¬ 
cultural workers should also be linked 
with the prices as otherwise their 
exploitation will know no bounds. 
The minimum wages of the agricul¬ 
tural workers should be so fixed which 
would enable them to have at least a 
good living. In this connection, Sir, 
I would suggest that Central Govern¬ 
ment will have to take initiative to 
impress on the State Governments 
who have already introduced laws 
perlaining to the minimum wages to 
revise them suitably so as to uphold 
the interests of the agricultural work¬ 
ers. Along with this it is necessary 
to ensure that the irrigation, rural 
electrification, road construction an 
such other schemes which have been 
formulated but are not 'being imple¬ 
mented should also be taken in hand 
forthwith and executed properly. These 
schemes will provide adequate em¬ 
ployment opportunities to the 1 rtiral 
working class and along with this the 
Government should give the agricul¬ 
tural workers a guarantee for 
permanent work for 8 to 10 hours a 
day. A separate machinery should be 
set up to consider the whole gamut of 
the matter. It' is also necessary that 
the agricultural workers are free from 
the burden of the debts. These loons 
should be written off. 
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Tlj* present crisis to m y mind has 
arisen *s a result of the twin failure 
of the Government—failure to imple- 
jueat laud reforms in all the States 
and total failure to abolish and 
weaken the stranglehold the big Jot- 
dars are having on the rural economy. 
As a result of these the Government 
have not succeeded in the slightest 
measure to prevent the progressive 
concentration of land in the hands of 
a ’few Jotdars in the rural area 
and this is the principal reason for all 
corruption, lack of production and 
decay in agricultural economy. For 
the last two to three years the Gov¬ 
ernment have been talking big about 
the land reforms but as yet nothing 
tangible has been done. This has been 
acknowledged even by -the task foree 
of $he Planning Commission. The 
present ceiling law s are defective 
in themselves. They have many 
loopholes which are being exploited 
by big landlords and whatever 
laws that we have to restrict the ceil¬ 
ing are being implemented in a manner 
which goes to protect the interests of 
the big landlords. While I personally 
feel that the ceiling by itself is not a 
very fair proposition because it de¬ 
prives the actual cultivator of his 
legitimate -right to own land and yet 
whatever little provisions we have 
today therein in favour of the poor 
landless cultivators, they are not being 
implemented, which goes, contrary to 
the interest of small agriculturists. 
To make .the eeiling laws a success the 
agitation and cooperation of actual 
cultivators is necessary but we have 
found that wherever the cultivators 
have raised their voice for their legi¬ 
timate claim for owning land their 
voice has been silenced and their 
agitations have been crushed. This 
has happened in West Bengal and in 
other parts of the country. Sir, the 
tijlerfs agitation is a great help for 
-achieving a proper distribution of land 
and this has been proved in West 
Bewail. During 1967—69 the then 
Gov^atamept.gl West. Bengal with the 
cooperation .of the agriculturists suc¬ 
ceeded ta "recover a few lakhs acres of 
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land from the big cultivators which 
they were holding either illegally or 
in benami and distributed them to the 
cultivators. This is being acknowledg¬ 
ed by tiie Congressmen in West Bengal 
today. But unfortunately. Sir, the 
trend that was set in motion during 
1867—69 was not followed up. By the 
subsequent Government and whatever 
little progress that could be made in 
this sphere was totally undone during 
the subsequent period. We have seen 
Sir that during the last 2-3 years no 
concerted effort has been made by the 
Government to benami land or illegal 
land and distributed them to 

the cultivators. On the other hand we 
have found that big Zamindars with 
the assistance or the connivance of 
the administrative machinery have 
succeeded to get back their lost land 
and more and more agriculturists are 
being evicted from their own land. It 
is true Sir, that in some cases the 
limits of the ceiling have been reduc¬ 
ed 'by the Congress Governments but 
these are there on the Statute book 
for the purpose of consolation for no 
effort has been made either to imple¬ 
ment them and give the benefit of sur¬ 
plus land to the landless agriculturists 
anywhere in the country. On the 
other hand the police and the goondas 
are "helping the big Zamindars to up¬ 
root the bona fide agriculturists from 
their land. 

CHAIRMAN: You hav e already 
taken 25 minutes. 

(Interruptions) 

SHRI GADADHAR SHAH: I was 
suggesting Sir, that in order to pro¬ 
tect the poor cultivators it is very 
necessary that powers of the Jotdars 
have to be crushed, we have to weaken 
their power financial or otherwise 
which they are exploiting to comer 
goods and make huge profits there¬ 
from. It is imperative that land re¬ 
form measures cannot be put off any 
longer if we are serious to isolve the 
distress of the toiling agriculturists. 
The problem has taken a very grave 
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turn and any further delay to grap¬ 
hic it and solve it would be too ruin¬ 
ous for the rural economy. I would 
suggest that all wet land beyond 10 — 
15 acres and dry land "beyond 15 to 25 
acres should be taken over without 
compensation and distributed among 
the cultivators, with the priority to 
poor landless scheduled castes, sche¬ 
duled tribes people and poor peasants. 

' And finally Sir, I will end by making 
the following demands:— 

1. Evictions of cultivators from 

their land should be stopped; 

2. The policy of repression must 

end forthwith. 

3. All benami and illegal land have 

to 'be recovered and distribut¬ 
ed to the landless agricul¬ 
turists. 

4. Ceiling laws have to be made 

stringent and their imple¬ 
mentation made more rigor¬ 
ous and purposeful to unearth 
surplus land held illegally and 
distributed to the agricul¬ 
turists. 

5. No one should be exempted 

from the provisions of the 
ceiling laws and right of the 
big landlords holding surplus 
land to move for court injunc¬ 
tion should be done away 
with. 

6 . All cultivators who have been 

uprooted from their land for¬ 
cibly should be rehabilitated 
in the land which they were 
tilling previously, and all sur¬ 
plus land occupied by the 
poor, landless peasants be re¬ 
gularised. 

7. 3[4 of the produce should go to 

the share cropper and the 
provision of 1|4 share of the 
produce be implemented 
strictly. 
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8 . Steps should be taken for the 
formation of Krishak Co¬ 
operative Samitis for imple¬ 
mentation of agrarian reforms 


(Interruptions) 

Therefore to conclude Sir, I would 
earnestly hope that the demands that 
I have made to save the millions of 
our poor cultivators from the prevail¬ 
ing financial crisis will be supported 
by the other hon. members and ac¬ 
cepted by the House.

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA (El- 
uru): I am thankful to the Mover of 
this Resolution for having given us an 
opportunity to discuss this crucial 
subject, perticularly the agricultural 
labour. This is the only class In OUT 
country which has not been organized. 
It is not only not organized but it has 
been neglected from the very beginn¬ 
ing throughout the country by all th® 
Governments, whether it Is the 
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or the Congress or any other Govern¬ 
ment. Fortunately only the 
Government has enacted one Agricul¬ 
tural Labour Act. I t is a n eye-opener 
to all the States to follow, but to my 
knowledge no State Government has 
taken any initiative so far to follow 
the Kerala Government’s advice.

This is the class, that is, the rural 
population, the agricultural labour and 
the agriculturists which, as every 
member as also our Prime Minister 
said, is feeding the entire country, 
whether it is socialists or communists 
or anybody. 80 per cent of our popula¬ 
tion live in the villages but they have 
been long neglected. Not only the 
agricultural labour but along with 
them, the agriculturists also have been 
serving the country so far without any 
strike. Everywhere, you will find the 
Rs. 2000 or Rs. 4000 salarywala or even 
the Rs. 150 salarywala goes on strike 
but it is the poor agricultural labour, 
the agriculturist, who have saved the 
country now. Hereafter, they will 
also—I am warning all our Members, 
not only our Members but the entire 
country—take resort of to agitational 
methods. In the villages, the Govern¬ 
ment has not taken any steps to give 
rations at the controlled rates but to 
the industrial labour and in big cities 
they provide foodgrains at controlled 
prices. To Agricultural labour and 
the agricultural farmers they do not 
provide rations. I know only the 20 
acre or 30 acre-walas will have ade¬ 
quate foodgrains to take them through 
the year but the ten-acre-walas and 
those who possess less than 10 acres 
aell the grains within 2 or 3 months 
of the harvest and only in the begin¬ 
ning of the year they may have some 
foodgrains but from April onwards 
everybody has to purchase the food- 
grains in the market. 

Our Hanning Commission has not 
planned anything so far to provide 
shelter for these people. Only to-day 
we came to know that they have 
started some integrated housing sche» 
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mes to industrial workers and econo¬ 
mically weaker sections. Now, from 
1971 they have started a scheme for 
provision of house-sites for the land¬ 
less workers in the rural areas. They 
have not started building even pucca 
houses i n the villages In th4 villages 
they cannot pay even Rs. 1 or 2 as rent 
From Vijayawada to Eluru I have 
seen that these peasantry have only 
small huts. With some subsidy from 
the State Government they have cons¬ 
tructed some small houses here 
there but they have not been given 
any facilities because of want of funds 
whereas the industrial labour has got 
all the facilities and they gain more 
as also the industrialists. If they are 
not paid the proper price, thye are 
closing their factories and the Gov¬ 
ernment immediately take over the 
sick mills and big mills so that the 
workers may be benefited. But in 
spite of all this, has the industrial pro¬ 
duction gone up? No. What are the 
reasons for it? Is it due to lack of 
any sincerity on the part of the agri¬ 
cultural labour? No. It is due to lack 
of initiative and planning of our gov¬ 
ernments, both at the centre and at 
the States. The Central Government 
has got only the money-lending busi¬ 
ness. They are not being properly or¬ 
ganised or properly implemented by 
the State Governments. 

Yesterday only I have seen in the 
papers the Controller and Auditor- 
General’s statement that the State 
Governments have misused the funds 
which have been given for oaddv pro¬ 
duction. Where is the check? Where 
is the control over the States bv the 
Centre? There is bribery, there is 
collusion between this officer and that 
officer.

We also issue pamphlets and mani¬ 
festos at the time of the elections. 
But we are not sincerely trying to 
implement our schemes. There lies 
the fault, otherwise, there will be no 
room for u« to get the criticism from 
the Opposition Parties. That is the 
headache of our Party. Bay in and , 
day out I have beep saying that th*$>. 
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is no scope for criticism, if we imple¬ 
ment our policies and programmes, 
especially, our land legislation in toto 
and with all the sincerity and they 
cannot do anything. There is no scope 
for any Party as everybody is trying 
to ameliorate the lot of the landless 
labour. Because I am coming from a 
villege.. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): Is the 
hon. Member suggesting a party¬ 
less democracy? 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA: No. 
Unless there is a party we cannot do 
anything. I am not a Sarvodaya 
worker. I have been trained in so¬ 
cialism like Mahatma Gandhian socia¬ 
lism. It is not any text-book sociali¬ 
sm. I am a practical socialist. 

t 

Twenty years back, without any 
land- reform legislation, I made arran¬ 
gements for distribution of land in my 
constituency, that is, regarding about 
200 acres of Government land. Only 
recently they have got pottos. 

Sir, two years have passed after the 
Land Legislation, but nothing has 
been done. We have had four Govern¬ 
ments in Andhra Pradesh. They are 
(1) The Brahmananda Reddy Govern¬ 
ment;. (2) The Narasimha Rao Gov¬ 
ernment; (3) Sarin Government; and 
(4) Mr. Vengal Rao Government. But 
now Vengal Rao Government has pro¬ 
mised that they will make the arrange¬ 
ment for distributing these. There is 
the Kolleru land to the extent of 
30,000 tcf 60,000 acres which can be dis¬ 
tributed to landless people. In that 
area, there are the Harijans, fisher¬ 
men. etc. But the State Government 
said that they have not yet surveyed 
it. They said that they have survey¬ 
ed. only in bits of 100 or 200 acres 
and so. on. I submitted a Memorandum 
sometime back to the Prime Minister 
alqng with 32 M.Ps. She had for¬ 
warded it to the State Government for 
their consideration. It is only on paper 
They have not surveyed so far. 
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But the present Chief Minister has 
now promised that it will be distribut¬ 
ed to landless poor. This is a fertile 
land. No fertilisers are needed. This 
is what the Government of Andhra 
Pradesh told to our Consultative Com¬ 
mittee of Parliament. I quote: 

“The Kolleru lake bed area covers 
about Acres 1,25,000. This is only 
approximate as the entire area has 
not been surveyed. Greater part of 
these lands lies in West Godavari 
district and a smaller part in Kri¬ 
shna district.” 

This land will be sufficient at the rate 
of 5 acres per family. It is sufficient 
for 10,000 to 12,000 families. In spite 
of all these things th e lake lands have 
not been distributed. Only we can 
grow rabi crop but not kharif crop be¬ 
cause in rainy season it Will be fed 
with water by several drains. This is 
a fertile land. 

Sir, in my Constituency, there is, 
one Bapiraju Dharma Samastha; I ap¬ 
proached our Home Minister. I met 
Mr. Deekshitji at Hyderabad 2 years 
back and he said, it is a trust, how 
can we do this. I say, it is bogus trust. 

I have given a Memorandum about this 
thing. The same Dharma Samstha 
proprietor cooked up a criminal case 
against the agricultural labourers in 
this area. There are about 400 vil¬ 
lages and there are about 43 people 
involved in these criminal cases. They 
have been committed to Sessions in a 
false case. The same Dharma Samas¬ 
tha bas obtained a loan from the 
State Bank of India of Rs. 3 to Rs. 4 
lakhs for the development of Govern¬ 
ment-lease land. Whenever 1 raise 
this point about the land, the Statfe 
Bank and the Finance Minister are 
replying to me that it is a secret. I 
request Mr. Dharia to enquire into 
the matter as to how they received 
this amount. 

On this, cultivation is being sum¬ 
marily rejected. So, the Government 
is perforce to give the lead. Tfeey 
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‘Wanted to seize 500 acres from 
Dharma Samantha. When I asked 
the State Bank Officers about 
this, they said, they cannot 
reveal the loins given to 
individuals. Finally, a case has been 
booked up that they have agreed for 
all these things. When th e male mem¬ 
bers ran away they took some thumb 
impressions of the family members in 
collusion with same influential local 
people including the police. They hav e 
cheated the people. They were con¬ 
victed- Later on when the whole 
thing was a police case, it was found 
that these thtfmb impressions were 
found to be false. Government has 
not gone in appeal. This is the im¬ 
pression given in the minds of the 
public, particularly, the labour class. 
So, my appeal to my friend, Shri Mo¬ 
han pharia is this. Let his plan help 
tha labour class only and not the big¬ 
ger people. We need not bother about 
the bigger class. They cannot go out 
of this Country. They will live in 
this country only. Prices are going up. 
Recently, procurement price policy 
was announced. In the name of pro¬ 
curement price, in the village, they 
are giving concessions to big farmers 
only. It is only the small farmers 
who are affected. So, I have received 
a telegram from my district which I 
may be permitted to read. It reads as 
follows: 

“In my absence my house at Re- 
langi Tanuku Taluk, West Godavari 
’ District, Andhra Pradesh, sealed by 
local Revenue Officers on 24-7-1974 
at f.Ofr P.M. No contravention of 
any central orders. No action taken 
at State level. Pray immediate re¬ 
dress and save prestige to 65 years 
old widowed mother with children 
—Rangisetti.” 

In the nam« of procurement, they 
hardts the villagers in the village. 
What efltn the poor people do? They 
cannot fcometoSmt Indira Gandhi or 
9ta*i .Vengal- Rao. They can only ap¬ 
proach the constituency Members. I 
have got several such cases I do not 
want to take the time of the House. 


Coming to housing schemes, they 
have agreed to provide house sites to 
agricultural labour. The scheme is ih 
operation in rural areas provide house 
sites to landless labourers. 11118 was 
the scheme introduced in October, 
1971 in the Central sector. The sche¬ 
me envisages provision of housing 
sites in hygienic surroundings free Of 
cost to the landless workers in rural 
areas only. How can they construct 
houses on these? What is the use of 
providing sites only? Have a plan to 
remove the caste Hindus and you give 
pattas to harijans in the vDlages. 
Otherwise you cannot abolish the un- 
touehability. 

So far as Andhra is concerned, I 
can say that there is no untouchability 
prevailing. ( Interruptions ). I say 
there won’t be untouchability pre¬ 
vailing hereafter. This I can assure 
you all. I am also expecting my fri¬ 
ends in Parliament to follow suit. I 
request the government to distribute 
house sites. I cannot do anything. 
Since I belong to cooperative society 
class. I know who is my neighbour to 
me and who is staying in my house 
etc. Let them distribute lands in such 
a way so that harijans are given sites 
between caste Hindu’s houses. Other¬ 
wise you will only he creating Hindu 
society and you will not be able to 
abolish the untouchability at all. 
Apart from whatever assistance is 
given by the Central Government, 
the State Governments should also 
undertake a scheme for providing 
house sites. There should be no hari- 
jan colony and easte-Hittdu colony se¬ 
parately. The house sites should be 
provided for in between caste 
Hindu’s and harijans. You are still 
keeping untouchability if you are do¬ 
ing this. I request the Minister to 
give serious attention to this. Let 
them take* 10 years but this problem 
needs to be tackled. 

Once again I thank the mover of 
this Resolution. This is not a party 
subject. There are 80 per cent land¬ 
less labourers depending ©n AgrieuI- 
fure. Sir, there are no ration *hdps 
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for the agricultural class. Whatever 
is produced is taken by the Food Cor¬ 
poration. The same people who are 
producing this paddy are not getting 
it at the contro'led price. So, there 
are all the chances of a revolution ori¬ 
ginating from the agriculture class. 
Then, nobody will be able to prevent 
it. Sir, I am very thankful to you for 
giving me so much time. 

•SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU (Naga- 
pattinam): Mr. Chairman,, Sir, to 
speak on the problems of agricultural 
labour in this House 27 years after 
our Independence is really very pain¬ 
ful for me. Agricultural workers are 
the most neglected section of our 
working people. All the four Five 
Year Plans had totally, ignored them. 

At the very outset, I would like to 
extend my whole-hearted support to 
the four propositions contained in the 
Resolution moved by my hon. friend, 
Shri Gadadhar Saha. At the same 
xime, I would also like to place before 
this House the distressing conditions 
in which millions of agricultural la¬ 
bour live in our country and make 
certain concrete suggestions lot, im¬ 
mediate implementation by the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

None in this House can deny the 
fact that the agricultural labour play 
a very vital role in agricultural pro¬ 
duction. I should say that they con¬ 
tribute 40 per cent of the physical la¬ 
bour required for country’s agricul¬ 
tural production. Their number is 
about 4.75 crores and if you include 
their dependents, their total popula¬ 
tion will come to nearly 15 crores. 
They constitute about 26 per cent of 
the total working force of our country. 
What is the plight of this important 
segments of our society who play such 
a vital role in production. They are 
in acute distress. They are not get¬ 
ting a reasonable minimum wage. In 
many parts of our country, even today 
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their wage is poor pittance of 50 paisa 
per day and in some places Be. 1 a 
day. The moment they demand higher 
wages, Goondas are let loose upon 
them. In broad day light these people 
are murdered and their houses are set 
ablaze. Just because the poor agri¬ 
cultural labour 'demanded a reasonable 
wage, 44 Harijans including women, in 
a place called Kilavenmani of my 
District, Tanjore, Tamil Nadu, were 
burnt alive some years ago, which 
shocked the conscience of the whole 
nation. In Champaran District of 
Bihar, two were shot ded3 on file 
ground that they demanded hlghor 
wages. I can cite so many examples of 
brutalities perpetrated against Hari¬ 
jans in U.P. In Ramanapalle of Andhra 
Pradesh you will see the slavery being 
practised. The agricutural workers 
who were getting 50 paise a day de¬ 
manded a reasonable wage and the 
result was that 100 houses belonging 
to them were reduced to ashes. The 
State Social Welfare Minister has 
admitted this in his statement in the 
Andhra Assembly. In Sorappur, South 
Arcot District, Tamil Nadu, they were 
subjected to such inhuman atrocities 
Several houses of agricultural workers 
have been burnt down by landlords in 
this place. Sir, it is really tragic that 
this Government should continue to 
remain as silent spectators- of such 
dastardly acts. This Government pro¬ 
fess day in and day out that our rural 
population i s being neglected and a 
major portion of our country’s r ural 
population does not have drinking 
water and electricity has not reached 
the rural areas etc. But the sympathy 
of the ruling party is confined to 
words and not shown in action even 
after 27 years of our Independence. 


You should be aware of the fact 
that the Minimum Wages Act was 
passed in 1948. It is realy agonising 
to say that till 1964 the agricultural 
labour of our country was not brought 
under the purview of this Act 
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several States* It took 16 long years 
tor some State Governments to 
of implementing the provisions of this 
Act for the agricultural labour. 
Though it is being implemented in a 
few States, I would like to ask of the 
Minister of State for Planning whe¬ 
ther the minimum wage being given 
to the agricultural labour bears any 
relation to the prevailing prices of 
essential commodities, whether it has 
in any way helped to raise their 
standard of living. When we put this 
question to the Central Government, 
we are told that this is in the State 
sphere of activities. The Central 
Government say that at the all-India 
level, two-fifth of country’s popula¬ 
tion is below poverty line. I have 
no hesitation in saying that at the 
State level The percentage of popula¬ 
tion below poverty line much 
higher. For example, in Tamil Nadu, 
nearly 60 per cent of the population 
is below poverty line. 

It cannot be disputed that agricul¬ 
ture is « seasonal avocatin. It gives 
employment to them only for 120 to 
200 days in a year. You know, Sir, 
that agriculture is being mechanised 
and even harvest combine is also 
introduced at the coat Of even this 
seasonal avocation for the agricultural 
labour. Many land-lords have taken 
to mechnical tilling and harvesting. 
On the one hand their days of employ¬ 
ment are getting less and less and on 
the other, their wages are so low that 
they cannot have even one square 
meal a day. When they agitate for a 
reasonable wage, they are murdered 
and their houses are burnt. There is 
no protection for them anywhere in 
the country. Neither the, Central 
Government nor the State Govern¬ 
ments seem to bother about their 
woes. 

To give a classic example of how 
the Central Government behave. I 
would to point out that in August 
19W & Notification was issued fixing 
minhaumwage for agricultural labour 
faiBtift y UHfai ihe fudsdiction of the 
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Cential Government. 1 need not say 
mat mis was to be emorcea m tne 
Union Territory of Delhi also. Has it 
Been implemented in the Union 'Terri¬ 
tory ol Delhi? In Mehrauii, adjacent 
to Delhi, there are 500 farms belong¬ 
ing to the Ministers, the Governors, 
officers and such other VXPs. I am 
really gorry to say that this Notifica¬ 
tion has not been given effect to in 
these farms. What happened when 
the agricultural workers demanded 
wages as per this Notification? Neither 
the Delhi Administration nor the 
Labour Ministry stepped in to resolve 
the conflict. But the situation is com¬ 
pletely left in the hands of the police. 
The S.H.O. of Mehrauii is siding with 
farm owners. Workers are harassed, 
beaten and even arrested. False cases 
hav e been put up against them. They 
have even physically thrown out of the 
farm workers from their quarters in 
the farms at the instance of the 
owners. This sordid incident happen¬ 
ed in a place adjacent to the capital 
of our country where the Central 
Government is located. 


I can go on narrating any number 
of such unsavoury incidents. Sir, in 
many places, agreements are conclud¬ 
ed with th e agricultural labour, but 
they are not adhered to by the vested 
interests. Agreements for paying 
wages in kind are arrived at. But the 
moment the landlords find that the 
grain prices are going up, they want 
to pay their wages in money. Conse¬ 
quently, with the price spiral, the poor 
agricultural labour are unable to 
make both their ends meet. For 
example, in my own district, Tanjore, 
on 22nd July 1974, an agreement was 
reached between the landlords and 
the agricultural labou r for the pay¬ 
ment of wage in 6 litres of paddy and 
Rs. 2.75. At that time, the price fixed 
by Government for a bag of paddy 
containing 57 Kgs. was *0- Today, 
it has been raised to Rs 80 per bag. 
Now, the landlords refuse to pay their 
wages in kind. They compel the 
agricultural labour to take their wages 
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in money. The landlords know that 
they- will he -able te make much more 
money if the wages are not paid in 
kind. Naturally conflicts take place. 
Sir, very often, in such conflicts, the 
-Police -acts in eolkision with the land¬ 
lords. Besides, the landlords Jet loose 
a oeign *ol terror with -the help ol 
Goondae, and also social -boycott is 
imposed on them i n many places in 
our country. Sir, slavery .in agricul¬ 
tural-labour in one form or the other 
is widely practised in several parts of 
the country even today. With regard 
to distribution -of land among agricul¬ 
tural. workers I should say that 1 
have no faith in the effectiveness of 
year policies on land reforms. 


While the Central Government 
have given their consent to a legisla¬ 
tion of Kerala for giving the right of 
ownership of land to 25 lakhs of 
tenants in the State, the President has 
returned a Bill scut by the Tamil 
Nadu Government, which is not very 
radical, but merely gives right to the 
cultivating tenants to purchase the 
land owners rights. I am unable -to 
understand why the Tamil Nadu Bill 
was returned to the State Government 
without -the assent of the President. In 
.Tamil Nadu, there are so many reli¬ 
gious institutions and charitable 
trusts owning vast acreage of land. It 
is reported in the Press that the 
President has returned the Tamil 
-Nadu Bill on the plea that these reli¬ 
gious institutions and charitable trusts 
have objected to certain provisions of 
the-Bill. It is reported in the press 
that the President has directed the 
State Government to make suitable 
amendments to enable the so-called 
institutions to hold sufficient lands for 
the fulfilment of the objectives for 
which they have been constituted. I 
know that a religious amth in my 
town Mayuram mans 72000 acres of 
land, l would like to know why 
should this muth requires 72,000 acres 
of land. There are gome other maths 


like this in Tamil Nadu. Sir, Trusts 
cue set up in our country solely for 
t!he purpose of misappropriation. . I 
know that a Trust has been set up for 
the purpose of spreading Family Plan¬ 
ing!? Such religious institutions and 
Trusts are allowed to exploit the 
tenants and agricultural labour in 
our country. 

Sir, .with the widespread use of 
pesticides and insecticides, the agri¬ 
cultural labour have become suscepti¬ 
ble to serious diseases which often 
have proved fatal. But the provisions 
of Workmen's Compensation Act are 
not applicable to agricultural labour. 
Similarly, no Trade Union laws are 
applicable to them. 

I would like to enumerate the steps 
that are to be taken by the Govern¬ 
ment and I hope that the Planning 
Minister will use his good offices in 
this matter. Firstly, the agricultural 
labour in irrigated area must get a 
minimum of Rs. 7 to 10 a day and in 
backward areas it muirt range between 
Rs. 4 and 7 . The Minimum Wages 
Act must be implemented throughout 
the country without any exception. 
The Workmen’s Compensation Act 
and other relevant trade union laws 
must be extended to the agricultural 
labour. Sir, there is also an impera¬ 
tive necessity for the Central Govern-- 
ment to formulate a comprehensive 
legislation for the welfare of agricul¬ 
tural labour, incorporating a set of 
guidelines for the State Governments. 
The Kerala Agricultural Workers Act 
in this respect proves to be a good 
example. It i s not that a Legislation 
alone is the heed of the hour. A 
proper enforcement machinery is 
urgently needed. Therefore, any 
comprehensive legislation should also 
contain a provision for an effective 
implementation machinery. At the 
moment there ds no proper epforee- 
neri machinery fo tto...<4$ates. -A 
statutory enforcement nafififetaeigr , is 
nary essential ifguch * oaopoetom rive 

fegMation4» ttpiipfit' ’on 
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the cmditieM of agricultural 
In the absence of such a machinery, 
very <HMn police tore interfering in 
disputes between workers wad land 
owners. Now in Tamil Nadu, a Circle 
Inspector tells the agricultural labour 
that either they accept what is given 
to them and work silently or get out 
of the place. Such police interference 
creates unnecessary complications. Sir, 
I would also like to point out that 
there must be a time-bound program¬ 
me With statutory force behind it for 
the welfare of agricultural labour. I 
aim working among them and I am 
personally aware of their privations. 
Though Government promises to open 
fair price shops and the prices of 
essential oomodiiies have been fixed, 
in the rural areas, these commodities 
are soaree; and prices in the open 
market are 'high. The agricul¬ 
tural labour are the worst hit in this 
matter. The Central Government 
must ensure adequate distribution of 
essential comodities to agricultural 
workers in the rural areas of the 
country at subsidised rates. 


With these words, I thank you foi 
giving me an opportunity to speak on 
thw important Resolution.

MR. CHAIRMAN: Now, Shri Y S. 
Mahajan. 

SHRI SHYAM SUNDER MOHA- 
PATRA (Balasore): I think we should 
increase the time for this resolution. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; I shall put this 
question which the hon. Member is 
wanting me to put now, at 5.25 p.m. 

SHRI Y. S. MAHAJAN (Buldana); I 
have not the slightest hesitation in 
supporting the resolution brought for¬ 
ward by Mr. Saha. 

Social justice has always been one 
of the objectives of our planning. But 
after taking stock of 25 years of plan¬ 
ning, we find that the landless labour¬ 
ers and the small peasantry who acco¬ 
unt for nearly 65 per cent of our popu¬ 
lation have not received the benefits of 
planning, with the result that their 
poverty today is as acute and as 
extreme as it was towards the begin¬ 
ning of the planning period. The 
65 per cent people to whom this reso¬ 
lution refers are really the people of 
this country, whom we often refer to 
as the teeming millions of India and 
they are the people who have been, 
left out of the benefits of planning. 
They include not only the landless 
labour, the marginal farmers, the 
small farmers but also the people 
belonging to Scheduled Castes an< * 
Scheduled Tribes. We have tried dur¬ 
ing the last 25 years to .attack this 
probl em or improve theft- conditions 
in various ways. 

But before I come to that, I would 
like to say that this class Pt ftedpte* 
particularly the landless labour, has 
been increasing in numbers, as can be 
seen from the figures. In . 1882 , the 
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Government estimated that their num« 
tier was 74*million; in 1933 they esti¬ 
mated that .their number was 33 mil¬ 
lion; in 1951 by the Agricultural 
Laboiir -Committee their number was 
estimated as 44.3 million. Not only is 
their' number increasing but their 
economic misery is also increasing. 

For instance, the Labour Inquiry 
Committee of 1956-57 had said that the 
average daily wage of an agricultural 
labourer varied from Rs. 1.09 to Rs. 
0.96 per day. Since then, perhaps, the 
-daily wages might have increased, but 
the prices have increased so much 
more that relatively their economic 
position has become worse The Lab¬ 
our Commission which first addressed 
itself to this problem recommended 
that two things were necessary to im¬ 
prove their conditions. The first v/as 
that we should lessen the pressure of 
population on land. That problem 
remains almost, let me say quite 
clearly, intractable. In spite of fifteen 
years of family planning, we have notj 
been able to reduce the rate of growth 
of our population or reduce the pres¬ 
sure of population on land. I would 
not deal with that subject because it 
is a huge subject and I would be 
going off the track if I were to deal 
with it, but as I was saying, the prob¬ 
lem has remained as intractable as 
.before in spite of all our efforts and 
in spite of our planning. 

Then the Royal Commission had 
said at that time that we must impart 
mobility to this part of our population 
so that they can move from one part 
of the country to another where work 
is available. But this also has not 
been achieved except to a very amall 
extent. For instance, in Maharashtra 
we iget workers from Andhra Pradesh 
for building purposes. It is not a 
solution tq the problem. 

SHRI R. y. NAIK: They have built 
Bombay- 

SHRI Y. S. MAHAJAN: I do not 
We have been unaware of the 
problem or we are hot trying to do 


anything about it. For instance, in 
the Fifth Plan we have got a minimum 
needs programme. If elementary, edu¬ 
cation were made compulsory, the 
condition of these people could im¬ 
prove. Again there is failure on that 
front. 

As regards the minimum needs 
programme, as we. all. know, the? Fifth 
Plan is almost, allow me to say this, 
a non-starter, t 0 be quite frank* about 
it. 

Thirdly, as regards land distribution, 
so far about 916 lakh hectares have 
been made available in different 
States. Out of these, 5J lakh hectares, 
i.e., 121 lakh bighas, have been distri¬ 
buted to landless labour. But what 
sort of land has been distributed? 
Much of it is infertile. Take the dis¬ 
trict of Thana, in my State; 40,000 
people have got land which jg uncul- 
tivable. 

Then if we want to solve this prob¬ 
lem, we must see that essential com¬ 
modities of ordinary consumption are 
provided to them at reasonable prices. 
We know what has happened in the 
last three or four years. The steep 
increase in prices has made their 
misery worse. These are the people 
who bear the heaviest burden as a 
result of the inflationary situation. 

I submit, if we want to solve this 
problem, let us solve it by a frontal 
attack. Let us give them a guarantee 
of employment and minimum wages. 
I have personally been trying as a 
member of the Advisory Committee of 
the Planning Cotnmisison for the last 
three or four year s to see that we do 
something to give them a guarantee 
of employment. The Planning Com- 
mision has have pilot projects for in¬ 
tensive employment. They have not 
yet come forward with the results of 
their intensive projects. Instead of 
these pilot projects which go on for 
five or ten years, let ua go abated- H 
there are any.mistakes, we ca n correct 
them. But we are ndt taking any 
radical qc bold steps jn 
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Finally, we should assure them 
minimum wages. In thig connection, 

I would like to recommend the steps 
Ipken by the Maharashtra Govern¬ 
ment. Thought the minimum wages 
^ggiglatjon was made applicable to 
this labour in 1948, even now 3 ome of 
the .Sftates .have not passed legislation 
to that effect. I would like the Min¬ 
ister to tell us how many States have 
passed such legislation and made it 
effective in their States. In Maha¬ 
rashtra, I believe it is a fairly good 
piece of legislation. I will quote some 
of its provisions. The State has been 
divided into three zones and the 
minimum wage has been fixed between 
Rs. 8—4J per day. The minimum 
hours of work have been limited to 
6-7 hours. /Wages are made equal for 
both male and female workers. The 
law provides that these wage rates 
should be reviewed every three years. 

If every State .passes such legisla¬ 
tion find provides guarantee of em¬ 
ployment -along with othe r provisons 
for primary education, provision of 
essential commodities at reasonable 
prices, Ijhere is no reason why within 
10—45 .years we should not be able to 
make n dent on this problem of the 
.poverty of the millions of this country. 

j£R. CHAIRMAN: The two hours 
allotted for the discussion of this Re¬ 
solution are over. Is it the pleasure 
of the House to extend the time for 
this? 

SEVERAL HON. MEMBERS: Yes.

HALF-AN-HOUR discussion 

Indian Ocean as a Free Zone 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH (Phulpur): Mr. Chairman, no 
longer do the blue waves happily lap 
the shores of the littoral States of the! 
Indian Ocean; they bring with them 
ominous tidings of the rival navies of 
the big Powers charming our Ocean. 
Nuclear submarines now lurlc in the 
tranquil lagoons. And up in the sky 
military satellites seen every square 
inch of this part of land and sea. And 
down below in the depths of the sea 
are installed communication devices 
that speak the cryptic language of a 
mounting arms race. 

The Indian Ocean is undergoing a 
qualitative strategic transformation. 
With mor e than thirty military estab¬ 
lishments extending from Asmara to 
North West Cape and Kerguelen to 
Babrien, the danger of military escal¬ 
ation looms large on our horizon. And 
central to all of them has emerged, 
Diego Garcia as the very symbol of 
this escalation. From a tiny speck, 
it has turned to be a cancerous mili¬ 
tary tumur outgrowing all healthy 
littoral relations. I quote from News¬ 
week, which is published from the 
US itself; 

“The U.S. Navy has drawn up 
plans to upgrade its small commu¬ 
nications station on the southern lib 
of Diego Garcia into an 180 million 
dollar naval base. Under the Navy’s 
plans, Diego Garcia’s air strip would 
be extended / to 12,000 feet—long 
enough to handle cargo planes, 
carrier based jet fighters and even 
B62 bombers.” 

Mark it, B-52 bombers carry nuclear 
warheads. The U.S. House of Repre¬ 
sentatives has recently sanctioned the 
necessary, money for the expansion of 
Diego Garcia. 
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And all this to what end? I will 
not enter the debate whether the 
naval presence of one Big Power has 
elicited the presence of the other, or 
how, the opening of the Suez Canal 
will affect the global strategic balance 
or whether sueh a disproportionately 
large naval presence is necessary to 
keep open normal commercial routes. 
What causes us and all littoral States, 
the gravest concern is the thesis that 
the presence of one Big Power must 
be balanced by the presence of the 
other in the Indian Ocean. If the 
Soviet naval presence is to be counter, 
balanced by the presence of the U.S. 
navy, then by the same token, Diego 
Garcia will have to be matched by a 
permanent Russian base in the Indian 
Ocean. The bitter lessons of Big 
Power rivalry are at the door-steps of 
the littoral steps. Not only the com¬ 
ing generations of human beings but 
also those of plants and trees and 
foilage shall bear, in Vietnam, the 
scars of a modern warfare. It was 
to this aspect that the hon. Minister of 
External Affairs referred in the Rajya 
Sabha a few days ago when he said 
that though all countries do enjoy the 
freedom of the high seas, the estab¬ 
lishment of a permanent bases is an 
entirely different story. Even in the 
United States, people have expressed 
their concern about the possibilities of 
Big Power rivalry in the Indian Ocean. 
Persons no less than Senator Robert 
Kennedy, Mr. Chester Bowles and dis¬ 
tinguished ex-officials of the Pentagon 
and lately even Mr. Colby, Director 
of CIA, have expressed their fears. It 
is interesting to note what the Direc¬ 
tor of the CIA has to say on this sub¬ 
ject. Mr. Colby said that the Soviet 
presence in the Indian Ocean, while 
it has grown slowly, is both miniscule 
and presents no real threat to western 
interests. 

“Our assessment is that the 
Soviets would match any increase 
In our presence, if we establish a 
permanent establishment capable of 
supporting g regular force in the 
are ^» thfen they will react to estab¬ 
lish a countervailing force”. 
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Unfortunately, the detente in the 
West has not percolated in this part 
of the world, Relations between deve¬ 
loping nations are still volatile and 
have been, on many occasions, fanned 
into open conflagrations with 
arms assistance. It is perturbing to 
note in this context th e intentions of 
the U.S. Navy in establishing a per¬ 
manent base in the Indian Ocean. To 
quote the Newsweek again; 

"The Navy contends, to help pre^ 

serve regimes that a r e friendly to 

the U.S. in the Indian Ocean area." 

I repeat “regimes that are friendly to 
the U.S. in the Indian Ocean area”. We 
have had a taste of this thesis during 
the Bangladesh crisis, when we were 
confronted with the gunboat diplo¬ 
macy of the ‘Enterprise.’ The littoral 
States may draw their own conclusions 
from this episode. 

This whole scenario of the Indian 
Ocean is being enacted in direct flag¬ 
rant violation of the December 1971 
i esolution of the United Nations. An 
honest piece of report, that was pre¬ 
pared by a U.N. Committee of experts, 
in which Shri K. Supramaniam of the 
Institute of Defence and Strategic 
Analysis was also a member, has beoi 
now torn as under by Big Power pres¬ 
sures. This Committee was asked to 
prepare “a. factual statement of the 
Great Powers’ military presence in all 
its aspects, in the Indian Ocean, with 
special reference to their naval deploy¬ 
ment, conceived in the context of 
Great Power rivalry”. Even the 
Chinese delegate conceded that Big 
Power rivalry meant the rivalry of 
the Super-powers only, namely, the 
U.S.A. and the U.S.S.R. The Commit¬ 
tee did prepare a report in this con¬ 
text and it went through the U.N. Sec¬ 
retariat and was duly released. The 
U.N. Secretariat then found nothing 
wrong in it. But thereafter the arms 
twisting by the Big Powers started and 

a modified report had to be prepared_ 

a document which even a third rate 
librarian could have compiled. The 
nuclear submarines that were 
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in the first report have delved deeper 
down below in the sea and were not 
visible in the second report. The 
menacing clouds of the arms race that 
were towering in the first report have 
withered away into thin air in the 
second report. The locus of Super¬ 
power confrontation in the first report 
has been defused by introducing small 
powers like Great Britain and France, 
i would like to know from the hon. 
Minister what stand the Government 
is going to take in this tragic trunca¬ 
tion of truth by the Big Powers? 

If the U.N. Resolution* for keeping 
the Indian Ocean a free zone is to re¬ 
sult only in the U.S. House of Repre¬ 
sentatives voting for expansion of 
Diego Garcia and if it is to result in 
the simultaneous entry of cruiser 
Chicago and helicopter carrier Lenin¬ 
grad in this part of the sea, if it is to 
result in the appearance of the Chinese 
naval presence in the Indian Ocean, is 
it not high time that we look to some¬ 
thing more substantial, something 
more tangible than pious resolutions 
in the world councils? 

I would like to know what viable 
policy the Government of India pro¬ 
pose to pursue in the face of such 
miserable failure of the United Nations 
in keeping the Bigger Powers away 
from the Indian Ocean? Apart from 
the littoral States voicing their concern 
in chorus in the world councils, con¬ 
certed effort should be made to bring 
them together and to evolve amongst 
themselves means to safeguard their 
integrity and sovereignty. 

Lastly, when we survey the troubl¬ 
ed waters of the Indian Ocean we 
cannot take away our eyes from the 
3,500 miles long coast line of our 
country. Our territorial interests ex¬ 
tend far into the sea to Andamans and 
Nicobar in the East, and Lakshadwlp 
in the West. We will have to match 
our naval capabilities ta our national 
security needs, lest once again we be 
confronted with another Enterprise in 


an hour of crisis. IdO MotWan^to go 
into further details 1 due to shortage 
of time and also lest this discussion' 
become* a debate on Defence. Bui let 
it be said in the end that ihdia hafi 
to asume a role, in Hits part of the 
world, commensurate with its status, 
dignity and size. 

SHRI P. K. DEO (Kalahandi): Mr. 
Chairman, Sir, it is a matter of great 
concern, as has been pointed out by 
the previous speaker, that there is an 
armed race m the Indian Ocean. 

If you study' the geography of Indian 
Ocean, from the Strait of Malaca to 
the Cape of Good Hope, there are 
three sea channels which will be ap¬ 
proachable to Indian Ocean. first, 
Suez Canal which has been closed; 
second, through the Straffs of Sunda 
and Malafia and, third, the Cape of 
Good Hope which is the Gibralter of 
the Southern Hemisphere and which 
controls all the sea line? in that part 
of the world. 

It is a matter of great concern that 
these big powers have showed a keen 
interests so far as Indian Ocean is con¬ 
cerned. The main attraction is the 
oil in the Persian Gulf. The Persian 
Gulf potential is neatly 60 per cent 
of the entire oil reserves in the world. 
That is why the Unified States have 
got their permanent naval establish¬ 
ment at Bahrein. Recently, they have 
developed another naval esta&SttShMent 
in the island of Abu XlbsSa at the 
entrance of the Persian Gulf because 
of the friendly ties witfi the Shah of 
Iran. It is because of off hike 
that the Iranian Government has been 
trying to sink all itfe oil revenues to 
build Iran as a big military power. 

Besides that, even though there 
have been differences between Sbuth 
Africa and the United States gp far sa 
racial discrimination, is concerned, we 
know for certain that important mili¬ 
tary lenders of Sbntlf Africa have been 
visiting Pentagon: and there are naval 
establishments which can monitor the 
entire movement of ship® in the Inr 
di&n Ocean from all 1 strategic points.

Similarly, in Australia also, there is 
some understanding and they have 
got a naval establishment in the 
Australian territory. So, they can 
monitor as far as upto Cocos island s 
and in the centre of the Indian Ocean 
eomes the Diego Qarcia which is be¬ 
ing built pp at a tremendous cost and 
which is going to become a big naval 
headquarters of the Russian Navy in 
the Indian Ocean. 


Now, coming to the Soviet Russia 
-also, I would like to quote from a 
research paper prepared by the Lok 
■Sabha Secretariat: 


lands, Andaman and Nicobar, Lacca¬ 
dives and Ka chha tivu, we could have 
developed those strategic island s as 
a naval base. W® should rise to the 
occasion and build a very strong Navy 
which can act as a task force if there 
is any danger to India. I would re¬ 
quest them that we should not re¬ 
peat the mistake of the Mogul Em¬ 
pire and neglet 0 ur Navy. Half of 
the population of the Indian Ocean 
littoral countries live in this country 
and we rely on sea for import of oil 
and food grains and also for our ex¬ 
port trade. Our survival depends 
on the maritime trade. I would, 
therefore, most respectfully submit 


“The report prepared for the Sec¬ 
retary-General by a panel of ex¬ 
perts unanimously concluded tha t if 
the U.S. converted the'Indian Ocean 
island of Diego Garcia into a full- 
fledged naval base, the Soviet Union 
would look for a similar base and a 
“new strategic naval arms race will 
have begun”." 

The Soviet Union ha® already taken 
steps in this regard. They have es¬ 
tablished their naval base jn the 
Socrota island and they have estab¬ 
lished a naval base at port Barbara in 
Somali, in Africa. It has appeared in 
the newspapers that the Russians have 
also entered into an agreement with 
the Mauratius Government to have a 
establishment there. 

China is also not sleeping over the 
matter. The Chinese under-water 
naval fleet is very well known, and 
they are also having very good re¬ 
lations with Tanzania; they are build¬ 
ing a railway there; so, with the Tan¬ 
zanian port they are trying to have 
their own base. Therefore, we can¬ 
not sleep over the matter. . So far as 
India is concerned, I would like to 
'Submit that BuJia is primarily a mari¬ 
time nation occupying a very pre¬ 
eminent position at the head of the 
tVuUnn Ocean, as pointed put by the 
previous speaker, with 3,500 miles of 
sea-board, and with our ^strategic ia- 


that what has bee n provided in the 
Defence budget for our Navy, which 
comes to Rs. 118.77 crorea which works 
out to 9.8 per cent of the entire De¬ 
fence budget, is a very paltry sum and 
it should be increased further and our 
Navy should be properly streamlined. 
Our various strategic islands like the 
Nicobar Islands, through which the 
entire trade from West and Persian 
Gulf pases to Japan and far-east, 
should be developed aB a ‘big naval 
base. Then only we can survive; 
otherwise, we will repeat the same 
folly which the Mogul emperors did 
by completely neglecting the Indian 
Ocean. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EXERNAL AFFAIRS 
(SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH): 
Mr Chairman, Sir, I share the anxiety 
of the hon. Member when h e descri¬ 
bed the various developments in Indian 
Ocean. He has said that the naval 
activities of bigger powers are increas¬ 
ing and certain developments are tak¬ 
ing place in Diego Garcia. All these 
matters are naturally of great Impor¬ 
tance to us as well as to a large num¬ 
ber of other littoral countries: they 
are posing anxiety to all the coun¬ 
tries concerned. I share his anxiety 
in this regard. As far as the Gov¬ 
ernment of India is concerned, we 
have said on many occasions that 
all these developments are canting 
anxiety to us also. 
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filer is; What m we go about ell thgite 
fhirigs? That i* the. crux of the 
matter. First of ell, may J very Jupn- 
bly submit filet we must, appreciate 

and realise that this ip ■ matte? which 
does not. concern India, alqqe* By 
this 1 do Hot mean that, India fans 
ho pole t6 play in the matter.

This is a 
matter which net only concerns us 
hut alio .concerns a. large, number of 
Other countries of the Indian Ocean 
littoral ais well as hinterland coun¬ 
tries.

SHRI B. V. NAIK; But they are 
going ahead with the construction. 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH: 
It has to be ratified. The present 
Government’s approval has to be given 
to America before they actually start 
the construction work there. That 
so far has been withheld as the matter 
is under review. I cannot say that 
we have succeeded but the attempts 
that we have made so far have had 
this salutary effect that they are hesi¬ 
tating to give that decision, and are 
considering the matter. I do not how 
far we will succeed. 

As regards the question of defence 
of our territory, I am absolutely in 
agreement with what the hon Member, 
Shri P. K, Deo, has said, that we 
have to depend on our own strength 
and that we have to build our own 
Navy. It is our ultimate responsibi¬ 
lity and I am sure the Defence Minis¬ 
try is doing everything possible to 
strengthen our Navy and see to it 
that our defences are maintained. 
May I pay that in the last resort the 
defence of the littoral countries of 
the Indian Ocean depends entirely on 
the countries concerned. I do not 
think any outside power can come to 
this region and take the responsibility 
for the defence of these countries. Our 
defences have to be strengthened by 
ourselves by achieving self-reliance 
and by mutual co-operation in eco¬ 
nomic, technological and scientific 
fields and by building up our defen¬ 
ces in co-operation with each other. 
That is the only way in which we can 
meet the problem. 

As far as we are concerned, we will 
continue to make efforts in every pos¬ 
sible way. We will co-ordinate with 
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the efforts of other countries to see 
that the Indian Ocean remains an 
area of peace, and big-power rival¬ 
ry and escalation of military activi¬ 
ties are curbed and brought to an 
end, if possible. But this is an effort 
which will be a longterm effort and 
I cannot say definitely how far we 
will succeed in that or hdw soon we 
will succeed, but this is something we 
must continue to work for. Thank 
you. 

SHRI P. K. DEO; I just want one 
clarification. My question was cate¬ 
gorical. I asked, in spite of passing 
pious resolutions in Lusaka or United 
Nations, will the Government cate¬ 
gorically make a statement on the 
floor of this House that more funds 
will be given for improvement of 
our Navy and that in the Supplemen¬ 
tary Demands this will come before 
us. 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH: 
Before I come to this point, I have 
overlooked one of the important 
points which he raised. He said 
something about the USSR naval base 
in the Indian ocean. There are no 
USSR bases in the Indian ocean, as 
far as our information goes. 

Regarding grant of more funds for 
the development of the Navy, this 
is a matter concerning the Ministry 
of Defence. This information would 
be passed on to them. As I said, it 
is our responsibility, and I am sure 
the Government of India in the Minis¬ 
try of Defence are doing everything 
possible to see that our Navy is 
strengthened and th e territories of 
our country are properly protected.

Fishing Harbour at Roy Chowk, West 
Bengal 

*387. SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: 
Will the Minister of AGRICULTURE 
be pleased to state: 

(a) when the revised project report 
fox the fishing harbour at Roy Chowk 
24 Parganas, (West Bengal) was fina¬ 
lised and what are the salient features 
of the project and its estimated cost 
as originally visualised; 

(b) when the scheme was finally 
sanctioned by Government and the 
progress so far made; 

(c) the factors responsible for de¬ 
lay in starting the construction work; 
and 

(d) when the project is expected to 
be'commissioned? 

THE MINISTER OP STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OP AGRICULTURE 
(SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE): 
(a) to (d). A statement is placed on 
the Table of the Sabha. 

Statement 

(a) and (b). The project for cons¬ 
truction of a fishing harbour at Roy 
Chowk was sanctioned originally at a 
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cost of Rs. 151 lakhs in June, 1971. It 
envisages construction of a river jetty 
with five moorings, which can cater 
to the requirements of fifteen trawlers 
of upto 120 ft. length, together with 
loading and unloading, maintenance 
and related shore facilities. 

The cost estimates had, however, to 
be revised In 1973 as no suitable con¬ 
tractor was available to take up the 
marine components of the construc¬ 
tion works as per the sanctioned esti¬ 
mate in spite of tenders being invit¬ 
ed twice. A revised sanction was, 
therefore, issued in November, 1973 at 
a cost of Rs. 241.50 lakhs. 

River model study, soil investiga¬ 
tions, alignment and designing of 
jetty has been finalised. Temporary 
access roads to the site of jetty have 
also been constructed. Tender for 
construction of the jetty has since 
been accepted by the Tender Com¬ 
mittee and the Port Commissioners. 
Sanction for the award of contract is 
under issue. 

(c) Non-availability of suitable 
contracts to undertake the marine 
construction works as per originally 
operational by 1977, if the workproce- 
factor responsible for the delay. 

(d) The project is expected to be 
operational by 1977, if hte work proce¬ 
eds according to revised schedule. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Origi¬ 
nally, it is a pre-1965 project. The 
Calcutta Port Commissioners have 
informed the Ministry in July, 1969 
that it was a Fourth Plan project and 
the project report was prepared as 
early as April, 1970 said the Ministry 
approved it in January, 1971. There¬ 
fore, my first question is: 
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What was the amount that the Cen¬ 
tre was to pay in the first estimated 
expenditure of 1971 and the amount 
that the State Fishery Development 
Corporation was to pay? How many 
times had the tenders been called for 
from that date till to date and how 
many times was the estimate revised? 

SHRI ANN AS AH EB P. SHINDE: 
Firstly, twice the tenders were issued. 
The tender quoted was much higher 
than the estimated amount and there¬ 
fore this could not be proceeded with. 
Original estimate had to be revised 
and, naturally, when the expenditure 
exceeded Rs. 29 lakhs, the Expendi¬ 
ture Finance Committee comes in. So, 
we have to seek the sanction of this 
Committee. Now the tender has been 
accepted and the orders are under 
issue. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: What 
was the first estimated expenditure 
in 1971, how much is it now and how 
many times has the estimate been re¬ 
vised? He has not given the reply 
for these. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
This has been mentioned in the second 
part of my reply. A statement is 
laid on the Table of the House. 
Therefore, I did not say that. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: When 
was the estimate based on the June, 
1972 tender amount was brought to the 
notice of the Ministry for sanction 
and when did the Government actu¬ 
ally gave the sanction? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
The first tender .was invited in June, 
1972 and the second tender was invi¬ 
ted in June, 1973. Naturally, some 
correspondence started and ultimately 
the revised amount was sanctioned in 
November, 1973. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Accord¬ 
ing to the statement the original cost 
which was sanctioned for the entire 
project was 151 lakhs. Later on, in 
the statement it say* this cost estimate 
had to be revised as no suitable 
contractor was available to take up 


the marine components of the cons¬ 
truction work and then the revised 
sanction of Rs. 241.50 lakhs was ap¬ 
proved. I would like to know what 
exactly is meant by marine compo¬ 
nents of the construction work? Also, 
who is the contractor to whom now 
the contract has been awarded and 
exactly for what? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Marine components is the jetty part 
of the harbour. The estimate is of 
the entire project—cold storage, roads 
and a number of other infra-structure. 
As far as jetty is concerned the esti¬ 
mate was reyised from Rs. 41 to 80 
lakhs. Hindustan Construction Com¬ 
pany is the only party who came for¬ 
ward to undertake this work.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
(SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE): 
(a) and (b). A statement is laid on 
the Table of the Sabha. 

Statement 

(a ) and (b). Fertilizers consumed 
in the country come from, domestic 
production and from imports. As far 
as the imported nitrogenous and 
phosphatic fertilizers are concerned 
the entire qusmtity is allocated , by 
the Government of India to the State 
Governments and Commodity Beards 
for distribution through cooperatives 
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and other public agencies. A* re¬ 
gards domestic fertilizers, these are 
also allocated by the Government of 
India to the States. A part of this 
is distributed by the manufacturers 
through cooperatives and other public 
agencies and the balance through 
their own dealers. The Government 
of India have been urging, the domes- 
* tic manufacturers to distribute as 


much quantity as possible through 
cooperatives and other public agen¬ 
cies. There is no proposal for the 
Government of India to take over the 
entire distribution of fertilizers. 

The quantities of fertilizers allotted 
to West Bengal, Tamil Nadu, Bihar 
and Andhra Pradesh during the yearn 
1972-73 and 1973-74 are as follows:

Since nearly 50 per cent of these 
quantities were to come from im¬ 
ported fertilizers and since the manu¬ 
facturers also have been distributing 
a substantial part of their production 
through public channels, the main 
agencies for the distribution of ferti¬ 
lizers in these States during the years 
in question have been cooperatives, 
Agro-Industries Corporations and 
other public organisations. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN; I woud like to know from the 
hon. Minister whether there has been 
an offer from the Soviet Union f° r 
supply of fertilisers and if so, in what 
manner the fertilisers that are being 
supplied by the Soviet Union are to 
be distributed, through what agen¬ 
cies, whether through the Government 
agencies or through private agencies. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P ; SHINDE: 
I would seek your protection, Sir, be¬ 
cause the main question is very spe¬ 
cific. I have all sympathies for the 
hon. Member, and I can reply to her 
question, but I would abide by your 
direction. 


SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN: If he can reply, why does he 
not reply to it? 

MR. SPEAKER: I think he is jus¬ 
tified in seeking protection. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRIaH- 
NAN: In the statement, he has said 
that the fertilisers consumed in the 
country come from domestic produc¬ 
tion and from imports. So, I am 
talking about a particular import. I 
do not see why he cannot reply to it. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
I can reply to the general question. 
But she hag referred to purchases 
from the Soviet Union. Therefore, I 
said so. 

As far as imported fertilisers are 
concerned... 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN: From which countries are they 
being imported? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P- SHINDE: 
We import substantially from the East 
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European countries. Soviet Union, is 
an important supplier of fertilisers. 
All the fertilisers which are imported 
are allocated Statewise and distri¬ 
buted through public sector agencies. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN: Distributed only through pub¬ 
lic sector or through private agencies 
also? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Public sector including cooperatives. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN; I want to know whether the at¬ 
tention of Government has been drawn 
to the fact that much of the fertilisers 
allotted to the private agencies has 
gone into the blackmarket and is 
being sold at fantastic prices, and if 
so, what action Government are tak¬ 
ing to bring to book those people who 
are guilty of marketing in fertilisers. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB I*. SHINDE: 
Important fertilisers like urea, sul¬ 
phate of ammonia, and calcium am¬ 
monium nitrate are controlled under 
the Essential Commodities Act, and 
there is a Fertiliser Control Order. 
Summary trial has also been provid¬ 
ed for, and the State Governments 
have been delegated all these powers. 
If anybody contravenes this, action 
can be taken against the party who 
may commit a breach of the provi¬ 
sions. 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA: 
The hon. Minister has given figures in 
regard to the quantity of fertilisers 
allotted to different States. To our in¬ 
formation, the Government of Andhra 
Pradesh have requested the Govern¬ 
ment of India for more fertilisers, be¬ 
cause they are cultivating high-yield¬ 
ing varieties which are encouraged by 
the Government of India through 
the IADP schemes and the fanners are 
also accustomed to grow more of these 
high-yielding varieties under the 
IADP schemes. Therefore, the Gov¬ 
ernment of Andhra Pradesh have ap¬ 
proached the Government In view 
of the scarcity conditions in the coun¬ 
try, will special preference be given 
at least to the paddy-growing centres, 
particularly Andhra Pradesh and 


other States which are supplying more 
foodgrains? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
As far as Andhra Pradesh is con¬ 
cerned, the point raised by the hon. 
Member is well taken note of. Since, 
Andhra Pradesh is making a very siz¬ 
able procurement and contributing to 
the Central pool, w e are giving spe¬ 
cial preference to Andhra Pradesh, 
and recently we have addressed a 
communication to the Andhra Pra¬ 
desh Government giving additional 
allotment to that State. 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA: 
What is the additional quantity allott¬ 
ed? How much did they demand and 
how much has been allotted? 

SHRI A. K. M. ISHAQUE; The hon. 
Minister has given the figures showing 
the quantity of fertilisers allotted to 
West Bengal, Tamil Nadu, Bihar and 
Andhra Pradesh. Will the hon. Mi¬ 
nister kindly let us know whether 
West Bengal in terms of population 
and in terms of arable land has lagg¬ 
ed behind Tamil Nadu or Andhra Pra¬ 
desh as a result of which the allot¬ 
ment to West Bengal has gone down 
so much in relation to that ma,de to 
Tamil Nadu and Andhra Pradesh? 
Will he also tell us whether the ferti¬ 
lity of the Bengal soil compares fa¬ 
vourably or not with the fertility .of 
the soil in Tamil Nadu or Andhra 
Pradesh, and whether the production 
in West Bengal is far better than that 
in Tamil Nadu and Andhra Pradesh 
or . not? May I also know whether he 
accepts that the present principle of 
distribution is a nonsense, and if so, 
whether be is agreeable to changing 
the present principle of distribution? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Obviously, population cannot, be 
taken as a basis for allotment of fer¬ 
tiliser to States. As far as the P rin " 
ciples of allotment are concerned, we 
take the production programmes into 
consideration. Then there is the pre¬ 
vious pattern of consumption levels 
Concerning this, unfortunately la this 
country the levels of consumption 
have not been uniform. For instance, 
! Punjab, Haryana, U.P. and Tamil Nadu 
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*re far above as compared to other 
States. Then we make an addition of 
5.20 per cent annually over and above 
the previous consumption. But since 
this has been a matter of difference of 
opinion between States, we have set 
up a committee now at the Govern* 
ment of India level to examine the en¬ 
tire approach regarding how allot¬ 
ments are to be made to the different 
States and we are trying to relate it 
to mainly production programmes and 
the consumption pattern.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
As I have mentioned earlier, we are 
not basing our allotments on the basis 
of demand by individual State Gov¬ 
ernments because if the total of the 
demands is taken into account it is 
three or four times the availability. 
So naturally there is need to have a 
judicious intervention in this matter 
to make judicious allotment. I there¬ 
fore submitted that we take the high- 
yielding programme acreage, the pre¬ 
vious consumption pattern, the irriga¬ 
tion percentage and certain other cri¬ 
teria. But even then, as I mentioned 
earlier, there are differences of opi¬ 
nion on this. Recently we had deli¬ 
berations with the Chief Ministers of 
various j States. Naturally, they ex¬ 
pressed dissatisfaction with the pre¬ 
sent formula. So we have appointed 
a committee to go into it now.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
This is a very sound suggestion for 
action. That is all I can say at the 
moment. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE; 
l did not make any suggestion for 
action, i wanted to know his reaction. 

MR. SPEAKER; According to rules 
of supplementaries, suggestion and re¬ 
action are both inadmissible. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB GOTKHINDE: 
It is stated in the statement that part 
of this is distributed by manufacturers 
through co-operatives and other pub¬ 
lic agencies and the balance through 
their own dealers. In view of various 
malpractices indulged in by these 
dealers, what prevents Government 
from banning distribution of these by 
dealers? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
First of all, I would submit that al¬ 
most 70 per cent of the total of fer¬ 
tilisers distributed in this country is 
through public sector agencies and co¬ 
operatives. The question remains of 
the 30 per cent. The general problem 
of marketing of fertilisers etc., was 
examined by a Committee which was 
appointed by the Government of India 
about 7-8 years ago to investigate why 
investment in the fertiliser industry 
in India is not taking place. Since 
there are foreign collaborators and 
there are a number of other problems 
involved in this, one of their recom¬ 
mendations was that there should be 
some marketing freedom given to the 
units who go into production and who 
are prepared to invest. So some such 
condition was accepted at that time 
and some units came into production 
on the basis of this understanding. 
Though our advice to the units Is to 
give the largest possible quantity tor 
distribution through public sector 
agencies, since an assurance was given 
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by the Government of India to these 
parties, it would not be proper to go 
back on it as it would create a lot of 
problems for future investment in fer¬ 
tiliser. 

SHRI DHAMANKAR: The minister 
said that important fertilisers like 
ammonium sulphate and urea are dis¬ 
tributed through the public sector 
agencies. In that context, may I know 
whether the Government is aware of 
the fact that fertilisers produced at 
Trombay are being sold to private 
dealers? Under the pretext of sub¬ 
standard material, actually standard 
material is being sold to private deal¬ 
ers and black market is going on. 

MR. SPEAKER; When the hon. 
lady member put this question, the 
minister wanted my protection. Now 
he is not seeking protection from a 
gentleman. This supplementary is 
outside the scope of the question. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
The hon. member did not hear me 
properly. I said the prices of import¬ 
ant fertilisers like ammonium sul¬ 
phate, urea etc. are controlled under 
the Essential Commodities Act. About 
Trombay, no complaint has come to 
our notice regarding sub-standard 
material being sold. If the hon. mem¬ 
ber has any information in this re¬ 
gard we will be glad to look into it. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
May I know whether it is within the 
knowledge of the minister that if an 
enquiry is made, it will be found that 
no fertiliser is available at the con¬ 
trolled price either in the public sec¬ 
tor agencies or cooperatives or pri¬ 
vate agencies throughout West Ben¬ 
gal? The corrupt practices are more 
in the case of public sedTbr distribu¬ 
tion agencies. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
I am not prepared to accept the con¬ 
tention of the hon. member that there 
is black market in all the distribution 
agencies i n the public sector or co¬ 
operatives. It is a different matter if 
something has happened in any in¬ 


dividual case. He can bring it to our 
notice and we will look into it. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Let him come to West Bengal and 
see. I will bear all his expenses. Not 
a single distribution machinery is sel¬ 
ling fertilisers at the price fixed by the 
Government. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK; Since the same 
States in the country which get a 
heavy allotment of fertilisers also get 
a heavy allotment of food from the 
central pool, will he consider linking 
up subsidised food supply with the 
fertiliser intake in each State? He 
said it is linked up with the produc¬ 
tion programme in each State. Will 
he evolve a system whereby States 
which get more fertilisers do not get 
more food and vice versa? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
First of all, the assumption of the hon. 
Member that more allotment of ferti¬ 
lizer is made to the deficit States is 
not correct. It is related to produc¬ 
tion programmes. Actually, large al¬ 
lotments are made to Punjab, Haryana, 
Tamil Nadu and Andhra which are 
surplus States, and not to deficit Sta¬ 
tes. 

SHRI J. MATHA GOWDER: In 
this statement it is mentioned that 
there is no proposal for the Government 
of India to take over the entire dis¬ 
tribution of fertilizer through govern¬ 
ment agencies. What is the difficulty 
in doing that? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
I have already explained this posi¬ 
tion a little while ago.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Regarding the first part of the ques¬ 
tion it would not be correct to say that 
they have complete freedom in regard 
to pricing. In fact, even in the case 
of fertilizer which is distributed by 
private parties, they have to distribute 
it at the Government stipulated price. 
Secondly, under the Fertilizer Control 
Order the State Government can even 
issue permits for them and they can 
distribute only to particular farmers 
or producers. Again, there is a lot of 
restriction and the fertilizer factories 
are not given the freedom to sell in 
any part of the country. They hsftre 
to distribute in specified areas in spe¬ 
cified States and in consultation with 
the State Government. 

American Wheat Ship

*389. SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU: 

SHRI C. K. JAFFER 
SHARIEF: 

Will the" Minister of AGRICUL¬ 
TURE be pleased to state: 
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(a) whether an American. wheat 
ship ran aground close to the Light 
House near Bombay Port and more 
than half of the wheat aboard is 
believed to have been soaked and 
become unfit for human consumption; 

(b) if bo, the facts thereof, and the 
total loss suffered by Gover nm ent 
due to this incident; and 

(c) whether all the expense for 
refloating the ship was met by the 
Indian Government? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
(SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE): (a) 
and (b). The U.S. Flag Tanker North 
Field with about 23,368 tonnes of 
wheat, grounded on Prong’s Reef, 
about 5 kms. away from the Bombay 
Dock, on 16th July, 1974. The Vessel 
carried cargo in 25 out of 27 cargo 
tank s and according to present in¬ 
dications cargo at the bottom of six 
Starboard Tanks and two Port Tanks, 
is reported partly affected by water. 
The ship was re-floated on 22nd July, 
1974. Since then and upto 16th Au¬ 
gust, 1974, the owners of the ship 
had arranged to discharge about 14 
thousand tonnes of wheat in sound 
condition at the anchorage into bar¬ 
ges. The extent of loss suffered is yet 
to be determined in accordance with 
the Charter Party terms after ins¬ 
pection and discharge of the affected 
cargo. 

(c). The entire expenditure for re¬ 
floating the ship was, according to 
the Charter Party, met by the owners 
of the ship and not by th© Govern¬ 
ment of India. 

SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU: In his 
reply, the Minister said that the own¬ 
ers of the ship had arranged to dis¬ 
charge about 14,000' tonnes of wheat 
in sound condition at the anchorage 
into barges. I want to know whether 
the remaining 9,000 tonnes of wheat 
had become unfit for human consump¬ 
tion and, if so, what is the action 
taken by the Government ter recover 
the cost froth the owners fo the 
Tanker. 
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SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Alter the reply to the Question was 
drafted, my latest information is that 
about 15,500 tonnea of wheat have 
been discharged and found to be in 
sound condition. About the remaining 
quantity, we have appointed a techni¬ 
cal committee. If there is any sub¬ 
standard wheat found as a result of 
thin accident, the committee will go 
into that and will decide whether it 
is unfit or fit for human consumption. 
If it i s not found fit for human con¬ 
sumption, it will not be allowed to be 
distributed to State Governments 
for public distribution system. As 
far as the responsibility is concern¬ 
ed, it will depend upon the contract 
of the Charter party and many legal 
questions are involved in it. The In¬ 
dian Supply Mission, Washington will 
look into the legal aspects of the case. 

SHHI M. KATHAMUTHU: It is 
learnt that the post authorities at 
Bombay had summoned Ceylon to get 
a powerful tug to pull out the ground¬ 
ed Tanker. So, it seems that even at 
our major ports, no powerful tugs are 
available. May I know from the hon. 
Minister whether the Government 
propose to have powerful tugs at least 
in all major ports? 

SHHI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
The hon. Member may be requested to 
put the question to the Ministry of 
Shipping and Transport. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: In 
the reply that is 'given by the hon. 
Minister, he has admitted that where¬ 
as the U.S. Flag Tanker ‘Noith Field’ 
was grounded on 16th July, it was re¬ 
floated' on 22nd July. It is very clear 
from the answer that there was delay 
in re-floating the Tanker. In this con¬ 
nection will the Ministry of Agri¬ 
culture use its good offices with the 
Ministry of Shipping and Transport to 
see that, as per the very constructive 
suggestions made by the All-India 
Transport and Dock Workers Federa¬ 
tion Office-bearers, the powerful 
ocean salvage and other modern equip¬ 


ment should be made available so that 
whenever foodstuffs £r e imported in¬ 
to the ports and wherever there is a 
question of re-floating, the modern 
equipment are made available? This 
is not the first time that such a situa¬ 
tion has arisen. 

Part (b) of my question is this 
From 16th July to 22nd July the Am¬ 
erican tanker ay aground; it was re¬ 
floated on the 22nd July, Even after 
this much of time lag, I am surprised 
to find that the Minister in his reply 
has said that a correct assessment of 
the loss has not been made. Just now 
he made a conservative statement that 
according to the recent information 
that he has received, some loss has 
been estimated but still the cbrrect 
estimate has not been made. May I 
know why, when the tanker was ly¬ 
ing there from 16th July to 22nd July, 
—water had gushed into the tanker; 
about 39 ft. deep water was there—, 
up'tili now, the correct estimate of loss 
.has not been made? 

SHHI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
As far as the first part is concerned, 
we shall pass on the suggestion to 
the Ministry of Transport and Shipp¬ 
ing for appropriate examination. 

As far as the second part is con¬ 
cerned, the hon. Member is knowled¬ 
geable enough to understand this. 
There are tanks compartments; out of 
27 tanks in the chip, 25 contained 
wheat; in some water had entered 
and in some others water had not en¬ 
tered. Unless we take the wheat out 
of the vessel, it will not be possible 
for any one to say anything about 
the extent of damage. Out of 23,000 
tonnes, 15,500 tonnes are found to be 
in sound condition. 

SHHI DINESH JOARDER: This 
question has to be considered in other 
aspects also. In West Bengal a few 
years back a similar ship loaded with 
foodstuffs sank in the Ganges near 
the Calcutta Port. Some other ships 
loaded with foodstuffs were also set 
on fire. This damaging of foodstuffs 
in the sea is taking place very often. 
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May I know whether the Ministry is 
going to consider taking steps to find 
out whether the vicious food racket¬ 
eers are behind this sort of damaging 
foodstuffs in the ships, whether it is 
an act of sabotage. I would request 
the Minister to appoint a Committee, 
a Committee with experts on port 
conditions, so that they can go out and 
investigate whether it is an act of sa¬ 
botage. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
According to the legal position, if 
the shipowners or the officers in 
charge are at fault, then the respon¬ 
sibility will be theirs. Therefore, it 
is strictly a legal question whether an 
expert committee is required or not. 
Perhaps the Ministry of Shipping and 
Transport wilt look into this. I will 
pass on the suggestion to the Minis¬ 
try of Shipping and Transport. 


adult bee diseases which are be¬ 
lieved to have been introduced into 
India probably through unauthorised 
import of Apis mellifera bees. There 
are two important diseases of the 
honeybees via; (i) European foul- 
brood' disease and (ii) the acarine 
disease. 

It was noted that the European 
foul-brood disease spread around 
Mahabaleshwar and caused a setback 
to bee-keeping industry. Studies on 
the pathogen at C.B.R.I., Poona re¬ 
vealed its identity with streptococus 
pluton which however, seemed to 
belong to a different strain from that 
infecting A. mellifera bees. Methods 
of detection of the disease, control 
measures including suitable manage¬ 
ment and selective breeding have 
been undertaken. Among the differ¬ 
ent antibiotics tried to check the dis¬ 
ease, Terramyein was found to be 
most effective in the sensitivity tests

Indian bee-keeping has rec ? ntly . b ®^ 
faced with the problem of larval ana 


conducted at the laboratory. Achro¬ 
mycin and sulphatrid ranked next. 
Under the technical guidance ,of 
I.B.R.S. a Research scheme was under¬ 
taken at Apicultural Institute at Maha¬ 
baleshwar. Extension and Technical 
bulletins on this disease and its control 
were prepared and distributed tp the

bees are under the breeding pro¬ 
gramme where several strains with 
varying resistance to the disease were 
undertaken and is in progress.

1 pis mellifera. Detailed survey was 
mdertaken in the affected areas and it 
was found that acarine disease has 
spread to Punjab, H.P., U.P. and 
f. and K- 

The Khadi & Village Industries 
which is in charge of promoting apicuL 
■ure have taken prompt and emergent 
steps in collaboration with Apiculttt- 
rists to minimise the death of honey- 
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bees and spread of the disease. A 
comprehensive programme of research 
on acarine disease was formulated: 
short term measures like chemical 
control, suitable bee management etc. 
and long term measure such as selec¬ 
tive breeding of bees for genetic resis¬ 
tance to disease were undertaken. Va¬ 
rious acaricides and their combinations 
were tried to control the disease. It 
was found that methyl salicylicate in 
combination with folbex or nitrobenz¬ 
ene gave the best results. Appropriate 
dosage, period of treatment, and 
method of application were standardi¬ 
sed for different areas by the Central 
Bee Research Institute, Poona. Also, 
since folbex strips have to be impor¬ 
ted, to save foreign exchange, produc¬ 
tion of these strips indigenously, have 
been undertaken. Apart from these, 
breeding, acarine resistant strains, bees 
have also been undertaken. 

Training courses to educate field staff 
and bee-keeper s were conducted (2) 
Demonstrations on control measures 
were arranged for the private bee¬ 
keepers (3) Random samples of bees 
were collected from the colonies of bee¬ 
keepers in affected areas and technical 
advice was given to them (4) Publica¬ 
tion of technical bulletin on acarine 
disease and its control in English and 
Hindi has been done; a bulletin in 
Urdu version is under issue (5) Dis¬ 
tribution of acaricides; free distribu¬ 
tion of folbex strip; paper strips im¬ 
pregnated with Chlorobenzelate to the 
progressive bee-keepers was done (6) 
Supply of disease resistant stocks; 
supply queencells, mated queens and 
colonies headed by disease resistant 
pedigree queens has been initiated. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB; In view of 
the fact that Indian honey-bees are dy¬ 
ing in millions in Punjab and Maha¬ 
rashtra due to a widespread foreign 
disease which has badly affected the 
production of honey and also the 
foreign exchange earnings in this 
country, I would like to know from 
the hon. Ministar what measures are 
being taken to prevent this disease 


from spreading to other honey-pro¬ 
ducing areas in Jammu and Kashmir...

Minister what 
measures are being taken to prevent 
the disease from spreading to other 
honey-producing areas in Jammu and 
Kashmir, Himachal Pradesh and the 
Hill District areas of U. P., Assam and 
Orissa? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHlNDE: 
Some of the measures I have already 
mentioned in the Statement. 

We have a research Institute in 
Mahabaleshwar. That is looking f into 
this and they have also an extension 
wing to propagate. 
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One thing, I would like to dispel 
the impression on the other side which 
seems to take it somewhat lightly. 
Honey-bee-keeping can be a profitable 
business and It can also give employ* 
ment to lakhs of people in the country. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB: May I fur¬ 
ther ask the Minister as to what are 
file steps taken for the flawless en¬ 
forcement of file Indian Quarantine 
Act of 1955 regarding import of 'in¬ 
sects so that henceafter the species of 
foreign bees thus imported to increase 
the honey are completely free from 
infection? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
In this case it seems that somebody 
without permission seems to have im¬ 
ported this material. That is why the 
disease seems to have spread. The 
law which governs the import of such 
materials and the quarantine rules is 
the Insects and Pests Act, 1914. This 
is an old Act and there is a need to 
review the entire provisions so that 
the quarantine rules are made more 
strict and we are examining this at 
the moment. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI: Ayurved has 
been very clear about the use of honey 
and its merits. My friends over there 
seem to be agitated over honey, but 
honey cannot be produced without 
bees. Unfortunately, our ability to 
identify and diagnose the various types 
of diseases of bees has been forgotten 
for centuries. Only recently we have 
come into our own and we have start¬ 
ed apiculture. Leave alone the em¬ 
ployment potential, the exchange earn¬ 
ing potential, the Ayurvedic medicinal 
potential and the food value potential 
of honey. I would like to know from 
the Minister from which country this 
particular species of bees namely Apis 
Mellifera was imported without the 
approval of the Ministry and whether 
this disease was checked or whether 
any of the maladies affecting this 
particular genetic type had been dia¬ 
gnosed before ( arrival or after its 
arrival was it quarantined? 


This is a very vital issue. Honey is 
more material than many imaginary 
talks of opposition friends. 

As regards the European foul-brocd 
disease and the acarine disease—have 
they been controlled and if so, what 
is the method of control and whether 
it has been well proven and also I 
want to know whether the disease 
controlling technique has been well 
publicised or not. ' 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
The diseases have been identified and 
remedial measures are proving effec¬ 
tive. But in future we will have to 
take care to see in what areas what 
types of bees are to be introduced.

At this 
moment of time his statement in the 
other House that in Assam there is 
enough food stock at the moment has 
created very bad and ill-feeling in the 
population of the State.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
The question is of production. I am 
at your disposal. 

SHRI NIHAR LASKAR: There is 
enough food in Assam, you said. How 
can you say' that? 

MR. SPEAKER: The question is 
regarding food production in the 
Annual Plan of 1974-75. 

SHRI NIHAR LASKAR: He said 
that there is enough food in Assam. 
He has made a categorical statement 
in the other House. 

MR SPEAKER: How it is related 
to the main question? There .should 
be some relevance to it. 

SHRI NIHAR LASKAR: The ques¬ 
tion is about food production. There 
is acute shortage of food in Assam. 
Essential foodstuffs are not available. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
There have been floods in Assam and 
ther e have been tremendous human 
suffering involved as a result of the 
flood. The Assam Government is 
fairing necessary steps to provide 


relief and whatever is .neeessary will 
be done. 

SHRI NIHAR LASKAR: Do you 
feel that there is enough food in 
Assam? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
That question was answered in a diff¬ 
erent context and I do not think that 
any controversy should be raised here. 

I have got enough document but 1 
don’t think this should be misinter¬ 
preted and the Chief Minister should 
not be put under unnecessary diffi¬ 
culty. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GOSW- 
AMI: The Minister said that ‘An 
Area Officer has been appointed in the 
Ministry to look after the problems 
of the State.’ What is the report of 
this officer regarding the food situa¬ 
tion in the State? The Minister has 
made a statement that there is enough 
food in Assam. So, I want to know 
this. Is it the report of the Area 
Officer that that statement is correct 
or is it the situation that this report 
was based on certain misinformation 
which I hope you will clarify? What 
is the present position? Till the tar¬ 
gets ar e realised, what steps are you 
taking to see that the supplies are 
rushed to Assam to save the people 
from starvation deaths? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB SHINDE: 
Various measures are involved with 
regard to the question of co-ordinating 
th e targets of production. It has noth¬ 
ing to do with the management of the 
food economy. There are various 
officers who help Assam Government a 
in coordinating production program¬ 
mes. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GOS- 
WAMI: Why is he avoiding this ques¬ 
tion? He himself said that an Area 
Officer has been appointed to look 
after the problems of the State. 
My question is arising out of 
his reply. He is evading the ques¬ 
tion relating to the people of my 
State. 
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SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SH1NDB: 

1 am not evading the question. We 
ar e in constant touch with Assam 
Government. We are aware of the 
food situation there. The prices have 
gone up. These are different matters 
which can certainly be discussed. 

As far as production is concerned, 
you can seek clarifications separately. 
Why do you force me now? The hon. 
Member should not misunderstand me. 

1 am prepared to discuss with him. 
The question posed by him on the 
floor of the House is not relevant. 

SHRI NOOH/UL HUDA; Sir, I would 
like to know from the Minister of 
Agriculture as to the present target 
of production and the quantity of 
shortfall in it in Assam which has led 
to the acute scarcity conditions in¬ 
cluding starvation deaths, in the State 
of Assam as would be observed from 
the reports appearing *n the Press re¬ 
cently. 

MR. SPEAKER: The question »» 
about the project report submitted by 
Government of Assam. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
As far as production is concerned, the 
target for the Fourth Plan was 26 
lakhs tonnes while the estimated pro¬ 
duction in 1973-74 is 22.57 lakhs 
tonnes. In Assam—in Brahmaputra 
Valley—the difficulty now is because 
of floods, lack of communications and 
a number of other difficulties that 
have arisen there. During last year, 
because of the problems connected 
with the management of food economy 
and perhaps because of smuggling and 
things there were difficulties. The 
point here is this. As far as production 
is concerned, by and large, in Assam, 
production is coming up though it has 
not reached the target. I should say 
it is moving up progressively over a 
number of years. 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI: Does the 
Minister know that no normal scheme 
is possible in Assam State due to 
earthquake and incessant floods? In

ther any national programme has been 
drawn up or not by Government of 
Assam so that water reaches in time 
to the cultivators? I know that due 
to earthquake and incessant floods 
every year, no project could be im¬ 
plemented successfully there. What 
steps government propose to take for 
a massive food production in Assam 
area? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
We have identified the areas. Brah¬ 
maputra valley is one of the most 
fertile areas in the country. There is 
need to change cropping pattern in 
Assam. Surface and underground 
water resources have to be fully uti¬ 
lised for crop production. After 
floods, for the remaining period, Assam 
will be producing much more food than 
its actual requirements. 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI: I want to 
ask a question arising out of this. 

MR.' SPEAKER: You must at least 
seek my permission. 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI: I am seek¬ 
ing your permission. 

MR. SPEAKER: You cannot pre¬ 
sume it like that. 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI: The irri¬ 
gation is not successful in Assam due 
to floods only. May I know from 
Government whether they are think¬ 
ing of exploring groundwater supply 
by providing di ese l P um p sets?

are good prospects of food production. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: On 
the Floor of the Maharashtra legisla¬ 
ture the Minister of Supply, Shri 
Vartak, had announced the Maharash¬ 
tra Government had already made a 
request to the Union Government that 
at least 2 lakh tonnes of wheat should 
be made available to Maharashtra so 
as to meet the difficult situation in 


Maharashtra. If so, what is the reac¬ 
tion of the Union Government thereto?

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
(SHRI B. P. MAURYA): (a> Yes, Or. 
A Project Report for the development 
of undeveloped forests in North Ben¬ 
gal through the Agency of West Ben¬ 
gal Forest Development Corpn. has 
been received by the Government of 
India. 
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(b) The Project envisages develop¬ 
ment of undeveloped forests in Dar¬ 
jeeling, Kalimpong and Buxa covering 
a total area of 1,500 sq. k.m. by con¬ 
struction of all-weather roads, mecha¬ 
nisation of logging operations, mar¬ 
keting of forest produce and refore- 
sation of areas from which timber has 
been harvested. The total outlay pro¬ 
posed for the Project is Rs. 31.23 crores 
spread over a period of 10 years. The 
estimated revenue from the Project 
during the period of 10 years is Rs. 
37.30 crores. The Project is expect¬ 
ed to generate employment, to 
the tune of 20.22 lakh man-days 
and augment the industrial potential 
in the State with additional raw mate¬ 
rial from the areas harvested and the 
plantations to be raised thereon. 

(c) The Project proposals are un¬ 
der consideration of the Agricultural 
Refinance Corporation. An appraisal 
Team of the A.R.C. visited the Pro¬ 
ject area in June, 1974 and the reac¬ 
tion of the A.R.C. is awaited. 

SHRI SHAKTI KUMAR SARKAR: 
There is a big forest known as the 
Sunderbans in West Bengal. That is 
being denuded every day by illegal 
wood-cutters. It directly contributes 
to the prevention of floods and cyclo¬ 
nes on the high seas of West Bengal 
and the Bay of Bengal as well as of 
drought Whilst this Sunderbans is 
being denuded every day, they have 
also got a project called the Tiger 
Project. I would like to know how 
the Sunderbans and this Tiger Pro¬ 
ject can be protected if proper atten¬ 
tion is not given to them. If any 
development scheme is put forward 
by the State of West Bengal, will the 
Centre agree to give liberal assistance 
for that scheme? 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: The hon. 
Member is talking about a particular 
project. But the main question is re¬ 
garding the North Bengal forests 
covering these three areas. So far as 
the Sunderbans is concerned, what the 
hon. Member has said is true that 
there is a special project called the 
Tige* Project and we are taking every 
care ,for the protection of the Sunder¬ 


bans. So far as the project referred 
to in the main question is concerned, 
that is regarding the North Bengal 
forests. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Will the 
hon. Minister kindly tell us whether 
in Sunderbans there is a kind of tim¬ 
ber which is very suitable for news¬ 
print manufacture and if so, whether 
Government have applied their mind 
to the utilisation of such timber for 
production of newsprint and if so, the 
details thereof and if not, the reasons 
therefor? 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: As I have 
already submitted, this project con¬ 
cerns the North Bengal forest area and 
it is not for the Sunderbans. Anyhow, 
so far as the question by the hon. 
Member is concerned, due care is be¬ 
ing taken of that by Government. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: The 
newsprint that is imported from 
Bangla Desh is produced from the 
kind of wood produced in the Sunder¬ 
bans. Therefore, the hon^ Minister 
should be in the know of such things 
since that is one of the potentials for 
producing newsprint from our own 
resources.

The 
portion of the coastal road from 
Kandla Port to Bhavnagar forms a 
part of the coastal highway in Guja¬ 
rat State which is 1752 Kms long and 
runs from Lakhpat in Kutch to Umer- 
goan in South Gujarat and is estima¬ 
ted to cost about Rs. 25 crores. It is 
a State road and the Government of 
Gujarat is primarily concerned with 
its development. However, in order 
to assist the State Government in 
developing this road in.meeting other 
needs of the area, Government of 
India have approved a loan assistance 
of Rs. 1.43 crores to the State Govern¬ 
ment to meet the cost of missing link* 
and bridges in Porbander-Okha and 
Bhavnagar-Baroda sections. 

The portion from Kandla pact to 
Bhavnagar of the coastal highway is 
about 848 Kms. long out of which 804 
Kms. has B.T. surface. Work on 29' 
Kms. is in progress and the work on 
15 Kms. is yet to be started. Also 
there are about 61 bridges out of 
which 9 have been completed, 14 are- 
in progress, work on 31 bridges is yet 
to be started; out of these budget pro- 
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vision exists for 14. It is difficult to 
say when these works would be 
completed as the completion depends 
upon the availability of funds from 
year to year.

Bengal Government was allotted 
65,000 tonnes of Wheat for July 1974. 
The State Government represented 
that they may be allotted 90,000 tonnes 


of wheat per month till November, 
1974. Though it has not been possible 
to enhance the allotment for July, the 
State Government have been allowed 
as a special case, to draw 23,000 tonnes 
of wheat during each of the months 
of August and September, 1974 against 
the backlog of earlier months* quota.

(c) Separate societies exclusively 
for agricultural labourers are not be¬ 
ing organised. There is no proposal 
to organise such societies in each 
Panchayat.* However, agricultural 
labourers are important beneficiaries, 
particularly in labour cooperatives and 
collective farming societies organised 
as a result of lands made available by 
State Governments. O n the 30th June, 

1973, there were 6177 labour coopera¬ 
tives and 4609 collective farming 
societies in the country. Further, with 
a view to benefiting small and margi¬ 
nal farmers, new types of cooperatives 
' called Farmers’ Service Societies are 
being organised in selected areas on 
an experimental basis. Each of these 
societies will cover, as far as possible, 
one C-D. Block or a part of it having 
a population of not less than 10,000, 
and the membership of these societies 
will be open to all agriculturists, agri¬ 
cultural labourers and rural artisans 
i n their areas. The control over 
management of these societies will be 
predominantly with weaker sections, 
through reservation of two-third of 
the membership en the Board ef 
Management for them. Forty-seven 
Farmers’ Service Societies have been 
organised upto March, 1974.

While 
the programme for sports facilities in 
schools falls within the purview of 
the State Governments, the Govern¬ 
ment of India have initiated the fol¬ 
lowing overall promotional steps to 
expand the sports facilities in the 
country which will inter alio cover 
school children also, so as to improve 
the standards of sports and garnet: 

(i) With a view to Iraadhaafog 
sports and games in the country, the 


Government pf India h*v e been ar¬ 
ranging annual Rural Sports Tourna¬ 
ments since 1970-71, for youth residing, 
in rural and tribal areas. These tour¬ 
naments are open both to student and 
non-student youth, below the age of 
16. Special stipends are given to pro¬ 
mising sportsmen in a few selected 
games, discovered by expert coaches 
during these tournaments. 

(ii) During the current year a 
separate All India Rural Hockey- 
Tournament will be held in which 
students residing in villages and be¬ 
low the age of 16 will also be permit¬ 
ted to participate. 

(iii) It is proposed to hold the First 
Asian Schools Hockey Invitation Tour¬ 
nament in India during January, 
1975, through the Netaji Subhas 
National Institute of Sports, Patiala, 
in collaboration with the School 
Games Federation of India. 

(iv) Grants are given to State 
Sports Councils to conduct annual 
coaching camps in various sports and 
games both for student and non¬ 
student youth. 

(v) The scheme of Sports Talent 
Search Scholarships for School Child¬ 
ren was introduced in 1970-71. Under 
this scheme 600 scholarships are 
annually awarded to talented school 
students who excel at State level and 
National level tournaments. 

(vi) The School Game s Federation 
of India, responsible for promotion of 
sports and games amongst school 
children, is granted financial assistance 
for holding National Championships; 
for holding coaching camps, and for 
visits of Indian school boys teams- 
abroad for participation in interna¬ 
tional events. 

(vii) Financial assistance is given to 
the National Sports Federation- for 
holding of annual Championships, 
holding coaching camps for seniors 
and juniors and participation in 
selected tournaments abroad. 
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(viii) Under the National Coaching 
Scheme; siervlcda ’ of trained sports 
ctt wtkisi a ft placed at fh e disposal of 
Btate Sports Councils to assist them 
iii thfcif coaching programmes. Train¬ 
ed sports coaches have also been ap¬ 
pointed ip Nehru Yu vale Kendras to 
encourage sports activities in rural 
areas and to spot talent for further 
expert training. 

(ix) On the advice of the AH India 
Council of Sports, guidelines for pro¬ 
per training and selection of the teams 
have been laid down, and forwarded 
to Federations for guidance and im¬ 
plementation. 

(x) The Government is also consi¬ 
dering various measures ^lor promot¬ 
ing sports and improving the standard 
of achievements on National basis, so 
•as to provide still wider choice for

In a brochure published by the 
Reserve Bank of India recently giving 
an account of the functions and ope¬ 
rations of the Agricultural Refinance 
Corporation, "it has been mentioned 


that during the five year period from 
July 1973 to June 1978 a programme 
envisaging an aggregate disburse¬ 
ment of refinance of the order of 
Rs. 900 crores for the development of 
agriculture is contemplated The re¬ 
financing assistance fro m the A.R.C. 
is available to the eligible primary 
lending institutions like land develop¬ 
ment banks and commercial banks 
against investments in schemes of 
agricultural development which are 
technically feasible and economically 
viable. The current level of disburse¬ 
ment of refinance by the A.R.C. cover¬ 
ing most States is substantial. The 
financing institutions and the State 
Governments are engaged in drawing 
up suitable schemes for the next 5' 
years and the flow of investment cre¬ 
dit supported by refinance from the 
A.R.C., to different States will de¬ 
pend on the extent to which suitable 
and viable schemes are formulated. 
The A.R.C. will, however, continue to 
make efforts to facilitate greater flow 
of assistance to the backward States.

The reason has been 
mainly due to the increase in the cost 
of production of milk co-related with 
the higher price for feeds and fodder 
and shortage in milk production due 
to drought conditions. The shortage of 
edible oils and vanaspati contributed 
to the rising of prices because of more 
demand for glhee. 


Various steps in the field of anhnal 
husbandry are being taken to aug¬ 
ment milk production and to meet the 
increasing demand not only for the 
liquid milk but also for milk products 
like ghee. These include Intensive 
Cattle Development Projects, Key 
Village Schemes, Extensive Cross¬ 
breeding Programmes and Feeds and 
Fodder Development Programmes.

Within the available resources 
the Governments concerned have also 
been trying to make provisions for 
the various needs of the student com¬ 
munity. The Central Government has 
remained in touch with the State 
Government's in order to assist them 
to the extent possible within the cons- 
taint of resources and the situation is 
kept under constant review. The 
University Grants Commission have 
also been assisting the Universities 
for amenities and scholarships. Gov¬ 
ernment are of the view that it is 
neither possible nor desirable to keep 
the students away from politics; but a 
keen, interest in and a study of poli¬ 
tical affairs should not be construed 
to mea n that the student community 
should be exploited for political pur¬ 
poses.

7,500 sq. ft., of which over 2,600 sq- 
ft. had already been completed up to 
the end of March this year. The pro¬ 
cess involves tracing the paintings, 
transferring th e tracing on the canvas 
and putting colours as per die origi¬ 
nal murals. According to expert opi¬ 
nion, the optimum annual turnout 
expected of an artist through all these 
stages works out to 36 sq. ft. Since 
there ar e only four artists employed 
on this project, the up-to-date pro¬ 
gress of the work cannot be consider¬ 
ed to be unsatisfactory. 

It has now been decided that prio¬ 
rity should be give n to the more im¬ 
portant paintings Unimportant 
fragmentary paintings will here¬ 
after be covered by photo-documen¬ 
tation.

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New Policy for Increase In Food 
Production 

2742. SHRI DEVINDER SINGH 
GARCHA: Will the .Minuter of 
AGRICULTURE be pleased to state:

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE): (a) and 
(b). No new policy or scheme was 
evolved in the light of the Prime Mi¬ 
nister’s suggestions made at the 
meeting of Vice-Chancellors of Agri¬ 
cultural Universities conducted by the 
Indian Council of Agricultural Re¬ 
search. The Prime Minister had re¬ 
quested the Vice-Chancellors to pay 
attention to mobilisation of our vast 
human resource for maximising the 
return from the available quantities 
of inputs like fertiliser, water and 
pesticide. The Vice-Chancellors 
assured the Prime Minister that the 
staff and students of Agricultural Uni¬ 
versities will render the following 
types of assistance for increasing the 
production of foodgrains in the coun¬ 
try:— 

(a) The Universities will under¬ 
take to produce literature in local 
languages covering the various 
steps to be taken by the farmers in 
the Kharif and the following rabi 
crops and distribute them through 
available extension agencies. The 
Universities will also broadcast, 
through All India Radio, regular 
programmes to advise the farmers 
on the steps to be taken to meet 
the situation as it arises with re¬ 
gard to weather, pests, etc. 

(b) There is scarcity of seeds of 
recommended varieties of crops. 
The Universities will undertake 
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responsibility lor producing the 
nucleus seeds from idrhich the 
foundation and certified seeds will 
be produced by the National Seeds 
Corporation and the State Agro- 
-services corporations. Wherever 
facilities exist with the Universities, 
they will also undertake the pro¬ 
duction of foundation and certified 
.seeds. 

(c) Pest survey and surveillance 
programmes and the organisation of 
plant protection campaigns. 

(d) Scientific water management 
in irrigated areas and water har¬ 
vesting in dry farming areas. 

(e) Preparation of contingency 
'Crop production plants to suit 
different weather conditions. 

(f) Inter-cropping commercial 
crops like sugarcane and cotton with 
pulses, oilseeds and vegetables. 

(g) Augmenting the supply of 
-calories through a drive for the pro¬ 
duction of tuber crops a'nd vege¬ 
tables. 

(h) Initiation of social and farm 
forestry programmes with a view to 
utilising waste land and to provide 
fuel to the rural communities. 

(i) Mobilisation of all wastes for 
use as manure. 

(j) Production and distribution of 
microbial cultures to improve the 
yield of food crops. 

(k) Farmers have accepted the 
use of agricultural chemicals for 
increasing the yields and for pre¬ 
venting losses due to weeds, diseases 
and pests. To protect them' from 
unscrupulous dealers who indulge 
in adulteration of these chemicals, 
•the Universities will undertake, on 
behalf of the regulatory agencies of 
the States, analysis of these 
■chemicals.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION, SOCIAL 
WELFARE AND IN THE DEPART¬ 
MENT OF CULTURE (SHRI D. P. 
YADAV): (a) to (d). The ma; n func¬ 
tion of the Central Hindi Directorate, 
a subordinate office of the Ministry 
of Education and Social Welfare, is 
to promote and propagate Hindi. The 
Directorate in this connection under¬ 
takes a number of activities, the more 
important of which undertaken dur¬ 
ing the last three years are mentioned 
below. 

During the last three years about 
13,800 non-Hindi speaking persons, 
both Indian and foreign, have learnt 
Hindi through correspondence courses 
run by the Directorate. In this con¬ 
nection; a complete set of Hindi 
lingua-records consisting of 16 discs 
has been prepared and is on sale; a 
Hindi-Telugu ‘Self-Taught’ book and 
a Hindi-^ngiish Bilingual Conversa¬ 
tional Gujde have "been published; a 
Primer for foreigners containing 
about SKW.page? has been prepared 
and iB bftmg, printed:, apd a complete 
set ol teaching inateiTal, lessohs and 
supplementary readings have also 
been prepared and printed by the 
Directorate for five different Hindi 
courses, Hindi Pravesh, 


Hindi Probodh, Hindi Praveen, Hindi 
Pragya and Hindi Parichaya. In order 
to make the correspondence courses 
more effective, personal contact 
programmes at 16 centres have been 
organised from which about 2,800 stu¬ 
dents have benefited. The Directo¬ 
rate has held examinations at 47 cen¬ 
tres in the country and abroad each 
year. 

A Hindi Information Centre func¬ 
tions in the Central Hindi Directo¬ 
rate from where information regard¬ 
ing Hindi equivalents of English terms 
and other schemes of the Directorate 
can be obtained. 

The Directorate coordinates the Uni¬ 
versity Level Book Production Pro¬ 
grammes in Hindi being implemented 
in the Hindi speaking States. 

The Directorate is engaged in the 
compilation of 24 bilingual dictionaries 
involving Hindi, regional languages 
and English. In this connection, basic 
vocabulary consisting of 20,000 words 
has been prepared. 


The Directorate is engaged in the 
production of a Hindi-German Ger- 
man-Hindi dictionary in collaboration 
with the Humbeldt University, Berlin 
(GDR) and a work plan has been 
finalised and working groups set up 
in the Directorate and the Humbe¬ 
ldt University for implementing the 
project. 

The Directorate has held 26 exhibi¬ 
tions of books during the last three 
years mo different parts of the coun¬ 
try and three such exhibitions were 
algo organised in Fiji, Nepal and 
Mauritius during 1972-73. 


The Directorate bas been carrying 
t extension activities such as orga¬ 
sms workshops for neo-Hindi wri¬ 
ts frbm non-Hindi speaking: states, 
induc tin g tours of students of Hindi 
the non-Hindi speaking areas in 
Lndi areas, finalising, awards to 34 
tndi writers of non-Hindi speaking 
eas for literary work in Hindi 
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The Directorate purchased lor dis¬ 
tribution as free gilt of Hindi books 
to universities, libraries, etc, in non- 
Hindi speaking areas, copies of 670 
books totalling to about 1,80,000. In 
all about 1500 libraries and institu¬ 
tions/organisations in non-Hindi 
speaking areas have benefited from 
this activity. The Directorate also 
purchased for distribution through 
Indian Missions in 15 foreign coun¬ 
tries copies of 3734 books amounting 
to about Bs. 81,000. 

The Directorate has collaborated 
with publishers in the publication of 
83 books during the last three years. 


The titles published were selected by 
the Directorate. 

The Central Hindi Directorate Is » 
subordinate office of the Ministry res¬ 
ponsible for the execution of the Mi¬ 
nistry’s schemes assigned to it The 
work of the Directorate, therefore, is 
of a continuing nature and we cannot 
speak of any specific quantity of work 
remaining to be done. The total ex¬ 
penditure incurred so far during the 
last three financial years (1971-72, 
1972-73 and 1973-74) under various 
categories of staff, schemes, plan and 
non-plan is as under:

Production and distribution of im¬ 
proved seeds is primarily the respon¬ 
sibility of the State Govemments All 
India Seed Producing Organizations 
See the NSC, TDC and SFCI only 
supplement «ae production and supp¬ 
lies of seel* arranged by the State 
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Governments. The seed requirements 
lor 1974-75 were reviewed by the 
Government oi India in two Zonal 
Conferences held this year. It was 
noted that the State Government 
have made adequate arrangements 
for production and distribution of 
improved seeds. In addition, the NSC 
and the TDC have also made arran¬ 
gements to market fairly large quan¬ 
tities of seeds of main crops like 
paddy, maize and wheat.

(c) The requirement of fertilizers 
of the State for the period Aug.-Js^n. 
1974-75 has been recently finalised in 
the Zonal Conference held in July, 
1974.

Keeping in view these 
considerations, the silo Plant at Cal¬ 
cutta Port is being utilised to the ex¬ 
tent possible and it is not true that 
the silo is under utilised.

(c) It is not true that heavy de¬ 
murrage is being paid daily in keep¬ 
ing foodgrains in Calcutta Port shed.

Area 
under principal crops is collected by 
field to field enumeration by the staff 
of the State Department of Be " 
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venue. This system of complete ‘nu¬ 
meration obtains in temporarily 
settled Stateo. In the permanently 
settled States of Kerala, Orissa and 
West Bengal, area under crop is ob¬ 
tained through sample surveys. The 
average yield per hectare of principal 
craps is obtained through the ob¬ 
jective procedure of crop cutting 
experiments by the random samp¬ 
ling method. The field work of crop 
catting experiments is carried out by 
the staff of the State Department of 
Revenue I Agriculture j Statistics 1 
Department. 

(c) The value of agricultural pro¬ 
duction is estimated as the product 
of total production and average pro¬ 
ducers’ prices prevailing during tlu» 
peak marketing, period furnished by 
the State Governments. The value 
at agricultural production for 1974-75 
would be worked out when the esti¬ 
mates of production of all crops 
and the producers' prices become 
available from the State Govern¬ 
ments.

Multi-storeyed 
buildings constructed earlier, theugfr 
not specifically so designed, have m 
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margin of safety and have actually 
withstood some severe earthquake 
shocks. However, there has been no 
formal assessment of their capacity to 
withstand earthquake shocks of the 
maximum anticipated intensity. 

(b) As per Indian Standard criteria 
for earthquake resistant design of st¬ 
ructure, the country has been divided 
into five zones. The buildings cons¬ 
tructed in a particular zone are 
designed by the CPWD to resist a 
particular intensity of earthquake 
applicable in the zone. The codal 
provisions are, however, not intended 
to lay down regulations for “earth¬ 
quake-proof” design, but to ensure 
that, as far as possible, structures ere 
built to respond without severe struc¬ 
tural damage to shocks of moderate 
intensities and without total collapse 
to shocks of heavy intensities. 
Similar provisions have also been in¬ 
corporated in the National Building 
Code of India.

Assistance is given to National 
Sports Federations for holding of 
National Annual Championships, 
Coaching camps for seniors and 
juniors; and for participation in selec¬ 
ted important tournaments abroad; 
as also for payment of Salaries of As¬ 
sistant Secretaries attached to the 
various National Sorts Federations. 

On receipt of request from State 
Sports Councils, funds are made 
available for holding coaching camps, 
construction of Stadium, purchase of 
Sports equipment, establishment of 
rural sports centres, etc. 

Spofts Talent Scholarships Scheme 
has been instituted for students from 
schools and colleges. 

The University Grants Commission 
has been encouraging 'sports and 
games in universities and colleges by 
providing funds for ronstruction im¬ 
provement of physical facilities and 
for appointment of trained coaches. 

.Financial assistance is also extend¬ 
ed to State Sports Councils for hold¬ 
ing rural sports tournaments at 
Block, District and State levels, and 
for participation in the All 'India 
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Rural Sports Tournaments held by 
the Netaji Subhas National Institute 
of Sports. Special coaching camps 
and tournaments for rural and tribal 
sportsmen in certain specified games 
viz., swimming for children of parents 
living on aquatic vocations; archery 
for tribal youth; distance running for 
rural and tribal youth have been or¬ 
ganised in order to broad-base sports 
and games, and will continue to be 
organised during the current year 
again. In addition a Special meet in 
gymnastics is proposed for children 
of the ‘NAT' community who earn 
their livelihood from acrobatic feats. 
All these events are being organised 
with financial assistance from Gov¬ 
ernment.

THE MINISTER OF EDUCATION,

(b). The Government of Andhra Pra¬ 
desh had sought the advice of the 
University Grants Commission on es¬ 
tablishment of a Nehru Technological 
University at Warangal. The Univer¬ 
sity was, however, established on Octo¬ 
ber 2, 1972 without waiting for the 
advice of the Commission and after 
the commencement of the U.G.C. 
(Amendment) Act, 1972. Section 
12(A) of the Act reads as follows; 

“No grant shall be given by the 
Central Government, the Commis¬ 
sion, or any other organisation re¬ 
ceiving any funds from the Central 
Government, to a University which 
is established after the commence¬ 
ment of the University Grants Com¬ 
mission (Amendment) Act, 1972, 
unless the Commission has, after 
satisfying itself'as to such matters 
as may be prescribed, declared such 
University to be fit for receiving 
such grant.” 

The Commission has since taken the 
following decision in respect of the 
establishment of the Technological 
and Medical Universities in the 
country: 
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The Commission agreed that 
while there was an urgent need lor 
innovation and experimentation in 
the fields of technical education and 
medical education, it could not re¬ 
commend the setting up of Techno¬ 
logical and Medical Universities, 
with affiliating functions. If, how¬ 
ever, there was a compelling aca¬ 
demic need for setting up such uni¬ 
versities, they should toe establish¬ 
ed as unitary universities (on the 
pattern of the Roorkee University, 
LI.Ts or A.I.I.M.S.) without any 
affiliating responsibility. The Com¬ 
mission further felt that instead of 
setting up such universities, it would 
be desirable to give selected 
colleges an autonomous status and 
provide more funds to Engineering 
Technical and Medicalc Colleges/ 
Faculties within the existing frame¬ 
work of the universities.” 

The State Government has been re- v 
cently requested to consider whether 
they would like to re-organise the 
Jawaharlal Nehru Technological Uni¬ 
versity in accordance with the above 
decision of the Commission.

The Governments of Gujarat and 
Madhya Pradesh entered into a Reci¬ 
procal Transport Agreement in 
August, 1961. The said agreement has 
been reviewed and revised from time 
to time. The main features of the 
existing agreement are given below: 

(i) State Carriages. —The Gujarat 
State Road Transport Corporation, 
is operating stage carriage services 
on seven inter-State routes extend¬ 
ing, in Madhya Pradesh for 1589 
kilometers, whereas the Madhya 
Pradesh State Road Transport Cor¬ 
poration is operating services on 
eight inter-State routes extending in 
Gujarat for 1534 kilometers. Pas¬ 
senger buses operating on inter¬ 
state routes are allowed to ply on 
the basis of single point motor 
vehicle tax. Passenger tax is, how¬ 
ever, payable to both the States, 
according to the mileage covered in 
each state. 

(ii) Public Carriers.—A quota of 
115 public carriers has been fixed 
for counter-signature by each State, 
for six inter-State routes. Public 
carrier’s permit is at present issued 
for six inter-State routes. Public 
goods vehicles operating under the 
' agreement are allowed to operate on 


the basis of single point motor vehi¬ 
cles tax. However, goods tax is 
payable to both the States at the 
rates laid down by the respective 
State Government. 

<iii) Private Carriers.—Private 
carrier permits of each State are 
countersigned upto 10 goods vehi¬ 
cles, authorising them to ply on six 
inter-State routes with permission 
to deviate upto 80 kms. Private 
goods vehicles are allowed to ply on 
the basis of single point motor tax. 
However, goods tax is payable to 
both the States. Vehicles of the 
State Governments which are tax 
free in the Home State are exemp¬ 
ted from payment of tax in the re¬ 
ciprocating State. 

(iv) Temporary Permits (Public 
and Private).—Any number of 
temporary permits may be issued 
on calendar month basis, authori¬ 
sing the operation of goods vehicles 
in the reciprocating States for six 
inter-State routes, on the basis of 
double point motor vehicles and 
goods tax. 

(v) Contract Carriage Permits .— 

(a) Contract carriage buses of the 
State Transport Undertaking of 
either State upto a limit of 10 buses 
are allowed to operate in any route 
extending in the other state, on the 
basis of single point motor vehicles 
tax. However, passenger tax is pay¬ 
able to both the States on the basis 
of mileage covered in the respective 
State. 

(b) Contract carriage taxi cabs 
to the extent of 50 per month are 
allowed to ply in the other State 
on inter-State routes, on temporary 
permits. These cabs are allowed to 
ply on double point- motor vehicles 
tax. 

(c) Contract carriages (tourist 
coaches) ere issued special peewits 
under section 63 (0) of the MbtOf 
Vehicles Act, 1939 Oft m Wttiy Axels 
upto limit of 10 vehicles in any 
month for a specified interstate

However, passenger tax is payable to 
both the State on the basis of mileage 
covered in each state. 

The above agreement was last re¬ 
viewed by the two State Govern¬ 
ments in April, 1973 and a revised 
agreement is being finalised by them.

It was 
mentioned therein on the basis of 
information furnished by the Commis¬ 
sioners for the Port of Calcutta that 
the number of workers’ unions in Cal¬ 
cutta Port was 4 in 1971 and 5 in 1972 
and 1973. 

2. In reply to Unstarrred Question 
No. 5906 in the Lok Sabha by Shri 
A. K. M. Ishaque on 8-4-1974 regard¬ 
ing strikes in Calcutta Port, informa¬ 
tion was given to part (a) of the 
question and an assurance was given, 
in respect of parts (b) and (c) of the 
question. While furnishing material 
for fulfilling the assurance, the Com¬ 
missioners for the Port of Calcutta 
stated that the number of workers’ 
unions in Calcutta Port was 7 in 1971, 
1972 and 1973. 

3. The discrepancy in the figures 
was noticed by this Ministry and in 
reply to our query, Commissioners for 
the Port of Calcutta confirmed that 
the figure furnished by them in reply 
to Unstarred Question No. 8503 were 
not correct That is why this corec- 
tion could not be made earlier. They 
have regretted the error and have 
been advised to be more careful.

Statement 

To meet tht increased demand for 
coal arising out of the present energy 
crisis the Government decided that the 
production of coal should be raised 
from about 78 million tonnes during 

1973- 74 to 95 million tonnes during 

1974- 75. In spite of the vigorous ef¬ 
forts that are being made by the coal 
producing agencies to achieve this 
target, the production during the first 
four months, of the current year 
i.e., April to July 1974 has been about 
27 million tonnes. Although this pro¬ 
duction is about 1.4 million tonnes 
higher than the production during the 
coriesponding period last year, it falls 
short of the requirement to fulfil the 
target of 95 million tonnes. Among, 
the major factors which have contri¬ 
buted to this lower level of production 
are shortage of power in the Bengal- 
Bihar coalfields, non-availability and 
delay in the delivery of certain essen¬ 
tial items of machinery, disturbed law 
and order and indstrial relations in 
eastern region and inadequacy of rail 
transport Judging from the trend of 
production so far, it is felt that thfe 
production during the current ye at 
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may reach 88 million tonnes as against 
the last year’s estimated production of 
about 78 million tonnes. If, however 
the constraints mentioned above are 
fully or partially removed even from 
BOW, the boat production, may go be¬ 
yond 88 million tdrtnes during the 
current year. 

2. It is a fact that the power supply 
to the coal mines in the Bdn'gal : Bihar 
coalfields, particularly from the Bairto- 
dar Valley Corporation has not been 
satisfactory. This has resulted in loss 
of production of about 8,000 to 10,000 
tonnes per day in the Eastern Divi¬ 
sion of Coal Mines Authority aloAe. It 
has also repercussions on the safety of 
the mines and’ the danger to men em • 
ployed in gassy mines. For improv¬ 
ing the power supply, utmost Coordi¬ 
nation is being maintained with the 
Ministry of Irrigation and Power and 
by the Coal Mines Authority and 
the Bharat Coking Coal Ltd., with the 
DVC fin'd thfi Btthar and West Bengal 
States Electricity Boards. Conseq¬ 
uently the power supply, of late, has 
shown soi&e improvement, 'the cofil 
industry ha' s been given the same high 
priority fis for the Railways, in the 
matter of power supply. To avoid 
frequent trippings, it has also been 
decided to Segregate the poWer sup¬ 
ply lines to the collieries on a prio¬ 
rity basis. The Bhfirat Coking Ltd. 
are installing diesel generating sets tb 
mebt pfiVt of their requirements. The 
Coal Mines Authority has also pro- 
posed to have a captive power unit of 
its oWn in the Eastern tlivlsfbn. 

3. As regards shortage of machi¬ 
nery and equipment, I most point out 
that the former owners of the natio¬ 
nalised mines had grossly neglected to 
make even the minimum investments 
in the mines, with the result that a 
large number of mines require consi¬ 
derable investment to bring them up 
to the optimum level of production. 
Both BharSt Coking Ct»l aftd € 0 *. 
Mines Authority Limited have already 
taken steps to provide to their tftines 
the materials and equipment requir¬ 


ed to maintain and increase produc¬ 
tion. In the Draft Fifth Plan, out 
oi the total provision of Rs. 737 crores 
lor the coal sector, Rs. 400 crores 
have been provided for plant and mac¬ 
hinery alone. The Government have 
already sanctioned fin expenditure of 
about Rs. 219 crores for purchase 
of plant and machinery by Coal 
Mines Authority during the first 
tWd years of the Plan. Most of this 
equipment is being procured indigen¬ 
ously; only equipment valued at Rs. 
80.63 crores may have to be imported, 
involving a foreign exchange of abcut 
Rs. 38 crores. During 1974-75 itself 
plant find machinery worth about Rs. 
68 crorbs is being procured by CM.A. 
AIT Available capacity for the manu¬ 
facture of mining machinery in the 
country is being fully utilised. There 
is, however, an acute shortage of 
items of electrical equipment, haul¬ 
ages etc,, which a*e being imported 
expeditiously. 

4. The industrial relations in the 
Coal mdbstry have hbfin by and large 
satisfactory. The workers and the 
trade unions fully supported tne 
nationalisation of the private coal 
mines. Such troubles as have arisen 
are mostly on account of inter and 
intra union revalries and resistance 
on the part of the management to the 
efforts of the unscrupulous trade 
unions and other parties to induct 
non-genuine miners after the take¬ 
over of the mines. If must be point¬ 
ed out to the credit of the Coal Mines 
Authority that during the short period 
of its existence it regularised the ser¬ 
vices of approximately 3 lakhs of 
workers employed in the taken over 
mines after due screening and cate¬ 
gorisation. It a’so made considerable 
progress in improving the working 
conditions of the miners in confor¬ 
mity with applicable labour welfare 
legislations thereby remedying the 
serious neglect of this matter by the 
former private mine owners. The ac¬

I come to a very vital point A one 
crore rupee plant of low temperature 
carbonisation utilising 100 tonnes of 
coal can produce 3.5 million cubic ft. 
of gas for domestic cooking and save

nually. We are spending through our 
nose Rs. 1100 crores for importing 
crude.

This will help the utilisation of this 
cowdung for agriculture and so this 
will help our economy. These are 
very important questions to be ans¬ 
wered if we want to make sufficient 
impact on the development of the 
tconomy of the country.

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: The hon 
Member has raised very relevant issues 
in connection with coal production and 
its use in the country but I cannot 
just take up the whole issue in ques¬ 
tion and answer but I will try to re¬ 
ply to some of the points brief¬ 
ly. It is the olicy of the Govern¬ 
ment to allow minimum number of 
captive power plants to boost produc¬ 
tion and maintain target of produc¬ 
tion of coal. We are now in the pro¬ 
cess of identifying the places in this 
respect and then in consultation with 
Irrigation and Power Ministry. We 
Lope to arrange for the availability of 
these units. Due to lack o$ power 
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the hazards to miners and the workers 
did increase but however DCCA and 
*GMA do take care to see that such 
hazards occur and they take proper 
piecautions to see that power is sup¬ 
plied. As a matter of fact during the 
last few weeks the power position has 
unproved. s 

I am glad to inform toe House that 
the power supply position has imp¬ 
roved and that these people are not 
being confronted with such situa¬ 
tions as he mentioned. However 
tire take due care to see that such 
things do not occur again. 

Regarding coal price it is a com- 
iicated problem. There are various 
isues involved in the calculation of 
coal prices. There has been increase 
in the production of coal, per men. 
There has been improvement and 
mechaisation of coal mines and imp¬ 
rovement of industrial relations and 
also of the welfare schemes which 
are of our agenda. These are being 
expedited as far as possible whether 
this is lack of water or lack of housing 
facilities and other things also. 

With regard to production, I have 
stated somewhere and also it is here 
in the statement, that our production 
has increased. They have touched 
the 88 million tonne level now. And 
we hope by the end of this Hlan per¬ 
iod w e shall eVen go beyond this 88 
millio n tonne level. 

The constraints are obvious. They 
always mak e us alert and we take 
greater care to see that transport sys¬ 
tem is improved; power position is 
improved. We afre in constant touch 
with both of them.

Now, our policy is that cdal is ‘re¬ 
ached to distant planes by rail and to 
nearabout placer by road transport. 
That way we have tried to reduce 
the burden °* transport o n coal 
prices. I have no doubt that the 
question of wages for the mine wor¬ 
kers is worrying us. I can assure you 
that Government is constantly ex¬ 
amining the question as to what is to 
be done i n this regard. As regard* 
bi-partite negotiating committee, it 
has made certain recommendations. 
Those recommendations were as a re¬ 
sult of the agreement between the 
coal authority and the trade union* 
leaders. Because of recent difficul¬ 
ties in the matter of financial resour¬ 
ces that we are facing and the price 
hike, Government obviously tries to- 
see in what manner We can accept or 
modify those recommendations qui¬ 
ckly. I want to assure the House 
that it will always be the wish of the' 
Government to satisfy the workers in 
regard to the agreement that has al¬ 
ready bee n made. There is one other 
point. There has been a rapid increase 
in th e production of coal. And so, 4 hefe 
has to be a rationalisation of prices Of' 
coal aiid workers in the mines. No 
doubt there has been an erratic in¬ 
crease of workers at some places 
where they are not producing mOre 
coal. That has also got to be cons¬ 
tantly take n cafe of. Therefore, from 
fall these points of view, the C.fctA.' 
and B. C. C. L. are constantly 
watching the situation and they are 
trying to see that Something is done. 
We do not have concentration of 
workers for increasing the' production 
of coal so that there Is no increase in 
cost of production 6t coai every riefkr 
an then.

What about the death rate in the 
coal mines. It is between 200 to 230 
every year and as regards serious 
accidents it is 2,000 to 3,000. This is 
the condition. I request the hon. 
Minister to find out the causes and 
also take the safety measures to pre¬ 
vent this situation in the coal-mines 

Although my friend, Shri Oraon, 
has spoken about corruption yet I 
must point out that those officers who 
were dismissed for severe charges in 
the Coal Mining Authority have now 
been taken back. - It is very funny. 
About BCCL I have been raising a 
point of a highly corrupt officer who 
had keen thrown out of Rourkela 
Steel Plant and who has now taken 
in BCCL o n promotion. 

I submit this with a challenge that 
if my charges are not proved, I am 
prepared to take any punishment 
from my patron, the hon. Minister, 
but I am so sure about my charges 
and 1 submit that these are serious 
charges indeed ! If we do not clear 
the Angean stables and if- we do aot 
dear dll these dustbins in the coal

There is no doubt that the workers 
of the coal mines are maintaining 
production and the country has to 
fee] grateful to them that even under 
condition which are not very satis¬ 
factory and which are painful to all 
who are concerned with this, Gov¬ 
ernment as well as people outside 
and the whole House, they are main¬ 
taining the production; not only are 
they maintaining it but the produc¬ 
tion: is also slowly and slowely 
increasing Unfortunately this is 
also a fact which has been 
brought to my notice that many of the 
managers in the mines do not take the 
trouble to go deep down the mines 
to examine the condition of the 
mines; they do not go as often as 
they ought to. But recently the sit¬ 
uation has improved and they have 
been strongly advised not only to 
examine the papers and to scrutinise 
them and okay everything but also 
to go down the mines according to 
rules. I can assure the House that 
the technical officer whose duty it is 
to go down the mines will go more 
and more just as they have started 
going already. 

With regard to the general failure 
of power or shortage of power in 
eastern India, the hon. Member is as 
much aware of the situation as the 
House is. I have no doubt that in 
the next year or so the power 
position will improve and there will 
not be so much complaint about 
shortage of power as is being made 
out today.

RE OIL INDUSTRY (DEVELOP¬

MR. SPEAKER: Op the 6th August, 
1974 when the Minister of Petrol¬ 
eum and Chemicals moved that the 
Oil Industry (Development) Bill oe 
taken into consideration, certain ob¬ 
jections in respect of the Bill were 
raised by Sarvashri Madhu Limaye, 
Shyamnandan Mishra, Somnath Chat- 
terjee, R. V. Bade and H. N. Muker- 
jee. The main points mentioned by 
them are as follows: 


/1 ■) Two proposals have been put 
forward in this Bill-one for 
setting up a Board for the 

development of th e oil in 
dustry and the other for levy 
of excise duty on crude 
oil produced in the country. 
The Speaker shou’d consider 
Whether two entirely diff¬

THE MINISTER OF COMMERCE 
(PROF. D.. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA:

Statement 


Mr. Speaker, Sir, Honourable Mem- 
uer, Shri Madhu Limaye, had drawn 
Government’s attention t 0 the adjust¬ 
ments in the export duty structure on 
jute goods made in August, 1973, and 
March, 1974. He had stated that these 
adjustments had a connect'on with the 
elections in U.P., and were not related 
to the prices of jute goods as such. 
According to the Hon’ble Member, 
prices oi jute goods had been rising 
for well over 1J years, and not from 
the date of imposition of the new 
duties in March, 1974. 

2. I shall endeavour to show that we 
have been keeping the export duties 
on jute goods under constant review 
to ensure that they remain competitive 
in international markets. We have 
also' tried to ensure that when market 
conditions result in unexpectedly high 
profits to the industry, Government is 
able to siphon of! a part of this gnu 
for the exchequer. The House is, no 
do’*bt, aware that jute goods have 
been facing, for qu'te some time now, 
a serious threat from synthetic substi¬ 
tutes. In fact, our total exports in 
this field recorded a continuous and 
substantial decline from 1964 to 197]- 
72. There was a mild revival in our 
exports of jute goods i:i 1971-72, 
because of *ho inability of Bangladesh 
to cater to international markets at 
that time. This diversion of demand 
in our favour brought about a substan¬ 
tial rise in piice of the jute goods as 
well as an increase in the quantity 
exported. U was i n this context that 
Government introduced export duties 
in December, 1971. 

The statement at Annexure I would 
show the significant increase in the 
average prices of jute goods in 1971-72 
as compared to the two previous years. 
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With the re-emergence of Bangla¬ 
desh as a competitor to India, there 
was a sharp fall in our exports of jute 
goods in 1972-73, The disruption of 
supplies in 1971-72, despite the best 
efforts of the Indian Jute industry as 
well as the sharp rise in prices, were 
fully utilised by the manufacturers of 
synthetics, who concentrated heavily 
in the U.S. and West European mar¬ 
kets. Our jute exports to these tradi¬ 
tional markets were thus considerably 
eroded. A delegation which visited 
the United States in 1972 to study 
market conditions there recommended 
the reduction of the export prices of 
jute goods, to improve their compe¬ 
titiveness vis-a-vis synthetics. Ac¬ 
cordingly, Government decided in 
November, 1972 to reduce the export 
duty on primary carpet backing from 
Rs. 700 to Rs. 300 per tonne. This 
measure was widely welcomed by 
importers abroad, as well as the jute 
industry, and in June, 1973, the ex¬ 
port duty on primary carpet backing 
was further reduced to Rs. 200 per 
tonne, and the duty on secondary 
carpet backing was reduced from 
Rs. 700 to Rs. 300 per tonne. In 
August, 1973, the duty on hessian was 
reduced from Rs. 600 to Rs. 200 per 
tonne, and the duty on sacking was 
totally removed. These decisions were 
taken after a careful study of export 
and price trends in international mar¬ 
kets. The adjustment of export duty 
rates was considered essential to keep 
our Jute goods competitive in these 
markets. 

3. From September, 1973, with the 
on-set of the energy crisis, there was 
again revival of demand for jute 
goods. At this time, the industry was 
facing a different situation on account 
of power shortages, and production 
was at relatively low levels compared 
to the international demand. An up¬ 
ward trend in prices, therefore, 
emerged creating a situation similar 
to that in December, 1971, and Janu¬ 
ary, 1972. The industry was found to 
be taking advantage of this situation 
and 'earning disproportionate profits. 
Government felt it necessary to draw 
out the windfall element in these 


profits, and a decision was taken to 
enhance the export duties again in 
March, 1974. 


The statement at Annexure II would 
show the series of adjustments in the 
export duty structure o n jute goods. 

4. It would not be correct to say 
that prices of jute goods have - been 
showing a continuous upward trend 
for more than a year and half. Our 
main export commodity.in this sector 
is carpet backing, and exports of this 
item are operated on a fixed price for¬ 
mula, determined by Government on 
the basis of the prevailing cost of pro¬ 
duction, ruling international prices, 
and such other factors. This is a prin¬ 
ciple which has been accepted by the 
industry, and no export contracts for 
carpet backing are registered if they 
do not conform to the prevailing fixed 
price. The price for carpet backing 
was maintained at Rs. 4,550 per tonne 
throughout 1973. In January, 1974, 
in view of the pressure of demand 
from markets other than the U.S.A. 
and to increase our export earnings, 
the price was marked up to Rs. 5,000 
per tonne. A further review was 
made in March, 1974 when the price 
wa s re-fixed at Rs. 5,200 per tonne. 
At that time the demand situation was 
such that even a higher price could 
be sustained. It was felt that a size¬ 
able portion of the profits generated 
thereby should b£ mopped up by 
Government. This was the logic for 
increasing the export duty on primary 
and secondary carpet backing on the 
24th March, 1974. 

5. As regards other jute goods, 
sacking is produced mainly for the 
internal market. Since November, 
1973, some overseas demand for sack¬ 
ing has been building up. This, com¬ 
bined with cut-backs in production, 
caused by power shortage, resulted i n 
higher sacking prices. Sacking prices, 
however, showed an upward trend 
only i n the last quarter of 1973, where¬ 
as upto August, 1973, there was actu¬ 
ally a decline in the prices of sacking-

exported in substantial quantities 
once again there was actuaS/a dec-’ 
line m prices u pto August, 1973 from 
a ieyel of Rs. 101 per 100 yards to 
around Rs. 90 per 100 yards. There- 
after, hessian prices have risen sharp¬ 
ly, both on account of the shortfall 
o production and the market reaction 
occasioned by the energy crisis. We 
have tried to bring about a moderat¬ 
ing influence on hessian prices by 
regulating ‘ready delivery* contracts, 
and reintroducing export duty at a 
relatively high level.

“The only thing here is that the 
Government has chosen to correct 
itself and sent that correction to us 
and the Bill, as corrected by the 
Government, is now before all of 
us. W e should take it that way. 

The only point that Shri Sezhiyan 
has raised is a very technical point, 
that these corrigenda also should be 
circulated to us two days in ad¬ 
vance. ... 

Extraordinary Part H, Section 2, dated 
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MR. SPEAKER: You have already 
spoken? 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: On this point, 
Mr. Deputy Speaker said: 

"That is a different question whe¬ 
ther corrigenda should also be cir¬ 
culated two days in advance or 
they can be at a shorter notice. 
I do not know whether we are very 
clear about it. The House has not 
made it clear; the Speaker has not 
given any direction; there are no 
rules on that." 

No ruling is given on this point. The 
Finance Minister intervened when I 
raised the point on the present Bill 
and said: 

‘Sometimes a mistake is made in 
the printing press. Do you want to 
completely rule out the corri¬ 
genda?’ 

I accept the position that the Govern¬ 
ment can give a corrigenda and also 
I do accept that when there is a mis¬ 
take in the printing that also is con¬ 
sidered in this way and corrected. 
I request you that a clear ruling may 
be given on the scope and limitation 
of the corrigenda and how they 
should be circulated. I feel that cor¬ 
rigenda may be for correcting printing 
or grammatical errors. But it should 
not be adopted to seek an improve¬ 
ment, however desirable it may be, 
by way of a new word or arrange¬ 
ment. Substantial modification to a 
clause of the Bill, if any, should be 
made by way of amendments only and 
the Bill which is introduced should be 
a single entity. It cannot be done in 
two or three places, corrected by one 
thing, amended by another etc. Such 
a thing cannot be a complete one. 
So, in the corrigendum only these types 
of mistakes should come in. So, I 
want to have a clear ruling from you 
on this point, Sir. 

MR. SPEAKER: Mr. Sezhiyan, 

now you are asking about this parti¬ 
cular question and you want my 
direction. My view is this and I hope 
you will accept this, that corrigenda 


can make only printing corrections, 
grammatical or arithmatical mistakes 
or patent errors. 

And, if there is going to be some 
substantial correction or something 
entirely new, I am not prepared to 
accept it and they should bring the 
amendments before the House. You 
said, the Speaker had not given the 
ruling. You know, we have been 
following it in the past. The only 
thing 'that I see from the proceedings 
is this. The Deputy Speaker in that 
case has referred to one thing that 
the Bill had not yet come and Gov¬ 
ernment had before that time the right 
to issue the corrigenda which could 
form part of the Bill. And it is some-, 
thing which in my own opinion, and 
I think this is in keeping with the 
practice we follow should relate to the 
items which I have just now men¬ 
tioned. If they want to introduce a 
new clause, something which should 
come in the shape of an amendment, 
they could withdraw that Bill from 
circulation and get a new printed 
one. They could do it in time with 
the special permission of the Speaker. 
In this case it has not been done. As 
I said, printing errors^ grammatical 
or arithmetical errors can be removed, 
But if something is there in the form 
at completely .changing the sense- 
some substantial addition or deletion 
etc. they can come only in the shape 
of an amendment. So, in that case it 
would have been much advisable if 
they could take it back, approach the 
Speaker to allow it to be taken back, 
with his special permission, giving the 
reasons why it is being done they can 
replace it by a newly printed Bill. 
This is my opinion. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
Is that your final ruling? 

MR. SPEAKER: So long as you are 
here, northing is final.

We 
want to know what kind of legisla¬ 
tion has been brought here—is it a 
general enactment or a taxation Bill? 
We have got a written Constitution. 
So, it is better that in future such 
Bills which are being introduced in the 
House should clearly indicate under 
what provisions of the Constitution 
and under what Entry in the List 
these Bills are being introduced. It 
is not there in the U.K., because they 
do not have a written Constitution. 
We have a written Constitution. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE 
(Gwalior): There is no division of 
power so far as U.K. is concerned. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN; Under Arts. 246 
and 247—Lists I and III—Parliament 
is entitled to- moke laws. List No. 
II : is the exclusive jurisdiction of the 
State. In this Bill, because it 
covers;... 

MR. SPEAKER: I have not been 
able to appreciate this practice, be¬ 
cause some people have spoken al¬ 
ready and some are yet to speak and, 
in between, you said something about 
the corrigenda about which only the 
Speaker can give a direction, which I 
have done. So far as Other matters 
are concerned, it would be much bet¬ 
ter that you can say what you want 
to say at the end. 

If yjou want to speak about the 
legislative competence of the House, 
you can do so. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: This Bill covers 
the employees of the* Central Govern¬ 
ment and State Governments, local 
authorities and institutions sponsored 
by the Central as well as State Gov¬ 
ernments. Therefore,- I say there is 
an inroad to State- List. I do not 
want to go into it as Shri Chatterjee 
has already made that point One 
plea could be advanced that he has 
indicated that during emergency, 
Parliament* may assume power. He 
has referred to two types of emer¬ 


gency that is contemplated—under 
Art. 352, emergency exists whereby 
the security of India or of any part of 
the territory . thereof is threatened,*' 
whether by war or external aggres¬ 
sion or internal disturbance, on Hie 
basis of which a Proclamation may be 
made. (Interruptions) 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai): Let us hear the hon. 
Law Minister first 

MR. SPEAKER: Please do not in¬ 
terrupt him when I am listening. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Betul): Sir, 
mine is a valid interruption. For about 
half an hour we have this type of dia¬ 
logue. I regretfully submit that in 
this House if anyone wants to comply 
with the rules of procedure, the Chair 
should give absolute freedom. You 
shut us out. That is we want to rise 
on a valid interruption. That is what 
I am submitting. 

MR. SPEAKER: Let me know how 
it is relevant when you are getting up 
and when I have already asked the 
other Member to speak. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: I must sub¬ 
mit that when it is a question of pro¬ 
cedure, .my submission is that that 
should be taken up and talked about. 
We are discussing about the merits. 

MR. SPEAKER: I have not allowed 
anyone. I am now listening to what 
Shri Sezbiyan says. You get up with¬ 
out my permission. Hew is it proper? 
If you get my permission you can 
also get up. But, in, between, how 
can you get up? 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: Now, this Bill 
makes an inroad to the State lists 
entries 5 and 41. Take for example 
Art. 360, financial emergency. There 
it has been stated as follows:— 

"Notwithstanding * anything 
this Constitution-- 
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(a) any such direction may in¬ 
clude^ 

(i) a provision requiring the 
reduction ol salaries and allow¬ 
ances of all or any class of 
persons sterving in connection 
with the affairs °* a State;” 

That means if the power has been with 
the -Central Government, that would 
not hare been included in Art. 360 
Art. 360 comes in times of emergency 
and accepts rmplicity that the condi¬ 
tions of State employees are under the 
State List. 

1 have another basic point to be 
made. In 1963 when the Compulsory 
Deposit Scheme was introduced it was 
limited only to those on which addi¬ 
tional surcharge to income-tax was 
leviable. In 1963 they made a link 
with the income-tax. Then it was 
contested in the Allahabad High Court 
and it was decided: 

“Lastly, it was contended that the 
Compulsory Deposit Act of 1963 

which was to.now applies to 

those who are subject to additional 
requirement.” 

Then there was a link between the 
Compulsory Deposit Scheme and the 
income-tax so it escaped violating the 
Article of the Constitution but now 
there is no link. So, it violates and, 
as such, is beyond the competence of 
this House and it makes inroads into 
the entries of the concurrent list. 

Mir. SPEAKER: My only point is 
about the question of constitutional 
competence. Can the Speaker decide 
about it? 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: If there 
is a clear-cut violation, then surely the 
Speaker can without any detriment to 
the dignity of his office give a ruling.

SHRI SEZHIYAN: In the Second 
Lok Sabha, a Bill dealing with Estate 
Duty came up before the House, and 
at that time, the legislative competence 
of the House was questioned and the 
Speaker held that only after getting 
the approval of the States, the Bill 
would be allowed to be passed in this 
House. So, there is a precedent for 
this. 

MR. 'SPEAKER: I would invite 
hon. Members’ attention to page 473 
of Practice and Procedure of Parlia¬ 
ment by Kaul a nd Shakdher. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Why do 
you not allow us to finish our submis¬ 
sions? 

MR. SPEAKER: The hon. Member 
has already raised it. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: You are 
giving a ruling on every point as 
soon as it i>3 raised.... 

MR. SPEAKER: There, it is stated: 

“It is the accepted practice in 
Lok Sabha that the Speaker does 
not give any ruling on a point of 
order which raises the question 
whether a Bill, is constitutionally 
within the legislative competence of 
the House or not. 

The House also does not take a 
decision on the specific question of 
wires of a Bill. It is open to Mem¬ 
bers to express their views in the 
matter and to address arguments for 
and against the wires for the con¬ 
sideration of the House. The Mem¬ 
bers take this aspect into account 
in voting on the motion for leave 
to introduce a Bill or on the sub¬ 
sequent motions on the Bill.”. 

Sq, Members can discuss it whether it 
is o ris not within the legislative com¬ 
petence, but no ruling is given. The 
position is very clear. 
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SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHKA: 
Then, how does the Chair prohibit us 
from encroaching upon the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the States? Why are we being 
prevented from encroaching upon the 
jurisdiction of the States? You almost 
every day d 0 say that a particular sub¬ 
ject lies in the State List. Do you not 
say that often here? 

MR. SPEAKER: I have quoted the 
practice and also the precedent. It is 
not mine. I am led by the accepted 
precedents and practice. 

SHRI SHYAMANANDAN MISHRA: 
Every day, w e are confronted with an 
observation from the Chair that a 
particular subject lies in the State 
List. 

MR. SPEAKER: The Chair does 
not give any ruling on the legislative 
or constitutional competence, but the 
House can discuss it and vote against 
or for it.

SHRI SEZHIYAN: The fourth part 
at page 473 of this book by Kaul and 
Shakdher says; 

“Ther e have, however, been 
occasions when the Speaker, leaving 
the ultimate decision on the matter 
to the House, has expressed his own 
views on the vires of Bills. 

If the motion for leave to intro¬ 
duce a Bill is opposed on the ground 
of legislative incompetence of th 
House, a full discussion on the point 
has been permitted. 

Where the fulfilment of a consti¬ 
tutional requirement is essentia 
for the passing of a Bill, the Speaker 
may permit discussion on the Bill 
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for the intervening stages and ask 
the Government to meet that re¬ 
quirement in the mean, titty?.” 

A specific case has been giver^: 

“On April 25, 1958 when the 
motion for reference of thp Estate 
Duty (Amendment) Bill to a Select 
Committee was under discussion, a 
member contended that as the Bill 
proposed to levy estate duty in res¬ 
pect of agricultural and which was 
a State subject, Parliament could 
proceed in the matter only after 
resolution as required under the 
Constitution had been passed by 
two or more States. 

After hearing arguments on both 
sides, the Speaker upheld the con¬ 
tention.” 

In this case also, after hearing US, 
you can uphold our continention.

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
To my mind, there should be no doubt 
that it is , beyond thq legislative com¬ 
petence of this Htouse to legislate on 
matters which are specifically includ- 
;d in the State list. It is clear 
invasion of {tye States, ju^ic^pn and 
it makes non-sen^ of our ' federal 
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[Shri Shyamnandan Mishra] 

structure. We have got a three-fold 
distribution of powers between the 
Centre and the States and therefore 
we have got three lists. It -high¬ 
lights > a very dangerous trend to¬ 
wards a unitary State and therefore 
it could not be countenanced with 
complacency that the Government 
Beem s to urge. 

The Government has said that it is 
not taking refuge under the emer¬ 
gency provision of the Constitution nor 
is it taking refuge under article 249 
which gives the Union Parliament the 
powers to legislate on a subject 
which is specifically within the 
States’ jurisdiction. That can be 
done by a ..special majority in the 
Council of States. Government is enot 
taking its stand on that also. There¬ 
fore, the question is whether items 5 
and 41 of the State List do not exclu¬ 
sively lie within the State List or 
is there an overlapping between the 
State List and the Union List. If 
there is overlapping, then, of course, 
there have been decisions in the past 
that the powers of the Union 
Parliament would override that of the 
State Legislature. But if it is estab¬ 
lished that these two items, item 5 
and item 41—which relate to the 
public services, and their conditions 
and also to the local authority, and lie 
specifically and exclusively within the 
State List, then it is clearly unconsti¬ 
tutional. By what interpretation the 
Government would say that there is 
overlapping on that we are' still to 
hear the Government and, therefore, 
I am of the view first that the Govern¬ 
ment should place its own point of 
view so that we are able to examine 
it later. Even so, if the Government 
takes its own stand on this basis. 

Now, in my humble opinion, it does 
not lie in the twilight zone There is 
no question of doubt that it is within 
the State list. If the conditions of 
service, and the local authorities do 
not . lie within, the State sphere, then 
I do not think that there can be any 


State in Incfia. worth the name to Re¬ 
peat these two things do not lie, within 
the State sphere, then, thgre. is 
no point in calling the States the 
constituent units of the federation. Sq, 
even by the doctrine of pith and subs¬ 
tance these two items clearly lie with* 
in the State sphere and, in ; my res¬ 
pectful submission, there can be nd 
justification, for taking it over by the 
Union Legislature. 

It might well be said that accord* 
ing to article 246 there can be some 
justification for the Union to take 
over a State subject. But, as I have 
submitted earlier, this article can 
figure, can come into play, only when 
there i s a genuine overlapping. Article 
246 cannot come into play here 
because there is no genuine overlap¬ 
ping in this matter. Therefore, I 
would submit that this measure is 
clearly ultra vires and the Govern¬ 
ment is indeed showing a very 
dangerous trend in encroaching upon 
the jurisdiction of the State Legis¬ 
lature. The State Legislature is not a 
delegate of the Union Parliament.. The 
State Legislature has got plenary 
powers. Just as the Union Parliament 
has got plenary powers within the 
limitations imposed by the Constitu¬ 
tion the State Legislature, two have 
got plentary powers, and if the Powers 
of State Legislatures are sought to be 
taken over by the Union Legislature, 
then there can be no sovereign State 
Legislature in the spirit in which it 
has been conceived in our Constitutor. 

Therefore, I would submit that this 
Bill cannot be considered by this 
House—this is my clear and strong 
opinion. Since we have taken an oath 
under the Constitution, and that oath is 
included in a Schedule of the Consti¬ 
tution, it is our duty to ee e whether 
a law conforms to the Constitution or 
not. Let the decision be taken by 
the majority by their own interpre¬ 
tation of the Constitution but we will 
conscientiously state our own inter¬ 
pretation of the Constitution in the 
light of the oath that we have taken 
under the Schedule of the Constitu¬ 
tion. 
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SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Betul): Sir, 
the basic question to be resolved is 
whether the essentials quality or the 
pith and substance of this legislation 
falls either in Entry 5 or Entry 41 of 
List II or whether it is squarely 
covered by Entry 97. Even if it re¬ 
motely falls in Entry 5 or Entry 41, 
then we could have said that the 
question of legislative competence is a 
valid one. I submit, in at' humility, 
the matter of similar legislation 1ms 
been considered by the Supreme 
Court. They have examined the pith 
and substance of that legislation. They 
have come to a conciusi;\i that that 
was covered fairly and squarely by 
Entry 97. 

What is the pith and substance of 
this legislation? The pith and subs¬ 
tance of this legislation has so rightly 
fallen back upon clause 6, as stated 
by Shri Somnath Chatterjee. That is 
the right clause and that clause con¬ 
templates: 

“every employer, who draws, from 
the Consolidated Fund of India or 
-■f any State or of any Union terri¬ 
tory having a Legislative Assembly, 
and disburses.. as and when emo¬ 
luments are disbursed by himfor any 
period, deduct from the emoluments 
so disbursed, the whole of the addi¬ 
tional dearness allowance and credit 
the amount so deducted, in accordance 
with the scheme, to the Additional 
Wages Deposit Account and the Addi¬ 
tional Dearness Allowance Deposit 
Account respectively." 

Therefore, instead of beating round 
the bush, because none of them has 
crystalised what precisely is the pith 
and substance of this legislation, I 
submit, the pith and substance of this 
legislation is simply the deduction of 
additional wages and one-half of the 
additional dearness allowance from 
th e wage earners and their compulsory 
deposit on interest with the Govern¬ 
ment. In other words, the pith and 
substance or the essential quality of 
this Bill is that this is borrowing 
money by the Government on interest 
from wage earners to the extent of 
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additional wages and the one-half of 
additional dearness allowance as an 
anti-inflationary measure. 

To say that this is covered by Entry 
5 or Entry 41 is complete misreading 
of Entry 5 and Entry 41. Entry 5 
refers to the Constitution and powers 
of local authorities. Does this Bill 
even touch on the fringe of the consti¬ 
tution of a local authority? Does it 
touch the powers of the employers of 
a local authority? In that sense, does 
not deduction of income-tax at a parti¬ 
cular rate cast a burden in the em¬ 
ployers, the : local authorities, tc 
deduct that at source and pay here? In 
other words, where a duty is cast upon 
the local authority to act as an em¬ 
ployer vis-a-vis an employees, none 
of their powers so far as the employ¬ 
ment of the employee is concerned is 
at all questioned. They may pay any 
amount of wages as they like. What¬ 
ever may be their emoluments, how 
much is the increase it is their 
option. 

What is to be the D.A., that is un¬ 
touched. What is to be the additional 
increase in the D. A. that is also un¬ 
touched What are to be the terms of 
employment, that is entirely un¬ 
touched. In other words, whatever 
may be the contract of employment 
between an employer and an em- 
employee is left entirely ' untouched, 
in any manner, except for the pur¬ 
poses of this legislation, that is, the 
local authority is called upon to de¬ 
duct the additional wages and one- 
half of the dearness a^owance, 
deposit it in a particular account and 
receive interest on behalf of the em¬ 
ployees. This is not different in any 
manner than the deductions contemp¬ 
lated for the purpose of income-tax 
law. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Yours is a self-defeating argument. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: You Kindly 
bear with itie. 

I wag referring to the decision of 
the Supreme Court in the case of the 
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Annuity Deposit scheme. What was 
the pith and substance of the Annuity 
Deposit scheme? There is no doubt 
about it. In 1966, 59 ITR 243, in the 
case of one Shri Hari Krishan 
Bhargava, the Supreme Court was 
called upon to adjudicate upon the 
question of legal competence of 
Annuity Deposits In that case they 
first discussed what was the scheme 
of Annuity Deposit, and I would sub¬ 
mit for the consideration of this 
House whether there is even a shred 
of difference between the pith and 
substance of this legislation which 
contemplated Annuity Deposit and the 
present legislation. This is how the 
scheme was broadly summarised by 
the Supreme Court. This is what the 
Supreme Court said. I am quoting 
from 1966 (59) I.T.R. 243, p. 247: 

“Broadly studied, the scheme of 
Chapter 20A is that certain classes 
of tax-payers in the comparatively 
higher income group are required 
to make out of their total income de¬ 
posits at the specified rates on the 
adjusted total income with the 
Central Government. The amount 
so deposited is made returnable 
with interest in ten annual instal¬ 
ments. . 

This was applicable then to the em¬ 
ployees of the Local Authority— 
Annuity Deposit—as much as this law 
is made applicable now. The conten¬ 
tion wag this. The petitioner sub¬ 
mitted: 

“..that the scheme of Annuity 
Deposit incorporated in Chapter 2QA 
is invalid because Parliament has 
no competence to incorporate in the 
Indian Income-tax Act a provision 
which was substantially one relat¬ 
ing to th e borrowing by the Central 
Government from a class of tax¬ 
payers.” 

This is how the pith and substance 
was summarised by the Supreme 
Court: 

“Granting that the scheme of 
Chapter 20A is for borrowing money 
by the Central Government from 


the taxpayers in the highest income 
group at the rate prescribed, which 
is repayable in instruments, the 
power to legislate in this behalf is 
still within the competence of the 
Parliament by virtue of entry 97 of 
List I of the Seventh Schedule.” 

Further they have, categorically and 
in terms, said that what is sought to 
be achieved by the Act is the twin 
objective of mobilisation of private 
savings for public purposes and im¬ 
posing curbs on the inflationary trends 
in the economy of our country. 

This is precisely what is sought to 
be achieved by the present legislation. 
Therefore, my respectful submission 
is this. Were the employees belong¬ 
ing to the Local Authority not within 
the purview of the Annuity Deposit? 
Was it not the duty of the Supreme 
Court to consider when the legislative 
competence was challenged whether 
this is a matter which falls within the 
realm of the State List and not the 
Union List? If it is said that this 
comes under entry 41 of the State 
List which deals with State Public 
Services and State Public Service 
Commission, was not Annuity Deposit 
equally applicable to State employees? 
It was equally applicable to them. 
Therefore, this legislation which im¬ 
mobilises as certain amount of savings 
in the hands of certain classes of 
citizens—in this case, the employees— 
this scheme which requires them to 
deposit this compulsorily on interest, 
is squarely covered by entry 97 of 
List I. And here is the authority of 
the Supreme Court. Therefore, 
whatever is being said is contrary to 
the direct decision on this point given 
by the Supreme Court. That is one 
point. 

Another /poiaft which was sought 
to be raised by Shri Somnath Chat- 

er j ee _ 1 do not know whether that ia 

seriously contended—was this. Money 
is property within the postulates of 
article 31(2); since it is property with¬ 
in the postulates of article 31 (2) it 
cannot be acquired or requisitioned 
otherwise except as provided under 
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article M(2). The entire argument 
has proceeded on a complete mis¬ 
understanding of the decision of the 
Supreme Court On this point. What 
the Supreme had held in the case of 
Ranaji ftao—1968, 4d89—i s this I am 
reading from the judgement: 

“Though the language of Arti¬ 
cle 31(2) prima facie comprehends 
all movable property including 
chose in action and money, there 
are valid grounds to hold that 
chose in action and money are 
outside the reach of Article 31(2)“ 

Therefore, chose in action and money 
are subjects which are entirely out¬ 
side the authority of eminent domain. 
It is not related to any of the power 
of the State to acquire private pro¬ 
perty against compensation because 
money is what is going to be the com¬ 
pensation. Therefore, the concept of 
money being acquired or requisitio¬ 
ned under Art. 31 (2) just does not 
arise. Then the question i«: When 
it falls under 31(2) what is the cri¬ 
teria? All that is required is that no 
citizen shall be deprived of his pro¬ 
perty without the authority of the 
law and the law should conform to 
the requirements of Art. 95. It is 
not their case that'any of the fun¬ 
damental rights are infringed. 
Therefore, money not being a pro¬ 
perty contemplated under Art. 91 (2), 
it will only fall under 31(1) and the 
only restriction on 31 (1) is that the 
la w made under 31 (1) when it dep- 
prives of a citizen’s property should 
confrom to Art. 95. It is not the case 
that it does not conform to Art. 95. 


There is only one more point and 
that will be the end of my submis¬ 
sion. A case is sought to be made 
out that, assuming that ' we are en¬ 
titled to make this law and assuming 
that the Parliament is competent to 
legislate, then, willyriilly, we 'are 
makhig inroads into what falls ex- 
dflftWely Within the domain of the 


State. That seems to be Shri-Madhu 
Limaye’s point. If I have been able 
to understand him correctly, what he 
has made out is this. Shri Madhu 
Limaye said: I am reading from 
the debate of the 16th August, 1974;

the State expenditure is concerned. 
I have a direct authority.... 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
If the main power is there, then the 
incidental powers are there too. 

SHRr N. K. P. SALVE: Are you 
conceding that it is within the legis¬ 
lative competence? Then whatever 
might happen to the State does hot 
matter.

, ’ OtfeerwMe thf authority of AIR 37 
Federal. Court 1950 page 69 is conclu¬ 
sive on the issue. Justice Patanjali 
Shastri in the classical judgment on 
prohibition says: 

,"If you’ are going to prohibit im¬ 
port of foreign liquor, then that 
, directly affects the customs revenue 
of* the Centre apd, therefore, what¬ 
ever elad ypu can do, you cannot 
make la^s which make inroads 
' into the revenues of the Centre.’' 

Thepe, it is the State and the Centre, 
here it is the other way. But the 
principle is the same..., 

SARI R. R. SHARMA (Banda): 
Was it before or after the Constitu¬ 
tion came into force? 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: That was 
before the framing of the Constitu¬ 
tion, but the basic principle is the 
same. 

SliRr R. R. SHARMA: That is 
another matter. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: I am talk 
ing about the implications of the 
exercise of legislative competence by 
this Parliament if it makes an inroad 
and requires expenditure to be in¬ 
curred by the States. 

This is the principle enunciated 
and I submit In all humility that this 
is the law that we have to take. That 
has not been reversed and if is: 

"It may tie that a general adop¬ 
tion of the policy of prohibition 
will lead to a fall in the import of 
foreign liqiior and the consequent 
dimunition of the Central customs 
revenue ‘ but where the Constitu- 
’ tion Act has given to the province 
legislative potoers with respect to si 
certain matter iii clear and unam¬ 
biguous terms then the Court 
should not deny it to them and 
impose restriction on its exercise on 
such extraneous, considerations. It 
is now well established." 

It' iS now ' well-settled that if an 
enactment according to its true na¬ 


ture, its pirth and substance, clearly 
falls within one of the matters as¬ 
sociated to the provincial legisla 
ture if is valid notwithstanding it» 
incidental encroachment on a federal 
subject.” 

That is the position which hold good 
today under our Constitution. We 
have the requisite legislative compe¬ 
tence, to make law. Let us not bring 
in matters which are extraneous. I 
would beg of my esteemed friend Mr. 
Shyamnandan Mishra to bear with 
me. While determining the essential 
character or pith and substance doc¬ 
trine, what is going to be the basic 
criteria or test you are going to lay 
down? It is the burden that is going 
to be caused—burden on the em¬ 
ployed to deny himself the additional 
wages and half of the DA, and to de¬ 
posit it with the Government com- 
pulsorly. That is the pith and sub¬ 
stance. 

SHRI SHYAM NANDAN MISHRA: 
Would you not like that the attribu¬ 
tes of a State should remain in tact? 
Why are you thinking only in terms 
of financial issues? If the State loses 
its attributes it no longer remains a 
State. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: My him. 
friend Mr. Shyamnandan Mishra is 
an Idealist and a dreamer. If he is 
talking in terms of what would' be 
the ideal conditions to be created for 
happy and harmonious relations bet¬ 
ween State and Centre, I will go with 
him. Here is the Finance Minister 
faced with an extraordinary situation. 
In our own Committee of the party 
we have subjected him to a very 
gruelling crossexamination and we, 
wanted to know various things, whe¬ 
ther this I s going to achieve the ob¬ 
jects which have been set forth 
Whether it is going to really work 
towards harmonious relationship bet¬ 
ween States and Centre.... 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
States have got certain essential 
powers. You are’ taking Over '• their 
those powers seven on the Ideal autho¬ 
rity. 
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SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: I would 
request him not to minimise our au¬ 
thority here. The Supreme Court 
while deciding the case of levy of 
wealth tax on agricultural land has 
stated that in accordance with Art. 
248 read with entry 97 all that is re¬ 
quired to be seen is whether or not 
strictly anything falls in entry 2 or 3, 
if granting it does not fall, it is open 
to Parliament to make any law that 
it seeks in these regard. Therefore, 
there is no substance whatsoever in 
the contention that Parliament lacks 
legislative competence to make this 
Bill. 


SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: I have 
heard the very ingenious speech of 
my hon. friend Mr. Salve. 

I am afraid that this House does 
not tt'ke a merely legalistic view of 
the provisions of the law but that we 
have t 0 take as the Parliament of 
India a view on this matter which is 
rather different to the kind of exer¬ 
cise to which we have been listening 
now. 

At this stage, I cannot go into the 
merits or rather the demerits of this 
pernicious imposition, but the man¬ 
ner of this Bill and its haphazard 
introduction appears to me to deny 
the salutary constraints which are 
there in opr Constitution. 

I do not want to rub it in. But 
it does seem to me to be another ins¬ 
tance of government’s wishing to 
ride the a high horse in regard to the 
constitutional principles. 

Mr. Salve referred to what Mr. 
Madhu Limaye had said earlier. He 
had stated it very cogently, in my 
estimation, that under this Bill, ac¬ 
cording to the financial memoran¬ 
dum supplied by Government, if the 
State Government agencies were to 
operate the scheme and if the addi¬ 
tional cost for the Centre is estimated 
at Rs. 100 lakhs per annum recurring 


and Rs. 29 lakhs non-recurring ap¬ 
parently, unspecified amounts would 
have to come out of the State exche¬ 
quer. 

Now, whatever he might say, I feel 
that this is a most unwanted and 
peculiar thing that the cost of collec¬ 
tion on deposit amounts, accounting 
on deposits and repayment as provi¬ 
ded for would be borne according to 
this Memorandum by the Central and 
State Governments, that is to say, the 
State Governments are being given 
an. order ‘Do this’. This is a most 
extraordinary and presumptions and 
constitutionally impermissible pro¬ 
cedure. We have, in this country— 
whether we like it or not—a federal 
government. It may not be a decen¬ 
tralised federation, on the contrary, 
our orientation is in favour of a 
centralised federation. It is a fede¬ 
ration because the first Article says 
that India, that is, Bharat, is a Union 
of States, and States rights are a sen¬ 
sitive matter not only because of cer¬ 
tain political problems that we have 
to-day, whether in Kashmir or 
Nagaland Or Mizoram or wherever 
else you might choose, but because 
it is a matter of cardinal importance 
to the functioning of our Constitution 
and our political life that a balance 
is kept between the Centre and the 
States. We have non-Congress 
Governments, for example in Tamil 
Nadu. You cannot ask them to ditto 
what Delhi says. If my recollection 
is not wrong, the Chief Minister of 
Kerala has said something which in¬ 
dicated that he was against the ac¬ 
ceptance of the financial provisions 
put forward by the Government of 
India. Now, if for instance this Gov¬ 
ernment and the. State Governments 
come to have a confrontation in the 
matter of rights—States vis-a-vis the 
Centre—at least, if Government cho¬ 
oses so, that is a different matter. We 
have, in this House, got to take into 
consideration, that States lights are 
being ridden rough-shod over in 
spite of whatever provisions there are 
in the Constitution which could he ’ 
invoked in order to keep the States at 
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bay and to get them under the con¬ 
trol of the Centre. Those provisions 
have not been invoked and, on the 
sly, surreptitiously, by introducing 
this kind of legislation in this House, 
States rights are being taken away. 
Then what is to be said in answer? 
Parliament is certainly responsible 
for this sort of thing. Earlier, it waa 
very clearly pointed out that in the 
State Lists, there are specific re¬ 
ferences to what is sought to be done 
in this particular Bill. Public servi¬ 
ces are actually mentioned and also 
in so far as the powers of local au¬ 
thority, the municipalities and im¬ 
provement trusts as well as district 
boards go. Please see Item V in the 
State List. That being so, I need not 
now labour this point because it has 
already been mentioned. I do not 
see why Government should try to 
ignore the rights of the States in this 
direction. 

We have, in our Constitution, cer¬ 
tain provisions like Art. 249 which 
lay down that Parliament, in the na¬ 
tional interest, has power to legis¬ 
late in respect of a matter in the 
State List. But, that can be a tem¬ 
porary measure. And this Article 
postulates a simple resolution sup¬ 
ported by no less than two-thirds of 
the Members present and voting in 
the Rajya Sabha—in the Council of 
States. If Government wanted to do 
something which would require a 
certain impingement into the rights 
of the State they could easily have 
brought a resolution or something in 
the other House where, with a two- 
thirds majority, they could have 
brought the support of the State to 
some impingement of the authority. 
But, they do not choose to do sO. 

There is Article 352 under which 
emergency has been declared. We 
should like to know whether Gov¬ 
ernment really and truly takes its 
stand dn the position, that in view of 
the emergency tear at external 
aggression and internal disorder they 
are collecting so much more money 
from the people. They cannot have 
the moral guts to say so because it is

neither legally nor politically per¬ 
missible. That is why they are trying 
to act on the sly. 

Reference has already been made 
how Article 360 could have been In¬ 
voked. Government ihas not declared 
as yet that financial stability and cre¬ 
dit of India is threatened and that this 
Bill is the answer. We have an im¬ 
age to preserve. We talk so much 
about the image of India and, I am 
sure, Government ’does not want to 
declare that financial stability and 
credit of India is threatened. There¬ 
fore, they are not invoking his Arti¬ 
cle of the Constitution. 

T repeat nothing is more important 
In our Constitution than Article 1. 
I would add that this is not the first 
time in this Session that the Govern¬ 
ment has been caught in an attempt 
to do something on the sly perhaps, 
a combination- of guilty conscience, 
inbuilt ineptitude and haughty indi¬ 
fference to Parliament where they 
have a brute majority at their bid¬ 
ding, enables them to do what they 
like and this has perhaps brought us 
to this position. W e have to see that 
the constitutional provisions that 
make for genuine harmonious rela¬ 
tionship between the Centre and the 
States are not thrown to the winds 
and Government does not do some¬ 
thing surreptitiously. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAM1 (Gauhati): Mr. Deputy 

Speaker, Sir, the short point under 
discussion at the moment here is whe¬ 
ther the Bill sought to be introduced 
is within the legislative competence 
of the Parliament or not. As regards 
its. legislative propriety that is not 
under discussion at this stage. 

Two points, have been raised. The 
first and the primary point made is 
that the Bill comes within the pur¬ 
view of Entry 5 and 41 of List H and, 
therefore, it being within the* com¬ 
petence of State legislature, the com¬ 
petence* of the Parliament is harsed. 
The second point made & that this 
Bill is also violative of Article 31(2). 
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The point regarding the competence 
of the State legislatures, so far as this 
Bill is concerned, has been dealt 
with by Mr. Salve. He has relied on 
Entry 97. Apart from that if there 
is any other Entry under which this 
Bill can be brought it i s Entry 20 of 
the con current list, that is, social and 
economic planning. If you would be 
pleased to look a t Entry 20 in the 
Concurrent List; you will find that it 
reads as follows: 


“Economic and social planning”. 

After all, the doctrine of pith and 
substance is that we must look to the 
substance that this Bill seeks to achi¬ 
eve, and we can see that or we shall 
have to see that from the totality of 
the Bill and also from the Long Title 
of the Bill itself. You will be pleased 
to see from the Long Title of the Bill 
that this is a Bill which is not affect¬ 
ing the service conditions of the em¬ 
ployees in the State service or public 
service but it is a Bill to provide in 
the interests of national economic 
development by way of compulsory 
deposit of additional emoluments, and, 
therefore, it is a Bill for national eco¬ 
nomic development, and from that 
point of view it comes under Entry 20 
of the Concurrent list. 


I am strengthened in this argument 
by the view expressed by one of the 
most eminent jurists of this country, 
Mr. C. K. Daphthary, the former At¬ 
torney General. He gave Ids views 
in this House on the Compulsory De¬ 
posit Scheme Bill on an indentical 
question. This question was brought 
up in this House and the Attorney- 
General was called upon to express 
his opinion in this House cm the Com¬ 
pulsory Deposit Scheme Bill, 1963. 
With your permission, I would like to 
refer to some of his views. I am 
reading from Lok Sabha Debates, 
(Third Series), Vol. XVn, 25tb-30th 
April, 1963, cc. 12753—54. He said: 


“The questions that were asked of 
me in regard to this Bill were two. 
The first was whether this Bill was 
legislatively competent, that is to 
say, whether Parliament had the 
legislative authority to make this 
into an Act. The second question 
was whether if it had, the Act 
would, when passed, conflict with 
any of the matters in Part III of 
the Constitution, that is to say, the 
Fundamental Rights Chapter.”. 

So, an identical question had been 
raised at that time also. He further 
said: 

“As to competency, I have put it 
or have considered that it would 
come under Entry Nofl 20 of List 
III, that is the Concurrent List. That 
Entry runs as follows. May I be 
permitted to read it? That entry 
is: ‘Economic and social planning’. 
And in connection with that, I might 
call of attention to the Long Title 
of the Bill which runs this way..”. 

If you will be pleased to see the Long 
Title of that Bill and of this Bill, you 
will find that the long Title of that 
Bill was word by word the same aa 
this, namely (, A Bill to provide in the 
interest of national economic develop¬ 
ment for compulsory deposit and for 
the framing of a scheme in relation 
thereto.”. The long Title of the pre¬ 
sent Bill is also “to provide in the in¬ 
terest of national economic develop¬ 
ment for compulsory deposit of addi¬ 
tional emoluments and for the fram¬ 
ing of a scheme in reaction thereto”. 

Of course, the Attorney-General had 
also gone through the question that 
even if it did not come under Entry 
20, it would still be covered by Entry 
97 in List I. Even when that Bill was 
discussed, the question was raised that 
it came within the purview of the 
State Legislature because by that 
compulsory deposit scheme what was 
sought to be achieved was deposits 
from land revenue from persons who 
were earning above a certain amount, 
to the tune of 50 per cent. The ques¬ 
tion that had been raised was that 
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since the deposit was from land re¬ 
venue and land revenue fell within 
the State List, that came within the 
purview of the States. The Attorney- 
General’s reply was: 

“May I say to the hon. Member 
that the matter has to be approach¬ 
ed by looking at the substance of 
the legislation? That is the test 
which has always been applied or 
as it has been called, the pith and 
substance of the measure. The pith 
and substance of this measure is 
compulsory saving and the making 
of a deposit. The pith and subs¬ 
tance is not land revenue. There¬ 
fore, it cannot fall within the State 
List where there is the item relat¬ 
ing to land revenue. 

The reference to land revenue in 
this Bill is for two purposes. One 
is to indicate a kind of person who 
will be liable to make the deposit..”. 

And then he went on to anumerate 
the purposes. 

Therefore, my submission is that it 
comes within either entry 20 of List 
III or the residuary power of Parlia¬ 
ment. The learned Law Minister has 
already said that he is not taking re¬ 
course to the emergency provisions, . 
but since an argument has been made 
that the emergency provisions are not 
applicable in this case because the 
emergency that has been declared is 
under article 352 relating to external 
aggression and not to the economic 
emergency contemplated in the Con¬ 
stitution, I would refer, even acade¬ 
mically if necessary, to article 250 and 
say that we have the power under 
article 250. Article 250 says as 
follows: 

Article 250 says: 

“Notwithstanding anything in 
this Chapter, Parliament shall, while 
a Proclamation of Emergency is in 
operation, have power to make laws 
for the whole or any part of the 
territory of India with respect to 


any of the matters enumerated in 

the State List”. 

This articles does not make it a condi¬ 
tion precedent that you will have the 
power of economic legislation only 
when an economic emergency is dec¬ 
lared or some other type of legislation 
wnen an emergency is declared against 
external aggression. It says whatever 
may be the nature of the circumstan¬ 
ces for which an emergency is declar¬ 
ed, whether under article 352 or other¬ 
wise, the power to legislate is auto¬ 
matically extended under article 250, 
to legislate even on matters under 
the State List. 

Therefore, the question is not whe¬ 
ther under what contingency an em¬ 
ergency has been declared. The 
moment an emergency is declared, 
Parliament’s power to legislate under 
art. 250 is enlarged to cover the 
State List irrespective of the fact that 
the emergency was declared under 
art. 322 and not under other pro¬ 
visions relating to financial emergency. 

Therefore, my respectful submission 
is that if we take that aspect also into 
consideration, this matter becomes 
absolutely academic, in nature, though 
as I have submitted, we have the legis¬ 
lative competence so far as it comes 
directly under the purview of Entry 
20 , and even assuming it ls-mot, then 
it is covered by the article relating 
to residuary powers. 

As for the other point about pro¬ 
perty, Shri Salve has replied that 
money is not property. Probably we 
would have liked, or at any event some 
of us would have liked, that money 
comes within the purview of property 
under art. 31 > (2) because that would 
give us the power to acquire liquid 
cash of certain rich type of persons 
without giving compensation. But I 
will submit even assuming, and not 
admitting, that money is taken to be 
a property for purposes of art. 
31(2), which I say it is not, even then 
Parliament has the power under art 
31A (b) Assuming that you go to 
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the extreme case when money is con¬ 
sidered as property because it says: 

“taking ove r the management of 

any property by the State for a 

limited period either m the public 

interest_" 

Even assuming money to be property, 
which I say for the purpose of art. 
31(2) one connot contemplate, it 
comes within art 31A (b) because 

in the public interest fop economic 
development and for checking infla¬ 
tion at this crucial moment, obviously 
we can take over the management of 
money for a limited, temporary period. 

Therefore, I submit that the two 
points raised so far as legislative com¬ 
petence is concerned, have no subs¬ 
tance. If there is any political argu¬ 
ment, like the one aduced by Shii 
II. N. Mukerjee, this is not the stage 
to discuss it; because we will be dis¬ 
cussing all the aspects when we come 
to the consideration stage. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: The Law 
Minister is intervening; he is not re¬ 
paying. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: Let him 
speak afterwards. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; No, I can 
call anybody. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: The Law 
Minister’s reply is final. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: No, he is 
only intervening. 

THE MINISTER OF LAW, JUSTICE 
AND COMPANY AFFAIRS (SHRI 
H. R. GOKHALE)': I crave your indul¬ 
gence to allow me to intervene at this 
stage only for the reason that I have 
to move a Bill in the Rajya Sabha 
and 1 may be called any moment. 

Most of the major points have al¬ 
ready been made. I have read very 
carefully the debate which took place 
on Friday although I was not present 
here. 


SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: On a point 
of order. He cannot speak at this 
stage.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Now I 
have said that he is only intervening. 
He is not replying to the debate. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; Who will 
reply? £ 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: The 
Minister-in-charge, the Finance Minis¬ 
ter. 

Some members expressed an opinion 
that they would first like to hear the 
Law Minister, so that they may be 
able to meet hie points. Ih any case, 
it is up-to the Chair to call anybody. 
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Have we no self-respect as a collective 
body? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: It is for 
the Chair to decide whom to call and 
at what time. 

SHRI H. R- GOKHALE: I have read 
carefully the speeches made on Fri¬ 
day, although I was not personally 
present, and I have heard the speeches 
made today. Although the debate has 
been long, ultimately it boils down 
to a very few major points relating 
to the legislative competence of Par¬ 
liament to enact this legislation. Some 
other points were also raised on Fri¬ 
day with regard to excessive delega¬ 
tion etc., to which I will come later. 

The main argument was that this 
legislation impinges on the powers of 
legislation of the States as conferred 
on them by List II of the seventh 
schedule. Particular reliance was 
placed on entries 5 and 41 of that list 
to show that certain provisions of this 
Bill impinge on these entries, in res¬ 
pect of which only the State legisla¬ 
ture has the power to legislate. I 
submit that none of these entries is 
really impinged on by this legislation. 
Entry 5 says: 

“Local government, that is to say* 
the constitution and powers of 


municipal corporations, improve¬ 
ment trusts, district boards, mining 
settlement authorities and other 
local authorities for the purpose of 
local self-government or village 
administration.’’ 

None of thesg has been affected by 
the legislation under consideration. 
Entry 41 says: 

“State public services; State Pub¬ 
lic Servicve Commission" This 
legislation does not legislate in res¬ 
pect of State public services and 
certainly not in respect of State 
Public Service Commission. On 
Friday, my learned friend for whom, 
as a lawyer, I have great respect, Mr. 
Somnath Chatterjee, referred to some 
decisions—one Bombay High Court 
decision and one MP. High Court 
decision. He referred to a judgment 
given by Mr. Justice Chainani, C. J. 
in which I was a concurring judge. 1 
have gone through that judgment and 
also the MP. judgment. So far as en¬ 
tries 41 and 5 are concerned, the pro¬ 
position that the State has power to 
legislate is unexceptionable. There¬ 
fore, there is no reason for saying 
those authorities go counter to the 
proposition that these entries are not 
impinged. 

I do not want to load the House 
with authorities but anyone who has 
dealt with this matter knows that 
whenever you construe any entry, 
whether it is of List I, List II or List 
HI, you do not consider it in isolation, 
but you consider it along with the 
other entries an£ find out what is the 
ultimate purpose and intent of a par¬ 
ticular entry, in conferring compe- . 
tence on the State Legislature or on 
Parliament itself. This is the well- 
accepted theory known as the theory 
of pith and substance of a legislation, 
to which my hon. friend, Shri Salve, 
made a reference. It is impossible 
that a law can be so much in water¬ 
tight compartments that even inci¬ 
dentally it will not affect one or the 
other entries of the other Lists. That 
ii why the pith and substance doc¬ 
trine, which is well-known in consti- 
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tutional jurisprudence, is invoked re¬ 
peatedly by our courts and courts all 
over the world where they have 
similar systems of jurisprudence. 

We have to find out what is really 
the pith and substance of this legisla¬ 
tion. Is it to legislate in respect of 
local self-government or the pancha- 
yats? As has been repeatedly held, 
you are entitled to look at the long 
title to know what is the purpose of 
the legislation. Here the purpose is, 
broadly speaking, economic develop¬ 
ment. I need not read the entire Bill 
because the long title in terms says 
that it is in the interest of national 
economic development. I do not read 
the whole of it even though we are 
entitled to read the long title, we are 
entitled to read the various provisions 
of the Bill, the Statement of Objects 
and Reasons, to find out what is the 
pith and substance of the legislation 
which is under consideration. 

This has been considered not for 
the first time when this Bill was 
brought. A similar measure was there 
in 1963; I have checked up that mea¬ 
sure and it was for two major purpo¬ 
ses. It was identical with the measure 
which we are now considering. A 
challenge was made to that also that 
time in the House, and outside, in the 
courts. I will come to the challenge 
in the House where the then Attorney- 
General was invited to come and give 
his opinion. He gave his opinion on 
the points raised and expressed the 
view that it does not really fall in 
any of the entries of the State List. 
He clearly stated that none of the en¬ 
tries in the State List would specifi¬ 
cally cover this piece of legislation. 
According to his opinion, as was men¬ 
tioned by Shri Salve in his speech, 
this was covered, firstly by Entry 20 
of the Concurrent List. Then he said 
that even if it is not specifically cover¬ 
ed by entry 20, you can invoke entry 
97, which is the residuary entry, or 
you can invoke article 248. I am not 
referring to article 249, to which a 
reference was made, but to article 248, 


which covers residuary matters in res¬ 
pect of which there is no specific 
provision. 

This pith and substance doctrine is 
not something which has been pro¬ 
pounded for the first 'time here. It 
has been invoked in the past and the 
courts have considered the pith and 
substance of a particular legislation to 
find out the legislative competence of 
the law. I submit that if you consider 
the whole Bill, the purpose of the Bill, 
the object of the Bill, the provisions 
of the Bill, I have personally no doubt 
in my mind that the pith and subs¬ 
tance of the legislation is not covered 
by entry 5 or entry 41 of the State 
List. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: Which is the 
entry on which you are replying? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: By asking 
this question you are really supporting 
me. Probably, my lion, friend did 
not hear me when I said that the then 
Attorney-General gave the opinion 
that it really falls under entry 28 of 
the Concurrent List. He also said 
that assuming that you do not want 
to invoke entry 20, you can invoke 
entry 97 and article 248 of the Consti¬ 
tution under which qo one else but 
Parliament would . have legislative 
competence. Entry 20, social and 
economic development, is the one on 
which the then Attorney-General re¬ 
lied. Then this matter was taken to 
the courts. A reference was made to 
a judgment Of the Allahabad High 
Court where a challenge was made. 
But it was not mentioned by the hon. 
Member that the challenge had failed. 
The question of legislative competence 
was also there and the challenge 
failed. 

Then, some reference was made to 
clause in the Bill that the States will 
have to function and, naturally, they 
will have to incur expenditure; the 
local authorities will have to function 
for implementation of the Act and 
will have to incur expenditure and 
other employers on whom such an 
obligation is cast will have to incur 
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expenditure for the deduction of 
these amounts by way of deposits and 
crediting them to the respective ac¬ 
counts. The State Government as an 
employer, the local authority as an 
employer, the Central Government as 
an employer, is required to collect 
these deposits according to the provi¬ 
sions of the Act. Even otherwise, 
even on the constitutional position, it 
is well-known—I am not invoking any 
thing new; it is already there—that 
no special authority or direction is 
necessary to the State Governments 
to do it. Even under the existing 
provisions of the Constitution, the ex¬ 
ecutive power of the State has to be 
used by the State for implementation 
of laws made by Parliament. Even 
if no direction is given, under article 
"56, the execative power of the States 
will be so used that they will imple¬ 
ment the laws made by 'Parliament. 
So, the question of competence is 
clear. 

The question of requirement of ex¬ 
penditure, etc. assumes subsidiary im¬ 
portance altogether. Take, for ex¬ 
ample, an ordinary law. If a new 
piece of criminal law is passed by 
which certain new offences are creat¬ 
ed, the execution of the criminal law 
is always done by the States. The 
State does not come and say, “This 
is a law passed by Parliament. We 
are not going to take cognizance of 
it unless you pay for implementing 
it.” The Constitution contemplates 
that the executive power of the State 
will be so utilised as to implement 
the laws made by Parliament. 


Now, I would submit with great 
respect to you that these are matters 
which are really decided by the courts 
which are constituted by the Consti¬ 
tution. It is open to the persons oppos¬ 
ing the Bill to go and challenge it 
before a court of law. But, if on. the 
other hand, you say that Parliament 
has no legislative competence, there 
is no remedy. There can be no writ 
issued by the court of law against 


Parliament to hold it otherwise. 
Therefore, it is but proper that, ulti¬ 
mately, after all the things are consi¬ 
dered, the House considers both the 
points of view and come to a decision 
as to whether they consider it as an 
obstacle for the introduction or consi¬ 
deration of the Bill. 

The other matter which had been 
referred to, not today, but on the 
previous day, was with regard to 
clause 17 of the Bill. I think, Mr. 
Limaye raised that question. His 
argument was that this is a case of 
excessive delegation of legislative 
powers. I would submit that it is not 
a clause on delegation of powers at 
all. 

Clause 17 reads as follows:— 

“Where the Central Government 
is of the opinion that it is necessary 
or expedient so to do either in the 
public interest or having regard to 
the peculiar circumstances of any 
case, it may, by notification, and 
subject to such conditions, if any, 
as it may specify in the notification— 

(a) exempt any establishment 
or category of employees work¬ 
ing in any establishment from 
the operation of all or any of the 
provisions of this Act; 

(b) exempt, in the case of ex¬ 
treme hardship to any employee, 
from crediting any amount in re¬ 
lation to such employee to the 
Additional Wages Deposit Ac¬ 
count. ...” 

The point was two-fold, as far as I 
could understand it. One was, the 
power of exemption is given to the 
Government and this power was—I 
do not remember whether that parti¬ 
cular expression was used; what he 
meant was this—untramelled; there 
were no guidelines as to under what 
circumstances, what peculiar circums¬ 
tances—for example, this power may 
be exercised. This would, no doubt, 
have been very relevant if it was 
delegation n£ i«»dfllative power. But 
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there is a well recognised distinction 
between delegation of legislative 
power and what is recognised in law 
as ‘conditional legislation’. 1 can cite 
various instances where the clauses 
so even wider than this, but 1 am 
.mentioning only two cases because I 
do not wish to take much time of the 
House. Xt has been held—I am talk¬ 
ing of the Supreme Court.... 

SHRI MADHU LIMA YE: I am con¬ 
cerned here with the rules of the 
House and not with the Supreme 
Court. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: That is 
completely a different matter. Here 
I am on the question whether it is 
delegation of legislative power at all 
or whether it is only a conditional 
legislation. 

Take, for instance, the bonus case. 
Jalan Trading Company went to the 
Supreme Court where the provisions 
of the Bonus Aet were challenged; 
section 36 enabling tlhe Government 
to exempt establishments from the 
operation of that Act was challenged 
in the Supreme Court On the ground 
that it was excessive delegation of 
legislative power. The Supreme Court 
said that it was not a case of exces¬ 
sive delegation of legislative power 
but it was a case of conditional legis¬ 
lation. 

15 his. 

Another instance that I would cite 
is the Bombay Prohibition Act. In 
the Bombay case which ultimately 
went to tMie Supreme Court, the Sup¬ 
reme Court upheld the Bombay view. 
The clause was very wide. I would 
read out th e clause to make my point: 

"Notwithstanding anything con¬ 
tained in this Act or 'the rules made 
thereunder, the State Government 
may be general or special order 
.exempt any perso n or institution or 
eny class of persons or institutions 
■from all or any of the provisions of 
this Aot or from all or any of the 
rules or regulations or orders made 


thereunder or from all or any of the 
conditions of any licence, permit, 
pass or authorisation granted there¬ 
under, under such conditions as it 
may impose.” 

I cannot visualise anything wider than 
this, whereby by way of conditional 
legislation, power has been given to 
the Government to exempt certain 
categories of persons, not to make the 
Act applicable to certain areas, to 
extend it to certain areas and to grant 
exemptions and -so on. This was 
challenged in Bulsara’s case in the 
Bombay High Court and the challenge 
did not succeed and the Supreme 
Court upheld the judgment saying 
that it was a valid clause because it 
was not a case of excessive delegation. 
If authorities are needed, I can refer 
to them. 

Only one more and that is in Globe 
Theatres case where the Madras High 
Court ruled on Section 13 of the 
Madras Buildings (Lease and Rent 
Control') Act, 1949: 

“Notwithstanding anything con¬ 
tained in this Act, the State Gov¬ 
ernment may, by notification in the 
Port St, George Gazette, exempt 
any building or class of buildings 
from all or any of the provisions of 
this Act.... ” 

I cannot visualise anything which did 
not contain a guideline anything more 
than this. Yet it was upheld even 
by the Supreme Court. As against 
that, in the present provision, there 
is some guideline. It is not as if there 
is no guideline at all. First of all, 
there is the guideline of public inte¬ 
rest. It is a well-recognised guide¬ 
line. The second one is the peculiar 
circumstances which has also been 
held following the doctrine accepted 
in the American courts that even the 
legislature in certai n matters cannot 
visualise all the circumstances. 
Therefore, it has the power to make 
provision as and when circumstances 
arise. So the power is given to legis- 
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late and to frame rules so that as and 
when circumstances which cannot be 
foreseen arise, the law ca n be made 
applicable or exemption can be grant¬ 
ed from the application of the law. 

Here, what I was submitting for the 
consideration of the House is that in 
our view in clause 1 ? there are some 
guidelines. Public interest is a guide¬ 
line and secondly, the peculiar cir¬ 
cumstances which may appear. Now, 

I agree if, for example, under this 
Act the Government acts later op and 
exempts certain categories of em¬ 
ployees say in a particular are® and 
suppose it is sought to be discrimi¬ 
nated or suppose it is arbitrary or 
capricious, nobody can say that that 
cannot be challenged, but the power 
given there at that time cannot be 
challenged. It is a power which is 
well-recognised. I have a very long 
list made out and I want to mention 
only some because I do not want to 
take the time of the House, where 
such power has been give n to the exe¬ 
cutive for granting exemption. 

I would only point out the general 
power of exemptions contained in 
section 12 of the Petroleum Act, 1934 
I am talking about the Central Acts. 
It says: 

“The Central Government may, 
by notification in the Official Gazette 
exempt any petroleum specified in 
the notification from all pr any of 
the provisions of ttiis Chapter.” 

Then, section 14 of the Industrial Em¬ 
ployment (Standing Orders) Act, 1946 
says; 

4< The appropriate Government 
may, by notification in the Official 
Gazette exempt, conditionally or 
unconditionally, any industrial es¬ 
tablishment or class of industrial 
establishments from - all or any of 
the provisions of this Act.” 

Then, there is ike Weekly Holidays 
Act. There is also the Minimum 
Wages Act. I have given the Madras 
Rent Control Act. There are a large 


number of central legislations where 
such power is found. I have men¬ 
tioned two instances where such 
powe r was challenged and th^ chal¬ 
lenge did not succeed and the provi¬ 
sions were upheld as fully constitu¬ 
tional because it is wrong to believe 
that they were cases of delegated 
legislation. If the legislature abro¬ 
gates its own functions altogether and 
says, T will not legislate whatever be 
my intentio n but I may ask some¬ 
body else to legislate.’, then, of course, 
it is a case of excessive delegation of 
legislative power. But when the 
legislature legislates on a certain mat¬ 
ter and then says by way of condi¬ 
tional legislation that such and such 
authority, in this case, may be Gov¬ 
ernment or some other authority, will 
decide when the law will be extended, 
where it will be extended, where it 
will be exempted and what are the 
categories to which it will apply and 
what are the categories to which it 
will not apply, that cannot be, in my 
view, any excessive delegation of le¬ 
gislative power. I am not making it 
exhaustive, it is only illustrative. 
Therefore, my submission is that the 
argument that this was an excessive 
delegation of legislative power and, 
therefore, clause 17 is bad, in my res¬ 
pectful submission, is not correct. 

These were the main points that 
were raised .... 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI: What about Article 31(1)? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE; J thank 
him for reminding me. I think it is 
Shri Somnath Chatterjee who raised 
it. He said that money is property. 
I do not want to make any quarrel 
with the proposition for the purposes 
of this debate that money is property. 
I will assume that money is property. 
Why to go into the theoretical aspect 
of money being property at this stage? 
But the whole argument was that if 
money is property,-on the assumption 
that money is property, Art. '31(1) is

that nobody can be deprived of his 
property without the authority of tihe 
Jaw. I fully agree that the extent 
the employees are not permitted the 
use of their money which I assume 
is property, for a limited period there 
is deprivation, but it is not without 
the authority of law. Therefore, Arti¬ 
cle 31(1) would not be vitiated and 
the second thing, I flunk it was also 
sai^ by Shri Chatterjee that you have 
to test it on the anvil of reasonable¬ 
ness under Art. 19 with regard to the 
question of possession and depriva¬ 
tion of property. This question was 
examined at that time. The then At¬ 
torney-General stated this . . . 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: H e did not 
put it on the application of Funda¬ 
mental rights. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: Then I 
need not deal with it. There is no 
question of acquisition here. Article 
31(2) does not arise. There is no 
acquisition. Acquisition proceeds 
when you divest the title of the inte¬ 
rest to the property and provide for 
investing it in the State. When we ac¬ 
quire property the title and owner¬ 
ship of that person is lost and it vests 
in the Government. In the present 
legislation the title is not lost. The 
title continues to belong to the em¬ 
ployee and he is entitled to recover 
when th e time comes. He gets quite 
a high rate of interest on return, 
that is 2i per cent mor e than the 
bank rate. Therefore, it is not a 
case of acquisition. It would foe at 
the most, as has been pointed out, 
be a case of compulsory loan or com¬ 
pulsory borrowing which power is 
inherent with reference to Entry 97, 
residuary power, and under Article 
248 of the Constitution. That is the 
only point which I wanted to submit. 
Thank you. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
The Hon’ble La w Minister relier on two 
things. These are Entry 20 in the con¬ 
current list and Entry 97 in Union 
List Entry 97 says, any other matter 


not enumerated in last 2 or list 3. But 
these are specifically enumerated. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: I have dealt 
with them. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
I know you will rely only upon your 
majority. These items are enume¬ 
rated specifically in List 2. He can¬ 
not rely therefore on this Item 97 
of the Union List. The Hon’ble Law 
Minister said that he was competently 
advised by the Attorney-General to 
take recourse to item 20.1 wonder how 
economic and social planning could 
be used as an argument for making a 
non-sense of State’s powers. Even 
the Planning Commission is not an 
executive body. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: What he 
said was, this compulsory deposit 
scheme is covered by Entry 20 in the 
Concurrent list a nd if not it is com¬ 
pletely Cocered by 97. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
What I am saying is this. Under the 
huge umbrella of economic and social 
planning all powers of the States can¬ 
not be wiped out Now, planning is 
the main responsibility of the Plan¬ 
ning Commission. Yet, Th e Planning 
Commission does not happen to be an 
executive organ. This is my point.

SHRI C. M STEPHEN (Muvattu- 
puzha): Sir, I would not like to take 
much of the time of the House. The 
question, for consideration is extre¬ 
mely limited. The only thing we have 
to consider at this stage is whether 
under the proviso 272 there is a vio¬ 
lation or a trasgression of the powers 
vested in the State legislature. My 
submission is burden is heavily on 
the part of those who plead flhat the 
Parliament has no jurisdiction. They 
will have to prov e that this particu¬ 
lar piece of legislation comes under 
any one of the entries under list No. 
2- If it comes under list No. 3 .then 
this Parliament has got jurisdiction. 
If it does not come under list No. 2 
then also this Parliament has got ju¬ 
risdiction under Entry No. 97. The 
two entries they are relying on are 
Entry No. 5 and Entry No. 41. 

Entry 5 in List II has been referred 
to. it reads thus: ‘Local -government’. 
But it does not stop with that. It 
further sayi: 
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“that is to say, the constitution 
and powers of municipal corpo¬ 
rations, improvement trusts, dis¬ 
trict boards, mining settlement au¬ 
thorities and other local authorities 
for the purpose of local-self-govern¬ 
ment or village administration.”. 

So, what exactly is meant is com¬ 
pletely clarified by the words follow¬ 
ing the phrase ‘local government’ So, 
it has nothing to do with salaries 
etc. Entry 41 says: 

“State public services; State 
Public Service Commission.”. 

The entry immediately preceding 
that, namely entry 40 reads: 

“Salaries and allowance of Minis¬ 
ters for the State”. 

Entry 38 reads: 

“Salaries and allowance of mem¬ 
bers of the Legislature of the State, 
of the Speaker...”. 

Therefore, where it is a question of 
the salaries, remuneration and all that 
of the employees, they would have 
been specifically mentioned. Where 
the Constitution-makers had in their 
view this particular aspect of the fixa¬ 
tion of salaries, regulation of salaries 
and all that, they had specifically 
mentioned it in the Constitution in 
the respective entries. Here, they 
have only mentioned ‘State public 
services; “State Public Service Com¬ 
mission.”. So, my humble submission 
is that not a single word of this le¬ 
gislation would come under any of 
those two entries. 

No other entry has been pointed 
out or even hinted at. So, so long 
as it lhas not been proved to the satis¬ 
faction of the House that this le¬ 
gislation would come under any one 
■of the entries in List l }> wder the 
residuary power or jurisdiction 0 
Parliament, this Parliament has cer- 
tainay got the jurodiction to take 
4his: matter into consideration. 


Then again I do completely support 
Mr Goswami who had pointed out that 
it would come under entry 20 of list 
III. So, we need not go into that 
question. Entry 97 will take care of 
it. 

The Supreme Court ruling which 
has been quoted here has completely 
established the case. Justice Hidaya- 
tullah, supporting the judgment, put 
forth another dimension to the whole, 
thing. He said, after all, on all in¬ 
come a certain deduction and de¬ 
posit had been ordered. He was of 
the view that could b e classed as a 
tax o n income, and the mere fact 
that the money would have to be re¬ 
turned with interest would not denude 
it of its character as a tax coming: 
under that particular entry in List I; 
therefore, he said that he would 
support the measure not under entry 
97 but as a tax on income, and on 
(fiat ground he said that particular 
legislation was particularly within 
the compentence of Parliament. 

The legislation that we are discus¬ 
sing is certainly comparable to the 
legislation that was there before. 
The only difference is that whereas 
is was a compulsory deposit which 
had to be voluntarily done on that 
occasion here it has got to be deduc¬ 
ted and deposited with the nomina¬ 
ted authority. Deduction is contem¬ 
plated under the Incom-tax Act. My 
hon. friend H. N. Mukherjee was 
asking whether the State Govern¬ 
ment would not incur an expenditure 
as a result of this. I would submit 
that under the Income-tax Act, if a 
person came within the taxable brac¬ 
ket, the deduction will have to be 
effectuated and the money will have 
to be paid. That would not make 
Parliament any the less competent 
to effect rate that legislation. All that 
ha s bee n done is that out of the in¬ 
come, with certain limits and by a 
particular standard, an amount is 
ordered to be deposited. That comes 
perfectly within List I both under 
the residuary jurisdiction Mid also as 
a tax on income, going by the view 
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of Mr. Justice Hidayatullah in the 
Supreme Court judgment that has 
already been referred to here. 

The question is: What is the pith 
and substance? The question is how 
to handle a particular income. In¬ 
come is th e basic thing. Income other¬ 
wise than agricultural income is cer¬ 
tainly under List I and comes with¬ 
in the purview of Parliament. This 
is so clear a position, upheld by Par¬ 
liament, upheld 'by the Supreme 
Court and supported by th e Attorney- 
General at that time who addressed 
Parliament. So, everybody has sup¬ 
ported this completely. My submis¬ 
sion, therefore, is tihat i n these cir¬ 
cumstances, to prolong the discussion 
is an exercise in futility. It is so 
clear a position that I submit that 
this Bill must be permitted to go 
through. 

Rule 72 is perfectly clear. We are 
now only at the stage of the hon. Mi¬ 
nister’s asking for the leave of the 
House. Leave has been asked for, 
and the only way to decide it is for 
the House to decide it, and no ques¬ 
tion of ruling comes in there at all. 

When the question of legislative 
competence arises, we have got the 
jurisdiction to go into all these 
matters, and you may give full oppor¬ 
tunity for a full discussion. That 
right has been given. But the final 
decision has to be found under rule 
72 of the Rules of Procedure. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: At the 
every outset, I rise to oppose the Bill 
even at the introduction stage because 
according to me, this Bill is a Bill for 
a wages freeze. That is why I oppose 
it legally, socially and morally. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Physically? 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Physically 
later on. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I hope 
that is not a threat. 


SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I have he¬ 
ard with rapt attention the arguments 
advanced by Shri Salve who very 
well argued certain points though 
some of his arguments were self-def¬ 
eating. I also heard the very eloqu¬ 
ent argument of my hon. friend, the 
Law Minister, when he referred to 
what the Attorney-General had said 
about the Compulsory Deposit Bill 
when it was introduced in the House. I 
happened to be a member then, and I 
know only the point of legislative com¬ 
petence was there. But when we ar¬ 
gued that you are depriving the emp¬ 
loyee—it is a question of deprivation— 
the Attorney-General, Shri Daph- 
tary said this was not deprivation, but 
this was a reasonable restriction. And 
he defind reasonable restriction: we 
are not depriving any government or 
other employee; Government has every 
right to place a reasonable restriction. 
They wanted to rob or pickpocket the 
government and other employees in 
the name of reasonable restriction. 
‘You are left with liquid money in the 
form of DR or wage increase. You do 
not know to spend it. You will spend 
too much. We as your guardian want 
to place some reasonable restriction on 
you to curb inflation’. At that time, 
the then Finance Minister did not 
much use the word ‘inflation’; it was 
in the name of boosting the economy, 
for the success of the Plan. This time 
it is to fight inflation. There is hardly 
any difference. 

I would invite your attention to 
page 2. What are the provisions? 

“any increase in wages sanctioned 
in pursuance of the recommenda¬ 
tions made (a) by the third Central 
Pay Commission, (b) before the ap¬ 
pointed day, by any Pay Commis¬ 
sion appointed by a State Govern¬ 
ment, in relation to the employeesof 
that Government.” 

Many State Governments have ap¬ 
pointed Pay Commissions and they 
have submitted reports. Those re¬ 
ports are likely to be implemented 
now. Before that could be done ful¬ 
ly and finally, this will become an Act 
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and they will deduct those wages ac¬ 
cording to the various provisions of 
this Bill. 

Then (c).: 

‘by any committee constituted be¬ 
fore the appointed day by Parlia¬ 
ment, Supreme Court or any High 
Court in relation to any employee 
of Parliament, Supreme Court, High 
Court, as the case may be”. 


The hon. Speaker appointed a com¬ 
mittee in this House to deal with the 
question of the wages and service 
conditions of the employees working 
in this House. Then we raised certain 
questions about those employees. We 
have been prohibited from doing so; 
at least this is what the hon. Speaker 
said: ‘For God’s sake, spare the Spe¬ 
aker’. I am sorry he is not here. The 
Deputy-Speaker is here. They do not 
want to spare him.... 


THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI YASHWANTRAO CHAVAN) 
You have not understood the clause. 
These are some exemptions given. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: That will 
come later. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I have 
never asked to be spared. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I will only 
make this request. This is a simple 
wage-freeze Bill which is being brou¬ 
ght because of the bankrupt policies 
of the Government. They w&pt to 
come under the shelter of tnis. See 
the statement of object and reasons. 
I was surprised to read it. 

“Controlling inflation is today the 
single most important task facing 
this country”. 

After 27 years of freedom, they have 
realised it now, But who brought the 
country’s economy to shambles. 


If the Speaker cannot decide about 
the legislative competence of this 
House to enact thi s Bill, why not re¬ 
fer this matter to the Supreme Court 
for its opinion? For instance the 
question whether Presidential election 
can take place when there was no As¬ 
sembly in Gujarat was referred to the 
Supreme Court. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: That was 
done by the President himself. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; Then there 
are instances where the 'Attorney 
General waff summoned to this House. 
Why can’t this be done in this case? 

I have already given notice of a mo¬ 
tion that this matter should be refer¬ 
red to the Supreme Court whether this 
legislation is actually not against the 
interests of the employees and ag¬ 
ainst the rights of the States. There 
are various corporations under var¬ 
ious political parties. What will hap¬ 
pen if they resist this legislation? 
Are you going to force the municipal¬ 
ities and corporations or local bodies 
to implement a thing which is the res¬ 
ult of the sinister design of this Gov¬ 
ernment cover up its failures? 

Please give a ruling which will go 
down in the history of Parliament. 
You kindly put my motion for refer¬ 
ring this to Supreme Court to the vote 
of the House. Let this country know 
that a motio n for obtaining the opinion 
of the Supreme Court was defeated 
by the brute majority of the ruling 
party. 

SHRI P. G- MAVALANKAR (Ahm- 
edabad): Sir, the Law Minister’s 
explanation is far from satisfactory 
and even less convincing. While dis¬ 
cussing the legislative competence of 
this House, I want to draw attention 
to an anomaly. In Gujarat, a P®y 
commission has been appointed under 
the chairmanship of Justice Pesai, 
which it i s reported, will give its re¬ 
port sometime in October. In bet¬ 
ween, here i 8 this legislation which 
has come from the Centre, In the 
name of economic development, they 
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are trying to stangulate th e States and 
the wage-earners. Will the same rule 
apply to the State pay commissions 
which applies to the Central pay com¬ 
mission and will their recommenda¬ 
tions he exempted? 

SHRI YASHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
Before you start opposing this Bill, or 
consider the merits of the Bill, I would 
have thought that you would have 
read the Bill completely. I was rather 
surprised to listen even to Shri Ban- 
erjee. Because, if you see clause 2 
(c) it says: 

“but does not include.... 

(v) any increase in wages sanctioned 
j n pursuance of the recommendations 
made— 

(a) by the Third Central Pay 
Commission; 

(b) before the appointed day, by 
any Pay Commission appoin¬ 
ted by a State Government, 
in relation to the employees 
of that Government; 

(c) by any committee constituted, 
before the appointed day, by 
Parliament, Supreme Court 
or any High Court in 
relation to any employee of 
Parliament, Supreme Court or 
High Court, a s the case may 
be." 

These are simple things. You do 
not try to read the Bill and then op¬ 
pose th e Bill. That is the tragedy of 
it. 

SHHI P. G. MAVALANKAR: I am 
obliged to the Minuter for his expla¬ 
nation. I was illustrating that the leg¬ 
islation which you are seeking to in¬ 
troduce is coming in the way of the 
rights of the States. Therefore, the 
question is whether we are compe¬ 
tent to do it. Even assuming that the 
solution suggested is good, oan you 
thrust it on the States or the . local au¬ 
thorities? Have you got that power? 
If it is a pure taxation proposal, I 


concede that the Union Government 
have a right to do it. But here you 
are regulating certain things in the 
interest of econmic development, which 
really means national economic crisis. 
Then don’t you say national or financial 
emergency and take powers? Now, 
under this blanket phrase “social and 
economic planning”, to which the 
Law Minister made a reference, can 
you do anything and everything 
merely because in the Centre you 
have got two-thirds majority and, 
therefore, you can amend even the 
Constitution? 

I am not bothered about the good¬ 
ness or badness of the legislation. If 
you are doing something with regard 
to taxation proposals, it is all right. But 
here you are doing something in the 
name of social and economic planning 
and development. 

Our Constitution has undoubtedly 
envisaged a federal scheme wherein 
the States have certain rights. Shri 
Vajpayee referred to the phrase “Vik- 
endrit”. Under our Constitution it is 
a federation or a quasi-federation. 
Even so our State Governments are 
not subordinate governments; they are 
coordinate authorities in their respect¬ 
ive fields. In their fields they are 
completely free to do as they like. 
It is not that one is superior and ano¬ 
ther is subordinate. If the State Gov¬ 
ernments are not subordinate or ser¬ 
vile governments, how can you do 
this? 

Therefore, when constitutional ques¬ 
tions are involved, where questions of 
States’ rights or State autonomy is in¬ 
volved^ would like the Law Minister 
to assure us that the Government 
have brought this Bill after having 
consulted the Attorney-General. Since 
he has not done it, let us have the 
privilege of: listening to the Attorney- 
General on the floor of the House. 
Let us invite him and.let us hear his 
independent view. 

The question is not whether-a parti¬ 
cular measure of the Government is 
right or wrong. But, in order to meet a 
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yst for the formulation o* thoughts 
and ideas. I' thmki this debate dms 
served a very useful purpose. As 

n^‘ ♦? e ^ h f n Very rightly, it is 
not the duty of ttfe Chair to pronounce 
on the legislative competence; it is 
the House to decide it after it has 
heard various opinion.3 on it. 

Now, before I put the question to 
the House_ 


SHRI YASHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
About the legislative competence and 
constitutional points raised by the hon. 
Member, all the points have been very 
ably answered by my colleague, the 
Law Minister and also by some of the 
Members of my party on this side 
•of the House. 


SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE; 
What about my motion? 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA- 
Why doe s the Chair ofte n tell us! 
“You don’t speak about the subject 
that lies in the States’ sphere”? 


The only point that was raised be¬ 
sides constitutional points, was about 
the question of excessive delegation 
in clause 17 of the Bill to which also 
the Law Minister has given a very ex¬ 
tensive reply. Clause 17 deals with 
the exemption given under the law 
for the moment. It does not give any 
•delegated powers a s such. He, there¬ 
fore, tried to describe it as a condi¬ 
tional law, not as a dalegated law. 
’These were the basic points raised 
•at this stage and, I think, they have 
been ably answered 

In addition to that, I may say, this 
is not an occasion, this is not the 
■time, to take the view on the consti¬ 
tutionality or the legality of the 
things.... (Interruptions) As a matter 
of fact, we are here for discussing 
matters which we discussed. We are 
here for deciding matters. I ani only 
"trying to point out the conventions of 
this .House. I am one of the conven- 
"tions of the.House. I am not expres¬ 
sing only my views on this matter. 
"Therefore, I suggest that we proceed 
with the Bill. : ' 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Besides 
regulating and guiding the proceedings 
•of the .House* I think, the important 
(jluty of^the Chair is to act as a catal-

cally because of that I-allowed this 
discussion.

.The Law Minister quoted the opinion 
of the ex-Attorney-General. But the 
present Attorney-Gerieral was not con¬ 
sulted.

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Only one Humble submission,• a point 
of "order. Dort*t yod thihkthat some 
of thg points that have been* raised by 
us have tfbt' ‘bafeH met ! ask you 
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specifically: Have they met all the po¬ 
ints that we have rttised? ;.If they 
have not met all th e pojn'ts that we 
have raised, then we have to have the 
opinion of the Attorney-General. I 
want your guidance in the matter— 
Why is th e Attorney-General remain¬ 
ing Pardahnasin? Why is the- Attor¬ 
ney-General not being made available 
to us? Should it be left to the vast 
•majority on the other side decide whe¬ 
ther the Attorney-General should be 
made available to the House or not?

Mr. Mishra has re¬ 
ferred tb certain quotations made from • 
the opinion of the Attorney-General. 
But those were opinions which were 
already give n under certain circums¬ 
tances. They can be quoted to help 
us in the formulation of opinion. The 
question now is whether in this parti¬ 
cular instance the opinion of the Att¬ 
orney-General is needed or not. Now 
Mr. Vajpayee has come with a mo¬ 
tion before the House.

The President, in his opinion, if he 
thinks that he should seel: The opinion, 
of the Supreme Court, can do it

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: Auicle 63 
says: 

“Every Minister and the Attorney- 
General of India shaR have the right 
to speak in, and otherwise to take 
part in the proceedings of, either 
House, any joint sitting of the 
Houses, and any committee of Par¬ 
liament of which he may be named 
a member, but shall not by virtue 
of this article be entitled to vote.” 

My submission is that when Mr. 
Mishra asked for a particular step 
whereby the Attorney-General could 
be summoned over here, there must 
be some provision under which it can 
be done. I am not aware of that 
provision. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I will tell 
you. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: You area 
new Member. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: As far as 
I understand Mr. Mishra, he is making 
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a very fervent appeal. That is all 
that he has done. Tor cjear yoUr doubt 
a s to whether and when the Attorney- 
General can he asked, there are well 
laid procedure* and ..these have been 
resorted to in this House op many a 
occasion. 1 am reading from this 
Book on Practice and Procedure of 
Parliament on page 132. 

"When the attendance of the At¬ 
torney-General is considered neces¬ 
sary . . . 

in the House, if the House considers 
necessary, .. ( 

. . his presence is generally 
arranged by the Government-” 

That is No. 1 and they have given 
here the instances when this was 
done.... 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: That is all 
right. 

DEPUTY SPEAKER: Then it 
says: 

“However, on three occasions it 
was arranged for by the Secretariat, 
the reason being that th’e Govern¬ 
ment was riot directly involved in 
these cases;....”. 

In this case also, instances have been 
given here when it was done. 

The position is that the Attorney- 
General may attend the House on his 
own. Then, at the request of the 
Government .he can also, come and 
then on a motion passed by the House 
or in response to a request by the 
Speaker ...

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMEN¬ 
TARY AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU 
RAMAIAH): Before the hon. Mem¬ 
ber starts his speech, may I say this 
for the information of the House that 
the hon. Finance Minister weuld reply 
to the general discussion at five 
O’clock because by that time the time 
allotted for the general discussion 
would be over? He will reply at 5 
p.M. today. 

SHRI KARTIK ORAON (Lohar: 
Daga): Mr Deputy-Speaker, Sir I 
rise to support this Finance (No. 2) 
Bill introduced by the hon Minister. 

Our country is passing through a 
critical period, and the hon. Ministet 
could not have done anything better 
than that. This is the minimum that 
could have been done. The question 
has often been raised about the 
manner in which the moneys which 
would be raised by the taxes would 
be spent. It is said ‘unspent, unesti¬ 
mated and undisclosed’. The answer 
Is very simple. I am afraid that a 
discussion on this should not have 
arisen at all because we know that a 
lot of money has been spent in regard 
to the law and order situation in Bihar 
In the Bihar agitations, Rs. 22 crores 
has already been spent within » ve 
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months, and at this rate we can well 
imagine that it may go up to Rs. 55 
•crores in a whole year.

[Shsi Ishaq Sambhali in the Chair ] 

If this situation were to extend 
throghout the country, even if we put 
the figure at Rs 35 crores, it would 
come to about ten times this, that is, 
about Rs. 300 crores. According to 
that calcuiation, an amount of Rs. 405 
■crores would have been the minimum. 
Jf the Opposition parties want to 
create agitations, indulge in rioting 
.and other things, then we may add a 
factor of safety of half and it would 
come to about Rs 600 crores 'minimum 
Therefoie, if the hon. Minister has 
■brought forward a taxation proposal 
for Rs 232 crores, that is the best that 
could have been done in the circum¬ 
stances. You may call it by my name 
you like. But a budget can always be 
defined according to the Oxford Dic¬ 
tionary as follows-. 

“A statement of probable revenue 
or expenditure fo r the ensuing 
year wiih financial proposals, 
founded thereon, annually submit¬ 
ted by the Chancellor of Exche¬ 
quer-” 

—in our case, by the Finance 
Minister— 

“....for the approval of the 
House of Commons”- 

-i n our case, for the approval of 

the Lo'k Sabha’— 

“sometimes put for the conditions 
of the national finance as thus dis¬ 
close; also for the financial mea- 
ssusrses proposed,; hence any analo¬ 
gous statement, estimate or pro¬ 
posal.”. 

1 really pity the plight of the Finance 
Minister, whom I would reckon as 
the Chief Engineer (Designs) for 
Datm. He is designing a huge dam 
“with a very big eatchement area and 
■with plenty of water in the dam. 


But there are a number of pill,ways, 
some known and others unknown 
threatening the safety and strength 
of the dam itself. Under such cir¬ 
cumstances, I really pity th e fate of 
the Finance Minister, because he has 
come forward with the minimum tax 
proposal of Rs. 232 crores. Therefore, 

I feel that this taxation proposal has 
been in the right direction. 

I hav e seen that on many occa¬ 
sions it has been said that coal and 
other indusiaries are making good 
progress. But I would like to say 
that if only the public sector in our 
country would have done very well, 
this question of taxation proposals 
would not at all have been neces¬ 
sary. Today, we have invested in 
the public sector about Rs. 38,324 
crores. If we would have got 10 per 
cent return on the capital outlay a> 
reasonable dividend after three years 
of going into production it would 
have given us about Rs. 3.832 crores. 
Unfortunately, in our country, how¬ 
ever. the concept of profit has com¬ 
pletely changed. Suppose some con¬ 
cern is running at 3 loss of, say 
Rs, 16 crores. But if if sustains 
a loss of Rs. 15.95 crores. Then 
they reckon it as a profit. This 
is a very dangerous concept for our 
country. We are not able to bring 
the public (sector into profitability. 
They are sinking. Still we are gov¬ 
erned by the optimism. ‘Optimism 
means the madness of maintaining 
that everything is all right when 
everything is wrong. I do not think 
we can afford to go on like this. 

As regards our coal also, which is 
very essential for the power deve¬ 
lopment of our country, we are not 
doing very well. Unfortunately we 
have been going from bad to worse. 
Even some of these big Five-Year 
Plans have not been able to give 
anything. Otherwise, these taxation 
proposals would not have been neces¬ 
sary. 

I affn very sorrv to have to say 
that th« Finance Minister has rather 
comoletelv omitted the question of 
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the welfare of the Schedule! Castes 
and Scheduled -Tribes. Whereas he 
has done so much In other direc¬ 
tions, he is conspicuously -silent on 
this question. Frhbably he thinks so 
much has hteen done for their wel¬ 
fare that it is not necessary to do 
anything any longer. I would have 
expected the Finance Minister to 
come forward with a proposal for 
the development of the backward 
areas, for the constitution of g Cen¬ 
tral Board for the Backward Areas, 
to which he would allocate certain 
funds so that all over the country 
the backward areas, the hill areas, 
tribal -areas, and so on would have 
some chance of development. 

Now I would like to invite your 
attention to the fact that our coun¬ 
try is a country of paradoxes. There 
is plenty of money and food. Still 
there is shortage. This is a psyfcho- 
iogical shortage. If the Finance Min¬ 
istry can lay hands on the various 
sources of money, they can get crores 
and crores of rupees. For instance, 
take black money, tax evasion and 
tax arrears. We have been hearing 
for the last so many years about 
them. There has been the Wanchoo 
Committee, this committee and that 
committee. But in fact, black money 
has came to stay as a- system in our 
society. It has become a scourge of 
patronage. Everybody is some way or 
other involved in black money except 
the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes and the downtrodden. If 
.tome people are very honest and 
would 1 'Hka-to be-'on the right side of 
law, -they are penalised and are unne¬ 
cessarily' ’dragged 

I would like to summarise the 
ways by- which we could bring out 
money. First, there is, tile question 
of black money and --its dimensions. 
There *re many -wavs- of.-calculating 
it. I nave gone through the Wan¬ 
choo Committee Report. After doine 
mol I- flnd' tbero a re manv wavs of 
calculating Mack mtmev. from fhe 
^gures'available, by trial tnd error. 
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oy permutation and combination, by 
regressive -technique etc. by me&as 
of this, one would .get not less-than¬ 
ks. 20,500 crores. 

Then there is leakage of foreign 
exchange arising out of illegal trans¬ 
actions, overrinypicing and under¬ 
invoicing- In the ascending order 
from Rs. 240 crores in .I989r70, we 
can get not less than Rs. 1500 crores. 

Then there is the public sector, to 
winch I have already referred.. We 
have spent Rs. 88,324 crores on it. 
•By a reasonable calculation 10 per 
cent of the capital outlay on the 
reasonable dividend after years of 
going into production, should give us 
not less than Rs. 3,838 erores. 

All this would mean that we could 
be in possession of Rs. 25,832 crores. 
This is the position. We have got so 
much money, but we cannot take it 
out. 

The Wanchoo Committee has sug¬ 
gested a number of methods by which 
black money could be taken, out. In 
the first place, they say there should 
be rousing of public opinion against 
those people dealing in, black money 
Those people ■. who, have black money 
should not be allowed to enjoy 
social status. They should not be 
given government patronage. There 
should be a social climate created 
against these people. They have 
suggested another method of ostraci¬ 
sing such groups of the people by the 
society who . are indulging in black 
money. They are murderers because 
by the actions of these .people, mil¬ 
lions of peqple are starving in our 
country. If 1 had the authority, I 
would havfc senit them away lock, 
stock and barrel within 24 hours. 
Unless this is done, you cannot stop 
black money. You may have any 
number of committees but black 

money will go an.multiplying: 

The Wanchoo Committee has sug¬ 
gested that the credit facilities to 
tax evaders must be stepped. One*of 
the effective methods °f preventing tax 
evasion would be to choke the flow 
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of finance to tax evaders by denying 
them credit facilities frosa banks. If 
this is done, it would teach them a . 
lesSon and once for all they would 
be set right, 1 do not know why this 
has not been done. 

Then the Wanchoo Committee has 
suggested that section 277 of the 
Inocme-tax Act of 1961 should be 
widened on the lines of the East 
African Income-tax (Management) 
Act, 1958. In the United States of 
America, tax offences committed with 
criminal intent are treated as felony 
under section 7201 of the Internal 
Revenue Code which reads thus: 

“Any person who wilfully 
attempts in any manner to evade 
or defeat any tax imposed by this 
title or the payment thereof shall, 
in addition to other penalties pro¬ 
vided by law, be guilty of a felony 
and upon conviction thereof, shall 
be fined not -more than 10,000 dol¬ 
lars or imprisoned not more than 
5 years or both, together with the 
cost of prosecution.” 

I do not know if this recommendation 
•of Wanchoo Committee has been 
accepted. Evidently this is much 
wider than our section 277 and by 
this We can unearth black money. 
This should go a long way in bring¬ 
ing about a social change in our 
country, which has so far only 
remained a slogan. It should no 
longer remain a -slogan. Every time 
-we cannot talk about socialism with- 


Bill 

in Part A a nd Part £ of the siKth 
schedule, i.e. to scheduled tribes in 
the eastern region—Manipur, Tripura 
and Nagaland, under section 10(26) 
of the Income-tax Act, I96i. if at 
all, there is any such exemption, it 
should be uniformly applicable to 
all scheduled tribes throughout the 
country. Article 386(25) of the 
Constitution is applicable uniformly 
to all the scheduled tribes through¬ 
out the country. Therefore, I would 
suggest that this is another strange 
thing that is happening which should 
be removed. 


Another anomaly in our country is 
that the opposition parties have got 
a strange concept, which they must 
change. Now they think that it is 
their duty to oppose any measure 
brought forward by Government, no 
matter whether it is right or wrong. 
They must change this concept. 
Whenever the Government come for¬ 
ward with a reasonable measure, 
they must support it. That is their 
duty as Members of Parliament. In 
fact, many times what happens is 
that when Government come forward 
with good and reasonable -measures, 
they oppose it. I have seen discus¬ 
sion going on for hours and hours, all 
unproductive discussion, the result 
being zero. Because the time of the 
House is spent on unproductive dis¬ 
cussion, we do not get enough time 
to consider either the flood situation 
in the country or the atrocities com¬ 
mitted, on the Scheduled Castes and 
Tribes 


out doing anything. 

I want to draw the attention of the 
House to some anomalies in our eco¬ 
nomic system. One is the payment 0 ! 
"bonus of 8 - 1/3 per cent without pro¬ 
fit Nowhere else in the world is 
there any such provision for payment 
of bonus without profit. "While other 
people ore; starving, you give bonus 
to a tewi- without work or without 
profit. Then, * there ,is, income-tax

In Bihar when Shri Karpuri 
Thakur was the Chief Minister he 
brought a degree. I could not under¬ 
stand in the first place, which used 
to be called PWE. As a result of 
that degree, our poor boys could not 
compete for the Central/Act India 
examinations for IAS, IPS etc. Only 
rich students who got convent educa¬ 
tion could compete. 

Even though there is acute unem¬ 
ployment in Bihar, the public under¬ 
takings 'situated in Bihar deny job 
opportunities to the local people. 

Coming to Shri Jayaprakash Nara- 
yan, h e is a very big leader, a 
leputcd leader. He has a right to 
discuss everything fully and freely 
in the public. I agree hundred per 
cent that it is the right of every 
citizen like Shri Jayaprakash Nara- 
yan to discuss public affairs fully and 
freely. But such discussion should 
not be directed towards incitement to 
violence. Now violence is erupting 
everywhere and it will increase if 
people follow the advice of Shri Jaya¬ 
prakash Narayan. What is happen¬ 
ing in Bihar is that big people can d» 
anything, they can create violence 
and go scot free. Only the poor 
people always get into trouble. This 
system must change and all people 
should be treated alike in the eyes 
of law. Shri Jayaprakash Narain is 
no longer a Sarvodaya leader but is 
new the leader of leaders of all the 
opDosition parties in the country. But 
I know very well that he has changed 
the path of Sarvodaya. Therefore. 1 
say it is a question of violence. 

I would like to say one thing here. 
When there was some talk about Mr. 
Jayaprakash Narayan, somebody 
brought a fictitious or anonymous 
letter to the effect that there was a 
threat to the life of Mr. Javap^akash 
Naiayan. When he visited Ranchi on 
the 30th June, one car BRQ 127 was 
loaded with armed ooondas and thev 
wanted to shoot me dead on that day 

I want to suggest that the concept 
of Opposition must change. The con¬ 


cept of Opposition should not be to< 
oppose anything coming from the 
ruling party, right or wrong. They 
have been wasting our time. This 
Parliament has become something 
like a fish market. This should be 
.stopped...

SHRI SHYAM SUNDER MOHA- 
PATRA (Balasore): 1 am grateful to 
you for having given me the opport¬ 
unity to speak on the Finance Bill. 

When we are discussing file Finance 
Bill to-day, I regret to say that the 
whole of north Orissa is in the grip 
of floods as also large parts of the 
District of Cuttack. We have been 
consistently fighting here hdw to 
control the floods *hd how to save 
the land from drought. But, unfor¬ 
tunately, .year after . year, this cala¬ 
mity ravages the State of Orissa, 
Year after year the Government ot 
India, gives spme .grunts in aid but of 
no avail. 

I have just come across an answer 
to a questionwhgfeto It had Uf ksd: 

“whether any major river valley 
projects of Ch^ssa .have btoh includ 
ed in the Fifth Plan and if SO’ 
feature thereof.” ,x ' 
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The answer- is; . , ■ - maximum of Rs. 8. This is the fate 

of the people of Orissa. Gandhiji 
“The State Government has not used to say that th e people of Orissa 

proposed to take up or inclusion of are the poorest people in the whole 

any major irrigation projects in country, 
the Fifth Plan.” 


Mr. Chairman, unless we try to con¬ 
trol the floods in the Subarnarekha 
fiver in the North Orissa and unless 
we build the Bhimkund Dam over 
the river Brahmini or to some extent 
control the floods over the Vaitrani 
by some project, there cannot be any 
•control of floods in Orissa. After the 
Hirakud project, there is no river 
valley project undertaken in Orissa 
worth the name either to control the 
floods in the upper reaches or to take 
the water through the canals to 
irrigate the land's This is the fate 
of Orissa for the last 15—20 years and 
we have been demanding a flood 
•control project or some such river 
valley project in the North Orisas 
and also in the middle of Orissa. 1 
will urge upon the Finance Minister 
to kindly consider the fact that unless 
there is enough flood protection mea¬ 
sure to control the erratic rivers of 
Orissa, there will be no e n d to the 
misery of the people of Orissa. 

’While so speaking—you have 

given only three minutes time—1 
would urge upon the Government of 
India to consider the fertiliser plant 
at Paradeep which is in the process 
now and also to see that a cement 
factory is set up at Sunki for which 
the Government of Orissa has sent 
a proposal and also see that the 
Ferro-Vanadium plant is also set 
up in Orissa. Unless these things are 
taken up the regional imbalance will 
not vanish N«w, here is a book 
published bv the National Council of 
Applied Economic Research where it 
is said that-, there is an appalling 
poverty in some backward sections 
of the population of Orissa which is 
caused by the fact that 20-26 per 
cent of the rural population in the 
State belongs to- the groun whose 
monthly expenditure amounted to a 
1724 LS—12. 


Our Prime Minister Mrs. Indira 
Gandhi has said times without num¬ 
ber that Orissa is probably the poorest 
of the States in India. 


Therefore, what I submit is that 
priority consideration should be given 
to this backward State, in regard to 
particularly flood-control measures, 
lift irrigation system, etc., s° that we 
can eradicate this calamity of flood 
and drought which is coming on the 
people of Orissa year after year.

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serious adverse effects on the growth 
potential as well as employment in 
the country. Therefore, we have to 
find ways and means of financing the 
additional expenditure in a manner 
which is least inflationary. 

Basically there are two ways of 
financing the additional expenditure, 
one through an increase in deficit 
financing and secondly, through an 
increase in taxation. I hope hon. 
members will agree with me that 
faced with this choice, whether to 
go in for deficit financing or whether 
to go in for additional taxation mea¬ 
sures, the path that we have chosen, 
namely mobilisation of additional re¬ 
sources, is the only path consistant 
with the overall objective of control¬ 
ling inflation without hurting the 
growth rate of the economy.

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
I am glad hon. members like Shri 
Surendra Mohanty have grasped this 
point. He has pointed out that this 
Finance. Bill is an indication of our 
pronounced concern for sound fiscal 
and economic management Shri Ma- 
valankar ha s said that he understands 
that through this Bill the Finance 
Minister is trying to reduce deficit 
financing, but he still maintains that 
we are not trying to grapple with 
the problems concerned. As I see it, 
he does not perhaps understand what 
he means by this. Control of budga- 
tary deficit is one essential aspect of a 
multi-dimensional attack on inflation. 
Shri Agarwal has predicted a rate 
of 50 per cent inflation in 1975. X do 
not know the basis of his calculations. 
However, I would like to tell him that 
If he is so much worried about infla^ 
tion, he should be supporting the 
present Bill which seeks to restrict 
both deficit financing and growth 
of money supply. As I have said s° 
often, these measures are not suffi¬ 
cient to stabilise the economy but 
they are essential components of any 
viable anti-inflationary strategy. 
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1 think there is general agreement 
In the Hows that the tax proposals 
1 have submitted, do not affect articles 
of mass consumption. As Sfiri Vasant 
Sathe from this side has rightly em¬ 
phasised, the incidence of taxation 
-will fall heavjly on less essential con¬ 
sumption. Some others also have 
criticised the tax proposals on the 
ground that they do not affect luxury 
goods. In this connection, I would 
like to draw attention to the several 
taxes which were imposed Or raised 
only five months ago while present¬ 
ing the Budget for 1974-75 covering 
such items as refrigerators, air-con¬ 
ditioners, TV sets, superior varieties 
of cloth and foreign liquor. Even on 
the present occasion, I have not lost 
sight of the objective of imposing 
the heaviest burden on luxury goods 
in the tax proposals that are now 
before the House; for example, I 
have raised the duties on superfine 
cloth, man-made fibres, cigarettes of 
higher value and certain raw mate¬ 
rials used in the manufacture of re¬ 
latively low-priority goods. 


Some hon. members have argued 
that the excise duties which I have 
proposed may be passed on to the 
consumers and that they will be 
inflationary rather than disinflationary 
in their character. On this point, 
I have two submissions to make. 
First, I shall not be worried 
if duties on certain luxury goods are 
passed on to the final consumers 
since it will help in mobilising re¬ 
sources at th e cost of the more afflu¬ 
ent sections of society. Secondly, 
prices of commodities are determined 
by the combined effects of demand 
and supply. While it is possible that 
any increase in excise duties mgy 
raise costs in some areas, the manu¬ 
facturers’ ability to pass on the high¬ 
er costs to the consumers will be re¬ 
duced if we succeed in curbing the 
growth oi| demand. Thus, I do not ac¬ 
cept the' argument that t"he present 
proposals will intensify .inflationary 
Pressures. As I stated earlier, I have 


not touched articles of mass consu¬ 
mption. The primary impace of my 
proposals would be to reduce the 
budgetary deficit and to mop up a 
port of windfall gains being made 
by producers and traders in eertain 
sensitive commodities. By helping to 
moderate the pressure of demand, 
these pressures will contribute to the . 
control of inflationary forces now 
operating in the economy. 

A member on this side. Prof. 
Narain Chand Parashar has criticised 
the proposal to raise the auxiliary 
duty on certain varieties of paper on 
the ground that it will hurt the stu¬ 
dent community. I wish to assure 
him that we have so framed the tax 
proposal that it will not affect the 
interests of the student community. 
The commoner varieties of printing 
and writing paper including all un¬ 
bleached bedami, cream-laid and 
cream wove varieties (hut excluding 
other coloured or tinted varities) of 
substance not exceeding 65 grammes 
per square metre, which are normally 
used in the production of exerci3e 
books, text books, etc. have been com¬ 
pletely exempted from the auxiliary 
duty. The production of these vari¬ 
ties exceeded 2 5 lakh tonnes in 1973- 
74. 

As regards the superior varieties of 
paper, it is not correct to say that 
the auxiliary duty will raise their 
prices by one-third. The rate of the 
auxiliary duty is 33 1/3 per cent of 
the basic effective excise dutj'. The 
basic duty on paper and paper board 
is specific and in view of substantial 
increases in prices effected by manu¬ 
facturers, the incidence of the basic 
duty has declined substantially. 
Thus, the imposition of an auxiliary 
duty at the rate of 33 1/3 per cent of 
the basic duty will at best have only 
a marginal effect on prices. In fact, 
most of it should be absorbed by the 
high ffoflt margins of manufactu¬ 
rers, traders and other middlemen 
and not passed on to the consumer. 
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[Shri Yeshwantrao Chav an] 

Some members have ask^d as to 
what are we doing about the black 
money. Shri J. MLGowder has argu¬ 
ed that we have no time-bound plan 
to rid the country oi black money. 

I do not at all accept the view that 
we have done nothing to curb the 
phenomenon of black money. How¬ 
ever, it is to be recognised that there 
is no single cure for such a complex 
phenomenon as blank money. We 
have to attack the problem from 
several angles. I think in any viable 
policy against black money, we have 
to distinguish between black expen¬ 
diture, black income and black 
wealth—each one of which requires a 
different approach. For example, 
measures like demonetisation can at 
best affect the existing stock of 
black wealth held in the form of 
currency notes but such measures do 
not at all affect the future growth of 
black incomes. The continued gene¬ 
ration of black income is partly a 
consequence of ineffective price and 
distribution controls and it is also 
partly a result of tax evasion. To 
check the future growth of black in¬ 
come, we have recently taken, seve¬ 
ral steps by way of r more realis¬ 
tic pricing policy for industrial pro¬ 
ducts, including adoption of dual 
pricing wherever feasible. In ad¬ 
dition, we are attacking the problem 
of tax evasion both by offering a 
stiff stick as well as a carrot. By 
reducing the marginal rates of per¬ 
sonal taxes, we have reduced the 
incentive for tax evasion. At the 
same time, by plugging the various 
loopholes in our tax laws and through 
more effective tax administration, we 
are making the avoidance of taxes 
more risky than ever before. The 
other very effective steps we have 
taken in the form of raids are cer¬ 
tainly creating fear about the law 
In the minds of those who are taking 
undue advantage of these antisocial 
activities. The legislation providing 
for the take-over of property in cases 
of patent under-valuation, provision 
for non-enforcement of benami trans¬ 
actions, the clubbing of agricultural 


and turn-agricultural income for de¬ 
termining -the rate of income-tax and 
the provision of ' stringent ''penalties.. 
for tax evasion in the Taxation Law* 
(Amendment) Bill now before Par¬ 
liament are indicative of Govern¬ 
ment’s firm resolve to deal ruthles¬ 
sly with black money. 

Some members have expressed 
scepticism about the effectiveness of ,, 
the measures recently adopted by 
Government to curb inflationary 
pressures. As I have stated on seve¬ 
ral occasions, the attack on inflation 
has to be a two-pronged one-from 
the supply side to encourage produc¬ 
tion, especially of wage goods, and 
from the demand side so as to con¬ 
trol the growth of money income 
and money demand. 

The taxation proposals, as well as 
the three Ordinances, quite clearly 
are addressed primarily towards an. 
attack on the demand side. By them¬ 
selves they cannot stabilise the eco¬ 
nomy, I know, but I hope the House 
will agree with me that they are, 
nevertheless, an essential component 
of any viable anti-inflationary pack¬ 
age. 

Government are now making a de¬ 
termined effort to increase agricul¬ 
tural production. Every effort is be- 
ing made to procure as much quan¬ 
tity of fertilizer as is available ir. 
the international market. Fortuna¬ 
tely, the outlook for the coming 
khariff crop is fairly good. In addi¬ 
tion, in order to assist the public 
distribution system, we have arrang¬ 
ed to procure substantial quantities 
of imported grain. I shall take this 
opportunity to reaffirm tKe Govern¬ 
ment’s commitment to maintain and 
strengthen the prublic distribution- 
system for essential commodities. 

The outlook for power is also more- 
optimistic than before. Taking all 
these factors into consideration, I 
venture to suggest that there Is 
basis for under-pessimism or gloom. 
We are.no doubt faced with jt very 
difficult economic situation but, I aim 
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confident, we shall overcome these 
difficulties. 


^ would like to refer to one or two 
spfpfic points raised by hon. Members 
before I conclude. Shrj Madhu Limaye 
raised two major points. I am glad he 
is present here. One of them is the 
duty on caprolactum and DMT and 
the other is the case of Indian To¬ 
bacco. 

He has made a reference to some 
letter that he has written to me early 
this year and mentioned that I have 
not sent him a reply. It is a fact. 
The tax itself is an answer. He has 
made a taxation proposal. When 
Government is considering that taxa¬ 
tion proposal, no wise Government 
and no wise Finance Minister will 
write that he is going to do that. 

Then the point is why it was not 
accepted at that time. The whole 
position was under examination. Both 
caprolactum and DMT are public sec¬ 
tor undertakings. So, there is no ques¬ 
tion of any priority in industry taking 
advantage of it. The position is that 
in last April when w e were consider¬ 
ing the proposal, caprolactum was not 
in production at all. It came into pro¬ 
duction only in July this year. Possi¬ 
bly, the first delivery may have been 
made in the first week.of this month. 
So, there was no question of starting 
a taxation proposal last year. 

There is a little modification in the 
case of DMT. The production started 
somewhere in the middle of last year. 
But there was continuous failure and 
there was no established production 
as such till the beginning of this year. 
So, there were difficulties. It cannot 
be said that not making any proposals 
for taxation was to help somebody and 
it is political.

I really do not know on what basis 
he has calculated this. It is a matter 
of calculation and I have also tried to 
go into the prices. Naturally, this 
matter will be constantly under ex¬ 
amination. When we start taxing a 
commodity which has just started pro¬ 
duction we have to be very careful.. 
If I have understood him correctly, he 
said the price of indigenously produced 
DMT is Rs. 18.000 per metric tonne 
and the landed cost of Russian DMT 
is Rs. 30,000. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: Rs. 21,500. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
My information is that the ex-factory 
price of indigenously produced DMT 
is Rs. 10,000 per tonne, and that of 
caprolactum is reported to be about 
Rs, 26,000 per tonne.

My difficulty; is, 1 .do not know cn whai 
prices you make the calculations. But 
I will certainly look into it. I do not 
have the facts of the case. After 
hearing hie speech, I made enquiries 
I was told that they have taken pos¬ 
session of the commodity. They will 
decide it according to rules, not neces¬ 
sarily confiscation, because yoU know 
ultimately what happens to the con¬ 
fiscated property. Again, it is a cer¬ 
tain further problem. They will act 
according to the rules and impose 
penalty on it. 

These are some of the major points 
which I have tried to reply. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY (Rajnand- 
gaon): During my speech, I made a 
point that ther e are about 4,300 va¬ 
rieties of cloth introduced today 
in this country. Taking into 
consideration that the textile mills are 
earning huge profits—even sick mills 
become healthy mills—is he not going 
to contemplate a scheme by which the 
number of varieties of cloth should be 
reduced to the minimum?—I am not 
talking about exports—so that there 
is massive production and the prices 
of cloth for common man’s consump¬ 
tion are not increased. They are 
earning huge profits. That should be 
stopped. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN. 
Personally speaking, I will certainly 
agre with the hon. Member that too 
much multiplication of varieties is not 
good for the industry itself. But this 
I cannot do through taxation pro¬ 
posals.

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
If it is really a question of propriety, 
I would like to explain to him the 
mechanics of how this Income-tax 
Act works. It is not for the first time 
that we have brought in such a provi¬ 
sion of prospective implementation and 
application. This convention has been 
followed for the last seven or eight 
years that all these tax proposals 
under the Income-tax Act and other 
Acts are made applicable prospective 
except in the case of excise duty. The 
reason is that, even though it is to be 
made applicable from 1st Aril, 1975, 
it is based on the income of this year..

HALF-AN-HOUR DISCUSSION 
Maharashtra-Karnataka Boundary 
Dispute 

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT 
(Kolaba): This Half-an-hour Discus¬ 
sion is necessitated by the stereotyped, 
evasive and unconvincing replies given 
by the hon. Home Minister to my 
Starred Question No. 49 on the 24th 
July, 1974. As the question did not 
reach within the time, no supple- 
mentaries were put and, therefore, 
this Half-an-hour Discussion has be 
come absolutely necessary. 

The question was a simple one: 

“Will the Minister for Home 
Affairs be pleased to state the 
reasons why the solution of the 
boundary dispute between Maha¬ 
rashtra and Karnataka is being 
delayed and whether the dispute 
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will be settled before the delimita- 
tation of the constituencies for the 
ensuing Lok Sabha elections and 
whether any instructions have been 
issued to the Delimitation 
Commission that the boundaries of 
these two States are likely to under¬ 
go change?” 

This is a simple question. The 
reply given is a consumate exercise in 
political blinking. The reply is: 

“Efforts are being made to arive 
at a solution which will command 
maximum acceptability. While no 
reference has been made to the De¬ 
limitation Commission on the subject 
but in view of the complicated 
nature of the dispute, it will not be 
easy to set any time limit for find¬ 
ing a solution, the Government are 
most anxious to find an early solu¬ 
tion.". 

Now, the words “command maximum 
acceptability’ and the words ‘Govern¬ 
ment are most anxious to find an 
early solution’ are bandied recklessly 
in practically every reply given to 
similar questions during the last three 
years. Therefore, these words have 
lost their normal meaning. 

17.34 hrs. 

[Dr. Henry Austin in the Chair.] 

Almost in every reply the words 
‘trying to find out the maximum ac¬ 
ceptability’ and ‘finding a solution 
very early’ are repeated. So far as 
this problem is concerned, I may point 
out that this problem arose in 1956 
when the States Re-organization Com¬ 
mission parcelled out the entire Union 
of Ipdia into linguistic States. As 
they had to deal with an all India 
problem, they naturally took the dis¬ 
trict as the unit and, therefore, cer¬ 
tain Tehsils, circles and villages re¬ 
mained uncared for. The Maharash¬ 
tra State was the worst loser in this 
respect and certain Marathi-speaking 
people remained in Karnataka (Mysore 
at that time) and certain Kannada¬ 
speaking people remained in Maha¬ 
rashtra. Both people wanted to go 
to their home States but they could 


not do it and they were agitating for 
it and for 8 or 10 years this agitation 
went on. That is to say, this went on 
from 1956 to 1966. Government ap- 
ointed the Mahajan Commission in 
1968 and the report came in 1967 
August. That report was violative of 
the basic principles of States’ reorga¬ 
nisation. Those principles are stated 
in the SRC report itself. People 
began to agitate again. The result 
was this. For eight years the 
Government of India was telling us, 
we are finding out a solution, we axe 
finding out a solution, etc. but they 
never found out a solution. When 
people became restive and when they 
flew at each other’s throats and pro¬ 
perty worth lakhs of rupees went into 
the flames, we were told, this is not 
the proper time, this is not the pro¬ 
per atmosphere, etc. When people 
became quiet they said ‘let sleeping 
dogs lie’. This sort of gimmick no 
good person will tolerate. It is 
nothing but a sort of sadistic attitude 
towards a huge State problem. So 
far as the Maharashtra Government 
is concerned it has been voicing the 
feelings of the people untiringly. 
Please see the reply given in this 
House on the 14th November, 1973 to 
my Unstarred Question No. 593. Ac¬ 
cording to that reply on the 3rd Nov¬ 
ember, 1973 there was a delegation of 
Maharashtra MLAs headed by Chief 
Minister and he urged that this dis¬ 
pute should be solved at any rate be¬ 
fore the Delimitation Commission is 
appointed. They said, we will try, 
but they did nothing absolutely. Now 
Delimitation Commission has started 
working. Nothing is done in regard 
to that request and nothing will be 
done also. If it is not solved now it 
will not be solved for another five 
years too. The patience of the people 
has reached the breaking point. Some 
elements take advantage of it like the 
Shiv Sena and a similar parochial or¬ 
ganisation in Karnataka and this situ¬ 
ation was taken advantage of by 
them. They started trouble. The 
people had to suffer. Last time there 
was trouble in both the States. Pro¬ 
perty worth lakhs of rupees was des- 
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troyed. There is no reason why we 
should go on putting off the solution 
day after day- 

I also wish to refer to my Starred 
Question No. 110 on 11th February* 
1974. The Home Minister in his reply 
has very specifically put it arid I agree 
with him. “Linguistic minorities have 
remained in these two States and they 
are there quite on a largfe scale. 
The problem is how to deal with these 
linguistic minorities. When the Com¬ 
mission was appointed, it was though , 
there should be as small a number of 
linguistic minorities in the newly 
created State as possible. That was 
the expectation. But that expecta¬ 
tion is belied. This remaining of 

linguistic minorities on a large scale 
in the two States is the maiivquestion 
that demands solution.” 

That should be solved. It has not 
been solved fbr the last eight years. 

Recently, that is, on the 8th August, 
1974 M.P.S from all political parties in 
Maharashtra have given a requisition 
to the hon. Prime Minister saying that 
this question must be solved before 
the Delimitation Commission gives its 
final report. Nothing has been done so 
far. So, I should like to put a straight 
question to the hon. Home Minister. 
Is there the will to solve it and is 
there the ability to solve it. That 
they have the ability to solve it is 
proved from the fact that they have 
solved the dispute of Kachcha Thivu 
island; they have solved the problem 
of Bangladesh. We are going to solve 
the boundary dispute with Burma. 
Why can we not solve oud domestic 
issue just now? Unless there is will 
to solve it how can you solve this? 
There is no will to solve it, that is why 
the dispute remains unsolved for the 
last eight years. So, my questions to 
the hon. Minister are; 

(1) Has he got the will to solve 

this question? 

(2) Whether he has contacted the 

Chief Ministers of both the States? 
Is there any proposal under the 
consideration? If bo, what are the 
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reactions to the proposal of the 
Chief Ministers? 

(3) What is it that prevents him 
from solving it before the Delimita¬ 
tion Commission gives its final re¬ 
port. 

He should specifically gave answers 
just now to all these questions. Once 
he decides to solve it, I am sure, the 
dispute will he solved within two or 
three days. Every point has been put 
forth before the Central Government. 
So, my question to the hon. Minister 
is; can he specifically reply that this 
dispute will be solved before the Deli¬ 
mitation Commission gives its final 
report? 

MR CHAIRMAN; You will put 
questions only because this is an half- 
an-hour discussion. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE 
(Rajapur): Let the time be flexible. 
We had tabled here for a discussion 
under 193. But, on an appeal of the 
Home Minister I withdrew it. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Please cooperate 
with me. Because this is a half-an- 
hour discussion, you will please put 
your question only. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: Sir. 
on 13th December, under -Rule 193, I 
was to initiate a discussion on the 
ending border dispute between Maha¬ 
rashtra and Karnataka. The Home 
Minister, at that time, in view of the 
tension prevailing in both the States 
made a fervent appeal—an emotional 
appeal, if I may be permitted to say 
so- that, in the interests of the nation 
and in the interests of the wider com¬ 
munity, this discussion should not be 
pressed for. Fortunately or unfortu¬ 
nately, I being a fervent nationalist, 
responded to his appeal and X told 
him that, in the interests of national 
integration which is an objective 
nearest to my heart, I would not press 
for the discussion. I withdrew that 
particular discussion. 

Is it not a fact that because of the 
pending border dispute between Kar¬ 
nataka. and Maharashtra the greatest 
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low to the country is that the valiant 
freedom fighters who fought for the 
.liberation of the country and who are 
in that particular border area—whether 
they are Kannadigag or Marathi speak¬ 
ing people—they are to-day completely 
engrossed with this particular prob¬ 
lem for the last several years? Their 
talents are not being made available 
to the mainstream of political and 
economic activity of the country. 
Therefore, ou r greatest handicap is 
that some of the best talents and best 
men and patriots in that particular 
border area who have remained en¬ 
grossed in this border dispute, and if 
you tell them—it would be in the inter¬ 
est of the nation that the border prob¬ 
lem would be solved once and for all 
and there is finality about it, in that 
case, they will be joining the main- 
steram of political life. 

There was a Mahajan Commission 
Report already. We do not know 
what is the position about this report 
whether it has been accepted or whe¬ 
ther it is kept under suspended ani¬ 
mation. Nobody knows anything 
about it. And, as a result of that, we 
find that the national problem is not 
being solved. 

On 13th, when I placed before the 
House certain comments, I brought 
to your notice that as early as 8th 
December one thing, I wrote a letter 
to the Prime Minister about the burn¬ 
ing problem. She wrote to me back— 
I quoted that letter in this very House 
—and this was that she said in the 
last paragraph; 

‘The Home Minister is seized of 

the general question and will soon 

take the initiative to find a satisfac¬ 
tory solution of the border dispute”. 

1 Quoted this letter written to me by 
the Prime Minister and I also told the 
House that this was a letter that had 
been written to me. I appealed to 
the Home Minister as well as the 
.Prime Minister that they should give 
me an assurance. In that case, I 


(H.AJi. Dis.) 

would not press for a discussion. The 
Home Minister &e well as the Prime 
Minister were very kind and both of 
them independently gave an assurance 
to this House that we shall expedite 
our efforts to arrive at the solution of 
the border dispute between Mahars* 
shtra and Karnataka.’ Sir, is it not a 
fact that immediately after that, all 
the political parties in this House ir¬ 
respective of their ideological conside¬ 
rations wrote a memorandum to the 
Prime Minister? In that memoran¬ 
dum it has been stated as follows: 

“The failure of the Centre to 
settle the long pending Karnataka- 
Maharashtra border dispute has 
given rise to unprecedented distur¬ 
bances in both the States threaten¬ 
ing the life and property of linguis¬ 
tic minorities. 

“We strongly feel that settlement 
of this border dispute by the Centre 
on the basis of sound principles 
without any further delay is the 
only way to put an end to the pre¬ 
sent ugly fratricidal war between 
the people of these two States. 

“We, therefore, earnestly request 
you to initiate prompt efforts to 
settle the border dispute in the 
wider interest of national integra¬ 
tion." 

This was signed by the leaders of al¬ 
most all the Opposition parties, name¬ 
ly, CPI(M), Jan Sangh, Cong.(O), 
CPI, Swatantra, DMK, Socialist party, 
etc. In addition to that I had written 
to the Prime Minister in which I said 
many Members of the ruling party 
have expressed their agreement with 
the spirit of the memorandum though 
for technical reasons they have not 
appended their signatures to that 
memorandum. This represented the 
consensus of this House that you might 
try to evolve universal principles so 
that there is no fratricidal war and 
people in this border area are brought 
into the main stream of political and 
economic activity of the country. 

Now, I would like to ask two ques¬ 
tions. Is it not a fact that whenever 
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[Prof. Madhu Dandavate] 

there was agitation in these areas you 
said if you allow the agitation to sub¬ 
side or withdraw the agitation in the 
cooler atmosphere we can find the 
-solution? And when everything is 
quite you say afterall the issue has 
died and the atmosphere is quite 
and why unnecessarily create 
difficulties. On November 21, last 
Maharashtra Ektakaran Samiti sus¬ 
pended its agitation in deference to 
the wishes of the Prime Minister. Why 
is it even after the withdrawal of the 
agitation and after a memorandum 
signed by all political parties expedi¬ 
tious steps were not taken? 

Secondly, when this issue was re¬ 
ferred to the Mahajan Commission it 
was not an award but only recommen¬ 
dation. Further, whenever the States 
Reorganisation Commission made re¬ 
commendations it was not treated as 
an award and a number of changes 
were made. It is not an award but a 
recommendation. I do not want to go 
into the various contradictions of the 
Mahajan Commission Report. I would 
only at the end request before elec¬ 
tions are held on the new delimita¬ 
tion basis please try to settle the issue. 
I would end by making an appeal both 
on behalf of my friends in Karnataka 
as well as Maharashtra that you take 
some decision—it might be in favour 
of Karnataka or Maharashtra. What¬ 
ever be the decision, let there be a 
finality. By keeping the issue pend¬ 
ing like this, Government are doing 
injustice to both Karnataka and Maha¬ 
rashtra. On behalf of both Karnataka 
a$ well as Maharashtra, I would insist 
that for God’s sake and for the sake 
of the people, let Government end the 
dispute once and for all and have 
some finality so that the people in the 
border area may join the mainstream 
of political and economic activities in 
the- country. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Mr. B. V. Naik. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): This is 
an issue.... 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY (Rajnand- 
gaon): It is not a question which con¬ 


cerns the sentiments of people from 
Maharashtra and Karnataka only. We 
who come from other States Can also 
give our very impartial suggestions. If 
you would permit me to say so, the 
two Chief Ministers should be put in 
one room, and Mr. Dikshit should not 
allow them to come out unless they 
have ironed out their differences. If 
they are worthy enough as Chief 
Ministers, let them iron out their dif¬ 
ferences. Why should the Centre be 
dragged into this particular issue? I 
could understand the sentiments of 
Prof. Madhu Dandavate. But I may 
tell him that the Centre has nothing 
to do with this. Let the two Chief 
Ministers sit together, iron out their 
differences and come to a final deci¬ 
sion. For 18 years, the dispute has 
been going on, and my hon. friends 
want to bring the Centre into the pic¬ 
ture. Why should Mr. Dikshit become 
unpopular? What is the guarantee 
that they are going to accept what¬ 
ever decision is going to be given by 
him.... 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Let the hon. 
Member please resume his seat. This 
is only a half-an-hour discussion in 
which only those four Members whose 
names have come up in the ballot are 
allowed to put questions. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: May 
I point out to my hon. friend Shri 
Pandey that when a king wears the 
crown, he wears it with the thorns? 
When Mr. Dikshit has rightly accept¬ 
ed the responsibility of the Home 
Ministership, he has also accepted the 
responsibility for becoming unpopu¬ 
lar— 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: If he takes 
the decision, there is the Shiva Sena 
in Bombay, and they will kick the 
Congress and rebuke the Congress— 

THE MINISTER OF HOME AF¬ 
FAIRS (SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIK¬ 
SHIT): May I explain the position? 
There need be no controversy about 
this. 
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MH. CHAIRMAN: I may point out 
to Mr. Pandey that this is a discussion 
under rule 55, and only those whose 
names have come up In the ballot can 
participate. I am sorry that he has 
raised this matter. He has no locus 
standi in this. He should have sought 
my permission before raising this. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Seram pore): He wants to be a Minis¬ 
ter, and, therefore, he has raised it. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Order, let him not 
bring in extraneous questions into 
this. He has perhaps done it in good 
faith. What I am saying is that he 
should not have raised it without my 
permission. 

SHRI R. S. £ANDEY: I have done 
it in. good faith. Let the two worthy 
Chief Ministers come together and 
settle it. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: It is out of place 
here. Let him raise it in the appro¬ 
priate forum. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: I would not like 
to add to the fire. Whatever we say in 
all our earnestness should at least 
achieve one thing that it should not 
trigger off any unhappy occurrence 
anywhere.... 

SHRI SHANKER RAO SAVANT- 
That is what we are saying. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: They may be 
saying it here, but their street spee¬ 
ches are different. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Mr. Naik can only 
put questions. Otherwise, there would 
not be enough time for him to hear 
what the hon. Minister has to say. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: A 1 - 
against 4 from Maharashtra, there is 
only one Member from Karnataka who 
io speaking. So, let him be given a lit¬ 
tle more time to put forward his case. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Let Mr. Naik be 
reasonable. 
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SHRI B. V. NAIK: Prof. Dandavate 
appreciates the fact that we are a 
quiet people and that we do not in¬ 
tend to create any trouble. 

Therefore, I would say that it is not 
only a question of my coming from 
Karnataka as against the rest of the 
four hon. Members of ours who cune 
from Maharashtra, but I also come 
from a border area of Karnataka as 
well as the border of Maharashtra and 
the border of Goa. Therefore, it 
would be a sort of failure of perfor¬ 
mance of duty if their sentiments are 
not expressed. The sentiments of the 
common people all around the world 
are not always coterminous with the 
sentiments of the politicians who re¬ 
present them. 

Therefore, I would only submit that 
political questions like this are not 
problems for which we can think of 
a definite time-frame within which 
a solution can be found. He said it 
is an international question. In which 
part of the world has an international 
question been solved? Has the Pales¬ 
tine question been solved? Has the 
Ulster question been solved? (Inter - 
ruption) 

AN HON. MEMBER: He wa s not 
serious. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: He was serious. 
It is something like what was said of 
a Senator; when he jokes, he makes 
a law and when he makes law, it be¬ 
comes a joke (Interruption). This is 
too serious a matter to be joked. 

May I, therefore, submit in all hu¬ 
mility this? Since Government also 
accepts that these serious matters can¬ 
not be discussed within the frame of 
five minutes or in the course of a day 
and the entire sentiment of the House 
is also involved, for example, Shri 
Pandey is quite right in feeling agi¬ 
tated—they believe in the integrity of 
this country, national integrity - 

SHRI K. HANUMANTH AIYA 
(Bangalore): Integration, not inte¬ 
grity.

SHRI B. V. NAIK; With due apo¬ 
logies to the sophisticated command 
over Queen’s English possessed by 
Shri Hanumanthaiya and with due 
apology for the mispronunciation, I 
say national integration. I would sub¬ 
mit that the House may be taken in¬ 
to confidence. A consensus may or 
may not arise. We hope a consen¬ 
sus may arise, we can think in a cool 
atmosphere and the Minister will be 
acceptable for such a discussion. Now 
that tempers have cooled, we hope 
they will not flare up once again. I 
do hope a consensus may emerge, 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ah- 
medabad): This half an hour discus¬ 
sion has value only if we can extract 
some kind of a satisfactory explana¬ 
tion and reply from the Home Minis¬ 
ter as to why this particular vexed 
problem has been kept pending for so 
long. I am sure, it is not the object 
of any one of us to excite passions 
this way or that way. Therefore, I 
want to ask the Home Minister; Is it 
not a fact that this problem has been 
kept pending for a long number of 
years and that successive Home- Mi¬ 
nisters beginning from the revered 
Pantji, then Shastriji, then Nandaji, 
then Yeshwantraoji and now even 
Dikshitji, all this galaxy of leaders.. . 

SHRI MADHU LIMA YE; And 

Indiraj i. 

SHRI P, G. MAVALANKAR: How 
is it and why is it that they have fail¬ 
ed to help fin<j a solution? These peo¬ 
ple are not merely Home Ministers 
and Prime Ministers; they are na¬ 
tional leaders. How is it that they 
have not lreen able to infuse a cer¬ 
tain element of nationalism on the 
part of the people of this or that area, 
and more particularly on the part of 
the people belonging to their own 
party? I ask this question of Dikshit¬ 
ji: Since he has a majority in Karna¬ 
taka and since he has also a majority 
in Maharashtra, how and why Is it that 
he is not able to bring together the 
people of his own party on both sides 
primarily -though, of course, it is not 


a party question—and come to some 
kind ^ a satisfactory solution? 

Wc are living in a vast continent— 
like country with a rich variety. So 
there are practically border areas with 
every State. When two States meet, 
naturally there are border areas. But 
there are no border disputes. Yet, 
this particular problem has been 
allowed to remain unsolved because 
the national leaders have merely gone 
on saying that they want to solve it 
but I see ther e is no desire, sincerity 
or earnestness in coming to a solu¬ 
tion. 

As my friend, Prof, Dandavate said, 
let it be in favour of this area or 
that, but let there be a solution! I 
see the anxiety and embarrassment on 
the part of Dikshitji. That is why all 
of us irrespective of party agreed, 
some months ago not to have a dis¬ 
cussion, but we did so in the hope that 
Government will come to a certain 
concrete, expeditious, just, honour¬ 
able, acceptable solution. We would 
like to know why is it that that solu¬ 
tion has not come for the last so many 
months? Will the Home Minister tell 
us what concrete steps he and his col¬ 
leagues have taken to sort out the 
differences between Karnataka and 
Maharashtra people? Can he say 
that the solution today is a little 
nearer than six months ago? Last 
time, he said that the dispute is of 
a complicated nature. Will he spell 
out the more important complications 
involved, because some of us who 
think and behave like Indians can¬ 
not understand the special complica¬ 
tions involved. Is there any effort 
On the part of the Government and 
the Congress party to educate the peo¬ 
ple in terms Of national integration? 
The Prime Minister.and the Home Mi¬ 
nister are members of the National 
Integration Council. What are they 
doing to bring about thd psycholo¬ 
gical and emotional integration of the 
people by creating a climate in favour 
of integration? Or, do they ekpfict a 
miracle to occur to solve the problem? 
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On the last occasion, on July 24, 
1974, in answer to Shri Savant's ques¬ 
tion, the Minister replied that a time 
limit cannot b e fixed. Why? Surely 
you ought to say that it will be solv¬ 
ed within, say, 2 or 3 or 5 months or 
years from now. But, if you say that 
a time-limit cannot he fixed, it means 
you do not want to do it. If you are 
sincere about a solution, you are 
bound to have a time limit. Lastly, 
is the Government not contemplating 
to have some kind of a permanent 
machinery, some tribunal consisting 
of independent, judicial-minded Peo¬ 
ple, known all over th e country for 
their integrity, who have no political 
axe to grind, to look into such inter¬ 
state disputes now and in future? 

SHRI DHAMANKAR (Bhiwandi): 

It is a very delicate problem and we, 
M.Ps. have to be very careful in ex¬ 
pressing ourselves, because our ex¬ 
pressions are not confined within the 
House, but reach the borders. I con¬ 
gratulate my four colleagues, hon. 
Members, for having exercised res¬ 
traint while expressing their feelings. 
The problem is more than 18 years old 
and all along th e Prime Minister and 
Home Minister have been assuring us 
that they are keenly interested to 
solve it. The late G. B. Pant in I960 
wtien the Bill was being discussed 
said, “We are interested in solving the 
problem. We do not want to shelve 
the problem;” But when it is delayed, 
x it is as good as shelved. Justice de¬ 
layed is justice denied. In the same 
way solution delayed is as good as 
solution shelved. This causes restless-, 
neSs in the people of the border areas. 

I humbly ask the Home Minister whe¬ 
ther after his reply last time that he 
was seized of tlhe problem, any pro¬ 
gress has bee n made and whether 
there are any fresh developments in 
the last 4 of 6 months. I had asked 
last, time whether both the Chief Mi¬ 
nisters have agreed to abide by the 
verdict of the Prime Minister or the 
Home Minister. I want to know whe¬ 
ther they have been brought together 
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and whether there is any progress. I 
sincerely feel that this problem should 
not be delayed any more. If possible; 
before the final report of the Delimi¬ 
tation Commission comes, it should 
be solved in a just and peaceful way. 
There should not be any recurrence 
of what happened in Belgaon—Kolha¬ 
pur and other border areas. 

THE MINISTER OF HOME AF¬ 
FAIRS (SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIK- 
SHIT): Mr. Chairman, with your 
permission, I shall first state the posi¬ 
tion of the Government in a few 
words, which 1 hav e written in ad¬ 
vance, and the n 1 will answer the 
specific questions which the hon. Mem¬ 
bers have asked. I do not propose to 
take more time but I want to be as 
specific as possible. 

Hie House is iuiiy aware that the 
problem is complicated and the solu¬ 
tions offered, views expressed aryl the 
sentiments entertained cut across 
party lines. Therefore, our efforts 
have been to evolve an amicable solu¬ 
tion which would be fair and which 
would ensure maximum acceptability 
not only in Maharashtra and Karna¬ 
taka but also among all sections of 
this House of Parliament, which ulti¬ 
mately is the forum to which people 
look for a fair, just and enduring solu¬ 
tion of difficult problems. I am confi¬ 
dent, Sir, that we would succeed in 
our efforts and succeed perhaps even 
sooner than may be generally expect¬ 
ed. I will explain presently the rea¬ 
sons for my confidence. But, before 
doing that, I think it is necessary to 
elucidate the reply I had give n to the 
starred question No. 45 on the 24th 
July, 1974, and also refer to som e of 
the points raised in the course of dis¬ 
cussion today. 

I had stated that the reason for the 
solution being delayed was our anxiety 
to command maximum acceptability. 
I had further stated than:, while we 
are most anxious to find an early 
solution, it will not be easy to set any 
time limit therefor. Ever, after listen¬ 
ing to the discussion today, I would 
not have answered th e question in any

different way. Setting a time limit 
or giving an assurance about it in 
such matters ca n be justified only if 
the larger public interest wer e to be 
better served by such time limit or 
assurance. The Government are 
anxious, and this anxiety is shared 
by all leading national political par¬ 
ties, that these issues which create 
controversies, divert the attention of 
tihe people from th e more pressing 
problems, and which stand in the way 
of harmony and good relations bet¬ 
ween the States or the different ling¬ 
uistic communities concerned should 
be settled without avoidable delay. 
Government are one with the senti¬ 
ments expressed i n the House that if 
it is possible, this issue should be set¬ 
tled before the next general electioris 
to the Lok Sabha are due. But, how¬ 
ever anxious we may be, it would be 
unrealistic to give a formal undertak¬ 
ing that the question will be resolved 
by any particular date. The decision 
would rest on the wishes of the peo¬ 
ple of the States concerned and, of 
course, ultimately o n the wishes of the 
Parliament. It is not my intention to 
be evasive; but it is certainly not easy 
to set any time limit for finding a 
solution to this question. 

In my answer I had stated the fac¬ 
tual position that no reference had 
been made to the Delimitation Com¬ 
mission, because the question was 
whether any instructions have been 
issued to the Commission, Govern¬ 
ment do not issue instructions to a 
statutory commission like the Delimi- 
tatio n Commission. The Delimitation 
Commission has to proceed on the 
basis of existing constitutional reali¬ 
ties—of which the existing State boun¬ 
daries is one such. I may add here 
that the delimitation work has been 
completed in respect of constituen¬ 
cies in Karnataka and llie notification 
has recently been issued for delimita¬ 
tion in Maharashtra constituencies. 
It is not possible for us to set any 
date. We can only give the assurance 
that we will act expeditiously. But 
whenever thqre is a reorganisation of 
any State and readjustment of territo¬ 


rial boundaries is involved, the law 
relating to such reorganisation inva¬ 
riably takes into account the need for 
redelimitation of constituencies. If 
and when, therefore, it is finally de¬ 
cided to transfer any territories from 
the State of Karnataka to the State 

of Maharashtra or vice versa neces¬ 
sary care will be taken for redelioml- 
tation of constituencies to the extent 
necessary. I am saying tihis to remove 
any possible misgivings or any anxiety 
over that. 

Sir, the Prime Minister and I have 
had useful discussions with the Chief 
Ministers of the States concerned. It 
may also be within the knowledge 
of the House that when in 1970 some 
tentative proposals were formulated, 
we considered it desirable that the 
Chief Ministers concerned should be 
consulted. Accordingly, there had 
been exchanges of views and some 
examination in depth of different al¬ 
ternatives. In the light of the objec¬ 
tive situation in 1971, because of the 
Bangladesh and, allied problems, and 
in 1072 because of severe drought, the 
question bad to be deferred for some 
lime. Eve n so, we had gone into the 
matter thoroughly; we have recently 
again discussed these questions infor¬ 
mally with all concerned. Thus, the 
views of the two Chief Ministers and 
State Governments are fairly well 
known to us; equally known are their 
difficulties and their feelings on the 
question. As a result of these discus¬ 
sions and our own examination of the 
problem, I am confident that a fair 
solution which would command wide 
acceptability should be possible. At 
this stage, I would request the House 
not to press me to disclose any fur¬ 
ther details. A question has been 
asked by five or six hon. Members 
her e as to whether there has ljee n any 
narrowing of the gaps, whether the 
solution has come nearer tb in before. 

am able to say with all Inutility tha< 
.his has happened. More than that 
i cannot say. 

It is unfortunate that whenever 
there are public discussions on this 
very vexed question, there are some 
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fore or after the discussions. I am 
not for a moment suggesting that 
there is any pattern behind these oc¬ 
currences—quite possibly, it is a mat¬ 
ter of coincidence. What we require 
most at the present moment, when- 
we are actively seized of the problem, 
is general understanding, goodwill 
and the right atmosphere for a states¬ 
manlike approach being possible on 
all sides. 

I would like to reassure the House 
that we are most anxious for, and we 
are confident and hopeful of, reach¬ 
ing an early and fair solution. 

On the last occasion, the hon. Mem¬ 
ber, Mr. Jyotirmoy Bosu and our 
friend, the leader of the Swatantra 
Party, Mr. Pilqp Mody, (both had laid 
:stress on the necessity of the appoint¬ 
ment of an inter-State Council under 
article 263, while referring to this dis¬ 
pute for solution. This was evidently 
done under the impression that this 
would finally end -the dispute. It is 
not so. With due respect, I would 
like to read article 263. It says: 

“If at any time it appears to the 
President that the public interests 
•would be served by the establish¬ 
ment of a Coucnil charged with the 
■duty of— 

(a) inquiring into and advising 
upon disputes which may have 
arisen between States; 

(b) investigating and discussing 
subjects in which some or all of 
the States, or the Union and one 
Or more of the States, have a 
common interest; or 

(c) making recommendations 
upon any such subject and, in 
particular, recommendations for 
the better co-ordination of policy 
and action with respect to that 
subject; 

it shall- be lawful for the Preseident 
by order to establish such a Council, 
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to be performed by it and its organi¬ 
sation and procedure." 

Now, supposing we had referred 
this matter to an inter-State Council, 
supposing an inter-State Council 
had been appointed all that 
we would have received from the 
members of the Council would have 
been recommendations which, in any 
case, would have come to the Govern¬ 
ment and which would have been 
discussed in Parliament and solution 
found. I would submit, with live res¬ 
pect to the hon. Members, that that is 
not a solution. 

My personal opinion is that possibly 
a reference to article 263 was made on 
th e analogy of provisions in article 
262. In article 262, there is a compul¬ 
sive element. It says: 

“Parliament may by law provide 
for the adjudication of any dispute 
Or complaint with respect to the use, 
distribution or control of the waters 
of, or in, any inter-State river or 
river valley. 

“(2) Notwithstanding anything 
contained in this Constitution, 
Parliament may by law provide that 
neither the Supreme Court nor any 
other court shall exercise jurisdic¬ 
tion in respect of any such dispute 
or complaint as is referred to in 
clause (1)." 

These are two different matters. The 
founding fathers of t'he Constitution 
thought in their wisdom to frame 
these two articles differently. In one 
case, there is a compulsive element 
and in the other case, it is a matter 
of recommendation. I submit that 
will not solve the problem. 

Another point that I would like to 
submit is that I do not want in any 
way to weaken the atmosphere of 
goodwill which every hon. Member 
has expressed I feel grateful to 
them. But I consider it to be my 
bounden duty to point out that in any 
ultimate decision, it would not be 
possible to ensure that the demands of 
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either State are fully met or conceded 
to. This must he appreciated by all 
concerned. 

Also, it must be, appreciated that 
whatever may be the extent of trans¬ 
fer of. territories . and population 
between the States, each State* will 
continue to have linguistic minorities. 
This is to be understood. Somebody 
said here that there is a feeling of un¬ 
certainly and the people are involved, 
because the linguistic minorities exist 
in one or the other State. This will 
continue to happen. Therefore, ,it 
should be our duty to explain to the 
people that this fact should not come 
in the way of their functioning to¬ 
gether and development work going 
on as speedily as pdssible. Therefore, 
I seek the understanding of the 
people of the States and the Members 
of Parliament for safeguarding the 
interests of the linguistic minorities 

I think I have covered in my reply 
the various questions that were raised. 
But I would still like, very briefly, to 
refer to some of the points referred 
to by the hon. members. 

Our friend, Mr. Savant, was mostly 
giving th e history, etc. of the dispute. 
He and other hon. members had 
referred to the Mahajan Report. I do 
not understand the logic of reference 
to the Mahajan Report. The Mahajan 
Report was, after all, made by the 
former Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court a better reputed person or a 
higher judicial authority could not 
have been found. But what happened? 
Although it was said-earlier that both 
the parties, particularly, Maharashtra, 
wanted that the decision or the award 
or the recommendation of the Ma- 
jan Commission should be final and 
binding, it was not accepted so and 
for good reasons. If Maharashtra 
thought that their case had not been 
fairly, considered, the Central Govern¬ 
ment found that there was some force 
ja that argument. Therefore, what I 
am .saying, i», that, for anybody to 
Maf ft e the Government because that 
Report was not accepted, would not 
ae fair. And nothing has happened 


in the meantime to justify a blind 
acceptance of that report. 1 do not 
say that it was an ideal report or 
that it should have been rejected. 
But the fact is that, in a matter like 
this, as large a measure of acceptance 
by both the sides as is possible is 
necesseary. Therefore, this question 
about Mahajan Report should not be 
raised. I expect that the hon. mem¬ 
bers will understand that what has- 
happened in relation to the Mahajan 
report is not unreasonable, although, 

I know, the Karnataka people feel 
that the report should have been, and 
should be, accepted in toto. Even in 
recent discussions this matter has 
been repeatedly brought up, again and 
agaih. But we have tried to explain 
our point of view, and we hope that 
the gap will be narrowed down. As 
soon as this matter is finalised, we 
shall come to the House with our 
proposals. 

About delimitation, I hav e already 
mentioned. 

A specific question was raised 
whether we had met the Chief Min¬ 
isters. Yes, We have met the Chief 
Ministers—the Karnataka Chief Min¬ 
isters twice and the Maharashtra 
Chief Minister thrice—and we have 
gone into the details. They have 
put their points of view as 
strongly as possible. We have 

tried to read between their state¬ 

ments. But I must say that they have 
continued to take the stand they took 
originally. It is a difficult problem, 
let us not misunderstand. As I pro¬ 
mised the other day, efforts will be 
made continually and I assure you that 
our Ministry and ourselves have 
been continually engaged in this 
exercise. 

MAdHUJI referred to the Corres¬ 
pondence and the joint letter. The 

sum and substance of his speech now 
and hiB speech last time was that it 
should be done early. He said on th* 
last occasion that the decision should 
be imposed.... 
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Prof. Madhu Dandavate Even tdday 
I feel that. 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
It is understandable. But the Govern- 
hent is not in a position to take such 
a stand, that without the sanction of 
the Constitution, the decision of Gov¬ 
ernment will be imposed. It has to 
carry the basic consensus and that is 
why there is delay. He should know 
as well as anybody else that alterna¬ 
tive proposals have been made to both 
the parties from tim e to time, about 
thrice. So. it is not that we have sat 
quietly and complacently for things 
to happen or the Chief Ministers to 
come to agreement as the hon. Member 
thought w e were doing... 

SHRI MADHU LIMA YE: How early 
is early? 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
We have said that we have taken a 
rlong time. We have said that well 
before the General Elections we would 
like it to happen. It can also be 
earlier. It cannot be later than the 
General Elections.. • • 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
But "don’t postpone the General 
Elections. 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
I am talking of the parliamentary 
elections. 
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SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
Before I close, I want to touch another 
aspect. What Mr. Madhu Dandavate 
said is irrelevant. Supposing for the 
sake of argument, that whatever solu¬ 
tion or settlement which is found is 


not’ acceptable, even if it is a reason¬ 
able one, what should we do in that 
case? Therefore, it is a question 
that we have to have some consti¬ 
tutional sanction... 

PROF. MADHU' DANDAVATE; 
This House. 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
The question is that even supposing 
an opinion is given by the House, the 
States have their own people and 
have their own policy. They have to 
carry on the government. It is not our 
intention to force them, whether they 
belong to one party or another party. 
Let us forget the Parties as it is not 
a party matter. This matter is con¬ 
cerned with th e deep sentiments of 
the people and language still conti¬ 
nues, despite everything, a highly ex¬ 
plosive sentiment. We are trying to 
explain to the people and the entire 
approach of integration is to see that 
languages does not prevail over other 
considerations as sentiments. 

It is, therefore, I would beg of the 
House to understand the situation and 
not to feel that we are not giving im¬ 
portance to the wishes of the House or 
that we are not doing whatever is 
humanly possible to expedite a 
solution. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Now, th e House 
stands adjourned to meet at 11 a.m 
tomorrow. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: We 
are adjourning in peace.
